The  Board  ol  Aldermen  was  called  to  order  at 
K)  o'clock  by  Aid  ?iin:in  Cowdin,  senior  member, 
in  service  in  1853  as  an  Alderman. 

V  message  was  received  from  the  (en  man  Coun- 
cil informing  the  Board  that  a  quorum  ol  members 
were  present,  ready  to  be  qualified. 

The  Board  went  into  convention  with  the  Com- 
mon Council  for  the  qualification  of  members  of 
the  City  (joverimn  nt. 

ELECTION  OK  CHAIRMAN. 

On  the  return  of  the  Hoard  from  convention,  it 
was  voted  to  proceed  to  the  choice  :f  Chairman. 

Charles  h.  Jenkins  was  elected  Chaiiman  by  a 
una nimous  vote,  reciving  11  ballots,  and  addressed 
the  Board  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OK    THE  CHAIRMAN. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  ■  For  this 
mark  of  respect  and  confidence  I  thank  you  most 

sincerely,  and  while  distrusting  my  fitness  lor  the 
office,  your  flattering  vote  assures  me  that  I  may 
confidently  rely  upon  your  aid  and  indulgence. 

The  duties  of  the  nominal  Chaiiman  of  th's 
Board  have  not  heretofore  involved  any  very  great 
degi  ee  of  responsibility,  and  it  is  with  the  desire 
that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  will,  during  the  present 
year,  appoint  the  Committees,  and  continue  to  act 
generally  as  the  presiding  officer,  that  I  accept 
t.,is  position. 

The  circumstances  ender  which  the  present  mu- 
nicipal government  is  organized,  are  peculiarly 
favorable  to  the  harmonious  administration  of  af- 
fairs in  the  interests  of  all  the  citizens.  The  res- 
ponsible part  in  the  government  of  the  city  as- 
signed to  this  branch  under  the  statutes  and  ordi- 
nances requires  much  time  and  attention  from 
the  members.  As  the  office  has  doubtless  been 
accepted  by  each  one  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
burdens  it  imposes,  its  duties  should  he  performed 
cheerfully,  and  not  as  an  irksome  task. 

Let  us  remember,  gentlemen,  that  the  communi- 
ty m  which  we  have  'ived  and  prospered  has  its 
claims  upon  us  for  civil  service  in  time  ct  peace, 
as  imperative  as  it  has  for  military  service  in  time 
of  war.  and  that  the  reward  for  duty  well  per- 
formed is  no  iess  honorable  for  the  trie,  than* the 
other. 

i.cntlcmen,  1  await  your  pleasure. 

(in  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot  the  Clerk  was  di- 
rected to  inform  the  Common  Council  that  the 
Board  had  organized  uy  the  choice  of  Charles  L'. 
Jenkins  as  Chairman. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Common 
Council  that  the  Council  had  organized  by  the 
choice  of  Matthias  Rich  as  President,  and  Wash- 
ington P.  Gregg  as  Clerk. 

On  motion  ol  Alderman  Cowdin,  a  message  was 
sent  fcp  the  Common  Council,  proposing  a  conven- 
tion forthwith  lor  the  choice  of  a  City  Clerk,  for 
the  present  municipal  year. 

The  Board  soon  alter  proceeded  to  the  Common 
Council  chamber  for  a  convention. 

Alter  the  election  of  a  City  Clerk,  the  Board  re- 
turned. 

Ai  lermen  Pope  and  Talbot  were  joined  to  the 
committee  to  prepare  joint  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  City  Council  daring  the  present  muni- 
cipal year. 

'Ibe  order  of  the  Common  Council  in  reference 
to  printing    he  .Mayor's  Address  was  concurred  in. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 

Ordered,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  one  member  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil from  each  ward,  be  a  committee  to  determine 
and  pay  the  allowances  of  staie  aid  to  the  fami- 
lies Of  "disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  and  the 
families  of  the  slain,"  persuant  to  the  acts  of  the 
Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth;    ami  that  the 


said  committee  have  power  to  employ  a  paymaster 
and  Mich  clerical  assistants  as  maybe  required  lor 
tins  purpose;  and  that  the  expense  thereof  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  soldiers  Relief. 

i)n  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  Board 
oi  Aldermen  of  1870,  he  adopted  as  the  rules  and 
orders    of  this  Board  until  otherwise  ord    red,  and 

that  Aldermen be  a  committee   to   report   if 

any  alterations  arc  required  therein. 

Alderman  Pierce  and  Cowdin  were  constituted 
the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pone. 

Ordered,  That  Mondays,4P.  M.,be  assigned  as 
the  day  and  hour  for  holding  the  regular  weekly 
meeting  of  this  Board,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  a  special  committee,  consisting  of 
three  cm  rhe  part  of  the  Board,  with  such  as  the 
Common  Council  may  join,  be  appointed  and  au- 
thorized to  exercise  ail  the  powers  in  rclcicnce,  to 
the  Suffolk  .street  District  conferred  by  the  I  ity 
Council  of  1870upon  the  committee  in  said  district. 

Aldermen  Pope,  Jenkins  and  Little  were  consii- 
the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Board. 

Aldermen  Pierce,  Little  and  \\  hitc  were  chosen 
Committee  on  Accounts  on  the  part  of  the  Board, 
receiving  eleven  voles  each. 

Alderman  White  offered  <i  petiii  -n  from  J.  J. 
McKttrick  to  hold  an  entertainment,  which  was 
granted  on  condition  that  the  same  should  be  held 
under  the  direction  of  the  police. 

Adjourned  until  Monday  afternoon  next,  at  4 
P.  M.

The  Council  was  called  to  order  at  ten  o'clock 
by  Mr.  Prescott  Barker  of  Ward  0,  senior  member, 
a  member  from  Ward  G  in  1858. 

CREDENTIALS  OK  MEMBERS. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bicknell  or  Ward  4,  .Messrs. 
Bicknell  of  Ward  i,  Webster  of  Ward  6  and  Winch 
of  Ward  10  were  appointed^  committee  to  receive 
cer1  ideates  of  members. 

The  committee  reported  that  they  had  received 
the  credentials  of  titty-one  member?,  and  there 
were  present  four  members  without  certificates. 

Mr.  Say  ward  of  Ward  16  was  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  inform  the  .Mayor  and  Aldeimen  that  a 
quorum  of  members  of  the  Council  were  present, 
ready  to  be  qualified.

Horace  Gray, 
Jr.,  Associate-Justice  of  the'  Supreme  Judicial 
Court. 

The  oaths  of  office  were  then  administeted  hy 
the  Mayor  to  the  members  of  each  branch  of  the 
City  Council. 

The  .Mayor  then  delivered  his  inaugural  ad- 
dress. 

The  business  of  the  convention  having  been  con- 
cluded, the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  withdrew. 

ELECTION   OK  I*KESIDE:-.T. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Willis  of  Ward  !)  the  Council 
proceeded  to  the  election  of  President. 

Messrs.  Willis  of  Ward  ;>,  Flanders  of  Ward  5. 
and  Flynn  of  Ward  7  were  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  receive,  sort  and  count  the  votes,  and  re- 
ported the  result  as  follows: 

The  whole  number  of  votes  was  GO,  all  of  which 
were  for  Matthias  Rich  of  Ward  9. 

The  President  elect  was  conducted  to  the  chair 
by  Messrs.  Smith  of   Ward  10  and  Niles  of  Ward  6, 
and  addressed  the  Council  as  follows: 
president's  ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council:  I  accept  with 
unfeigned  diffidence  the  position  to  which  your 
kindness  has  elevated  me.  Recalling  in  my  mind 
at  this  time  many  of  my  predecessors  in  office,  and 
tracing  the  lmportantservic.es  which  have  insepa- 
rably associated  their  names  with  the  municipal 
h  I  story  of  Boston,  the  review  would  cause  me  to 
h esitate  before  assuming  the  trust,  administered 
by  them  with  such  signal  success.  But  I  am  sus- 
alned  by  the  belief  and  assurance  that  your  conti- 
ence,  already  so  clearly  manifested  in 'my  behalf. 
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will  continue  to  the  end  of  tny  official  career;  and 
that  the  most  charitable  construction  will  ever  lie 
placed  on  all  my  acts  as  presiding  officer  of  this 
body.  With  this  thought  iH  view,  and  reiving  on 
your  forbearance  and  cooperation,  1  accept  the 
honorable  position  which  you  have  assigned  me, 

The  City  Government  is  "the  latest  expression  of 
the  public  will  with  respect  to  the  policy  which 
should  control  in,  local  affa'us.  A  municipality  in- 
cluding a  population  of  250,000  persons,  cannot  be 
conducted  with  real  economy  except  upon  a  liasis 
sufficiently  comprehensive  to  embrace  the  futuie 
as  well  as  the  present  interests  of  the  people  within 
its  limits.  Assiduously  avoiding  all  wasteful  ex- 
penditures, vet  ever  ready  to  advance  every  just 
and  well  considered  plan  for  tha  improvement  of 
the  business  facilities  of  our  city,  let  us  firmly 
resolve  that  the  year  upon  which  we  are  now 
entering  shall  lie  a  memorable  one  for  faith- 
fulness and  devotion  to  the  public  good. on  the 
part  of  this  Council.

1  he  committee  reported  the  whole  number  of 
votes  to  be  53,  all  of  which  were  for  Washington  P. 
Gregg. 

The  oaths  of  office  were  then  administered  to 
the  Clerk  by  John  P.  Healy,  City  Solicitor. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Aver  of  Ward  15,  Mr.  Ayer  was 
appointed  a  committee  to  inform  the  Hoard  of  Al- 
dermen of  the  organization  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil. 

A  message  was  received  lroin  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, informing  the  Council  of  the  organization 
of  the  Board. 

The  Council  concurred  in  the  proposition  for  a 
convention  for  the  election  of  City  Clerk. 

ELECTION  OF  CITY  CLERK. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  came  in  for  a  conven- 
tion for  the  election  of  City  Clerk. 

Alderman  White  and  Messrs.  Gragg  of  Ward  14 
and  Pope  of  Ward  16  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  receive,  sort  and  count  the  votes  for  City  Clerk. 

The  committee  reported  the  whole  number  of 
votes  to  be  71,  the  whole  number  of  which  were 
for  Samuel  F.  McCleary. 

The  oaths  of  office  were  administered  to  the  City 
Clerk  by  the  Mayor. 

The  convention  was  then  dissolved,  and  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  withdrew.

the  seats  which  they  now  occupy,  and  asking  ior  a 
recount  of  the  ballots  cast  for  Councllmen  at  Jie 
last  municipal  election,  in  said  ward,  submitted 
the  following  report: 

Tbe  committee  obtained  from  the  Citv  Clerk  the 
sealed  box  containing  all  the  ballots  cast  at  the 
election  in  Ward  5  on  the  12th  December  last,  and 
having  opened  the  same,  found  in  addition  to  the 
ballots  which  had  been  counted  by  tqe ward  offi- 
cers, a  sealed  package,  to  which  reference  was 
made  by  a  certificate  on  the  cover  of  the  box,  as 

follows:

This  box  contains  in  addition    to   the    recorded 
votes,  a  package  of  votes  taken  from  tbe  ballot 
boxes,  which  appeared  to  us  to  have  been  illegally 
placed  there.

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  statement,  that 
the  result  is  not  changed,  even  if  the  votes  rejected 


I. v  the  ward  officers  are  included.  There  is,  how- 
ever, a  very  wide  discrepancy  between  tbe  pub- 
lished returns  Of  tbe  ward  officers  and  the  com- 
mittee's count  of  the  recorded  votes.  The  same 
discrepancy  was  found  by  the  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  last  year,  in  their  recount 
of  the  v  >tes  for  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  street  Com- 
missioners 

The  gross  carelessness  of  the  ward  officers  in  re- 
ceiving the  ballots  and  in  making  up  their  returns 
was  severely  commented  upon  by  that  committee 
in  their  report  printed  in  City  Document,  No.  117. 
As  the  petitions  referred  to  us  ask  simply  for  a 
recount  of  the  votes,  and  do  not  allege  Fraud  in 
the  election,  the  committee  do  not  feel  nailed,  upon 
under  the  circumstances  to  do  anything  more  than 
report  the  facts,  leaving  the  Council  to  take  such 
action  thereon  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  or 
necessary  to  preserve  thepuiityol  elections  here- 
after. 
The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Niles,  from  the  same  comnrttee  to  whom 
was  referred  tbe  petition  of  Charles  D.  Bickford 
for  a  lecouut  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  late  election 
for  members  of  the  Common  Council  in  Ward  15, 
made  a  report  that  Ihey  had  carefully  recounted 
the  votes,  and  find  the  result  to  be  as  follows:

W.  Decatur, 
who  received  a  certificate  of  election  and  now  oc- 
cupies a  seat  in  tbe  Common  Council,  was  not 
elected.  The  committee,  therefore,  recommended 
the  passage  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Whereas.  It  appears  from  a  recount  of  the  orig- 
inal ballots  cast  at  the  last  municipal  election  in 
Ward  15,  that  Charles  D.  Bickford  was  elected  a 
member  of  tbe  Common  Council  from  said  ward 
in  place  of  George  W.  Decatur,  who  received  a 
certificate  of  election. 

Kcsolved,  That  Charles  D.  Bickford  is  entitled  to 
tbe  seat  in  this  Board  now  occupied  by  George  W. 
Decatur. 

The  report  was  accented  and  the  resolution  was 
passed. 

Mr.  Bickford  was  conducted  to  the  Mayor  by  Mr. 
Barnes  of  Ward  1,  to  be  qualified,  and  on  his  re- 
turn took  the  seat  vacated  by  Mr.  Decatur,  and 
was  appointed  on  the  Committee  on  state  Aid  to 
succeed  him. 

REPORT  OIT  RULES  AND  OBDEBS. 

-Air.  Flvnn  of  Ward  7,  from  the  soecia]  commit- 
tee appointed  to  prepare  rules  and  orders  for  the 
government  of  the  Council  during  the  ensuing 
year,  preserted  a  report  recommeuding  tbe  pas- 
sage of  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  of  1870  be  adopted  as  the  rules  and 
orders  of  the  present  Council,  with  the  following 
amendments,  viz.  •  Strike  out  section  39  and  insert 
in  place  thereof  tbe  following: 

Section  3!) — Standing  Committees  on  Elections, 
Police,  Health,  Paving,  Armories  and  Military 
Affairs  shall  ie  appointed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
municipal  year,  and  shall  consist  of  hve  membeis 
each. 

Insert  in  section  47,  after  the  number  of  said 
section,  the  following:  "All  nominations  of  offi- 
cers, to  be  elected  by  ballot,  shall  lie  over  for  one 
week  after  being  reported,  before  action  is  taken." 

The  order  was  passed. 

JOINT  RILES  AND     ORDERS. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  from  tbe  joint  special 
committee  appointed  to  prepare  rules  and  orders 
for  the  government  of  the  City  Council,  during  Ibe 
ensuing  year,  made  a  report  recommending  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  rule's  and  orders  of  the  last 
City  Council  be  adopted  as  the  rules  and  orders  of 
the  present  City  Council,  with  the  following  amend- 
ments, namely: 

Insert  in  the  first  section,  after  the  paragraph 
relating  to  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department, 
the  following: 

"A  Committee  on  Laying  out  and  Widening 
Streets,  to  consist  of  three  Aldermen  and  hve 
members  of  the  Common  Council.'" 
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"A  Committee  on  Mount  Hofie  Cemetery,  to  con- 
sist of  two  Alderuieu  ana  luree  members  of  the 
Common  Council.". 

Strike  out  in  said  first  section  the  paragraph 
relating  to  a  Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the 
City  Debt. 

Add  the  following  as  a  new  section : 

"Section  15.  No  joint  standing,  special  or  other 
committee  of  the  City  Government  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  any  expenditure  from  the  appro- 
]  nations  by  the  City  liovoinment  for  intoxicating 
drinks,  when  the  sameareto  lie  used  as  a  bever- 
age." 

Ihe  report  was  considered,  on  i.s  acceptance. 

.Mr.  Flynn  said  he  was  unable  to  agiee  with  his 
colleagues  in  relation  to  the  new  section  proposed, 
but  to  carry  out  (be  ideas  proposed  under  the 
reform  City  Government  he  would  move  to  amend 
by  adding  the  words  "refreshments  or  '  before  "in- 
toxicating drinks." 

Mr.  Smith  ol  Ward  10  said  he  was  not  an  ex- 
treme man  in  regard  to  the  use  ot  liquor,  but  he 
was  m  lavor  of  this  section  for  the  reason  that 
when  wines  or  liquors  were  drunk,  there  were 
large  quantities  paid  for  which  were  not  con- 
sumed, making  at  least  thirty-three  per  cent,  lost 
in  this  way.  ihe  olijecti  >n  was  to  expensive  din- 
ners at  the  cost  of  the  city.  v\  ben  he  had  dinners 
with  committees,  he  did  not  wish  any  more  expen- 
sive dinners  than  be  would  pay  f.»r  himself. 

This  amendment,  .Mr.  Smith  said,  he  believed 
was  got  up  for  effect.  He  wished  the  question  to 
be  taken  on  its  merits,  and  he  should  favor  the 
adoption  of  this  rule. 

Mr.  Plynn  said  he  did  not  wish  to  eat  any  din- 
ners at  the  cost  of  $6  nor  ol  $1  50  at  the  expense 
of  the  city,  and  he  thought  he  could  go  through 
the  year  without  such  dinners,  and  when  on  busi- 
ness with  a  committee,  to  go  to  his  own  home. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  to  strike  out 
the  words  "when  the  same  art  to  be  used  as  a  bev- 
erage." 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  opposed  the  adoption  of  the 
section  as  wrong  in  principle,  and  not  iu  accord- 
ance with  good  policy.  He  was  willing  to  put 
himself  under  bonds  not  to  drink  any  liquor  at  the 
expense  of  the  city,  but  this  would  be  looked  upon 
as  for  political  erleet,  that  the  City  Government 
had  ill  at  once  become  moral  and  economical.  It 
would  be  better  to  leave  it  to  the  good  judgment 
of  the  members  what  they  should  eat  or  drink  and 
it  would  make  no  difference  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
He  did  not  doubt  that  tnere  had  been  abuses  in 
th;s  respect. 

Mr.  Hull  moved  t<>  lav  tv>e  section  on  the  table, 
ch  inged  tiually  to  striking  it  out. 

ihe  motion  to  strike  out  was  carried  by  a  vote 
of  44  yeas  to  20  nays,  as  follows :

The  Chief  oi  Police,  in  the  introduction  of  his 
report,  gives  a  history  of  the  stations,  the  force 
employed,  boundaries  of  districts,  &c,  with  the 
acres  oi'-territoiy  embraced  in  the  districts,  the 
nuumer of  public  Uiiluiugs,  families,  inhabitants, 
Ac.

Attbecom- 
mencemeiit  of  the  year  tire  force  numbeied  443 
officers;  four  ha,ve  uiei',  30  have  retired  from  office 
ami  71  new  uieu,  have  been  appointed,  making  the 
number  oi  the  force  500.  vjtfee  estimate  was  for 
49S.  This  force  consists  of  the  Chief,  Deputy 
Chief,  '4  clerks  and  1  messenger  at  Chiefs 
office,  0  superintendents,  4  assistant  super- 
intendents, .  watchmen  at  City  Hall,  1  mes- 
senger at  city  Prison,  10  captains,  '24  lieuten- 
ania,  20  sergeants,  1118,  day  patrolmen,  15  street 
comer  detail,  203 "night  patrol,  18  boatmen  and  1 
police  constable. 

the  exnenditiires  not  in  the  estimates  amounted 
to  $10,130,  oi  wluch  >5t)00  was  for  tbe  new  police 
telegraph.

Committed  to  the 
City  Prison  by  the  Police,  12.802;  by  State  Consta- 
bles, 203;  by  other  officers,  li;0.  The  Superintend- 
Rut  suggests  a  better  provision  tor  the  insane,  and 
recommends  an  improvement  in  the  ventilation  of 
the   prison. 

The  Superintendent  of  Hacks  reports  the  num- 
ber of  licensed  hacks  to  be  520,  and  it  is  hoped  the 
regulations  of  the  city.  w. 11  be  applied  to  the  Dor- 
chester District  without  delay. 

The  superintender-t  of  Wagons  reports  the  num- 
ber of  licenses  granted  during  the  year  2794;  an 
increase  of.  153  over  the  previous  year.  The  num- 
ber transferred  was  399;  revoked,  2;  minors 
licensed  to  dri\e,  24.  Twenty-live  truuks  and  bun- 
dles reported  to  have  been  lost  have  been  recov- 
ered and  restored  to  their  owners. 

Ihe  superintendent  ot  Licenses  reports  as  re- 
ceipts on  210  applications  for  licenses  the  sum  of 
tf 875,  which  was  paid,  to  the  City  Clerk.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  LAMPS. 

The  superintendent  states  that  the  Department 
is  believed  to  be  in  pood  co  dition,  and  the  men 
employed  are  as  a  general  thing  prompt  and  faith- 
ful in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  activity  on  ac- 
count of  the  removal  of  and  replacing  lamps  on 
many  of  the  streets  which  have  lieeu  widened  and 
extended,  the  large  amount  ot  rebuilding  in  the 
older  portions  of  the  city,  and  the  building  up  of 
new  streets. 

The  expenditures  have  been  largely  increased 
over  those  of  the  previous  year  by  the  annexation 
oi  Dorchester,  tbe  prepai  alions  tor  lighting  Broad- 
way and  Mount  Washington  Avenue  Bridges,  and 
the  natural  increase  of  the  department  from  the 
increased  number  of  lamps  in  other  sections  of  the 
city. 

During  thf  year  a  contract  has  been  made  with 
the  Dorchester  Uaa  I  lgbt  Company  for  the  supply 
of  gas  for  the  public  lamps  in  Ward  16. 

The  lamps  are  burned  every  night  during  the 
year,  and  at  a  total  of  about  3800  hours  each.

Tbe  receipts 
for  the  quarter  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  at  various  times  during  the  quarter  were 
$24,000;  balance  October  1,  $37;  disbursed  to  dis- 
abled soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families,  dur-

tion, 21.  Before  Judge  of  Probate — For  offences 
other  than  truancy,  3;  sentenced  to  Reform  School 
School  Ship  and  ludustrial  School,  I  each. 

Report  of  fort  I'liystcian.  Ihe  report  for  the 
quarter  states  that  quarantine  on  vessels  was  re- 
moved Nov.  1,  after  which  no  vessels  are  required 
to  stop  at  the  station.  During  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber there  were  67  vessels  examined,  viz.:  9  steam- 
ers, »  ships,  19  barques,  17  brigs,  and  14  schooners. 
No  sickness,  or  anything  that  required  detention, 
was  found  on  these  vessels,  and  all  were  passed 
without  delay.  The  rags  that  were  taken  from  the 
brigs  NavaritiO  and  Gilinor  Meredith  and  stored 
at  Gallop's  island  in  September  last,  were  kept 
until  the  frosts  of  November  came,  and  thtn.,deliv- 
ered  to  the  owners.  The  quarantine  hospital  has 
beeu  comparatively  empty  auring  the  last  three 
months.  There  have  beeu  only  four  cases  of  small- 
pox treated  since  the  last  report.  Three  of  these 
recovered  and  one  died,  leaving  no  patients  in  the 
hospital  January  1. 

Eleven  men,  colored  sailors  were  received  from 
Richmond  street  in  October,  under  suspicious  cir- 
cumstances. One  had  cerebro  spinal  meningitis : 
recovered  and  was  discharged  No  vember  4.  The 
remaining  ten  were  kept  one  week  and  were  dis- 
charged, not  being  sick.  The  fees  for  inspecting 
vessels  and  charges  for  storing  rags,  amounting  to 
$502,  have  been  collected  and  paidto  the  Directors 
for  I'ublic  Institutions. 

Weighers  and  Inspectors  of  Ballast  Lighters.  Tbe 
receipts  for  the  o»arter  amounted  to  $i322  50.  Ex- 
penses of  the  office,  $34  43,  which  deducted  leaves

.Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  C  opposed  the  orde.-,  be- 
lieving it,  unnecessary  to  procure  badges  for  new 
members,  and  as  not  in  accordance  with  t.ue  policy 
of  economy  or  reform  under  which  the  present 
City  (iovernment  was  elected.  The  whole  expense 
of  such  badges  would  be  a  waste,  and  he  could  not 
conceive  what  good  was  to  be  accomplished  by  the 
order.  He  did  not  wish  to  be  appointed  a  special 
policeman,  and  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  to  an  oil 
member  of  what  use  the  nadges  were,  he  was  told 
ih  it  be  once  got  inside  of  the  lines  on  a  public  oc- 
casion by  showing  the  badge  to  a  police  officer. 
The  expense  was  unnecessary,  nonsensical,  and 
ridiculous,  and  he  moved  the  indefinite  postpone- 
ment of  the  order. 

Mr.  Perkins  called  for  the  yeas  and  navs  on  the 
order.  The  in  itiou  was  not  sustained,  the  indefi- 
nite postponement  was  lost,  when  the  order  was 
passed. 

Messrs.  Moulton  of  Ward  0,  Smith  of  Ward  10 
and  Sayward  of  Ward  16  were  appointed  the  com- 
mittee under  the  order. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sayward  an  order  was  passed 
tint  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  appoint  the  mem- 
bers of  th"  Common  Council  special  policemen, 
without  pay.

The  communication  from  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  was  as  follows: 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  held  at  their  office  in  Charity  Building.  Mon- 
day, Jan.  9,  1871,  the  following'  resolution  was 
passed. 

JJesolved,  That  the  Chairman  be  requested  re- 
spectfully to  represent  to  the  City  Council  that  in 
the  opinion  of  this  Board  it  is  desirable  that  the 
situation  of  the  proposed  Home  for  the  Poor 
should  he  such  as  to  avoid  any  actual  or  supposed 
association  between  the  poor  and  the  punishment 
of  offenders  against  the  law.  and  to  mitigate  as 
far  as  the  proper  regulation  and  management  of 
such  an  institution  will  permit,  the  separation  of 
its  inmates  from  their  kindled,  home  and  friends. 

And  that  in  their  opinion,  in  view  of  these  con- 
siderations. Deer  Island  is  not  a  suitable  place  for 
siu'h  an  institution. 

The  remonstrances  of  J,  M.  Beebe  and  others 
and  E.  E.  Hale  and  others,  set  forth  as  their  rea- 
sons, "believing  that  such  an  establishment  should 
be  so  placed  as  to  avoid  any  association  with  penal 
institutions,  and  to  preserve  for  its  inmates,  so  far 
as  its  due  regulation  will  permit,  reasonable  op- 
portunities for  intercourse  with  their  friends." 

The  remonstrance  of  Win.  Gray  and  others  is 
that  "believing  that  if  additional  accommodations 
are  needed  for  the  poor,  they  should  be  furnished 
in  a  different  locality." 

ANNUAL  EEPOKTS. 

Annual  reports  were  made,  of  which  the  follow- 
ing are  abstracts: 

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF   HEALTH. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  rue  present  finan- 
cial year,  1870-71,  was  $300,000;  unexpended  bal- 
ance. January  1,  lb71,  was  $81,378  23.  Amount  ex- 
pended the  last  financial  year,  fiom  January  I  to 
Mav  l.was  $82,09577;  May  to  January  1,  1S70,  S218,- 
62l'77— making  a  total  for  the  year  ol  $300,717  54. 
These  expenditures  were  as  follows: 

Sweeping  and  cleaning  streets,  cleaning  c  ss- 
poriip    and   removal   of  snow  and  ice   from    public 


walks,  yards,  streets,  squares  and  Public  Garden, 

$100,719  23  (the  cost  of  the  removal  of  snow  and 
ice  was  $8278) ;  collection  of  house  dirt  and  offal 
in  city  proper,  South  Boston  and  Highlands, 
$94,198  °.3;  for  hay,  meal,  &c,  used  at 
stables,  $22,549  80;  for  f.reman,  feeders,  wheel- 
wrights, blacksmiths,  harness-maker,  and 
other  mechanics  and  clerks,  $20,248  2t> ;  new 
horses  and  exchange  of  old  ones,  $11,225;  salaries 
of  superintendent  and  assistant,  City  Physician, 
clerk,  and  Milk  Inspector,  $7M0  25. 

The  report  give.-  a  detail  of  expenses  lor  abating 
nuisances,  amounting  to $0350  43.  Details  of  other 
expenditures  are  also  given:  Paid  clerk,  consta- 
bles and  inspectors  of  this  department,  $C029  50; 
collection  of  ashes  at  East  Boston,  $0853  20;  iron 
stock  and  tools  in  blacksmith's  shop,  $4744  42; 
lumber,  $3589  99;  visitation  to  New  York,  enter- 
taining guests,  carriage  hire  and  refreshments, 
$910  50.  The  total  ot  incidental  expenses  was 
$2041  04. 

The  amount  in  bills  deposited  with  the  City 
Treasurer  for  collection. was ;  paid  into 


the  City  treasury  and  credited  to  the  department, 
$50,192'  40.  of  which  $31,519  78  was  during  the 
present  financial  year. 

There  have  been'  conveyed  by  a  prison  carriage, 
furnished  by  this  department  and  for  which  no 
income  is  derived,  tne  following  number  of  pris- 
oners: from  Court  House  to  Jail  and  Jail  to  Court, 
House,  4896;  Court  House  to  steamer  Henrv  .Mor- 
rison, 3070;  Court  House  to  House  of  Correction, 
445 — total  8411.  There  have  also  been  conveyed  by 
prison  vehicle  from  the  several  station  huuses", 
morning  and  evening,  to  City  Eock-up  under  the 
Court  House,  and  for  which  a  charge  of  twenty- 
five  cents  per  head  is  made  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  such  conveyance,  as  follows:  males,  7645; 
females,  2919— total.  10,564. 

Street  Cleaning.  The  city  is  divided  into  two 
districts,  north  and  south,  the  division  line  being 
at  Summer  and  Winter  streets,  and  running  in 
nearly  tne  same  direction.  The  whole  city  is 
cleaned  twice  in  each  week  during  the  seasons  for 
sweeping  and  cleaning  the  same;  during  the 
stormy  season  employes  are  placed  at  crossings  on 
the  principal  thoroughfares  and  at  railroad  sta- 
tions. Within  the  space  of  ei</ht  years  the  in- 
crease of  teams  required  for  transportation  of 
merchandise  has  nearly  doubled,  consequently  the 
streets  have  accumulated  more  debris,  and  more 
labor  would  of  necessity  be  required  to  keep  the 
thoroughfares  in  a>  cleanly  condition.  As  the  pro- 
uortion  of  labor  has  not  been  employed,  and  where 
more  is  required,  an  appropriation 'to  meet  such 
should  be  made. 

The  estimates  for  tkis  branch  of  the  department, 
in  order  to  meet  the  demands  for  a  better  state  of 
cleanliness,  is  estimated  to  be  $40,000  additional  to 
that  made  in  the  appropriation  of  1S70-71-  Had 
the  additional  appropriation  of  $21,000  asked  for  in 
1870  have  been  granted,  the  same  would  have  been 
expended  for  the  benefit  of  this  department  alone. 

The  whole  number  of  loads  of  street  dire  col- 
lected during  the  year  was  34,186 — of  this  a  large 
quantity  has  been  disposed  of  at  convenient 
dumps,  without  charge;  a  large  quantity  has  been 
piled  at  city  stables,  for  sale,  and  a  considerable 
quantity  has  been  sold. 

House  Dirt  and  Ashes.  This  dirt  is  collected  from 
dwelling-houses  once  a  week,  from  large  build- 
ings twice,  and  from  stores  on  main  thoroughfares 
twice  in  each  week;  those  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments are  collected  at  stated  times,  ard  the 
parties  are  charged  at  the  rate  of  $1  50  per  load  of 
fourteen  barrels.  The  whole  number  of  loads  col- 
lected and  disposed  of  in  various  places  and 
charged  to  the  parties  requiring  the  same,  was 
86,482. 

Cesspools.  The  fetid  matter  from  cesspools  is 
deposited  wherever  permission  can  be  obtained, 
at  remote  distances  from  the  places  of  collection. 
The  whole  number  of  loads  collected  during  the 
year,  exclusive  of  man  hole  or  sewer  matter,  was 
4847. 

House  Offal.  This  is  collected  from  fourteen  wards 
ofthe  city  by  city  teams,  and  disposed  of  by  contract 
with  different  parties.  That  collected  in  E?st  Bos- 
ton being  the  exception  wherein  the  city  receives 
no  pay;  the  offal  here  is  collected  and  disposed  of 
by  contract,  the  city  paving  S600  a  year,  and  the 
contract  running  for  three  years  from  January. 
1871. 

The  offal  is  collected  from  eating-houses,  large 
bearding  houses  and  hotels  daily,  that  from  dwe-1- 
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ling-bouses  weekly.  All  the  offal  is  delivered  at 
Albany  Street  Depot,  ami  the  same  disposed  of  by 
the  contractor  ami  removed  ilaiiy  from  said  depot. 

Nuisancex.  Daring  the  year  1870  2447  persons 
were  notified  of  nuisances  existing  on  their  prem- 
ises, and  the  number  exceeds  that  of  18U0  by  1727, 
during  the  same  period.  Orders  were  passed  by 
t.  lie  Board  directing  these  nuisances  lo  lie  abated, 
and  the  expense  charged  to  the  parties  neglecting 
to -conform  to  notices  served.  Of  this  number  a. 
large. proportion  were  complied  win,  an ■'  the  work 
performed  by  the  city  was  comparatively  small. 
-More  than  two-thirds  of  the  amount  expended  for 
n:  nuisances  was  charged  to  th:  dredging  of 
Charles  Kivn . 

fheiv  are  certain  localities  where  the  drainage 
:s  sadly  defective,  ana  special  attention  is  called 
'.at  portion  of  the  Highland  District  compris- 
ing Ward  IB.  The  most  prominent,  and  those  that 
should  receive  immediate  attention,  are  Phillips, 
Smith,  Ward,  liallock.  Mindoro  and  Prentiss 
.  Cove  street  and  those  streets  south  of 
\\  ay  street  leading  from  Harrison  avenue  souther- 
ly and  running  to  Albanj  street  also  require  atten- 
tion. 

Inspections  of  fat-boiling  and  other  offensive 
i  rades  axe  often  made,  and  a  marked  improvement 
has  taken  place  in  the  consumption  of  noxious 
gases  from  such  establishments. 

l'he  subject  of  public  urinals  is  again  referreJ 
lo,  with  the  necessity  for  their  establishment  at 
proper  locations,  ant  the  statement  of  opposition 
by  owners  of  buildings  again  their  construction 
on  their  property.  During  the  year  the  depart- 
UK  an  whs  obliged  to  remove  one  from  a  great  thor- 
oughfare, and  the  subject  is  commended  to  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  on  Health. 

Ducks.  Nuisances  mac  been  abated  by  the  con- 
struction of  Atlantic  avenue,  but  there  yet  remains 
a  large  number  that  are  a  source  of  complaint 
from  the  inhabitants,  calling;  for  early  action. 

7'.  i.i  in  nl  Buililwgs.  'I  his  class  of 'buildings  has 
received  more  than  ordinary  attention  from  this 
department  during  the  year. 

Their  present  condition  is  far  above  that  of  any 
previous  year  since  the  organization  of  this  de- 
partment, and  with  the  increased  demand  for  such 
habitations  for  the  last  few  years,  the  Superin- 
tendent says  there  are  but  few  that  are  not  habit- 
at tie  at  the  present  time. 

The  subject  of  the  construction  of  wooden  build- 
ings is  referred  to  as  tailing  for  judicious  legisla- 
tion on  account  of  their  large  increase.  By  their 
erection  light  and  air  ou  narrow  streets  aij  to  a 
certain  extent  shut  out  fi  on>  the  inmates,  and  the 
Superintendent  is  of  opinion  that  legislation  is 
demanded,  it  being  the  opinion  of  many  that  they 
should  be  of  brick  only. 

A  quotation  is  made'  Irom  the  report  ofthe  Com- 
mittee on  Health  on  this  subject,  and  it  is  remark- 
ed that  many  ofthe/ streets  are  at  a  lower  grade 
than  those  of  their  surroundings,  and  in  such 
cases  they  are  a  receptacle  of  waste  water,  dirt, 
dko.,  ami  as  parties -building  upon  such  streets  are 
not  required  to  obtain  a  building  permit  in  all 
cases,  the  tenements  are  placed  at  low  grades  and 
often  upon  marshy  and  low  lands,  without  the 
proper  means  of  drainage,  causing  a  nuisance  to 
the  immediate  neighborhood.  A  law  or  ordinance 
is  recommended  w  hereby  a  permit  for  building 
should  in  all  eases  be  required  from  the  city  be- 
fore constructing  the  same. 

In  many  locaties  the  drainage  is  very  imperfect 
and  the  results  that  follow  are  a  great  annoyance 
to  all  interested.  Parties  snouUr  be  compelled  to 
place  tenements  at  a  proper  grade,  without  regard 
to  location.  The  evils  of  building  upon  marsh  and 
low  lands  and  upon  narrow  streets  are  remarked 
upon  as  increasing  and  requiring  interference. 

Ihe  Board  of  Health  being  invested  with  great 
powe  s  and  the  public  necessity  of  stringent  laws 
for  the  protection  of  the  community,  they  should 
exercise  that  right  and  place  this  department  in 
possession  of  laws  or  ordinances,  that  can  be  en- 
forced. 

An  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Health,  relative  to  inspection  of  tenement  houses, 
is  made,  upon  which  it  is  remarked: 

'•inspection  of  tenement  buddings  have  been 
made  weekly,  and  in  addition  ta  the  notices  served 
parties  have  been  waited  upon  and  accompanied 
the  Inspector  to  premises  requiring  attention  from 
the  department.  The  result  has  proved  beneficial 
and  a  manifest  disposition  to  forthwith  place  the 
premises  in  a  condition  which  should  be  tenable 
Ins  been  shown  by  those  having  charge  Of  the 
property." 


Following  another  extract  from  the  report  of 
the  committee,  it  is  said  that  twenty-seven  orders 
to  vacate  premises  have  been  passed,  and  but  one 
building  has  been  closed,  parries  conforming  to 
the  requirements  of  the  department  and  proceed- 
ing at  once  to  place  their  buildings  in  a  tenantable 
condition. 

The  report  is  accompanied  by  a  schedule  of  the 
property  of  the  department,  amounting  to 
.$104,119  19.  Of  this  amount  123  horses  and  har- 
nesses, at  $400  each,  give  $51,200;  38  one-iioise 
wagons  for  offal,  at  $225  each,  $8550;  88  dirt  carts, 
.*  150  each,  $13,200;  11  one-horse  wagons  for  cess- 
pool?, $300,  $3300;  3  prison  vehicles  $1300;  122 
sleds  for  offal  and  ashes,  $0150.  The  stock  of 
horses  amounted  to  144  during  the  year;  25  horses 
were  purchased,  3  died,  G  were  sold,  G  exchanged, 
and  I  was  killed.

In  addition  there  has  been  laid  by  the  State 
Commissioners  on  Back  Bay  lands,  in  Dartmouth 
street  1400  feet, and  in  passageways  4510  leec,  mak- 
ing: the  whole  length  laitl  in  the  city  this  year 
34,033  feet,  or  about  6%  miles,  and  the  total  length 
oJ  sewers  112  miles. 

Ot  the  amount  expended  by  the  city  there  has 
ijcen  assessed  upon  estates  benefited  &52,300  03. 
The  Treasurer  has  collected  during  the  year  as- 
sessments amounting  to  $44,000  01.  The  superin- 
tendent has  collected  for  fees,  use  of  tools,  &c, 
$2848  87,  making  a  total  of  collections  $47,508  88. 

During  the  year  1412  permits  have  been  given  to 
construct  or  repair  house  drains,  113  man  holes 
covered  with  iron  covers,  and  233  man  hoics 
cleaned  containing  312  loads  of  sewage  matter. 

Kariy  in  the  year  an  agreement  was  made  by 
which  the  city  purchased  the  sewers  laid  by  the 
\V*ater  Power  Compan,  upon  the  Back  Bay  lands, 
and  assessed  the  usual  proportion  of  the  cost  up- 
on  the  abutting  estitcs.  The  actual  cost  of  these 
sewers  was  $30,011  70.  The  amount  assessed 
(three-fourths  of  cost)  $27,008  3G.  Of  these  as- 
sessments a  portion  had  been  previously  settled 
by  payment  to  the  Water  Power  Company,  an  1 
there  has  been  abated  on  this  account  $5,523  54. 
•  if  the  remainder,  the  Treasurer  has  collected 
$5983  31. 

Reference  is  mat'e  to  the  construction  of  the  At- 
lantic avenue  sewer,  by  which  the  outlets  of  seven 
large  sewers  were  cut  off,  and  an  arrangement 
was  made  for  their  disclarge  by  one  common  out- 
let at  the  end  of  Central  wharf.  The  cost  of  the 
whole  improvement,  which  has  been  completed 
♦his  year,  Ins  been  $43,17889,  and  bv  the  provisions 
of  the  act  will  soon  be  assessed  upon  the  various 
corporations  and  individuals  which  have  receive  1 
benefit  therefrom. 

The  large  sewer  in  Concord  street,  built  to  in- 
creased the  storeage  and  discharge  from  the  south 
bind  system,  has  also  been  completed  to  ti  le-watgr 
and  furnished  with  double  self-acting  tide-gates. 
Its  effect  in  relieving  the  other  outlets  is  very 
marked,  but  as  yet  no  opportunity  has  offered  for 
determining  the  amount  of  benefit  arising  from  it 
during  a  heavy  rain  at  high  water,  which  is  the 
period  of  danger  to  the  cellars  of  the  district.

relieving,  the  southern  territory  by  an  equal 
amount  of  drainage  arc  l. 
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The  little  that  lias  boon  (lone  iii  Dorchester  was 
not, for.  the  conveyence  of  house  drarnpge,  but  to 
pn  serve  what  will  be  a  useful  outlet  intbe  future, 
and  it  is  apparent  that  most  drainage  works  iii 
that  section  will  consist  in  the  improvement  of 
existing  ater  courses  for  the  purpose  of  reclaim- 
ing swamp  lands,  rather  than  for  the  disposal  of 
bouse  dram:

Alderman  Cowd'm  said  he  belii/e  I  i;  to  be  the-'r 
duty  to  look  after  the  poor.  Amplications  werj 
frequently  made' at  his  office  for  ail  by  wor.h/, 
starving  poor,  and  there  were  ma  ly  woo  waul  I 
rather  sr.r.c  than  beg,  but  could  g3".  relief  by 
sen  liag  a  child  to  get  a  pail  of  s.mp  t  j  th3  s;atiorj 
bouses,  if  this  order  passed,  "sarh  persons 
woul. I  rather  die  than  have  die  name  of  goine;  to 
the  pqorhouse  As  the  guardians  ot  the  p  >or,  ta  sy 
should  not  let  them  sutler  on  account  ol  their  pov- 
erty. In  som3  instances  a  supply  could  be  given 
to  several  persons  at  a  small  pittance. 

It  happened  that  he  was  in  a  neighborhood 
where  there  were  ofteu  eight  or  ten  families  in  a 
h  uise,  with  little  to  do  and  in  want,  an  I  if  they 
were  ssut  to  the  Cli  irity  Bail  ding,  som  »oo  lynxust 
be  sent  to  inquire  after  them,  and  while  running 
back  and  birth  with  so  much  red  tape,  they  would 
starve  oefore  getting  relief.  A  man  with  one  arm 
recently  came  to  him  who  had  nothing  with  which 
to  pay  his  rent,  an  I  wished  ail  f  >r  a  few  days  until 
he  could  gst  something  to  do.  This  was  hard,  and 
should  we  say  we  do  not  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to 
help  such  persons?  He  hoped  this  order  would 
pass,  although  somewhat  different  from  that  from 
the  Common  Council,  and  it  might  answer  as  well 
as  that  would. 

Alderman  I'lumer  said  it  was  always  an  ungra- 
cious task  to  seem  to  oppose  auv  measure  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor;  out  he  had  aiwavs  doubted  the 
good  of  this  kind  of  charity.  He  would  like  to 
nave  had  an  opportunity  to  make  inquiries  on  the 
subject,  and  ascertain  to  what  cxtmt,  if  any,  this 
kin  J  of  aid  should  be  granted.  It  could  1'ot  be 
douoted  that  this  was  brought  up  under  generous 
impulses,  but  he  could  not  vote  for  the  expendi- 
ture o,"  the  public  money  with  mt  knowing  more 
the  uecessity  tor   it.    ne    should    have,  preferred 


that  the  order  be  )  lid  over,  that  he  might  inquire 
of.  those  who  knew  more  the  wants  of  tne  poor,  the 
nnnagcrs  of  charities,  city  missionaries,  sisters  of 
charity,  or  others. 

It  was  no?  to  be  doubted  that  this  would  all  be 
accepted,  if  provided,  Tor  in  such  matters,  it 
grows  by  wtiat  it  feeds  upon.  The  problem  Of  pub- 
lic charities  had  never  been  solved,  and  it  could 
not  be  said  that  this  city  was  derelict  in  duty  in 
providing  for  the  poor.  Besides,  this  kind  of  aid 
tends  to  ury  up  private  individual  sources  of  chal- 
ky, and  gives  by  the  public  that  which  they  slnuld 
receive  by  private  hands.  After  all,  it  did  not 
provide  for  the  worst  cases.  The  Master  had  said  : 
"The  poor  ye  nave  with  you  always,"  and  it  was 
an  individual  duly  to  look  after  the  wants  of  the 
poor,  on  these  grounds  he  opposed  the  order,  and 
if  taken  up  now  he  should  vote  against  it. 

Alderman  Cow.liu  said  he  hoped  the  order  would 
be  disposed  of  now.  If  the  Alderman  would  go 
with  him  tomorrow,  he  would  show  him  cases 
which  would  convince  him  of  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding tnis  aid.  There  was  any  quantity  of  poor  in 
1!  iston;  business  was  never  more  dull  fhau  now, 
and  many  would  starve  before  applying  for  help. 
With  this  provision,  some  would  send  to  the  sta- 
tion House  fjr  soup  who  would  not  ask  for  aid. 
He  hoped  the  order  wcuUI  pass.  The  facts  he  had 
stated  were  so,  and  could  not  be  gainsaid.  He  had 
no  doubt  the  gentleman  was  honest  in  his  views  , 
but  he  should'  speak  for  the  poor. 

Alderman  Wo'oliey  said  he  knew  there  was  a 
necessity  for  the  proposed  provision,  for  he  fre- 
quently met  with  applications  in  his  own  ward 
trom  those  woo  were  iu  want,  an  I  knew  of  tlirce 
families  of  six  or  eight  persons  who  wete  actual- 
ly starving.  He  hoped  the  order  would  pass  in 
order  that  relief  may  be  granted  in  som3  way,  but 
would  have  preferred  thai  which  came  from  the 
Common   Council. 

Alderman  Gibson  sail  the  reason  this  had  not 
been  called  for  by  petition  was  necause  it  was  the 
name  or  similar  to  tho  order  of  past  winters,  and 
it  was  expected  by  all  classes  of  the  community. 
There  were  always  deceivers,  and  they  may  get  a.i 
advantage  from  this;  but,  there  are  a  vast  number 
of  little  cnildren  who  are  suffering  from  want.  If 
half  of  this  goes  to  rogues  and  the  other  half  to 
litde  children,  then  it  would  be  well  enough.  He 
lia.e.l  to  press  a  member  of  this  Board  to  a  vote, 
an  1  generally  believed  that  in  voting  the  people's 
m  ui'ey  an  order  should  lie  over,  but  he  believed 
this  would  be  found  to  be  one  of  the  best  courses. 
There  are  many  laboring  men  who  do  not  know 
where  to  get  their  bread  and  butter,  and  he  should 
vo^e  for  the  order. 

Alderman  Piumer  said  he  did  not  suppose  there 
was  th's  exigency  for  the  order,  from  the  subject 
noc  being  brought  before  the  various  boards  of 
charities,  and  he  tnought  he  was  in  the  way  of 
hearing  ol  such  matters.  Doubtless  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  want,  and  this  would  les-;3ii  it  but 
lUt'c.  He  would  like  to  have  qmstioned  th3 
Chief  of  Police  as  to  the  effect  of  such  measures. 
Unless  an  exigency  was  shown,  lie  could  not  vote 
for  the  order. 

Al-lermiu  Uibson  sa:d  it  wis  a  customary  or.ler, 
and  it  wai  not  usual  f.,r  people  to  petition  for  it, 
buc  tti^v  expect  the  Government  to  originate  it. 

The  order  was  taken  up  and  passed.

Dear  Sir — It  is  my  official  duty,  in  accordance 
with  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
to  transmit  to  you  the  inclosed  resolutions  which 
were  passed  by  the  Board,  as  a  token  of  respect  to 
the  memory  of  the  late  Hon.  David  Scars. 

Mr.  Sears  through  a  long  and  honored  career  as 
a  citizen  of  Boston,  ever  evinced  a  warm  interest 
in  its  prosperity.  Public  spirited  and  liberal  in 
those  enterprises  or  works  of  philanthropy  which 
commended  themselves  to  his  judgment  while  liv- 
ing, he  has  now  departed,  leaving  however  a 
memorial  of  his  interest  in  the  poor  and  suffering, 
which  demands  our  grateful  iemembrance. 

Making  the  city  authorities  the  almoners  of  his 
charity,  through  one  of  its  departments,  he  had 
the  satisfaction  of  witnessing  its  successful  ad- 
ministration before  he  died;  and  we  cannot  but 
hope  that  the  trust  thus  committed  to  its  officials 
will  be  sacredly  preserved,  and  will  be  a  constant 
source  of  comfort  and  succor  to  those  unfortu- 
nate ones  who  necessarily  must  ever  form  a  large 
class  of  the  inhabitants  of  a  great  city.

To  ihi'  Mayor  and  AMermert,  Health    commissioners 
pf  the  City  (if  Boston: 

Oentlemen— I  have  the  honor  respectfully  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  highly  contagious 
disease  known  as  Epizootic  aphtha,  or  foot  and 
mouth  disease,  is  rapidly  spreading  among  the  cat- 
tle in  many  towns  in  this  Commonwealth,  in  order 
that  all  due  precautions  may  be  taken  to  protect 
the  health  of  the  city. 

It  is  well  known  that  this  disease  is  easily  com- 
municated from  them  to  ourselves  by  eating  the 
milk  of  the  affected,  as  well  as  by  contact,  and 
also  that  the  meat  of  animals  killed  while  sick  of 
the  same  is  not  healthy. 

A  careful  inspection  of  the  condition  of  the 
cows  from  which  we  get  our  supply  of  milk,  as 
well  as  the  milk  itself,  may  be  necessary,  espe- 
cially should  the  Commissioners  on  Contagious 
Diseases  in  Cattle  fail  to  protect  us.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CITV  SURVEYOR. 

Alderman  White  presented  the  annual  report  of 
the  City  Surveyor,  which  was  laid  before  the  Boaid 
in  print.

The  salaries  of  City  Surveyor  and  twenty-four 
employes  in  office  amounted  "to  $19,088  05;  books, 
stationery,  drawing-paper  and  material,  S1150  12; 
incidental  expenses,  $815  0G;  instruments,  ami  re- 
pairing of  same,  .ft 720^1  ;  other  items  were  of  the 
amount  of  $255  and  under. 

The  average  number  ol  persons  employed  ouring 
the  past  year  and  paid  from  the  appropriation  for 
this  department,  was  24;  on  survey  of  Koxbury,  6; 
on  survey  of  Dorchester,  5;  total,  35. 

Surveys,  plans  and  profiles  were  made  of  streets 
on  the  Suffolk  street  District,  the  extension  of 
Shawmut  a  'enue.  widening  of  streets  on  Suf- 
folk Street  District,  and  a  lithographed  plan 
showing  all  the  buildings  and  estates  was  pre- 
pared for  the  use  of  the  city.  A  survey  ot  all 
the  estates  to  be  affected  by  the  grading  of  Fort 
Hill,  with  a  plan,  was  also  made;  also  the  exten- 
sion of  ColumDus  avenue  rnd  widening  of  King- 
ston street,  with  plant  and  profile's  of  the  wharves 
crossed  by  Atlantic  avenue,  with  the  areas. 

Plans  and  profiles  were  also  made  of  portions  of 
some  sixty  or  seventy  streets  in  the  city  proper, 
with  the  grade  of  many  of.  them;  ot  eleven  in 
South  Boston,  two  in  East  Boston,  upwards  of 
thirty  in  Koxbury,  and  twenty  in  Dorchester. 

The  survey  id'  the  Koxbury  District  was  com- 
menced in  July,  18G9.  There  has  been  expen  led 
on  it  $5974  92  to  January  1st,  1871.  The  work  has 
progressed  much  faster  during  the  past  year  than 
the  previous  year,  as  twice  the  force  has  been 
employed  on  it, — the  average  number  being  six 
persons.  There  are  at  the  present  time  three  par- 
lies employed,  consisting  of  nine  persons.  It 
should  be  stated,  however,  that  one  of  the  parties 
employed  has  been  frequently  interrupted  qnd 
taken  off  trie  regular  work,  by  order  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Streets,  to  make  surveys  of  several 
street  widenings  auo  extensions  in  this  district. 

The  survey  is  being  plotted  on  sectional  plans 
40x52  inches— the  scale  being  twenty  feet  to  an 
inch. 

Fifteen  of  these  plans  have  been  completed; 
twenty  are  in  process  of  completion,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  finished  by  April  next. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  whole  survey  will  require 
one  hundred  and  thirty  sectional  plans  for  its  com- 
pletion ;  and  if  the  present  force  is  retained,  it  is 
expected  that  the  "field  work"  of  the  survey  will 
be  nearly  completed  during  the  present  year. 

The  plans  show  ail  objects  on  the  lines  of  the 
streets,  such  as  buildings,  walls,  fences,  and  also 
the  fronts  of  the  buildings  that  stand  back  from 
but  are  near  the  street  lines. 

The  survey  of  Dorchester  was  commenced  under 
the  direction  of  the  City  Surveyor,  by  order  of  the 
Selectmen,  in  November,  18G9.  The  cost  of  the 
survey  (including  the  amount  expended  by  the 
town  of  Dorchester),  to  January  1,  1871,  has  been 
$5305  16. 

During  mist  of  the  past  year  two  parties,  con- 
sisting of  six  persons,  have"  been  employed  on  this 
survey.  The  most  easterly  portion  of  the  district 
has  been  survived,  inelu  'ing  that  part  where  the 
population  is  the  mosttknse,  and  where  the  streets 
are  the  most  numerous.  Ten  sectional  plans  have 
been  completed;  teu  are  in  process  of  completion  ; 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  survey  of  the  whole 
district  will  require  one  hundred  plans  for  its 
completion.  A  large  amount  of  "field  work"  has 
been  done,  which  will  be  plotted  during  the  pres- 
ent winter. 

It.  is  expected  that  the  field  work  of  this  survey 
will  be  completed  by  another  fall,  and  that  the 
plans  will  all  be  finished  (luring  another  winter. 

This  survey  is  being   made   similar  to  th?  one  in 

the  Koxbury  District',  the  plans  being  made  in  «ec- 

.  tions  of  the  same  size  as   the   Koxbury  plans;  but 

they    are    drawn    to  a  different  scale,  being  forty 

feet  to  an  inch. 

The  lines  of  the  streets  in  this  district  are  not 
well  defined;  and  in  some  instances  cannot  he  de- 
termined by  any  reliable  landmarks.  Upon  the 
completion  *  of  the  survey  of  this  ward,  I  would 
recommend  that  souk-  action  be  taken  by  the. city 
io  determine  and  fix  the  street  lines  permanently 
by  stone'  monuments,  or  other  suitable  bounds. 

Under  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  lS7a.  foi  the 
establishment  of  >:iue  meridian  line  or  lines  to  be 
perpetuated  by  substantial  stone  p->>cs  or  pillars, 
in  consultation  with  the  State  Commissioner,  a 
suitable  locality  has  been  decided    upon  for    the

Plans  and  profiles  were  also  made  of  portions  of 
some  sixty  or  seventy  streets  in  the  city  proper, 
with  the  grade  of  many  of  them;  of  eleven  in 
South  Boston,  two  in  East  Boston,  upwards  of 
thirty  in  Koxbury,  and  twenty  in  Dorchester. 

The  survey  of  the  Koxbury  District  was  com- 
meuced  in  July,  1860.  There  has  baen  expen  led 
on  it  $5974.  92  to  January  1st,  1871.  The  work  has 
progressed  much  faster  during  the  past  year  than 
the  previous  year,  as  twice  the  force  has  been 
employed  on  it, — the  average  number  being  six 
persons.  There  are  at  the  present  time  three  par- 
lies employed,  consisting  of  nine  persons.  It 
Should  be  stated,  however,  that  one  of  the  parties 
employed  has  "oeen  frequently  interrupted  and 
taken  off  tne  regular  work,  by  order  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Streets,  to  make  surveys  of  several 
street  wideuings  auo  extensions  m  this  district. 

The  survey  is  being  plotted  on  sectional  plans 
40x52  inches— the  scale  being  twenty  feet  to  an 
inch. 

Fifteen  of  these  plans  have  been  completed; 
twenty  are  in  process  of  completion,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  finished  by  April  next. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  whole  survey  will  require 
one  hundred  and  thirty  sectional  plans  for  its  com- 
pletion ;  and  if  the  present  force  is  retained,  it  is 
expected  that  the  ''field  work"  of  the  survey  will 
be  nearly  completed  during  the  present  year. 

The  plans  show  ail  objects  on  the  lines  of  the 
streets,  such  as  buildings,  walls,  fences,  and  also 
the  fronts  of  the  buildings  that  staud  back  from 
but  are  near  the  street  lines. 

The  survey  of  Dorchester  was  commenced  under 
the  direction  of  the  City  Survey  r,  by  order  of  the 
Selectmen,  in  November,  1869.  The  cost  of  the 
survey  (including  tbe  amount  expended  by  the 
town  of  Dorchester),  to  January  1,  1871,  has  been 
#5305  16. 

During  most  of  the  past  year  two  parties,  con- 
sisting of  six  persons,  have  been  employed  on  this 
survey.  The  most  easterly  portion  of  the  district 
has  been  surveyed,  including  that  part  where  the 
population  is  the  mostdtiise,  and  where  the  streets 
are  tbe  most  numerous.  Ten  sectional  plans  hive 
been  completed;  ten  are  in  process  of  completion  ; 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  survey  of  the  whole 
district  will  require  one  hundred  plans  fur  its 
completion.  A  large  amount  of  "field  work"  has 
been  done,  which  will  he  plotted  during  the  pres- 
ent winter. 

It  is  expected  that  the  field  work  of  this  survey 
will  be  completed  by  another  fall,  and  that  the 
plans  will  all  be  finished-  during  another  winter. 

Tins  survey  is  being   made   similar  to  th?  one  in 

the  Koxbury  District,  the  plans  being  made  in  «ec- 

.  tions  of  the  same  size  as   the   Koxbury  (dans;  but 

they    are   drawn    to  a  different  scale,  being  forty 

feet  to  an  inch. 

The  lines  of  the  streets  in  this  district  are  not 
well  defined;  and  in  some  instances  cannot  be  de- 
termined by  any  reliable  landmarks.  Upon  tbe 
completion  *  of  the  survey  of  this  ward,  I  would 
recommend,  that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  .city 
to  determine  and  fix  tbe  street  lines  permanently 
by  stone"  monuments,  or  other  suitable  bounds. 

Under  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  1870,  foi  the 
establishment  of  .rue  meridian  line  or  lines  to  be 
perpetuated  by  substantial  stone  posts  or  pillars, 
in  consultation  with  the  State  Commissioner,  a 
Ruitable  locality  has  been    lecided    upon   lor    the 
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eiectioD  of  tin-  meridian  posts  on  the  southerly 
portion  of  the  "parade  ground,"  on  Boston  Coin- 
mpn;  but  at  such  a  distance  froni  the  iron  rence, 
ami  from  the  wat-r  pipes  in  that  Ideality,  As  60  he 
free  from  all  local  attraction  to  the  needle.  The 
posts  arc  now  being  placed  in  position  according 
tp  the  true  meri'lian  fine  as  given  by  the  Mate 
Commissioner;  They  are  three  In  number,  of 
granite,  eighteen  inches  square  :it  the  base,  one 
foot  Square  a(  the  top,  and  eight  feet  long,  beirig 
firmly  sec  in  a  hell  of  concrete,  with  their  tops 
just  neloyv  tbe  surface  of  the  ground.  A  stone 
curb  i«  placed  even  with  the  surface  of  the  ground 
over  the  lop  of  each  post,  with  a  metallic  compo- 
sition cover  secured  by  a  slidebolt,  hot  so  ar- 
ranged that  the  top  01'  each  post  is  easily  accessi- 
ble. 

In  the  month  of  Septenmer  list,  a  report  was 
made,  at  the  request  or  the  City  council,  of  the 
estimated  1  xpense  Of  a  survey  and' plan  of  the  city 
proper. 

The  report,  alter  being  seut  to  the  City  Council, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  City  purvey- 
or's■  Department,  Jind  at  ;i  meeting  of  that  com- 
mittee, held  November  21,  1870,  it,  was  voted  to  re- 
fer tin-  subject,  with  other  unfinished  matters,  to 
the  next  City  Council. 

The  report  is  added  as  an  appendix  to  this  re- 
port, ami  the  estimated  cost  of  a  thorough,  survey 
was  §100,000. 

the  foregoing  statement  shows  ouly  a  portion  of 
the  work  performed  in  the  office,  there  being  work 
of  a  miscellaneous  nature,  111  the  giving  of  grades 
and  lines  of  streets,  surveys  ana  levels,  and  plans 
for  the  Paving,  Sewer,  Public  Buildings,  Public 
Lands,  and  other  departments. 

Ihe  separation  of  the  Engineer's  and  Surveyor's 
Departments  lias  proved  to  be  satisfactory  to  both, 
making  the  duties  of  each  better  managed  and 
systematized.  There  are  3404  classified  index 
plans  in  the  surveyor's  office  There  are  also 
many  plans  not  indexed,  including  fifty-two  of 
streets  in  East  Boston,  forty  of  streets  in  South 
Boston,  and  plans  ot  twenty-loot  streets  in  South 
Boston,  with  an  increase  of  bound  volumes  by 
the  audition  of  copies  of  official  plaus  and  bv 
the  annexation  of  Koxbitry.

BADGES  FOR  MEMBERS  OF  THE   COMMON  COUNCIL. 

Alderman  Woolley  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote 
whereby,  at  the  last  meeting,  the  order  to  provide 
new  badges  for  the  members  of  the  Common 
Council  was  rejected. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  he  made  this  motion  to 
reconsider  at  the  request  of  several  members  of 
the  Common  Council ;  and  as  an  act  of  courtesy,  if 
nothing  more,  it  would  be  well  to  concur  in  mak- 
ing this  provision,  which  received  almost  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Council.  It  was  almost  be- 
yond the  jurisdiction  ot  the  Board  to  make  a  re- 
fusal of  what  the  Council  required  in  this  meas- 
ure, and  would  probably  obtain,  whatever  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Board,  and  believing  it  was  a  proper 
order,  he  was  in  favor  of  it,  and  should  v,te  for  the 
reconsideration. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  regretted  that  this 
question  had  come  up  again,  so  it  had  been  well 
disposed  of  in  the  vote  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  so  satisfactory  had  that  action  been  to 
a  large  majority  of  the  citizens.  He  hoped  tnat 
in  making  the  motion  to  reconsider,  the  Alderman 
would  have  given  some  reason  for  it,  for  he  failed 
to  see  any  good  reason  for  this  expenditure.  The 
Alderman  had  intimated  that  the  badges  would 
be  had  whether  the  Board  voted  for  them  or  not. 
If  so,  he  intended  to  so  act  as  to  be  relieved  from 


responsibility  for  such  a  useless  expenditure.  The 
Mayor,  in  his  annual  address,  gave  some  excellent 
advice  in  relation  to  the  expenditure  of  money; 
that  waste  in  all  its  forms,  improper,  careless  and 
re  ^kless  expenditure  of  every  kino,  whether  for 
private  gain  or  personal  gratification,  should  re- 
ceive their  severest  reprobation,  ana  that  they 
should  study  economy  in  all  measures  of  expendi- 
ture. 

This  he  regarded  as  a  wasteful,  extravagant  and 
illegal  expenditure  of  money.  We  Were  told  tint, 
there  was  no  place  where  the  people  were  so  highly 
taxed  as  in  tjfis  city.  Is  it  right,  thin,  that  an  ex- 
penditure of  $I20(l'or  $1503  shouid  be  made  for  an 
object  utterly  useless?  It  was  a  part  of  what  was 
a  growing  evil.  A  gentleman  a  few  days  ago 
showed  him  a  badge  which  he  received  some  years 
Since;  as  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  which 
cost  from  .151  50  to  $3.  The  baages  which  it  was 
now  proposed  to  procure  would  cost  not  less  than 
$18  apiece.  In  a" statement  published  a  few  days 
since  it  was  said  that  badges  had  been  procured 
for  members  of  the  City  Government  in  Brooklyn 
which  cost  $72  apiece,  and  it  appeared  that  the 
city  of  Boston  was  travelling  quite  fast  in  the  same 
direction. 

Every  gentleman  should  set  his  face  against 
such  expenditures  of  the  public  money,  and  he 
tlid  not  doubt  that  any  citizen  could  sue  out  an 
injunction  to  prevent  it.  They  would  be  derelict 
iu  duty  to  sit  by  and  see  such  thiugs  done,  and  he 
desired  to  be  put  on  record  in  regard  to  his  action. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Plumer,  the  yeas  and 
nays  were  ordered  on  the  reconsideration,  and  the 
motion  to  reconsider  was  lost,  by  a  tie  vote,  as  fol- 
lows :

riages and  coal  wagons. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Woolley,  an  order  was 
read  once,  authorizing  an  expenditure  not  exceed- 
ing $500  m  each  case  for  making  attachment  of 
proper  striking  apparatus  to  bells,  or  for  repairs 
or  alterations  in  connection  with  fire-alarm  appa- 
ratus.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 

Alderman  Pierce  submitted  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  in  print. 

The  Superintendent  states  that  the  sum  of  $804.- 
384  89  was  expended  by  the  Paving  Department 
during  the  municipal  year  1870,  for  paving,  repav- 
ing,  grading,  repairs  of  streets,  removing  and  lev- 
elling snow,  and  for  grade  damages,  etc.  These 
expenditures  were  made  on  eighty  streets  and  por- 
tions of  streets  in  the  city  proper,  twenty-eight  in 
South  Boston,  twenty-one  in  East  Boston,  forty-six 
in  Roxbury,  and  thirty-two  in  Dorchester.  The 
largest  items  for  paving  weie,  on  Columbus  ave- 
nue, wooden  pavements.  $89,216  25;  Broadway  and 
Dorchester  avenue,  grading,  and  paving  with  small 
granite  blocks,  $31,934  64;  Columbus  avenue, 
grading,  drains,  crossings,  edgestones,  &c,,  $26,- 
485  37 ;  Broad  street,  repaving,  $20,454  16.

'Che  sea  wall  commenced  in  1889  by  Messrs.  Bnyu- 
ton  Brothers  was  completed  in  June  last,  and  the 
tilling  up  of  the  avenue  with  earth  from  Fort  Hill 
by  It.  N '.  Kan-en,  in  October.  The  grade  of  the 
avenue  has  not  yet  been  definitely  established  by 
the  Hoard  of  Aldermen.  The  sea  wall  was  built 
with  the  design  ot  having  the  elevation  of  the 
sidewalks  sixteen  feet  above  mean  low  water,  or 
six  feet  above  mean  high  water,  which  is  only 
three  inches  above  the  highest  tide  known  at  this 
port  of  which  the  elevation-has  been  ascertained. 
The  several  wharves  across  which  the  avenue 
passes  are  from  one  to  two  feet  below  this  grade, 
and  will  be  somewhat  affected  thereby,  and  it  has 
therefore  been  proposed  to  lower  the  grade  to  con- 
form to  the  wharves;  but  the  Superintendent  sug- 
gests that  an  avenue  of  this  importance,  which 
has  already  cost  more  than  one  million  of  dollars, 
should  be  built  sufficiently  high  to  preclude  the 
possibility  of  its  ever  being  overflowed  by  the  tide. 
After  the  grade  has  been  definitely  decided,  the 
avenue  can  be  paved  and  opened  to  public  travel. 

West  Canton  Street.  Under  the  order  of  July  26, 
1870,  to  raise  and  grade  the  low  and  unhealthy 
territory  lying  between  Shawmut  avenue,  Tre- 
mont.  Dedliani  and  Brookline  streets,  including 
Newland,  Trumbull,  Fabin  and  Ivauboe  streets, 
and  a  part  of  West  Canton  street;  also  to  settle 
with  the  property  owners  for  grade  damages,  a 
large  majority  of  the  owners  and  abutters  on  said 
stree  s  signed  an  agreement  to  remove,  tear  down, 
or  raise  their  respective  houses  to  the  high  grade, 
upon  payment  to  each  of  them  the  cost  of  raising 
and  underpinning  their  houses  as  estimated  by 
Blair,  Proctor  &  Skinner,  the  well-known  building 
raisers;  also  upon  the  condition  that  the  city- 
would  till  their  cellars  and  yards  with  earth  and 
gravel.  These  terms  oi  settlement  were  similar 
to  those  by  which  the  Dedham  street  houses  were 
raised  in  18U7,  and  as  favorable  as  it  was  possible 
for  the  city  to  obtain. 

The  cost  of  this  improvement  lias  been  for  earth 
and  gravel,  $11,96?  25;  labor,  $1,522  56,  with  other 
items  making  a  total  of  $20,453  05;  grade  damages, 
Wetit  Canton  street,  $38,381  ;  Newland  street, 
$1925;  Fabin  street,  §20,950;  Trumbull  street, 
$8355;  Jvanhoe  street,  $7577;  paid  for  making 
estimates,  $500;  "total,  $98,141  65,  charged  to 
Canton  Street  (irading. 

Broadway  Extension.  The  Superintendent  refers 
to  the  difficulties  in  relation  to  the  construction  of 
the  Broadway  Bridge,  and  to  the  reports  which 
have  been  published.  The  expenditures  during 
the  past  year  on  account  of  the  bridge  and  in 
glade  damages,  have  amounted *£>  $236*692- 74  Paid 
to  the  Jloseley  Iron  Works  Company  for  the 
bridge,  $147,811    85;  Clapp  &  Ballou,  retaining  and 


abutment  walls,  $19,71*2  32;  Nioolson  wood  paving, 
$17,080,;  concrete  for  wood  paving  and  sidewalks, 
$7134;  iron  curbs  and  scupuers,  and  setting  the 
same,  $4382  09;  I.  W.  Pratt, Superintendent,  $360(1; 
e'ttra  piles  and  driving.  $2255;  with  other  bills 
makiug  the  amount  $208,612  24;  raising  buildings 
and  repairs,  $7522  30;  grade  damagesr-Broadway, 
$289) ;  Dorchester  avenue,  $15,70J  50 ,  Second  street, 
$2045— making  the  whole  total,  as  above,  $230,092 
74. 

Railroad  Locations,  six  railroad  locations  in 
streets  have  been  granted  during  the  year,  and 
one  was  revoke). 

General  Remarks.  Under  this  head,  the  Super- 
intendent refers  to  his  estimate  made  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  financial  year,  and  to  the  amount 
fixed  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Paving,, at  $1,782,- 
OOii.  The  committee  did  not  expect  that  au  appro- 
priation of  that  amount  would, be  made;  but  real- 
izing that  the  department  for  seveial  years  had 
not  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  city,  but  had 
fallen  behind  private  enterprise,  they  considered 
i_  their  duty  to  apprise  the  City  Council  of  the  ac- 
tual condition  of  affairs. 

the  appropriation  voted  was  but  $1,000,000,  and 
the  Superintendent  says  the  expenses  of  the  de-  . 
partment  have  been  confined  within  that  sum,  al- 
though 111  so  doing  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  1 
leave  undone  a  large  amount  ot  work  earnestly 
called  for,  to  the  disappointment  and  ofttimes 
strongly  expressed  indignation  of  persons  very 
propeUy  interested  in  the  improvement  of  .'eal  es- 
tate, who  have  felt  that,  unless  the  streets  in  cer- 
tain sections  were  paved,  or  placed  in  better  con- 
dition, the  value  of  property  would  be  seriously  af- 
fected, and  a  check  given  to  building  enterprises. 

The  unexpended  balance  ot"  the  appropriation, 
January  1,  1871,  was  $281,574  93,  apparently  a  large 
sum.  but  troiu  which  must  be  paid  the  claims  lor 
grade  damages  on  Water,  Devonshire  and  other  . 
streets,  estimated  at  over  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  The  operations  of  the  department  have 
been  held  in  check  in  order  to  retain  a  sufficient 
balance  to  meet  these  claims,  which  will  probably 
be  settled  before  the  end  of  the  present  financial 
year 

In  relation  to  the  testing  of  wood  pavement  on 
Columbus  avenue,  the  number  of  yards  and 
price  of  each,  is  given,  the  price  being  as  follows: 
Stafford,  §5  per  yard;  Paul,  Nicolson,  Miller, 
Stow,  Mclionegal  $4  each;  Warren.  Lancaster, 
Hodgeman.  $3  50  eaah;  Betteley,  $3  25. 

Statements  are  made  in  relation  to  the  laying 
out  of  Beacon  street,  and  its  extension,  and"  the 
legislation  in  relation  to  the  Milidam.  Under  the 
act  of  1868,  Beacon  street  was  laid  <  ut  as  a  public 
way,  Dec.  8, 1868,  and  the  tolls  were  abolished,  re- 
sulting man  increase  of  travel  I'our  fold,  The 
bridge  over  the  sluiceways  noar  Dartmouth  street, 
was  rebuilt  in  186J  at  a  eds't  of  $11,378  40. 

It  was  found  necessary  last  year  to  rebuild  the 
bridge  over  the  sluiceways  of  the  full  basin.  The 
cost  of  protecting  the  piers  was  $6570  81;  rebuild- 
ing* the  bridge,  $8821  60;  furnishing  ai  d  setting 
edgestones,  paving  gutteis,  drains,  gravel,  team 
work,  and  labor,  $16,981  92 — making  the  total  cost 
of  the  road  111  1870,  $32,371  33.  Under  the  act  of 
1870,  annexing  a  portion  of  Brookline  to  Boston, 
seven  thousand  additional  feet  in  length  of  streets, 
were  given  to  the  care  of  the  department.  In  an- 
swer to  the  complaint  in  relation  to  keeping  the 
road  in  eood  order,  in  comparison  with  that  of 
the  driveway  at  Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir,  the 
Superintendent  says: 

The  Milidam  road  is  used,  not  only  for  pleasure 
driving,  but  also  for  heavy  teaming,  in  wet  ana 
dry  weather,  at  all  times  and  seasons:  The  great 
amount  of  tiave!  in  wet  weather  grinds  up  and 
ruts  the  surface,  and  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
grade  of  the  road  is  a  -'dead  level,"  the  water, 
passes  off  very  slowly,  and  the  street,  after  a  das 
or  two  of  nun.  is  a  sheet  of  liquid  mud.  On  the 
Chestnut  mil  driveway  there  is  no  heavy  teaming 
at  any  time,  and  no  travel  whatever  in  wet 
weather;  the  grade  rising  and  falling  with  the  un- 
dulating surface  of  the  country,  the  water  passes 
off  rapidly,  anil  in  a  few  hours  after  a  storm,  the 
road  not  having  been  cut.up  by  vehicles,  is  smooth 
and  dry  and  ready  for  pleasure  travel.  The  Chest- 
nut hill  driveway  is  what  is  known  asa'Telford 
Macadam  road."  Few  persons  know  or  realize 
the  expense  of  constructing  and  maintaining  in 
good  condition  a  road  of  this  character,  its  lirst 
cost  being  nearly  equal  to  tn  it  ol  a  stone  pai 
ment,  and  its  maintenance  ten  times  as  great.  I 
am  convinced  that  an  attempt  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  road-bed  of  this  style  on  Beacon  street 
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would  not  be  attended  with  results  commensurate 
with  the  expense  incurred;  and  that  tlie  most 
economics]  and  satisfactory  plan  would  be  to  pave 
the  avenue  with  the  best  quality  of  wood  or  stone 
pavement. 

The  Appropriations  heretofore  made  for  the  I'av- 
ing  Department  have  not  been  sufficient  to  make 
the  improvements  called  for  on  Beacon  street,  and 
also  execute  other  work  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  necessary  for  the  safety  of  public 
travel  »nd  convenience  of  business  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  city,  and  consequently  the  much  need- 
ed impro  i  mentg  on  this  avenue  have  been  post- 
poned Irom  year  to  year,  until  its  present  condition 
is  discreditable  to  the  city.  A  good  portion  of  the 
blame  for  this  neglect  is  imputed  to  the  Superin- 
tendent, by  those  who  imagine  that  he  is  clothed 
with  unlimited  powers  to  do  all  and  everything 
which  the  citizens  may  require ;  whereas,  the  or- 
dinances especially  provide  that  "the  city  shall 
not  be  responsible  for  any  ol  bis  doings  that  have 
not  been  ordered  bythe  City  Council  or  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  or  sanctioned'  hy  express  vote." 

The  superintendent  states  that  he  has  not  been 
able,  under  the  appropriations  made,  to  put  tuis 
street  in  the  condition  in  which  it  should  be,  ami 
recommends  that  the  paving  of  the  street  from 
Oharles  street  to  the  cross-dam  should  be  com- 
menced as  soon  as  the  season  opens,  and  prosecut- 
ed with  all  possible  despatch. 

Ten  yean  ago.  tiie  total  length  of  streets  open  to 
travel  in  the  city  was  one  hundied  and  two  miles; 
at  the  present  time  there  are  one  hundred  and 
ninety-rive  miles  of  pubiie  or  accepted  streets 
alone.  Thirty-one  miles  of  these  were  added  by 
the  annexation  of  Koxhury,  and  fifty-one  miles  by 
the  annexation  of  Dorchester. 

To  keep  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  miles  of 
streets  m  a  condition  satisfactory  to  all  classes  of 
citizens  is  a  formidable  and  expensive  undertaking. 
The  old-fashioned  cobble-stone  streets,  and  roads 
made  of  coarse  gravel  ami  broken  stones,  left 
loose  to  be  worn  smooth  by  the  travel  of  vehicles, 
are  no  longer  tolerated  by  a  public  educated  to  a 
due  appreciation  of  small  granite  blocks,  or  wood 
pavement,  and  Central  Park  or  Chestnut  Hill 
driveways.  The  public  demand  better  roads. 
'Shall  the  Government  comply  with  the  demand?" 
is  a  question  which  lias  been  considered  and  post- 
poned from  time  to  lime.

Alderman  i'lumer,  from  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  peti- 
tion of  John  P.  Treadwell,  to  be  allowed  to  erect 
a  wooden  building  on  Gold  street,  beyond  the 
limits  prescribed  by  the  ordinance  regulating  the 
erection  of  w  joden'buildimrs.

Ordered,  That  whereas,  the  agreement  referred 
to  in  the  order  approved  July  30,  1867,  a  copy 
whereof  is  hereto  annexed,  was  executed  on  the 
8th  of  August,  1867,  by  the  Mayor,  as  authorized  by 
saiil  order,  but  accidentally  was  not  acknowledged, 
the  Mayor  he  and  hereby  is  authorized  and  em- 
powered in  the  name  and'behalt  of  the  city  to  ac- 
knowledge the  same  as  the  free  act  and  deed  of 
said  city. 

The  order  in  question  related  to  the  conveyance 
of  a  piece  of  land  by  the  city  to  the  said  corpora- 
tion, and  an  agreement  by  the  corporation  to  build 
the  retaining  wall  on  their  land,  the  payment  ot 
$7000  towards  the  expense,  of  the  wall  and  a  por- 
tion of  the  expense  of  the  bridge. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  permission  be  granted  to  Thomas

ballast  or  stones  from  th;  beach  on  the  north  side 
of  Long  Island,  in  Boston  Harnor,  between  the 
wharf  and  the  Government  line  at   East  Head. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  in  explanation  that  it 
was  designed  only  to  place  that  portion  of  the 
beach  in  a  smooth  condition  for  the  convenience  of 
bathing  houses. 

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Paving,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  several  petitions  for  grade 
damages  on  Devonshire  street.  Water  street  and 
during  lane,  be  authorized,  if  they  deem  it  expe- 
dient, to  submit  all  matters  in  dispute  between 
the  petitioners  and  the  city  to  the  arbitration  of 
relerees,  to  be  chosen  by  said  petitioners  and  the 
Committee  on  Paving,  the  decision  of  said  refer- 
ees to  be  binding  on  both  parties. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  request- 
ed to  petition  the  General  Court,  now  in  session, 
to  amend  the  first  and  second  sections  of  chapter 
172,  acts  of  1866,  so  as  to  allow  the  payment  of  aid 
to  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors,  who  being  at  the 
time  of  their  enlistment  and  now  inhabitants  of 
this  State,  have  served  in  the  army  or  navy  to  the 
credit  of  any  other  loyal  State  between  the  lilth 
April.  1831,  and  the  1st  September,  1865. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  support  of  the  order, 
stated  that  it  happened  in  many  cases,  men  whose 
residences  were  in  this  State,  but  who  were  resid- 
ing elsewhere  out  of  it  on  account  of  work,  enlist- 
ed on  the  call  for  troops  in  reirinients  of  other 
States.  His  attention  had  recently  been  called  to 
a  case  of  this  kind,  in  which  the  health  of  the  sol- 
dier had  been  broken  down,  and  he  had  a  family 
to  support,  but  under  the  State  Aid  law  he  was  not 
entitled  to  the  small  amount  allowed  to  disabled 
soldiers,  and  his  family  were  in  a  state  approach- 
ing starvation. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  could  not  agree  to  pay- 
ing State  aid  in  such  cases;  for  if  men  went  out  of 
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the  state  to  enlist,  because  they  could  obtain  a 
greater  bounty,  they  should  look  to  those  states 
where  they  enlisted  lor  their  support. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  believed  the  Alderman 
did  not  understand  him  correctly.  The  parties  re- 
ferred to  did  not  go  out  of  the  .state  to  enlist,  but 
were  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  temporarily  resid- 
ing out  of  the  Mite,  and  responded  to  the  call 
without  regard  to  the  matter  of  pay. 

Alderman  <  libson  replied  that  if  soldiers  enlisted 
in  other  States,  and  were  counted  on  the  quota1  of 
such  states,  they  should  he  taken  care  ot  where 
their  services  were  accounted  for.  otherwise  we 
should  lie  called  upon  to  pay  for  the  soldiers  of  all 
the  other  states. 

Alderman  Pierce  asked  that  the  order  he  laid 
over. 

Alderman  Cowdin  cited  the  cases  of  companies 
which  were  organized  and  not  accepted  by  the  au- 
thorities of  this  state,  when  thev  proceeded  to 
New  York  and  were  joined  to  the  Mozart  regiment. 
These  soldiers  were  not  allowed  State  aid  for  their 
families,  at  first,  but  were  afterwards  orovided 
for. 

Aklerman  fierce  said  the  subject  should  have  a 
thorough  examination  before  petitioning  the  Leg- 
islature  in  relation  to  further  legislation.  There 
was  one  case  now  before  the  Legislature  in  which 
the  City  Council  calls  for  legislation,  but  which 
if  it  had  been  thoroughly  considered,  would  never 
have  been  sent  there.  This  subject  he  knew  was 
carefully  considered  in  the  Legislature  in  18G6,  in 
view  of*  all  the  various  considerations  affecting 
aid  to  soldiers,  and  he  doubted  whether  if  the 
question  were  opened  anew,  it  would  not  lead  to 
great  difficulties  which  could  not  now  be  foreseen. 


Alderman  Plumer  said  be  agreed  with  the  Al- 
derman who  had  jus:  spoken,  mat  the  subject  h  id 
already  been  carefully  considered  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  if  it  erred  at  all,  it  wis  on  the  right  side, 
in  being  liberal  in  granting  aid.  The  proposed 
course  would  be  opening  the  bars  which  would 
lead  to  dangerous  expenditures. 

Alderman "Cowdin  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays, 
but  conseute  J  that  the  order  should  lie  over. 

On  motion  of  Al  terman  White, 

Orders  to  quit  were  passed,  requiring  Win.  H. 
Boardman  and  others  to  remove  all  obstructions 
from  tne  line  of  extension  ot  Wendell  street ;  .John 
J.  Williams,  the  Church  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul 
and  oihe'.s  to  remove  all  obstructions  from  the 
line  of  widening  of  Purchase  street ;  Joseph  Comer 
and  others  on  Sturgis  street,  and  Win.  F.  Weld 
and  r.  Jones  on  r.igii  street,  severally  to  remove 
all  obstructions  from  the  line  of  widening  ot  said 
streets,  on  or  before  the  15th  April  next.

REPORT  OF  THE  CIT1    BBGISTBAU. 

The  City  Registrar  reports  that  during  the  quar- 
ter endingJanuary  31, 1871,  there  were  received  by 
hi  in  for  certificates  ol  intention  of  marriage  9577, 
which  sum  has  been  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

The  number  of  births  returned  bv  assistant  reg- 
istrars for  the  year  1870  was  8092,  an  increase  of 
687  over  the  number  recorded  in  the  preceding 
year. 

Theie  were  issued  during  the  year  3901  certifi- 
cates of  intention  of  marriage,  an  increase  of  117; 
and  3492  marriages  were  recorded,  an  iucrease  of 
114.

aid  to  soldiers  and  Ih  sir  families.  The  city  and  the 
Commonwealth  have  been  mindful  of  the  great 
services  of  the  soldiers,  and  in  doing  so  have  prone 
to  tlie  utmost  verge  of  liberality  in  legislation, 
which  it.  is  thought  best  to  go.  Viewed  in  this 
light,  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  should 
not  petition  t  >  have  the  act  changed. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  agreed  with  the  Al- 
derman that  the  State  of  .'Massachusetts  and  the 
city  had  done  nobly  for  those  who  fought  the  bat- 
tles of  the  country.  Vet  there  might  be  one  more, 
possibly  fifty  more,  who  have  been  neglected,  or 
have  now  been  round,  and  if  so  sudh  persons 
should  not  be  neglected  any  longer  nor  allowed  to 
suiler.  So  long  as  he  was  able  to  do  anything  lor 
such  persons,  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  suffer. 
It  was  probable  he  was  so  situated  that  he  saw 
more  of  such  cases  of  suffering  than  any  one  else 
did.  'Iliere  was  one  family  that  he  knew  of,  and 
there  might  be  ten,  who  were  suffering  from  want 
of  food. 

it  was  a  custom  in  the  Legislature  to  pass  an 
act  one  year  and  repeal  it  the  next,  and  repeal  an 
act  one  year  and  rei-nact  it  the  next.  There  have 
been  provisions  made  quite  fully  for  relief  of  sol- 
diers or  their  families,  yet  there  may  be  a  few  left 
which  have  not  been  picked  up,  and  shall  these 
continue  to  be  neglected?  The  heart  revolts  at  it. 
It  might  cost  $100  or  $1000.  On  looking  over  what 
sacrifices  these  soldiers  went  through  in  the  war, 
not  one  who  was  present,  including  himself,  would 
have  been  willing  to  have  taken  their  risks  in  the 
s:u  I'tii  e  of  their  lives.  There  may  be  fifty  widows 
or  one  hundred  children  who  would  receive  a  few 
dollars  by  a  further  provision,  and  this  would  be 
nothing  at  all.  He  hoped  the  order  would  pass, 
and  while  he  knew  the  heart  o°  the  Alderman  was 
right,  it  could  not  do  any  harm  to  rake  up  a  few 
scattering  flakes,  and  provide  for  the  poor  widows 
who  had  not  been  included  in  the  State  aid. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  if  there  are  fifty,  as  the 
Alderman  says,  who  have  not  been  provided  for  by 
state  aid,  be  did  not  doubt  there  was  benevolence 
enough  in  the  community  to  supply  their  wants. 
No  act  couhl  be  made  which  would  meet  every 
case,  and  human  ingenuity  could  never  so  legis- 
late as  to  provide  for  every  human  want.  Should 
it  be  attempted  to  meet  all  the  cases  of  need,  it 
may  lead  we  know  not  where.  The  amount  ex- 
pended last  year  was  $025,000,  of  which  the  eicy 
pays  forty  per  cent.,  or  some  $250,000.  Of 
this  sum  of  $250,000,  for  which  tiiis  city  is 
taxed,  but  tiie  small  amount  of  $95,900  conaes  back 
for  the  relief  of  Boston  soldiers  and  their  fami- 
lies. 

Alderman  I'lumer  said  it  was  hardly  necessity 
to  say  a  word  after  the  ground  had  been  so  well 
gone  over.  He  differed  with  the  Alderman  who 
thought  the:  e  was  need  to  rake  in  a  few  more  to 
be  provided  with  State  aid.  In  the  littie  experience 
he  had  had  as  a.  member  of  the  committee  from 
bis  ward,  he  was  convinced  that  there  was  more 
need  of  weeding  out  rather  than  of  raking  in. 
There  were  cases  where  parties  were  receiving 
State  aid  who  earned  $700  or  $800  a  year,  or  were 
paid  $:;  or  $4  a  day  at  the  Custom  House.  State 
aid  was  not  designed  for  such  persons,  hut  tor 
those  who  were  in  necessitous  circumstances. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  agreed  with  the  Alder- 
man  that   there  was  need  ot  weeding  out  in  some 


instances  and  of  gathering  in  in  other  casesof  those 
who  were  in  need.  Congress  had  been  engaged  in 
passing  supplement  after  supplement  in  settling 
the  difficulties  of  the  country,  and  when  it  was  a<f- 
mitted  that  peace  prevails  over  all  the  land,  there 
should  be  no  objection  to  raking  after  the  harvest 
ami  providing  in  the  fold  tor  all  who  are  yet  suf- 
lering.  There  were  several  cases  which  he  knew 
of,  in  which  citizens  or  Massachusetts  served  in 
New  Hampshire  reginiei.ts.  and  they  were  exclud- 
ed from  aid  under  the  present  law. 

Alderman  Oibson  objected  to  going  outside  of 
the  limits  of  the  State  to  provide  for  soldiers.  If 
we  were  called  upon  to  provide  for  Slew  Hamp- 
shire soldiers, we  should  a'sobe  expected  toprovide 
lor  soldiers  in  all  the  other  New  Kngiand  States. 
If  these  men  enlisted  in  New  Hampshire  regi- 
ments, it  was  piobahly  because  they  could  get 
more  money  there.  Why  should  this  state  pay  for 
those  who  found  it  to  their  advantage  to  go  toe  re? 
He  was  willing  to  provide  for  our  soldiers,  and 
other  States  should  do  the  same  for  theirs.  There 
was  no  reason  why  this  matter  should  come  up 
here,  and  he  could  not  vote  for  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  saio  he  believed  the  Alderman 
did  not  fully  understand  the  designs  of  the  order. 
In  his  own  case,  he  had  under  his  command  men 
from  New  Brunswick  and  from  Canada.  Who  was 
expected  to  take  care  of  them?  The  Alderman 
would  not  sav  they  should  he  taken  care  of  by  their 
Governments.  Many  of  these  men  did  go  home 
and  in  some  eases  were  entirely  disabled.  In  ac- 
cordance with  his  pledge  to  the  soldiers  when  they 
went  to  the  war,  he  should  vote  for  such  measures 
as  are  necessary  to  provide  that  they  shali  oe  tak- 
en care  of.

W.  &  F,  Smith,  to  reduce  the  grade  of  the  bridge 
over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad,  in  extension 
ol"  Shawmut  avenue,  and  to  furnish  the  oak-plank 
roadway  for  said  bridge ;  the  expense  not  to  exceed 
eight  hundred  dollars. 

The  order  to  pay  Emily  H.  Sauford,  for  estate  68 
Chapman  street,  six  thousand  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  on  her  giving  a  satisfactory  deed  of 
the  same,  and  acquittance  for  all  damages  and  ex- 
penses in  consequence  of  the  taking  of  said  estate 
was  considered. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  an  explanation  might 
be  necessary  in  relation  to  this  order,  since  i: 
had  been  the  occasion  of  considerable  talk  during 
the  past  week.  Under  the  act  in  relation  to  the 
Suffolk  Street  District,  owners  ol  propertj  hid  the 
right  to  surrender  their  estates  to  the  city,  and  .he 
city  had  the  right  to  buy'  such  estates.  *  The  only 
question,  therefore,  to  be  considered  was.  wheth- 
er, on  the  sui render  of  an  estate,  the  city  shoi. Id 
buy  it  or  go  to  law.  .Mrs.  San  ford  built  this  bouse 
two  years  ago  at  a  cost  of  $0000,  and  she  wishes  to 
get  for  it  the  cost  and  taxes. 

The  Committee  on  the  Suffolk  street  District 
had  considered  the  matter  carefully,  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  what  was  asked  for  the  estate 
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was  on  the  whole  a  very  fair  price,  and  that  it 
was  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  to  buy  it. 
Unless  a  purchase  was  made,  and  should  the  case 
go  to  a  jury,  he  did  not  doubt  that  some  lawyer 
would  De  found  to  work  upon  their  sympathies, 
and  get  more  than  $1000  above  that  price.  The 
property  was  assessed  at  $5720,  which  of  course 
would  not  be  the  full  value  of  the  estate. 

It  was  objected  that  ihe  city  ought  not  to  go  in- 
to the  real  estate  business,  or  pay  more  than  the 
assessed  value  of  property.  But  the  city  has  no 
option  in  the  case,  for  when  property  is  surren- 
dered it  must  be  purchased.  Then  the" city  is  buy- 
ing property  every  day  which  is  not  wanted  for 
street  videning.  There  are  three  e  tates  of  that 
kind  ia  Middlesex  street,  and  one  on  Chapman 
street,  and  the  committee  are  all  the  titre  engaged 
in  negotiations  for  property  of  the  kind  surren- 
dered. It  cannot  be  expected  that  they  can  be 
taken  at  the  assessed  valuation,  yet  some  of  these 
estates  are  taxed  as  much  as  they  are  worth.  On- 
ly one  otter  of  sale  had  been  made  at  the  assessed 
valuation. 

In  looking  over  the  various  cases  of  this  class,  it 
was  found  that  there  was  considerable  difference 
bPtween  th<;  assessed  valuation  and  the  offer  made 
by  the  committee,  and  this  had  proved  to  be  as 
low  as  any,  with  one  exception.  The  settlement 
of  this  question  was  important,  because  if  the 
Council  vote  not  to  take  this  estate,  then  the  com- 
mittee will  not  negotiate  for  any  more.  The  only 
course  will  then  be  for  the  parties  to  surrender 
their  estates  and  go  to  law.  There  is  no  option  for 
the  city  but  to  take  the  property  surrendered. 
That  there  may  be  a  fair  expression  of  opinion  on 
the  subject,  he  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8  opposed  the  order  on  the 
ground  that  the  committee  had  adopted  an  arbi- 
tary  rule  in  establishing  the  valuation  of  such 
estates,  a  valuation  of  $5700  having  been  fixed 
upon  by  experts,  which  was  ten  per  cent,  above 
the  assessed  value,  and  yet  the  committee  propose 
to  pay  $6100  for  the  estate.  The  estate  was  not 
needed  for  street  widening,  and  the  city  ought  not 
to  go  into  the  business  of  buying  real  estate.  He 
was  therefore  oppose  1  to  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Smith  mentioned  several  cases  in  the  pur- 
chase of  estates  not  wanted  for  street  widen ings 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  this  was  but  a 
small  amount,  which  was  involved,  et  it  would 
establish  an  important  precedent.  He  would  like 
for  more  time  to  consider  it,  and  moved  to  lay  the 
order  on  the  table.    Carried.

It 
a  petition  was  made  to  the  Legislature  it  would  be 
expected  that  it  would  be  granted;  but  they  did 
not  know  where  this  proposed  avenue  was  going. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  hoped  the  rules  would  be 
suspended.  It  was  nothing  more  than  to  bring 
the  matter  before  the  Legislature,  and  the  design 
was  to  extend  Chester  park  across  the  South  Bay. 
The  subject  was  before  the  last  Legislature,  and 
objection  was  made  to  the  building  of  a  bridge. 
There  could  be  no  harm  done  in  having  the  matter 
considered. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  could  not  see  the 
necessity  of  passing  the  orders  nqw.  He  had 
never  heard  of  the  project  before,  and  thought 
that  before  building  another  bridge  they  had  bet- 
ter finish  the  Broadway  Bridge.  The  subject  was 
so  important  as  to  require  consideration  betore 
passing  the  orders.

all  the  earth  remaining  alter  the  completion  of 
existing  contracts  for  the  removal  of  earth  from 
said  hill. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  the  reason  lor  the 
passage  of  the  above  order,  stating  that  it  was  un- 
derstood contracts  had  been  made  tor  the  removal 
of  all  the  earth  on  tort  Hill. 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  a  contract  was 
made  lor  the  removal  oi  all  the  remaining  earth 
on  Fort  Hill,  the  party  to  the  contract  agreeing  to 
commence  the  work  By  the  1st,  .March.  He  was 
not  prepared  to  do  it,  and  was  desirous  oi  being 
released  from  his  contract,  it  was  important  that 
the  work  should  be  completed  hy  the  4th  July, 
and  the  committee  had  waited  three  weeks  lor  this 
party  to  begin,  ami  would  lie  obliged  to  wait  much 
longer.  The  order  should  he  passed,  that  the  com- 
mittee may  advertise  for  contracts  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  had  learned  as  much 
from  th'  contractor  as  had  been  stated,  that  he 
was  unable  to  do  the  work  ;  that  he  bad  looked 
everywhere  and  could  not  rind  a  place  for  the  de- 
posit of  the  earth.  He  did  not  know  but  that  the 
city  would  be  obliged  to  buy  some  place  to  which 
to  remove  the  earth. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  it  was  not  for  the  want 
of  a  place  to  put  the  earth,  but  the  want  of  means 
to  do  the  work  by  the  contractor.  In  conversation 
with  several  parties,  he  found  that  there  were 
places  enough  on  which  to  deposit  the  earth.  It 
could  be  put  on  the  northerly  shore  of  South 
Boston.  The  State  has  tilling  to  do  for  which  the 
earth  is  needed,  and  the  shore  owners  are  desirous 


of  filling  tne  flats  adjoining  the  State  line.  There 
is  a  space  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-rive  feet  in 
the  extension  oi  First  street,  which  will  take  all 
of  this  earth.  1  ho  parly  who  made  the  contract 
has  not  the  necessary  cools,  and  for  this  reason 
authority  was  desired  to  contract  with  other  par- 
ties. 

The  order  was  passed.

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8  moved  a  suspension  of 
the  ruled  for  the  passage  of  the  order  m  the  pres- 
ent time. 

Mr.  Klynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  was  opposed  to  the 
passage  of  the  order  at  this  time  for  several  reasons 
Jt  was  but  a  week  or  two  since  that  an  order  was 
passed  for  the  building  of  a  bridge  at  a  cost  of 
$12,000  over  Indiana  street,  and  now'  the  commit- 
tee came  ,o  th«5  (  ouncii  for  $19,000  tor  the  build- 
ing of  another  bridge  for  the  extension  of  Diana.' 
street.  This  application  comes  bere  without  any 
proposals  having  been  made  from  any  one,  or  hav- 
ing oeen  advertised  for.  He  was  opposed  to  any 
such  way  of  doing  business.  The  city  bad  now  an 
elephant  on  its  bands,  in  the  Broadway  Bridge, 
ani  it  was  proposed  to  vote  away  more  money 
without  the  offering  of  plans  and  the  Council  not 
knowing  what  they  v  ere  voting  for. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  w;is  sorry  the  gen- 
tleman from  Ward  7  was  so  entirely  ignorant  of 
the  matter,  and  be  would  do  what  he  could  to  en- 
lighten him.  lie  says  it  is  proposed  to  layout  a 
street,  while  it  is  simply  proposed  to  build  a  bridge 
over  it.  Last  fall  a  contract  was  made  ro  build' a 
bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Albauy  Kailroad.  wbeu 
the  hids  of  the  contractors  named  were  $4000  less 
tban  the  lowest  ol  all  the  others.  This  Spring  it  is 
found  nei  essary  to  build  another  bridge  longerthan 
the  one  over  the  railroad  track. and  tue  committee 
do  not  believe  that  anything  will  be  gained  by  ad- 
vertising for  contracts.  I'he  price  proposed  is 
now  $2000  below  the  lowest  of  the  last  year's  bids 
of  other  parties,  and  they  are  satisfied  that  it  will 
be  oi  no  use  to  advertise.  The  party  who  was  the 
next  lowest  last  year  said  he  would  not  lake  the 
contractors'  job  off  their  hands  lor  S2000  more,  it 
was  best,  also,  that  these  contractors  should  build 
the  proposed  bridge,  for  another  reason,  that  cer- 
tain alterations  were  to  be  made,  so  that  the  two 
shall  conform  to  a  general  plan.

There  was  a  large  amount  of  business  done  above 
this  proposed  tilling,  in  lumber,  wood  and  coal. 
If  the  region  were  tilled  up,  as  proposed,  there 
would  be  a  large  amount  of  unused  wharf  proper- 
ty, worth  from  .si  to  isi  50  per  foot  less  than  now, 
and  there  would  be  a  claim  of  a  quarter  of  a  mil- 
lion of  doilars  and  upwards  for  land  damages. 

The  reference  to  Committee  ou  streets  was  car- 
ried. 

REPJRTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  >>n  the  Fire  Department,  to  whom  .\as 
referred  an  order  proposing  to  pay  John  Hake  for 
injuries  done  to  his  son  Charles  by  a  steam  tire 
engine,  made  a  report  that  the  order  ought  to  pi  -s, 
but  in  a  new  draft,  which  they  submit,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  Jo  John 
Hake  the  sum  of  |147,  in  full  for  >hc  personal  Inju- 
ics  sustained  by  his  son,  Charles  Hake,  who  was 
run  over  by  Steam  Engine  .No.  11  on  the  22d  Octo- 
ber, 1870,  upon  said  John  giving  to  the  city  a  re- 
ceipt and  discharge  in  full  satisfaction  of  alt 
claims  and  demands  on  account  of  said  accident; 
the  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  anpropriation  for  tbe 
Fire  Department. 

The  order  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

Mr.  Webster  of  W'rd  6  offered  an  order  request-

E.  Underwood,  and  bear- 
ing date  Jan.  2,  1871.  upon  his  surrendering  the 
agreement  received  from  the  city  to  convey  a  lot 
Of  land  on  Harrison  avenue;  aud  that  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Lands  be  directed  to  issue  to 
said  Underwood  a  new  agreement  of  the  same

500  plans  of  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  the  same  to 
be  charged  to  the  Suffolk  Street  District  Loan. 

The  order  to  pay  Lmily  H.  Sanford  for  estate  68 
Chapman  street,  six  thousand  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  on  her  giving  a  satisfactory  deed  of 
the  same,  and  acquittance  for  all  damages  and 
expenses  iu  consequence  of  the  taking  of  said  es- 
tate, was  taken  from  the  table  and  considered. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  it  was  on  his  mo- 
tion that  the  order  was  laid  on  the  table,  not 
knowing  at  the  time  of  any  precedent  for  the  pro- 
posed action.  Since  that  time  he  had  examined 
the  law  under  which  the  Suffolk  Street  Territory 
was  taken  for  improvement,  and  found  that  it  was 
not  only  expedient  in  such  cases  as  this,  to  take 
property,  but  necessary  to  do  so.  By  the  pro- 
visions of  this  statute,  when  the  property  is  taken, 
the  title  vests  alone  in  the  city.  If  any  party  shall 
agree  to  the  conditions  upon  which  the  territory 
is  tilled,  the  title  again  passes  to  them.  Thisagree- 
ment  must"  be  with  the  constituted[authorities, 
and  the  authorities  are  the  Committee  on  the  Suf- 
folk Street  District.  By  the  provisions  of  section 
2,  it  is  provided  that  in  case  oi  failure  to  agree  the 
party  shall  file  a  bill  in  equity,  and,  if  not  satisiied, 
may  have  a, jury  trial ;  and  it  may  be  two  or  three 
vears  before  the  party  can  get  a  dollar.  In  the  case 
of  the  Church  street  property,  the  committee  could 
settle  without  coming  to  the  City  Council.  Pur- 
chases on  that  territory  were  made  to  the  amount 
of  ^100,000,  and  in  the  '  sales  of  property  so  pur- 
chased the  city  made  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  per 
cent.  In  this  case  parties  are  agreed  that  the  price 
proposed  to  be  paid  is  fair,  aud  he  was  satisfied  to 
leave  the  matter  to  a  committee  of  seven  or  more. 
It  was  understood  that  the  committee  were 
unanimous,  with  one  or  two  exceptions.  Where 
persons  were  willing  to  sell  at  fair  p. ices,  he  was 
in  favor  of  the  committee's  going  ahead  and  mak- 


ing purchases,  without  going  to  the  Superior 
Court  and  hanging  up  the  cases  for  two  or  three 
years.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Byan  of  Ward  13,  the  ordi- 
nance to  amend  an  ordinance  in  relation  to  Pub- 
lic Institutions,  printed  city  document  No.  16, 
1871.  was  tatsen  from  the  table  and  considered. 

Mr.  Dickinsou  said  he  regretted  being  obliged 
to  speak  again,  but  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  his  attention  had  been  called  to 
this  matter.  The  history  of  it  was  this,  the  pro- 
vision being  found  on  page  403  of  the  ordinances, 
that  when  the  ordinances  were  codified,  the  re- 
quirement was  brought  to  notice,  having  been  un- 
known and  for  a  Ions:  time  previous  a  dead  letter. 
It  provides  that  when  the  supplies  called  for 
amount  to  §300  and  more,  the  directors  shall  ad- 
vertise in  the  newspapers.  The  Board  believe  it 
to  be  very  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  change, 
and  that  this  provision  should  be  done  away 
with. 

The  Board  of  Directors  get  together  every  day 
in  the  week,  and  there  is  laid  before  them  a  requi- 
sition tor  some  kind  of  supplies.  Some  member 
familiar  with  the  mirket  for  the  particular  article 
i9  designated  to  make  the  purchase,  and  he  knows 
where  to  get  it  at  the  best  advantage.  As  an  illus- 
tration, a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  told 
hiniofacase  in  which  coal  which  was  needed, 
was  purchased  at  $2  a  tou  less  than  the  city  was 
paying  at  the  time,  after  having  made  a  contract 
by  advertising,  lhe  same  thins:  was  true  in 
another  case  iu  the  purchase  of  flour,  as  related 
by  another  Alderman  who  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  time. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  a  member  recom- 
mended the  purchase  of  five  hundred  barrels  of 
flour,  expressing  the  belief  that  flour  would  rise 
in  a  few  days.  The  purchase  was  made,  and  the 
result  was  as  anticipated,  proving  a  great  saving 
to  the  city,  which  could  not  have  been  made  had 
they  been  obliged  to  advertise  for  a  supply.  The 
members  of  the  Board  are  gentlemen  having  the 
interests  of  the  city  in  view,  and  if  disposed  to 
take  advantage  for  their  own  benefit,  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  provision  would  be  no  safeguard. 

The  provision  was  only  calculated  to  hamper  the 
Board,  and  it  would  be  extremely  foolish  to  re- 
tain it.  The  subject  came  up  once,  wheo  it  was 
proposed  to  strike  this  out  in  connection  with  au- 
other  provision  that  no  member  of  the  Board 
should  be  allowed  to  furnish  supplies  himself. 
That  amendment  was  lost  on  thatfaccount,  but  in 
striking  out  the  requirement  to  advertise,  the 
other  provision  is  retained. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  believed  the  subject  to 
be  of  great  importance,  and  moved  au  adjourn- 
ment, which  was  carried.

The  third  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners 
on  Cetlar  Grove  Cemetery  was  presenten  by  Alder- 
man fierce.  The  report  states  that  in  October 
last  Nathan  Carruth  was  elected  chairmau.  in 
place  of  Wm.  Tope,  resigned.  The  work  of  im- 
proving the  cemetery  has  been  mainly  in  the  com- 
pleting of  the  enterprises  begun  last  year.  The 
grounds  have  been  kept  in  tair  condition  ;  about 
2500  feet  in  length  of  avenues  and  paths  have  been 
thoroughly  constructed,  graded  and  finished  with 
stone  and  gravel;  iron  gates  are  placed  at  the 
main  entrance;  the  fences  ana  buildings  are  com- 
pleted; the  pond  near  Adams  street  has  been 
deepened  and  protected  by  a  sunken  marginal 
wall,  with  a  walk  upon  its  border. 

The  price  of  lots  was  fixed  at  twenty-five  cents 
per  superficial  foot,  and  thirty-eight  lots  have  been 
sold  since  June  at  that  rate.  It  is  evident  that  the 
whole  available  ground  in  this  cemetery  will  be 
needed  by  the  residents  in  its  immediate  neighbor- 
hood, and  while  the  lots  are  open  for  sale  to  such 
as  apply,  uo  encouragement  has  been  extended  to 
speculators  in  this  kind  of  property.

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  theCommittee  on  Streets, 
reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  the  petition  of 
Hannah  A.  Dewhurst  for  apportionment  of  Trc- 
mont  street  betterments,  and  no  action  necessary 
on  petition  of  J.  B.  Moors  for  abatement  of  assess- 
ment for  widening  Congress  and  High  streets. 
Severally  accented. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  request  of  the  School  Committee  to  be 
furnished  with  the  estimated  value  of  the  school 
buildings  in  the  city,  made  a  report  that  it  ap- 
peared from  a  statement  furnished  them  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors  that  the  value  of  the  land 
amounts  to  $1,785,505  44.  They  have  estimated 
that  the  value  of  the  ouildings  for  school  pur- 
poses amounts  to  .13.933,650  60,  making  the  total 
valuation  of  land  and  buildings  $5,719, 15U  04 

Itead  and  accepted. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses  as  follows: 
Melville  Dramatic  Association,  to  give  dramatic 
entertainments  at  Mercantile  Hall;  Morris  Broth- 
ers, to  give  a  concert  at  East  Boston,  March  2; 
James  Smith,  to  exhibit  a  pedestrian  exercise  at 
Olympic  Theatre  ;  Charles  VT.  Hpbard,  for  leave  to 


keep  a  velocipede  rink  at  Dorchester;  Musicians 
Union,  to  give  a  concert  at  Music  Hall,  March  5. 
Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  White  also  repoited  licenses  to  sun- 
dry persons  as  innholders,  as  an  auctioneer,  for 
wagon  stands,  wagon  licenses  and  for  transfer  of 
wagon  license.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Little,  from  ;he  Committee  on  Health, 
reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of  Thomas 
Corbett,  for  leave  to  erect  a  stable  at  No.  16  Shaw- 
mut  place.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Ricker,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Instruction,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  request  of  the  School  Committee  for  a 
consolidation  of  the  several  appropriations  for 
school  purposes,  made  a  report  recommending 
that  the  request  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Accounts. 

Accepted,  and  so  referred. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Sewer*, 
reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of  Ebenezer 
Johnson  to  be  paid  for  drain  In  River  St;eet; 
and  no  action  necessary  on  petitions  of  Alfred 
Ziegler  for  leave  to  place  a  portion  of  his  building 
on  Pynchon  street  over  the  course  of  Stony  Brook, 
and  of  Wni.  Cutchcliff,  Jr.,  to  he  compensated  for 
an  alleged  imperfect  construction  or  a  drain  at 
239  Princeton  street.    Severally  accepted. 

REPORT   ON   FREE    FERRIES. 

Alderman  Woolley,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Ferries,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  P.  S.  &  J.  B.  Huckins  and  others  fo.-  a 
reduction  of  tolls  for  the  transportation  of  lum- 
ber; also  the  communication  from  the  •  Directors 
of  the  ferries,  recommending  that  foot  passengers 
be  allowed  to  pass  free  of  toll,  and  who  were 
directed  by  an  order  of  tte  City  Council  to  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  reducing  the  toll  for  all 
teams  and  abolishing  what  is  termed  the  "long 
tolls;"  made  a  report  that  after  careful  considera- 
tion, they  were  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  for 
the  city's  interest  to  abolish  all  the  tolls  on  the 
East  Boston  ferries,  both  foot  passengers  and 
teams,  and  they  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May 
in  the  year  1871.  the  ferries  between  East  Boston 
and  the  city  proper  shall  be  maintained  and  oper- 
ated free  of  tolls. 

The  order  was  read  once  and  laid  over. 

INCREASE  OF  PERMANENT  ASSESSORS. 

Alderman  Ricker,  from  a  majority  of  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Assessors'  Oepartment, 
on  the  order  to  consider  the  expediency  of  amend- 
ing the  ordinance  concerning  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  taxes,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  elec- 
tion of  six  assessors,  who,  with  the  first  assistant 
assessors,  shall  be  chosen  for  a  term  of  years, made 
a  report,  recommending  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying ordinance. 

The  ordinance  provides  thatas  soon  as  may  he 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  there  shall  be 
elected  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branch- 
es of  the  City  Conncil,  an  assessor  of  taxes,  who 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  as  pro- 
vided by  section  six  of  the  ordinance  concerning  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  to  hold  his  of- 
fice for  the  same  length  of  time  and  under  the 
same;  conditions  as  the  members  of  the  Board  al- 
ien dy  elected. 

It  further  provides  for  the  election  of  six  asses- 
sors on  the  first  Monday  in  February,  1872,  or  with- 
in sixty  days  thereafter,  two  of  whom  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for 
three  years  from  first  of  April,  is72;  and  annually 
afterwards  there  shall  be  elected  two  assessors 
for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  assessors  so 
elected  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  City 
Council,  and  vacancies  may  be  tilled  at  any  t'tne 
for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same  manner" as  rhe 
original  appointment. 

Section  2  provides  that  on  the  fir*>t  Mouday  in 
February  in  the  year  1872  there  shall  be  elected  by 
the  concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches  of  the 
City -Council,  one  first  assistant  assessor  for  each 
assessment  district  in  the  city — half  of  the  whole 
number  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  and  half  for 
two  years  from  the  titsf  of  April,  1872.  Annually 
there'afterwards,  tnere  shall  be  one-half  of  the  as- 
sessors elected  for  two  years,  and  vacaucies  may 
be  tilled,  and  removals  made  as  in  the  case  of 
the   permanent   assessors. 

Accompanying  the  repoit  was  the  following: 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Assessors'  Department,  respectfully  dis- 
sents from  the  recommendation  of  the   majority, 
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believing  tbat  five  persons  are  fully  capable  of  per- 
forming all  tbe  duties  required  by  the  principal 
assessors,  and  tbat  no  change  in  the  present  sys- 
tem would  be  expedient  at  tnis  time. 

L.  It.  Cutter. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  an  indefinite  postpone- 
ment of  the  subject,  stating  in  support  of  the  mo- 
tion that  the  r.ssessors  are  as  able  to  discharge  all 
the  duties  of  their  office  with  their  present  num- 
ber as  the  Board  can  desire.  The  expenses  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors  had  increased  very  rapidly 
within  a  few  years,  as  he  would  show.  Last  year 
the  pay  of  the  assessors  was  $49,919  OH,  and  ten 
years  ago  it  was  but  $16,184  74;  the  clerk  hire  last 
year  was  $17,996  06,  and  ten  years  ago  )$4205  74.  So 
great  an  increase  as  this  should  lead  the  Board  to 
consider  before  making  ltlarger.  The  taxes  of  the 
city  were  now  enormous,  and  it  was  desirable  that 
they  should  not  be  increased.  There  was  no  call 
for  an  additional  assessor,  and  one  was  not  wanted. 
Un  the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  he  would 
ask  the  yeas  and  nays,  which  were  ordered. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  he  hoped  the  subject 
would  not  be  postponed.  Keference  was  made  to 
increase  of  expenses  in  ten  years,  but  in  what  bad 
not  such  expenses  increased  in  that  time,  and  in 
almost  everything  in  like  proportion,  in  the  city, 
State  and  nation?  A  gentleman,  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Board,  told  him  that  he  served  as  an 
a-sistant  assessor  many  years  since,  and  all  the 
compensation  he  received  was  a  simple  dinner. 
The  fact  that  there  bad  been  an  increase  in  the  ex- 
pense he  regarded  as  a  poor  argument.  The  du- 
ties of  the  offife  have  increased,  and  with  an  in- 
crease of  territory  the  expenses  must  increase. 
There  are  no  heads  of  departments  who  work 
harder  than  the  assessors.  They  are  not  confined 
to  the  usual  hours  of  other  officers,  but  are  at  work 
early  and  late,  and  when  their  regular  duties  are 
discharged,  attend  to  calls  and  answer  inquiries. 
It  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the  city  to  make  the 
increase  proposed,  and  more  than  the  amount  of 
salary  will  be  saved 

Alderman  Cutter  said  tbat  since  he  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  he  bad  often  visited  the  As- 
sessors' Department,  and  found  that  there  was  but 
little  business  done.  There  was  hardly  ever  a  quo- 
rum of  the  Board  present,  and  at  this  time  of  the 
year  there  was  but  little  found  to  do.  He  had 
been  assured  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  an 
increase,  although  of  course  there  would  be  no 
objection  made  to  it,  and ,  in  case  of  the  annexation 
of  Charlestown,  there  might  be  sufficient  labor  for 
six  assessors.  That  being  tbe  case,  there  cannot 
be  work  enough  now  for  an  additional  assessor. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  there  nmst  be  some  dis- 
crepancy between  the  information  obtained  by  tbe 
Alderman  and  that  received  by  him.  Not  only 
will  there  be  a  necessity  for  another  assessor  iu 
case  of  the  annexation  of  Charlestown,  but  there 
is  need  of  another  at  the  present  time. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  understand 
that  the  assessors  come  to  the  Board  ior  more 
help.  He  hoped  that  the  motion  would  prevail, 
for  it  was  uncalled  for  to  act  on  the  supposition 
that  other  cities  would  be  annexed. 

Alderman  Fluiner  said  the  facts  wore  briefly 
these.  They  had  five  principal  assessors  last  year 
competent  to  perforin  the  duties  of  the  office. 
They  had  turned  off  one  who  was  competent  to 
discharge  the  duties,  representing  a  section  of  the 
city  comprising  a  valuation  of  $40,000,000,  and  had 
elected  in  his  place  one  who  is  not  able  physically 
to  perform  the  duties.  As  a  matter  of  economy 
another  assessor  should  be  eieet^d,  conversant 
with  the  property  of  that  district,  and  three  or 
lour  times  his  salary  would  be  giinecl.  The  time 
was  coming  when  there  must  be  six  principal 
assessors,  and  be  hoped  the  gentleman  who  had 
been  defeated  w  >uld  be  elected. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  it  appeared  that  tbe  pith 
of  all  this  movement  was  to  make  an  office  for  a 
defeated  candidate 

Alderman  Kicker  said  this  was  not  what  actu- 
ated this  committee  in  making  their  report.  An 
order  was  drawn  as  long  ago  as  in  August  last  to 
provide  for  this  increase  of  assessois,  and  this 
order,  introduced  before  the  election, had  no  refer- 
ence to  the  defeat  of  any  candidate. 

Alderman  IMumer  said  he  spoke  for  himself 
alone,  and  not  for  the  committee,  in  what  he  said. 
A  competent  man  had  been  defeated  for  office,  and 
a  man  bad  been  substituted  for  him  who  was  not 
so  able  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  considered  the  re- 
marks of  the  Alderman  to  be  a  reflection  on  the 


Board  of  Aldermen  as  to  their  action.  He  con- 
sidered himself  to  be  responsible  to  tbe  people 
who  sent  him  here  for  tbe  manner  in  which  he  dis- 
charged his  duties,  and  such  remarks  were  not 
appropriate  in  this  Board.  He  did  not  wish  to  re- 
flect on  the  action  of  any  one.  In  relation  to  an 
additional  assessor,  be  thought  the  time  would 
come  when  one  would  be  nee  ed,  and  it  might  be 
now.  Thirty-oue  years  ago,  he  was  elected  an  as- 
sistant assessor,  and  served  three  months  for 
nothing.  There  was  not  then  such  a  scrambling 
for  office  as  there  is  now,  and  men  were  willing  to 
serve  the  city  without  pay. 

At  that  tiui3  there  were  three  permanent  asses' 
sors,  wl-io  received  salaries  of  $  1200  each,  making 
the  cost  50603,  with  the  assistant,  assessors,  who 
were  not  paid.  Al«ir  they  got  through  with  their 
labors,  the  chairman  got  them  all  toeether  and 
gave  them  a  dinner,  if  auotner  assessor  were 
needed,  he  was  rea^y  to  vote  for  one,  but  not  for 
the  pui  pose  ol  m  >king  a  place  for  any  one. 

Alderrain  I'lu.nsr  said  he  utterly  repudiated 
making  any  reflections  on  the  Board,  in  the  re- 
marKs  which  be  made.  In  what  he  said,  he  had 
but  stated  facts,  for  which  he  was  amenable  to 
his  constituents.  He  had  no  doubt  it  would  lie 
vastly  for  the  pecuniary  interests  of  the  city  to 
have  a  new  assessor  for'che  district  not  now  rep- 
resented in  the  li  >;\rd  of  Assessors. 

The  motion  to  postpone  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  5 
to  7,  as  follows:

Un  motion  of  Alderman  Kicker,  the  ordinance 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  to 
which  he  said  it  properly  belonged.

ORDINANCE  .  RELATING    TO  PUBLIC    INSTITUTIONS. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  in  relation 
to  public  institutions  (printed  City  Document  No. 
16. 1871)  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  moved  to  amend  the 
ordinance  bv  striking  out  in  section  7  all  after  the 
word  "price,"  in  the  fourth  line,  so  that  in  the 
procuring  ot  supplies  nothing  further  would  be  re- 
quired than  that  they  should  be  procured  at  the 
lowest  market  price. 

.Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  to  strike  out  sec- 
tions 7  and  8,  relating  to  the  purchase  of  supplies 
and  the  making  of  quarterly  reports. 

Mr.j'.stone  of  Ward  5  opposed  the  amendment. 
No  member  of  the  Board  should  have  a  pecuniary 
interest  in  the  purchase  of  supplies,  and  he  hoped 
the  motion  to  strike  out  would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  stated  that  the  proposed 
amendment  of  the  ordinance,  as  reported,  was  in 
accordance  with  the  desire  of  the  Board,  as  had 
been  explained,  so  that  they  should  not  be  ham- 
pered in  making  purchases"  by  the  restriction  in 
advertising.  He  did  not  understand  that  the 
Board  a»k  that  the  last  part  of  the  section  should 
be  struck  out,  which  relates  to  contracts  with  the 
members  of  the  Board.  Before  going  on  any 
further,  he  thought  it  would  he  best  to  wait  and 
inquire  whether  the  proposed  amendment  was 
wanted.  The  first  was  from  respect  for  the  opin- 
ions of  the  Board  as  expressed  by  them,  while  the 
other  was  sprung  upou  the  Council  without  refer- 
ence to  any  committee. 
Mr.  Flanders  withdrew  his  motion. 
Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  said  the  Council  could 
not  do  a  worse  thing  than  to  pass  the  amendment, 
for  he  could  not  see  why  any  person  should  pur- 
chase of  himself.  The  amendment  proposed  to 
strike  out  all  reference  to  members  of  the  Board 
in  the  purchase  of  goods  of  himself  or  of  any  oth»r 
member. 

Mr.  Vannevar  referred  to  page  137  of  the  ordi- 
nances, relating  tu  contracts  with  city  officers, 
which  he  thought  covered  ah  that  was  required, 
should  the  amendment  proposed  by  him  be  car- 
ried. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  explained  last 
week  quite  fully  the  reasons  lor  the  passage  of  the 
amended  ordinance.  The  provision  in  the  last 
part  of  section  7,  proposed  to  he  stricken  out,  [that 
"no  n.ember  of  the  Board,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, for  himself  personally,  or  in  trust  for  any 
other  person,  shall  have  a »y  pecuniary  interest  in 
lurnishina:  supplies  for  the  institutions,  or  in  any 
contract  for  the  same,"]  is  a  very  proper  one,  and 
should  be  recognized  as  such.  As  had  been  re- 
marked, the  directors  did  not  come  here  to  ask 
that  this  provision  should  be  struck  mit,  but  that 
so  much  should  be  struck  out  as  hindered  them  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties. 


With  regard  to  the  provision  on  page  137  of  the 
ordinances,  he  doubted  whether  it  would  apply  in 
this  case.  At  any  rate  he  could  not  see  any  harm 
in  allowing  this  provision  to  remain.  If  it  were 
true  that  the  other  met  the  case,  he  could  not  see 
any  reason  to  repeal  the  one  without  a  repeal  of 
the  other.  The  provision  should  stand  as  was 
proposed  by  the  Board.  It  would  be  foolish  to  re- 
peal all  after  the  word  "price,"  for  it  would  he  ex- 
pected that  the  Board  should  purchase  at  the 
lowest  market  price.  As  it  stands  it  is  but  an 
introduction  to  what  follows  naturally,  and  it 
would  be  unwise  to  remove  the  restriction. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  there  was  a  differ- 
ence in  the  provisions  of  the  two  ordinances;  that 
on  p«.ge  137  providing  that  no  member  ot  the 
City  Council  or  Board  shall  be  interested  in  a  con- 
tract unless  the  same  is  expressly  authorized  by 
ordinance  or  order,  while  this  has  reference  to  an 
executive  officer  furnishing  supplies. 

Mr.  Vannevar  stated  that  the  directors  say  that 
they  cannot  make  a  contract  with  a  member  of 
the  City  (iovernmeut. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  said  this  matter  may 
have  been  investigated  by  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil, but  not  by  himself,  ft  was  a  very  important 
matter,  a  question  which  he  had  not  sufficiently 
examined  to  act  upon  at  this  Lime.  He,  there- 
fore, moved  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table.  Carried, 
by  a  vote  of  26  to  9. 

It  was  voted  that  it  be  assigned  to  9  o'clock  on 
Monday  evening  next. 

NEW  AVENUE  ACROSS  CHARLES  RIVER. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Committee  on 
Legislative  Matters,  to  whom  was  lelerred  the 
order  requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition  the.  Gener- 
al Court,  now  in  session,'  for  the  passage  of  an  act 
authorizing  the  construction  of  a  new  avenue  from 
some  point  on  Beacon  street  across  Charles  Kivcr 
to  Cambridge,  made  a  report  that  the  passage  of 
the  order  was  originally  recommended  by  the 
Joint  Standing  Committee  of  the  City  Council  on 
Streets,  who  have  given  the  subject  careful  con- 
sideration. As  this  application  to  the  Legislature 
is  merely  for  authority  to  construct,  an  avenue 
uoon  a  line  to  be  hereafter  defined,  and  does  not 
commit  the  city  to  the  enterprise  at  the  present 
time,  they  are  of  opinion  that  this  order  ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  moved  that  the  order  be 
laid  on  the  table.    Lost— 12  to  27. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  the  proposition  was  to  build  a 
bridge  from  Cambridge  to  Boston,  out  on  the  Mill- 
dam.  The  question  was  what  kind  of  a  bridge  was 
it  proposed  to  build,  and  whether  it  was  not  some 
land  scheme  or  project  for  filling  of  flats  for  spec- 
ulative purposes,  and  the  injury  of  property  on  the 
Mil  Idam  by  narrowing  the  river.  All  bridges  are 
filled  up  solid  for  a  considerable  distance,  and  there 
was  no  certainty  what  it  was  proposed  to  do.  He 
would  like  to  have  the  views  of  the  Harbor  Com- 
missioners, and  whether  it  is  designed  to  make 
compensation  for  the  displacement  of  water  in  this 
filling  of  flats  He  did  not  wish  to  have  this  hur- 
ried through  without  anybody's  knowing  anything 
about  it,  and  would  move  that  it  be  recommitted 
to  the  Committee  on  Harbor,  with  instructions  to 
obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners 
on  the  subject. 

Mr.  FlynnofWard  7  said  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets  was  not  present,  and  he  did 
not  suppose  this  subject  would  come  up  tonight; 
otherwise  he  should  have  obtained  plans  ftoin  the 
City  Engineer  in  relation  to  it.  He  moved  that 
the  subject  be  laid  on  the  table.    Carried.

Mr.  Say  ward  of  Ward  16,  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  who  were  di- 
rected to  advertise  for  proposals  for  a  site  for  En- 
gine House  No.  4,  made  a  report  as  follows: 
"  The  committee  advertised  as  directed,  and  re- 
ceived the  inclosed  proposals,  viz. :  Estate  on 
Congress  street  (corner  of  Lindall  street)  $94,909  10; 
estate  on  Cnardon  street  (coiner  of  Grant  place; 
$71,000;  estate  on  State  street  (Nos.  150,  158,  oppo- 
site head  of  India  street)  $50,000;  estate  on  »ud- 
bury  street  (Nos.  57,  59)  $35,000;  estate  on   Howard 
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street  (No.  43}  $26,0(10;  estate  on  Kill)/  street  (N'os. 
83i85)$l«i000;  estate  No.  87  Howard  street  (oppo- 
site somersi  t  street)  $17,500. 

Alter  careiully  considering  the  aliove  proposals, 
the  committee  deem  it  unadvisable  that  any  of 
them  should  he  Accepted. 

The  < ■  1 1 >  owns  a  lot  or  land  situated  on  the  cor- 
ncr  of  Hamilton  street  and  Hamilton  alley,  meas- 
uring tbi  rty  feet  on  the  street,  which  is  fifty  feet 
wide,  and  sixty  feet  on  the  alley,  which  hounds  on 
the  side  and  rear,  and  is  fourteen,  feet  wide.

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Institutions  at 
South  Boston  and  Deer  Island  consider  and  report 
upon  the  expediency  of  removing  the  House  of 
Correction  to  Deer  Island  or  to  some  other  Island 
in  Boston  Harbor. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  16  ottered  the  following: 

VVhere'as,  in  view  of  the  late  disastrous  fire  at 
the  House  of  Correction,  the  question  arises  of  the 
expediency  of  building  a  suitable  structure  to 
accommodate  the  increasing  demand  of  the  prison, 
or  of  making  such  alterations  in  the  present  build- 
ings as  will  for  the  time  render  the  condition  of 
the  same  convenient  and  adequate  to  the  safe- 
keeping and  employment  of  the  prisoneis;  there- 
fore, 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public 
Institutions  be  authorized  to  procure  plans  to  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council,  together  with  esti- 
mates of  the  cost  of  both  projects,  and  that  the 
sum  of  $5000  be  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  same;  and  that  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  be 
authorized  to  transier  said  sum  from  the  appro- 
priation for  the  House  of  Industry  for  that  special 
purpose. 

The  order  was  read  once,  and  a  motion  was 
made  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  for  its  passage.

The  necessity  for  additional  accommodations  is 
imperative, and  the  committee  therefore  request  the 
City  Council  to  secure  the  basement  el  the  E  Street 
Church,  and  he  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  new 
classes  which  are  to  he  formed  as  soon  as  accom- 
modations can  be  provided,  and  this  they  hope 
will  be  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

It  appears  by  the  accompanying  letter  of  Mr. 
Dexter,  that  Mrs.  Anna  Ticknor  generously  offers 
to  relinquish  to  the  city  her  right  to  use  the  be- 
queathed property  during  her  life.  I  respectfully 
recommend  the  City  Council  to  accept  the  gener- 
ous bequest,  and  by  some  appropriate  action  to 
express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  value  ot  the 
gift.

Sir— Inclosed  herewith  is  a  copy  of  the  ninth  ar- 
ticle of  the  will  of  Mr.  George  Ticknor,  late  of 
Boston,  relating  to  a  bequest  of  books,  manu- 
scripts, and  money  to  the  city  of  Boston. 

If  the  city  shall  accept  the  same  in  tbe  manner 
required  by  the  will,  the  executors  thereof  are 
ready  to  pay  the  money  and  to  deliver  the  books 
and  manuscripts  iu  said  will  mentioned,  as  Mrs, 
Anna  Ticknor,  widow  of  the  said  George,  desires 
to  relinquish  her  right  to  retain  during  her  life  the 
said  books  and  manuscriots.

Copy  of  Article  IX.  of  the  will  of  George  Tickner 
of  Boston,  proved  Feb.  20, 1871 : 

Ninth.  On  the  death  of  my  wife,  I  give  to  the 
city  of  Boston,  where  1  was  born,  where  I  have 
lived  a  long  and  happy  life,  and  where  1  hope  to  die, 
all  my  books  and  manuscripts  in  the  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  languages,  and  I  further  give  and  be- 
queath to  the  same  city  of  Boston  the  sum  of  §4000 
to  be  paid  within  one  year  after  the  probate  of 
this  my  will,  t'.e  same  to  be  always  kept  by  the 
said  city  sately  invested  at  interest  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinafter  specified.  But  I  make  these 
two  bequests  to  the  city  of  Boston  only  in  trust 
for  the  following  purposes,  and  no  other,  to  wit: 

(1.)  That  in  tne  course  of  each  and  every  period 
of  rive  years,  during  the  twenty-five  years  next 
succeeding  the  receipt  by  the  said  city  of  the  said 
sum  of  $4000,  the  sai.l  city  shall  expend  not  less 
than  $1000  in  tne  purchase  of  books  in  the  Spanish 
and  Portuguese  languages  and  literatures  or  in  one 
of  them;  and  furthermore  expressing  it  as  my 
wish  but  not  as  my  requirement,  in  order  so  far  as 
may  be  to  insure  "the  purchase  of  books  already 
determined  to  be  worth  possessing,  that  no  book 
shall  be  so  purchased  during  said  twenty-nveyears, 
nor  afterwards,  from  the  income  of  the  said  fund 
of  84000,  which  shall  not  have  been  published  in 
some  one  edition  at  least  five  years;  it  being  my 
will  that  everv  book  purchased  at  any  time  from 
the  income  of  my  said  fund  of  $4000,  shall  be  a 
book  of  permanent  value  and  authority,  and  nei- 
ther newspapers,  periodicals,  nor  other  popular 
publications  not  likely  to  be  of  lasting  considera- 
tion. ,    „ 

(2.)  That  no  person  whatsoever  shall  at  any 
time  or  under  any  circumstances,  except  for  bind- 
ing or  needful  repairs  in  binding,  be  permitted  to 
remove  from  the  proper  rooms  of  the  Public 
Library  any  of  the  books  hereby  bequeathed,  or 
for  the  purchase  of  which  provision  is  hereby 
made,  but  that  within  such  rooms  and  at  all  such 
times  and  bonis,  and  under  such  restrictions  as 
the  Ti  ustees  or  other  lawful  managers  of  the  said 
library  mav  deem   expedient   or  (reasonable, 'each 
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and  ill  of  said  books  so  bequeathed  or  so  pur- 
chased shall  be  freely  accessible  for  reference  or 
study  to  all  such  persons  as  may  be  permitted  to 
resoi  t  to  said  library  or  to  use  it. 

d.)    That  at  the   end    of  the   tweiity-hve  years 
aforesaid,  and  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter 
forever,  :  lie  said   city  of  Boston    shall  cause  the 
ii'  of  the  said  fund  or  slOOO,  but  no  part  of 
the  principal,  to.be  expended  in  the   purchase  of 
books  ol   permanent   value,   either   in    Spanish  or 
I'ortnguese    language,  or  in  such  other  languages 
as  ina\  :  i  deemed  expei  ietrt  by  the  Trustees   of 
the  said    library  or  other  persons  having   lawful 
i  the  same,  but  always  undef  the  condi- 
tions  and   restrictions    herein   before   expresseo, 
namely :  That  the  same  shall  oc  used   only   in   the 
proper   rooms  ol  the  said  library   and   neVer   lent 
hi  or  our,  of  them. 

i  Hi  u  none  of  the  hooks  bequeathed  by  me, 
•  ml.  (.)•  ,n  be  purchased  from  the  income 
of  the  fuuil  of  .-.-Mail,  as  aforesaid,  shall  at  anytime 
lid,  exchanged,  or  given  away;  but  tna't  they 
.shall,  if  not  inconvenient,  be  kept  together,  like 
the  Bowditch  and  the  Parker  collections  now  in 
said  library. 

(5.)     that  if  at  any  rime  the  fund  aforesaid  shall, 
from  ai  y    cause    whatever,   become  diminished, 
at  least  oli»-half  of  the  annual  income  there- 
in shall  yearly  be  added  to  the  principal  until  the 
full  sum  of  $4000  shall  be  made  good  again. 

((I.)  Hut  in  case  the  city  of  Boston  shall  refuse  or 
n  gleet  for  the  space  of  one  year  after  the  probate 
of  this  my  will  to  accept  the  said  bequest;  of  books, 
manuscripts  and  money  on  the  trusts  and  condi- 
tions hereinbefore  set  lortn,  or  shall,  at  any  time 
alter  accepting  the  same,  fail  or  neglect  faithfully 
to  f'.'.lfil  each  and  all  of  said  trusts  and  conditions', 
ace  >rding  to  their  true  spirit  and  intent, 
then,  and  in  either  of  said  cases,  I  give  and  he- 
ath tire  same  books,  manuscripts  and  money 
to  the  .Fellows  of  Harvard  College,  in  the  city  of 
Cambridge,  for  the  use  of  the  general  library  of 
the  said  College,  upon  the  same  trusts  and  condi- 
tions, so  far  as  the  same  can  be  made  applicable, 
ro  the  said  general  library,  giving,  as  I  do 
hereby  give,  to  the  said  President  and  Fellows  full 
[lower  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  said  books,  man- 
uscripts and  money  or  any  of  them,  from  the  said 
city  of  Boston,  or  from  any  person  or  persons  who 
may  have  the  same  or  any  of  them  in  his  or  their 
possession.

in  and  covered  by  the  location  tiled  with  said 
Board  by  said  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Com- 
pany on  the  30th  May,  1868;  reserving  always 
and  not  abandoning;  and  provided  always 
that  these  presents  are.  upon  the  condi- 
tion that  they  can  and  may  in  that  case  legally  re- 
serve, retain  and  not  abandon  all  other  lands,  rights 
and  privileges  taken  bv  or  under  each  and  all  of 
saul  locations,  not.  hereby  or  heretofore  by  said  lo- 
cation tiled  in  1868.  or  by  or  under  Chapter  312  of 
the  acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  said  Com- 
monwealth, in  the  year  18UT,  specifically  and  in 
terms  abandoned  and  released. 

This  abandonment  and  withdrawal  to  be  void 
and  of  none  effect  if  said  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road Company  cannot  legally  make  the  same,  and 
retain  and  reserve  and  not  abandon,  as  aforesaid, 
said  other  lands  and  rights  hereby  reserved.

A1TNUAL  REPOKT   OE  THE   CITY   EXtilNEEK. 

The  auuual  report  of  the  City  Engineer  was  laid 
before  the  Board  in  print. 

The  expenses  of  the  department  for  the  year 
amounted  to  $14,145  89,  ana  there  was  a  balance 
unexpended  from  the  yearly  appropriation  of 
$15,000,  and  a  previously  unexpended  balance,  of 
$430(5  99.  The  expenditures  from  special  appro- 
priations were — for  Water  Works.  $0,838  32;  Caving 
Department,  $2552  52;  Suffolk  Street  District, 
27;  Mount  Washington  Avenue  Bridge, 
sc.o  38, — mating  a  total  of  special  approprations, 
$10,570  49,  and  of  all  expenditures  $24;,722  38. 
The  number  of  uersons  employed  in  the  depart- 
ment is  seventeen. 

A  brief  history  is  given  of  the  operations  in  the 
construction  of  the  Chestnut  hliil  Reservoir,  the 
engineering .  operations  extending  over  seven 
years.  A  statement  of  operations  of  the  high 
service  pumping  works  is  also  given,  the  daily 
average  of  water  pumped  in  December  amounting 
to  735.274  gallons,  which  shows  an  equivalent  of 
seventy  gallons  per  inhabitant,  believed  to  indi- 
cate a  large  amount  of  leauage. 

The  amount  of  work  done  by  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Eastern  Division  for  the  year  was  in  laying 
of  pipe,  41,441  feet,  or  about  7  85-100  miles,  eighty- 
two  gates  and  ninety-six  hvdra.its. 

in  the  extension  of  the  water  works  in  Dorches- 
ter, about  twenty  miles  ol  roadway  have  been 
levelled  over  and  protiles  of  street;  to  the  number 
of  toffy  have  been  made.  Cutlet  the  orders  o)  July 
last,  to  extend  the  pipes  in  Dorchester,  contracts 
for  the  pipe  were  made  as  sum  as  possible,  but 
none  were  received  so  that  won;  could  begin  until 
the  hist  of  September,  and  since  then  the  delivery 
has  been  tartly,  ami  not  so  much  has  b  ten  tccoiu- 
plisnerl  as  was  anticipated  The  amount  done 
under  the  order  was  as  follows:  2298  feel  of  24-inch 
pipe  in  Dorchester;  1287  feet  do.  in  Roxbury;  4ol5 
20-inch  in  .south  Boston;  2993  feet  1 2-1  neb  and 
2815  6-inch  in  Dorchester;  with  ten  gates  and 
twelve  hydrants. 

Under  the  order  for  hiving  a  new-  pipe  across 
Chelsea,  Creek  to  Kast  'Boston,  a  contract  was 
in  ole  to  lay  the  new  pipe- and  repair  th"  old  one 
for  >2i,0i)0.'  The  work  is  not  yet  completed.  The 
leakage  from  the  East  Boston  reservoir  proves  to 
be  much  less  than  was  supposed;  iusrea  I  of  being 
a  million  gallons  a  day,  if  does  not  exceed  gener- 
ally more  than  100, O0i>  gallons.

It 
wmld  have  been  impossible  to  have  saved  one- 
eighth  of  this  amount,  even  with  the  dam  raised 
two- 'feet  higher;  but  enough  would  have  i>een 
saved  to  have  prevented  the  serious  apprehen- 
sions which  have  been  entertained  of  an  inade- 
quate supply. 

.■statements  are  made  in  relation  to  seawalls  at 
Deer  Island,  the  Atlantic  avenue  sea  wall,  Atlan- 
tic avenue  rilling,  the  extension  Of  Broadway,  Fort 
( t ill,  Berkeley  an 4  Providence  streets  retaining 
walls,  Suffolk  Street  District,  &c.  Ibe  contractors 
for  the  bridge  from  Indiana  place  across  the  rail- 
road are  to  commence  putting  on  the  structure  by 
the  1st  May,  or  as  soon  as  the  abutments  are 
ready,  and  to  complete  the  work  within  thirty 
days. 

On  the  several  bridges  there  have  been  expend- 
ed during  the  \ear  as  follows:  Albany  street 
bridge  over  Boxbury  canal,  .flit 5  8G;  Dover  street 
titers,  $2077  50;  and  ordinary  repairs  $1729  80; 
Fedora I  street,  repairs  $3041  39;  Meridian  street, 
$2091  76;  Chelsea  street,  $4356;  Hi  nthrop  bridge, 
$5824  44.  Several  plans  have  been  made  for  rebuild- 
ing Neponset  bridge,  varying  from  $25,533  to 
$7500.  The  cost  of  repairs  on  Milton  bridge  are 
estimated  at  10,500,  and  of  Commercial  street 
bridge  at  Commercial  point  at  $5000  to  $20,000. 
The  cost  of  repairs  on  Milldam  bridge  amounted  to 
$8821  60;  Long  wood  avenue  bridge,  $3480  83.  The 
amount  paid  on  contract  for  rebuilding  Mount 
Washington  avenue  bridge  to  Jan.  1,  1871,  was 
$40,404. 

In  relation  to  the  other  bridges,  it  is  stated  that 
some  of  them  are  iu  good  condition;  the  abut- 
ments of  some  of  the  railroad  bridges  have  cracked 
badly,  iron  cramps  are  necessary  in  some  cases, 
and  painting  is  needed  in  others.  A  new  ferry 
drop  and  tank  have  been  built  at  the  East  Boston 
(new)  ferry,  better  than  any  built  hitherto. 

HEARING  ON  ORDER  OF  NOTICE. 

The  hearing  on  petition  of  George  A.  Hentz  for 
leave  to  put  up  and  use  a  steam  engine  and  boiler 
at  the  corner  of  Beach  and  Albany  streets,  was 
taken  up.  No  person  appeared  in  relation  to  the 
matter,  aud  the  report  was  recommitted.

The  report  and  order  to  establish  free  ferries  on 
and  after  Mayl,  1871,  on  motion  of  Alderman 
Woolley,  was  laid  on  the  table,  to  give  further 
time  for  the  consideration  of  the  subject. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON   COUNCIL. 

The  request  of  the  School  Committee  for  further 
school  accommodations  in  the  Norcross  District, 
and  the  petition  of  Charlotte  E.  Baker,  were  rt- 
ferred,  in  concurrence. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  on 
cost  of  sites  for  Engine  House  No.  4.  was  referred 
to  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  passed,  in 
concurrence: 

Order  for  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  locating  Engine  No.  4 
at  north  end  of  Court  House. 

Order  for  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  removing  the  House  of 
Correction  to  some  island  in  the  harbor. 

Order  for  Committee  on  Public.  Buildings  to  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  removing  Police  Station 
Nine  to  another  locality. 

Order  to  pay  H.  W.  Longfellow  six  hundred  aud 
eighty-six  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  for  lith- 
ographing live  hundred  plans  of  Suffolk  Street 
District. 

Order  for  Special  Committee  to  consider  the  ex- 
pediency of  purchasing  Kainsford  Island  for  a 
Home  for  Inebriates  was  considered. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  was  unable  to  see 
any  necessity  for  the  passage  of  this  order.  There 
had  been  no  petition  for  the  establishment  of  such 


an  institution,  and  if  any  action  U  »o  be  taken  on 
the  subject  it  should  ne  by  the  state.  Ibe  state 
owns  tlic  island  referred  to,  and  if  such  an  institu- 
tion is  to  be  established,  it  should  '>e  a  State  insti- 
tution. The  city  will  be  obliged  to  pay  a  large 
portion  ot  the  expense,  even  if  it  is  erected  by  the 
state.  He  moved  that  the  order  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  agreed  with  the  re- 
marks of  the  Alderman,  that  it  belongs  to  the 
Common  wealth  to  furnish  asylums  for  inebriates 
as  well  as  asylums  for  the  insane,  the  city 
is  obliged  to  pay  forty-live  iter  cent,  of  the 
expenses  of  all  tbe  state  institutions,  and  besides 
takes  care  of  all  its  own  insane.  If  such  an  in- 
stitution is  established  it  should  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Commonwealth.  He  hoped  that  tiie 
onler  would  be  rejected,  an. 1  not  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  concurred  also  in  the 
idea  tint  this  Home  should  be  a  State  institu- 
tion. We  nave  now  the  H  ashingtoman  Home, 
where  inebriates  go  of  their  own  free  will  and  ac- 
cord 'and  remain  until  they  are  able  to  take  proper 
care  of  themselves.  Drunkenness  was  a  disease 
which  grows  upon  a  man  until  he  becomes  dis- 
eased mentally  as  well  as  hackly,  ami  there  should 
be  a  State  institution  to  which  all  such  persons 
should  be  sent  temporarily  by  the  courts.  There 
was  now  in  circulation  a  petition  to  raise  $100,000 
for  a  new  building  for  the  Washingtonian  Home, 
one-half  of  which  was  asked  for  of  the  State.  He 
did  not  doubt  the  present  order  was  offered  iu  the 
Common  Couin  il  from  the  best  of  motives,  but 
should  vote  for  laying  it  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Pierce  hoped  it  would  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Alderman  Plumer  withdrew  his  motion,  when 
Alderman  Pierce  moved  an  indefinite  postpone- 
ment of  the  order.  In  reference  to  the  application 
on  behalf  of  the  Washingtonian  Home,  he  did  not 
doubt  the  State  would  do  its  par  .  appropriating 
the  $50,000  asked  on  condition  that  the  citizens 
would  subscribe  a  like  amount,  which  he  had  no 
doubt  would  be  done.  He  trusted  that  the  city 
would  not  continue  to  build  up  institutions  for  the 
Commonwealth,  and  pay  their  bills,  wnile  it  was 
required  to  pay  a  large  share  of  the  expense  of 
State  institutions  of  the  same  class.  It  would  be 
well  to  begin  at  this  point,  and  if  the  institution  is 
wanted,  we  shou'd  go  to  the  Commonwealth  for  it. 
It  was  wrong  to  inflict  upon  the  city  the  expense 
of  the  support  of  institutions  which  were  for  the 
benefit  ot  the  whole  State. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  concurred  most  fully 
in  the  remarks  of  the  Alderman,  and  hoped  that 
the  subject  referred  to  would  be  considered  some 
time,  as  it  was  proper  the  city  should  be  relieved 
of  some  portion  of  the  expense  it  incurs  for  the 
insane. 

The  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  carried.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening,  at  1%.  o'clock, 
Matthias  Kich,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  of  Elizabeth  Freeman,  Thomas  J. 
Whidden,  Samuel  W.  VV'inslow,  heirs  of  .Mrs.  P. 
-Stevens,  Thuyer  Brothers,  and  remonstrance  of 
Winslow  Lewis  and  others, were  severally  referred, 
in  concurrence. 

The  anuual  report  of  the  City  Engineer  and  the 
Auditor's  monthly  exhibit  were  ordered  to  be 
placed  on  tile. 

The  following  reports  were  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence: 

Keport  (leave  to  withdraw)  on  petition  of  S.  S.

Messrs.  Kllis,  Palmer,  Munroe,  Carney,  Brown, 
Maguire,  Rich,  Dennie,  Drew,  Robinson,  Wil- 
liams, Spinney,  Davis,  Morse,  Faunce,  Withing- 
ton  and  Swan  were  declared  to  be  elected,  in  con- 
currence, and  Messrs.  Gallagher,  Young,  Stack- 
pole  and  Burr,  in  non-concurrence,  and  for  the  re- 
maining one  there  were  three  haviiiK  a  sufficient 
number  of  votes.  Messrs.  Croak  and  Wyman  hav- 
ing the  same  number  of  votes,  the  Chair  declared 
that  there  was  no  choice  of  the  remaining  asses- 
sor. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  5  raised  the  question  of  order 
that  Mr.  Croak  having  the  requisite  number  of 
votes  and  having  been  elected  by  the  other  branch , 
should  be  considered  as  elected. 

Mr.  Smith  of   Ward  10  moved  that  the  Council 
again  proceed  to  ballot  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
Mr.  Flynn  further  urged  his  point  of  order. 
The  Chair   ruled  that  two  persons  having  the 
same  number  of  votes,  neither  of  them  could  be 
elected,  when  there  was  a  call  for  but  one.

Mr.  Wyinan  was  declared  to  be  elected,  in  non- 
concnrrence. 

The  order  concerning  the  expediency  of  erect- 
ing a  suitable  structure  to  accommodate  the  in- 
creasing demands  of  the  House  of  Correction,  or 
of  making  such  extensive  alterations  of  the  pres- 
ent building  as  will  render  the  same  adequate  to 
the  safe  keeping  and  employment  of  the  prison- 
ers; and  for  plans  and  estimates  for  both  projects, 
and  an  appropriation  of  $5U00  therefor  coming  up 
on  its  passage, 

Mr.  llersey  of  Ward  12  moved  its  reference  to 
Hie  Committee  on  Tublic  Institutions,  as  the  most 
suitable  disposition  of  it,  that  committee  having 
under  consideration  an  order  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council.  When  the  question  was 
considered  of  the  reuaovalof  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, it  was  not  desirable  to  lay  out  so  much  money 
for  plans  ns  was  proposed. 

Mi'.  Saywnrd  of  Ward  16  said  it  was  evident 
something  must  be  done  temporarily  to  relieve  the 
wants  of  that  institution  at  toe  present  time.  The 
appropriation  for  plans  seem  to  be  large,  but  the 
Board  of  Directors  do  not  mean  of  nece  isity  to 
sped  the  proposed  sum  of  money.  They  wish  to 
have  plans  made  to  show  what  is  necessary  to  be 
done,  but  the  order  does  not  say  where  the  House 
of  Correction  shall  be  located.  To  refer  to  the 
committee  proposed  would  only  delay  what  should 
be  done  right  away.  It  not  needed  for  the  plans, 
the  amount  can  be  properly  taken  care  of  by  the 
Diiectors;  but  if  only  $2000  or  #3000  shall  be  grant- 
ed, it  might  become  necessary  to  come  again  to  the 
Council  for  an  additional  sum. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  Mie  amount  proposed 
was  large  in  procuring  plans  for  buildings  wheie 
they  were  not  wanted.  An  order  was  now  pend- 
ing concerning  che  removal  of  the  institution,  and 
it  would  be  poor  economy  to  procure  plans  for 
buildings  before  it  is  known  where  they  are  to  be 
located.  No  architect  could  make  such  plans  as 
would  be  required  without  knowing  where  the 
buildings  were  to  ne  erected. 

The  motiou  to  refer  lo  the  Committee  on  Public 
Institutions  was  carried. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  in  relation 
to  public  institutions,  (printed  City  Document  No. 
16,  1ST!)  was  considered. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  motiou  of 
Mr.Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  to  amend  the  ordinance 
by  striking  out  all  alter  the  word  "price,"  in  the 
fourth  line,  providing  that  no  member  of  the 
Board,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  himself 
personally,  or  in  trust  for  any  other  person,  shall 
have  any  pecuniary  interest,  in  furnishing 
supplies  for  the  institutions,  or  in  any  contract  lor 
the  same. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  the  effect  of  the 
amendment  would  be  this,  that  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  would  be  able  to  contract 
with  themselves,  except  so  far  as  it  was  prohibited 
b.V  any  other  provision  of  the  ordinances,  as  0"> 
page  137,  which  provio.es  that  no  member  of  the 
City  Couucil,  or  of  any  board,  shall  be  interested 
in  any  contracts  or  agreements,  etc.,  unless  the 
same  be  authorized  by  some  ordinance  or  order  of 
the  City  Council. 

If  the  object  was  to  allow  members  to  make  con- 
tracts with  themselves  or  with  members  of  the 
City  Council,  the  object  will  not  be  accomplished. 
The  Directors  will  say  in  accordance  with  che 
amendment  wished  by  them  in  not  being  obliged 
to  advertise,  that  they  must  purchase  the  goods  or 
supplies  at  once,  you  are  under  the  disabilities 
of  the  ordinance,  which  requires  an  ort'er,  and  we 
can  have  nothing  to  do  with  you.  he  believed 
that  this  was  but  an  entering  wedge,  and  if  car- 
ried, that  the  other  restrictions  would  then  be  re- 
moved, provided  era  page  137.  Such  kind  of  truck 
and  dicker  of  members  of  the  City  Council  was  ob- 
jectionable. 

It  was  not  desirable  that  members  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Institutions  should  buy  of  themselves, 
and  the  provision  as  it  stands  now  is  wise  and 
judicious.  The  amendments  asked  lor  by  the 
Board,  that  they  mav  make  purchases  without  ad- 
vertising, may  be  adopted ;  but  it  is  desirable  that 
I  be  other  provisions  should  stand.  He  would  not. 
put  in  the  way  of  the  Board  any  f ucb  temptations 
as  the  pioposed   amendments   would   do,  anil    he 


hoped  it  would  be  rejected.    The  amendment   was 
carried  by  a  vote  of  34  to  13. 

Mr.  Dickinson  oi  Ward  11  said  it  was  unfortu- 
nate that  ibis  subject  came  up  late  in  the  evening, 
as  it  had  befoie,  when  the  Council  was  not  full. 
As  amended,  he  was  opposed  to  the  ordinance,  as 
it  defeats  the  good  object  which  was  had  in  view 
by  the  amended  ordinance.  As  it  is,  lit  believed 
it  would  be  better  to  let  the  ordinance  stand  with- 
out amendment.  Ihe  clause,  which  it  was  asked 
by  the  Board  to  strike  out,  has  been  inoperative, 
f'-r  years,  and  it  would  be  better  to  have  it  remain 
as  it  is  than  to  repeal  the  wise  and  proper  provi- 
sions with  respect  to  the  members  having  a  pecu- 
niary interest  in  furnishing  supplies. 

Within  a  fortnight  a  prominent  citizen  had  been 
before  a  committee  of  the  Legislature  to  urge  an 
amendment  to  the  oily  charter  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Auditor  and  Assessors,  and  for  a  lon- 
ger term  of  their  offices;  also  for  a  provision  to 
make  it  penal  for  a  member  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment to  have  an  interest  in  contracts  or  in  fur- 
nishing supplies.  The  committee  gave  him  leave  to 
withdraw  for  the  reason  that  we  have  these  restric- 
tions in  the  city  ordinances;  and  it  was  not  neces- 
sary to  put  such  a  provision  in  the  city  charter. 
Should  the  Council  pass  this  amended  ordinance, 
that_committee  might  wish  to  reconsider  then-ac- 
tion." As  the  Board  wished,  he  was  in  favor  of  the 
amended  ordinance,  but  should  now  vote  against 
it. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  said  this  subject  was  im- 
portant, and  as  it  was  l-\te  in  the  evening  be  wish- 
ed for  more  time  for  its  consideration,  and  would 
move  an  adjournmei  t. 

The  Cbair  suggested  that,  there  were  papers  on 
the  table  desirable  to  put  in,  when  the  motion  was 
modified  to  that  of  laying  the  ordinance  on  the  ta- 
ble, which  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  30  to  17. 

AUDITOR'S  ESTIMATES. 

The  Auditor's  estimates  for  the  financial  year 
1871-72  were  laid  before  the  Council  in  print.  The 
Auditor  says,  in  presenting  his  estimates  for  tiie 
money  which  will  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
Government  of  the  citv  for  the  coming  financial 
year,  it  gives  him  pleasure  to  say,  that  taking  the 
valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the 
city  at  the  same  figures  as  it  was  last  year,  the 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  this  year  will  be 
accomplished  with  a  reduction  of  the  rate  from 
$15  30  to  $14  on  each  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  ordinance^  addition  to  the  ordinance  on  Fi- 
nance, passed  by  the  City  Council  December  24, 1870, 
created  a  Board  of  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners 
for  the  payment  or  reduction  of  thft  city  debt; 
and  said  Board  was  organized  February  i.j,  1871, 
consisting  of  Mayor  William  Gaston  (Chairman); 
City  Treasurer,  P.  L'.  Tracy;  Auditor  of  Accounts, 
Alfred  T.  Turner  (Secretary);  Alderman  Henry  L. 
Pierce  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Accounts, 
Councilman  William  Pope  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council;  .Newt  m 
Talbot  and  John  O.  Poor  from  the  citizens  at  laige. 
In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Section  ten  of 
said  ordinance,  said  commissioners  have  de- 
cided that  the  present  sinking  funds  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  outstanding  citv  debt,  which 
debt  amounts  to  $23,964,500  91.  will,  with  their 
accumulations,  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  payment 
of  the  same  at  maturity ;  therefore  that  no  taxa- 
tion upon  tbe  said  dent  will  be  necessary,  and  have 
iuformed  the  City  Council  to  that,  effect. 

The  taxation  oh  loans  passed  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil not  included  m  the  above,  amounting  to  "$2,900,- 
000,will,as  required  by  section  two  of  said  ordinance, 
be  $77,626.  The  amount  taxed  last  year  was  -~719,- 
000;  difference  in  favor  of  the  tax-paver,  $641,375. 

The  sinking  funds  take  caie  of  the  principal  of 
the  city  debt,— the  interest  thereon  and  the  pre- 
mium on  gold,  in  which  a  part  is  paid,  is  taxed  an- 
nually. The  total  amount  asked  for,  interest  and 
premium,  is  $1,838,000. 

The  debt  sinking  funds  which  were  necessary  to 
secure  the  payment  of  the  debt  as  it  matured,  and 
at  the  same  time  maintain  our  credit  m  the  money 
market,  have  been  secured  without  placing  too 
heavy  a  burden  upon  the  tax-payer;  and  now  he 
will  enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  having  secured  the 
payment  of  the  debt  and  the  alternative  of  being 
relieved  of  taxation  when  called  upon  to  meet  the 
necessary  expenses  of  governing  a  great  munici- 
pality, and  adopting  measures  to  promote  its  fu- 
ture growth. 

Several  of  the  revenue  items  have  been  in- 
creased, and  notwithstanding  the  loss  of  $145,000 
in  the  revenue  column,  as  compared  with  last  year, 
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on  account  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Knst  Boston  Ferries,  that  no  estimate  be 
made  this  year  for  revenue  trom  tolls  on  said  fer- 
ries, the  total  amount  oc  estimated  revenue  is  in- 
creased 915,650.

The  largest  increase 
for  any  one  department  is  for  School  Instructors, 
of  $101,700.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Squires,  from  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District,  made  a  report,  in 
which  they  represent  that  under  the  general  or- 
der relating  to  the  improvements  on  that  district, 
passed  July  13, 1870,  they  are  restricted  in  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  for  any  purpose  exceeding  the 
sum  of  #200,  without  a  special  vote  of  the  City 
Council.  This  restriction  hampers  the  operations  of 
the  committee  to  such  au  extent  that  they  feel  it 
to  be  their  duty  to  ask  for  authority  to  exercise  a 
lartcer  discretion. 

The  improvements  on  the  Church  Street  Dis- 
trict, costing  over  a  million  dollars,  were  carried 
oat  by  a  special  committee  of  five  members  of  the 
City  Council,  whose  authority  was  subject  only  to 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  All  committees  ol  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  on  departments  having  appro- 
priations have  general  authority  to  spend  $500, 
without  obtairing  the  special  sanction  of  the  body 
from  which  they  are  appointed.  The  extent  and 
character  of  the  work  in  which  the  city  is  engaged 
makes  it  peculiarly  necessary  that  they  should  be 
authorized  to  act  promptly  iii  many  cases.  It  not 
unfrequently  happens  that  the  expenditure 
of  a  few  hundred  dollars  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  wall,  or  the  repairs  of  a  building 
will  enable  the  committee  to  proceed  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  a  much  more  important  work  where 
delay  would  be  attended  with  great  expense  to 
the  city. 

The  committee  do  not  ask,  nor  do  they  desire, 
such  powers  as  the  Committee  on  the  Church 
Street  District  were  authorized  to  exercise;  but 
they  believe  it  would  be  for  the  city's  interest  to 
grant  them  authority  to  expend  in  their  discretion 
a  sum  not  exceeding  .$1000  for  any  one  object ;  and 
for  that  purpose  they  respectfully  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 
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Ordered.  That  the  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District  be  authorized  to  expend, 
from  time  to  time  from  the  loans  for  the  improve- 
ment of  said  district,  sums  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  for  any  one  object  connected 
with  said  improvement. 

The  order  was  read  once.

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  same  committee,  re- 
ported leave  to  withdraw  severally  on  petitions  of 
C.  A.  C.  Russell  to  be  compensated  for  personal 
injuries  caused  by  an  alleged  defect  in  Wilson's 
lane,  and  of  Peter  Brash  to  be  compensated  for 
personal  injuries  by  an  alleged  defect  in  Merrimac 
street.    Accepted. 

Akterman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  licenses  to  eight  newsboys,  one 
boy  as  a  pedier,  and  one  as  a  bootblack;  also, 
licenses  to  sundry  persons  as  dealers  in  second- 
hand articles,  to  keep  intelligence  oflSces,  for  car- 
riage and  wagon  stands  and  for  transfer  of  wagon 
license.

Ou  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Police  be 
authorized  to  sell  by  public  auction  the  sailboat 
heretofore  used  by  the  Harbor  Police,  and  pay  the 
proceeds  into  the  city  treasury. 

Alderman  Gibson,  in  answer  to  inquiries  of  Al- 
derman Cowdin,  stated  that  this  sailboat  was  of  no 
benefit  except  to  furnish  some  of  the  Harbor  Po- 
lice with  the  means  of  running  down  to  the  Islands, 
where  they  were  not  needed.  He  had  yet,  to  learn 
of  any  advantage  which  the  boat  was  for  police 
service.  Two  or  three  row-boats  for  that  purpose 
about  the  wharves  would  be  of  much  more  benefit. 
It  was  pretended  that  they  were  enabled  by  this 
boat  to  board  vessels  where  the  crews  were  in 
mutiny,  but  that  was  a  business  required  of  the 
revenue  cutters.  This  boat  was  kept  up  at  great 
expense,  and  the  men  were  often  away  when 
needed. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  if  it  were  true  that  the 
boat  was  not  needed  for  the  service,  he  should 
have  no  objection  to  its  sale. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  further  that  some  of 
the  officers  were  away  all  day,  and  only  reported 
at  the  station  at  the  call  in  the  morning.  If  tuey 
were  engaged  in  row-boats  about  the  wharfs,  they 
might  be  more  useful. 

The  order  was  passed. 

On  moiion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  order  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  Dec.  6,  1870,  to  pay  Michael  O'Connor 
$925  for  grade  damages  No.  102  West  Canton  street, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  rebuild  the  bridge  over  Longwood 
stream  on  Brookline  avenue,  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $1000. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  White, 

Ordered,  That  the  order  to  pay  George  W.  Si- 
monds  and  others,  trustees,  $8889,  passed  by  the 
Board  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  Jan.  31, 1871,  for 
land  taken  and  all  damages  occasioned  their  es- 
tate by  the  widening  of  Kliot  street,  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  rescinded.

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cutter,

consider  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  print- 
ing office  exclusively  lor  the  city  work,  and  report 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  such  an  establishment. 
REPORT  ON  FREE   FERBJE8. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  Woollcy,  the   report  of 
I bq  Committee  on  Ease  Boston  Ferries,  with  the 
appended    order  to  abolish   the  toils,  was  con- 
sidered, as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May 
in  1  he  year  1871,  the  ferries  between  East  Boston 
and  the  city  proper  shall  be  maintained  and  oper- 
ated free  of  tolls. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  tint  this  subject  had 
been  more  or  less  agitated  lor  the  last  fifteen 
years.  Then;  could  be  no  doubt  that  if  the  fer- 
ries had  been  made  free  several  years  ago,  the 
value  of  proper  y  in  East  Boston  would  have  been 
thirty-three  per  cent,  higher  than  now,  and  that 
the  increased  taxes  would  ha<re  more  than  made 
up  for  the  amount  of  tolls  collected.  He  supposed, 
however,  that  every  Alderman  had  made  up  his 
mind  on  the  subjeeM  and  that  nothing  more  need 
be  said.  It  was' supposed  by  some  persons  that 
the  people  would  not  have  the  same  facilities  if 
the  ferries  were  free  that  they  do  now  :  but  he  be- 
lieved they  would  have  more  as  they  were  required. 
Alderman  I'lumer  inquired  whether  the  pres- 
ent accommodations  were  ample,  and  whether 
there  would  not  soon  be  a  necessity  for  another 
boat?  It  would  be  well  to  understand  fully  the  ex- 
pense which  might  be  required. 

Aiderman  (Jibson  replied  that  there  were  now 
lour  boats  running,  two  at  each  terry.  In  the  even- 
ing but  one  ran  on  each  ferry,  and  the  one  at  the 
north  ferry  does  not  run  after  12  o'clock,  while  the 
boat  on  the  other  runs  all  night.  If  the  business 
increases,  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  run  a  third 
boat  from  the  south  ferry.  It  was  probable  the  pres- 
ent accommodations  might  answer  for  two  years. 
In  further  remarks,  he  said,  what  the  people  of 
East  Boston  asked  was  but  just  and  reasonable. 
The  Chelsea  Bridge  had  recently  been  macie  free, 
and  this  city  is  required  to  pay  the  expense  of 
keeping  in  repairs  many  bridges  which  had  been 
made  free  in  all  directions,  until  now  this  is  the 
only  spot  where  tolls  are  collected.  Two  years 
ago  a  charter  was  asked  from  the  Legislature  for 
a  bridge  to  East  Boston,  which  would  have  cost 
two  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  and  this  some 
time  the  city  would  have  been  obliged  to  support. 
The  expense  of  engines  for  opening  and  closing 
the  draws  would  alone  hav^  cost  more  than  the 
support  of  the  ferries. 

Alderman  Uiuson  further  urged  that  as  the  city 
had  encouraged  the  growth  of  other  wards,  with 
an  increase  of  the  valuation  of  property,  so  it 
should  help  this  younger  ward.  It  was  true  it 
would  require  some  money  to  support  the  ferries, 
but  its  effect  would  be  to  raise  the  valuation  of 
property  at  East  Boston.  The  depression  in  the 
taking  6f  tolls  was  like  canker  worms  in  an  or- 
chard, to  destroy  the  fruit  In  rive  years  the  ex- 
pense would  all'be  paid.  The  inconveniences  of 
pavine'  tolls,  particularly  in  very  cold  weather, 
we're  remarked  upon,  and  it  was  insisted  that  it 
was  but  just,  right  and  equitable  that  the  people 
ol  Bast  Boston  should  be  relieved  from  the  bur- 
den oi  the  ferry  tolls. 


Alderman  I'lumer  said  he  made  the  inquiry  which 
he  did  in  regard  to  increased  facilities,  because 
persons  representing  large  corporations  had  said 
that  they  would  prefer  t«  have  the  tolls  continue 
and  that  another  boat  be  put  on,  rather  than  that 
the  ferries  be  free  with  no  more  accommodations. 
It  was  their  opinion  that  another  boat  was  needed. 
Me  had  given  a  good  deal  of  thought  to  the  mat- 
ter, and  would  have  preferred  that  this  should  not 
have  come  up  this  year.  There  had  been  much 
discussion  about  the  ferries,  and  measures  have 
been  carried  by  log-rolling  with  them,  which  were 
of  doubtful  expediency.  As  this  must  come  some 
time,  perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  swallow  all  at 
one  dose,  for  should  the  Alderman,  whose  persist- 
ency he  well  knew,  get  another  charter  for  a 
bridge,  he  might  have  cause  to  deprecate  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  further  expressed  the  opinion 
that  in  three  years  the  valuation  of  property  in 
Kast  Boston  would  be  incieased  thirty-three  per 
tent. 

Alderman  Woolley,  with  reference  to  the  in- 
crease of  facilities,  said  it  was  expected  that  they 
should  want  more,  and  he  hoped  there  would  be 
>uch  an  increase  of  business  as  to  require  eight  or 
t(  n  boat.-..  The  facilities  are  well  enough  now. 
At  the  south  ferry  they  have  as  much  as  they  can 
do,  while  at  the  north  ferry  they  could  do  fifty  per 
cent,  more  business  than  at  present.  The  team- 
sters do  not  always  care  enough  about  going  the 
way  they  can  the  quickest,  and  are  willing  to  get 
into  line  and  wait.  The  people  of  East  Boston  ask 
for  this  measure  of  free  ferries,  because  it  is  but 
just  and  right.  They  have  to  pay  their  propoition 
of  tax  for  the  support  of  avenues  to  other  sections 
of  the  city,  and  they  feel  that  tbey  ought  not  to  bear 
this  burden  of  the  support  of  the  ferries.  They 
might  be  willing  to  do  so,  if  they  were  relieved 
from  the  tax  of  the  support  of  avenues  in  other 
sections  of  the  city.  They  believed  that  the  city 
was  legally  obliged  to  support  the  avenues  alike 
to  all  sections.  In  this  measure  they  had  come 
early  in  the  year,  to  be  free  from  the  objection 
imputed,  of  log-rolling.  If  there  was  to  be  any 
project  tacked  on  to  this  it  must  be  tacked  on  be- 
hind. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  passage  of  the 
order,  which  was  unanimously  passed,  every 
Alderman  voting  yea.

PUBLIC  PARKS. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  an  order  pass- 
ed by  the  City  Council,  Dec.  30,  187' — consisting  of 
ex-Mayor  Shurtleff,  Mayor  Gaston,  Alexander  H. 
Rice,  B.  W.  Harris,  A.  M.  Giles,  Jarvis  D.  Braman, 
1*.  A.  Collins,  Henry  S.  Washburn  and  John  1*. 
Iicaly—  reported  the  following  draft  of  a  bill  for 
the  ''laying out  of  public  parks:" 

Sect.'l.  The  city  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized, 
by  and  through  the  agency  of  rive  commissioners, 
to  locate  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  one  or 
more  public  parks;  and  for  that  purpose,  from 
time  to  time,  to  take  and  hold,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  any  and  all  such  lands  as  such  com- 
missioners may  deem  desirable;  to  lay  out,  im- 
prove, govern,  and  regulate,  any  such  park  or 
parks,  and  the  use  thereof;  to  make  all  ordinances 
therefor,  and,  for  breaches  of  such  ordinances,  to 
affix  penalties  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  tor 
one  oftence,  to  be  imposed  by  anv  court  of  com- 
petent .jurisdiction;  to  appoint  all  necessary  offi- 
cers and  agents,  including  a  police  force  to  act  in 
such  parks;  to  define  the  powers  and  duties  of 
such  officers,  agents  and  police  force,  and  fix  the 
amount  of  their  compensation;  and,  in  general, 
to  do  all  needful  acts  for  the  proper  execution  of 
the  powers  and  duties  granted  to  and  imposed 
upon  the  said  city  of  Boston,  or  its  commissioners, 
by  this  act. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  said  Bark  Commissioners 
shall  determine  to  take  or  purchase  any  lands,  as 
aforesaid,  they  shall  make  and  record  an  estimate 
of  the  expense  thereof,  and  shall  transmit  the 
same  to  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  to  he  laid  before 
the  City  Council;  and  such  taking  or  purchase 
shall  not  take  effect  until  the  same  be  approved 
by  the  City  Council. 

Sect..'!.  Whenever  any  land  shall  be  taken  or 
purchased,  as  aforesaid,  the  l'aik  Commissioners 
shall  tile  a  description  ot  the  same  in  the  Registry 
of  Deeds,  and  a  statement  of  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  taken. 

sec.  4.  >aid  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  shall 
estimate  aid  determine  all  damages  sustained  by 
any  persons,  by  the  taking  of  land  or  other  acts  of 
said  Board,  in  the  execution  of  the  powers  vested 
in  them  by  this  act,  and  shall  tile  a  certificate 
I  hereof  with  the  Clerk  of  the  city,  who  shall  record 
the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose; 
but  any  party  aggrieved  by  any  such  determination 
of   said  Board,  may  have  his  damages  assessed    b\ 

a  jury  "f  the  superior  Court,  in  the  county  where 

the  laud  lies,  in  the   same    i ner  as    is    provided 

by  law  with  respect  to  damages  sustained  byluy- 
i.  ■  out  ot  ways. 


Sect.  5.  Any  real  estate  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  tin-  Board  of  l'ark  Commissioner.^,  --hall  re- 
ceive any  benefit  and  advantage  from  the  locating 
and  laying  out  of  a  park  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  may ,  alter  like  notice  to  all  parties  in- 
terested, as  i-  provided  by  law  ro  be  given  by  ttie 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  eases 
of  laying  out  of  streets  in  said  city,  he  assessed 
\,\  said  Board  of  Commissioner  •  for  a  proportional 
share  of  the  expense  of  such  location  and  laying 
out;  provided,  that  the  entire  amount  so  assessi  i 
upon  any  estate  shall  not  exceed  one-half  of  the 
amount  which  sail,  Board  shall  adjudge  to  he  the 
whole  benefit  received  by  it. 

Sect.  6.  No  assessment  shall  be  made  as  pro- 
vided in  the  preceding  section,  except  within  two 
years  after  the  passage  of  the  order,  the  execution 
of  which  causes  the  benefit  foi  which  assessment 
is  made. 

Sect.  7.  All  assessments  made  under  this  act 
shall  constiture  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  so  as- 
sessed,  to  be  enforced  and  collected  by  the  city  of 
Boston,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  like  charges 
for  costs  and  interest,  as  is  provided  bylaw  for 
the  collection  of  taxes;  and  such  assessment  may 
be  apportioned  by  said  Board,  in  like  manner  as 
assessments  for  benefits  caused  by  the  laying  out 
of  ways  may  now  be  apportioned  by  the  Boart'  of 
Aldermen  of  said  city. 

Sect.  8.  Any  party  aggrieved  by  any  assessment 
made  bysaid'Board  ot  Park  Commissioners,  as 
aforesaid,  may  have  the  amount  of  the  benefit  re- 
ceived by  his  estate  assessed  by  a  jury  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  the  county  where  tire  land  lies, 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  with 
respect  to  damages  sustained  bv  reason  of  the 
laying  out  of  ways. 

sect.  9.  For  trie  purpose  of  defraying  the  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  said  city,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  the  City  Council  shall  have  au- 
thority to  issue  from  time  to  time,  ami  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  such  ex- 
penses, bonds  or  certificates  of  debt,  to  be  denom- 
inated on  the  face  thereof  the  Public  Park  Loan 
of  the  said  city,  and  to  bear  interest  at  such  rate 
and  to  he  payable  at  such  periods,  as  such  council 
may  determine. 

Sect.  10.  Ko  military  encampment,  parade,  drill, 
review,  or  other  military  evolution  or  exercise, 
shall  be  held  or  performed  on  any  park  laid  out 
under  this  act,  except  with  the  prior  consent  of 
said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners;  anu  no  mili- 
tary body  shall,  without  such  consent,  enter  or 
move  in  military  order  within  the  same,  except  in 
case  of  riot,  insurrection,  rebellion,  or  war. 

Sect  11.  Said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  make  to 
the  City  Council  of  Boston  a  full  report  of  the 
doings  of  said  Board  for  the  preceding  year,  in- 
cluding a  detailed  statement  of  all  their  receipts 
and  expenditures,  and  of  all  gifts,  bequests,  and 
devises  received  by  them. 

Sect.  12.  The  Commissioners  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen of  the  city  of  Boston,  on  the  nomination 
of  the  Mayor.  They  shall  be  subject  to  such  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations,  in  the  execution  of 
their  said  trust,  as  the  City  Council  may  from  time 
to  time  ordain  and  establish,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act  and  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth. One  of  them  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  one  for 
the  term  of  four  years,  and  one  for  the 
term  of  five  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary now  next  ensuing,  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified;  and  in  the  month  of 
January,  annually,  a  member  shall  be  appointed, 
in  the  manner  above  provided  to  serve  for  the 
term  ct  five  years.  They,  or  any  of  them,  may  be 
removed  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
both  branches  of  the  City  Council ;  and  in  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  the  Board  by  death,  resignation,  or 
removal,  such  vacancy  sliall  be  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  another  commissioner  in  manner 
aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  his  said  office  for  'he 
residue  of  the  said  term  of  five  years. 

sect.  13.  The  said  commissioners  may  expend 
in  caie  and  adornment  of  said  parks  such  sums  as 
may  be  annually  appropriated  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil. 

Sect.  1-1.  This  act  shall  not  take  full  effect,  un- 
less accepted  bj  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of 
Hie  city  of  Boston,  present  ami  voting  thereon,  by 
[allot,  ami  using  the  check  list  at  meetings  which 
shall  be  held  in  the  several  wards  of  said  city,  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  June  oi  the  present  year. 
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and  upon  notice  thereof  duly  given  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  time  of  said  meetings,  aud  the 
polls  shall  be  opened  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon of  said  day  and  closed  at  six  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  said  day.  In  case  of  the  absence  of 
any  ward  officer  at  any  ward  meeting  in 
s:> id  city,  held  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  a  like 
officer  may  lie  chosen  pro  tempore  hy  hand  vote, 
and  shall  be  duly  qualified  and  shall  have  aU  the 
powers  and  lie  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  the  regu- 
lar offieei  at  said  meetings.  Said  ballots  shall  lie 
"yes"  or  "no"  in  answer  to  the  question:  "Shall 
an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Common- 
wealth, in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
one,  entii led  'An  Act  for  the  laying  out  of  one  or 
more  parks  in  or  near  the  city  of  Boston,' be  ac- 
cepted'.'" Such  meetings  shall  be  called,  notified 
and  warned  by  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen  of  said  city 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  elections  for  munic- 
ipal officers  are  called,  notilied  and  warned. 

The  ballots  given  in  shall  be  assorted,  counted 
and  dr  clarcd  in  the  ward  meetings  in  which  they 
are  given,  in  open  ward  meetin".  aad  shall  be  re- 
gistered in  the  ward  records.  The  clerk  of  each 
ward  shall  made  return  of  all  ba'lots  given  in  his 
ward,  and  the  number  of  ballots  in  favor  of  the 
acceptance  of  this  act,  and  the  number  of  ballots 
against  its  acceptance,  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen ; 
said  returns  to  be  made  within  forty-eight  hours 
of  the  close  of  the  noils. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
certify  as  soon  as  may  be,  the  number  of  ballots 
cast  iii  the  said  city  of'  Boston,  and  the  number  of 
ballots  cast  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act, 
and  the  number  of  ballots  cast  against  said  ac- 
ceptance, to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth; 
and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  votes 
east  is  in  favor  of  the  acceptance  of'  this  act,  the 
said  Secretary  shall  immediately  issue  and  pub- 
lish his  certificate  declaring  this  act  to  have  been 
duly  accepted. 

siet.  15.  The  City  Council  of  any  other  city  in 
this  Commonwealth  may  by  the  concurrent  vote 
of  both  branches  thereof,  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
order  this  act  to  be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters 
of  such  city  for  their  acceptance  at  such  time  as 
the  said  City  Council  shall  determine;  and  there- 
upon the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are 
provided  in  the  next  preceding  section  of  this  act 
in  regard  to  the  city  of  Boston;  and  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear by  the  return  of  the  votes  in  such  city  that 
a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  was  in 
favor  of  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  it  shall  extend 
and  be  applicable  to  such  city. 

Sect.  10.  The  inhabitants  of  any  town  in  this 
Commonwealth,  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose  (and  such  meeting  shall  he  called  on 
the  request  of  any  five  tax-paying  citizens),  may 
accept  this  act,  aud  thereupon  it  shall  extend  anil 
he  applicable  to  said  town;  and,  in  such  case,  the 
Park  Commissioners  for  such  town  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  inhabitants  at  a  legal  town  meeting,  and 
the  powers  and  duties  given  to  and  imposed  upon 
the  City  Council  of  cities  shall  be  exercised  and 
performed  by  the  inhabitants  of  such  towns. 

Sect.  17.  The  Park  Commissioners  of  two  or 
more  cities  or  towns,  may  enter  into  negotiations 
aud  conclude  agreements  respecting  a  park  or 
parks,  located,  or  to  be  located,  in  one  or  more  of 
such  towns  or  cities,  define  the  limits,  stipulate  as 
to  the  care,  custody  and  use  of  the  same,  the  ap- 
pointment of  police  officers,  the  proportional 
share  of  expense  to  be  paid  by  the  various  parties, 
and  other  matters  and  things  necessary  or  expedi- 
ent in  the  premises,  which  agreements  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  of  anv  city  con- 
cerned as  a  party,  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  any 
town  so  concerned ;  and  the  same  shall  take  effect 
upon  the  acceptance  by  such  City  Council  or  by 
the  inhabitants  of  such  town. 

Sect  18.  Whenever  any  land  is  takes  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  town  o>  city  within 
which  it  is  situated  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  be 
liable  to  pay  all  damages  assessed,  as  hereinbefore 
provided. 


Sect.  19.  So  much  of  this  act  as  authorizes  and 
directs  the  submission  of  the  question  of  aecent- 
ance  of  this  act  to  the  legal  voters  of  said  cities 
anil  towns  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little,

Klil'URT  OK  THE  BEQUEST  OF  THE  LATE  UEORUE 
TICKJMOR. 
Mr.  Uobbinfi  of  Ward  8.  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  the  Public  Library,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  communication  from  I  i is  Honor  the 
Mayor,  transmitting  to  the  City  Council  a  letter 
Iroiii  the  executors  ol  the  will  of  Oeoige  Ticknoi. 
relating  to  the  heipiest  of  hooks,  manuscripts  and 
moiie\  to  tin  Public  Library  df  the  city  of  Boston, 
submitted  the  following  report: 
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By  the  ninth  article  of  bis  will,  Mr.  Tieknqs  gives 
to  tbe  citv  of  Boston,  on  the  death  of  bis  wife,  all 
bis  bonks  and  manuscripts  in  tbe  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  languages,  and  also  tbe  sum  of  §4000. 
After  the  receipt  of  said  sum,  tbe  eitv  is  required 
to  expend  not  less  than  $18100  in  every  period  ol 
rive  years  during  tbe  tweuty-live  "years  next 
succeeding  (i.  e.,  the  income  of  tbe  $4000  at 
tbe  rate  n'f  live  per  centum  per  annum)  in 
the  purchase  of  books  in  tbe  Spanish  aid  .Por- 
tuguese languages  and  literature.  At  the  end  of 
l  w  euty-five  years,  the  ineome  ol'  this  sum  is  to  be 
expended  annually  in  tbe  purchase  of  books  of  per- 
manent value,  either  in  tbe  Spanish  and  Portu- 
lauguages  or  in  such  other  languages  as 
in  iy  be  deemed  expedient  by  those  having  charge 
of  tbe  Library.  The  hooks  bequeathed  or  pur- 
cbased  are  always  to  be  freely  accessible  for  eef- 
erence  or  study,  but  are  not  to  be  loane;l  for  use 
outside  of  the  library  building.  Ittlitso  bequests 
a  re  not  accepted  by  the  city,  and  the  tiusts  and 
conditions  faithfully  executed,  the  books,  manu- 
scripts and  money  are  to  be  given  to  the  President, 
and  Fellows  of  Harvard  College. 

these  arc  'he  substantial  provisions  of  tbe  will 
concerning  the  bequest  to  the  city.  A  copy  of  tbe 
nintti  article  in  full  is  appended  hereto. 

In  order  that  the  city  may  receive  the  immedi- 
ate lenelit  of  ibis  unequalled  contribution  to  the 
rare  literature  of  tbe  library,  Mrs.  Anna  Tinknor, 
widow  of  the  donor,  has  ottered  to  relinquish  her 
right  to  retain  during  her  life  tbe  books  and 
manuscripts,  and  is  ready  to  place  them  under  the 
control  ot  the  city  at  the  present  time. 

This  gift  fitly  crowns  Mr.  Tieknor's  long-contin- 
ued personal  services  and  numerous  benefactions 
towards  the  establishment  of  the  Public  Library 
on  a  lasting  foundaiion.  His  earnest  efforts  in 
organizing  this  institution  and  commending  it  to 
tbe  tavor  n'f  the  leading  tiibliogrsuibeis  ^n  this 
country  and  in  Europe,  contributed  largely  to  the 
unexampled  success  which  has  attended  its  devel- 
opment. 

The  books  presented  by  his  will  consist  of  about 
four  thousand  volumes 'in  the  Spanish  and  Portu- 
guese languages.  The  collection  was  begun  at 
Madrid  in  the  year  1817,  and  was  substantially 
completed  between  that  time  and  tbe  year  lv;.s. 
Since  then  only  su'eh  books  have  ueen  added  as  be 
was  unable  to  secme  previously.  i<  rum  the  ina- 
bility of  book  collectors  to  supply  his  wants  while 
making  his  original  purchases,  he  resorted  to  the 
employment  of  priests,  professors  and  persons  in 
private  life  to  obtain  rare  wcrks.  For  many  years 
Professor  Gazanyos  acted  as  bis  agent  in  Spam. 
But  his  efforts  to  procure  what  he  wanted  were 
not  confined  to  that  country.  He  purchased  Span- 
ish hooks  in  all  the  great  book  markets  of  the 
world. 

so  assiduous  was  bis  pursuit  that  the  complaint 
was  made  several  years  ago  that  he  had  raised  the 
prices  of  Spanish  books  in  all  the  principal  marts. 
of  the  value  of  the  collection  thus  made,  without 
reference  to  cost,  it  is  perhaps  enough  to  say  that 
no  single  library  in  Spain  possesses  all  the  books 
it  contains.  The  only  collections  of  equal  value 
are  the  great  Spanish  library  in  the  B'-iCish  Mu- 
seum and  the  private  collection  of   Lord    Holland. 

For  the  purpose  of  providing  proper  accommo- 
dations in  ihe  library  for  these  books,  and  prepar- 
ing and  printing  a  catalogue — similar  to  the  cata- 
logue of  the  Prince  Libraiy,  the  Trustees  will  re- 
quire  a  small  appropriation,  estimated  at  $3000. 
The  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  following  resolution  and  order: 

Hesolved,  That'the  thanks  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment be  presented  to  Mrs.  Anna  Tieknor  for  her 
generous  otter  to  relinquish  her  right  to  retain, 
during  her  life,  the  very  valuable*"  collection  of 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  books  and  manuscripts 
bequeathed  to  the  city  of  Boston  by  the  late  George 
Tieknor. 

Ordered,  That  the  oequests  to  the  city  of  Boston 
named  in  the  ninth  article  of  the  will  of  George 
Tieknor  of  Boston,  proved  Feb.  20,  1871,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  accepted  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  said  will;  anil  the  Trus- 
tees ot  the  Public  Library  are  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  receive  said  bequests  in  behalf  of  the 
city,  and  make  suitable  arrangements  for  the  eaie 
and  custody  of  the  books  and  manuscripts  given 
in  trust  to  the  city  by  the  said  George  Tieknor, 
and  also  to  invest'  the  money  received  m  trust  as 
aforesaid  in  bonds  of  the  city,  and  expend  the  in- 
come in  the  manner  designated  in  the  trust. 

Ordered,  That  tbe  Committee  on  Finance   be  re- 


quested to  report  an  order  providing  for  a  special 
appropriation  of  $300(1,  to  furnish  accommoda- 
tions in  tbe  Public  Library  for  the  books  and  man- 
usciipts  given  in  trust  to  the  city  by  George  Tiek- 
nor, and  also  for  preparing  ami  printing  a  cata- 
logue ol  the  saire.

be  printed. 

LOCATION  OF  ENGINE  HO.  4. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  were 
referred  tbe  orders  of  March  2,  auihoiizing  them 
to  consider  the  expediency  of  building  a  suitable 
building  for  Engine  Company  .No.  4,  on  the  north 
end  of  the  Court-House,  said  that  the  committee 
had  given  the.  subject  their  careful  attention,  and 
would  most  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  and  accompanying;  order: 

Pending  the  consioeration  of  the  orders  of  the 
Council,  the  attention  of  the  committee  has  been 
called  to  several  locations  which  were  thought  to 
be  desirable  for  the  engine  company,  all  oCwhich 
your  committee  gave  a  personal  inspection. 

Your  committee,  in  order  to  be  satislied  as  to 
the  importance  of  locating  in  the  vicinity  above 
named,  deemed  it  advisable,  to  consult  the  rec- 
ords of  the  past,  and  from  the  facts  there  record- 
ed, the  committee  are  of  ihe  opinion  that  it  is  in- 
expedient and  dangerous  to  locate  said  engine 
company  ouside  of  the  following  limits,  viz.:  line, 
of  Court  street,  (north  side),  south  side  of  Tremont 
to  School  street;  School  street,  Washington  street 
to  Court  street. 

in  considering:  the  feasibility  of  erecting  a  house 
on  the  vacant  land  situated  at"  the  north  end  of  the 
Court  House,  there  is  no  doubt  one  can  be  erected, 
which  will  accommodate  the  company,  at  a  less 
expense  thau  the  purchase  of  any  lot  of  land  yet 
presented  to  the  committee,  in  a  suitable  location. 

By  the  erection  of  a  building,  it  will  add,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  committee,  500  per  cent,  to  the 
looks  of  the  building  now  occupied  for  court  pur- 
poses. Of  this  fact  there  can  be  no  doubt;  of  tbe 
feasibility  and  practicability  of  this  the  committee 
are  nearly  unanimous. 

There  have  been  objections  presented  to  the 
committee,  and  after  weighing  them  all  carefully, 
to  the  minds  of  the  committee,  no  one  of  them 
have  had  any  foundation  of  fact,  and  only  the  lo- 
cal prejudice  against  connecting  an  engine  house 
under  the  same  roof  occupied  for  court  purposes. 

The  committee  would  therefore  present  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  erect  a  suit- 
able building  on  the  north  end  of  the  Court  House 
for  the  accommodation  of  Engine  Company  .No.  4, 

at  an  exoense  of  ;  the  same  to  be  charged 

to  the  appropriation  for  Engine  Houses. 

The  undersigned  dissents  from  the  foregoing 
leport.  Aveuv  Piatmkr.  " 

The  order  was  read  once 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Joint  Commit- 
tee on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred  tbe 
subject  of  selecting  a  suitable^location  for  a  house 
for  Hose  Company  No.  7,  submitted  the  following 
leport : 

In  view  of  the  fact  of  the  very  inflammable  cha- 
racter of  the  buildings  in  the  vicinity  of  Tremont 
street,  ami  the  intermediate  streets  between  ling- 
eries and  Parker  streets,  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  said  company  should  be  located  on  Tremont 
street,  between  Buggies  street  and  the  former 
Boston  line,  and  would  recommend  thj  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  land  lying  on  the  eastern  side  of  Tre- 
mont street,  near  the  junction  of  Cabot  street, 
and  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings  be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  purchase 
a  lot  of  land  lying  on  the  eastern  side  of  Tremont 
street,  near  tlie  junction  of  Cabot  street,  belonging 
toSethE.  Brown,  containg  4;5.r><>  square  feetoi 
land,  at  a  sum  not  exceeding  $8750,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  upon  tbe  same  a  bouse  for  I  lose 
<  ompany  No.  7. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  the  sum  of  08760,  for 
the  purchase  of  said  lot  of  land. 

The  orders  were  severally  read  once. 

Mr.  Multane  of  Ward  13  offered  an  order  that 
the  Committee  on  Streets  report  upon  tbe  expe- 
diency Ot  accepting  Hunncman  street  as  a  public 
highway.    Kcferred  to  Committee  on  Streets. 
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Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8  offered  an  order,  which 
was  read  once,  to  pay  Mary  A.  Smith  fttilOO  for 
an  estate  No.  75Castle  street. 

Mr.  Bicknell  Of  Ward  4  moved  a  suspension  of 
the  rules  to  enable  him  CO  move  a  reconsideration 
of  cue  rejection  of  the  ordinance  in  relation  to 
Assessors. 

The  Chair  declared  it  to  be  lost— 33  to  12. 

Mr.  livan  of  Ward  IS  subsequently  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  Chair  to  the  figures  as  announced. 

The  Chair  in  reply  stated  that  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
must  vote  for  a  suspension. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  wished  to  know  how  it 
was  that  thirty-three  was  not  two-thirds  of  forty- 
live. 

The  Chair  replied  that  the  rules  required  the  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  ana  it  was 
ascertained  there  were  fifty-seven  or  fifty-eight, 
not  all  the  members  having;  voted. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  11  offered  the  following  or- 
der: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  he  directed  to  consider  and  re- 
port upon  the  expediency  of  petitioning  the  Leg- 
islature at  its  present  session  for  an  amendment 
id  chapter  277,  acts  of  18(38,  so  as  to  include  the 
houses  on  the  south  side  of  Dover  street. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  support  of  the  order,  said  there 
was  a  necessity  for  the  raising  of  Dover  street, 
which  would  be  the  lowest  by  two  feet  of  the 
streets  at  the  South  End.  It  was  a  mistake  to 
bound  the  territory  by  one  side  of  the  street,  and 
the  raising  of  this  street  must  be  done.  It  would 
be  better  now  to  complete  the  work  of  raising  this 
street  before  the  Suffolk  street  raising  should  go 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said  he  would  like  a  week 
for  consideration  of  the  matter,  and  moved  that 
the  order  be  laid  on  the  tabic. 


Mr.  smith  suggested  that  the  gentleman  could 
consider  the  subject  while  the  committee  were 
considering  it,  by  which  means  no  time  would  be 
lost.

The  orders  were  severally  read  once. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Brown  "of  Ward  2, 
Ordered,  That  the  heads  of  departments  of  the 
City  Covernment  be  requested  to  report  forthwith 
the  names  of  non-taxpayers  at  present  employed 
or  who  have  been  employed  in   their  several  de- 
partments. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ilynn  of  Ward  7,  the  order  in 
relation  to  a  new  avenue  across  Charles  River  was 
taken  from  the  table  and  recommitted. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  ti  moved  to  take  from  the 
table  the  ordinance  in  relation  to  Directors  of 
rublic  Institutions.

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  ottered  an  order,  which 
was  read  once,  that  the  Committee  on  Public

Proceed iiiffs  of  the  Common  Council, 

MARCH     20,     1871. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  was 
held  at  12  o'clock  M.,  today,  called  by  the  Mayor, 
in  a  communication. 

City  Hall,  Boston,  March  20, 1871. 
To  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen— On  the  29th  day  of  December  the 
<  Dinnion  Council  instructed  the  Mayor  "to  petition 
the  General  Court  for  the  passage  of  an  act  au- 
thorizing the  purchase  or  taking  of  lauds  for  pub- 
lic parks  in  Boston  ov  the  immediate  vicinity."  In 
obedience  to  that  instruction  my  predecessor  pre- 
sented a  petition  to  the  Legislature  i>ow  in  session. 

The  City  Council  of  last  year  created  a  commis- 
sion "to  prepare  the  draft  of  a  bill  to  be  submitted 
by  the  City  Council  to  the  next  Legislature,  author- 
izing the  city  of  Boston  to  purchase  or  take  and 
lay  out  lands  for  one  or  more  public  parks. 

The  commissioners  appointed  under  that  com- 
mission prepared  a  draft  of  a  bill,  which  has  been 
submitted  to  the  City  Council. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  its  last  meeting, 
adopted  an  order  referring  the  bill  to  the  Joint 
Standing  Committee  on  Legislative  Business, 
"with  authority  to  recommend  its  adoption  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth,"  which  order 
has  been  transmitted  to  your  Board  for  concurrent 
ac'ion. 

The  petition  before  mentioned  was,  in  the  early 
part  of  January  last,  referred  to  a  committee  of 
the  Legislature,  before  whom  a  partial  hearing 
has  already  been  had. 

The  Legislative  Committee  will,  as  I  am  in- 
formed, have  another  and  possibly  a  final  hearing 
on  the  subject  before  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  Common  Council.  I  have  called  a  special 
meeting  of  your  Board  today  to  enable  you  to  act 
upon  this  subject  before  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Legislative  Committee. 

Wm.  Gaston.  Mavor. 

The  Council  proceeded  to  a  consideration  oi  the 
subject  of  the  Public  Park. 

The  question  pending  was  upon  an  amendment 
proposed  by  Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11,  to  strike 
from  the  order  the  words  "with  authority  to  rec- 
ommend its  adoption  by  the  Legislature  of  this 
Commonwealth." 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  saiil  this  was  not  a  new  sub- 
ject, as  those  k-iew  who  were  members  of  the  last 
Council.  The  project  was  opposed  by  him  m  that 
Council,  and  he  had  no  reason  to  change  his  views 
as  expressed  when  the  subject  was  before  this 
Council.  He  did  not  believe  that  the  persons  ap- 
pointed on  the  commission  bad  all  seen  the  draft 
of  the  bill,  and  he  believed  that  this  was  the  most 
gigantic  swindle  ever  imposed  upon  this  city. 
This  scheme  meant  that  we  were  to  have  a 
park  in  Doi Chester,  and  a  park  which  would 
cost  $5,000,000.  If  there  was  to  be  a  public  park, 
let  the  project  be  brought  directlv  before  the  Com- 


mon council.  Let  there  be  a  joint  committee  of 
live  from  this  branch  and  three  from  the  other,  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  the  subject.  The  par- 
ties in  this  scheme  were  determined  to  oppose  any 
further  annexation  of  territory  to  the  city  until 
this  matter  of  a  park  should  be  fixed  upon  the  city 
in  Dorchester.  He  did  not,  however,  believe  that 
it  would  make  any  difference,  for  the  goose  was 
already  cooked,  and  the  bill  would  be  passed,  and 
the  commissioners  appointed. 

.Mr.  Dickinson  withdrew  his  pen  ling  amendment, 
and  moved  an  order  that  the  Mayor  be  instructed 
to  withdraw  the  petition  to  the  Legislature  for  the 
laying  out  of  a  public  park.  In  support  of  the  or- 
der he  said  the  city  ought  not  to  be  a  petitioner 
for  a  park  at  present,  for  he  believea  it  would  be 
an  act  to  enormously  increase  the  public  debt  of 
the  city.  In  his  view  the  cily  did  not  at  present 
need  a  public  park;  we  did  not  need  a  place  for 
recreating,  for  it  would  take  but  a  few  minutes 
to  ride  into  the  country.  He  did  not  know 
what  jobs  were  involved  in  the  matter,  but 
he  had  been  assured  that  a  sheep  pasture 
which  was  bought  for  $100  per  acre  last  year, 
near  where  the  park  was  supposed  to  be  called  for. 
was  now  held  at  $1000  per  acre.  He  was  opposed 
to  land  jobbine:.  and  should  oppose  all  schemes  for 
such  jobbing.  Mr.  Dickinson  closed  with  a  call 
for  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  also  advocated  the  sub- 
stitute, believing  that  the  city  was  not  in  a  condi- 
tion to  lay  out  a  public  park. 

Mr.  Flynn  opposed  the  substitute,  believing  that 
sufficient  power  was  given  in  section  15  to  settle 
the  matter  in  a  vote  by  the  people. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  raised  the  question  that 
the  section 'referred  to  did  not  apply  to  this  city 
but  to  other  cities  and  towns. 

Mr.  Flynn  moved  to  lay  the  substitute  on  the  ta- 
ble. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  motion  would  lay  the 
whole  subject  on  the  table,  when  the  motion  was 
withdrawn. 

Mr.  Hull  advocated  the  amendment,  as  a  means 
of  getting  at  the  subjeet  directly. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  a  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  would  be  equivalent  to  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement, and  the  question  might  as  well  be  taken 
on  that.  He  moved  therefore  to  lay  the  subject  on 
the  table.    Lost. 

The  question  recurred  upon  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Dickinson,  which  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  34  yeas 
to  21  nays,  as  follows:

The report(leave to  withdraw)on petition  of  Har- 
vey Wait  to  build  a  stable  on  Bolton  street  being 
under  consideration,  Alderman  Cowdin  inquired 
what  were  the  grounds  of  the  report  of  t'ae  com- 
mittee. 

Alderman  Little  replied  that  tne  stable  was  in 
an  improper  place,  seventy-five  feet  in  length, 
imperfectly  constructed,  and  no  attempt  had  been 
made  to  prevent  noise  or  smell,  as  an  annoyance 
to  the  neight>ors.  The  committee  had  a  hearing 
of  the  abutters, who  made  objection  to  it,  and  they 
were  satisfied  that  in  its  present  condition  the 
building  was  not  tit  to  be  used  as  a  stable. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  there  were  several 
stables  in  the  immediate  locality  of  this  stable  of 
Mr.  Wait,  and  there  could  not  be  any  objection  to 
another,  or  to  the  enlargement  of  this  stable, 
under  proper  provisions.  He  hoped  the  report 
would  be  (aid  on  the  table  and  that  a  hearing 
wduld  take  place,  and  such  an  agreement  made  as 
would  prove  to  be  satisfactory.  It  was  hardly 
fair  that  the  neighborhood  should  be  tilled  up 
with  stables,  and  in  this  case  that  the  party  should 
be  refused.  He  moved  that  the  report  be 
recommitted,  and  that  the  committee  may  ascer- 
tain whPther  the  request  may  not  be   granted  if 


proper  reconstruction  of  the  stable  shall  he  made. 

Alderman  Little,  in  reply,  said  if  the  Alderman 
had  been  on  the  committee,  he  could  not  have 
done  otherwise  than  agreed  to  the  report.  The 
committee  had  a  long  session  on  the  subject  ami 
fully  considered  the  matter,  hearing  all  parties 
interested.  The  petitioner  had  constructed  his 
s-table  without  asking  permission,  and  it  appeared 
to  be  iu  an  improper  place,  with  a  street  back  of 
it  but  twenty  feet  wide,  and  no  cellar,  throwing 
the  drainnge'upon  his  neighbors,  with  no  effort  to 
prevent  this  on  the  part  of  the  petitioner.  In  fact 
their  houses  were  in  the  position  of  a  cellar  to  the 
stable.  It  was  noc  the  dutv  of  the  committee  to  con- 
struct his  stable  for  him.  If  at  any  time  he  is  ready 
to  construct  the  stable  as  it  should  be, they  may  con- 
sent to  approve  of  it.  The  water  from  the  root  of 
the  stable  falls  upon  his  neighbor-,  and  they  are 
subject  to  the  annoyance  of  the  drainage  and  noise 
of  the  sable.  If  the  gentleman  had  heard  the  ev- 
idence and  seen  the  place,  he  could  not  with  all 
his  liberality  have  consented  to  a  report  in  favor 
of  the  petition. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  no  doubt  lie 
should  have  agreed  with  the  Alderman  on  his 
statements.  But  he  had  been  informed  that  the 
party  was  willing  to  construct  the  stable  different- 
ly, and  he  had  no  doubt  that  he  will  construct  it 
as  he  shou'd  do,  and  fix  it  up  to  satisfy  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  lost,  when  the  re- 
port was  accepted. 

STONY  BROOK    SEWEK. 

The  Committee  on  Sewers,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  communication  of  the  Commissioners  of  West 
Koxbury  requesting  the  cooperation  of  the  city  in 
establishing  a  new  and  improved  channel  for  Stony 
Brook,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

That  this  brook  is  the  receptacle  of  the  drainage 
of  a  large  extent  of  country,  nearlv  8000  acres  in 
extent;  the  channel  through  the  city  limits  being 
about  two  miles  in  It  ngth,  running  from  Boylston 
Station  on  the  Providence  Railroad  along  or  near 
the  track  to  the  junction  of  Tremo.it  and  Wash- 
ington streets,  thence  east  of  Tremont  to  Culvert 
street,  and  through  Culvert  and  Kogers  streets  to 
tide-water,  near  Day's  ropewalk,  forming  in  its 
lower  part  the  largest  sewer  in  the  city,  twenty 
feet  wide  by  eight  feet  high. 

fhe  increasing  population  along  the  vallev  of 
the  stream  has  compelled  the  city  of  Koxbury  in 
former  years  to  enlarge,  deepen,  and  cover  the 
channel'in  the  lower  section,  for  purposes  of  sew- 
erage, and  to  prevent  a  nuisance,  and  before  an- 
nexation to  the  city  some  steps  had  been  taken 
towards  improving  the  drainage  of  the  upper  por- 
lion  from  the  .Metropolitan  stables  to  the  West 
Koxbury  line.  All  the  causes  which  rendered  an 
improvement  necessary  have  of  course  increased 
rapidly  since  annexation,  by  the  great  stimulus 
given  to  building  operations  along  its  borders. 

Within  the  last  two  or  three  years,  the  town  of 
West  Koxbury,  anxious  to  improve  the  drainage, 
caused  extensive  plans  to  be  made  in  conjunction 
with  this  city,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  town 
could  not  carry  out  the  improvements  which  it 
contemplated  until  the  city  of  Boston  had  deep- 
ened the  channel  up  to  the  boundary  line  between 
them.  Under  these  circumstances  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  was  procured  and  the  authorised  Com- 
missioners of  the  town  have  requested  tne  coiip- 
eiation  of  the  city. 

The  committee  have  had  frequent  interviews 
with  all  the  parties  interested,  and  have  become 
familiar  with  the  present  condition  of  the  brook, 
and  though  it  is  apparent  that  wherever  such 
streams  of  water  run  through  thickly  populated 
territory,  the  corporate  authorities  are  sooner  or 
later  obliged  to  inclose  and  cover  the  channel, 
and  realizing  the  great  benefit  to  the  abutting 
parties  by  better  drainage  and  complete  protec- 
tion from  the  freshets  of  the  brook,  yet  they  felt 
that  the  immediate  benefit  to  the  town  of  \Vest 
Koxbury  was  so  great  as  t»  warrant  them  in  ask- 
ing that  it  should  pay  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
work  in  this  city.  After  much  negotiation  and 
obtaining  the  necessary  legislation,  the  town  now 
offers  to  pay  the  city  $33,000,  being  one-third  the 
estimated  cost  within  the  city  limits,  if  the  work 
can  be  immediately  carried  out. 

The  committee,  believing  this  proposition  from 
the  town  to  be  a  liberal  <»ne,  and  the  present  a 
favorable  time  to  complete  this  work,  which  in 
any  case  must  soon  be  done  on  our  own  account, 
beg  to  offer  the  following  orders,  authorizing  the 
Mavor  to  sign  an  agreement  with  the   West  Kox 
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bury  authorities  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  their 
proportion  of  the  expense,  and  providing,  by  a 
loan  of  $75,000,  for  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the 
city.

ADDITIONAL    ELIOT     STKEET  LOAN. 

The  Committee  on  Streets  respectfully  report 
that  an  additional  loan  of  $40,000  will  be  required 
for  the  paymeut  of  unsettled  damages  occasioned 
by  the  widening  of  Eliot  street,  between  Washing- 
ton and  Pleasant  streets. 

The  loan  authorized  at  tbe  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  resolve  for  widening  the  street,  December  31, 
1869,  was  $350,000.  The  amount  of  damages  paid 
from  this  loan  to  date  is  $338,072  83;  leaving  a  bal- 
ance on  hand  of  $11,927  17. 

There  yet  remain  unsettled  claims  on  this  street, 
estimated  at  $52,000.  Deducting  the  balance  on 
hand  ($11,927  17)  from  this  amount,  it  leaves  a  bal- 
ance of  $40,072  83  to  be  provided  for  by  an  addi- 
tional loan. 

$26,376  04  has  been  paid  from  the  Eliot  Street 
Loan  for  paving,  which  amount  was  not  included 
in  the  estimate  of  damages  at  the  time  the  street 
was  widened. 

The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  making  an 
additional  loan  of  $40,000.

His  friend,  the 
Alderman,  he  thought  would  he  the  last  to  object, 
for  he  knew  his  iove  of  eountry,  and  the  aid  he 
afforded  to  volunteers  in  the  town  of  Dorchester, 
now  the  Sixteenth  Ward.  He  believed  it  to  be  his 
duty  to  report  in  favor  of  this  aid  to  these  men, 
and  be  hoped  it  would  not  he  considered  as  a 
precedent. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  did  not  know  why  this 
appropriation  should  be  made  because  they  were 
the  first  troops  that  went  out.  He  bad  learned 
from  sacred  authority  that  the  men  who  went  to 
work  at  the  eleventh  liour  were  entitled  to  equal 
pay  with  those  of  the  first  hour.  If  this  was  grant- 
ed, he  knew  not  why  others  should  not  ask  and  re- 
ceive similar  aid.  There  was  no  reason  why  they 
should  not.  The  ciiy  would  not  fail  to  assign  the 
veterans  to  positions  of  conspicuous  honor  on 
great  occasions,  nor  fail  to  properly  recognize 
them  in  sueh  festivities,  which  would  be  far  better 
than  to  pay  out  by  piecemeal  $500  for  each  com- 
pany. He  hoped  therefore  that  the  Alderman 
would  postpone  asking  for  such  an  appropriation 
until  an  opportunity  offered  when  this  regiment 
could  be  honored  in  company  with  others. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  allusion  to  the  eleventh 
hour  men  in  the  war,  wished  to  know  whether  in 
all  fairness  those  who  went  out  first  should  he 
compared  with  them.  He  would  like  to  know 
whether  tho  eleventh  hour  men  were  entitled  to 
so  much  consideration  as  were  those  who  left 
their  homes  with  little  other  inducement  than 
patriotism,  at  the  small  pay  Of  $11  per  month. 
They  had  not  the  inducement  of  $16  per  month, 
the  State  bounty  of  $325,  the  Government  bounty 
of  $300,  and  $200  or  $300  from  their  towns,  which 
the  eleventh  hour  men  received,  who  also  got  so 
much  praise,  and  were  showered  with  offices, 
promotions  and  brevets.

I  i;i:k  ri:i:i:lls  JPO   EAST   BOSTON. 
The  order  that  the  ferries  between    Last  Boston 
and  the  city  proper  be    maintained    and    oper 
free  of  tolls,  was  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Webster  ot  Ward  (i  said  he  did  not  propose 
lo  say  anything  on  the;  merits  ot  this  subject,  lot 
to  speak. upon  the  manner  in  which  it  hail  been 
brought  before  the  City  Council.  The  subject  was 
b  'light  up  on  a  petition  for  the  modification  of 
the  tolls  for  lumber  transportation)  and  then  a 
communication  from  the  Directors  in  relation  to 
a  flowing  foot  passengers  to  pass  free  of  toils  was 
referred  to  the  eumnntti  e.  tin  this  an  order  was 
passed  upon  the  expediency  of  reducing  the  tolls. 
The  committee  made  a  report  Kei>.  27  to  abolish 
all  the  tolls,  and  on  the  7r.h  ot  March  the  subject 
was  considered  in  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen,  and  he 
should  judge  from  the  report  of  the  discussion 
that  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  were  o  -cumed,  when 
the  order  was  passed.  There  was  no  light  given 
on  the  subject  by  the  report,  nor  in  tbe  Hoard  of 
Aldermen.  It  was  a  measure  of  great  importance, 
and  the  Council  should  give  it  consideration;  it 
involved  a  great  amount  of  expense,  and  if  passed 
Ibis  expense  could  never  b"  relieved  from.  It 
therefore  should  pot  be  nassed  tonight.  He  had 
in  bis  possession  a  petition  signed  by  John  ('. 
Bucknaui,  Lyman  Nichols,  James  Cheever.Alpbous 
Hardy  and  seventy-seven  others,  Who  wisp  to  be 
heard  on  the  subject  before  any  action  is  taken. 

These  petitioners  were  of  an  intelligent  class  of 
men  who  don't  put  their  names  to  a  paper  without 
consideration,  and  no  one  should  object  to  trive 
such  men  a  hearing.  He  moved  that  the  petition 
be  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Council  and  one  member  from  each 
ward,  to  hear  the  petitioners,  rhecommitteeshoi.ld 
be  large,  so  that  reasons  pro  and  eon  in  such  a 
measure  should  be  fully  heard  and  acted  upon. 
He  did  not  intend  to  enter  into  the  merits  of  the 
ease,  but  wished  it  to  be  referred  to  such  a  com- 
mittee that  they  may  ventilate  it  so  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  may  vote  intelligently. 

So  far  as  related  to  the  people  of  Last  Boston, 
he  wished  to  give  them  all  the  consideration 
which  their  situation  entitles  them  to.  Perhaps 
it  was  a  misfortune  to  the  city  and  to  Last  Boston 
that  they  were  separated  by  the  harbor.  Various 
expedients,  however,  wore  possible  in  removing 
the  obstacles  to  freer  intercourse.  It  was  poi  Bible 
to  build  a  tunnel  under  the  channel,  (ienrlemen 
may  smile,  yet  such  a  means  of  communication  is 
not  impracticable.  In  Chicago  they  have  a  tunnel 
under  the  river,  and  a  new  tunnel  "has  been  con- 
structed under  the  Thames,  which  is  a  great  suc- 
cess. The  old  Thames  tunnel  it  is  proposed  to  u^e 
for  railways.  It  was  possii/le  that  Last  Boston 
might  be  accommodated  in  some  such  way  iu  a 
better  manner  and  at  less  expense. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  considered  the  propo>i- 
tionan  extraordinary  one.  Instead  of  having  a 
committee  of  one  member  fiom  each  ward,  here 
are  four  members  from  each  ward,  who  were 
considering  the  subject,  and  he  preferred  to  have 
them  vote,  uiion  it.  it  was  right  in  such  a  case  to 
call  things  by  their  proper  names,  and  this  kind 
of  action  simply  means  a  defeat  of  the  project. 
Why  was  this  petition  not  presented  beloie?  lie 
appealed  to  the  friends  of  free  ferries  to  stand  by 
the  people  of  Last  Boston;  public  opinion  was 
with  them,  and  the  people  expected  the  Cos  noil 
to  pass  this  order.  There  had  been  plenty  of  time 
in  which  to  consider  it,  and  every  man  had  had 
time  to  ascertain  bow  to  vote  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  \\  aid  13,  a-  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  ferries  on  the  part  of  the  Council, 
stated  that  he  felt  if  to  be  hi:  duty  to  narrate  the 
action  of  the  committee.  The  petition  and  the  com  • 
niunication  of  the  Board  of  Directors  were  fully 
considered  by  the  committee.    At  one   meeting 

they  were  unable  to  agree,  but.  after  further  con- 
sideration, at  another  meeting,  they  came  to  tho 
conclusion  that  the  terries  were  a  public  highway 
over  which  the  people  Of  Las:  Boston  must  trav<  I 
portions  of  the  city,  and   that  tin. 
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tolls  should  lie  abolished.  The  people  of  East 
Boston  were  ns  much  entitled  to  a  highway  to  the 
other  portions  of  the  city  as  the  people  of  other 
sections  were.  The  proposition  to  refer  go  another 
committee  was  a  reflection  on  the  Committee  on 
Ferries,  and  he  hoped  that  no  such  acttou  as  was 
proposed  would  be  adopted. 

.Mr.  \\  ehstor  said  it  was  not.  intended  to  cast  any 
reflection  on  the  Committee  on  Ferries,  out  that 
citizens  so  respectable  who  had  petitioned  the 
Council  should  have  ao  opporebnity  to  give  their 
views,  and  ascertain  what  they  are  about  to  do. 

Mr.  li'van  said  he  had  never  known  of  so  extraor- 
dinary a  proposition  before,  after  a  committee 
had  considered  and  reported  on  a  subject.  If  such 
action  was  to  be  taken  he  would  resign  his  place 
on  the  committee,  and  should  consider  a  man  un- 
lit to  be  here,  as  the  representative  of  the  people, 
if  he  could  not  be  trusted  in  his  action  on  a  com- 
mittee. There  could  be  no  question  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Fast  Boston  were  entitled  to  a  highway,  as 
were  the  people  to  every  avenue  to  the'  outlying 
districts.  They  merely  ask  for  a  free  highway, 
such  as  the  people  of  ail  other  sections  have. 

When  the  subject  was  first  brought  before  the 
committee,  they  considered  the  question  of  re- 
ducing- the  tolls' to  foot  passengers,  and  when  they 
determined  to  make  the  terries  free  t-a  foot  passen- 
gers they  thought  it  not  advisable  to  keep  men  to 
collect  tolls  for  teams,  and  for  that  reason  came 
to  the  conclusion  in  favor  of  abolishing  the  whole. 
'1  here  was  no  question  of  so  much  importance  to 
the  people  of  East  Boston,  and  it  was  the  opinion 
of  every  uiic  that  the  ferries  should  be  free.  They 
should  be  free  that  capitalists  may  build  on  the 
unoccupied  laud;  that  the  shops  of  mechanics, 
now  closed,  may  be  occupied  ;  and  in  being  free, 
the  city  will  soo  i  get  back  in  the  increased  pros- 
perity of  Fast  Boston  what  the  city  pays  to  run  the 
ferries. 

Mr.  h'yan  said  he  hid  procured  statistics  to  show 
the  disadvantages  of  Fast  Boston  as  compared 
with  other  sections  of  the  city,  in  1867,  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  Kast  Boston  was  $12,408,000; 
and  in  1870,  $13,296,000;  in  Wards  7  and  12  the  val- 
uation in  1867  was  $23,310,000,  and  in  1S70,  $34,791,- 
000;  in  the  Highlands,  the  valuation  in  1867  was 
$26,551,000*  and  iu  1870,  $46,746,000.  This  shows 
the  increase  in  Fast  Boston  to  have  beenbut  $828,- 
(loo,  while  in  South  Boston  it  was $7,411,000;  and  in 
the  Highlands,  sii0,:i!)-j,ooo.  The  difference  was  to 
lie  found  in  the  numerous  broad  avenues  to  Itox- 
bory  and  South  Boston,  while  East  Boston  wasde- 
prived  of  them  in  its  intercourse  with  ihe  rest  of 
the  city.  The  b^st  that  could  be  done  would  be  to 
give  them  one  such  avenue,  and  that  could  only 
be  by  a  free  ferry. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  inquired  what  the  ques- 
tion was,  and  on  a  statement  by  the  Chair,  said  if 
the  question  was  to  be  considered,  it  should  he  by 
.i  full  Council,  tic  should  wish  to  hear  all  that 
might  lie  said  on  the  subject,  and  so  he  thought 
would  all  others.  He  would  move  that  it  be  refer- 
red to  a  committee,  consisting  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Council. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  on  this  motion. 

Mr.  Ryan  moved  to  lav  on  the  table,  and  on  a 
statement  of  the  Chair  that  it  would  lay  the  whole 
subject  on  the  table,  withdrew  the  motion. 

Mr".  Webster  said  he  would  accent  the  amend- 
ment of  Mr.  Winch. 

Mr.  Brooks  or  Ward  1  said  they  had  all  the  in- 
formation on  this  suhject  which  they  could  ask. 
It  seemed  to  be  peculiar  that  this  petition  should 
come  in  now,  when  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
committee  some  time  in  January.  The  point  would 
seem  to  be  to  stave  oft' the  question  to  gain  further 
time.  It  had  been  stated  to  be  a  new  questiou. 
It  was  not  new  to  them,  of  East  Boston,  for  it  had 
been  agitated  more  or  less  every  year  for  the  last 
twenty  years.  For  tbc  last  fortnight  he  had  heard 
enough  of  it,  and  he  did  not  wish  to  hear  it  much 
more.  He  hoped  the  friends  of  the  measure  would 
stand  by  it  tonight,  for  the  question  might  as  well 
be  taken  tonight  as  a  week  or  month  hence. 

Mr.  Webster  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the 
question. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  if  the  measure  was 
just,  it  would  bear  to  lie  over  one  week,  for  it 
could  not  be  expected  at  this  late  hour  to  consider 
the  subject.  If  there  were  any  considerable  num- 
ber of  people  who  wished  to  be  heard  ,  they  should 
have  an  opportunity.  He  did  not  wish  to  give  his 
views  on  the  question  now,  but  would  at  a  proper 
time.  He  had,  porhaus,  made  up  his  mind,  hut 
believed  that,  the  question  could  wait  one  week. 

Mr.  Snath,  oi  Ward  1  stated  that  the  question  of 


intercourse  with  East  Boston  had  been  a  mat- 
ter of  legislation  for  220  years,  and  of  late 
years  had  been  much  talked  about.  The  pro- 
position to  put  the  matter  m  the  hands  of  a  huge 
committee  was  not  of  any  advantage,  for  in  all 
his  experience  a  large  committee  was  not  so 
convenient  as  a  small  one.  Procrastination  was 
evidently  what  it  meant,  for  there  was  noth- 
ing new  which  could  be  learned  to  bear  upon 
the  subject.  It  had  been  a  matter  of  dis- 
cussion for  twenty  years,  during  which  he  had 
been  in  Bos  com.  The' people  of  East  Boston  wen- 
poor,  and  as  had  been  sbown  by  the  gemli  man  of 
the  committee,  it  was  no  wonder  that  they  did 
not  prosper.  There  was  no  reason  why  the  people 
should  not  have  free  access  to  the  city  as  in  other 
wards.  It  was  a  vexed  question,  and  he  trusted 
their  friends  would  stand  by  an  1  let  them   pass  it. 

Mr.  Aver  of  Ward  14  said  he  was  not  sure  that 
this  was  a  wise  time  to  take  up  such  a  measure, 
at  so  late  an  hour,  yet  he  could  hardly  see  any- 
thing to  be  gained  in  putting  off  a  decision  on  it. 
He  supposed  every  member  of  the  Council  had 
heard  or  read  something  in  relation  to  ttie  merits 
of  the  questiou.  Here  was  a  document  on  their 
desks,  which  gives  ten  reasons  against  the  main- 
tenance of  free  ferries.  These  reasons  Mr.  Aver 
proceeded  to  examine.  Tbi  first  was  that  it  was 
for  the  benefit  of  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
people,  and  was  not  for  the  public  good.  Fast 
Boston  was  a  part  of  the  city,  and  that  which  was 
for  the  welfare  of  each  was  "for  the  benefit  of  all. 
It  was  said  to  he  unreasonable  to  expect  to  have 
free  communication  across  the  harbor  by  a  bridge 
or  by  free  boats.  If  they  could  have  a  free  bridge  no 
doubt  they  would  be  content,  but  as  they  could 
not  have  that,  the  next  best  thing  was  a  free 
ferrv. 

It  was  said  also  that  there  was  no  city  in  the 
world  where  free  femes  are  maintained,  and  tnat 
the  claim  is  without  precedent;  also,  that  the 
measure  is  not  asked  for  by  one-tenth  oi  the  large 
tax-payers.  He  hoped  by  this  it  was  not  designed 
to  array  the  poor  against  the  rich,  for  he  did  not 
know  of  such  citizens  who  were  not  willing  to  bear 
the  expense  of  enabling  citizens  of  different  sec- 
tions to  have  free  access  to  otner  sections  of  the 
city.  It  was  also  objected  that  it  would  prove  to 
be  a  disadvantage  to  the  people  of  the  ward.  This 
kind  of  argument  that  it  would  be  a  beuetit  solely 
to  the  people  of  that  ward,  and  a  disadvantage, 
reminded  him  of  the  story  of  the  men  who  went 
a  deer  hunting,  when  one  of  them  shot  a  calf,  and 
in  a  stammering  excuse  said  that  he  so  tired  that 
if  it  was  a  deer  to  hit  it,  but  if  it  was  a  calf  not  to 
hit  it.  He  believed  the  measure  would  be  au  ab- 
solute beuetit  to  all  the  people,  aud  should  vote  for 
it  because  it  was  beneficial  to  all. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  there  had  been  no 
charge  of  fraud  or  corruption  in  procuring  this 
measure.  Here  was  a  case  simply  in  which  30.000 
people  were  debarred  from  the  privilege  of  coming 
to  the  City  Hall,  to  the  Public  Library,  to  Fancutl 
Hall,  the  market,  and  everywhere  else  in  which 
they  had  an  interest,  without  being  obliged  to  pay 
a  toll. 

Mr.  Webster  said  it  was  true  East  Boston  was 
separated  from  the  rest  of  the  city  by  the  harbor. 
This  was  unfortunate,  and  he  should  be  willing; 
that  they  should  be  relieved  from  their  distress. 
Yet  it  was  no  more  unfortunate  than  it  citizens  of 
Nantucket  should  complain  that  they  could  not 
get  to  the  State  House  without  coming  by  water, 
and  should  complain  that  they  were  Obliged  to 
pay  for  it.  East  Boston  is  and  will  continue  to  be 
an  important  place. 

The  question  was  one  of  delay  for  a  matter  of 
investigation,  whether  it  is  better  to  give  more 
accommodations  to  the  people  or  to  run  the  ferries 
free.  All  of  the  means  of  accommodation  are  not 
thoroughly  understood  or  examined.  Here  are 
citizens  who  tare  to  be  heard  on  the  subject,  in 
the  reasons  which  they  may  give.  Ko  doubt  a 
large  number  of  petitioners  could  be  had  in  East 
Boston,  as  had  been  said,  for  free  ferries,  and 
likely  they  could  be  had  for  free  water,  free  gas 
and  tree  provisions,  No  good  and  sufficient  rea- 
sons had  been  given  why  this  measure  should  be 
adopted,  for  it  was  entirely  a  new  order  Of  things 
and  should  not  be  passed  without  the  gravest  con 
sideration.  The  annual  cost  ot  running  these  fer- 
ries would  be  equal  in  live  years  to  an  interest  of 
six  per  cent,  on  $8,000,000.  The  debt  of  the  oity 
waa  very  large,  the  taxation  was  as  high  or  higher 
than  in  'any  other  city,  the  valuation  was  greater 
fur  taxation,  and  it  would  be  a  great  injustice  to 
press  this  to  a  vote  without  further  consideration. 
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Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  lie  had  in  mind  a 
c.iso  in  which  the  gentleman  from  Kast  Boston 
wished  a  delay  on  a  question  of  not  so  much  Impor- 
tance as  this' was.    It  appeared  to   him  unseemly 

for  them  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  when  there 
was  plenty  of  time  to  consider  and  act  upon  sueh 
a.sui  jrc',' to  take  rtup  for  action  at  ll].,  o'clock  at 
night.  It  was  a  matter  for  much  consideration 
and  h  id  no*  been  here  before.  Since  the  action  of 
the  other  branch  more  than  one  Alderman  had  Baid 
that  they  acted  hastily  upon  the  subject,  il  he 
were  a  citizen  of  liast  Boston,  no  doubt  he  should 
vote  for  it.  The  people  of  that  section  of  the  city 
ought  to  be  encouraged  and  offered  all  the  facili- 
ties which  are  desirable,  but  this  should  not  be 
passed  tonight.  If  it  has  merits,  it  should  not  be 
forced  on  the  Council. 

The  committee  started  upon  the  consideration 
of  the  subject,  upon  the  question  of  the  limitation 
of  iong  toils,  but  the  subject  never  came  be  tor? 
them  in  a  hearing  on  free  tolls.  No  one  ever  had 
an  opportunity  to  appear  before  them  on  that  sub- 
ject, and  the  committee  ought  to  give  a  chance  to 
these  citizens  to  be  heard.  This  was  the  fit-.t  op- 
portunity asked  for,  and  he  did  not  care  whether 
it  should*  be  before  a  committee  of  the  whole  Coun- 
cil, and  woulfl  even  be  satisfied  should  it  be  be- 
fore the  Coinmittte  on  Ferries.  It  bad  teen  stated 
that  the  matter  had  been  discussed  in  the  papers. 
But  these  articles  in  the  panels  did  notalwajs 
come  from  the  editors  of  such  papers.  It  could 
not  be  a  joint  committee,  for  the  other  branch  had 
put  itself  beyond  consideration  of  the  subject  by 
their  unanimous  vote. 

The  gentleman  from  Ward  14  had  presented  the 
matter  very  fairly  on  that  side.  But  wherever 
the.-e  is  truth,  it  wili  bear  investigation,  and  it 
should  be  given.  An  opportunity  should  be  afford- 
ed to  these  citizens  to  give  thtir  views,  and  if  it  is 
not  done,  :t  will  be  regretted  in  the  future.  The 
citizens  of  East  Boston  will  make  a  mistake  if  they 
press  this  matter  at  this  late  hour,  surrounding  as 
they  do  the  Council  with  their  presence  and  ap- 
plause, and  it  will  react  in  the  future.  The  worst 
thine  that  could  happen  would  he  to  press  the 
question  tonight.  He  was  desirous  of  informa- 
tion on  the  subject,  and  had  been  moved  today  by 
the  appeal  of  a  citizen  of  that  section.  He  wished 
to  weigh  the  matter  more  fully,  and  he  hoped  the 
friends  of  the  measure  would  give  them  a  chance 
for  further  consideration. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  ti  called  for  a  reading  of  the 
order  and  petitions,  and  on  being  read,  lie  said 
there  should  be  added  to  the  motion  of  reference 
that  the  petitioners  should  be  beard.  This  subject 
had  never  before  been  brought  before  a  committee 
to  be  heard.  The  gentleman  from  Ward  1  had 
spoken  of  the  ferry  as  a  highway  and  avenue,  but 
it  was  a  ship  channel.  Quoting  from  the  legisla- 
tive act  relating  to  the  ferries,  nr.  Perkins  said  the 
position  of  the  gentleman  was  a  fallacious  one. 
If  it  was  a  highway  and  avenue,  it  might  he  sub- 
ject co  betterments,  but  it  could  not  be  under  the 
Betterment  act. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  lost. 

Mr.  Fsynh  of  Ward  7  said  this  question  was  of 
as  much" importance  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  as 
anv  which  would  come  before  the  Council  this 
year,  and  vastly  more  so  to  the  people  of  East  Bos- 
ton. The  question  was,  does  the  public  necessity 
and  convenience  require  that  the  terries  should  be 
free?  If  so,  it  should  he  clone.  South  Boston  had 
its  four  avenues,  one  of  them  a  large  elephant  at  a 
cost  of  $2, 1100, COO  and  not  completed,  and  there 
were  six  suacious  avenues  to  the  His.  hlands  and 
to  Dorchester,  while  East  Boston  had  but  one 
highway  to  the  city  proper,  over  which  the  people 
are  compelled  to  pay  tolls.  It  was  about  time  that 
as  much  care  was  bestowed  upon  East  Boston  as 
upon  South  Boston.  The  people  of  East  Boston 
helped  the  people  of  South  Boston,  autl  they  pro- 
posed to  help  thein  in  return. 

Mr.  Emery  ot  'Ward  10  said  he  bad  not  looked 
into  this  matter  as  he  wished,  and  lie  desired  more 
time,  as  he  believed  others  did,  and  these  peti- 
tioners should  be  heard.  If  they  were  forced  to 
vote  now  they  should  be  compelled  to  vote  against 
the  measure,  while  if  there  was  delay,  they  might 
vote  in  its  favor.  There  might  be  arguments  so 
strong  as  to  convert  one  to  the  support  of  the 
measure. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  the  previous 
question. 

The  Chair  Stated,  in  reply  to  a  question  of  Mr. 
Kobbins,  that  the  previous  question  would  cut  off 
the  motion  to  recommit. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  ti  questioned  the  ruling  of 
the  (hair. 

the  Chair  read  from  the  rules  to  sustain  Ins  rul- 
ing, and  Mr.  sinitji  of  Ward  10  and  Mr,  Perkins 


quoted  rules  which  they  did  not  believe  sustained 
the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

The  Chair  restated  the  question,  and  Mr.  Stone 
ot  Ward  5  moved  to  lay  the  subject  on  the  table. 
Lost. 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  moved  to  lay  the  appeal 
on  the  table  one  week.    Carried— 36  to  19. 

Mr  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  the  question 
whether  the  whole  subject  was  not  laid  on  the 
table  with  the  appeal. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  it  was. 

At  12  o'clock  Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  moved  an  ad- 
journment.    Lost— 27  to  28. 

Mr.  Smith  again  raised  the  question  of  order 
whether  the  appeal,  being  laid  on  the  table,  did 
not  carry  the  whole  subject. 

Mr.  Nines  of  Ward  5  moved  to  take  the  appeal 
from  the  table,  modified  to  reconsidering  the  mo- 
tion to  lay  on  the  table. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  appeal  carried  the  whole 
subject  with  it  to  the  table.

The  Chair  for  information  stated  the  question  on 
the  various  motions  which  had  been  made.

The  Chair  ruled  that  a  motion  to  adjourn  was  in

Mr.  Ryan  called  for  the  question  on  Mr.  Taylor's 
motion. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  G  said  he  could  hardly  con- 
ceive that  the  friends  of  this  measure  would  press 
this  question  tonight:  he  did  not  suppose  there 
was  another  body  in  the  State  that  would  vote  to 
press  such  a  question  without  time  for  discussion. 
After  proceeding  lor  a  time,  he  asked  if  the  merits 
of  the  question  were  not  under  consideration  ;  and 
after  the  inquiry  was  answered  by  the  Chair,  that 
the  larsrest  liberty  had  been  allowed,  Mr.  Webster 
further  appealed  to  the  friends  of  the  measure  to 
let  it  lav  over,  and  moved  an  adjournment.  Lost 
—28  to  30. 

Mr.  Smith  of  "Ward  10  said  he  w.shed  to  give  a 
further  reason  against  taking  up  the  motion,  that 
the  members  of  the  Council  were  exhausted,  and 
that  the  question  could  be  better  considered  after 
a  night's  rest. 

Mr.  Kyan  rose  to  a  point  of  order,  that  the  gen- 
tleman was  not  speaking  to  the  question. 

Mr.  Smith  resumed,  that  he  had  not  determined 
to  speak  upon  the  merits  of  the  question,  yet  if  he 
was  forced  to  vote  now  he  shoukl  vote  against  the 
measure.  He  was  unwilling  to  submit  to  dicta- 
tion, and  by  forcing  the  question  it  might  turn 
ft  ieuds  of  the  measure  into  enemies.  The  people 
of  East  Boston  would  hurt  their  own  cause  by 
browbeating  and  dictation. 

.Mr.  Stone  moved  an  adjournment,  which  was 
ruled  not  in  order,  no  business  having  been  trans- 
acted since  the  previous  motion  to  adjourn. 

Mr.  Flyun  of  'Ward  7  moved  tlae  previous  ques- 
tion. 

Mr.  Bicknell  of  Ward  4  called  for  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  this  motion. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  raised  a  question  of  order 
that  in  a  previous  motion  the  Chair  ruled  that  a 
motion  tor  the  previous  question  affected  the 
main  question,  and  not  subsidiary  questions;  but 
this  was  a  subsidiary  question. 

flic  Chair  ruled  that  the  effect  of  the  previous 
question  was  to  stop  debate,  and  this  would  apply 
to  the  motion  to  recot-sider  in  closing  the  debate 
on  it. 

Mr.  Stone  raised  the  point  that  the  motion  for 
the  previous  question  indicated  something  pre- 
vious in  its  nature. 

The  Chair  insisted  upon  the  ruling. 

Mr.  tsieknel!  moved  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the 
morion  tor  the  previous  question. 

Mr.  Perkins  moved  an  adjournment. 

the  Chair  ruled  the  motion  not  in  order. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Bicknell  for  the  yeas  and 
nays  was  carried. 

A  further  motion  to  adjourn  at  12j<  o'clock  was 
entertained,  and  declared  to  be  carried,  when 
questions  of  doubt  were  raised,  and  the  Council 
was  declared  to  be  adjourned.

Alilerman  Pievce  inquired  the  object  of  the  or- 
der, lor  if  it  were  true  that  competent  clerks,  hold- 
ing office  lived  out  of  town,  he  did  not  suppose  it 
would  he  an  object  to  turn  them  out  for  those  who 
are  poorer. 

Alderman  Cow  din  said  he  supposed  the  object 
of  the  order  was  to  ascertain  who  are  the  persons 
who  are  holding  office  under  the  city,  and  yet  live 
iu  other  places,  where  they  pay  their  taxes.  It 
was  the  opinion  of  some  of  us,  that  those  who  re- 
ceive high  salaries  should  live  iu  the  city  and  help 
pay  the  taxes,  and  it  was  proper  and  right  that 
they  should  do  so. 

Alderman  Little  said  he  did  not  think  it  worth 
while  for  the  city  to  ascertain  where  persons  hold- 
ing office  under  the,  Government  purchase  their 
groceries.  All  that  should  be  asked  should  be 
whether  they  discharged  their  duties  to  the  city 
faithiully,  and  no  inquiries  be  ma.de.as  to  where 
they  found  it  most  convenient  to  live,  and  wheth- 
er they  were  obliged  to  go  out  of  the  city  on  ac- 
count of  their  health.  He  would  not  go  beyond 
the  question  at  faithfulness  in  duty,  and  moved 
an  indefinite  postponement  of  the  order. 

Alderman  Cowdin  hoped  there  would  be  no 
hasty  action  on  the  subject;  he  was  not  anxious 
about  the  order,  but  believed  that  indefinite  post- 
ponement would  be  premature.  On  investigation 
there  may  be  facts  which  should  'equire  some  ac- 
tion, and  he  should  prefer  to  have  the  order  laid 
on  the  table.  He  would  ask  the  Aiderman  to 
withdraw  his  motion,  that  the  order  may  be  laid 
on  tire  table,  when  it  may  be  taken  up  at  the  ear- 
liest convenience,  if  necessary. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  tlrj  order  to 
be  a  proper  one.  If  there  are  persons  who  receive 
large  salaries,  there  is  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  help  to  pay  the  high  taxes  of  the  city;  aud  if 
there  were  any  such  persons  living  elsewhere,  it 
was  well  enough  to  know  who  they  are.  He  did 
not  know  any  such  people,  and  believed  we  had  as 
competent  people  in  the  city  as  they  had  in  other 
counties.  If  a  poor  man  receiving  but  a  dollar 
and  a  half  a  day,  and  u  orking  for  the  city,  does 
bis  duty,  and  could  not  afftrd  to  live  in  the  city,  he 
did  not  object  to  his  going  to  the  country;  but 
those  who  received  high  salaries  we  wished  to 
help  pav  our  taxe-  anil  occupy  our  buildings. 

Akierman  Little  withdrew  his  motion,  when,  on 
motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin,  the  order  was  laid  on 
the  table. 

The  orders  for  the  purchase  of  S.  E.  Brown  of 
4350  square  feet  of  land,  on  Tremont  street,  near 
Cabot  street,  as  a  site  for  Hose  House  7,  and  for  a 
transfer  from  Reserved  fund  to  meet  the  expense. 
$8750,  was  read  once 

Alderman  Pope  said  he  hoped  that  the  order 
would  be  laid  over,  in  the  absence  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee. 

Alderman  W'ooHev  said  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  had  expressed  a  willingness  that  the 
order  should  be  passed,  and  he  hoped  it  would. 

Alderman  Pope  said  he  had  understood  that  the 
lot  of  land  could  have  been  purchased  at  a  lower 
rate,  at  a  saving  of  $500. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  value  of  the  laud  was 
more  than  bonded  lor,  and  he  had  been  inlormed 
that  the  party  giving  the  bond  to  the  cit\  was  will- 
ing that  it  should  be  given  up,  believing  he  could 
get  more  than  the  price  which  the  nity  is  to  nay 
him.  He  thought  it  very  likely  that  wa^  the  case, 
from  the  great  advance  of  land  iu  that  section  of 
the  city.  It  was  understood  that  the  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Fire  Department  was  iu  favor  of  the 
purchase  and  of  the  locality,  and  he  believed  that 
it  was  a  good  thing  that  the  city  had  a  bond  for  it. 

Alderman  I'ope  said  the  city  had  had  the  bond 
for  neaily  three  months,  now  nearly  run  out,  and 
he  had  heard  the  party  giving  it  was  anxious  for 
a  new  one:  he  had  not  heard  that  any  one  had 
offered  $1  DO  per  foot  for  it,  but  that  the'  land  had 
been  offered  by  the  owner  for  that  price. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  had  understood  that 
sum  had  been  offered,  and  that  the  party  offering 
it  expected  to  get  an  advance  on  it.  To  an  inquiry 
of  Alderman  Little  how  long  a  tune  the  bond 
had  to  run,  he  replied  that  he  understood  it  was 
but  six  days. 


Alderman  Little  said  he  had  understood  that  the 
location  was  satisfactory  to  all  parties,  aud  iu  re- 
gard to  the  price,  believed  there  was  an  advance 
in  lano  in  that  vicinity.  The  facts,  he  though!, 
should  be  looked  into,  and  if  the  land  could  have 
been  bought  for  $\  U0,  rather  than  pay  more  than 
that,  he  wouUl  prefer  buying  a  building  and  tak- 
ing it  clown  for  the  purpose.

REPORT  ON   AUDITOR'S    ESTIMATES.. 

The  following  report  was  laid  before  the  Council 
in  print  by  Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14: 

The  Joint  Special  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
to  whom  were  referred  the  Estimates  of  "the  Audi- 
tor of  Accounts  of  the  money  necessary  for  carry- 
ing on  the  government  of  the  city  for  the  financial 
year  commencing  May  1,  1871,  and  terminating 
April  30,  1872.  City  Document  No.  19,  would  re- 
spectfully report  that  they  have  carefully  exam- 
ined ;he  same,  and  recommend  the  following 
changes,  viz.: 

Add  to  the  appropriation  for  Mount  Hope  Ceme- 
tery the  sum  of  $5000,  to  be  expended  for  a  new 
greenhouse  and  office. 

Reuuce  the  appropriation  for  "Incidental  Ex- 
penses" from  $100,000  to  $91,000. 

Add  an  appropriation  to  be  styled  '"Contingent 
Funis"  of  $9000,  to  be  divided  under  four  heads, 
viz. :— $3000  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Joint 
Standing  and  Special  Commictees  having  chai  are 
of  no  appropriation;  $2000  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Mayor,  and  $2000  each  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  Common  Council  to  be  expended  as  provided 
In  the  order  annexed.  This  sum  of  $9000  is  taken 
from  the  appropriation  for  "Incidental  Expenses," 
to  which  said  matters  have  heretofore  been 
charged.  It  is  believed  by  the  committee  that 
this  method  of  meeting  this  class  of  expenses  will 
be  far  bette.  than  the  one  heretofore  pursued. 

Reduce  tne  appropriations  for  riealth  $22,000, 
Lamps  $10,000,  and  School  Instructors  $26,700.  The 
appropriation  for  Lamps  is  reductd  $10,000  in  con- 
formity with  a  request  from  the  Superintendent 
of  that  Department,  referred  to  this  committee  by 
the  City  Council.

shall  be  strictly  applied,  according  to  the  inten- 
tion of  the  contributors,  and  shall  be  credited  to 
such  appropriations  accordingly. 
An  order  laying  a  specific  tax  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  tiie  City  of  Boston  and  the  County  of 
Suffolk  for  the  financial  year  1871-72;  also  to  pay 
the  State  tax : 
Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  seven  million  seven 
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hundred  and  ninety  thousand  four  hundred  and 
lorty-four  dollars  lie  raised  on  the  noils  and  es- 
tates taxable  in  this  city,  according  to  law,  to  pay 
the  current  expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
County  of  Suffolk  during  the  financial  year,  which 
will  commence  with  the  first  day  of  May,  1871,  and 
end  with  the  last  day  of  April,  1872;  also  the  tax 
assessed  oy  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts 
for  the  year  1871. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  report  nominating  City  Engineer,  was  ac- 
cepted. 

1'ha  fallowing  order  was  read  a  second  time  and 
passed : 

Order  for  the  payment  of  hills  (referred  to  in 
said  order)  fur  refreshments  since  January  1,  1871, 
ior  the  Committees  on  Accounts,  Public  Institu- 
tions, Water,  Claims,  Assessors,  Department, 
Public  Instruction,  Salaries,  Elections,  on  part  of 
the  Common  Council  for  entertaining  v.sitors 
from  other  cities,  and  for  carriage  hire  for  com- 
mittees and  members  of  the  Government,  all  fur- 
nished while  performing  official  fluty;  the  total 
amount  being  e64b  73. 

The  report  and  order  for  a  loan  of  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  to  be  added  to  the  Eliot  Street  Loan 
(CityDoe.  No.  21, 1871,1  coming  up  for  consideration. 
Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  offered  the  following  as  a 
substitute: 

Ordered,  That  the  Auditor  of  4ccounts  be  au- 
thorized to  transfer  from  the  appropriation  for 
Water  Works,  Interest  and  Premium  the  sum  of 
S«10,0()0.  the  same  to  be  added  to  loan  for  the  wid- 
ening of  Eliot  street. 

In  answer  to  a  question  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10, 
whether  the  order  had  been  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Flynn  stated  that  it 
came  from  the  Committee  on  Streets  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  which  Board  had  the  exclusive  con- 
trol of  the  subject  of  betterments. 

The  substitute  was  adopted,  aud  the  order  as 
amended,  was  passed,  in  concurrence. 

EAST   BOSTOH  FEUKY  QUESTION. 

The  pending  motion  at  the  adjournment  on 
Thursday  evening  last,  for  the  previous  question 
on  a  motion  to  recousider  the  vote  whereby  an  ap- 
peal was  laid  on  the  table  for  one  week,  with  the 
subject  of  the  East  Boston  ferries,  was  taken  up. 

The  President  made  a  statement  of  the  question 
as  it  came  up  for  action.  The  time  having  expired 
for  which  the  appeal  was  laid  on  the  table  for  one 
week,  the  above  mentioned  pending  motions  hud 
no  further  effect.  The  question  would  then  recur 
to  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  made 
by  the  gentleman  from  Ward  6,  the  Chair  having 
ruled  that  the  previous  question  would  cut  off  the 
motion  to  commit. 

Mr.  Perkins  withdrew  the  appeal,  by  consent  of 
the  Council. 

The  question  then  recurred  upon  the  motion  of 
Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  he  had  made  the  motion 
because  it  was  late,  aud  not  because  he  wished  to 
prevent  discussion,  and  he  therefore  withdrew  the 
motion. 

The  Chair  seated  the  question  as  it  now  present- 
ed itself  to  the  Council,  that  while  the  subject  was 
under  consideration,  Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  moved 
a  reference  of  the  subject,  and  petition  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  President  and  one  from  each  ward 
on  the  part  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  as  an  amendment 
that  the  committee  be  comprised  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  which  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  c  then  moved  further  to 
amend  by  adding  that  the  committee  be  directed 
to  give  the  petitioners  a  public  hearing.  This  was 
the  immediate  motion  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Pease  of  Ward  1  said  it  had  come  to  him 
that  he  was  reported  as  being  opposed  to  freeing 
the  ferries.  That  statement  was  false,  for  he  had 
been  always  in  favor  of  free  ferries,  and  was  so 
now.  He  could  see  no  good  in  the  motion  to  re- 
commit, for  the  subject  had  been  fully  considered. 
Messrs.  Huckins  petitioned  the  City  Council  for  a 
reduction  of  tolls  on  the  ferries.  This  came  be- 
fore the  committee  which  considered  andreuorted 
upou  the  subject,  and  he  believed  the  time  had  ar- 
rived in  which  to  take  the  bull  by  the  horns,  and 
abolish  all  tolls  on  the  ferries. 

The  question  was  whether  the  proposed  aboli- 
tion of  tolls  was  right  aud  proper;  whether  it  was 
any  more  than  a  simple  act  of  justice  in  relieving 
the  people  of  East  Boston  from  the  payment  of 


tolls,  so  that  they  should  not  be  burdened  any 
more  than  other  sections  of  the  city  were  burden- 
ed ;  and  whether  they  should  wholly  maintain  an 
avenue  to  the  city  besides  being  taxed  for  those  to 
other  sections.  He  hoped  that  the  subject  would 
not  be  referred  again  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  C  stated  that  if  the  subject 
was  referred,  the  committee  should  give  the  peti- 
tioners and  others  a  hearing. 

Mr.  Webster  said  he  would  accept  the  amend- 
menc  of  Mr.  Perkins. 

fbe  Chair  read  the  order  as  amended,  that  the 
petition  of  John  C.  Buckuam  and  others  be  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee  of  all  the  members 
of  rlie  Common  Council,  with  instructions  to  give 
the  petitioners  a  hearing. 

Air.  Squires  of  Ward  8  presented  a  petition  from 

James  M.  Beebe,  Gardner  Brewer  and  some  fifty 

others,  for  a  hearing  on  the  sin  ject  of  the  ferries. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  presented  the  petition  of 

Charles  B.  Hall  and  others; 

.Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  the  petition  of  E.  D. 
Peters.  Charles  S.  Kendall  and  others; 

Mr.  Robins  in  of  Ward  11  the  petition  of  Isaac 
Rich  anil  others— severally  for  the  same  object. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  wished  to  know  to  whom 
the  petitions  were  addressed,  nothing  havingbeen 
said  when  they  were  presented. 

The  Chair  read  the  heading  of  one  of  them,  as 
from  legal  voters,  addressed  to  the  City  Council. 

.Mr.  Bicknell  of  Ward  4  presented  the  petition  of 
John  liollowell  and  others; 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  5,  the  petitions  of  George 
D.  Baldwin,  Harvey  Scudder  and  others; 

Mr.  Patch  ol  Ward  11,  the  petitions  of  John  Fos- 
ter, Nathaniel  Whiting  and  others — severally  for  a 
hearing  on  the  same  subject. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Wardl  said  be  wished  to  define 
his  position  on  the  subject.  The  friends  of  free 
ferries  had  been  charged  with  forcing  this  ques- 
tion and  thrusting  it  upon  the  Government,  and 
the  facts  were  so  twisted  aud  distorted  that  even 
their  friends  feared  they  were  in  the  wrong  No 
such  attempts  as  had  been  charged  had  been 
made.  If  it  was  fair  and  just  to  oppose  free  fer- 
ries, it  was  equally  so  to  advocate  them.  It  was 
chaiged  that  unusual  and  extraordinary  efforts 
had  been  put  forth  to  force  tne  passage  of  the  or- 
der. This  he  denied,  for  if  it  was  right  to  oppose 
th  ;n  the  opponents  must  accord  to  them  the  same 
rights.  The  report  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermeu  more  than  a  month  ago:  it  came  up  at 
three  regular  meetings,  and  on  the  last  it  was 
passed  by  an  unanimous  vote.  It  came  to  the 
Council  in  the  regular  order  of  business,  had  one 
reading,  and  was  laid  over. 

The  friends  of  the  measure  found  it  at  the  foot 
of  the  orders,  where  it  was  not  expected,  and  im- 
mediately upon  its  being  reached,  a  motion  was 
made  to  adjourn.  The  effect  of  this  was  to  drive 
off  its  consideration  and  to  kill  it,  and  its  friends 
defended  it  fairly  and  honestly.  The  proposed  ac- 
tion to  recommit  after  the  subject  had  been  heard 
and  acted  upon  by  the  other  branch  was  wholly 
without  precedent.  No  one  charges  fraul.  Then 
why  was  not  the  petition  put  in  before?  Is  it  well 
to  have  a  public  hearing?  The  petition  is  ad- 
dressed to  the  City  Council,  and  not  to  this  branch 
which  it  is  proposed  shall  hear  it.  He  believed  it 
to  be  the  device  of  their  enemi  s.  He  acknowl- 
edged that  all  petitions  should  be  received  respect- 
fally,  but  it  was  not  their  duty  always  to  grant 
the  i-pquests;  they  were  to  be  the  judges  of  any- 
thing which  came  before  them. 

As  to  the  petitions,  from  whom  did  they  ema- 
nate? He  charged  members  with  attempts  to 
manufacture  puolic  opinion,  by  circulating  peti- 
tions and  inducing  gentlemen  to  sign  them.  They 
should  concede  to  the  friends  of  free  ferries  that 
it  their  measure  is  just,  right  and  equitable,  it  is 
their  duty  to  accomplish  that  right.  He  was  aware 
that  there  weie  some  gentlemen  who  were  in  favor 
of  free  ferries  who  favored  this  proposed  hearing, 
but  he  had  his  views  on  the  subject  and  should 
abide  by  them.  The  order  had  been  passed  by  the 
other  branch  and  there  was  no  reason  for  a  stay  of 
proceedings.  It  it  must  go  to  a  committee 
should  go  to  the  Committee  on  Ferries. 

The  gentleman  from  Ward  11  had  made  some  re- 
marks with  reference  to  the  other  branch,  that 
more  than  one  Alderman  had  told  him  that  their 
action  was  hasty,  and  that  if  they  had  had  another 
opportunity  they  would  have  voted  differently. 
This  was  a  remarkable  statement.  More  than  one, 
means  two  or  more. 

Mr.  oickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  did  not  say 
what  the  gentleman  charged  him  with  saying,  but 
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he  would  state  what  be  did  say  when  he  hail  *an 
opportunity  to  speak  upon  the  subject. 

Mr.  Barnes,  resuming,  said  what  he  had  quoted 
of  the  gentleman's  remarks  were  correct  m  sub- 
stance; yet  he  could  not  know,  except  officially, 
what  are  the  views  of  the  Aldermen,  and  that  is 
shown  by  twelve  yeas,  no  nays.  The  gentleman 
from  Ward  10,  for  whom  he  had  great  respect,  had 
made  the  statement  that  they  attempted  to  brow- 
beat, and  that  the  people  of  Kast  Boston  came 
here  to  overawe  the  Council.  If  so,  it  was  without 
his  knowledge,  ami  he  failed  to  witness  any  such 
attempts.  The  question  was  simply  and  purely 
that  the  ferries  should  lie  free  to  all  persons,  anil 
he  should  so  vote,  and  hoped  the  or.ter  would  be 
passed  unanimously. 

Mr.  Vaimevar  of  Ward  8  inquired  if  an  amend- 
ment was  in  order,  and  on  a  reply  of  the  Chair 
that  it  was,  moved  that  the  subject  be  recom- 
mitted to  the  Committee  on  the  Ferries  on  the 
part  of  the  Council,  wuh  instructions  to  give  the 
petitioners  a  hearing. 

Mr.  I'erkins  of  Ward  G  said  there  were  two  ques- 
tions before  ihe  Council — whether  there  should  be 
a  hearing,  and  before  what  body  chat  hearing 
should  be.  He  then  proceeded  to  show  the  action 
of  the  City  Government  since  the  ferries  camp  in- 
to possession  of  the  city.  A  year  ago,  a  majority 
of  a  committee  reported  in  favor  of  purchasing 
the  ferries  In  regard  to  their  management  they 
said  it  was  not  asked  for  a  free  communication  by 
the  terries,  but  the  people  would  be  satisfied  with  a 
reduction  of  tolls  so  that  the  receipts  would  pay 
the  expenses. 

Mr.  I'erkins  referred  to  the  composition  of  the 
committee  of  last  year,  with  one  Alderman  and 
two  members  of  the  Council,  and  yet  they  did 
not  ask  any  more  than  what  he  had  stated,  lithe, 
people  of  East  Boston  did  not  then  ask  for  free 
ferries,  when,  since,  he  asked,  had  they  expressed 
a  wish  for  free  ferries? 

Mr.  Barnes  responded  that  they  had  done  so 
through  their  representatives. 

Mr.  I'erkins  said  he  viewed  them  in  that  respect 
as  four  members  of  the  Council,  and  as  such  why 
did  they  represent  the  people  on  that  subject  any 
better  than  the  members  last  year.  The  next  evi- 
dence that  they  wish  to  havethe  ferries  free  was 
a  petition  presented  from  a  teamster  to  have  th'^ 
lone;  tolls  reduced.  On  examination  it  ap- 
peared that  this  teamster  paid  $15  out  of  the 
$80,0(10  received  from  teaming.  This  was  the  only 
expression  of  opinion. 

The  next  step  on  the  subject  was  in  a  meeting  of 
the  Directors,  when  a  member  ottered  an  order  that 
the  tolls  on  foot  passengeis  should  be  abolished. 
The  Directors  refused  to  pass  the  order,  but  at 
another  meeting  they  voted  that  these  tolls  on  foot 
passengers  ought  soon  to  be  abolished.  That  is  all 
the  evidence  there  is  except  that  of  the  opinion  of 
the  gentlemen  on  the  floor.  On  that  account  it  is 
desirable  that  the  petitioners  should  be  heard.  If 
the  people  are  unanimous  in  favor  of  free  ferries, 
as  is  assumed,  let  them  and  the  petitioners  be 
heard  on  the  subject;  but  it  could  not  be  judged  so 
by  the  gingerly  manner  in  which  the  subject  was 
handled  last  year,  and  it  did  not  appear  that  that 
was  an  issue  "in  the  election. 

The  next  question  was  before  whom  should  the 
petition  be  heard?  He  had  great  respect  for  the 
Committee  on  the  Ferries,  but  by  the  action  of  the 
other  branch  a  portion  of  the  committee  had  been 
cut  off,  so  that  they  could  not  work  together.  By 
their  report,  too,  it  appeared  that  they  had  made 
up  their  minds,  and  were  not  in  a  condition  to 
hear  persons  of  adverse  views.  There  should  be  a 
public  hearing  before  the  whole  Council  so  that  all 
the  members  may  hear.  He  could  not  see  whit 
objection  there  could  be  to  such  a  hearing.  He 
wished  to  hear  the  arguments  for  himself.  If  the 
hearing  should  be  before  a  committee,  the  room 
would  ne  crowded,  and  the  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil would  not  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  be  present, 
as  thev  would  should  it  be  before  the  wh  >le  Coun- 
cil. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  expressed  surprise  at  the 
course  pursued  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
in  refusing  to  hear  petitioners.  Such  a  refusal  was 
unheard  of,  unrighteous,  and  out  of  the  usual 
course.  East  Boston  was  but  a  small  portion  of 
the  city,  and  paid  but  $215,000  in  taxes,  while  it 
might  be  supposed  from  its  frieuds  that  it  paid 
half  the  taxes  of  the  city.  More  taxes  were  paid 
by  men  on  one  petition'  than  was  paid  in  East 
Boston.  These  gentlemen  were  entitled  to  a  hear- 
ing, and  he  would  never  vote  in  favor  of  free  fer- 
ries until  such  hearing  was  granted.  East  Boston 
was  not  the  only  party  in  interest  on  the  subject, 


and  it  was  not  right  and  proper  that  tbey  should 
force  the  passage  ol.  the  older.  1  he  Eastern  l.'ail- 
road  paid  tolls  on  freight  earned  over  the  ferries 
to  the  a  now  i>t  of  8500ft,  and  there  were  many  ex- 
press companies  to  Lynn  and  other  places  which 
paid  $1800  each,  and  the  terries  were  to  be  made 
free  also  for  their  benefit. 

There  were  many  persons  on  this  side  of  the 
terrv  wU»  also  pay  tolls- and  wheu  those  who  pay 
Irgh  taxrs  ::l:cd  for  a  lif  alii  g,  th(  y  should  h 
bi  ar.l.  i  lie  ..n)y  qaestion  *as,  as  to  how  tie  hear- 
ing sin  nld  lie  given.  The  Eerry  Comuii:  tee  w  as 
not  a  whole  one,  tor  the  members  en  the  part  ot: 
the  Board  if  Aldermen  had  cut  themselves  oft. 
He  Wished  such  a  ecmnirttee  as  could  bear,  pro 
a  ad  cod,  aH  tttat  M.ighthc  safd.  All  that  the  ordi- 
nary sommittees  report, is  that  a  measure  ought 
to  pass.  Nineteen  <  nt  ol  twenty  are  of  that  char- 
acter. He  though*  he  -vns  as  capable  of  judging 
of  an  argument  aa  is  any  committee.  Ihe  best, 
thing  for  a  committee  was  a  VommittPt  of  the 
W  hole,  when  they  euuld  hear  the  arguments  and 
decide  for  themselves 

Mr.  Kobinscn  of  Ward  M  said  the  petition  pre- 
sented by  him  was  addressed  to  the  Common 
Council.  Ac  disclaimed  any  knowledge  of  ob- 
taining the  petition  mesented  by  him,  and  knew 
nothing  of  auy  other  when  the  petition  was  given 
to  him. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  li  said  it  wot  |irenv 
well  agreed  that  there  was  no  more  need  of  debate 
upon  the  merits  of  the  quesriou  at  this  time 
There  was  quite  a  contrast  between  thse  earnest- 
ness and  intensity  manifested  hy  the  friends  of 
free  ferries  at  the  last  meeting  and  the  calmuose 
with  which  they  sow  discuss  the  subject.  He 
hoped  they  would*  be  able  to  discuss  it  with  calm- 
ness so  as  to  satisfy  every  voter.  It  was  an  im- 
portant measure,  and  he  wished  to  avoid  speak- 
ing upon  its  merits,  to  leave  fc  open  for  conviction. 
They  ought  to  meet  it  iu  a  calm,  deliberate  and 
dispassionate  manner,  and  give  to  all  inteiests  the 
fullest  hearing.  The  proper  committee  for  si i 
hearing  was  a  committee  of  the  whole  Council. 

There  was  no  uesire  to  slur  the  Committee  on 
Kernes,  in  making  such  a  reference.  They  re- 
spected them,  vet  their  opinious  had  been  uiaih- 
up,  and  what  use  on  the  one  side  or  the  otln  i 
could  a  hearing  he  before  such  a  committee.  His 
next  choice  would  be  a  committee  of  one  from 
each  ward,  and  the  last,  the  Veny  Committee, 
The  gentleman  from  Ward  1  had  said' there  would 
be  nothing  gained  by  a  heariug.  lie  thought 
there  would  be.  There  had  been  some  things  m 
the  public  prints,  to  which  attention  should  be 
given,  in  which  peculiar  arguments  are  used  tow- 
ards those  who  are  opposed  to  free  feriies. 

Mr.  Dickinson  read  from  a  paper  ol  today,  in 
which  it  was  charged  th.it  "this  appeal  for  it  lor- 
mal  hearing-  is  mere  subterfuge,  put  forward  to 
gain  time  for  lobbying  against'the  measuie ;"  fur- 
ther that  "pecuniary  arguments  will  dcbtless  be 
brought  So  bear  wherever  there  is  reason  to  sup- 
pose— and  even  where  theie  is  no  good  reason  to 
suppose—  that  members  of  the  Council  are  open  to 
conviction.  It  is  notorious  that  interested  parili  e 
whose  outside  speculative  investments  are  u*>r. 
likely  to  be  improved  by  free  avenues  to  the  city 
in  this  direction,  have  lately  avowed  their  pur- 
pose to  defeat  the  project,  i!  money  could  do  it.'' 

In  these  statements  were  covert  charges  of 
briuery,  and  they  should  be  met  in  a  full  investi- 
gation and  hearing.  The  subject  ought  to  be  in- 
vestigated, 'ihere  had  uevei  been  an  opportunity 
for  parties  to  obtain  a  hearing  on  the  question. 
The  pinposition  referred  to  the  Ferry  Committee 
was  different  from  what  they  have  repotted  upon. 
After  hearing  one  or  two  parties,  they  report  that 
the  ferries  ought  to  be  free.  The  question  referred 
to  them  and  that  which  was  reported  upon  were 
as  wide  apart  as  the  North  1'ole  from  the  Equator. 
If  there  is  merit  in  the  proposition  for  a  free  ferry, 
on  an  examination  it  will  grow.  He  appealed  to 
its  friends,  if  they  want  it  to  be  sustained,  not  to 
present  it  in  this  way. 

Mr.  Dickinson  referred  to  his  remarks  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  which  were,  that 
more  than  one  Alderman  had  said  that  they  had 
acted  hastily;  more  than  two.  even — not  that  they 
said  so  to  him— hut  he  bad  no  doubt  they  did  say 
so.  After  having  passed  through  that  branch 
unanimously,  the  friends  ot  the  measure  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  fact,  came  here  in  great  numbers, 
and  hoped  it  would  pass  through  here  on  the 
strength  ot  that  good  feeling.  In  what,  he  said  lie 
said  with  the  kindest  feelings;  that  there  were 
two  sides  to  the  question  he  had  no  doubt;  he 
respected  the  views  of  these  gentlemen,  and  be- 
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cause  lie  respected  them,  if  rhey  desired  the  lerries 
to  be  free  they  ought  by  all  means  to  consent  to  the 
reference  bf  this  question  t/)  a  committee  of  the 
whole  Council,  that  it  may  be  thoroughly  consid- 
ered, because  li"  believed  it.  involved  an  expendi- 
ture of  more  than  two  Broadway  extensions. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1,  in  reply  to  the  remarks  of 
the  gcntleinin  from  Ward  6,  in  relation  to  the 
wishes  of  the  people  of  Bast  Boston,  said  that 
their  representatives  were  Letter  able  to  judge  of 
their  wfshCS  than  others  were;  it  was  for  them  to 
judge  and  not  him.  The  report  on  the  subject  was 
signed  by  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  was  made  on  the  13th  of  February. 
An  order  had  previously  been  introduced  by  Al- 
dermr.ii  Cowdin  upon  the  expediency  of  abolish- 
in-- all  lout-tolls.  IT) at  was  referred  to  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  ferry,  who  made  a  report  upon  the 
amount  of  receipts  from  all  sources.  By  this  it 
appeared  that  by  the  abolition  of  tolls  on  foot 
passengers  there  "would  be  left  on  the  receipts  for 
six  months  but  $35,000,  or  about  5<70,000  a  year. 
The  cost  of  taking  tolls  would  amount  to  $10,000 
or  >f  11,000,  which  would  reduce  the  amount  of  re- 
ceipts to  some  861,000. 

1  his  Mim  would  be  the  enormous  amount  to  be 
received  from  kite  ferries,  on  the  proposition  to 
abolish  tbe  loot-tolls,  which  eveiy  one  admits 
would  he  but  just.  In  considering  it,  they  thought 
they  might  as  well  make  a  clean  thing  through- 
out, and  abolish  all  tolls.  He  believed  the  meas- 
ure had  been  ?arefully  considered  on  its  merits 
and  bearings,  and  that  if  submitted  to  the  popular 
1  ote  of  the  city,  i^  would  be  carried.  Some  capi- 
ta,ists  might,  not  vote  for  it.  lie  did  not  agree 
b  .In  gentleman  from  Ward  10  that  tne  friends 
of  Hi"  measure  bad  attempted  to  present  ar.y  one 
lroui  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  subject.  If 
there  had  been  any  filibustering  on  the  subject  it 
not  their  fault.  No  sooner  had  the  question 
been  reached  than  a  motion  was  made  to  adjourn. 
Hte  admitted  there  was  a.  large  attendance  in  the 
g  illciies  from  Fast  Bostou,  which  showed  the  in- 
i  enst  of  the  people  -  n  tne  subject,  and  it  was  not 
astiange  thing  in  legislative  boiies,  as  they  had 
occasion  to  kuow  that,  the  officers  rapped  to  pre- 
vent applause,  hut  that  was  no  evidence  that  the 
people  Wished  to  gag  a  question. 

ibis  incisure  was  a  step  forward  in  abolishing 
all  restrictions  upon  travel,  and  he  was  prepared 
to  vote  for  it.  If  other  gentlemen  were  not  pre- 
pared, it  was  not  his  fault.  The  measure  had  been 
in  one  branch  or  the  other  since  January,  and  he 
was  not  responsible  for  it,  but  was  willing  to  vote 
for  it,  and  take  the  consequences  with  his  con- 
stituents, lie  believed  that  it  would  be  approved 
by  tbe  people.  He  should  make  no  objection  to 
i  reference,  but, instead  of  reference  to  the  whole 
Council  it  should  be  to  the  Ferry  Committee.  It 
could  be  freely  heard  before  that  committee.  If  it 
was  but  half  a  committee,  as  had  been  said,  the 
Common  Council  was  but  the  tail  end  of  the  City 
(rovernment. 

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  5  rose  to  a  question  of  order, 
that  it  was  not  in  order  to  call  the  Common  Coun- 
cil the  tail  end  of  the  City  Government. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  in  one  sense  it  was,  but  perbans 
it  was  not  proper  for  him  to  say  so.  If  he  recol- 
lected rightly,  the  committee  hail  been  alluded  to 
as  biassed.  He  did  not  doubt  the  committee 
would  make  up  their  minds  without  prejudice, 
and  would  be  willing  to  hear  and  make  up  their 
minds  on  what  they  heard. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  ward  8  said  it  was  but  a  reason- 
able request  which  was  made,  and  it  was  not 
right  to  disregard  the  petitions  of  th  ese  gentlemen, 
who  wished  to  be  heard  on  the  subject.  He  was 
decidedly  in  favor  of  a  hearing  in  a  committee  of 
the  whole  Council.  The  question  in  relation  to 
abolishing  tolls  had  been  for  many  years  Defore  the 
people,  and  many  are  desirous  of  'information  on 
the  subject.  It  was  not  that  he  had  not  confidence 
iu  the  Committee  on  Ferries,  but  he  favored  a  ful- 
ler reference;  yet  the  Committee  had  unquestion- 
ably made  up  tueir  minds  on  the  subject.  If  they 
had  received  evidence  which  led  to  their  making 
an  unanimous  report,  the  Council  was  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  kind  of  evidence.  If  so,  all 
will  be  convinced,  and  there  will  be  an  unanimous 
vote  for  free  ferries.  In  no  other  way  could  they 
come  to  a  right  conclusion  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  1  had  got  into  a  slough  of  misapprehension 
of  his  remarks;  he  did  not  deny  that  he  was  not 
able  to  judge  or  represent  the  wishes  of  his  con- 
stituents on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  said  he  hoped  this  subject 


would  not  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Council,  for  no  gain  would  be  derived  from  it.  It 
should  go  to  tbe  regular  committee  as  in  other 
cases,  who  can  give  a  hearing  to  all  parties.  If 
members  of  the  Council  wish  to  hear,  they  can  at- 
tend an  I  hear  better  than  if  they  were  on  the 
committee;  better  than  if  tbey  were  compelled  to 
hear  it.  Charges  had  been  made  against  the  com- 
mittee that  they  were  already  pledged  to  tree  fer- 
ries; as  a  member  of  the  committeehe  felt  that, 
he.  was  open  to  conviction,  and  was  willing  to  hear 
any  argument  of  those  who  were  opposed  to  free 
ferries. 

Mr  smith  of  Ward  10  wished  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Committee  on  Ferries  was  a 
Joint  Committee;  but  if  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee now,  it  must  be  as  a  Special  Committee 
of  the  Council.  There  was  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Council. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  he  desired  to  say  that 
he  was  opposed  to  reference  to  any  committee,  on 
principle,  as  unprecedented,  and  will  be  shown  to 
be  evil  in  all  future  time.  He  was  not  prepared  to 
say  that  be  should  oppose  tbe  friends  of  the  meas- 
ure favorable  to  a  reference.  If  a  reference  was 
to  be  made,  it  should  be  to  the  Ferry  Committee, 
and  not  to  any  other. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  said  that  on  account  of  a 
petition  being  presented  by  him  for  a  hearing,  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  1  '  had  reprimanded  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  circulating  petitions 
and  obtaining  signatures  to  such  petitions.  So 
far  as  related  to  himself,  he  did  not  give  up  his 
citizenship  when  he  accepted  office  as  a  member 
of  the  Common  Council.  He  designed  to  do  bis 
duty  for  tbe  best  interests  of  the  city,  and  that 
duty  was  to  report  to  persons  who  took  an  intei- 
est  in  the  actions  of  the  Council.  The  result  of 
that  action  was  that  parties  got  up  a  petition  for 
u  hearing  before  the  Council.  It  was  a  respectful 
and  respectable  petition.  No  reason  had  been 
heard  from  tbe  Committee  on  Ferries  for  their 
action,  and  they  never  gave  a  notice  nor  a  hearing 
on  whatjtbey  were  doing.  The  subject  of  free  fer- 
ries was  never  before  them  properly;  the  question 
was  simply  a  petition  to  abolish  tb«  long  tolls,  and 
the  least  that  should  be  done  in  this  case  is  that 
the  petitiou  should  go  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Council. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  the  sub'ect  came  before  the 
committee  under  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men. 

Mr.  Webster  replied  that  he  did  not  know  of 
such  an  order. 

Mr.  Barnes  said  he  desired  not  to  he  misunder- 
stood ;  he  did  not  hud  fault  with  members  for  pre- 
senting the  petitions. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question,  that  as  motions 
had  been  made  for  reference  to  two  different  com- 
mittees, under  the  rules  the  reference  to  a  stand- 
ing committee  would  have  the  precedence. 

Mr.  Kobnins  of  Ward  8,  as  a  fair  understanding 
of  tbe  matter,  wished  t  >  suggest  that  in  referring 
to  the  standing  committee,  the  live  members  bad 
already  made  up  their  mind. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  I  said  be  wished  to  set  him- 
self right  in  this  matter,  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ferries.  He  admitted  that  he  had  made 
up  his  mind  as  to  the  right  and  justice  and  equity 
of  the  measure,  vet  he  was  not  prepared  to  admit 
that  he  could  not  listen  to  argument  on  the  sub- 
ject. If  there  was  to  be  a  hearing,  he  was  just  as 
well  qualified  to  hear  and  decide  as  any  other 
member.  Tbe  senior  member  of  the  Council  was 
on  that  committee,  but  no  one  would  deny  that  he 
was  biassed  on  the  subject.  Many  things  might  be 
said  on  this  subject,  which  he  might  say  at  some 
other  time.  He  knew  well  why  the  petitiou  had 
been  brought  here,  and  might  some  time  say  some- 
thing on  the  subject.  Reference  should  be  made 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Ferries,  who  would  bring 
in  a  report  in  accordance  with  the  hearing,  wheth- 
er it  was  in  their  favor  or  not. 

The  Chair  again  stated  the  question. 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  offered  a  substitute  for 
the  order  under  consideration. 

The  Chair  remarked  that  it  was  merely  a  dupli- 
cate of  that  before  the  Council. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a  question  of  order, 
that  a  call  of  the  roll  hail  been  ordered. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  it  was  not  too  late  to  offer 
an  amendment,  the  call  not  having  commenced. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  moved  tnat  the  substitute 
be  laid  on  the  table. 

Mr.  O'Brien  called  for  a  reading  of  the  substi- 
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tute,  upon  which  the  Chair  remarked  that  it  was 
the  same  as  under  consideration,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  date,  '2d  -May  instead  of  1st  Mav. 

Mr.  O'Brien  said  he  offered  it  as  the  only  way  in 
which  it  could  he  referred  to  the  .Joint  Committee 
and  be  considered    by  them  as  new  business. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  it  could  not  be  received  as 
differing  materially  from  the  order  under  consid- 
eration. 

the  question  was  taken  on  the  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Ferries,  which  was  lost  by  a  vote  of 
31  yeas.  32  nays  ;  the  President  voting  "nay"  on  a 
tie  vte.    The  \ote  was  as  follows:

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  MILK 

The  annual  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Milk  was 
presented,  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

The  statistics  show  the  number  of  cows  kept 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  including  Dorchester, 
to  be  1387;  in  city  proper,  34;  Ward  lti,  637;  High- 
lands, 440;  South  Boston,  115;  East  Boston,  161. 
ISumber  of  persons  who  keep  but  one  cow,  323. 
Wholesale  dealers  in  milk  registered  last  year, 
including  those  who  distribute  from  carriages  and 
those  who  keep  more  than  one  cow,  198;  whol  i 
number  of  wholesale  dealers  registered,  1221; 
number  now  in  the  business,  501 ;  number  selliug 
from  carriage0,  246;  small  wholesale  dealers,  255; 
retailers  recorded  since  last  report,  159;  number 
recorded,  2967. 

The  whole  supply  of  milk  to  the  city  is  23,316 
gallons  daily,  at  a  cost  to  consumers  of  $7,927  44. 
Yearly  supply,  8,510,340,  at  a  cost  of  $2,893,515. 

The  number  of  samples  of  milk  inspected  last 
year,  1700;  not  adulterated,  1090;  more  or  less 
adulterated,  610;  analyzed  by  chemist,  20;  average 
amount  of  adulteration  in  cases  analyzed,  32.40; 
largest  amount,  50>£  ;  least  adulteration,  21 ;  whole 
number  of  cases  analyzed  to  date,  253 ;  six  com- 
plaints and  convictions  have  been  made  in  the 
Municipal  Court,  and  ten  convictions  in  the  Supe- 
rior Court,  and  there  were  two  settled.  Of  the 
whole  number  of  comolaints  in  court  to  date,  206, 
69  have  not  been  convicted. 

The  expenses  of  this  office  have  amounted  to 
$335  33;  and  the  fines  and  costs  paid  into  the 
courts  have  amounted  to  $502  33. 

The  Inspector  gives  a  history  of  the  legislation 
in  relation  to  the  inspection  of  milk,  and  the 
establishment  of  his  office  in  1859,  and  quotes  from 
his  last  year's  report  a  description  of  the  classes 
of  milk  cans  and  their  capacity,  which  are  used  in 
the  milk  trade,  nine  quarts  and  a  pint,  by  the  trade 
in  Worcester  county  and  bv  some  in  the  vicinity 
of  Boston,  and  eight  quarts  and  a  half-pint  mostly 
used  on  th<*  Fitchburg,  Lowell  and  Eastern  Rail- 
roads. A  record  of  the  weather  for  each  month  is 
given,  as  affecting  the  supply  of  milk,  in  the  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  feed.  At'the  beginning  of  the 
year,  in  April,  the  prices  fixed  upon  by  dealers 
were  the  same  as  on  the  previous  year. 

In  cases  oi  deteriorated  or  old  milk,  a  change  of 
milkmen  occasionally  is  recommended  as  working 
wonders.  During  the  month  of  June,  at  one  of 
the  milk  stations  every  can  of  one  large  dairy  was 
fouud  more  or  less  extended  with  water.  This  is 
found  to  be  resorted  to  sometimes  when  the  supply 
of  milk  diminishes,  and  is  admitted  in  some  cases. 
When  Boston  milkmen  extend  their  milk  it  is 
done  on  more  scientific  principles.  In  July  there 
was  a  decrease  in  the  supply  of  milk  from  the  hot 
and  dry  weather,  and  a  still  greater  decrease  in 
August,  which  was  made  up  to  sjme  extent  by 
adulteration.  Condensed  milk,  and  a  supply  from 
quarters  where  the  milk  had  previously  been  sent 
to  cheese  factories,  helped  to  increase  the  supply. 

On  the  last  of  September  at  a  meeting  of  milk 
producers  it  was  determined  to  continue  the  pre- 
vious winter  prices,  adding  one  month  more 
to  the  winter  rates.  In  the  last  week  of  October 
the  supply  of  milk  became  more  abundant,  and 
freer  from  adulteration,    in  January  the  demand 
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was  lessened  on  account  of  fear  from  the  cattle 
disease,  and  the  Inspector  recommends  as  a  good 
rule,  to  refrain  from  using;  milk  when  the  taste 
and  smell  are  unpleasant,  appearances  not  indi- 
cating so  clearly  disease.  No  specimens  of  milk 
from  diseased  cows  were  obtained  for  examina- 
tion, although  efforts  were  made  to  obtain  them. 

An  extract  is  made  from  the  report  of  Dr.  Oliver 
E.  Wiggiu,  Inspector  of  Milk  in  Providence,  R.  I., 
in  hints  to  consumers.  In  the  statement  Dr.  Wig- 
gin  states  that  there  is  less  difference  in  the  nu- 
tritive qualities  of  milk  and  of  meat  than  is  gener- 
ally supposed,  and  helieyes  that  a  gi eater  use  of 
milk  would  be  advantageous  and  economical. 
Milk  at  fifteen  cents  hecovsiders  as  economical 
as  corned  beef  at  seventeen  cents;  milk  at  ten  or 
twelve  cents  is  the  cheapest  food  that  can  be  used. 

The  supplv  of  milk  is  put  down  as  follows:  from 
Westborough  and  neighborhood,  over  the  Boston 
&  Albany  Railroad,  2500  cans  dai!v,  which  arrives 
in  the  night,  for  morning  distribution.  The  Fit-«  * 
burg,  Lowell,  Haitford  &  Erie  aud  Eastern  bring 
a  large  portion  of  the  milk.  For  the  encourage- 
ment of  consumers  it  is  stated  that  by  a  recent  de- 
cision of  the  Municipal  Court,  if  a  milk  dealer  is 
in  the  daily  practice  of  selling  to  his  customers 
adulterated  milk,  the  amount  of  his  bill  is  not  re- 
coveraole  in  a  court  of  justice.  A  tabular  state- 
ment is  given  of  the  analysis  of  milk  made  from 
samples  furnished  to  James  F.  Babcoek,  Analytical 
Chemist.  No  adulteration  was  iound  except  water 
with  occasionally  a  little  salt  or  caramel,  to  slight- 
ly alter  the  color  of  the  milk.

There  were  bills  lodged  with  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  same  quarter  for  collec- 
tion amounting  to  $8106  36.

The  order  for  the  .Mayor  to  withdraw  from  the 
Legislature  the  petition  of  the  city  of  Boston  for  a 
public  park  was  considered. 

Alderman  Cowdin  made  a  request  of  the  chair- 
man of  Committee  on  Legislative  Business  for  in- 
formation on  the  subject." 

Alderman  1'ierce  stated  that  it  was  well  known 
that  the  citizens  at  the  last  election  made  an  ex- 
pression of  their  wishes  in  favor  of  a  public  park, 
and  a  commission  was  appointed  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  last  City  Oovcrnment  to  present  the 
draft  of  a  bill  for  a  public  park  to  the  Legislature. 
The  Committee  on  Legislative  Business  therefore 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  subject,  and  he  though' 
it  would  noi  be  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of 
the  citizens  to  withdraw  the  petition  from  the  Leg- 
islature. 

Even  should  the  petition  be  withdrawn,  the  Leg- 
islature may  act  upon  the  subject  as  they  may 
deem  best,  and  its  withdrawal  would  not  affect 
their  right  so  to  do.  'the  (Jovernor.  in  his  annual 
address  to  the  Legislatuie,  recommended  to  their 
consideration  the  laying  out  of  public  parks,  and 
this  recommendation  was  referred  to  the  Joint 
Judiciary  Committee  for  their  action.  So  that  it 
would  appear,  ♦hat  while  it  would  place  the  city  in 
au  awkward  position  to  pass  the  order,  it  would 
not  take  the  subject  from  the  action  of    the  LeglS- 
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lature.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  Board  would 
not  concur  in  the  passage  of  the  order,  as  by  with- 
drawing the  petition  tlie  puidic  will,  as  expressed 
in  favor  of  a  park,  would  he  disregarded. 

Alderman  Oowdui  moved  that  the  Board  adhere 
to  its  action  in  the  passage  of  th3  original  order. 
As  the  representatives  of'  the  people  at  large,  who 
had  declared  by  a  la-ge  majority  in  favor  of  a  pub- 
lic park,  they  should  carry  out  the  wishes  of  their 
constituents  and  send  back  the  order  to  the  other 
branch,  which  on  due  consideration  may  change 
their  action.

$43,780,  were  passed. 

The  following  order  was  also  passed,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  committee : 

Ordered,  That  the  expense  of  widentng  Wash- 
ington street,  according  to  the  resolve  and  order 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners, 
March  27,1871,  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Laying  Out  and  Widening  Streets. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Streets,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order 
requesting  His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  petition  the 
Legislature  to  amend  the  acts  relating  to  laying 
out  streets  in  the  Koxbury  and  Dorchester  dis- 
tricts, made  a  report  that  the  order  ought  not  to 
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pass.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
rejected. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  to  consider  the  expediency  of  accepting 
Hunneman  street  as  a  public  highway,  made  a  re- 
port recommending  that  the  order  bs  referred  to 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners.    Accepted. 

Alderman  1'ierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Har- 
bor, on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  ]  etition  ol'F.  J.&S.  L. 
Ward,  for  leave  to  remove  beach  gravel  from  a 
portion  of  Spectacle  Island,  made  a  report  rec- 
ommending the  passage  of  the  accompanying  or- 
der: 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  F.  J.  &  S.  L.  Ward  be 
permitted,  under  the  direction  of  the  Harboi|Mas- 
ter,  to  remove  by  dredging,  or  otherwise,  the 
gravel  immediately  surrounding  their  wharf  on 
Spectacle  Island,  for  the  purpose  of  avowing  a 
convenient  passage  for  vessels  to  and  from  said 
wharf. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Ac- 
couuts,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order  of  the 
School  Committee  requesting  the  City  Council  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  consolidating  the  five 
appropriations  for  schools  into  two,  with  the  re- 
port of  the  Com  tuittee  on  Public  Instruction  there- 
on, made  a  report  that  there  is  no  action  necessary 
thereon,  as  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  has  made  a 
new  arrangement  of  said  appropriations  for  the 
coming  financial  year.    Accepted.

An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Common  Council 
was  held  this  evening  at  7>£  o'clock,  Matthias 
Rich,  the  President,  in  lhe  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  quarterly  reports  of  the  Superintendents  of 
S'reets  ami  of'  Health,  of  Paymaster  of  State  Ai.i, 
and  of  Inspectors  ol"  Ballast  Lighters  were  sever- 
ally ordered  to  i>e  placed  on  tile. 

lhe  petition  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Aits  was  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  reports  referring  the  order  on  the  expedi- 
ency of  accepting  Hunneman  street  to  the  Boaid 
of  Street  Commissioners,  were  concurred  in. 

The  ^port  (no  action  necessary)  on  the  order 
concerning  the  consolidation  of  the  five  school  ap- 
propriations into  two  was  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  passed,  in 
coneurrenee :

to  the  General  Court,  in  relation  to  Public  Parks, 
came  up  for  consideration. 


Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  moved  that  the  Council 
adhere  to  its  former  vote. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  inquired  the  effect  of  the 
vote. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  would  remove  it  from 
the  Council,  while  if  not  passed,  it  would  leave 
the  question  open  for  a  subsequent  motion.

Drs.  Read,  Bartlett,  Fabyan  and  Greene  were 
declared  to  oe  elected  in  concurrence,  and  Dr.

The  following  orders  were  also  passed  : 
An  order  that  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Li- 
brary report  on  the  expediency  of  establishing  a 
branch  library  in  the  Highland  District. 

Order  that  there  be  paid  on  the  draft  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  thirty-two 
dollars  and  eighty  cents,  to  cover  a  deficit  in  the 
accounts  of  that  Board,  caused  by  larceny  from 
the  Secretary's  office. 

Order  to  pay  Company  G,  1st  Regiment,  for  ar- 
mory at  corner  of  Union  and  Marshal  streets, 
$194  31  in  addition  to  the  amount  heretofore  or- 
dered. 

AUDITOR'S   ESTIMATES  AND    APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  order  relating  to  the  specific  appropriation 
for  the  financial  year187l-72;  and  the  order  laying  a 
specific  tax  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  city  of 
Boston  and  county  of  Suffolk  for  the  financial 
year  1871-72,  also  to  pay  the  State  tax.  (printed 
City  Document,  No.  23,  1871.)  were  considered. 

Ou  motion  of  Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14,  the  Auditor 
was  rtquested  to  explain  any  matters  connnected 
with  the  appropriations  which  may  require  ex- 
planation. 

The  order  relating  to  the  specific  appropriation 
was  read,  and  the  several  items  of  appropriations 
were  separately  considered. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  to  strike  out  the 
item  for  Contingent  Funds,  amounting  to  $9000, 
$3000  for  expenses  of  joint  standing  and  special 
committees  not  having  charge  of  appropriations, 
and  $2000  each  for  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
mon Council  departments. 

Mr.  Stone  of  "Ward  5  asked  whether  there  was 
any  reason  for  striking  it  out. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  II  wished  the  Auditor  to 
explain  this  matter,  for  he  baa  understood  these 
items  never  came  up  for  the  action  of  the  City 
Council  in  this  shape  before. 
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Mr.  Turner,  the  Auditor,  said  in  answer  to  the 
question,  that  in  relation  to  the  hills  tor  which  the 
amount  appropriated  for  Contingent  Funds  is  to 
meet— they  have  heretofore  been  incurred  by 
committees,  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  charged 
to  the  appiopriation  for  Incidental  Expenses,  'ihe 
present  Mayor,  in  looking  over  the  question,  be- 
came fully  convinced  that  the  method  which  had 
heen  pursued  was,  to  say  the  least,  highly  objec- 
tionable, and  had  only  custom,  as  it  had  been 
pursued  for  a  long  time,  to  justify  it;  but  as  there 
was  no  lav/  whatever  for  him  to  fall  back  on,  he 
therefore  declined  to  continue  the  practice.  Upon 
lull  consideration  and  consultation  he  thought 
the  proposed  method  one  which  should  be  trted 
and  was  open  and  above  board. 

The  expenses  charged  under  this  head  have  been 
growing  from  a  small  sum  at  the  time  the  city  was 
established  until  for  the  financial  year  ending 
April  30,  1870,  they  amounted  to  $33,708  88,  and  for 
the  present  financial  year  to  $17,050  13.  ihe  com- 
mittee to  meet  this  class  of  expenses  now  propose 
the  sum  of  #9000,  and  make  it  a  legitimate  ex- 
penditure and  not  pursue  the  course  of  making  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  assume  the  approval  of  commit- 
tees' expenses  or  bringing  the  alternative  upon 
him  of  bemg  in  collision  with  that  portion  of  the 
City  Council  who  incur  the  expenses  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  and  have  no  appropriation 
to  which  they  may  be  charged.  The  item  for  the 
Mayor  of  $2000  is  for  the  purpose  of  entertaining 
distinguished  visitors  and  extending  to  them  the 
In  spitalities  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Dickinson  wished  to  know,  if  these  provis- 
ions were  allowed  to  stand,  whether  there  was 
any  reason  why  appropriations  could  not  be  made 
as  heretofore. 

'Ihe  Auditor  stated  that  the  chairman  of  the 
cciminitree  on  the  part  ot  the  Council  had  amend- 
ments to  pxopose,  which  would  require  the  assent 
ot  the  Mayor  as  well  as  the  presiding  officer  of 
each  nranch  to  appropriations  from  this  Contin- 
gent Fund. 

Mr.  Dickinson  further  inquired,  on  the  supposi- 
tion that  this  appropriation  should  prove  to  be 
not  sufficient,  how  they  would  be  able  to  get  ah  ng 
with  the  §9000  and  whether  there  was  any  reason 
why  they  should  not  appropriate  as  before. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  in  such  a  case,  as  in 
others  of  deficiencies,  it  must  be  met  by  transfers, 
and  the  same  course  must  be  pursued'  in  the  ap- 
proval of  the  bills. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  advocated  striking  out  the 
item.    Lost. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  to  insert  at  the  end  of  the 
item  of  appropriation  for  Contingent  Expenses  of 
the  Common  Council  "for  the  payment  of  sixty- 
four  badges  for  members  of  the  Common  Council, 
$1024."    " 

Mr.  Smith  stated,  in  suDport  of  the  amendment, 
that  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  Council 
voted  to  procure  badges.  Kor  himself  he  did  not 
care  anything  about  the  badges,  but  he  wished  the 
new  members  to  be  provided  with  them.  To  meet 
the  expense  it  was  said  that  they  would  wait  until 
the  Appropriation  bill  for  the  new  financial  year 
should  come  up,  when  it  would  be  paid  out  of  this 
fund.  He  did  not  wish  to  have  the  expense  paid 
out  of  this  fund,  but  to  put  the  question  fairly  and 
squarely  to  the  Council  for  the  payment  directly. 
If  it  is  to  be  decided,  it  should  not  be  in  a  sneaking 
manner,  but  in  a  fair  and  honest  way.  If  the 
amendment  should  be  adopted,  he  should  move  to 
deduct  the  amount  from  the  appropriation  for 
Incidental  Expenses. 
The  amendment  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  11  moved  to  amend  by  mak- 
ing the  appropriation  for  the  Council  Contingent 
Expenses  .$5000  instead  of  $2000.  If  $2000  was  to 
be  expended  in  eating,  he  thought  sixty-four  men 
could  eat  more  than  twelve. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  inquired  if  committees 
were  not  already  provided  for  in  the  first  item. 

Mr.  Winch  stated  that  if  the  Mayor  and  the 
Hoard  of  Aldermen  were  to  be  provided  each  with 
$2000,  there  should  be  allowed  to  the  Council  a 
sum  more  in  proportion  to  their  numbers.  The 
motion  to  make  the  sum  $5000  was  carried. 

Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14  moved  to  add  the  words 
".Mayor  and"  before  "Chairman"  and  "President," 
so  as  to  require  the  approval  of  the  Mayoi  as  well 
as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen' and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Common  Council  in  the  approval  of 
bills  paid  out  of  these  Contingent  Funds. 

Mr.  .smith  of  Ward  10  said  be  had  no  objection 
if  a  similar  approval  should  be  required',  iu  appro- 
priations from  the  Mayor's  funds,  of  one  of  the 
other  officers;  he  thought  they  should  have  con- 


fidence enough  in  the  President  pf  the  Council  in 
the  approval  of  bills,  and  believed  this  amend- 
ment unnecessary  and  uncalled  for. 

.Mr.  Noycs  asked  what  difference  it  would  make 
as  to  the  usual  custom.  Hereto  lore  the  approval 
of  the  M.ivoi  anil  of  the  1  icsident  of  the  Council 
had  not  been  required  in  the  payment  ol  the  lulls, 
and  mis  was  the  same.  Tuere  was  uo  reason  why 
this  should  be  brought  in,  for  there  was  uo  differ- 
ence from  the  practice  heretofore.  If  legal  with- 
out, he  could  not  see  what  need  there  was  of  this 
provision,  and  he  hoped  it  would  not  prevail. 

The  Auditor  replied  that  this  provision  was  put 
in  to  make  it  legal,  under  a  doubt  about  the  pre- 
vious practice. 

Air.  Winch  wished  to  know  whether,  if  these 
bills  9re  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the  Hoard 
and  by  the  President  of  tae  Council  iu  the  cases 
in  each  branch,  they  are  not  as  legal  as  they  are 
when  approved  by  the  chairman  ol  any  committee 
The  Chair  stated  that  in  the  appioval  of  hills  by 
the  chairman  of  a  committee,  they  are  not  ap- 
proved only  by  him,  but  by  the  .Mayor. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  passatre  of  the  order 
making;  the  annual  appropriations  did  not  carry 
with  it  the  authority  to  expend  the  same  without 
further  legislation  by  the  bodies  who  had  control 
of  the  same,  unless  expressly  authorized  by  ordi- 
nance, or  in  the  case  of  committees,  to  whom  is 
given  the  joint  rules  and  orders,  and  the  rules  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  authority  to  expend  some 
not  exceediug  $200.  and  the  other  $500  for  an  ex- 
press purpose.  On  all  orders  authorizing  the  ex- 
penditure of  money  chargeable  to  any  appropria- 
tion, it  has  to  receive  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
to  make  it  legal. 

Mr.  Smith  referred  to  transactions  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Suffolk  Street  District^  in  the  ap- 
proval of  bills. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  an  appropriation  was 
made  for  that  district,  and  the  committee  were 
authorized  to  make  appropriations  under  it  to 
expend  sums  not  exceeding  $1000  without  coming; 
to  the  City  Council,  and  that  order  received  the 
approvai  of  the  Mayor. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  wished  to 
make  an  inquiry,  it  was  simply  to  make  the 
payments  of  money  legal  in  form,  and  not  for  the 
purpose  of  putting  "restrictions  upon  payments. 

The  Chair  stated  that  by  the  explanations  of  the 
Auditor,  it  was  to  make  the  payments  legal. 
The  amendments  were  adopted. 
Mr.  Smith  moved  to  amend  the  appropriation 
for  Incidental  Expenses,  by  deducting  from  it  the 
sum  added  to  the  Council  Contingent  Expenses, 
making  it  $86,976. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  to  amend  by 
making  the  sum  $50,000-  That  amount  he  thought 
should  ne  as  much  as  an  economical  government 
could  get  through  with. 

Ihe  latter  amendment  was  lost,  and  that  of  Mr- 
Smith  was  carried. 

In  the  items  for  Meant  Hope  Cemetery,  Mr. 
Smith  moved  to  strike  out  $5000  for  new  green- 
house and  office. 

Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  inquired  the  reasons 
for  the  motion. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  believed  the  whole  thing  was 
a  humbug  from  beginning  to  end.  A  graveyard 
was  not  exactly  a  matter  for  joking,  but  the  whole 
matter  of  the  management  of  this  cemetery  was 
in  giving  away  lots  for  less  than  they  cost  with 
the  improvements.  It  is  the  only  cemetery  in  the 
city  which  does  uot  pay  expenses.  Besides  the 
appropriation  for  care  and  improvement,  which 
in  this  order  is  $16,000,  all  of  the  income  from  the 
sale  of  lots  is  sunk  in  this  miserable  place.  It 
was  the  most  iniquitous  thing  under  the  City 
Government,  and  the  biggest  humbug. 

Last  year  there  was  a  committee  appointed  to 
investigate  the  management  of  the  cemetery,  and 
he  happened  to  be  on  the  committee.  They  were 
satisfied  that  the  policy  in  its  management  was 
bad,  but  thought  it  not  advisable,  to  make  a  report. 
When  they  come  here  year  after  year  for  appro- 
priations, it  is  asking  too  much;  it  is  wasting 
money  every  day,  and  it  is  a  perfect  sink  of  money. 
He  could  not  see  why  they  should  buy  land  and 
beautify  it  to  sell  it  at  a  dead  loss.  The  less  pr<q>- 
erty  they  had,  the  greater  were  the  expenses  in  the 
care  of  it.  It  requires  more  men  to  take  care  of 
it,  and  several  miles  of  walks  more  are  added 
every  year.  The  matter  was  growing  worse  every 
vear,  and  if  it  could  not  be  taken  care  of  for 
$16,000,  they  should  sell  it  out. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  wished  to  know  if  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  green  house  had  been  asked 
tor. 
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Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  replied  that  it  was 
asked  for  by  the  Trustee.*.  The  trouble  with  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  10,  who  was  on  the  commit- 
tee, was  that  he  was  so  much  impressed  with  the 
Catholic  cemetery  in  that  vicinity  that  he  could 
not  see  this  one  with  its  necessities.  If  the  city 
would  onlv  appropriate  enough  to  beautily  the 
cemetery,  it  can  he  made  more  attractive,  and  he 
placed  iii  a  better  condition  in  a  sale  of  lots. 

.Mr.  Winch  wished  to  know  if  the  Committee  on 
Cemeteries  recommended  this  appropriation. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  the  answer  could  be 
found  on  page  47,  City  Document  19,  where  it  au- 
pears  that  tap  Trustees  ask  for  this  appropriation, 
hut  the  committee  do  not  approve  cf  it. 

Mr.  Kobinson  of  Ward  11  saul  the  subject  of  the 
request  of  theTrustees  came  before  the  committee, 
but  it  did  not  pass.  Since  then  the  committee  had 
visited  the  cemetery,  but  had  not  arrived  at  the 
conclusion  yet  to  lepoit  in  favor  of  it.  lie  was 
nnt  in  favor  id'  the  appropriation  for  several  rea- 
sons, but  particularly  because  it  is  not  enough. 
It  is  not  worth  while  to  authorize  an  expenditure 
ot  $51)00  when  ir  is  certain  that  the  job  will  run  up 
to  $10,000  or  $15,000. 

Air.  Moulton  of  Ward  Osaidthe  gentleman  ap- 
peared to  be  scared.  The  Trustees  talked  over  the 
matter  of  the  appropriation,  aDd  voted  unani- 
mously to  ask  for  it.  He  should  be  ashamed  to 
vote  for  striking  out  the  appropriation. 

.Mr.  Winch  said  $5000  would  not  be  enough  for 
the  greenheuse  and  office.  The  party  who  makes 
the  plans  is  of  that  opinion,  but  remarks  that  if 
no  more  can  be  had,  thev  can  cut  the  coat  accord- 
ing to  the  cloth.  He  would  not  vote  for  anything 
which  would  warrant  an  expenditure  or  $15,00u  or 
more. 

.Mr.  long  of  Ward  8  stated  that  some  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  were  in  favor  of  the 
appiopriati  in.  The  office  is  now  in  the  centre  of 
the  grounds,  and  it  was  important  to  have  it  near 
the  entrance.  Many  parties  come  there  because 
the  lots  are  cheaper  than  elsewhere,  and  it  is  ae- 
sirable  to  make  it  attractive  to  draw  others  there, 
with  a  prospect  of  making  it  pay  better.  With 
the  greenhouse  and  the  office  near  the  entrance  it 
would  improve  rhe  cemetery  very  much. 

Mr.  Winch  said  that  this  appropriation  of  $16,000 
was  virtually  but  half  the  cost  of  taking  care  of 
the  place.  The  receipts  of  $14,000  or  $15,000  last 
year  for  lots  vvere  also  expeuded,  and  were  so 
much  additional  to  the  cost.  If  the  expenditures 
were  to  go  on  in  this  way  every  vear  without  in- 
creasing the  receipts,  it  was  time  to  stop. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  11  said  that  was  just  his  idea, 
that  itwas  lame  to  stop.  The  simple  business  is  to 
induce  people  to  buy  lots  in  the  cemetery  at  rhe 
loss  of  the  city.  He  did  not  understand  that  it 
was  for  any  other  purpose  than  to  comply  with  the 
law  in  providing  a  place  of  burial  for  the  poor  peo- 
ple, a  nd  it  could  not  be  expected  that  the  city 
would  make  money  in  competition  with  any  other 
cemetery.  They  comply  with  the  ordinance  in 
providing  Tor  the  poor,  but  it  could  not  be  sup- 
posed they  would  go  into  competition  with  Mount 
Auburn.  An  expense  of  near  $40,000  would  be  in- 
curred yearly  to  attract  customers,  and  yet  all  the 
time  it  is  leading  the  city  into  debt,  for  the  ex- 
penses were  constantly  increasing  as  the  place  is 
enlarged  and  improved. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  1  said  if  this  cemetery  was 
got  up  for  the  benefit  of  poor  people,  they  should 
not  object  to  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  or  $15,000 
for  its  improvement  or  beautifying.  Poor  people 
have  hearts  as  well  as  rich  people.  This  is  one  of 
the  greatest  benefits  of  it  that  it  is  a  cemetery 
where  they  can  buy  lots  cheap,  and  with  its  beau- 
titication  it  goes  towards  a  relief  of  their  woes  and 
griefs.  No  one,  should  raise  his  \ oice  against  such 
an  appropriation. 

The  motion  to  strike  out  the  appropriation  was 
lost— 21  to  23. 

On  the  item  for  support  of  schools,  Mr.  Smith 
inquired  how  much  it  was  over  that  of  last   year. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  on  an  investigation  of 
the  pay-roll,  it  was  found  that  a  reduction  of 
$2fi,700  could  he  made  without  impairing  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  schools.  This  was  an  increase  of 
$75,000  over  the  appropriation  of  last  year,  while 
it  should  be  considered  that  $20,000  were  trans- 
ferred to  meet,  the  additional  expenses  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Flyun  of  Ward  7  inquired  about  the  appro- 
priation for  Sealers  ot  Weights  and  Measures. 

The  Auditor  stated  that  after  the  passage  of  the 
appropriation  order  last  year,  an  additional  Sealer 
was  appointed  lor  the  Koxbury  and  Dorchester 


District,  and  the  amount  sufficient  to  meet  the  ad- 
ditional expense  was  met  by  transfer,  and  that  the 
sum  now  asked  for  was  less  than  the  total  voted 
for  the  present  year. 

The  several  items  which  were  passed  upon  were 
now  passed  as  a  whole,  and  the  orders  uiakine  the 
specific  appropriations  and  laying  a  tax  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  city  for  the  financial  year 
1871-72  were  passed. 

The  orders  and  appropriations  are  as  follows: 
An  order  relating  to  the  specific  appropriations 
for  the  finaucial  year  1871-72: 
It  is  hereby  ordered  by  the  City  Council,  That  to 
defray  the  expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  cbuutv  of  Suffolk,  for  the  financial  year  which 
will  commence  witu  the  first  day  of  May,  1871,  and 
end  with  the  last  day  of  April,  i872,  the  following 
sums  of  money  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
spectively appropriated  for  the  objects  and  pur- 
poses as'explained  in  the  Auditor  of  Accounts' 
Estimates,  City  Document  No.  19,  1871,  and  in  the 
applications  of  the  varioyus  committees  and  boards 
contained  and  printed  in  said  document. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  That  no  money  shall 
be  expended,  and  no  debts  be  incurred  for  any  ob- 
ject or  purpose,  for  which  a  specific  appropriation 
is  herein  made,  beyond  the  amount  which  is  so 
specifically  appropriated:  provided,  however,  that 
any  sums  of  money  which  may  be  subscribed  or 
contributed  by  individuals  to  promote  the  objects 
of  anv  of  the  foregoing  appropriations,  and  which 
torm  no  part  of  the  estimated  income  of  the  city, 
shall  be  strictly  applied,  according  to  the  inten- 
tion of  the  contributors,  and  shall  be  credited  to 
such  appropriations  accordingly ;  that  is  to  sav:

PETITION  FOR  A    NEW  COURT  HOUSE. 

Henry  W.  Paine  and  othtr  members  of  the  Bar, 
that  a  new  Court  House  be  provided  lor  this  coun- 
ty, tor  the  reasons  that  the  present  accommoda- 
tions are  utterly  insufficient,  anil  at  times  render 
it  impossible  for  the  courts  to  transact  their 
ordinary  business  with  any  degree  of  despatch  or 
comfort  to  themselves,  juries,  suitors,  or  wit- 
nesses. Signed  by  about  150  members  of  the  Bar, 
with  a  note  appended  by  Chiet-Justice  Chapman, 
as  follows:  "i'he  representations  contained  in  the 
foregoing  petition  are  true,  and  I  feel  authorized 
to  say  that  all  the  members  of  this  Court  have 
long  been  of  opinion  that  the  proper  administra- 
tion of  justice  requires  that  a  Court  House  shall 
be  provided  as  speedily  as  possible  in  some  more 
retired  and  quiet  localiiy." 

Supreme  Judicial  Court  Juries,  respecting  the 
present  location  of  the  Court  House,  in  the  diffi- 
culties of  hearing  witnesses  ou  account  of  noise 
from  business  in  the  vicinity.

QUARTERLY     REPORT    OF    THE     PORT     PHYSICIAN. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  treated  in  the 
Quarantine  Hospital  was  five;  of  this  number 
one  had  measles  and  four  had  smallpox.  One  died, 
one  recovered,  and  three  remain  in  hospital,  do- 
ing very  well  at  this  date.  No  vessels  have  stopped 
at  the  station  during  the  quarter.  One  case  of 
smallpox  was  carried  by  the  station  by  the  steam- 
er Calabria  from  Liverpool,  in  January,  and  was 
brought  back  to  hospital  by  steamer  Henry  Morri- 
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son.    Considering  tin;  liability  to  smalipox  by  the 

emigrant  steamer.-,  and  of  the  severity  with 
which  our  sister  cities  have  been  visited  by  the 
terrible  scourge  for  the  last  three  months,  we 
Should  consider  ourselves  extremely  fortunate  in 
having  bad  so  small  a  number  of  cases  of  smallpox 
in  our  own  city.  By  the  application  Of  the  orders 
now  being  considered  ny  the  Board  of  Health,  it 
is  hoped  tbat  much  of  out  present  liability  to  the 
introduction  of  this  disease  through  emigration 
may  be  avoided.  s.

To  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen — I  transmit  herewith  for  your  con- 
sideration a  letter  reeeiv  d  by  me  from  Col.  James 
risk,  Jr.,  commanding  the  Ninth  Regiment  of 
New  York,  asking  that  the  hospiralitv  of  the  city 
of  Boston  may  be  extended  to  his  regiment. 

VVm.  Gaston,  Mayor. 
New  York,  April  5,  1871. 
Hun.  William  Gaston: 

Dear  Sir— This  will  introduce  to  you  Ma.jor  J.  B. 
Hitchcock,  Captain  G.A.  Fuller  and  Lieutenant 
A.  P.  Bacon,  officers  of  my  regiment,  and  the  com- 
mittee aopointed  by  the  Board  to  visit  your  city, 
and  confer  with  you  in  regard  to  a  proposed  trip 
on  the  17th  June  proximo.  Ibey  are  empowered 
to  make  all  arrangements  in  behalf  of  the  Ninth 
Regiment,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  the 
hospitality  of  the  city  te  extenned  to  the  regiment. 
I  am,  witn  much  respect, 

James  Fisk,  Jr., 

Colonel  Commanding. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  that  after  th enaction  of 
the  Board  in  relation  to  the  reception  of  the  Sixth 
Massachusetts  Kegiment,  in  declining  to  do  any- 
thing, he  could  not  see  how  they  could  be  consist- 
ent in  taking  any  other  course  in  relation  to  this 
regiment,  should  this  New  York  regiment  visit 
the  citv,  it  should  be  a  call  upon  the  private  liber- 
ality oi'  the  citizens  which  should  be  appealed  to, 
and  not  the  City  Government.  It  could  not  be  ex- 
pected that  the'mass  of  citizens  should  be  taxed 
through  the  City  Government  for  the  purpose,  and 
there  was  no  reason  why  this  regiment  should  re- 
ceive i/he  hospitality  of  the  city,  any  more  than  the 
military  from  any  other  locality.  He  moved  that 
the  communication  and  message  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  would  he  treating  the 
matter  rather  abruptly  to  dispose  of  it  in  this 
summary  way.  It  would  be  better  to  appoints 
committee  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  sub- 
ject, as  a  mere  act  of  courtesy.  There  were 
various  links  in  the  chain  which  bind 
this  city  to  New  York,  and  it  was  very  im- 
portant that  this  chain  should  be  strengthened 
and  not  weakened.  The  reception  and  enter- 
tainment by  the  city  in  its  corporate  capacity  or 
bv  its  citizens  might  be  an  advantage  to  both 
cities.  He  should  prefer  to  have  the  communica- 
tion referred,  and  tc  get  some  light  on  the  subject, 
and  not  dispose  of  it  in  the  way  proposed.  Such 
a  reference  would  be  much  more  oleasing  to  uiin- 
self  than  to  have  it  laid  on  the  tal.le. 

Alderman  Pierce  believed  this  could  be  as  well 
settled  now  as  at  any  tune  in  the  future.  The 
question  was  whether  to  extend  the  hospitality  of 
the  city  to  this  or  to  any  other  regiment.  The 
city  could  not   do  so,  and  could  not  subject   the 


community  to  any  such  expense.  It  was  no  small 
matter  for  us  to  do.  for  it  would  open  the  door  to 
other  regiments  and  military  bodies  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  The  action  in  each  particu- 
lar case  must  be  such  as  can  be  applied  to  future 
cases  of  like  character.  He  hoped  the  Aldermen 
would  not  refer  the  matter,  but  in  the  kindest 
manner  would  not  consent  to  take  any  action  It 
was  voted  not  to  receive  the  Sixth  hegiment  be- 
cause it  would  be  a  fad  precedent,  and  he  could 
not  gee  anything  in  this  regiment  which  required 
this  city  to  receive  them,  lie  was  not  disposed  to 
go  out  of  the  way,  as  indicated,  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  freight  or  travelling  facilities  of 
this  city,  for  the  public  necessities  and  patronage 
would  give  us  all  we  need  of  that. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  would  state  tint,  as 
he  understood  it,  they  did  not  want  the  city  to 
spend  a  dollar;  all  they  desired  was  a  public  recog- 
nition. They  had  made  their  arrangements  to 
board  at  the  St.  James  while  they  are  here,  and 
pay  their  own  bills,  and  all  they  want  is  a  public 
lecognition  and  reception. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  could  not  understand 
that  anything  less  was  expected  than  Jie  Hospital- 
ities of  the  city  to  the  regiment,  and  as  hospitali- 
ties were  generally  understood,  either  by  individ- 
uals or  by  the  city',  they  are  to  be  our  guests  and 
treated  as  such.  He  could  not  understand  what 
hospitalities  could  mean  unless  we  were  to  enter- 
tain them  at  the  exuense  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  the  matter  should  be  re- 
ferred to  an  appropriate  committee  to  consider 
and  report.  If  such  a  report  be  satisfactory  it  can 
be  adopted.  He  moved,  therefore,  that  it  be  re- 
ferred to  the  appropriate  committee— modified  to 
Committee  on  Armories,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Mayor. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  concurred  with  the 
Alderman  opposite  (Pierce)  in  what  he  had  said, 
tbat  the  communication  should  be  disposed  of  uow. 
He  did  not  know  anything  about  the  regimont. 
but  he  did  know  something  of  its  colonel,  and  he 
did  not  think  it  would  be  creditable  for  the  city  to 
do  anything  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  lost,  when  the  motion 
to  lay  on  the  table  was  carried, 

BUST   OF   THOMAS    SHERWIIT. 

A  petition  was  received  from  Thomas  Gafliekl 
President  of  the  English  High  School  Association, 
stating  that  a  bust  of  Thomas  Sherwiu  had  been 
obtained  from  Thomas  It.  Gould,  and  they  request 
that  an  appropriate  place  may  be  provided  for  its 
reception  in  the  building  in  Bedford  street. 

Alderman  Jenkins  ottered   the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  prepare  a  suitable  niche  in 
the  English  High  School  Building  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  bust"  of  Thomas  Sherwiu,  recently  the 
Principal  of  said  school;  the  expense  to  be  charg- 
ed to  the  appropriation  for  Grammar  Schools, 
Public  Buildings. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  the  cost  of  the  pro- 
posed work,  this  being  an  economical  and  reform 
City  Government? 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  he  did  not  know- 
how  much  it  would  cost,  but  supposed  not  more 
than  from  $150  to  $200. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  might  be  $100  or  $1000, 
or  $5000,  aud  it  would  be  well  to  know  beforehand 
what  expense  was  to  be  incurred.  If  it  was  not  bi 
cost  nioie  than  $500  he  would  not  object  to  the 
passage  of  the  order. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  this  was  one  of  those 
cases  which  often  occur,  and  in  which  the  expense 
would  not  be  large,  and  concerning  which  the  City 
Government  had  always  been  ready  to  incur  the 
small  expense  necessary.  He  had  another  order 
of  a  similar  character  to  otter. 

The  order  was  passed.

PUBLIC  PAEK. 

The  adherence  by  the  Common  Council  to  their 
amended  order  concerning  the  Public  Park  bill, 
by  inserting  the  request  for  the  Mayor  to  with- 
draw the  petition  recently  presented  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  relation  to  public  parks,  came  up 
lor  action, 

Alderm  m  Plumer  moved  to  concur  in  the  action 
of  the  Common  Couucil. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  did  not  see  why  the 
Board  should  concur  with  the  Council,  and  thus 
recede  from  its  foimer  position.  There  was  no 
reason  why  they  should  ask  that  the  petition  be 
withdrawn  from  the  Legislature.  Besides,  it 
would  be  useless  now,  as  he  understood  a  Dill  had 
already  been  reported  today  in  the  Legislature 
establishing  a  park  or  parks. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  was  opposed  to  this 
project  for  a  public  park,  and  had  not  committed 
himself  to  it.  This  city  was  differently  situated 
from  other  cities,  lor  the  country  outside  of  the 
city  limits  was  one  vast  public  park  for  miles, 
kept  in  the  best  condition  by  private  individuals. 
Being  better  provided  for  than  elsewhere,  the  city 
should  not  embark  in  the  great  expense  which 
must  result  from  laying  out  a  public  park. 

The  question  on  concurrence  was  lost  by  a  tie 
vote  of  6  to  6,  as  follows: 

Yeas— Cutter,  Gibson,  Jenkins,  Plumer,  Kicker, 
Woolley. 

JNays — Cowdin,  kittle,  Pierce,  Pope,  Talbot, 
White. 

APPROPRIATION    BILL 

The  order  relating  to  the  specific  appropriation 
for  the  financial  year  1871-2;  and  the  order  laying 
a  specific  tax  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  county  of  Suffolk,  for  the  financial 
year  1871-72;  also  to  pay  the  State  tax,  (Printed 
City  Document,  No.  23,  1871,)  came  up  with  the 
following  amendments,  viz.: 

Increase  Contingent  Fund  of  Common  Council 
from  $2000  to  $5000. 

Add  item  of  $1024  forbadges  of  Common  Council. 

Decrease  Incidentals  from  $91,000  to  $86,976. 

Insert  the  words  "Mayor  and"  before  the  words 
"Chairman"  and  "President"  on  page  7. 

Alderman  Pierce  moved  to  strike  out  the  appro- 
priation for  badges,  to  amend  the  Contingent  Fund 
for  Board  ot  Aldermen  bv  reducing  the  amount 
from  $2000  to  $1000,  and  to  make  the  amount  of 
fund  for  Common  Council  $3000  instead  of  $5000. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated,  in  relation  to  the  Con- 
tingent Fund,    that   various    expenditures     had 


grown  up  with  the  growth  of  the  Government,  for 
the  paymeut  of  which  there  was  no  legal  authori- 
ty, but  which  had  been  sustained  by  custom,  and 
the  bills  had  been  approved  by  the  Mayor.  'Ihese 
expenditures  had  grown  to  a  large  and  unreason- 
able amount,  and  it  was  now  proposed  to  set  apart 
a  Contingent  Fund,  that  whatever  m  iy  be  expend- 
ed may  be  legally  appropriated  and  accounted  for. 
Occasionally  there  was  hack  hire  required,  and 
dinners  were  also  found  to  be  necessary,  and  the 
committees  having  appropriations  at  their  com  • 
mand  were  authorized  to  use  within  proper  limits 
these  appropriations.  The  committees  not  having 
appropriations  have  got  dinners  also,  and  their 
bills  have  been  approved.  To  cover  these  bills 
these  funds  have  been  established,  only  to  be 
drawn  upon  with  the  approval  oi  the  Mayor. 

In  relation  to  badges,  he  could  see  no  necessity 
for  them  as  an  Alderman,  and  he  considered  it  hid 
duty  to  vote  against  them.  When  the  matter 
comes  up,  each  individual  must  decide  tor  him- 
self, and  each  department,  like  individuals,  must 
decide  for  themselves.  Under  the  authority  of 
this  fund,  if  the  members  of  the  Council  choose  to 
spend  so  much  of  the  appropriation  for  badges, 
the  responsibility  will  be  upon  them,  and  there 
was  no  reason  why  they  should  bring  him  into 
that  responsibility.  The  question  to  be  settled 
was  by  public  opinion  and  their  responsibility  to 
their  contracts,  and  rot  by  acrimonious  debate 
between  the  two  branches.  With  the  luid  they 
can  procure  badges,  and  he  was  willing  the'v 
should  do  so,  relieving  him  from  the  responsi- 
bility. 

He  did  not  think  it  quite  fair  for  the  Council  to 
require  him  to  vote  for  the  badges,  and  on  that 
account  he  moved  to  strike  out  the  appropriation. 
Independent  of  that,  he  was  willing  to  submit  the 
question  to  the  sober  second  thought  of  the  Coun- 
cil, whether  it  was  not  far  enough  to  ask  him  to 
go,  when  they  had  at  command  a  fund  out  of 
which  to  pay  for  these  badges.  It  seemed  to  hi.n 
further,  that  the  sum  of  $3000  was  enough  for 
their  Contingent  Fund,  and  that  $1000  would  be 
sufficient  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  He  hoped, 
Therefore,  that  his  amendments  wculd  prevail. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  seemed  to  him  that 
the  Alderman  was  not  consistent  in  striking  out 
the  appropriation  for  badges,  yet  was  willing  to 
vote  for  an  appropriation  out  of  which  the  Coun- 
cil can  pay  for  the  (badges.  If  oppose!  to 
badges,  he  should  make  it  a  condition  that  no  part 
of  the  appropriation  should  be  expended  for  them. 
The  badge  was  a  small  matter  on  which  to  spend 
much  time,  and  it  was  a  question  whether  in  a 
conflict  on  it  they  would  not  lose  more  than  they 
would  gain.  In  the  large  amount  of  duties  to  be 
performed  the  preservation  of  good  feeling  was 
the  best  for  the  public  good,  and  he  thought  it  was 
better  to  pass  this  than  to  restrict  the  Council. 
He  did  not  propose  to  shirk  any  resDonsibility. 
and  was  willing  to  go  to  the  public  and" to  his  con- 
stituents for  a  settlement  of  the  question. 

Alderman  Jenkins  suggested  that  the  appropri- 
ation far  the  Mavor  be  $1500  and  that  of  the  Board 
$1500. 

Alderman  Pierce  further  remarked  that  so  far  as 
related  to  the  Board,  he  did  not  deem  it  wise  to 
have  badges,  but  he  would  not  impose  his  opinion 
on  the  Council.  It  was  nor,  wise,  or  prudent,  or 
right  to  impose  on  a  coordinate  bianch  of  the 
Government  that  they  should  not  make  expendi- 
tures for  hick  hire  or  badges.  He  would  not  dic- 
tate to  them,  and  was  willing  to  vote  the  money 
for  a  Contingent  Fund.  Dictation  would  produce 
harm.  On  this  point  he  referred  to  the  action  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  1866,  in  refusing 
to  appropriate  money  for  cutlery  for  themselves, 
while  they  conceded  the  right  "of  the  Senate  in 
using  their  appropriation  for  stationery  in  their 
own  way.  That  was  the  only  way  in  which  the 
question  could  be  settled. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  it  was  not  necessary  to 
state  his  opposition  to  the  appropriation '  for 
badges,  and  he  could  see  no  other  course  than  to 
vote  to  reject  the  appropriation  for  badges. 

The  motion  to  strike  out  the  amendment  to  ap- 
propriate $1024  for  badges  was  carried. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  to 
substitute  $1000  for  the  appropriation  for  the  Con- 
tingent Fund  for  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  Aider- 
mau  Jenkins  moved  to  make  it  $1500. 

Alderman  Pierce  accepted  the  amendment  to 
make  the  funds  for  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men each  $1500. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  it  was  with  reluctance 
that  he  had  anything  to  say  on  the  subject.  He 
did  not  doubt  that  the  gentlemen   who  differed 
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Irom  him  had  the  interests  of  the  city  as  much  at 
heart  as  he  had  ;  yet  he  believed  it  to  be  his  duty 
to  oppose  this  kind  of  illegitimate  expenses. 
TLiS  question  wou.d  not  have  ueen  raised  except 
from  i he  great  complaint  of  dining  and  wining  at 
the  public  expense.  This  establishment  oJ  a  Con- 
tingent Fund  did  not  meec  the  main  difficulty. 
The  largest  amounts  which  ate  expended  by  tin' 
branding  committees  are-  not  reached  at  all.  It 
appeared  by  the  Auditor's  report  that  the  expen- 
ditures i  f  this  branch  last, year  for  coitirigeuf.  ex- 
penses, in  dining  and  wiling,  amounted  to 
70S  88.  To  speak  within  bounds,  there  miw  have 
been  near  that  sum  expended  in  the  oilier  branch. 

If  api  eared,  then,  that  more  than  $70,000  were 
expended  last  year  lor  dining  at  the  public  ex- 
pense. Such  an  outlay  was  demoralizing  in  its 
influence,  and  the  expenditures  were  but  a  small 
part  of  the  evil.  Today,  officers  in  the  City  liall 
were  holding  their  positions  by  the  frailest  tenure 
because  of  the  |  ernieious  effects  of  their  sur- 
roundings resulting  Irom  such  disbursements. 
There  was  not  a  gentleman  in  either  branch,  if 
$1000  were  proposed  for  an  expenditure  for  each 
member,  'out  what  would  revolt  at  such  a  provi- 
sion, yet  such  an  amount  is  expended  for  each 
member  iu  the  aggregate. 

The  members  of  the  City  Council  come  iuto  the 
City  (government  without  any  pay,  emolument  or 
reward.  It  that  was  not  the  reason,  they  should 
not  have  come  at  all.  The  question  was  what  can 
he  done  to  stop  the  progress  of  the  evil  com- 
plained of.  It  would  he  intinitely  better  in  every 
point  of  view  to  pay  each  member  $500  or  $1000  and 
let  him  find  bimselt.  than  to  imrsue  the  course 
which  had  been  going  on.  Kvery  gentleman  knows 
the  abuse  to  which  tire  city  was  subject.  Re  had 
not  been  in  the  Government  two  weeks,  before  be- 
ing called  to  a  committee  meeting  at  1  o'clock, 
and  before  concluding  a  motion  was  made  to  ad- 
journ to  Young's  to  dinner.  This  was  opposed  by 
li i m  and  the  other  Aldermen,  but  they  were  our. 
voted.  It  was  not  pleasant  to  speak  of  these 
things,  but  the  public  should  know  of  them  and  a 
stop  should  be  put  to  them. 

The  motion  to  amend  by  making  the  two  funds 
specified  $1500  each  was  carried. 

The  further  motion  to  reduce  the  fund  of  the 
Council  to  $3000,  was  also  carried. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce  the  amount  of 
appiopriation  for  Incidental  Kxpenses  was  fixed  as 
originally  at  $91,000, the  Contingent  Funds  amount- 
ing to  $3000. 

;  ilABY  BILL. 

The  Salary  bill,  specially  assigned,  was  taken  up 
for  consideration. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  as  an  amendment  that 
the  salaries  of  the  several  city  officers  be  fixed  at 
the  rates  of  last,  year.  Some  of  these  salaries,  he 
said,  he  would  like  to  raise,  but  consideiing  the 
depression  in  business,  gold  coming  down,  the 
prices  Ot  produce  and  articles  of  trade  becomim; 
reduced,  it  was  not  a  time  for  raising  salaries. 

Alderman  (iibsou  inquired  if  the  motion  would 
bar  him  irom  proposing  any  changes. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  would  not. 

Alderman  Oihson  moved  to  increase  the  salary 
of  the  Assistant  Messenger  $200. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  he  had  hut  a  word  to 
say.  The  Salary  bill  had  been  carefully  consid- 
ered in  committee,  and  passed  unanimously  as 
reported.  Under  all  the  circumstances  he  was  of 
the  opinion  that  the  rates  should  not  be  increased 
from  last  year,  although  there  were  instances  in 
which  the  heads  of  some  of  the  departments  had 
not  the  salaries  which  they  require.  More  of  their 
lime  and  attention  are  needed  in  their  duties  than 
formerly,  and  they  should  be  paid  large*  salaries; 
but  as  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  in  the  Hoard, 
he  waswilling  the  rates  should  be  the  saineasla^i 
year. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Alderman  l'huner  moved  to  make  the  salary  of 
the  Auditor  $5000  instead  of  $4500,  as  last  year. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cutter,  the  yeas  and 
nays  were  ordered  on  the  motion. 

Alderman  Plumor  said  he  would  vote  most 
heartily  by  a  yea  and  nav  v.ote  in  favor  of  raising 
the  salaries,  as  proposed  by  the  committee.  It  t'ue 
men  holding  the  ollie.es  were  not  entitled  to  I  lie 
amounts  reported  by  the  committee,  they  were 
not  the  right  men  in  the  right  place,  and  they 
should  have  the  right  men  in  their  places.  The 
salaries  should  be  in  keening  with  the  places, 
this  matter  should  not  be  passed  over  hastily,  lor 
the  committee  had  two  hearings  on  the  subject, 
and  were  agreed  hi  their  report. 

Alderman  <  ul  i.<  r  said  he  should  consider  him- 
self nicin  to  vote  igaihsl  i  1000  tor  badges  an  cl  yet 


vote  for  raising  all  the  salaries.  He  did  not  icliev'' 
it  necessary  to  increase  salaries.  .UanY  of  the mem- 
bers of  the  Board  were  elteted  on  a  Kefoim  tit  k- 
i       l  ut  he  could  not  see  anv  relorm  m  tbi.-. 

The  Chair  stated  that   the    consideration  of  the 
Salary  lull  in  this  manner  was  loose  id  form,    Hi- 
lary till  contains  certain  dates  connected  with 
the  salaries,  but  to  vote  to  fix  the  salaries    a  - 
r  would  leave  nut  tlesi  provisions. 
er  some  further  remarks  oi,  this  point,  by  ibe 
(  hair  and  several  Aldermen,  ihe  order  as   amend- 
ed e-.abli-hii.g    silarics    was    laid  on  the  table  by 
general  consent,  and  the  salary  bill  was  taken  up 
and  considered,  <  ach  section  separately  .

Alderman  Woolley  stated  that  the  increase

Aide. -man  Cutter  moved  to  s'rifce  out  the  ad- 
ditional $1000  and  make  it  the  same   as  last   yeai 
As  the  Treasurer  went  abroad  last  year,  an  1  vso  ill 
heat  home  the   present  year,  an   increase   \ 
not  he  required. 

Alderman  I'kimer  said  the  increase  was  ab- 
solutely necessary  for  the  efficient  discboige  i»f 
the  duties  of  the  office. 

Ihe  motion  to  strike  out  was  lost. 

Yeas— Cowdin,  Cutter,  White. 

Nays— (iihsoB.  Jenkins.  Pierce,  I'lumer,  Pope, 
Kicker.  Talbot,  Woolley, 

the  section  was  adopted,  as  reported. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  to  make  the  salary  of 
the  Auditor  $4500,  as  last  year,  and  the  clerk  hire 
the  same  as  last  year. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  there  was  no  reason  why 
the  salaries  of  the  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  City 
Clerk  snould  not  be  the  same,  re  paring  equal  wi  — 
dom,  care  and  responsibility.  He  hoped  the 
motion  would  not  prevail. 

Alderman  Cutter  stated  that  the  Auditor  as 
Cleik  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  sinking  fun  I 
would  receive  $600,  which  would  1113k 3  his  salary 
Seii!)i).  The  decline  ot  sold  would  give  him  ten 
per  cent.  more,  lie  did  not  think  it  judicious  i„ 
increase  salaries,  and  the  me  in  tiers  of  the  ■  Hoard 
should  pause  before  voting  an  inore 

Alderman  Piujner  incpiired  If  th"  reasoning  of 
the  Al  lerman  was  correct  with  regard  to  the 
increase  of  salaries  by  the  decline  of  gold,  why 
not  reduce  the  salarv  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

Alderman  Cutter 'said  he  would  go  for  such  a 
decrease. 

Alderman  I'lumer  said  the  Auditor  should  com- 
ma nd  this  salary,  for  it  was  not  too  much  ;  cash- 
iers in  hanks,  salesmen  in  business  houses,  and 
others  whose  duties  were  not  half  so  arduous  or 
responsible  as  those  of  the  Auditor,  commanded 
as  large  salaries,  tie  believed  they  had.  got  the  best 
man  for  the  position,  and  the  salary  should  be 
increased. 

The  motion  to  reduce  from  $5000  to  $4500  was 
carried,  <>  to  5,  as  follows:

Alderman  YVoollev  said  the  increase  was  neces- 
sary, and  the  committee  were  unanimously  in 
favor  of  it. 

Mdernian  Cowdin  said  h"  would  not  vote  against 
any  necessary  expenditure,  and  would  vote  for 
the  amount,  as  reported. 

The  motion  to  reduce  was  lost,  and  the  section, 
as  reported,  was  adopted. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  to  make  the  salary  of 
the  City  Clerk  $4500,  as  last  year.  Carried,  by  a 
vote  of  7  to  4.  as  follows :

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cutter,  the  salary  of  the 
Clerk  of  Common  Council  was  Bated  at  $1000. 

Aldei  man  Cutter  moved  to  make  the  salary  of 
the  clerk   if  Committees  9880b. 

Alderman  Jenkins  honed  the  motion  would  not 
prevail.  The  salary  was  really  very  small  for  the 
amount  of  labor  performed)  and  it  should  be $8 MX) 
instead  of  $8800. 

Alderman  Cutler  said  he  had  talked  with  the 
Clerk,  who  was  satisfied  with  the  salary  as  ir  was. 
lie  knew  the  amount  of  1  ibor  he  performed,  but, 
his  dutv  bound  him  to  vote  against  an  increase   of 


pay 


ihe  anieiuluieni  was  tost  -3  to  7    and  the  section 
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as  reported,  was  adopted,  tlie  salary  being  fixed  at 
$3300. 

Tin  salary  of  the  Assistant  Messenger  was  fixed, 
as  reported,  at  $1000. 

On  motion  of  Aldermau  Cutter,  tbe  salaries  of 
tlie  City  Engineer  and  City  Surveyor  were  each  re- 
duced to  tJUiat  of  last  year;  also  those  of  the  City 
Registrar,  \\  ater  Kegi-trar  and  Harbor  Master. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  to  make  the  salary  of 
Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms  $2500. 

Aluerman  Woolley  opposed  the  motion,  for  tlie 
duties  had  been  doubled  by  increase  of  territory, 
and  he  was  ou  duty  by  day  anu  by  night.  Three 
linii's  a  week  be  slant  in  liie  office,  and  in  case  of 
storms  all  the  time,  liable  to  be  called  out  by 
breakage  of  wires  <>r  for  repairs.  The  safety  of 
the  city  depended  much  upon  keeping  the  machin- 
ery in  working  order,  and  Ticy  certainly  should 
pay  such  salary  as  would  compensate  him  tor 
his  s irvices. 

Aldermau  Cutter  said  it  appeared  that  the  sala- 
ry was  but  $1200  ten  years  ago,  and  he  thought  the. 
present  salary  a  large  increase. 

The  motion  to  reduce  was  carried; 

Alderman  Cope  moved  to  strike  out  the  provision 
fi  r  a  horse  and  vehicle. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  he  should  be  more  op- 
posed to  tuts,  for  he  could  not  well  attend  to  his 
l  usiness  without  a  horse  and  vehicle.  The  wires 
had  been  increased  forty-one  miles  the  present 
year;  once  in  every  ten  days  he  is  obliged  to  visit 
every  box,  and  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  do  so  by 
cars  or  on  foot,  if  tney  would  look  at  the  bills, 
it  would  be  found  that  they  were  almost  double 
what  it  would  be  to  furnish  a  vci.iele,  and  he  could 
better  attend  to  his  duties  by  such  a  provision. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  would  like  to  strike 
the  horses  and  vehicles- from  all  the  Salary  bills. 
'They  require  a  change  every  year,  and  are  very  ex- 
pensive institutions.  It  would  be  but  a  short  dis- 
tance from  one  horse-car  route  to  another,  and  it 
would  be  easy  to  walk  that  distance.  The  expense 
would  he  Dot  less  than  $1200  to  keep  the  horse  and 
vehicle.  It  could  be  run  lor  $2500  a  year  without  a 
nurse,  except  a  little  poe.ketmoney  for  car  tickets. 

Alderman  Kicker  moved  to  lay  the  Salary  bill  on 
the  table.     Lost. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  and  the  section  as 
amended  was  adopted. 

The  several  salaries  of  Superintendents  of  Sew- 
ers, streets  and  l'ublic  Buildings  were  reduced  to 
last  year;  the  last  on  motion  of  Alderman  Kicker, 
the  others  by  Alderman  Cutter. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  to  reduce  to  last  year 
the  salary  of  the  Superintend* nt  of  Health. 

Alderman  White  hoped  the  amendment  would 
not  prevail.  If  the  Alderman  could  only  seethe 
dirty  places  he  was  obliged  to  visit,  smallpox  pa- 
tients, tenement  houses,  etc..  he  would  believe 
that  he  richly  earns  S300Q. 

Alderman  Cutler  said  he  did  not  doubt  his  abil- 
ity, but  m  his  motioi.s  to  keep  salaries  at  last 
year's  prices,  be  did  not  wish  to  be  partial. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  lost — 4  to  5. 

The  section  was  adopted  as  repotted. 

The  next  change  proposed  was  in  the  reduction 
of  salary  of  superintendent  of  Lamps. 

Alderman  Kicker  opposed  the  motion.  There 
was  no  head  of  department  who  worked  more 
hours  or  harder  than  the  Superintendent  of  Larnps. 
He  was  in  all  parts  of  the  city  to  see  that  the  lamp- 
lighters properly  discharged  their  uuiies,  early 
and  late,  anil  it  was  the  third  department  only  in 
the  amount  of  expenditures  and  importance. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  lost,  and  the  section 
as  reported  was  adopted. 

The  salary  of  Superintendent  of  Mount  Wash- 
ington Avenue  Bridge  was  increased,  as  reported, 
and  that  of  the  Superintendent  of  Federal  Street 
Bridge  was  considered. 

Aldermau  Cutter  said  he  had  moved  the  fixing 
of  salaries  of  other  officers  at  last  year's  rates, 
but  those  of  Superintendents  of  Bridges  were 
small,  and  lie  should  not  object  to  their  standing 
as  reported.  In  this  case  the  use  of  a  horse  and 
the  aid  of  three  men  were  required,  and  they  were 
up  at  all  i-iuies  in  the  night,  and  called  upon  to 
deal  with  rough  people. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  was  tired  of  hearing 
the  Alderman  make  motions  for  reductions,  but 
he  would  go  with  him  with  all  his  heart  in  these 
salaries. 

Alderman  Gibson  moved  a  reduction  of  the  sala- 
ry of  the  Superintendent  of  Meridian  Street 
Bridge,  believing  it  was  more  than  was  called  for. 
A  motion  to  reduce  it  to  $800,  less  than  last  year, 
was  carried,  when  subsequently  on  the  statement 
being  made  that  the  committee  did  not  increase 


icovei  the  rate  of  last  year,  at  $1000,  was  again 
fixed  at  that  sum. 

Alderman  Jenkins  moved  to  fix  the  salary  of 
Superintendent  of  PJast  Boston  Ferries  at  §2000,  a 
reduction  from  last  year  of  a  salary  of  $2500. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  feared  the  Alderman 
did  not  understand  the  duties  of  that  officer.  It 
was  a  pretty  important  office,  much  more  so  than 
many  which  commanded  $o000  salaries.  The  .su- 
perintendent was  up  at  5,!;  o'clock  in  the  njornriig 
and  about  until  7  o'clock  at  night,  absent  from  his 
duties  only  at  ineal  time?,  having  charge  of  five 
boats,  the  gentleman  now  in  charge  had  been  in 
that  position,  with  a  short  intermission,  for  fifteen 
years,  ana  was  often  on  duty  from  5>£  in  the  morn- 
ing to  0  o'clock  at  night,  and  his  pay  was  the 
smallest  for  the  duties  of  any  in  the  city.  He  was 
subject  to  the  trials  and  perplexities  of  fog  and  ice 
ami  other  difficulties,  and  he  (the  Alderman)  would 
not  take  the  office  for  a  good  deal  more  money,  if 
he  were  in  search  of  employment. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  lost,  and  the  section 
was  adopted,  the  salary  being  the  same  as  last 
vear. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  to  reduce  the  salary  of 
.superintendent  of  the  Lunatic  Hospital  to  that  of 
last  year. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  many  of  the  members 
of  the  committee  were  in  favor  of  making  it 
larger,  and  this  amount  as  fixed  was  nothing  more 
than  a  just  compensation. 

Alderman  Plurner  saidhe  would  vote  for  a  larger 
sum  than  this.  The  Superintendent  had  been  in 
the  service  of  the  city  tor  many  years,  was  at  the 
head  of  his  profession,  and  bad  a  large  family  to 
take  care  of. 

Alderman  Kicker  opposed  the  motion,  although 
he  had  voted  in  favor  of  retaining  some  of  the 
salaries  as  they  were.  He  knew  the  worth  of  Dr. 
Walker,  and  w'as  only  surprised  at  our  being  able 
to  retain  him  at  his  present  salary. 

The  motion  was  lost,  and  the  section,  as  report- 
ed, was  adopted. 

Alderman  Kicker  moved  to  reconsider  the  re- 
fusal to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Fire  Alarms,  urging  as  a  reason  that  it  should 
be  with  the  other  departments  at  the  same  Jiving 
rate. 

The  reconsideration  was  carried— 7  to  4— as  fol- 
lows : 

Yeas— Kicker,  Cutter,  Plumer,  White,  Cowdin, 
Pierce,  Woolley. 

Kays — Jenkins,  Cowdin,  Gibson,  Pope. 

The  question  recurring  on  the  motion  to  in- 
crease, as  reported,  Alderman  Pope  said  there 
were  some  other  heads  of  departments  who  had 
no  more  than  $2500. 

The  amendment  was  carried,  and  the  section  as 
reoorted  was  adopted. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  to  reconsider  the  pro- 
vision providing  the  Superintendent  with  a  horse. 

Alderman  Woolley  opposed  the  reconsideration 
— a  horse  being  needed  to  get  round  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties. 

Aldermau  Cutter  said  he  was  opposed  to  heads 
of  departments  beiug  furnished  with  horses  and 
vehicles,  for  they  were  mainly  used  for  pleasure 
purposes. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  it  was  a  matter  of  econ- 
omy to  make  such  a  provision,  for  to  hire  vehicles 
was  much  more  expensive. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

Alderman  Pierce  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote 
reducing  the  salarv  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  that  of  last  year.  The  duties  of  that 
officer  were  arduous  and  laborious,  and  if  any  sal- 
ary should  be  increased,  that  should.  It  appeared 
that  almost  every  one  had  a  friend  in  some  office, 
whose  salarv  should  be  increased]  as  an  excep- 
tion, and  if  this  officer  was  not  entitled  to  an  in- 
crease, he  should  be  dismissed  from  his  position, 
ana  another  man  put  in  his  place'.  The  office  re- 
quired much  fidelity  and  industry,  and  with  an 
expenditure  of  $1,000,000.  it  was  nothing  more 
than  fairness  that  such  duties  should  require  a 
larger  salary. 

No  gentleman  in  his  own  business  amounting 
to  $200,000  but  what  would  pay  more  tha  n  this,  and 
it  was  a  small  and  niggardly  policy  to  refuse  an 
increase  under  these  circumstances. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  could  say  as  much  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  and  if 
Others  were  to  be  raised  his  should  be. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  was  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Market  who  had  but  $2200,  which 
should  be  $2500.  That  officer  was  up  at  4  or  5 
o'clock  and  about  until  late  at  night. 
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Alderman  Cutter  moved  an  adjournment,  there 
being  do  probability  of  completing  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Salary  bill. 

Alderman  Pierce  hoped  the  motion  would  be 
withdrawn,  as  there  were  many  papers  on  the 
table  which  should  be  put  in. 

The  motion  was  withdrawn. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  lay  the  Salary  bill 
on  the  table.    Lost. 

Alderman  1'lumer  said  he  hid  been  disposed  to 
do  justice  to  the  several  officers,  and  had  adhered 
to  the  report  on  the  ground  of  true  economy. 
With  reference  to  the  Superintendent  of  i'ublic 
Buildings,  that  gentleman  had  charge  of  property 
to  the  amount  of  §18,000,000  or  §20.000,000;  with  a 
salary  which  was  meagre  for  such  responsibility. 
No  man  in  business  would  act  in  such  a  manner. 
This  was  one  fault  in  the  American  Government, 
in  endeavoring  to  get  along  on  the  Utopian  plan 
of  small  pay  for  services,  and  was  the  cause  of 
much  of  the  corruption  in  the  government. 

It  was  true  economy  to  put  the  right  man  in  the 
right  place,  and  pav  him  accordingly.  He  would 
increase  all  the  salaries,  and  would  ilo  it  as  a  tax- 
payer, on  the  score  of  economy,  and  take  tne  re- 
sponsibility. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  some  men  talked  much 
about  taxes,  but  the  amount  paid  by  them  was 
uot  big.  There  is  a  large  amount  of  personal 
property  in  bonds,  which  is  covered  up;  the  pro 
rata  or  taxes  ill  this  city  is  larger  than  in  any  oth- 
er; the  real  estate  is  taxed  at  more  than  it  is 
worth;  and  if  we  go  on  in  this  way,  our  capitalists 
will  all  leave  us,  going  off  every  year.  He  thought 
it  was  time  to  take  the  back  track  in  the  reduction 
of  expenses. 

A  motion  to  reduce  the  salary  of  Superintendent 
of  Hacks  and  Carriages  from  §4  a  day  to  $3  50,  as 
on  last  year,  was  lost.

REPORT  Olf  C1TV  PRINTINO. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on  Print- 
ing, who  were  instructed  by  an  order  of  the  City 
Council,  approved  March  21,  to  consider  the  ex- 
pediency of  establishing  a  printing  office  exclu- 
sively for  the  city  work,  and  also  to  procure  esti- 
mates ot  the  cost  of  such  an  establishment,  made 
a  report  as  follows: 
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In  accordance  witn  the  request  of  the  commit- 
tee, a,  nuraher  of  tbe  loading  printing  houses  in 
the  city  have  prepared  estimates  of  the  cost  of  es- 
tablishing: an  office  for  the  city  printing,  copies  of 
which  are  submitted  herewith.  It  appears  from 
the  estimates  of  those  best  qualified  to  form  a  cor- 
rect judgment  in  regard  to  the  class  and  quality 
of  work  required  by  the  city,  that  the  cost  of  such 
an  office  would  amount  to  about  $60,000. 

The  amouut  paid  to  tbe  present  contractors  for 
composition,  printing,  binding,  paper  and  other 
stock,  averages  about  .¥58,000  per  annum.  After 
careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  the  committee 
are  satisfied  that  apart  from  the  great  expense  at- 
tending the  establishment  of  the  office,  there  are 
objections  to  the  proposition  which  render  it.  en- 
tirely impracticable.  The  bills  for  city  work  vary 
from  $2000  to  $8500  per  month.  At  certain  times 
a  very  large  force  is  required  to  meet  the  requisi- 
tions of  the  city,  taxing  the  utmost  resources  of  a 
lirst-class  establishment.  At  other  times  two  or 
three  men  can  pertorm  all  the  city  work. 

The  committee  are  not  aware  of  any  method  by 
which  the  work  could  be  regulated  to  secure  any- 
thing like  uniformity.  It  is  only  when  outside 
work  can  be  called  in  at  discretion,  to  cover  the 
irregularities  in  the  city  work,  that  the  latter  can 
be  performed  economically.  It  is  well  known  that 
as  a  rule,  political  corporations  cannot  success- 
fully compete  in  point  of  economy  with  private 
corporations  or  individuals  in  the  management  of 
any  business.  That  the  city  would  labor  at  a  dis- 
advantage in  attempting  to  manage  a  printing 
establishment,  where  the  active  efforts  of  politi- 
cians and  trade  unions  would  have  to  be  contend- 
ed against,  is  too  obvious  to  require  commenthere. 

For  these  ieason?,  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  establish  a  city 
printing  office. 

The  report  was  read  and  accepted. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Pav- 
ing, reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  the  petition  of 
Lane  &  Oakley  for  payment  of  damages  caused  by 
an  insecure  track  on  Merrimac  street;  inexpedient 
on  petition  of  S.  C.  Cobb  and  others  that  the  name 
of  Milmont  street  be  changed  to  Guild  street,  and 
no  action  necessary  on  remonstrance  of  F.  W. 
Welch  and  otheis  against  the  same.  On  the  peti- 
tion of  J.  Conlan  and  others  to  be  allowed  to  set 
trees  in  the  sidewalk  in  Lawrence  street,  the  com- 
mittee reported  that  the  request  be  granted.  Sev- 
erally accepted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of 
John  Sbarland,  tor  leave  to  place  bay  windows  in 
a  house  corner  of  Upton  and  Newland  streets. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub-

or  Cape  de  Verde  Islands;  in  the  Mediterranean 
or  Straits  thereof,  from  the  west  coast  of  Africa, 
or  around  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope;  from  the  West 
India.  Bahama  or  Bermuda  Islands ;  from  any 
American  ports  south  of  the  ('apes  of  Virginia, 
including  Central  and  South  America,  where  they 
may  have  touched  or  traded  from  any  foreign  poit 
or  place  above  named. 

No  vessel  coming  within  the  above-named  con- 
ditions can  leave  quarantine,  or  discharge  her 
cargo,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  written 
permit  of  the  Port  Physician,  who  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  instructed  to  take  any  measures  in 
regard  to  such  vessels,  and  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  their  government  while  in 
quarantine,  as  in  his  judgment  the  security  of  the 
health  of  the  city  may  require. 

And,  for  the  permit  so  granted,  the  Port  Physi- 
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cian  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  and  receive 
from  each  vessel,  her  masters  or  owners,  the  fee 
which  has  been  established  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Ordered,  That  the  Harbor  Master  and  the  Chief 
of  Police  he  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  cause 
the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  order  to  be  strictly 
enforced. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  White, 

Ordered,  That  the  Pilot  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  several  pilots  to  anchor  at 
Quarantine  Station  all  vessel*  arriving  at  tins 
port,  which,  at  the  time  of  such  arrival,  have  any 
sickness  on  board. 

An  order  was  Kissed  to  abate  nuisances  on  Pur- 
chase, Ellery,  Pitts,  Thatcher,  North.  Moon,  Com- 


mercial, Worcester  and  Cambiidge  streets.  Harri- 
son avenue.  Maiden  street  and  court,  Swan  place 
and  Old  Harbor  place. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins,  an  order  to 
quit  was  passed,  requiring  Bradford  S.  Partington 
and  others  to  remove  all  obstructions  on  the  line 
of  widening  of  Warren  street,  on  or  before  20th 
of  April. 

ORDERS  READ  ONCE. 

Orders  were  read  once  to  pay  heirs  of  Tasker  H. 
Swett,  $10,660  for  land  taken  to  widen  Washington 
street,  near  Milk  street:  and  to  pay  Samuel 
Mcintosh  $246  50  for  land  taken  and  damages  occa- 
sioned by  the  extension  of  Harrison  avenue.

SECOND  ASSISTANT  ASSESSOR. 

The  certificate  of  the  election  of  W.  H.  Ma-sou  as 
Second  Assistant  Assessor  in  Ward  12,  in  place  of 
Uilbert  Wait,  chosen  by  the  Council,  was  read. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  said  there  had  been  an 
impression  abroad,  from  what  was  said  in  the 
Council  at  the  last  meeting,  that  Mr.  Mason  was 
not  a  candidate.  This  was  not  tiue.  for  Mr.  Mason 
wa^  ;hx1  is  a  candidate. 

Mr.  Hersev  of  W'arcl  12  said    the   .statement  was 


that,  as  far  as  the  delegation  of  Ward  12  was  con- 
cerned, the  names  of  Mr.  Holmes  and  Mr.  Mason 
were  both  withdrawn.  They  thouerht  it  best  that 
both  of  them  should  be  dropped  and  a  new  man 
be  taken  up,  and  he  hoped  they  would  continue,  to 
send  the  name  of  Mr.  Wait  to  the  upper  branch. 

Mr.  Woods  said  he  was  absent  at  the  last  meet- 
ing, and  was  surprised  to  learn,  as  he  did  from  the 
reports,  that  Mr.  Mason  had  withdrawn  his  name, 
but  it  proved  to  be  not  so. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  understood  there  was 
a  "little  feeling  among  the  delegation  of  Ward  12 
in  relation  to  Mr.  Mason.  The  statement  which 
was  made  did  not  give  Mr.  Mason  a  fair  chance, 
and  led  to  the  belief  that  he  had  withdrawn  his 
name.  He  had  never  heard  anything  against  Mr. 
Mason,  and  no  gentleman  had  any  occasion  to  find 
fault  with  him. 

Mr.  Adams  of  Ward  J 2  said  the  statement  made 
by  him  was  that  the  delegation  had  withdrawn 
both  names. 

The  Council  proceeded  to  an  election,  and  Messrs. 
Hersey  of  Ward  12.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  and  Cunning- 
ham of  Ward  2  were  chosen  a  committee  to  re- 
ceive and  count  the  votes.  The  committee  re- 
ported as  follows:

Mr.  Wait  was  again  declared  to  be  elected,  in 
noucon-curreuce. 

The  report  nominating  Trustees  of  the  City  Hos- 
pital, at  large,  and  certificate  of  the  election  ot 
said  Trustees;  also,  report  nominating  Directors, 
at  large,  for  Public  Institutions,  and  certificate  of 
the  election  of  said  Directors,  were  read  and  the 
elections  were  laid  over. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  he  was  requested  by 
Oliver  L.  Shaw  to  withdraw  his  name  as  a  candi- 
date for  Director  of  fublic  Institutions. 

The  report  (inexpedient)  for  the  city  to  estab- 
lish a  printing  office  was  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence. 

PUBLIC  PARK. 

The  non-concurrence  with  the  Common  Council 
in  their  amended  order  concerning  the  Public 
Park  bill,  by  inserting  the  request  for  the  Mayor 
to  withdraw  the  petition  recently  presented  to  the 
General  Court,  in  relation  to  Public  Parks,  came 
up  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  that  the  Council 
recede  from  its  former  action,  and  concur  with 
the  other  branch. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend,  so  that 
the  Council  adhere  to  its  former  action. 

Mr.  Smith  oi  Ward  Id  said  he  believed  that  this 
public  park  matter  would  be  an  enormous  ex- 
pense to  the  city,  and  was  uncalled  tor;  and  he 
therefore  hoped  that  the  Council  would  adhere  to 
its  former  vote. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  hoped  the  motion 
to  adhere  would  not  prevail.  The  Council  had 
committed  i'-self  against  any  public  park  by  voting 
that  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  withdraw  the  peti- 
tion for  a  public  uark  from  the  Legislature.  The 
other  branch  voted  in  favor  of  a  particular  bill, 
and  the  Council  were  asked  to  vote  for  it;  but  it 
was  not  necessary  now  to  give  an  approval  of  that 
or  any  other  particular  project.  The  City  Govern- 
ment in  1869  and  in  1870  expressed  an  approval  of 
some  kind  of  public  park,  and  at  the  election  last 
year  the  vote  of  the  people  was  largely  in  favor  of 
a  public  park,  and  it  was  hardly  the  proper  time 
now  to  say  that  we  should  not  have  one  at  all.  He 
hoped  the  motion  of  the  gentleman  trom  Ward  10 
would  be  voted  down,  and  that  the  question  then 
be  taken  on  its  merits. 

Che  vote  to  adhere  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  30  to 
21. 

APPROPRIATION   BILL. 

The  order  relating  to  the  specific  appropriation 
for  the  financial  year  1871-2,  (printed  City  Docu- 
ment, No.  23,  1871,)  was  considered  on  certain 
amendments,  viz.:

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  said  lie  hart  no  objection 
to  taking  the  anieiidineni  (or  the  Contingent  Fui  d 
ol  the  (  »mnion  Council  as  it  came  from  the  Board 
ul  Aldermen,  :>. n tl  was  satisfied  to  have  it  go  with 
.-•..OHO  and  the  badges.  The  only  way  in  wheh  they 
could  have  their  pay  for  the  badges  was  in  not 
sinking  nut  the  appropriation  for  them.  The  Al- 
derman who  moved  to  strike  out  the  appropria- 
tion lor  badges  said  he  would  not  vote  for  the 
hadges,  but  he  would  vote  lor  the  money  with 
which  to  purchase  them.  He  could  see  no  differ- 
ence m  principle  in  the  act,  and  it  was  in  effect 
saying  take  your  $11000  and  do  what  you  like  with 
it,  ami  purchase  your  badges,  but  we  don't  care, 
ami  con't  want  to  know,  so  long  as  we  can  have 
the  credit  of  snubbing  the  Council. 

fins  kind  of  way  ol  doing  business  he  did  not 
like,  in  increasing  public  expenditures  by  free 
lerric,  and  for  public  parks,  while  on  the  score 
ol  economy  objection  was  made  to  an  expendi- 
ture ol  $1024  foi  badges.  He  hoped  the  Council 
would  have  manhood  and  dignity  enough  to  stand 
by  their  vole,  fhey  had  got  their  badges  and 
shou hi  pay  for  them.  If  they  were  to  have  them, 
it  should  be  legitimately,  and  not  like  sneaking- 
round  a  corner,  and  by  paying  for  them  in  an  un- 
iN'iln.ndcd  manuer. 

.Mr.  hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  fully  indorsed  the 
views  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  10.  Every 
gentleman  was  aware  that  this  Contingent  Fund 
was  put  in  here  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  cover 
up  this  action,  ?nd  it  meant  badges,  and  that 
alone.  He  was  entirely  opposed  to  the  Contin- 
gent Fund,  vvmch  would  be  abused  in  years  to 
come,  so  that  instead  of  $3000  a  year,  in  five  years 
it  would  be  increased  to  $'!0,000.  It  was  merely  to 
get  over  the  badge  question.  If  Aldermen  did  not 
see  tit  to  allow  $1024  lor  the  badges,then  they  did  not 
want  the  Contingent  Fund.  He  hoped  the'Counoil 
would  stand  up  ami  vote  this  right  down.  It  was 
not  so  much  the  matter  of  badges,  hut  the  manner 
in  which  they  were  treated,  like  giving  them  a 
slap  iu  the  (j,s_e.  It  was  advertising  those  who 
had  them,  as  having  got  them  irregularly  Many 
of  them  had  got  them,  and  for  himself  he  meant 
to  wear  his. 

The  motion  to  adhere  to  the  appropriation  for 
hadges  was  carried. 

The  question  recurred  upon  the  other  amend- 
ments. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  he  understood  that 
economy  was  the  dodge,  but  on  looking  at  the 
Auditors  report  found  that  a  large  part  of  the 
dining  and  wining  was  done  by  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen. It  did  not  appear  to  him  that  the  Coun- 
cil should  be  cut  down  to  the  amount  proposed, 
if  the  Aldermen  could  eat  to  the  amount  of  $37,000, 
the  Council  ought  at  least  to  be  able  to  eat  to  the 
amount  of  $0000.  He  was  opposed  to  the  cutting 
down  of  the  appropriation  for  the  Contingent  Funu 
for  the  Council. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  said  this  matter  had 
been  slated  not  as  he  understood  it.  It  was  not 
understood  by  him  as  originating  in  hadges. 
There  were  several  committees  which  have  no 
appropriations  upon  which  to  draw  for  expendi- 
tures, and  some  of  these  committees  have  very 
laborious  duties  to  perform.  For  their  expendi- 
tures these  funds  have  been  provided.  So  far  as 
related  to  the  charges  to  the  fund  for  Incidental 
Expenses  last  year,  the  a  mount  of  $35,000  he  under- 
stood came  in  from  the  previous  year,  and  the 
expenditures  were  really  thousands  of  dollars  less 
than  the  preceding  year.  The  entertainment  of 
the  Chinese  Embassy  and  the  Jubilee  were  ex- 
penses of  the  preceding  year,  som°  of  which  went 
over.  As  a  member  of  a  committee  last  year 
which  had  a  large  amount  of  work  that  commit- 
tee had  as  few  dinners  and  as  little  wine  as  any 
others.  These  funds  he  believed  were  provided 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  such  committees. 

Mr.  Hull  said  he  was  a  member  of  a  committee 
which  had  not  had  dinners.  He  did  not  believe 
that  any  citizen  would  object  to  a  dinner  by  a 
committee  after  they  had  been  on  duty  several 
hours.  This  whole  matter  oi  funds  would  never 
have  been  heard  of.  he  believed,  but  for  the  cover- 
ing up  of  the  paynioiit  for  badges,  but  lie  objected 


to  the  creation  of  tae  funds  as   a  bad   precedent, 
ami  likely  to  be  abused  in  the  future. 

Mr.  >o\"s  of  Ward  5  moved  to  adhere  to  the  for- 
mer vote  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  .smith  of  Ward  10  said  be  was  not  disposed 
to  be  unreasonable,  and  he  was  not  in  favor  of  in- 
creasing the  amount  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Al- 
deiuien.  He  believed  that  $2000  with  the  badges 
would  be  enough. 
Hie  motion  to  adhere  was  Ii  st. 
Mr.  smith  moved  to  make  the  Contingent  Fund 
$1970.  which  wuh  the  payment  for  the  badge-, 
wi  iild  be  met  by  the  amount  a;  r  ed  lo  bv  the 
other  branch. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  moved  to  strike  out  the 
entire  appropriation  for  a  Contingent  Fund,  not 
including  what  had  been  voteu  as  the  pay  for  the 
badges. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  it  seemed  to  him  that 
this  was  a  most  extra  jrdiuaiy  course  to  piusue: 
he  thought  it  would  be  bettsr  to  concur  with  the 
Board  of  Aldermen. 

Mr.  Moulton  said  it  had  been  plain  from  the  be- 
giiiLing  that  the  creation  of  this  lund  was  to  cover 
up  the  purchase  i  f  badges:  he  did  not  bt-lieve  in 
getting  badges  in  that  way;  he  had  a  badge  and 
meant  to  wear  it. 

Mr.  smith  said  the  matter  was  settling  mixed 
up.  He  believed  the  fund  to  be  a  good  one,  taken 
from  the  large  fund  for  lucid  totals,  to  which  such 
charges  were  usually  made,  and  he  was  opposed  to 
striking  it  out. 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8  said  the  fund  was  created 
to  meet  expenditures  of  committees  which  had 
been  illegally  paid  heretofore,  in  the  view  of  the 
Mayor;  that  he  understood  to  be  the  case,  and 
that  was  the  statement  made  in  explanation  by 
the  Auditor  to  the  Council. 

Air.  Bobbins  said  the  remarks  just  m  ide  were 
what  were  in  his  mind  and  he  had  designed  to  say. 
That  was  just  why  he  was  in  favor  of  the  appro- 
priation, that  the  Mayor   desires    such  action  lor 
legalizing  the  expenditures  of  committees. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said  the  question  of  the 
fund  would  not  have  been  here  but  for  the  badges. 
He  preferred  to  vote  directly  for  the  payment  of 
expenses  of  commitiees,  and  there  was  no  need  of 
a  fund.  Last  week  they  voted  to  pay  the  expenses 
incurred  by  several  committees,  and  he  was  in  fa- 
vor of  stiiliing  out  the  whole  appropriation. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  understood 
this  matter  of  a  fund  had  its  origin  with  the 
Mayor,  because  he  felt  that  he  had  no  authority 
to  approve  of  bills  by  committees  for  expenses  for 
which  no  appropriations  were  made.  As  to  the 
dining  and  wining,  the  simple  question  was  how 
could  we  get  along  the  cheapest.  He  telt  that  he 
did  not  fully  understand  the  questiou  ;  he  did  not 
believe  in  covering  up  matters,  and  if  they  could 
not  get  along  without  this  appropriation,  he  would 
let  it  stand.  So  far  as  dining  was  concerned,  he 
nad  got  along  so  far  very  well  without  eating  at 
the  expense  of  the  city,  and  he|  believed  that  the 
committees  who  don't  eat  at  the  public  expense 
do  as  much  business  as  uiose  who  do.  If  he 
wanted  any  dinners  he  could  pav  for  them  hiui- 
i-eff. 

Air.  Winch  repeated  that  he  should  prefer  to 
have  the  bills  come  in  and  pass  upon  them  as  they 
did  last  week.  Ibis  would  be  better  than  to  be 
paid  out  of  a  fund,  the  public  would  know  what 
expenditures  were  made,  and  the  .Mayor  weuld 
make  noobiec  ion  to  their  approval  alter  the  ac- 
tion of  the  City  Council  upon  them. 

Mr.  .Moulton  said  this  lund  would  not  pay  for  all 
the  expenditures  which  would  be  required 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  he  had  got  what  ho  wanted 
to  know,  whether  this  would  be  enough  to  meet 
all  the  expenses  of  committees  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  s  liu  he  thought  he  was 
ill-nalured  enough  ;  as  long  as  the  Council  had  got 
what  they  wanted,  he  could  see  no  use  for  their 
lighting.'  Thev  had  got  their  badges,  and  they 
should  do  the  handsome  thing  and  vote  the  fund. 
The  question  was  taken  on  striking  out  the 
whole  appropriation  for  a  Contingent  Fund,  and 
was  carried  by  a  vote  of  33  to  J4,  as  follows:

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Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  to  reconsider  tbe 
vote  making  tbe  appropriation  of  $1024  for  badges. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  thought  the  course  of  the 
gentleman  very  strange. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  thought  they  ought  to  be  con- 
sistent and  strike  out  all  of  it,  so  long  as  they  had 
struck  out  the  fund.  They  had  had  their  way  and 
should  be  perfectly  satisfied  to  vote  for  the  fund. 

Mr.  Bn rr.es  of  Ward  1  opposed  the  motion  and 
hoped  ir  would  not  prevail.  They  had  voted  their 
pay  lor  badges  and  should  do  as  lliey  pleased, 
without  regard  to  the  feelings  of  the  other  branch. 

.Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  said  the  question  had 
often  been  asked  of  what  use  the  badges  were, 
ami  many  persons  had  the  impression  that  with 
them  the  member?  obtained  admission  to  all 
pUoes  of  amusement  as  deadheads.  The  chair- 
man ol  the  Committee  on  Licenses  info; inert  him 
that  he  dirt  not  ask  and  is  not  permitted  to  get 
admission  to  such  places  simplj  with  the  badges. 
He  « as  n(  t  aware  of  but  one  place  where  the 
members  went  last  year  on  tbe  strength  of  these 
badges,  and  that  is  not  in  existence  now,  and  they 
would  not  want  to  go  to  such  a  place  many  tunes. 
The  custom  of  wearing  badges  has  beeo  growing 
up  lor  sixteen  or  seventeen  years,  and  from  a  low 
figure  the  expense  ha>  risen  to  $1024  tor  sixty-four 
members  of  the  Council. 

With  reference  to  tbe  ser»ice  performed,  be  had 
been  informed  on  good  authority  that  the  police 
service  by  members  of  tbe  Council,  last  year,  had 
been  equivalent  to  the  salary  of  more  than  one 
man.  On  the  Fourth  of  July,  and  on  several  other 
occasions,  disturbances  had  been  suppressed  when 
no  police  officer  was  at  hand,  by  members  of  the 
Council,  weariug  these  badges.  The  members  of 
the  Council  hao  been  appointed  special  police  offi- 
cers without  pay,  but  what  have  they  to  show  for 
it,  if  not  a  badge?  They  have  not  a  written  cer- 
tificate, and  there  could  be  no  objection  to  their 
wearing  a  badge.  He  did  not  make  a  parade  of 
bis,  had  no  desire  to,  and  made  no  claim  to  cour- 
age, or  that  be  could  do  much  police  service. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  that  the  subject  be 
laid  over  one  week.    Lost. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost,  15  to  40,  as 
follows:

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  to  amend  tbe  ap- 
propriation for  incidental  Expenses,  by  making  it 
$98,976,  instead  of  $91,000. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  it  was  not  expected 
that  the  expenditures  would  be  so  large  as  last 
year,  and  movea  to  reduce  the  amount  to  $50,000. 

Mr.  .Noyes  said  his  object  was  not  to  insrease 
tbe  amount  of  the  anpropriation,  but  to  make  it 
the  same,  $9000  having  been  taken  from  Inciden- 
tal Expenses  for  a  Contingent  Fund,  and  ail  of  this 
but  the  $1024  had  been  given  up. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  referred  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  Burrill  claim  as  an  extraordinary  ex- 
penditure voted  for  Incidental  Kxpenseslastyear. 

The  Chair  stated  that  as  the  tax  bill  had  been 
passed  levying  the  amounttobe  raised,  if  tbissum 
was  to  be  reduced  it  would  require  reconsidera- 
tion in  both  branches  of  the  City  Council.  It  could 
stand  as  it  is,  and  if  tbe  whole  amount  is  not  need- 
ed it  will  remain  as  a  part  of  the  fund. 

The  motion  to  make  the  amount  $98,976  was  car- 
ried. 

It  was  then  voted  to  make  the  charge  of  $1024  a 
Contingent  Fund. 

SALARY  BILL. 

The  Salary  bill,  with  amendments,  was  taken 
up  and  read  on'-e,  when  it  was  assigned  for  lur- 
ther  consideration  to  next  Thursday  evening  at 
8)2  o'clock. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  order  that  there  be  allowed  and  paid  not 
exceeding  $250  for  repairs  of  Armory  of  Company 
E,  First  Regiment,  M.  V.  M.,  was  read  a  second 
time  and  passed. 

The  report  nominating  Directors  of  East  Boston 
Ferries,  at  large,  was  accepted.  A  request  was 
made  from  J.  Irving  Cross  not  to  .  be  considered  a 
candidate  for  Director,  on  account  of  business 
engagements. 


The  election  was  laid  over.

Board,  at  large,  was  accepted,  when  the  Council 
proceeded  to  an  election.  Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward

12,  and  Pease  of  Ward  1  were  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  receive  and  count  the  votes.

SCHOOL    ACCOMMODATIONS  AT  EAST  BOSTON. 

Alderman  Kicker,  from  the  Committee  on  Tuhlie 
Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of 
the  School  Committee  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
primary  schoolhouse  in  the  Prescott  District,  East 
Boston,  having  carefully  considered  the  subject, 
made  a  report  as  follows: 

It  appears  from  the  statements  made  to  the  com- 
mittee, that  the  whole  number  of  seats  in  the 
grammar  schoolhouses  in  Warel  1,  is  3136.  The 
whole  number  of  pupils  belonging  to  the  grammar 
schools  March  27,  was  2425.  and  the  average  attend- 
ance for  the  six  months  previous,  2044.  The  aver- 
age whole  number  of  pupils  belonging  to  the 
primary  schools  is  1589.  The  average  attendance 
is  1452.  The  whole  number  of  seats  in  the  primary 
schools,  not  including  those  furnished  in  the 
grammar  school  buildings,  is  1482— 107  less  than 
the  whole  number  of  pupils,  but  thirty  more  than 
the  average  attendance. 

There  are  448  seats  in  the  grammar  schools  oc- 
cupied by  primary  scholars— namely,  224  in  the 
Adams  District,  and  224  in  the  Prescott  District. 
Taking  the  whole  number  of  seats  in  all  the 
schools  in  Ward  1,  there  is  an  excess  of  <504  over 
the  whole  number  of  pupils  belonging  to  the 
schools. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  want  of  accom- 
modations in  the  primary  department  of  the  Pres- 
cott District  could  be  met  by  redisricting  Ward 
1,  instead  of  erecting  a  new  building;  but  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee  from  this  sec- 
tion, no  satisfactory  arrangement  could  be  made 
by  wnich  the  unoccupied  seats  in  the  grammar 
schools  could  be  made  available  for  the  primary 
scholars  in  the  l'rescott  District. 

The  amount  paid  in  rents  for  outside  buildings 
in  this  district  is  WOO.  While  the  accommodations 
are  not  equal  to  those  furnished  in  the  new  city 
buildings,  they  are  said  to  be  comfortable  and  not 
such  as  to  make  out  a  case  of  real  necessity  for 
something  better,  at  least  for  the  present. 

In  view  of  the  alleged  tendency  to  extravagance 
m  furnishing  school  accommodations,  the  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  inexpedient  to 
comply  with  the  request  of  the  School  Committee 
by  erecting  a  new  building  in  theJPrescott  District 
at  this  tinie.

For  one  actult  passenger  from  one  place  to 
another,  within  the  limits  of  Ward  16,  (Dorches- 
ter,) the  fare  shall  be  one  dollar;  and  for  each  ad- 
ditional adult  passenger  the  fare  shall  be  fifty 
cents:  provided,  however,  that  between  the  hours 
of  11  o'clock  P.  M..  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  the  faro 
shall  be  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  one  passen- 
ger, seventy-five  cents  each  for  two  passengers, 
and  for  each  additional  passenger  more  than  two, 
fifty  cents. 
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For  one  adult  passenger  from  any  point  in  Ward 
16,  north  of  Centre  street,  to  any  point  in  tbe  eity 
proper  south  of  summer  street  and  Beacon  street, 
the  tare  shall  l>e  three  dollars;  for  two  passengers, 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  each;  for  three  passen- 
gers, one  dollar  each;  for  four  passengers,  seven- 
ty-five cents  each. 

For  one  adult  passenger  from  any  point  in  Ward 
16,  north  of  Centre  street,  to  any  point  iu  the  city 
proper  norih  of  Summer  street  and  Beacon  street, 
the  fare  shall  lie  iom  dolUrs;  for  two  passengers, 
two  dollars  each;  tor  three  passengers,  one  dollar 
ami  thirtv-tliree  cents  each  ;  for  four  passengers, 
one  dollar  each. 

For  one  adult  passenger  from  any  point  in  Ward 
Hi.  south  of  Centre  street,  to  any  point  iu  the  city- 
proper  south  of  Summer  street  and  Beacon  street, 
the  fare  shall  be  live  dollars;  for  two  passengers, 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  each;  for  three  passen- 
gers, one  dollar  and  sixty-six  cents  each;  for  four 
passengers,  one  dollar  and  twenty-live  cents  each. 

For  one  adult  passenger  from  any  point  in  Ward 
16  south  of  Centre  street  to  any  point  in  the  city 
proper  north  of  Summer  street  and  Beacon  street 
the  tare  shall  be  six  dollars;  for  two  passengers, 
three- dollars  each ;  for  three  passengers,  two  dol- 
lars each;  for  four  passengers,  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  each. 

For  children  under  four  years  of  age,  with  an 
adult,  no  chaise  shall  be  made.  For  children  be- 
tween four  and  twelve  years  of  age,  when  accom- 
panied I'.v  an  adult,  the  fare  shall  be  half  tbe  rate 
lor  adults.

ORDER  RELATING  TO  NON-RESIDENT  TAX-PAYERS. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Kicker,  the  following  or- 
der was   taken  from  the  table: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  requested  to  pro- 
cure and  report  to  the  City  Council  the  names  of 
all  nonresident  tax-payers,  at  present  employed, 
or  who  have  oeen  employed  during  the  past  year 
by  the  several  departments  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment, including  public  schools. 

Alderman  Pluiner  moved  its  indefinite  postpone- 
ment. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  appeared  to  him  that 
this  was  something  worthy  of  consideration,  al- 
though  it   did   not  originate  with  him.    The  city 


employed  a  large  numberof  men,  and  it  seemed  to 
him  that  those  who  earned  their  money  from  the 
city  treasury  should  help  to  pay  its  taxes.  There 
are  those  who  come  here  and  earn  a  living  and  go 
off  into  neighboring  towns  and  cities  where  the 
rate  ef  taxation  is  much  smaller,  instead  of  pay- 
ing their  taxes  here  and  making  this  the  model 
city  of  the  country. 

As  a  general  principle,  the  requirement  to  live 
in  the  city  and  pay  their  taxes  here  should  apnly  to 
all  office-holders.  The  members  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  are  all  required  to  be  residents  of  the 
city  and  the  members  of  the  Common  Council  to 
be  residents  of  the  ward  which  thev  represent. 
Why  should  not  those  who  receive  salaries  from 
the  city  be  required  to  reside  here,  or  not  be  em- 
ployed by  the  city  ?  This  city  pays  the  largest  sal- 
aries for  school  teachers  of  any  city  in  the  coun- 
try, yet  he  did  nor  doubt  there  were  schools  as 
good  elsewhere,  without  the  payment  of  such  sal- 
aries. He  did  not  know  that  he  should  take  any 
action  in  this  matter  after  ascertaining  tbe  facts, 
yet  the  question  was,  should  we  know  who  are 
employed  by  the  city  and  do  not  reside  here? 

When  business  men  hired  men  to  do  their  work, 
they  liked  to  have  them  near  them,  and  so  it  was 
with  the  city  in  the  employment  of  teachers  It 
was  not  desirable  that  they  should  receive  large 
salaries  and  live  as  far  off  as  in  Dedham,  West 
Koxbury  and  Newton.  There  would  be  no  difficul- 
ty in  finding  pleuty  to  do  the  work,  and  they 
should  come  back  and  help  pay  the  taxes.  There- 
fore he  was  in  favor  of  providing  that  the  employes 
of  the  city  should  live  here. 

Alderman  Little  said  that  when  the  subject  was 
up  before,  it  was  as  to  where  the  employe's  of  the 
city  bought  their  groceries,  and  now  it  appeared 
to  be  a  matter  of  dollars  and  cents  in  the  payment 
of  taxes.  He  did  not  believe  that  the  small 
amount  of  taxes  paid  by  school  teachers  who  may 
reside  out  of  the  city,  would  be  appreciable  to  any 
extent  in  the  taxes  of  the  places  where  they  re- 
side. They  should  be  allowed  to  go  and  reside 
where  they  can  do  so  most  comfortably,  and  by 
living  in  the  country  they  would  be  better  pre- 
pared for  their  work,  and  come  to  it  with  more 
freshness  and  ability  to  discharge  it.  He  failed  to 
see  any  good  reason  for  the  passage  of  the  order. 
If  it  should  pass,  some  of  tbe  committees  will 
have  quite  as  much  as  they  can  do. 

Alderman  Pluiner  said  the  inquiry  was  not  nec- 
essary, and  he  objected  to  the  passage  of  the  order 
as  inquisitorial  in  its  character.  Where  the  em- 
ployes of  the  city  reside,  does  not  and  should  not 
concern  them.  Many  of  these  employes  receive 
barely  enough  to  keep  body  and  soul  together, 
and  if  by  living  in  the  country,  they  can  eke  out 
their  living,  and  lay  up  sometuing,  he  should  bid 
them  God-speed.  The  city  should  get  the  best 
talent  for  the  pay,  and  allow  the  persons  to  live 
where  they  best  can.  If  anything  could  be  done 
to  reach  the  class  of  rich  men  who  make  their  fort- 
unes here,  and  run  off  into  the  country  to  escape 
taxation,  it  would  be  worth  while,  but  this  he  re- 
garded as  too  small  game. 

Alderman  Kicker  referred  to  the  requirement 
that  certain  officers  of  the  city  should  reside 
here,  and  while  he  did  not  know  that  he  should 
carry  that  any  further,  he  could  see  no  objection 
to  ascertaining  how  much  we  are  paying  to  those 
who  reside  out  of  the  city.  There  are  some  school 
teachers  who  live  out  of  the  city,  pay  taxes  and 
hold  office  where  tbey  reside,  aad  "educate  their 
children  at  our  public  schools.  There  are  some 
persons  who  receive  large  salaries  from  the  city, 
yet  it  is  found  difficult  for  the  assessors  to  locate 
them.  It  may  prove  on  investigation  that  all  is 
right,  yet  there  was  no  reason  why  we  should  not 
know  how  much  we  pay  to  those  who  are  not 
taxed  here. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  reply  to  Alderman  Pluiner, 
said  it  the  Alderman's  views  were  correct,  let  the 
city  charter  be  changed,  so  that  Aldermen  may 
live  in  Dedham  or  elsewhere;  extend  the  freedom 
to  all  city  officers  and  let  them  live  anywhere.  If 
tbe  principle  was  right,  that  the  masters  of  the 
schools  should  live  ouc  of  town,  he  did  not  see 
why  it  was  not  applicable  to  all  members  of  the 
City  Government.  He  would  not  go  so  far  as  to 
say  that  they  should  not  live  out  of  the  city,  but 
he  would  like  to  see  how  it  looked  on  ascertaining 
the  facts.  The  inquiry  would  do  no  barm,  and  he 
was  willing  to  take  his  share  of  the  obloquy  in 
making  it. 

Aldermen  Plumerdiil  not  view  the  cases  as 
parallel,  as  stated  by  the  Alderman.  The  members 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  hold  elective  offices  for 
the  government  of  the   city    different  from  that  of 
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persons  receiving  salaries  from  the  employes 
of  the  city.  The  time  might  come  when  it 
would  become  necessary  that  the  city  should 
be  governed  by  persons  outside,  through 
boards,  as  in  New  Yoik.  From  all  that  he  could 
gather,  school  teachers  did  not  often  become  rich 
from  their  salaries.  It  had  happened  to  him  to 
have  done  much  Tor  the  support  of  a  teacher  worn 
out  in  the  service  of  the  city,  and  in  contributing 
as  much  as  he  felt  able  to  make  up  an  annuity 
for  the  support  of  another. 

Alderman  Little,  in  reply  to  remarks  of  Alder- 
man Cowdin,  said  the  Legislature  had  in  a  meas- 
ure met  his  suggestion  in  bringing  into  the  city 
those  who  had  resided  out  of  it,  and  it  might  be- 
come necessary  at  some  time  to  annex  all  the 
neighboring  towns,  when  many  of  these  persons 
receiving  salaries  would  be  brought  back  to  pay 
their  taxes  here. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  willing  to  admit 
that  some  of  the  best  taient  of  the  Board  had  been 
secured  by  annexation  ;  tut  some  ot  them  who  had 
lived  here  forty  years  wished  those  who  made  their 
money  here  to  help  pay  the  taxes  ot  the  city. 
While  there  might  be  no  objection  to  the  masters 
residing;  out  of  the  city,  there  could  be  no  harm  in 
such  action  as  would  not  leave  them  in  the  nark. 


Alderman  Kicker  said  he  wished  to  correct  an 
error  in  relation  to  this  order.  The  order  orig- 
inally had  reference  to  other  persons,  and  schoul 
teachers  were  incidentally  brought  in.  If  any 
persons  should  be  exempt,  it  should  be  school 
teachers.  They  have  more  leisure,  and  he  did  not 
doubt  it  would'be  better  for  them  to  reside  in  the 
country,  and  better  for  their  schools.  But  there 
were  many  clerks  who  receive  good  salaries  from 
the  city,  and  there  was  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  live  here  :ind  pay  taxes  in  the  city. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  saw  no  objection  to 
getting  information  on  the  subject.  These  carpet- 
baggers, who  make  their  residences  in  New  Hamp- 
shire or  on  the  seashore,  and  yet  get  their  support 
from  the  city,  should  be  required  to  pay  taxes 
here.  The  Legislature  is  not  liberal  towards  Bos- 
ton, requiring  the  city  to  pay  more  than  its  share 
of  taxes,  and  the  larger  portion  of  the  support  of 
bridges,  and  tnere  could  be  no  harm  in  ascertain- 
ing who  receives  salaries  from  the  city  without 
the  payment  of  taxes. 

The  motion  for  indefinite  postponement  was  lost, 
and  the  order  was  passed.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening,  at  1%  o'clock, 
Matthias  Rich,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THB  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  of  liichard  Leeds  and  of  T.  F. 
Hrgertv  and  the  memorial  of  Jonathan  Amory 
were  severally  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  reference  to  Committee  on  Assessors'  De- 
partment of  a  letter  of  resignation  from  George 
B.  Faunce  of  the  office  of  First  Assistant  Assessor, 
was  concurred  in. 

The  report  and  order  that  a  Fiench  roof  he  built 
on  Hose  House  No.  6,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  was  read  once. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Public  Instruc- 
tion, that  in  view  of  the  alleged  tendency  to  ex- 
travagance in  furnishing  school  accommodations, 
it  would  tie  inexpedient  to  comply  with  the  request 
of  the  School  Committee  lor  The  erection  of  a  new 
primary  schooihouse  in  the  Prescott  District,  was 
accepted,  m  concurrence. 

The  order  authorizing  the  Committee  on  the 
nomination  of  Directors  oi  East  Boston  Ferries, 
to  present  another  name  in  place  of  that  of  J.  Irv- 
ing Cross,  declined,  was  passed,  in  concuirence. 

The  report  nominating  Trustees  at  large,  of  the 
Public  Library,  and  the  certificate  of  election, 
were  read,  when  the  election  was  laid  over. 

ELECTION  OF  A  SECOND  ASSISTANT  ASSESSOR. 

The  certificate  of  the  election  of  Wm.  H.  Mason 
as  a  Second  Assistant  Assessor  in  Ward  12,  in 
place  of  Gilbert  Wait,  chosen  by  the  Council,  was 
read.  Messrs.  Ayer  of  Ward  14,  McDevitt  of  Ward 
7,  and  Salmon  of  Ward  3  were  chosen  a  committee 
to  receive  and  count  the  votes,  reporting  as  fol- 
lows:

Mr.  Mason  was  declared  to  be  elected,  in  con- 
currence. 

DIFFERENCES     OF    THE     TWO     BRANCHES     ON     THE 
APPROPRIATION    BILL. 

The  non-concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
iu  the  amendments  of  the  Common  Council,  of 
April  13,  to  the  order relatingto  the  specific  appro- 
priations for  the  financial  year  1871-2  (City  Doc. 
23,  1871)  and  adherence  of  said  Board  to  its  votes 
of  April  10,  current,  came  up  for  action. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  moved  that  the  Council 
recede  from  its  amendments,  and  concur  in  the 
amendments  made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on 
the  10th  inst.,  with  additional  amendments,  to 
make  the  Contingent  Fund  for  the  Council  $4000, 
and  the  total  fund  $10,000,  instead  of  $9000;  also  to 
make  the  fund  for  Incidentals  $90,000  instead  of 
191,000,  to  correspond  with  the  proposed  increase 
of  Contingent  Fund. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  hoped  the  gentle- 
man would  give  some  good  reason  for  his  action, 
or  that  the  motion  would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Moulton  said  he  proposed,  if  this  motion 
passed,  to  get  what  would  amount  to  the  same 
thing  to  the  Council,  for,  instead  of  giving  up 
their  rights,  they  would  get  them  in  some  other 
way. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  the  gentleman  had  given  no  good 
reason  for  his  motion,  and  unless  he  did  he  hoped 
the  Council  would  adhere  to  its  vote. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  what  effect  would 
result  from  receding,  and  whether  any  other  mo- 
tion than  to  concur  would  he  in  order. 

The  Chair  stated  that  if  the  Council  should  re- 
cede, the  amendment  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
would  be  before  the  Council  for  amendment  or 
concurrence. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  recede, 
which  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  30  to  13. 

The  question  then  recurred  upon  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Moulton  to  concur  with  the  amendments  pro- 
posed by  him,  as  stated  above. 

The  Chair  stated  the  position  of  the  question 
6hould  the  amendment  prevail,  that  the  Contin- 


gent Fund  tor  committees  would  be  $3000,5  those 
lor  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  $1500  each, 
and  of  the  Common  Council  $4000;  making  a  total 
of  $10,000. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  this  appeared  to  be  a  nice  order 
on  the  face  of  it,  still  it  was  a  peculiar  way  of 
backing  down  from  the  ground  which  the  Council 
had  agreed  to.  They  had  agreed  to  vote  for  the 
pajment  of  $1024  for  badges,  and  now  gentlemen 
who  have  been  the  strenuous  advocates  for  badges 
wish  to  have  it  thrown  back  on  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, and  sti'ft  the  responsibility  from  themselves. 
The  Council  had  v^ced  to  stand  by  the  payment  of 
these  badges,  and  if  i  hey  are  men,  they  should 
vote  as  men.  Some  of  them  have  the  badges,  and 
some  of  them  wear  them,  and  they  should  stand 
by  the  vote  until  the  last  day  of  December,  before 
yielding. 

He  did  not  believe  they  should  take  the  back 
track  to  please  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen.  The  ap- 
propriation was  just,  and  they  had  asked  the  Board 
to  concur  with,  them  in  its  passage.  They  reply 
'•No,':  and  without  discussion  moved  to  adhere  to 
their  former  vote.  He  hoped  the  Council  would 
adhere  to  its  former  vote,  and  as  men  they  should 
stand  by  thtir  appropriation. 

.Mr.  Robinson  of  ward  11  moved  to  strike  out  the 
whole  Contingent  Fund. 

The  Chair  suggested  that  the  motion  to  concur 
might  be  voted  down,  and  then  a  motion  could  be 
made  to  strike  out  the  entire  appropriation  for  a 
Contingent  Fund. 

Mr.  Flynn  Inquired  what  this  effect  of  striking 
out  the  appropriation  would   have  on  the  badges. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  would  take  the  appro- 
priation for  badges  with  it,  as  a  part  of  the  Con- 
tingent Fund. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  inquired  what  the  ques- 
tion was,  which  was  stated  by  the  Chair. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  inquired  what  the 
position  of  the  question  would  be  should  the  pend- 
ing motion  be  lost. 

The  Chair  replied  that  it  would  still  be  on  the 
amendment  of  the  Board. 

.Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  the  Common  Council 
had  bv  a  large  majority  adhered  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  badges,  and  if  it  was  justified  in  pro- 
curing the  badges,  they  should  be  paid  for  in  an 
honorable  manner,  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
other  bills  are  paid.  Gentlemen  are  disposed  to 
take  the  back  track,  because  it  is  desirable  to  have 
the  Appropriation  bill  passed  before  the  1st  May, 
and  the  opponents  of  the  badges  are  willing  to 
give  a  guarantee  that  the  payment  of  them  shall 
be  made  and  covered  up.  If' necessary,  he  desired 
that  the  Council  should  insist  on  their  amend- 
ment, so  that  the  other  branch  should  see  the  ne- 
cessity of  concurrence,  and  that  the  Appropriation 
bill  should  pass. 

The  Chair  stated  that  gentlemeu  could  have  the 
pleasure  of  voting  for  the  badges  under  the  con- 
currence with  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  because 
they  could  not  have  the  Day  for  them,  without  vot- 
ing for  them,  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  he  had  made  no  pledges 
to  adhere  to  an  appropriation  for  badges;  practi- 
cally it  made  no  difference  which  course  was 
adopted,  whether  the  badges  were  included  in  the 
appropriation  or  not,  so  long  as  the  city  paid  for 
them. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  in  reference  to  the  suggestion 
about  passing  the  Appropriation  bill  before  the 
1st  of  May,  said  it  war  very  important,  for  without 
its  passage  not  a  single  workman  for  the  city 
could  be  paid.  In  view  of  the  supposed  adherence 
of  the  Council,  he  came  prepared  to  move  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  of  conference  so  that 
the  difference  could  be  treated  in  a  dignified  man- 
ner, without  wrangling.  As  it  stands,  he  thought 
they  might  as  well  yield,  and  although  it  did  not 
suit  his  views,  he  was  willing  to  vote  for  the  con- 
currence. 

The  question  being;  stated  again,  Mr.  Robinson 
said  he  had  not  withdrawn  his  amendment  to 
strike  out  the  whole  Contingent  Fund. 

Mr.  Flynn  inquired  whether  it  would  be  iu  order 
to  move  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  to  recede, 
and  then  to  move  to  adhere?  If  so,  he  would 
make  such  a  motion. 

Mr.  Moulton  raised  the  question  whether  the 
gentleman  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  could 
move  a  reconsideration. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  amendment  was  not  in 
order,  the  question  being  on  the  motion  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  11. 

Mr.  Flynn  moved  to  lay  the  amendment  on  the 
table. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it   would  take  the  whole

subject  with  it,   and  Liu:   amendment  was  with- 
draw n. 

The  (hair  on  f)  rfher  consideration  ruled  the 
amendment  of  Mr.  Robinson  out  of  order. 

.Mr.  Lames  inquired  whether  an  ainendment 
could  lie  moved  to  the  amendment. 

Ihe  Chair  slated  that  it  could  unless  it  destroyed 
the  force  of  the  present  amendment.  If  it  was  not 
desired  to  pass  the  motion  to  concur,  with  amend- 
ments, it  could  be  voted  down  with  the  amend- 
ment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13,  the  main 
question  was  ordered,  and  the  motion  to  concur 
was  lost. 

.Mr.  Dickinson  moved  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee of  conlcrencc. 

Mr.  Klynn  raised  the  question  whether  it  was 
not  necessary  to  adhere  to  the  ainendment  of  the 
Council  tiefore  a  committee  of  conference  was  ap- 
pointed. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  was,  and  the  motion  was 
withdrawn. 

Air.  Noyesof  Ward  5  moved  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  the  Council  voted  to  recede  from 
its  amendments. 

Mr.  itvan  wished  to  know  whether  the  subject 
could  not  be  laid  on  ihe  table  and  a  committee  of 
conference  be  appointed. 

The  Chair  stated  that  there  was  no  other  way  in 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  conference 
but  by  reconsideration. 

Ihe  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried. 

Mr.  Noyes  moved  further  thattheCouncil  adhere 
to  its  amendments,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Dickinson  moved  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  as  a  committee  of  conlerence. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Waru  1  moved  to  make  the  num- 
ber live. 

Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14  moved  to  add  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  no  particular 
objection  to  a.  committee  of  conference.  If  they 
were  determined  to  back  down,  it  would  be  just  as 
well  to  do  it  now;  if  right,  then  vote  to  adhere, 
and  there  would  be  no  necessity  for  a  committee 
of  conleience. 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  this  was  a  small  matter,  but 
it  created  a  great  disturbance,  and  each  branch 
had  now  made  it  a  point  of  honor  as  to  who  should 
recede.  He  had  no  doubt  that  should  a  committee 
of  conference  come  together  and  talk  the  matter 
over  fairlv  and  freely,  it  would  be  satisfactorily  ar- 
ranged. Each  branch  had  acted  without  Knowing 
the  argument  and  reasons  of  the  other,  but  the 
committee  could  well  understand  each  other. 
Personally  he  had  no  interest  in  the  matter,  and 
thought  it  of  small  consequence,  but  in  consider- 
ing it  he  believed  a  small  committee  would  do 
better  than  a  large  one.  If  such  a  person  as  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  10  should  be  on  the  com- 
mittee, he  did  not  believe  the  interests  of  the 
Council  would  suffer. 

Mr.  Brooks  withdrew  his  amendment. 

Mr.  Barker  of  Ward  G  said  this  matter  was  so 
important  that  it  might  be  well  to  join  the  whole 
Council  on  the  committee. 

The  motion  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  as  a 
committee  of  conference,  was  carried. 

Messrs.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11,  Flynn  of  Ward  7,

.Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  called  attention  to  the 
withdrawal  of  Oliver  L.  Shaw  as  a  candidate, 
whicn  was  mentioned  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

.Messrs.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  Pond  of  Ward  3.  and 
Willis  of  Ward  9  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
receive  and  count  the  votes,  and  reported  as  fol- 
lows:

SALARY  BILL. 

The  Salary  bill  was  taken  up,  by  assignment, 
and  considered  by  sections. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  inquired  what  amend- 
ments had  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
and  asked  that  such  changes  from  last  year  should 
be  indicated. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  that  the  Council 
concur  with  the  Board  iu  the  amendment  to  the 
salary  of  tne  Auditor. 

Mr.  Pope  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  Council  would 
not  concur,  for  the  Salary  bill  had  been  twice  in 
the  hands  of  the  commitree,  who  considered  each 
item  separately,  and  were  unanimous  in  adopting 
the  report. 

Mr.  Smith  said  it  was  an  ungracious  task  to  ob- 
ject to  an  increase  of  salaries,  but  he  could  not  see 
any  reason  why  there  should  be  an  increase,  al- 
though he  admitted  the  value  of  the  services  of 
the  Auditor  He  bad  understood  that  members  e  I" 
the  committee  had  gone  round  to  officers  begging 
them  to  take  an  addition  to  their  salaries. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, denied  that  there  had  been  any  such  course 
resorted  to;  the  increase  of  salaries  which  was  re- 
ported was  from  the  best  judgment  of  the  com- 
mittee that  they  were  required. 

Mr.  Vannevar  stated  that  it  would  be  found  that 
many  of  the  officers  asked  for  an  increase  of  sal- 
aries*. 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  he  wished  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  would  explain  why  the  salaries  of 
a  po''tion  of  the  public  officers  were  raised  and 
not  others. 

.Mr.  Vannevar  replied  that  the  committee  were 
of  opinion  that  the  salaries  were  too  small,  and 
thev  raised  ail  of  the  principal  ones. 

Mr.  Dickinson  wished  to  know  in  what  cases 
they  were  changed,  as  they  came  from  the  Board 
of  Aldermen. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  increase  was  based  on 
the  salaries  oi  last  year,  and  these  as  proposed

are  indicated  in  tlie  report.  Such  changes  as 
were  made  by  the  Board  would  oe  stated  as  the 
sections  were  read. 

Mr.  Ayerof  Ward  14  said  he  had  been  lo  oking 
over  the  list,  and  as  the  Treasurer  received  a  sala- 
ry of  $5000,  there  was  no  reason  why  the  Auditor 
and  City  Clerk,  being  of  the  same  class  of  offices, 
should  not  receive  the  same  amount.  It  was  emi- 
nently proper  that  an  increase  should  be  made. 
The  services  of  the  Auditor  were  valuable,  and  he 
should  pursue  the  same  course  in  reg.ud  to 
a  public  officer  who  was  faithful  as  he  should  in 
his  private  business. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  understood  the  difference  to 
be  this,  that  the  Treasurer  was  obliged  to  give 
bonds  in  a  large  amount,  and  that  most  pe  jple 
would  consider  this  au  equivalent  to  .$500. 

The  motion  to  concur  was  lost — 15  to  35. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  11  moved  to  concur  with  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  in  the  salary  of  the  City  Clerk, 
ou  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered.  The 
motion  to  make  the  salary  $4500  instead  of  $5000, 
unreported  hy  the  committee,  was  lost,  by  a  vote 
of  29  tu  33,  as  follows  :

Mr.  Ayer  of  t\  aid  14  moved  to  non-concur  with 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the  salary  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Common  Council.  The  motion  was  car- 
ried. 

Mr.  Koboms  of  Ward  11  moved  to  increase  the 
salary  of  the  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Common 
Council  to  $1000.    Carried— 26  to  22. 

Che  amendment  to  the  salary  of  the  City  En- 
gineer was  non-concurred  in. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  moved  to  non-concur  m 
the  salary  of  the  City  Surveyor,  stating  that  the 
duties  of  his  office  hail  been  largely  increased, and 
the  office  was  of  the  highest  importance,  as  the 
Surveyor  was  required  to  make  the  surveys  for 
the  various  departments,  and  was  engaged  in 
making  new  plans  of  streets  in  Boxbury  and  Dor- 
chester.   The  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  to  reduce  the  salary 
of  the  City  Solicitor  to  $45C0. 

Mr.  Locke  of  Ward  12  moved  to  make  the  salary 
$4000. 

Mr.  Yannevar  of  Ward  8  stated  that  this  salary 
had  not  been  increased,  but  was  the  same  as  it  had 
been  for  several  years. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  it  did  not  follow  that  the  salary 
should  be  continued  if  the  office  had  been  overpaid 
ten  or  twelve  years. 

Mr.  Perkins"  of  Ward  6  objected  to  this  method 
of  dealing  with  public  officers.  If  the  Citv  Solici- 
tor was  unfit  tor  the  office,  they  should  not  elect 
him.  The  salary  of  $5000  was  small  enough  for 
such  an  office,  and  it  would  be  an  insult  to  leduce 
it. 

The  motions  to  reduce  were  severally  rejected. 

The  Council  non-concurred  in  the  amendment  to 
the  salary  of  the  Ci  y  Registrar. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  to  non-concur  in  the 
amendment  to  the  salary  of  the  W  ater  Registrar, 
stating  that  the  business  of  the  office  had  largely 
increased.    Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flynn,  the  reduction  in  the  re- 
ported salary  of  the  Harbor  Haster  was  non-con- 
curred in,  Mr.  Flynn  stating  thai  the  business 
would  be  greatly  increased  from  the  sale  of  the 
police  boat  and  the  loss  of  police  services. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  what  the  duties 
of  the  Port  Physician  were,  the  salary  being  but 
$600,  and  moved  its  increase  to  $1000,  which  was 
lost. 

The  Chair,  in  answer  to  an  maiiiry,  stated,  in  re- 
lation to  the  Assistant  Port  Physician,  that  his 
services  were  only  required  for  additional  labor, 
which  accounted  for  his  salary  being  by  the 
month. 

The  salaries  of  the  Superintendents  of  Fire 
Alarms,  Sewers,  Streets,  and  Public  Buildings, 
were  severally  fixed  as  reported,  the  Council  non- 
concur) ing  in  the  amendments  made  ny  the  Board 
of  Aldermen. 

Mr.  smith  said  as  the  hour  was  late,  and  as  there 
was  a  determination  to  paSb  the  bill  as  reported. 


he  thought  that  they  might  concur  in  its  passage 
as  a  whole. 

A  motion  bv  Mr.  Robinson  of  Ward  11  to  in- 
crease the  salary  of  Superintendent  of  Faneuil  Ha'l 
Market  was  lost,  as  was  also  a  motion  to  increase 
the  salary  of  the  Deputy  Superintendent. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  moved  to  strike  out  the  in- 
crease of  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Lamps, 
believing  that  bv  the  adoption  of  an  improved 
mode  of  lighting"  by  electricity  the  labor  of  that 
department  would  be  lessened.  The  motion  was 
lost. 

The  amendment  to  Hie  salary  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  was  non-concurred  in. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  to  amend  section  7 
of  the  police  order,  relating  to  patrolmen,  to  pro- 
vide that  for  extra  duties  they  shall  be  paid  at 
the  saute  per  diem  ratas. 

A  motion  to  increase  the  pay  of  truant  officers 
was  lost. 

On  a  reconsideration,  the  salaries  of  Superin- 
tendent and  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Faneuil 
Hall  Market  were  fixed  at  $2500  and  $1500. 

Jthe  Council  non-concurred  in  the  amendment  to 
the  salary  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2,  the  salaries 
of  foremen  of  hook  and  ladder  and  engine  and 
hose  companies  were  increased  $25,  aud  of  assist- 
ant roremen  $25,  the  amounts  being  respectively 
$325  and  $300. 

A  motion  to  increase  the  salaries  of  firemen  was 
lost. 

The  amendment  to  salaries  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners was  non-concuired  in,  by  a  vote  of  10  to  21 . 

A  motion  to  jeconsider  and  increase  the  salaty 
of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Health  was 
lost. 

The  Salary  bill,  as  amended,  in  non-concurrence 
with  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  was  passed. 

The  salaries,  as  adopted, were  mainly  as  reported 
by  the  committee,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  having 
in  most  cases  reduced  them  to  the  rates  of  last 
vear,  on  which  the  Council  have  non-concurred. 
The  mcrease  has  been  as  follows:  Auditor,  City 
Clerk,  City  Registrar,  Water  Registrar,  Superin- 
tendents of  Fire  Alarms,  Sewers,  Health  aud 
Lamps,  $500  each ;  Clerk  of  Committees,  Super- 
intendents of  Streets  and  of  Public  Buildings, 
City  Engineer,  City  Surveyor,  Chief  oi  Police, 
Chief  Engineer  of  Fire  Department,  Superin- 
tendent of  Faneuil  Hall  Market,  $300  each; 
Clerk  of  Common  Council,  Assistant  City  Mes- 
senger, Assistant  Clerk  of  Council,  and  As- 
sistant Clerk  of  Committees,  City  Engineer, 
City  Surveyor,  Deputv  Superintendent  of  Faneuil 
Hail  Market,  Superintendents  of  Mount  Washing- 
ton, federal  and  Dover  street  Bridges,  $200  each; 
Superintendent  of  Lunatic  Hospital  $400;  Street 
Commissioners,  $1000  each  ;  Assistant-Engineers ot 
Fire  Department,  $100  each  ;  salaries  oi  foremen 
of  Hook  and  Ladder  and  Engine  and  Hose  Com- 
panies, aud  assistant-foremen,  clerks,  rakemen 
and  hosemeu,  except  in  Ward  16.  $25  each;  Su- 
perintendents ot  hacks,  trucks,  wagons,  pawn- 
brokers and  intelligence  offices,  fifty  cents  each 
per  dav. 

The  concurrence  of  the  two  branches  on  the  in- 
crease of  salaries  was  on  the  salaries  of  the  Clerk 
of  Committees,  Superintendents  of  Health.  Lamps, 
Lunatic  Hospital,  the  Superintendents  of  bridges 
above-named,  superintendents  of  Hacks,  Wagons, 
Pawnbrokers,  etc.,  Assistant  Clerk  of  Committees 
and  Assistant  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department.

CAMBRIDGE    AND  CHARLESTOWN   BRIDGES. 

The  Mayor  laid  before  the  Board  a  communica- 
tion from  the  City  Solicitor,  giving  a  sketch  of  the 
facts  needed  to  be  communicated  to  the  City 
Council  in  respect  to  the  Cambridge  and  Charles- 
town  bridges. 


This  sketch  gives  the  provisions  of  chapter  302 
of  the  acts  of  1870,  in  relation  to  the  support  of  the 
West  Boston  and  Craigie's  bridges  by  the  cities  of 
Boston  and  Cambridge,  the  proportion  of  each  to 
be  determined  by  three  commissioners  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and 
that  the  unexpended  balance  ot  lunds  for  the  sup- 
port of  these  bridges  shall  be  divided  between  the 
two  cities  in  the  proportion  of  the  payments  for 
support  assigned  to  each,  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  the  bridges  to  be  vested  in  a  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  one  from  each  city. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  statute, 
commissioners  appointed  have  made  the  award, 
and  this  has  been  accepted  and  confirmed  by  the 
court. 

By  chapter  303,  acts  of  1870,  similar  provisions 
were  made  in  regard  to  the  Charles  River  and 
Warren  Bridges,  and  proceedings  under  the  stat- 
ute have  been  had  and  confirmed  by  the  court. 

It  now  becomes  incumbent  upon  the  City  Coun- 
cil to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  performance  of 
the  duties  which  have  thus  been  imposed  upon 
this  city,  and  also  to  adopt  the  measures  necessary 
for  obtaining  our  moiety  of  the  unexpended  part 
of  said  funds. 

The  communication  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Bridges. 

A  proposition  by  the  School  Committee  for  a 
Convention,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  to  fill 
a  vacancy  in  the  committee  from  Ward  "16,  was 
concurred  in.

SALARY  BILL. 

The  Salary  bill  (City  Doc.  17)  came  up  with  the 
rejection  of  all  the  amendments  made  thereto  bj 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  with  the  following  ad- 
ditional amendments: 

Increase  clerk  hire  ol  Common  Council  to  §1000. 

Increase  salaries  of  Superintendent  of  Market 
to  $2500,  and  of  the  Deputy  to  $1500. 

Increase  salaries  of  Foremen  of  Engine,  and 
Hook  and  Ladder  Companies  to  §325  each  per  an- 
num.   (Sect.  i). 

increase  salaries  f  f  Assistant  Foremen,  etc.,  of 
said  companies  to  $300  each  per  annum.    (Sect.  5). 

Alderman  Talbot  moved  to  concur  with  the 
Common  Council  in  all  their  amendments. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  to  amend,  by  voting  to 
adhere  to  the  amendments  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins,  a  division  of 
the  question  was  called  for,  each  amendment  to  be 
acted  upon  separately. 

O  a  the  motion  to  amend  by  increasing  the  salary 
of  the  Auditor,  the  question  put  was  upon  adhering 
to  the  amendment  of  the  Board,  in  making  the 
salary  §4500  instead  of  §5000,  as  adopted  by  the 
Common  Council. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  opposed  to  raising 
salaries  in  the  outset,  but  the  matter  bad  got  so 
mixed  up  that  he  supposed  it  would  be  better  to 
concur  in  the  amendments.  He  wanted  to  pay  all 
that  was  needed  to  secure  the  services  of  good  offi- 
cers, but  there  were  others  to  be  protected  who 
were  not  on  the  spot.  Tax-payers  are  complaining 
of  high  taxes,  and  are  moving  out  of  town  on  ac- 
count of  their  increase,  and  he  could  not  blame 
them  for  so  doing,  for  they  would  he  no  men  at  all 
if  they  did  not.  The  community  did  not  expect 
that  salaries  would  be  raised  this  year,  and  he 
wished  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  he  was 
opposed  to  raising  salaries  except  in  tew  cases. 

The  salaries  of  all  the  principal  officers  had  been 
raised  §500  in  the  last  two  years  by  the  fall  in 
gold.  The  taxes  of  this  city  were  known  to  beat 
an  extraordinary  rate,  a  higher  rate  than  in  any 
other  city,  and  on  that  account  more  persons  left 
the  city  last  year  than  ever  before,  and  more  would 
leave  this  year  than  last.  If  this  increase  should 
go  on,  a  reaction  would  take  place,  when  salaries 
would  be  cut  down  to  lower  rates  than  now.  With 
salaries  of  §3000  and  a  carriage,  there  is  not  one 
in  a  hundred  iu  the  city  so  well  employed,  and  in 
mercantile  business  where  an  amount  is  done  of 
§250,000,  the  merchants  are  not  making  money. 
Many  of  the  Board  came  here  to  run  the  Govern- 
ment more  economically,  and  it  was  expected 
that  they  would  keep  rtown  the  taxes,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  boor,  who  must  pay  the  more  as  rich 
men  are  driveu  away. 

The  raising  of  salaries  having  gone  so  far,  there 
was  a  bigger  thing  to  come,  for  there  were  the  la- 
boring people  employed  by  the  city ,bwho  would  ex- 
pect to  receive  an  increase  of  pay,  and  there  was 
no  earthly  reason  why  they  should  not.  These 
men  were  receiving  but  §1  50  to  §1  75  per  day,  but 
it  was  said  theirs  was  not  brain  work.  Yet'  there 
was  no  reason  why  they  should  not  have  their  pay 
increased,  and  instead  of  §10,000  as  the  amount  of 
increase  of  salaries,  we  shall  have  $150,000. 


Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  was  not  prepared  to 
vote  on  either  proposition  to  adhere  to  the  amend- 
ments of  the  Board  or  to  concur  with  the  Council 
on  all.  There  were  some  inequalities  in  salaries, 
and  some  of  them  should  be  increased,  as,  tor  in- 
stance, the  Chief  of  Police.  That  officer  was  on 
service  fifty-two  days  more  in  a  year  tnan  other 
heads  of  departments,  and  longer  days  at  that, 
with  a  torce  of  500  men  under  him  and  with  an 
amount  of  anxiety  and  watchfulness  that  others 
cannot  realize.  There  were  also  some  others  which 
should  be  raised  and  there  were  some  which  had 
come  from  the  Council  which  the  committee  did 
not  agree  up  ,n.  Take  the  case,  also,  of  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets,  at  whose  mercy  they  were,  it 
was  desirable  that  they  should  have  regard  to  the 
lax-payers,  but  he  knew  that  it  was  the  feeling  of 
the  people  to  pay  a  fair  price  for  the  services  of 
those  who  were  faithful. 

He  did  not  doubt  there  were  many  who  would 
take  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  at  a  salary  of 
§1000  a  year,  and  would  lay  up  money  on  it.  Take 
the  present  Chief,  situated  as  he  is.  There  are 
many  persons  who  are  sent  to  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, or  other  institutions,  and  on  coming  out 
apply  to  him  for  advice  and  aid.  He  does  not  talk 
about  it,  but  pays  out  considerable  money  to  such 
persons.  Three  thousand  dollars  a  year  for  an 
officer  liable  to  be  called  out  at  all  hours  of  the 
night  as  well  as  day  can  be  considered  but  a  trifle. 
Such  salaries  do  not  compensate  for  the  services. 
It  is  said  these  officers  cannot  earn  so  much  out- 
side. This  is  not  to  be  expected  after  they  have 
been  employed  fifteeu  or  twenty  years  in  one  of 
the  city  departments,  that  they  could  obtain  as 
good  salaries  as  bankers  or  clerks  in  commercial 
houses,  yet  for  the  positions  they  now  hold  their 
services  are  invaluable,  and  no  men  could  fill 
their  places. 

Where  public  officers  are  reliable  and  compe- 
tent, they  should  have  fair  salaries  and  tax-payers 
would  not  complain.  Tnere  are  many  salesmen  in 
stores  who  get  better  paid  than  the  best  officers 
are  paid  by  ",he  city.  He  should  be  unwilling  to 
concur  with  the  Council  in  so  sweeping  a  vote, 
neither  would  he  be  willing  to  adhere  in  all  the 
forinei  votes  of  the  Board. 

Alderman  Gibson,  in  support  of  the  increase  of 
the  salary  of  the  Auditor,  said  he  was  the  only 
man  to  stand  up  between  the  demands  against  the 
Treasury  and  the  tax-pavers,  and  it  was  important 
that  we  had  such  a  man,  who  could  resist  unjust 
demands.  He  had  been  in  favor  of  waiting  until 
the  rates  were  down  to  §10  on  a  thousand  before 
making  an  increase  of  salaries,  and  in  justice  to 
the  tax-payers  was  in  hopes  of  running  the  Gov- 
ernment more  economically. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  lie  concurred  with  both 
Aldermen  Cutter  and  Gibson  to  a  certain  extent, 
and  it  could  hardly  be  expected  that  the  Board  could 
raise  salaries  when  they  were  so  economical  as  to 
buy  their  own  victuals  and  pay  for  them  when  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  the  city.  He  should  be  happy 
t'>  vote  for  an  increase  of  all  the  salaries,  and  par- 
ticularly for  the  gentleman  piesent,  whom  they  all 
delighted  to  honor;  but  if  increased  in  these  cases 
why  not  in  others?  And  it  would  be  expected  by 
the  laborers  and  others,  who  would  say:  If  you 
increase  the  salaries  of  others,  why  not  ours?  The 
tax-payers  would  say  the  laborers  are  as  much 
entitled  to  an  increase  of  pay  as  are  the  heads  of 
departments. 

The  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  are  worthy  offi- 
cers and  are  entitled  to  good  salaries.  The  Audit- 
or he  had  known  from  boyhood,  and  he  respected, 
him  as  an  able  and  efficient  officer.  Yet  we  bad 
an  able  officer  before  him,  and  if  the  Lord  should 
see  tit  to  take  him  away,  which  he  hoped  not  for 
many  years,  he  did  not  doubt  that  his  place  could 
be  tilled.  The  gentleman  on  the  other  side,  (Al- 
derman Gibson,)  knew  better  than  he  did  in  regard 
to  the  depression  of  mercantile  business,  he 
yielded  to  him  in  such  matters,  and  under  the  cir- 
cumstances he  hoped  the  Board  would  not  concur. 

Alderman  Jenkins  remarked  that  it  was  in  the 
interest  of  strict  economy  in  the  management  of 
city  affaiis,  he  advocated  the  payment  of  fair  sala- 
ries to  those  in  the  City  Hall,  that  the  best  men 
might  be  kept  in  municipal  positions.  The  in- 
crease of  salaries  he  should  support  would  not 
amount  to  more  thau  §6000  or  §8000,  and  Mie  citi- 
zens would  not  complain  if  it  was  paid  to  the  most 
competent  men  for  the  places. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  in  this  case  there  was  no 
horse  and  vehicle  provided,  which  was  §1200  or 
$1500  a  year  additional.  Every  financial  operation 
of  'he  city  passes  under  the  eye  of  the  Auditor, 
and  in  ability  he  must  be  equal  to  a  first-class  law- 
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yer.  The  persons  to  fill  the  office  were  very 
scarce,  ami  while  lie  was  opposed  attbe  outset  to 
increasing- salaries,  it  anyone  was  to  be  increased 

il  should  oe  tliis. 
Alderman  Pierce  said  he  did  not  understand 

that  because  he  voted  to  raise  one  salary  he 
should  raise  all  others.  In  raising  salaries,  re- 
gard should  he  had  to  duties,  capacities,  etc.,  and 
no  one  should  come  to  him  to  say  that  his  p alary 
should  he  raised  heeause  that  of  another  hasheen. 
It  should  be  considered  how  rapidly  the  ei  y  has 
grown  in  a  few  years— m  increase  of  population 
li'om  150,000  to  250,000.  With  duties  more  re- 
sponsible there  should  he  an  increase  of  salaries. 
The  added  territory  had  much  increased  the 
duties  of  the  Am  liter,  (Jity  Clerk  ami  Superintend- 
ent of  SMeetS,  and  had  made  them  far  more  ardu- 
ous ami  exhausting,  and  tie  could  not  understand 
why  they  should  not  he  entitled  to  an  increase  of 
salaries.  It,  was  hut  simple  justice  that  they 
should  lie  increased. 

If  other  officers  think  their  salaries  should  be 
increased,  let  each  one  present  his  case  and  show 
his  claims,  and  if  clear  It  would  he  granted.  He 
should  vote  against  an  increase  of  those  not  enti- 
tled to  it.  It  was  simply  a  question  to  he  decided 
in  each  case,  whether  a  salary  is  entitled  to  he 
raised,  and  not  a  question  whether  the  Increase 
should  be  carried  up  to  $150,000.  The  salaries  of 
beads  oi  departments  should  he  raised.  In  his 
own  experience  in  connection  with  the  Street, 
Department,  he  was  obliged  to  go  to  an  honest 
superintendent  to  learn  his  duties.  If  the  super- 
intendent was  not  honest,  the  city  would  suiter  o 
that  extent.  The  city  must  suffer  from  want  of 
capacity  in  heads  of  departments,  and  if  ttey  are 
competent  they  should  have  salaries  which  will 
support  them  creditably  and  enable  them  to  lav 
up  something.  He  believed  that,  as  a  whole,  the 
heads  of  departments  were  honest,  able  and  capa- 
ble, and  the  increase  was  not  unreasonable  or 
more  than  they  are  entitled  to  receive. 

Alderman  Pl'umer  said  that  as  he  had  expressed 
his  views  freely  on  a  previous  occasion,  it  would 
not  be  necessary  for  him  to  do  so  now.  As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Salaries,  he  owed  it  to  the 
committee  to  say  that  they  carefully  considered 
each  case  and  at  two  sessions.  He  was  free  to  say 
for  himself  that  he  was  ready  to  report  even 
larger  salaries,  as  a  measure  of  strict  justice  to 
worthy  officers,  and  repudiated  the  idia  that  any 
particular  line  of  policy  was  marked  out  for  him 
ro  pursue  by  those  who  elected  them  to  this  gov- 
ernment. They  expected,  as  he  believed,  he 
would  decide  upon  the  subjects,  as  they  came  up, 
according  to  his  best  judgment,  line  leak  of 
which  tax-payers  complained  was  not  In  this  di 
rection.  In  the  payment  of  salaries,  he  should  do 
as  he  should  in  the  management  of  his  own  busi  • 
nesn.  That  was  the  truest  economy  which  paid 
fair  salaries,  even  liberal  salaries,  and  when  we 
get  the  right  sort  of  men,  to  retain  them  in  office, 
If  the  city  paid  low  salaries,  it  would  have  a  low 
rate  of  talent,  and  it  would  prove  poor  economy. 
Allusion  had  been  made  to  the  Chief  of  Police. 
It  was  well  known  that  when  a  change  was  pro- 
posed in  the  office  last  year,  the  citizens  outside 
did  not  expect  to  get  such  a  man  as  was  wished 
to  till  the  office  without  paying  at  least  $5000. 
Thev  were  perfectly  willing  to  pay  fair  and  lib- 
eral salaries,  and  ail  that  were  reported  by  the 
committee.  He  hoped  that  not  this  alone,  hut  in 
all  the  others,  the  Hoard  would  concur  mainly 
with  the  Council.  If  they  have  not  the  right  men 
for  the  ofliecs,  the  sooner  they  got  them  the  better 
it  Wodld  be  tor  the  city. 

Alderman  Gowdin  said  he  concurred  in  what  was 
said  ol  the  merits  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  when 
a  change  w  is  proposed,  he  was  in  favor  of  the 
present  head  of  that  department. who  had  come  up 
from  the  ranks,  step  by  Step, and  was  a  thoroughly 
honest  and  competent  officer.  In  regard  to  raising 
s  daries,  he  did  not  know  a  man  who  proposes  to 
resign  because  he  did  not  get  enough.  All  of  the 
hea  Is  of  departments  are  satisfied  With  their  pres- 
ent pay,  if  none  others  are  raised  ;  bat  if  others  are 
raised',  they  will  want  theirs  raised. 

Alderman  Gibson  sail  in  r?ganl  to  the  remarks 
Of  the  gentleman  on  his  left  (Alderman  l'ieree), 
the  salaries  were  raised  two  or  three  years  since, 
and  were  considered  as  pei  nianent,  iixed  accord- 
ing to  the  position  and  abilities.  If  a  change  is 
made,  and  a  rai.-c  is  made  id' one,  they  must  raise 
all,  and  raise  them  all  alike.  He  was  against  the 
principle  of  increasing  taxation,  and  while  he 
would  like  to  have  all  these  officers  doing  better, 
anil  making  $100,000  a  year,  it  must  he  remem- 
bered that  there  ate  hundreds   of   thousands  who 


are  poor,  and  many  poor  widow  women  who  are 
obliged  to  wa-h  to  pay  their  taxes.  It  would  be 
poor  economy  to  be  increasing  salaries  and  taxes 
when  so  many  rich  people  are  leaving  the  city. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  adhere 
to  the  amendment  of  the  Bo.miI  in  making  tbe  Sal- 
ary of  tne  Auditor  $4500,  and  was  lost. 

Alderman  Oibsoii  moved  to  concur  with  the 
Council  in  making  it  $5000,  which  was  <  allied. 

A  motion  to  adhere  to  the  amendment  in  mak- 
ing the  salary  of  the  City  Clerk  $4600*  instead  of 
$50011.  was  lost,  when  a  motion  to  d  ncur  in  mak- 
ing it  .-5000,  was  (allied. 

ihe  next  amendment  was  on  the  salary  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Common  Council,  the  Board  having 
voted  on  f  1600)  and  the  Council  to  make  it  $1800. 

Alderman  (  owcin  wished  to  know  if  tins  officer 
bad  asked  to  have  his  salary  raised,  lie  had  the 
honor  to  bring  him  forward  as  u  candidal'  for  bis 
present  place  twenty-nine  years  ago,  and  highly 
respected  him;  having  no  lami'y  but  himself,  anil 
having  a  handsome  property,  lie  did  not  think  he 
wished  an  increase  oi  salary  and  did  not  ask  it. 

Alderman  Woolley,  in  reply  stated  that  this  offi- 
cer did  not  apply  lor  an  increase  of  salary. 

Alderman  (iinson  said  he  had  it  from  good  au- 
thority, that  while  he  did  not  aoply  to  the  com- 
mittee, he  did  wish  to  have  li •>  salary  raised. 

Ihe  motion  to  adhere  was  lost,  when  it  was 
voted  to  concur  with  the  Council. 

The  amendment  next  in  order  was  that  of  the 
salary  of  City  Enjineer,  the  Hoard  having  voted 
$3000,  and  the  Council  adopted  the  repori  of  the 
Committee  in  miking  it  $3300. 

A  motion  to  adhere  was  lost,  and  a  motion  to 
concur  was  declared  to  be  carried,  and  a  doubt 
wtis  raised. 

Those  who  voted  ton  concur  were  Aldermen  l'ieree 
Woolley,  Little,  I'lumer.  Talbot  and  Jenkins, 
and  those  who  voted  against  were  Aldermen  Uib- 
Son,  Pone,  Kicker.  Cutter,  White  and  Cowdin,  ami 
the  motion  was  lost. 

A  fuither  motion  to  adhete  was  again  lost— 6  to 
6— as  aoove,  and  the  section  was  laid  on  the  table. 
In  the  several  cases,  as  follows,  the   Board  re- 
fused to  adhere,  and   concurred   with  the  Council: 
Citv  Surveyor,  changed  from  $3000  to  $3300. 
City  Registrar,  $2500  to  $3090. 
Water  Registrar,  S-500  to  $3000. 
Harbor  Master,  ¥1700  to  $1800. 
Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms,  $2500  to  $3000. 
Superintendent  of  Sewers,  $2500  to  -3000. 
.Superintendent  of  Streets,  $3000  to  $3300. 
Supexintendent   of    Public   Buildings,   $3000   to 
$3300. 

On  the  question  of  concurring  in  making  the 
salary  of  Chief  ot  Police  $3300,  instead  of  $3000, 
Alderman  Jenkins  moved  to  amend,  to  make  it 
$3500,  which  was  carried. 

Chief-Engineer  of  Fire  Department,  $3000  to 
$3300. 

On  the  motion  to  concur  in  making  the  salaries 
of  Street  Commissioners  S4000  instead  of  $3000.  i 
doubt  was  raised,  and  the  concurrence  was  lo&t, 
by  a  vote  of  0  to  0,  as  follows: 

"Yeas— (xibson,  Little,  Pluuier,  Talbot,  White, 
Woolley. 

Nays— Cowdin,  Cutter,  Jenkins,  Pierce,  Pope, 
Kicker. 

Alderman  Kicker  moved  to  amend,  by  making 
the  salaries  $3500  instead  of  SlOdO. 

Alderman  Fierce  moved  to  amend  by  making 
the  amount  $0300,  in  support  of  which  lie  said  he 
did  not  see  why  these  officers  should  hive  more 
than  the  heads  of  departments  who  have  been  in 
service  for  many  years,  while  these  ate  yet  inex- 
perienced m  their  office. 

Ihe  motion  to  make  the  sum  $3500  was  lost — 3  to 
5 — when  the  amendment  of $3300  was  tarried. 

The  question  now  recurred  upon  the  additional 
amendments  ot  tbe  Council  to  the  leport  of  the 
committee. 

The  several  amendments  were  concurred  in,  in- 
creasing the  amounts  as  follows:  Assistant  Clerk 
of  Council,  $800  to  $1000;  Superintendent  of  .Mar- 
ket, $2200  to  §250(1,  and  Deputy  Superintendent, 
$1300  to  $1500;  salaries  of  foremen  of  Hook  and 
Ladder  and  Hose  Companies,  $300  to  $325,  and  of 
Assistant    Foremen,    Clerks,  Kakeiuen,  Axemen, 

etc..  $275  to  .-300. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Kicker,  the  salary  of  As- 
sistant Clerk  of  Committees  was  raised  from  $800 
to  $1000. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson,  the  salary  of 
Secretary  of  Hoard  of  Engineers  was  increased 
from  $1500  to  $1700. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  he  had  beeu  opposed  to 
raising  salaries,  but  as  they  had  gone  so  far,  there 
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was  another  Board  which  required  as  much  brain 
as  any  other,  whose  salaries  had  not  been  raised. 
He  moved  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  Board  of  As- 
sessors fiom  $2500  to  $3000,  which  was  lost. 

Aluerman  Pierce  moved  to  take  up  the  salary  of 
City  Engineer,  and  to  tix  the  salary  at  $3200. 

Alderman  Cutter  wished  to  know  why  there  was 
suc'u  discrimination,  when  the  committee  were  so 
liberal  with  tneir  increase  of  salaries.  This  <  fiice 
had  a  salary  of  $2800  ten  vears  ago,  and  so  with 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Lauds,  who  then  had 
a  salary  of  $1600,  now  only  increased  to  $1800. 
When  officers  had  clone  so  well,  he  would  like  to 
know  how  t  heir  services  weie  esteemed  in  so 
slight  a  manner. 

Alderman  Woolley  stated  that  a  motion  in  com- 
mittee to  make  the  amounl  $3300  was  at  first  lost, 
but  subsequently  was  carried. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
salary  paid  to  sucb  an  officer,  so  important,  and 
commanding  the  highest  talent  and  salaries.  It 
was  one  of  the  most  important  offices,  and  should 
rank  with  the  highest  in  salaiies.  Mr.  Chesbro, 
the  former  Engineer,  wa«  now  receiving  $10,000  in 
Chicago,  and  the  office  here  should'  command 
$5000. 

The  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce  to  fix  the  salary 
at  $3200  was  carried. 

The  several  sections  of  the  Salary  bill  as  amend- 
ed, were  adopted,  and  the  Salary  oill  was  passed.

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on  Po- 
lice, reported  leave  to  withdraw  severally  on  peti- 
tions of  ; S-.

loupe,  for  leave  to  use  a  hoisting  engine  on  Har- 
vard street.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  "from  the  Committee  on  Fan- 
euil  Hall,  reported  in  favor  of  the  use  of  Faneuil 
Hall  May  10,  to  George  H.. Johnston  and  others  foe 
the  reception  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  on  the  petition  of  Chauncy  Chase  for  appor- 
tionment of  betterments  on  Lliot  street,  reported 
no  action  needed,  the  petitioner  having  elected  to 
pay  his  betterment  in  lull.    Accepted. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses  as  follows: 
Florence  Dramatic  Association,  to  give  a  dra- 
matic performance  at  the  Olympic  Theatre,  April 
27;  W.  H.  Kichardson,  to  exhibit  a  painting  'Bat- 
tle of  Gettysburg)  at  Tremont  Temple;  VV.  J. 
Demorest,  to  give  a  conceit  at  Music  Hall,  April 
25;  Warren  Street  Chapel  Association,  to  give  a 
conceit  and  exhibition  at  Music  Hall.  May  3;  John 
S.  Damreil,  to  give  a  concert  in  aid  of  the  Fire 
Department  Fund,  at  Music  Hall,  April  26;  E.  A.

Alderman  White  also  reported  licenses  to  eigh- 
teen newsboys,  and  four  uootblacks,  also  licenses 
to  sundry  persons  as  innholders  and  victuallers, 
tor  billiard  saloons,  intelligence  offices,  wagon  li- 
censes, and  for  transfer  of  wagon  licenses.  Sever- 
ally accepted. 

Alderman  Plumer  submitted  a  report  of  the 
Board  ol  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department,  to 
wbora  was  referred  the  order  oi  Dec.  31.  1870,  au- 
thorizing the  Board  to  cause  the  building  being 
remodelled  and  repaired  by  Thomas  K.  Burnham, 
No.  622  Washington  street.andextendingthrough 
to  Ash  street,  to  be  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  Board,  in  whicn  they  report  that  they  had  at- 
tended to  that  duty,  and  that  said  building  has 
been  made  secure  and  to  the  satisfaction  of'  said 
Board.    Accepted. 

A  report  was  also  submitted  and  accepted  adopt- 
ing rules  for  the  government  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

PORTRAIT  OF  ANSON  BURLINCiAME. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on 
taneuil  Hall,  to  whom  was  referred  the  commu- 
nication from  His  Honor  the  Mayor  in  relation  to 
a  portrait  of  the  late  Anson  Burlingame,  pre- 
sented to  the  city  by  several  gentlemen  of  Bos- 
ton and  its  immediate  vicinity,  made  a  report  rec- 
ommending the  passage  of  the  accompanying  re- 
solves. 


Kesolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Council  be 
presented  to  Nathaniel  B.  Shurtl?ff,  Joseph  F. 
Paul,  and  their  associates,  for  the  very  valuable 
portia it  of  the  late  Anson  BurHngame,  by  A.  H. 
Bicknell,  which  they  have  given  to  the  city  of 
Boston. 

Kesolved,  That  the  portrait  be  placed  in  some 
suitable  place  in  Faneuil  Hall. 

The  resolutions  were  passed. 

MUSEUM  OF  FINE   ARTS. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  for  the  modification  of  the  conditions  of  the 
grant  of  land  to  them,  having  fully  considered  the 
same,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port : 

That  the  city  of  Boston,  on  the  twenty-sixth  day 
of  May,  18/0,  released,  by  deed  of  quitclaim,  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  .Museum  of  iine  Aits  the  lot  of 
land  on  St.  James  and  Dartmouth  streets,  contain- 
ing ninety-one  thousand  square  feet,  upon  which 
a  building  devoted  to  fine  arts  should  be  erected, 
— said  de.nl  containing  the  following  conditions, 
viz.:  That  the  building  or  buildings  to  be 
erected  upon  said  lot  shall,  with  the  execution 
of  the  porch,  steps  and  buttresses,  be  set  back  not 
less  than  thirty  leet  from  each  of  the  streets  upon 
which  said  land  is  bounded. 

The  Trustees  being  desirous  of  erecting  a  build- 
ing in  conformity  to  the  plans  adopted  by  them, 
now  request  the  privilege  of  approaching  rive  feet 
nearer  the  liue  of  the  streets  on  which  said  lot  is 
bounded,  leaving  twenty-five  feet  open,  instead  of 
thirty  feet  according  to  the  present  conditions. 

The  committee,  believing  it  to  be  for  the  interest 
of  the  city  to  grant  said  request,  would  unani- 
mously recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompa- 
nying order: 

Ordered,  That  the  condition  in  the  deed  of  the 
city  of  Boston  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts,  dated  May  26, 1871,  and  recorded  with 
.Suffolk  Deeds,  lib.  1011,  folio  9, whicn  requires  that 
no  building  shall  be  erected  on  the  land  thereby 
conveyed,  nearer  to  any  street  by  which  said  land 
is  bounded  than  thirty  feet,  be  so  modified  as  to 
allow  such  building  or  buildings  to  be  erected  not 
nearer  than  twenty-five  feet  from  anv  street,  and 
that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to 
execute  all  instruments  necessary  to  carry  this 
order  into  effect. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
renorted  in  favor  of  certain  persons  to  sprinkle

Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
APRIL    27,     1871. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Aldermen  was 
ileal  at  one  o'clock  this  afternoon,  railed  to  eon- 
Rider  tue  report  <>f  the  Committee  of  Conference 
on  the  Appropriation  bill.  Alderman  Jenkins, 
chairman,  presided. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  committee  of  the 
Board  <>t  Aldermen,  appointed  to  confer  wits  a 
Committee  of  the  Common  Council  on  the  suhjec 
of  the  differences  between  the  two  branches  in  re- 
lation to  the  appropriations  for  Contingent  and 
Incidental  Expenses,  made  a  report  that  they  have 
conferred  with  the  committee  of  the  Council,  and 
have  been  unable  to  agree.  They  therefore  ask  to 
be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of 
the  subject. 

Alderman  Pierce  explained  as  the  position  of 
the  question  that  when  the  committees  came  to- 
gether it  was  proposed  by  the  committee  of  the 
Board  to  agree  to  a  Contingent  Fund  of  .§4000, 
with  the  appropriation  for  badges  stricken  out, 
but  this  the  committee  of  the  Council  declined  to 
accept,  and  it  was  insisted  that  thev  would  lie  sat- 
isfied with  the  84000,  provided  $1021  might  I  e  ex- 
pended for  badges.  This  was  declined.  It  was 
then  proposed  by  them  to  strike  out  the  whole 
Contingent  Fund,  provided  that  .$1024  be  applied 
as  a  Contingent  Fund.    This  also  was  declined. 

It  was  evident  from  the  differences  that  they  de- 
sired in  some  form,  in  words  or  in  figures,  to  show 
that  this  appropriation  was  to  be  used  for  badges, 
and  that  the  badges  must  in  some  way  be  brought 
into  the  matter.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  having 
determined  that  they  did  not  themselves  need 
badges,  and  had  voted  against  them,  were  willing 
to  vote  a  Contingent  Fund  of  $4000.  They  diet  not 
wish  to  dictate  tor  what  this  snould  be  expended, 
and  were  willing  that  the  Council  should  take  the 
responsibility,  if  they  chose  to,  in  expending  a 
portion  ot  it  for  badges;  but  they  were  not  willing 
to  be  responsible  for  such  expenditures,  and  could 
not  recognize  an  expenditure  for  badges. 

As  to  abandoning  the  Contingent  Fund,  the  com- 
mittee could  not  agree  to  that,  for  they  believed 
there  were  certain  expenditures  which  could  not 
be  legally  provided  for  except  out  of  such  fund, 
the  bills  to  be  properly  approved  of.  Authority 
must  first  be  obtained,  and  this  they  believed  to 
be  a  wise  measure.  This  fund  could  only  exist 
with  the  present  financial  year,  and  can  only  be 
revived  with  the  consent  of  another  City  Govern- 
ment. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  appeared  to  him  that 
so  long  as  the  money  wished  for  by  the  Council 
was  given  to  them  that  ought  to  be  satisfactory. 
It  seemed  like  extortion  to  ask  for  more.  In  all 
candor  that  was  a  fair  and  just  thing,  and  they 
should  asfe  for  nothing  more. 

Alderman  Pope  moved  that  the  Board  adhere  to 
its  vote. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  was  evident  there  must 
be  much  suffering  if  this  Appropriation  bill  was 
not  passed. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  could  conceive  of  no 
judicious  reason  why  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
should  not  adhere.  They  were  willing  to  vote 
$4000  for  a  Contingent  Fund,  but  this  the  Council 
objected  to,  because  they  wished  to  make  a  side 
thrust,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  recognition 
of  the  badges.  He  did  hope  that  there  would  be. 
found  judicious   men   enough   in  the  Council  to 


change  their  determination  and  not  expend:  the 
appropriations  in  trinkets. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  was  reminded  that  he 
did  not  fully  state  the  case  in  regard  to  the  fig- 
ures. It  seemed  to  lie  determined  on  the  part  of 
the  Council  that  either  the  word  "badgts"  or  the 
figure  "21"  should  be  made  piominent,  so  that  it 
should  be  known  for  w bat  the  amount  was  to  be 
expended. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  an  amendment  to  the 
effect,  making  an  appropriation  of  $4000  without 
the  provi>o  that  S1024  may  be  expended  fur 
bads.es. 

The  amendment  was  ruled  out  of  order. 

Alderman  l'lumer  said  this  was  a  matter  of 
principle,  whether  it  was  91000  or  S100.000,  and 
the  members  of  the  Board  should  not  be  called 
noon  to  sacrifice  that  principle  He  was  willing 
to  strike  out  all  of  the  Contingent  Fund  ;  but  if  the 
Contingent  Fund  was  voted,  they  migbt  vote  to 
expend  $1024  for  badges,  and  the  remainder  in 
golden  rattles  if  they  chose.  They  might  expend 
the  money,  but  he  did  not  wish  to  have  the  respon- 
sibility of  voting  for  badges. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  could  not  see  any  dif- 
ference in  the  proposed  settlement  of  the  ques- 
tion— it  meant  badges,  in  either  case,  and  he 
preferred  that  it  should  be  expressed,  and  not  to 
go  round  by  another  way.  He  did  not  agree  that 
the  Council  should  expend  the  money  as  they 
chose  to,  but  that  the  expenditures  should  be  ex- 
pressed fully. 

Alderman  Cibson  contended  that  as  it  was  a 
matter  of  right,  the  Council  must  yield.  All  the 
money  asked  for  was  given  to  them,  and  they 
should  be  satisfied  ;  otherwise  there  must  be  much 
suffering. 

The  motion  to  adhere  was  carried. 

REPORTS  OF   COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Bridges,  to  whom  was  referred  the  statement  of 
the  City  Solicitor  in  relation  to  the  bridges  across 
Charles  Kiver,  between  Cambridge,  Charlestown 
and  Boston,  having  considered  the  subject,  would 
respectfully  recommend  thai  the  papers  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  with  in- 
structions to  prepare  and  report  an  ordinance  to 
provide  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed 
by  statute  upon  the  city  of  Boston,  and  also  an  or- 
der authorizing  the  City  Treasurer  to  receive  the 
proportion  of  the  funds  for  the  maintenance  of 
said  bridges  belonging  to  Boston. 

Accepted,  and  referred  accordingly. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Plumer, 

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  De- 
partment be  authorized  to  loan  to  the  city  of  Port- 
land, for  temporary  use,  one  of  the  steam  fire  en- 
gines belonging  to  this  city.

SALARY  BILL. 

The  Salary  bill  was  taken  up,  the  question  being 
on  concurrence  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in 
several  amendments. 

The  first  amendment  was  in  concurring  in  fixing 
the  salary  of  the  City  Engineer  at  $3200  instead  of 
$3300. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  that  the  Council 
adhere  to  its  amendment.  Carried,  by  a  vote  of 
24  to  5. 

The  next  amendment  was  in  fixing  the  salary  of 
the  Chiet  of  Police  at  $3500  instead  of  $3300. 

Mr.  Robbins  of  Ward  8  moved  that  the  Council 
concur,  which  was  carried. 

On  the    amendment  eo   fix  the   salary  of   Street 
Commissioners  at  $3300  instead  ot  $4000,  Mr.  Rob 
bins  moved  that  the  Council  non-concur,  and  fix 
the  salary  at  $3000. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  not  been  dis- 
posed to  increase  salaries,  but  if  the  Street  Com- 
missioners are  worth  anything,  they  aie  worth  all 
that  is  voted  to  them.  The  services  required  are 
very  important  and  should  be  well  paid  for.  It 
was  thought  by  some  persons  that  this  is  a  new 
expense  entirely,  but  he  had  before  him  a  minute 
of  expenses  under  the  old  system,  in  which  it  ap- 
peared that  there  were  four  persons  whose  sala- 
ries were  $2500  a  year  each,  besides  the  incidental 
expenses.  These  Commissioners  do  the  whole 
work,  and  with  the  whole  sum  of  their  salaries 
and  that  of  the  clerk,  it  would  not  be  so  much  as 
has  been  paid.  Men  of  experience  and  fit  for  that 
service  could  not  be  got  for  the  sum  proposed. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  to  be  on  non-con- 
curring and  fixing  the  salary  at  $3000. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  it  seemed  to  him  that 
the  sum  fixed  upon  was  a  fair  salary,  and  it  could 
hardly  be  expected  to  fill  the  place  at  $3500. 

The  motion  to  non-concur  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  to  fix  the  amount  at  $3500. 

The  Chair  further  stated  the  question. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  moved  to  adhere  to  the  for- 
mer action  of  the  Council. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  had  just  been 
put  ou  adhering,  which  was  lost,  and  suggested 
that  the  object  could  be  reached  by  moving  an 
amendment  to  the  pending  motion. 

Mr.  Ryan  moved  to  amend  by  making  the 
amount  $4000  instead  of  $3500. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  when  the  amendment 
of  Mr.  Smith  to  make  the  salaries  $3500  was  car- 
ried, by  a  vote  of  28  to  8. 

The  Council  concurred  in  making  the  salary  of 
the  Assistant  Clerk  of  Committees  $1000. 

The  last  amendment  was  on  fixing  the  salary  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  of  the 
Fire  Department  at  $1700,  instead  of  $1500. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  moved  to  amend,  by  mak- 
ing the  amount  $1800,  the  secretary  being  required 
to  spend  all  his  time  in  the  service  of  the  city. 
The  amendment  was  carried. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  there  was  one  class 
of  officers  who  had  been  overlooked  in  the  increase 
of  salaries,  and  those  officers  deserved  an  increase 
of  pay.  He  moved  to  increase  the  salaries  of  As- 
sistant Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  from 
$500  to  $550. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  motion  would  not  be 
in  order,  both  branches  having  concurred  in  fixing 
the  salaries  of  these  officers. 

The  order  making  a  temporary  loan  of  a  steam 
fire-engine  to  the  city  of  Portland  was  read  twice 
and  passed,  in  concurrence. 

The  report  relating  to  tbe  West  Boston  and 
Craigie's  bridges  was  accepted,  and  papers  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  in  con- 
currence. 

The  report  of  Committee 'of  Conference  of  the

REPORTS  OF   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  16,  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  who  were  di- 
rected to  consider  and  repon  whethei  a  new  loca- 
tion would  be  desirable  for  Police  Station No.  Nine, 
and,  if  so,  to  select  and  recommend  the  purchase 
of  a  suitable  site  for  the  same,  made  the  following 
report: 

Police  District  No.  Nine  extends  from  Shawmut 
avenue  easterly  to  the  old  line  of  Dorchester,  and 
from  Northampton  street  southerly  to  the  West 
Koxbury  line.  It  contains  1026  acres  of  territory, 
aud  a  population  of  2887  families  and  14,862  inhab- 
itants. 

It  contains  within  its  limits  the  most  densely 
populated  portions  of  Wards  13  and  14,  Ward  l.i 
containing  fully  one-hall  the  population  of  the 
district. 

The  present  station  is  situated  in  the  basement 
of  the  old  Koxbury  City  Hall,  ahout  three-fourths 
of  a  mile  from  the  centre  of  the  district,  and 
within  the  limits  of  Police  District  Tea.  The  rooms 
are  small,  inconvenient  and  badly  arranged,  it  is 
impossible  to  assemble  the  whole  force  attached 
to  the  station  in  any  one  room,  and  the  officers 
are  obliged  to  go  out  of  doors  to  get  to  their 
sleeping-rooms  in  another  part  of  the  building. 

The  committee,  atter  carefully  considering  the 
subject,  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  a 
nevv  station  house  is  needed,  and  they  have  se- 
lected a  lot  of  land  on  Dudley  street,  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Mount  Pleasant  avenue  and  Forest  street, 
as  a  site  therefor. 

A  station  house  erected  on  this  lot  would  be  al- 
most exactly  in  the  centre  of  the  district,  on  the 
main  thoroughfare,  and  within  easy  distance  of 
the  most  thickly-settled  part  of  the  district.  Die 
committee  would  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  orders: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  purchase  a  lot  of  land  on 
Dudley  street,  at  the  junction  of  Mount  Pleasant 
avenue  aud  Forest  street,  and  to  erect  thereon  a 
police  station  house  at  a  cost  for  land  and  build- 
ing not  exceeding  $34,000. 

ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $34,000,  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  a  po- 
lice station  house  for  District  No.  Nine. 

A  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  for  the  passage  of 
the  orders  was  lost,  not  two-thirds  voting  therefor. 

Mr.  Sayward,  from  the  same  committee,  who 
were  directed  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  a  site 
for  Engine  House  No.  15,  made  a  report  that  they 
advertised  as  directed  and  received  the  following- 
proposals,  viz.:  Thos.  Keyes,  estate  on  Broadwav, 
hetweeu  A  street  and  Dorchester  avenue,  at  $2  50 
per  foot;  Wm.  Gallagher  &  Co.,  estate  on  Broad- 
wav, near  Dorchester  avenue,  at  $2  37  per  foot ; 
L'riel  Crocker,  estate  on  Broadway  and  Federal 
street,  at  $2  25  per  foot.  Bead  and  accepted,  aud 
leferred  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motiou  of  Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  an  order 
was  passed  to  pay  bills  of  the  May  draft  of  per- 
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sons  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  City 
Government. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  11  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules  for  the  passage  of  the  order  to  pay  Eliza 
Cassell  .£5300  and  taxes  for  estate  No.  33  Cherry 
street.  Mr.  Smith  stated  that  the  estate  was  taken 
for  widening  the  street  and  Mrs.  Cassell  had  bar- 
gained for  an  estate  in  Koxbury,  and  that  unless 
she  can  get  her  in  mey  for  this  estate  sne  would 
lose  her  purchase,  the  parties  not  being  willing  to 
wait  for  ber. 

The  rules  were  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed.

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  aud  paid  to  the 
divisees  under  the  will  of  Thomas  S.  Hunt,  for 
estate  No.  44  Orange  street,  the  sum  of  $4000,  in 
consideration  of  their  giving  to  the  city  a  deed  of 
said  estate  and  an  acquittance  or  release  satisfac- 
tory to  the  City  Solicitor  for  all  damages,  costs 
and  expenses  in  consequence  of  the  taking  of  said 
estate ;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  Suffolk  Street  District. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Waru  1  offered  an  order,  which 
was  read  once,  authorizing  the  employment  of 
such  laborers  as  are  required  for  the  care  and  im- 
provement of  the  Common  and  public  grounds, 
and  the  trees  in  the  public  streets,  at  an  expense 
not  exceeding  $12,000  for  expense  of  laborers ;  team 
work  at  an  expense  of  $2000;  purchase  of  red  grav- 
el etc.,  at  an  expense  of  18000;  So  purchase  seeds 
etc.,  at  an  expense  of  $6250 ;  manure  and  sods  not 
exceeding  $500;  tools,  repairs  etc.,  $1750;  painting 
fences,  $1600;  watering  streets  around  the  Com- 
mon and  public  squares,  $1000;  to  raise  a  portion 
of  fence  around  Public  Garden,  $1000 — said  ex- 
penditures to  be  charged  to  appropriation  for 
Common  and  Public  Grounds. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  that  the  clerk 
of  the  Special  Committee  on  East  Boston  Ferries 
be  directed  to  ascertain  at  the  Assessor's  office  in 
relation  to  the  petition  of  J.  H.  Flimer  and  others, 
what  number  of  said  petitioners  pay  taxes  in  the 
city  of  Boston  and  what  amount  of  taxes  are  paid 
by  them. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a  question  of  order 
that  this  was  not  a  subject  upon  which  the  Council 
could  act,  it  belonging  to  the  Special  Committee. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  stated  that  the  petition 
having  gone  to  the  Special  Committee,  the  Coun- 
cil could  not  act  upon  it  until  they  all  came  back. 
All  that  he  knew  of  the  matter  was  that  Mr.  Flit- 
ner  is  a  merchant. 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  he  did  not  design  this  as  an 
order,  as  stated  by  the  Chair,  but  simply  as  a  mo- 
tion. He  had  been  infor~aed  that  there  were  but 
four  persons  among  the  petitioners  who  were  tax- 
payers, while  it  purported  to  come  from  tax- 
payers. He  would  like  to  know  the  facts  in  re- 
gard to  the  matter. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  was  immaterial  whether 
it  was  a  motion  or  an  order;  it  could  go  over  and 
be  acted  upon  in  committee. 

The  motion  was  withdrawn. 

FOURTH  OF  JULY  CELEBRATION. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  moved  to  take  from  the 
table  the  order  proviciiug  for  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  make  provision  for  the  celebration 
of  the  Fourih  of  July. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  order  was  read 
and  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Kobbins  moved  to  amend  by  substituting 
$25,000  for  $20,000. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  11  said  he  hoped  the  amend- 
ment would  not  pass.  There  was  a  good  ileal  of 
talk  last  year  on  account  of  the  amount  of  money 
expended  for  such  celebration,  and  after  a  full 
consideration  of  the  subject,  the  Couucil  fixed  the 
sum  at  $20,000. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  found  from  the 
Auditor's  teport  for  1869-70  that  it  was  but  $22,000 
two  years  ago. 

Mr.  Bobbins  said  he  begged  leave  to  differ  from 


the  gentleman  from  Ward  10  in  relation  to  last 
year's  appropriation ;  it  was  fouud  to  be  insuffi- 
cient lor  the  celebration,  aud  a  certain  amount 
was  raised  outside  to  make  up  the  deficiency.  The 
sum  of  $25,000  is  as  small  as  it  is  possible  to  get 
along  with,  even  by  an  economical  City  Govern- 
ment, and  would  meet  with  the  acceptance  of  the 
citizens 

Mr.  Smith  replied  that  he  recollected  very  well 
about  the  matter  of  last  year,  and  how  the  diffi- 
culty arose  which  had  been  spoken  of.  The  com- 
mittee laid  out  in  good  faith  the  appropriations, 
which  were  believed  to  be  sufficient,  when  a  clamor 
was  raised  about  a  sailing  race  at  south  Boston 
Point  and  another  class  of  prizes,  and  they  ran 
short  of  money.  This  could  have  been  avoided  if 
it  had  been  determined  on  in  the  first  place,  when 
less  amounts  could  have  been  expended  upon  other 
objects  provided  for.  He  did  not  claim  to  be  so 
patiutic  as  some  persons,  but  stood  here  as  an 
humble  representative  of  the  tax-payers  to  prevent 
a  waste  of  the  people's  money.  If  any  more  was 
wanting,  he  was  willing  to  contribute  from  his 
own  means  to  make  up  the  amount,  but  as  a  trus- 
tee of  the  people's  money  he  could  not  vote  tor 
any  more  than  was  appropriated  last  year. 

Mr.  Kobbius  said  he  remembered  that  the  gen- 
tleman was  very  liberal  in  voting  an  increase  of 
salaries.  If  the  gentleman  did  not  claim  to  be 
patriotic  he  did.  and  he  remembered  last  year  that 
in  many  things  the  provision  was  not  sufficient, 
being  obliged  to  provide  bilge  water  for  ice  water. 
In  years  past  the  city  had  acted  with  fair  liberali- 
ty, and  $20,000  was  expended  when  the  city  was 
much  smaller.  With  reference  to  a  certain  mat- 
ter at  South  Boston,  he  had  to  say  that  he  did  not 
care  anything  about  a  sailing  regatta  and  had 
never  seen  one,  but  provision  was  made  so  that 
every  one  should  have  his  share  in  the  celebration 
such  as  pleased  him  best. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  was  a  new  mem- 
ber in  these  things,  but  on  looking  over  the  Audi- 
tor's report  he  found  that  the  cost  of  the  celebra- 
tion last  year  was  $22,623  40,  including  a  charge  of 
$600  for  ferries  and  for  velocipede  races.  These 
items  struck  out,  the  ferry  not  being  a  subject  of 
appropriation,  he  did  not  see  why  the  amount  of 
$20,000  would  not  be  sufficient. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  reply  to  some  remarks  of  Mr.  Her- 
sey  of  Ward  12,  relative  to  his  charging  the 
people  of  South  Boston  with  being  clamorous, 
said  he  did  not  charge  it  upon  the  people,  but 
upon  certain  parties  living;  there. 

The  motion  to  amend  by  making  the  appropria- 
tion $25,000  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  26  to  17. 

As  amended,  the  order  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  29 
to  21,  as  follows:

THE    APPROPRIATION  BILL. 

The  Appropriation  bill  was  taken  up,  together 
with  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  through 
its  Committee  of  Conference. 

Mr  Dickinson  of  Ward  11,  from  the  committee 
of  the  Common  Council  appointed  to  confer  with 
such  committee  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  niighc 
appoint  on  the  subject  of  the  difference  between 
the  two  branches,  n  relation  to  the  funds  for  Con- 
tingent Expenses,  made  a  report  as  follows: 

With  a  desire  to  harmonize  the  difference  be- 
tween the  two  branches  the  committee  proposed 
various  amendments  to  the  order  as  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  relating  to  the  amount  of 
the  Contingent  Fund  for  the  Common  Council,  to 
ail  of  which  proposed  amendments  the  committee 
on  the  part  of  the  Aldermen  refused  to  accede. 

In  oruer  to  remove  all  cause  for  difference,  so  far 
as  this  branch  is  concerned,  the  committee  would 
recommend  that  the  order  be  amended  by  fixing 
the  amount  of  the  Contingent  Fund  for  the  Com- 
mon Council  at  three  thousand  and  twenty-four 
dollars,  to  be  expended  for  such  purposes  as  the 
Council  may  order. 
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COMMON      COUNCIL. 


The  report  was  signc  1  by  Messrs.  Dickinson, 
Flynn  iiKi  Hull  of  the  committee,  and  was  accept- 
ed by  the  Council. 

Mr.  Dickinson  moved  that  the  Council  recede 
from  its  former  action,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  he  desired  to  say  a  lew  words 
in  justification  of  the  course  of  the  committee. 
They  met  with  the  committee  of  the  other  branch 
with  an  earnest  desire  that  every  one  of  their  dif- 
ferences should  be  healed  up  to  the  perfect  satis- 
faction of  all  parties,  and  felt  confident  that  they 
should  reach  such  a  result.  They  met  with  the 
committee  day  before  yesterday  and  had  a  session 
for  two  or  three  hours.  The  propositions  were  aM 
made  by  the  committee  of  the  Council.  The 
first  that  was  made  was  that  they  would 
agree  to  an  appropriation  of  ftiiOOO  for  a 
Contingent  Fund  for  the  Council,  provided 
that  SSI 024  should  be  expended  for  badges,  if 
the  Common  Conncil  by  its  vote  should  author- 
ize its  expenditure.  That  was  discussed  but  not 
accepted.  It  was  then  proposed  that  the  sum  of 
$1024  be  fixed  upon  as  a  Contingent  Fund,  but  that 
was  not  accepted.  He  hoped  now  and  believed 
that    this    difficulty    would    be    settled    without 


trouble.  Much  should  be  yielded  on  both  Bides, 
so  that  the  officers  of  the  city  should  not  suffer, 
and  ne  felt  that  the  Council  was  ready  and  willing 
to  do  its  part  in  yielding  all  that  should  be  re- 
quired. 

Mr.  Dickinson  proposed  as  an  amendment  that 
the  Council  recede  from  its  vote  of  adherence  of 
the  20th  and  its  votes  of  the  Kith  instant, 
and  concur  in  fixing  upon  a  Contingent  Fund 
for  the  Council,  with  an  ainendnieut  to  make 
the  amount  S.';024,and  that  the  total  amount  of  tin- 
Contingent  Fund  shall  be  $£024,  and  that  the 
appropriation  for  Incidentals  shall  be  $90,976. 

The  Chair  stated,  as 'he  effect  of  the  question, 
that  the  Contingent  Fund  would  be  $3000  tor  the 
standing  committees,  §1500  each  for  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  $."024  for  the  Common 
Council,  making  the  total  $9024.  and  that  the 
appropriation   for  Incidentals  would  be  $90,976. 

The  amendment  was  carried. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  the  rejection  of  the 
Fourth  of  July  order  was  withdrawn,  on  the  sug- 
gestion that  if  lost  it  would  leave  the  question  in 
a  bad  situation.

APPROPRIATION  BILL. 

The  Appropriation  bill  came  up,  with  amend- 
ments to  the  Contingent  Fund,  making  the  sum 
for  the  Council  $3024,  and  the  total  amount,  $9024, 
with  the  Appropriation  for  Incidentals,  $90,076. 

Alderman  Jenkins  moved  that  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen concur  in  the  amendments  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  to  amend  by  a  motion 
to  strike  out  the  entire  Contingent  Fund. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  hoped  this  motion 
would  uot  prevail.  There  would  be  no  harm  in 
concurring,as  they  would  now  know  how  the  money 
was  to  be  expended,  ana  this  would  be  better  than 
the  uncertainty  of  not  knowing  for  what  the 
money  was  to  go.

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  plain  enough  from 
what  had  appeared  from  the  first  that  the  Council 
would  get  the  pay  for  their  badges. 

Aldernian  Jenkins  inquired  how  he  knew. 

Alderman  Cowdin  replied  that  actions  spoke 
louder  than  words. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  satisfied  with  the 
operations,  for  yesterday  they  passed  the  amend- 
ment to  make  the  fund  of  the  Council  $4000,  and 
by  the  reduction  they  had  made  a  handsome  spec- 
ulation. This  might  lead  to  a  more  economical 
expenditure  of  money,  and  he  hoped  the  Board 
would  concur  with  the  Council.

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REPORT  ON  ADMISSION  OF    FEMALE    STUDENTS  TO 
THE  CITY  HOSPITAL. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
City  Hospital,  to  whom  were  referred  the  petitions 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Jiew  England  Female  Med- 
ical College  and  others,  that  the  students  of  said 
college  be  peimitted  to  participate  in  the  clm- 
lcai  instruction  at  the  City  Hospital,  haying  care- 
fully considered  the  subject,  submit  the  following 
report : 

This  application  to  the  City  Council  is  in  the 
notice  ot  an  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  or  the  City  Hospital,  first  given  in  1865, 
and  reaffirmed  in  1870,  against  the  admission  of 
female  students  to  the  privileges  of  that  institu- 
tion. In  order  to  understand  properly  the  charac- 
ter of  the  application,  and  the  position  which  the 
City  Council  occupies  in  relation  to  the  subject,  it 
is  necessary  to  refer  briefly  to  the  statutes,  ordi- 
naces  and  regulations  under  which  the  hospital 
was  established  and  is  at  present  governed. 

By  chapter  113  of  the  acts  of  the  year  1858,  the 
city  is  authorized  "to  erect,  establish  and  main- 
tain a  hospital  for  the  reception  of  persons  who 
by  misfortune  or  poverty  may  require  relief  dur- 
ing temporary  sickness;"  and  the  City  Council 
has  "power  to  make  such  ordinances, rules  and  reg- 
ulations as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  trustees  and  all  other  necessary  offi- 
cers, agents  and  servants  for  managing  said  hos- 
pital." 

The  ordinance  relating  to  the  hospital  states 
that  it  is  "established  for  the  reception  of  those 
only  who  require  temporary  relief  during  sick- 
ness," and  the  Trustees  are  authorized  to  "make 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management 
and  government  ot  the  patients  and  employes  as 
they  may  deem  proper  and  necessary ;  subject, 
however,  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council." 

In  the  rules  made  by  the  Trustees,  and  approved 
by  the  City  Council,  it  is  provided  that  "students 
and  other  persons  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards 
and  amphitheatre  ot  the  hospital,  in  such  num- 
bers and  with  such  restrictions  as  the  Trustees 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient." 

The  purpose  for  which  the  hospital  was  estab- 
lished, as  shown  in  the  statutes  and  ordinances, 
precludes  the  claims  of  the  petitioners,  that  the  ad- 
mission of  students  is  a  right.  It  is  simply  a  priv- 
ilege, to  be  granted  only  so  far  as  it  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  real  objects  of  the  institution. 

The  question,  therefore,  relates  merely  to  the 
economy  of  the  establishment,  and  this  has  been 
Placed  wholly  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees.  Of 
course,  it  is  competent  for  the  City  Council  to  in- 
struct the  Trustees  upon  any  matter  of  manage- 
ment or  discipline,  but  unless  a  great  and  overrul- 
ing necessity  can  be  shown,  the  administration  of 
the  Trustees  ought  not  to  be  interfered  with.     If 


the  City  Council  is  dissatisfied  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Trustees,  the  natural  and  proper  rem- 
edy'to  apply  is  the  election  of  other  persons.  A 
majority  of  the  Board  is  elected  annually,  and  the 
Government  has  in  that  way,  a  sufficient  opportu- 
nity to  change  the  policy  of  the  Board,  if  in  its 
opinion  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  should 
require  a  change. 

Therefore,  without  expressing  any  opinion  upon 
the  propriety  or  expediency  of  granting  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioners  in  this  case,  the  committee 
would  recommend  that  the  whole  subject  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  believing  that  it 
may  safely  be  committed  to  their  judicious  con- 
sideration.

Report  (leave  to  withdraw)  on  the  petition  of 
Chickering  &  Sons  and  others,  for  leave  to  take 
water  from  the  Jamaica  Pond  Aqueduct  Coinuany . 

Report  (leave  to  withdraw)  on  the  petition  of  S. 
C.  Ttiwing  and  others,  and  C.  K.  Dillaway  and 
others,  for  the  city  to  purchase  land  for  the  en- 
largement of  Highland  park.

»  irder  for  Committee  on  Ordinances,  in  consulta- 
tion with  Committee  on  Fuel,  to  consider  the  ex- 
pediency of  appointing  a  Superintendent  ot  the 
Fuel  Department,  and,  if  deemed  expedient,  to  re- 
port an  ordinance  on  the  subject,  was  concurred 
in. 

the  report  and  order  to  cancel  bonds  numbered 
2340  and  2342  for  land  on  East  Newton  street,  on 
conditions  set  forth  in  said  order,  were  read  twice 
and  ps  ssed. 

On  the  order  to  allow  $300  per  annum  for  rent  of 
mom  in  Wil'iauis  Hall,  used  as  headquarters  of 
First  Battalion  of  Infantry  M.  V.  M.,  and  order  to 
allow  $200  for  repairs  of  the  room  in  Williams 
Hall,  accepted  as  the  headquarters  of  the  First 
Battalion  M.V,  M., 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  was  not  aware  that 
they  had  been  in  the  hands  of  any  committee,  and 
moved  their  reference  to  the  Committee  ou  Armo- 
ries, which  was  carried.

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time,  and  passed : 

Order  co  allow  Howell  Matson  $1700  and  interest 
from  March  1,  for  estate  taken  in  rear  of  estates 
numbered  28  and  30  Emerald  street. 

Order  to  allow  the  devisees  under  the  will  of 
Thomas  S.  Hunt  $4000,  for  estate  taken  No.  44 
Orange  street. 

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR   DECORATION  DAV. 

The  order  to  pay  the  commanders  of  the  posts  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  Boston,  $100 
each,  to  be  expended  in  decorating  the  graves  of 
Union  soldiers,  in  accordance  with  an  annual  cus- 
tom, was  considered. 

Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward  14  moved  to  amend  by  sub- 
stituting $300  for  $100.  In  support  of  the  motion 
he  said  experience  had  proved  that  this  annual 
ceremonv  had  come  to  be  of  much  public  inteiest, 
and  experience  also  had  proved  that  it  was  an  ex- 
pensive one  for  returned  soldiers.  The  purchase 
of  flowers  was  the  principal  expense,  for  in   this 


climate  flowers  are  not  so  abundant  at  this  time  of 
the  year  as  they  are  m  milder  latitudes,  and  the  sol- 
diers are  required  to  put  their  hands  into  their 
pockets  to  meet  the  demand,  which  they  cannot 
well  afford.  So  well  has  it  come  to  be  understood 
that  so  small  sums  are  not  sufficient,  that  some  of 
the  smaller  towns  have  appropriated  from  $200  to 
$400  for  the  L  urpose,  and  in  Charlestown  $500  has 
been  appropriated.  The  aggregate  sum  of  $3000 
cannot  be  too  much  wuen  the  city  expends  $20,000 
to  $25,000  for  the  ceiebration  of  the  Fourth  of  July. 
The  motion  to  amend  was  lost,  when  the  order 
was  passed. 

Mr.  Kobbmsof  Wards  subsequently  moved  to 
reconsider  the  passage  of  the  order,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proposing  another  amendment.  Although 
not  a  military  man,  he  thought  that  $200  was  little 
enough  for  each  post,  and  should  the  reconsidera- 
tion prevail,  he  should  move  such  an  amendment. 
Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  theit  was  danger  of 
running  this  thing  into  the  ground,  tor  last  year 
the  appropriation  was  $700,no»v  increased  to  $1000 
by  the  additional  posts,  and  there  was  no  telling 
to  what  extent  they  may  go  in  increasing  the 
number  of  posts.  The  only  proper  way,  m  his 
view,  of  meeting  this  expense  was  tiy  private  sub- 
seriptons. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  inquired  what  amount  of 
expense  was  incurred  beyond  the  $100  appropri- 
ated by  the  city,  believing  it  must  be  much  more 
than  this  appropriation. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  stated  in  reply  that  $100 
did  not  cover  the  expense,  and  there  was  a  differ- 
ence in  the  cost  in  several  localities,  much  more 
being  expended  for  decorations  at  Mount  Auburn 
than  at  vvoodlawn  Cemetery.  In  his  own  post, 
$100  was  not  enodgh,  and  while  they  felt  giateful 
for  this  appropriation  by  the  city,  it  was  found  in 
his  vicinity  that  the  cost  was  noi  less  than  $300. 
At  East  Boston  they  were  obliged  to  buy  all  the 
flowers,  while  in  some  portions  of  the  city  a  large 
portion  of  them  were  presents.  It  would  not  be 
considered  out  of  place  stiould  the  appropriation 
be  made  $200.  A  much  larger  amount  could  be 
expended  without  being  other  than  economical  in 
the  disposal  of  the  flowers.  It  was  desirable  to 
make  a  reasonable  show,  without  being  extravi- 
gant. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  that  when  the  appro- 
priation was  first  made  of  $100  to  each  Post,  it 
appeared  ;o  be  satisfactory.  There  had  been  two 
more  Posts  orgauized,  to  lie  provided  for,  and 
there  had  been  no  petitions  for  an  increase  in  tue 
amount. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  the  whole  custom  ap- 
peared to  be  to  make  a  show,  and  in  doing  so  it 
was  making  a  show  on  other  people's  money — iu 
this  case  the  city's  money.  He  should  be  in  favor 
of  repealing  the  whole  appropriation. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  urged  that  it  would  be 
showing  the  sympathy  of  tbe  citizens  by  the  a:>- 
piopriation,  and  not  that  of  the  soldiers  alone, 
and  this  could  be  as  well  done  in  this  manner  as 
to  expend  large  sums  of  monej  for  the  celebration 
of  the  Fourth  of  July. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  suggested  that  if  a  recon- 
sideration prevailed,  and  the  proposed  amend- 
ment was  made,  it  would  be  making  the  appropri- 
ation nearly  treble  the  amount  ol  last  year,  with 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  posts. 

Air.  ijragg  of  Ward  14  explained  as  to  the  in- 
crease in  tlie  number  of  the  posts,  that  one  hid 
been  added  by  tbe  annexation  of  Dorchester,  anil 
another  by  the  division  of  a  large  post.  There 
was  no  probability  of  a  further  increase  except  by 
annexation,  of  territory  to  this  city. 

Mr.  Hobinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  believed  the 
best  way  of  showing  spmpathy  was  by  putting 
their  hands  into  their  own  pockets,  instead  of  vot- 
ing away  the  money  of  others. 

Mr.  Roberts  of  Ward  11,  in  reference  to  a  re- 
mark that  there  was  no  increase  of  expense  from 
ye.ir  to  year,  said  that  there  were  deaths  of  mem- 
bers eveiv  year,  three  having  occurred  in  his  own 
post,  which  increased  the  number  of  graves  to  be 
decorated. 

.ur.  O'Connor  of  Wand  7  moved  the  previous 
question,  which  wa  sordered — 18  to  II. 

The  reconsideration  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  28 
to  20. 

Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  moved  to  substitute  $200 
for  $100. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  to  amend  by 
making  the  amount  $150. 

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  5  moved  to  lay  the  order  on 
the  table,  which  was  lost. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  surprised  at 
the  call  for  an  additional  sum,  and  related  that  in 
a  conversation  last  week  with  a  gentleman  prom-

inent  In  this  movement,  he  expressed  himself  as 
perfectly  satisti  'd  with  $100  to  each  post,  and 
wished  to  know  whether  if  would  be  likely  to  be 
voted. 

Air.  Aloulton  of  Ward  9  wished  to  know  who  this 
person  was;  for,  if  reliable,  he  would  not  vote  for 
an  increase. 

Air.  Emery  replied  that  he  would  give  the  name 
if  he  would  call  at  his  office. 

Air.  Barnes  said  some  of  the  statements  referred 
to  him.  He  had  been  asked  if  the  sum  of  $100 
would  be  sufficient  for  the  whole  expense,  and  ti is 
reply  was  that  it  would  not.  The  action  in  other 
cities  showed  that  it  was  not  found  to  he  sufficient, 
as  in  Cbarlestown  and  Chelsea.  His  own  post 
decorated  with  that  of  Chelsea,  which  had  pro- 
vided for  it  an  appropriation  of  #300. 

Air.  Mnith  of  Ward  1  said  he  did  not  believe  any 
expenditure  could  be  made  better  than  this.  Is 
was  desirable  that  thejeustom  should  be  continued, 
that  the  rising  generation  should  be  taught  in 
what  regard  those  were  held  who  sacrificed  their 
lives  for  their  country,  so  that  should  another  war 
occur,  there  would  not  be  wanting  a  similar  spirit 
of  patriotism. 

Air.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  did  not  think  the 
question  of  the  amount  of  money  was  of  much 
consideration,  111  view  of  the  object  designed,  yet 
regard  should  be  had  to  prudence  and  economy  in 
the  xpenditures  of  public  money.  If  it  was  true 
that  the  cost  to  each  post  was  $000,  he  thought  the 
citj  might  well  pay  one-half  of  the  expense.  It 
was  desirable  that  all  classes  should  take  an  in- 
terest in  the  occasion,  and  that  it  should  be  our 
day  and  not  the  day  of  the  soldier  only. 

Mr.  l'erkins  of  Ward  6  said  in  regard  to  its  being 
our  day,  it  was  a  cheap  way  of  making  it  so  by 
voting  away  other  people's  money.  If  it  had  not 
been  adopted  heretofore,  he  should  be  opposed  to 
voting  $109;  Asa  matter  of  principle,  it  was  a 
private  duty,  and  should  be  performed  as  such.  In 
a  conversation  with  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  recently,  that  gen- 
tleman said  it  was  a  great  mistake  to  come  to  the 
city  tor  appropriations,  and  it  only  added  to  ex- 
travagance in  expenditures.  The  simpler  such 
observances  were,  the  better,  and  the  giving  of 
more  money  by  the  city  lessened  the  influences  of 
the  day.  Let  the  citizens  contribute  what  may  be 
needed,  and  he  was  ready  to  give  more  than  what 
his  amount  rf  the  tax  that  might  be  imposed. 

Air.  Aloulton  of  Ward  9  said  he  was  surprised  at 
the  course  of  some  of  the  gentlemen  on  the  other 
side;  while  as  a  Democrat,  and  Jsomerime  stigma- 
tized as  a  Copperhead,  he  was  ready  to  vote  for 
more  than  $200  if  necessary. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  I  said  if  the  city  paid  the 
whole  amount  it  vvculd  be  better  than  as  it  is  now. 
With  the  payment  by  the  city,  every  man,  woman 
and  child  would  have  an  equal  iuterest  in  it. 

Mr.  Stone  doubted  the  policy  of  making  such 
appropriations,  tor  the  Baptists,  Methodists,  Odd 
Fellows  or  Alasons  might  with  an  equril  claim  call 
upon  the  city  lor  means  to  decorate  the  graves  of 
their  dead. 

Air.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  moved  the  previous 
question,  which  was  carried. 

The  question  was  stated  as  being  on  the  substi- 
tution of  $'200  for  $100,  the  larger  sum  first,  and  if 
this  was  lost,  the  motion  would  be  put  on  making 
the  amount  $150. 

The  motion  was  carried  to  make  it  $200,  by  a 
vote  of  25  to  23,  as  follows:

Mr.  Alullane  of  Ward  13,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  the  I'ublic  Library,  who  were  m- 
s'ructed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  establish- 
ing branches  of  the  Public  Library  in  South  Bos- 
ton and  Hoxbury,  made  a  report  recommending 
that  the  subject  oe  referred  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
I'ublic   Library. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  subject  so  re- 
ferred. 

Air.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11,  from  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  onier 
relating  to  transfers  from  one  appropriation  to 
another,  and  to  expenditures  from  the  appropria- 
tion for  Incidentals,  exceedicg  in  amount  the  sum 
of  $5000,  maiJe  a  report  recommending  th^  pas- 
sage of  the  order  in  a  new  draft,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances 
prepare  and  report  an  ordinance  to  provide  that 
no  part  of  an  appropriation  for  carrying  on  any  de-

Air.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  it  appeared  as  though 
that  order  was  proposed  for  a  special  purpose,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  its  thorough  consideration  he 
moved  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table  and  printed. 
Carried. 

Air.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  Trom  the  Committee  on 
the  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, authorizing  him  to  employ  additional  assist- 
ance in  the  department  and  an  Inspector  of 
Wooden  buildings,  made  a  report  that  the  order 
ought  to  pass.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  the 
outer  was  passed. 

Air.  Flanders,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Public  Buildings  in  relation  to  a  site  for  Engine 
House  No.  4,  made  a  report  that  having  considers  i 
the  subject,  they  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  orders:

LOCATION  OF   ENGINE  NO.  FIFTEEN. 

Mr.  Flanders,  for  the  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings  in  relation  toasite  for  Engine  House 
No.  16,  having  carefully  considered  the  subject, 
recommended  the  passage  of  ths  accompanying 
orders: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  purchase  a  lot  of  land  owned 
by  I'hos.  Keves,  on  Broadway,  between  A  street 
aiid  Dorchester  avenue,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding 
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¥2  3a  per  square  foot— said  lot  to  be  vised  as  a  site 
for  Engin,   House  No.  15. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  a  dor  the  direction  of  the  Committee  ou 
finance,;  sum  not  exceeding  §8000,  to  be  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  .  ngine  House  Ni>.  15. 

Mr.  Flanders  moved  a  reference  of  the  leport 
ami  orders  to  the  Committee  ou  Public  Builoings, 
which  w.is  carried. 

Mr.  Hersey  oi  Ward  12  inquired  if  th3  orders 
would  come  up  again  for  the  action  of  the  Council. 

The  Chair  stated  that  they  would  come  up  agai  n 
on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings, when  they  might  be  rejected  or  passed. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
position  of  the  orders,  as  stated,  and  moved  a  re- 
consideration of  the  reference. 

Mr.  Flanaers  asked  for  reasons  for  the  reconsid- 
eration. 

Mr.  Hersey  replied  that  he  found  himself  in  an 
error  in  regard  to  the  reierence,  which  did  dis- 
pose of  the  orders  without  the  action  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

Air.  Flanders  said  the  committee  to  whom  the 
orders  were  referred  may  reject  them  or  report 
any  others  they  may  choose.  This  was  merely  a 
matter  of  reference. 

Mr.  Say  ward  of  Ward  16  did  uot  so  understand 
the  reference,  and  inquired  whether  it  did  not  in- 
struct that  committee  to  nurchase  land  for  this 
engine  house. 

Mr.  Flanders  replied  that  it  did  not  bind  them 
to  any  such  course. 

The  order  was  read,  as  "authorizing  the  commit- 
tee to  purchase,"  etc. 

Mr,  Sayward  said  the  order  sustained  his  view 
and  authorized  the  purchase  and  nothing  else,  and 
Air.  Hersey  was  of  like  opinion. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  so  understood  the 
order,  and  that  was  just  what  the  people  of  that 
section  of  the  city  wanted.  The  subject  had  been 
referred  to  bath  committees,  who  were  m  favor  of 
the  proposed  locality,  and  he  hoped  they  would  be 
adopted  and  settle  a  difficulty  of  long  standing  in 
relation  to  the  location  of  the  engine  house. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  he  did  not  expect  to  accomplish 
much  by  speaking  upon  the  subject,  for  he  sup- 
posed the  order  would  be  passed;  yet  he  wished  to 
enter  his  protest  against  the  proposed  location, 
which  should  be  in  another  locality,  in  the  vicini- 
ty of  K  .-.treet,  where  it  is  much  more  needed,  and 
where  there  is  a  large  amount  of  combustible 
property.  Iu  the  recent  conflagration  on  First 
street,  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Fire  Department  that  but  for  the"  very 
heavy  rain  that  tire  would  have  oeen  very  dis- 
astrous. It  was  feared  that  ere  long  such  a  dis- 
aster would  occur,  through  want  of  proper  facili- 
ties to  extinguish  tires,  and  it  was  in  contempla- 
tion by  the  citizens  to  place  a  hose-carriage  in 
that  vicinity  for  the  protection  of  their  property. 

Mr.  Flanders  said  he  had  no  doubt  the  gentle- 
man fiom  Ward  f2  would  like  t«  have  the  engine 
located  close  by  bis  shop.  The  people  over  there 
had  been  quarrelling  about  this  matter  for  two 
years,  and  ou  its  leference  to  the  Committee  on 
i'ubhc  Buildings,  they  advertised  for  proposals 
for  sites,  and  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department 
were  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  location.  The 
lot  was  purchased  ten  years  ago  for  sfl  2.3  tier  foot 
and  was  now  offered  at  S2.  oil.  The  Committee  on 
Fire  Department  did  not  care  particularly  about 
the  location,  and  it  would  not  make  one  minute 
and  a  half  difference  between  that  locality  and 
where  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12  wishes  it.  In 
relation  to  the  fire  spoken  of  by  the  gentleman, 
the  engine  as  it  is  now  located  did  not  get  up 
steam  until  it  bad  been  at  the  fire  ten  minutes. 
He  hoped  some  action  would  betaken  before  long, 
or  that  the  engine  would  be  taken  to  Ward  11. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  the  committee  were  confined  by 
the  order  as  to  the  locality :  else,  had  it  included 
the  vicinity  of  E  or  F  street,  there  would  have  been 
numerous  offers  at  a  lower  rate. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  said  the  committee  had 
several  hearings  on  the  subject,  and  believed  this 
was  the  most  suitable  location.  Should  it  be  pur- 
chased and  kept  five  or  ten  years,  it  will  bring  ths 
interest  of  the  money  on  the  investment  by  the 
advance  in  the  price. 

The  Chair,  in  answer  to  a  question,  stated  that 
the  orders  had  not  had  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a  question  of  order 
that  the  orders  could  not  have  then  second  reading 
except  by  a  suspension  ot  the  rules. 

Mr.  Hersey  moved  to  lay  the  subject  over  one 
week. 


Mr.  Flanders  said  it  was  desirable  to  act  up- n  ' 
the  reoort,  as  ah  expression  of  the  opinion  of  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Sayward  said  it  wouid  not  be  an  expression 
of  opinion  of  the  Council,  but  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Hersey  in  reference  to  the  former  selection 
at  E  street,  said  be  should  have  preferred  a  location 
at  F  street  in  preference,  and  so  far  as  related  to 
a  lot  neir  his  premises,  that  lot  could  not  now  be. 
had  for  the  puipose. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  the  gentleman  had  spoken  of  the 
combustible  material  where  he  wished  the  engine 
to  be  located.  In  Ward  7  there  was  a  laiger  popu- 
lation and  more  dwelling-houses,  and  there  was 
hut  a  hose  carriage  within  the  ward,  while  there 
were  two  engines,  a  hose  and  a  hook  and  ladder 
carriage  in  Ward  12.  The  citizens  of  Ward  7  de- 
manded, as  a  matter  of  justise,  that  the  engine 
shall  be  located  near  where  it  is  proposed  to  locate 
it. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  stated  that  this  matter 
had  been  in  dispute  for  two  years,  and  he  did  not 
altogether  agree  with  the  gentleman  from  his 
ward.  It  was  believed  that  the  engine  should  be 
located  in  Ward  7,  and  situated  so  as  to  be  a  pro- 
tection also  to  YVards  5  and  11.  The  proposed 
location  is  very  central,  while  if  located  ;>t  E  street 
it  would  be  near  Engine  1.  No.  15,  at  the  late  fire 
spoken  of,  did  not  get  up  steam  until  alter  it 
reached  the  tire. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  the  whole  difficulty 
in  this  matter  ha  1  grown  out  of  a  mistake  in  the 
mode  of  procedure.  The  order  should  be  read 
once,  and  laid  over,  and  nothing  would  he  gained 
hy  its  reference.  It  was  not  au  order  of  reference, 
but  a  specific  order,  and  next  week  it  would  be  re- 
ferred back.  Nothing  would  bo  gained  by  if. 
When  it  comes  up  on  its  second  reading,  they 
could  decide  unon  the  matter. 

The  Chair  stated  that  if  the  gentlemen  from 
Wards  12  and  5  would  withdraw  their  motions, 
the  question  could  be  put  on  giving  the  orders  a 
second  reading. 

Mi.  Hersey  withdrew  his  motion  to  postpone, 
but  Mr.  Flanders  declined  to  withdraw  his  motion 
of  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  L2  moved  to  recommit  to 
Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  opposed  recommitting, 
for  he  had  heard  as  much  of  the  sunject  as  he 
wished  to,  and  there  could  be  no  change  in  the 
report  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  BrooKs  of  Ward  1  said  he  could  not  see  any 
object  in  referring  the  subject  again  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Woods  said  his  object  was  to  get  out  of  the 
muddle,  and  that  the  report  may  be  properly  pre- 
sented. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  concurred  in  the  remark  that 
the  subject  was  in  a  peculiar  muddle,  and  it  had 
been  ever  since  the  engine  was  bought,  which  was 
against  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  and  he  be- 
lieved also  of  the  Chief.  If  thev  kept  ou  fighting, 
they  would  lose  the  engine. 

Mr.  Sayward  said  he  cared  little  about  the  mat- 
ter, but  he  would  like  to  know  why  the  committee 
accepted  the  proposal  named  in  the  order,  when 
the  offer  of  the  lot  of  Mr.  Gallagher  was  at  a  lower 
price''' 

Mr.  Moulton  replied  that  if  the  lot  of  .Mr.  Galla- 
gher had  been  accepted,  it  would  have  been  neces- 
sary t )  drive  piles,  which  would  have  more  than 
made  up  the  difference  in  the  price.  Besides,  the 
committee  bad  a  right  to  reject  any  proposals,  and 
accepted  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Keyes  at  a  lower 
rate. 

Mr.  Sayward  did  not  see  why  piles  should  be 
driven  iu  the  lot  of  Mr.  Gallagher  and  not  in  that 
of  Air.  Keyes,  the  <ots  being  not  more  than  one 
hundred  feet  apart. 

Mr.  Woods,  in  answer  to  a  statement  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Devitt  of  Ward  7,  that  the  Gallagher  lot  was  too 
narrow,  replied  that  it  was  wide  enough. 

The  question  was  taken  on  a  motion  to  substi- 
tute a  reference  to  Committee  on  Fire  Department 
instead  of  the  motion  to  refer  to  Committee  on 
Public  Buildings. 

The  motion  was  lost — 17  to  19— when  the  refer- 
enceto  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  was  carried.

ADDITIONAL    LOAN    FOR    WATER    PIPES  IN  WARDS 
THIRTEEN— SIXTEEN. 

The  following  communication  was  laid  before 
the  Board : 

Boston,  May  8, 1871. 
To  the  Citv  Council  : 

The  rapid  increase  of  dwelling-houses  and  other 
buildings  in  the  Highland  District  (Wards  13,  14 
and  15)  has  caused  an  unprecedented  and  unex- 
pected demand  upon  this  Board  to  furnish  water. 

The  limited  means  now  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board  prevents  favorable  action  on  many  petitions 
for  pipe,  which,  if  lain,  would  yield  the  city  an 
adequate  return  for  the  outlay. 

The  expense  of  water  pipes  cow  laid  in  Ward 
16,  together  with  work  already  decided  upon,  will 
soon  exhaust  the  appropriation  of  last  year. 

Much  more  work  must  be  done  to  furnish  this 
ward  with  a  reasonable  supply  of  water,  and  the 
citizens  of  this  section  are  urging  their  claims  up- 
on the  Board  with  great  vigor  and  persistence. 

We  therefore  ask  that  a  special  appropriation  of 
•$300,000  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  laying  water 
pipes  in  Wards  13,  14, 15  and  16.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE   CITY   REGISTRAR. 

The  annual  report  of  the  City  Registrar  ot  the 
births,  marriages  and  deaths  in  this  city  for  the 
year  1870  was  presented,  laid  on  the  table/and  500 
copies  were  ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  number  of  births  reported  was  8092,  an  in- 
crease of  687  over  the  preceding  year,  and  not  in- 
cluding Ward  16,  the  increase  was  358.  The  sexes 
were  4158  males,  3934  females;  an  excess  of  males 
of  224.  Based  on  the  United  States  census  of  last 
year,  the  ratio  of  births  was  one  to  thirty-one  of 
the  population.  Including  the  still  births,  504, 
the  ratio  would  be  as  one  in  twenty-nine.  The 
births  in  the  Koxbury  wards  were  as  one  m  twenty- 
six,  while  in  Dorchester  they  were  but  as  one  in 
thirty-seven. 

The  variations  in  the  birth  rate  have  been  from 
one  in  26.3  in  1850,  to  one  in  36.4  in  1865.  In  the 
nativity  of  patents  there  were  2053  in  which  both 
parents  were  natives  of  the  United  States,  1152  in 
which  one  parent  was  native  and  the  other  foreign 
born,  2990  of  parents  native  of  Ireland,  353  of  the 
British  Provinces,  376  German.  The  number  of 
children  of  native-born  parents  was  but  25.84  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number:  of  foreign  born  58.25, 
this  class  being  nearly  sixty  per  cent,  the  preced- 
ing year.  The  number  in  which  one  or  bnth 
parents  were  foreign  born  was  73.84  per  cent.  The 
number  of  children  of  parents  both  born  in  Ire- 
land was  thirty-seven  per  cent.,  a  decrease  of 
more  than  two  per  cent,  from  the  preceding   year. 

The  births  in  the  several  quarters  of  the  year, 
were  as  follows:  1st,  1941;  2d,  1927;  3d,  2090;  4th, 
2129.  The  percentage  of  births  in  the  several 
wards,  was  as  follows:  Ward  1,  9.22;  2.  11.81;  3, 
6.81;  4,2.52:  5,3.72;  6,  3.61 ;  7,  15.88;  8,  3.49;  9,4.92; 
10,4.01;  11,  1.14:  12,8.84;  13,  4.27;  14,4.62;  15,  7.28 
16,  4.06.     Wards    2    and   "i  show   =onie    decrease. 
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There  was  aD  increase  of  508  in  wards  1,  3,  J,  7,  9, 
11, 12,  13,  U  anil  15.  The  largest  increase  vas  96 
in  Ward  7.  Ine  births  in  wards  1,  2,  3,  7,  12  f  ad  15, 
which,  contain  51.50  per  cent  trf  the  population, 
make  nearly  sixty  per  cent  of  the  whole  di  mber! 
In  Ward  2,  with  ten  per  cent  of  the  popu  ation, 
the  births  were  twelve  per  cent.;  Ward  7,  with 
11.55  per  cent,  of  population,  had  15.88  >f  the 
births. 

The  ratio  of  births  to  population  in  the  t  'veral 
wards  vary  from  one  in  22.50  in  Ward  7,  to  ■  ne  in 
50  in  Ward  4.  There  were  110  births  of  colored 
children,  the  sexes  equally  divided,  the  ram  being 
as  one  to  30.13  ol  the  colored  population.  There 
was  one  birth  of  Indian  parentage.  There  were 
sixty-lour  twin  births,  in  twenty-nine  cases  both 
males,  hi  teen  both  leinales,  and  twenty  males  and 
females,  uf  the  still  births,  287  were  males,  207 
females,  10  unknown.  In  five  cases  they  were  twin 
births.  The  still  births  were  in  the  proportion  of 
one  birth  to  sixteen  of  those  born  alive. 

The  nu inner  of  marriages  recorded  during  the 
year  was  3492,  an  iucrease  of  114  over  the  preced- 
ing year,  but  deducting  Dorchester  there  was  a 
decrease  of  three.  The  percentage  in  the  several 
months  v«iry  troui  4.38  in  March  to  12.20  in  Novem- 
ber, rhe  number  in  which  both  paities  were  na- 
tive born  were  1414,  or  40.50  per  cent.;  foreign 
born,  1437.  or  41.15  per  cent.;  number  in  which  one 
or  botn  parties  were  foreign  born.  2070,  or  nearlv 
00  per  cent.,  and  of  natives  2055,  or  nearly  50  per 
cent.  In  the  ratio  of  population  the  percentage 
of  foreign  was  one  to  61.23.  and  of  native,  one  to 
115.  The  proportion  to  the  population  was  larger 
among  the  nacives  of  the  British  Provinces, 
Germany  and  England,  than  of  li eiand,  andabouc 
the  same  of  Ireland  and  Scotland. 

In  the  ages  of  parties,  35  per  cent,  of  the  grooms 
were  under  25  years  of  age  and  58  per  cent,  of  the 
brides  under  that  age.  One  groom,  a  minor,  mar- 
ried a  woman  between  30  and  40  years  aid ;  and 
three  grooms  between  40  and  50  married  brides  un- 
der 20;  there  was  one  couple  whose  ages  were  over 
70.  Eight  maies  married  were  but  18  years  old, 
and  one  of  the  brides  was  but  14  years;  there  were 
nine  instances  in  which  both  parties  were  minors ; 
and  in  522  cases  the  brides  were  older  than  their 
husbands.  Of  the  grooms,  34  married  the  third 
time  and  two  the  fourth;  and  of  the  brides  eight 
married  the  third  time.  There  were  84  colored 
couples  and  eleven  cases  in  which  the  grooms 
were  colored  and  the  brides  were  white.  Of  the 
occupations  of  the  males,  there  were— laborers, 
505;  clerks,  323;  carpenters,  204;  mariners,  180; 
teamsters,  130;  merchants,  2u4;  machinists.  103; 
painters,  87:  shoemakers,  81 ;  physicians,  24;  law- 
yers, 22;  clergymen,  13. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  6098—3104 
males,  2994  females ;  an  increase  of  575  over  the 
preceding  year,  or  362  in  all  the  wards  but  Ward 
16,  showing  a  death-rate  of  24.34  to  each  1000  of 
population— exceeded  only  m  the  years  1860,  1863 
and  1864 — within  thirteen  years.  This  was  consid- 
erably below  that  of  Baltimore,  .New  Haven,  New 
York  and  Richmond,  but  above  that  of  Philadel- 
phia, San  Francisco,  St.  Louis  and  Washington. 
The  range  of  percentage  in  the  several  quarters 
was  21.55  in  the  second,  and  32.52  in  the  third  quar- 
ter, only  the  third  exceeding  the  several  quarters 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  third,  with  one  ex- 
ception, the  cholera  year  of  1849,  showing  the 
greatest  mortality  of  the  same  quarter  for  twenty- 
two  years. 

Of  the  6098  deaths,  2923  were  born  in  Boston, 
1125  in  other  parts  of  New  England,  1305  in  Ire- 
laud,  221  in  British  Provinces;  but  of  perentage, 
in  67  per  cent,  of  those  who  had  foreign  fathers, 
there  were  69.61  per  cent,  of  deaths,  the  deaths 
exceeding  tie  births  nearly  two  per  cent.  Of  those 
who  had  native  fathers,  33  per  cent,  of  all  born, 
there  was  30.39  per  cent,  of  deaths.  The  deaths  cf 
children  under  one  j ear  was  27  per  cent.;  1  to  5, 
16  per  cent.  Of  the  males,  one  was  104  years  old, 
and  ot  the  females  one  was  reported  to  be  100. 
Deaths  of  colored  persons  133,  larger  than  the 
Dumber  of  births,  which  has  been  the  same  for 
many  years.  The  total  number  of  interments  in 
the  city  proper,  including  bodies  brought  from 
other  places  for  burial  here,  was  130 ;  South  Bos- 
ton, 148;  East  Boston,  105— total  383.  The  number 
of  disinterments  for  burial  elsewhere  was  203. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were:  accidents, 
220;  apoplexy,  93;  diseases  of  bowels,  diarrhoea, 
dysentery,  etc  ,  910;  brain  diseases,  320;  bronchi- 
tis, 163;  cholera  infantum,  included  in  diseases  of 
bowels,  524;  consumption,  990.  The  percentage  of 
consuuipti'  n  in  the  several  wards  varied  from  1.72 
in  Ward  4  to  15.15  in  Ward  7  ;  number  in  hospitals, 
117.    The  percentage  of  males  by  consumption, 


under  one  year  was  6.7J;  of  females  10.31;  of  the 
whole  number,  51.52  per  cent,  were  between  the 
ages  ot  20  and  40;  and  22.46  per  cent,  were  labor- 
ers. Croup,  83;  typhoid  fever,  168;  heart  disease, 
196;  hydrocephalus,  134;  marasmus,  200;  Bright's 
disease,  82:  pneumonia,  336;  scarlatina,  205;  small- 
pox, 32;  unknown,  98.  Of  the  whole  number  of 
deaths,  the  ratio  was  3.25  in  Ward  4,  13.48  in  Ward 
7.  Deaths  m  hospitals  anil  public  institutions, 
6!)5.  In  wards  1,  2  ir.d  7,  which  oo  it  tin  31.6  J  p  v 
cent,  of  the  population,  the  deaths  amounted  to  33 
percent.  Wards  4,6,8,10,  13.  14,  and  16,  31.35  per 
cent,  of  population,  25  per  cent,  ol"  deaths. 

The  Registrar  gives  tables  of  comparison,  show- 
ing the  comuarative  mortality  of  various  cities, 
with  a  large  mortality  in  this  city,  particularly 
among  children.  These  are  followed  by  remarks 
upon  the  causes  ot  such  mortality,  not  alone  un- 
healthy residences,  want  ot  nutritious  food,  ex- 
posure and  neglect,  but  the  result  to  a  great  ex- 
tent of  ignorance  of  the  principles  of  health.

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on 
Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Sam- 
uel B.  Boss,  a  member  ol  the  Police  Department, 
to  be  allowed  pay  during  absence  from  duty  on 
account  of  injuries  leceived  iu  the  service  of  the 
city,  made  a  report  that  the  petitioner  was  ap- 
pointed a  patrolman  iul857;  that  he  performed 
faithful  and  efficient  service  until  February,  1866, 
at  which  time  he  received  injuries  while  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty,  that  have  since  prevented 
him  from  performing  any  labor.  'Ihe  Committee 
on  Police  of  the  Board  ot  Aldermen  allowed  hilf 
pay  until  the  ^Otb  of  October  last,  when  they  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  they  would  not  be  justified 
in  continuing  the  allowance  without  au  order  of 
the  City  Council. 

After  hearing  the  statements  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  others,  in  regard  to  the  service  per- 
formed by  officer  Boss,  and  the  character  of  the 
injuries  which  he  received,  the  committee  would 
respectlully  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
coii  panying  order: 

Ordered,  That,  until  otherwise  ordered,  there  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  Samuel  B.  Boss,  who  received 
permanent  injuries  while  in  tne  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  a  member  of  the  Police  Department, 
the  sum  of  $1  50  per  nay,  beginning  on  the  20th  of 
Octobei,  1870,  and  payable  hereafter  monthly;  said 
sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the 
Police  Department. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  read 
once. 

CARE     AND      MANAGEMENT      OF     CAMBRIDGE     AND 
CHARLESTOWN  BRIDGES. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, who  were  instnie  ted  to  prepare  an  ordi- 
nance topiovide  for  the  performance  of  the  duties 
imposed  upon  the  city  in  relation  to  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the   bridges  for  public  travel  be- 


tween  Boston  and   Charlestown   and  Boston   and 
Cambridge,  made  the  following  report: 

Bv  statute,  chap.  302  of  the  acts  of  1870.  ltwas 
provided  that  the  West  Boston  and  Cragie's 
bridges,  over  Charles  Kiver,  should  be  maintained 
and  kept  in  repair  by  the  cities  of  Boston  and  <  un- 
bridle, and  that  tlie  expense  thereof  should  be 
pair!  by  the  two  cities  in  the  proportions  which 
should  be  determined  b\  three  commissioners!  to 
be  appointed  by  the  supreme  Judicial  Court;  and 
that  so  much  of  the  fund  formerly  accumulat- 
ed i'V  tolls  on  said  bridges  for  keeping  them  in  re- 
pair, as  remained  unexpended  for  iliat  purpose, 
Should  tie  divided  lietween  the  two  cities,  in  the 
same  proportions  in  which  it  should  1  e  determin- 
ed that  they  should  bear  the  expense  of  keeping 
the  bridges  in  repair.  It  was  further  provided 
that  the  care  and  management  of  said  bridges 
should  be  vested  in  a  board  of  commissioners, 
consisting  of  one  person  from  each  city,  chosen  in 
accordance  with  such  ordiuauces  as  said  cine, 
should  respectively  establish. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  statute, 
the  court  appointed  "commissioners,  who,  after 
hearing  the  uarties,  awarded  that  the  expense  of 
maintaining  said  bridges  should  be  borne  by,  and 
the  unexpended  pait  ol  said  lund  should  be  divided 
between,  the  two  cities  equally;  and  that  award 
has  been  accepted  and  conlirmed  by  the  court. 

By  chanter  303,  of  the  acts  of  the  same  year, 
similar  provisions  were  made  in  regard  to  the 
Charles  Biver  and  Warreu  bridges,  and  similar 
duties  imposed  upon  the  cities  of  Boston  and 
Charlestown  iu  relation  to  them.  Pixceedings 
under  tlrs  statute  have  been  had  in  all  respects, 
and  with  like  results,  as  in  the  foinier  case. 

It  now  necomes  incunihent  upon  tne  City  Coun- 
cil to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  performance  of 
the  duties  which  have  thus  been  imposed  upon 
this  city,  and  also  to  adopt  the  measures  necessary 
for  obtaining  our  moiety  ol  the  unexpended  part 
of  said  funds. 

The  amount  of  the  fund  payable  to  the  city  of 
Boston  on  account  of  the  West  Boston  and  Cragie's 
bridges  is  about  $65,000.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
expend  a  portion  of  this  sum  in  rebuilding:  the 
draws,  as  required  by  the  statute,  and  otherwise 
repairing  the  bridges.  The  ordinance  which  the 
committee  have  prepared  provides  that  the  por- 
tion of  the  fund  remaining  alter  the  repairs  have 
been  made  shall  be  invested  in  bonds  of  tne  city; 
the  income  from  which  shall  be  credited  to  these 
two  bridges. 

In  the  case  of  Charles  Kiver  and  Warren 
bridges,  the  tunil  has  been  nearly  exhausted  by 
the  expenses  incurred  for  repairs  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Supreme  Court.  The  draw  of  one  bridge  nas  been 
rebuilt  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
statute;  and  the  duty  of  rebuilding  the  draw  of 
the  other  bridge  will  devolve  upon  the  commis- 
sioners appointed  by  this  city  and  Charlestown. 
The  present  fund  will  probably  be  insufficient  to 
meet  the  additional  expenditures  on  this  account; 
and  the  committee  have  not  provided  in  the  ordi- 
nance relating  to  these  bridges  for  an  investment 
of  any  portion  of  the  funds  which  may  he  received 
on  their  account. 

In  regard  to  the  compensation  of  the  commis- 
sioners, the  committee,  after  conferring  with  rep- 
resentatives of  the  city  governments  of  Charles- 
town and  Cambridge,  fixed  ihe  amount  at  tne 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  It  was  considered 
advisable  to  include  this  provision  in  the  ordi- 
nance, in  order  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  nay  of 
the  members  of  the  two  commissions. 

With  this  brief  statement  in  relation  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  two  ordiuauces  herewith  submitted, 
ihe  committee  would  respectfully  recommend 
their  passage. 

The  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  West  Boston  and  Craigie's  bridges, 
provides,  1st,  the  election  of  a  commissioner  in 
May  or  June,  1871,  and  in  March  hereafter,  lo  hold 
office  one  year,  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Mayor,  his  compensation  to  be  8500  per  annum, 
payable  monthly;  3ft,  said  commissioner,  wuh  the 
commissioner  for  Cambridge,  to  have  the  care 
and  manageuieiu  of  said  bridges,  as  provided  by 
Chapter  802,  acts  1870;  3d,  said  commissioner  to 
report  annually  iu  January  to  the  City  Council,  a 
particular  account  of  expenditures,  the  number  of 
times  the  diiws  have  been  opened,  etc.,  with  an 
estimate  made  to  the  Auditor  of  the  amount  re- 
quired for  the  care  of  the  bridges  for  the  next 
financial  year;  -1th,  the  City  Treasurer  authorized 
to  receive  the  proportion  oi  funds  awarded  to  the 
city  as  its  share  for   the  care  and   maintenance  of

the  bridges,  to  be  held  and  invested  as  the  Bridge 
Fund.  fi 

The  ordinance  in  relation  to  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  Charles  lUver  and  Warren  bridges  pro- 
vides, in  the  same  manner  as  in  relation  to  the 
Cambridge  bridges,  for  the  election  of  commis- 
sioner, said  commissioner  to  have  a  salary  of  $500. 
and  act  with  the  Charlestown  commissioner  in 
the  care  and  management  of  the  bridges,  report 
in  detail  the  expenditures  and  all  matters  of  gen- 
eral interest  in  relation  to  the  bridges,  report  his 
estimates  to  the  Auditor,  and  the  Treasurer  is 
nuthorized  and  directed  to  receive  the  funds,  if 
any,  for  the  care  ami  maintenance  of  said  bridges, 
payable  to  the  city  under  the  award  of  commis- 
sioners, and  hold  said  funds  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  City  Council. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  ordinances 
were  passed. 

ADDITIONAL     LOAN     FOR     SUFFOLK     STREET     DIS- 
TRICT. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  made  a  re, 
port  represen  iug  that  an  additional  appropria- 
tion is  needed  at  this  time  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
improvement  on  said  district. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  work  in  July  last,  an 
appropriation  of  .if500,C00  was  made  on  account, 
with  the  understanding  that  further  loans  would 
be  made  from  time  to  time  as  the  work  pro- 
gressed. T'.-.e  expenditures  from  that  appropria- 
tion to  May  5  have  been  as  follows:

That  amount  will  be  required,  however,  before 
the  20th  of  the  present  month,  to  meet  drafts  in 
payment  ot  amounts  due  on  contracts  and  for  es- 
tates surrendered. 

The  amount  due  on  contracts  May  5,  and  unpaid, 
was  $15,449.  ' 

The  whole  amount  of  new  contracts  for  raising 
buildings  and  constructing  bridges,  abutments, 
retaining-walls,  etc.,  was  $140,143  42.

Ordered,  That  the  superintendent  of  Health  be 
and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  cause  the  tenement 
building  in  Federal  place,  rear  235  (federal  street, 
to  be  vacated  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  this 
order— said  estate  leased  by  Michael  Dwyor,  and 
the  same  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  by  rea- 
son of  ieaky  roof,  offensive  vault  and  dirty  ho^se, 
and  likely  to  cause  sickness  among  the  occupants. 

Ordered,  That  the  following  conditions  be  pre- 
scribed for  all  stables  hereafter  to  be  constructed 
in  this  city,  and  that  said  conditions  be  inserted 
in  each  permit:

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  froni  the  Committee  on  Ar- 
mories and  Military  Affairs,  on  the  i>art  of  the 
Common  Council,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order 
to  pay  $300  per  annum  for  lent  of  headquarters 
first  Bat'alion  of  Infantry,  M.  V.  M.,  having  con- 
sidered the  subiecr.  reported  that  the  order  ought 
to  pass.  The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order 
was  passed,  bv  a  vote  of  39  to  11,  as  declared. 

Mr.  Flynu  of  Ward  7  raised  the  question  whether 
the  passage  of  the  order  diet  not  require  the  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  entire  members  of  the  Coun- 
cil, as  in  other  appropriations. 

The  Chair  read  from  the  law,  which  required  the 
vote  only  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  of 
the  Council. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7,  on  leave,  changed  his 
vote,  maKing  the  result  40  to  10,  having  voted  no, 
for  the  supposed  necessity  of  moving  a  reconsid- 
eration on  rejection  of  the  order. 

.Mr.  Hull  of  Ward 4,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  order  to  allow  the  First 
Battalion  of  Infantry  the  sum  of  ¥300  for  repairs  of 
headquarters,  having  considered  the  subject,  re- 
ported that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  inquired  the  reasons  for 
the  report 

Mr.  tdnll  replied  that  two  armories  had  been 
rented  in  the  same  hall  at  $500  each  for  companies 
of  the  First  Battalion,  and  an  order  had  beeu 
passed  to  pay  rent  of  $300  for  headquarters  of  the 
battalion,  and  ihe  committee  were  of  opinion  that 
they  were  not  authorized  to  allow  this  expense  of 
$200  tot  fitting  up  the  armory.  It  would  prove  to 
be  a  bad  precedent,  and  other  similar  applications 
would  come  in  should  this  be  allowed 

Mr.  Flynu  stated  that  having  passed  an  order 
for  the  payment  of  the  rent  of  the  armory,  the 
Council  should  provide  for  the  cost  of  fitting  it 
up.  As  Quartermaster  of  the  Ninth  Regiment,  he 
came  to  the  Council  with  a  similar  order,  which 
was  passed,  and  an  order  had  been  passed  to  tit  up 
headquarters  of  the  First  Kegirnent.  A  different 
course  should  not  be  pursued  in  this  case  simply 
because  (his  was  a  battalion. 

Mr.  Hull  thought  it  must  be  a  mistake  that  any 
such  allowance  had  been  made,  for  there  was  no 
law  to  authorize  it, 

Mr.  flynu  replied  that  he  did  know  that  such 
action  was  taken  three  years  ago  in  relation  to  the 
Ninth  Kegiment,  on  his  application,  and  last  year 
the  First  Kegiment  had  a  similar  appropriation. 
As  a  party  in  interest  he  did  know  it  to  be  the 
case. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  re- 
jected.

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  moved  that  the  committee 
be  requested  to  report  next  week. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Wara  5  said  he  had  been  in- 
formed by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  that  the 
subject  was  taken  up  at  a  meeting  on  Tuesday 
last,  when  a  request  was  rmiae  to  the  Board  of 
Directois  to  report  to  them  forthwith. 

Mr,  Bicknell,  as  a  member  of  the  committee, 
said  he  was  not  present  at  the  meeting  spoken  of, 
and  Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  said  he  did  not  know 
anything  of  the  meetiug:. 

Mr.  Flanders  further  remarked  that,  as  he  un- 
derstood it,  the  Board  of  Directors  were  requested 
to  furnish  plans  or  express  (heir  wishes  in  the 
matter,  and  report  to  the  Committee  on  Public  In- 
stitutions. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  there    had  evidently 

been  some  misunderstanding  in  the  matter,  by  the 

different  statements  which   had   been  made,  but 

'  from  the    importance  of   the  subject,  while  the 

question  of   rebuilding  was  under  consideration, 


this  question  of  removal  should  be  settled  as  soon 
as  possible.  . 

The  motion  or  Mr.  Flynu  was  carried. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  that  the  hour  ot 
meeting  of  the  Council  hereafter  be  fixed  at  8 
o'clock.    Carried. 

THE  BADGE  QUESTION. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9,  an  order 
was  passed,  as  follow4: 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  three  members  ot 
this  Board  be  appointed  to  procure  badges  for  the 
members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  present 
year,  the  expense  not  to  exceed  $10  for  each

Messrs.  Moulton  of  Ward  9,  Smith  of  Ward  10, 
and  Sayward  of  Ward  10  were  appointed  the  com- 
mittee. 

CELEBRATION  OF  FOURTH  OF  JULY. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  the  order 
for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  make  ar- 
rangemenis  for  the  celebration  of  the  Fourth  ot 
July  was  taken  from  the  table. 

Ihe  Chair  stated  the  question  to  be  on  the  pas- 
sage of  the  order,  as  amended,  to  make  the  appro- 
priation $25,000. 

A  question  was  raised  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
motion,  several  different  opinions  being  expressed, 
when,  upon  investigation,  it  was  repeated  again 
by  the  Chair,  that  the  original  order  of  $20,000 
appropriation  having  been  amended,  the  order 
was  rejected,  and  a  subsequent,  reconsideration 
took  place,  when  the  order  as  amended  was  laid 
on  the  table, 

Mr.  Howe  of  Ward  10  asked  if  an  amendment 
was  in  order,  and  on  reply  that  it  was,  moved  to 
substitute  $20,000  for  $25,000.  This  was  ruled  not 
in  order,  $25,000  having  been  substituted  for  $20,- 

Mr.  Kowe  moved  to  substitute  $21,500  for  $25,- 
000. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  said  he  hoped  the  amend- 
ment would  not  prevail,  for  last  year  the  appro- 
priation was  $22,000,  and  the  celebration  was  a 
failure.  If  it  was  designed  to  save  money  by 
making  the  appropriation  lower,  it  would  be  bet- 
ter to  postpone  the  celebration  to  another  year, 
and  then  have  a  good  one,  for  it  would  not  be 
worth  while  to  spoil  it  for  a  few  thousand  dollars. 

Mr.  Kowe  did  not  agree  with  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  5.  The  preparations  for  the  celebration 
were  very  satisfactory  and  very  acceptable  on  the 
appropriation  of  $20,000,  until  the  sailing-regatta 
was  got  up.  If  there  was  to  be  a  sailing-regatta, 
it  would  require  from  $500  to  $1000  more.  For  all 
else  $20,000  would  be  enough,  and  it  would  pro- 
vide for  all  the  entertainments  which  were  car- 
ried out  last  year. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  the  statements  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  10  were  substantially  cor- 
rect. The  appropriations  were  divided  up  for  the 
different  objects,  and  it  was  found  that  there  was 
enough  until  an  order  was  adoDted  tor  a  sailing- 
regatta,  when  $500  were  taken  from  the  different 
objects,  which  deranged  the  plans. 

Mr.  Kowe  modified  his  motion  to  make  the  ap- 
propriation $20,500.    Lost— 14  to  28. 

The  question  then  recurred  upon  the  passage  of 
the  order  as  amended. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  It  wished  to  know  what 
additional  expense  was  required  which  should 
call  for  $3000  more  than  on  lasr  year.  So  far  as  he 
could  see,  the  celebration  last  year  was  about  as 
usual,  and  he  had  heard  of  no  complaint  of  any 
deficiency.  He  could  see  no  reason  why  an  addi- 
tion should  be  made  each  year,  and  the  time  was 
coming,  in  1870,  when  it  would  be  necessary  to  ex- 
pend a  larger  sum  for  the  celebration  which  such 
an  occasion  would  require. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee last  year,  stated  that  the  committee  were 
cramped  in  its  operations,  and  this  was  shown 
in  the  cutting  down  of  the  fireworks,  in  the  row- 
iugand  in  other  departments.  Criticisms  were 
made  upon  various  matters  to  their  disadvantage, 
by  members  of  committees  of  previous  years,  on 
account  of  the  cutting  down  of  appropriations. 

Mr  Kowe  said  his  recollection  was  that  $20,000 
was  appropriated  in  the  first  place,  and  $500  after- 
wards. If  there  baa  been  no  sailing-regatta  the 
provision  would  have  been  sufficient. 

Mr.  Kyan  stated  that  the  expense  of  the  sailing 
regatta  which  was  provided  for  was  $600.  and  $200 
for  this  was  taken  trom  the  appropriation  for 
fireworks. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  believed   it  to  be  of  little 
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consideration  how  couch  certain  expenditures 
were.  Itwould  be  better  t'»  leave  it  to  the  judg- 
ment ol  the  committee,  unless  it  vv;is  dcteimii  ed 
Pclnieliand  to  refer  it  to  the  committee  to  report 
bow  much  it  would  cost.  If  so,  then,  whether  it, 
was  #10,000  or  $25,000,  they  should  be  confined  to 
that  amount. 

Mr.  Clatur,  of  Wind  4  moved  to  amend  l>y 
milking  the  :unoiint  $28,000. 

.Mr.  Winch  of  tVard  10  opposed: the  amendment, 
believing  the  committee  would  he  eoin|>etent  to 
judge  how  much  would  be  required,  and  that  they 
would  not  expend  any  more  than  was  necessary, 
even  though  $10<i,00<)'sbould  he  voted. 

.\lr.  N'oyes  of  Ward  5  stated  that  both  last  year 
and  the  year  before  the  sum  expended  was  . ¥22,- 
ooo,  ana  everybody  was  dissatisfied  with  the  re- 
sult ol  last  year's  arrangements. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  contended  that  a  better 
trade  could  be  made  with  money  in  the  pocket, 
than  without,  and  that  an  appropriation  of  $25,000 
need  not  necessarily  he  expended 

The  motion  to  amend  by  making  the  amount 
$28,000,  was  lost  when  the  orner  as  amended,  was 
passed,,  by  a  vote  of  36  co  10,  as  follows:

$4000. 

Order  authorizing  the  Committee  on  Suffolk 
Street  District,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to 
settle  damages  for  tbe  taking  of  lands,  buildings, 
etc.,  on  said  district;  and  authorizing  the  Mayor 
to  reconvey  the  parcels  of  land  taken  and  to  con- 
vey those  belonging  to  the  city. 

Order  to  allow  James  Al.  Ellis,  attorney  for  Eliza 
Macau,  $3300,  for  estate  taken  at  91  Castle  street. 

order  to  allow  U.  A-  Boyden  $3300  and  taxes  for 
1871,  for  estate  14  1'orter  street,  taken  by  the  city. 

The  order  to  appropriate  $100  to  each  Post  G. 
A.  R.  for  Decoration  Day  came  up  amended  so 
as  to  allow  $200  to  each  Post,  and  the  question 
was  stated  to  be  on  concurrence. 

Alderman  Gibson  opposed  rhe  amendment,  be- 
lieving that  tbe  usual  amount  given  to  these  posts 
should  be  sufficient;  he  could  see  no  necessity  for 
an  increase,  and  feared  if  this  was  concurred  in, 
there  would  be  a  demand  in  another  year  for  a 
larger  sum. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  concurred  fully  in  the 
remarks  of  the  Alderman,  lor  he  could  see  no 
right  for  the  graut  of  the  money,  and  it  was  with 
the  greatest  reluctance  that  he  voted  for  the 
snial.er  sum. 

The  Boaid  refused  to  concur  in  the  amendment. 

CELEBBATION  OF  FOURTH  OF  JULY. 

The  order  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Fourth  of  Julv,  at  an  expeuse  of  25,000,  was  con- 
sidered. 

Alderman  Pope  moved  to  amend  by  substitut- 
ing $20,000  for  #25,000. 

Alder. nan  Cowdin  said  he  hoped  the  amendment 
would  not  prevail,  for  it  would  hardly  be  possible 
to  celeDiate  the  Fourth  of  July  in  a  proper  man- 
ner short  of  $25,000.  It  appeared  to  be  a  large 
sum,  yet  it  should  be  considered  that  in  such  an 
expenditure  for  an  attractive  celebration,  a  great 
many  people  would  be  drawn  from  the  country, 
and  not  less  than  .$50,000  would  be  spent  in  the 
city  by  those  who  came  here. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  would  like  it  much 
better  were  the  reduction  made  to  $15,000.  There 
see'mert  to  be  nn  impression  that  patriotism  con- 
sisted in  spending  a  large  amount  of  money,  meas- 
ured by  the  amount  blown  away,  which  be  did  not 
agree  to.  In  the  expenditure  of  very  considerable 
sums  there  would  he  less  likelihood  of  a  rational 
commemoration.  The  sum  of  $20,000  was  quite  a 
large  sum,  and  while  he  was  willing  to  vote  for 
that  at  the  outside,  he  should  have  preferred  to 
have  had  the  amount  $15,000. 

Alderman  Gibson  hoped  the  amendment  would 
prevail  He  did  not  believe  m  borrowing  money 
to  spend  it  in  such  a  way,  and  such  a  thing  would 
not.  be  tolerated  by  individuals.  The  amount  pro- 
posed would  be  sufficient  to  call  in  all  the  coun- 
trymen, and  no  better  show  could  be  had  on  $25,- 
0)0  than  on  $20,000. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  ind  the  order,  as 
amended,  was  passed. 

The  whole  Board  of  Aldermen  were  joined  to  the 
committee  to  make  arrangements  for  the  celebra- 
tion.

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Par- 
ing, reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  pi 
Richard  B.  Dyer,  for  leave  to  place  a  step  in  side- 
walk before  estate  No.  107  Everett  street.  Ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of 
John  Carlton  and  olhers  for  a  modification  of  con- 
ditions of  sale  of  lands  on  West  Canton  street. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  granting  licenses  as 
follows:  Boston  Base  Bail  Club,  to  give  public  ex- 
hibitions at  their  grounds  on  Miltord  place;

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
reported  in  favor  of  petitions  to  build  stables,  as 
follows: 

Page,  Fifield  &  Co.,  to  bnild  a  brick  stable  for 
forty  horses  on  Second  street,  near  A  street; 
Whipple  &  Co.,  tobuilda  wooden  stable  for  eleven 
horses  on  Alger  street;  Thos.  J.  Whidden,  to  en- 
large the  club  stable  at  Nos.  99-101  Dedbain  street; 
Wm.  Clark,  to  build  a  stable  for  twenty-eight 
horses  on  Culvert  street;  Geo.  E.  Moore,  a  wooden 
stable  for  two  horses  on  West  Cottage  street; 
Micbael  Gibbens,  a  wooden  stable  for  two  horses 
on  Sumner  street:  Northend  &  Foster,  an  addi- 
tion to  their  stable  in  Dudley  street  for  thirty 
more  horses;  Henry  Ashworth.fora  stable  rear  of 
No.  89  Hampshire  street;  Michael  Mebigan,  to  en- 
large his  stable  on  Second  street,  betweeu  K  and 
L  streets;  Joseph  F.  Paul,  to  erect  a  stable  for 
four  horses  on  Bristol  street.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Legis- 
lative Business,  submitted  the  copy  of  an  act 
passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature, 
"to  provide  for  the  regulation  and  inspection  of 
buildings,  and  the  more  effectual  prevention  of 
fire,  and  the  better  preservation  of  life  and  prop- 
erty in  the  city  of  Boston." 

The  City  Council  petitioned  for  such  an  an  act  in 
1868,  but  owing  to  the  importance  of  the  subject, 
and  the  immense  number  of  details  involved  in 
the  preparation  of  the  bill,  it  was  found  impossi- 
ble to  offer  a  satisfactory  draft  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Legislature  'until  the  present  session. 

The  woik  of  preparing  the  original  draft  was 
undertaken  upon  the  request  of  the  committee  of 
1869  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects.  The 
time  and  attention  which  that  society  gave  to  the 
work  and  the  able  and  faithful  manner  in  which 
thev  performed  it,  are  deserving  of  the  thanks  of 
the  City  Government.  In  their  revision  of  the 
original  draft,  the  committee  were  aided  by  the 
valuable  suggestion  of  a  number  of  the  leading 
mechanics  in  the  city. 

The  act  now  submitted  for  the  city  to  execute  is, 
we  believe,  as  nearly  perfect  as  it  is  possible  for 
such  an  act  to  be  made  before  it  is  put  to  a  prac- 
tical test:  and  it  will,  we  are  sure,  be  found  to  op- 
erate successfully  in  protecting  the  citizens 
against  abuses  for  which  no  adequate  remedy  has 
hitherto  existed  in  law. 

The  act  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances. 

EXTENSION  OF  COLUMBUS  AVENUE. 

Alderman  White  submitted  a  report,  as  follows: 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  streets,  who 
were  directed  to  confer  with  the  Directors  of  the 
Providence  Railroad  Company  and  ascertain  the 
terms  upon  which  the  required  amount  of  proper- 
ty can  be  puachased  of  thai  corporation  for  the 
extension  of  Columbus  avenue  to  Park  square, 
beg  leave  to  report  that  the  Directors  have  offered 
to  convey  to  the  city  the  several  lots  oflaud  owned 
by  the  railroad  corporation  southerly  of  the  north- 
erly line  of  Columbus  avenue  extended  to  Park 
square,  together  with  the  buildings  located  on  ths 
Madison  place  estates,  for  the  sum  of  $475,000. 

1'he  whole  area  of  land,  as  shown  on  the  plan 
accompanying  City  Document  No.  114  of  the  year 
1870,  copies  of  which  will  be  furnished  to  the 
members  of  the  City  Council,  is  63,303  square  feet, 
of  which  considerably  less  than  half  will  be  re- 
quired for  the  extension  of  Columbus  avenue. 

Believing  that  the  terms  proposed  on  the  part  of 
the  railroad  corporation  will  be  entirely  satisfac- 
tory to  the  city,  the  committee  would  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  or- 
ders. For  the  committee, 

(has.  E.  Jenkins,  Chairman. 
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Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on 
Streets  be  authorized  to  purchase  of  the  Boston  <&; 
Providence  Kailroad  Corporation,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  said  committee,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Solicitor,  may 
deem  expedient,  all  the  land  included  within  the 
shaded  blue  lines  shown  ou  the  plan  drawn  by  the 
City  Surveyor,  dated  the  first  day  of  December, 
1870,  containing  sixty-three  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  three  square  feet,  more  or  less,  together 
with  the  buildings  on  Madison  place, at  an  expense 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-five thousand  dollars;  payments  to  be  made 
from  time  to  time  as  the  property  is  conveyed  to 
the  city  and  possession  given,  and  conveyances  of 
parts  thereof  may  be  taken  from  time  to  time  as 
may  be  found  expedient. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
boirow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of 
property  owned  by  the  Boston  &  Providence  Kail- 
road  Corporation,  between  Church  street  and  Park 
square. 

The  orders  were  read  once. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  Committee  on 
Bridges,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
nominating  a  Superintendent  of  Broadway  Bridge, 
made  a  report,  recommending  the  election  of  John 
C.  Poole. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Board  pro- 
ceeded to  an  election,  when  John  C.  Poole  was 
chosen,  by  a  vote  of  11  to  1  for  Terence  C.  Smith. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderrmn  Cutter, 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be  instructed 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  and  ordi- 
nances relating  to  the  marring  or  defacing  of  build- 
ings, fences,  and  monuments. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Salaries  be  re- 
quested to  report  an  order  establishing  the  salary 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Broadway  Bridge;  and 
also  the  sum  which  shall  be  allowed  to  the  assist- 
ants of  said  superintendent. 

On  motion  ol  Alderman  Gibson, 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
officers  detailed  for  special  duty  at  the  office  of 
the  Chief  of  Police,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  per  day  for  extra  service,  in  addition  to  the 
amount  allowed  under  the  Salary  bill;  all  such 
allowances  to  be  approved  by  the  Committee  on 
Police,  and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
the  Police  Department. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  discharge  the  mortgage 
given  to  the  town  of  Dorchester  bv  Charles  Hunt 
and  Royal  Whiton,  Jr.,  Aug.  6, 1847,  and  recorded 
with  Norfolk  Deeds,  lib.  174,  fol.  289,  the  note  and 
interest  secured  by  said  mortgage  having  been 
fully  paid. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Lands  be  and  thev  are 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  Wm. 
H.  Adams,  an  instrument  changing  the  third  con- 
dition set  forth  in  a  deed  from  the  city  of  Boston 
to  him,  dated  April  15,  1871,  and  recorded  with 
Suffolk  Deeds,  in  lib.  1044,  fol.  66,  so  that  said 
condition  shall  read  as  follows: 

"The  building  which  may  he  erected  on  the  said 
lot  shall  be  of  a  width  not  less  than  20  and  46-100 
feet." 

On  motion  of  Alderman  White, 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  George  W.  Knra-

Whereas,  by  an  order  of  this  Board,  of  Decem- 
ber 24,  1870,  John  J.  Low  was  assessed  a  better- 
ment of  $2150  on  account  of  the  widening  of  Han- 
over street,  and  it  apoears  that  the  estate  sup- 
posed to  belongto  said  Low  upon  which  the  above- 
named  sum  was  assessed,  is  in  part  the  property 
of  the  heirs  of  Nicholas  Little,  it  is  therefore  here- 
by 

Ordered,  Tnat  the  said  assessment  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  proportioned  lietween  the  estates 
ot  said  Low  and  the  said  heirs  of  Little,  so  that 
the  proportion  of  betterment  to  be  charged  to  the 
former  estate  (of  John  J.  Low)  shall  oe  $1650,  and 
to  the  latter  estate  (of  the  heirs  of  Nicholas  Little) 
$500;  and  that  the  said  assessment  of  betterments 


on  account  of  the  widening  of  Hanover  street, 
passed  December  24, 1870,  be  and  the  same  hereby 
is  corrected  to  conform  to  the  alteiation  therein 
herewith  stated. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  be  authorized  to  approve  bills  for  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  standing  committees  of 
this  Board  not  having  charge  of  any  appropria- 
tion of  money;  also  by  individual  members  «f 
this  Board,  while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of 
official  duty;  the  amount  of  said  bills  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Contingent  Ex- 
penses of  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Joseph  Corner, 
trustee,  the  sum  of  $73,827,  for  land  taken  and 
all  damages  occasioned  by  the  laying  out  and 
grading  of  Sturgis  street,  b'v  a  resolve  of  July  23, 
1869,  the  city  to  assume  and  pay  all  assessments 
for  betterments  to  remaining  real  estate  from 
which  said  land  was  taken  hy  reason  of  said  lav- 
ing out  and  grading,  upon  the  usual  condition ;  to 
be  charged  to  the  Fort  Hill  Improvement  loan. 
Ordered,  That  the  order  passed  April  24,  1871,  to 
pay  said  Comer,  trustee,  $73,827,  be  and  the  same 
hereby  is  rescinded. 

Ordered,  That  the  act  passed  hy  the  Legislature 
of  this  Commonwealth  April  14,  1871,  entitled  "An 
act  in  addition  to  an  act  to  authorize  the  city  of 
Boston  to  build  an  additional  reservoir,"  being 
chapter  185  of  the  statutes  of  1871,  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Water,  with  the  request  that 
they  consider  the  expediency  of  its  acceptance  by 
the  City  Council. 

Ordered,  That  permission  t>e  and  hereby  is  given 
to  the  Boston  &  Albany  Kailroad  Corporation  to 
remove  two  of  its  tracks  across  South  street  to  a 
point  about  seventy-five  feet  east  of  the  present 
location  of  said  tracks. 

Oidered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
di recced  to  notify  the  owners  and  abutters  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Beacon  street,  between  the 
cross-dam  and  Brook-line  avenue,  to  furnish  new 
edgestones  to  support  the  sidewalk, within  twenty 
days. 

Orders  were  passed  for  the  collection  of  sidewalk 
assessments  on  Providence,  Kendall  and  Cabot 
streets,  to  the  amount  of  $796  42;  also  on  Colum- 
bus avenue,  Tremont,  Chandler  and  Lawrence 
streets,  to  the  amount  of  $1886  77. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little, 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Health  be 
and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  cause  the  tenement 
building  numbered  91  Cross  street  to  be  vacated 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  said 
estate  owned  by  Dennis  P.  Klagg,  the  same  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  by  reason  of  filthy  ana 
offensive  cellar,  offensive  vault  and  defective 
drainage,  and  likely  tu  cause  sickness. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Health  be 
and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  cause  the  tenement 
house  rear  of  111  Second  street  to  be  vacated 
within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  said 
estate  owned  by  Jeremiah  Harrington,  the  same 
being  unfit  for  human  habitation,  by  reason  of 
offensive  privies,  likely  to  cause  sickness. 

Orders  were  also  passed  to  abate  nuisances  in 
the  rear  of  Third  and  K.  streets,  in  Worcestei, 
Gold,  Albany,  D,  Eighth,  Seneca,  Thatcher,  hnili- 
cott,  Second  and  I  streets,  Chapel  place  and  Essex 
place. 

An  order  was  also  passed  for  tne  collection  of 
assessments  for  abatement  of  nuisances  in  Stand- 
ish  place,  Crescent  place  and  in  Pitts  street,  to  the 
amount  of  $71  50. 

NEW  FERRY   BOATS. 

Alderman  Gibson  offered  an  order,  which  was 
read  once,  authorizing  the  Directors  of  the  East 
Boston  Perries  to  purchase  one  or  more  ferry  boats, 
at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $50,000. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little,  the  communica- 
tion of  James  Fisk,  Jr.,  to  the  Mayor,  in  relatiou 
to  the  visit  of  the  Ninth  New  York  Kegiment  to 
this  city,  was  taken  from  the  table  and  the  whole 
subject  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

REPORT  ON  ADMISSION  OF   FEMALE    STUDENTS  TO 
THE  CITY   HOSPITAL. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 

The  report  on  admission  of  female  students  to 
clinical  lectures  in  the  City  Hospital  (City  Doc. 
No.  29),  with  amendments  submitted  by  Alderman 
Cowdin  (City  Doc.  No.  37),  was  taken  from  the  ta- 
ble. 

The  pending  amendment  of  Alderman  Cowdin 
was  "that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  city  Hospital,  with  the  respectful  recom- 
mendation of  the  City  Council  that  the  prayer  of 
Ihe  petitioners  be  granted." 
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The  remarks  of  Alderman  Cowdin  in  suppor'  <>l 
this  amendment,  which  was  ordered  to  be  printed, 
were  m  substance  as  lollows: 

Bv  the  report  of  tbe  committee,  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  hospital,  made  by  the  Tiu»tees, 
are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Cny  Council; 
nut  the  City  Council  has  never  approved  of  any 
regulations  excluding  medical  students  because 
tin->  were  females.  As  to  the  right,  the  petitioners 
claim  that  female  students  have  tin;  same  rights 
as  male  students  to  share  in  the  benelifs  of  public 
ho.-pitals;  and  while  other  students  are  allowed 
access  to  all  the  hospitals  in  the  city,  all  that  is 
aske  l  in  tins  case  is  access  to  the  female  wards  of 
only  one  institution. 

ineie  is  a  gicat  and  gr  iwing  demand  for  female 
physicians,  and  the  question  is  whether  Mew  Eng- 
land women  shall  be  compelled  to  go  elsewhere 
lor  an  education,  where  greater  liberality  prevails, 
as  in  Mew  Vork  or  Philadelphia.  The  Female  Med- 
ical College  of  this  citv  is  the  first  of  the  kind, 
having  been  opened  in  1848,  and  while  Boston  has 
t li  j  honor  of  having  originated  this  movement,  it 
has  the  reproach  of  being-  far  behind  in  the  liberal 
sentiment  that  has  opened  the  hospitals  to  women 
in  btuer  cities,  both  in  our  country  and  in  Furope. 
In  view  of  ihe  favor  which  bad  been  extended  to 
the  Female  Medical  College  by  leading  citizens 
representing  many  millions  of  dollars  as  tax-:ia>- 
eis,  he  hoped  the  amendment  would  be  ac<  epted, 
and  that  it  would  be  the  unanimous  expression  of 
the  Board. 

A  deriuan  Gibson,  in  support  of  the  amend- 
ment, said  lie  could  see  no  objection  to  granting 
these  students  admission  to  the  City  uospital, 
while  students  from  Cambridge  were  allowed  to 
artend  upon  the  hospital.  The  hospital  was  sup- 
ported by  the  city,  and  he  desired  to  know  why 
female  students  should  not  be  permitted  to  go 
there,  for  where  could  they  get  their  education 
unless  access  could  be  hau  by  them  to  such  places? 
He  believed  that  female  doctors  were  u«eiul,  es- 
pecially to  their  own  sex,  and  he  did  not  know 
why  they  should  not  have  all  the  means  of  educa- 
tion. If  there  was  any  objection  it  must  conv; 
from  the  fear  of  male  doctors  that  they  will  lose 
business  by  the  competition. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  amendment, 
whicb  was  lost,  Alderman  Gibson,  l'ope,  Woolley, 
Cutter  and  Cowdin  voting  tor  it;  Alderman 
Pierce,  Kicker,  Little,  Flumer,  Talbot  and  White 
against  it. 

The  question  recurring  upon  tbe  acceptance  of 
the  report.  Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  could  not 
see  any  objection  to  the  amendment  proposed  by 
him,  aiid  he  was  surprised  at  its  rejection. 

Alderman  Gioson  said  he  bated  to  lose  anything 
of  tbe  kind  in  this  way.  He  believed  in  allowing 
everybody  to  eat,  drink,  and  follow  their  own 
tastes  as  may  suit  them  without  interference,  so 
long  as  they  do  not  go  to  excess.  He  was  surpris- 
ed at  the  vote  whicb  had  been  taken,  and  believed 
the  Board  would  not  have  rejected  so  reasonable 
a  request.  If  such  a  request  was  not  to  be  grant- 
ed, he  would  like  to  know  the  reasons  for  it,  and 
have  them  expressed. 

Alderman  Little  said  he  did  not  think  there  was 
an  occasion  to  call  lor  reasons  in  sustaining  the 
report  of  the  committee,  in  leaving  the  whole  mat- 
ter in  the  hands  of  tbe  Trustees,  to0whom  tlu  re- 
sponsibility belongs.  He  was  m  favor  of  so  leav- 
ing it.  The  Alderman  is  a  trustee  of  another  im- 
portant institution,  and  he  would  not  like  to  be 
interfered  with  in  the  exercise  of  his  judgment, 
nor  would  others.  For  himself,  he  believed  in  fe- 
male colleges,  and  would  no'  object  to  giving  every 
facility  to  these  students,  but  he  preferred  to  leave 
the  matter  where  it  belonged,  with  the  trustees  of 
the  Citv  Hospital. 

Alderman  flumer  said  he  was  willing  to  give 
his  reasons  for  his  action  on  all  measures,  and 
these  had  been  well  expressed  by  Alderman  Lit- 
tle. The  responsibility  of  the  manpgoment  of  the 
City  Hospital  was  in  the  hands  of  a  Board  of  trus- 
tees, who  were  competent  to  judge  of  the  interior 
management  of  that  institution,  and  with  the  vis- 
iting physicians  can  better  judge  than  himself  the 
effect  of  the  admission  ot  two  classes  of  students 
to  that,  hospital.  He  objected  to  instructing  them 
as  to  their  duties,  and  did  not  propose  to  divide 
the  responsibility  witn  the  Trustees. 

Alderman  Cowdin  denied  that,  the  amendment 
proposed  was  in  the  nature  of  instruction,  but,  was 
simply  a  recommendation.  He  had  understood 
that  four  of  the  physicians  who  attended  upon  the 
hospital  made  no  objection,  but  did  not  know  how 
many  there  were  who  were  opposed  to  it,  and 
there  could  be  no  objection  to  the  expression  of 
an  opinion  by  tbe  City  Council. 


Alderman  White  said  tbe  committee  gave  the 
parties  a  hearing,  but  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  proper  course  to  pursue  was  to  leave  tbe  mat- 
ter in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees.  They  did  not 
kuow  whether  the  Trustees  were  in  favor  of  the 
admission  of  female  students  to  the  hospital  or 
not,  but  the  City  Council  had  the  power  of  removal 
of  these  Trustees  it  thpy  do  not  discbarge  their 
duties  satisfactorily,  lie  was  in  favor  of  leaving 
tbe  matter  in  th -ir  hands,  and  hoped  the  report 
would  be  accepted. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  his  impression  was.  that 
twice  before  had  petitions  been  presented  to  the 
Trustees  for  the  admission  of  these  female 
•tudents,  and  the  petitions  had  been  rejected.  It 
was  then  time  that  the  wishes  of  the  City  Co"ncil 
and  of  the  people  should  be  made  known  Co  them 
in  a  recommendation  to  grant  the  request. 

Alderman  White  said  it  appeared  that  applica- 
tion had  been  made  twice  before,  but  be  <tid  not 
know  that  any  hearing  had  been  given  before. 

Alderman  Gibs  m  said  seven-eighths  of  the  citi- 
zens, male  and  female,  were  on"  the  side  of  the 
petitioners.  There  may  be  some  conscientious 
objections  on  the  part  of  the  opponents,  but  he 
suspected  th°re  was  something  more  than  that — a 
fear  lest  these  female  doctors  should  interfere 
with  the  practice  of  male  physicians.  He  remem- 
bered that  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  institu- 
tions at  South  Boston,  while  paid  a  salary  by  the 
city,  ban  three  or  four  students  with  hiin,  from 
whom  he  received  pay,  and  who  visited  tbe 
patients,  and  he  could  see  no  harm  in  allowing 
these  students  to  visit  this  hospital,  which  was 
sustained  at  the  public  expense.  He  did  not  like 
to  see  this  thing  die  in  this  way. 

Alderman  White,  with  relerence  to  the  argu- 
ments on  this  subject,  said  the  advocates  of  the 
petition  had  not  come  to  the  point.  The  commit- 
tee, on  an  investigation  of  the  subject,  did  not  see 
how  they  could  do  otherwise  than  to  leave  the 
subject  with  the  Trustees.  So  far  as  related  to  pe- 
titions, they  do  not  amount  to  anything,  as  might 
be  seen  in  the  opposition  to  freeing  the  Fast  Bos- 
ton ferries.  Certain  persons  petition  the  City  Gov- 
ernment, but  never  make  their  appearance  at  a 
hearing.  It  is  never  difficult  to  get  petitions  for 
any  object,  and  they  do  not  amount  to  much. 

Alderman  Cowdin  read  some  of  the  names  of 
petitioi  ers.  Gov.  Claflin,  liev.  Dr.  Miner,  Drs.Wes- 
selhoeft,  Augell,  Talbot.  Gregg,  and  others,  Alex- 
ander U.  Kice,  Alpheus  Hardy,  James  H.  Beal, 
George  P.  Sanger.  Of  these  men,  he  thought,  it 
could  not  be  s;.id  they  did  not  amount  to  "much. 
The  objection  was  that  of  old-fogyism,  whicn  did 
not  believe  in  progress,  the  same  kind  of  spirit 
which  would  have  opposed  railroads  and  other 
improvements. 

Alderman  Little  remarked  that  the  speeches  cf 
the  gentlemen  in  favor  of  the  recommendation  to 
tbe  Trustees  were  wide  of  the  merits  of  the  ques- 
tion. He  believed  in  female  medical  colleges  and 
had,  before  this,  manifested  his  belief  in  such  in- 
stitutions. It  was  not  worth  while  to  analyze  the 
names  attached  to  tbe  petition  in  favor  of  ttae 
recommendation,  for  no  one  doubted  their 
strength.  But  tbe  real  point  was  whether  the  re- 
sponsibility of  settling  this  matter  should  be  left 
where  it  now  rests  with  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
When  public  opinion  demands  of  them  the  course 
proposed  they  will  yield  to  it-  demands. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  liked  to  get  the  most 
for  his  money,  and  it,  in  this  matter,  it  did  not 
cost  any  more  to  allow  these  students  admission 
to  the  hospital,  there  would  be  so  much  gain.  But 
looking  to  the  past  record  of  tbe  hospital,  it  ap- 
peared that  it  cost  $21  or  122  per  week  to  take  care 
of  each  patient  in  the  hospital.  There  was  evi- 
dently something  kept  back  in  tbe  opposition. 

Alderman  Flumer  repudiated  the  idea  that 
there  was  anything  behind  tin  action  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  lie  thought  the  Alderman  was  mistak- 
en as  to  the  costs  ot  the  patients  in  the  hospital. 
He  had  stated  the  cost  very  much  too  high.  Be- 
sides those  in  the  hospital's,  the  30,000  outside  ap- 
plicants should  be  taken  into  account  in  estimat- 
ing the  cost,  and  the  good  which  is  done  by  ihts 
institution  is  almost  inconceivable.  With  regard 
to  the  petition,  many  of  the  signers  were  his  per- 
sonal friends  and  he  thought  they  would  act  as  he 
did  on  the  proposition,  if  occupying  seats  in  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.  In  regard  to  the  action  of  the 
committee,  he  would  treat  till  trustees  just  as  he 
would  wish  to  be  treated,  it  holding  a  similar  po- 
sition. 

Ihe  report  was  accepted,  referring  the  whoie 
matter  to  the  Board  of  trustees.

xVPPROPRIATIONS  FOR   DECORATION  DAY. 

The  non-concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
in  the  order  to  allow  $200  for  each  or  the  posts  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to  be  expended 
on  Decoration  Day,  coming  up,  Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward 
14  said  he  did  not  wish  to  take  up  the  time  of  the 
Council,  but  he  desired  to  coirect  seme  mistakes, 
and  make  an  explanation.  As  a  returned  soldier 
and  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
he  felt  called  upon  to  make  some  statements, 
and,  with  a  full  understanding  of  the  subject,  he 
felt  that  the  proposed  appropriation  would  com- 
mend itself  to  every  one.  The  origin  of  the  cere- 
mony was  in  the  strewing  of  flowers  upon  the 
graves  of  Union  soldiers  in  Charleston,  S.  C  by 
the  negroes,  and  this  was  soon  taken  up,  and 
had  now  become  almost  a  national  observ- 
ance. At  first  it  was  but  an  exp'  ri- 
ruent  and  the  cost  was  not  known  fully,  but  find- 
ing it  to  be  more  burdensome  than  was  expected, 
the  associations  have  come  to  the  City  Govern- 
ment for  aid.  There  was  no  specific  sum  asked 
for  at  first,  and  the  appropriation  of  $100  was  very 
thankfully  received.  On  account  of  making  the 
day  a  holiday,  bands  of  music  had  raised  their 
prices  and  the  demand  for  flowers  had  dso  in- 
creased the  prices  for  them.  At  a  meeting  of 
members  of  the  several  posts,  it  was  thought  that 
a  larger  sum  should  be  received  from  the  City  Gov- 
ernment, and  while  they  did  not  ask  for  the  in- 
crease they  felt  the  need  of  it  ana  hoped  it  would 
be  granted.  It  was  objected  that  we  ought  not  to 
spend  the  people's  money,  but  he  asked  for  what 
purpose  were  they  here  but  to  spend  the  people's 
money,  while  it  was  done  for  the  good  of  the  peo- 
ple and  in  upholding  thediguity  and  well-otdering 
of  the  Government. 

Mr.  Rowe  of  Ward  10  moved  that  the  Common 
Council  concur  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  he  thought  the  City 
Council  ought  to  give  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public ^200  for  each  post.  The  members  of  these 
posts  were  not  aole  to  bear  the  expense,  and  even 
if  $200  should  be  given,  they  would  be  subjected 
to  considerable  expense  and  much  labor.  One 
yost  last  year  expended  $1225  for  flowers  alone, 
Besides  the  sum  leceived  from  the  city  and  collec- 
tions made  outside,  they  expended  $000  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  post. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  believed  the  sum  voted  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  be  all  that  should  be 
given,  but  he  considered  the  policy  to  be  objec- 
tionable, for  there  was  no  strewing  of  flowers  on'  the 
graves  of  soldiers  of  the  Revolution  or  the  war  of 
1812.  In  his  view  it  would  be  better  not  to  con- 
tinue the  practice,  but  to  grant  a  universal  am- 
nesty in  all  that  related  to  the  rebellion. 

Messrs.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  and  Patch  of  Ward  11 
agreed  in  the  remarks  that  it  was  the  people  who 
expected  this  custom  to  be  carried  out,  and  not 
the  soldiers  alone,  who  were  but  the  instruments 
of  carrying;  out  the  wishes  of  the  people. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  was  in  favor  of 
concurring  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  but  in 
doing  so  he  could  not  agree  with  the  gentleman 
from  \\  ard  5  in  his  reasons. 

Mr.  Horsey  of  \Y;ird  12  said  it  was  not  only  the 
people  who  demanded  that  the  practice  should  be 
continued,  and  were  willing  to  bear  the  expense, 
but  it  was  in  accordance  with  the  assurances  given 
to  the  soldiers  who  went  to  the  war  and  sacrificed 
their  lives,  that   their  families  should    be   taken 
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care  of  and  their  services  and  sacrifices  held  in  re- 
membrance by  the  people  and  the  country.  This 
was  one  of  the  means  ol  honoring  the  memories 
of  those  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  service  of  the 
country. 

The  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered,  and  the  Coun- 
cil concurred  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  by  a 
vote  ol  30  to  21,  as  follows :

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
heirs  of  Elisha  Doane,  for  estate  numbered  49  Indi- 
ana place,  the  sum  of  $8000,  upon  their  giving  to 
the  city  a  aeed  of  said  estate,  or  a  release  and  dis- 
charge, satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  for  all 
damages,  costs  and  expenses  in  consequence  of 
the  taking  of  said  estate;  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Suffolk  Street  District. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Kowe  of  Ward  10, 
Or'ered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  directed  to  consider  the  expediency  of 
selling  the  lot  of  land  situated  between  Columbus 
avenue,  Ferdinand,  Isabella  and  Berkeley  streets, 
and,  if  deemed  expedient,  to  report  an  order  for 
such  sale  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
be  thought  advisable.

COMMUNICATIONS      FROM     THE      STREET      COMMIS- 
SIONERS. 

Kesolves  and  orders  were  received  from  the 
Street  Commissioners  for  the  extension  of  South 
Market  street,  from  Commercial  street  to  Atlantic 
avenue,  and  for  the  extension  of  Commerce  street 
to  Atlantic  avenue.  In  the  extension  of  South 
Market  street  it  is  proposed  to  widen  the  street 
known  as  City  wharf  forty  feet  wide  to  sixty  feet, 
Dy  taking  laud  of  John  F.  Mills,  David  Snow,  A. 
&  A.Jacobs,  Wallace  c.  Kobinson,  Thomas  Dana, 
Mary  H.  Potter,  Andrew  T.  Hall.  Thomas  \V. 
Nickerson,  Josiah  and  Edmund  Quincy,  persons 
unknown  and  proprietors  ot  I  wharf,  making  a 
total  of  30,271  feet  of  land  at  a  cost  of  $175,853  50, 
and  of  buildings  damaged  $100,000,  making  the 
whole  cost  $282,453  20. 

The  moposed  extension  of  Commerce  street  is 
by  taking  898  feet  ol  land  from  a  person  unknown, 
at  no  expense,  15,124  feet  from  proprietors  of  Long 
wharf,  at  a  cost  ot  .s:;  75  per  loot  or  an  aggregate 
of  $50,715;  proprietors  of  r  vharf.  4874  feet  at  >", 
per  foot,  or  $24,370— making  a  total  cost  of  381,085. 

The  resolve  and  orders  were  rtferred  to  the 
Committee  on  Streets. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE 
POOR. 

The  annual  report  of  the  overseers  of  the  Poor 
was  laid  before  the  Board,  and  ordered  io  be 
printed.    In  this  report,  the  Board  say: 

"Indiscriminate  almsgiving  is  now  admitted  to 
be  the  most  prolific  source  of  vagrancy  and  the 
petty  forms  of  vice;  mucn  has  been  gained  in 
checking  the  increase  in  this  city,  by  the  new  con- 
dition imposed  upon  thesj  seeking  relief,  and  tne 
systematic  registry  of  their  names  and  personal 
antecedents  on  the  books  of  the  Board.  Care  is 
taken  that  the  sensibilities  of  the  most  worthy 
should  not  be  wounded  111  the  days  of  their  mis- 
fortune and  want,  at  the  same  time  to  prevent 
imposture  and  not  increase  the  evil  we  seek  to 
alleviate.  Each  case  is  thoroughly  investigated, 
and  aid  is  offered  suited  to  its  peculiar  necessi- 
ties." 

After  remarking  upon  the  tendency  of  the  idle, 
thriftless  and  vicious  to  large  cities,  and  their 
disposition  to  live  upon  the  industrious  and 
thrifty,  also  upon  the  difficulty  of  resisting  appeals 
to  sympathy  by  the  philanthropic,  it  is  further 
said: 

"To  meet  the  want  of  our  citizens  the  Charity 
Bureau  was  organized.  Municipal  relief  and 
private  charity  supplement  and  act  in  unison  with 
each  other,  and  although  it  may  be  some  years 
before  our  people  will  fully  understand  the  sys- 
tem, the  experience  of  every  month  satisfies  us' of 
the  wisdom  of  the  experiment.  Begging  should 
no  longer  be  tolerated  in  our  streets;  means  are 
at  hand,  or  will  be,  forthcoming  for  every  need. 
Let  the  people  of  Boston  assist  our  public  officers 
and  the  direction  of  the  benevolent  societies  in 
the  systematic  distribution  of  the  funds  commit- 
ted to  cheir  hands,  and  no  meritorious  person  will 
suffer  in  our  city." 

The  success  of  the  experiment  of  the  Charity 
Bureau,  so  satisfactory  to  its  managers,  has  met 
with  commendation  elsewhere,  and  a  like  enter- 
prise has  been  started  in  London,  under  the  name 
of  the  "Society  for  Organizing  Charitable  Belief 
and  Repressing  Mendicity,"  in  which  Lord  Derby, 
the  Earl  of  Sbaftsbury  and  others  are  interested. 
An  extract  from  the  circular  of  the  society  is 
given  by  the  Board,  showing  its  character. 

In  a  review  of  the  year,  the  Board  are  not  aware 
of  any  special  subject  which  requires  the  action 
of  the  City  Government.  The  several  departments 
under  their  charge,  they  believe,  are  carefully  ad- 
ministered and  give  satisfaction  to  those  most 
immediately  interested. 

The  income  from  the  various  trust  funds  has 
been  increasing,  thus  affording  an  opportunity  to 
add  to  the  several  amounts  given  to  the  pension- 
ers. We  are  now  paying  to  the  recipients  of  the 
Pemberton  fund  and  the  Fifty  Associates  charity 
forty  dollars  per  vear,  the  same  sum  that  has  been 
given  heretofore  by  those  who  were  ou  the  Boyls- 
ton  fund.  Now  the  beneficiaries  are  all  on  an 
equality  as  far  as  the  sum  received  is  concerned, 
vve  have  also  increased  the  number  of  individuals 
on  each  of  the  funds,  so  that  each  list  is  as  full  as 
ihe  income  will  permit.  When  we  consider  Chat 
this  class  of  beneficiaries  are  not  paupers  and  have 
seen  better  days,  that  all  of  them  for  many  years 
have  been  inhabitants  ofthecit_v.andth.it  their 
poverty  has  not  been  caused  by  vice  or  improvi- 
dence, it  is  a  most  welcome  task  to  add  to  their 
comforts  in  their  old  age.  The  number  of  pension- 
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evs  aided  by  these  trust  funds  is  two  hundred  and 
ninety. 

the  Hon.  David  Sears,  the  founder  of  the  Fifty 
Associates  charity,  died  after  a  long  illness,  Jan. 
H,  1871,  in  the  eighty-fourth  year  of  his  age.  The 
Board  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  trom  his 
own  lips  that  their  management  of  this  fund  had 
given  him  perfect  satisfaction.  He  annually  ex- 
amined the  condition  of  the  investments  and  the 
list  of  its  beueticiaries,  and  bore  cheerful  testi- 
mony that  the  charitable  objects  which  he  antici- 
pated when  it  was  founded,  were  being  accom- 
plished. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  two  anony- 
mous donations  of  money,  which  have  been  added 
io  the  Pemberton.  or  general  fund.  One  was  $350 
and  the  other  $30.  Donations  of  this  character  to 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  have  been  unusual  of 
late  years,  but  they  indicate,  small  as  the  sums 
apparently  are,  that  some  of  the  citizens  of  Bos- 
tou  have  a  special  interest  in  the  wants  ot  those  ' 
who  have  a  legal  claim  upon  sympathy. 

The  project  of  erecting  a  new  building  for  an 
almshouse  for  the  settlement  of  the  poor  of  Boston 
has  excited  much  public  interest  and  has  received 
some  consideration  from  the  Board.  The  Board  of 
Directors  for  Public  Institutions,  who  have  had 
the  charge  of  this  class  of  the  poor,  who  require  a 
permanent  home,  as  a  branch  of  the  House  of  In- 
dustry, have  administered  the  trust  with  discre- 
tion and  wisdom,  and  no  fault  can  be  found  with 
their  management,  but  as  it  is  now  proposed  to 
erect  a  new  and  independeat  building  for  their  ac- 
commodation, the  opportunity  occurs  to  consider 
the  expediency  of  its  erection  in  some  other  place 
than  Deer  Island.  The  popular  idea  of  this  island 
is  that  it  is  a  penal  establishment,  and  such  are 
the  associations  connected  with  it.  it  will  be  hard 
to  eradicate  that  sentiment,  even  if  it  is  wrong  in 
fact." 

After  further  remarking  upon  this  point  the 
Board  say,  "The  fair  fame  of  Boston  cannot  afford 
to  be  unjust  or  unkind  to  the  humblest  of  its  in- 
habitants. This  occasion  should  also  be  embraced 
to  follow  the  plan  already  adopted  with  success  by 
the  Commonwealth  for  its  own  poor,  of  separating 
the  worthy  from  the  unworthy.  While  the  hist 
class,  consisting  of  the  respectable  and  virtuous, 
old  and  young,  should  be  comfortably  sheltered  in 
a  pleasant  home,  perhaps  under  the  care  of  the 
Overseers,  the  other  class,  the  able-bodied  vagrant 
and  idler,  should  be  made  to  labor  under  a  system 
similar  to  the  workhouse  establishments  in  other 
cities. 

The  statistics  of  the  Temporary  Home  do  not 
differ  materially  from  those  of  the  previous  year. 
In  some  respects  there  is  an  increase  and  iu  others 
a  decrease,  but  as  a  whole  it  is  about  the  same. 
The  institution  is  now  in  good  working  order  and 
its  affairs  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  per- 
sonal history  of  the  many  waifs  who  for  a  time 
are  sheltered  under  its  roof,  is  often  of  much  in- 
terest and  appeals  to  the  sensibilities  of  the  bu- 
rn me  with  a  pathos  which  is  more  exciting  than 
the  pages  of  a  romance.  While  the  mass  of  those 
to  whom  single  meals  are  furnished  have  little 
claim  upon  our  sympathy,  excepting  so  far  as 
common  humanity,  which  relieves  them  from 
starvation,  yet  the  many  women  an  i  children  who 
for  a  time  are  tenderly  cared  for  by  its  matron 
and  her  assistants  is  an  evidence  that  such  an  in- 
stitution was  needed  and  that  the  circle  of  Boston 
ch-.irities  would  not  be  complete  if  it  had  not  an 
existence.  During  the  year  ending  April  30,  1871. 
there  were  admitted  to  the  Home  1333  per- 
sons; of  this  number  211  were  Americans  and 
645  foreigners  and  477  were  children.  Num- 
ber ot  adoptions,  16;  lost  children  restored 
176;  nurses  furnished  with  situations,  40; 
persons  fonnd  employment,  361 ;  >ingle  meals  fur- 
nished, 12,963;  adults  sent  to  Tewksoury,  50;  chil- 
dren sent  to  i'ewksbury,  21;  persons  sent  to  then- 
friends,  165.  There  have  been  no  biiths,  and  but 
five  deaths. 

The  common  routine  of  the  official  business  of 
the  Board  has  been  as  usual.  The  several  applica- 
tions on  the  part  of  guardians  for  leave  to  sell  the 
real  estate  of  their  wards  have  been  considered, 
and  when  the  circumstances  of  the  case  favored, 
the  Overseers  have  united  in  asking  of  the  Judge 
of  Probate  for  the  requisite  permission.  Four  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  new  papers  have  been  made 
out  and  tiled,  for  those  asking  relief,  making  the 
total  number  now  on  the  general  register  6471. 
The  expenditures  of  the  Board  have  been  within 
the  appropriation,  leaving  a  small  balance  to  go 
into  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  extinguishment  of 
the  city  debt.    A  good  degree  of,  harmeny  has  ex- 


isted in  our  counsels,  and  the  year   closes  with    a 
feeling  that  the  department  is   m  as  satisfactory 
condition  as  at  any  previous  time  since  its  organ - 
iz;  tion."

ANNUAL    REPORT  OF    TUB    TRUSTEES     OF     MOUNT 
HOPE  CEMETERY. 

The  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  was  laid  before  the 
Board  by  Alderman  White.  The  Trustees,  alter 
remarking  upon  the  short  period  of  time  since  the 
subject  ofiutramural  interments  engaged  public 
attention,  and  the  result  in  the  establishment  of 
numerous  suburban  cemeteries  are  universally 
regarded  as  a  public  necessity,  and  almost  every 
head  of  a  lamily  who  has  the  means  of  purchase, 
is  in  possession  of  or  intends  to  secure  a  lot  in  one 
of  these  beautiful  resting-plases  of  the  dead. 

Io  the  general  desire  for  burial-lots  and  the  en- 
hancement of  their  cost,  the  purchase  ot  Mount 
Hope  Cemetery  by  the  city  was  designed  to  reme- 
dy this  tendency  to  high  cost.  On  this  point  the 
Trustees  say : 

"From  a  conviction  produced  by  considerable 
experience,  the  trustees  connot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing their  belief  that  the  annual  appropria- 
tions by  the  City  Council  for  Mount  Hope  Ceme- 
tery are  both  just  and  necessary.  The  wants  of 
the  continually  increasine;  class  before  adverted 
to,  wants  inevitable  from  their  nature,  demand 
the  most  generous  outlay.  This  class,  unblest 
with  other  ihan  the  most  moderate  means,  find  no 
way  to  secure  the  obiect  of  their  desire  than  that 
which  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  affords.  The  frus- 
tees  have  endeavored  to  conduct  the  affairs  in- 
trusted to  their  management  so  as  to  meet  this 
urgent  and  growing  want." 

Various  improvements  apart  from  the  regular 
care  of  the  grounds  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  whioh  with  others  now  in  contemplation, 
and  which  rhe  Trustees  hope  will  be  consummat- 
ed at  no  distant  day,  will,  they  doubt  not,  meet 
the  wants  and  just  expectations  of  the  community . 
These  improvements  have  been  made  with  a  due 
regard  to  economy,  and  have  received  the  warm 
commendations  of  visitors  to  the  cemetery.  The 
Trustees  have  procured  plans  for  a  new*  office, 
combining  a  room  for  the  reception  of  visitors 
and  a  chapel  for  funeral  services,  and  a  new 
greenhouse,  which  new  buildings  they  trust  will 
be  an  ornament  to  the  grounds.  It  is  designed  to 
have  the  office  near  the  main  entrance  of  the 
eemetery,  and  the  green-house  on  the  southwest- 
ern part  of  the  grounds. 
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The  following  is  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work 
done,  ;md  the  improvements  made  during  the 
year  ending  April  3d,  largely  owing  to  the  taste  of 
the  Superintendent,  6.  A.  B.  Bragg: 

The  following  avenues  have  been  extended  in 
the  aggregate  2298  feet,  the  whole  underlaid  with 
stone,  forming  a  substantial  drain,  the  surface 
being  properly  graded  and  (Travelled,  viz. :  1,900 
fee'  added  to  W^uster  avenue;  2,  700  feet  to  Wal- 
mituvenue;  :;,  20(1  feet  to  Highland  avenue:  4,30 
leet  to  Pilgrim  avenue;  5, 286  feet  to  Tennyson 
walk;  6,  1  !o  feet  to  Lowell  walk. 

sixty-one  lots  have  been  made  during  the  year, 
thirty-eight  lull-sized,  of  three  hundred  square 
ttet,  ami  "twenty-three  half  lots.  The  former  are 
located  it.  Central  and  Chinning  avenues  and 
Tenuyson  walk,  between  Highland  anil  Union  ave- 
nue", ,<ud  twelve  of  the  latter  on  Greenwood  ave- 
nue and  eleven  on  Webster  avenue  and  Lowell 
walk.  Maple  urove  has  been  enlarged  to  supply 
the  wants  of  those  desiring  single  graves,  one 
hundred  and  muety-nine  of  which  have  been  sold 
during  the  year.  About  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  headstones  and  tablets  and  several  monu- 
ments have  been  erected,  and  four  lots  have  been 
inclosed  with  granite  curbingand  one  with  an  iron 
fence. 

A  fence  1413  feet  in  length  and  7  feet  in  height 
has  been  erected  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  cem- 
etery. There  were  479  interments  in  the  cemetery 
during  the  year,  exclusive  of  those  in  that  part  as- 
signed to  the  indigent  poor.  The  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures were  as  follows:

Order  to  pay  Richard  G.  Phillips,  a  member  of 
Hose  Company  No.  10,  $200,  for  injuries  sustained 
at  a  fire  ou  March  11, 1871. 

Order  to  purchase  one  or  more  ferry  boats,  at  a 
total   cost  of  $50,000. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated,  in  explanation  of  the 
last  order,  that  this  was  contemplated  in  the  esti- 
mates for  the  present  financial  year,  as  submitted 
to  the  Auditor,  and  by  him  to  the  City  Council. 

EXTENSION  OF  COLUMBUS   AVENUE. 

The  report  and  orders  for  purchase  of  land  of 


Boston  &  Providence  Railroad,  at  a  cost  of  $475.- 
000,  for  extension  of  Columiius  avenue,  and  for  a 
loan  to  meet  said  expenditure,  were  considered. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  it  appeared  to  him  that 
the  sum  proposed  to  be  given  was  a  very  large 
one.  Last  year  the  railroad  corporation  proposed 
to  sell  the  property  for  $500,000,  and  by  waiting  the 
city  had  saved  $25,000  with  the  interest,  making 
not  far  from  $60.000 ;  and  if  a  further  amount  of 
$2^,000  could  be  saveil  by  waiting  another  year,  it 
would  be  worth  saving  and  worth  waiting  tor.  In 
his  view  the  price  to  be  r>aid  is  very  exorbitant, 
aud  he  was  unwilling  to  vote  for  the  payment  of 
such  an  amount. 

Alderman  Little  said  the  committee  had  given 
great  consideration  to  the  subject,  and  had  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  terms  proposed  were  a 
just  and  fair  settlement.  The  committee  on 
meeting  with  the  directors  of  the  railroad  cor- 
poration, went  to  them  with  the  propositiou  marie 
by  the  committee  oi  last  year,  below  which  cluy 
did  not  feel  authorized  to  propose.  The  directors 
of  the  coi  uoration  declined  to  accept  the  terms, 
and  the  negotiations  came  to  a  stand.  At  last, 
they  were  reopened,  and  after  repeated  interviews 
the  directors  assented  rather  grudgingly  to  the 
terms  proposed  by  the  committee.  So  far  from 
gaining  anything  by  further  delay,  he  believed  it 
would  be  impossible  to  induce  the  directors  to 
sell  the  land  tor  $450,000.  In  view  of  the  increased 
value  of  land  in  that  vicinity  over  the  prices  of 
last  year,  the  terms  were  highly  advantageous 
to  the  city.  The  committee  had  acted  in  perfect 
good  faith  in  obtaining  the  most  favorable  adjust- 
ment of  this  question' 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  confirmation  of  what  Al- 
derman Little  had  said,  stated  that  tne  committee 
wf  last  year  labored  hard  to  briug  about  a  settle- 
ment of  this  question,  and  had  held  frequent  con- 
sultations with  memners  of  the  Board.  This  was 
one  of  the  most  important  of  the  improvements  of 
the  city.  The  railroad  company  wis  aoout  to 
build  a  new  depot,  and  he  believed  it  to  be  for  the 
interests  of  the  city  to  accept  the  conditions  the 
committee  had  agreed  upon. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  the  propositiou  for 
settlement  exempted  the  corporation  from  assess- 
ments for  betterments. 

Alderman  Little  replied  that  this  bargain  ex- 
cluded the  assessments  of  betterments  upon  the 
corporation.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  the 
agreement  was  more  favorable  to  the  city  than 
that  of  last  year.  Then  things  were  comparative- 
ly quiet;  now  real  estate  is  active  at  advanced 
rates.  The  committee  had  been  enabled  to  keep 
the  price  down  to  that  of  last  year,  while  land  is 
Worth  more  in  that  section  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  had  supposed  the  high- 
est offer  by  the  city  last  year  was  $450,000.  He 
thought  the  putlic  should  fully  understand  the  na- 
ture of  negotiations  where  the  expenditure  reached 
the  sum  of  $500,000.  He  had  accomplished  his  pur- 
pose in  eliciting  this  information.  It  appears  that 
the  corporation  has  the  city  in  a  tight  place,  and 
he  supposed  we  must  accept  their  terms. 

The  order  was  passed — 11  yeas,  1  nay— Alderman 
Cutter.

A  preamble  and  order  for  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  expedi- 
ency of  converting  the  two  upper  stories  ot  the 
Countv  Court  House  into  offices  for  the  city  or 
county,  and  of  connecting  said  stories  by  biittges 
with  the  City  Hall,  was  passed,  in  concurrence.

Alderman  Cowdin,  from  the  Committee  on 
Steam  Boilers,  made  a  leport  in  favor  of  granting 
the  petition  of  James  Skinner  for  leave  to  erect 
and  use  a  steam  boiler  and  engine  at  the  corner  of 
Dove  and  Dorchester  streets.  ^Accepted. 

Alderman  Woolley,  from  the  Joint  standing 
Committee  on  Bathing,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  S.  H.  Russell  and  others  for  the  removal 
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of  bathing-houses  at  the  toot  of  Broadway,  South 
Boston,  made  a  reuort  that  it  is  inexpedient  to 
make  any  change  in  the  location  the  present  year. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses,  as  follows: 
A.  B.  Rostan.  agent,  to  exhibit  Barnum's  Men- 
agerie in  various  parts  of  Boston,  on  condition 
that  no  horses  or  men  be  permitted  to  remain

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  Dennis  S.  Daley,  a  police  offider.to  be  paid 
during  absence  from  duty  on  account  of  sickness, 
made  a  report,  that  it  appears  from  the  evidence 
presented  to  the  committee  that  Officer  Daley  re-

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  same  committee,  to 


whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Freeland,  Beard 
&  Richardson,  to  be  paid  for  goods  destroyed  by 
fire  at  the  House  of  Correction,  made  a  report  as 
follows: 

It  appears  that  the  petitioners  and  other  cloth- 
ing dealers  were  in  the  habit  of  sending  goods  to 
the  House  of  Correction  at  South  Boston,  to  be 
made  up,  at  certain  price,  by  the  prisoners  of  the 
Institution,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. There  weie  no  written  contracts  for  the. 
performance  of  the  work,  at  the  prices  charged, 
du",  merely  a  verbal  unoei  standing  between  the 
consignors  and  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. The  understanding  does  net  appear  to 
have  extended  to  the  mattei  <<{  insurance,  and  >u 
case  of  loss  it  was  neue3sary  lor  the  consignors  to 
show  that  the  city  hid  received  notice  of  its  lia- 
bility, through  sotne  proper  agent,  or  they  could 
not  recover  the  value  of  the  goods  so  lost. 

The  evidence  before  the  committee  shows  that 
Messrs.  Freeland,  Beard  &  Richsrdsou  were  the 
only  paities  who  gave  any  notice  to  the  city  of  its 
liability  in  the  case  of  loss.  All  their  consign- 
ments were  accompanied  by  a  schedule  or  invoice 
of  the  articles  sent  to  be  made  up,  with  a  printed 
notice  at  the  head,  containing,  among  other  things, 
the  following:  "The  maker  to  pay  all  expenses  for 
freight  and  other  chaiges,  and  the  goods  to  lie  at 
his  risk  against  loss  by  the  or  otherwise,  until  re 
turned  to  us." 

This,  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  was  a 
sufficient  notice  to  the  party  receiving  the  goods, 
and  the  committee  would  therefore  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order  to  pay  the 
petitioners  $1443  58,  that  amount  being  the  uet 
cost  of  the  goods  destroyed  while  in  the  hands  of 
the  city: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Freeland,  Beard  &  Richardson  the  sum  of  $1443  58, 
for  goods  delivered  to  the  city  of  Boston,  and  held 
for  manufacture  at  Its  risk ;  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  the  House  of  Correction.

Alderman  Pierce,  for  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Water,  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
quest of  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  for  leave  to 
exchange  certain  parcels  of  real  estate  in  Brook- 
line,  in  settlement  of  land  damages  incurred  in 
layingthc  forty-eight-inch  main  between  Chestnut 
Hill  Reservoir  and  Brookline,  made  a  report  rec- 
ommending the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order :

Without  coming  to  the  City 
i  loverumeut,  they  did  not  do  so.  They  reported 
in  favor  ol  awarding  the  contract  to  Messrs.  AIudg» 
&  Son,  as  far  the  best  interests  ot  the  city,  ail 
things  considered.  The  committee  received  bids 
from  several  parries,  which  were  all  fair,  and  in 
some  instances  the  bids  were  much  less  than  those 
of  .Messrs.  Mudge  &  Son,  In  the  memorial  Which 
lie  saw  on  the  table  there  were  comparisons  of 
prices  which  be  was  unable  to  say  were  •orrect, 
bit  the  commit  ice,  after  a  full  consideration  of  the 
subject,  had  done  what  was  thought,  best  under 
the  circumstances. 

Mr.  Taylor  ot  Ward  2  iutptired  what  the  circum- 
stances were  under  which  tin  committee  made 
the  award  to  the  highest  bidder. 


Air.  ''.aiiies  replied  that  the  committee  consid- 
ered the  subject  carefully,  and  determined  that  in 
their  judgment  it  was  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
city  that  the  award  should  be  made  to  Ml 
Mudge  &  son.  He  was  uot  prepared  now  to  give 
a  detailed  statement  of  the  reasons  which  gov- 
erned  the  committee,  aud  in  a  reply  to  the  memo- 
rial, but  could  do  that  if  it  was  necessary.  The 
matter  was,  however,  in  the  bauds  of  the  Council, 
to  take  such  action  as  mav  be  thought  best. 

Mr.  Smith  ot  iVard  11,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, wished  to  say  a  few  words  n  addition  to 
what  Ins  colleague  had  said.  The  coma ittee  de- 
voted a  large  amount  of  time  to  the  sulioet,  and 
if  they  had  sinned,  they  u  id  done  80  with  their 
eyes  often,  .\oreof  the  charges  ha\ebeeu  made 
I  lilt  which  have  been  considered  fully  and  deliber- 
ated upon.  It  might  semi  strange  that  a  disap- 
pointed bidder  should  prefer  charges  against  the 
committee,  but  he  wished  to  call  attention  to  the 
fart,  that  in  the  navy  yaitl  department  it  ha  I  been 
the  custom  on  < .  .ivernincnt  work  to  accept  the 
lowest  bidder,  who  wouid  raise  his  charges  on 
extia  work,  and  the  (iovernment  would  be  the 
loser  on  it.  In  the  supplementary  proposals  for 
l.ibrar,  work,  I  here  were  fourteen  specifications, 
but  this  memorial  has  but  eleven.  Those  which 
are  not  given  im.y  be  much  higher  than  the 
others. 

it  could  not  he  supposed  that  the  Council  at 
large  would  be  familiar  .vith  the  matter,  for  not 
halt  of  the  various  descriptions  of  the  work  could 
be  got  into  the  proposals.  Under  the  head  "mis- 
cellaneous" there  was  a  large  amount  of  vvorK  not 
specified  in  the  proposals,  the  proposals  bad  been 
shown  to  experts,  whose  opinion  was  that  there 
was  not  the  difference  ot  §1500  between  the  high- 
est and  lowest  of  these  proposals.  It  is  a  practice 
of  some  to  make  bins  at  a  low  rate,  and  on  the 
miscellaneous  make  up  what  tueylose  in  this  way. 
As  he  understood  the  contract,  it  was  let  out  ju»t 
as  the  prices  usually  are,  and  some  parties  re'soi  t 
to  desperate  measures  to  make  lower  bids  on  a 
portion  of  the  contract  with  the  expectation  of 
making  up  on  others. 

lie  wished  to  deny  the  statement  that  was  made 
in  the  memorial  that  but  four  firms  had  been  in- 
vited to  submit  uioposals;  invitations  were  given 
to  all  persons  who  had  the  facilities  for  doing  the 
work.  Two  of  those  who  were  notified  to  offer  pro- 
posals would  not,  make  any  1'iils,  for  they  did  not 
care  about  iloing  so.  The  city  reserved  the  right 
in  maiuug  the  contracts  to  furnish  the  paper, 
which  it  had  always  done.  The  party  complaining 
in  this  case  came  to  the  committee  and  com- 
plained ol  this  provision  in  the  contract,  but  was 
told  that  they  were  all  served  alike.  His  expecta- 
tion was  to  make  money  in  some  other  way  than 
in  the  printing.  Three  years  ago,  as  a  member  of 
the  Council,  be  made  the  same  charges  against 
giving  the  contract  to  Mudge  &  sou  that  he  has 
now,  and  in  the  investigation  Mudge  &  Son  were 
entirely  exonerated. 

In  relati  n  to  this  contract,  he  wished  to  say 
that  the  party  making  the  complaint  aid  not  have 
one  vote  in  committee.  When  a  party  tel's  him 
that  he  does  not  expect  to  make  money  on  the 
rates,  tor  printing,  but  expects  to  do  it  hi  some 
other  way,  be  could  not  vote  for  him.  The  com- 
mittee having  given  a  earetul  consideration  ol  the 
subject,  ought  by  courtesy  to  be  supposed  to  know 
what  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  But  the 
matter  was  iu  the  hands  of  the  Council  for  their 
disposal. 

Air.  Perkins  of  Ward  G  said  the  gentleman  from 
Ward  in  had  said  that  the  memorialist  had  pre- 
ferred charges  or  indictments  against  the  commit- 
tee,and  be  had  niettt  with  retorting  charges  upon 
him.  That  did  not  meet  the  case,  and  as  the  gen- 
tleman from  Ward  I  had  said  the  committee 
would  be  ready  at  another  time  to  give  the  reasons 
for  awarding  the  contract  to  .Mudge  &  Son,  he 
hoped,  it  the  reconsideration  prevailed,  that  the 
subject  would  be  laid  over  and  that  the  reasoi  s 
would  be  iiveii  for  the  report  at  the  next  meeting. 
Air.  Flvnn  of  Ward  5  called  attention  to  the 
asterisk  in  the  Libra ••>•  work,  which  refers  to  three 
othet  kinds  of  work  besides  the  eleven  which  the 
geutleiii.au  Irom  \\  aid  10  had  spokeu  of. 

.dr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  reconsidera- 
tion would  prevail,  for  he  could  see  no  reason  why 
they  should  wish  to  give  the  contract  tb  the  party 
whose  hid  was  15  to  17  per  cent,  higher  than  the 
lowest  bidder, 

Mr.  smith  stated  further  that  in  the  specific  pro- 
posals, the  contract  dul  not  cover  mure  than  one- 
third  of  the  whole  contract. 
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Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14  wisbed  to  know  if  ths 
i  eius  not  specified  in  the  proposal  would  be  any 
more  unfairly  dealt  with  by  Rockwell  &  Church- 
ill 

Mr.  Smith  replied  that  he  took  tbe  gentleman  at 
his  own  words,  that  he  could  not  make  any  money 
at  the  rates  proposed  for  printing, 

.Mr.  Ayer  said  be  supposed  he  would  abide  by 
the  contract,  and  seek  for  no  unfair  means. 

Mr.  Barnes  stated  further  that  the  parties  were 
iu formed  that  the  city  would  reserve  the  right  to 
purchase  the  paper,  and  it  was  objected  by  the 
party  complaining  that  if  so  there  would  be  no  op- 
portunity to  make  anything.  1c  was  difficult  to 
see  how  a  contractor  could  live  at  prices  less 
than  journeyman's  wages,  which  was  the  case  in 
many  items. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  wished  to  know  if  it  was 
intended  :hat  the  ity  should  buy  paper  under  the 
contract  with  .Mudge  &  Son. 

Mr.  Barnes  -aid  they  were  all  assured  that  tbe 
•city  reserved  the  'ight  to  tie  it  up  so  that  no  mon- 
ey could  he  made  in  the  furnishing  of  paper. 

Mr.  Barker  ot  Ward  6  said '.ha  tit  appeared  s.range 
that  the  committee  proposed  to  give  the  contract 
to  the  highest  bidders. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  i  said  it  appeared  that  Rock- 
well &  Churchill  were  the  lowest  biduers,  and  the 
only  question  was  whether  they  were  responsible 
parties.  It  was  a  matter  of  some  consequence 
whether  .$0000  or  $7000  more  than  was  necessary 
should  be  paid  for  the  printing. 

Mr.  Barnes  repeated  that  the  matter  was  in  the 
bands  of  the  Council,  for  their  uisposal,  but  he  be- 
lieved the  action  of  the  committee  was  right. 

Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14  said  no  gentleman  had  call- 
ed in  question  the  integrity  of  the  committee,  but 
it  was  a  question  lor  the  Council  to  consider  wheth- 
er the  highest  bid  should  be  accepted.  It  appear- 
ed by  the  memorial  that  the  question  had  been 
fair/y  stated ;  that  out  of  the  four  bidders  the  high- 
est and  not  the  lowest  had  been  accepted  by  the 
committee. 

Mr  Smith  replied  that  it  was  no  criterion  to 
lump  together  the  pricesbidfor  the  different  kinds 
of  work,  for  it  depended  on  the  amount  of  work 
under  the  different  items.  It  cannot  be  told  how 
the  different  items  may  come  in,  and  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  tell  which  will  be  the  lowest  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  said  it  appeared  by  the 
table  that  in  but  one  instance  was  the  rates  of 
Kockwell  &  Churchill  higher  than  those  of  Mudge 
&  Son.  No  matter  what  the  quantity  may  be,  if  the 
rates  are  all  the  lowest  except  in  one  instance. 

.Mr.  Kinery  of  Ward  10  referred  to  the  second 
column  0f  the  comparison  (that  of  Hand,  Avery 
&  Frye),  and  of  their  proposals,  he  said,  no  one 
doubts  their  bighmindedness  and  ability  to  per- 
ferm  their  contracts.  Their  bids  were  ten  per 
cent,  lower  than  those  of  Mudge  &  Son.  He  would 
inquire  if  the  committee  were  unanimous  in  their 
decision. 

Air.  Barnes  replied  that  there  could  be  no  objec- 
tion to  answering  the  question.  The  committee 
were  not  unanimous,  but  of  the  five  members,  four 
of  them  were  for  awarding  the  contract  to  Aludge 
&  Son,  and  one  for  another.  On  plain  composi- 
tion the  charges  of  Mudge  &  Son  were 55  cents  and 
those  of  Kockwell  &  Churchill  were  44,  which 
he  was  informed  was  less  than  the  wages  of  jour- 
neymen. This,  he  coufessed,  had  some  effect  on 
his  mind  in  not  giving  the  contract  to  Kockwell  & 
Churchill,  for  it  could  not  be  supposed  that  parties 
could  perform  a  contract  in  that  way,  without 
making  it  up  in  some  irregular  manuer. 

The  question  was  taken  on  reconsideration  of 
the  order  awarding  the  contract  to  Mudge  &  Sou, 
and  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  43  to  10,  as  follows:

Nays  — Barnes,  Burt,  Hull,  Jacobs.  Moulton, 
Paten,  Pope,  Prescott,  Salmon,  W.  J.  Smith. 

Mr.  Bradt  of  Ward  14  moved  to  lay  the  subject 
on  the  table  one  week. 

.Mr.  Barnes  opposed  the  motion,  and  hoped  the 
question  would  be  settled  at  once,  for  the  present 
contract  expired  on  the  1st  June. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  hoped  the  report 
would  be  referred  back  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  the  question  of  or- 
der in  relation  to  laying  tlie  subject  on  the  table 
one  week. 


The  Chair  said  it  was  treated  simply  as  a  motion 
to  lav  on  the  table,  and  tbe  motion  was  put  and 
lost." 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend  the  re- 
port by  substituting  the  names  of  Rockwell  & 
Churchill  for  those  of  Mudge  &  Son. 

.Mr.  Brooks  said  he  hoped  the  motion  would  not 
prevail.  He  didn't  believe  the  Council  were  as 
well  able  to  judge  as  the  committee,  and  be  svas 
not  prepared  to  vote  to  give  the  contract  to  anoth- 
er party.  1 1  would  be  a  hasty  movement,  and  be 
moved'  the  whole  subject  referred  nack  to  the 
committee. 

Mr!  Barnes  said  he  did  not  wish  as  a  matter  of 
courtesy  to  have  the  sui  ject  relerred  back  to  tbe 
committee. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  1C  said  he  dtd  not  suppose 
anything  would  be  gaine  i  by  reitinrg  it  back  to 
the  committee,  who,  be  supposed,  had  made  up 
their  minds.  11  it  was  to  be  referred  again,  it 
should  be,  as  in  seme  other  cases,  to  a  special 
committee. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  (i  moved  to  add,  "and  that 
the  committee  be  instructed  to  give  a  detailed 
statement,"  which  they  state  that  they  are  unabje 
to  give  tonight, 

Mr.  Wtucii  of  Ward  10  raised  a  point  of  order, 
that  there  were  already  as  many  amendments 
pending  as  could  be  entertained. 

Mr.  Brooks  accepted  the  amendment  as  a  part  of 
his  motion. 

.Mr.  E  neiv  of  Ward  10  obji  cted  to  sending  the 
subject  back  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  inquired  if  there  would 
be  any  difficulty  in  getting  the  printing  done,  after 
the  contract  expired,  by  the  present  printers. 

Mr.  Barnes  replied  that  he  supposed  there 
would  not  be,  and  that  the  present  primers  would 
continue  to  do  the  worf. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  said  it  was  no  unusual  thing 
in  making  contracts  to  reject,  the  lowest  bidders, 
lor  he  nad  done  it  himself  and  saved  money  by  it. 
It  was  not  a  lair  way  to  let  out  a  contract,  in  which 
parties  endeavor  to  get  work  by  low  charges  ami 
making  it  up  in  another  way.  He  much  preferred 
thit  parties  would  charge  fair,  honorable,  living 
prices,  and  he  believed  the  committee  were  best 
able  to  judge  in  this  matter. 

Mr.  Jacobs  of  Ward  3  said  he  was  not  prepared 
tonight  todecide  upon  this  question,  although  be 
believed  Mudge  &  Son  should  have  the  contract. 
Members  of  the  Council  might  all  be  printers  or 
understand  thoroughly  the  business,  but  be  would 
not  like  to  do  work  so  low,  or  have  others  do  so, 
so  as  to  be  cbligedto  make  it  up  in  some  other  way. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  he  believed  it  would  be  acting  in 
the  dark  to  attempt  to  decide  the  question  without 
further  consideration. 

.Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  moved  an  adjournment. 
Lost — 15  to  34. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13,  moved  to  lay  the  subject 
on  tbe  table.     Lost. 

The  question  was  stated  on  referring  the  subject 
back  to  the  committee,  with  instructions. 

.Mr.  Wincn  of  Ward  10  said  if  there  was  no  new 
evidence,  there  could  be  no  object  in  referring  it 
back.  There  could  be  no  objection  to  contracting 
with  the  lowest  bidders  if  they  were  capable  of 
performing  the  contract,  and  they  must  have  been 
supposed  so,  from  their  being  solicited  to  make 
proposals. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  he  was  not  prepared  to  vote  to- 
night, but  wished  the  subject  referred  back,  for  he 
did  not  know  which  was  light  or  wrong  in  the 
matter. 

Mr.  N'oyts  remarked  that  it  was  the  general 
opinion  more  light  was  wanted,  and  as  the  com- 
mittee did  not  wish  to  have  it  referred  back,  he 
moved  to  lay  it  on  the  table  one  week.    Lost. 

Mr.  Flvnn  of  Ward  5  moved  that  it  be  specially 
assigned  to  Thursday  evening  next,  9  o'clock. 

Mr.  Barnes  said  he  wished  to  correct  an  impres- 
sion that  the  committee  did  not  wish  to  tune  I  he 
subject  referred  back.  Such  was  his  own  wish, 
but  he  did  not  give  it  as  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Air.  Noyes  moved  to  refer  it  to  a  committee  of 
sixteen,  one  for  each  ward. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  raised  a  question  of 
order  that  the  first  question  should  be'  on  reler- 
ring  to  a  standing  committee  in  preference  to  a 
special  committee,  anil  the  point  was  sustained. 

The  question  on  assignment  to  next  Thursday 
evening  was  lost. 

The  question  was  again  stated  to  be  on  the 
amendment  of  Mr.  Brooks. 

Mr,  Webster  inquired  'f  another  amendment 
would  be  iu  order,  and  the  Chair  assenting,  mov- 
ed that  the  committee  te  instiucted  to  give   thr 
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contract  to  tiie  lowest  bidder  if  tliey  deemed  it 
expedient. 

ill .  Hersey  of  Ward  12  said  lie  could  not  see  the 
object  of  Buch  an  amendment,  ir  would  only  de- 
lay plotters,  and  tbat  question  could  be  settled 
now. 

.Mr.  Brown  <>f  Ward  2  inquired  of  the  committee 
who  turnished  paper   under  the  present   contract. 

Mr.  Barnes  replied  that  Sludge  &  son  did  so, 
receiving  it  commission  of  five  per  cent,  on  the 
cost. 

Mr.  Mniih  oi  Ward  10  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion. 

Mr.  Brown  was  of  opinion  that  the  lowest  bid- 
ders were  entirely  competent,  and  inquired  further 
if  Mudge  &  Son  aid  Lol  make  it  as  a  part  of  their 
contract  that  they  should  continue  to  furnish 
paper. 

Mr.  Barnes  replied  that  it  was  not  so. 

.Mr.  Brown  said  he  supposed  from  the  remarks 
made  with  reference  to  the  contract  being  tied 
up.  that  Rockwell  &  Churchill  cot  Id  nut  afford  to 
take  the  contract  without  the  award  to  purchase 
the  paper.  If  they  were  competent  to  do  the  work 
and  were  the  lowest  bidders,  they  should  have  the 
privilege  of  doing  it.  He  hoped  the  question 
would  be  decided  tonight. 

Mr.  stone  ot  Ward  5  moved  an  adjournment, 
which  was  lost. 

Mi.  Barnes  said  there  was  no  intention  on  the 
part  of  the  committee  tc  secure  aright  to  one 
party  over  that  oi'another,  and  the  conditions  im- 
posed wers  alike  on  all  the  bidders. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  believed  the  question  bad 
been  well  discussed,  but  when  a  committee  invite 
proposals,  no  one  could  doubt  it  was  a  duty  to 
take  the  lowest  bidder,  if  perfectly  respousiole. 
It  was  oflittle  concern  to  them  whether  the  con- 
tractors could  make  money  by  it.  Printers  ought 
to  know  whether  they  can  or  not,  and  he  hoped 
they  would  decide  tonight. 

Sir.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  opposed  the  last  amend- 
ment, to  give  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
if  iu  the  opinion  of  the  committee  they  should  not 
deem  it  expedient.  They  have  reported  tbat  it 
was  not  for  the  interest  of  the  city  to  award  the 
contract  to  them,  and  he  could  conceive  of  no  rea- 
son or  engineering  by  which  their  opinion  could 
be  changed.  He  moved  to  strike  out  the  words 
"if  they  deem  it  expedient." 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  wished  to  know  how  this 
motion  would  differ  in  effect  from  his,  which  was 
that  the  contract  be  given  to  Rockwell  & 
Churchill. 

Mr.  Wehster  said  his  wish  was  that  the  commit- 
tee should  give  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidders 
or  give  their  reasons  for  not  doing  so. 

The  question  was  taken  on  Mr.  Robhins's  mo- 
tion to  amend,  which  was  earned,  by  a  vote  of  32 
toll. 

The  question  was  now.  stated  to  be  to  recommit 
to  the  Committee  on  I'riiiting,  with  authority  to 
contract  with  Rockwell  &  Churchill,  as  the  lowest 
bidders. 

Mr.  salmon  of  Ward  :i  moved  to  lay  the  subject 
on  the  table  one  weeK.     Lost. 


Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  innved  to  adjourn,  which 
was  lost. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  wished  to  know  whether, 
under  this  recommittal,  the  committee  would 
noi  have  authority  to  contract  with  Rockwell  & 
Churchill  or  Mudge  &  Son  tor  one  year. 

Mr.  Barnes  replied  that  the  committee  might 
make  such  contracts,  but  they  would  do  as  they 
were  directed  to  do  Wheu  this  subject  came  be- 
fore the  committee,  he  had  no  preferences,  and 
never  knev/  Mr.  Mudge  or  his  son  until  that  time. 
They  had  authority  to  contract  for  another  year 
with  Mtidge  &  son,  hut  did  not  choose  to  do  so, 
but  alter  a  full  consideration  of  the  subject  be- 
lieved it  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  to 
award  the  contract  for  three  years  to  that  li , in. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10siatcd"that  an  investigation 
Satisfied  trim  that  the  con'ract  should  be  awarded 
as  reported bv  the  committee.  Me  had  no  personal 
feelings  in  the  matter,  or  any  preferences  person- 
ally, ami  would  prefer  togive  I  he  contract  directly 
to  Rockwell  &  Churchill  th  in  in  the  iv;i;  proposed. 
The  committee  bad  a  perfect  right,  as  had  been 
stated,  to  give  the  contract  for  another  year  to 
Mudge  tV-  Son,  hut  pieferred  to  come  here  for  the 
action  of  the  Council.  In  this  action,  he  came 
wirh  clean  hands,  and  he  hoped  that  :he  report 
would  not  he  recommitted,  but  that  action  would 
be  taken  in  the  usual  way. 

.Mr.  Kmery  wished  to  know  whether  it  would  be 
reported  hack  for  a  contract  for  one  or  for  three 
years,  and  asked  if  an  amendment  wai  in  order. 

On  an  affirmative  reply  by  the  Chair.  .Mr.  Emery 
moved  to  provide  that  the  contract  shall  he  for 
three  y?ars. 

Mr.  Webster  said  his  object  was  that  the  com- 
mittee should  make  the  contract  with  the  lowest 
bidder,  or  give  reasons  why  they  do  not.  It  ap- 
peared that  the  committee  did  not  prefer  to  give 
reasons. 

Mr.  Barnes  said  he  had  not  stated  that  he  did 
not  wish  to  give  reasons,  but  tbat  he  was  not  pre- 
pared to  do  so  tonight. 

Mr.  Webster  replied  that  on  this  be  would  with- 
draw his  amendment. 
Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  objected. 
Mr.  Robbins  said  he  should  not  have  moved  his 
amendment  if  the  gentleman  had  said  what  he 
now  had. 

The  amendment  of  Mr.  Webster  was  carried. 
The  Chair  now  stated  the  question  to  be  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Brooks,  as  amended,  to  recommit 
with  instructions  to  contract  with  Kockwdl  & 
Churchill,  for  three  years,  or  report  in  detail  then- 
reasons  for  not  doing  so. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  moved  to  strike  out  so 
much  of  the  amendment  as  required  the  commit- 
tee to  report  in  detail,  and  leave  it  to  provide  for 
a  contract  with  Rockwell  &  Churchill.

This  sum  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 
Also,  $1168  90  has  been  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  ou  ac- 
count of  the  House  of  Industry,  making  the  in- 
come of  that  institution  $25,943  48  and  the  total 
income  derived  from  the  seveial  institutions, 
$114,145  21— being  a  decrease  of  $3165  97froin  the 
income  of  1869-70. 

The  income  from  the  House  of  Correction  was 
nearly  all  from  labor  of  prisoners.  The  income 
from  the  House  of  Industry  was  $7724  66  from  fe- 
male prisoners,  $7273  77  from  sales  of  farm  pro- 
duets,  $4232  89  for  supplies  and  services  furnished 
Quarantine  Department,  $2274  05  from  the  State, 
cities  and  towns  for  the  support  of  their  poor. 
The  income  of  the  Lunatic  Hospital  was  from 
board  of  patients. 

The  actual  running  expenses  of  these  institu- 
tions amounted  to  $185,922  53.  The  expenditures 
ha^e  decreased  $21,412  11;  increased  $17,638  93, 
making  a  nee  decrease  of  $3773  18.  A  special  ap- 
propriation was  made  for  repair  of  steamei  Henry 
.Morrison,  and  $12,000  for  a  sea-wall  at  Deer 
Island. 

The  appropriations  for  1870-71  amounted  to  $353,- 
800;  unexpended  balance,  $53,732  26;  excess  of 
income  over  estimate,  $35,155  21,  which,  with  other 
small  unexpended  balances,  make  an  aggregate  of 
$89,173  22,  which  has  been  added  to  the  sinking 
Fund. 

dumber  of  Inmates.  The  number  of  inmates  in 
the  House  of  Correction  has  been  409— decrease, 
31;  House  of  Industry,  481— increase,  97;  Alms- 
house, 250— aecrease,  30;  House  of  Reformation, 
boys,  269 — increase,  25;  girls,  38 — increase,  one; 
Lunatic  Hospital,  233 — increase,  22.  Toial,  1680, 
an  increase  of  145  and  decrease  of  67.  l'he  aver- 
age of  inmates  in  all  the  institutions  was  twenty 
over  the  previous  year.

I  he  Board  refer  to  the  great  lossts  of  the  past 
year  m  the  desks  ol  Wm.  Willert,  clerk  of  the 
Board,  and  of  Capt  Bobbins,  Master  of  the  House 
ot  Correction,  the  place  of  ihe  first  being  filled  by 
Wm.  H.  Hodgkms,  and  of  the  last  by  Cnarles  11. 
Davis. 

The  farm  at  Deer  Island  continues  productive; 
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Mystic  water  has  been  introduced  to  tbe  island; 
a  workshop  and  reception-house  have  been  pro- 
vided lor;  the  question  of  the  practicability  o f  tbe 
rebuilding  of  tbe  House  of  Correction  is  yet  un- 
decided by  the  Government,  and  in  reference  to 
the  continued  pressure  for  a  new  lunatic  hospital 
the  Board  say,  should  a  new  hospital  be  erected, 
the  solution  of  the  question  in  regard  to  the  House 
of  Correction  would  be  easier,  inasmuch  as  the 
present  hospital  structure  could  be  assigned  to 
the  keeping  ot  female  prisoners,  at  a  moderate 
expense  for  the  alteration.  Wooden  structures 
for  workshops  and  chapel  could  be  erected  to  be 
oocupied  while  the  new  lunatic  hospital  was  in 
process  of  election. 

The  expense  would  be  comparatively  small,  and 
the  buildings  would  be  of  sufficient  durability  to 
secure  all  the  advantages  to  be  gained  from  the 
employment  of  prisoners,  and  provide  lor  their 
safp-keeping 

Attention  is  called  to  the  imperative  necessity 
lor  a  new  home  for  the  adult  poor,  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  last  year  having  appropriated  $225,000,  but 
not  giving  power  lor  the  necessary  contracts.  The 
schools  at  the  House  of  Reforniition  and  Alms- 
house are  in  good  condition.  The  larger  l>ovs  are 
employed  for  six  months  on  the  farm.  There  has 
been  no  unusual  sickness  during  the  year.  Build- 
ings on  the  island  are  in  good  condition,  and  the 
suggestion  is  made  of  the  advantages  of  tele- 
graphic communication  with  the  city  in  case  of 
lire,  escape  ol  prisoners,  orders,  etc. 

The  Board  further  call  attention  to  the  anxiety 
in  regard  to  the  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  they  trust 
that  whatever  action  the  (Jity  Council  may  take  in 
the  premises,  it  may  be  speedy  and  deci«ive. 

The  Cuaplain  says  in  his  report,  in  legard  to  the 
children,  '"it  is  very  seldom  that  any  ot  them  ever 
return  to  the  island."  This  is  attributed  not  only 
to  the  moral  a.  d  religious  influences,  but  to  the 
common  school  training  tbey  receive,  with  habits 
of  cleanliness  and  discipline. 

Mortality.  The  deaths  in  the  Almshouse  num- 
bered, 51 ;  daily  average  number  of  patients  m  hos- 
pital, 29;  of  the  deaths,  14  were  from  consumption, 
8,  pneumonia,  5,  Bright's  disease;  4,  paralysis; 
over  70  years,  7;  males,  33;  females  18.  In  the 
House  of  Industry  there  were  8  deaths;  daily  aver- 
age patients  in  hospital,  23;  of  the  diseases,  460 
were  from  intemperance.  There  was  but  one 
death  in  the  House  of  Reformation.  By  the  re- 
port of  the  Port  Physician,  there  were  4  deaths  in 
the  Quarantine  Hospital.  In  the  Lunatic  Hospi- 
tal there  were  42  deaths,  11  of  which  were  from 
consumption. 

Lunatic  Hospital.  A  noticeable  feature  in  the 
aamissions  last  year  was  the  prevalence  of  severe 
and  dangerous  physical  disease,  and  a  iarge  num- 
ber have  been  found  afflicted  with  chronic  organic 
disease,  especially  of  the  brain.  Of  those  dis- 
charged, twentv-seven  were  recovered,  six  were 
more  or  less  improved,  and  ten  were  not  improv- 
ed. The  general  health  of  the  hospital  has  been 
good  throughout  the  year.  The  Superintendent 
gives  a  retrospect  of  the  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  hospital  during  his  twenty  years' 
management,  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients, 
in  the  provisions  for  the  bodily  wauts,  in  amuse- 
ments, recreations,  etc.

Alderman  Cutter,  iu  explanation  of  the  abo\e, 
stated  that  it  was  designed  to  limit  the  sizeof  coal- 
holes, some  parties  under  the  regulation  as  it  now 
stands  claiming  an  opening  as  laige  as  a  door. 

PAYMENT    FOR    GOODS     LOST     AT    THE     HODSE     OF 
CORRECTION. 

The  report  and  order  to  allow  Freeland,  Beard  & 
Richardson  $1443  58,  for  goods  lost  by  fire  at  House 
of  Correction,  were  considered. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  there  weie  other  parties 
who  had  goods  which  were  burnt  at  the  House  of 
Correction,  and  in  his  view  the  city  was  liable  to 
such  parties  as  well  as  to  those  named  iu  the 
order.  As  he  understood  the  matter,  tbe  city  sent 
to  the  stores  of  these  parties  for  the  goods,  to 
maue  them  up.  and  in  equity,  fairness  and  right, 
is  bound  to  pay  for  them.  In  the  case  of  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Co.,  that  firm  had  but  few  goods  made  up 
there,  while  the  othds  had  had  large  amounts, 
but  it  so  happened  that  the  first-named  had  a 
guarantee  from  the  city,  while  the  others  had  not. 
but  believed  that  the  city  would  be  liable  for  the 
goods  while  iu  its  possession.  He  moved  that  the 
report  be  recommitted  with  instructions  to  the 
committee  to  report  in  favor  of  all  the  claimants, 
the  amount  of  which  would  not  be  more  than  $5000 
or  $6000. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  committee  gave  a 
careful  and  thorough  investigation  of  the  subject, 
the  City  Solicitor  b'dng  present  at  the  investiga- 
tion, when  Mr.  Beard  produced  a  printed  notice, 
providing  that  the  maker  should  pay  all  expenses 
for  freight  and  other  damages,  and  tbe  goods  to 
be  at  his  risk  against  loss  by  tire  or  otherwise,  un- 
til they  were  returned.  The  City  Solicitor  was  of 
opinion  that  this  would  be  a  legal  demand  against 
the  city,  while  the  other    parties    had    no    such 
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claim.  The  other  parties  did  not  even  put  in  any 
evidence,  but  claim  id.  to  rely  upon  custom.  The 
committee  could  not  do  otherwise  than  allow  this 
(1  tim,  and  could  not  allow  the  others.  To  pursue 
any  other  course  against  the  advice  of  the  City 
•solicitor,  as  to  what  was  a  legal  claim,  would 
bring  down  injunctions  from  the  Supreme  Court, 
whicn  would  not  be  pleasant  to  have. 

Alderman Cowdin  said  he  understood  the  parties 
made  a  charge  to  tin-  city  on  delivering  the  goods 
to  be  made  up,  ami  the  city  put  them  on  its  nooks 
to  their  cfedi1;.  The  city  should  therefore  be  held 
Justly  responsible  for  tue  loss  of  the  goods,  if  not 
legally,  and  he  would  not  have  it  crawl  out  of  so 
sniaii  a  hole. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  it  was  well  known  that 
the  city  did  nor,  have  its  own  property  insured  and 
did  not  insure  that  of  others.  Some"  of  the  con- 
tractors tor  work  by  the  city  have  an  insurance  on 
their  work,  and  in  this  case  it  was  not  known 
to  the  Directors  for  Public  Institutions  that  such  a 
cl?.im  existed  until  the  investigation  took  place. 
The  goods  were  pushed  by  the  contractors  upon 
the  city  on  their  own  account,  and  should  have 
been  insured  hy  them. 

Alderman  liiosou  said  be  could  S3e  no  reason 
why  the  city  should  pay  for  these  goods.  Insur- 
ance offices* were  open  to  the  owners  of  them,  and 
it  was  their  duty  to  have  them  insured.  So  doubt 
they  would  like  to  have  somebody  to  fall  back 
upon  to  pay  for  their  loss.  In  the  case  of  Free- 
land,  Beard  &  Co..  he  did  not  see  how  the  city 
could  escape  from  the  agreement  in  accepting  the 
goods  with  the  notice,  but  in  the  other  case  there 
was  no  agreement. 

Alderman  Cowdin  contended  that  the  city  re- 
ceived the  goods  on  its  own  terms  and  i  greed  to 
manufacture  them.  They  were  the  goods  of  the 
city  temporarily,  and  the  parties  knew  the  city 
was  good  for  them  on  any  amount.  It  did  not 
seem  to  him  to  be  honorahle  to  crawl  out  of  the 
responsibility  in  this  way,  lor  we  were  just  as 
much  bound  to  pav  for  them  as  if  there  had  been 
an  agreement.  The  owners  were  credited  with 
them  on  the  city's  hooks,  and  what  shall  be  done 
with  the  books,  as  evidence  in  the  case. 

Alderman  Tope  inquired  how  the  goods  w9ie 
delivered.  He  bad  understood  the  team  of  the 
institution  carried  them  over  from  the  stores  of 
the  owners,  and  if  they  fell  short  in  cutting  and 
making,  the  city  was  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 
It  appeared  to  him  that  some  of  the  parties  had 
claims,  and  that  there  was  a  mistindetstanding  in 
the  matter  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  work 
was  to  be  done. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  there  must  be 
some  understanding  about  the  goods.  The  parties 
sent  them  to  the  city  to  he  manufactured,  and 
should  have  seen  to  it  that  tney  were  insured. 
The  city  could  not,  except  in  the  agreement  to  do 
so,  be  held  responsible. 

Alderman  Cowdin.  in  reply,  said  the  parties  did 
not  send  them  to  the  city,  but  the  city  got  the 
goods  from  them. 

Alderman  Gibson did  not  consider  that  material. 
In  the  one  instance  a  orovision  was  made  to  hold 
the  city  responsible,  and  in  the  other  it  was  fair  to 
presume  that  in  not  doing  so  they  had  their  goods 
insured,  as  they  should  do. 

Alderman  I'ierce  said  there  was  this  difference 
between  tlie  acts  of  the  city  and  that  of  au  indi- 
vidual, that  the  city  must  act  witbm  the  line  of 
its  corporate  power,  while  an  individual  might 
deal,  if  he  chose,  on  equitable  principles.  It  was 
a  debatable  question  whether  the  parties  had  a 
leiral  claim,  and  the  City  Solicitor  said  they  had 
not.  There  seemed,  therefore,  to  be  no  remedy. 
If  there  was  a  legal  claim  there  could  lie  no  dis- 
pute. If  the  Board  of  Aldermen  should  instruct 
the  committee  to  report  orders  for  the  payment  of 
their  claims  he  should  do  so,  but  not  otherwise. 

Alderman  Cowdin  urged  that  if  the  goods  had 
been  consigned  to  the  city  as  a  manufacturer,  to 
be  made  up,  it  would  have  been  holden,  and  not 
less  when  the  goods  were  sent  for  by  the  city.  He 
had  no  objection  to  recommitting  for  a  thorough 
investigation,  and  would  modify  his  motion  to  re- 
commit— with  instructions  to  the  committee  to 
report  .all  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

Alderman  fierce  replied  that  there  were  no 
facts  other  than  reported.  There  was  no  differ- 
ence of  opinion  as  to  the  number  and  value  of  the 
goods,  and  the  committee  could  report  uo  more 
Facts.  There  was  no  dispute  about  the  goods  and 
the  amount,  aud  if  recommitted  the  committee 
could  report  no  more  facts  than  are  already  known 
to  the  Board. 


The  motion  to  recommit  was  lost,  and  the  tinier 
was  adopted.

The  following  orders  were  passed,  in  concur- 
rence

estate  taken  at  N.O.  4!»  Indiana  place. 

Order  to  pay  Timothy  Connelly  $4250,  for  estate 
taken  at  No.  3  Paul  street. 

Order  for  the  purchase  of  one  or  more  boats  for 
the  riast  Boston  Ferries,  at  a  sum  not  exceeding 
¥50,000,  was  referred  C  >  the  Committee  on  Ferries, 
in  concurrence. 

The  order  authorizing  the  Trustees  of  the  City 
Hospital  to  lease  the  lot  on  the  southerly  side  of 
Albany  street  not  preserved  for  hospital  purposes, 
and  containing  $30,000  feet,  more  or  less,  on  the 
terms  best  for  the  city's  interest,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Public  Lauds,  in  concurrence. 

PRINTING   CONTRACT. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Printing  in  fa- 
vor of  a  contract  with  .Messrs.  Mudge  &  Son  came 
up  amended,  so  as  to  provide  for  a  contract  wi<h 
llockwell  &  Churchill  to  do  the  city  printing  for 
three  years. 

Alderman  Cutter  presented  a  memorial  from  J. 
E.  Farwell  &  Co.  setting  forth  that  on  the  7th  of 
April  they  were  invited  to  offer  proposals  for  the 
city  prin:iug  for  one  year,  and  in  accordance  with 
this  invitation  did  make  sealed  proposals  for  the 
printing  for  ooe  year.  Much  to  their  surprise,  it 
appears  that  the  contract  is  not  to  be  for  one  but 
for  three  years,  and  if  tiiey  had  known  that  the 
term  was  for  three  years  they  might  have  made 
offers  more  advantageous  to  the  city.  They  re- 
spectfully solicit  an  opportunity  to  submit  pro- 
posals iu  accordance  with  the  extended  term,  and 
while  their  bids  were  substantially  lower  than  any 
other,  they  are  confident  they  can"  make  proposals 
very  much  lower.  They  would  remind  the  City 
Council  that  they  executed  the  city  printing  ac- 
ceptably at  a  time  not  the  most  advantageous 
for  them. 

Alderman  Gibson  wished  to  kuow  why  the  com- 
mittee had  not  complied  with  the  conditions  on 
which  they  advertised  for  proposals.  If  they  ad- 
vertised for  printing  for  one  year  why  give  it  out 
for  three  years?  All  of  the  parties  should  be  upon 
the  same  basts. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  that  the  proposals  from  all 
the.  parties  were  the  same,  on  a  contract  for  one 
year.  They  could  have  made  the  contract  with 
them  for  one  year,  on  their  own  responsibility,  but 
four  of  the  Committee  were  lor  making  the  con- 
tract for  three  years,  to  bring  it  before  the  City 
Council.  Kockwell  &  Churchill  were  the  lowest 
bidders  according  to  the  opinion  of  experts.  Four 
of  the  committee  differed  with  him  and  were  cf 
the  opinion  that  it  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the 
city  to  make  the  contract  as  proposed  with  Aludge 
&  Son. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  that  whether  all  the  par- 
ties were  served  alike  or  not,  he  did  not  think  it 
advantageous  to  the  city  to  ask  for  proposals  for 
one  year  and  make  a  contract  for  three  years.  Es- 
pecially was  it  disadvantageous  when  gold  was 
sliding  down  and  we  were  coming  nearer  a  specie 
basis,  tie  believed  that  printing  could  be  done  on 
better  terms  at  the  end  of  another  year. 

Alderman  Talbot  repeated  that  the  advertised 
proposals  were  for  one  year,  and  no  one  had  an 
advantage  over  another. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  hoped  new  proposals 
would  be  received  for  two  years,  and  that  the  con- 
tract would  be  given  to  the  lowest  bidder,  for  tnat 
was  his  practice  always.  He  moved  that  the  com- 
mittee be  directed  to"  receive  new  proposals  for 
two  years. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  be  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail.  The  committee  had  the  subject  be- 
fore them  six  or  eight  weeks,  and  he  could  see  no 
advantage  iu  receiving  new  proposals.  The  pres- 
ent contract  runs  out  the  flrstof  June,  and  it  would 
take  a  fortnight  to  get  new  proposals,  and  in  che 
mean  tune  there  would  be  no  City  Printers. 

Alderman  Plumcr  hoped  the"  motion  wo  ild  be 
withdrawn.  It  was  but  fair  that  the  lowest  bid- 
der should  have  the  con  tract,  and  the  Board 
should  concur  with  the  Council. 

The  motion  was  withdrawn,  and  the  action  of 
the  Common  Council  was  concurred  in. 
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REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Com tnittee  on  Com- 
mon and  public  Grounds,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  order  in  relation  to  The  parade  ground  on  the 
Common,  (to  be  restored  to  its  former  dimensions 
and  kept  open  as  a  parade  and  play  ground,)  re- 
ported that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass.  The  re- 
port was  accepted  and  the  order  was  rejected. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  order  in  relation  to  the 
name  of  the  park  bounded  by  Fourth,  M  and 
Emerson  streets.  South  Boston,  made  a  report 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass.  The  report  was 
accepted  and  the  order  was  passed  to  call  the 
same  Lincoln  park. 

Alderman  Liotle,  from  the  special  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  Josiab  Ouincy  that  loans  be  made 
from  the  Franklin  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  certain 
mechanics,  having  carefully  considered  the  sub- 
ject, made  a  report  that  in  thdir  opinion  it  would 
not  be  in  accordance  with  the  intention  of  the 
testator,  as  expressed  in  the  will,  to  invest  the 
fund  in  the  manner  proposed  by  the  petitioner 
The  committee  would  therefore  recommeud  that 
he  have  leave  to  withdraw.    Accepted. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses,  as  "ollows: 

Win.  H.  Guertin,  to  give  an  exhibition  of  magic 
at  No.  311  Washington  street;  liceusesto  one  ped- 
ler  and  rive  newsboys,  to  about  fifty  persons  as 
dealer?  in  second-hand  articles,  eight  or  ten  as 
victuallers  and  inn-holders,  sundry  wagon  licenses 
and  for  transfer  of  wagon  license.  Severally  ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Plurner,  from  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  reported  in  favor  of  a  petroleum 
license  to  E.  O.  &  F.  H.  Merrill,  at  Nos.  45  to  51 
Cbarlestown  street.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
reported  in  favor  ol  the  erection  of  staMes  as  fol- 
lows: 

Wm.  Gallagher,  to  erect  a  stable  for  two  horses 
on  Lexington  street:  Benj.  F.  Reed,  to  build  a 
woo  Jen  stable  on  Middle  street,  near  Dorchester 
avenue;  Amos  White,  to  erect  a  wooden  stable  on 
H  street,  near  second  street;  J.  Kenistcn,  to  erect 
a  stable  for  three  horses  at  859  Shawmut  avenue; 
leave  to  withdraw  on  petitions  of  Wm.  H.  Haigb, 
to  build  a  stable  at  the  corner  of  Vernon  and 
Hampshire  stieets;  Leander  H.  Jones,  to  erect  a

Mary  Daly,  that  the  Fabin  street  drain  may  be 
opened  and  cleaned ;  and  on  petition  of  J.  B.  Simp- 
son and  others,  for  a  sewer  in  Magazine  street  in 
erder  to  abate  a  nuisance.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Woolley,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Fire  Alarms,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  order  "that  tbe  Committee  on  Fire  Alarms  be 
requested  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  ex- 
pediency of  establishing  telegraphic  communica- 
tion between  the  City  Hospital  and  Station  No. 
5,  for  the  more  ready  relief  such  connection  would 
afford  in  case  of  accident,"  made  a  report  recom- 
mending that  as  the  connection  is  to  be  made  with 
the  police  telegraph,  it  be  referred  to  tbe  Com- 
mittee on   Police  aud  City   Hospital.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Woolley,  from  the  Committee  on  Fer- 
ries, to  whom  was  referred  the  first  annual  report 
of  the  Directors  of  the  East  Boston  Ferries,  maoe 
a  report  that  no  action  is  necessary  on  the  part  of 
the  City  Couucil.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Woolley,  from  the  same  committee, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  order  authorizing  the 
Directors  of  the  East  Boston  Ferries  to  purchase 
one  or  more  ferry  boats,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing 150,000,  made  a  report  that  the  order  ought  to 
pass.    Keport  accented  and  the  order  was  passed. 

ORDINANCE     IN      RELATION     TO      FANEUIL      HALL 
MARKET. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, made  a  report  recommending  the  passage 
of  tbe  accompanying  ordinance  in  relation  to 
Faneuil  Hall  Market. 

Sec.  1.  Toe  ordinance  in  relation  to  Faneuil 
Hall  Market  is  bereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  nineteenth  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

"Sec.  19.    Any  person  occupying  a  stieet  stand, 


or  any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  said  market 
for  the  sale  of  fresh  provisions  or  perishable  pro- 
duce, or  having  in  his  possession  fresh  provisions 
or  perishable  produce  with  intent  to  sell  the  same 
within  said  limits  between  the  hours  of  11  o'clock 
in  the  torenoon  and  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
or  between  the  hour  of  closing  the  said  market 
at  night  and  tbe  morning  of  tbe  next  day,  un- 
less permitted  so  to  do  by  the  Superintendent 
or  his  deputy,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  here- 
inafter mentioned  for  a  violation  of  this  ordi- 
nance." 

Also  by  adding  to  said  ordinance  the  following 
section : 

"Sec.  23.  No  owner,  driver,  or  other  person 
having  the  cart  or  ordering  ol  any  market  wagon, 
or  other  vehicle  having  fresh  provisions  or  other 
perishable  produce  therein,  shall  suffer  the  same 
to  remain  within  the  limits  of  Faneuil  hall  Mar- 
ket, iiiorethan  twenty  minutes, between  the  boms 
of  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  4  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  unless  permitted  so  to  do  by  the  Super- 
intendent or  bis  deputy,  and  any  person  offending 
against  the  provisions  ol  this  section  shall  be  liable 
for  each  offence  to  the  penalty  presented  in  the 
twentieth  section  of  this  ordinance." 

The  ordinance  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

HOUSE   FOB    ENGINE    NO.   FIFTEEN. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  order  authorizing  the  purchase  of  a  lot 
of  land  on  Broadway  a?  a  site  for  Engine  House 
No.  15,  having  carefully  considered  the  subject, 
and  consulted  with  the  Committee  on  the  Fire 
Department,  recommend  the  passage  of  the  fol- 
lowing orders  as  a  substitute  lor  those  referred  to 
them: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  purchase  a  lot  -,-f  land  situ- 
ated on  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Dorchester 
avenue,  containing  2700  feet,  more  or  less,  at  a 
cost  of  $2  25  per  foot,  and  to  erect  t  hereon  a  house 
for  Engine  No.  15,  at  an  estimated  cost  for  land 
and  budding  of  «25,000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $25,000,  to  be  applied  to  the 
purchase  of  a  site  and  erection  of  Engine  House 
No.  15. 

The  orders  were  read  once. 

REPORT  ON  SEALERS  OF  WEKiHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on 
Weights  and  Measures,'who  were  instructed  to  as- 
certain whether  any  reduction  can  be  made  in  the 
expenses  of  the  Sealer's  Department,  made  a  re- 
port, as  follows : 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  179  of  the  acts 
the  year  1863,  the  Sealers  of  Weights  and  Meas- 
ures were  required  to  visit  once  in  each  year,  ev- 
ery place  where  scales, weights  and  measures  were 
used,  aud  seal  and  adjust  thein.  The  faithful  per- 
formance of  this  requirement  involved  a  very  large 
amount  of  work  in  Boston,  and  after  the  annexa- 
tion of  Hoxbury  and  Dorchester,  it  was  found  im- 
possible for  two  officers  to  cover  the  whole  city. 

When  the  ordinances  were  revised,  in  the  latter 
part  of  18159,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  were  author- 
ized to  appoint  three  sealers;  and  tbe  additional 
officer  was  appointed  in  the  early  part  of  1870. 
Soon  after,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  (chapter 
218,  1870,)  making  an  important  change  in  the 
duties  ol  the  office.  Instead  of  requiring  ttiat  all 
scales,  weights  and  measures  should  ne  sealed 
annually,  the  persons  using  them  for  the  purpose 
of  buying  or  selling  are,  under  the  new  law,  made 
responsible  for  their  correctness  and  exactness 
after  they  have  once  b'en  sealed  and  adjusted; 
and  the  sealers  are  required  to  visit  only  dormant 
scales  which  cannot  be  removed,  and  those  places 
against  which  complaints  have  been  made  under 
oath. 

It  would  appear  from  the  operation  of  the  new 
system  that  a  better  result  is  obtained  with  much 
less  labor  than  under  the  old  system.  The  record 
of  services  under  the  old  law  for  three  years  (1887. 
1868, 1869)  is  as  follows: 

Northern  District— Number  of  scales  sealed, 
6724;  number  adjusted,  539;  weights  sealed,  25,- 
755;  adjusted.  4477.  So  that  it  appears  from  the 
returns  in  this  district  that  only  eight  per  cent,  of 
the  scales  and  17  38-100  per  cent,  of  the  weights 
required  adjusting. 

Southern  District— Number  of  scales  sealed, 
7460;  number  adjusted,  1586;  weights  sealed,  34,- 
280;  adjusted,  5846;  measures  sealed,  21,638;  ad- 
justed,'5057.  From  which  it  appears  that  twenty- 
one  per  cent,  of  the  scales,  seventeen  per  cent. 
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of  the  weights,  and  tweuty-three  per  cent,  ot  the 
measures  were  adjusted. 

The  city  is  now  divided  into  three  districts,  and 
the  record  ot"  services  under  the  new  law,  since 
the  annual  inspection  of  the  dormant  or  platform 
scales,  is  as  fodows: 

Northern  District — Number  of  scales  sealed,  62; 
nuiiihor  of  weights!,  417;  number  of  incisures,  147. 

.Middle  District— Mumber  of  scales  sealed,  1:63; 
number  ot  weights,  58lJ;  number  of  measures,  371 ; 
number  ot  yardsticks,  240. 

Soutnein'District— Number  of  scales  sealed,  111 ; 
number  oJ  weights,  186;  number  of  measures,  160. 

It,  is  evident  irom  the  reduction  m  the  amount 
01  labor  required  that  there  should  be  some  reduc- 
tion in  the  expei  se  of  eairyii  gou  the  department. 
The  committee  aie.  therefore,  prepared  to  recom- 
mend at  this  time  tnat  the  nuir.ber  of  sealers 
should  be  redueed  to  two,  and  it  may  ne  found 
hereafter  that  a  further  reduction  can  be  made 
without,  detriment  to  the  public  interests. 

Mo  change  will  be  required  m  the  ordinance,  as 
the  provision  for  the  appointment  of  three  sealeis 
is  nut  imperative. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Gibson,  from  the  Committee  on 
Weights  and  Measures,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  nominations  made  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor  for 
the  office  of  sealers  of  weights  and  measure-, 
made  arepoit  recommending  that  the  nomination.-, 
be  returned  to  the  Mayor,  with  a  request  that  he 
will  nominate  two  persons  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  office  instead  of  three.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order  rel- 
ative to  a  bell-tower  in  the  Lewis  Sehoolhouse, 
made  a  report  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
strengthen  the  roof  timbers  in  order  to  support 
the  additional  weight  of  the  tower,  and  that  the 
amount  appropriated  is  insufficient  for  the  pur- 
pose. They  therefore  recommend  tba  passage  of 
an  order  as  a  substitute,  which  provides  for  the 
erection  of  a  bell-tower  at  a  cost  of  $1400,  and  that 
the  Auditor  transfer  the  amount  from  the  Ke- 
served  Fund.    Head  once. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be  instructed 
to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to 
prevent  injury  from  the  walls  of  the  building  par- 
tially destroyed  by  tire  on  Lewis  street,  in  East 
Boston,  on  the  28t'h  instant. 

On  motion  of  Aldeiman  Cowdin, 

Ordered,  That  the  superintendents  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  City  Government  under  the 
control  of  this  Board,  be  requested  to  give  such  of 
their  employes  as  have  been  or  are  connected  with 
military  organizations  an  opportunity  to  partici- 
pate in  the  ceremonies  of  Decoration  Day. 

Ordered,  That  the  Chief  of  Police  be  authorized 
to  close  against  the  passage  of  horse  cars  and 
vehicles  of  every  description  the  followiug- 
nimed  streets  during  the  ceieinonies  of  laying 
the  corner-stone  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  on  the 
13th  day'  I  June  next,  namely:  Tremont  street, 
between  Dover  and  YValtham  streets;  Berkeley 
street,  between  Treniont  aud  Appleton  streets ; 
Warren  avenue,  between  Clarendon  aud  Berkeley 
streets. 
.  On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered.  That  tbe  Miperintendent  of  Sewers  be 
and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  extend  the  common 
sewer  in  National  street;  also  to  construct  a  com- 
mon sewer  in  Third  street,  between  Emerson  and 
I  streets;  also  for  the  construction  of  sewers  in 
Second,  Fourth,  u  and  P  streets,  and  to  report  a 
schedule  of  the  expense  thereof  to  this  Board, 
pursuant  to  law.

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  contract  with  John 
t'avanagh,  or  the  next  lowest  bidder,  for  raising 
aud  underpinning  such  of  the  buildings  as  they 
designate  in  section  10  ot  said  district;  the  ex- 
pense to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Suf- 
tolk  street  District 

Ordered,  'that  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  be  authorized  to  contract  with  Blair 
Si  Skinner,  or  the  next  lowest  bidders,  for  raising 
and  undeipining  such  buildings  included  within 
section  1»  of   said  district,  as  the  committee  may 


designate;  the  expense  to  be  charged  to  the  ap- 
propiiation  lor  Suffolk  street  District. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little, 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  re- 
port to  the  City  Council  the  names  of  all  persons 
who  appear  on  the  records  in  his  office  as  indebted 
to  the  city  of  Boston  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1871, 
specifying  in  said  report  the  amount,  character 
and  date  of  tbe  indebtedness. 

Ordered,  fhat  the  Joint  Committee  on  Common 
and  Public  Grounds  tie  authorized  to  contract 
with  John  Keardon  for  the  care  of  Blackstone, 
Franklin,  Worcester  and  Lowell  squares,  and 
Cnion  park,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $1550;  to 
he  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Common  and 
Public  Grounds. 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  Committee  on  Common 
and  Public  Grainds  t,e  authorized  to  contract  with 
Peter  Callaghan  for  tue  care  of  Maverick  square, 
Belmont  square,  Central  square  and  Putr.atn 
square,  and  ihe  trees  in  the  streets  of  Ward  1,  at 
an  expense  not  exceeding  $000;  to  be  charged  to 
the  appropriation  for  Common  and  Public 
Grounds. 

Whereas,  there  is  now  a  certain  tenement  house 
situated  on  Treniont  street  in  the  city  of  Boston 
and  numbered  1327  on  said  street,  and  owned  by 
Mary  Morgan,  wife  of  Johu  Morgan,  in  her  own 
right;  and,  whereas,  said  house  was  erected  be- 
fore the  1st  day  of  July,  1808,  and  was  used  and 
occupied  as  a  tenement  house  on  and  before  said 
1st  day  of  July,  1808;  and,  whereas,  said  tenement 
house  does  not  now  conform  in  its  construction 
and  appurtenances  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
281  of  the  laws  of  1808,  entitled,  '-An  act  for  the 
regulation  of  tenement  and  lodging  houses  in  the 
city  of  Boston."  in  the  following  particulars  that 
is  to  say : 

First,  said  tenement  house  is  not  provided  with 
a  proper  tire  escape,  or  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire,  and  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Health;  second,  said  tenement  house  does  not 
now  have  the  proper  and  suitable  convenience  or 
receptacle  for  receiving  garbage  and  other  refuse 
matter;  third,  the  cellar  and  yard  of  said  tene- 
ment house  is  not  kept  clean,  but  is  dirty  and 
filthy;  fourth,  the  name  and  address  of  the  oVner 
or  owners  and  of  the  agent  or  agents,  or  of  any 
person  having  the  charge  of  the  renting  and  col- 
lecting of  the  rents  for  the  same,  aie  not  legibly 
posted,  or  painted  on  the  wall  or  door  in  the  entry, 
or  in  or  on  any  public  accessible  place  of  said  ten- 
ement bouse: 

Mow  therefore  it  is  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Alderman,  acting  as  a  Board  of  Health  of  said  city 
of  Boston,  that  the  said  .Mary  Morgan  be  required 
and  she  is  hereby  required  to  remedy  the  aforesaid 
defects,  and  supply  the  aforesaid  omissions  in  said 
tenement  house,  within  ten  days  from  the  day  on 
which  this  order  and  notice  is  served  upon  her,  so 
that  said  tenement  house  shall  conform  to  the 
afore-mentioned  provisions  of  the  act  as  aforesaid. 

Ou  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  F.  W.  G.  May, 
guardian,  the  sum  of  s300,  upon  his  giving  to  the 
city  a  release, satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  of 
a  parcel  of  about  one  hundred  and  thirty-eieht 
square  feet  of  land  in  front  of  his  estate  on  Eliot 
street;  the  same  to  be  charged  to  Unliquidated 
Street  Claims. 

Ordered,  That  the  order  to  pay  said  May  S300, 
passed  May  8,1871,  he  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
scinded. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Wm.  Minot,  Jr., 
and  George  H.  Kuhn,  trustees  of  the  estate  of  John 
Gray,  $3975.  for  land  taken  and  all  damages  occa- 
sioned by  the  wiaeiiingof  Hanover  street,  by  a 
resolve  or  the  Bward  of  Street  Commissioners, 
passed  May  20,  1871,  on  the  usual  conditions;  the 
same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Un- 
liquidated Street  Claims. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Lemuel  A.  Cool- 
idge  the  sum  of  $52,  for  land  taken  and  all  dam- 
ages occasioned  by  the  widening  of  Tivmont 
street,  by  a  resolve  of  June  6,  1808,  upon  the  usual 
conditions;  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  Tremont 
Street  Loan. 

On  motion  of  Aloerman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  lhat  the  Board  establish  the  grade  of 
Northampton  street,  between  Tremont  street  and 
the  Boston  <£  Providence  Railroad,  as  shown  on  a 
plan  and  orotile  drawn  by  the  City  Surveyer,  dated 
May  22,  1S71,  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  said 
City  Surveyor. 

Ordered,"  That  the  Board  establish  the  grade  of 
Old  md  New  Heath  streets  as  shown  on  pians  and 
profiles  drawn  by  the  City  Surveyor,  dated  May  10, 
1871,  and  deposited'  in  the  office  of  said  City  Sur- 
veyor. 
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Ordered,  That  permission  he  given  to  John 
"Souther  to  lay  down  a- temporary  track  across 
Broid  street  at  belcher  Jane,  for  the  removal  or 
earth  from  Fort  Hill,  upon  the  following  condi- 
tions, viz.: 

That  the  tracks  shall  be  constructed  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and 
the  pavement  between  and  three  feet  on  each  side 
of  the  rails  kept  in  good  and  safe  condition,  for 
public  travel;  and  that  said  Souther  shall  remove 
.said  tracks  when  oraeredso  to  do  hy  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  place  the  street  in  as  good  condi- 
tion as  it  was  in  before  the  tracks  were  laid.  Also 
upon  the  condition  that  said  Souther  shall  keep 
two  flagmen  at  said  crossing  to  give  warning  of 
the  approach  of  the  cars. 

Also,  that  said  Souther  shall  hold  the  city  harm- 
less for  any  all  damages  which  may  be  occasioned 
to  person  or  property  by  the  maintenance  and  use 
of  said  tracks. 

Also,  uuon  the  condition  that  said  Souther  shall 
accept  this  permit  and  give  to  the  city  an  agree- 
ment in  writing,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor, 
to  comply  with  the  conditions  therein  contained, 
and  rile  said  acceptance  and  agreement  with  the 
City  Clerk,  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of  the  pas- 
sage of  this  order;  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

Oraers  were  also  passed  to  meet  a  jail  requisi- 
tion for  the  mouth,  amounting  to  $1638,  and  for  the 
abatement  of  a  nuisance  iu  Kingston  street. 

MACADAMIZING  BEACON   STREET. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  reset  the  edgestones,  repave  the  gut- 
ters, relay  the  sidewalks,  and  construct  the  neces- 
sarv  cesspools  on  Beacon  street,  between  Arling- 
ton and  Berkeley  streets;  also  to  contract  for 
building  a  foundation  roadway  on  said  street,  at 
the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  square  foot,  and  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $18,000. 

The  above  order  being  on  its  second  reading, 
Alderman  Pope  inquired  what  was  to  oe  the  deptti 
of  the  foundation  of  the  road-bed. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  it  was  to  be  twen- 
ty inches,  the  parties  who  proposed  to  contract 
for  it  were  responsible  men  and  there  was  no  dis- 
pute as  to  the  cost.  The  residents  on  that  street 
believe  in  a  Macadamized  road,  and  he  believed 
there  could  tie  such  roads  as  could  be  found 
throughout  Europe,  as  far  north  as  Scotland  and 
as  far  south  as  Italv.  The  price  was  five  dollars 
per  square  yard,  and  if  the  road  was  made  on  the 
right  principle  it  would  lie  as  hard  and  wear  as 
well  as  the  road  at  Chestnut  Hill  Keservoir.  It 
was  desirable  to  take  the  distance  of  six  hundred 
feet  as  an  experiment,  and,  if  it  wonted  well,  the 
committee  propose  to  continue  the  process  of 
Macadamizing  on  Beacon  street. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  wish  to  oppose 
the  order,  but  he  believed  the  road  would  be 
always  dusty;  it  would  be  necessary  always  to 
keep  men  on  the  road,  and  it  would  always  need 
fixing.  He  held  in  his  hand  an  order  which  he 
would  like  to  offer  in  addition,  to  lay  down  a 
wood  pavement  which  would  cost  but  $2  62  per 
yard,  and  would,  he  believed,  last  seven  or  eight 
years.  He  would  like  to  see  one  continuous  ave- 
nue in  the  city  paved  with  wood,  and  believed  the 
saving  iti  horses  and  teams  would  pay  the  expense 
in  a  few  years.  The  cost  of  the  wood  pavement 
would  pave  twice  the  distance  of  the  Macadam- 
ized road,  and  would  wear  better.  With  Burnet- 
ized  spruce  the  cost  would  be  but  $2  62,  and  with 
chestnut  $3. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  was  in  favor  of  wood 
pavement  in  certain  localities.  It  was  desirable 
in  Court  square,  about  schoolhouses,  and  some 
other  places,  but  as  to  the  question  whether  it  is 
to  be  preferred  to  other  pavement,  it  was  yet  but 
an  experiment.  After  much  consideration  last 
year,  he  consented  to  the  putting  down  of  wood  in 
Columbus  avenue,  as  a  test,  the  proposition  to 
have  an  investigation  made  under  the  direction 
of  a  scientific  commission,  having  been  rejected. 
The  test  could  only  be  made  on  a  long  thorough- 
fare, and  he  reluctantly  consented  to  make  this 
test  at  a  great  expense  of  about  $120,000  to  the 
mile.  This  had  not  been  tested  as  vet,  and  could 
only  be  after  a  trial  of  six  years.  He  would  not 
take  it  on  the  authority  of  scientific  or  any  other 
men,  for  no  one  yet  knew  how  long  a  time  such 
pavement  would  last.  Before  trying  any  more  he 
wanted  to  see  whether  the  city  was  gett.ng  its 
money's  worth  on  Columbus  avenue. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  had  the  certificates  of 
several  superintendents  of  railroads  in  relation  to 
the  wear  of  chestnut  sleepers,  which  laid  upon 
the  ground  would  last  seven  years.     If   properly 


prepared  such  pavements  would  last  from  eight  to 
eleven  years.  A'ith  Burne'tized  spruie  he  had  hot 
a  doubt  the  pavement  would  last  six  or  seven 
years,  tor  neatness' and  smooth  drives  there  could 
be  nothing  like  wood  pavements,  but  in  Macau  a 
mized  pavements  there  must  be  constant  wetting 
to  keep  down  the  dust,  and  patching  up  to  keep  it 
in  order. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  the  subject  was  of 
much  interest,  and  uas  well  considered  last  year. 
The  people  bf  Beacbii  street  wish  to -have  a 
Macadamized  pavement  such  as  they  see  abroad. 
■  and  believe  tha:  it  would  be  durable.  In  his  judg- 
ment in  regard  to  wood  pavement,  if  the  wood 
was  Burnetized  properly  it  wiuld  last,  but  not. 
otherwise.  Exchange  street  was  paved  with  wood 
pavement  many  years  ago,  but  it  lasted  only  wot 
and  a  half  years,  the  wood  being  green  and  not 
properly  prepared.  He  proposed  to  go  on  aud  trv 
the  Macadamized  pavement,  and  then  if  that  diil 
not  work  well  try  the  wood  in  other  sections.  1 1 
not  BurnetizeJ,  take  chestnut,  which  is  better. 

The  order  was  passed. 

ORDERS  HEAD  ONCE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  I'me, 

Orders  to  purchase  estate' of  C.  L>  Cobb,  No.  3 
Indiana  place,  for  $12,000;  and  estate  of  Charles 
Jones,  No.  18  Indiana  place,  for  $10,100. 

On  morion  of  Alderman  Cittie, 

Older  for  a  brick  sidewalk  around  the  square  on 
Meeting  House  Hill,  at  an  expense  ot  $1200. 

On  motion  oi  Alderman  Cutter, 

An  order  for  the  repair  of  draw  of  Dover  Street 
Bridge,  at  an  expense  of  $2000. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Woolley, 

An  order  to  place  a  bell  and  striking  apparatus 
in  Engine  House  No.  IS,  at  Mattapan,  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $2000. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin,  it  was  ordered 
that  an  addition  be  made  to  the  Couimit'ee  on  the 
Soldiers'  Monument,  and  Alderman  Pope  was 
added  to  the  number. 

THE    HOUSE   OF  CORRECTION  GOODS. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  adopting  the  order  for  the  payment  of 
the  goods  lost  at  the  House  of  Correction,  with  a 
view  to  the  reconsideration  of  the  vote  in  the  re- 
jection of  the  other  cases  and  the  recommittal  of 
the  report  to  the  committee. 

Alderman  Talbot  opposed  the  motion,  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  having  left  the  Board,  and 
stated  that  the  subject  had  a  full,  fair  and  impar- 
tial hearing  in  two  afternoon  sessions,  in  which 
the  City  Solicitor  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  in 
only  the  case  of  Freeland,  Beard  &  Co.  was  there 
a  legal  claim. 

Alderman  White  said  he  would  add,  that  after 
the  two  hearings  the  subject  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  sub-committee.  Most  of  the  claimants 
were  his  uersonal  friends,  and  the  committee  would 
have  gladly  reported  in  their  favor  if  they  could 
have  done  so.  The  claims  were  merelv  stated  auu 
the  parties  would  not  put  in  their  witnesses,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  Freeland,  Beard  &  Co.,  who 
produced  a  printed  document  in  the  same  form  as 
that  adopted  by  John  Simmons  in  1855,  holding 
parties  responsible  while  in  possession  of  goods  to 
be  made  up.  If  the  report  should  be  recommitted, 
the  committee  could  not  ao  any  more  than  they 
had  done. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  did  not  believe  the 
merchants  of  the  city  would  justify  them  in  their 
action  in  the  rejection  of  claims  which  were  just 
and  equitable. 

Alderman  Blumer  said  he  did  not  think  the  par- 
ties had  the  shadow  of  a  claim,  any  more  than  he 
should  have,  it  he  sent  fifty  barrels  of  flour  to 
Austin's  bakery  to  be  made  up,  and  it  should  be 
burnt  while  there.  The  contractors  for  the  brush 
and  boot  and  shoe  work  get  their  goods  insured, 
and  these  parties  should  have  done  so,  and  he 
could  not  see  where  the  equity  comes  in. 

Alderman  Cowdin  replied  that  the  equity  comes 
in  here — that  the  city  sent  for  the  goods.  In  the 
case  of  Freeland,  Beard  &  Co.,  they  hapuened  to 
have  a  printed  notice,  which  was  a  form  adopted 
by  a  man  who  was  known  to  have  been  very  sharp 
in  his  business. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  could  not  see  how  the 
case  was  altered  t.y  the  statement:  all  the  city  had 
to  do  was  to  manufacture  the  goods,  which  the 
city  did  not  insure,  but  which  the  owners  should 
have  insured.  He  could  not  see  the  shadow  of  a 
claim. 

Alderman  Talbot  could  not  see  the  use  of  re- 
committing, for  the  report  must  be  the  same;  if 
an  order  was  put  in  separate,  he  might  perhap 
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vote  for  it.  The  Directors  never  knew  of  the  no- 
tice which  Freelantl,  Beard  &  Co.  sent  with  their 
goods,  and  it  only  came  out  on  the  second  healing. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  could  not  see  the  use 
of  reconsidering  the  order,  the  only  one  which  the 
City  Solicitor  said  the  City  Council  could  jiass. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  under,  the  motion  this 
was  the  only  way  in  which  the  question  could  be 
reached. 

Alderman  Gibson  could  not  see  how  any  other 
action  could  lie  taken  than  had  heeu.  The  City  So- 
licitor is  the  legal  adviser  of  the  city,  and  i  large 
salary  n;ts  paid  to  him  for  his  advice,  and.  he  9<<v5- 


we  cannot  pav  it.  He  was  sorry  for  the  loss  of 
these  men,  but  he  cc  uld  not  see'how  he  could  vote 
to  pay  for  their  goods. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  all  be  wished  was  to  re- 
consider; be  did  not  wish  for  the  passage  ol  orders 
today  to  pay  them. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost— 1  to  9— as  fol- 
lows:

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  stated  that  the  first 
amenament  was  designed  to  make  more  clear  the 
construction  of  the  ordinance  as  it  now  exists, 
and  the  additional  section  is  lo  prevent  persons 
having  the  care  or  ordering  of  any  vehicle  for  the 


sale  of  fresh  provisions  or  other  perishable  prod  • 
uce  from  occupying  a  place  within  the  limits  of 
the  market  more  than  twenty  minutes,  between  II 
A.  M.  and  4  I*.  M.,  unless  permitted  to  ''o  so.  Par- 
ties now  defy  the  Superintendent  to  prevent  whac 
this  amenament  provides. 
The  ordinance  was  passed. 

THE  QUESTION  OF  FREE  FERRIES. 

The  special  assignment,  the  order  for  the  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  tbe  East  Boston  ferries 
free  of  toll  was  taken  up. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  that  the  debate 
on  this  subject  be  limited  to  ten  miuutes  to  each 
person. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  opposed  the  motion  un- 
less another  opponunity  of  ten  minutes  be  given. 
He  should  prefer  that  there  should  be  no  debate 
rather  than  have  the  debate  limited. 

Air.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  to  amend  by 
limiting  the  debate  to  five  minutes  to  each  per- 
son ;  and  an  additional  motion,  uy  Mr.  Barnes,  to 
allow  a  person  to  speak  cwice,  five  minutes  each 
time,  was  accepted. 

Jlr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  moved  further  to  amend 
by  providing  that  tbe  question  be  taken  without 
discussion,  which  was  carried,  when  the  motion 
as  amended  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Waid  9  moved  to  strike  out  all 
of  the  original  order,  and  substitute  therefor  tbe 
following: 

Ordered,  That  ou  and  after  the  Fourth  of  July, 
1871,  the  tolls  heretofore  established  for  foot  pas- 
sengers over  the  East  Boston  ferries  shall  be  aool- 
ished.

Mr.  Noyes,  on  leave,  changed  his  vote  from 
"yea"  to  "nay.'' 

The  vote  was  believed  to  be  very  close,  and  Mr. 
F'oye  and  Mr  Robertson  each  voted  after  the  call 
was  completed. 

Mr.  Noyes  wished  to  change  his  vote  again, 
when  it  was  ruled  that  he  could  not. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward 8  rose  to  a  point  of  order, 
that  the  question  was  to  be  taken  without  dis- 
cussion. 

The  yeas  and  nays  were  read  ovpt  for  a  verifica- 
tion of  the  vote,  and  Mr.  Noyes  responded  "yes," 
as  he  voted  originally. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  raised  a  point  of 
order,  that  the  reading  of  the  names  was  simply 
for  verification  of  the  vote,  and  no  one  had  a  ri&nt 
to  vote  differently  than  before. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  well 
taken,  but  that  not  knowing  which  way  the  several 
members  voted,  he  must  rely  upon  every  man's 
acting  conscientiously  in  the  matter.  It  could  not, 
however,  be  supposed  that  in  a  veriiication  of  a 
vote,  that  any  one  would  change  his  vote.

Tbe  Chair  stated  that  it  had  been  the  uniform 
custom  of  the  Clerk  to  call  ihe  names  only  of  those 
present. 

.Mr.  Flynn  wished  to  know  whether  tbe  name  of 
Mr.  Flanders  was  called,  to  which  the  Chair  an- 
swered that  It  was  the  first  tune,  out  not  on  the 
verification. 
Mr.  Noyes  withdrew  his  motion.

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  5  moved  to  reconsiler  the 
vote  rejecting  the  order.

The  Chair  stated  that  losing  the  vote  tj  recon- 
sider, its  effect  would  be  to  kill  the  order.

question  of  Mr.  Flynn  ruled  that  it  could  not  be 
entertained. 

The  doubt  was  withdrawn,  and  the  question  was 
again  stated  as  being  on  the  motion  to  lay  the  re- 
consideration on  the  table. 

After  further  questions  of  order,  and  demands  to 
put  questions,  and  objections  to  debate  in  toe  way 
of  explanations,  Mr.  Uickinson  inquired  of  the 
Chair  the  effect  of  the  motion,  should  it  prevail.

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  John  Flint  and  others  that  the  passage- 
way in  rear  of  their  estates  on  Union  park  may  he 
changed,  made  a  report  a»  follows ; 

The  committee  tind  upou  examination  that  the 
change  of  passageway  as  asked  for  would  be  a

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TENEMENT   HOUSES  IN  A  CONDITION  OF  NUISANCE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little, 

Whereas,  there  is  now  a  certain  tenement 
house  situated  on  the  corner  of  Clay  street 
and  Simmons  street,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  ana 
owned  by  the  Roxbury  Carpet  Company,  duly  or 
iranized  and  established  according:  to  law;  and 
whereas,  Michael  H.  Simpson  is  the  rightful  presi- 
dent of  said  company ;  and  whereas,  said  house 
was  erected  before  the  1st  July  1868,  and  was  used 
and  occupied  as  a  tenement  house  on  and  before 
said  1st  day  of  July,  1868;  and  whereas,  said  tene- 
ment house  does  uot  now  conform  in  its  construc- 
tion and  appurtenances  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
281  of  the  laws  of  1868,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
regulation  of  tenement  and  lodging  houses  in  the 
city  of  Boston,"  in  the  following  particulars,  that 
is  to  say: 

First— said  tenement  house  is  not  provided  with 
a  proper  fire-escape,  or  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire,  and  approvea  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Health;  second — the  cellar  of  said  tenement  house 
is  not  ke->t  clean,  but  is  dirty  and  filthy;  third — the 
name  and  address  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  of 
the  agent  or  agents,  or  any  peison  having  the 
charge  of  the  renting  and  collecting  of  the  rents 
for  the  same,  are  not  legibly  posted  or  painted  on 
the  walls  or  door,  in  the  entry,  or  any  public 
accessible  place  of  said  tenement  house;  fourth— 
the  walls  and  ceilings  of  said  tenement  house  have 
not  been  well  and  sufficiently  whitewashed  in  the 
month  of  April  last  passed,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Board  of  Health  of  said  city  of  Boston, 
the   said    Board    not  having  otherwise  directed: 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  ordered  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  acting  as  a  Board  of  Health  of  said  city 
of  Boston,  that  the  said  Koxbury  Carpet  Company 
be  required  and  the  said  company  is  hereby  re- 
quired to  remedy  the  aforesaid  defects,  and  "sup- 
ply the  aforesaid  omissions  in  said  tenement 
house,  within  ten  days  from  the  day  in  which  this 
order  and  notice  is  served  upon  the  said  Michael 
H.  Simpson,  the  President  of  the  Koxbury  Carpet 
Company,  as  aforesaid. 

Orders  were  also  passed,  substantially  in  the 
same  form  as  above,  in  relation  to  tenement 
houses,  as  follows: 

Order  relative  to  a  tenement  house  at  the  foot  of 
Clay  street,  owned  by  Francis  Gilligan,  erected 
prior  to  1st  July,  1868,  and  not  now  con  tormina:  to 
law:  first,  in  not  having  a  receptacle  for  garbage 
and  refuse  matter;  second,  the  cellar  and  yard  not 
being  kept  clean,  but  dirty  ana  filthy ;  third,  in 
not  having  the  name  and  address  of  owner  or  agent 
legibly  posted;  fourth,  the  walls  and  ceilings  not 
having  been  sufficiently  whitewashed;  said  Gilli- 
gan to  be  required  to  remedy  said  defects  within 
ten  days. 

Order  relative  to  tenement  bouse  No.  1240  Tre- 
mont  street,  owned  by  Albert  Myerson,  not  con- 
forming to  the  law:  first,  in  having  no  proper  fire- 
escape;  second,  no  conveniences  for  garbage  and 
refuse  matter;  third,  the  cellars  and  yard  not  be- 
ing kept  clean;  fourth,  no    good    and  sufficient 


water  closets  or  privies;  tilth,  the  name  of  owner 
or  agent  not  leginly  posted,  etc. ;  sixth,  the  walls 
and  ceilings  not  having  been  sufficiently  white- 
washed, etc. ;  said  Myerson  required  to  remedy 
said  defects  within  ten  days. 

Order  relative  to  tenement  house  Nos.  1011  and 
101.3  Harrison  avenue,  owned  by  John  Norton, 
erected  prior  to  1st  July,  1868,  and  not  conforming 
to  law,  in  not  having  proper  tire-escapes,  the  cel- 
lar ana  yard  being  in  a  dirty  and  tilthy  condition, 
the  nnme  and  address  of  owner  or  agent  not  being 
legibly  posted  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  not  hav- 
ing been  sufficiently  whitewashed ;  said  Norton  to 
be  required  to  remedy  said  defects  within  ten 
days. 

Order  relative  to  a  house  No.  238  Cabot  street, 
owned  by  Charles  J.  Bishop,  and  used  as  a  tene- 
ment house,  not  conforming  to  law,  in  not  having 
its  walls  and  ceilings  sufficiently  whitewashed, 
and  the  owners  required  to  remedy  the  defects 
within  ten  days. 

Order  relative  to  a  tenement  house  erected  prior 
to  1st  ot  July.  1868,  No.  29  Yeoman  street,  and 
owned  by  John  Murphy,  not  conforming  to  law,  in 
having  no  proper  tire-tscape,  in  not  having  good 
and  sufficient  water-closets  or  privies,  every  part 
of  it  being  dirty,  filth  and  garbage  being  allowed 
to  accumulate  and  remain  on  the  roof  of  a  shed,  the 
name  and  address  of  owner  or  agent  not  being 
legibly  posted,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  not  be- 
ing sufficiently  whitewashed;  said  Murphy  to  be 
required  to  remedy  defects  within  ten  days. 

Order  relative  to  a  tenement  house  in  Rocking- 
ham place,  on  its  northerly  side,  owned  by  Bridget

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN". 

The  petitions  of  Chauncy  Page  and  others,  F.  H. 
Peabody  and  others,  and  of  the  Ninth  New  York 
Regiment  were  severally  referred,  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  report  (leave  to  withdraw)  on  the  petition  of 
H .  L.  Trafton  to  be  paid  for  injuries  from  a  defect 
in  Summer  street,  was  accepted,  in  concurence. 

Messrs.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11,  Webster  of  Ward 
6,  and  Moulton  of  Ward  9,  were  joined  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  examine  and 
report  upon  the  bonds  of  the  city  and  county  offi- 
cers. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once 
and  laid  oxer:

3  Indiana  place,  at  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $12,- 
000. 

Order  to  have  a  sidewalk  made  around  Meeting- 
House  Hill,  at  a  cost  of  not  more  than  $1200. 

Report  and  order  for  the  erection  of  a  bell-tower 
on  the  Lewis  Schoolhouse,  at  an  estimated  co3t  of 
$HC0;  and  tor  a  transfer  of  said  amount  from  the 
Reserved  Fund. 

The  following  orders  were  read  twice  and  passed: 

Order  for  the  City  Treasurer  to  report  to  ihe 
City  Council  the  amount  and  character  of  the  in- 
debtedness to  the  euy  on  May  1.  1871. 

Report  and  order  for  a  deed  of  release  to  Hiram 
Johnson  of  a  certain  passageway  between  Union 
park  and  Waltham  street,  on  the  conditions  in 
said  order  set  forth. 

The  report  and  order  for  the  establishment  of  a 
telegraphic  wire  between  the  City  Hospital  and 
Police  Station  No.  5,  and  for  the  purchase  of  one 
of  Ander's  telegraphic  machines  to  enable  de- 
spatches to  be  sent  from  the  hospital  to  the  differ- 
ent sections  of  the  city,  the  expense  of  the  above 
not  to  exceed  $400,  being  under  consideration,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10,  was  laid  on  the 
table. 

EXTENSION  OF   COMMERCE   STREET. 

The  resolve  and  onler  of  the  Street  Commission- 
ers for  the  extension  of  Commerce  street  to  At- 
lantic avenue  were  considered,  the  question  being 
on  acceptance  of  report  of  committee  on  concur- 
rence, and  the  rejection  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  subject  would  be  laid  over  one  week. 

Mr.  Pope  of  Ward  1(i  said  he  hoped  the  Council 
would  concur  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  its 
action.  The  subject  came  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets  on  Thursday  last,  and  the  report  was  de- 
signed for  the  action  of  the  Counci'  at  its  last 
meeting,  and  unless  action  is  now  taken  the  ex- 
tension of  the  street  will  becom?  a  law  without 
the  action  of  the  Ciry  Council.  The  committee 
were  not  opposed  to  the  measure,  but  they  had 
not  time  to  examine  it,  the  question  whether  the 
extension  was  necessary  not  being  before  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Robinson  of  YV  am  11  Inquired  whether  the 
rejection  of  the  measure  would  not  throw  it  out 
for  the  whole  year. 


Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  stated  that  the  committee 
had  no  opportunity  to  look  into  the  matter,  and  it 
was  agreed  between  the  commissioners  and  the 
committee  that  it  should  be  killed.  Unless  acted 
upon  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  in  which  it 
was  passed  by  the  commissioners,  it  would  become 
a  law.  Fither  the  city  must  pay  the  large  cost  of 
the  extension  of  the  street,  or  the  order  must  be 
rejected.  He  held  in  his  hand  a  letter  from  the 
City  Solicitor,  which  states  that  this  will  become 
a  law  if  not  acted  upon  at  this  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Robinson  said  be  bad  not  received  an  answer 
to  his  inquiiv,  which  he  desired  before  action  was 
taken  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  it  was  agreed  the  subject 
might  be  brought  up  again. 

Mr.  Pope  stared  further  that  bad  the  committee 
made  an  examination,  they  might  have  recom- 
mended the  passage  ot  the  order,  but  the  short 
notice  and  the  large  outlay  required  precluded 
such  an  examination  as  was  necessary  and  called 
for  immediate  action  on  the  rejection  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  War«'  9  called  for  the  leading  of 
the  letter  of  the  City  Solicitor. 

Mr  Flynn  stated  that  the  letter  was  private,  ad- 
dressed to  him  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  urged  that 
the  action  of  tbe"Board  of  Aldermen  must  be  con- 
curred in  by  the  Council  tonight  to  stop  proceed- 
ings, otherwise  the  actiou  in  the  extension  of  the 
street  would  become  a  law.  The  Council  should 
reject  the  order  because  the  thirty  days  allowed 
had  nearly  expired. 

Mr.  Robinson  repeated  that  he  wished  an  answer 
to  his  question. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  the  same  question  was 
asked  in  committee,  and  it  was  answered  that  the 
subject  might  be  brought  up  again.  The  rejec- 
tion was  called  for.  that  the  committee  might  have 
time  to  look  into  the  matter. 

.VI r.  Robinson  moved  to  lay  the  subject  on  the 
table  one  week,  for  there  was  yet  until  the  22d 
June  before  the  thirty  days  expired.  He  did  not 
understand  there  was  any  agreement  on  the  part 
of  the  Street  Commissioners  for  such  action  as 
was  proposed. 

Mr.  Pope  stated  that  there  were  two  commis- 
sioners present  when  this  action  was  proposed, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  the  matter  might  come  up 
again. 

Mr.  Robinson  replied  that  if  the  subject  could 
be  brought  up  again  this  year  he  should  make  no 
objection  to  the  rejection  of  the  order  now. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  taDle  was  lost— 13  to  29. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  the  time  when 
this  matter  was  reported  to  the  City  Government. 

Ihe  Chair  stated  that  the  indorsement  showed 
it  to  have  been  on  the  22d  May. 

Mr.  Smith  said  there  was  then  one  week  yet  for 
action,  and  the  matter  should  not  go  by  default. 
It  should  not  be  defeated  for  want  of  time. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  the  committee  did  not 
have  thirty  days,  for  it  was  only  last  Thursday 
that  it  was  brought  to  their  notice,  and  there  was 
great  objection  to  favorable  action  upou  so  im- 
portant a  measure  involving  a  large  expense,  in 
the  short  space  of  time  allowed  for  consideration 

Mr.  Smith  urged  that  there  were  yet  fourteen 
days,  and  the  committee  might  have  taken  another 
week  before  making  their  report. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  it  was  all  very  well  for 
gentlemen  to  wink  at  an  expenditure  of  $300,000, 
while  continued  delay  is  asked  and  required  to 
save  much  smaller  amounts. 

Mr.  Smith  repeated  that  there  were  yet  fourteen 
days,  and  the  subject  should  not  go  by  default 
because  tne  committee  have  not  looked  into  it. 

Mr.  Pope  said  it  was  understood  if  action  was 
not  taken  tonight,  this  measure  would  be  carried 
by  default.  The  report  would  have  been  made 
last  Thursday  night,  except  for  the  adjournment 
in  not  allowing  it  to  be  be  put  in.  Today  the  City 
Clerk  had  been  in  consultation  with  the  City  So- 
licitor, and  action  was  called  for  tonight.  If  the 
Council,  however,  wish  to  pass  the  order,  then  it 
is  all  right. 

Mr.  Robirison  said  the  delay  would  only  be  for 
one  week.  He  did  not  propose  to  criticise  the 
committee  for  not  examining  Into  the  matter,  but 
iustice  to  the  Street  Commissioners  and  thos-e 
who  petitioned  for  the  extension  ot  the  street  re- 
quired that  it  be  laid  over,  to  see  what  action 
may  be  necessary.  It  had  the  appearance  of  a 
dodge  that  the  subject  might  not  be  brought  up 
again . 

Mr.  Flynn  dented  that  there  was  any  disposition 
to  act  unfairly  in  the  matter,  but  there   was  an 
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express  understanding  with  the  commissioners 
thai  this  should  be  lejected  to  give  lurther  time 
tor  I'xami.'iation  into  the  matter. 

Mr.  Robinson  said  he  had  had  a  conversation 
with  the  street  Commissioners,  and  had  stated 
the  matter  as  thev  desired  him  to. 

Mr.  Bonner  of  Ward  2  said  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  extend  the  street  through  this  year,  and 
nothing  would  be  gained  by  action  in  its  favor  at 
this  time,  while  there  would  be  a  loss  in  the  inter- 
est of  tbe  money. 

The  motion  was  taken  »n  the  acceptance  of  the 
report,  and  the  rejection  of  the  order,  which  was 
concurred  in. 

Mr.  Flynn  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote, 
for  the  settlement  of  the  question  now,  and  the 
motion  was  lost. 

The  resolve  and  order  for  extension  of  South 
Market  street  were  taken  up,  the  question  being 
ou  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
that  the  City  Council  non-concur. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  a  motion  by  Mr. 
Flynn  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

The  resolve  and  order  were  le.jected,  in  concur- 
rence, and  a  motion  by  Mr.  Flynn  to  reconsider, 
was  lost. 

EAST   BOSTON   FEKEY   TOLLS. 

Tbe  unfinished  business  concerning  the  East 
Boston  ferries,  was  taken  up. 

Tbe  Chair  stated  as  tbe  position  of  tbe  ques- 
tion that  the  order  to  abolish  the  tolls  on  the  fer- 
ries was  rejected,  when  Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  moved 
to  reconsider  the  reiection,  and  Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward 
1  moved  to  lay  the  motion  to  reeonsuier  on  'he 
table.  The  question  was  now  upon  laying  the  mo- 
tion to  reconsider  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  inquired  if  the  question 
was  debatable. 

The  Chair  replied  that  it  was  not. 

Mr.  Flyun  inquired  it  the  motion  to  reconsider 
tbe  ordering  of  tbe  main  question  was  not  first  in 
order. 

The  Chair  replied  that  the  motion  in  order  was 
that  of  laying  the  motion  to  reconsider  on  the  ta- 
ble. 

Mr.  Barnes  withdrew  the  motion  to  lay  the  re- 
consideration on  the  table. 

Tbe  Chair  now  stated  the  question  to  be  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Stone  to  reconsider  the  rejection  of 
the  order  to  abolish  tbe  tolls  on  the  ferries. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7,  the  yeas 
and  nays  were  ordered  on  tbe  motion. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  stated  that  be  bad  paired 
with  Mr.  Niles  of  Ward  6. 

The  question  was  taken  on  tbe  motion  to  recon- 
sider, which  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  24  yeas  to  31  nays, 
as  follows :

The  report  and  order  to  pav  Freeland,  Beard  & 
Richardson  $1443  58,  for  goods  delivered  to  tbe 
city,  held  for  manufacture  at  its  risk,  and  destroy- 
ed by  fire  at  the  House  of  Correction,  were  read 
and  laid  over. 

HIGH  SEKVICE  WATEK  FOR  SOUTH  BOSTON. 

Tbe  i  epoit  and  order  for  a  loan  of  $300,000,  to  be 
expended  in  laying  water-pipes  in  wards  13,  14,  15, 
and  16,  being  under  consideration. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  moved  to  amend  by  an 
additional  sum  of  $30,000,  to  supply  high  service 
water  to  South  Boston.  In  support  of  the  motion 
he  said  it  was  due  to  that  section  of  the  city  that 
their  wants  should  be  met  in  this  way,  and  that 
they  should  have  the  attention  ot  the  Water  Board 
as  well  a9  the  new  wards.  This  sum,  it  was  under- 
stood, would  give  them  the  supply  of  water  needed . 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  inquired  if  there  was  not 
an  appropriation  for  tbe  purpose  last  year. 

Mr.  Hersey  replied  that  an  estimate  was  made 
that  to  complete  the  high  service  to  South 
Boston  would  cost  $30,000.  but  it  was  supposed 
that  what  was  done  last  year  would  remedy  the 
deficiency  complained  of.  It  was  found,  however, 
that  when  the  water-pipes  were  tapped  for  the 
supply  of  Ward  16,  there  would  not  be  the  supply 
required  for  South  Boston. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  the  amendment  pro* 


posed  was  a  new  subject,  and  he  moved  a  refer- 
ence to  the  Committee  on  Water. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said,  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Water  last  year,  it  was  understood 
that  whenever  the  pipes  were  laid  for  the  supply 
of  the  new  wards,  if  this  supply  was  not  sufficient 
for  South  B  istou,  the  proposed  addition  would  be 
made,  and  he  had  no  doubt  it  would  be. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  gave  as  his  understanding 
th  t  if  the  new  pipes  did  not  rurntsh  a  sufficient 
supply  for  South  Boston,  U,e  high  service  might 
be  added  any  time  hereafter.  It  was  important 
that  the  6uV>"iect  should  be  acted  upon  now,  and 
not  recommitted.  When  tbe  committee  met  the 
pipes  had  not  beer  tnec. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  if  his  recollection 
served  him,  there  had  been  similar  attempts  to 
tack  on  amendments  of  this  kind  lor  a  year  or 
two,  which  had  not  obtained  the  consent  of  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  South  Boston  wns  not  repre- 
sented on  the  Water  Board  or  on  the  committee, 
and  they  did  not  know  what  the  action  might  be 
until  repaired  upon. 

The  motmn  tc  imend  was  carried,  and  a  motion 
to  suspend  the  idles  for  the  passage  of  the  order 
was  made  and  withdrawn.

Waid  10,  the  subject  was  laid  on  tbe  table,  and  on 
a  further  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10,  it  was 
assigned  for  consideration  .on  Thursday  evening 
next  at  &%  o'clock.

Wightman,  of  the  15th  of  last  Octo- 
ber, in  consideration  of  said  heirs  and  legatees 
conveying  to  tbe  city  two  parcels,  of  laud  belong- 
ing to  their  esta:e,  and  shown  on  said  plan,  were 
considered.  . 

On  motion  ot  Mr.  ^oyes  of  Ward  6  the  ordct

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  moved  to  strike  out  the 
words  "or  the  next.'' 

Mr.  vioultou  of  Ward  9  inquired  if  Mr.  Cavanagh 
should  refuse  the  contract,  what  would  be  the 
i)c  •.  t  step. 

Mr.  .smith  replied  that  a  new  contract  would  be 
made,  and  the  committee  would  come  to  the  Coun- 
cil for  its  approval. 

Mr.  Brouks  of  Ward  1  suggested  that  some  one 
might  bid  lower  than  the  person  named. 

The  amendment  was  carried  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

INCREASE  OF  SALARIES  OF  ASSESSOR8. 

The  report  and  order  that  Ave  hundred  dollars 
be  paid  to  each  of  the  assessors  during  the  present 
salary  year,  in  addition  to  the  amount  allowed  by 
the  salary  hill,  being  under  consideration, 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  inquired  whether  the 
order  applied  to  all  the  assessors,  or  only  to  the 
permanent  assessors  ? 

Mr.  O'Cwnner  of  \\  ard  7  replied  that  it  applied 
only  to  the  live  Principal  Assessors. 

Ur.  Flinders  suggested  that  it  should  he  amend- 
ed t-j  make  it  certain. 

Mr.  Clatur  of  Ward  4  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Salaries. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  hoped  the  motion  would  not 
prevail,  for  he  doubted  not  the  opinions  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Council  were  made  up. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  inquired  for  information 
whether  one  of  the  Principal  Assessors  was  not 
off  now  on  a  vacation. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward. 2  stated  that  from  the  1st 
May  to  the  15tb  June  one  of  the  Principal  Asses- 
sors was  always  to  be  found  in  the  office  for  abate- 
ment oi  taxes  or  for  other  duties  while  tbe  others 
were  engaged  out.  It  was  possible  one  of  them 
was  now  sick,  but  tbev  were  always  found  to  be 
prompt  in  tbe  discharge  of  their  duties. 

M  r.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  stated  that  one  of  the 
assessors  was  absent  for  two  or  three  days,  after 
having  not  through  with  the  street  duties.' 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  that  in  the  raising  of 
salaries  there  was  a  disposition  to  overlook  those 
who  do  the  hardest  work.  He  moved  to  increase 
the  way  of  the  First  Assistant  Assessors  from  $6  to 
$8  per  day,  and  that  of  tbe  Second  Assistant  As- 
sessors from  §5  to  $6. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  raised  the  question  whether 
tbe  amendments  were  relevant  to  the  subject  of 
the  or.ler. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  they  were  cut  off  by  the 
motion  to  refer  to  the  committee. 

.Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  to  amend  by  refer- 
ence to  the  Committee  on  Assessors'  Department, 
and  modified  it  by  moving  that  tbe  whole  subject 
be  recommitted,  which  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Clatur 
as  a  substitute  for  bis  motion. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  tnere  was  no  necessity  for 
recommitment,  for  the  committee  could  not  do 
otherwise  than  they  had  with  the  report. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  they  might  consider  the  pro- 
posed increase  of  pay  of  tbe  other  assessors. 

Mr.  Brown,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  of  how  the 
question  came  before  the  committee,  replied  that 
it  came  before  them  in  a  communication  from  a 
member  of  the  Board,  after  the  salaries  of  all  the 
heads  of  departments  had  been  raised.  The  com- 
mittee considered  only  the  question  of  raising  the 
salaries  of  the  Principal  Assessors,  and  not  those 
of  the  per  uiem  assessors. 

Tee  motion  to  recommit  was  lost. 

Mr.  Smiih  moved  again  to.  add  his  amendments 
to  increase  the  pay  of' Assistant  Assessors  ro  $8 
and  16. 


Mr.  Webster  inquired  it  these  had  not  once  been 
ruled  out. 

Tbe  Chair  replied  that  they  were  when  the  mo- 
tion to  rocommit  was  pending. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  he  hoped  the  amend- 
ments would  not  prevail.  There  were  applicants 
enough  for  the  places  at  the  present  rates  of  pay, 
and  while  there  are  so  many  greedy  to  accept,  they 
should  not  increase  that  greed  by  raising  the  pay. 

Mr.  Smith  withdrew  his  amendments,  and  Mr. 
Clatur  moved  again  that  the  subject  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Salaries. 

Mr.  Brown  said  that  with  all  due  respect  to  that 
committee,  he  should  object.  When  the  subject 
was  before  the  Committee  on  Assessors'  Depart- 
ment, the  question  was  raised  of  referring  it  to 
the  Committee  on  Salaries,  which  had  reported 
favorably  on  raising  almost  all  other  salaries  but 
these,  'ihey  were  just  as  well  able  to  act  now  as 
they  could  should  the  subject  be  referred  again. 

The  motion  was  lost  and  the  order  was  passed. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  moved  an  adjournment.

Mr.  Kowe,  froia  the  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  request  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  the  upper  story  of  the  primary  school- 
house  on  Appleton  street  be  fitted  up  for  a  draw- 
ing-scbool  for  the  teachers  of  Boston,  made  a  re- 
port recommending  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Puolic  Instruction.  Uhu  report  was  ac- 
cepted.

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Wrard  7  offered  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Comtnon  and 
Public  C rounds  be  instructed  to  grant  permission 
to  the   Ninth   Regiment,  N.  O.  S.  N.  V.,  to  oempy 
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tta?  Common  on  the  18th  inst.  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  religious  services. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  stated  that  the  Committee 
on  Common  and  Public  Grounds  bad  already 
granted  the  use  of  the  parade  ground  to  this  regi- 
ment for  Saturday,  day  aid  «  vemng,  1  lit  objection 
was  made  uy  many  people  to  such  a  use  by  them 
on  Sunday. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  stated  that  the  question 
stood  just  here.  The  comuany  petitioned  for  the 
use  of  the  Common  lor  Saturday  afternoon  and 
evening  lor  concerts,  which  was  granted  ;  also  lor 
Sunday  for  religious  services,  which  was  refused. 
It  was  then  suggested  by  the  company  that  they 
could  held  religious  sei  vices  in  front  of  their 
quarters  at  the  st.  James  Hotel,  but  this  was  ob- 
jected to  a*  they  bad  no  right  t&  occupy  the  place 
there  any  more  than  the  C<  mmon.  He  hoped 
the  order  would  pass,  and  that  the  Counc-'l  would 
do  their  parr  towards  removing  the  ill  feeling 
growiug  out  of  a  initundprstaiidii>ir. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  he  had  no  ill  feeling  in  the  mat- 
ter. Hau  ihe  regiment  asked  for  the  use  of  the 
Common  one  or  two  week  days  it  would  have  been 
granted.  If  they  wished  to  have  religious  ser- 
vices there  were  plenty  of  churches  they  could  go 
to,  and  which  would  hold  them.  So  far  from  any 
ill  feeling  he  had  the  same  feeling  towards  this 
regiment  as  be  nad  to  any  other. 

Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward  14  said  he  hoped  the  order 
would  pass.  If  the  organization  to  which  he  be- 
longed was  in  New  York,  and  wished  to  hold  re- 
ligious services,  he  could  see  no  reason  why  they 
should  not  make  a  similar  request  and  that  it 
should  be  granted.  It  was  not  good  policy  to  re- 
fuse the  request,  for  they  were  entitled  to  its  be- 
ing graded,  as  a  matter  of  right.  If  r.he  commit- 
tee have  any  prejudice  against  the  regiment  on 
account  of  its  commander,  by  relusing  the  request 
it  would  only  make  capital  tor  him. 

Mr.  Brooks  disclaimed  being  governed  by  any  ill 
feeling  towards  the  regiment  or  its  commander. 

Mr.  ferkins  of  Ward  6  moved  as  an  amendment 
a  proviso  that  the  regiment  parade  only  with  its 
side  arms.  He  supposed  there  was  a  fear  that  the 
commanding  officer  would  make  as  much  parade 
as  possible. 

"Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  suggested  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Puolie  Buildings  engage  the  Music  Hall 
for  the  services  of  this  regiment,  as  no  church 
would  be  large  enough  to  contain  them. 

Mr.  Hull  stated  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
regiment  to  march  to  the  Common,  and,  after  the 
religious  services,  directly  »o  the  depot  for  then- 
departure  from  the  city.  On  that  account  they 
could  not  go  only  with  side-arms. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which  was  ordered,  when  the  amendment 
was  lost,  and  the  order  was  passed. 

CELEBRATION  OF  THE  ONE  HUNDREDTH  ANNIVER- 
SAKY  OF  THE  DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward' 11  offered  the  following 
order : 

Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by 
act  approved  March  3,  1871,  did  provide  for  cele- 
brating, by  an  International  Exhibition  of  Arts, 
Manufactures  and  Products  of  the  Soil  and  Mines, 
to  be  held  in  the  year  1876,  the  100th  anniversary 
of  American  Independence,  which  was  publicly 
and  solemnly  declared  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
on  the  Fourth  of  July,  1776,  and  did  designate  the 
said  city  of  Philadelphia  as  the  appropriate  place 
for  such  celebration;  and  whereas,  Mie  part  taken 
in  the  revolutionary  struggle  by  the  colony  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  town  of  Boston  makes  it 
fitting  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  should  heartily 
unite  in  this  great  national  festival;  therefore, 

Ordered,  That ,  with  such  as  the  Board  of 


Aldermen  may  join,  be  a  committee  to  confer  wiih 
the  commissioners  appointed  under  said  act,  and 
with  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  ciiy  of 
Philadelphia,  as  to  the  proposed  ^  lans  for  the  said 
celebration,  and  the  part  to  tie  taken  therein  by 
the  city  of  Boston;  ana  tbst  such  committee  be 
instructed  to  report  their  action  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil; and  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  reque.-ted 
to  call  a  public  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  boston 
in  Faneuil  Hall,  to  take  such  measures  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient  to  secure  a  representation  at 
said  exhibition  ol  the  various  scientific  and  indus- 
trial interests  of  this  city. 

Mr.  Dickinson,  m  support  of  the  above  order, 
stated  that  the  city  or  Philadelphia  and  State  of 
Pennsylvania  urged  upon  Congress  the  passage  of 
the  measure  for  the  celenration  of  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
by  a  great  exhibition  of  industry  and  ait,  and  the 
plan  had  been  approved  by  the  Governors  of  va- 
rious States.  The  State  of  Pennsylvania  had  made 
an  appropriation  of  £50,000  to  carry  the  plan  into 
effect;  and  the  appropriateness  of  "such  a  celebra- 
tion in  Philadelphia  could  not  be  questioned,  the 
Declaration  havinp-  been  made  there. 

The  city  of  Boston  having  taken  so  prominent  a 
part  in  the  initiation  of  the  Revolution,  it  was  de- 
sirable that  it  should  move  first  in  the  matter,  and 
the  fact  should  be  stated  that  two  or  three  gentle- 
men of  high  standing  from  Philadelphia  had  been 
here  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  a  conference  had 
been  had  with  the  .Mayor,  who  was  much  interest- 
ed in  it.  It  was  desirable  that  a  committee  of  con- 
ference should  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
municipal  authorities  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  was 
in  contemplation  that  such  committee  should  go 
there  on  the  coming  Fourth  of  July.  It  was  accord- 
ingly necessary  tnat  a  movement  should  i-e  made 
at  once.  It  would  be  an  honor  to  Boston  to  move 
first  in  the  matter,  and  it  was  contemplated  that  a 
meeting  of  citizens  should  be  called  in  Faneuil 
Hall  in  "reference  to  the  celebration. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  that  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  be  appointed  on  the  commit- 
tee. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  14  said  this  was  a  new  matter, 
and  for  its  further  consideration  he  moved  tnat 
the  order  be  laid  on  the  table  and  be  printed. 
Carrie  I.

THE    BURRILL    CLAIM. 

The  report  and  order  to  pay  Henry  W.  Paine, 
assignee  of  Charles  Burrnl,  $40,000,  for  services 
rendered  by  him  te  the  city  in  obtaining  its  quota 
of  troops  for  the  recent  war,  were  considered. 

Alderman  t'iumer  inquired  of  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  the  grounils  for  reporting  the  order. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  theAldermau  must 
he  as  well  aware  of  the  history  and  circumstances 
of  the  case  as  he  was,  and  in  nothmtr  could  he 
enlighten  him.  In  1869  a  committee  of  the  City 
Council  made  a  long  and  patient  investigation  of 
the  subject,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Mr. 
Burrill  had  a  claim  against  the  city,  but  could 
not  agree  upon  the  amount.  Last  y ar  it  was 
ag:iin  referred  to  a  committee,  and  there  was  a 
petition  of  a  large  number  of  respectable  citizens 
who  urged  the  payment  of  the  claim. 

The  committee  had  some  of  these  citizens  before 


them;  the  city  was  represented  by  the  City  Solici- 
tor, and  the  petitioner  hy  couusel.  It  was  agreed 
to  take  the  testimony  which  was  given  before  the 
committee  of  the  previous  year,  and  rest  the  claim 
upon  that  testimony.  On  that  agreement,  copies 
of  the  testimony  were  furnished  to  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee,  who  carefully  considered 
it,  and  reported  an  order,  which  passed  both 
branches  of  the  Citv  Council.  When  the  sub- 
ject came  before  the  committee  this  year,  it 
was  upon  the  basis  of  that  order  ana  evidence. 
He  could  not  doubt  tbat  the  gentleman  had  read 
that  Testimony  and  was  in  possession  of  all  the  evi- 
dence that  he  or  any  member  of  the  committee 
was  in  possession  of. 

Alderman  Piuiner  said  theAlderman  did  him  but 
justice  in  stating  that  he  must  have  investigated 
this  matter,  and  made  himself  familiar  with  the 
evidence  in  the  case;  but  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee had  come  to  a  different  conclusion  from 
what  he  had.  He  had  possessed  himself  of  all  the 
evidence,  and  hy  a  careful  perusal  of  the  testi- 
mony and  convt-rsatiou  with  those  who  were 
familiar  with  the  whole  matter,  he  had  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  Mr.  Burrill  had  no  claim  upon 
the  city.  The  case  had  been  in  the  highest  courts, 
which  had  decided  that  any  payments  made  to 
him  by  the  city  would  be  iilegal  and  wrong.  From 
its  iuception,  he  was  satisfied  that  the  cfaim  was 
conceived  in  sin  and  brought  forth  in  iniquity. 

Legislation  had  been  had  by  parties  unknown  to 
him,  aud  against  the  action  of  the  city,  hy  which 
the  City  Council  is  given  power  to  pay  this  claim, 
aud  to  him  the  whole  thing  was  uuaccoun table. 
This  legislation  might  be  right,  for  he  did  nor. 
claim  to  be  versed  in  law,  but  he  believed  the 
Legislature  transcended  its  powers  in  the  act, 
which  was  without  ;•  precedent,  and  if  correct 
would  lead  to  a  very  dangerous  condition  of 
things.  Suppose  this  city  was  governed,  as  were 
some  other  cities,  by  a  large  ring,  which  not  only 
controlled  the  city  but  the  action  of  the  State. 
Suppose  that  this  ring  should  concoct  some  nefa- 
rious scheme  of  plunder,  which  was  near  being 
carried  out,  and  there  should  be  an  injunction 
served,  to  prevent  it.  This  ring  might  go  to  the 
Legislature,  pack  that  body,  and  an  act  be  passed, 
if  not  in  terms  that  they  shall  steal,  that  they 
may  steal. , 

This  act  of  the  Legislature  he  believed  to  be  un- 
constitutional, by  whatever  means  it  was  pro- 
cured, and  void;  "and  it  was  dangerous  in  charac- 
ter, established  a  bad  precedent,  and  its  constitu- 
tionality would  yet  be  tested.  At  present  the  city 
is  in  a  right  position,  and  it  does  not  and  has  not 
acknowledged  that  there  is  any  claim.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  pay  $40,000,  and  if  a  payment  is  made  it 
is  an  acknowledgment  that  the  petitioner  has  a 
claim.  It  was  true  it  would  be  said  he  would  be 
required  uo  give  receipts  satisfactory  to  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  that  future  demands  would  be  oblit- 
erated and  no  further  claim  allowed.  But  this 
payment  would  commit  the  City  Council  to  an 
acknowledgment  that  there  is  a  claim. 

The  next  year  the  party  might  come  before  the 
City  Council,  backed  up  by  astute  politicians  and 
lawyers,  pack  the  City  Government,  and  petition 
that  justice  might  be  done.  The  petitioner  might 
say.  it.  was  true  my  necessities  required  me  to  ac- 
cept the  $40,000,  but  my  claim  is  acknowledged; 
I  expended  $52,000  to  demoralize  Congress,  to 
bring  about  the  act  allowing  the  credits  to  the 
Siate.  He  could  not  see  under  such  a  claim,  once 
acknowledged,  what  should  hinder  getting  nearly 
a  million  of  uollars  out  of  the  city.       .  . 

Mr.  Burrill,  he  said,  never  did  the  first  thing  he 
contracted  to  do.  His  contract  was  to  go  to  Kock 
Island,  to  get  enlistments  of  live  men,  and  lie  went 
to  the  Mayor  with  aire  in  his  mouth.  He  warned  the 
Board  that  this  would  be  but  the  beginning  of  the 
matter,  and  if  this  order  should  be  passed,  the  pe- 
titioner was  just  as  sure  to  petition  for  more,  and 
he  would  get  it  It  should  be  put  down  now,  for  it 
wns  a  swindle  from  the  begiuniug.  He  disliked  to 
characterize  matters  in  such  terms,  but  there  was 
no  other  course  for  him  to  pursue. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  somewhat  sur- 
prised at  the  course  of  the  gentleman.  He  did  not 
supoose  for  one  moment  as  a  business  man  I  hat  he 
would  repudiate  his  honest  debts,  nor  that  he 
would  be  willing  for  the  city  to  repudiate  its  hon- 
est debts.  > 

_  Alderman  Pluraer.  in  reply,  said  the  city  never 
repudiated  its  debts,  and  if  there,  was  any  claim, 
the  coiirts'were  open  to  "Mr.  Burrill. 
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Alderman  Cowdin,  resuming  his  remarks,  said 
if  the  .Mayor  made  a  contract  with  John  Smith, 
and  this  was  attested  by  an  oarh,a  failure  to  a  hide 
by  tlit-  contract  <»n  the  part,  of  the  city  would  be  a 
repudiation.  He  never  did  repudiate  an  honest 
debt,  never  would  swindle  the  city,  neither  would 
he  allow  a  citizen  to  he  swindled  by  the  city. 

If  the  charges  of  the  Alderman  were  true,  then 
the  hist  City  Government  wag  engaged  id  a  swin- 
dle. He  had  no  more  interest  in  Mr.  Burrill  than 
had  the  mm  in  the  moon,  but  he  believed  the  city 
mn.le  as  fair  and  honorable  a  bargain  with  him  as 
any  he  had  e^  er  known  in  his  life,  ;is  fair  and  hon- 
orable as  any  contract  made  by  that  gentleman 
for  the  sale  of  four.  He  knew  something  about 
the  matter  personally,  for  being  in  the  recruiting 
business  and  determining  to  raise  recruits,  and 
making  this  known  to  the  Aldeiman  of  his  Ward, 
he  was  assured  that  there  was  no  need  of  his  doing 
so,  as  a  contract  bad  been  made  with  .Mr.  Bui  rill  by 
which  the  city  would  get  all  that  were  wanted. 

At  that  time  the  sons  ot  rich  men  and  mechan- 
ics were  unwilling  to  enlist,  anl  there  were  great 
fears  of  a  draft.  Mr.  Burrill  was  furnished  with 
letters  to  Provost-Marshal-General  Frye,  at  Wash- 
ington, as  the  accredited  agent  ot  the  city,  and  by 
his  efforts  he  finally  succeeded  in  getting  through 
Congress  the  act  allowing  naval  credits  to  Massa- 
chusetts. He  came  home  with  the  list,  which 
credited  to  Boston  6529  men,  and  at  the  price  to  be 
paid,  $825,000,  the  Mayor  wasfrightened  If  it  had 
been  but  1000  men,  tne  price  would  have  readily 
been  paid  After  running  from  the  City  Hall  to 
the  state  House  several  times.it  was  concluded  to 
rake  the  credits.  The  city  offered  Mr.  Burrill 
$125, HOD.  which  was  about  what  he  had  paid  out, 
but  this  he  declined,  and  the  offer  was  afterwards 
withdrawn,  after  consultation  with  leading 
liwyers. 

This  withdrawal  was  purely  upou  a  legal  quib- 
ble, because  there  bad  been  no  appropriation  of 
money  for  the  purpose,  and  therefore  it  was  said 
the  claim  was  illegal.  When  the  proposition  was 
made,  it  was  believed  that  the  money  would  ne 
paid,  but  on  the  advice  of  Mr.  Curtis  it  was  re- 
fused, and  the  city  backed  down.  That  it  was  a 
repudiation  of  a  contract  he  would  stake  his  refu- 
tation upon  it.  >iow  the  party  was  willing  to  take 
$40,000  for  his  claim  of  $825,000,  and  the  city 
should  be  wiliirg  to  comply  with  the  offer.  If 
there  was  a  fraud  ai-.d  a  swindle,  it  was  on  the 
part  of  the  city  in  attempting  to  repudiate  its  hon- 
est debts. 

Aldeiman  Pluroer  said  he  did  not  agree  to  that 
way  of  settling  that  matter,  and  by  such  an  agree- 
ment, if  the  contract  was  a  good  one,  it  was  un- 
just to  the  claimant.  If  the  city  owed  him  any- 
thing, it  owed  him  the  whole,  and  he  would  pay 
him  to  the  utmost  farthing.  The  courts  were 
open  to  him,  and  if  they  decide  upon  the  justice 
of  the  claim,  it  should  be  paid.  The  payment  of 
Ig40,000  would  noi  settle  it,  but  would  be  putting  a 
foot  in  it,  which  the  city  could  not  get  out  of.  It 
was  claimed  that  a  large  sum  had  been  paid  to  in- 
fluence Congress,  but  what  evider.ee  was  there  that 
there  had  ever  been  paid  a  single  dollar.  The 
agon's  relied  upon  were  all  dead,  and  ibere  was  not 
the  voucher  that  a  cent  had  ever  been  paid.  When 
urged  to  go  to  law  the  claimant  gave  as  a  rea- 
son why  he  did  not,  that  he  should  compromise 
certain  member?  of  Congress.  If  that  was  so,  he 
wished  he  would,  for  he  should  be  delighted  to 
know  who  these  members  of  Congress  are,  and 
the  revelation  should  be  made  for  the  benefit  of 
honest  members.  The  argument  in  favor  of  the 
claim  did  not  amount  to  anything;  if  he  was  enti- 
tled  to  anything  he  was  entitled  to  the  whole. 

Alderman  Covvdin  said  he  agreed  that  he  was. 

Alderman  Pmmer  replied,  then  pay  it.  This 
getting  the  injunction  removed  and  the  law  passed 
for  the  payment  of  the  claim,  had  something  very 
singular  about  it.  The  claim  should  be  kicked 
out. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  could  not  agree  with 
the  Aldeiman,  that  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Legis- 
lature and  the  City  Counci1  were  liable  to  he 
bought  and  were  corrupt.  His  experience  was 
that  the  Legislature  was  as  good  as  the  people 
who  elected  thein,  and  that  there  was  no  corrup- 
tion in  such  legislation. 

Alderman  Plumer  denied  that  he  bad  charged 
that  the  Legislature  or  the  Supreme  Court  had 
been  corrupted  ;  he  had  only  said  there  was  some- 
thing singular  about  such  things  as  he  bad  refered 
to,  and  he  could  not  understand  tbem. 


Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  the  charges  of  cor- 
ruption and  fraud  were  fairly  deduced  from  bis 
remarks.  He  had  charged  that  he  believed  thut 
fraud  was  en  the  lips  of  .Mr.  Burrill  from  the  time 
he  came  to  the  Mayor  to  make  a  contract  with 
him.  He  bad  a  better  opinion  of  human  nature 
than  that,  to  believe  that  anv  one  beneath  ilie  sun 
was  so  lost  and  corrupt.  He  believed  that  .Mr. 
Burrill  had  some  claim,  and  it  was  the  opinion  of 
some  of  our  best  citizens  that  he  bad  a  just  and 
equitable  claim.  Turning  to  the  testimony,  he 
said  ibe  contract  made  bv  .Mayor  Lincoln  with  .Mi. 
Buirill  specilied  "credits,"  the  price  agreed  upon 
to  be  paid  when  a  certibcate  wag  produced  from 
the  proper  authority  that  the  credits  were  allowed. 
The  number  pr  .dined  by  him  was  0529. 

Before  prooeening  to  Washington  the  Mayor 
gave  him  a  letter  of  credit,  and  this  while  he  came 
before  him  with  fraud  and  a  lie  on  his  lips.  [This  let- 
ter was  read  by  the  Alderman.]  On  returning  with 
these  names  credited  to  the  quota  of  this  city,  and 
after  a  refusal  was  made  to  pay  the  whole  amount, 
two  well-known  citizens,  members  of  this  Board, 
tendered  him  .f  125,000  for  his  claim.  These  citi- 
zens are  not  apt  to  be  swindled,  for  with  their 
energy  they  have  rolled  up  a  fortune  of  a  million 
of  dollars.  This  he  declined,  when  they  withdrew 
it.  The  committee  of  the  City  Council  were  of 
opinion  that  the  city  owed  biro  something,  and 
some  of  them  fixed  the  amount  as  high  as  $125,000. 
That  Government  voted  that  he  should  receive  as 
much  as  $40,000,  and  such  men  as  George  B.  Upton 
and  others  believed  that  he  had  a  good  claim. 

On  coming  to  an  investigation  of  this  ease,  as  a 
member  of  the  committee,  he  bad  forgotten  much 
of  what  he  knew  of  it,  and  as  an  unprejudiced 
man,  he  believed  that  no  man  competent  to  in- 
vestigate the  subject,  but  what  would  say  there 
was  a  claim  for  something.  The  Alderman  had 
said  that  the  city  could  not  pay  a  part  without 
acknowledging  that  there  was  a  j'ust  claim  for  the 
whole  amount.  If  that  was  ctrrect,  the  city  would 
have  been  bankrupted  before  this  time.  Jlany 
cases  came  before  the  coujmitsee  of  which  he  was 
a  member,  in  which  the  parties  claim  a  large 
amount  of  damages.  These  claims  are  often  set- 
tled at  a  small  sum  compared  with  what  are  ask- 
ed, and  no.receipts  are  passed  which  do  not  pre- 
clude any  subsequent  claim.  These  compromises 
do  not  recognize  any  ooligation  or  acknowledg- 
ment that  any  other  claims  will  be  allowed  or 
made.  Any  other  course  would  be  to  fly  in  the 
face  of  .be  experience  of  any  businessman.  He 
would  not  have  said  so  much  if  there  bad  uot  been 
charges  of  fraud  in  relation  to  this  matter. 

Alderman  Plutuer  said  he  was  sorry  that  the 
Alderman  should  impute  to  him  any  reflection  on 
the  Supreme  Court  or  on  the  Legislature.  All  he 
wished  to  say  was  that  by  some  means,  he  knew 
not  how,  some  one  had  got  an  act  passed,  against 
the  influence  of  his  friend,  tne  chairman  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  and  of  the  City  Solicitor. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  the  Alderman  had 
charged  that  the  claim  was  a  swindle;  and  if  so- 
what  power  could  have  got  it  through  the  Legis- 
lature. There  were  insinuations  of  fraud  in  pro  , 
curing  the  legislation. 

Alderman  Pluuier  said  be  had  no  need  to  make 
insinuations.  Take  the  testimony  of  the  claimant 
as  to  his  conduct,  that  he  paid  $52,000  to  influence 
members  of  Congress.  The  Alderman  had  read 
the  contract  of  the  Mayor,  but  he  does  not  tell 
what  the  Mayor's  testimony  was  as  to  the  repre- 
sentations made  to  him  by  Mr.  Burrill  that  he  in- 
tended to  obtain  recruits.  As  to  any  prejudice  on 
his  part,  he  eame  unbiassed  in  an  examination  of 
the  testimony  and  he  could  not  find  a  particle  of 
evidence  m  favor  of  the  claim. 

Alderman  Pierce,  in  reply  to  charges  of  illegali- 
ty, stated  that  an  injunction  was  obtained  because 
the  payment  last  year  would  have  been  illegal,  but 
the  Legislature  hail  now  given  the  authority  and 
it  would  no  longer  be  an  illegal  act  to  pay  it." 

Alderman  Cowdiu  said  that  iu  the  remarks  he 
had  made,  he  did  not  intend  to  make  any  reflec- 
tions upon  Mayor  Lincoln  or  his  associates.  Iu 
the  testimony  given  at  Dedham,  it  was  stated  that 
Mr.  Lincoln  invited  several  Aldermen  into  his 
private  room,  and  they  advised  the  making  of  the 
contract.  The  Alderman  (since  dead)  testified 
that  they  agreed  to  the  contract,  in  good  laith.  It 
was  afterwards  ascertained  that  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  had  no  authority  to  make  such  a  con- 
tract, and  this  was  the  small  loophole  out  of 
which  the  city  crawled.    In  the  order  under. con- 
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sideration,  he  noticed  that  the  amount  was  made 
payable  out  of  the  Reserved  Fund.  To  make  it 
conform  to  the  order  of  last  year,  and  the  intent  of 
the  Legislature,  he  moved  to  amend  by  making  it 
payable  from  the  appropriation  for  Incidental  Ex- 
penses. 

Alderman  Gibson  opposed  the  amendment  be- 
lieving that  the  committee  had  made  the  appro- 
priate selection;  the  change  proposed  might  em- 
barrass other  appropriations. 

Alderman  Covvdin  said  he  supposed  the  appro- 
priation of  last  year  had  been  lying  untouched  in 
the  Treasury. 

Alderman'  Jenkins  hoped  the  amendment  would 
not  pass.  The  appropriation  should  be  made  from 
the  Reserved  Fund,  which  requires  a  two-thirds 
vote. 

Alderman  Cowdin  asked  for  the  reasons  which 
the  committee  had  for  changing  the  appropriation 
trom  that  of  last  year. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  committee  believed 
the  Reserved  Kund  to  be  the  only  proper  one  from 
which  the  payment  could  be  made.  An  appropri- 
ation for  Incidental  Expenses,  as  the  name  pur- 
ported, was  for  some  object  expressed  by  the 
name,  while  an  appropriation  from  the  Reserved 
Fund  was  to  meet  some  unforeseen  expenditure. 
In  relation  to  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Court  in 
removing  the  injunction,it  would  have  been  liable 
to  disrespect  to  another  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment it  it  h?q  not  have  done  so,  atter  the  passing 
of  the  legislative  act  giving;  authority  to  pay  the 
money.  As  to  what  was  legal  eight  or  ten  years 
ago,  it  was  not  legal  at  that  time  for  towns  to 
make  appropriations  for  public  libraries.  Au- 
thority was  given  by  the  Legislature,  and  such 
appropriations  are  now  legal. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  of  the  Chairman  of 
th^  Committee  on  Accounts  if  the  $40,000  voted 
last  year  had  not  been  set  aside  for  the  payment  of 
this  claim,  and  whether  it  was  not  now  awaiting 
that  use.  If  so  then  the  amendment  would  be  a 
continuation  of  the  same  course.  He  however  had 
po  choice  ib  the  matter,  and  if  it  was  thought  best 
he  would  yield. 

Aldermen  fierce  replied  that  he  supposed  the 
$40,000  would  have  lain  there  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  this  claim  if  the  injunction  had  been  re- 
moved, anil  no  legislation  had  occurred.  That 
sum  could  not  have  been  made  applicable  under 
this  act,  and  as  a  new  transaction  it  was  found 
necessary  to  treat  the  other  as  having  passed 
away,  and  under  the  circumstances  the  committee 
deemed  it  best  to  take  the  amount  from  the  Re- 
served Fund  requiring  a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  amendment, 
which  was  lost. 

Alderman  Rlupaer  said  he  regarded  the  question 
whether  the  Legislature  could  pass  the  act  refer- 
ed  to  as  more  important  than  the  Burrill  claim. 
He  moved  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table,  and  offer- 
ed another, -which  he  wished  to  have^read  for  in- 
formation. 

The  motion  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  was 
carried. 

Alderman  Cowdin  raised  the  question  whether 
it  was  designed  in  the  substitute  order  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the  services 
of  counsel,  as  contemplated  by  it. 

Alderman  Pluiuer  said  it  was  not  necessary,  but 
might  be  provided  for  at  a  proper  time. 

The  substitute  order  of  Alderman  Plumer  was 
subsequently  passed,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to 
furnish  an  opinion  to  this  Board  upon  the  consti- 
tutionality of  the  act  recently  passed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court,  authorizing  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
to  pay  Charles  Burrill  the  sum'  of  $40,000  lor  al- 
leged services  in  procuring  credit*  on  the  military 
quota  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  the  year  18*54,  and 
tuat  he  be  authorized  to  employ  counsel  in  prepar- 
ing the  opicion,  if  he  deems  it  expedient. 

PAPKKS  FROM  THE    COMMON  COUNCIL. 

The  petitions  of  Michael  Keefe  ar,d  of  VFni. 
Pallray  were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  Auditor's  Monthly  Exhibit  was  ordered  to 
I  e  placed  on  rile. 

The  report  from  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
that  the  subject  of  assigning  the  upper  story  of 
the  Appleton  street  Schooibouse  for  a  Drawing- 
school,  should  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Institutions  was  concurred  in. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  De- 
partment in  fivor  of  the  orders  for  the  purchase 
cf  the  Ober  estate,  on    Howard  street,  at  a  cost 


not  exceeding  $25,000,  as  a  site  for  a  house  for 
Engine  No.  4,  and  authorizing  a  loan  of  said 
amount  to  be  appropriated  therefor,  was  referred 
to  Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  in  concurrence. 

The  report  and  order  for  the  conveyance  to  the 
heirs  and  residuary  legatees  of  Beujamin  Goadara 
of  a  lot  in  Brookll'ne,  shown  ou  a  plan  made  by 
Henry  M.  Wightman,  of  the  15th  of  last  October, 
in  consideration  of  said  heirs  and  legatees  convey- 
ing to  the  city  two  parcels  of  laud  belonging  to 
their  estate,  and  shown  on  said  plan,was  amended 
in  concurrence,  viz. :  "And  that  the  Water  Board 
be  authorized  to  settle  with  the  heirs  and  legatees 
of  said  Goddard  in  the  manner  proposed  by  their 
attorney  to  the  Water  Board." 

The  amendment  to  >rder  to  contract  with  John 
Cavanagh,  or  the  next  lowest  bidder,  for  raising 
and  underpinning  such  buildings  as  said  commit- 
tee may  designate  in  section  16  of  said  district, 
viz:  strike  out  "or  the  next,"  was  concurr  d  in. 

The  following  orders  were  passed,  in  concur- 
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Report  and  order  for  the  sale  of  the  High  Street 
Place  schoolhouse. 

Order  for  Committee  on  Common,  etc.,  to  report 
on  expediency  of  improving  the  appearance  of 
Longwood  park. 

The  report  and  order  that  five  hundred  dollars 
be  paid  to  each  of  the  Assessors  during  the  pres- 
ent salary  year,  in  addition  to  the  amount  allowed 
by  the  Salary  bill,  were  considered. 

Alderman  Ricker  moved  to  amend  by  providing 
for  an  addition  to  the  pay  of  the  First  and  Second 
Assistant  Assessors,  $2  per  day  while  on  street 
service,  with  $100  additional  for  office  duty,  with 
a  pro  "ata  reduction  for  non-attendance. 

In  answer  to  Alderman  Gibson,  he  said  this 
would  give  them  respectively  #8  and  $7  per  day. 
If  the  pay  of  the  Principal  Assessors  was  to  be 
raised,  he  believed  that  of  the  assistants  should 
be  also,  for  their  labois  were  as  arduous,  and  the 
services  of  many  of  them  would  be  cheap  at  $10 
per  day. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  the  city  was 
paying  all  it  ought  to,  both  for  the  assistants  and 
for  the  permanent  assessors.  There  were  portions 
of  the  year  in  which  the  Principal  Assessors  had 
little  to  do,  and  he  would  have  the  salaries  all  re- 
main as  they  are. 

Alderman  Ricker  said  the  objections  were  the 
same  in  regard  to  other  salaries,  yet  nearly  all  of 
them  were  raised.  There  were  none  more  needed 
or  more  called  for  in  raising  than  those  of  the 
Assessors. 

The  amendment  was  lost  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Tne  order  for  Committee  on  the  Common,  etc., 
to  allow  the  Ninth  .New  York. Regiment  to  hold  re- 
ligious services  on  the  Common  on  the  18th  inst., 
was  taken  up. 

Alderman  Plumer  presented  the  petitions  of  S. 
H.  Walley  and  1160  others,  against  the  use  of  the 
Common  for  military  purposes  on  the  18th  inst. ; 
also,  the  petitions  of  a  Committee  of  the  Boston 
Preachers'  Meeting  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  against  the  use  of  the  Common  for  mili- 
tary purposes  on  that  day. 

The  signers  of  this  remonstrance  say  that  "they 
heartily  welcome  the  officers  and  men  of  this  reg- 
iment as  guests  in  our  city  and  at  our  churches, 
and  hope  that  its  proposed  visit  to  participate  in 
the  festivities  of  the  Seventeenth  of  June  will  not 
be  made  an  occasion  of  desecrating  the  Sabbath  of 
our  fathers.  We  believe  that  our  civil  as  well  as 
our  religious  liberties  are  jeopardized  by  the  grow- 
ing disregard  for  the  Lord's  Day,  and  that  the  in- 
fluence upon  the  young  of  witnessing  the  break- 
ing of  any  of  God's  laws  is  demoralizing." 

The  remonstrances  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Common,  and  the  order  was  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  part  of  this  Board. 

REPOKTS  OF    COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
on  the  petitions  of  Thos.  P.  Frost,  for  leave  to 
build  a  stable  on  Chandler  street,  near  Treinont 
street,  and  of  James  M.  Smith,  for  leave  to  build 
a  stable  on  Northampton  street,  reported  that 
leave  be  grantPd,  under  such  restrictions  as  the 
Chairman  and  Superintendent  of  Health  deem 
necessary  and  expedient. 

In  relation  to  the  first,  Alderman,  Little  said  that 
since  the  report  was  agreed  to  some  of  the  re- 
monstrants desired  to  be.  heard  before  the  whole 
Board.  He  accordingly  moved  to  lay  the  report 
on  the  table,  and  that  a  hearing  be  given   on  Mon- 
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day  next,  M4  o'clock.  The  motion  was  carriej 
In  the  ease  of  Smith,  the  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Little,  Iroui  the  Caminittee  on  (  om. 
man,  etc..  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
George  F.  Emery  and  S.  G.  Rogers  to  be  allowed 
to  remove  trees  irom  Lambert  avenue,  made  a  re- 
port, recommending  that  the  petitioners  he  au- 
thonzed  to  remove  such  trees  in  front  of  their 
estates  on  Lambert  avenue  as  the  superintendent 
of  Public  Grounds  may  designate.    Accepted. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses,  as  follows: 
Montgomery  Drum  Corps,  to  give  an  exhibition  at 
Mercantile  Hall,  Ju^e  12;  to  sundiy  peisons  for 
sale  of  second-hand  articles,  as  victuallers,  wagon 
licenses,  for  book  stand,  and  t,o  seven  newsboys 
and  two  boys  as  pedieis.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Plumer,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Fire  Department,  on  fhe  petition  of  F.ngine  Com- 
pany No.  9,  to  be  allowed  to  take  Relief  Kngine 
No.  5  to  Saco,  Me.,  on  the  14th  June  to  a  firemen's 
muster,  with  an  order  accompanying  the  petition, 
reported  that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass.  The 
report  was  accepted,  and  the  older  was  rejected. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Joint  standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  Sarah  A.  Warren  for  modification  of 
conditions  of  sale  of  estate  No.  629  Tremont  street, 
made  a  report,  that  naving  fully  considered  the 
same,  no  action  is  required.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  same  committee,  made 
a  report  on  petition  of  V.  H.  Peabody  and  others, 
for  a  change  of  agreements  for  land  sole"  on  New- 
bury street.  An  order  accompanying  the  report 
was  read  once. 

Alderman  kicker,  from  the  Committee  on  Bells 
and  Clocks,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Manson  &  Peterson  and  others,  that  a  clock  be 
placed  in  the  tower  of  the  new  Presbyterian 
church  at  the  corner  of  Meridian  and  London 
streets,  to  replace  the  one  destroyed  by  fire,  made 
a  report  recommending  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Commirtee  on  Bells  and 
Clocks  be  authorized  to  purchase  and  set  up  a 
public  clock  in  the  tower  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  on  the  corner  of  Meridian  and  London 
streets,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $700;  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Bells  and  Clocks. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

ADDITIONAL  LOAN   FOR  HANOVER   STREET. 

The  Committee  on  Streets  respectfully  report 
that  an  additional  loan  of  $225,000  will  be  required 
for  the  payment  of  unsettled  damages  occasioned 
by  the  widening  of  Hanover  street  between  Court 
and  Blackstone  streets;  the  loan  being  designated 
as  the  First  Hanover  Street  Loan. 

The.  loan  autuorized  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  resolve  for  widening  this  portion  of  Hano- 
ver street,  December  31,  1868,  was  $500,000.  The 
amount  of  damages  paid  from  this  loan  (including 
paving  the  street)  to  date,  is  $455,202  63;  leaving  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $44,797  37. 

1  here  yet  remain  unsettled  claims  on  this  por- 
tion ot  Hanover  street,  estimated  at  about 
$270,000.  Deducting  the  balance  on  hand 
(ft44,7'J7  37)  from  this  amount,  it  leaves  a  balance 
of  $225,202  63  to  be  provided  for  by  an  additional 
loan. 

$12,926  58  has  been  paid  from  this  loan  for  pav- 
ing, which  amount  was  not  included  in  the  esti- 
mate of  damages  at  the  time  the  street  was 
widened. 

lhe  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  making  an 
additional  loan  of  $225,000.

The  order  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

REPORT  ON  PRINTING. 

The  Committee  on  Printing  would  respectfully 
represent,  that  in  view  of  the  large  amount  of 
printing,  bindiug,  and  stationery  required  bv  the 


various  departments  of  the  City  Government,  it  is 
necessary,  as  a  measure  of  economy,  to  provide 
for  a  more  efficient  supervision  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  work  is  performed,  and  to  regulate  the 
expenditures  therefor. 

It  is  evident,  from  the  examination  which  the 
committee  have  recently  giveu  to  the  subject,  that 
the  present  want  of  system  not  only  causes  much 
unnecessary  expense  to  the  city,  but  that  it  in- 
volves delay  and  carelessness  in  the  performance 
of  the  work. 

The  total  exoenditures  for  printing,  binding  and 
stationery,  during  the  last  financial  year,  amount- 
ed to  something  over  $90,000.  Of  this  sum  about 
$03,000  were  paid  under  the  contract  for  printing, 
ana  $20,000were  expended  for  stationery  and  blank 
books,  purchased  mostly  at  retail  for  the  City 
Council  and  the  different  departments  of  the  City 
Government. 

The  accompanying  ordinance,  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a.  superintendent  of  Printing,  and 
defining  his  duties,  has  been  prepared  with  much 
care,  and  will,  in  the  opinion  oi  the  committee, 
make  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  expendi- 
tures of  this  department,  as  well  as  secure  greater 
efficiency  and  uniformity  in  its  operations. 

The  passage  of  the  ordiuance  is  respectfully  rec- 
ommended.

An  order  was  passed  for  the  abatement  of  nuis- 
ances in  Washington,  Beach,  North  Anderson 
streets,  rear  of  Pleasant  street,  Fifth  Street  place, 
and  Thatcher  avenue. 

Oil  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  grade  and  gravel  Beacon  street,  from 
Brookline  avenue  to  St.  Mary's  street,  and  fill  out 
the  sides  of  said  street  to  the  established  lines  of 
the  same,  and  repair  the  planks  and  fences,  at  an 
estimated  cos-t  of  $6500. 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  establish  the  revised 
grade  of  Atlantic  avenue,  between  Mercantile 
wharf  and  Long  wharf,  as  shown  on  plansand  pro- 
files marked  2  and  3  of  said  Atlantic  avenue, 
drawn  by  the  CPy  Surveyor,  dated  May  4, 1871,  aud 
deposited  in  the  office  of  said  City  Surveyor. 

In  explanation  of  the  order  Alderman  Pierce 
stated  that  it  had  Vieen  found  necessary  to  raise 
the  grade  six  or  seven  inches  for  a  distance  of  260 
feet. 

Ordered,  That  until  otherwise  ordered,  the  Com- 
missioners on  the  Sinking  Fund  be  authorized  to 
submit  their  semi-annual  reports  to  the  City 
Council  in  print. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  set  back  the  edgestones  and  pave  the 
roadwav  and  sidewalks  of  Dover  street  to  the  line 
of  widening  of  said  stieet,  between  Harrison  ave- 
nue and  Albany  street,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$45C0. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Woofley. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Fire 
Alarms,  under  the  direction  of  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  that  Department,  be  authorized  to 
purchase  and  olace  a  fire-alarm  bell  in  the  tower 
of  Kngine  House  No.  1,  South  Boston,  at  an  ex- 
pense not  exceeding  $1300;  the  same  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriations  for  Fire  Alarms. 

In  answer  to  an  inquiry  of  Alderman  Cutter,  it 
was  stated  that  the  nearest  alarm-bell  was  a  poor 
one,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  distant,  upon  pri- 
vate property,  to  be  removed  when  this  was  put 
up,  a  tower  having  been  erected  on  the  engine- 
house  for  this  bell. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Kicker, 

Ordered,  That  warrants  be  issued  for  the  meet- 
ings of  the  legal  voters  in  this  city  in  their  re- 
spective wards  on  Saturday,  1st  day  of  July  next, 
at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  then  and  there  to  give  in  their 
ballots  "Yes"  or  "No"  in  answer  to  the  question. 
"Shall  any  person  be  allowed  to  manufacture,  sell 
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or  keep  for  sale  ale,  porter,  strong  beer  or  lager 
liier  in  this  city?" 

The  polls  ti>  be  kept  open  until  4  o'clock  P.  M.

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CITY   OF    BOSTON. 

Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
JUNE  14,  1871. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was 
held  this  afternoon  at  1  o'clock,  Major  Gaston  pre- 
siding. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Com- 
mons and  Squares,  on  the  part  of  this  Hoard,  made 
a  report  as  lollows : 

That  having  lullv  considered  the  subject  of  the 
order  of  the  Common  Council  granting  permission 
to  the  Ninth  New  York  Regiment  to  hold  religious 
services  on  Boston  Common  on  the  lgthinst.,  they 
unanimously  report  that  the  order  ought  not  to 
pass. 

The  report,  was  accepted,  when  the  question 
recurred  upon  the  passage  of  the  order  in  concur- 
rence. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  as  this  was  not 
a  time  of  war,  the  miotic  looked  upon  such  mat- 
ters in  a  different  light.  During  the  time  of  war, 
himself  as  well  as  others  engaged  in  recruiting 
and  fighting  on  Sundays,  and  it  was  considered  all 
right.  Personally,  he  did  not  look  upon  it  as  any 
harm  to  grant  the  use  of  the  Common  for  religious 
services  to  a  military  organization  on  Sunday;  but 
as  he  understood  the  committee,  they  b.ad  not 
granted  the  use  of  the  Common  to  any  denomina- 
tion for  such  services  on  Sunday.  It  was  under- 
stood that  the  committee  of  trie  Ninth  Regi- 
ment, when  they  were  here,  were  perfectly  satisfied 
with  the  refusal  to  grant  the  use  ot  the  Common 
to  them  on  Sunday,  but  I.y  some  means  the 
Common  Council  had  passed  the  order  in  ques- 
tion by  a  laige  majority.  Ihe  country  owed  much 
to  the  volunteer  militia,  which  saved  the  country, 
and  he  did  not  desire  to  do  anything  to  discourage 
the  military. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  this  to  be  but 
a  reasonable  request,  and  he  could  not  suppose 
there  could  be  any  haim  done  by  allowing  this 
privilege.  This  would  not  interfere  with  any  one, 
or  disturb  them,  and  as  there  was  no  church  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  regiment,  there  coidd 
be  no  objections  to  allowing  the  regiment  to  hold 
religious  services  on  the  Common.  He  was  for  al- 
lowing people  of  every  religious  denomination  or 
faith  to  worship  in  any  way  which  best  suited 
them. 

Alderman  Little  said  in  explanation  that  the 
question  of  religious  denomination  did  not  come 
up  before  the  committee;  the  only  question  was 
whether  such  a  use  ot  the  Common  should  bo 
granted,  and  in  the  action  of  the  committee  they 
were  governed  by  the  consideration  that  such  a 
use  of  the  Common  had  never  been  granted  to  any 
military  organization  of  our  own  citizens,  or  of 
any  other  place.  In  this  action  they  believed  they 
were  sustained  not  only  by  our  own  citizens,  but 
by  the  volunteer  militia.  Although  not  military 
men,  the  committee  had  as  much  regard  for  the 
volunteer  militia  as  the  Alderman  who  had  been 
in  service. 

The  colonel  of  one  of  the  regiments  which  wis 
to  act  as  an  escort,  when  he  came  with  the  request 
for  the  use  of  the  Common,  upou  being  told  that 
the  committee  were  opposed  to  granting  the  use  of 
the  Common  on  Sunday,  said  he  was  glad  of  it,  and 
he  was  sure  he  spoke  for  nine-tenths  of  the  volun- 
teer militia  in  that  matter.  It  was  not  wanr  of  re- 
gard or  respect  for  the  volunteer  militia,  but 
objection  was  made  that  It  was  not  so  much  for 
the  holding  of  religious  services  as  it  was  tbatit 
would  make  a  sort  of  Fourth  of  July  of  the  day, 
in  n  parade  and  display. 

The  granting  of  the  request  would  draw  to- 
gether 20,000  people,  and  it  is  not  to  be  supposed 
more  than  200  oi  300  would  take  any  interest  in 
religious  services.  Such  a  gathering  would  re- 
quire not  a  few  officers  but  the  whole  police  for 
the  preservation  of  order.  Had  the  request  been 
for  the  use  of  Faneuil  Hall  it  would  readily  have 
been  granted,  and  the  committee  would  not  have 
objected  to  have  hire.!  Music  Hall  and  paid  for  it 
out  of  their  own  pockets.  Without  having  any 
war  record  the  committee  were  satisfied  that  they 


have  now  the  approval  of  50  out  of  loo  of  the  vol- 
unteer militia,  and  when  it  is  over  0!)  out  of  100 
will  say  tnat  they  have  done  well  in  recommend- 
ing the  refusal. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  in  regard  to  precedent  it 
was  of  no  consequence;  the  question  really  was 
whether  It  was  just  and  right.  As  to  Hiring  a 
hall,  the  regiment  had  not  asked  for  that.  Boston 
Common  was  a  public  place  and  there  could  be  no 
objection  to  holding  a  meeting  there  so  long  as 
they  did  not  disturb  other-.  He  did  not  believe 
that  the  city  of  Boston  was  so  corrupt  as  to  require 
the  whole  police  force  to  keep  order.  The  regi- 
ment would  parade,  and  it  would  be  followed 
about  anywav,  and  in  the  streets  there  would  he 
more  need  of  a  police  force  than  on  the  Common. 
Alderman  Plumer  sa'.d  he  presented  the  remon- 
strances against  the  use  of  the  Common  for  relig- 
ious services  by  ttiis  regiment,  and  the  chaiiman 
of  the  committee  had  stated  the  reasons  of  the 
committee  against  granting  the  request  in  a  very 
full  manner.  He  objected  to  the  remarks  of  the 
alderman  on  his  left  (Alderman  Cowdin),  that  there 
were  not  church  accommodations  for  the  poor,  lor 
he  knew  that  the  poor  were  cordially  welcomed  in 
the  churches  of  the  city.  In  regard  to  church 
accommodations  for  this  regiment,  he  did  not 
doubt  that  thev  would  gladly  be  provided  for  in 
the  churches  of  this  city;  and  while  he  was  not  a 
member  of  a  standing  committee  of  a  church,  he 
had  no  doubt,  as  a  member  af  the  Old  South  Church, 
that  every  means  would  be  taken  to  provide  ac- 
commodations for  the  regiment  in  that  chmch. 

Should  this  request  be  granted,  it  would  be  to 
make  a  complete  saturnalia  of  the  day.  He 
thought  that  it  would  take  all  the  police  force  of 
the  city  to  keep  the  peace,  for  all  of  the  worst 
class  of  people  would  be  drawn  to  the  Common. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  was  a  large  nunibei 
of  the  tax -payers  of  the  city  who  favored  granting 
this  request,  and  he  did  not  doubt  that  sixty  per 
cent,  of  the  citizens  would  favor  it.  It  would  not 
cost  a  dollar,  and  there  woulc  not  be  so  likely  to 
be  any  noise  and  disturbance  if  they  were  allowed 
to  occupy  the  Common  as  there  would  in  parading 
the  streets. 

Alderman  Plumer  inquired  if  the  Alderman 
doubted  there  would  be  a  dress  parade? 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  that  he  was  not  to  as- 
sume that  there  would  be. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  in  the  interview 
with  the  eommiitee  of  the  regiment,  after  they 
had  been  infoimed  of  the  views  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Common,  they  expressed  themselves  as  sat- 
isfied, as  their  object  was  to  get  the  men  into  line 
before  leaving  the  city,  which  thej  could  better 
do  on  the  Common  than  elsewhere.  They  were 
assured  that  every  courtesy  would  be  extended  to 
them  on  Saturday  and  Saturday  night  at  their  con- 
cert, both  by  the  committee  and  the  Chief  of  Po- 
lice; that  the  Common  had  never  been  used  for 
military  purposes  on  Sunday,  and  to  this  they  re- 
plied that  Colonel  Fisk  would  be  satisfied.  As  the 
Common  had  never  been  granted  to  any  of  our 
regiments  for  such  a  purpi  se,  it  could  hardly  he 
asked  for  by  regiments  from  abroad. 

Alaerman  Gibson  regarded  this  as  entirely  dif- 
ferent from  the  use  ot  the  Common  bv  our  regi- 
ments. This  regiment  was  composed  nf  a  large 
body  of  merchants,  who  came  here  as  strangers, 
and' desiring  a  place  for  religious  services,  as  they 
could  not  be  accommodated  in  any  church,  the 
request  should  be  granted.  The  Common  was  the 
proper  place,  and  i;  could  not  be  expected  that  the 
men  could  be  shut  up.  Wherever  they  might  go, 
tbey  would  be  folio. veil.  It  could  uot  be  said  that 
the  people  would  be  drawn  out  to  see  Jim  Fisk, 
for  most  people  knew  him,  and  the  Common  was 
fenced  in,  and  thev  could  be  put  there  and  locked 
in,  and  there  would  be  less  noise  there  than  if  the 
regiment  was  on  the  street. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  did  not  doubt  that  the 
gentlemen  composing  the  regiment  would  gladly 
conform  to  the  wishes  and  feelings  of  the  people 
wherever  they  proposed  to  visit.  In  fact  he  did 
not  doubt  that  it  would  tie  considered  better  for 
them  to  go  quietly  to  church  and  they  could  di- 
vide themselves  round  to  suit  their  conveniences. 
Such  accommodations  would  reidily  be  afforded. 
Alderman  Ccwdin  remarked  he  had  thought  of 
a  precedent.  Twenty-rive  years  ago  he  said  he 
was  commander  of  a  military  company  that  buried 
a  companion  "under  arms"  "on  Sunday,  a  Chris- 
tian man  and  a  teacher  in  a  Baptist  Sunday  school, 
and  that  the  act  was  made  the  subject  of  a  great 
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howl  in  some  of  the  neswspapers  the  next  day- 
He  said  he  thought  then— "Thou  hypocrite,"  and 
was  reminded  of  some  men  who  would  go  to 
church  on  sunday  aud  go  in  to  their  counting- 
rooms  the  next  day  and  rob  their  neighbors.  How- 
ever, he  did  not  see  any  harm  in  this  regiment  go- 
ing on  to  Boston  Common.  Jim  Fisk  was  a  sharp 
financier  and  had  pinched  somebody  in  Boston, 
and  they  didn't  like  it.  He  shouldn't  if  he  was 
pinched.  Although  he  was  in  favor  of  Sunday  ob- 
servances, he  objected  to  anything  like  hypocrisy, 
believing  in  freedom  of  opinion  and  peiforming 
good  works  not  l°ss  than  in  professions.  So  far 
as  related  to  church  accommodations  for  the  poor, 
he  knew  that  in  many  churches  they  were  not  wel- 
comed. 

Alderman  Jenkins  called  for  the  question,  lest 
he  should  be  led  to  give  his  opinions  on  moral  and 
religious  questions. 

Aldermau  Pierce  said  he  concurred  very  fully 
in  the  views  of  the  committee,  and  throwing  asi«<e 
religious  views  of  the  matter,  the  use  of  the  Com- 
mon had  been  granted  to  that  regiment  for  Satur- 
day, and  there  was  no  reason  why  the  usual  qui- 
etude of  the  Sunday,  which  was  so  universally  ob- 
served in  f,he  city'and  throughout  the  country, 
should  be  interrupted.  The  Sunday  of  the  French 
was  different  from  that  observed  by  the  people  of 
this  country,  and  it  may  be  that  the  commander 
of  this  regiment  desires  to  introduce  thej  Sunday 
of  the  French  by  militaiy  displays. 

With  most  of  the  persons  who  had  made  objec- 
tion to  the  use  of  the  Common,  the  objection  was 
not  from  the  class  who  were  strictly  religious, but 
on  account  of  the  quiet  which  would  be  interrupt- 
ed. There  could  not  be  any  doubt  that  the  princi- 
pal object  would  be  a  parade,  which  would  attract 
great  crowds  of  people. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  had  been  assumed  by 
all  the  gentlemen  who  had  spoken,  that  the  de- 
sign was  to  have  a  parade.  The  request  was  to 
have  the  use  of  the  Common  for  religious  servi- 
ces, and  he  couln  not  see  any  objection  to  allow- 
ing them  to  hold  services  in  their  own  way.  So 
long  as  it  did  not  interfere  with  the  liberty  of 
others,  he  could  see  no  objection  to  granting  their 
request;  and,  as  he  said  before,  there  would  be 
more  quiet  in  such  an  observance  than  in  parad- 
ing about  the  streets,  for  there  could  not  be  pre- 
vention of  their  going  into  the  streets. 


Alderman  Pierce  questioned  whether  the  prin- 
cipal object  either  of  the  colonel  of  the  regiment 
or  of  the  merchants  composing  it,  in  going  upon 
the  Common,  was  for  the  purpose  of  religious  ser- 
vices. If  it  was  not  for  the  parade  which  would 
take  place  it  was  doubtful  whether  they  would  go 
there.  In  all  military  organizations  there  is  a  de- 
sire for  parade  and  display,  as  was  his  experience 
when  a  member  of  a  military  organization.  In 
what  he  had  to  say  he  had  avoided  the  moral  or 
religious  considerations  of  the  matter. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  be  was  in  favor  of  allow- 
ing people  to  have  their  own  way  so  long  as  they 
did  not  interfere  with  his  liberty,  or  with  that  of 
others. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  the  action  of  the  com- 
mittee would  commend  itself  to  every  lover  of 
good  order  and  decency,  without  any  other  con- 
sideration. As  strictly  othodox  as  he  was  known 
to  be  in  sentiment,  as  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Commou,  he  would  oppose  any  and  all  gath- 
erings there  for  religious  services,  and  he  desired 
this  regiment  should  be  treated  the  same  as  other 
citizens  of  Boston. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  not  in  favor  of 
Sunday  parades  except  from  necessity,  hut  in  this 
case  he  could  see  no  objection  to  granting  the  re- 
quest. 

The  question  was  taken  on  concurrence  in  pass- 
ing the  order,  which  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  4  to  8, 
as  follows: 

Yeas— Aldermen  Cowdin.  Gibson,  White,  Wool- 
ley. 

Nays — Aldermen  Cutter,  Jenkins,  Little,  Pierce, 
Plumer,  Pope,  Kicker,  and  Talbot. 

ORDER    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  notify  the  owners  and  abutters  on 
Plympton  street  to  remove  within  six  days  all 
obstructions  of  whatsoever  kind  placed  by  them 
in  said  street,  and  in  default  thereof  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  is  hereby  directed  to  remove 
said  obstructions  at  the  expense  of  the  owners 
thereof.

Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council, 
JUNE  15,  1871. 


The  regular  weeklv  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  8  o'clock.  The

The  petitions  of  Eli  Fernald,  G.  C.  Brownell  and 
others,  ai.d  of  Timothy  Keiley,  were  referred,  in 
concurrence. 

The  petition  of  a  committee  of  the  Boston

Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15  stated  that  as  there 
was  a  report  and  order  it  was  to  be  presumed  that 
it  came  from  the  Committee  on  Claims. 

Mr.  Brooks  replied  that  as  the  amendment  was 
new,  it  was  a  reason  sufficient  for  a  reference  to 
the  Committee  on  Claims. 
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Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  It  said  he  had  the  im- 
pression that  the  whole  subject  had  been  before 
the  Committee  on  Claims,  with  the  bills  included 
in  the  amendment.

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  objected  to  the  proposed 
method  of  providing  the  means  by  a  l«an,  when  it 
could  be  obtained  in  another  wayi  by  the  disposal 
of  securities  in  the  treasury.  Such  a  way  of  do- 
ing business  would  not  be  adopted  by  a  merchant, 
and  the  City  ought  not  to  do  so.  As  a  member  of 
a  committee  to  examine  the  securities  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer,  he  found  that  he  held  city 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $8,000,000,  and  on  this,  he 
naid  to  himself  $900,000  in  interest.  It  was  like 
taking  it  out  of  one  pocket  and  putting  it  into  an- 
other. Instead  of  borrowing  the  money,  the  city 
should  sell  some  of  the  bonds  held  for  the  Sinking 
Fund,  for  the  payment  of  debts  a  long  time  here- 
after. There  was  nothing  to  prevent  the  Treasur- 
er, if  so  disposed,  from  runniug  oft'  with  these 
$8,000,000  in  bonds. 

Mr.  Stone  moved  as  an  amendment,  to  test  the 
que«tiwn,  to  strike  out  the  words  "to  borrow,"  and 
insert  "to  sell  sufficient  of  the  bonds  now  in  the 
Sinking  Fund." 

The  amendment  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  four  to 
thirty,  when  the  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of 
forty-seven  yeas  to  three  nays,  the  nays  being  Mc- 
Devilt,  W.  J.  Smith  and  Stone.

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  to  take  from 
the  table  the  order  concerning  the  celebration  of 
tha  one  hundredth  auniversary  of  American  Inde- 
pendence.

of  Boston,  makes  it  fitting  that  the  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton should  heartily  unite  in  this  great  natior.al 
festival,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  Messrs.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11, 
Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  and  Burt  of  Ward  16,  with 
such  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  join,  be  a 
committee  to  confer  with  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed under  said  act  of  Congress,  and  with  the 
municipal  authorities  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
as  to  the  proposed  plans  for  the  said  celebration, 
and  the  part  to  be  taken  therein  by  the  city  of

essary to  preserve  order  during  their  stay  in  our 
city.  ' 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6,  the  order 
was  indefinitely  postponed  by  a  vote  of  22  to  8. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  called  for  a  repjrt  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Public  Library,  on  the  subject 
of  branch  libraries.  The  subject,  he  said,  was  re- 
ferred to  thein  five  or  six  weeks;  ago  and  nothing 
had  been  heard  Iron  the  committee. 

Mr.  Ayer  ot  Ward  14  stated  that  the  subject  of  a 
branch  library  at  South  Boston  was  referred  to 
the  Trustees,  but  the  committee  had  not  learned 
of  any  action  taken  by  tnem. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Woods,  further  ti-ue  was  grant- 
ed to  the  committee  in  which  to  make  a  leport.

The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen  was  held  this  afternoon  at  4  o'clock,  Major 
G;  eton  i  residing. 

JURORS  DRAWN. 

Twenty-two  grand  jurors  were  drawn  lor  the 
.Superior  Court  lor  criminal  business. 

APPOINTMENTS   MADE  AJiD  CONFIRMED. 

Measurer  of  Wood— Kobert  Vose. 

Weigher  of  Coal— George  H.  Hosea. 

Special  Police  Officers  without  pay—  John  Cottle, 
for  duty  at  Harrison  square;  JpmesMcCaitney,  for 
Washington  Building. 

Police  Officer— George  F.  Phillips. 

Alderman  Kicker  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules,  that  the  nomination  be  acted  upon  at  onci  . 

Alderman  Pope  objected,  expressing  the  hope 
thai,  the  nomination  would  take  the  usual  course 
ol"  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Police. 

The  motion  fur  suspension  of  the  rules  was 
carried,  by  a  vote  ol  8  t<>  3. 

Alderman  Pope  said  he  leared  all  the  members 
of  the  Boaid  did  not  understand  this  man.  He 
was  before  the  Committee  on  Police  last  year, 
and  from  what  he  learned  of  his  character,  he 
could  not  vote  for  hun.  Kathei  than  have  such  a 
man  in  his  neighborhood  he  would  prefer  to  be 
■without  an  officer,  and  in  fact  would  rather  have 
the  Police  Department  disbanded  than  such  an 
officer  on  the  force. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  that,  as  be  understood  it, 
the  man  had  committed  one  sin,  for  which  he  had 
sincerely  repented,  and  there  was  no  reason  why 
the  nomination  should  be  rejected.  He  was  badly 
mixed  up  with  a  State  Constable  affair,  and  there 
were  many  things  connected  with  that  force 
which  were  not  very  commendable. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  would  not  condemn  a 
man  for  one  sin,  but  he  had  heard  reports  which 
gave  him  unfavorable  impressions  ol  this  man's 
character,  and  there  could  be  no  occasion  for  hascy 
action  in  a  case  where  a  man  was  under  a  cloud  as 
to  his  conduct. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  knew  but  little  of  the 
man,  and  lhat  was  not  favorable  to  him.  He  had 
no  feeling  in  the  matter,  but  on  an  investigation 
last  year  it  appeared  that  he  had  been  engaged 
in  a  very  disreputable  transaction. 

Alderman  Kicker  stated  that  the  charges  against 
Phillips  were  heard  and  investigated,  and  there 
appeared  to  be  but  one  thing  against  him,  for 
which  he  apologized. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  offence  principally 
was  in  carrying  to  a  printing  office  pieces  whim 
weie  written  by  another  peison.  There  was  an  in- 
vestigation relative  to  a  police  officer  engaged  in 
the  same  affair,  and  he  was  put  back  on  the  force, 
and  he  could  not  see  why  this  man  should  be  con- 
demned and  the  other  not.  He  had  expressed 
sorrow  for  what  he  had  done. 

Alderman  Pope  said  the  Committee  on  Police 
suspended  thirty  officers  last  year,  and  they  all 
said  they  wore  sorry  and  would  not  do  so  again, 
but  they  could  not  be  trusted.  Their  offence  of 
drunkenness  was  small  compared  with  thatof  this 
man. 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  that  the  men  who 
were  suspended  were  warned  beforehand  what 
would  be  the  result  of  an  offence  of  drunkenness, 
but  this  man  was  not,  not  being  on  the  force. 

Alderman  Pope  further  said  that  if  he  was  not 
warned,  the  committee  had  been  warned  of  him. 

The  nomination  was  confirmed  by  a  vote  of  9  to 
3,  as  follows:

The  nominations  were  confirmed. 

Alderman  Gibson  subsequently  made  an  inquiry 
whether  the  above  nominations  settled  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  number  of  Sealers  of  Weights  and 
Measures  for  the  present  year. 

The  Mayor  stated  that  the  language  of  the  com- 
munication in  making  the  nominations  was  ex- 
pressed to  that  end,  so  that  there  should  be  no 
uoubt  as  to  the  number  to  be  anpointe  1,  but  fur- 
ther action  of  the  Board  might  oe  taken  to  make 
the  matter  more  certain.

The  question  being  on  reference  of  the  above  pe- 
tition .to  the  Committee  on  Assessors'  Department, 
AlUeroian  Plumer  objected,  believing  that  the 
Board  could  as  well  act  upon  the  question  without 
reference  to  the  committee.  There  might,  be  in- 
stances in  which  the  services  of  the  Assistant  As- 
sessors were  worth  more  than  the  pay  they  get,  but 
he  believed  as  a  general  thing  they  were  paid 
enough.  The  Principal  Assessors  are  made  re- 
sponsi  ble  for  the  incompetency  of  any  of  the  As- 
sistant Assessors,  and  with  the  pressure  to  obtain 
these  places  he  did  not  deem  it  advisible  to  in- 
crease the  pay.  It  was  his  opinion  that  the  whole 
Miatter  of  the  election  of  Assistant  Assessor* 
should  be  revised. 

Alderman  Woolley  differed  with  the  Alderman 
in  relation  to  responsibility  his  impression  being 
that  the  Assistant  Assessors,  and  not  the  Principal 
Assessors,  were  held  responsible  for  erroneous  as- 
sessments, and  when  a  citizen  goes  to  the  office 
to  make  complaint,  he  is  turned  over  to  the  As- 
sistant Assessor.  On  the  question  of  raising  other 
salaries,  it  was  contended  that  the  salaries 
should  be  high  enough  to  secure  the  most  compe- 
tent men,  and  this  office  was  of  no  less  importance 
th. in  any  other.  The  argument  that  there  were 
plenty  of  men  willing  to  till  these  offices  could 
apply  to  any  department  of  the  Government  He 
believed  the  city  had  as  good  assessors  as  could 
be  found  anywhere,  and  when  the  salaries  of  other 
officers  are  increased  these  should  be. 

Alderman  eiumer  repeated  that  the  Principal 
Assessors  are  held  responsible  for  the  errors  of 
the  assistants,  and  they  should  have  some  voice  in 
the  selection  of  the  assistants.  The  Assistant  As- 
sessors were  elected  with  the  understanding  what 
their  pay  should  be,  and  considering. the  pressure 
for  the  office  he  believed  they  were  paid  all  they 
were  worth  except  in  a  few  cases. 

The  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Assessors'  Department.

LHere  follows  the  acrion  of  the  Citv  Council  in 
the  passage  of  the  orders  relating  to  branch  libra- 
ries, in  a  ^eterence  of  the  subject  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library.] 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  May  24  r  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  whole 
subject  of  branch  libraries. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  June  16,  the  special 
committee  appointed  to  consider  the  communica- 
tion from  the  City  Council  relative  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  branches, presented  the  following 
report:  ,e 

The  special  committee  of  the  Trustees,  to  wo 'm 
was  reterred  the  communication  from  the  Cily 
Council  of  the  8th  ult.,  desiring  a  consideration  of 
the  expediency  of  establishing  branch  libraries  in 
South  Boston  and  Roxbury,  respectfully  report: 

That  in  their  judgment  it  is  expedient  to  estab- 
lish branches  of  the  I'ublic  Librarv  in  both  of 
those  districts  of  the  city. 

That  the  expeiience  obtained  from  the  formation 
of  the  East  Boston  Branch  indicates  that  it  is  im- 
practicable without  interference  with  the  impor- 
tant interests  of  the  Central  Library  to  organize 
and  put  into  operation  more  than  one  blanch  dur- 
ing a  year. 


That  at  the  time  of  the  annual  appropriation,  to 
which  period  the  Trustees  are  limited  by  the  ordi- 
nance governing  the  Public  Library,  they  will  be 
prepared  to  make  a  specific  recommendation  to  the 
City  Council  of  the  one  of  these  two  portions  of 
the'  city  possessing,  in  their  opinion,  the  strongest 
claim  for  the  earliest  formation  of  a  branch  libra- 
ry. 

Respectfully  submitted,  and  signed  by  Messrs. 
Greenougb,  Lewis,  Little  and  Dickinson  of  the 
committee.

Aldcriran  Cutter  opposed  the  amendment,  stating 
that  as  there  were  hut  twelve  to  fifteen  houses  in 
c><.uto  Boston  to  receiva  the  benefit  of  this  appro- 
priation, it  would  be  an  expenditure  of  $2000  to 
each,  which  he  believed  to  be  an  extraordinary 
expenditure  for  private  individuals  out  of  the 
city  treasury. 

.\:dem>an  Pierce  stated  that  he  understood 
there  were  many  houses  at  South  .Boston  which 
iei  eiveu  the  water  only  in  their  basements,  and  it 
was  necessary  that  this  amendment  should  pa-s 
in  order  that  tiny  may  have  the  full  benefit  of  the 
I  oehituate.  The  people  of  South  Boston  upon  the 
high  land  were  entitled  to  the  water. 

Alderman  Cutter  inquired  if  the  Alderman  knew 
bow  many  of  the3e  houses  were  so  lmperlectly 
supplied  with  water. 

Alderman  I'ierce  replied  that  there  were  about 
iifiy  nouses,  some  not  supplied  at  all,  and  others 
only  a  portion  jf  the  house  being  supplied.  It 
would  lie  a  serious  injury  to  the  unoccupied  terri- 
tory of  South  Boston,  if  this  suoply  of  high  service 
water  was  not  made. 

Alderman  Gibson  expressed  the  belief  that  the 
water  would  of  necessity  flow  to  the.  second  stories 
of  the  houses. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  had  made  inquiries  of 
members  of  the  Water  B-iard,  and  learned  that 
they  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  existed  for  the 
amendment  passing. 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  the  pipes  were  of 
the  necessary  capacity  to  bear  the  proposed  pres- 
sure. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  the  pipes  were 
laid  from  Glover's  Corner  with  express  reference 
to  that  important  element  in  supply  of  water  at 
high  service. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  be  did  not  understand 
that  the  *Vater  Board  recommended  this  amend- 
ment for  an  additional  supply  of  water  at  South 
Boston,  but  got  a  different  impression  iu  conver- 
sation with  members  of  the  Board.  There  were 
some  fifteen  or  twenty  bouses  in  which  the  water 
did  not  enter  the  second  story,  while  there  were  on 
t  e  bill  here,  until  last  year.'riftv  to  one  hundred 
houses  in  which  the  water  did  not  go  above  the 
first  story.  If  this  was  to  be  acted  upon,  tbey 
should  first  know  how  great  the  necessity  thefe 
was  for  it. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  it  appeared,  then,  that  a 
majority  of  the  Water  Board  did  not  recommend 
the  appropriation,  and  that  it  was  for  the  benefit 
of  a  few  individuals  at  South  Boston.  He  was 
willing  to  go  for  anything  reasonable,  but  could 
not  vote  money  out  of  the  treasury  for  such  a 
purpose. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  there  was  a  division  of 
sentiment  among  the  members  of  the  Board,  and 
while  the v  did  not  ask  for  the  additional  appro- 
priation, some  of  them  were  in  favor  of  it. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  they  should 
ascertain  first  whether  the  pipes  were  sufficient  to 
bear  the  pressure,  and  hoped  the  order  would  be 
laid  over  one  week. 

Alderman  fierce  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Committee  en  Water  on  the  part  of  this  Board. 
Carried.

order  for  Committee  on  Water  to  consider  the 
subject  of  providing  a  drinking-fountain  in  Seol- 
lay  square. 

Older  to  pay  Kachel  Jones  $4800,  for  estate  No.  2 
Village  place. 

The  requests  from  the  School  Committee  for  gas 
and  wafer-clos ets  in  the  Old  Franklin  Schoolhouse ; 
for  cases  for  botanical,  mineralogical  and  zoologi- 
cal specimens,  iu  the  Normal  School;  for  addi- 
tional schooli  ooms  in  the  Stoughton  Schoolhouse  ; 
and  for  a  new  grammar  school  6ite  in  or  near  M 
and  Sixth  streets,  were  refeired  to  the  Committee 
on  Public  Instruction,  in  concurrence. 

A  preamble  and  order  appointing  Messrs.  Dick- 
inson,Vannevar  and  Burt,  with  such  as  this  Board 
in  iv  join,  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  authori- 
ties' of  Philadelphia  in  relation  to  the  centennial 
celebration  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence; 
and  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  call  a  public  meet- 
ing of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  at  Faneuil  Hall,  in 
further  consideration  of  this  subject  (see  City 
Doc.  No.  52)  were  adopted,  in  concurrence. 

IIHAHINIi     ON     THE     PROPOSED      ERECTION     OF     A 
STABLE   IN   CHANDLER  STREET. 

T he  special  assignment,  the  hearing  on  petition 
ol  Thomas  P.  Frost  for  leave  to  erect  a  brick  sta- 


ble for  130  horses,  on  Chandler  street,  near  Tre- 
niont  street,  was  taken  up. 

W.  A.  Smith  appeared  as  one  of  the  petitioners, 
stating  that  tne  lot  of  laud  was  procured  for  ibe 
purpose  of  the  erection  of  a  boarding  and  hack 
stable.  It  was  proposed  to  build  a  brick  stable, 
four  stories,  with  a  slated  roof;  not  such  a  stable 
as  had  been  represented  by  remonstrants,  or  in  a 
circular  which  had  been  distributed,  tbatir.  would 
be  a  nuisanc?.  It  was  designed  to  build  the  be  -t 
stable  in  Boston,  ana  this  statement  was  made  to 
the  committee.  The  committee  were  informed 
that  no  entrance  was  to  be  made  on  Chandler 
street  except  for  the  office,  the  entiance  to  the 
stable  to  be  on  Chapman  street  ana  another  nar- 
row street.  Mr.  Gardner,  from  whom  the  land  wae 
purchased  and  who  owned  land  adjoining,  did  not 
object  to  the  erection  of  the  stable. 

in  answer  to  a  question  by  H.  D.  Hyde,  counsel 
for  remonstrants,  Mr.  Smith  stated  that  the  pur- 
chase of  the  land  was  conditioned  upon  leave  be- 
ing obtained  upon  which  to  er<  ct  a  stable. 

Mr.  Hyde,  for  remonstrants,  made  a  statement 
of  the  location,  representing  that  the  works  of 
Paul  &  Co.  on  Tremont  street  would  shortly  be 
removed,  giving  place  probably  to  dwelling- 
houses.  These  works  had  been  an  obstruction  to 
the  travel  on  Tremont  street,  and  on  Chandler 
street  one  side  is  constantly  obstructed  by  teams 
in  front  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Hailroad  eievator. 
To  place  the  stable  where  it  is  proposed  will  ob- 
struct the  travel  or  the  other  side  of  the  triangu- 
lar piece  of  laud,  not  only  making  it  inconvenient 
for  the  large  foot  travel  in  that  vicinity,  but  bring- 
ing probably  other  objectionable  buildings  into 
the  neighborhood,  and  depreciating  the  value  of 
the  property  there.  With  this  statement  he  called 
several  of  the  remonstrants  to  give  their  views  on 
the  subject. 

Nathan  .Matthews  expressed  surprise  at  the  pro- 
posed permission  to  be  granted  to  the  petitioners 
for  a  stable.  As  a  dealer  in  real  estate,  he  had 
had  many  applications  for  land  for  stables  in  that 
section  of  the  city,  and  although  he  could  have 
got  more  money  foi  it,  he  declined  doing  so.  He 
did  not  doubt  that  Mr.  Gardner  could  get  more 
money  for  the  land  for  stables,  and  would  sell  all 
he  owned  in  that  vicinity  for  that  purpose.  Ke- 
cently  he  had  hitrself  sold  from  §150,000  to  » 200,000 
worth  of  land  this  side  of  Dartmouth  street,  on 
which  a  tax  of  not  less  than  $1,000,000  would  be 
obtained  within  a  year  from  dwelling-houses 
which  would  be  erected,  and  which  must  be  in- 
jured if  this  stable  should  be  erected.  In  his 
opinion  the  injury  would  be  from  $100,000  to 
$500,000  to  the  property  in  that  vicinity. 

Charles  W.  Slack  with  A.  A.  Burage  appeared 
for  the  Twenty-eight  Congregational  Society, 
which  was  to  erect  the  largest  building  in  the 
neighborhood,  to  cost  $75,000,  and  to  be  put  up 
during  the  coming  year.  They  were  unanimous  in 
their  opposition  to  the  erection  of  this  stable,  par- 
ticularly on  account  of  obstruction  which  it 
would  make  to  Chandler  street.  With  no  special 
objection  to  stables,  as  such,  he  hoped  that  some 
other  place  <--ouId  be  found  for  I  his  stable. 

Samuel  Stubbs.  who  had  purchased  land  for  the 
erection  of  dwelling-houses,  and  was  to  put  up 
eleven,  said  he  should  consider  his  land  to  be 
worth  onerthird  less  with  a  stable  in  the  vicinity. 
So  great  would  be  the  obstruction  to  Chandler 
street,  one  side  constantly  obstructed  to  foot  trav- 
el, and  this  contributing  to  obstruct  the  other 
side,  that  the  street  might  as  well  be  fenced  up. 

Mr.  Seabury,  residing  at  84  Chandler  street,  slat- 
ed tbat  there  was  a  large  amount  of  travel  through 
Chandler  street,  and  with  an  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent obstructions,  by  a  stable,  it  would  create  a 
nuisance.  His  experience  in  living  near  stables 
had  been  that  the  travel  would  be  much  obstructed 
with  hacks  and  carriages  in  the  street. 

Stillman  B.  Allen,  for  the  Berkeley  Street  Con- 
gregational Society,  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Dr.  Blaikie,  and  for  Mr.  Stillings,  made  objections 
on  their  part.  Not  only  these  churches,  but  the 
Clarendon  Street  Church  and  a  fourth  soon  to  be 
erected  would  be  discommoded  by  the  stable. 
The  Berkeley  Street  Society  bad  been  discommoded 
by  the  noise  of  the  stables  in  the  vicinity,  which 
they  expected  would  soon  be  removed;  and  they 
booed  to  escape  anv  additional  buildings,  which 
would  be  objectionable  on  account  of  noise,  the 
disagreeable  odor,  the  obstructions  of  the  street-, 
and  the  bad  effect  upon  children  in  passing  to  and 
from  the  Sabbath  school. 
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Mr.  Allen  said  it  was  to  be  presumed  tbat  the 
erection  of  the  stable  was  to  be  a  benefit  to  some- 
body who  would  make  money  by  it,  but  to  do  this 
they  had  no  right  to  discommode  all  who  lived  in 
the  vicinity  and  cause  a  heavy  depreciation  of 
property.  Chandler  street  and  its  vicinity  was  ore 
of  the  most  beauriful  locations  in  Boston,  buc  if 
built  up  with  stables  the  property  about  it  would 
suffer  and  a  poorer  and  cheaper  class  of  houses 
would  be  built  up.  There  were  some  200  lots  of 
land  which  would  be  depreciated  from  $500  to 
$1000  each  should  a  stable  oe  erected  there. 

Kev.  Dr.  Blaikie  read  a  written  remonstrance 
against  the  erection  of  the  proposed  stable,  as  an 
annoyance  by  the  noise,  effluvia,  obstruction  of 
Chandler  street,  and  a  means  of  depreciation  of 
the  property  in  the  vicinity. 

Edward  U.  Tileston,  a  tenant  on  Chandler  street, 
objected  to  the  obstruction  of  the  street,  by  a  sta- 
ble, and  complained  that  there  were  already  too 
many  nuisances  in  that  vicinity. 

Charles  J.  Fox, builder  anu  dealer  In  real  estate, 
stated  that  be  had  erected  many  dwelling-bouses 
in  tbat  vicinity,  of  the  value  of  from  $14,000  to 
$17,000,  and  this  property  he  believed  would  te 
depreciated  in  value  by  the  erection  of  a  stable. 
The  street  was  an  important  one  in  travel  to 
Coluinous  avenue,  and  this  travel  and  the  foot 
travel  would  be  much  discommoded  by  the  further 
obstruction  of  the  street. 

Joseph  F.  I'aul  stated  that  it  was  his  design  to 
remove  his  works  from  Tremont  street  within  two 
years,  and  while  he  had  suffered  much  opposition 
on  account  of  his  place  being  called  a  nuisance, 
when  he  went  there  there  was  nobody  near  him. 
Hediu  not  object  to  the  erection  of  this  stable 
because  it  would  iw jure  him  pecuniarily,  tor  should 
this  petition  be  granted,  his  land  would  be  tor  sale 
for  stables,  and  he  could  get  a  dollar  a  foot  more 
for  his  land  for  such  purposes.  It  had  been  stated 
that  Mr.  Gardner  could  not  sell  his  land  for  any 
other  purpose  than  for  a  stable  on  account  of  the 
elevator;  but  the  land  for  the  elevator  was  sold  by 
him  for  that  purpose.  Iu  his  view,  the  elevator 
would  not  remain  where  it  was  ten  years. 

The  question  to  be  considered  was,  whether  it 
was  good  policy  to  allow  one  of  the  best  of  i  he 
streets  of  the  city  to  be  injured  by  the  erection  of 
stables  upon  it.  Although  it  was  stated  the  main 
entrance  was  to  be  upon  the  narrow  street,  the 
travel  from  the  stable  must  come  upon  Chand- 
ler street.  It  woula  not  be  wise,  in  his  opinion,  to 
erect  stables  thare,  for  should  they  be  kept  out  for 
two  years  the  land  would  be  worth  more  for  other 
purposes.  Stables  of  themselves  were  not  neces- 
sarily a  nuisance;  but  in  certain  localities  they 
were,  for  anything  out  of  place  is  a  nuisance. 

B.  E.  Terry  closed  the  hearing  on  the  part  of  the 
remonstrants,  summing  up  the  various  objections. 

Mr.  Smith,  in  behalf  of  petitioners,  cited  the  law 
in  relation  to  the  building  of  stables  near  churches, 
none  of  the  churches  mentioned  being  within  the 
distance  provided  by  law  as  affecting  the  case, 
and  called  attention  to  the  Brattle  Square  Church, 
with  a  stable  adjoining,  to  which  no  serious  objec- 
tion was  made.  The  stable,  as  pioposed,  he  con- 
tended wouW  be  a  public  convenience. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  that  the  report  be  laid 
on  the  table  one  week,  to  allow  Aldermen  not 
familiar  with  the  locality  to  visit  it. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

COMMUNICATIONS  IN  RELATION  TO  BRIDGE  FUNDS.

The  amouut  of  the  surplus  of  this  fund  payable 
to  the  city  of  Boston  is  auout  $4050,  and  the  under- 
signed respectfully  requests  the  City  Council  to 
have  this  fund  set  apart  and  subject  to  the  drafts 
ef  the  Commissioner  to  meet  the  liabilities  in- 
curred m  the  care  and  maintenance  of  said 
bridges.

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cuiter, 
Uroerid,  That  the  Commissioner    on    Charles

from  the  fund  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  said  bridges  as  may  be 
required  to  cover  Boston's  proportion  of  the  cost 
of  repairing  and  maintaining  said  bridges,  and  lor 
that  purpose  to  make  drafts  from  time  to  time 
upon  the  Treasurer  for  payments  from  said  fund, 
satisfactory  vouchers  therefor  to  be  tiled  in  the 
Auditor's  office.

Alderman  Fierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Pav- 
ing, reported  leave  to  withdraw  severally  on  peti- 
tions of  John  J.  Williams  and  of  John  J.  Williams, 
trustee,  for  payment  of  grade  damages  at  corner 
of  Washington  and  East  Castle  streets,  and  of 
Hannah  JNordenshield,  for  grade  damages  on  Cas- 
tle street;  and  en  petition  of  Hewitt  &  Webster, 
for  leave  to  close  Knox  street  between  Church  and 
Bay  streets,  while  building,  that  the  same  ought 
to  De  granted.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  White,  trom  tbe  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses,  as  follows : 
EbenTourjee,  to  j  ive  concerts  at  Music  Hall,  June 
20-24;  D.  A.  Dunbar.  Jr.,  as  an  auctioneer;  sundry 
persons  as  victuallers  and  dealers  in  second-band 
articles ;  also  for  v»  agon  anil  hack  stands,  transfer 
of  wagon  license  and  license  for  billiard  saloous. 
Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Littie,  from  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred  tbe  request  of 
the  Justice  of  tbe  Municipal  Court  for  the  southern 
District,  that  an  additional  officer  be  appointed 
for  said  county,  made  a  report,  recommeuding  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order,  which  was 
read  twh  e  and  passed : 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  appoint,  subject  to  tbe  approval  and  conn  ma- 
tion  of  the  Board,  an  officer  with  the  powers  oi  a 
constable  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Municipal 
Court  for  the  Southern  District  and  to  sene  such 
processes,  ptecepts  and  orders  as  may  be  com- 
mitted to  him. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  for  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  reported  reference  to  tbe  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners:,  on  the  petition  of  William  Wales 
for  the  widening  of  Dorchester  street  near  Dor- 
chester avenue.    Accepted. 

REPORT   ON   EXTENDING   AND  WIDENING    STREETS. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Streets,  to  whom  were  refened  the  re- 
solves and  orders  for  the  extension  of  Devonshire 
street  to  Dock  square,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
$467,473;  of  Portland  street  to  Dock  square,  at  an 
estimatt  d  expense  of  #515,967;  and  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Portland  street  from  Hanover  street  to 
Causeway  street,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
$448,6(57  5.),  having  considered  the  subject,  respect- 
fully reported  that  the  resolves  and  ordeis  ought 
not  to  pass. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  in  calling  for  final  action  up- 
on the  report  and  orders,  made  a  statement  in  re- 
lation to  the  importance  of  tbe  proposed  meas- 
ures, and  tbe  great  expense  which  would  be  re- 
quired in  carrying  them  out.    The  position    of  the 
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committee  oii  Streets,  be  sai<i,  was  one  oT  great 
embai  rassun  nt,  imilcr  the  law  establishing  ths 
Hoard  of  Street  Commissioners,  and  it  was  impos- 
sible for  the  committee  to  inform  themselves  thor- 
oughly on  the  subject  before  the  time  expired  in 
u  hi'  lithe  project  proposed  must  become  a  law 
wii.h  nit  their  actum,  or  be  rtjected.  In  this  brief 
space  of  time  they  could  not  give  an  opinion,  and 
the  only  safe  rule  for  their  guidance  was  a  report 
inexpedient. 

The  > tree i.  Commissioners  bad  given  ninety  days 
to  the  consideration  of  the  extension  and  widen- 
ing .f  these  streets,  and  there  was  not  a  member 
of  the  committee  who  was  prepared,  or  could  be, 
to  advocate  the  proposed  improvements.  In  tin 
case  of  the  proposed  extension  of  South  Market 
and  of  Commerce  streets,  it  is  probable  that  it  is 
only  a  matter  of  time  when  the  extension  must 
take  place;  lint  the  committee  could  not  give  the 
proper  attention  to  it  for  intelligent  action  in 
favor  of  the  report  of  the  Street  Commissioners. 
The  inquiry  by  the  Commissioneis  would  not,  how- 
ever be  lost,  but  it  was  utte>ly  iinpossil  le  for  the 
committee  so  to  inform  themselves  as  to  take 
action  m  support  of  that  Board. 

The  committee  were  at  a  loss  to  know  why  the 
act  was  not  changed,  for  befoie  it  went  into  effect 
an  Alderman,  who  is  now  a  member  o'  the  Board 
of  *trePt  Coniroitsioiieis,  made  a  motion  in  this 
Boar  I  to  provide  for  a  change  in  the  law,  so  as  to 
allow  sixty  days  for  action  by  the  City  Council  on 
the  recoil. men- ation  of  the  Commissioners.  It 
was  supposed  that  the  Legislature  would  have 
made  the  change  asked  for.  The  Commissioners 
have  a  great  deal  to  do.  and  are  diligent  in  listen- 
ing to  the  various  applications  for  the  improve- 
ment of  streets.  In  cases  of  straightening  streets 
in  the  outer  wards,  ana  where  but  small  expense 
is  incurred  and  a  great  necessity  exists,  the  com- 
mittee make  no  objection  to  action,  but  they 
deem  it  impossible  to  act  under  the  present  pre- 
visions of  law  in  cases  of  great  importance,  involv- 
ing large  expenditures. 

In  looking  at  the  cost  of  unfinished  street  im- 
provements, the  committee  were  almost  alarmed 
at  the  expense.  Thp  extension  of  Harrison  avpnue 
would  cost  $300,000  or  $400,000:  the  raising  of 
Suffolk  Street  District,  $2,000,000;  the  widenii  g  of 
Kingston  street,  $300,000  or  400,000;  the  cutting 
off  of  one  building  in  the  widening  of  Hi}.h  street, 
at  the  comer  of  Pearl  street,  $80,000  or  $90,000 ; 
the  removal  of  the  remainder  of  rbe  earth  of  Fort 
Hill,  $100,000;  the  widening  of  Sturgis  place  and 
its  extension  as  a  street,  $300,000  or  $400,000;  and 
we  have  the  extension  of  Columbus  avenue,  much 
needed,  which  will  cost  $500.000 or  $600,000.  There 
are  various  streets  in  Wards  13,  14, 15  and  16, 
which  should  be  widened  and  straightened,  and 
when  the  whole  expense  of  street  improvements 
now  in  progress  is  summed  up,  it  ought  to  be  con- 
cluded that  further  projects  can  afford  to  wait. 

Aside  from  street  improvements,  there  were  de- 
mands for  the  building  of  a  new  Court  House,  and 
those  who  had  been  obliged  to  do  duty  as  juiors  or 
in  other  ways  in  the  Court  House,  know  very  well 
that  a  new  Court  Honse  must  be  built.  This  would 
cost  *1,000,000.  There  must  also  be  provided  a 
Home  for  the  Poor,  and  additional  provisions  for 
the  House  of  Correction.  These  things  show  that 
a  good  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  streets, 
while  other  matters  have  been  neglected.  The 
committee  regret  that  they  have  not  more  time  lor 
an  examination  of  there  measures  proposed,  »nd 
they  cannot  understand  how  they  can  recommend 
them  unless  they  have  investigated  the  eases. 
Should  this  report  oe  acted  upon  today,  it  will  go 
to  the  Council  and  be  laid  over  one  week,  and  then 
there  will  Le  but  little  time  to  spare. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted, 
when  the  question  recurred  upon  concurrence  in 
the  action  of  the  Street  Commissioners  in  the  pas- 
sage of  the  resolves  and  ordets. 

Alderman  I'ierce  made  some  statements  in  rela- 
tion to  the  action  of  the  Legislature  on  the  sub- 
ject of  changes  iu  the  law  establishing  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners,  a  bill  was  passed  in  the 
Senate,  etteudiug  the  time  to  sixty  days  for  action 
by  the  City  Council  on  measures  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  limiting  the  a  mount  of  exclusive  juris- 
diction to  $5000.  This  was  referred  iu  the  House 
to  the  Jndiciaiy  Committee,  and  after  waiting  six 
weeks  or  two  months,  the  committee  reported 
that  lhe  bill  ought  not  to  pass,  alio  it  was  rejected. 
Ho  agreed  with  the  committee  that  It  was  neces- 
sary to  give  some  consideration  hefore  recom- 
mending action,  and   under  the  old  system,  as  in 


the  case  of  Columbus  avenue,  in  the  Council,  de- 
lay is  taken  for  its  proper  consideration.  The 
present  Street  Commissioner  law  never  should  be 
acted  under,  and  could  not  be  under  (heir  oaths 
and  he  hoped  the  Legislature  would  give  them  a 
proper,  wise  and  prudent  amendment  of  the 
statute. 

Alderman  Cowdin  expressed  himself  as  much 
pleased  with  the  remarks  of  the  chairman  of  the 
committee,  in  which  he  concurre  I,  for  there  was 
not  time  for  the  consideration  of  these  street  im- 
provements and  they  woulu  not  be  justified  in 
passing  the  orders. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  several  orders  of 
the  Street  Commissioners,  in  all  of  which  ibe 
Board  non-concurred. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 
Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and   paid  to  A. 
F.  Nettleton,  John    Rogers  and   Augustus  Grant, 
police  officers  detailed  for  duty  at  the  City  Prison, 
the  sum  of  $31  to  each,  on  account  of  the  tempo- 
rary reduction  in  the  pay  of  said  officers  previous 
to    their   appointments  as  lieutenants  of   police;

Whereas,  There  is  now  a  certain  tenement  house 
situated  on  Cabot  street  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and 
numbered  124  and  126  on  said  Cabot  street,  and 
owned  by  Marv  Foley,  wife  of  Dennis  Foley,  in  her 
own  right;  and  whereas,  said  house  was  erected 
before  the  l9t  day  of  July,  1868,  and  was  used  and 
occupied  asra  tenement  house  on  and  before  said 
1st  July,  1868 ;  and  whereas,  said  tenement  house 
does  not  now  conform  in  its  construction  and  ap- 
purtenances to  the  provisions  of  chapter  281  of  the 
laws  of  1868,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  regulation  of 
tenement  and  lodging  houses  in  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton," in  the  following  particulars,  that  is  fo  say: 

First,  said  tenement  house  is  not  provided  with 
a  proper  fire-escape,  or  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire,  and  approved  bv  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Board  of  Health  of  said  city;  Second,  the  roof  of 
said  tenement  house  I*  notkept  in  good  repairs, 
but  leaks,  so  that  the  rain-water  falls  into  the 
rooms  of  said  tenement  house;  Third,  said  tene- 
ment house  is  not  provided  with  good  and  suffi- 
cient water-closets  or  privies  of  a  construction  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Health  of  saidcity;  Fourth, 
said  tenement  house  does  not  have  the  proper  and 
suitable  conveniences  or  receotacles  for  receiving 
garbage  and  other  refuse  matter;  Fifth,  the  walls 
and  ceilings  of  said  tenement  house  have  not  been 
well  aud  sufficiently  whitewashed  in  the  month  of 
April  last  past  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of 
Health  of  "said  city  of  Boston,  the  said  Board  not 
having  otherwise  directed;  Sixth,  the  name  and 
address  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  of  the  agent 
or  agents,  or  of  any  person  having  the  charge  of 
the  renting  and  collecting  of  the  rents  for  the 
same,  are  not  legibly  posted  or  painted  on  the 
wall  or  door  in  the  entry,  or  in  any  public  acces- 
sible place  of  said  tenement  house. 

Now  therefore  it  is  ordered  hy  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, acting  as  a  Beard  of  Health  of  said  city 


of  Boston,  that  the  said  Mary  Foley  be  required 
and  she  is  hereby  required  to  remedy  the  aforesaid 
defects  and  supply  the  aforesaid  omissions  in  said 
tenement  house  within  ten  days  from  the  day  on 
which  this  order  and  notice  is  served  upon  her,  so 
that  said  tenement  house  shall  conform  to  the 
aforementioned  provisions  of  the  act  as  aforesaid. 
An  order  was  also  passed  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances,  principally  from  obstruction  of  drains 
and  stagnant  water,  on  Auburn,  Winsor,  Decatur, 
Washington,  Boston,  Mvstic,  Acton,  Kendall, 
Seventh,  Prince  and  North  streets,  Brighton  Street 
court,  Weoster  avenue,  Davis  court  and  Plymouth 
place.

Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council, 

JUNE  22,  1871. 


The  regular  weeklv  meeting'  of  the  Uoinmou 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  8  o'clock.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Council  was  call- 
ed to  order  l>y  Mr.  Bicknell  of  Ward  4,  when 
Messrs.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  Brooks  of  Ward  1 
•■nd  Ayer  of  Ward  14  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  receive  and  count  the  votes,  for  President,  pro 
tern.,  the  result  of  which  was  as  follows:

Mr.  Winch  was  declared  to  be  elected,  and  took 
the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  liOAKD  OF    ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  of  Charles  W.  Slack  and  others, 
Martin  Lennou,  and  ot  Thomas  Manning  and  oth- 
ers, were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

the  communication  from  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  on  the  subject  of  South  Boston  and  Rox- 
bury  Branch  Libraries  was  ordered  to  be  placed 
on  hie. 

The  order  to  pay  A.  F.  Nettleton,  John  Rogers 
and  Augustus  Grant  the  sum  of  thirty-oue  dollars 
each,  on  account  of  the  temporary  reduction  of 
their  pay  previous  to  their  appointment  as  Lieu- 
tenants of  Police,  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Keport  and  order  for  the  issue  of  new  bonds  for 
sale  of  land  on  Newbury  street  to  F.  H.  Peabody 
aud  others*. 

Order  to  pay  Henry  A.  Lyford  $10,000  for  estate 
12  Indiana  place,  taken  by  the  city. 

Order  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  city's  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  repairing  and  maintaining 
Charles  River  and  Warren  bridges. 

Order  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  city's  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  repairing  and  maintaining 
West  Boston  and  Cragie's  bridges. 

EXTENDING   AND  WIDENING  STREETS. 

The  reuort  that  the  resolves  and  orders  for  the 
extension  of  Devonshire  street,  at  a  cost  of  $467,- 
473;  of  Portland  street,  at  $515,967;  and  for  the 
widening  of  Portland  stieet,  at  a  cost  of  $448,667  50, 
ought  not  to  pass,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Uull  of  Ward  4  said  he  wished  to  say  a  word 
why  the  Council  should  concur  in  the  action  of 
the  Street  Commissioners  in  carrying  out  this 
much  needed  improvement.  If  any  twelve  men  of 
this  branch  had  voted  against  this  improvement, 
he  would  have  been   surprised,  but  was  not  sur- 

Erised  at  the  action  of  the  other  branch.  He 
oped  the  members  of  the  Council  would  not  suf- 
fer themselves  to  say  no  to  this  improvement  the 
present  year,  for  it  would  not  be  healthy  legisla- 
tion. While  he  should  be  glad  to  have  all  these 
projects  earned  out,  be  hoped  at  least  that  the 
Council  would  insist  that  the  improvements  should 
be  commenced. 

Without  saying  whether  the  work  should  com- 
mence at  Devonshire  street  or  at  Causeway  street, 
the  view  which  he  took  of  it  was  that  it  would  be 
useless  to  attempt  to  carry  the  whole  thing.  There 
was  a  necessity  for  the  widening  of  Portland 
street,  and  now  was  the  time  to  do  the  work.  The 
parties  owning  real  estate  on  that  street  have  been 
notified  of  the  proposed  widening,  which  shuts  off 
all  speculation  by  the  leasing  of  the  property. 
Should  the  Council  non-concur  with  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  in  the  passage  of  the  order,  the  masses 
of  the  people  would  say  it  was  right.  With  this 
irupiovement  carried  out,  the  other  cases  would 
take  care  of  themselves.  He  moved,  therefore, 
that  the  Council  concur  with  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men in  the  rejection  of  the  orders  relative  to  the 
extension  of  Devonshire  and  Portland  streets,  and 
non-concur  in  the  rejection  of  the  order  relative 
to  th  e  widening  of  Portland  street. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  this  might  be  very 
well  to    propose  such   action,  but  the  Committee 


on  Stieets  on  the  part  of  the  Council  could  not 
see  their  way  clear  to  recommend  the  passage  ot 
the  orders.  The  resolves  and  orders  were  referred 
to  the  committee  a  week  ago  last  Monday,  and  no 
time  had  been  afforded  for  an  investigation  of  the 
subject.  The  estimated  expense  was  put  down  at 
$1,500,000.  which  would  probably  amount  to  S3,- 
000,000  before  completion,  if  we  are  to  judge  of  the 
result  in  the  case  of  the  widening  of  Hanover 
street.  There  was  need  ot  more  time  in  the  con- 
sideration of  trie  questiou,  and  he  believed  the 
orders  ought  not  to  pass. 

Mr.  Hull  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  was  a 
determination  on  the  part  of  the  other  branch  to 
make  the  excuse  of  want  ot  time,  for  the  purpose 
of  defeating  every  project  of  street  improvements, 
and  that  there  was  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets  against  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners. There  had  been  several  healings  this 
year  on  the  subject  of  these  projected  improve- 
ments, and  the  whole  thing  had  been  fairly  venti- 
lated, and  it  looked  to  him  that  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen had  concluded  that  because  the  law  had 
not  been  altered  to  allow  more  than  thirty  days, 
they  meant  to  give  as  an  excuse  for  the  defeat  of 
all  street  improvements,  that  they  have  not  time 
to  look  into  them.  This  matter  of  the  widening  of 
Portland  street  stauds  upon  its  own  merits,  and 
should  be  acted  upon  without  regard  to  the  oth- 
ers. 

In  further  remarks  in  favor  of  this  project,  it 
was  stated  that  20,000  or  30,000  persons  passed 
through  this  street  to  and  from  the  railroad  de- 
pots, and  lhat  it  was  not  a  suitable  street  in  width 
for  such  masses  to  travel.  Should  this  street  be 
widened,  when  the  crowds  get  to  Hanover  street 
they  would  find  more  room,  and  the  other  projects 
might  be  left  for  time  in  carrying  them  out.  He 
didnot  consider  the  excuse  of  want  of  time  to  be 
a  good  one,  but  that  it  was  an  understanding  not 
to  do  anything  in  carrying  out  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Street  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  the  Ctmmittee  on  Streets  had  no 
other  knowledge  of  the  matter  of  the  proposed 
widening  than  in  the  report  referred  to  them.  The 
Commissioners  never  called  the  committee  before 
them,  and  the  committee  should  have  time  to  ex- 
amine such  matters  before  being  called  upon  to 
approve  of  them. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  sincerely  hoped 
that  the  Council  would  not  stand  still  in  street 
improvements  because  they  did  not  originate  with 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.  Last  year  this  proposed 
widening  of  Portland  street  was  heard  before  the 
Committee  on  Streets,  who  had  the  plans  before 
them,  and  now  want  of  time  for  consideration  is 
given  as  a  reason  why  no  project  reported  upon 
this  year  shall  be  passed.  He  had  it  from  good 
authority  that  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets  was  notified  of  the  hearings  before  the 
Street  Commissioners.  The  simple  question  should 
be  whether  the  estimates  given  by  the  Commis- 
sioners are  correctly  drawn,  and  whether  the  pro- 
jects are  advisible.  So  far  as  the  Council  was  con- 
cerned last  year,  many  important  street  improve- 
ments were  acted  upon  without  allowing  any  time 
for  consideration. 

There  were  instances  in  which  reports  from  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  were  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee and  reported  back  again  aud  passed  the  same 
evening.  Where  all  the  evidence  is  reported,  not 
more  than  ten  days  are  needed  for  consideration 
of  a  project.  He  had  rather  that  this  improve- 
ment should  commence  at  State  street,  but  would 
waive  that,  if  a  beginning  was  made.  It  was  not 
consistent  to  spenu  $475,000  for  one  project  when 
another  more  important  was  required  to  meet  the 
demand  for  public  travel.  The  extension  of  Dev- 
onshire street  is  absolutely  required,  but  for  the 
sake  of  harmony  and  to  make  a  commencement, 
he  hoped  the  order  would  be  passed  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Portland  street. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  in  non-concur- 
ring in  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to  the 
widening  of  Portland  street. 

Mr.  Hull  withdrew  his  motion,  and  moved  to 
take  the  several  projects  up  separately.  He  did 
not  expect  to  get  them  all  this  year,  but  many  gen- 
tlemen wished  to  non-concur  with  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen in  their  action  in  rejection  of  all  the  or- 
ders. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  did  not  acquiesce 
in  ill  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  4. 
Suppose  they  did  non-concur  with  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, it  would  only   cause   a  dead   lock,  and  If 
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thev  continued  bandying  about  these  differences 
between  tbe  two  branches,  they  would  not  suc- 
ceed very  well  in  their  business.  He  moved  to  lay 
the  subject  over  for  one  week  lor  a  lurcher  consid- 
eration of  il.    Lost. 

Air.  Brown  of  Ward  2  called  for  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  the  question,  which  were  ordered. 

Mr.  Flynn  ot  Ward  7  raised  the  question  whether 
it  would  not  require  a  two-thirds  vole  to  non-con- 
cur witn  the  Board,  if  it  should  require  a  two- 
thirds  vote  in  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  he  wished  to  under- 
stand fully  th<?  question,  and  as  be  understood  it. 
this  was  simply  on  the  acceptance  of  the  report  of 
the  committee. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  was  so. 

Mr.  .Moulton  of  Ward  9  wished  to  know  whether 
it  was  not  on  accepting  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee in  relation  to  all  of  these  projects. 

The  Chair  stated  that  there  were  three  questions 
for  action— the  extension  of  Devonshire  street  to 
Dock  sqnare,  the  extension  of  Portland  street  to 
Dock  square,  and  the  widening  of  Portland  street. 

Mr.  Barnes  inquired  further  whether  this  was 
on  so  much  of  the  report  as  related  to  the  widen- 
ing of  Portland  street  alone,  and  not  on  resolves 
and  orders  for  extending  Portland  and  Devonshire 
streets. 

The  Chair  stated  chat  the  question  was  only  on 
so  much  of  the  report  as  related  to  the  wide'ning 
of  Portland  street. 

Mr.  Smith  suggested  as  a  means  of  shortening 
the  matter,  that  the  question  be  tauen  on  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  report,  as  a  whole,  and  then  on  the 
orders. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  inquired  if  it  would  be  in 
order  to  move  au  acceptance  of  the  whole  report, 
and  then  take  up  the  question  of  rejecting  the  or- 
ders. 

The  Chair  assented,  the  motion  was  made,  and 
the  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  moved  to  non-concur  with 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the  rejection  of  the  le- 
solve  and  order  for  the  extension  of  Devonshire 
street. 

Mr.  Flynn  raised  the  question  again  how  it  could 
be  acted  upon,  and  whether  if  it  would  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  to  pass  the  order,  it  would  not 
also  require  a  two-thirds  vote  in  the  uon-concur- 
rence. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  did  not  appear  that  there 
was  a  loan  requiring  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  stated  as  h's  opinion  that 
the  question  should  be  on  the  passage  of  the  or- 
der, and  not  on  concurring  with  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  in  its  rejection. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  U  asked  why  not  non  concur 
with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  by  a  majority  vote, 
and  then  pass  the  order  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  would  be  on 
concurring  with  the  Boarti  of  Aldermen.  If  the 
Council  non-concurred,  ihen  the  question  would 
be  on  parsing  the  order. 

The  yeas  anil  nays  were  ordered  on  the  question 
of  concurring  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the 
rejection  of  the  resolve  and  order  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Devonshire  street. 

The  Council  concurred  by  a  vote  of  29  yeas  to  24 
nays,  as  follows:

The  question  was  next  taken  on  the  concurrence 
in  the  rejection  of  the  order  for  the  extension  of 
Portland  street. 

A  question  was  raised  whether  the  yeas  and 
nays  had  been  ordered,  which  was  decided  as  con- 
fined to  the  first  order,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  were 
refused  on  this,  and  the  Council  concurred  with 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.

I  he  undersigned,  a  mend  er  of  the  Buard  of  Di- 
rectors for  i'uolie  Institutions,  in  constrained  to 
dissent  from  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  major- 
ity of  the  Board  m  regard  to  the  remodelling  of 
the  correctional  institution  at  south  Boston,  and 
bees  leave  to  state  very  briefly  his  reasons  there- 
to.. 

The  necessity  for  an  increase  of  accommodations 
in  most  ol  the  departments  of  tbe  institution  is 
admitted  ly  every  one  familiar  with  the  subject. 
That  necessity  existed,  but  in  a  less  degree,  before 
the  destruction  of  a  portion  of  the  buildings  by  lire, 
'the  larger  portion  of  the  principal  building,  con- 
taining the  cells,  was  built  nearly  forty  years  ago, 
and  is  entirely  unsuited  to  the  times,  the  cells 
being  altogether  too  small  for  the  worst  class  of 
criminals,  auti  the  ventilation  unusually  bad. 
Nothing  short  of  the  entire  rebuilding  of  tbe  "struct- 
ures would  matte  the  institution  conform  to  tbe 
recently  established  ideas  of  what  such  an  institu- 
tion should  i  e.  Any  considerable  sum,  therefore, 
which  the  city  expends  in  remodelling  the  present 
structures  cannot  make  them  available  beyond  a 
limittd  time. 

Another  question  presents  itself  very  seriously 
in  this  connection,  and  that  is  whether  the  locality 
at  south  Boston  is  a  suitable  or  an  economical  one 
for  permanent  occupation  for  such  a  purpose. 
1'he  rapid  increase  of  population  in  that  section 
and  the  consequent  demand  for  land  for  dwelling- 
houses,  and  for  business  and  manufacturing  pur- 
poses, are  sufficient  to  show  that  the  city  will  he 
obliged,  in  a  few  years,  to  remove  their  establish- 
ment to  some  other  place  less  desirable  for  busi- 
ness purposes,  but  more  desirable  for  a  penal  in- 
stitution. 

Looking  at  this  matter,  therefore,  for  the  future 
as  well  as  the  present,  it  appears  to  the  under- 
s'gued  as  a  measure  of  economy  to  take  the  pre- 
liminary steps  at  this  time  for  tbe  removal  of  the 
institution,  and  to  make  only  such  repairs  ou  the 
present  site  as  are  absolutely  needed  while  new 
buildings  are  being  erected.  The  land  now  occu- 
pird  could  be  sold  for  a  large  sum  oi  money,  suffi- 
cient, probably,  with  the  additional  amount  whicli 
would  beieceived  in  the  way  of  taxes  for  the  in- 
creased value  of  property  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood, to  pay  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  whole 
cost  of  new  buildings. 

'Hie  depressing  influence  which  the  present 
structures  exercise  on  the  surrounding  property 
is  shown  in  the  almost  universal  desire  of  the  cit- 
izens of  south  Boston  to  have  them  removed  as 
speedily  as  possible.  If  an  expenditure  of  $150,000 
or  $(00[()00  Should  be  made  in  repairing  or  altering 
the  old  buildings,  as  proposed  in  the  plans  sub- 
mitted, no  commensurate  increase  of  accommo- 
dations would  be  gained.  The  most  objectionable 
portion  of  the  ola  structure,  that  occupied  by  the 
cells,  which  are  a  disgrace  to  the  Government, 
will  be  retained  without  change. 

For  these  reasons,  the  undersigned  is  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  extremely  injudicious  to  make 
any  large  expenditure  on  the  location  at  South 
Boston,  either  for  the  erection  of  new  buildings  or 
the  remodelling  of  the  old.

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  8,  submitted  a  report  from 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  order  lor  leasing  a  portion 
of  the  land  situated  upon  the  east  side  of  Albany 
street,  and  opposite  to  the  City  Hospital,  that  hav- 
ing given  the  same  due  consideration,  they  are 
satisfied  that  the  order  ought  to  pass  in  a  new 
draft.  They  therefore  report  the  accompanying 
order,  and  recommend  its  passage: 

ordered,  That  the  lot  of  land  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Albany  street,  and  opposite  to  the  City  Hospi- 
tal, containing  44,818  square  feet,  as  shown  upon 
the  accompanying  plan  drawn  by  Thos.  W.  Davis, 
City  Surveyor,  and  dated  June  21, 1871,  be  placed 


in  charge  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  and 
that  they  be  diiected  to  lease  the  Snipe  upon  sUi  h 
terms  and  conditions  as  they  in  their  iudginenf 
nia\  deem  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  eity. 

The  order  wasamended  ny  adding  "and  Trusu  e* 
of  Citv  llo-pitai"  alter  "CommiUee  on  1'ublic 
L  :nds,"  and  was  p  ssed. 

.Mr.  Say  warn  ol    Ward  16,  from  the   Joint  si 
ing  Commit  lee  on  Public  Buildings,  made  a  report 
that    thev   have    received    proposals  tor    buildii  g 
Police  station  House  No.  y,  aid  lii.d  lhat  the  cost 
will  exceed   the  appropriation  therefor. 

I  he  amount  appropriated  was  5:34,000.  The  land 
cost  $«,8u8  75,  leaving  a  balance  ol  $25,161  25.  Ihe 
proposals  for  building  amount  to  al  out  s:,0,000. 
so  that  there  is  a  deficit  oi  about  ;5CC0. 

They  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
the   passage  of  the  follow ioe  irdier  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  le  au- 
thorized to  transfer  the  sum  of  .toOOO  from  the 
Keserved  Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  Police 
Station  House,  District  No.  9 

Tbe  order  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

Mr.  Sayward,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings,  who  were  directed  to  consider  the  rx- 
peuieucy  of  ventilating  the  City  Hall  and  procur- 
ing an  elevator  therefor,  made  a  leport  as  follows  : 

The  committee  have  been  unable  to  satisfy 
themselves  as  to  which  is  the  besc  system  or  ven- 
tilation  to  introduce  into  the  building.  A  number 
of  plans  have  been  examined,  all  of  them  involv- 
ing a  laige  expmditure  but  without  any  guarantee 
of  success,  and  the  committee  feel  unwilling  to 
take  the  responsibility  of  recommending  the  adop- 
tion of  any  system  without  knowing  something  of 
its  practical  opera t.iou. 

They  ha,Te  recently  received  an  offer  to  intro- 
duce a  system  of  ventilation  and  guarantee  its  suc- 
cess, or  in  case  of  failure,  to  remove  ft  without  ex- 
pense to  the  city.  'Ibis  system  has  not  yet  been 
introduced  into  any  building  in  this  city.  'Hie  tes- 
timonials in  its  favor  are  very  strong  and  the 
committee  are  favorably  impressed  with  it,  but 
before  recommending  its  adoption  they  desiie  to 
see  it  in  use. 

The  committee  have  reported  twice  upon  the 
subject  of  an  elevator  for  the  Citv  Hall,  but  the 
large  expense  of  putting  it  in  and  the  high  cost 
Of  operating  it  have  heretofore  deterred  the  City 
Council  from  acting  favorably  upon  it  An  eleva- 
tor has  recently  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
committee,  which  can  be  put  up  for  one-half  the 
cost  of  any  other,  and  which  can  be  operated  for 
about  one-fourth  the  expense  of  any  which  they 
have  examined.  The  committee,  however,  kuow 
of  this  elevator  only  from  the  plans  which  have 
been  shown  to  them,  none  being  in  operation  in 
this  city. 

To  enable  them  to  report  fully  and  satisfactorily 
upon  the  subjects  referred  to  them,  the  committee 
deem  it  advisable  to  examine  the  system  of  veuti- 
lation  arid  the  elevator  above  alluded  to  in  practi- 
cal operation,  and  they  would  therefore  respect- 
fully recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  visit  the  cities  of  Hartford 
and  New  York  to  examine  into  the  subject  of  ven- 
tilation and  elevators,' at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing $500,  to  be  charged  ti  the  appropriation  for 
Public  Buildings. 

The  order  was  rejected,  by  a  vote  ef  19  to  22. 

Mr.  Sayward,  from  the  same  committte,  made  a 
report  that  in  their  opinion  the  Webb  Primary 
^choolhouse,  on  Porter  street,  should  be  raised 
during  the  comiug  vacation. 

The  building  was  erected  in  1853,  and  since  then 
the  surrounding  territory  has  been  graded  up, 
and  although  tbe  cellar  of  the  scboolhouse  has 
been  partially  filled  and  every  effort  made  to  drain 
it,  the  water  runs  in  at  high  tide,  causing  the 
building  to  be  very  damp,  and  endangering  the 
health  of  the  teachers  and  pupils.  They  would 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  tbe  following 
order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  ^aise  the  Webb  Primary 
Scboolhouse,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2500.  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Schoolhouses, 
Public  Buildings. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  from  tbe  Committee  on  Ar- 
mories and  Military  Affairs,  on  the  part  ot  the 
Council,  to  whom  was  refeired  the  order  to  ap- 
prove of  the  armory  of  Company  D,  Ninth   Kegi- 
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raent,  at  the  corner  of  Dix  place,  at  a  rent  of  $550, 
reported  that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  by  a  vote  of  43  to  1 . 

Mr.  Hu.il,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  order  to  allow  $100  additional  to 
Company  I,  A7inth  Regiment,  for  rent  of  armory 
from  1st  January  last,  made  a  report  that  the  or- 
der ought  to  pass.

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
James  Hennessy.  for  estate  No.  5  Kirkland  street, 
the  sum  of  $4000,  upon  his  giving  to  the  city  adeed 
of  said  estate,  or  a  release  aim  discharge,  satis- 
factory to  the  City  Solicitor,  for  all  damages,  costs 
and  expenses  in  consequence  of  the  taking  of  said 
estate ;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  Suffolk  street  District. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  so  amending  the  ordinance 
in  relation  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  as 
to  allow  the  establishing  of  branch  libraries  the 
present  year. 

Mr.  Hersey  offered  an  order  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  confer  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  in  relation  to  pro- 
curing a  location  for  a  orauch  library  at  South 
Boston. 

Mr.  FJynn  of  Ward  7  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  matter  belonged  entirely  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library. 

Mr.  Hersey  stated  that  it.  proposed  a  conference 
with  the  Trustees  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  moved  to  amend  by  adding 
a  provision  for  a  branch  library  at  the  Highlands. 

.Mr.  Hersey  said  he  had  no  objection  to  the 
amendment,  but  he  understood  a  gentleman  from 
the  Highland  District  had  a  similar  order  to  offer 
in  teiation  to  that  section  of  the  city. 

Mr.  smith  ol  Ward  10  believed  tne  order  to  be 
premature,  since  an  order  had  .just  been  uassed  in 
relation  to  authorizing  the  establishing  of  more 
branch  libraries. 

.Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15  moved  that  Hie  order 
be  laid  on  the  table.    Carried,  by  a  vote  of  16  to  10. 

On  moi  inn  of  Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12, 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms 
under  the  direction  of  the  joint  standing  commit- 
tee on  that  department,  be  authorized  to  uurchase 
and  lay  down  a  cable  from  the  city  proper  to  Fast 
Boston,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $3250;  the 
same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Fire 
Alarms. 

On  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules,  it  was  stated  that 
the  present  cable  was  nearly  destroyed  and  liable 
to  give  way  at  any  time.    The  order  was  passed. 

Air.  Sayward  of  Ward  16  offered  an  order,  which 
was  tead  once,  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings  cause  the  necessary  repairs  to  be  made 
upon  the  several  schoolhouses  during  the  coming 
vacation ;  the  expense  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  Schoolhouses,  Public  Buildings. 

Mr.  Bobbins  ot  Ward  8  moved  an  adjournment, 
which  was  lost. 

Mr.  Bobinson  of  Ward  If  moved  to  lake  from 
the  table  the  report  and  order  to  pay  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Richardson  $1443  58,  for  goods  deliv- 
ered to  the  city,  held  for  rjanufaoture  ac  its  risk, 
and  destroyed  by  tire  at  the  House  of  Correction. 

ihe  motion  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  19  to  9,  and 
the  question  pending  was  stated  to  be  on  the 
amendment  of  Mr.  Robinson,  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing payments:  Uawlev,  Folsom  &  Marton, 
$2280  81;  Simons,  Bros.  &  Co.,  $2717  70;  At  arch 
Bros.,  Pierce  &  Co.,  $10^9  30. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  inquired  whether  these 
amendments  bad  been  before  the  Committee  on 
Chains. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  report  came  from  the 
Committee  on  Claims  and  that  these  claims  ap- 
peared to  have  been  heard  before  them,  but  the 
amendments  had  not  been  referred  to  them. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  said  the  whole  question 


had  been  before  Hie  committee,  but  not  being 
present  at  one  of  the  meetings  he  was  not  pre- 
pared to  go  fully  into  the  meiits  of  the  case.  The 
committee  spent  some  time  lit  the  investigation  of 
the  case  and  a  gentleman  who  was  on  a  sub-com- 
mittee was  not  present,  I  ut  as  he  understond  it, 
after  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing,  the  City  Solici- 
tor gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  tbe  parties  had  no 
legal  claim  for  the  losses  of  the  goods,  except 
Freeland,  Beard  &  Ricb-.i rdsjii. 

should  the  amendment  be  adopted,  it  would 
overside  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  and 
there  would  be  no  end  to  the  claims  if  it  should  be 
allowed,  similar  claims  were  constantly  before 
the  committee,  and  often  great  hardship,  tut 
the  committee  could  not  go  beyond  the  legal  lia- 
bility of  the  city  in  allowing  them.  A  case  of  an 
unfortunate  lady  in  falling  down  a  cebar-vvay  in 
Prince  street  had  recently  I  een  decided,  in  which 
the  woman  would  be  a  cripple  for  life,  but  there 
was  shown  no  liability  ou  the  part  of  the  citv  for 
the  accident.  All  of  these  cases  must  stand  or 
fall  on  the  law,  and  iu  this  case  one  of  the  parties 
was  insured,  the  others  were  not. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions,  said  he 
did  more  than  any  one  else  in  procuring  the  work 
from  these  contractors,  and  it  was  due  to  their 
contracts  with  the  city  that  the  institution  had 
been  self-sustaining.  It  had  been  the  means  of 
putting  $700,000  or  $800,000  into  the  Sinking  Fund, 
and  these  contractors  had  contributed  a  large 
share  of  the  amount.  One  of  the  firms  had  con- 
tributed from  $50,000  to  $75,000  towards  it.  The 
city  had  begged  for  the  work,  and  be  hoped  the 
amendment  would  pass,  for  if  in  one  case  the 
good*  were  paid  for,  they  should  be  in  the  others. 
Should  these  contractors  withdraw  their  work,  no 
others  will  be  found  to  take  their  place.  They 
were  good  customers,  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
favored  the  payment  of  the  claims. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  the  Council  did  not 
sit  here  to  go  behind  the  opinions  of  the  law  officers 
of  the  city,  and  read  from  the  provisions  of  law  to 
show  for  what  purposes  taxes  could  be  laid  and 
appropriations  made,  this  not  coming  within  those 
piovisious. 

air.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  the  Committee  on 
Claims  were  charged  with  the  investigation  of 
claims,  and  although  they  might  take  the  opinion 
of  the  City  Solicitor,  they  were  not  bound  to  be 
governed  by  it.  He  believed  these  claims  should 
be  paid,  and  he  understood  the  gentleman  to  say 
the  committee  were  unanimous  in  favor  of  their 
payment,  from  the  belief  that  they  were  just. 

Mr,  Bobbins  s  iid    the  sympathies  of   the  com- 
mittee were  in   favor  of  the  claimants,  but  they 
could  not  favor  the  claims  except  on  a  legal  basis. 
Mr.  Barnes  objected  to  taking  such  advantage 
when  there  was  an  equitable  claim. 

Mr.  Clatur  of  Ward  4  moved  an  adjournment. 
Lost. 

Mr.  Robbins  said  it  bad  always  been  tbe  custom 
to  consult  the  City  Solicitor  in  regard  to  the  le- 
gality of  claims.  If  his  advice  was  not  taken,  it 
would  be  as  well  to  abolish  the  office. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  the  city  acted  under  limited 
powers  in  making  payments. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  moved  to  assign  the  ques- 
tion to  Thursday  evening  next.  9  o'clock.  Lost— 
14  to  21. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  did  not  believe  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  city  to  craw!  out  on  the  ques- 
tion of  legality;  if  there  was  reason  for  payment 
of  one  of  these  claims,  there  was  for  all. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  believed  they  were  go- 
ing farther  in  their  action  than  they  need  to  go.  It 
was  the  opinion  ot  the  committee  that  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Co.  had  an  equitable  claim.  If  so,  that 
should  be  paid,  and  not  loaded  down  with  the  oth- 
ers. Let  that  be  passed  tonight.  There  was  great 
difference  between  a  legal  and  equitable  claim, 
and  when  this  was  disposed  of,  the  others  could  be 
further  considered,  and  the  opinion  of  the  City  So- 
licitor taken  on  them. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  denied  that  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Co.  had  an  equitable  claim.  In  the  caso 
of  express  companies,  although  they  publish  no- 
tices that  they  are  not  responsible  for  goods  in 
certain  cases,  by  common  law  the  courts  always 
held  that  they  are  responsible.  But  legal  gentle- 
men do  not  agree  as  to  what  constitutes  a  legal 
claim.  If  there  is  any  c'aim  by  one  of  these  par- 
ties which  should  be  paid,  they  all  have  a  claim, 
and  if  there  is  any  pressure  for  the  enforcement  of 
it,  wait  aud  let  it  be  enforced  hy  law. 
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Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, winch  was  ordered.

NINETEENTH     ANNUAL     REPORT  OF    TRUSTEES  OF 
THE    PUBLIC   LIBRARY. 

The  Nineteenth  Annual  Ksport  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library  was  laid  before  the  Board, 
accompanied  with  tne  reports  of  the  Fxamining 
Committee  and  of  the  >upeiintendent.  The  re- 
port states  that  the  Library  was  open  307  days 
during  the  year. 

The  members  of  the  Examining  Committee  were 
Rev.  Phillips  Brooks,  Dr.  Calvin  Ellis,  E.  R.  Mudge, 
C.  C.  Perkins,  Charles  L.  Woodbury,  and  as  chair- 
man E.  W.  Morton,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  of  which  the  Trustees  say :  "  T'aeir  inae- 
pendent  investigation  of  the  affairs  of  the  insti- 
tution will  convey  to  their  fellow  citizens  a  judg- 
ment upon  its  condition  and  ad  ninistration  satis- 
factory to  all  who  watch  the  responsibilities  and 
employments  of  this  great  trust."  The  report 
proceeds : 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  with  its  nu- 
merous appendixes,  is  tilled  with  the  information 
important  to  those  who  contribute  to  the  suppott, 
or  who  are  dependent  upou  the  proper  arrange- 
ments, or  who  wish  to  unaerstand  the  wt  rkings  of 
a  great  library.  Uniting  under  one  roof  an  import- 
ant popular  circulating  library,  a  large  reference 
library,  of  which  the  majority  of  the  books  are 
loanable,  an  extensive  reading  room  for 
periodicals  which  is  widely  frequented,  a 
proper  oversight  of  their  respective  uses,  fur- 
nishes a  mass  of  statistics  deserving  the  most 
careful  study,  and  valuable  to  all  who  desire  to 
comprehend  the  educational  tastes  and  necessities 
of  a  populous  community,  which  also  has  access 
in  its  various  classes  to  other  collections  of  books, 
belonging  to  literary,  scientific,  benevolent  and 
religious  organizations,  numbering  within  the 
city  limits  nearly  twice  as  manv  more  volumes  as 
are  contained  upon  the  shelves  of  this  institution. 

A  brief  statement  of  the  operations  conducted 
by  thj  library  during  the  past  year  will  naturally 
lead  to  a  fuller  examination  of  the  tables  upon 
which  it  is  based.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  year 
has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity,  usefulness 
and  activity. 

The  use  of  books  and  periodicals  is  larger  than 
ever  before,  lhe  library,  having  grown  by  dona- 
tion and  purchase  from  160,573  volumes  and  74,770 
pamphlets  in  1870  to  179,250  volumes  and  89,74tf 
pamphlets  in  1871,  furnished  to  its  readers  322,445 
books.  This  total  includes  26,130  volumes  em- 
ployed at  the  newly  established  branch  at  East 
Boston,  to  which  further  reference  will  be  made. 
In  examining  aud  analyzing  these  figures,  it  is 
gratifying  to  notice  a  diminishing  percentage  of 
the  calls  for  fiction.  In  1868  this  class  of  reading 
attracted  60  per  cent,  of  the  reading;  in  1869  and 
1870,  57  per  cent.;  in  1871,  less  than  52  per  cent. 
This  is  mainly  due,  not  to  the  smaller  demand 
for  novels,  each  of  which,  in  the  lower  hall 
of  the  library,  circulated  on  the  average  fifteen 
times  during  the  past  year,  but  to  the  greatly  in- 
creased use  of  the  Bates  Hall  collection,  which  is 
daily  becoming  more  widely  known  to  the  stu- 
dents and  workers  of  our  own  vicinity,  as  well  as 
of  the  more  distant  portions  of  the  country. 

Indeed,  it  is  apparent  that  with  its  years,  the 
library  has  noticeably  gained  in  two  ways  by  con- 
tact with  the  lower  as  well  as  the  higher  grades  of 
intelligence  aud  education.  Notwithstanding  the 
relaxation  ol  ch'cks,  the  supposed  losses  of  books 
during  the  year  number  only  thirty-nine,  oi  one 
out  of  every  7531  volumes  lent.  The  total  readers 
of  periodicals  has  swelled  from  117,202  in  1870  to 
193,417  in  1871,  6f  whom  more  than  a  sixth  were 
females.  The  whol°  uumber  of  cards  in  the  hanas 
of  registered  applicants  for  the  privileges  of  the 
library  are  32,390,  of  which  2240  belong  to  East 
Boston. 
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Kortbe  details  of  expenditure,  as  required  by 
the  ordinance,  and  for  other  important  tables  of 
the  library  service,  it  will  be  necessary  to  recur  to 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent.  Ir,  is  onlv  h\  a 
review  of  all  the  figures  that  one  can  learn  how 
close  and  intricate  are  the  relations  subsisting 
between  the  library  and  the  public,  to  whose  daily 
want«  it  ministers. 

Experience  alone  will  show  whether  the  Trus- 
tees have  proceeded  too  far  in  then  desire  to  give 
the  treest  access  to  the  institution  practicable, 
iu  their  judgment.  It  is  their  duty  to  use  their  ef- 
torts  to  extend  the  uses  of  the  books  -'as  widelv 
as  possible  among  the  citizens  of  Boston,"  under 
the  conditions  of  a  proper  usage  and  a  safe  re- 
turn. Last  year  ;i  change  was  made  in  the  regu- 
lations, whereby  an  applicant  was  required  to 
give  one  reference  instead  of  two,  as  was  formerly 
the  rule.  So  far,  this  alteration  seems  to  have 
given  entire  satisfaction.  No  complaint  has  been 
made  of  any  grievance  under  it. 

No  great  library,  with  a  large  constituency,  has 
yet  been  administered  under  so  slight  a  hold* upon 
borrowers,  and  one  has  yet  to  see  whether  a  rap- 
idly increasing  population  will  respect  the  confi- 
dence which  has  so  freely  placed  within  their 
reau-h  such  inestimable  privileges.  It  is  lust  to  sav 
that  the  history  of  its  past  concession  to  popular 
convenience  has  in  the  main  been  highly  encour- 
aging for  the  future. 

rsy  the  concurrent  action  of  the  City  Council. 
t*>e  first  branch  of  the  library  was  established 
during,  the  past  year  at  East  Boston.  It  was 
opened  lcr  circulation  on  the  28th  January,  and 
for  seventy-eight  days  ending  29th  April  it  had 
loaned  from  5700  volumes,  23,575  for  home  use,  of 
which  one  only  had  been  lost.  The  bn  nch  was 
formally  opened  by  an  address  of  the  President  of 
the  Board  on  the  22d  March,  and  committed  on 
the  part  of  the  Trustees  to  the  good  offices  of  the 
residents  of  that  irouortant  district  of  the  city, 
by  whom  it  is  justly  expected  that  a  library  will  be 
built  up  and  sustained  which  will  meet  all  the 
needs  of  a  busy  and  intelligent  population,  and 
will  become  a  source  not  only  of  local  pride,  but 
of  daily  and  hourly  reliance. 

The  popular  interest  already  excited  by  this  first 
experiment  demonstrates  clearly  what  is  desirable 
in  other  quarters  of  the  city,  and  will  lead  to  spe- 
cific recommendations  in  this  respect  to  the  City 
Conned  before  the  end  of  the  present  year. 

But  while  thelibrary  is  extending  itsacommodi- 
tious  outside  or  its  walls  to  the  public,  it  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  its  own  necessities  for  suita- 
ble provisions  for  its  readers,  visitors  and  books 
have  become  more  pressing.  After  long  consid- 
eration and  careful  examination  of  proposed 
changes,  the  Trustees  have  relinquished  the  pro- 
ject ot  a  removal  of  the  Bates  Hall  Library  from 
the  presentsite,  though  it  may  be  expedient  with- 
in a  lew  years  to  provide  rooms  elsewhere  in  the 
vicinity  for  the  reading  room  aud  popular  library, 
now  largely  ove.  crowded  by  visitors  at  certain 
hours  of  the  day. 

Plans  are  now'making,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  whereby,  at  a 
moderate  expense,  compared  with  the  advantages 
secured,  adequafe  shelf  room  and  light  may  be  ob- 
tained in  the  upper  hall,  and  suitable  working- 
rooms  for  the  employes  of  the  library  who  are  now 
compelled  to  perform  their  work  in  the  alcoves 
and  galleries.  Possibly  a'so  increased  convenien- 
ces vvith  Proper  ventilation  may  be  obtained  for 
the  lower  halls,  but  on  this  point  the  feasibilities 
are  not  so  clear.  In  due  time  the  -dans  and  esti- 
mates, after  receiving  the  approbation  of  the  com- 
mittee, will  be  laid  before  the  City  Government. 

By  adequate  arrangements  for  access  to  the 
.Hirary  and  by  preparing  commodious  waiting 
rooms  for  a  large  number  of  visitors,  its  ctrcula. 
tion  will  undoubtedly  be  enlarged.  It  is  not,  how- 
e\er,  probable,  that  it  will  ever  equal  the  uses  of 
the  popular  branches  of  the  larger  free  libraries  in 
England.  Here  private  access  to  books  is  easy  to 
rich  and  poor.  The  habit  of  reading  pervades  all 
classes,  but  the  larger  proportion  of  readers  do  not 
depend  upon  the  lAiblic  Library  for  the  supply  of 
their  daily  wants.  It  is  true,  here  as  thereTlhat 
about  seventy-five  percent,  of  the  popular  use  of 
books  circulated  consists  of  fiction,  and  that  the 
whole  circulation  of  books  is  enlarged  in  propor-

raphy  and  miscellaneous  and  light  literature  are 
"  part    euphemism   for    what    is    called    here 
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simply  fiction,  the  widespread  taste  for  which 
in  all  classes  of  the  community  can 
neither  be  overlooked  nor  despised.  .  But  in 
maning  due  provision  tor  this  want  on  the  part  of 
the  adults  and  youth  of  both  sexes,  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  while  books  are  provided  to  suit 
all  tastes  with  no  immoral  tendencies,  the  respon- 
sibilities of  a  prober  selection  of  reading  by  the 
V  uug  and  immature  inust  rest  with  those  who 
have  the  immediate  charge,  of  their  moral  culture 
and  intellectual  formation. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  already  so  rich  in  dona- 
tions, the  library  received  within  its  walls  the 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  library  bequeathed  to  it 
by  its  late  Trustee  and  President,  Mr.  George 
Ticknor,  who,  by  the  same  instrument  of  gift, 
committed  to  the  care  of  the  city  a  trust  fund  ot 
$4000,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  tie  applied  to  the 
increase  of  the  books.  Of  this  invaluable  collec- 
tion, so  well  known  to' scholars  on  both  sides  of 
the  Atlantic,  it  is.  perhaps  enough  to  say  that  the 
addition  to  the  treasures  of  the  institution  ad- 
vances it  to  a  front  rank  in  this  respect  as. com- 
pared with  any  foreign  libraries,  and  in  counee- 
tion'with  its  stores  in  Preuch,  German  and  Italian 
languages  and  literature,  offers  to  the  student  re- 
sources hardly  to  be  found  elsewhere  bn  this  con- 
tinent. 

The  library  is  now  doing  its  work  regularly  and 
with  marked  results.  The  system  upon  which  it 
was  gathered  and  administered  and  which  was 
first  arranged  experimentally,  has  now  beccme 
established,  settled  and  confirmed.  Mo  force  can 
compel  people  to  read  the  books  which -in  the 
judgment  of  others  are  best  suited  to  their  wants 
and  tastes;  on  these  points  they  act  for  them- 
selves. So  that  the  provision  which  is  made  for 
all  is  only, adequately  used  by  a  part.  Each  day 
changes  the  relation  and  value  of  the  institution 
to  some  portion  of  the  body  politic,  anci  as  it 
grows  in  size,  in  completeness,  and-  in  conven- 
ience of  access,  ir,  becomes  the  more  useful. 
Based  upon  private  benevolence,  extended  bv  pop- 
ular gifts  and  municipal  supports  it  has  become  a 
fact  in  which  the  whole  community  is  interested, 
and  upon  which  it  will  from  day  to  day  place  more 
reliance  as  it  finds  by  experience  anel  trial  that  it 
meets  the  requirements  of  an  active,  industrious, 
inquisitive,  and  self-helpful  population,  who  will 
l„ok  to  it  in  the  future  as  a  storehouse  of  the  in- 
tellectual progress  of  the  time,  presenting  the 
science,  knowledge  and  imagination  of  the  past 
and  today  as  a  safe  and  reliable  threshold  and 
stepping  stone  to  future  intellectual  and  moral 
growth. 

The  report  is  signed  by  all  the  Trustees,  except 
Kev.  Dr.  George  Putnam,  now  absent  from  the 
country.

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Ordinances,  who  were  directed  to  con- 
eider  the  expediency  of  amending  the  ordinance 
regulating  the  uurcha^e  of  fuel,  made  a  report 
that  they  had  conferred  with  the  Committee  ou 
Fuel,  and  recommended  the  passage  ot  an  accom- 
panying ordinance. 

The  ordinance  was  read  twice  and  passed,  and 
amends  the  ordinance  relating  to  "fuel"  by  pro- 
viding in  section  2,  line  four,  that  the  weigher  or 
measurer  on  the  part  of  the  city,  in  the  contract' 
for  coal,  shall  be  "designated"  by  the  "commit- 
tee" instead  of  "appointed"  by  the  "ciry." 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PRINTING. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  draft  of  an  ordinance  in 
addition  to  an  ordinance  relating  to  printing,  hav- 
ing considered  the  subject,  made  a  report  that  the 
ordinance  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  being 
on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance, 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  appeared  to  him  that 
the  ordinance  ought  to  have  been  passed  befoie 
the  contract  for  the  printing  was  made.  By  the 
showing  of  the  committee,  the  city  must  have'  been 
awfully  shaved  in  its  past  contracts.  The  question 
might  be  now  whether  the  new  contractors  would 
be  willing  to  go  on  under  their  contracts.  There 
was  a  question  also  -is  to  who  was  to  control  this 
superintendent,  or  whether  the  committee  was  to 
supervise  him,  for  he  might  take  the  reins  into  his 
hands,  and  have  more  power  than  the  committee. 

Alderman  Cutter  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
Alderman  did  not  quite  understand  what  were  to 
be  the  duties  of  this  superintendent.  In  printing 
many  errors  occurred,  and.  as  he  understood,  it 
was  to  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  look 
after  the  correction  of  these  errors  and  of  many 
other  things  which  took  up  much  of  the  time  of 
the  clerk  of  committees. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  if  it  was  to  assist  or  re- 
lieve the  clerk  of  committees,  it  was  all  r'ght,  lor 
he  should  be  relieved  of  some  of  hi«  duties,  which 
are  constantly  increasing. 

Aldermm  Pope  wished  to  know  why  the  office 
should  not  be  an  elective  one,  instead  of  an  ap- 
pointment by  the  .Mayor,  and  moved  that  the  mat- 
ter be  laid  over  one  weeK  for  further  considera- 
tion. 

Alderman  Talbot  replied  that  there  was  a  neces- 
sity for  action  at  once,  so  that  the  office  should 
take  effect  with  the  contract  on  the  1st  of  July. 
It  will  be  necessary  for  some  one  to  make  the  pur- 
chases of  paper,  which  the  committee  could  not 
attend  to.  So  Tar  as  related  to  the  appointment, 
the  Board  will  have  the  confirmation  of  it, 
although  he  did  uot  object  to  its  being  an  elective 
office. 

Alderman  Pope  said  there  was  no  reason  why 
this  officer  should  be  appointed  anymore  than 
other  heads  of  departments.  Heshould  be  elected 
and  hold  his  office  during  good  behavior,  and  not 
removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  there  were  other 
officers  who  held  their  offices  by  appointment,  as 
the  Superintendent  of  Faneuil  Halt  Market,  Sealer 
ot  Weights  and  Measures,  and  Superintendent  of 
Lamps. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  see  why  the  of- 
fice should  not  be  elective,  for  it  was  a  g>od  thing 
to  bring  the  officers  up  her*  once  a  year.  An  unfit 
man  might  sometimes  slip  in,  but  when  an  eye  was 
kept  on  them  bv  twelve  men,  there  was  less  risk  of 
it.     He  liked  the  idea  of  looking  such  men  over. 

Alderman  Talb>>t  leoeucd  that  the  Board  would 
have  the  oppovtunitji  to  vote  against  the  appoint- 
ment, if  not  liked. 
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The  motion  to  postpone  wag  lost,  when  the  ordi- 
nance was  passed. 

The  ordinance  provides  for  the  appointment  by 
the  Mayor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Committee  on 
Printing,  of  a  superintendent  of  Printing,  to  hold 
office  for  three  years;  bin  removable  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Mayor;  said  Superintendent  to  give 
bonds  in  $5000  for  the  faithful  performance  or  his 
duties,  to  be  a  practical  printer,  versed  in  the  va- 
rious branches  of  printing  and  book-binding,  not 
to  be  interested  directly  or  indirectly  it  any  con- 
tracts for  printing,  binding  or  stationery  with  the 
city;  all  requisitions  for  printing  and  binding  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  government  to  be 
sent  to  him,  and  an  account  ro  be  kept  of  them;  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  the  work  designated, 
and  matte  alterations,  ir  necessary,  in  the  form  of 
such  work  or  quality  ordered,  to  purchase' Station- 
ery and  the  paper  or  other  stock,  provide  for  the 
storage  of  paper,  keep  an  account  of  the  stock  fur- 
nished to  the  City  Printers,  supervise  the  execu- 
tion of  the  printing  and  binding,  etc.,  to  see  that 
it  is  in  accordance  with  the  contract,  examine  the 
bills,  certify  to  their  coriectness,  and  to  bills  for 
paper,  etc.,  and  act  as  clerk  to  the  Committee  ou 
Printing. 

REGULATION  AND  INSPECTION  OF  BUILDINGS. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  act  approved  May  12,  1871, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  and 
inspection  of  buildings,  the  more  effectual  preven- 
tion of  fire,  aud  the  uet;er  preservation  of  life  and 
property  in  the  city  of  Boston,"  having  carefully 
considered  the  subject,  respectfullv  recommend*  1 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  is  entitled  -'An  ordinance  in  rela- 
tion to  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  build- 
ings," and  was  read  twice  and  passed,  as  follows- 
Section  1.  The  limits  within  which  all  buildings 
hereafter  erected  shall  be  required  to  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty 
of  the  acts  uf  the  year  eighteen  hundred  anil 
seventy-one  are  hereby  established  ana  defined 
as  follows: 

Begiuuiug  at  the  intersection  of  the  centre  line 
of  Dover  and  Albany  streets,  thence  running 
eastwardiy  through  the  centre  of  Dover  street  to 
the  Harbor  Commissioners'  line;  thence  around 
the  northerly  portion  of  the  "City  Proper,"  by  the 
said  Harbor  Commissioners'  line  to  a  point  on 
Cbarles  River,  opposite  the  centre  line  of  Parker 
street,  or  cross-law ;  thence  through  the  eentre  of 
Parker  street  or  cross-dam  to  a  point  opposite  the 
centre  of  Kugglcs  street;  thence  through  the  cen- 
tre of  Buggies  street  to  the  centre  of  Washington 
street;  thence  through  the  centre  of  Washington 
street  to  a  point  opposite  the  centre  of  Palmer 
street:  thence  through  the  centre  of  Palmer  and 
Eustis  street;  to -the  ceutre  of  Hampden  street; 
and  thence  through  the  centre  of  Hainpaen  and 
Albany  streets  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

The  said  district  being  shown  by  a  shaded  red 
line  on  a  plan  made  by  the  City  Surveyor,  dated 
June  26, 1871.  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  to  erect  wooden  build- 
ing in  those  parts  of  the  city  outside  of  the  limits 
derlned  in  section  one  of  this  ordinance,  which  are 
not  more  than  forty-two  feet  in  height  above  the 
sills;  and  said  sills  may  be  laid  not  more  than 
three  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  srreet  as  estab- 
;■-  lishel  by  the  city;  provided,  however,  that  no 
-  wooden  building,  except  for  mechanical  purposes, 
shall  be  erected  in  a  range  of  more  than  forty  feet 
without  the  intervention  of  a  brick  partition  wall 
at  least  eight  inches  in  thickness,  and  said  wall 
shall  be  carried  at  least  six  inches  above  the  roof, 
whether  said  roof  be  flat,  pitched,  or  known  and 
denominated  as  French  or  Mansard;  and  no 
wooden  building  shall  be  altered  or  enlarged  so 
that  it  shall  not  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  No  wooden  building  shall  be  erected 
for  mechanical  purposes,  in  those  parts  of  the  city 
outside  of  the  said  limits  defined  in  section  one, 
which  exceeds  the  height  of  filty-two  fiet  from 
the  under  side  of  the  sills,  said  sills  being  laid  not 
more  than  three  feet  auove  the  grade  of  the  street 
as  established  by  the  city;  and  when  said  build- 
ings are  erected  in  a  range  of  more  than  fifty  feet, 
a  wall  atleast  twelve  inches  thick  shall  be  erected 
at  each  end,  to  the  height  of  four  feet  above  the 
roof. 

Sect.  4.  The  restrictions  on  the  erection  of 
wooden  buildings,  contained  in  the  two  preceding 
sections,  shall  not  beheld  to  apply  to  buildings 
erected  at  a  distance  ol  fifty  feet,  or  more,  irom 


any  other  buildiug,  and  from  any  street,  lane  or 
alley  in  the  city. 

sect.  5.  There  shall  be  appointed,  in  the  manner 
provided  in.  section  five  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  eighty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred aud  seventy-one,  two  Assistant  Inspectors  of 
Building*;  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Engineers 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office. 

Sect.  6.  The  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
shall  furnish  suitable  rooms,  either  in  City  Hall 
or  some  other  convenient  locality,  for  the  transac- 
tion of  the  business  of  the  department  for  the  reg- 
ulation and  inspection  of  buildings  iu  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  shall  provide  the  necessary  furniture 
and  fixtures  for  said  rooms. 

SITE  FOR  ENGINE  HOUSE  NO.  FIFTEEN. 

Alderman  G-ibson,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Building.*,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  proposal  of  Thomas  Keyes  to  sell  his  lotof 
land  on  Broadway  for  a  site  for  Engine  House  No. 
15,  hiving  carefully  considered  the  subject,  made 
a  report,  as  follows: 

The  committee  were  directed  to  advertise  for  a 
site  for  Engine  House  No  15,  to  be  located  en 
Broadway,  between  Foundry  and  B  streets,  or  on 
Dorchester  avenue,  between  First  and  Seventh 
streets.  They  accordingly  did  so,  and  received 
three  proposal?,  which  they  submitted  to  the  City 
Council. 

An  order  was  offered  in  the  City  Council  and  re- 
ferred to  them  authorizing  the  purchase  of  a  lot 
of  land  on  Broadway,  at  a  cost{of  82.36  per  foot,  it 
being  oue  of  the  lots  which  had  been  offered  to 
thein,  and  for  which  when  the  proposals  were  re- 
ceived, $2  50  per  foot,  the  hignest  price,  had  been 
asked. 

Belore  acting  upon  this  order,  the  committee 
held  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  when  the  merits  of  the  various  lots 
were  considered,  and  the  two  committees,  by  a 
nearly  uuanimous  vote,  decided  tbat  the  lot  situ- 
ated on  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Dorchester 
avenue  was  the  best  adapted  for  the  purpose.  The 
committee  so  reported,  and  offered  an  Older  for 
the  purchase  of  that  lot. 

Referring  to  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Keyes,  now  be- 
fore them,  the  committee  find  that  though  the 
price  per  foot  is  considerably  lower  than  when 
first  offered,  yet  in  the  aggregate  the  lot  will  cost 
more  than  the  one  selected  by  them. 

The  committee  have  no  feeling  in  the  matter 
other  than  to  do  what  they  consider  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  city.  It  is  their  business  simply 
to  select  a  suitable  site  in  the  locality  where  the 
Committee  on  F'ire  Department  desire  the  house 
to  be  placed.  This  they  have  done  to  the  best  ft" 
their  judgment,  and  they  consider  that  the  lot 
which  they  have  selected  is  fully  equal  to  the  oth- 
ers in  location,  while  it  is  lower  in  price.  They 
therefore  see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  ad- 
here to  their  report  of  May  29,  now  before  the 
City  Council,  and  they  would  therefore  report 
that  in  their  opinion  it  is  inexpedient  to  take  any 
action  upon  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Keyes. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

HIGH  SERVICE  WATER  FOR  SOUTH  BOSTON 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Water 
on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  to  whom 
were  referred  the  amendments  made  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  to  the  orders  authorizing  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
water  pipes  in  Wards  13, 14, 15  and  16,  and  con- 
necting the  South  Boston  pipes  with  the  high  ser- 
vice supply,  made  a  report  recommending  that  the 
Board  concur  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  concurrence 
with  the  Couucll  in  the  amendments  to  add  "thir- 
ty thousand  dollars  to  be  an  appropriation  for  ;on- 
necting  the  South  Boston  water  supply  with  the 
high  service  supply." 

Alderman  Cutter  opposed  the  amendment, 
stating  that  in  company  With  another  Alderman 
he  had  visited  South  Boston,  and  found  that  there 
was  no  house  without  a  supply  ot  water  in  some 
portion  of  it.  There  were  but  sixteen  houses 
which  were  not  supplied  above  the  basement,  by 
the  present  pipes,  and  the  city  could  uot  afford  to 
Spend  $30,000  for  the  benefit  of  so  small  a  number 
of  houses.  There  were  no  petitioners  for  this  Ap- 
propriation, and  when  the  land  which  requires 
high  service  water  shall  be  built  over,  it  will  be 
time  enough  for  the  occupants  to  ask  tor  it. 

In  the  warn  in  which  he  lived,  it  was  but  quite 
recently  that  they  bad  the  high  service  water. 
They  waited  patiently  for  it  many  years,  and  it 
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should  not  be  asked  for  by  others  before  it  was 
needed .  But  while  that  ward  waited  so  long,  and 
l>aiu  one-tilth  of  the  taxes,  those  wbo  liveu  in  the 
outskirts  of  the  city,  had  no  hesitation  in  requir- 
ing it  before  needed.  The  Water  Board  da  not 
ask  tor  the  additional  sum,  and  diu  not  think  it 
necessary,  and  it  was  only  by  adding  it  in  the 
Common  ''oumil  that  it  could  be  made  to  go 
through,  from  the  necessity  of  the  principal  ap- 
propriation. His  own  experience  under  the  high 
service  water  \v;is  that  it  cost  four  times  as  much 
for  his  plumber's  bill,  and  he  believed  should  it  je 
intridu^ed  into  the  houses  in  South  Boston,  one- 
half  of  thrm  womld  have  it  taken  out  after  a  trial 
of  it. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  had  been  claimed  that 
there  were  upwards  of  three  hundred  houses  that 
were  not  well  supplied  with  water,  while  other  ac- 
counts differed  in  the  number.  He  supposed  that 
it  would  require  a  greater  expense  than  was  pro- 
vided in  the  order. 

Alderman  Pierce  slid  there  was  a  large  number 
of  houses  that  were  supplied  only  in  their  lower 
portions,  in  the  basement  or  in  the  first  story.  He 
read  from  the  report  ot  the  City  Engineer  last 
year,  to  show  the  different  heights  of  houses  and 
that  there  would  be  on  the  vacant  lots  (557  bourses 
with  short  supply  of  waler,  with  an  estimaiedcost 
of  $40,000  to  give  them  the  beuetitsof  the  high  ser- 
vice. The  Bliud  Asylum  was  one  of  these  build- 
ings in  which  the  supply  was  only  in  the  lower 
stories.  He  would  not  for  f  30.000  or  $50,000  den v 
any  considerable  portion  of  the  people  of  the  use 
of  water. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  had  understood  there 
were  fifteen  or  sixteen  houses  only  in  which  the 
wat«r  did  not  reach  above  the  first  story. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  the  people  of  South  Bos- 
ton did  not  trust  the  question  upon  Its  own  mer- 
its, but  waited  to  have  it  carried  by  the  general 
meiitsofthe  supply  m  the  other  wards.  If  he 
could  have  the  water  as  they  do.  he  would  be  satis- 
tied.  Should  it  be  adopted  there  would  not  be  one 
out  of  ten  wbo  would  have  it,  and  the  was  e  from 
the  additional  pressure  would  be  as  ten  to  tnree, 
while  we  have  not  the  water  to  waste. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  was  afraid  the  Alder- 
man had  not  the  fir«t-class  plumbing,  oi  lie  would 
not  have  required  so  much  repairs.  He  did  not 
think  the  people  on  Bea--ou  Hill  would  want  to  go 
into  their  cellars  for  their  supply  of  water.  They 
should  have  the  water  in  their  second  or  in  the 
fifth  stories  it  they  want  it.  There  were  three 
hundred  or  four  hundred,  and  there  would  be  six 
hundred  eventually  which  would  need  the  high 
service.  The  Water  Board,  in  providing:  for  an  ad- 
ditional supply  for  South  Boston,  relied  on  the 
new  main  for  a  pressuie  to  carry  the  water  six  or 
eight  feet  higher,  but  it  was  found  thut  it  did  not 
product-  much  effect.  The  Eire  Depaitment  also 
felt  the  need  of  this  high  service,  the  pressure 
being  feeble  on  the  high  grounds. 

Alderman  liibson  said  it  might  be  an  advantage 
in  the  high  service  in  the  doing  away  of  The  steam 
engine.  It  it  was  a  fact,  as  had  been  stated,  that 
so  many  bouses  we»e  poorly  supplied,  it  was  but. 
,iust  to  give  the  water. to  them;  whereas  if  only  a 
few  houses  needed  it,  the  expenditure  would  not 
be  justifiable.  He  moved  to  lay  the  order  on  the 
table,  that  more  time  be  given  to  understand  it. , 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  no  additional  in- 
formation would  be  likely  to  be  obtained.  There 
were  sixteen  bouses,  as  tbe  Alderman  knows,  who 
examined  them,  in  which  the  water  did  not  reach 
above  the  basement,  and  there  were  many  in 
which  ic  did  not  go  above  the  first  story. 

Alderman  Little  opposed  postponement,  which 
would  be  a  public  detriment.  The  work  of  laying 
the  pipes  had  been  suspended  because  the  Board 
had  no  money,  and  more  than  the  additional  sum 
asked  for  by  tue  amendment  would  be  lost  by 
delays. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  not  aware  that  the 
work  had  been  suspended  for  want  of  means. 

Alderman  Little  stated  further  ttat  many  build 
ings  were  empty  in  the  outer  wards  on  account  of 
the  want  of  water.  It  maybe  that  this  measure 
is  six  months  ahead  of  time,  but  it  must  be  adopt- 
ed. So  far  as  related  to  high  service  on  Beacon 
Hill,  it  was  not  in  vogue  when  water  was  intro- 
duced to  the  city,  besides  the  people  had  their 
supply  from  a  reservoir  which  cost  a  much  larger 
sum  of  money. 

Alderman  Plainer  did  not  think  it  necessary 
to  postpone  this  subject,  for  it  should  be  met  at 
tbe  present  time.  His  action  in  the  case  was  gov- 
erned by  the  Water  Board,  which  had  not  asked 
lor  thi-i  additional  sum.     It    appeared  that   theie 


were  but  fifteen  or  sixteen  houses  which  had  not 
a  supply  ot  water  a'oove  the  brst  story,  and  he   be 
lieved  the  present  was  not  the  time  to  introduce 
the  h'gh  service. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  would  withdraw  his 
motion  to  postpone,  and  move  to  amend  the  order 
by  striking  out  the  additional  sum  for  high  service 
at  south  Boston. 

The  Chair  stared  that  the  same  result  would  be 
reached  by  non-concurring  with  tbe  Council. 

Alderman  Cutter  stated  that  the  water  in  the 
reservoir  at  South  Boston  would  give  ten  feet 
more  rise  in  the  houses,  but  that  was  not  now 
drawn  from. 

The  motion  to  concur  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  9 
to  3,  as  follows:

Ordered,  That  the  order  of  the  Board  passed 
Sept.  12, 1870,  appointing  Dennis  .Moore  a  Banitury 
Inspector  for  the  Health  Department,  be  and  the 
s.ime  is  hereby  revoked. 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  streets  be 
directed  to  remove  such  trees  as  may  be  necess  try 
to  complete  the  widening  of  Warreu  street,  be- 
tween Dudley  and  Cliff  streets.

Whereas,  It  appears  that  much  conTusion  and 
trouble  arise  in  South  Market  street  by  tbe  con- 
course ol  wagons  which  approach  Faneuil  Hall 
Market  in  all  directions  in  tbe  afternoon,  and  that 
some  means  of  regulating  the  approach  and  loca- 
tion of  said  wagons  are  necessary;  it  is  therefore

LOCATION    OF   ENGINE  NO.  FIFTEEN. 

On  motion  of  Aldermen  Gibson,  the  report  and 
orders  to  purchase  land  at  corner  of  Broadway 
and  Dorchester  avenue  as  a  site  for  Engine  House 
15,  2700  feet  at  $2  25  per  loot,  and  to  erect  a 
buiiding  thereon  at  a  cost  for  land  and  building 
of  $25,000,  to  be  raised  by  transfer  from  Keserved 
Fund,  were  taken  from  the  table. 

Alderman  ijibson  said  this  matter  ot  the  location 
of  Engine  Xo.  15  had  been  under  his  consideration 
for  seventeen  months,  the  difficulty  being  princi- 
pally7 with  the  people  of  War  s  7  and  12.  Altera 
full  consideration  of  the  matter,  the  committee 
were  satisfied  that  the  location  proposed  was  the 
best  that  could  be  had. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  the  subject  had  been 
before  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  and  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  separately  and 
together,  ana  they  were  nearly  unanimous  in  favor 
of  the  location  known  as  the  Old  Colony  lot.  The 
prices  of  the  several  lots  varied  from  $2  50  to  $2 
per  foot,  and  this  was  $2  25.  It  was  found  that 
the  difference  would  be  a  trifle  less  than  $200  from 
the  lowest  offered.  The  committees  had  no  other 
end  in  view  in  the  location  than  the  public  good, 
and  they  believed  this  to  be  the  most  available 
and  economical  lot. 

The  resolve  and  orders,  as  amended,  were 
passed. 

THE  CHANDLER  STREET   STABLE  QUESTION. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  White,  the  report  that 
leave  be  granted  on  petition  of  Thomas  F.  Frost  to 
erect  a  brick  stable  for  one  hundred  and  thirty 
horses,  on  Chandler  street,  near  Tremout  street, 
was  taken  frjm  the  table  and  considered. 

Alderman  Little  stated,  in  explanation  of  the 
report  ol  the  committee,  that  they  gave  a  loBg 
and  patient  hearing  to  all  the  parties  interested^ 
visited  the  locality  several  times  and  considered 
the  location  as  connected  with  the  property  in  the 
vicinity.  It  is  proposed  by  the  petitioners  to  have 
the  entrance  to  the  stable  on  the  narrow  street 
running  from  Chandler  street,  with  an  office  en- 
trance only  on  Chandler  street,  and  by  this  means 
keep  the  carriages  a  considerable  distance  from 
Chandler  street,  obviating  one  great  objection  of 
the  remonstrants.  There  was  objection  as  there 
always  is  to  stables  in  any  locality,  and  in  view  of 
the  vicinity  of  lumber-yards  and  planing-mills 
they  could  not  entertain  tec  belief  that  the  land 
was  altogether  suited  for  first-class  dwelling- 
houses.  Under  all  the  circumstances  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  see  how  the  committee  could  report  other- 
wise than  they  did. 

Iu  all  of  the  various  applications  before  the 
committee  for  leave  to  erect  stables,  there  had  not 
been  more  than  three  or  four  cases  in  which  they 
had  not  visited  the  premises,  and  of  these  they 
had  the  assurance  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Health  that  there  would  be  no  objection.  It  was 
most  difficult  to  locate  stables  anywhere,  and  one 
of  the  remonstrants  in  this  case  went  so  far  as  to 
say  that  there  should  be  no  horses  staDled  within 
the  limits  of  the  citv.  Under  the  guarantees  which 
the  committee  required,  they  believed  that  uo  in- 
justice would  be  done  in  granting  the  petition. 

Alderman  White  said  he  was  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing the  petition  and  so  voted  in  committee,  but 
after  visiting  the  premises  and  consi  iering  the 
matter  further,  he  should  vote  against  it. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  report  granting 
leave,  and  it  was  lejected.

Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council, 

JUNE  29,  1871. 


The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening,  at  eight  o'clock, 
Matthias  Kicb,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  of  Win.  J.  Brady  and  others.  Isaac 
P.  Clark,  and  others,  and  ot  Adoniram  JJurrill,  and 
a  communication  lrom  the  Street  Commissioners 
for  an  additional  appropriation,  were  severally  re- 
ferred, in  concurrence. 

The  following  matters  were  referred,  in  con- 
currence: 

Reference  to  Committee  on  Streets  of  a  resolve 
and  order  from  the  Street  Commissioners,  to 
widen  Washington  street  at  the  corner  of  Warren 
street,  at  a  cost  of  .1*4300. 

Reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Treasury  De- 
partment of  a  communication  from  the  City 
Treasurer  in  answer.to  the  order  of  the  9th  inst., 
in  relation  to  those  indebted  to  the  city  on  the  1st 
of  May. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Order  to  pay  Henry  T.  Spear  $9500,  for  estate 
taken  at  6  Indiana  place. 

Order  to  pay  Win.  Fasterbrook  810,000,  for  estate 
taken  at  9  Indiana  place. 

Order  to  pay  ElUn  M.  Fitzpatrick  $3500,  for  estate 
46  Porter  street,  taken  from  Elizabeth  F.  Dwelly. 

Order  authorizing  the  committee  appointed  to 
make  investigations  in  relation  to  the  sale  of 
diseased  meat  to  expend  not  exceeding  $300  in 
summoning  witnesses,  making  a  report  of  the  evi- 
dence, and  for  other  expenses. 

Order  to  pay,  not  exceeding  $000,  the  amount 
for  repairing  and  painting  the  Harbor  Master's 
office. 

The  order  to  pay  bills  of  the  July  draft,  of  per- 
sons directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the  City 
(Government,  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

The  order  for  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  to 
report  an  ordinance  to  prohibit  the  running  of  any 
velocipedes,  or  other  carriages  propelled  by  steam 
power,  in  the  public  streets  was  considered. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  1.3  said  he  could  see  no  neces- 
sity for  the  passage  of  such  an  ordiuance  at  this 
time  more  than  at  any  other  time.  It  was  evident 
to  bim  at  whom  the  order  was  aimed.  Mr.  Roper, 
who  lived  in  the  lliguland  District,  was  engaged 
in  experiments  in  testing  the  qualities  and  powers 
of  a  machine  designed  to  be  applied  to  a  plough, 
and  the  experiment  cannot  be  well  tried  except  in 
the  streets,  on  hard  and  on  easy  going.  This  would 
cut  him  off  from  his  experiments.  There  had 
never  occurred  any  accident  from  his  travelling  in 
the  streets  with  it,  and  it  was  not  so  likelv  to 
frighten  a  horse  as  was  a  pile-driver  at  work  near 
a  street.  He  had  himself  drove  alongside  of 
his  vehicle,  without  fright  to  his  noise.  He 
moved  that  the  order  be  indefinitely  postponed, 
which  was  carried. 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  regulating 
the  purchase  of  fuel  for  the  use  of  the  city  was 
read  twice  and  pissed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  in  addition 
to  an  ordinance  relating  to  printing,  (City  Doc. 53,) 
was  accepted,  when  the  ordinance  was  rejected  by 
a  vote  of  15  to  26. 

The  report  (inexpedient)  to  take  any  action  on 
the  proposal  of  Thomas  Keyes  to  sell  a  lot  of  laDd 
for  Engine  House  No.  15  was  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  report  and  orders  to  purchase  land  at  the 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Dorchester  avenue,  as  a 
site  for  Engine  House  15—2700  feet  at  $2  25  per 
foot— and  to  erect  a  building  thereon,  at  a  cost  for 
land  and  building  of  $25,000,  to  be  raised  bv  trans- 
fer from  Reserved  Fund,  were  read  twice,  and  pass- 
ed, by  a  vote  of  48  to  2. 

WIDENING  OF   PORTLAND  STREET. 

The  special  assignment  for  8>£  o'clock,  of  the  re- 
solve and  order  for  the  widening  of  Portland 
street,  from  Hanover  to  Causeway  street,  at  an  ad- 
judged expense  of  $448,607  50,  (City  Doc.  No.  48, 
1871,)  was  taken  up  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hull  of  Ward 
4. 

Mr.  Hull  moved  that   it   be    laid   on  the  table, 


which  was  carried  without  debate  and  without  a 
count. 


UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Report  and  order  for  the  issue  of  new  bonds  for 
sale  of  land  on  Newbury  street  to  F.  H.  Peabody 
and  others. 

Order  to  pay  Henry  A.  Lyford  $10,000,  for  estate 
12  Indiana  place,  taken  by  the  city. 

Order  authorizing  the  uaynient  of  the  city's  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  repairing  and  maintaining 
Charles  River  and  Warren  bridges. 

Order  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  city's  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  repairing  and  maintaining 
West  Boston  and  Cragie's  bridges. 

Order  tor  the  repair  of  the  several  schoolhouses 
during  the  coming  vacation. 

Order  to  raise  the  Webb  Primary  Schoolhouse, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2500. 

PAYMENT     FOR     GOODS     DESTROYED     1IY    FIRE     AT 
THE   HOUSE   OF  CORRECTION. 

The  motion  pending  at  the  adjournment  of  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council,  to  reconsider  the  vole 
whereby  was  passed  the  order  to  pay  Frceland, 
Beard  &  Richardson  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  forty-three  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents,  for 
goods  delivered  to  the  city,  held  for  manufacture 
at  its  risk,  and  destroyed  bv  fire  at  the  House  of 
Correction,  amended  to  include  other  parties,  was 
considered. 

.  Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  addressed  the  Council  as 
follows: 

Being  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Claims, 
who  have  had  this  subject  under  consideration, 
and  after  the  hearing  of  all  the  parties  before  the 
whole  committee,  having  be»n  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  sub-committee  to  further  inquire  into 
the  facts  and  report  on  the  propriety  of  paying 
the  claims,  I  desire  to  say  that  all  the  parties  ex- 
cept Freeland,  Beard  &  Richardson,  appeared  be- 
fore the  committee  and  presented  their  claims  at 
the  same  time.  Neither  of  them  offered  any  evi- 
dence except  that  they  had  sent  goods  to  the 
House  of  Oorrectii  n  t  j  be  "made  up,"  which  were 
never  returned. 

The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Pub- 
lic Institutions  was  present  and  stated  that  the 
goods  had  been  burned  by  an  accidental  fire  while 
there  to  be  manufactured;  that  no  agreement 
had  ever  been  made  with  either  of  the  parties  to 
insure  them  against  loss  by  fire,  and  that  no  con- 
versation had  ever  been  had  with  either  of  them 
about  such  risk. 

During  the  bearing  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Claims  asked  the  parties  if  they  wished  to  pre  - 
sent  any  evidence  as  to  the  customs  of  trade  in 
such  cases,  and  was  answered  that  they  did  not 
wish  to  do  so  in  the  presence  of  the  City  Solicitor; 
that  they  preferred  to  go  directly  to  the  courts 
rather  than  to  discuss  the  matter  on  a  legal  basis 
before  the  committee. 

After  these  parties  had  retired  a  memoer  of  the 
firm  of  Freeland,  Beard  &  Richardson  came  in  and 
presented  their  claim.  He  stated  that  it  was  the 
custom  of  their  firm  to  seud  an  invoice  with  every 
lot  of  goods  sent  to  be  manufactured,  giving  the 
quantity  and  quality  sent,  with  directions  for  their 
manufacture,  and  sometimes,  if  not  always,  the 
price  to  be  paid,  and  that  this  invoice  was  uni- 
formly written  under  a  printed  notice,  a  copy  of 
which  was  handed  to  the  committee. 

The  notice  is  a  carefully  prepared  document  of 
instructions  to  the  maker  of  the  goods,  and  among 
other  things  says  "the  maker  to  pay  all  expenses 
for  freight  and  charges,  and  the  goods  to  be  at  his 
risk  against  loss  by  fire  or  otnerwise  until  re- 
turned to  us." 

In  answer  to  this,  it  was  stated  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  that  neither  he  nor  any 
other  member  of  the  Board  had  ever  had  that 
clause  iu  the  notice  brought  to  their  attention 
until  after  the  fire,  and  even  if  they  had  he  did 
not  think  it  would  nave  rendered  the  city  liable 
for  the  loss,  as  they  never  assented  to  it. 

To  this  it  was  replied  by  Freeland,  Beard|&  Rich- 
ardson, that  it  was  no  fault  ot  theirs  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  had  not  seen  the  notice  of  in- 
structions, for  it  was  always  sent,  and  that  the 
assent  of  the  Board  was  fully  given  by  their  action 
in  receiving  and  manufacturing  the"  goods  with- 
out demurring  ag;  inst  it. 

The  healing  being  over,  the  committee  after 
some  discussion  concluded  that  they  were  not  suf- 
ficiently well  informed  on  the  merits  of  the  cases 
to  decide  them  at  that  time,,and  referred  them  to 
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i  sub-committee  to  iiKjuire  furtber  into  the  matter 
anil  rcnori. 

I'his  8ur.-cosn.mu tee  went  to  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection with  the  chairman  and  the  other  mcmheis 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  iiiid  there  found  several 
of  Freeland,  Beard  it  Kichardson's  invoices  ftljed 
out  in  due  form;  with  the  clause  requiring  r1"' 
maker  to  take  the  visK  of  loss  by  tine  or  otherwise, 
until  the  goods  were  returned. 

1'he  cleik  stated  that  he  bud  no  doubt  that  every 
lor,  of  goods  received  from  Freeland,  Meant  (\; 
liichar  ison  was  accompanied  with  a  similar  in- 
s  oicc.  He  did  not  call  the.  attention  ot  the  Direct- 
ors to  it,  but  diil  sueah  of  it  to  Capt.  Bobbins,  who 
answered  that  lie  presumed  that  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  Knew  his  business. 

There  was  no  notice  in  any  invoice  or  letter  of 
instructions  from  either  ol  the  other  t  arttes  by 
which  it  could  in  any  way  be  implied  thai  they 
expected  the  city  to  take  any  risk  of  loss  Dy  tire, 
and  neither  of  them  claims  that  any  nientioueven 
about  such  risk,  had  ever  been  made. 

hi  view  of  the  ahove  fact  the  sub-couimittee 
decided  that  Freeland,  Beard  &  Kiehardson  ought 
to  he  paid,  and  that  the  other  claimants  ought  to 
be  given  leave  to  withdraw. 

1'he  committee,  after  a  full  discussion,  unani- 
mously adopted  the  conclusions  of  thesub-com- 
inittee,  and  reported  the  order  under  considera- 
tion accordingly. 

Now  let  me  say  a  few  words  about  the  merits  of 
the  case.  This  Council  is  largely  composed  of 
business  men  and  manufacturer?1,  and  every  one 
here  knows  that  certain  rules  ind  regulations  are 
necessa'y  in  the  management  of  business  trans- 
actions which  are  generally  agreed  to  by  business 
men.  Such  rules  have  beeu  adopted  and  modified 
Irom  time  to  time,  as  the  modes  and  wants  of 
business  have  required,  and  many  of  them  have 
crystalized  into  laws.  Ihe  common  law,  so  far 
as  it  relates  to  business  matters,  is  nut  the  judg- 
ment of  the  courts  that  these  rules  are  right, 
proper  and  legal  ones. 

One  of  these  rules  is.  that  in  the  absence  of  a 
contract  to  the  contrary  any  merchant  holding  the 
goods  ot  another  for  any  purpose  whatever,  holds 
them  at  the  risk  against  tire  of ;  the  consignor  or 
owner  of  the  goods.  This  is  a  right  and  equitable 
rule;  without  it  business  men  would  never  know 
the  extent  of  their  liabilities,  for  thev  frequently 
have  no  means  of  knowing  the  value  of  the  goods 
they  hold  lor  otners.  All  that  is  required  of  the 
persons  holding  goods  in  that  way,  is  to  use  due 
diligence  in  the  care  of  them.  Many  persons  who 
manufacture  goods  for  others  frequently  bave  val- 
ue enough  on  hand  to  ruin  them  in  case  the  goods 
were  burned  and  they  were  held  liable. 

It  would  be  extremely  unjust  to  require  such 
persons  to  he  held  liable.  Neither  of  the  claim- 
ants in  this  case,  except  Freeland,  Beanl  &  Kieh- 
ardson, pretend  that  thev  have  any  claim  on  tne 
city,  except  on  the  ground  of  common  usage  or 
custom  of  trade,  and  that  is  clearly  against  their 
claim. 

Another  rule  which  is  generally  assented  to 
among  business  men  is,  that, 'instructions  by  letter 
to  any  party  receiving  goods  from  another  are  ab- 
solutely binding  as  to  the  disposition  of  those 
goods,  when  of  a  reasonable  chatacter  and  clearly 
within  the  line  of  duty  of  the  receiving  party,  if 
not  dissented  from  within  a  reasonable  time,  or  if 
n  it  in  some  other  way  vitiated. 

This  rule  isagood.  practical  business  rule;  with- 
out it  business  men  would  never  be  safe  in  in- 
trusting goods  to  another,  either  for  sale  or  manu- 
facture. For  the  receiving  pl*rty  only  need  to  re- 
fuse to  answer  any  lerter  of  instructions,  to  entire- 
ly vitiate  them,  and  thus  might  sell  goods  tor  any 
price,  or  mike  them  up  in  any  way  they  chose, 
without  regard  to  instructions. 

If  business  men  acted  in  that  way,  nothing  but 
confusion  would  rule  in  business  matters. 

freeland.  Heard  iV  Kiehardson  sent,  instructions 
with  every  lot  of  goods  which  they  transmitted  to 
the  House  of  Correction  to  be  inade  up,  as  to 
what  would  be  lequired  of  the  makers.  Cine  of 
thes.'  instructions  was  that  the  makers  should  take 
the  risk  of  lire.  This  was  a  reasonable  instruc- 
tion. It  was  (dearly  in  the  hv.e  of  the  duty  of  the 
city,  it  having  undertaken  to  manulacture  these 
goods  for  the  parties,  to  take  that  risk  if  they 
w  i Wed  to  do  so,  or  IV  they  did  not,  to  notify  Free- 
land,  Beard  &  Kiehardson,  within  a  reasonable 
time.  They  did  not  so  notify  them,  and  therefore 
did  take  tin-  risk  of  loss  by  lire,  and  it  would  he 
absolutely  wrong  for  this  Council  not  to  vote  to 


pay  them. 
One   word   more. 


There  have  boen   reports  in 


circulation  that  if  the  citv  bad  used  due  diligence 
this  tire  would  not  have  occuned,  and,  ther.loie, 
it  is  said,  tha'  all  parties  ought  to  be  paid.  To 
that  I  can  only  say,  that  no  evidence  of  the  kind 
was  offered  before  the  Committee  on  f"iawi«,  and 
I  bave  not  been  able  since  hearing  the  reports  t  > 
lind  the  persons  to  whom  I  was  referred  for  their 
confirmation. 

It  has  also  been  said  that  these  rejected  claim- 
ants have  paid  a  great  deal  ot  money  into  the  City 
Treasury  tor  labor  performed  ar  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, and  i  lint  it  would  be  good  policy  for  the 
city  to  pay  these  claims,  and  thereby  secure  the 
good  will  of  these  large  manufacturing  linn-, 
with  a  view  to  future  operations. 

I'o  this  1  will  answer  that  if  anything  of  that 
kind  is  to  be  done,  the  Committee  on  Claims  is 
not  the  committee  to  investigate  the  matter,  nor 
is  this  Come  il  the  body  to  decide  whether  these 
claims  should  he  piid  for  such  reason-. 

The  proper  persons  to  decide  on  the  expediency 
of  paying  on  such  grounds,  are  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  1'ublic  Institution-- who  have  bad, 
and  will  continue  to  have,  the  business  to  do.  If 
it  is  thought  advisahle  to  re:er  the  whole  matter 
to  that  Board  with  full  powers  to  pay  these  re- 
jected claimants,  if  i:i  their  judgment  the  interest 
of  the  city  requires  it.  I  have  no  objection.  I 
hope  the  motion  to  rec  .nsider  will  prevail. 

A  question  was  raised  whether  debate  was  in  or- 
der, tne  yeas  and  nays  having  been  ordered  on  the 
reconsideration  at  tlie  !asr  meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  Chair  (Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1)  ruled  that  de- 
bare  might  go  on.  desiring  not  to  abridge  debate 
in  his  temporary  occupancy  of  the  chair. 

Mr.  Robbing  of  Ward  &  read  a  letter  from  the 
City  .Solicitor,  giving  it  as  his  opinion  that,  in  the 
absence  ot  any  agreement,  all  goods  sent  to  the 
city  to  be  manufactured  were  at  the  risk, of  the 
owners;  there  was  no  evidence  of  obligation  to  be 
responsible  for  the  goods  except  in  the  case  of 
Freeland,  Beard  <Sk  Kiehardson,  with  whom  there 
was  an  express  contract  that  the  city  should  l>e 
liable  for  the  loss  of  the  goods.  According  to  the 
terms  of  that  agreement  the  city  would  be  liable 
for  tne  goods  and  must  nay  for  them. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  it  appeared  from 
what  had  been  remarked,  that  Freeland,  Beard  & 
Co.  would  have  been  insured  elsewhere  if  the  city 
bad  not  been  responsible.  He  wished  to  know  how 
much  Freeland,  Beard  &  Co.  paid  the  city  for  in- 
surance of  their  goods,  for  they  must  bave  paid 
the  city  something  lor  insurance,  if  the  city  is 
liable  Tor  the  goods. 

Mr.  Webster  replied  that  he  did  not  know  what 
they  paid.  Freeland,  Beard  <&  Co.  had  a  liability 
contract  with  the  city,  a  legal  one,  and  n would 
be  bad  policy  for  the  city  to  refuse  to  pay  for  these 
goods.  There  was  no  such  contract  with  the  other 
parties,  and  it  would  he  bad  policy  to  pay  them. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  said  he  would  like  to 
know  what  there  was  in  a  contract.  If  there  had 
been  such  a  contract  as  was  spoken  of,  it  must 
have  been  signed  by  both  parties. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  VVard  5  said  he  ujade  the  con- 
tracts with  these  dealers  in  clothing,  as  a  member 
<>t 'the  Board  of  Directors  lor  Public  Institutions 
and  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Contracts,  and 
be  never  knew  of  the  printed  notices  of  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Co.  holding  the  city  responsible  for  the 
loss  of  the  goods  until  aftc  the  hie  occurred.  He 
went  over  the  morning  after  the  fire,  and  after 
that  he  met  with  the  Direet.ors,when  these  notices 
were  mentioned.  If  these  notices  were  to  be  held 
as  a  contract  binning  the  city,  they  must,  make 
the  verbal  contract  with  him  invalid. 

The  view  wbicn  he  took  of  the  matter  was  this, 
whether  the  officers  at  the  House  ot  Correction 
used  due  care  an  1  diligence  in  the  preservation  of 
the  property :  if  not  llien  the  city  is  liable.  If  the 
watchman  who  was  on  duty  bail  been  in  his  place 
within  half  an  hour  of  the  time  when  the  lire  was 
discovered,  the  serious  loss  might  have  been  pre- 
vented. The  evening  before,  the  present  Master, 
then  a  deputy,  and  the  matron  were  in  the  room 
in  w  hich  the  tire  was  supposed  to  have  originated, 
looking  over  their  books  and  congratulating  them- 
selves upon  their  good  luck  for  the  month  The 
matron  afterwards  recollected  that  a  window  bad 
been  left  open,  and  went  back  to  close  it.  It  had 
been  said  the  tire  inight  have  originated  fnun 
spontaneous  combustion  Irom  oily  rags  lett  in  the 
room,  but  the  room  was  swept  every  day,  and  there 
had  been  no  lire  there. 

The  Board  had  employed  a  detective  who  h:d 
been  engaged  siv  or  eight  weeks  in  endeavoring  to 
hud  out  the  origin  ot  the  lire,  and  he  had  beard 
thai   Within   forty-eight    hours    they  had  come  to 
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the  conclusion  that  it  was  caused  by  an  incendia- 
ry. It  the  building:  was  set  on  tire,  tbeu  the 
officers  did  not  exercise  due  care  and  diligence, 
and  it  would  lie  a  clear  case  in  a  court  of  law.  In 
his  view,  if  the  city  paid  one  of  these  parties,  it 
should  pay  the  others;  aud  there  was  no  reason, 
equity  or  justice,  why  they  should  not  all  have 
their  pay.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  all  of  the 
parties  would  lie  paid.  The  Chief  fe>gineer  of  the 
Fire  Department,  who  went  over  from  Temple 
street,  said  had  there  been  a  sufficient  supply  of 
water  much  ot  the  property  might  then  have  been 
saved.  The  hydrants  were  in  bad  condition,  and 
they  were  obliged  to  go  out  into  the  street  for  the 
water. 

•Mr.  .Stone  of  AVard  5  denied  that  there  could  be 
any  liability  because  the  parties  printed  in  small 
type  a  notice  which  they  sent  with  their  goods. 
X«  one  was  oblieed  to  read  the  notice,  and  to  say 
that  such  a  notice  made  a  legal  obligation  was 
absurd.  He  would  rather  have  the  case  litigated 
and  ascertain  the  rights  hi  the  case.  He  agreed 
u  iih  the  gentleman  who  made  the  contract  that 
such  a  notice  if  held  to  be  legal,  would  mate  inval- 
id the  original  contract.  If  the  city  became  re- 
sponsiole  for  the  goods  it  should  have  had  some 
pay  tor  it.  as  to  ouinions,  any  quantity  of  opin- 
ions could  be  obtained  of  lawyers  in  any  case. 

ill.  Bobbins  said  the  gentleman  who  was  so  well 
versed  in  the  contract  had  an  opportunity  to  ap- 
pear before  the  commitlee.  He  regretted  that  he 
did  not,  for  it  might  have  had  some  effect  in  the 
settlement  of  the  question. 

Mr.  Flanders  replied  ihat  he  did  appear  before  a 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Some  of 
the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  appear- 
ed to  have  beeii  thin-skinned  in  the  matter,  and 
had  said  that  if  the  amendment  was  voted  down 
and  the  order  passed  in  favor  of  Freeland.  Beard 
&  Co.,  they  would  go  lor  a  separate  order  to  pay 
i  be  other  parties. 

.Mr.  Webster  denied  that  he  had  made  any  such 
agree  aaent. 

Air.  Koninson  of  Ward  11  said  be  proposed  the 
amend  ment  in  good  faith,  and  believed  they  should 
pay  all  the  parties. 

Air.  Robbing  of  Ward  8  made  some  further  re- 
marks in  relation  to  the  liability  of  the  city,  and 
beyond  that  he  did  not  wish  to  go. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said  if  the  city  had  got 
caught  in  a  trap,  it  would  be  as  well  to  pay  for  the 
goods.  In  the  case  of  Freeland,  Beard  &  Co.,  if 
the  goods  should  be  paid  for,  he  would  pay  for 
them,  but  he  would  not  pay  for  the  others. 

Mr.  Clatur  of  Ward  i  said  if  the  city  was  bound 
to  pay  one,  it  was  bound  to  pay  the  others.  It  ap- 
peared that  the  Directors  did  not  know  anything 
of  this  notice. 

Mr.  Webster,  in  explanation,  said  that  when  the 
committee  went  into  an  examination  of  the  evi- 
dence, the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Correction  said 
he  did  not  speak  to  the  Directors  in  relation  to  the 
notice,  but  to  tJapt.  Bobbins,  supposing  the  Direc- 
tors knew  best  their  own  business. 

Mr.  Clatur  saia  that  it  appeared  the  notice  was 
only  kuown  to  the  bands  in  the  shop  and  wot  to 
Directors  or  committee,  and  the  city  could  not  be 
bound  to  pay  for  the  goods. 

Mr.  Wincli  said  he  would  not  say  that  the  city 
was  bound  by  the  notice,  but  if  so  it  should  pay 
for  the  goods. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  raised  the  question 
whether  the  verbal  agreement  or  printed  uotice 
made  the  city  liable. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider, which  was  lost — 23  yeas  to  35  nays,  as  fol- 
lows:

EXTENSION  OF  COLUMBUS  AVENUE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Willis  of  Ward  9,  the  report 
and  orders  authorizing  the  purchase  from  the  Bos- 
ton &  Providence  Railroad  Company  of  certain 
land  shown  on  a  plan  of  the  City  surveyor,  dated 
the  1st  of  December  last,  and  containing  03,303 
square  feet,  more  or  less,  and  the  buildimrs  on 
Madison  place,  at  not  exceeding  $475,000,  and  for  a 
loan  of  said  sum  to  pay  therefor,  were  taken  up. 


Mi.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  to  recommit,  with 
instructions  to  the  committee  to  enter  into  nego- 
tiations with  the  railroad  company  for  a  change  ot 
the  line  of  the  avenue,  so  that  it  shall  enter  Parle 
square  at  or  near  the  soutliwest  corner  of  the 
estate  of  Jeffrey  Richardson. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  report  would 
not  be  recommitted,  for  the  railroad  company  had 
made  all  the  negotiations  tbey  proposed,  to  make 
and  it  would  be  useless  to  send  it  back.  It  was 
first  determined  to  run  the  line  as  proposed,  but  it 
•was  found  that  it  would  make  no  difference  in 
price  and  the  railroad  company  would  now  rather 
have  the  orders  rejected  than  not. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said  he  hoped  the  report 
would  be  recommitted,  for  on  the  plan  determined 
upon  it  would  cut  into  six  or  seven  estates  on 
Boylston  street,  and  it  was  not  worth  while  to  buy 
any  more  land  than  necessary.  By  swinging  out 
the  line  of  the  avenue  about  twenty-odd  feet  it 
would  save  great  expense,  $87,000  in  damages  to 
estates  and  $16,000  in  cost  of  land,  making  in  all 
$103,000.  He  did  not  doubt  that  the  railroad  com- 
pany would  be  glad  to  sell  less  land. 

Mr.  Smith  said  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Streets  tried  the  company  on  this  plan.  The 
line  would  bring  the  street  out  about  the  middle 
of  Park  square,  and  ultimately  it  would  make  it 
necessary  to  cut  off  the  building  at  the  corner  ot 
the  square  and  Bovlston  street. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  he  believed  the  city  would  save 
at  least  $100,000,  a  sum  of  money  worth  looking 
alter. 

Mr.  Willis  of  Ward  9  said  the  committee  had 
spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  negotiations,  had 
carefully  considered  the  matter,  anil  they  had  got 
the  best  terms  which  could  be  had.  The  propo- 
sition to  recommit  is  simply  to  kill  the  measure, 
and  that  is  all  it  means. 

Mr.  Winch  said  he  did  not  intend  to  kill  the 
pro|ecv,  but  preferred  to  save  expense  by  making 
a  slight  deflection,  not  being  compelled  to  carry 
out  a  straight  line. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  the  Ccmmittee  on 
Streets  had  given  much  attention  to  the  subject, 
and  he  believed  the  President  and  Directors  of  the 
road  had  given  their  ultimatum.  It  would  he  use- 
less to  go  to  them  for  a  new  bargain,  for  today  tne 
chairman  of  the  committee  had  received  a  note 
trorn  the  President  stating  that  unless  this  passes 
the  Council  tonight  they  will  hold  the  city  tor  in- 
terest on  tiie  amount  fixed  upon,  from  the  15th 
June,  which  was  thirty  days  after  the  agreement 
was  entered  into.  They  wished  the  city  either  to 
purchase  or  not,  so  that  they  may  go  on  with  their 
plans. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  had  not  felt 
prepared  to  act  previous  to  this  time  on  this  mat- 
ter. The  course  of  the  railroad  company  he  had 
thought  was  strange,  and  they  had  acted  unhand- 
somely; but  the  city  was  iu  the  power  of  that 
corporation,  and  if  we  delay,  they  will  use  that 
pewer  to  make  worse  terms.  He  believed  the 
terms  to  be  the  best  we  could  get,  and  he  should 
be  sorry  to  sec  a  bend  in  the  street,  as  proposed, 
for  there  would  evev  be  an  effort  to  get  it  straight- 
ened out.  iJnder  the  circumstances  he  was  in 
favor  of  taking  up  with  the  terms  of  the  corpora- 
tion. 

Mr.  Brooks  moved  for  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the 
recommitment,  which  failed,  when  the  motion  to 
recommit  was  Hst. 

The  resolve  and  orders  were  passed,  by  a  vote  of 
48  yeas  to  8  nays,  as  follows:

The  order  was  read  once,  and  on  a  motion  to 
suspend  the  rules  it  was  opposed  by  Mr.  Stone  of 
Ward  5,  who  said  there  was  no  occasion  to  in- 
crease the  pay  so  long  as  there  is  such  a  scramble 
for  the  offiee,  and  the  Assessors  could  attend  to 
their  own  business  while  getting  well  paid  for  this 
service.

CHARLES     RIVER    BRIDGE. 

The  following;  communication  was  laid  before 
the  Hoard  : 

Boston,  June  30, 1871. 

To  /lie  Honorable  Oily  Council  of  the  City  of  IJoxum  : 

Gentlemen— since  mv  appointment  as  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Chmlestown  Bridges,  on  the  22d  of 
.way,  the  machinery  of  the  draw  on  Charles  Kiver 
Bridge  has  been  broken  six  times.  These  acci- 
dents have  caused  great  inconvenience  to  me  pub- 
lic from  the  interruption  to  the  travel,  and  in  the 
passage  of  vessels,  and  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  make 
this  communication  to  the  Citv  Council  as  the 
proper  mode  oi  informing  them  and  the  oubli<!  as 
to  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  and  how  tar  it  can  b° 
remedied  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  draw  is  of  iron,  on  the  hive  principle,  that 
is,  it  is  opened  by  being  moved  off  on  an  angle  to 
the  drawway,  by  means  of  a  rack  and  geared 
wheel*  operated  by  horse  power.  The  weight  of 
the  draw  rests  upon  trucks  with  "heels  running 
on  rails.  It  was  built  under  the  direction  of  the 
late  State  Commissioners,  but  trom  some  miscal- 
culation in  its  construction  it  has  lequired  more 
than  thirty  tors  of  dead  weight  as  a  counterpoise 
to  the  overhang,  which  added  to  the  weight  of  the 
draw  is  too  great  for  the  strength  of  the  machine- 
ry to  sustain  or  operate.  Since  the  first  of  the 
present  month  the  racks  have  been  braken  and 
new  sections  added  (our  times;  two  of  the  truck 
wheels  and  two  of  the  boxes  crushed  or  broken 
all  at  different  times.  Those  have  all  been  re- 
paired as  soon  as  possible,  and  much  of  the  work 
done  alter  midnight,  to  prevent  the  interruption 
ol  travel. 

From  a  careful  examination,  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  onlv  mode  ol  remedying  the  existing  evils  is 
to  reduce  the  gross  weight  of  the  draw,  and  re- 
duce the  trictiou  of  the  trucks  by  changing  the 
construction  ol  the  boxes  and  rails.  As  1  presum- 
ed that  the  drawway  could  be  reduced  from  J5  to 
30  ieet  m  width,  according  to  the  law  in  relation 
to  all  the  other  bridges,  1  proposed  to  extend  the 
pier  by  piles  on  the  Charleston  side  of  the  chan- 
nel, and  by  cutting  off  nine  feet  of  the  length  of 
tie  draw,  change  the  centre  of  weight  of  the 
whole  structure,  so  as  to  dispense  vvitl  at  least 
thirty  tons  ol  granite  with  which  it  is  now  loaded 
On  applying  to  the  Harbor  Commissioners  for 
permission  to  make  these  alterations,  it  was  found 
that  they  were  not  authorized  to  s  mction  the  re- 
duction of  this  drawway  in  this  particular  bridge 
although  all  the  other  bridges  over  Charles  Kiver 
were  required  to  be  only  thirty- six  feet  in  width. 


We  are  therefore  debarred  from  acquiring  relief 
in  the  manner  proposed  until  the  Legislature 
meets  and  will  give  the  necessary  power. 

In  the  meantime  we  propose  to  improve  the 
moving  machinery  which  is  required,  and  are 
li  iving  chilled  iron  truck  wheels  cast,  and  the 
trucks  reconstructed  so  as  to  reduce  the  friction, 
wilh  uew  rails  and  racks.  To  prevent  the  closing 
of  the  travel  as  far  as  possible,  this  work  will  be 
done  by  sections,  n  new  ing  one  portion  at  a  time, 
and  although  every  effort  will  be  made  to  accom- 
plish tliis  with  as  little  inconvenience  as  we  can, 
the  traveling  public  over  these  bridges  must  be 
patient,  in  respect  to  the  accidents,  until  we  can 
get  the  new  work  in  place. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  measures  now 
in  progress  will  tend  to  onviate  the  difficulties 
arising  from  the  construction  of  the  bridge,  anil 
whenever  the  draw-way  can  be  reduced  to  the 
width  ol  the  other  bridges,  there  will  probably  be 
no  more  cause  for  interruption  than  (hat  of  "any 
other  bridge.  ,),>s.

REPORT   OF   PORT     PHYSICIAN. 

The  report  of  the  Port  Physician  for  the  quarter 
ending  June  30,  contains  the  following  statements: 

Whole  number  of  vessels  examined  and  passed 
since  Anril  1,  has  been  135— steamers,  7;  ships,  15; 
barques.  44;  I'rigs,  45;  schooners,  24.  Of  this  num- 
ber 8  have  required  detention  from  one  to  three 
days  each.  Two  of  them  brought  ship  fever,  and 
six  brought  smallpox.  The  sick  were  removed  to 
the  hospital  and  the  vessels  fumigated  in  each 
case.  Toe  lees  for  boarding  vessel*  amounting  to 
$873,  and  bills  for  fumigating  vessels  and  hospital 
treatment  of  patients,  amounting  to  $192  86,  have 
been  collected.    Total  income,  S1065  86. 

Whole  number  of  patients  treated  at  Quarantine 
Hospital  since  April  1  was  twenty-eight.  Of  this 
number  three  were  remaining  on  last  report,  and 
twenty-live  have  been  admitted  dunug  the  quar- 
ter. Nineteen  had  smallpox,  hve  had  ship  fever, 
and  four  were  detained  a  few  days  undei  suspicion 
of  smallpox.  Two  have  died,  and  twenty-six 
have  oeen  discharged  well,  leaving  the  hospital 
tree  of  patients  at  this  date.

Alderman  Pope  said  he  believed  the  orainauce 
to  be  virtually  a  failure  as  it  now  stauds,  and 
moved  co  strike  out  section  three,  relating  to  the 
hpight  of  wooden  buildings.  In  support  of  the 
motion  he  said  he  could  not  rind  any  one  who 
would  father  the  ordinance. 

Alderman  Cutter  defended  the  ordinance,  stat- 
ing that  it  expressed  the  views  of  Chief  Engineer 
Damrell  and  Engineer  Chamberlain,  and  they  were 
of  opinion  that  the  ordinance  as  it  was  reported 
was  much  better  than  the  substitute  which  had 
been  offered,  having  seen  it  after  it  was  drawn  up.

as  evidence  of  corruption  on  the  subject  of  such 
disposal  of  land.  The  City  Government,  he  said, 
had  no  business  to  make  sales  in  that  way.  If  die 
lard  was  to  be  sold,  it  should  be  advertised  and 
sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  then  if  a  re 'igious  so- 
ciety bought  it,  it  would  be  well  enough. 

The  order  was  parsed,  without  a  count. 

.Mr.  Bonner  of  Ward  2,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Streets,  to  whom  were  referred  the 
resolve  and  order  to  widen  Washington  stteet  at 
the  corner  of  Warren  street,  ar  an  estimated  ex- 
pense of  $4300,  having  considered  tne  subject,  made 
a  report  that  the  resolve  anil  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  reporc  was  aceepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

ORDERS   PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10, 

Ordered,  That  there  he  allowed  and  paid  to 
Lewis  E.  Artault,  for  estate  So.  117  Casile  street,

Horace  Binney  Sargent,  for  the  very  able  and  elo- 
quent address  delivered  by  him  before  the  City 
Government  and  citizens  of  Boston  on  the  occa- 
sion the  ninety-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Declaration 
of  American  Independence,  and  that  he  lie  re- 
quested to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  address  for  publi- 
cation by  the  city. 

Mr.  Aciams  of  Ward  12  offered  the  following  or- 
der:

ORDINANCE     RELATING     TO     SUPERINTENDENT     OF 
PR1NT1I.U. 

Mr.  D.ckinson  of  Ward  11  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  rejection  of  the  ordinance  pro\  idiug 
for  the  establishment  of  the  ofbee  of  Superintend- 
ent ot  Printing.    In  support  of  the  motion  he  said 
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C  O  M  M  OX       C  O  U  N  C  I  I, , 


he  was  in  favor  of  the  ordinance,  but  voted  against 
n,  tr.iin  some  doubts  relative  to  the  provision  i>ro- 
viil inji :  tor  tlie  appointment  of  tlie  officer  bv  the 
Mayor,  lie  would  not  say  that  the  officer  would 
he  better  as  a*  elective  officer  than  tiy  appoint- 

meiit,  hut  was  iu  fas  or  of  the  office,  and  su( Bed 

thit  nobooy  would  he  opposed  to  the  passage  01 
the  ordinance,  except  as  to  the  provision  referred 
to. 

The  city  printing  involved  the  payment  of  a 
great  deal  of  money,  and  its  management  the 
subject  ol  a  great  ileal  of  waste,  and  there  was  as 
much  need  of  a  Superintendent  as  there  was  in 
any  other  department  of  tne  government,  The 
appointment  of  such  an  officer  would  save  more 
than  the  payment  of  his  salary.  It  had  been  sup- 
posed that  the  present  contractors  were  opposed 
to-  the  establishment  of  such  an  office,  bur  be  bail 
a  note  from  ttK in  stating  thai  it  was  not  sj,  hut 
that  ati  officer  of  tne  Kind  would  facilitate  the  set- 
tlement of  mooted  questions.  If  so.it  ought  fr> 
pass.  Th.s  •superintendent  was  to  have  charge  of 
all  the  details  of  printing,  and  as  it  is  well  known 
that  tin  re  was  a  great  chance  of  waste  and  leaks, 
this  is  intended  as  a  measure  of  economy  to  save 
the  city  in  expense. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  said  he  deemed  the  mat- 
ter to  he  of  such  importance  as  to  require  a  Sup- 
erintendent, as  much  so  as  the  head  of  a"v  de- 
partment, and  the  business  will  require  such  no 
officer d 6  it  does  not  now.  He  believed,  however, 
that  there  were  enough  officers  which  were  not 
elective,  an-  in  •»  Inch  the  Oitv  Council  had  no 
vote.  IhP  Superintendent  should  be  elected  by 
concurrent  vote  of  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  5  said'  he  hoped  the  reconsid- 
eration would  prevail,  yet  he  believed  that  us  a 
general  thing  appointments  of  this  kind  were  as 
likely  to  he  good  as  would  be  elections;  for  it  olten 
happei.ed  that  in  elections  nut  few  members  of  the 
City  council  knew  the  parties,  while  the  Mayor 
might  know  the  i.erson  appointed. 

Air.  Barces  of  Waul  1  stated  that  this  suljeit 
came  ii|>  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  tl  e 
present  year,  for  it  was  found  that  the  committee 
could  not  spend  the  time  foi  the  approval  of  the 
bills  uuaerstandingly,  and  it  would  require  more 
labor  than  the  Council  expected  of  them. 

The  Committee  on  Printing  last  year  had  under 
contemplation  the  appointment  of  a  Superintend- 
ent, and.  it  was  the  general  understanding  that 
when  the  c  jntract  expired  such  an  office  would  be 
recommended.  The  committee  of  this  year  made 
such  a  recommenoation,  and  the  subject  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.  .So  far  as 
related  to  the  question  of  appointment,  he  had  no 
choice,  and  the  committee  were  not  strenuous.  It 
might  relieve  the  objection  made  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  committee  are  to  re  otnmend  the 
proper  person  for  appointment. 

Tne  motion  to  reconsider  prevailed. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  to  lay  the  ordi- 
nance on  the  tahle.    Lost. 

Al  r.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  there  might  be 
objections  to  b«  th  methods  ot  appointment  and 
of  election.  It  was  not  worth  while  to  act  hastily, 
and  it  might  he  well  to  refpr  it  again  to  a  commit- 
tee, for  it  may  he.  'hat  this  matter  was  not  lully 
considered,  Perhaps  the  Committee  on  Printing 
might  come  to  a  different  conclusion.  He  moved 
that  it  he  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing. 

Air.  Haines  of  \V  ard  1  moved  to  substitute  the 
Committee  on  ordinances. 

Air.  Stone  of  Ward  5  did  not  think  anything 
would  l.e  gained  by  such  a  reierence,  forth*  Com- 
mittee on  ordinances  were  satisfied  with  it  as  it  >s. 

Air.  Kotioins  of  Ward  8  expressed  a  preference 
for  the  Committee  on  Printing. 

Mr.  Barnes  said  it  bail  occurred  to  him,  that  if 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing  it  might, 
afterwards  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, hut  he  would  withdraw  his  amendment. 

.Mr.  Brcoks  of  Ward  1  said  a  recommittal  would 
only  cause  delay.  The  subject  had  been  before 
both  committees  ami  he  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail. 

Mr.  Clatur  of  Ward  4  said  the  ordinance  ought 
to  pass  tonight.  There  was  au  understanding 
when  the  new  contract  was  made  that  there  would 
he  a  superintendent,  and  as  the  committee  are 
obliged  to  purchase  paper,  they  v  ish  to  tie  re- 
lieved from  that  duty. 

The  motion  to  reter  to  t.ie  Committee  on  Print- 
ing was  lost. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend  to  pro- 
vide that  the  office  of  Superintendent  shall  be  an 


elective  office,  and   that   the   election  shall   he  by 
concurrent,  vote  of  the  Citv  Council. 

Mi.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  did  not  care  a'aout 
the  U'atter,  but  believed  that  the  ordinance  was 
right  as  it  is.  The  appointment  is  not  to  be  made 
except  on  the  advice  ot  the  Couuoiitee  on  Print- 
ing. They  are  marie  responsible,  if  an  untie  per- 
son is  appointed  to  tne  office,  but  if  an  aufit  per- 
son 19  e'ectad  they  cannot  ne  responsible,  and  it 
will  be  an  annoyance  to  the  committee,  ifthevarc 
to  go  into  a  general  political  scramble  every  sea- 
son, they  coul. I  n  •!  tie  sue  that  they  would  get  a 
suitable  person.  He  had  seen  men  elected  as  as- 
s  stant  assessors  who  were  not  lit  to  assess  a  hand- 
cart, and  hau  no  more  knowledge  ol  the  business 
than  a  boy.  He  had  no  feeling  in  the  matter,  but 
should  orete:-  to  have  the  matter  rest  as  it  is. 

Air.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  wished  to  know  whether 
the  unfit  assessors  referred  to  were  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  committee  or  persons  elected 
by  the  Council  against  their  recommendations. 

Air.  Smith  replied  that  he  did  not  intend  to  be 
personal. 

Air.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  opposed  any  ehai.ge,  and 
hoped  the  ordinance  wouiu  remain  as  it  is. 

Afr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  lavored  the  amendment, 
for  as  the  appointment  contemplated  a  term  of 
three  years,  should  any  error  be  made  in  tne  ap- 
pointment, it  cannot  be  corrected,  but  if  the  offi- 
cer is  elected,  if  incompetent  or  uuiit,  the  error 
can  be  corrected  at  thi?'  end  of  one  year. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  stated  that  he  was  satisfied 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  except  in  one 
thing.  He  did  not  think  that  any  member  of  the 
Council  could  judge  so  well  in  the  matter  as  the 
Mayor  and  the  committee.  But  he  thoug.rt  the 
power  ot  removal  should  be  the  same  as  that  of 
the  appointment,  the  Superiutent'.ent  may  be  re- 
moved at  the  pleasure  of  the  Alayor.  There  might, 
come  a  time  when  the  Mayor  may  wish  to  remove 
the  Superintendent  to  put  in  some  friend.  The  re- 
moval should  be  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
committee. 

Air.  Soyes  of  Ward  5  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which  was  carried. 

Ihe  motion  to  amend  was  lost. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  to  lay  the  ordi- 
nance on  the  table,  which  was  ruled  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  wished  to  move  an  amend- 
ment. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  no  amendment  was  in  or- 
der, the  main  question  having  been  ordered. 

Mr.  Winch  moved  an  adjournment,  which  was 
ruled  not  in  order. 

The  ordinance  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  27  to  8. 

WIDENING  OF  PORTLAND  STREET. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  to  take  from  the 
table  the  resolve  an  j  order  of  the  Street  Comtms- 
sion»rs  for  the  widening  of  Portland  street. 

On  motioa  of  Air.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  the  yeas  and 
nays  were  ordered  on  the  motion. 

Air.  Xoyesof  Ward  5  moved  au  adjournment, 
which  was  lost. 

The  motion  to  take  up  the  subject  was  carried, 
by  a  vote  of  31  to  21,  as  follows:

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  passage  of 
the  resolve  and  order,  in  concurrence  with  the 
street  Commissioners. 

Air.  !•  lynn  ot  Ward  7  wished  to  know  whether 
the  question  was  not  on  reconsidering  the  vote 
whereby  the  Council  non-coucurred  wi'lt  the  Board 
of  Aldermen. 

The  Chair  stated  that  there  was  no  notice  given 
of  reconsideration,  so  that  the  question  was  now 
on  concurrence  with  the  Street  Commissioners, 
should  this  pass,  then  the  question  will  go  back 
again  to  the  Board  for  further  action,  fhts  course 
must  be  taken  unless  by  general  consent  a  motion 
is  enteriained  to  reconsider  the  non-concurrence 
with  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Air.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  could  not  let  the  op- 
portunity pass  without  saying  a  word  The  Coun- 
cil having  voted  to  non-concur  with  the  Bo  mi  of 
Aldermen,  ne  hoped  they  would  concur  with  the 
Street  Commissioners  in  the  passage  of  the  order. 
The  subject  had  been  before  the  public  lor  the  last 
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three  years  in  the  proposed  extension  of  Washing- 
ton or  Devonshire  street.  It  could  not  lie  supposed 
that  this  and  the  other  proposed  improvements 
could  be  voced  in  favor  of  all  at  the  same  tune,  and 
the  fact  could  not  he  disguised  that  if  fetal*  should 
be  carried,  ilie  work  cannot  be  begun  the  present 
year. 

The  vote  to  widen  Portland  street,  however, 
would  be  virtually  to  carry  out  the  whole  im- 
provement. When  this  is  done,  the  public  senti- 
ment will  be  seen  in  lavcr  of  the  necessity  of  car- 
rying out  the  entire  improvement.  If  not  the 
whole  now,  then  let  part  of  it  lie  ordered,  to  cum- 
inence  next  season,  and  it  will  not  be  two  years 
before  every  one  who  has  voted  for  it  will  be  proud 
of  the  act.  There  cannot  bo  any  mistakes  made  m 
widening  streets  at  the  North  Knd,  where  business 
is  hindered,  and  where  it  is  almost  impossible  at 
tunes  to  get  through  the  streets.  He  hoped,  there- 
lore,  that  the  Council  wouid  concur  with  the 
Street  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  in  favor  of 
the  order,  and  believed  this  would  be  praiseworthy 
if  it  was  not  designed  to  go  any  further,  ana  chat 
it  could  stand  oil  its  own  merits.  There  was  now 
no  proper  approach  to  the  business  part  of  the 
city  from  the  railroad  uepots,  and  toe  expense 
would  be  greater  if  delayed.  He  hoped  the  Coun- 
cil would  concur  in  this,  and  let  the  others  go. 

The  Chair  again  stated  the  question,  with  the 
action  in  the  board  of  Aldermen,  the  subsequent 
action  in  the  Council,  th  •  assignment  to  u  future 
day,  the non-concurrence  with  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, the  laying  of  I  he  subject  on  the  table,  and 
the  present  question  of  concurrence  with  the 
Street  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  objected  to  concurrence 
with  the  Street  Commissione.s  in  a  measure  which 
would  cost  at  least  a  million  of  dollars,  and 
would  be  a  bad  precedent  in  giving  effect  to 
the  order  by  the  action  of  one  branch  of  the  City 
Council  only.  The  City  Solicitor  was  Before  the 
Committee  on  Streets  today,  and  stated,  as  his 
opinion,  that  unless  action  should  be  taktn  to- 
night the  order  lor  the  widening  would  tyke  effect, 
aud  the  city  would  be  liable  for  damages  in  not 
taking  the  property.  The  action  of  the  Council 
will  take  the  power  of  non-concurrence  from  the 
other  Board  or  the  veto  from  the  Mayor.  There 
was  no  occasion  for  action  now,  and  It  would  be 
better  to  wait  another  year. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  VVard  I  hoped  the  Council  would 
concur  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  If  he  were 
to  carry  out  the  proposed  improvements  he  would 
begin  at  State  street.  • 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  could  not  agree  with  ths 
gentleman  from  Ward  4,  in  regard  to  the  widening 
of  Portland  street.  The  streets  north  of  Portland 
street  were  more  in  need  of  widening  and  were 
more  often  blocked.  The  proper  time  may  come 
when  such  an  avenue  should  be  made  to  relieve 
the  crowded  streets  in  the  north  part  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Hull  said  there  were  as  good  judges  of  the 
law  as  Mr.  Healy,  who  did  not  agree  with  him  in 
opinion.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  did  not  intend 
to  carry  through  any  of  the  projects  of  the  Street 
Commissioners.  Should  this  be  carried,  there  is 
no  intention  to  commence  the  work  this  year,  ft 
was  for  this  branch  to  determine  whether  these 
improvements  shall  be  carried  out,  and  the  public 
would  be  satisfied,  as  it  had  in  many  instances;  in 
the  responsibility  taken  by  some  oae. 

.Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  said  it  was  as  much  for  the 
travel  at  the  South  Knd  that  these  improvements 
were  called  for,  as  it  was  for  those  who  were  doing 
business  at  the  North  End.  It  is  a  difficult  matter 
to  get  to  and  lrom  the  depots  without  going  over 
the  hill.  With  the  clear  space  bv  the  removal  of 
Scollay's  Building,  the  widened'  Hanover  street, 
and  Portland  street  widened,  the  blocked  streets 
would  be  relieved.  If  this  should  be  cariied  out, 
it  would  be  one  of  the  greatest  improvements 
made  since  he  had  been  in  the  Citv  Government, 
and  it  would  prove  beneficial  to  teamsters  and  all 
parties  owning  vehicles. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  said  the  Council  should 
nrat  hesitate  in  dissenting  from  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, and  should  concur  with  the  Street  Com- 
missioners in  passirg  the  order. 

Mr.  Flynn  wished  to  know  if  the  gentleman 
would  incur  the  expense  of  a  million  of  dollars, 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Webster  said  the  subject  had  been  und^r 
consideiaiion  several  years,  and  was  well  under- 
stood. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  the  gentleman  had  not  answered 
his  question. 


Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  the  question  was 
this:  The  Street  Comnrssioneis  were  in  office  and 
had  passed  this  order  after  an  examination  of  the 
matter:  the  members  of  the  Council  had  no  busi- 
ness to  know  the  wishes  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, and  while  he  did  not  wish  to  answer  ques- 
tions which  were  not  put  to  him,  he  hoped  that 
the  order  would  receive  a  two-thiro<  vote  of  the 
Co  incil.  Jn  his  action  he  bound  nobody  but  him- 
self; and  wa>  called  upon  to  act  from  his  best 
judgment. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  objected  to  this  measure  as 
beg'iining  at  thp  wrong  end.  It  should  be  begun 
at  .>t  do  street,  where  they  could  lay  out  money 
and  receive  the  bei  efit  of  it. 

M  r.  ivoyes  said  this  was  not  the  request  of  'he 
Street  Commissioners  to  begin  at  Ihe  I'ortland 
street  end,  lor  they  asked  for  the  whole  of  it.  Two 
years  ago  this  widening-  could  have  been  done  for 
sliiu,0)0';  now  it  will  cost  8401,00,),  and  a  delay  of 
two  yea  s  more  will  make  it  c  ist  near  a  million  of 
dol'ats. 

Mr.  Moulton  of  Ward  9  professed  astonishment 
at  the  statement,  for  should  the  value  of  property 
increase  at  such  a  rate  in  Portland  street,  how 
much  would  the  increase  De  in  the  whole  citv. 

Mr.  Stone  of  VVard  5  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which  was  cariied,  when  the  resolve  and  or- 
der were  oassed,  in  concurrence  with  the  Street 
Commissioners,  by  a  vote  of  29  to  23,  as  follows:

ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  WOODEN  BUILDINGS. 

The  ordinance  in  relation  to  inspection  of  build- 
ings (Doc.  55,  1871),  which  had  been  temporarily 
laid  on  the  table,  was  taken  up  and  considered. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend  the  ordi- 
nance by  striking  out  "forty-two"  and  inserting 
"thirty -two"  feet  in  section  one,  as  the  height  of 
the  buildings  of  wood,  and  to  strike  out  also  sec- 
tions three  and  four.  He  was  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  better  to  prohibit  altogether  tue  erection 
of  wooden  buildings,  ye*  they  should  be  kept 
down  to  three  stories.  It  was*  desirable  to  act 
upon  the  ordinance  now,  for  bv  law  the  ordinance 
must  go  into  effect  after  the  llth  of  this  month. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  believed  it  would  be 
unwise  to  make  any  amendments,  for  amendments 
would  require  the  ordinance  to  go  hack  to  the 
Board  of  Alderman,  and  it  might  be  lost.  It  was 
of  more  importance  to  pass  it  before  the  12ih  of 
July  and  then  if  changes  were  found  to  be  needed 
the  ordinance  could  be  amended.  It  had  b"en  be- 
fore the  Board  of  Engineers  and  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances  and  there  was  more  danger  from  delay 
than  from  defect. 

Mr.  Smith  contended  that  such  a  measure  should 
be  considered  on  its  merits,  and  it  was  their  duty 
to  act  right,  rather  than  on  probabilities  ot  its  pas- 
sage, but  he  did  not  d'unt  that  the  amendments, 
if  made,  would  he  concuired  in.  Where  the  city 
is  laving  out  millions  ol  dollars  in  improvements, 
it  would  be  suicidal  to  encourage  the  erection  of 
high  wooden  buildings. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  t>,  as  a  member  of  the  sub- 
Committee  on  Ordinances,  which  had  the  subject 
under  consideration,  said  he  should  object  particu- 
larly to  striking  out  section  four,  which  provides 
that  the  previous  sections  shall  not  apply  to  build- 
ings erected  at  a  distance  of  fifty  feet  or  more 
from  other  buildings,  or  from  any  street  or  alley. 

There  were  some  sections  within  the  limits  of 
the  city  which  he  had  visited  today  which  were  as 
wild  as  the  regions  of  the  White 'Mountain?,  and 
to  prohibit  the  erection  of  a  building  above  thirty- 
two  feet  would  be  a  detriment  to  the  interests  of 
the  city.  So  far  as  related  to  section  three,  appli- 
cable to  buildings  lor  mechanical  purpose-',  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  was  ol 
opinion  that  the  present  provisions  should  re- 
main,— the  extension  of  the  brick  wail  four  feet 
above  the  roof,  as  required,  being  a  protection, 
while  it  mighi  be  necessary  in  the  use  of  power  to 
extend  it  through  the  walls  dividing  a  range  of 
buildings.  The  object  of  the  ordinance  was  not  to 
restrict  trade,  but  to  prevent  fires. 

Mr.  Snvtb  further  advocated  the  amendments,  as 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  city. 
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Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  declared  the  limps  in  the 
restriction  of  wooden  buildings  to  be  a  good  one. 
to  which  the  people  within  the  line  marked  could 
not  object,  all  of  the  flection  being  thickly  popu- 
lated. Outside  of  that  limit  the  restriction  pro- 
vided was  from  good  judgment  in  regard  to  the 
height  ot  wooden  buildings.  He  hoped  the  ordi- 
nance would  be  passed,  for  amendments,  if  needed 
could  be  made  at  any  time. 

Mr.  Smith  withdrew  the  motion  to  strike  out 
sect  ion  four. 

.Mr.  lvingsbuiy  ol  Ward  15  stated  that  the  same 
amendments  were  proposed  in  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men and  were  rejected,  and  the  ordinance  should 
be  adopted  as  reported. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  U  objected  to  the  amenc  - 
ments,  for  no  one  should  be  restricted  in  the  outer 
wards  to  a  bouse  of  thirty  leet  in  height. 

The  a  mead  ments  were  iurther  opposed  by  Messrs. 
Hersey,  Perkins  and  Brooks,  when  they  were  sev- 
erally rejected,  and  the  ordinance  was  passed. 

Mr.  Say  War  i  of  Ward  lt>  offered  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  Tint  the  Board  of  Alderman  or  County 
Commissioners  be  authorized  to  hire,  lor  a  term 
of  years,  for  county  purposes,  the  whole  or  any 
portion  of  the  ouilding  owned  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Historical  Society,  on  Tremont  street,  adjoin- 
ing in  the  rear,  the  building  occupied  for  the  Reg- 
istryot  Deeds  and  Probate  Office. 

the  order  was  read  once,  and  Mr.  Say  ward  asked 
for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  for  its  passage,  to 
which  .Mr.  Flanders  objected. 

Mr.  sayward  stated  that  this  matter  had  I  een 
long  talked  of  between  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
the  Historical  Society,  and  it  was  necessary,  for 
more  room  was  needed  lor  tue  Registry  of  Deeds 
and  the  Probate  office. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  t>  advocated  the  pa-sage  of 
the  order  as  a  necessity   which  every  one   would 


admit   who  was  obliged  to  do  business  in   those 
offices. 

The  motion  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  was 
lost 

.Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  an  adjournment 
of  the  Council  for  two  weeks. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  (i  opposed  the  motion  and 
hoped  that  after  next  Thursday  evening  the  Coun- 
cil would  adjourn  to  the  1st  September,  which  he 
moved  as  an  amendment. 

Roth  motions  were  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  order  to  place  on  file  the  annual  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital,  which  was  car- 
ried, when  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Hospital. 

.Mr.  Ncyes  of  Ward  5  renewed  the  motion  to  ad- 
journ two  weeks. 

The  motion  was  opposed  ly  Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward 
1,  who  favored  an  adjournment  for  the  summer 
after  Thursday  evening  next.  The  motion  was 
lost. 

31r.  Woods  of  Ward  12  offered  an  order  that  the 
Committee  on  Streets  on  the  part  of  the  Council 
be  directed  to  inquire  and  report  a=  to  the  cause 
of  the  delay  iu  the  opening  of  the  Broadway 
bridge. 

Mr.  Bonner  of  Ward  2  stated  that  the  Committee 
on  Streets  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,  it  being  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Paving. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  moved  its  reference  to  the 
Committee  on  Streets,  which  was  carried 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  it  was  his  belief  that 
something  should  be  done  in  relation  to  adjourn- 
ing over,  so  that  measures  necessary  to  be  passed 
should  be  forwarded.  He  moved  that  when  the 
Council  adjourns  on  Thursday  evening  next,  it  lie 
to  the  first  of  September.    Lost.

A.  F.  Lauten,  for  remonstrants,  objected  to  the 
extension,  as  being  for  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Doe,  who 
had  bought  the  properly  on  both  sides  of  the 
street  where  the  present  track  terminated,  at  a  re- 
duceu  price,  believing  the  cars  to  be  a  nuisance 
there,  and  by  the  extension  the  property  beyond 
would  be  injured,  while  his  would  be  benefited. 

Osborn  Howes,  administrator  of  estate  of  Am- 
brose Lovis,  objected  to  the  extension  of  the 
tracKs  as  an  injurv  of  said  estate,  which  was  now 
in  the  market.  He  was  of  opinion  that  some 
change  would  bo  required  in  the  position  ol  the 
tracKs,  by  turning  oft'  upon  some  other  street,  this 
street  at  that  point  not  being  wide  enough  for  a 
double  track. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  answer  to  Mr.  Lauten,  stated 
that  the  petition  asked  for  an  extension  of  the 
track  150  feet,  and  it  might  be  desirable  to  extend 
it  that  distance,  although  he  did  not  now  ask  for 
so  great  a  distance. 

Daniel  Simpson  stated  as  his  opinion,  that  the 
present  terminus  was  the  best  place  for  several 
reason*,  the  ground  being  higher  where  it  is  than 
beyond,  which  would  make  it  better  than  011  a 
descent,  and  in  winter  the  street  beyond  would  be 
more  likely  to  be  blocked  by  snow;  the  track 
would  come  to  his  land  f.houlci  it  be  extended,  and 
he  with  all  below  him  and  in  that  vicinity  were 
opposed  to  the  extension. 

Air.  West,  a  tenant,  objected  in  behalf  of  himself 
and  other  remonstrants,  said  his  experience  was 
that  there  are  almost  all  of  the  time  two  cars 
standing  on  the  tracks  at  the  same  time,  and  now 
when  teams  come  along  and  cmnot  pass  the  cars, 
they  can  turn  off  into  P  street;  but  sh><uld  the 
road  be  extended,  there  would  be  a  difficulty  in 
passing  these  cars.  The  remonstrants  would  pre- 
fer that  the  tracks  should  not  go  so  far  as  the 
present  terminus,  rather  thai  be  extended. 

Howard  A.  Doe  said  lie  did  apply  to  th  Super- 
intendent of  the  road  to  have  the  track  removed 
to  the  centre  of  the  street,  wishing  merely  to  have 
it  removed  From  the  edgestone,  but  otherwise  it 
did  not  annoy  him:  and  he  had  no  idea  of  discom- 
moding any  ol  his  neighbors  by  the  extension  of 
the  track.  It  had  been  objected  to  the  present 
terminus  that  the  horses  sometimes  extended 
partly  beyond  P  street,  obstructing  in  a  measure 
the  travel  into  P  street  towards  Broadway. 

Mr.  Lauten,  in  reply,  said  the  objection  was  but 
slight,  the  horses  being  changed  Immediately  after 
she  arrival  of  the  car. 

Mr.  Wilson  explained  the  other  requests'  of  the 
company  for  turnouts  at  Fourth  and  o  streets  and 
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;it  Lighth  .uid  14  streets,  which  .Mr.  Adams  stated 
were  to  prevent  tlie  delay  of  navel,  and  to  which  lie 
supposed  no  objection  would  be  made. 

J  lie  further  proposed  extension  ot  the  road  asked 
for,  >t  ws  said,  was  to  save  the  lise  of  the  hill  at 
the  lilino  Asylum,  hy  running  tlr.oc.gh  third  and 
Kmeison  sti-vts,  iioni  Broadway,  coming  out  on 
Broadway  at  Emerson  street.  By  tins  change  of 
route,  the  rise  oi  fovty  feet  would  all  he  saved  but 
two  feet.  No  objection  was  made  to  this  change 
of  route,  or  10  the  additional  turnouts,  and  the 
subject  was  recommitted.

In  answer  to  an  inquiry  by  Mr.  Emerv  of  Ward 
10,  Mr.  Smith  staled  that  the  proposed  amendment 
was  in  accordance  with  the  plan  made  for  the  pur- 
pose, advertised  by  the  committee  and  accepted 
by  them. 

Mr.  squires  of  Ward  H  stated  thst  much  of  "-he 
property  on  that  street  had  been  purchased  by  the 
city,  and  it  was  believed  the  order  as  reported 
would  be  for  the  oest  interests  of  the  city. 

.Mr.  smith  said  be  was  satisfied  that  the  plan 
originally  made  was  the  best,  for  should  any  one 
walk  through  the  street  with  the  raising  made  m 
accordance  witn  the  order,  he  would  woiider  what 
sort  of  committee  had  charge  of  the  work.  Ihe 
plan  was  made  by  the  engineer  on  that  district, 
who  proposed  to  raise  the  block  in  three  sections, 
which  would  make  it  of  a  uniform  height;  but  the 
ordei  as  passed  bv  the  Board  of  Aldermen  contem- 
plated but  oue  break  instead  of  two,  and  would  give 
an  unequal  height  of  the  buildings,  with  a  basement 
containing  a  dming-raom  and  kitchen,  and  the 
work  would  cost . 13000  more  to  make  the  change. 
It  would  be  poor  policy,  in  his  opinion,  after  spend- 
ing so  much  money  in  raising  this  territory,  to 
otter  a  premium  to  persons  to  live  unuer  ground. 

Mr.  Squires  said  it  was  the  opiuiou  of  the  chair- 
man of  the   committee  that  the  change  adopted 


would  enhance  the  value  of  the  houses  more  than 
three  times  what  it  would  cost  to  carry  out  the 
plan. 

Mr.  Howe  of  Ward  10  stated  that  by  th?  raising 
of  the  buildings  in  three  sections  it  would  cost 
S3000  less  and  would  look  better. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  saifl  he  could  not  see  the 
necessity  for  the  passage  of  the  order  at  tnis  time; 
he  honed  it  would  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Ihe  amendment  was  adopted  ny  a  vole  of  17  to 
12. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  to  lay  the  order  on 
the  tab'e,  which  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  .Mr.  Brooks,  subsequently,  the  or- 
der was  again  taken  u\>.  The  members  of  the 
coimnictee  being  divided*  in  relation  co  the  order, 
lie  wished  for  information  as  to  which  was  the 
best  plan.

No  person  shall  remove  any  manure, 
or  cause  or  suffer  the  same  to  be  removed  between 
the  1st  day  of  May  and  the  1st  day  of  November, 
except  between  the  hours  of  twelve  at  night,  aud 
two  hours  before  sunrise. 

Sec.  2.    Kvery  person  offending  against  the  pro- 
visions ot  this  ordinance  shall   forfeit  and  pay  a 
.  sum  not  less  than  $5,  nor  more  than  $60,  for  each 
offence. 

Under  a  motion  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  for 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance,  Mr.  Perkins  stated 
that  by  Sec.  62  of  the  ordinance  in  relation  to 
health,  these  provisions  were  made  applicable  to 
owners  and  occupants  of  livery  and  other  stables 
but  by  a  recent  decision  of  court,  they  are  con- 
strued as  not  applying  to  a  purchaser  of  mauue 
from  the  owneis  of  the  stables,  who  may  after  pur- 
chasing remove  it,  when  he  pleases. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  could  not  see  any  reason 
for  hurrying  in  the  passage  of  the  ordinance,  for 
the  removal  ot  swill  in  the  heat  of  the  day  was  a 
much  greater  nuisance  than  the  removal  of  ma- 
nure from  stables. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  moved  to  lay  the  ordinance 
on  the  table,  which  was  lost,  and  then  it  was 
passed. 

On  motion  of  Sir.  Foye  of  Ward  5, 

Ordered,  That ■,  with  such  as  the  Board  of 

Aldermen  may  join,  be  a  comnittee  to  confer  with 
the  Committee  on  Overseers  of  the  Poor  with  refer- 
ence to  extending  the  usefulness  of  the  so-called 
Chardon  Street  Home,  and  to  inquire  into  the 
truthfulness  of  certain  alleged  abuses  recently 
reported  in  connection  with  that  institution. 

Messrs.  Foye  of  Ward  5,  Emery  of  Ward  10,  and 
Perkins  of  Ward  6  were  appointed  tne  committee. 

On  motiou  of  Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15,  the  fol- 
lowing was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Water: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Water  confer 
wirh  the  Water  Board  and  request  them  to  cause 
the  "stand-pipe"  at  the  Highlands  to  be  opened  to 
the  public  at  such  portions  of  the  day  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  if  in  their  opinion  the  same  can  be 
done  without  detriment  to  the  public  interest. 

On  motion  ot  Mr.  West,  of  Ward  16, 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  to  procure  badpes 
for  members  of  the  Common  Council  report  what 
action  they  have  taken  in  the  matter  up  to  this 
time. 

Mr.  West  also  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Assessors' 
Department  consider  and  report  on  the  expedien- 
cy of  relieving  the  Second  Assistaut  Assessors 
from  duty  in  the  dooming  board,  after  the  present 
year. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  wished  to  know  why  they 
should  be  called  upon  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the 
Second  Assistant  Assessors  aud  relieve  them  also 
from  their  duties. 

Mr.  West  replied  that  the  order  did  not  propose 
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to  take  effect  until  after  this  year,  and  he  helieved 
that  the  work  of  dooming  could  be  done  as  well  by 
twenty-five  as  by  fifty  assessors,  with  a  saving  of 
expense. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  said  there  would  be  time 
enough  to  consider  tbis  matter  hereafter,  and 
moved  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table,  which  was 
carried.

Ordered  that  the  Committee  on  Salaries  be  re- 
quested to  consider  and  report  what  salary  should 
be  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Broadway 
Bridge;  also  the  sum  to  be  allowed  to  the 
assistants  of  said  superintendent. 

Mr.  Clatur  of  Ward  4  offered  the  following  reso* 
lution : 

Whereas,  A  committee  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
are  making  arrangements  for  an  International 
Musical  Festival,  to  fcike  place  in  this  city  in  the 
month  of  June,  1872,  and  for  that  purpose  have 
commissioned  Mr.  Gilmore  to  visit  Europe  and  se- 
cure the  attendance  and  participation  of  a  repre- 
sentative band  of  musicians  from  each  of  the  prin- 
cipal foreign  oowers, 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Government  of  Boston, 
recognizing  the  value  of  such  a  festival  in  promot- 
ing the  cause  of  universal  harmony,  peace,  educa- 
tion and  morality,  is  desirous  of  furnishing  all 
proper  aid  and  encouragement  to  the  enterprise, 
and  will  extend  the  hospitalities  of  the  city  to  the 
principal  civil,  military  and  naval  officers' of  our 
own  and  of  foreign  governments  who  may  attend 
the  festival. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  oojected  to  the  language  of 
the  resolution,  and  he  opposed  its  second  reading. 

Mr.  Clatur  replied  that  Mr.  Gilmore  wished  the 
indorsement  of  the  city  in  this  proposed  festival, 
having  had  the  indorsement  of  citizens. 

Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  moved  to  lay  the  resolution 
on  the  table,  which  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  16  to  25. 

On  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules,  Mr.  Stone 
called  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  which  was  lost,  when 
the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  lost,  having 
received  26  votes,  not  two-tbirds. 

A  motion  by  Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  subsequently, 


to  reconsider  the  refusal  to  susnend  the  rules,  was 
carried,  by  a  vote  of  25  to  10. 

Mr.  Stone  further  opposed  the  passage  of  the 
resolution,  doubting  its  expediency,  alleging  that 
it  was  a  private  enterprise  and  not  a  public 
benefit. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  replied  to  some  of  the 
objections  of  Mr.  Stone,  declaring  that  the  great 
musical  festival  in  the  Coliseum  was  a  success,  yet 
he  was  not  prepared  to  vote  for  this  resolution. 

Messrs.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  and  Patch  of  Ward  11 
also  opposed  the  resolution,  the  first-named  ex- 
pressing doubts  whether  a  universal  peace  festival 
could  be  got  up,  especially  to  bring  together  Ger- 
mans and  French,  who  had  been  engaged  in  cut- 
ting each  other's  throats. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  advocated  the  resolution  as 
desirable  as  an  indorsement  to  enable  Mr.  Gilmore 
to  obtain  the  courtesy,  countenance  and  confidence 
of  men  in  official  stations  in  other  countries  and 
to  secure  the  musical  talent  desirable  in  making 
the  festival  a  success.  So  far  as  related  to  any 
expenditure  by  this  city  in  'Me  great  musical  fes- 
tival) it  came  back  in  the  expenditures  of  multi- 
tudes of  people  who  were  drawn  here  on  the  occa- 
sion. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  opposed  the  resolution 
and  moved  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on 
Streets. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  quastion  was  on  sus- 
pension of  the  rules. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  did  not  believe  there  was 
any  necessity  for  action  at  this  time,  and  hoped  it 
would  be  postponed. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  again  failed  of 
a  two-thirds  vote. 

Mr.  Pease  of  Ward  1  moved  that  when  the  Coun- 
cil adjourned,  it  adjourn  to  the  first  Thursday  in 
September)  at  iy2  o'clock. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  understood  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  had  some  important  business 
which  they  wished  the  action  of  the  Council  upon 
before  adjourning  over. 
Mr.  Pease  withdrew  his  motion. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10.  the  Coun- 
cil adjourned  to  Thursday  evening  next.

Alderman  Little,  Mom  the  Committee  on  Health,

of  business  conducted  1  y  Burr  &  Co.,  on  Carlton's 
whan,  Fast  Boston,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

That  having  inspected  the  premises,  they  are  of 
opinion  that  the  business  should  be  discontinued.

Alderman  Kicker,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
William  T.  Bngb^m,  Charles  C  Perkins,  William 
Gray  and  others,  that  accommodations  be  furnish- 
ed lor  a  drawing-school  in  the  upper  storv  of  the 
sehoolhouse  on  Appteton  street,  having  carefu'K 
consideieu  the  subject,  made  a  report  recommend- 
ing the  passage  of  the  accompanying  uruer;

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  being  on 
its  second  reading,  Alderman  Jenkins  stated  that 
he  hid  no  objections  to  make  to  the  order,  but  he 
wished  to  raise  objecuons  to  the  free  use  or  the 
money  appropriated  for  public  buildings,  which 
should  not  properly  come  iioin  that  appropriation, 
otherwise  the  appropriation  would  not  hold  out, 
and  it  must  be  made  up  from  some  other  source.

EXTElsSION    OF  /VEMCFS    ON    THE    BACK    BAY. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gd.son,  the  following 
order  was  taken  from  the  table: 

Ordered,  That  the  Bo. id  of  .street  Commission- 
ers be  requested  to  obtain  ctirn  ites  or  the  cost  of 
laving  out  and  grading  West  Chester  park  to  Bea- 
con street,  Commonwealth  avenue  to  West  Chester 
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park,  and  Huntington  avenue  to  West  Chester 
park,  and  report  the  same  to  the  City  Council,  with 
their  opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of  lajing  out 
ami  grading  said  avenues  ac  this  time. 

Aiuerinan  Cutter  objected  to  the  passage  of  this 
order  at  this  rime,  as  premature/wDen  so  much 
money  was  called  for  in  widening  streets,  and 
when  it  was  so  much  more  necessary  to  widen 
streets  which  were  blocked  than  to  Jay  out  new 
ones  net  now  demanded. 

Alderman  Jenkins  stated  that  this  was  only  an 
order  of  inquiry,  and  it  was  particularly  desirable 
to  extend  west  Chester  park  to  Beacon  street,  for 
the  convenience  of  residents  of  Wards  13  to  10. 
What  compensation  the  Commissioners  may  re- 
port remains  to  be  seen.  It  is  stated  that  the' cost 
t  the  city  would  be  $100,000  fur  the  extension  of 
each  street. 

There  would  be  no  cutting  of  buildings,  the  ob- 
ject being  the  siuiDle  laying  out  of  streets  ol  good 
width,  which  would  be  a  great  improvement  and 
benefit  to  the  city  in  travel  and  in  the  development 
of  property.  The  parties  are  willing  to  give  the 
land  and  grade  the  streets,  but  think  the  advant- 
age to  ttoe  city  is  such  that  it  should  aid  in  the 
projects. 

Atdeiman  Cowdin  concurred  with  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  in  his  remarks  as  to  the  impor- 
tance of  these  avenues.  A  portion  of  this  terri- 
tory is  a  nuisance,  ?nd  will  be  until  it  is  tilled  up. 
Iris  understood  that  the  owners  of  the  property 
are  ready  to  fill  it  up  and  bring  it  into  the  market, 
if  the  streets  are  laid  out.  Ihe  inquiry  could  do 
no  harm  and  it  would  be  well  to  know  how  much 
it  will  cost. 

Alderman  Cutter  replied  that  if  he  lived  where 
the  Alderman  did  who  last  spoke,  he  might  be  in 
favor  of  the  measure,  but  living  in  the  westerly 
part  of  the  city,  where  the  streets  are  blocked  for 
want  of  widening,  he  thought  it  would  be  best  to 
speud  the  money  where  it  would  oo  the  most  pood, 
instead  of  spending  it  for  the  benefit  of  specula- 
tors in  land.  It  was  said  there  could  be  no  harm 
in  making  the  inquiry,  bi.t  if  the  inquiry  was 
made,  the  streets  would  be  likely  to  be  laid  o'ut. 

Alderman  Oibsou  said  he  had  the  order  laid  over 
for  rbe  purpose  ol  inquiry  into  the  matter.  There 
was  an  objection  to  laying  out  streets  I  y  the  city 
over  marsh  lands,  the  owners  ol  which  should 
fttst  bring  them  up  to  the  level  of  uplands  before 
the  streets  shall  be  laid  out.  The  Commissioners 
in  this  case  would  have  very  sharp  men  to  deal 
with,  and  he  wished  to  jog  them  in  the  matter 
that  they  may  not  make  too  high  an  estimate  of 
the  value  to  the  city.  He  would  not  give  a  dollar 
lor  the  laying  out  of  these  streets,  and  believed 
that  the  owners  of  the  land,  for  whose  special  ben- 
efit it  was,  should  do  this  work  themselves. 

Alderuiau  Jenkins  said  the  Committee  on  Streets 
were  aware  that  they  had  shrewd  men  to  deal  with, 
and  the  Street  Commissioners  having  more  time 
to  look  after  the  matter,  and  being  willing  to  do 
it,  tney  proposed  to  submit  it  to  them  to  make  the 
inquiry.  He  was  not  in  favor  of  paying  a  laige 
amount  of  money  for  laying  out  these  stteets,  and 
he  Wc.s  not  sure  that  he  should  favoi  the  giving  of 
any  money.  It  was  desirable  to  have  wide  strt  ets 
on' this  territory,  and  it  was  proposed  to  make  the 
extension  of  Commonwealth  avenue  two  hundred 
feet  in  width,  also  to  do  the  grading  at  a  grade  of 
eighteen.  He  believed  that  the  Commissioners 
would  look  up  the  matter  carefully,  and  this  Boa'd 
would  have  an  opportunity  to  act  upon  it.  The 
Board  should  be  more  leacty  to  lay  out  streets  thau 
to  cut  off  buildiugs  at  a  great  cost,  as  had  been 
provided  for  today.    There  was  a  necessity  for  the 


extension  of  West  Chester  park,  and  he  had  no 
leaf  that  there  was  any  risk  m  making  the  inquiry. 

Alderman  I'ierce  said  the  street  Commissioners 
could  have  nothii  g  to  do  with  the  grading  ol' these 
avenues.  All  they  could  do  wouid  be  to  lay  oh; 
and  widen  the  sticets,  while  the  i  stimaie  of  cost 
of  constiuctioii  would  rest  with  the  BoaidofAI- 
dermt.n. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  struck  him  that  it 
wou'd  be  more  appropriate  to  tefer  the  subject  to 
the  Committee  on  streets  It  might  be  that  the 
parties  interested  wiuld  give  all  the  money  re- 
quired to  lay  out  and  graite  the  streets,  lor  ibcy 
could  afford  to  do  so,  as  the  enhanced  value  ut  the 
laud  would  be  four  times  that  ot  the  expenre.  If 
the  city  shcuid  builo  a  bridge  across  the  railroads 
in  the  extension  of  Chester  paik,  it  shouni  be  all 
that  the  parties  interested  should  ask  for,  ai.d 
they  should  fill  and  grade  the  streets  to  the  height 
required. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  that  was  all  which  the 
city  should  be  expected  to  do.  'Ihe  only  leasou, 
he  repeated,  for  reierriiig  the  matter  to  ihe  stieet 
Commissioners,  was  because  they  had  more  time 
to  devote  to  it  than  the  Committee  on  Streets  had, 
and  they  were  willing  to  make  the  inquiry. 

The  ortter  was  passed. 

BKLL  lOWKfi  ON  THE   ELIOT   SCHOOLHOtJSE. 

Alderman  CutSer  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the, 
order  providing  for  the  erection  of  a  bell-tower  ou 
the  Khot  seboolhou«e,  and  for  bxing  a  lire-alaim 
apparatus  tbereio. 

Alderman  Cutter,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry  of  Al- 
derman Kicket.  said  that  he  propo*eu,  should  the 
reconsideration  nrevail,  to  move  to  lay  the  order 
oo  the  table.  He  wished  to  ascertain  whether  the 
putting  up  of  tins  I  ell  and  apparatus  was  needed, 
whether  it  was  desiialle  to  have  the  u;  ise  of  the 
bell  over  the  scbo'dhouse,  and  whether  iheie  was 
any  need  of  a  change  when  there  was  an  alarm- 
bell  on  a  church  in  the  neighborhood,  .'here  was 
an  instance  of  the  putting  up  of  an  alarm-bell  on 
a  sehoolhouse  in  south  Boston  recently,  which  he 
should  have  opposed  had  he  known  all  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  the  circumstances  in  this 
case  were,  that  the  firemen  could  not  depend  upon 
the  church  bell  for  an  alarm,  for  in  the  ringing  of 
Ihe  bell  and  fivm  ihe  noise  in  the  streets  they  are 
often  confused  as  to  the  alarm.  Besides  the 
churches  don't  like  to  have  the  alarm  on  their 
bells,  and  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  inre  Depart- 
ment that  the  bell  should  te  for  no  other  purpose 
than  for  an  aiaim:  then  they  would  know  what  it 
means.  The  Kngineer  of  the  Fire  Department  in 
tbat  vicinity  is  in  favor  of  it,  and  the  master  of  the 
school  has  no  objection  to  it. 

Alderman  Pliimer  hoped  the  reconsideration 
would  ptevail.  Oiders  of  this  kma  Irtquently 
came  in  here  which  have  not  been  beard  ot  by  Ihe 
Committee  on  tire  Department,  and  it.  was  a  mis- 
fortune that  two  committees  should  have  the  man 
agemenf  of  matters  which  should  bilorgtocne 
only.  He  would  like  to  inquire  into  ibis  matter, 
for  he  had  heard  nothing  of  it  Horn  the  Chief  or 
Assistant  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department.  In 
his  view  the  fire  alarm  department  th<uld  be  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  De- 
partment. 

The  in  'iion  to  leconsider  prevailed,  and  the  or- 
der was  laid  on  the  table. 

Un  motion  of  Alderman   Tlumer,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  next  meeting  of   the    Board  be  at  three 
o'clock.

Proceedings  of  the  Common  Council, 

JULY  20,  1871. 


The  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening  at  8  o'clock.  In  the 
absence  of  the  President  the  Council  was  called 
to  order  by  Mr.  Barker  of  Ward  6,  senior  member. 
Messrs.  Bicknell  of  Ward  4,  Bobbins  of  Ward  8, 
ami  Webster  of  Ward  6  were  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  receive  and  count  the  votes  for  President 
pro  lem,  the  result  of  which  was  as  follows:

Mr,  Barnes  was  declared  to  be  elected,  aud  took 
the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  vote  of  thanks  of  city  of  Portland  for  loan 
of  Steam  Fire  Engine  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on 
hie. 

The  petition  of  Elizabeth  Payson  to  be  compen- 
sated f«r  personal  injuries,  was  referred,  in  con- 
currence. 

l'ne  notice  from  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
that  they  intend  to  widen  Tremont  street  on  the 
westerly  side  from  Boylston  to  Park  street, was  re- 
ferred to  Committee   on  Common,  in  concurrence. 

The  resolve  and  order  for  widening  Washington 
street  on  the  northerly  side  near  Vernon  street,  at 
an  adjudged  expense  of  $7500,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  streets. 

Under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  Mr.  Flynn  of 
Ward  7,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  ou 
Streets,  to  whom  were  referred  the  above  resolve 
aud  order  for  the  widening  of  Washington  street, 
near  Vernon  street, tit  an  estimated  expense  of  $7500, 
made  a  report,  recommending  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil concur  in  the  passage  of  t lie  resolve  and  order. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolve  and  or- 
der were  passed. 

The  report,  inexpedient  to  purchase  the  estate 
of  J.  B.  Smith,  on  Bultinch  street,  as  a  site  for 
Engine  House  No.  4,  the  price  being  too  high, 
viz.,  $60,000,  was  accepted,  in  concurrence. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  twice 
and  passed: 

Order  to  repair  Steam  Fire  Engine  No.  17,  at  a 
cost  of  §800. 

Order  to  pav  Stephen  L.  Lewis  $76  25,  tor  extra 
duty  as  Sergeant  of  Police. 

Order  to  pay  Charles  B.  Maxwell  $68  50,  for  extra 
duty  as  Sergeant  of  Police. 

Report  and  order  to  pay  J.  Sidney  Jones  $150, 
for  injuries  sustained  at  a  fire  in  East  Boston. 

Report  and  order  for  accommodations  to  be  fur- 
nished in  the  upper  story  ol"  the  Appletou  Street 
Schoolhouse  for  casts  and  models  presented  to  the 
city  by  Charles  C.  Perkins,  and  to  have  furniture 
and  fixtures  provided  for  an  evening  drawing- 
school  in  said  house. 

Order  requesting  the  Street  Commissioners  to 
obtain  estimates  of  the  cost  of  laying  out  and 
grading  West  Chester  park  to  Beacon  street,  Com- 
monwealth avenue  to  West  Chester  park,  and 
Huntington  avenue  to  said  park,  and  report  their 
opinion  as  to  the  expediencv  of  so  laying  out  and 
grading  the  same. 

The  order  for  raising  and  paving  Ijover  street, 
between  Village  and  Washington  streets,  and 
Shawmut  avenue,  near  Dover  street,  according  to 
the  revised  grade  of  July  11,  1871,  being  under 
consideration, 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  made  the  inquiry  what 
would  be  the  amount  of  the  proposed  raise  of 
grade. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  replied  that  the  grade 
would  be  raised  at  Shawmut  avenue  about  eighteen 
inches,  tapering  off  at  Washington  and  Village 
streets,  the  grade  sufficient  simply  to  accommo- 
date the  passage  of  Shawmut  aveiiue,  without  re- 
quiring buildings  to  be  raised. 

The  order  was  passed. 

The  order  to  expend,  from  appropriation  for  In- 
cidentals, the  sum  of  $3500,  for  laving  of  corner- 


stone of  Soldiers'  Monument,  on  Boston  Common, 
was  considered. 

Mr.. Adams  of  Ward  12  moved  to  amend  by  pro- 
viding that  the  expense  be  taken  fro...  the  appro- 
priation t'orthe  Soldiers'  Monument.. 

Mr.  Kyau  of  W.ud  13  did  jot  ihmk  this  would  be 
in  keeping  with  the  appropriation  for  the  monu- 
ment, lor  which  $75,000  is  appropriated.  As  the 
monument  would  take  up  all  that  amount,  this 
sum  cannot  be  taker?  from  that  appropriation. 

Mr.  (iragg  of  Ward  16  made  a  remark  much  to 
the  same  effect;,  that  there  would  not  be  any  money 
in  that  appropriation  which  would  not  be  needed 
for  the  monument. 

Mr.  Adams  suggested  that  as  the  corner-stone 
wa»  a  part  of  the  monument,  this  expense  was 
properly  a  part  of  the  appropriation  for  the  monu- 
ment. 

Mr.  West  of  Ward  16  inquired  whether  the 
$3500  was  for  laying  the  corner-stone  or  for  the 
celebration. 

The  amendment  was  rejected,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

The  amendment  made  at  the  last  meeting  to  the 
order  for  the  making  of  a  contract  with  .Michael 
Drinan  for  raising  and  underpining  certain  build- 
ings ov.  the  Suffolk  Street  District,  coming  up  non- 
concurred  in,  the  Council  receded  from  its  action 
and  concurred  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  preamble  and  resolution  concerning  the  In- 
ternational Musical  Festival  for  1872,  proposed  by 
Mr.  Gilmore,  was  taken  up  as  unfinished  business. 

Mr.  Clatur  of  Ward  4  moved  amendments  to 
the  resolution,  which  were  considered. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  opposed  the  resolution  in 
all  respects,  and  moved  its  indefinite  postpone- 
ment, which  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of 24'o  13, 

The  annual  report  of  the  Auditor  was  laid  Defore 
the  Council  in  print,  and  was  ordered  to  be  sent 
up. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WAT^R  BOARD. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Water  Board  was  pre- 
sen'ed  in  print,  comprising  the  reports  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board,  City  Engineer,  Water  Regis- 
trar, and  Superintendents  of  the  Eastern  and 
\\  estern  Divisions. 

The  report  represents  the  works  as  being  in  a 
very  satisfactory  coi.ditiou.  The  average  level  of 
water  at  the  lake  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  1,  1871, 
was  10  90-100  above  the  level  of  the  bottom  of  the 
conduit.  In  view  ol"  the  fears  of  a  short  supply  in 
January  last,  from  the  long  drought,  the  Board 
procured  an  engine  and  two  Andrew^  pumps, 
which  were  ulaced  in  position  lor  forciug  water 
into  th^  conduit,  if  necessary. 

Through  a  rigid  system  of  economy  on  the  part 
of  the  citizens,  the  requisite  supply  was  afforded 
without  resorting  to  tne  use  of  the  pumps.  The 
lowest  point,  4  10-12  feet,  was  reached  on  the  18th 
February.  The  average  depth  of  water  at  the 
lake  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1870,  was  12 
20-100  feet  above  the  bottom  of  the  conriuit,  while 
the  average  for  the  year  ending  April  :30,  1871,  was 
onlv  8  92-100. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  for  the 
year  was  15.007,700  gallons,  a  decrease  of  62,700 
irom  the  average  of  the  previous  year.  Tne  in- 
come from  water  rates  amounted  to  $796,951  87,  an 
increase  of  $97,500  39.  The  estimates  for  the  year 
ending  April  30,  1872,  are  $750,000. 

I'he  expenditures  for  the  year  as  drawn  for  and 
charged  to  the  Water  Works,  amounted  to  $908,- 
776  69.  Of  this  amount  there  was  for  current  ex- 
penses, $236,431  80;  Chestnut,  Hill  Reservoir,  $829,- 
957  80;  Wards  13,  14  and  15,  $105,088  38;  Ward  16, 
$237,298  71 ;  driveway,  Chestnut  Hill,  $24,751  02. 

The  net  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasury  for 
the  construction  of  the  Water  Works  from  its 
commencement  has  been $10,052,993  42 

Wross  payments,  including  interest, 
premium,  etc I9-,087,530  34 

Gross  receipts 9,867,633  70 

Net  cost  to  May  1,1871 $9,219,896  64 

In  this  cost,  $264,111  33  was  for  lake  department, 
not  including  land;  land  and  land  damages,  $225,- 
523  15;  conduit,  $817,717  73;  Brookline  Reservoir, 
$200,077  21;  Chestnut  Hill  Keservoir,  $2,423,771  95— 
Total  Western  division,  $4,112,189  28.  In  the  East- 
ern Division— main  and  service  pipes,  $2,932,830  72; 
Beacon  Hill  Reservoir,  $513,533  21;  South  Boston 
Reservoir,  $90,908  10;  hast  Boston  Reservoir,  $70,- 
191  09;  Wards  13,  14,  15,  $686,266  78;  Ward  16,  J237,- 
298  71— Total  Eastern  division.  .$5,229,719  29. 

The  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  works  have 
amounted  to  $1,1(9,801  40;  interest  paid  after  de- 
ducting income,  $110,186  67.  making  an   excess  of 
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expanses  and  interest  over  income  or  $1,229,088  <>7. 
Tins,  addea  to  the  ahove,  makes  a  total  ccst  aver 
and  above  income  of  310,571398  64.  De.iuct  trans- 
i erred  to  tbe  Water  Works  from  the  Sinking  Fund 
$1,352,000— leaves  tbe  net  cost  $9,219,890  04. 

Daring  tbe  last  year  in  the  Eastern  division,  cist 
of  the  isrookline  ifesirvoir,  there  lias  ticen  laid 
129.040  feet  of  main  pipe,  or  about  24',,  miles, 
making  t lie  total  of  main  pipe  l!i4'^  miles.  The 
length  of  service  pipe  laid  was  7o,3f8  feet.  The 
number  of  s  rvice  pipes  laid  was  2224,  making  Hi" 
total  number  37,695.  There  pre  connected  with 
the  mains  1937  gates  and  2174  tire  hydrants. 

The  work  bai  been  advanced  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble in  Wards  13-10.  All  of  the  larger  sizes  of  pipes 
have  been  laid,  including  the  twenty-inch  main 
from  Up  barn's  Corner,  Ward  16,  to  the  reservoir 
in  south  Boston.  The  pipe  laid  in  these  wards 
amounted  to  some  72,000  feet,  and  to  Deer  island, 
27.48tf  feet.  The  water  was  Jet  into  the  Deer  Island 
pipes  on  the  29th  of  April.  Larger  pipes  have 
been  laid  in  the  western  portion  of  the  city,  to 
connect  with  the  forty-inch  main  at  the  loot  of  the 
Common,  and  the  Frog  Pond  has  been  counected 
also  with  this  main  by  a  sixteen-inch  pipe. 

The  high-service  supply  has  worked  well  on  Bea- 
con Hill,  and  it  is  believed  the  reservoir  on  (he 
hill  can  be  dispensed  with  and  sold,  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  which  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
cost  of  laying  the  new  main  from  Chestnut  Hill 
Reservoir. 

The  &a*t  Boston  and  South  Boston  reservoirs 
are  now  in  good  condition,  and  the  improvements 
about  the  stand-pipe  at  the  Highlands  have  been 
completed. 

On  the  Western  division,  improvements  have 
been  made  at  the  lake,  in  the  construction  of  slope 
walls  and  fencing,  and  an  engine-house.  At  Pegan 
Brook,  Dug  Poud  and  Dudley  Poud  improvements 
have  been  made  to  facilitate  the  flow  of  water. 
The  conduit  prove*  to  be  in  good  conditition. 

The  Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir  was  completed  and 
the  water  let  into  the  Bradlee  basin  on  the  25fh 
October  last.  The  flow  of  water  was  not  large 
until  thel4tb  of  March,  on  account  of  the  low 
stage  of  water  at  the  lake.  Since  that  time  there 
has  been  a  supply  a  portion  of  each  day,  and  on 
tbe  first  of  May  the  depth  of  water  in  the  basin 
was  fourteen  fieer.  Tbe  capacity  of  the  Bradlee 
basin  is  550,583,485  gallons,  and  of  the  Lawrence 
basin  180,888,944  gallons.  The  number  of  water 
takers  is  30,132,  an  increase  tor  the  vear  of  4632. 
The  number  of  water  meters  in  use  is  1070,  a  de- 
crease of  thirteen. 
The  report  was  ordered  to  be  sent  up. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Salaries,  who  were  requested  to 
report  a  salary  for  the  Superintendent  of  Broad- 
way Bridge,  and  also  the  sum  which  shall  be 
allowed  to  the  assistant  superintendents,  made  a 
report  recommending  the  passage  of  the  accompa- 
nying order: 

Ordered,  That  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Broadway  Bridge  shall  beat  the  rate  of  $1200 
per  annum,  payable  monthly,  beginning  at  such 
time  as  the  Committee  on  Bridges  ot  tbe  Board  of 
Aldermen  may  designate;  also  that  the  salary  of 
the  First  Assistant  Superintendent  of  said  bridge 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  $800  per  annum,  and  the 
salary  of  the  Second  Assistant  Superintendent  ac 
the  rate  of  $600  per  annum,  the  salaries  cf  said 
assistants  to  be  payable  monthly  and  to  begin  at 
such  time  as  the  Committee  on  Bridges  ot"  tbe 
Board  of  Aide. men  may  designate. 

Mr.  Adams  of  Ward  12  moved  to  amend  the  or- 
der by  substituting  $1800  for  $t200. 

.Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  stated  that  the  amendment 
would  give  the  Superintendent  a  larger  salary 
than  any  other  superintendent  of  bridges  in  the 
city.  Tbe  largest  in  amount  was  $2000,  out  of 
which  the  Superintendent  pays  .$800  for  assist- 
ance, and  has  twice  as  much  to  do.  The  Superin- 
tendents of  Federal  Street  and  Mount  Washington 
Avenue  bridges  have  a  much  larger  number  of 
vessels  pass  the  draws  of  their  bridges,  and  in  this 
case  the  Superintendent  has  an  engine  to  run  off  the 
draw,  with  two  assistants,  having  salaries  of  $800 
and  $000  respectively. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  reply,  said  the  duties  ot  this  Su- 
perintendent were  nearly  double  those  ot  the  oth- 
ers, and  lie  had  three  times  as  much  to  look  after. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  lost,  when  the  order 
establishing  the  salaries  was  passed. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Committee  on 
Water,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order  requesting 
the  Water  Board  to  locate  a  drinking-fountain  at 


the  corner  ol  (}  and  I'ourth   streets,  made  a  report 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

the  report   was   accepted, and  the   order   was 
passed. 

.dr.  -ouires  of  Ward  8.  from  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  the  Shawmur.  Railroad  Company,  asking  fot 
right  of  way  through  land  ol  ihe  ,"ity  of  Boston  in 
\\  aid  in,  having  considered  the  subject,  submitted 
the  following  report: 

That  having  examined  the  mute  of  the  proposed 
railroad  through  tbe  city  s  property  in  Codman 
and  Adams  Streets,  they  have  no  doubt  that  tbe 
construction  of  such  an  avenue  for  travel  would 
advance  the  value  of  the  citv'8  estate  and  render 
it  more  salable  tor  null  ling  purposes.  I'hey 
therefore  repoit  an  order  authorizing  a  grant  of 
right  of  way  to  said  corporation,  according  to  a 
plan  of  the  proposed  location  submitted  herewith: 
Ordered,  1'hat  if  tbe  Shiwmut  ftailroad  Com- 
pany lay  the  tracks  of  their  road  over  the  fol- 
lowing described  parcels  of  land,  viz.:  Com- 
mencing on  the  northerly  line  of  Codman  street 
at  a  |,oint  twenty-tour  leec  westerly  from  the 
base  line  of  the  proposed  location  ot  the  Sbaw- 
niut  Railroad,  thence  running  southwesterly  par- 
allel to  and  twenty-four  l-'ct  distant  from  s aid  base 
line  424  24-100  f°et'fo  land  cf  tbe  bei.-s  of  Preston,

Mr.  Squires,  from  tbe  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  H.  W.  Paine  and  Ben- 
jamin A.  O.  Fuller  administrators  of  the  estate  of 
tbe  late  Jarvis  Williams,  asking  tor  an  excensiou 
of  time  wherein  to  build  upou  a  lot  of  land  on 
Harrison  avenue  and  near  to  ^lympton  street, 
made  a  report  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  'lhat  the  time  for  building  upon  a  lot 
of  land  situated  on  Harrison  avairae,  between 
Wareham  and  Plympton  streets,  as  purchased  of

REPORT  OB  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

Tbe  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Insti- 
tutions, to  whom  were  referred  tbe  communica- 
tions trom  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public 
Institutions,  submitting  plans  and  estimates  for 
repairing  and  altering  the  old  House  of  Correction 
at.  South  Boston,  and  also  for  erecting  a  new 
House  of  Correction  in  some  other  locality, 
haviug  carefully  considered  the  suoject,  report 
that  in  their  opinion  it  would  be  inexpedient  to 
make  any  large  expenditure  upon  the  buildings  at 
South  Boston,  as  the  demand  for  tbelandnow 
occupied  by  them,  lor  business  purposes,  will 
necessitate' their  removal  at  an  early  day.  It  is 
necessary  that  some  improvements  suould  he 
made  at  this  tune  in  order  to  restore  the  portions 
destroyed  by  lire,  and  also  to  provide  additional 
sleeping  accommodations  for  the  prisoners. 

It  is  estimated  that  $50,000  wilt  be  sufficient  to 
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make  the  improvements  wtrieb  are  absolutely 
necessary  while  preparations  arp  being  made  for 
new  buildings  in  some  other  locality.  The  com- 
mittee would  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public 
Institutions  be  and  they  are  heieby  authorized  to 
expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  $50,000  in  provioiug 
a  workshop,  a  chapel  and  additional  sleeping  ac- 
commodations, tor  temporary  use,  at  the  House  of 
Correction  in  South  Boston;  said  additions  and 
alterations  to  be  made  witn  a  "lew  to  the  removal 
of  the  House  of  Correction  to  some  other  locality, 
and  said  sum  of  850,000  to  be  transferred  fir  that 
purpose  from  the  appropriation  for  the  "Home 
lor  the  Poor." 

REPORTS  ON  ES84JSE  ASYLUM. 

The  Joint  Standing-  Committee  on  1'uhlic  Insti- 
tutions, to  whom  were  referred,  as  a  part  of  the 
unfinished  business  of  the  last  City  Council,  the 
modified  plans  and  estimates  for  a  hospital  at 
Wmtbrop  for  the  insane,  having  carefully  consid- 
ered the  subject,  would  respectfully  report  tnat 
the  duty  of  providing  suitable  acconini"d unions 
for  the  insane  naturally  belongs  to  the  Stale  Gov- 
ern i  lent,  and  that  it  would  not  only  he  more  eco- 
nomical for  the  city  to  send  its  insane  paupers  to  a 
sin  re  asylum,  instead  of  attempting  to  maintain 
th?m  in  a  separate  institution  of  its  own,  but  it 
would  undoubtedly  tend  to  produce  improvements 
in  the  methods  of  management  by  centralizing 
the  controlling  power,  and  placing  it  in  the  hands 
of  those  who  have  made  a  scientific  examination 
of  rhe  subject. 

With  this  view  the  committee  would  respect- 
fully recommend  tne  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order:  (Signed  by  Aldermen  JenKiiu  and  Gibson, 
and  Coutnilmen  Pond,  Aver.  Kobbms  and  Cun- 
ningham, a  majority  of  the  committee.) 

Ordered,  That  ilis  Honorthe  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  General  Court,  at  its  next  session, 
for  the  erection  of  a  State  asylum  for  the  insane 
in  some  locality  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Bos- 
ton, and  that  suitable  accommodations  be  pro- 
vided therein  for  insane  paupers  having  a  settle- 
ment in  the  city  of  Boston. 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee 
on  Piiblio  Institutions,  respectfully  dissent  from 
the  recommendation  of  the  majority  in  regard  to  a 
new  hospital  for  the  insane,  believing  that  it  would 
be  useless  to  apply  to  the  State  to  provide  accom- 
modations for  the  insane  belonging  to  the  city  of 
Boston. 

The  condition  of  the  hospital  at  South  Boston  is 
such  that  to  delay  action  further  would  be  discred- 
itable to  the  City  Government.  In  I8ti5  the  Direc- 
tors for  Public  Institutions  purchased,  under  the 
authority  of  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  the  Win- 
tbroi)  Farm,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Wintbrop, 
and  the  sum  of  $ 20,000  was  appropriated  tor  plans 
for  a  hospital  building  and  for  the  improvement 
of  the  grounds. 

In  1867  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  was  made 
towards  the  construction  of  the  hospital,  but  a 
proviso  was  attached  that  no  portion  of  that  sum 
should  be  expended  until  the  plans  fcr  the  hospi- 
tal were  approved  by  the  City  Council.  Ihe  plans 
and  estimates  submitted  to  the  Government  in 
18C8  were  prepared  with  great  care  by  Mr.  N.  J. 
Bradlee,  and  we  are  not  aw.ire  that  any  objection 
has  been  made  to  them,  either  as  a  whole  or  as  to 
details.  The  estimates  made  in  1868  amounted  to 
$412,983.  If  we  deduct  the  value  of  the  present 
site  at  South  Boston,  and  the  appropriation  of 
$100,000  already  made,  it  appears  that  the  amount 
of  the  fuiure  appropriations  will  not  exceed 
$200,000. 

The  undersigned  would  therefore  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  or- 
der. (Signed  by  Alderman  Cutter,  and  VV.  E.  Bick- 
nell  of  the  Council.) 

Ordered,  'lhat  the  modified  plans  and  estimated 
for  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  prepared  by  Nathaniel 
J.  Bradlee  and  submitted  to  the  City  Council  by 
rhe  Board  of  Directors  for  Public  Institutions  in  a, 
communication  dated  June  12,  1868,  be  and  tne 
same  are  hereby  approved  and  adopted. 

HOME  FOR  THE  POOR. 

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Insti- 
tutions, to  whom  were  referred  the  remonstrances 
of  William  Perkins.  Amos  A.  Lawrence,  Alexan- 
der H.  Kice  and  others,  James  51.  Beebe  and  oth- 
ers, William  Gray  and  others,  Samuel  B.Cruftand 
others,  Edward  £.  Hale  and  others,  tne  managers 
of  the  Boston  Provident  Association  and  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  against  the  erec- 
tion ol  a  Home  tor  the  Poor  at   Deer  Island,  and 


who  were  requested  by  an  order  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, passed  January  27,  to  consider  the  expediency 
of  providing  accommodations  for  the  poor  at  the 
almshouse  in  Roxbury,  having  carefully  consid- 
ered the  subject,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

That  the  last  City  Council  passed  an  order  appro- 
priating .$225,000  for  the  erection  of  a  new  alms- 
house at  Deer  Island,  but  I. dleo  to  pass  an  order 
authorizing  the  Board  of  Directors  to  ••roeeed  with 
the  work.  The  old  almshouse  on  Highland  street, 
in  Koxbury,  can,  with  a  few  alterations,  be  made 
10  accommodate  one  hundred  and  fittv  persons, 
more  than  half  of  the  whole  number  of  paupers  at 
Deer  Island,  l'he  land  on  which  it  is  located 
covers  an  area  of  477,530  square  feet,  sufficient  to 
accommodate  all  the  buildings  that  will  be  requir- 
ed for  the  poor  during  the  next  hundred  years. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  necessary  repairs  and 
enlargements  for  the  accommodation  of  at  least 
three  hundred  persons  can  be  made  on  the  old 
almshouse  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $75,000,  and 
the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not 
only  be  more  economical,  but  in  every  respect 
more  satisfactory  to  provide  a  home  for  the  poor 
in  this  locality,  rather  than  in  connection  with  tne 
reformatory  and  penal  institutions  a"  Deer  Island. 
They  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  repair  and  enlarge  the  old 
almshouse  on  Highland  street,  so  as  to  provide 
suitable  accommodations  for  the  paupers  now  at 
Deer  Island;  the  expense  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
$75,000,  and  to  be  transferred  for  that  purpose 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  "Home  for  the 
Poor." 

REPORT  OX  PUBLIC    LIBRARY  BUILDING. 

The  Joint  Standing  Commtt.ee  on  Public  Build- 
ings, to  whom  was  referred  among  the  unfinished 
business  the  altering  of  the  Public  Library  Build- 
ing, having  considered  the  subject,  presented  the 
following  report: 

The  committee  find  that  the  principal  want  is 
for  additional  shelving  to  provide  for  the  rapidly 
increasing  necessities  of  the  Library ;  they  also 
find  that  rhe  present  furnaces  are  insufficient  to 
thoroughly  warm  the  building,  and  that  the  venti- 
lation is  very  bad. 

It  is  proposed  to  remove  the  existing  alcoves  in 
rhe  side  walls  of  the  building  and  put  iu  shelving, 
windows  for  light  and  air,  and  work  rooms.  This 
proposed  alteration  will  double  the  capacity  of 
Bates  Hall,  by  providing  accommodations  for 
190,000  volumes,  and  it  is  estimated  will  cost 
$40,000.  It  is  also  proposed  to  remove  I  he  furnaces 
and  substitute  a  steam  heating  and  ventilating 
apparatus,  at  a  cost  of  $10,000. 

These  estimates  are  based  upon  plans  made  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Trustees,  and  approved  by 
the  Committee  on  Library.  The  committee  would 
therefore  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  following  orders: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  make  such  alterations  to  the 
Public  Library  building  as  may  be  necessary  to 
provide  additional  shelving  and  working  room,  and 
to  put  in  a  steam  heating  apparatus,  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  $50,000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $50,000,  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  alteration  of  the  Public  Library  building. 

Mr,  Howe  of  Ward  10  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules,  wnich  motion  he  withdrew.  Said  orders 
were  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Bickford  of  Ward  15  presented  the  petition 
ol  Charles  Burrill,  asking  that  his  claim  against 
the  city  he  left  out  to  referees.  Referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Claims. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  offered  the  following  orders: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  directed  to  purchase  tor  the  city  of  Bos- 
tan  the  estate  owned  by  J.  B.  Smith,  on  Bulflnch 
street,  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  1*55,000. 

Ordered.  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $55,000,  to  be  applied  to  the 
purchase    of  J.    B.    Smith's    estate  on   Bulflnch 

On  motion  of  5Ir.  Niles  of  Ward  6,  the  orders 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings.

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Charles  H.  Crosby,  for  estate  .No.  20  Irdiana  place, 
tnc  sum  of  $9500,  upon  his  giving  to  the  city  a

Ordt  led,  That  tbe  annual  parade  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment tor  inspection  and  review  by  the  City 
Council,  be  held  on  Monday,  the  18th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, next,  the  anniversary  of  the  settlement  of 
the  city  of  Bostjii  (the  17th  coming  on  Sunday) 
under  the  direction  of  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, at  an  expense  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
$3000;  the  same  to  be  charged  to  tbe  appropiia- 
tion  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Mr.  Winch  of  W  ard  10  moved  that  when  the 
Council  adjourn,  it  be  to  Thursday  evening, 
Sept.  7. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  opposed  the  motion  on 
the  ground  that  the  older  relating  to  the  Public 
Library  and  various  other  matters  would  require 
that  another  meeting  be  held  unless  they  were 
passed  tonight.  The  order  relating  to  the  Library 
would  require  four  months'  work,  which  could 
not  be  done  this  season,  if  delayed  until  after  the 
1st  of  September.

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  reference  of  the  notice  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioners relative  to  a  hearing  on  the  proposed 
taking  of  a  portion  of  the  Tremont  street  malt  in 
widening  Tremont  street. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  it  the  motion  prevailed,  he 
should  move  to  non-concur  in  tbe  action  of  tbe 
Street  Commissioners,  on  the  assumption  that  tne 
order  lor  the  taking  had  been  passed. 

Mr.  JFlynn  of  Ward  7  expressed  the  belief  that 
the  gentleman  was  mistaken  in  regard  to  the  mat- 
ter, the  reference  being  simply  the  order  of  notice, 
under  which  the  Committee  on  Streets  might  ap- 


pear before  the  Street  Commissioners  and  oppose 
or  advocate  tbe  measure. 

Under  this  explanation  Mr.  Perkins  withdrew 
his  motion.

The  motion  was  carried,  when  Mr.  O'Connor 
moved  its  indefinite  postponement. 

Mr.  West  of  Waid  16,  the  mover  of  the  order, 
said  it  was  simply  a  request  that  the  committee 
consider  the  expediency  of  taking  tbe  subject  into 
consideration.  He  had  no  feelings  in  the  matter, 
and  the  inquiry  could  do  ro  harm. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said,  tbe  committee  bad  got 
through  their  business  and  would  not  probably 
have  another  meeting.  So  far  as  related  to  the 
second  assistant  assessors,  their  preseuce  was 
needed  in  the  Dooming  Board  as  a  measure  of  pro- 
tection to  tax-payers,  for  tne  flr:5t  assistant  assess- 
or may  he  sent  into  some  other  ward  than  their 
own  for  service. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  stated  that  there  was  no 
necessity  for  sending  this  request  to  the  commit- 
tee, who  nad  under  consideration  this  subject  in 
their  inquiries  in  the  early  part  of  the  ve'ar,  and 
decided  that  th's  measure  was  not  necessary 

Mr.  West  said  he  was  not  aware  that  the  ques- 
tion bad  been  before  tbe  committee. 

Mr.  Brown  replied  that  it  did  not  come  directly 
before  them  by  an  order  from  the  Council,  but  on 
an  inquiry  relative  to  reducing  expenses. 

Mr.  West  declared  that  under  the  circumstances 
he  should  make  no  objection  to  the  proposed  dis- 
posal of  the  oider. 

The  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  carried. 
Adjourned  to  Thursday,  September  7.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF    COMMISSIONERS    ON  SINKING 
FUND. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers on  the  Sinking  Funds  for  tne  Redemption  of  the 
City  Debt,  wis  laid  before  the  Board  in  print,  and 
was  ordered  to  be  sent  down. 

The  statements  contained  in  the  report  are  sub- 
stantially as  given  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Auditor  of  Accounts,  the  special  features  of  which 
were  nubllshed  a  few  days  since. 

The  report  gives  the  condition  of  the  several 
funds,  June  30,  with  the  changes  in  each  from 
April  30,  the  date  of  the  Auditor's  report.  The 
receipts  into  the  treasury  during  the  month  of 
May,  as  received  by  the  Commissioners,  amounted 
to  $53,926  81,  of  which  amount  $49,170  06  was  on 
account  of  the  general  debt  sinking  fund.  Inter- 
est on  deposits  to  generai  debt  sinkine  fund  in 
May,  $9811  06.  There  was  paid  on  the  Dorchester 
debt  $1000  and  cancelled  from  revenue  received 
$20,000  of  the  Suffolk  Street  District  loan  and 
$7000  of  Church  Street  District  loan.  Of  the  whole 
amount  of  the  Sinking  Fund  April  30,  $10,668,059  83, 
the  investments  were  as  follows:

The  Commissioners  say:  "There  existed  at  the 
time  this  Board  was  organized  a  'Consolidate  d 
street  Improvement  Fund,'  created  by  the  order 
of  th<?  City  Council,  authorizing  a  Sterling  Loan, 
which  was  negotiated  in  London,  for  42800,000.  The 
order  of  tbe  City  Council  provides  that  all  the 
betterments  and  revenue  of  all  kinds,  derived 
from  the  various  improvements  for  which  the 
Sterling;  Loan  was  mane,  shall  form  a  special  sink- 
ing fuud  for  the  redemption  of  the  same.     I'he 
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improvements  embraced  in  this  loan  are  those  of 
Atlantic  avenue,  Kurt  II  ill  Improvement,  widen- 
ing ni  Hanover  street,  and  part  of  Church  Street 
District.  By  the  terms  of  the  negotiation  of  this 
loan,  the  city  is  obligated  to  redeem  in  London 
£80UJ  annually,  and  your  Commissioners  have  de- 
cided that  the  bonds  redeemed  shall  be  returned 
to  this  city  and  cancelled."

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses  to  sundry  per- 
sons as  victuallers  and  innholders,  dealers  in  sec- 
ond-hand articles,  wagon  and  hack  licenses,  and 
transfer  of  wagon  and  hack  licenses;  also  leave 
to  withdraw  on  petition  of  A.  A.  Waterman,  for  a 
wagon  stand  in  sudbury  street.

Alderman  Cowdin  asked  for  information  in  rela- 
tion to  the  lease  of  Mr.  Brigham  for  which  so  high 
a  price  was  paid. 

Alderman  White  replied  that  the  lease  was  a 
long  and  valuable  one,  under  which  51r.  Brigham 
was  making  a  large  amount  of  money,  and  as  all 
the  evidence  in  relation  to  it  was  in  the  possession 
of  the  referees,  well-known  citizens,  it  vvas  to  be 
supposed  it  was  a  lair  award,  and  that  the  city 
would  be  obliged  to  pay  it. 


Alderman  Cowdin  related  that  several  years 
since,  in  the  extension  of  Friend  street,  three  dis- 
tinguished gentlemen,  as  referees,  awarded  dam- 
ages to  an  estate  to  an  amount  greater  than  it  was 
assessed  for.  and  the  next  year,  whan  it  was  pro- 
posed to  the  owner  to  close  up  the  street,  he  re- 
quired a  larger  amount  than  was  awarded  for  the 
damages,  in  this  case,  as  in  the  opening  of  Friend 
street,  he  thought  it  was  probable  the  estate  was 
worth  mire  alter  the  widening  than  before,  and 
the  city  is  required  to  pay  a  large  sum  both  to  tbe 
owners  ot  tbe  property  and  to  the  tenant.  Vet, 
as  this  mat'er  was  left  out,  he  supposed  tbe  city 
would  be  obliged  to  pay  the  -.ward. 

Ordered,  Tbat  there  be  paid  to  Henry  O.  Hutch- 
ins,  Nathaniel  J.  Bradiee  and  diaries  L.  Cotting 
§1000,  in  payment  lor  their  services  asrelereesiu 
the  case  of  John  A.  Lowell,  trustee,  and  P.  B. 
Brigham,  tenant  oi  said  Lowell,  and  the  city  of 
Boston,  lor  damages  occasioned  and  land  taken  I  y 
the  said  city  in  widening  Hanover  sfeet;  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Widening  Han- 
over street. 

On  motion  ot  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Treasurer  and  Collector 
be  instructed  to  advertise  and  sell,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  General  statutes,  all  es- 
tates on  which  liens  are  held  by  tbe  city  for  hoc-1 
payment  ot  assessments  for  sewers  or  drams. 

Alderman  Pope  stated,  in  support  <f  the  order 
that  from  $8000  to  §10,000  in  sewer  assessments 
were  lost  last  year  by  allowing  the  time  to  run  out 
in  which  they  could  be  collected,  and  in  a  few 
weeks  a  large  sum  may  be  lo  t  unless  this  order 
should  be  passed.  As  a  general  thing,  the  com- 
mon class  ol  people  pay  tneir  assessments,  while 
those  who  are  best  able  to  do  so  neglect  to  pay. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little, 

Ordered,  lhat  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  $1200, 
appropriated  for  a  brick  stdewalk  around  the 
square  on  Meeting  House  Hill,  Ward  10,  a  further 
sum  of  $400  be  appropriated  for  that  object;  said 
amount  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Common,  etc. 

Ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  (oramou  and 
Public  Grounds  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $4500  iu  grading  Fountain  square;  said 
sum  to  tie  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Com- 
mon and  Punl'c  Ground^. 

An  order  was  parsed  for  the  abatement  of  nuis- 
ances on  Dorchester  avenue,  from  defect  of  drain- 
age; and  on  Wharf,  shaving,  H,  seventh  and  Me- 
ridian streets,  lrom  defective  or  overflowing 
vaults;  also  an  order  for  the  collection  of  an  as- 
sessment of  $44  74  for  abatement  of  a  nuisance  on 
Harvard  place. 

An  order  was  also  passed  to  meet  a  jail  requisi- 
tion for  $2004  46. 

ORDER  RELATING  TO  FRAUDULENT  SALE  OF  FORT 
HILL  EARTH. 

Alderman  Pope  offered  the  following  order: 

ordered,  lhat  the  Superintendent  of  Wagons, 
Trucks,  etc.,  be  instructed  to  enter  complaints 
against  all  vehicles  used  for  the  conveyance  from 
place  to  place  within  the  city  of  sand,  gravel,  clay, 
dirt,  rubbish,  goods,  uierebiudise,  and  ouildiug 
materials,  which  have  not  been  licensed  and  num- 
bered in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
22  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  passed  Dec.  27,  1869. 

Alderman  White  moved  a  reference  of  the  order 
to  the  Committee  on  Licenses. 

Alderman  Pope,  in  explanation  of  the  order, 
stated  chat  during  Hie  last  six  months,  under  the 
contracts  for  the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort  Hill 
to  the  Suffolk  street  District,  a  large  amount  of 
the  earth  has  been  taken  away,  and  it  is  difficult 
to  rind  out  vvbere  it  went  to.  Under  the  contracts 
for  the  filling  of  Atlantic  avenue  ana  the  docks,  it 
is  believed  that  a  large  amount  w.-s  put  aboard  of 
\esscls  for  ballast,  an, I  taken  away  to  South  Bos- 
ton and  elsewhere.  Parties  had  been  employed 
for  the  last  four  months  to  find  out  who  were  car- 
ry ing<the  earth  away  in  this  manner,  and  it  was 
found  that  largo  quantities  were  so  disposed  of, 
but  it  vvas  difficult  to  ascertain  by  whom  it  was 
done. 

After  the  contract  for  tilling  Atlantic  avenue 
and  the  docks  was  completed,  a  contract  was 
made  at  $9  70  per  square  for  the  removal  of  the 
earth  to  the  Suffolk  street  District,  but  in  room  of 
carrving  it  there  a  large  portion  had  been  carried 
everywhere  than  where  it  was  wanted.  It  was 
first  'ascertained  to  be  so  carried  off  under  the  con- 
tract of  Mr.  Souther,  and  when  Mr.  Souther  was 
told  that  one-third  of  the  earth  was  carried  to 
other  places,   he  doubted  it.     lie,  however,  took 
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measures  to  rind  out  about  it,  and  on  investigation 
found  that  of  seventy-nine  loads  which  left  the 
bill,  but  nineteen  arrived  at  Suffolk  Street  District. 

Mr.  Souther  had  no  teams  of  his  own,  and  the 
next  day  discharged  the  parties  who  were  the 
owner.-  of  the  teams,  and  they  were  employed  im- 
mediately on  the  <  ther  side  of  the  hill,  under  an- 
other contract.  The  fraud  was  continued,  and 
after  various  expedients  to  ascertain  whose  teams 
earriel  the  earib  elsewhere  than  was  intended, 
tickets  were  printed  from  I  to  100,  and  two  men 
were  employed,  one  oi  whom  gave  a  ticket  to  the 
driver  of  each  load  as  he  leit  the  hill,  and  another 
at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Castle  streets 
receiving  them,  tearing  off  half  of  each,  and  the 
driver  retaining  the  other  half,  which  were  collect- 
ed. On  comparing  notes  at  night,  it  was  found 
how  many  loads  failed  to  reach  their  destination. 

In  the  record  of  fourteen  days,  from  first  of  July, 
on  the  first  day  there  were  twelve  short,  and  for 
The  fourteen  days  653  were  missing,  the  largest  in 
one  day  being  213,  the  smallest  8.  After  the  four- 
leentu day  juintei'S  were  employed  to  mark  num- 
bers on  the  wagons,  when  the  number  which  stole 
dirt  was  reduced  to  6,  9  and  5  a  day,  and  for  the 
last  four  days  there  had  been  none.  The  city  was 
now  $50  a  day  better  off  for  these  measures. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  order  in  requiring  the 
numbering  of  the  carts,  it  would  be  ascertained 
where  the  loss  was.  The  sub-contractors  laid  the 
charge  of  stealing  upon  the  boys,  some  of  whom 
had  been  followed  in  carrying  the  dirt  to  other 
places,  ai.d  it  had  been  found  that  these  boys  had 
been  instigated  by  their  employers  to  tell  false- 
hoods in  relation  to  the  matter.  The  boys  em- 
ployed to  orive  were  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years 
of  age,  and  oy  the  ordinances  were  not  allowed  to 
drive  without  license,  and  as  there  were  about  one 
thousand  emuloyed  in  the  city  as  drivers  of  carls, 
it  is  a  bad  example  set  to  them,  which  would  lead 
to  rilling  our  almshouses  and  state  frisnn.  In 
many  cases  these  buys  had  charge  of  two  carts, 
which  was  als'i  in  violation  of  the  ordinances. 

Alderman  Plumer  inquired  if  it  was  known 
who  the  teams  belonged  to  wbich  were  engaged 
in  this  business. 

Alderman  Tope  replied  thatit  was  impossible  to 
tell,  and  that  was  the  reason  why  it  was  proposed 
to  number  them.  A  great  number  came  in  from 
Sou'fi  Boston  and  Uoxbury.  Mr.  Souther  is  the 
contractor  on  one  side  of  the  bill  and  Mr.  Hayes  on 
the  other  side.  As  soon  as  Mr.  Souther  learned  of 
the  proceedings  under  his  contract,  he  discharged 
tli  j  contractors,  Bonner  &  Sutherland. 

Aldeiman  Plumer  stated  that  he  saw  the  other 
evening  a  vessel  at  a  wharf  taking  in  dirt,  and 
having  heard  of  these  proceedings,  he  asked  the 
captain  the  object  of  it,  and  where  itc»me  from. 
In  reply  he  said  that  it  was  for  ballast,  and  from 
eight  to  ten  tons  were  taken,  lor  which  $1  a  ton 
was  paid.  On  further  inquiry,  be  was  informed 
that  two  teams  were  expected  with  more  of  this 
earth,  and  he  waited  until  they  arrived,  and  was 
informed  by  the  driver  that  the  teams  belonged  to 
Mr.  Hayes,  and  that  the  dirt  came  from  Fort  Hill. 
He  would  like  to  know  who  these  parties  were, 
and  any  one  found  directly  or  indirectly  engaged 
in  such  stealing,  should  be  turned  out  of  their 
contracts.  He  had  been  astonished  to  hear  that 
individuals  were  making  .$  100,000  in  ruch  contracts 
for  removing  earth,  but  it  was  no  mysterv  now. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  would  like  to  hear  the 
names  of  these  parties.  His  own  vessels  were 
coutinually  taking  ballast  from  the  Fort  Hill 
earth,  but  he  did  not  know  how  or  Irom  whom  it 
was  procured. 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  Mr.  Souther  owned 
no  teams,  but  employed  Mr.  Hayes  to  carrv  away 
the  earth.  The  earth  is  measured  in  the  bill,  and 
the  same  amount  of  money  is  paid  wherever  it  is 
carried.  Alter  Mr.  Souther  discharged  Bonner 
and  Sutherland,  he  was  waited  upon  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Conr.ell,  Assistant  Engineer,  who  wishe'd  to  know 
why  they  were  discharged.  To  his  reply  that  it 
was  for  stealing  earth,  Mr.  McConnell  inquired 
what  difference  it  would  make  to  linn  where  it 
was  carried,  for  it  would  make  no  difference,  as  he 
said,  either  to  you  or  me.  Mr.  Souther  replied  that 
it  did  make  a  difference  to  him  where  it  was  car- 
ried, and  it  must  be  carried  where  it  was  contracted 
to  be.  In  closing  his  remarks.  Alderman  Pope 
said  he  had  had  no  confidence  for  the  last  six 
months  in  the  City  Engineer  Department. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  if  Mr.  Hayes  was  em- 
ployed by  Mr.  Souther,  he  should  say  that  Mr. 
Ha.\es  should  not  do  any  more  work  for  the  city, 
and  in  relation  to  the  Engineers'  Department,  he 
considered  it  a  burning  shame  to  the  citv.    In 


looking  round  to  find  suitable  talent  for  such  an 
office,  the  salary  paid  was  not  sufficient  to  com- 
mand the  talent,  ability  and  integrity  which  were 
required.  When  men  make  such  remarks  as  were 
quoted  by  tne  Alderman,  they  should  be  turned 
out  of  office  forthwith  and  not  allowed  to  stay  an- 
other day. 

Alderman  Cutter  expressed  the  belief  that 
charges  so  broad  should  require  investigation  be- 
fore neing  made,  and  they  should  not  be  charged 
without  good  and  sufficient  foundation. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  Committee  on 
the  Engineer's  Department  having  heard  of  charges 
made  against  that  department  two  months  ago, 
had  been  waiting  for  information  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fort  Hill.  They  bad  fiuitiessly  tried  to 
get  information,  and  a  meeting  of  the  committee 
was  held  for  the  purpose  six  weeks  ago  at  the  re- 
quest of  Mr.  McConnell. 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  he  nad  a  call  from 
the  Committee  on  the  Engineer's  Department  two 
months  ago  to  tell  them  what  he  knew,  but  at  that 
time  he  did  not  know  anything  positive  about  the 
matter.  When  he  appeared  hefoie  the  committee 
he  found,  as  one  of  their  number,  one  of  the  very 
men  whose  teams  bad  beea  suspected  as  having 
been  engaged  in  these  transactions.  He  stated  to 
the  committee  that  he  might  at  some  future  time 
give  them  information,  but  was  not  prepared  at 
that  time  to  do  so. 

Alderman  cutter  said  he  did  not  believe  it  was 
right  to  make  denunciations  against  parties  with- 
out sufficient  investigation,  and  for  that  reason  he 
wished  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
make  such  an  investigation. 

Alderman  Cowdin  wished  to  know  if  the  city 
paid  for  the  gravel  which  was  carried  to  the  ves- 
sels. If  so,  he  thought  it  was  a  hard  case,  in 
payment  being  made  twice  for  the  same  gravel. 
It  seemed  to  him  that  all  teams  should  have  the 
owner's  name  upon  them,  so  that  somebody  should 
be  responsible  for  them.  In  a  business  of  for'y 
years,  he  had  ever  held  himself  responsible  for 
his  teams.  If  necessary,  teamsters  should  be  ar- 
lested  by  the  police,  in  cases  of  damages,  and  as 
many  teamsters  were  irresponsible  men,  all  vehi- 
cles should  have  the  owners'  names  upon  them  as 
a  measure  of  responsibility. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  further  in  relation  to 
the  charges  for  ballast,  that  the  price  paid  was  $1 
per  ton,  and  at  ninety  to  one  hundred  pounds  per 
foot,  the  parties  being  paid  by  the  city  $9  70  per 
square ;  they  would  get  virtually  $18  per  square  for 
removing  the  earth.  He  did  not  believe  there  was 
an  honest  dollar  earned  by  such  persons  and  had 
not  a  doubt  that  these  these  things  had  been  run- 
ning on  for  three  years,  and  that  a  number  of  fort- 
unes had  been  made  out  of  Fort  Hill.  A  man 
who  steals  dirt  is  not  fit  to  have  a  contract. 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  two  boys  racing  with 
their  carts  last  week,  ran  into  a  leather  team  and 
broke  a  shaft,  but  it  could  not  be  found  out  who 
was  to  be  responsible  for  it.  In  some  respects  it 
was  more  necessary  that  these  carts  should  be 
licensed  than  it  was  for  job  wagons. 

Alderman  Talbot  further  stated  that  two  months 
ago  the  Committee  on  the  Engineer's  Department 
waited  upon  the  Committee  on  Fort  Hill  for  defi- 
nite information  in  relation  to  these  mattersf  but 
it  was  not  given  on  account  of  some  informality. 
They  supposed  the  committee  would  report  to 
them  such  information  as  they  obtained,  and  that 
was  the  reason  why  they  had  delayed  in  this 
matter. 

Alderman  White  stated  as  among  the  difficulties 
in  licensing  such  teams,  that  Mr.  Hayes  sometimes 
had  twenty-five  employed,  and  at  other  times  two 
hundred,  and  often  he  hired  all  he  could  get,  out 
of  town  as  well  as  in  the  city.  It  would  be  hard 
for  the  city  to  compel  owners  ot  teams  elsewhere 
to  number  them.  Mr.  Hayes  sometimes  hired  teams 
for  a  few  days  only.  Should  they  go  to  the  City 
Solicitor,  he  would  tell  them  they  had  no  right  to 
compel  owners  of  teams  outside  of  the  city  to  get  a 
license.  For  this  reason  he  moved  to  reter  the 
order  to  the  Committee  on  Licenses. 

Alderman  Tope  replied  that  it  was  not  expected 
to  compel  owners  of  teams  out  of  town  to  get 
licenses.  The  larger  portion  of  these  teams  were 
owned  in  South  Boston,  and  some  in  Brighton.  If 
we  can  require  the  numbering  of  all  our  own,  it  is 
all  that  we  can  do. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  that  all  teams  that  came 
to  Boston  to  work  shoul  1  be  compelled  to  con- 
form to  the  iules  and  regulations  of  the  city. 
Every  one  who  does  business  here  and  causes  any 
damage  by  his  business  should  be  held  liable  for 
that  damage. 
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Alderman  White  stated  as  the  practice  under 
the  ordinance  that  every  man  who  has  a  stand 
shall  have  a  license. 

Alderman  Pope  called  for  a  reading  of  the  pro- 
vision of  the  ordinance. 

Alderman  l'luiner  inquired  if  it  was  ascertained 
who  the  teams  belonged  to  which  ran  into  the 
leather  team. 

Alderman  l'ope  replied  that  a  number  was  found, 
and  the  party  injured  went  to  the  superintendent 
of  Wagons,  but  could  get  no  information,  no 
record  liaving  been  made  in  his  department.  The 
committee  n»  w  know  the  number  of  the  teams, 
but  not  the  owners  of  them,  which  they  will  know 
if  required  to  be  licensed. 

The  provision  of  the  ordinance  in  relation  to 
licensing  of  wagons  was  read. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  appeared  that  no  one 
owned  these  teams  for  the  time  being.  If  licensed 
ano  numbered  they  would  be  known,  but  as  it  is 
now  there  is  no  responsibility  for  damage  which 
may  be  done  by  them. 

Alderman  White  stated  that  in  1868  a  case  arose 
in  regard  to  W.  H.  Prentice's  coal  teams,  in  which 
it  was  decided  that  he  was  not  compelled  to  put  a 
number  or  name  on  his  carts.  If  the  order  was  to 
piss,  he  moved  to  amend  oy  requiring  the  name 
of  the  owner  to  be  put.  on  the  team. 

Alderman  Plutner  said  he  believed  the  order 
was  broad  enough  as  it  is.  He  would  not  have  any 
delay  for  a  moment  in  passing  it. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  to  be  on  the  refer- 
ence to  a  committee. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  the  object  of  his  motion 
was  another  matter,  that  of  investigation  of 
charges  against  the  Engineer  Department. 

Alderman  Little  related  that  a  few  days  ago  he 
found  the  street  blocked  by  three  coal  teams  at 
Chickerings',  and  when  he.  as  politely  as  he  could, 
asked  a  driver  to  double  them  up  to  allow  a  pas- 
sage, he  was  met  with  profanity  and  told  to  mind 
his  business.  He  could  not  find  the  uame  of  the 
owner  or  a  number  upon  the  team,  and  to  an  offi- 
cer who  was  requested  to  look  after  the  case  the 
driver  refused  to  give  his  name.  The  word  rub- 
bish was  contained  in  the  order,  but  not  the  word 
coal,  which  should  be  included. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  names  and 
numbers  were  required  to  be  put  upon  wood  and 
coal  wagons  some  years  ago,  but  they  were  left 
off  for  some  reason. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  names  and  num- 
bers were  required  to  be  put  on  lumber  wagons 
several  years  since;  generally  the  names  and 
places  ot"  business  were  on  them,  but  he  thought 
it  was  doubtful  whether  any  licenses  had  been 
obtained  for  five  years. 


Alderman  l'ope  said  the  order  called  for  noth- 
ing bun  the  number,  which  was  all  that  was  neces- 
sary, while  the  ordinance  provides  also  for  the 
name. 

Alderman  White  stated  that  he  moved  the  name 
be  aaded. 

Aldeiman  Gibson  did  not  believe  that  a  tee  for  a 
license  was  necessary  where  parties  owned  their 
teams,  and  used  them  for  their  own  work  alone, 
and  it  was  a  question  whether  it  would  be  right  to 
require  such  a  license. 

Alderman  Plumer  stated  that  in  the  flour  busi- 
ness the  owners  of  teams  were  obliged  to  have 
them  numbered,  and  have  a  license  renewed  from 
year  to  year. 

Alderman  White  related  a  case  in  which  a  Cam- 
bridge express  wagon  damaged  a  buggy  a  few 
days  since,  but  it  could  not  be  found  "•no  was  re- 
sponsible tor  it,  although  there  was  a  numoer  on 
it. 

Alnerman  Pope  did  not  doubt  that  by  going  to 
Cambridge  the  owner  could  be  found  out  from  the 
number. 

Alderman  White  replied  that  no  licenses  were 
required  in  Cambridge. 

Alderman  Cowdin believea  that  the  enforcement 
of  the  ordinance  would  be  sufficient. 

The  amendment  to  require  the  name  to  be  put 
upon  the  wagon  was  adopted,  and  the  order  as 
amended  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cutter, 

Ordered,  That  Aldermen  Cutter,  Gibson  and 
Eittle  be  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  the 
charges  alleged  against  the  incumbent  and  subor- 
dinates in  the  City  Engineer's  Department  in  con- 
nection with  the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort  Hill.

Alderman  Fore,  from  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the 
heirs  of  Leopold  Herman  to  he  compensated  for 
land  taken  from  them  on  Tremont  and  Lenox 
streets,  made  a  report  as  follows: 

In  the  year  1849  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands 
received  from  Messrs.  Bryant  &  Herman  an  appli- 
cation for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  of  land  on  Tre- 
moi.t,  Lenox,  and  what  is  now  known  as  Kenda'l 
st  eets. 

There  being  at  that  time  no  City  Engineer,  Mr. 
Alexander  Wadsworth  was  employed  by  the  Coir- 
mittee  to  survey  and  make  a  plan  anil  descrip- 
tion of  the  land:  an  agreement  was  made  by  the 
city  '.o  convey  said  land  to  Biyant&  Herman, and  in 
1855  a  deed  thereof  was  given  by  the  city  to  Leopold 
Herman,  in  fulfilment  of  said  agreement,  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  plan  a  copy  of  which  is  re- 
corded with  the  plans  in  the  office  ol  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Lands,  in  book  2,  page  53.  in  is 
plan  shows  the  lot  thus  conveyed  to  Herman  to  he 
seventy  feet  on  Tremont  street,  and  to  contain 
14,616  square  feet. 

1'he  land  has  remained  almost  wholly  unimprov- 
ed to  the  present  time.  A  recent  survey  of  said 
land  by  the  City  Surveyor,  made  at  the  request  of 
vour  committee,  has  established  the  lact  that  the 
former  survey  and  plan  were  erroneous,  and  that 
by  the  deed  to  Herman  the  city  conveyed  to  him  a 
part  of  Lenox  street,  being  a  strip  of  land  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Lenox  street,  about  six  feet  wide 
and  148  feet  long,  containing  898  square  feet,  ^s 
shown  on  the  accompanying  plan,  made  by  said 
City  Mirveyor,  dated  March  3,  1871. 

The  southerly  line  of  Lenox  street  has  not  been 
changed  since  the  said  deed  to  Herman  was  made, 
and  said  strip  of  land  has  remained  in  and  been 
used  as  a  part  of  said  street,  and  is  the  parcel  of 
land  for  which  the  heirs  of  said  Leopold  Herman 
(he  being  now  deceased)  ask  compensation. 

Your  committee  have  at  length  succeeded  in  ef- 
fecting what  they  consider  a  just  and  equitaole 
settlement  of  the  matter  with  the  said  heirs  of 
Herman,  which  is  that  the  said  heirs  are  to  re- 
convev  to  the  city  the  said  strip  of  land,  as  shown 
on  said  last-named  plan,  at  the  price  of  $2  75  per 
square  foot. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  above  set  forth,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompany- 
ing order: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of 
Leopold  Herman  the  sum  of  $2489  50,  upon  their 
Hiving  to  the  city  of  Boston  a  deed  made  satisfac- 
tory to  the  City  Solicitor  of  a  strip  of  land  on  the 
southerly  side  of  Lenox  street,  containing  898 
square  feet,  as  shown  upon  a  plan  made  by  Thos. 
W.  Davis,  City  Surveyor,  dated  .March  3,  1871 ; 
said  amount  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  Public  Lands. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed.

NO   FIEE  COMPANIES  TO  LEAVE  THE  CITV. 

Alderman  Woolley  offered  the  following  order, 
and  asked  for  us  passage  at  once,  on  account  of 
the  shortness  of  time  for  prenaratiou,  shoulu  a  re- 
port be  made  upon  the  subject: 

ordered,  That  permission  be  and  hereby  is 
granted  to  such  engine  companies  to  attend  the 
tuemeu's  niu«ter  at  Portsmouth,  V  H.,  on  the  6t>h 
and  7th  days  of  September  next,  as  the  Committee 
on  Pure  Department  may  deem  prope>-,  upon  con- 
sultation with  the  Chief  Engineer  (if  in  their  opin- 
ion the  same  can  be  done  without  injury  to  the 
public  interest),  upon  the  usual  conditions. 

Akierinan  l'lumer  opposed  the  passage  of  the 
order,  believing  it  should  take  the  usual  course  of 
relerenceto  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. If  his  recollection  was  correct,  there  were 
seven  or  eight  engine  companies  which  had  asked 
permission  to  go  to  this  muster,  and  alter  the  re- 
fusal of  the  request  of  companies  to  go  to  Sato,  he 
hoped  tnis  matter  would  be  done  with,  in  taking 
the  tire  apparatus  out  of  the  State.  In  that  case 
the  committee  reported  against  the  application, 
and  he  hoped  they  would  continue  to  do  so,  for 
he  did  not  believe  that  any  of  them  should  be 
allowed  to  go,  and  it  would  he  taking  away  the 
power  ot  the  Board  bv  passing  the  order. 

Alderman  Woolley  denied  that  it  was  intended 
to  take  any  power  from  the  Board  ;  the  order  pro- 
posed to  give  authority  to  the  committee  because 
there  would  not  be  time  for  action  alter  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  in  September.  Last  year  tnree 
or  four  companies  weie  allowed  to  go  to  Spring- 
held,  and  it  is  proposed  to  leave  it  to  the  judgment 
of  the  committee,  if  deemed  expedient,  and  there 
could  be  no  objection  to  their  going,  if  it  did  not 
jeopardize  the  interests  of  the  public. 

Alderman  Piumer  said  it  would  be  difficult  to 
draw  a  line  where  seven  or  eight  asked  to  be  al- 
lowed to  go.  It  would  be  better  io  refuse  alt. 
There  was  no  reason,  in  bis  view,  why  the  fire  ap- 
paratus should  be  taken  from  the  city.  In  a  case 
like  that  of  the  request  of  the  city  of 'Portland,  for 
the  loan  of  a  spare  engine,  there  could  not  be  the 
objection  as  iu  granting  these  requests. 

The  Chair  read  the  provisions  of  the  city  ordi- 
nance in  relation  to  hies,  prohibiting  any  com- 
pany Horn  leaving  the  citv  for  any  other  purpose 
than  when  ordered  in  case  ot  fires. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  two  or  three  com- 
panies were  allowed  to  go  to  Springfield  last  year, 
but  the  committee  reported  against  it  the  same  as 
this  year.  Among  the  applications  were  the  same 
companies  which  went  to  Springfield.  The  fire- 
men were  paid  to  stay  here  and  attend  to  fires,  and 
although  he  would  be  glad  to  accommodate  them, 
their  leaving  the  city  ought  not  to  be  allowed. 

The  vote  on  the  passage  of  the  order  was  declar- 
ed to  be  lost,  but  on  a  count,  prevailed,  six  to  five 
as  follows:  in  favor,  Aldermen  Kicker,  Woollev, 
Little,  White,  Talbot,  Cowdin;  against,  Aldermen 
Gibson,  Pope,  Pierce,  Cutter,  Piumer. 

Alderman  Little  subsequently  moved  a  ^consid- 
eration of  the  passage  of  the  order,  stating  his 
unwillingness  to  favor  any  action  in  violation  of 
the  ordinances. 

Alderman  Pierce  advocated  the  reconsideration, 
declaring  that  the  Board  could  not  depute  author- 
ity to  a  committee  to  repeal  an  ordinance  of  the 
city.  This  could  be  done  only  bv  the  action  of 
both  branches  of  the  City  Council  in  the  passage 
of  an  order,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor.  It  was  In 
that  way  the  companies  were  allowed  to  go  last 
year,  by  passage  of  a  specific  oruer  in  each  ease, 
signed  by  the  Mayor.  There  could  be  no  authority 
to  depute  to  eight  persons  the  repeal  of  an  ordi- 
nance. 


Alderman  Woolley  said  he  had  no  idea  in  the 
proposed  order  of  breaking  an  ordinance,  and  be- 
lieved the  order  to  be  similar  to  that  passed  last 
year.  He  was  not  sure  that  the  action  then  requir- 
ed the  signature  of  the  Mayor.  In  no  way  would 
he  wish  to  conflict;  with  the  ordinances,  and  if  it 
was  in  such  conflict  he  would  vote  to  reconsider 
the  order. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried  by  an 
unanimous  vote,  when  on  motion  of  Alderman 
Cutter  the  order  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  motiou  of  Alderman  Pierce,  an  order  was 
passed  to  pay  bills  of  persous  directly  or  iudirect- 
ly  connected' with  the  City  Government. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little,  an  order  was 
passed  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  iu  the  rear 
ot  213  Eliot  street,  iu  Sumner,  Federal,  Lincoln, 
Oxford  and  Shaving  streets,  rear  North  and  rear 
154  and  15li  Essex  streets. 

0R3ERS  BEAD  ONCE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce,  an  order  to  pave 
Albany  stwp^t  r^-'^eu  Troy  and  Dover  streets, 
with  small  granite  blocks,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$11,000. 

On  motiou  of  Alderman  Pope,  an  order  to  pay 
Thos.  Gafheld  $2000,  for  land  near  Stony  Brook. 

NEW  LOCATIONS     FOR    METROPOLITAN     KAILROAI) 
COMPAQ  Y. 

The  hearing  on  orders  of  notice  on  petition  for 
new  locations  of  tracks  by  the  Metropolitan  Karl- 
road  Company,  was  take**  up,  the  request  being  as 
follows:  For  the  location  of  tracks  m  Harrison  av- 
enue from  Warren  street  to  Dover  street;  in  Dover 
street  from  Harrison  avenue  to  Albany  street;  in 
Blue  Hill  avenue  from  Warren  street  to  Dudley 
street;  in  Albany  street  from  Eustis  street  to  and 
across  Beach  street;  in  Kingston  street  to  Sum- 
mer street;  and  in  Summer  street  from  Kingston 
street  to  Chauney  street, with  the  necessary  turn- 
outs, curves  and  connections  with  their  tracks  as 
now  located. 

Hon.  Harvey  Jewell  appeared  for  petitioners, 
and  distributed  plans  showing  the  proposed 
tracks  asked  for,  which  he  explained,  and  stated 
that  the  object  sought  was  to  make  a  shorter  route 
to  a  portion  of  the  Highlands.  The  reasons  given 
bv  him  were  that  Trcinont  street  was  very  much 
crowded  in  the  vicinity  of  Park  street,  and  it  was 
a  desideratum  to  relieve  that  crowded  street, 
while  it  was  desired  to  accommodate  some  dis- 
tricts in  the  Highlands  Dy  a  more  direct  route, 
and  more  cars  were  needed  upon  the  routes  to  the 
Highlands.  They  also  believed  that  the  South 
Boston  Kailroad  Company,  witn  whom  they  were 
on  good  terms,  could  use  the  new  tracks,  and  the 
Mount  Bowdoin  cars  could  come  further  into  the 
city. 

In  this  matter,  as  he  had  said  before,  in  appear- 
ing before  the  Board,  the  Metropolitan  Raihoad 
Company  were  but  the  servants  of  the  people,  and 
acted  for  their  accommodation,  while  it  would  be 
an  additional  expense  to  lay  more  tracks.  By 
these  accommodations  many  persons  in  the  High- 
lands would  gain  several  minutes'  time  by  a  more 
direct  route.  These  requests  they  made  to  meet 
the  public  demands,  and  it  was  for  the  Board  to 
say  whether  they  should  be  granted. 

Thos.  W.  Clarke,  for  remonstrants,  stated  that  he 
had  a  remonstrance  from  all  the  aoutters  on  one 
side  of  Kingston  street,  and  five-sixths  of  the 
abuttors  on  the  othei  side  against  the  laying  of 
tracks  in  that  street.  This  remonstrance  was 
read,  and  it  was  remarked  that  with  the  entire 
width  ol  the  street  tnere  was  but  thirty-five  feet, 
and  not  including  the  sidewalk  but  twenty-one 
feet.  The  cars  of  the  railroad  company  occupied 
seven  and  a  half  feet,  and  should  the  track  be 
placed  in  the  middle  of  the  street  there  would  not 
be  room  on  either  side  for  the  passage  of  a  team. 

On  one  side  of  the  street  there  were  no  back  en- 
trances to  the  estates,  and  on  the  east  side  there 
were  but  two  estates  which  were  accessible  by  a 
back  entrance.  The  abutters  on  the  west  side  had 
agreed  to  give  a  strip  five  and  a  half  feet  the  whole 
length  of  the  street  and  subscribed  $2700  towards 
payment  for  the  land  of  the  Carney  estate  for  the 
purpose  of  wideniug  the  street,  to  take  effect 
whenever  the  buildings  should  be  altered.  This 
land  would  be  equal  to  a  valuation  of  19892,  and 
wmld  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Metropolitan  Kail- 
road  Company  solely,  should  the  proposed  tracks 
be  laid. 

Boylston  street,  which  was  much  wider  than 
Kingston  street,  was  found  to  be  too  narrow  for 
car  tracks,  and  was  widened  at  great  expense,  and 
the  lower  portion  of  Kingston  street  was  declared 
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to  be  unlit  for  travel,  and  was  widened  at  an  ex- 
pense of  #350,000.  By  laying  tracks  through  the 
street  it  would  be  reduced  to  its  old  width,  and  a 
necessity  would  requite  its  further  widening  and 
additional  assessments  for  betterment.  The  rail- 
road company  were  now  occupying  three  out  of 
the  four  avenues  to  the  Highlands  with  their 
tracks,  and  do  more  streets  fehould  he  allowed  to 
he  occupied  by  them,  unless  a  public  exigency 
should  be  shown. 

I.  \V.  Richardson,  for  Jordan,  Marsh  &  Co., 
stated  that  they  objected  to  the  proposed  laying 
of  Tracks  as  injurious  to  property  owned  by  them, 
which  would  be  u.-ed  for  warehouses.  To  the  ar. 
gument  of  Mr.  Jewell,  that  the  railroad  company 
were  hut  the  servants  of  the  public,  he  said  he 
had  vet  to  learn  of  a  case  in  which  such  corpora- 
tions weie  governed  by  the  public  good  except 
when  it  is  for  their  interests.  He  remembered 
when  the  first  railroad  was  built,  but  had  never 
known  one  built  or  run  only  for  tne  public  good. 
This  was  equally  applicable  to  horse  as  well  as 
steam  railroads.  As  was  said  by  Mr.  Clark,  the 
public  interests  required  that  theie  should  be  one 
thoroughfare  out  of  the  city  not  encumbered  with 
railroad  tracks. 

In  regard  to  accommodating  persons  living  at 
some  distance  from  the  present  loutes,  it  they 
wished  to  gain  time  in  getting  to  their  business 
they  should  move  nearer  to  those  routes;  but  if 
they  elected  to  live  farther  off  it  was  at  their  op- 
tion, and  they  had  no  occasion  for  complaint.  In 
his  own  case  the  inconveniences  of  railroad  travel 
were  greater  than  with  many  other  persons,  but 
in  his  choice  of  residence  he  had  no  cause  for 
complaint. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

NEW   LOCATIONS  FOR   MIDDLESEX  RAILROAD     COM- 
PANY. 

The  order  of  notice  on  petition  of  the  Middlesex 
Railroad  Company,  for  new  locations,  was  consid- 
ered, the  petition  being  for  a  location  for  a  second 
track  from  their  track  in  Causeway  street  near  the 
Fitohburg  Railroad  Passenger  Station  through 
Beverlv  street  to  Warren  Bridge,  thence  upc  n  and 
over  said  bridge  to  the  city  of  Charlestown;  also 
for  a  peruiament  location  for  their  curveil  track  at 


the  corner  of  Haverhill  and  Causeway  streets;  also 
for  the  rijrut  to  enter  upon  and  use  with  their 
horses  and  cars  ihe  railroad  tracks  in  Haverhill 
street  and  Haymarket  square,  which  were  con- 
structed by  the  Suffolk  Railroad  Company  to  the 
point  of  connection  with  the  tracks  of  this  Compa- 
ny. 

Charles  K.  Powers,  President  of  the  Middlesex 
Railroad  Company,  sta'ed  that  they  were  present 
against  their  c  w'n  withes,  already  having  a  suffi- 
cient numt>er  of  tracks  to  and  from  Cuarfestown, 
but  the  constant  breaking  of  the  draw  oftlie 
Charles  River  Bridge  put  them  and  the  citizens  of 
Charlestown  to  great  inconvenience.  Jn  his  view, 
it  was  probable  that  a  double  track  would  some- 
time be  required  over  both  bridges.  If  the  ques- 
tion of  jurisdiction  should  be  raised,  that  the 
Board  could  liOt  grant  full  authority  to  cross  the 
bridge,  he  trusted  authority  would  be  given  to  go 
as  far  as  that  jurisdiction  extended,  a  similar 
application  havirg  been  made  to  the  city  authori- 
ties of  Charlestown. 

In  the  opinion  of  experts  the  draw  of  the  Charles 
River  Bridsre  would  i  ever  be  fixed  to  be  exempt 
from  breaking  down,  until  it  shall  be  entirely  re- 
constructed, and  with  this  liability  to  bi'vak, 
there  is  a  constant  interruption  to  travel,  the  pas- 
sage from  Charlestown  square  to  where  Scollay's 
Building  was, varying  from  one-half  to  three-quar- 
ters of  an  hour.  In  relation  to  the  use  of  the 
tracks  in  Haverhill  street,  there  was  no  objection, 
and  he  did  not  know  that  there  was  any  opposi- 
tion to  any  portion  of  the  requests  of  the  corpora- 
tion. 

The  report  was  recommitted. 

The  order  of  notice  on  the  petition  of  Clarkson 
&  Scbreiber  for  leave  to  put  up  a  steam  engine 
and  boiler  at  No.  11  West  street,  was  taken  up. 
Mo  person  appearing  in  relation  thereto,  the  re- 
port was  recommitted.

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  offered  the  following 
order : 

Whereas,  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions 
have  reported  in  favor  ol  repairing  the  house  of 
Correction  for  temporary  purposes,  and  with  a 
v.ew  of  removing  it  from'South  Boston;  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Institu- 
tions be  requested  to  select  a  suitable  site  for  a 
new  House  of  Correction,  and  to  prepare  plans 
and  estimates  for  the  necessary  buildingc,  and  to 
report  at  an  early  dav. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  that  the  order  be 
laid  on  the  table.    Carried,  by  a  vote  of  26  to  11. 

Mr.  Hersey  subsequently  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  vote  laying  the  order  on  the  table.  In 
support  of  the  motion,  he  said  it  was  desiiable 
that  the  order  should  be  passed,  so  that  che  com- 
mittee may  have  plans  and  specifications  made, 
and  when  the  subject  of  the  report  comes  up  the 
City  Council  may  act  understanding^  on  the  mat- 
ter) The  passage  of  the  order  would  not  commit 
the  Council  to  any  action  on  the  subject,  and  he 
hoped  the  reconsideration  would  prevail  and  the 
order  would  be  passed.

QUESTION  OF  PRIVILEGE. 

Mr.  Bonner  of  Ward  2  rose  to  a  question  of  priv- 
ilege and  was  allowed  to  make  a  statement  in  re- 
lation to  the  alleged  Fort  Hill  frauds. 

Mr.  Bonner  referred  to  the  remarks  of  Alderman 


Pope  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  published  ;  and 
in  relation  to  the  record  made  during  the  fourteen 
days  in  July,  "i  the  missing  loads  of  dirt;  the  im- 
pression, he  said,  was  given  that  the  teams  belong- 
ed to  Bonner  &  Sutherland,  and  that  they  were  the 
guilty  parties,  while  in  tact  they  had  no  teams  em- 
ployed in  removing  Fort  Hill  earth  at  that  time. 
In  reply  to  the  statements  said  to  have  been  made 
by  Mr.  Souther,  r.hat  when  a  discovery  of  fraud  was 
made  he  dismissed  their  firm  from  further  con- 
tracts, when  they  went  immediately  to  the  other 
side  of  the  hill,  he  said  that  Bonner  &  Suth- 
erland never  had  any  of  their  teams 
engaged  under  the  contract  of  Mr.  Souther.  The 
teams  which  th«y  did  have  were  hired  teams,  be- 
longing to  other  parties,  and  when,  as  was  said, 
.Mr.  Souther  dismissed  them,  inanv  of  those  teams 
were  continued  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Souther. 

In  relation  to  the  alleged 'irregularities  in  the 
Engineer's  Department,  the  committee  on  that 
department  had  three  meetings  and  invited  the 
parties  making  the  charges  to  come  before 
tnem.  Alderman  Pope,  as  he  stated,  did  come  be- 
tore  the  committee,  when  he  said  he  was  not  pre- 
pared to  m  ike  any  charges. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Vvard  I  said  that  iu  view  of  the 
statements  which  had  been  made,  and  Bf  the 
alleged  charges  of  fraud,  it  was  due  to  the  parties 
accused  and  to  the  Common  Council  that  an 
investigation  should  be  made.  On  his  motion,  it 
was  ordered  that  a  special  committee  of  five  be 
appointed  as  a  committee  of  investigation  into  the 
alleged  charges  of  fraud. 

Messrs.  Brooks  of  Ward  1,  Weisier  of  Ward  6, 
Bickford  of  Ward  15,  Emery  of  Ward  10,  and  West 
of  Ward  16  were  appointed  the  committee. 

Messrs.  Webster  and  Emery  were  excused  from 
serving,  the  last  named  stating  that  he  was  now 
on  a  Committee  of  Investigation,  and  Messrs.  Per- 
kins of  Ward  6  ana  Stone  of  Ward  5  were 
appointed  in  their  places. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  moved  that  when  the 
Council  adjourns,  it  be  to  August  17,  3  o'clock. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  as  the  Council  had  ad- 
journed its  regular  meetings  to  September  7,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  reconsider  that  vote,  but  on 
further  consideration  ruled  that  this  as  a  special 
meeting  might  be  adjourned. 

Mr.  Itoobii.s  said  he  had  no  special  object  in 
view  in  the  motion,  except  that  every  summer 
when  the  Council  adjourned  over  it  became  neces- 
sary to  call  special  meetings.  The  Board  of  Al- 
dermen having  adjourned  to  the  14th  of  August, 
it  was  not  unlikely  that  there  would  be  some  busi- 
ness for  the  Council  to  act  upon  after  that  meet- 
ing, and  lor  that  reason  he  moved  an  adjournment 
to  the  17th. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  no  objections 
to  meetings,  if  necessary,  but  it  might  happen, 
should  they  adjourn  to  the  17th,  that  there  would 
be  nothing  to  do,  and  that  meetings  might  be 
wanted  at  some  other  time.  For  these  reasons  it 
would  be  better  to  let  the  matter  stand  where  it 
is. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  Mayor  will  call  special 
meetings  at  any  time  when  it*  may  be  desired  by 
three  or  four  members,  which  would  answer  the 
purpose  to  be  gained  by  adjournment. 

The  motion  to  adjourn  to  the  17th  was  lost. 

The  Council  then  adjourned.

Providence  Railroad,  upon  his  giving  a  deed  of 
the  same  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor;  and 
that  the  city  assume  and  pay  all  sums  for  better- 
ment on  account  of  improving  Stony  Brook  which 
may  be  assessed  upon  the  lot  of  land  now  or  late 
of  said  Gaftield,  shown  and  marked  A  on  a 
plan  made  by  William  A.  Garbett,  surveyor, 
dated  June  28,  1809,  and  recorded  with  Suffolk 
deeds  at  the  end  of  Liber  971 ;  and  said 
improvement  of  stony  Brook  to  be  substantially 
according  to  a  plan  made  by  Wm.  H.  Bradley, 
Superintendent  of   Sewers, dated  November,  1868. 

Ordered.  That  the  Auditor  of  Aec<  unts  be  au- 
thorized to  transfer  from  tbe  Reserved  Fund  the 
Hum  of  $2000,  to  be  constituted  a  special  appropri- 
ation for  the  payment  for  the  land  authorized  to 
be  purchased  by  the  preceding  order. 

PAPERS   FUOM   THE  COMMON   COUNCIL. 

The  following  orders  were  passed,  in  concur- 
rence: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  make  such  alterations  to  the 
Public  Library   building  as   may  be  necessary  to 


provide  additional  shelving  and  working  room, 
and  to  put  in  a  steam-heating  apparatus,  at  an  es- 
timated cost  of  $50,000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Fin  nice,  the  sum  of  $50,000,  to  he  appropriated  for 
the  alteration  of  the  Public  Library  building. 

The  orders  passed  by  a  vote  of  eight  to  one — 
Alderman  Cutter  in  the  negative. 

In  considering  the  subject,  Alderman  Cutter  ox- 
pressed  his  astonishment  at  the  amount  of  money 
rhe  report  proposed  to  lay  out  on  an  old  building. 
He  thought  it  was nardly  worth  while,  and  $10,000 
he  considered  a  very  large  sum  to  be  expended  for 
a  heating  apparatus. 

Aldermau  Plumer  said  that  at  first  thought  the 
amount  appeared  large,  hut  upon  considering  the 
great  advantages  to  be  gained  for  the  future  in 
light,  air  and  increased  accommodation,  he  bad 
been  led  to  look  upon  the  expenditure  as  a  matter 
of  economy.  As  the  library  was  now  situated  it 
could  be  built  out  in  the  rear  to  answer  the  re- 
quirements of  the  public  for  the  next  hundred 
years. 

Alderman  Cutter  thought  the  Government  was 
advancing  m  its  inarch  of  extravagant  expendi- 
ture. Ten  thousand  dollars  for  a  mere  beating 
apparatus,  he  ieiterated,and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
to  patch  up  an  old  building,  were  enormous  expen- 
ditures considering  that  that  sum  would  complete 
a  no  ordinary  building. 

Aluerman  Jenkins  explained  that  tbe  Trustees 
bad  procured  estimates  fram  builders  and  masons, 
and  uoon  them  the  orders  were  hased.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings,  in  case  the  orders 
were  passed,  would  aavertise  for  proposals  on  the 
several  branches  of  work,  and  the  probability  was 
that  the  work  would  be  done  for  considerably  less 
than  the  first  estimates.  He  hoped  the  expense 
would  not  be  more  than  $40,000. 

To  continue  the  same  furnaces  that  were  now  in 
use  would  require  considerable  outlay,  and  heating 
by  steam  he  considered  the  best  and  most  eco- 
nomical mode.  Besides,  ventilation  was  taken  in- 
to consideration  when  the  estimates  for  heating 
the  building  were  made.  His  opinion  was  that 
$40,000  would  be  ample  for  the  purposes  proposed, 
but  the  committee  had  deemed  it  advisable  to  ask 
for  the  larger  amount  namen  in  the  order. 

He  understood  from  good  authority  that  provi- 
sion for  shelving  195,000  volumes  would  necessitate 
an  expenditure  of  at  least  $50,000.  He  considered 
the  present  location  of  the  library  the  proper 
one.  The  various  gifts  that  had  recently  been 
made  had  ra;>ully  increased  the  demand  for  addi- 
tional shelving. 

Alderman  Gibson  had  not  a  doubt  that  the 
library  would  hold  all  the  books  actually  required 
— such  works  as  were  likely  to  be  in  demand  by 
the  reading  public,  and  would  do  any  good.  He 
believed  in  casting  off  a  good  deal  of  superfluous 
•natter  that  be  had  reason  to  think  was  alreadv 
there.  The  works  of  nearly  every  writer  in  the 
world  were  fast  rinding  their  way  into  the  library, 
and  were  stored  there  at  great  expense.  He  asked 
if  there  were  not  a  hundred  thousand  volumes  on 
the  shelves  that  were  never  called  lor. 

Alderman  Plumer's  time  was  so  much  occupied, 
he  said,  that  he  could  not  answer  the  Alderman's 
query  from  experience.  The  Ticknor  library,  he 
remarked,  was  one  which  very  few  people  had  the 
time  or  scholarship  to  enable  them  to  avail  of, 
but  it  was  very  valuable.  The  Prince  library  was 
also  very  valuable,  as  it  contained  old  works  worth 
their  weight  in  gold;  but  thev  were  rarely  con- 
sulted. He  did  not  think  there  were  many  books 
ve  should  desire  to  weed  out. 

One  thing  was  certain  ;  the  library  accommoda- 
tions were  totally  inadequate,  but  the  present  site 
was  the  one  above  any  other  that  could  be  se- 
lected, as  it  best  accommodated  the  city  proper. 
South  and  East  Boston,  Roxburv  and  Dorchester. 
He  believed  that  $50,000  or  $60,000  would  enable 
the  city  to  keep  it  where  it  is,  and  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  such  an  institution. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  the  branches  to  be  estab- 
lished in  Fast  Boston  and  Dorchester  should  re- 
1  eve  the  shelves  in  the  main  library  sufficiently  for 
all  practical  purposes.  He  thought  the  city  would 
be  expending  too  much  for  repairs  of  an  old  build- 
ing, which  would  require  to  be  repaired  every 
year. 

lie  believed  il  would  be  li'ss  expease  to  procure 
anew  building,  and  then  rhe  City  Government 
would  obtain  some  satisfaction  for  its  outlay. 

There  must  be  some  stop  to  these  expenditures 
of  $50,000  and    SHO.OOO   on   public  buildings.    The 
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taxes  are  already  enormous,  and  lib  did  not  see 
how  some  business  men  paid  their  high  rents.  If 
there  should  be  a  panic  we  should  be  brought  to 
our  bearings,  and  find  out  where  we  stand. 

Alderman  flumer  asked  Air.  Cutter  if  the 
present  site  was  not  in  all  respects  the  best. 

Aldermau  Cutter  replied  that  he  considered  it  a 
good  one  if  it  was  not  the  most  expensive.  We 
must  stop  somewhere,  he  said.  Public,  buildings 
were  put  up  too  mucn  for  show,  to  the  detriment 
of  their  usefulness. 

Alderman  Plumer  could  not  see  the  economy  of 
a  new  site  at  a  cost  of  $300,000  or  $400,000  when 
$50,000  would  answer  all  needs  for  the  next  seven 
years,  and  the  present  site  was  good  for  a  hundred 
years.  He  did  not  believe  any  reasonable  tax-pay- 
er would  begrudge  the  money  it  is  now  proposed 
to  expend  upon  tne  Public  Library. 

Aldermau  Gibson  said  he  had  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  enlargement  upon  the  present 
site  was  the  best  thing  that  could  be  done  under 
the  circumstances,  as  the  location  was  far  ber.ter 
than  anv  other  that  could  be  selected. 

A  lequest  for  the  grade  of  Clifford  street  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Paving. 

The  petition  of  J.  H.  McKendry  and  others,  that 
Blue  till 4  avenue  may  be  better  lighted,  was  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Lamps. 

The  order  in  reference  to  the  pay  of  employes 
on  the  Common  and  public  grounds  for  an  increase 
ol  their  compensation  twenty-rive  cents  per  day, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Common,  in 
concurrence. 

An  order  relating  to  an  alarm  bell  on  Engine 
House  iS o.  15,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Alarms,  in  concurrence. 

The  petition  of  Engine  Co.  No.  4,  for  leave  to 
take  their  engine  to  Portsmouth,  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  in  con- 
curience. 

The  order  relative  to  an  increase  of  the  pay  of 
the  laborers  in  the  Health,  Paving  and  Sewer  De- 
partments was  referred  to  the  committees  on 
Health,  Paving  and  Sewers  of  the  Board. 

Before  the  passage  of  the  motion  referring  as 
above,  Alderman  Plumer  inquired  if  the  commit- 
tees who  had  the  city's  labor  in  charge  did  not 
make  bargains  with  the  laborers,  and  if  it  was 
within  the  province  of  the  Board  to  meddle  with 
their  action.  He  did  not  see  why  the  Board 
should  increase  wages  already  fixed  above  the 
rates  paid  for  labor  outside.  He  was  not  in  favor 
of  votiug  a  donation  to  any  class  of  employes  of 
the  city. 

The  petition  of  Charles  Burrill,  for  a  reference 
of  his  claim  to  arbitration,  and  the  motion  to  print 
the  petition  coming  up  for  consideraiion, 

Alderman  Plumer  understood  the  matter  was 
already  before  the  Board,  and  bad  been  before  the 
Committee  on  Claims.    He  doubted  n'  the  petition 


was  in  order  in  its  present  form,  and  opposed  ac- 
tion upon  it  as  improper. 

The  Mayor  stated  the  question  to  be  on  concur- 
rence with  the  Council,  ordering  the  petition  to  be 
printed  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims. 
He  ruled  the  subject  to  be  in  order. 

Alderman  Little  was  in  favor  of  the  reference  of 
the  petition,  as  he  did  not  consider  the  subject  the 
same  as  the  one  already  referred  to.  He  offered 
an  amendment  to  the  motion  striking  out  the  clause 
relating  to  printing. 

Alderman  Plumer  did  not  want  to  forestall 
the  action  of  the  Board  on  the  subject  already  be- 
fore them,  and  hoped  no  action  would  be  taken. 

Alderman  Little's  amendment  was  adopted, 
non-concurring  with  the  Council  in  printing,  but 
concurring  in  referring  the  petition  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Claims,  five  votiug  in  the  affirmative  for 
the  last  motion  and  four  in  the  negative. 

REPORTS   OF  COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  reported  that  ou 
the  night  of  August  2,  the  Lyman  Schoolhouse 
was  severely  damaged  by  fire.  The  buildiug  has 
been  examined  by  competent  experts,  who  esti- 
mate that  it  will  cost  $35,000  to  repair  the  damage 
to  building  and  furniture.  As  it  is  necessary  that 
the  repairs  should  be  completed  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, in  orde^  that  the  building  may  be  ready  for 
occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  coming  school 
year,  the  committee  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  following  order: 

Ordered,  Ibat  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  repair  the  damage  caused  by 
fire  on  the  Lyman  Schoolhouse,  at  an  exnense  not 
exceeding  $35,000. 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $35,000,  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  repairs  on  the  Lyman  Schoolhouse. 

Bead  twice  and  passed  unanimously. 

Alderman  White,  from  Committee  on  Licenses, 
reported  in  favor  of  granting  five  wagon  aud 
three  victuallers'  licenses.  The  reports  were  ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Little  reported  an  order,  which  was 
passed,  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  on  various 
premises  at  South  Boston. 

ORDER  ADOPTED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  be 
directed  to  repave  Dover  street,  between  Wash- 
ington street  and  the  westerly  side  of  Shawmut 
avenue,  with  small  granite  Mocks,  the  cost  of  the 
blocks,  delivered  in  the  street,  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Paving.  Estimated  cost,  f 
Read  twice  and  passed.

through  Kingston  and  Summer  streets  to  Chauncy 
street,  there  to  connect  with  the  tiacks  now  lo- 
cated on  said  street. 

Said  company  snail  also  have  the  right  to  lay 
down  a  double  track  on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  from 
Warren  stieet  to  Dudley  street. 

'Ihe  right  to  lay  down  tracks  located  by  this 
order  is  upon  the  condition  that  the  whole  work  of 
laying  down  the  tracks,  the  precise  location  of  the 
same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind  and 
quality  of  material  used  in  paving  said  trucks, 
shall  lie  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  toe  Committee  on  Paving  and  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets,  and  shall  be  approved  by  them. 

Also  upon  tue  condition  that  the  said  Metropoli- 
tan Railroad  Compauy  shall  accept  this  order  of 
location,  and  agree  in' writing  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  therein  contained,  and  tile  said  accept- 
ance and  agreement  with  the  City  Clerk  within 
thirty  days  of  the  date  of  its  passage;  otherwise  it 
shall  be  null  and  void.

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  same  Committee,  to 
whom  was  recommitted  the  petition  of  the  South 
Boston  Railroad  Company  for  an  extension  of 
their  location  in  this  city,  reported  the  following 
order  of  location: 

Ordered,  In  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  South  Boston  Railroad  Company  to 
lay  down  tracks  in  several  of  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  said  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  lay  down  a  double  track  from  their  tracks  on 
Broadway  near  Dorchester  street,  through  Dor- 
chester, third  and  Emerson  streets,  to  their  tracks 
as  now  laid  down  in  Broadway;  thence  a  single 
track  across  Broadway  and  through  Emerson 
street,  connecting  with  tracks  now  located  in 
Fourth  street  near  K  street. 

Said  company  shall  also  have  the  right  to  ex- 
tend their  track  on  Fourth  street  a  distance  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  feet  east  of  the  easterly 
line  of  P  street- 


Said  company  shall  also  have  the  right  to  con- 
struct a' turnout  on  Fourth  street  near  0  street, 
and  on  Eighth  street  near  H  stieet. 

The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this 
order  is  upon  the  condition  that  the  whole  work  of 
laying  down  the  tracks,  the  precise  location  of  the 
same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind 
and  quality  of  material  used  in  paving  said  tracks, 
shall  be  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Committee  on  Paving  and  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets,  and  shall  be  approved  by  them. 

Also  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  South  Bos- 
ton Railroad  Company  shall  accept  this  order  of 
location,  and  agree  in  writing  to  comply  with  it3 
several  conditions,  and  hie  said  acceptance  and 
agreement  with  the  City  Clerk  within  thirty  days 
of  the  date  of  its  passage;  otherwise  it  shall  be 
null  and  void.

KAILROAD  LOCATION. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Committee  on  Pav- 
ing, to  whom  was  recommitted  the  petition  of  the 
Middlesex  Railroad  Company  for  an  extension  of 
their  location  m  this  city,  reported  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  In  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  Middlesex  Kailroad  Company  to 
lay  down  tracks  in  several  of  the  streets  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  saitt  company  shall  have  the  right 
to  lay  down  an  additional  track  on  Beverly  street, 
from  Causeway  stteet  to  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  city  of  Boston  and  the  city  of  Charles- 
town. 

Said  corapanv  shall  also  have  the  right  until 
otherwise  ordered  by  this  Board,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  to  enter 
upon  and  use  with  their  cars  and  horses  the  rail- 
road tracks  on  Haverhill  street  and  Haymarket 
square,  which  were  constructed  by  the  Suffolk 
Railroad  Company. 

The  temporary  location  of  a  curved  track  at  the 
corner  of  Haverhill  and  Causeway  streets,  granted 
to  said  Middlesex  Railroad  Company  in  1870,  is 
hereby  made  permanent. 

The'right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this 
order  is  upon  the  condition  that  the  whole  work 
of  laying  down  the  tracks,  the  precise  location  of 
the  same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind 
and  quality  of  material  used  in  paving  said  track?, 
shall  be  under  the  direction  anu  to  the  satisfair 
tipn  of  the  Committee  on  Paving  and  the  Superir- 
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tendent  of  Streets,  and  shall  be  approved  by  them. 
Also  upon  the  condition  tbat  the  said  Middlesex 
Kailroad  Company  shall  accept  this  order  of  loca- 
tion, and  agree  in  writing  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions therein  contained,  and  hie  said  acceptance 
and  agreement  with  the  City  Clerk  within  thirty 
days  of  the  date  of  its  passage;  otherwise  it  shall 
be  null  and  void.    The  order  was  read  once. 

Alderman  Pierce  then  remarked  that  in  view  of 
the  fact  that,  there  was  no  division  of  opinion  in 
regard  to  the  order,  and  in  consequence  of  the 
Charles  Kiver  Bridge  obstruction,  he  felt  con- 
strained to  press  it  to  a  second  reading  and  pas- 
sage, to  relieve  the  company  from  its  present  diffi- 
culty. His  proposition  was  agreed  to  and  the 
order  passed.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen— Agreeably  to  chapter  271,  section  1, 
statutes  of  Massachusetts.  I  hereby  report  for  your 
approval  my  action  in  the  case  of  the  brig  Teazer, 
which  arrived  at  this  port  from  Havana,  Sept.  1, 
1871. 

This  vessel  has  a  cargo  of  tobacco,  cigars, 
iron,  horns,  rags  and  paper.  The  rags  and 
paper,  coiasisting  of  230  bales,  are  collected 
from  a  district  where  yellow  fever  exists  in 
an    epidemic   torm.    They  are  the  very  best  ve- 


hicles in  which  to  import  the  yellow  fever  poison. 
I  know  of  no  material  better"  adapted  to  receive 
and  convey  this  poisonous  femite  than  old  rags  and 
paper.  I  have,  therefore,  caused  this  vessel  to  an- 
chor at  quarantine  and  discharge  her  cargo  of  rags 
and  paper  at  Gallop's  Island,  where  i  t  will  be  ad- 
visable to  store  them  until  the  frost  of  November 
comes,  after  which  no  dangerwill  be  apprehended. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  vessel  is  otherwise 
good,  and  it  will  be  delayed  only  for  the  discharge 
of  her  suspected  cargo.

The  following  communication  from  the  Street 
Commissioners  was  laid  before  the  Board  and  or- 
dered to  be  printed : 

Boston,  Sept.  4, 1871. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council : 

In  conformity  with  the  request  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, as  contained  in  the  accompanying  order  of 
July  17,  1871,  that  this  Board  obtain  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  laying  out  and  grading  West  Chester 
park  to  Beacon  street,  Commonwealth  avenue  to 
West  Chester  park  extended,  and  Huntington 
avenue  to  West  Chester  park  extended,  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing as  the  result  of  their  examination  into  the  sub- 
ject of  your  order: 

It  is  found  that  there  will  be  required  for  the  fill- 
ing of  Commonwealth  avenue.

The  owners  of  the  land  over  which  it  rs  pro- 
pped to  extend  these  avenues  express  their  will- 
ingness to  convey  to  the  city  such  of  it  as  is  neces- 
sary for  their  extension,  and  to  contribute  some- 
thing towards  the  cost  of  building  them  ;  so  that 
it  is  deemed  safe  to  say  that  the  whole  expense  to 
the  city  will  not  exceed  $450,000. 

The  estimate  given  above  covers  only  the  build- 
ing of  the  streets  to  the  established  grade,  to- 
gether with  the  necessary  bridges  for  crossing  the 
Boston  &  Albany  and  Boston  &  Providence  rail- 
roads. 

In  regard  to  that  part  of  the  order  asking  the 
opinion  of  this  Board  as  to  the  expediency  of  lay- 
ing and  grading  these  streets  at  tiiii  tunc,  it  may 
be  said  that  past  experience  has  shown  our  citi- 
zens that  a  wise  foresight  in  regard  to  the  streets 
and  avenues  of  this  city  was  not  displayed  in  the 
e  »rly  yeais  of  the  corporation.  It  would  seem  that 
but  little  was  then  done  of  what  could  possibly  be 
avoided,  in  the  way  of  laying  out  new  streets",  or 
widening  old  ones,  aud  that  little  with  extreme  cau- 
tion comprising  nothing  but  what  the  rap- 
idly increasing!  population  and  business  of 
the  city  imperatively  demanded;  and  if  now  re- 
quires no  argument  to  show  that  this  caution  was 
practised  at  an  immense  cost  to  the  citizens,  and 
that  a  judicious  anticipation  of  such  wants  for 
the  future  should  bt  in  advance  of  absolute  neces- 
sity. If  the  future  requirements  of  the  city,  in  re- 
gard to  street  accommodations,  were  considered 
at  all  in  its  early  years,  they  seem  to  have  been 
sadly  neglected  in  execution.  It  was  doubtless 
said  then,  as  it  is  frequently  said  now  of  contem- 
plated improvements,  "that  they  can  afford  to 
wait." 

If  the  Commissioners  were  asked  the  abstract 
question  whether  the  public  safe'//  and  convenience. 
required  the  laying  "out  and  grading  of  these 
streets  at  the  present  time.  Hie  answer  would 
probaoly  be  in  the  negative;  whiU  at  the  same 
time  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  time  is  rapidly 
approaching  when  these  and  similar  improve- 
ments will  be  positively  demant.ed,  and  that  every 
year's  delay  of  the  work  will  materially  increase 
its  cost. 

Commonwealth  avenue  and  Wc<t  Chester  park 
may  now  oe  extended  at  their  present  width  to 
the  proposed  termini  without  the  removal  of  any 
buildings;   but  any  postponement    of   the  work, 
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however  biief,  will  make  this  a  luitter  of  great, 
uncertainty,  ami  it  would  seem  a  great  mistake  if 
the  line  pn  portions  ol  these  splendid  avenues 
should  lie  permitted  to  be  in  any  degree  curtailed 
through  want  of  proper  attention  of  the  city  to 
them  at  the  present  t  me. 

It  is  maniiest  that  the  improvement  m  question 
would  largely  benefit  certain  private  individuals 
and  coutpam'i  s,  which  has  been  represented  to  the 
persons  so  interested,  who  have  manifested  a  dis- 
position to  contribute  liberally  to  the  cost  of  the 
work. 

In  tue  judgment  of  this  Board  the  present  is  the 
most  lavorahle  time  for  the  laying  out  and  grad- 
ing of  the»e  streets.  For  it  is  certain  the  work 
can  never  be  done  cheaper  in  the  future,  and  that 
it  will  eventually  have  to  be  done  seems  as  cer- 
tain as  anything  in  the  future  can.  Aud  the  Com- 
missioners are  constrained  to  say  that  if  tin il  ju- 
risdiction in  the  matter  rested  with  their  Board 
it  would  begin  the  work  at  once. 

improvements  of  equal  importance  in  other 
parts  of  the  city,  petitioned  lor  by  many  of  the 
most  energetic  business  men,  laigest  tax-payers 
aud  influential  citizens  of  Boston,  and  which,  after 
repeated  and  patient  healings,  the  board  have  be- 
come convinced  are  demanded  by  the  public,  have 
been  submitted  to  but  failed  to  receive  kthe  sanc- 
tion «f  the  honorable  Council.  And  this  has  ad- 
monished us  to  withhold  the  presentation  of  the 
improvement  to  which  the  Council's  order  of  July 
relers,  though  at  the  repeated  hearings  the  Board 
have  given  the  public  upon  the  subject  of  the  ex- 
tension of  these  streets,  not  a  single  objection  has 
been  advar.ced. 

The  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  as 
stated  herein  is  based  upon  a  proposition  trom  Air.

I  will  cause  to  be  conveyed  to  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton all  the  land  necessary  to  extend  Common- 
wealth avenue  to  its  junction  with  the  proposed 
extension  of  West  Chester  park,  at  a  width  ol  200 
feet;  all  the  land  necessary  for  the  location  of 
Huntington  avenue  from  its  proposed  beginning 
to  Camden  street,  at  a  width  of  100  feet;  andali  the 
land  necessary  for  the  extension  of  West  Chester 
park  to  Beacon  street,  at  its  present  width  ;  or  in 
lieu  of  the  conveyance  of  any  portion  of  the  same, 
1  will  pay  all  land  damages  occasioned  by  the  tak- 
ing thereof,  (less  betterments  assessed,)  and  I  will 
till  each  of  said  avenues  with  good  material  to 
grade  1 18),  but  do  not  propose  to  construct  any 
bridges. 

The  foregoing  propositions  are  made  upon  con- 
dition that,  if  accepted,  the  city  of  Boston  will  pay 
nae  the  sum  of  §300,000.  and  assess  no  betterments 
upon  the  estates  abutting  on  such  land  as  may  be 
conveyed  by  me  as  aforesaid,  either  on  account  of 
benefits  resulting  from  the  improvements  herein 
mentioned  or  on  account  of  any  future  extension 
of  either  of  said  avenues. 

I  will  give  satisfactory  securities,  if  required,  for 
the  faithful  execution  of  my  proposals." 

A  resolve  and  order  fioin  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners for  the  widening  of  Dudley,  Stoughton, 
Pleasant  and  Commercial  streets,  from  Hampden 
street  to  Dorchester  avenue,  at  an  estimated  ex- 
pense of  $114,040  54,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Streets. 

A  proposition  from  the  School  Committee  for  a 
convention  September  12,  at  1%  o'clock  1'.  M.,  to 
till  a  vacancy  in  that  board,  caused  by  the  resig- 
nation of  J  J.  Lewis,  in  Ward  12,  was  concurred 
in. 

ALLEOED  SMOKE-HOUSE  NUISANCE. 

The  hearing  on  proposed  removal  of  smoke-house 
of  Francis  Burr  &  Co.,  Carletoil's  wharf,  as  a  nui- 
sance, specially  assigned,  was  taken  up. 

Mrs.  Young,  for  petitioners,  stated  that  for  two 
years  this  smoke-house  bad  been  a  nuisance,  caus- 
ing a  bad  sttnch.and  sickness  to  herself,  and 
aggravated  the  sickness  of  her  husland.  The 
southwest  wind  blew  the  smoke  to  her  house  in 
the  mos:  disagreeable  manner.  Hrgs  bad  been 
kept  on  the  wharf,  but  she  did  not  know  that  tbey 
were  kept  in  this  place,  she  did  i  ot  wi*h  to  be 
driven  out  of  her  house  in  her  old  age  on  account 
of  the  nuisance.  Dr.  Ingalls,  as  her  physician,  on 
her  statement  as  to  the  supposed  cause  of  her  ill- 
ni"  s,  thought  from  her  representations  that  tins 


might  cause  sickness.  She  was  quite  positive  tbt>t 
the  smoke-house  was  in  operation  the  last  of  July 
ard  of  August. 

John  King,  who  had  lived  sixteeu  years  in  this 
vicinity,  staled  that  be  had  noil"  but  the  heal  feel- 
ings towards  .my.  Cbrteton,  iml  concurred  with 
Airs.  Young  in  regard  to  the  jflape  being  a  nui- 
sance. It  was  only  last  night  that  he  was  obliged 
to  close  his  window  on  account  of  the  stench. 
This  stench  was  greater  at  low  water  than  at  any 
other  tine,  when  the  gurrie  ot  the  tish  was  left  in 
the  dock.  He  had  complained  also  ot  the  smoke 
a3  a  nuisance.  The  smoke  had  turned  the  paint 
on  bis  house. 

Mrs.  Crocker,  and  Air.  Young,  the  husband  of 
Mrs.  Young,  agreed  substantially  with  her  as  to 
the  nuisance  caused  l>v  the  smoke-house. 

Mr.  Brown,  police  office,  summoned  by  petition- 
ers, stated  that  he  b  id  seen  smoke  issuing  from 
said  house  once,  but  he  had  never  thought  it  to  lie 
injurious  to  health. 

John  C.  Park,  in  behalf  of  Burr  &  Co.,  read  a 
remonstrance  from  IJ„  F.  Hahu  and  others  against 
the  proposed  removal  of  the  smoke-house,  made 
some  statements  relative  thereto,  and  called  sev- 
eral witnesses. 

Mr.  Burr  testified  that  he  had  five  rooms  con- 
nected with  his  smoke-house,  which  was  so  ar- 
ranged that  little  smoke  escaped  from  it.  The 
offal  oi  the  fish  was  sold ,  none  of  it  going  into  the 
dock.  The  smoking  was  usually  done  from  Octo- 
ber to  Alarch  or  May,  and  there 'bad  not  been  two 
days'  smoking  since  the  10th  of  June.  Mr.  Forris- 
tall,  Superintendent  of  Health,  had  visited  the 
place,  but  made  no  objection  to  it. 

Daniel  D.  Kelly  stated  that  about  a  year  ago 
Mrs.  Y'oung  asked  him  to  sigu  a  petition  for  the 
removal  of  this  smokf -house,  which  h«  declined. 
He  had  made  many  efforts  to  smell  this  snmke,  but 
in  only  one  instance  could  he  detect  it. 

Dr.  Kent  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  smoke 
was  simply  wood  smoke,  and  that  there  were  many 
thiDgs  more  deleterious  to  health  than  this  was. 
He  did  not  know  of  the  existance  of  the  smoke- 
house until  it  had  been  in  operation  three  months. 

Ceorge  L.  Thorndike  stated  that  he  signed  the 
petition  of  Airs.  Young  to  get  rid  of  her.  As  an 
owner  of  property  in  the  neighborhood,  i.nd  hav- 
ing twelve  or  fifteen  tenants,  none  of  ibem  had 
complained  of  the  smoke-house. 

James  Bartlett,  84  Sumner  street,  Harvey  Crock- 
er, Howland  Hill,  Joseph  Bobbins,  Henry  B.  Hill, 
and  K.  F.  Hahn,  living  or  doing  business  in  the 
neighborhood,  had  never  been  aunoyed  by  the 
smoke  or  realized  anything  objectionable  in  it. 

Mr.  fark,  hi  conclusion,  said  he  bad  uiaBj  other 
witnesses  who  would  testify  to  the  same  effect. 
There  must  be,  be  said,  many  things  unpleasant 
in  a  large  commercial  city,  aud  in  the  necessity 
for  them  many  persons  might  prefer  not  to  have  a 
fish-house  near  them,  yet  be  could  suppose  that  a 
lady  of  the  temperament  of  the  petitioner  might 
imagine  a  great  deal,  while  there  was  no  pioof 
that  the  smoke-house  was  offensive  to  a  living  be- 
ing. 

Airs.  Y'oung  stated  that  it  was  oil  falling  down 
upon  the  tisu,  and  burning,  which  caused  the 
stench. 

'Ihe  report  of  the  committee  was  recommitted. 

The  order  of  notice  on  'he  proposed  construc- 
tion of  sewers  in  Treinont  street,  Putnam  and  .Me- 
ridian streets,  and  in  Uockinghaui  place,  were 
taken  up.

EXTENSION   OF  LOCATION  OF  SOUTH  BOSTON  BAIL- 
ROAD. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce,  the  order  to  ex- 
tend the  location  of  the  south  Boston  Railroad  in 
Ward  12  was  taken  from  the  table,  when  it  was 
read  a  second  time  and  passed,  as  follows:

Said  comoany  shall  also  have  the.  right  to  con- 
struct a  turnout  on  Fourth  sireet  near  O  street, 
and  on  Eighth  street  near  H  street. 

the  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this 
order  is  upon  the  condition  that  ihe  whole  work  of 
laying  down  the  tracks,  the  precise  location  of  the 
same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind 
and  quality  of  material  used  in  paving  said  tracks, 
shall  lie  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Committee  on  Paving  and  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Streets,  aud  shall  be  approved  by  them.

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  quarterly  reports  of  the  City  Clerk,  Over- 
seers ot  the  Poor,  Bay  weigher  of  the  North  Scales, 
and  the  Monthly  Exhibit  of  'lie  Auditor  for  Au- 
gust were  severally  ordered  to  be  placed  on  file. 

The  petitions  ot  proprietors  of  the  Boston  Drug 
Mills,  of  Jonas  (Jlover,  J.  0.  Belknap,  Margaret 
Powers,  J.  H.  Hathorne,  E.  Hosmer,  and  of  James 
B.  Parody  were  severally  referred. in  concurrence. 

The  nomination  of  Frederick  Howes  for  the 
office  of  Inspector  of  Buildings  was  considered. 

Mr.  Hersev  of  Ward  12  objec  ed  to  the  nomina- 
tion, on  the  ground  that  the  law  required  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  practical  mechanic,  who  should  be 
a  builder,  as  he  believed.

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From  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  amount 
unexpended  September  1  was  $101,649. 

The  amount  to  be  paid  on  contracts  for  raising 
and  underpinning  buildings,  constructing  retain- 
ing-walls,  bridges,  etc.,  not  yet  completed,  is 
$155,765  93.  This  is  exclusive  of  the  contract  for 
tilling. 

The  unpaid  drafts  in  the  Auditors  office  Sep- 
tember 1  amounted  to  $31,045  50. 

The  receipts  on  account  of  the  sales  of  old  build- 
ing materials,  etc.,  amount  to  $16,656  19;  which 
sum  das  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

The  amount  paid  for  estates  surrendered,  and 
for  portions  of  estates  lemaining  after  the  widen- 
ing of  streets,  is  $314,951  07.  It  should  he  home  in 
mind  that  the  whole  of  this  large  amount  will  be 
refunded  to  the  city  when  the  estates  are  sold. 

It  was  estimated,  when  <ne  orders  for  the  im- 
provements were  adopted,  that  the  expense  l»r 
raising  and  underpinning  the  buildings  on  the 
district  would  amount  to  $844,000.  This  portion 
of  the  work  is  nearly  -A\  finished  or  under  contract 
at  the  present  time,  and  it  appears  that  the  actual 
cost,  after  niamug  a  liberal  allowance  on  account 
ol  the  buildings  demolished,  will  fall  short  of  the 
estimates  some  $300,000.  The  actual  cost  of  tilling 
will  also  he  less  than  the  estimates. 

It  is  safe,  therefore,  to  state  that  the  net  cost  of 
the  improvement  will  be  considerably  within  the 
estimates  upon  which  it  was  ordered! 

The  passage  of  the  accompanying  order  is  re- 
spectfully recommended.

SEMI-ANNUAL  REPORT  OK  INSPECTOR    OF  PRISONS. 

Alderman  Little  submitted  in  print  the  semi- 
annual report  of  the  Inspectoi  of  Prisons  and 
Houses  of  Detention  in  Suffolk  county  for  the  first 
half  of  1871. 

Jail.  Number  of  commitments  for  seven  months 
ending  July  21,  2819;  discharged,  2834;  died,  1; 
number  at  last  inspection,  198,  189  of  whom  were 
for  trial,  six  as  witne-ses,  3  as  debtors. 

The  jail  is  under  good  government,  and  is  kept 
in  good  orderand  condition,  and  the  work  is  done 
by  the  prisoners. 

The  ventilation  is  remarkably  good,  and  the  gen- 
eral health  of  prisoners  is  improved  rather  than 
impaired  by  confinement  therein. 

The  piisoners  are  kept  clean  and  under  good 
discipline.  Punishments  are  seldom  needed.  The 
ordinary  punishment  is  the  deprivation  of  bed  for 
a  night,  or  a  day  and  night,  and,  in  extreme 
cases,  solitary  imprisonment,  as  provided  by  stat- 
ute. No  provision  of  law  appears  to  hive  been 
violated  or  neglected.  No  prisoner  has  escaped, 
and  no  or.e  has  been  pardoned.  The  death  was  of 
John  Sweeney,  by  delirium  tremens. 

Houses  of  Industry  ami  Reformation.  Whole 
number  of  commitments,  2474,  of  which  1858  were 
for  drunkenness;  281  as  common  drunkards;  74 
vagabonds;  83  for  larceny ;  59  idle  and  disorderly ; 
34  common  night-walkers.  The  discbarges  were 
2380,  of  which  2063  were  by  expiration  of  senreuce, 
234  by  payment  of  lines  and  costs,  73  by  Directors, 
4  by  Governor's  pardon,  and  0  bv  death.  Remain- 
ing Aug.  11,  592— males,  287;  females,  305—91  more 
than  at  the  previous  inspection.  As  there  are  but 
400  cells,  and  one  person  only  confined  in  each,  192 
were  provided  with  sleeping  accommodations  on 
the  platforms,  in  the  hospitals,  nursery,  etc.  The 
attention  of  the  government  is  called  to  the  neces- 
sity of  pi  oviding  additional  accommodations  for 
the  inmates  of  tins  institution,  by  removing  the 
naupers  to  some  other  building  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable. 

The  commitments  to  the  House  of  Reformation 
numbered  133—  vagrants,  61 ;  truancy,  54;  larceuy, 
10;  stubborn  children,  6;  assault  and  battery, 2. 
There  were  discharged  by  expiration  or  sentence, 
77;  by  Directors,  lb;  died,  1.  Remaining,  August 
14,  002— boys,  262;  girls,  40;  increase,  9.  Until 
April  30,  all  the.  inmates  attended  school,  and  the 
smaller  bovs  since,  while  the  larger  ones  have 
worked  on  the  farm,  and  the  girls  are  taught  gen- 
eral housework,  sewing,  knilting, etc. 

Lunatic  Hospital.  Number  under  care  during 
the  term,  299;  admitted,  71;  discharged,  63;  re- 
maining, 263— males,  124;  females,  112;  increase, 
8.  Of  those  discharged,  21  had  recovered,  7  were 
more  or  less  improved,  9  not  improved,  and  26 


died.  Ten  of  the  deaths  were  from  consumption, 
ten  from  organic  disease  of  the  brain,  four  from 
exhaustion,  and  one  each  by  dysentery  and  sui- 
cide. 

Of  those  discharged  not  improved,  three  were 
admitted  out  of  humanity,  that  they  might  be 
properly  cared  for  till  their  friends  could  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  their  treatment 
elsewhere. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been 
good.  The  Hospital  has  been  crowded  to  more 
than  its  proper  capacity  during  the  whole  term. 
To  this,  and  to  the  fact  that  there  can  be  no  at- 
tempt at  ventilation,  may,  doubtless,  be  fairly  at- 
tributed the  large  percentage  of  deaths  from  dis- 
ease of  the  lungs. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  accommodations  fur- 
nished in  the  building  at  South  Boston  have  been 
insufficient  and  unsuitable.  The  responsibility  for 
this  rests  upon  the  City  Government.  Either  the 
city  should  provide  a  suitable  hospital  of  its  own, 
or  measures  should  be  ta  ken  for  the  transfer  of  a 
portion,  or  the  whole,  of  those  in  the  institution 
at  South  Boston  to  some  State  asylum. 

House  of  Correction.  Number  of  commitments 
493,  of  which  94  were  for  larceny  in  a  building,  76 
larceny,  82  assault  and  battery,  23  breaking  and 
entering,  29  larceny  from  the  person.  6  common 
night-walkers,  11  keeping  bouses  of  ill-fame.  The 
sentences  varied  from  fifteen  days  to  thirty-six 
months.  Number  of  males  411;  females  82.  Fm- 
ployment  of  males — making  hoots  and  shoes  190, 
brushes  75,  running  sewing-machines  48;  26  fe- 
males employed  on  contract  work,  10  as  prison 
cooks.  There  have  been  discharged  544 — on  ex- 
piration of  sentence  488;  pardoned  by  the  Gov- 
ernor 26;  by  Directois  5;  discharged  by  order  of 
court,  for  non-payment  of  fines  and  costs,  31 ;  paid 
fines,  20;  died,  10;  decrease  m  numbers,  51. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  Out 
of  493  commitments,  ten  (mere  wrecks  when  sen- 
tenced) hive  died  since  the  previous  inspection  in 
December  last. 

for  want  of  cells,  a  portion  of  the  male  prisoners 
are  lodged  in  the  prison  attic.  The  attention  of  the 
Government  has  been  heretofore  called  to  the 
necessity  for  additional  lodging  accommodations. 

Only  one  prisoner  is  allowed  to  occupy  a  cell  at 
one  time.  Deprivation  of  bed  and  solitary  con- 
finement are  the  modes  of  punishment.  The  pris- 
on is  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated.  Good  disci- 
pline appears  to  be  maintained. 

The  report  was  accepted.

REGULATIONS  OF  WARDROOMS. 

Alderman  Talbot  offered  the  following  order, 
which  was  read  once  and  considered  ;

Buildings  in  issuing  permits  for  the  use   of  ward 
rooms  in  this  city  shall   require  a  conformity  on 
the  part  of  all  applicants  with  the  following  rules: 

No  permit  for  the  use  of  a  wardroom  shall  he 
granted  upon  any  application  tiled  for  more  than 
six  days  before  the  hour  of  the  proposer]  meeting, 
or  upon  an  application  tiled  within  twenty-four 
houis  of  the  ;irjoe  for  a  proposed  meeting. 

No  permit  shall  be  issued  to  the  same  applicant 
or  applicants  lor  the  use  of  any  wardroom  i<  r  two 
flays  in  succession. 

Alderman  Cutter  wished  to  know  what  emer- 
gency required  the  p  ssage  of  such  an  order  and 
what  goo. i  would  come  of  it,  hel'eviijj  that  the  ex- 
isting regulations  were  good  and  sufficient  for  the 
purpose.  Unless  there,  could  be  shown  a  necessi- 
ty for  it  he  could  not  vote  for  it. 

Alderman  ial'.ot  replied  that  the  order  was  de- 
signed to  stop  abuses  in  obtaining  possession  of 
ward  rooms  anil  holding  them  to  prevent  others 
from  obtaining  the  use  of  them.  The  ortter  was 
for  the  further  object  of  tegulating  the  use  of  the 
wardrooms. 

AU'erman  Cutter  further  opposed  the  order  as 
liable  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  applicants  in 
the  use  of  wardrooms. 

Alderman  Gibson  exuressed  the  opinion  that 
the  last  provision  was  a  gooti  one,  in  preventing 
any  parties  from  usii.g  wardrooms  for  more  than 
one  day  at  a  time. 

Alderman  Cowdin  objected  to  the  limit  of  twen- 
ty-foui  hours  in  the  application  for  use  ol  a  ward- 
room, citing  a  case  in  which  meetings  were  re- 
cently ordered  on  a  certain  evening,  and  from  the 
absence  of  the  chairman  of  a  committee  the  ap- 
plication could  not  lie  made  beyond  the  twenty- 
foui  hours. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  the  regula- 
tion proposed  would  prevent  confusion  in  the  use 
of  wardrooms,  and  would  be  a  fair  thing  for  all 
parties. 

Alderman  Cutter  further  remarked  that  he  coultl 
not  understand  the  good  of  the  order  or  the  emer- 
gency for  its  passage;  and,  lor  the  purpose  of 
considering  it  more  fully,  moved  that  it  be  laid  on 
the  table  for  one  week. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  the  order  was 
offered  at  th»  request  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Fublic  Buildings,  whose  statement  is  that  parties 
sometimes  get  permits  for  the  use  of  wardroom.. 
not  to  use  them,  but  to  prevent  others  from  using 
them.

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  monthly  report  of  the  Auditor  was  ordered 
to  be  placed  on  rile.

The  refereuce  to  Committee  on  the  tire  Depart- 
ment of  Keport  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings,  on  the  petition  of  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  No.  7  for  alterations  on  their  house,  was 
concurred  in. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  once : 

Keport  and  oider  to  purchase  a  new  carriage  for 
Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  No.  4,  at  a  cost  of  $1500. 

Order  to  procure  plans  and  estimates  for  a  ferry 
slip  at  the  loot  of  State  street,  and  the  necessary 
orders  for  taking  such  lauds,  flats,  docks  and 
wharves,  as  may  be  n  quired  therefor. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  twice 
and  passed: 

Order  to  pay  John  P.  Neal  fifty  dollars,  for  injur- 
ies received  as  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Order  for  the  conveyance  to  Abrani  French  of 
eighty  square  feet  of  land  adjoining  his  estate  on 
Sturgis  street,  discontinued  by  the  Street  Com- 
missioners. 

Order  for  the  conveyance  to  Hiram  Johnson  of 
255  square  feet  of  land  adjoining  his  estate  on 
Washington  street,  discontinued  by  the  Street 
Commissioners. 

Order  to  appropriate  an  additional  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  to  make  arrangements  for  laying 
the  corner-stone  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument. 

Order  to  lease  to  Thayer  &  Dunham  the  strip 
of  land  on  Washington  and  Water  streets,  and  the 
building  thereon,  for  three  years,  at  a  rent  of 
SI liOO  per  annum,  on  the  conditions  set  forth  in 
said  order. 

The  order    for  the  conveyance  to  W  m.  H.  Bord- 
man  of  a  parcel  of  land  on  Sturgis  street  adjoining 
his  estate,  also  a  parcel  of  land  on  Wendell  street 
adjoining  his  estate,  discontinued  by  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners,  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Waid  10  objected  to  the  passage  of 
the  order  without  further  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject and  an  examination  of  the  plans,  the  extension 
of  the  street  having  been  made  at  the  close  of  the 
last  year,  and  good  reasons  should  be  given  for  a 
change  in  the  Tine  of  the  streets  named.  On  bis 
motion  the  order  was  laid  on  the  table. 

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Order  to  place  a  fire-alarm  bell  and  striking  ap- 
paratus in  the  tower  of  the  Lewis  Schoolhouse,  at 
an  expense  of  not  more  than  $1800. 

Order  authorizing  a  contract  with  D.  D.  Kelly 
for  the  construction  of  tnehuliof  the  new  feiry- 
boat,  he  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

Order  authorizing  the  employment  of  M.  J. 
Croak  as  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Assessors. 

The  report  and  orders  establishing  the  salaries  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Printing  and  the  Inspector 
oi  Buildings,  and  the  clerk  and  assistants  of  said 
inspector,  being  under  consideration,  Mr.  Barnes 
of  Ward  1  moved  to  amend  the  salary  of  the  su- 
perintendent of  Printing  by  making  it  S3000.  In 
support  of  the  motion,  he  said  the  office  was  as  re- 
sponsible as  that  of  other  heads  of  departments 
receiving  that  sum,  and  the  officer  appointed  was 
capable,  and|his  duties  of  that  importance  as  to  re- 
quire to' be  well  paid.  He  did  not  doubt  that  if 
members  of  the  Council  would  look  into  It,  they 
would  agree  with  him  on  the  subject. 


The  amendment  was  lost— 9  to  10 — when  the  or- 
ders were  passed. 

The  orders  to  pay  Thomas  Gaffield  82000,  for 
32,450  square  feet  of  land  between  stony  Brook 
and  the  Boston  &  Providence  Kailroad,  the  city 
to  pay  all  sums  for  betterment  on  said  lot  on  ac 
count  of  improving  Stony  Brook,  and  for  a  trans- 
fer of  said  sum  from  the  Keserved  Fund,  were  con- 
sidered. 

Mr.  Bickford  of  Ward  15  asked  for  information 
on  the  subject,  and  wished  to  know  how  the  city 
was  to  get  at  the  laud  should  it  be  purchased,  and 
the  object  of  the  purchase.  No  answer  beina  made, 
he  repeated  the  request,  insisting  upon  knowing 
before  being  called  upon  to  vote.  He  could  not 
see  any  chance  for  the  city  to  get  at  the  land,  situ- 
ated as  it  was. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  the  same  questions  were 
asked  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  no 
one  seemed  to  know  anything  in  relation  to  the 
matter.  He  would  like  some  information  on  the 
subject,  and  moved  that  the  orders  be  laid  on  the 
table.    Carried. 

COMMUNICATION    FROM    THE    SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  be  requested  to 
provide  suitable  cases  in  the  corridors  of  the 
Girls'  High  and  Normal  Schoolhouse,  unr'er  the 
direction  of  Prof.  Agassiz  of  Harvard  University, 
for  the  reception  of  such  specimens  of  natuial 
history  as  he  shall  donate  to  the  city  for  use  in 
this  place. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  Instruction. 

COMMUNICATION     RELATING    TO    PUBLIC    INSTITU- 
TIONS. 

A  communication  was  laid  before  the  Council,  in 
print,  from  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public  In- 
stitutions, transmitting  information  relating  to 
the  public  institutions,  in  compliance  with  an  or- 
der of  the  City  Council,  of  July  24,  1871. 

The  Board  turn  their  attention  first  to  the  Luna- 
tic Hospital,  of  which  they  give  a  history  from  the 
occupation  of  the  present  ouilding  in  1839,  previ- 
ous to  which  time  the  insane  of  this  city  having 
been  provided  form  the  McLean  Asylum,  and  in 
the  Worcester  Hospital  upon  its  establishment  in 
1833. 

the  return  of  incurables  from  the  Worcester 
Hospital  made  it  necessary  to  establish  an  institu- 
tion for  Suffolk  county.  In  Ave  years  the  building 
was  found  to  be  too  small,  and  in  1846  it  was  en- 
larged to  double  its  original  capacity.  In  1853  it 
was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  and  since  that 
time  the  subject  of  an  enlargement  or  removal 
elsewhere  has  been  frequently  before  the  City 
Council.  The  hospital  has  been  relieved  at  times 
by  the  removal  of  State  patients  to  Taunton  and 
Northampton,  but  since  1857,  when  the  Board  of 
Directors  took  charge  of  this  institution,  the 
Board  and  other  persons  of  an  official  character 
have  represented  the  building  as  unsuitable  for 
the  uses  for  which  it;  was  designed. 

The  communication  gives  the  action  of  the 
Board  in  the  selection  of  the  Winthrop  Farm  for  a 
site  for  a  hospital  in  1865,  and  the  various  reasons 
in  favor  of  such  a  selection,  with  the  action  of  the 
City  Council  of  1867  in  the  approval  of  the  plans 
and  for  the  immediate  erection  of  a  hospital 
there,  which  was  vetoed  by  the  Mayor.  They 
state  that  the  following  are  among  the  "considera- 
tions which  led  to  the  adoption  of  the  Winthrop 
Farm: 

Access  will  be  sufficiently  easy  by  steam  and 
horse  rail,  and  by  turnpike.  A  ride  of  less  than 
an  hour  will  take  the  visitor  to  the  gate. 

A  wharf  for  the  landing  and  storing  of  heavy 
supplies  can  be  had  within  a  mile  ot  the  same. 

The  views  from  Winthrop  Farm  are  unequalled. 
The  landscapes  are  broad,  and  of  great  variety  and 
beauty,  while  the  great  sea-view  is  one  of  the  rar- 
est excellence. 

The  good  effect  of  these  upon  the  insane  as  cura- 
tive measures  is  incalculable.  For  many  years 
this  has  been  fully  demonstrated  at  South  Boston, 
though  to  a  limited  extent. 

The  farm  is  so  situated  that  the  hospital  here 
can  never  be  annoyed  by  settlements  in  close  prox- 
imity. This  is  a  peculiarly  valuable  feature  in  a 
site  for  the  location  of  a  hospital  for  the  insane. 
In  this  particular,  the  Winthiop  site  far  excels  all 
other  that  have  been  named.  From  its  natural  po- 
sition, the  requisite  quiet  and  seclusion  can  here 
be  maintained  without  interruption.  The  com- 
munity, also,  will  here  escape  the  annoyances  in 
eident  to  ibe  presence  of  a  congiegation  of  insane 
persons  in   their    midst,  which    no  care,  however 
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vigilant  on  the  part  of  the  management,  can  pre- 
vent. 

Should  the  population  of  the  city  io  the  future 
be  largely  increased  by  annexation  of  Charles- 
town  and  other  suburban  cities  ani  towns,  and 
additional  hospital  accommodations  be  required, 
the  farm  affords  another  eligible  site  for  the  loca- 
tion of  such  buildings  as  may  be  necessary. 

It  is  urged  that  under  the  usual  public  policy  re- 
garding charitable  institutions,  this  institution 
will  be  exempted  from  taxation  by  law.  Further- 
more, it  is  believed  that  in  a  few  years  VVinthrop, 
by  nature  a  part  of  East  Boston,  will  be  annexed 
to  this  city,  hut  if  not  and  a  tax  is  required,  it  will 
be  but  a  town  tax.  while  if  the  hospital  be  located 
within  the  city  limits,  on  a  suitable  site  of  ample 
size,  a  large  tract  of  laud,  at  a  primary  cost  vastly 
greater  than  that  of  Winthrop  Farm,  must  he  with- 
held from  the  hand  of  private  enterprise,  which, 
ii  built  upon  and  improved,  would  'n  a  few  years 
nay  into  the  treasury  far  more  than  would  be  with- 
drawn by  taxation  at  Winthrop.  Moreover,  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  location  of  such  a 
hospital  in  the  midst  of  a  rapidlv  increasing 
population  will,  in  a  few  years,  prove  injurious 
alike  to  the  best  interests  of  the  patients  and  to 
the  pleasure  and  comfort  of  those  desiring  or  com- 
pelled to  reside  in  that  neighborhood. 

The  Board  consider  the  question,  now  first  pro- 
posed after  eight  years  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject, of  asking  che  State  to  build  a  hospital  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Boston  insane.  Under  the 
present  assessment.  Boston  would  be  obliged  to 
pay  about  forty  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  new 
building.  The  inmates  of  this  institution  would 
be  committed  as  paupers,  and  Boston  would  lose 
all  control,  not  only  of  the  inmates,  but  of  the  in- 
stitution. Admitting  chat  the  expense  of  suppoit- 
iug  the  insan"  jn  such  a  building  would  be  some- 
what less  than  In  a  building  owned  by  the  city, 
the  advantages  of  the  control  of  such  a  hospital 
would  tie  lost,  and  Boston,  with  its  boasted  repu- 
tation, would  present  the  humiliating  spectacle  of 
a  great  and  prosperous  municipality  farming  out 
to  the  mercies  ot  the  State  a  large  class  of  its  most 
unfortunate  and  deserving  citizens,  every  one  of 
whom  possesses  a  legal  claim  upon  its  charity,  for 
the  purpose  of  saving  the  sum  of  sixty  per  cent,  of 
the  cost  of  a  hospital  building,  and  the  interest  on 
the  cost  of  the  same.  By  the  same  reasoning  the 
State  might,  with  equal  propriety,  be  asked  to 
take  charge  of  the  inmates  of  our  almshouse,  and 
of  our  penal  and  reformatory  institutions. 

It  is  doubted,  however,  whether  there  would  he 
much  difference  in  the  expense,  and  it  is  urged 
that  the  cost  of  supporting  Boston  patients  in  a 
Boston  institution  will  be  very  materially  reduced 
if  the  hospital  can  have  the  advantages  of  a  good 
farm  from  which  to  draw  all  us  supplies  of  milk, 
vegetables  and  fruit,  instead  of  being  obliged  to 
purchase  them  as  at  present.  The  success  of  an 
insaue  hospital  is  not  to  be  estimated  by  the 
cheapness  with  which  its  patients  are  supported, 
but  by  the  advantages  afforded  for  the  relief  and 
cure  of  its  unfortunate  inmates. 

To  the  question  whether  the  State  will  build  such 
a  hospital  as  has  been  proposed  for  the  benefit  of 
Boston,  the  Board  believe  that  a  reply  can  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  state  Chari- 
ties for  1870,  in  which  is  indicated  an  intention  to 
oppose  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a  fourth  hos- 
pital for  the  insane. 
On  this  sunject  the  Board  conclude  as  follows: 
The  Board  of  Directors  have  laid  before  you 
such  information  as  they  possess,  to  aid  in  the 
proper  disposal  of  this  subject,  which  has  for  so 
long  a  period  claimed  the  attention  of  successive 
City  Councils.  They  have  done  it  in  a  spirit  of 
sympathy  for  this  helpless  and  deserving  class. 

Humanity,  liberality,  and  public  spirit  alike 
demand  of  as  what  we  nelieve  to  be  the  right  of 
the  insaue  to  receive,  and  the  duty  of  the  city  to 
provide. 

Home  for  the  I'onr.  In  relatiou  to  this  subject, 
the  Board  express  the  opinion  that  the  necessity 
for  such  an  institution  is  imperative  has  long 
been  realized  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  his- 
tory of  legislation  on  this  subiect  is  also  given, 
with  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  1869,  in  au- 
thorizing the  Directors  to  procure  plans  and  esti- 
mates for  a  new  building. 

The  plans  which  were  approved,  and  but  for  an 
accidental  omission  in  the  closing  session  of  the 
Common  Council  of  1870,  would  have  been  carried 
out  in  the  erection  of  a  building,  embody  the 
latest  improvements  suggested  by  long  experience 
in  the  management  of  institutions  of  this  charac- 
ter.   They  contemplate  a  distinct  classification  of 


the  inmates,  providing  three  separate  wards  for 
each  sex,  with  all  tha  conveniences  requisite  to 
the  comfort  of  the  recipients  of  the  city's  charity. 
Special  provision  has  been  made  to  prevent  a 
separation  of  aged  or  infirm  married  couoles  who 
through  sickness  or  mistortune  seek  a  home 
within  its  walls.  It  is  intended  that  the  building 
shall  combine  all  that  i  he  wisdom  of  experience 
can  suggest  for  the  economical  care  of  the  poor. 
This  plan  provided  for  the  accommodation  of  500 
inmates  exclusive  of  children,  and  by  the  erection 
of  wings  could  be  made  to  accommodate  1000. 

The  Directors  were  .nflueuced,  in  the  selection 
of  the  site  at  Deer  Island,  by  considerations  of 
the  highest  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  poor  and 
Jor  the  best  interests  of  the  community.  In  the 
erection  of  the  building  for  pauper  children,  the 
City  C  mocil  pi  o video  for  a  separation  of  the 
children  from  the  unfavorable  influences  of  many 
adult  paupers,  and  iu  licatedan  intention  to  locate 
the  Home  for  the  Poor  on  the  island.  Should 
the  institution  be  removed  to  the  Highlands, 
a  separate  building  for  these  children  will  be 
an  imperative  necessity.  It  should  be  as 
complete  io  all  its  accommodations  and  details 
as  that  now  occupied  at  the  island,  and 
whicn  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  forty  thousand 
dollars,  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances, 
assisted  by  a  large  amount  of  prison  labor.  Ihe 
site  at  Deer  Island  affords  facilities  for  an  econom- 
ical management  of  the  institution  presented  by 
no  other  in  this  vicinity.  In  erecting  the  Home 
for  the  Poor  at  this  place,  a  large  amount  will  be 
saved  each  year  in  the  item  of  salaries  alone.  All 
supplies  will  be  transported  as  at  present,  with- 
out additional  expense,  and  the  institution  will  be 
spared  many  annoyances  from  without  incident  to 
an  inland  location. 

The  Board  deny  that  any  stigma  attaches  to  the 
name  of  the  island,  and  assert  that  for  economy 
m  construction,  superintendence,  and  mainte- 
nance, or  for  the  comfort,  health,  and  happiness 
of  its  inmates,  no  location  in  the  vicinity  of  Bos- 
ton presents  greater  facilities. 

It  is  doubted  whether  $75,000  will  be  adequate 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  Roxbury  Almshouse 
a  suitable  building  for  a  Home  for  the  Poor,  while 
it  would  he  inconvenient  and  unsuitable  in  many 
respects,  and  objectionable  on  acccunt  of  its  loca- 
tion in  the  centre  of  a  steadily  increasing  popula- 
tion. Instead  of  answering  the  purpose  for  one 
hundred  years,  they  doubt  whether  it  would  hardly 
suffice  for  ten  yeais. 

The  Board.have  observed  with  pleasure  that  an 
enlightened  public  opinion  is  beginning  to  look 
upon  the  victim  of  intemperance  as  unfortunate 
rather  t'jan  cuminal,  as  he  is  regarded  by  existing 
laws,  and,  a«  such,  deserving  sympathy  and  en- 
couragement rather  than  punishment*  and  dis- 
grace; and  with  the  growth  of  this  feeling  the 
groundless  prejudice  against  Deer  Island  will  be 
removed. 

House  of  Correction.  Upon  the  question  of  the 
expediency  of  making  extensiyp  repairs  and  alter- 
ations at  the  House  of  Correction,  or  of  erecting 
a  new  institution  in  some  other  locality,  the  Board 
refer  to  th«-  plans  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
City  Council.  In  considering  the  question  of  re- 
moval, it  is  saiii  business  interests  do  not  require 
it,  bu„  should  the  fillrng  of  the  flats  make  the  pres- 
ent site  too  valuable  for  its  present  occupation, 
the  increased  value  will  more  than  compensate  for 
any  expenditure  that  may  now  he  necessary  to 
enable  this  institution  to  continue  as  in  time  past 
a  credit  to  the  city. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  plans  of  the  Board  the 
city  will  be  relieved  from  the  vast  expenditure  in- 
volved in  the  erection  of  a  new  prison  at  the  pres- 
ent, time;  the  increased  number  of  inmates  will  be 
provided  with  suitable  accommodations  and  hospit- 
al conveniences,  and  tne  improved  structure  will 
meet  all  requirements  iu  a  complete  and  satisfac- 
tory manner  for  considerable  time  to  come.  With 
the  proposed  addition  of  a  new  or  north  wing,  the 
accommodations  may  be  increased  to  a  capacity 
tor  six  hundred  prisoners,  male  and  female,  ana 
in  the  event  of  the  erection  of  a  new  lunatic  hos- 
pital, the  present  hospital  building  may  be  remod- 
elled and  fitted  as  a  separate  prison  ior  females. 
These  alterations,  with  the  extension  of  the  west 
wing,  would  give  accommodation  for  1016  prison- 
ers, and  the  cost  would  be  $195,868  90,  while  a  new 
institution  to  provide  for  800  inmates  is  estimated 
to  cost  $932. 388, without  including  the  cost  of  loca- 
tion and  other  necessary  expenditures. 

Should  it  be  determined  to  incur  the  expenditure 
for  a  new  building,  the  Board  express  the  opinion 
that  Deer  Island   is  not  a  suitable  location,    ft

would  be  objectionable  on  account  of  the  other  in- 
stitutions, and  the  area  of  the  island  is  none  too 
great  for  i he  prospective  needs  of  those  institu- 
tions. .Much  of  the  island  required  for  agricultural 
purposes  must  he  taken,  and  this  must  be  walled 
to  pi  event  the  escape  of  convicts.  As  a  result  of 
the  removal,  the  present  contractors  for  labor  01 
prisoners  would  immediately  suspend  their  con- 
tracts, and  the  institution  which  fot  the  past  two 
years  has  been  and  is  now  self-sustaining,  will  be- 
come a  Inn  den  to  the  city. 

The  Hoard  refer  to  the  two  important  improve- 
ment.:, long  desired,  which  are  recommended  in 
their  plans,  the  removal  of  the  hospital  from  its 
Hi.  sent  unsuitable  place,  and  the  fitting  up  o  the 
present  hospital  building  as  a  laundry  am!  boiler 
house,  with  the  heating  of  the  entire  building  by 
steam.  In  these  plans,  the  needs  of  the  House  of 
Correction,  both  as  regards  its  economical  and 
succei-sful  administration,  and  the  comfort  and 
welfare  of  Us  inmates,  have  been  fully  provided 
for. 

In  submitting  these  conclusions  for  the  informa- 
tion and  consideration  of  the  City  Council,  the  Di- 
rectors are  influenced  solely  by  a  deep  regard  for 
the  welfare  of  the  public  institutions  of  the  city, 
and  an  earnest  desire  to  fulfil  the  high  and  re- 
sponsible trust  committed  to  their  charge. 

Jn  conclusion  the  Board  give  the  following  esti- 
mates to  convince  al'  who  desire  an  economical 
and  prudent  expenditure  of  the  public  money, 
that  these  plans  contemplate  a  speedy  and  effect- 
ual relief  Irom  the  present  overcrowde  d  and  un- 
comfortable condition.

The  subject  v  hieh  his  been  longest  under  con- 
sideration, and  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment has  hern  m>  st  persistently  cathd,  is  the 
want  of  improved  accommodations  for  the  insane 
who  have  a  legal  settlement  in  the  city  ot   Boston. 

Thattre  present  accommodations  at  sou'h  Bos- 
tou  are  ina  -'.equate  and  unsu'ttanle  is  generally  ad- 
mitted. The  only  quesrioii  is  im  regard  to  the 
manner  in  which' suitable  provision  lor  the  care 


and  maintenance  of  its  insane  sbouki  lie  made  by 
the  city. 

The  undersigned  has  heretofore  stated  quite  fully 
the  objections  to  the  loc-ition  of  a  hospital  on  the 
•'  Winthrop  frarm,"  so  called, and  has  submitted  the 
opinion  ol  many  of  the  leading  physicians  in  this 
city  in  support  of  those  <  bjections.isee  City  Docu- 
ment 107.1809).  There  are  also  objections,  which 
have  not  been  particularly  dwelt  upon,  to  the 
building  which  the  City  Council  is  urged  to  erect 
on  this  site.  A  structure  erected  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  now  before  the  (iovernment  would 
practically  prevent  the  application  of  any  im- 
provements upon  the  old  system  of  herding  a  large 
number  of  insane  persons  together  in  one  vast  es- 
tablishment. The  following  extracts  will  suffi- 
ciently *bow  the  views  of  those  best  qualified  to 
speak  on  this  point: 

Dr.  Bern  is,  Superintendant  of  the  Lunatic  Hos- 
pital at  Worcester,  states  in  his  thirtv-seventh 
annual  report  (Hub.  Doc.  No.  23,  1809)  ihat  "the 
first  consideration  of  importance  i.«  the  proper  lo- 
cation of  the  buildings  tor  an  insane  asylum.  The 
site  should  be  elevated,  and  if  possible  on  a  sunny 
s'ope,  and  by  no  means  in  a  cold  or  e.i posed  situa- 
tion. The  buildings  should  be  mainly  of  rwo  sto- 
nes. *  *  They  should  consist  of.  first  a  hospital 
proper,  containing  every  facility  in  its  construc- 
tion for  classification,  teclusion  and  treatment, 
which  ingenuity  ctn  devise  or  skill  create.  This 
will  be  best  obtained  by  the  erection  of  separate 
blocks,  or  wings  at  some  little  distance  from  each 
other,  connected  by  light,  airy  passages  or  corri- 
dors, under  which  shall  be  a  continuous  basement. 
*  *  This  centre  group  of  blocks  or  wings  should  be 
of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate,  in  the  best 
possible  manner,  about  one-third  of  the  whole 
number  of  patients  destined  to  be  managed  and 
controlled  in  the  whole  establishment.  *  *  The 
remaining  two-thirds  should  be  accommodated  in 
houses  of  smaller  capacity,  built  for  the  puroose, 
on  the  grounds  of  the  institution,  and  within  its 
inclosuies." 

Dr.  Choate,  formerly  Superintendent  of  the  Lu- 
natic Hospital  at  Taunton,  states  in  a  communica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  State  Charities,  that  "several 
detached  buildings  under  one  organization  are 
now  deemed  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  means  of 
providing  for  the  insane  poor,  or  combining  econ- 
omy with  the  most  perfect  classification  possible." 
(5th  Kept,  Board  of  State  Charities,  p.  170.) 

The  Tiustees  of  the  State  Lun-a  tic  Hospital  at 
Worcester,  in  their  report  Tor  tUe  year  ending  Sept. 
30. 1868,  say: 

"While  no  wasteful  experiments  should  be  en- 
couraged, the  intelligent  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts ought  to  require  that  not  only  every 
improvement  of  the  age  should  be  introduced  into 
its  system  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  but 
that  the  State  should  lead  in  this  branch  of  prog- 
ress as  it  has  in  so  many  others?"  (38th  Annual 
Keoort  of  Trustees). 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  in  their  report  for 
the  year  1869,  say:  "Why  should  it  be  that,  practi- 
cally, three  of  four  'professional  experts  by 
means  of  the  prestige  and  power  derived  from  the 
control  of  vast  establishments  are  able  to  pre- 
scribe a  system  and  mode  of  treatment  for  all  the 
insane  in  the  State;  and  i'  so  disposed,  to  prevent 
the  adoption  or  even  trial  of  any  other."  (6th  An- 
nual Report  Board  State  Charities,  p.  65.) 

The  benefits  of  the  family  system  are  freedom 
from  restraint,  greater  comfort,  and  a  large  pro- 
portion of  permanent  cures  effected.  D  properly 
managed,  the  expense  of  carrying  out  the  new 
system  is  but  little,  if  any.  more  than  under  the 
old  system.  The  labor  of  the  patient  is  made  to 
contribute  in  some  degree  towards  the  support  of 
the.  institution,  and.  ar  the  same  time,  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  mind  and  body  of  the  patients 
the  brain  power  which  remains  to  them  being  util- 
ized. Close  asylums  are  a  relic  of  br.rbari.-m.iTwo- 
thirds,  at  least,  of  the  inmates  require  no  bodily 
restraint,  and  it  is  evident  to  any  intelligent  per- 
son that  the  freedom  of  the  family  system  would 
produce  on  them  the  most  beneficial  results. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  full  knowledge  of  the  prac- 
tical operations  of  this  new  method,  those  inter- 
ested in  the  subject  are  earnestly  recommended  to 
visit  the  State  institution  at  Worcester,  where 
may  be  seen  five  cottages  occupied  by  about  hlty 
patients,  whom  Dr.  Bemis  has  transfe.red  from 
the  Hospital.  This  experiment,  if  it  can  be  ('ailed 
an  experiment,  has  been  attended  so  far  with  the 
the  most  gratifying  results. 

In  view  of  these  improved  methods  in- the  care 
of  the  insane,  would  it  be  expedieut  to  erect  a 
great  building  on  the  old  plan?    Let  this  new  sys 
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tern — an  experiment  if  you  phase — which  prom- 
ises such  beneficent  results,  receive  a  lull  trial, 
and  if  the  state  of  Massachusetts  or  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  deckle  to  establish  a  new  institution 
for  the  treatment  ot  mental  disease,  let  it  be  one 
thut  will  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
times. 

The  obiectionable  features  of  the  plan*  proposed 
by  the  majority  of  the  Board  have  been  pointed 
out  iu  the  foregoing  statements.  But  why  .-uould 
the  city  of  Boston  have  any  thing  to  do  with  the 
plans  tor  the  treatment  oi  the  insane?  The  whole 
subject 'belongs  to  the  state. 

In  their  .ast  report  i  Tub.  Doc.  17, 1871,  p.  43)  the 
Una  ill  of  state  Charities  say:  "The  state  leaves  it 
optional  with  the  local  authorities  to  provide  for 
their  poor  lusane  in  almshouses  or  in  special  es- 
tablishments. Suffolk  county  has  provided  a  hos- 
pital for  curative  treatment,  though  all  the  recent 
insane  of  the  county  might  have  been  treated  in 
the  suite  hospitals  at  far  less  than  the  cost  of 
those  treated  in  the  Boston  hospital." 

It  is  provided  by  section  9,  cnapter  223,  of  the 
acts  of  the  year  1862,  that  "'any  insane  person  who 
is  supported  by  at. y  place  as  a  pauper,  may  be 
committed  by  the  overseers  of  the  Poor  tliertof  to 
either  of  tne  state  lunatic  hospitals  with  the 
consent  of  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  kept  for  a 
sum  not  exceeding  the  actual  expense  of  his  sup- 
port. And  the  Trustees  shall  receive  into  the 
Hospital  any  other  insane  person  having  a  settle- 
ment or  residence  in  this  Commonwealth,  for  such 
compen.-ation  as  they  may  determine." 

The  committee  of  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons  in 
Suffolk  county  state  in  their  last  report  (City  Doc. 
72, 1871)  t  jat  "lor  a  number  of  years  the  accommo- 
dations furnished  intne  building  at  South  Boston 
have  been  insufficient  and  unsuitable.  The  respon- 
sibility lor  this  rests  upon  the  City  Government. 
Either  the  city  should  provide  a  suitable  hospital 
of  ics  own,  or  measures  should  be  taken  for  the 
transfer  of  a  portion  or  the  whole  of  those  in  the 
institution  at  South  Bostou  to  some  State  asylum." 

There  is  no  reason  .why  t,his  last  suggestion 
should  not  be  immediately  carried  out  by  trans- 
ferring sny  fifty  patients  from  the  city  hospital  to 
one  of  the  State  hospitals. 

It  appears  from  an  examination  of  the  reports 
of  the  Board  of  Diiectors  for  Public  Institutions, 
that  the  average  annual  expenditures  for  the  past 
rive  years  have  amounted  to  $57,049  82.  This  in- 
cludes repairs,  subsistence  and  salaries.  The  av- 
erage annual  receipts  have  amounted  to  $9,578  05. 
Deducting  the  receipts  from  the  expenditures,  and 
the  net  cost  per  annum  of  maintaining  the  hospi- 
tal amounts  to  $47,471  77.  The  average  expense  of 
.  each  patient  during  that  period  amounted  to 
$294  07  per  annum,  or  $5  84  per  week.  The  aver- 
age whole  number  of  patients  is  194.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  average  numberof  paying  patients 
was  36,  making  the  number  supported  at  the 
charge  of  the  city  158. 

The  actual  expense,  therefore,  for  supporting 
the  paupers,  alter  deducting  the  receipts  from 
payma  patients,  and  all  other  sources,  amounted 
to  $300  45  per.anuura  for  each  person,  or  $5  77 
per  week,  f  his  does  not  include  the  interest  on 
construction  account.  The  estate  at  South  Boston 
is  valued  onalo*"  estimate  at  $100,000.  The  interest 
on  that  amount  at  six  j  er  cent,  would  be  $6000. 
The  city  would  receive  for  taxes  on  the  property, 
if  solo, "about  $1300.  Estimating  the  pauper  pa- 
tients at  200,  the  present  number,  the  extra  cost 
per  week  tor  their  support  on  this  account  wou'd 
be  seventy  cents,  making  the  net  cost  to  the  city 
for  the  pauper  patients  $6  47.  It  the  proposed 
new  hospital  at  Vvinihrop  should  be  erected  at  an 
expense  of  $500,000  (and  probably  it  would  cost 
double  that  sum  to  erect  and  furnish  the  building 
and  lay  out  the  grounds),  the  interest  on  that  sum 
with  the  taxes  to  be  paid  to  the  town  of  Winthrop 
would  increase  the  cost  about  $3  17  per  week  lor 
each  patient.  The  extra  cost  of  running  such  an 
immense  institution  should  also  be  taken  into  ac- 
count. 

The  cost  of  the  S'ate  hospitals  at  Worcester, 
Taunton  and  Northampton,  and  the  receptacle  at 
Tewksbury  in  connection  with  the  almshouses, 
according' to  figures  given  by  the  Board  of  State 
Chanties,  fi  mounts  to  $907,000.  The  total  amount 
paid  for  construction  and  tor  current  expenses  on 
the  Worcester,  Taunton  and  Northampton  hospi- 
tals to  1870  was  $7,775,074  53.  Of  this  sum  Boston 
has  paid  its  proportion,  about  one-third  of  the 
whole,  and  has  received  no  advantage  therefrom. 
The  expense  to  the  cities  and  towns~  for  support- 
ing their  insane  paupers  at  the  Stafe  hospitals  is 
$3  50  per  week.    The  city  of   Boston  supports  a 


hospital  of  its  own  with  insufficient  accommoda- 
tions at  an  expense  of  $6  47  per  week  for  each 
patient,  and  pays  in  addition  a  large  proportion  of 
the  cost  of  the  state  hospitals. 

Wow  if  we  fix  the  number  of  patients  chargeable 
to  the  city  at  two  hundred,  the  amount  which  we 
shouid  be  called  upon  to  pay  the  State  for  their 
support  at  $3  50  per  week  would  ne  $36,400  per  an- 
num. With  our  present  accommodations,  includ- 
ing interest  on  construction  account  and  taxes,  it 
would  be  $54,771  77  per  annum  for  their  support. 
With  a  new  hospital  at  an  expanse  ot  $500,000.  we 
should  be  paying  $77,471  77.  Hie  State  could  fur- 
nish much  better  accommodations  for  our  insane 
than  our  present  hosyita!  affords  for  $150,000.  The 
proportion  of  the  Scate  tax  paid  by  the  city  at  the 
present  time  is  about  thirty-seven'  per  cent.  For 
these  additional  accommodations  furnished  by  the 
State,  the  city  would  therefore  pay  $55,500.  Add 
tne  interest  on  the  sum  to  the  $3  50  per  week  pay- 
able to  the  State  for  I  oard,  and  we  have  $39,700  as 
the  annual  payment  to  the  State,  instead  of  $77.- 
471  77  to  support,  au  establishment  of  our  own,  an 
annual  saving  of  $37,771  72.  Ou  such  a  statement 
as  this  no  comments  are  necessary. 

the  undersigned  concurs  heartily  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  majority  of  the  Committee  cf 
the  City  Council  on  Public  Institutions  that  His 
Honor  the  Mayer  be  requested  to  petition  the 
General  Court  to  furnish  suitable  accommodations 
in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  for  insane  paupers  hav- 
ing a  settlement  in  this  city. 

In  regard  to  the  proposed  alterations  and  im- 
provements to  the  buildings  occupied  for  the 
House  of  Correction  at  South  Boston,  the  under- 
signed has  already  expressed  an  opinion  which  is 
printed  in  City  Document  No.  54  of  the  present 
year.  A  careful  review  of  the  statements  then 
made  has  served  only  to  strengthen  his  beliel  in 
their  soundness. 

To  expend  a  large  sum  of  money  in  attempting 
to  remodel  old  institutions  located  on  a  site  which 
must  soon  be  abandoned  on  account  of  the  require- 
ments of  business,  would  show  great  want  of  fore- 
sight on  the  part  of  the  Government.  The  tempo- 
rary repair*  recommended  by  the  committee  of 
the' City  Council,  at  an  estimated  expense  of  not 
exceeding  $50,000,  will  undoubtedly  be  ample  for 
the  present  needs  of  the  institution. 

The  proposition  to  build  a  new  almshouse  in 
connection  with  the  peual  and  reformatory  insti- 
tutions at  Deer  Island  is  manifestly  contrary  to 
public  policy.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government 
to  uiaki'  suitable  provision  for  the  poor  belonging 
in  this  city  as  early  as  practicable  in  some  locality 
entirely  separated  from  thor.e  institutions,  and 
this  institution  should  be  placed  under  the  care  and 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Overseer?  of  the  Poor. 

This  view  of  the  matter  is  entertained  by  a  large 
number  of  our  citizens  who    have  given  their  at- 
tention to  the  subject,  and  upon  whom  the  burden 
of  supporting  the  Government  falls  most  heavily.

The  report  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

REPORTS   OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Rowe  of  Ward  10,  from  the  Committee  on 
Health  on  the  part  of  the  Common  Council,  to 
whom  were  referred  the  report  and  order  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  relation  to  the  pur- 
chase of  a  suitable  steamboat  for  service  in  the 
quarantine  department,  having  carefully  consid- 
ered the  subject,  made  a  report  that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  Rowe  presented  the  petition  of  Frank  B.  Wel- 
lock  and  others,  pilots,  in  aid  of  the  proposed 
steamboat  purchase. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed,  by  a  vote  of  43  yeas,  3  nays — the  nays  being 
Messrs.  Adams,  Barker  and  Taylor.

Order- 
ed to  be  sent  up. 

STREET   IMPROVEMENTS. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  1(5  offered  the  following 
order : 

Ordered,  Tha*  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  directed  to  withdraw  from  sale  all  that 
portion  of  the  land  now  acivertiseu  for  sale  l,y 
public  auction,  on  rhe  20th  hist.,  which  lies  east- 
erly of  High  Street  place,  as  recently  extended  by 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  and  that  His 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  convey  to  John  lie  Id  that  part  of  said  land 
marked  -'A,"  on  plan  hereto  att.cbed,  containing 
205  square  feet,  and  that  the  remainder  of  said 
land,  lying  easterly  of  said  High  Street  place,  as 
extended,  and  marked  "B"  on  the  plan  hereto 
attached,  containing  1445  square  feet,  be  and  the 
same  is  dedicated  to  the  puolic  use,  and  io  be  for- 
ever kept  open  lor  that  purpose,  on  the  following 
conditions,  viz. : 

first,  that  there  be  paid  to  the  city  of  Boston 
the  suiuof  .?5000;  and  second,  that  all  the  land 
lying  southerly  of  Matthew?  street  and  between 
said  street  and  the  stores  marked  C,  D,  K,  F  and  G 
on  plan  hereto  attached,  containing  in  the  aggre- 
gote  1029  feet,  be  released  to  the  city  of  Boston  by 
deed  satislactoiy  to  the  City  Solicitor,  ami  when 
>o  released  said  parcels  of  land  shall  be  lotever 
kept  open  tor  public  use  as  aforesaid. 

The  order  was  read  once,  and  in  answer  to  a 
question  by  Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  5.  Mr.  Say  ward 
stated  that  the  order  came  troin  the  Committee  on 
Public  Buildings,  which  had  had  the  subject  under 
consideration. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  tj  moved  a  suspension  ot 
the  rules  for  a  passage  of  the  order,  and  made  a 
Statement  of  the  action  of  the  street  Commis- 
sioners in  the  extension  e-f  Hieh  Street  place.  It 
was  desirable  that  the  order  should  pass  now,  be- 
cause the  sale  was  fixed  upon  for  the  20th  Sep- 
tember. On  the  easterly  side  of  the  proposed  ex- 
tension there  was  an  irregular  strip  of  1650  feet  of 
land  running  back  in  the  rear  ot  a  neighboring 
store.  The  order  dedicates  1440  feet  to  public  use 
ouvb  condition  that  the  abutters  give  1000  teet 
eouallv  valuable  ."lid  pay  $5000.  The  land  so  given 
at  $3  a  loot  u  akes  a  value  of  $8250.  Throwing  the 
landmlo  use  foi  the  public,  there  is  left  a  wider 
strip,  containing  over  2000  feet,  which  would  be 
increased  in  value  a  dollar  a  foot. 

By  the  opening  of  a  wide  street  at  this  point,  it 
relieves  High,  federal  and  Congress  streets  of 
travel,  and  the  obsliuction  of  those  thorough- 
fares in  the  loadii.g  cl  goods  in  freut  of  the  stores. 

Mr.  Brooks  ot  Ward  l  inquired  if  the  committee 
could  not  postpone  the  sale  ot  the  land. 

Mr.  sayward  stated  that  the  CmnniitW  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings  which  had  the  disposal  of  the  laud 
(where  a  schooliiouse  was  located)  had  fully  con- 
sidered the  subject,  and  were  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  the  order,  believing  that  by  the  ar- 
rangement the  remainder  of  the  land  would  be 
worth  more  than  it  now  is. 

Mr.  Hull  61'  Ward  4  inquired  if  the  matter  could 
not  be  go*  at  without,  suspending  the  rules.  It  a 
postponement  ot  the  sale  could  ne  made  without 
suspending  the  rules,  he  was  leady  to  make  such 
a  motion. 

lhe  Ctiair  stated  that  the  matter  must  go  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  which  meets  next  Tuesday, 
to  reach  the  sale  on  the  20th. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  suggested  that  as 
the  order  was  in  two  parts,  that  which  related  to 
the  sale  could  be  passe  1,  and  so  much  as  re- 
lates to  the  dedication   of  the   land  could   be   left 


for  future  action.  It  might  be  amended  ly  post- 
poning the  sale,  and  the  rest  of  the  order  stricken 
out. 

.Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  urged  the  importance  of 
action  ou  the  subject,  which  would  prove  bene- 
ficial iu  the  sale  of  the  remaining  lot  of  laud. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  to  he  on  the  sus- 
pension of  the  rules,  and  on  request  again  read 
the  order. 

Mr.  x>ickinson  stated  that  on  an  examination  of 
the  order  he  believed  the  object  sought  c<  uld  be 
effected  by  the  postponement  of  the  sale,  while 
there  could  be  no  haste  In  relation  to  the  other 
part  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Sayward  said  there  was  no  haste  except  so 
far  as  related  to  the  sale,  and  the  committee  couid 
have  no  objection  to  the  postponement  of  the 
other  portion  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Dickinson  claimed  the  right  to  ask  informa- 
tion on  the  subject,  and  if  there  was  do  great  baste 
he  should  like  delay  to  consider  the  prop'  sitions 
to  dedicate  the  laud  to  public  use. 

Mr.  Webster  stated  that  it  there  was  nothing 
done  and  the  lanu  should  be  sold,  it  would  not, 
bring  so  much  by  $1  oi  $2  a  foot  as  it  would  sin. uld 
th^  sale  be  postponed  and  the  arrangernei  t  made 
which  was  proposed. 

Mr.  Brooks  suggested  the  postponement,  of  the 
entire  sale  instead  of  a  portion  as  proposed,  in 
which  Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  concurred. 

Mr.  Sayward  said  he  did  not  oiject  to  postpon- 
ing the  sale  of  all  the  land,  w  bich  was  lhe  design 
of  the  committee  in  passing  the  order. 

Mr.  Webster  siated  that  he  would  withdraw  his 
motion  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  shi  uld  tne 
sale  be  postponed  by  another  order. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  pei.dicg  order  would 
then  go  over  under  the  rules. 

Mr.  Perkins  then  ottered  a  new  order,  which 
was  passeo,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings withdraw  fiom  sale  all  the  land  on  Hifih 
Street  place,  advertised    for  sale  on  the  20th  iusi. 

ORDERS    PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1, 

Ordered,  That  the  special  comna'tee  of  the 
Council  appointed  to  make  certain  investigations 
in  relation  to  the  removal  of  earth  tioin  Fort  Hil! 
be  authorized  to  send  for  persons  and  papers. 

Ordered,  That  $500  be  appropriated  to  cover  the 
expense  of  summoning  witnesses  and  making  a 
phonographic  report  ot  the  evidence  in  relation  to 
the  removal  of  e.irth  from  Fort  Hilt;  the  same  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  lor  Incidental  Ex- 
penses.

REPORT  ON   THE   SALE  OF    BAD  MEAT. 

Alderman  Cutter  submitted  in  print  the  teport 
of  the  Joint  Special  Committee  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, appointed  to  ascertain  whether  unwholesome 
meats' are  sold  in  the  Boston  markets,  and  what 
lurther  legislation,  if  any,  is  needed  to  protect  the 
public  health.  The  report  is  of  considerable 
length,  with  an  appendix  containing  the  principal 
evidence  taken  by  the  Committee.  The  Commit- 
tee state  "hat  their  inquiry  was  considered  under 
the  following  heads,  namely: 

1.  Transportation  of  live'  animals  intended  for 
the  Boston  markets. 


2.  The  management  of  the  slaughter-houses  in 
the  vi   inity  of  li. .ston . 

3.  The  character  of  the  markets  in  Boston,  and 
the  quality  at  tb'  meats  furnished  to  the  citizens. 

their  manner  of  proceeding  is  stated  to  have 
been  as  follows- 

In  beginning,  a  list  was  prepared,  by  persons 
familiar  with  the  subject,  oi  thos»  who  were  the 
best  (jualilied  to  give  such  practical  information 
a- would  be  of  .alue.  A  certain  number  of  per- 
sons on  this  list  were  then  summoned  to  appear 
before  the  committee  at  a  specified  time.  Each 
witness  was  sworn  aw^  examined  apart  fiomthe 
others.  In  this  way  they  were  led  to  testify  much 
more  freely  than  they  would  otherwise  have  done. 

Under  the  first  head,  it  appeared  in  evidence 
that  most  of  the  sunply  of  meats  for  the  markets 
in  Boston  and  vicinity  came  from  a  distance  of  500 
tii  2500  miies,  mainly  from  the  Western  states  aud 
from  Texas,  and  from  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  cattle  in  the  cars,  as  stated  by  the  Board  of 
Hailroad  Commissioners,  "food  tainted  in  the 
course  of  transpoitation  is  brought  into  Massa- 
chusetts, r  nd  endangers  the  health  of  the  people." 

The  remedy  lor  this  reckless  and  barbarous  sys- 
tem of  transportation  is  to  be  had  only  in  the  ac- 
tion of  Congress,  and  a  bill  for  the  ourpose  passed 
the  House  of  Representatives  at  its  last  session, 
and  awaits  the  action  of  the  Senate.  In  the  meas- 
ures to  improve  the  condition  of  the  slaughter- 
houses in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  no  efficient  action 
has  yet  been  taken  to  prevent  the  proprietors  or 
their  agents  from  sending  bad  meats  into  the  Bos- 
ton markets  to  almost  any  extent.  Much  of  the 
meat  of  animals  which  die  without  being  butchered 
is  made  up  into  sausages.  In  relation  to  the  Bos- 
ton markets,  the  committee  say: 

"The  whole  number  of  stores  and  stalls  in  this 
city  occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  the  sale  of 
meat  and  vegetables  is  about  1250.  During  certain 
portions  of  the  day  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of 
Faueuil  Hall  Market  are  occupied  by  between  200 
and  300  wagons,  from  which  are  sold  meat  and 
vegetables  at  wholesale  or  retail.  There  are  afo 
about  a  hundred  wagons  perambulating  the  streets 
in  different  sections  of  the  city,  for  the  sale  of 
fresh  provisions  from  house  to  house.  The  only 
portion  of"  this  business  over  which  the  City  Gov- 
ernment exercises  any  direct  control  is  that  which 
is  done  within  the  limits  oi  faueuil  Hall  Market — 
a  space  850  feet  by  200  feei.  containing  165  stalls,  32 
cellars,  and  accommodations  for  about  200  wagou 
stands. 

The  provision  dealers  may  be  divided  into  sev- 
eral classes:  First,  those  who  sell  only  on  commis- 
sion ;  second,  those  who  purchase  live  stock  of  the 
drovers,  do  the  butchering  themselves,  or  hiie  it 
done  for  so  much  a  bead,  and  sell  at  wholesale  or 
retail  from  wigons  or  stores  in  the  city;  third, 
those  who  sell  at  retail  from  stores  or  stalls,  buy- 
ing their  stock  from  commission  dealers  or  butch- 
ers; fourth,  those  who  peddle  trom  wagons  going 
about  the  streets.  ' 

The  committee  state  that  most  of  the  commis- 
sion dealers  sell  whatever  is  consigned  to  them 
without  regard  to  quality,  tearing  the  buyers  to 
look  out  for  themselves.  One  larg«  commission 
dealer  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  nineteen  out  of 
twenty  calves  sent  to  this  market  were  less  than 
four  weeks  old.  The  committee  think  this  to  be 
an  exaggeration,  fixing  the  number  at  two-thirds 
of  the  "whole,  and  believe  that  much  the  larger 
proportion  of  those  under  four  weeks  of  age  are 
less  than  six  days  old.  In  relation  to  one  private 
market  the  committee  say: 

"The  universal  testimony  was,  that  Blackstone 
Market  was  the  receptacle  for  a  much  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  poor  meats  brought  into  the  city 
than  any  other  market.  If  a  commission  house, 
or  a  butcher  gets  'stuck' on  a  lot  of  inferior  meat 
be  takes  it  to  that  market,  and  it  he  cannot  s»  11  it 
there,  it  is  bad  indeed.  One  large  commission 
dealer,  not  connected  with  Faueuil  Hall  Market, 
said: 

'It  don't  pay  to  try  to  sell  inferior  meat  in  Fau- 
euil Hall  Market.  It  would  be  known,  and  a  man 
would  lose  his  business,  (n  Blackstone  M arket  a 
man  couldn't  live  unless  he  sold  inferior  meat.' 

It  is  evident  that  a  great  deal  of  inferior  meat, 
and  some  very  bad  meat,  is  sold  from  wagons 
which  go  about  from  house  to  house.  These  deal- 
ers purchase  their  stock  from  the  butch  f  is  or  from 
(he  commission  dealers,  who,  to  use  their  own 
words,  'go  it  blind.'  some  of  these  pedlers  have 
a  good  class  of  customers,  and  sell  a  good  quality 
of  meat;  but  most  of  them  travel  t'.i  -ougb  the  sec- 
tions of  the  city  where  the  poorest  people  live." 

The  committee  in  conclusion  say: 
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"Ha\ing  covered  the  various  matters  contem- 
plated by  the  investigation,  we  will  now  re-sta'e 
briefly  what  has  been  shown: 

1.  1'hat  the  present  system  of  transporting  live 
stock  in  the  cars  is  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
i  s  to  produce  great  suffering  to  the  animals,  and 
consequently  to  increase  the  price,  and  injure  the 
qualify  of  the  meat  for  food. 

2.  liiat  animals  killed  or  injured  during  trans- 
portation, and  animals  dying  in  the  yards  or  on 
farms  in  the  vicinity,  have  been  dressed  at 
slaughter-houses  around  Boston,  and  the  meat 
sent  into  tbe  Boston  market. 

3.  that  there  is  no  inspection  of  animals  before 
or  after  being  slaughtered,  and  no  proper  inspec- 
tion of  the  slaughter  house*. 

4.  f  hat  bad  meat  has  been  sold  to  a  considerable 
extent  in  Boston. 

5.  ihat  there  is  no  inspection  of  the  meat  sold 
in  Boston;  that  there  are  no  regulations  sufficient 
t> >  prevent  the  sale  of  oad  meat,  and  that  under 
rhe  present  statutes  the  City  Government  has  not 
sufficient  authority  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unwhole- 
some provisions  outside  of  Faneuil  Hall  Market. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  tbe  purposes  of  this  in- 
quiry to  designate  the  times  when,  or  the  exact 
piaces  where,  bad  meat  has  been  sold  in  this  city, 
it  is  sufficient  to  have  established  the  fact,  ana  we 
now  proceed  t  >  suggest  a  remedy. 

We  have  already  staled  the  action  taken  by  one 
hranen  of  Congress  to  regulate  the  transportation 
of  animals,  and  upon  that  part  of  the  subject  noth- 
ing further  need  be  said. 

The  next  point  in  importance  is  to  secure  an  ef- 
ficient system  of  inspection  at  the  slaughter- 
houses. To  do  this  greater  coneen'^ition  is  re- 
quired in  conducting  the  si  nghtc  ring  business. 
His  evident  that  the  power  of  the  local  boards 
of  health  is  insufficient  to  accomplish  what 
is  desired.  The  General  Court  in  1870,  incorpor- 
ated the  Butchers  Slaughtering  and  Melting 
Association,  in  Brighton,  with  authority  to 
take  lands  and  erect  suitable  buildings  tuere- 
on  fo-  slaughtering,  melting,  and  lendering 
purposes.  This  movement  at  concentration  was 
uot  regarded  with  much  favor  bv  toe  butchers, 
ami  up  to  tbe  present  time  no  action  appears  ,to 
have  been  taken.  Last  year  an  act  was  passed  "(a 
cony  of  which  is  printed  in  the  Anpendix),  giving 
the  State  Board  of  Health  important  power  in  the 
improvement  of  the  sanitary  condition  or  the 
saugbter-houses. 

Un.ler  this  authority  the  Board  has  succeeded  in 
changing  the  methods  of  doing  business  in  the 
most  obnoxious  establishments,  but  they  cannot 
bung  the  business  into  a  satisfactory  condition 
until  authority  is  given  to  compel  a  change  m  the 
whole  system  as  at  present  conducted.  It  is  a  del- 
icate matter  to  interfere  with  a  long-established 
business;  and  great  care  is  necessary  to  preserve 
individual  lights,  and  also  to  prevent  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  system  winch  would  enable  a  few  to 
control  the  business  in  their  own  interests.  With 
this  view  we  would  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  Stale  commission  to  examine  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  the  transportation  of  live  stock  within  this 
state,  the  construction,  management  and  inspec- 
tion of  slaughter-houses,  the  inspection  of  animals 
before  being  slaughtered,  and  the  inspection  of 
the  meat  after  itis  prepared  for  the  market.  Upon 
a  report  made  by  a  competent  commission,  the 
Legislature  would  be  enabled  to  act  intelligently 
upon  toe  subject. 

In  regard  to  the  regulation  of  tbe  business  in 
this  city,  we  have  already  shown  that  additional 
power  is  needed  from  the  Legislature.  The  local 
Bo^rd  of  Health  should  have  authority  to  regulate 
tbe  sale  of  meat  and  vegetables  throughout  the 
city,  whether  from  private  market-houses,  small 
stores  or  wagons.  The  Board,  or  the  Mayor,  should 
have  authority  to  appoint  a  number  of  inspectors 
of  markets  with  power  to  seize  and  d^.-troy  un- 
wholesome meat  or  vegetables  exposed  for  sale. 

To  provide  for  the  efficient  exercise  of  such  au- 
thority after  it  has  been  granted,  the  organization 
of  the  Board  of  Health  should  be  entirely  changed. 
This  is  a  matter  within  tn»  control  of  the  City 
Council,  without  additional  legislation  on  the 
part  of  Hie  State.  The  fortieth  section  of 
the  City  Charter  provides  that  'all  the 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  City 
Council,  or  iu  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Alder 
men,  relative  to  the  public  health  and  the 
quarantine  ol  vesst  Is,  shall  continue  to  be  vested 
in  the  City  Council,  to  be  carried  into  execution 
by  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  health  com- 
missioner-; or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  health, 
cleanliness,  comfort,  and  oroer  of  the  city  may  in 


their  judgment  require,  subject  to  such  alterations 
as  the  Legislature  may  from  time  to  time  adopt, 
The  powers  and  duties  above  named  may  be  exer- 
cised and  carried  into  effect  by  the  City  Council 
in  any  manner  which  they  may  prescribe,  or 
through  the  agency  of  any  persons' to  whom  they 
may  delegate  the  same,  notwithstanding  a  person- 
al exercise  or  the  same  collectively  or  individual- 
ly, is  prescribed  by  previous  legislation  ;  ana  the 
City  Council  may  constitute  either  branch,  or  any 
committee  of  their  numoer,  whether  joint  or  sep- 
arate, the  Board  of  Health,  for  all  or  for  particular 
purposes.' 

By  an  ordinance  of  the  City  Council,  all  the 
powers  of  aboard  of  health  are  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Aldermen.  The  iecent  additions  to  the 
territory  and  tue  increase  of  population,  have 
made  the  exercise  of  Wiose  powers  a  matter  of  the 
first  importance  >n  this  city.  It  can  hardly  be 
expected  that  the  same  organization  which  per- 
formed the  work  thirty  years  ago  in  a,  city  contain- 
ing a  population  of  !«,000,  is  equal  to  the  satisfac- 
tory perfotmance  of  it  in  a  citv  containing  a 
population  of  25(1.000.  The  duties  of  the  Health 
Department  increase  of  course,  in  greater  propor- 
tion than  rhe  increase  in  population.  It  is  only 
when  the  neces-ity  arises  of  providing  accommo- 
dations for  a  large  number  of  persons  in  a  limited 
space,  that  tne  powers  of  a  board  of  health  are 
called  into  active  exercise,  and  their  proper  per- 
formance become^  a  matter  of  supreme  impor- 
tance to  the  wbi  le  community. 

The  judicious  exercise  of  niany  of  the  duties  de- 
volving upon  such  a  board  under  the  statutes  of 
the  Commonwealth  requires  peculiar  qualifica- 
tions, whiob  are  possessed  only  by  those  who  be- 
long io  certain  professions.  The  members  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  selected  without  regard  to 
their  qualifications  tor  the  discharge  of  these  par- 
ticular duties,  and  burdened  with  the  numerous 
other  duties  connected  with  carrying  on  the  (iov- 
erniuent,  are  not,  at  all  times,  in  a  position  to  act 
with  the  promptness  and  efficiency  necessary  to 
preserve  the  public  health.  It  appears  to  the 
committee  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  a 
chauge  in  the  administration  ot  tbe  Health  De- 
partment cannot  with  safety  be  longer  delayed. 

They  are,  therefore,  prepared  to  recommend 
that  a  board,  composed  of  at  least  five  persons, 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  and  confirmed  by  the 
City  Council,  to  hold  office  for  a  term  of  years — 
one  or  two  to  be  appointed  each  year;  that  two 
members  of  the  Board  be  physicians  in  good 
standing,  and  one  a  member  of  the  Suffolk  Bar; 
that  the  board  have  authority  to  appoint  the  City 
Physician,  and  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers 
conferren  by  statute  or  ordinance  on  tue  Board  of 
Health  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

There  are,  undoubtedly,  many  citizens  well  qual- 
ified for  the  office  who  would  gladly  serve  the  city 
without  compensation.  The  service,  however,  is 
of  such  a  peculiar  character,  requiring  the  atten« 
tion  of  active  professional  men,  that  it  might  be 
well  to  allow  a  reasonable  compensation  for  time 
actually  employed  in  attending  to  the  duties  of  the 
board.  Without  attempting,  at  this  rime,  to  pass 
upon  the  details  or  the  organization,  the  commit- 
tee would  recommend  that  the  draft  of  an  ordi- 
nance should  be  prepared  aud  submitted  to  tbe 
consideration  of  the  City  Council. 

To  carry  out  the  several  recommendations  made 
in  the  foregoing  report,  the  committee  would  re- 
spectfully recommend  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying orders.

.  AI'EES  FROM  THE   BOARD  OK    ALDEHMEi!. 

The  petitions  of  F.  il.  Federben  aud  others, 
Bradford  &  Young,  and  of  Charles  McCarthy,  the 
communication  ot  F.  Eissfeidr,,  relating  to  the 
management  of  the  t  ub'ic  Library,  and  the  re- 
quest of  the  School  Committee  tor  "an  appropria- 
tion f.»r  evening  drawing-schools,  were  severally 
referred,  in  concurrence.

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  stated  that  theie  was  one.

and  that  was  the  police,  who  did  efficient  service 
on  the  occasion.  He  moved  to  add  the  Boston 
Police  to  the  other  bodies  to  whom  thanks  were 
given. 

Sir.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  should  be  the  last 
person  to  deny  to  the  notice  any  thai  ks  vvlicb 
may  beuus  to  them,  but  this  appeared  to  be  mix- 
ing up  t  hirgs.  '1  he  no  ice  were  (>aid  for  the  duties 
which  they  performed  on  the  occasion,  while  the 
other  bodies  included  in  the  order  cave  their  ser- 
vices gratuitously.

Ordered,  That  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Broadway  Bridge  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  S1200 
per  annum,  payable  mouthly,  beginning  at  such 
time  as  the  Committee  on  Bridges  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  may  designate;  also  that  the  salary  of 
the  Kiist  Assistant  Superintendent  of  said  bridge 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  5800  per  annum,  and  the 
salaries  of  the  second  and  third  assistants  at  the 
rate  of  $600  each  per  annum;  the  salaries  of  all 
said  assistants  to  be  payable  monthly,  and  to 
begin  at  such  time  as  the  Committee  on  Bridges 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  designate. 

The  order  was  read  once,  and  -Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward 
7  moved  a  suspension  of  the  rules  for  its  passage, 
stating  that  these  officers  wanted  their  pay,  hav- 
ing been  in  service  several  months. 

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  0  objected  to  a  suspension  of 
the  rules,  on  account  of  the  absence  of  a  member 
who  wished  to  discuss  the  order. 

Mr.  Yannevar  moved  to  lay  the  order  on  the 
table. 

.Mr.  Fl-nii  stated  that  the  order  had  been  dis- 
cussed and  recommitted,  and  delayed  for  months, 
and  Mr.  Adams  had  had  an  opportunity  to  discuss 
it. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vannever,  the  order  was  laid 
on  the  table,  to  be  taken  up  later  in  the  evening. 

Mr.  Yannevar,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the  Sealers  of 
\^  eights  and  Measures  aud  assistants  to  said  seal- 
ers lor  an  increase  of  their  salaries,  made  a  report 
recommending  the  passage  Of  the  accompanying 
order: 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  the  Sealers  of 
Weights  and  .Measures  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  $2000 
each  per  annum, beginning  Oct.  i,  is7i;  also  that 
the  salaries  of  the  two  assistants  to  sail  sealers 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  S800  each  per  annum, bi  gin- 
ning Oct.  1,  1871.

ORDERS. 

Mr.  Dolan  of  Ward  13  offered  the  following  or- 
der, which  was  read  once: 

ordered.  That  tbe  Joint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  street  District  be  authorized  to  con- 
tract with  .Messrs.  Clapp  &  Ballou,  the  lowest 
bidders,  lor  builuing  a  retaining  wall  on  the 
northerly  side  of  Castle  street;  tbe  expense  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Suffolk  Street 
District. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5, 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
George  W.  Bird  the  sum  of  $100,  for  injuries  re- 
ceived while  in  the  discharge  of  bis  duties  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department;  the  same 
to  be  charged  to  tbe  appropriation  lor  Fire  De- 
partment. 

Tbe  order  was  passed,  under  suspension  of  the 
rules.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12,  the  report 
and  order  authorizing  aii  expenditure  ot  $50,000 
in  providing  a  workshop,  chapel,  and  additional 
sleeping  accommodations  for  temporary  useatthe 
House  of  Correction,  to  be  made  with  a  view  to 
the  removal  of  said  hou=e  to  some  other  locality  ; 
said  sum  to  be  transferred  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  "Home  for  the  Poor."  (City  Doc.  No.  62.) 
were  taken  from  the  table  and  assigned  for  consid- 
eration on  Thursday  evening  next  at  8  o'clock 

.Mr,  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  moved  to  take  from  the 
table  the  report  and  order  to  enlarge  and  repair 
the  old  Almshouse  at  the  Highlands  as  »  home  for 
the  poor,  and  the  reports  of  ihe  Committee  on 
Public  Institutions  on  tbe  pians  of  the  new  Hos- 
pital fur  the  Insane,  and  assign  them  for  consider- 
ation on  Thursday  evening  next  at  8  o'clock. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  objected,  an  assignment 
for  that  hour  relating  to  the  House  of  Correction 
having  already  been  adopted. 

The  reports  were  takeu  up  and  an  amendment 
moved  to  make  the  hour  %y„  o'clock. 

Air.  Bobbins  contended  that  the  three  measures 
were  inseparable,  the  committee  having  given  in- 
formation relating  to  three  points,  and  they  should 
be  discussed  together. 

Mr.  Woods  urged  that  the  measures  should  be 
acted  upon  one  at  a  time. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  believed  it  would  be 
embarrassing  io  assign  them  all  to  the  same  hour, 
but  could  see  no  objection  to  discussing  all  the 
measures  at  the  same  time. 

The  amendment  was  carried,  and  the  assign- 
ment ordered  at  8^  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Mr.~t  landers  of  Ward  5,  the  com- 
munication from  Directors  for  Public  Institutions, 
transmitting  information  in  relation  to  said  insti- 
tutions, (Ptiuted  City  Doc.  N«.  70,  1871,)  and  com- 
munication from  Samuel  C.  Cobb,  a  memoe.r  of 
the  Board  of  said  Directors,  dissenting-  from  the 
opinions  expressed  in  the  communication  of  the 
majority  as  aforesaid,  (Printed  City  Doc.  No.  77, 
1871,)  were  taken  from  the  table  and  ordered  to  be 
sent  up. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10,  the  order 
for  the  conveyance  to  William  H.  Bordman  of  a 
I  ai  el  ol  land  on  Sturgis  street  adjoining  hi*  es- 
tate, also  a  parcel  of  land  on  Wendell  street  ad- 
joining  his  estate,  discontinued  by  ihe  Street  Com- 
missioners, was  taken  from  the  table. 

Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  moved  to  strike  out  from 
the  oraer  so  much  as  relates  to  Wendell  street. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  asked  for  the  reasons  for 
tbe  amendment,  and  stated  that  as  he  understood 
the  order,  the  Street  Commissioners  bad  laid  out 
the  street  on  a  new  line,  discontinuing  a  portion 
of  the  street  which  had  been  taken  from  Wm.  H. 
Bordman,  which  they  bail  given  back  to  him.  It 
was  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  that  the  title 
of  Mr.  Bordman  to  the  land  was  good,  and  that  he 


could  .hold  it  whether  it  was  returned  to  him  or 
not. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  referred  to  the  action  of 
ihe  City  Council  at  the  close  of  the  last  year  ID 
laying  out  the  stieet,  when  Mr.  Bordman  was  or- 
dered to  remove  all  obstructions  from  the  line  of 
layiigoutby  the  15th  of  April.  Near  a  year  has 
passed  and  the  obstructions  have  not  been  re- 
moved, Mr.  Bordman  having  defied  the  city,  and 
now  by  bullying  and  various  other  means  lie  has 
got  the  Street  Commissioners  to  change  the  line, 
and  to  convey  tie  land  discontinued  to  him.  By 
this  change  of  Hue  it  will  make  a  sharp  bend  to  the 
street.  The  line  can  be  changed  on  the  other  side 
of  the  street,  au  I  the  owner  abutting  will  pay  $20 
a  foot  for  the  laud  not  wanted  for  tbe  stieet. 

so  fir  as  related  to  the  ooiniou  of  the  City  So- 
licitor, he  did  not  beiieve  that  .Mr.  Bordman  could 
have  any  title  to  the  land  until  the  city  pave  it  to 
him,  for  the  land  vvv.s  now  owned  by  the  city.  He 
did  not  see  how  Mr;  Bordman  could  have  any  title, 
and  lie  did  not  like  to  see  the  city  defied  and  the 
stieet  spoiled  pet  mnnently  by  the  proposed  change 
in  tbe  line.  The  amendment  he  thought  to  be 
good,  and  should   Le  adopted. 

Mi.  Hull  of  Ward  4  spoke  of  the  question  of  lay- 
ing out  this  street  as  oiiguiating  a  long  contro- 
versy between  .Mr.  Bordman  and  other  par. ies on 
Broad  street.  Mr.  Bordman  owned  a  long  block 
of  buildings  wbich  he  refused  to  let,  much  to  the 
injury  of  his  neighbors,  and  this  block  was  cut 
off.  This  order  would  give  him  possession  of  a 
parcel  oi  land  which  would  injure  the  new  street. 
To  allow  members  of  the  Council  an  opportunity 
to  see  the  premises,  he  asked  that  tue  subject  be 
laid  over  one;  week. 

The  order  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  subse- 
quently an  order  was  passed  that  tbe  members  of 
tbe  Council  be  notified  to  visit  tbe  street  on  Thurs- 
day afternoon  next,  at  4  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  .\i  r.  Kmery  of  Ward  10,  the  orders 
to  pay  Thomas  Oaflielu  $2000  for  32,450  square  feet 
of  land  between  stony  Brook  and  the  Boston  & 
Providence  Katlroad,'the  city  to  pay  all  sums  for 
betienneut  on  said  lot  on  account  of  improving 
Stony  Brr.ok,  and  for  a  transfer  of  said  sum  from 
the  Tteserved  luiud,  were  taken  from  the  table. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  inquired  the  purpose  of 
the  purcnase  of  tbe  land. 

Mr.  Emery  stated  that  there  were  32.000  feet  of 
land  which  Mr.  Gafbeid  had  offered  to  the  city  for 
six  cents  per  foot.  He  would  ne  glad  now  should 
the  city  not  take  it.  The  land  will  so  tue  time  be 
necessary  tor  the  purchase  by  the  city,  and  was 
offered  some  months  ago  wbrn  tbe  agreement  was 
made.  If  rejected  now  it  cannot  be  had  for 
double  what  it  is  now  offered  tor. 

An  explanation  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Sewers  was  lead,  to  the  effect  that  the  necessity 
for  inclosing  Stony  Brook  in  a  new  channel  had 
been  discussed  by  the  Committee  on  Sewers  for 
some  months,  and  an  arrangement  had  been  made 
for  a  commencement  of  the  work,  Mr  Oaffield,  a 
petitioner,  offered  to  give  land  for  a  new  channel, 
and  to  sell  additional  parcels  at  ten  cents  a  foot, 
raalfing  an  average  of  G%  cents  a  foot  for  about 
33,000,  amounting  to  $2000.  Since  (Baking  tbe 
otf'er  he  had  sold  some  of  bis  land  for  twentv-eight 
cents  •->  foot,  and  be  bad  been  offered  the  same  lor 
tnis.  It  was  expedient  that  the  purchase  should  be 
made  and  that  the  bargain  should  be  closed  for 
the  work  of  making  1000  feet  of  new  channel. 

Mr.  Bowe  of  Ward  10  said  be  could  not  see  any 
objection  to  the  purchase.  .Mr.  Cattield  had  sold 
some  oi'  his  land  at  a  much  higher  price,  and  could 
have  sold  th-s  now  offered  at  a  better  price,  but 
proposes  to  keep  his  agreement  with  tbe  city.  At 
some  future  time,  should  the  purchase  not  be 
made,  it  will  cost  more  than  $200C  for  the  right  of 
way  to  lav  this  Stony  Brook  sewer. 

Mr.  Bickford  of  Ward  15  said  he  knew  some- 
thing of  this  land  and  could  not  see  the  benefit  of 
the  purchase.  It  canuot  be  told  what  course  the 
mook  may  take  in  laying  out  this  sewer,  and  the 
Providence  Railroad  cuts  it  off  from  all  access  to 
it.  It  woulo  be  but  a  narrow  strip  and  the  city 
could  have  no  contro'  over  it.  It  was  nothing  but 
a  swamp-ho'.e  and  was  not  worth  threeor  live  cents 
a  foot. 

.Mi.  Bowe  believed  gentlemen  misapprehended 
the  importance  of  this  purchase.  In  a  conversa- 
tion with  the  engineer  on  this  work  on  the  part  of 
West  Boxbury,  be  was  assured  that  the  sewer  had 
got  to  go  through  this  land.  If  .Mr.  .McBuiney 
owned  on  one  sicie  and  the  railroad  company  oil 
the  other,  it  was  necessarv  t  >  tbe  city,  and  sonic- 
time  there  would   be  a  street  across.    Kveu  at  a 
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larger  price  this  land  would  be  of  groat  benefit  for 
gewer  [imposes,  and  as  land  it  would  be  worth 
something,  for  it  was  close  to  a  railroad  depot. 

Mr.  Bickford  said  he  did  not  know  where  a  street 
could  be  run  to  benefit  this  land. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  stated  that  the  order  was 
laid  on  the  table  at  his  request.  M  .  Bradley, 
Superintendent  of  Siwers,  had  explained  to  him 
the  necessity  for  this  purchase,  and  that  Mr.  (Jaf- 
licld  ottered  the  land  for  less  than  be  could  now 
get  tor  it.  There  was  no  misrepresentation  in  re- 
gard to  it,  and  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  50  to  3,  and  a 
reconsideration  was  moved  and  lost. 

SALARIES    OF     BROADWAV  BRIDGE    SUPERINTEND- 
ENTS. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8,  the  re- 
port and  order  establishing  the  salaries  of  super- 
intendent of  Broadway  Budge  and  his  assistants, 
was  taken  from  the  table  and  considered. 

Mr.  Adams  of  Ward  12  ottered  the  following  or- 
der as  a  substitute: 

ordered,  That  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Broadway  Bridge  shall  lie  at  the  rate  of 
§3200  per  annum;  the  said  compensation  to  be  in 
full  for  his  services  and  the  services  of  such  as- 
sistants as  he  may  employ. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  suppo/t  of  the  substitute,  stated 
that  all  of  the  rest  of  the  superintendents  of 
budges  are  paid  a  salary  and  hire  their  own  help- 
The  superintendent  has  trouble  with  his  assis- 
tants, aud  if  he  does  not  hire  them,  he  lias  no 
authority  over  them. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  bad  no  objection  to 
the  amount  to  be  paid  for  salaries,  but  under  the 
substitute  it  was  not  so  much  the  control  of  the 
assistants  as  to  take  care  of  the  salaries.  The  care 
of  the  bridge  was  of  great  importance,  and  the  sal- 
aries should  be  such  as  to  require  the  assistants  to 
be  there  at  all  times.  The  salaries  to  be  paid  are 
much  higher  than  for  the  Aiouut  Washington  Ave- 
nue Bridge,  through  which  more  vessels  pass,  and 
but  two  men  were  employed,  and  more  than  for 
the  Dover  Street  Bridge,  and  he  feared  that  the 
control  of  the  salaries  by  the  superintendent 
would  be  to  do  away  with  some  of  the  employes. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  do  away  with  any  help, 
and  a  cheaper  class  might  be  employed,  lithe 
gentleman\vould  embody  in  the  amendment  the 
rate  of  pay  for  the  three  assistants,  he  would  agree 
to  it. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  said  if  there  was  to  be 
but  one  head  in  the  superintendence  of  the  bridge 
he  hoped  it  would  pass.  In  regard  to  the  number 
of  assistants  there  would  be  no  trouble. 

Mr.  Locke  of  Ward  12  spoke  of  She  competency 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  bridge,  who  had  been 
in  the  employment  of  the  Government  as  an  engi- 
neer, and  employed  on  a  steamship  runuing  to 
Kurope.  If  he  understood  the  matter,  the  party 
employed  as  an  engineer  at  the  bridge  was  not 
competent  and  should  lie  directed. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  objected  to  the  system  of 
paying  the  superintendent  in  a  lump,  which  he 
tuought  there  was  no  reason  for  any  more  than 
there  would  be  to  hire  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
let  him  run  the  whole  force  and  pay  for  it.  He 
would  not  give  all  ot  the  salary  to  the  superin- 
tendent, who  might  hire  poor  help.  If  the  engi- 
neer was  uot  competent  the  Committee  on  Bridges 
could  discharge  him. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  could  not  see  the 
force  of  the  comparison.  The  superintendent 
should  have  so  much  and  hire  his  own  help,  then 
he  would  be  responsible  for  the  work  to  be  done. 
Mr.  Brooks  ot  Waid  1  advocated  the  report  of 
the  committee.  The  Committee  on  Bridges  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  should  virtually  have  charge 
of  the  bridge,  and  they  should  hire  an  engineer, 
for  the  whole  matter  lies  m  their  hands. 
Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  could  see  no  reason  for  the 


superintendent  to  hire  all  help  anv  more  than  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Tire  Department  should  do 
so.  He  did  not  consider  the  engineer  of  so  much 
importance,  for  it  required  very  little  skill  to  run 
a  hot-air  engine. 

Mr.  Adams  of  Ward  12  said  there  was  this  reason 
why  the  substitute  should  pass — that  the  engineer 
was  down  below  whi.e  the  superintendent  was  on 
the  bridge,  and  the  engineer  had  allowed  two  ves- 
sels to  pass  the  draw  at  a  time,  against  the  orders 
of  the  superintendent,  who  now  had  no  control 
over  him.  He  should  have  the  power  to  make  the 
assistants  do  what  he  wants  them  to.  He  was 
willing  to  accept  the  amendment  of  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  7. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7,  in  view  of  the  impoit- 
anoe  of  the  matter,  moved  that  it  be  laid  over  one 
week,  and  assigned  to  Thursday  evening  next,  IX 
o'clock.    Lost— 15  to  28. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  amend- 
ment ot  Sir.  Flynn,  by  adding  to  the  end  of  the 
substitute  order:  "Provided  that  he  shall  employ 
one  engineer,  whose  salary  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
$800  per  annum  ;  also  two  assistants,  whose  sala- 
ries shall  be  $600  each  per  annum." 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  said  he  could  not  see  that 
it  makes  any  difference,  so  long  as  the  superinten- 
dent employs  competent  men. 

Mr.  Klynn  said  that  was  just  what  was  designed, 
that  it  should  not  be  left  to  the  superintendent  to 
hue  cheap  help. 

Mr.  Adams  said  if  thev  were  to  put  in  steam 
engines  thev  could  not  hire  a  competent  engineer 
at  $800  a  year.  The  committee  might  hire  an  en- 
gineer at  $000,  and  the  bridge  be  blown  up  the 
lirst  dav. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  believed  the  original  or- 
der to  be  the  most  appropriate.  The  Committee 
on  Bridges  were  the  proper  persons  to  control  toe 
bridge  and  to  hire  proper  persons  to  work  it, 
while  they  should  confer  power  on  the  superin- 
tendent to  discharge  assistants  who  do  not  do 
their  duty. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  hoped  the  amend- 
ments would  not  prevail,  and  that  the  substitute 
would  be  passed.  There  was  no  reason  why  this 
bridge  should  be  managed  differently  from  others, 
and  he  could  not  see  why  it  should  be  managed 
differently.  Admit  that  it  may  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Committee  on  Bridges,  there  was  not  a 
single  reason  why  this  superintendent  was  not  tit 
to  take  care  of  and  employ  the  men  who  assist 
him.  If  it  was  determined  to  change  the  practice, 
then  do  so,  but  this  case  should  not  be  singled 
out.  The  secret  of  success  in  any  matter  of  this 
kind  is  that  the  superintendent  has  charge  of 
his  assistants.  If  he  has  not,  aud  the  assistant 
does  not  like  an  order,  he  runs  to  the  Committee 
on  Bridges.  If  the  superintendent  is  not  compe- 
tent to  take  charge  of  his  men,  then  discharge 
him. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  it  looked  as  though 
the  "cat  in  the  meal"  was,  that  the  superintend- 
ent did  not  like  the  salary,  and  wishes  to  have 
cheap  help ;  to  crowd  out  the  salary  of  the  assist- 
ants, was  where  the  cat  showed  herself. 

Mr.  Dickinsou  inquired  why  the  same  charge 
was  not  made  against  the  superintendents  of  all 
the  bridges. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  said  it  should  be  deter- 
mined who  is  superintendent  and  who  is  to  obey. 
The  amendment  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  7 
was  just  right.  The  assistants  should  obey  orders, 
and  he  was  surprised  at  the  statement  that  the 
engineer  allowed  two  vessels  to  pass  the  draw  at 
the  same  time.  The  amendment  gave  all  that 
they  should  reach  after,  and  he  hoped  it  would 
pass. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  substitute 
as  amended  was  passed.

The  order  adopted  by  you  requesting  the  "Co- 
chituate  Water  Board  to  report  to  the  City  Council 
whether  in  their  judgment  Lake  Cochituate  is 
sufficient  as  a  source  of  supply  for  pure  water  for 
the  present  limits  of  this  city,  and  if  not  deemed 
sufficient,  that  said  Board  suggest  to  the  City 
Council  what  measures  had  best  be  taken  to  in- 
crease the  source  of  supply,"  has  been  received 
and  duly  considered. 

The  Cochituate  W  ater  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  Lake  Cochituate  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the 
supply  of  the  city  for  any  great  length  of  time,  and 
believe  it  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the  city  to  as- 
certain from  what  source  an  additional  supply  can 
be  obtained,  and  for  that  purpose  this  Board  would 
respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  to 
defray  the  expense  of  making  surveys  of  the  vari- 
ous sources  of  supply,  and  obtaining  such  infor- 
mation as  will  lead  to  the  most  intelligent  action 
upon  the  subject.

ENTERTAINMENT     OF     THE     PRESIDENT     OF     THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

Alderman  Little  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  joint  special  committee  to 
whom  were  referred  the  communications  relating 
to  tbe  laying  ol  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Post 
Office  building,  be  authorized  to  make  suitable 
arrangements  lor  the  reception  and  entertainment 
of  the  President  of  the  United  Statf  s,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Cabinet,  and  other  distinguished  vis- 
itors; the  expense  attending  the  same  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Incidental  Ex- 
penses. 

The  order  being  on  its  passage,  Alderman  Cow- 
din  inquired  if  the  amount  of  expenditure  neces- 
sary could  not  be  fixed  in  the  order. 

Alderman  Little  replied  that  "it  was  imposiole 
lor  the  committee  to  tell  what  the  expense  may 
be.  They  would  endeavor  to  keen  the  amount  as 
low  as  the  occasion  will  warrant. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  hoped  the  provision 
made  by  the  committee  would  be  a  credit  to  the 
city,  but  it  "was  customary  in  such  cases  to  fix 
upon  some  amount,  as  a  limit,  and  it  might  be  at 
$•20,000  or  less.  He  would  rather  vote  for  $25,00() 
than  not  have  the  reception  a  creditable  one,  and 
whiie  he  had  full  confidence  in  the  committee,  he 
desired  to  vote  for  some  fixed  sum. 

Alderman  White  said  he  belieyed  tbe  order  was 
just  what  it  should  be.  Thej  had  a  good  commit- 
tee and  might  feel  assured  that  not  a  dollar  would 
be  expended  more  than  was  necessary.  Where  a 
committee  had  full  swing,  they  were  more  careful 
than  they  would  be  otherwise. '  He  hoped  it  would 
pass  just  as  it  was. 

Alderman  Little  said  the  committee  could  not 
even  guess  at  the  amount.  It  was  not  known  how 
many  would  accept  the  invitation  of  the  city  to  be 
its  guests,  nor  how  loug  they  might  remain  here, 
and  it  could  not  be  kuown  for  ten  days.  Under 
the  circumstances  they  could  not  make  an  approx- 
imate tstimate.  The  expenditure  would  not  be  *o 
large  as  to  frighten  the  Board,  and  while  every- 
thing would  be  done  for  the  credit  of  the  city,  no 
more  would  be  expended  than  will  tie  required. 

Alderman  Woolley  was  of  the  belief  that  no  sum 
could  oe  specified,  and  that  the  expenditure  must 
be  left  to  the  best  judgment  of  the  committee.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  tell  how  many  guests  we 
may  have,  and  of  course  not  possible  to  estimate 
tbe' necessary  expenditure. 

Alderman  oswdin  repeated  that  he  had  the  full- 
est confidence  in  the  integrity  and  ability  of  the 
committee,  ye4"  as  it  was  a  custom  to  limit  the 
amount  to  be  expended,  he  hoped  the  custom 
would  lie  followed.  It  should  be  fixed  rot  to  ex- 
ceed a  certain  sum.  No  harm  could  be  done,  and 
if  the  amount  was  large  enough,  the  committee 
would  not  be  obliged"  to  expend  it  all.  He  was 
willing  to  vote  for  .ip'i5,000,  and  was  not  tenacious 
about  the  sum.  There  should  be  no  fear  about  fix- 
ing a  limit. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  believed  in  fixing  some 
limit  to  the  amount,  ft  should  be  made  tnough, 
not  to  exceed  a  certain  sum. 

Alderman  Little  further  stated  that  no  estimate 
could  be  made,  for  it  was  not  known  how  many 
guests  there  would  be  nor  how  loug  they  would 
remain  here.  He  would  remind  the  Alderman  on 
his  left  that  in  providing  for  a.  recent  celebration 
he  was  obliged  to  come  to  the  City  Council  for  an 


additional  appropriation,  although  he  had  a  better 
opportunity  to  ascertain  how  much  the  expense 
might  be.  Should  tbe  sum  be  too  low  in  this  case, 
it  would  not  be  pleasant  to  find  it  all  expended  by 
Monday  morning.  No  orae  disliked  more  than 
himself  to  expend  money  unnecessarily,  and  w-hile 
it  would  be  Impossible  to  come  at  the  ameunt  re- 
quired, they  might  lie  assured  the  expenditure 
would  be  made  as  low  as  possible. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  bad  all  confidence  in 
the  chairman,  but  the  committee  might  get  him 
into  a  dilemma,  from  which  he  might  pray  to  be 
delivered.  The  commirtee  might  determine  the 
expense  somewhat  from  the  invitations  extended, 
and  if  they  could  make  an  approximate  estimate 
he  would  readily  assent  to  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  amend  tbe  order, 
bv  providing  that  the  expense  shall  not  exceed 
$25,000. 

The  amendment  was  lost,  by  a  vote  of  3  to  5 — Al- 
dermen Cowdin,  Kicker  and  Cutler  in  favor:  Al- 
dermen Little,  1'ope,  Woolley,  Talbot  and  White 
against. 

The  order,  unamended,  was  passed. 

REDUCTION  OF  FERRY    TOLLS. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cowdin, 

Ordered,  That  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1871,  the  rate  of  toll  for  foot  passengers  on 
the  East  Boston  terries  shall  be  one  cent  for  a  sin- 
gle ticket  and  seventy-five  cents  for  a  package  of 
one  hundred  tickets/ 

The  oroer  was  briefly  advocated  by  Alderman 
Cowdin,  as  a  measure  of  relief  to  the  poorer 
classes  of  East  Boston. 

On  motion  of  \lderman  Kicker,  the  report  and 
orders  to  construct  a  bell-tower  on  the  Eliot 
Schoolhouse  and  to  place  a  bell  thereon  for  fire- 
alarm  purposes,  at  an  expense  of  $1900  for  the 
tower  and  #2400  for  alarm  apparatus,  were  taken 
from  the  table  and  considered. 

Alderman  Kicker  moved  to  substitute  the  Han- 
cock for  the  Eliot  Schoolhouse,  and  stated  that 
the  firemen  and  assistant  engineers  preferred  the 
alarm  to  be  on  the  Hancock  Schoolhouse,  as  the 
best  place  from  which  to  give  an  alarm.  There 
were  two  feenle  alarm-bells  in  that  section  of  the 
city,  quite  uncertain  in  their  being  heard  amid  the 
noise  of  the  streets. 

Alderman  Cutter  moved  that  tbe  ordeis  be  laid 
on  the  table,  that  he  might  ascertaiu  the  necessity 
for  the  proposed  expenditure. 

Alderman  Woolley  stated  that  one  of  the  alarms 
was  on  the  ['arknian  Church,  and  it  was  more  de- 
sirable to  have  it  where  it  could  be  accessible  at 
all  times.  The  Superintendent  snould  have  the 
opportunity  at,  ail  times  to  visit  it,  which  cannot 
always  be  done  in  a  church  locked  up  and  the  sex- 
ton not  to  be  found.  It  was  proposed  to  take  the 
apparatus  from  two  bells  and  attach  it  to  one, 
where  it  will  be  more  serviceable. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  ne  did  not  believe  in  hav- 
ing alarm-bells  on  schoolhouses  except  when  it 
was  necessary.  The  church  spires  were  much 
better,  and  he*  did  not  think  there  was  any  diffi- 
culty in  getting  access  to  the  apparatus  in  the 
churches.  The  committee  had  ascertained  that  it 
would  be  better" on  the  Hancock  than  on  the  Eliot 
Schoolhbuse,  where  the  teachers  did  not  desire  it, 
and  where  it  was  not  needed.  It  was  a  damage  to 
schoolhouses  to  have  the  schools  disturbed  by  the 
alarm  over  them.  VVhen  it  was  proposed  to  put 
this  on  the  Eliot  Schoolhouse  he  went  to  ascer- 
tain the  necessity  for  it,  and  he  would  like  to  visit 
the  section  proposed  before  voting  for  the  order. 

Alderman  Kicker,  as  chairman  of  the  Eliot 
school  District,  did  not  find  any  opposition  to 
placing  the  bell  on  that  schoolhouse,  but  he  was 
assured  by  the  master  that  he  was  sorry  that  it 
was  proposed  to  change  the  location. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  had  been  assured  by 
teachers  of  the  Eliot  School  that  they  were  opposed 
to  placing  the  bell  on  that  schoolhouse. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  the  taxpayers  and 
engineers  of  the  Eire  Department  in  tnat  section 
of  the  city  had  asked  for  this  measure.  As  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Alarms,  he  bad 
acted  from  his  best  judgmeut,  and  not  for  the 
sake  of  spending  money. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  had  taken  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Committee  in  auothcr  case  at  South 
Boston,  and  had  had  occasion  to  repent  it.  He 
did  not  propose  to  vote  for  anymore  changes  of 
that  sort  without  examining  for  himself 

Alderman  Woolley  replied  that  in  relation  to  the 
ease  referred  to,  tbe  firemen  formerly  complained 
that  they  could  not  hear  the  alarm  sufficiently  to 
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bring  out  their  whole  company,  but  now  they  had 
not  that  difficulty. 

A  motion  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  was  lost, 
three  to  six— Aldermen  Cutter,  Jenkins  and  Pope 
in  favor,  Aldermen  Kicker,  YVoolley,  Talbot,  Lit- 
tle. (Jowdin,  and  White,  opposed. 

The  order  was  then  passed.

COLUMBUS  AVENUE    AND    PROVIDENCE     RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

Alderman  Jenkins  laid  before  the  Board  a  con- 
tract between  the  city  and  the  Boston  &  Provi- 
dence Railroad  Corporation,  under  the  order  re- 


lating to  the  purchase  of  property  for  the  exten- 
sion of  Colombo*  avenue,  with  orders  accompany- 
ing it.  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Joint  Standing  (  otnmittee  on  .streets,  be  au- 
thorized to  execute  in  the  name  and  l>ehaii  of  the 
city,  a  contract  with  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Railroad  corporation,  substantially  in  accordance 
with  the  draft  hereto  annexed. 

Ordered,  That  upon  the  execution  of  the  said 
contracts  as  above  provided,  then-  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  Corpo- 
ration the  sum  of  ?150,000,  with  interest  from  July 
1.  1870,  to  September  30;  said  amount  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  already  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

Alderman  Jenkins  stated  that  the  contract  was 
a  long  paper,  under  the  provisions  of  an  order 
which  had  been  passed  by  the  City  Council,  and 
in  accordance  with  those  provisions,  but  the  orders 
which  he  had  submitted  would  cover  the  action  nec- 
essary to  be  taken  ill  relation  to  it.  The  contract  had 
been  examined  and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  In 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  contract,  the 
railroad  company  propose  to  convey  such  portions 
of  the  land  purchased  wbieh  they  are  not  required 
t«  use,  while  makine  arrangements  for  a  new  de- 
pot, and  for  this  the  city  is  to  pay  them.  This 
amount  is  estimated  at  $150,000  in  value. 

Alderman  Cowdin  inquired  whether  it  was  un- 
derstood that  the  railroad  corporation  would 
not  give  a  deed  for  the  land  purchased  of  them 
until  the  sum  of  $150,000  was  paid,  and  still  con- 
tinue to  occupy  the  land. 

Alderman  Pope  said  he  did  not  see  whv  the  city 
should  pay  any  portion  of  the  purchase-money,  un- 
less it  was  to  get  possession  of  the  land,  tor  nothing 
could  be  done  in  the  construction  of  the  new  ave- 
nue until  the  depot  building  was  removed  out  of 
the  way. 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  in  making  the 
purchase  the  city  was  to  pay  for  that  portion  of  it 
which  was  turned  over  to  it.  In  this  purchase 
was  the  land  on  Madison  place,  upon  which  there 
were  many  dwelling-houses,  and  for  these  the  rail- 
road company  was  receiving  no  rent.  It  wa3  this 
portion  that  was  turned  over,  and  for  which  the 
payment  was  to  be  made.  When  it  is  in  posses- 
sion of  the  citv,  the  property  may  be  rented  to 
some  advantage. 

Alderman  Oibson  called  for  the  reading  of  the 
contract,  which  was  read. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  supposed  the  agree- 
ment was  correct,  having  been  examined  by  those 
who  thoroughly  understood  it,  but  it  appeared  to 
him  that  the  city  should  first  have  taken  action  in 
laying  out  Columbus  avenue. 

Alderman  JenVins,  in  answer,  said  the  reason 
why  the  street  was  not  laid  out  was  because  the 
Street  Commissioners  cou'id  not  lay  out  the  street 
until  the  fee  was  in  possession  of  the  city.  The 
matter  had  been  under  consideration  of  the  Mayor 
and  Street  Commissioners  tor  some  time,  had  been 
critically  examined,  and  it  was  believed  that  this 
was  the  only  course  to  be  pursued. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  see  that  any 
other  action  could  be  taken  than  in  the  passage  of 
the  orders. 

The  orders  were  read  the  second  time  and 
passed. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Jail,  to  whom  was  referred  the  requisition  of  John 
M.  Clark,  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  exam- 
ined by  Alfred  T.  Turner,  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
County  Accounts,  made  a  report  that  the  same 
ought  to  pa«s,  and  the  accounts  be  allowed.

Council  was  held  this  evening,  at  7}^  o'clock,  Mat- 
thias Rich,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE   BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitions  of  owners  of  steamboat  John  Ho- 
mer and  of  Engine  Company  No.  8  were  referred, 
in  concurrence. 

The  appointment  of  David  Chamherlin  as  In- 
spector ot  Buildings  was  approved  of,  in  concur- 
rence. 

The  reference  to  Committee  on  Water  of  a  com- 
munication from  the  Water  Board,  that  Lake  C<>- 
chituate  will  not  be  a  sufficient  source  of  supply 
'  of  water  for  the  city,  and  asking  an  appropriation 
of  $10,000  to  defray  the  expense  of  surveys  of  va- 
rious sources  of  supplies,  was  concurred  In. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  twice 
and  passed : 

Order,  That  $5491  lie  appropriated  to  pay  for  re- 
pairing Steam  Fire  Engines  (with  hose  carriages) 
Nos.  8^  and  17,  Horse  Hose  Carriages  Nos.  1,  6  and 
10,  Hook  and  Ladder  Carriage  No.  2,  and  two  sets 
of  new  wheels. 

Keport  and  order  authorizing  a  bell-tower  to  be 
placed  on  Engine  House  No.  15,  now  being  erected 
on  the  corner  of  Broadway  and  Dorchester  avenue. 

Order  to  pay  hills  of  October  draft. 

Order  to  pay  Volney  H.  Covell  $1500,  in  full  com- 
pensation fof  personal  injuries  received  by  him, 
Jan.  5,  1871,  on  account  of  the  defective  condition 
of  Marshall  street. 

Order.  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
be  authorized  ro  furnish  accommodations  for  the 
various  evening  schools,  and  to  provide  for  the 
care  and  custody  of  said  schools,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $3000. 

PROPOSED  STREET   IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  report  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  resolve 
and  ordjr  of  the  street  Commissioners  for  the 
widening  of  Dudley,  Stoughton,  Pleasant  and 
Commercial  streets,  also  recommenoing  the  pass- 
age of  an  order  for  a  loan  of  $150,000  to  defray  the 
expenses  thereof,  said  resolve  and  order  for  the 
widening  of  said  streets  as  in  Citv  Doc.  No.  68. 
being  under  consideration,  Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7 
moved  that  the  Council  non-concur  in  the  passage 
of  the  orders. 

In  answer  to  an  inquiry  of  Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7, 
Mr.  O'Brien  stated  that  his  objection  was  that  the 
Street  Commissioners  had  ordered  the  widening  of 
the  streets  on  the  wrong  side,  and  he  was  sure  that 
if  members  of  the  Council  were  familiar  with  the 
streets  named,  they  would  agree  with  him. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  stated  that  he  should 
like  to  see  plans  of  this  improvement,  for  he  had 
been  informed  ,:hat  the  proposed  widening  was  on 
the  wrong  side  of  the  street.  It  had  beeu  said 
also  by  persons  familiar  with  the  location,  that 
there  was  a  piece  of  property  which  it  would  be 
necessary  for  the  city  to  purchase.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances, *n  the  absence  of  any  further  infor- 
mation on  the  subject,  he  should  be  obliged  to  vote 
for  the  non-currence. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  16  said,  that  although  he 
lived  in  th£.t  ward,  he  was  not  familiar  with  ihe 
merits  of  the  case.  Heprtsumed,  however,  that 
the  Street  Commissioners  were  the  best  judges  of 
the  case  in  an  examination  of  die  subject,  and 
that  on  whichever  side  of  the  street  it  should  be 
proposed  to  make  the  widening,  there  would  be 
those  who  would  make  objections.  If  not  acted 
upon  to-night,  the  orders  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sioners will  take  effect  by  limitation. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flynh,  the  subject  was  laid  on 
the  table,  by  a  vote  of  22  to  19. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  the  orders 
were  subsequently  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Robbms  of  Ward  8  moved  that  the  Council 
non-concur  with  the  Board  of  Street  Commission- 
ers. 

Mr.  Soyward  wished  to  know  the  reasons  for  the 
motion. 

Mr,  Kobbins  said  he  had  understood  from  the 
gentleman,  (.hat  if  not  acted  upon,  the  orders  would 
take   effect   from    limitation.      He  did  not  know 


whether  it  was  so,  but  was  satisfied  that  members 
of  the  Council  were  not  prepared  to  vote  in  favor 
of  the  measure. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  in  favor  of 
non-concurrence  for  the  reasons  given  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  other  cases,  that  the  time  was  too 
short  for  the  consideration  of  such  important 
measures. 

A  motion  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table  was  lost, 
when  the  question  recurred  upon  tne  motion  of  Mr. 
Bobbins. 

The  motion  to  non-concur  in  the  order  of  the 
Street  Commissioners  was  declared  to  be  carried, 
was  doubted,  and  on  a  count  was  carried,  by  a  vote 
25  to  19. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  question  was  now  up- 
on concurring  with  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the 
passage  of  the  order  to  borrow  $150,000  for  carry- 
ing out  the  proposed  improvement ;  but  as  the 
Council  had  refused  to  concur  in  the  proposed 
widening,  the  question  was  whether  an  appropri- 
ation theietor  would  be  made. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  an  indefinite 
postponement  of  the  order,  which  was  carried,  by 
a  vote  of  19  to  19,  the  Chair  adding  his  vote  in  fa- 
vor of  the  motion. 

HOSPITALITIES  TO  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES. 

The  order  authorizing  suitable  arrangements  for 
the  reception  ot  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  members  of  the  Cabinet,  and  other  distin- 
guished visitors  who  may  attend  the  laying  of  the 
corner-stone  ol  the  new  Post-office  biiildirsr  was 
read  once,  and  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  for 
its  passage,  was  lost— ^2  to  19. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  lo  subsequently  moved  a  re- 
consideration of  the  vote  refusing  to  suspend  the 
rules  in  relation  to  the  above  order. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  wished  to  know  why 
there  was  haste  in  the  matter.  He  was  willing  to 
vote  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  order  tonight, 
if  necessary,  but  thought  there  was  time  enouph, 
for  the  ceremonies  proposed  would  not  be  until 
the  middle  of  the  next  month.  Besides,  as  he  un- 
aerstood  it,  there  was  no  sum  named  in  the  oruer 
and  no  limit  proposed  to  the  expenditure  by  the 
committee,  to  which  he  objected. 

It  had  been  stated  that  the  committee  found  it 
impossible  to  tell  how  much  it  would  cost.  While 
he  was  iu  favor  of  a  liberal  appropriation  for  a 
proper  reception  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  for  whom  he  had  as  high  an  opinion  as  any 
one,  he  thought  some  limit  should  be  fixed  upon 
by  the  committee.  If  it  was  necessary  to  vote  for 
$25,000  he  should  do  so,  should  good  reasons  be 
given  for  it. 

Mr.  Emery  stated  that  the  conumttep  for  the 
reception  of  the  President  had  been  appointed ; 
but  before  making  anv  provision  the  quesrion  was 
whether  they  should  have  any  money  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  for  that  reception.  If  the  gen- 
tleman had  no  confidence  in  the  committee  he  was 
willing  to  resign  and  let  him  have  his  place.  The 
committee  wished  the  appropriation  made,  that 
they  may  make  their  arraugemeuts  as  seen  as 
possible. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  not  on  the 
committee  and  did  not  know  when  the  ceremonies 
in  laying  the  corner-stone  were  to  take  place.  But 
he  thought  there  was  no  more  time  than  would  be 
necessary  to  make  preparations  for  the  occasion. 
He  remembered  that  a  while  ago  a  committee  was 
appointed  on  a  celebration  which  was  to  take 
place  five  years  hence. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  refusing  a  sus- 
pension of  the  rules  was  carried,  and  the  rules 
were  suspended. 

Mr.  Dickiuson  moved  to  strike  out  the  words 
'•Incidental  Expenses"  and  insert  the  sum  of  "not 
exceeding  $15,000."  In  support  of  the  motion,  he 
said  he  was  willing  to  vote  a  generous  sum  of 
money,  but  he  believed  there  should  be  some  limit 
to  the  expenditure,  in  an  allusion  to  a  committee 
on  which  he  was  placed  awhile  ago,  there  was  a 
limit  to  the  proposed  expenditure,  and  the  com- 
mittee came  back  with  an  unexpended  balance. 

The  policy  in  all  these  cases  should  he  to  fix 
some  limit  in  the  expenditures  of  public  money, 
and  if  it  should  happen  thaf  the  appropriation 
is  not  large  enough,  the  committee  may  come  to 
the  City  Council  and  get  an  additional  amount. 

The  motion  was  amended  on  suggestion  of  the 
Chair,  by  inserting  the  sum  named,  making  it 
chargeable  to  the  appropriation  forlncideutal  Ex- 
penses, as  it  stood  in  the  order. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  was  not  sure  but 
that  the  course  proposed  by  the  gentleman   from 
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Ward  11  would  lead  to  still  mora  loose  expendi- 
ture, I'm-  be  l:ad  s;i iij  ll  the  amount  should  not 
prove  to  lie  ci.ouuh,  nil  the  eoiiiiinttee  Would  haw 
to  do  would  be  to  (Mine  to  the  (nu.icil  lor  more, 
and  it  could  he  voted.  It  would  he  difficult  tor 
the  committee  to  determine  how  much  the  expense 
would  I c,  and  he  should  prefer  t  >  have  the  order 
pass  in  its  original  shape.  When  the  question 
upon  fixing  the  appropriation  for  the  Fouith  of 
Julv  was  under  consideration,  he  Was  in  I'axor  of 
fixing  a  limit,  for  the  City  Council  hail  had  experi- 
ence in  sui  h  matters,  and  could  tell  how  much  it 
would  co.-t. 

Mr.  stone  of  Hard  5  said  Congress  hid  fixed 
upon  ah  appropriation  as  a  salar>  of  the  Presi- 
dent, 425,000  a  year,  hut  tne  proposed  expendifuie 
was  out  of  all  proportion  to  that  sum.  In  a  con- 
versation with  memhers  of  the  committee,  they 
stated  that  they  believed  the  expense  would  not 
be  more  than  troiu  $5000  _o  ¥10,000. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10,  the  previ- 
ous question  was  ordered. 

The  (.hair  put  the  question  on  the  motion  to 
amend,  when  Mr.  Barker  called  lor  the  yeas  and 
nays. 

Air.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  raised  the  question  that 
no  new  motion  could  he  entertained,  the  previous 
question  having  been  ordered. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  call  for  the  yeas  and 
nays  was  in  order,  and  ihe  yeas  and  nays  were  or- 
dered on  the  motion  to  amend. 

The  motion  :o  amend  was  lost,  by  a  vore  of  22 
yeas  to  29  nays,  as  follows:

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  said  there  were  several 
gentlemen  about  him,  as  well  as  himself,  who  did 
not  uuderstai'd  this  subject,  and  to  give  them  time 
to  learn  something  about  it,  he  moved  to  lay  the 
contract  and  orders  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  stated  that  the  contract 
was  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  made  under 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  sometime  since.

The  special  assignment  for  8  o'clock  was  consid- 
ered, it  being  the  report  and  order  authorizing  au 
expenditure  of  $50,000  in  providing  a  workshop, 
chapel,  and  additional  sleeping  a<  coiuinodatious 
for  temporary  use  at  the  house  ot  Correction,  to 
be  made  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  said  House 
to  some  other  locality;  said  sum  to  be  transferred 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  "Borne  for  the 
Poor."     (City  Doc.  No.  62.) 

The  President  put  the  question  on  tbe  second 
reading  of  the  order,  and  a  doubt  was  raised, 
when,  a  count  being  made,  the  order  was  refused 
a,  second  reading. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  said  it  appeared  to  he 
the  impression  that  uiany  memtiersof  the  Council 
wished  further  information  on  the  subject,  and  he 
moved  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Chair  stared  that  the  Council  had  refused  a 
second  reading  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  there  appeared  to 
be  some  misunderstanding  of  tue  question,  and 
moved  a  recon-iieration  ot  the  vote  refusing  a 
second  reading  of  tbe  order,  for  he  did  not  sup- 
pose that  it  wasdesigned  nott»  consider  it  further.

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  said  he  did  not  vote  on 
the  question,  supposing  the  whole  subject  would 
be  open  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Smith  said  he  did  vote  undeistandingly  for 
the  rejection  ol  the  order,  and  supposed  that  an- 
other order  would  be  offered  vtn'ch  would  be 
more  .acceptable  to  him. 

Mr.  Beikinsof  Ward  0  hoped  the  reconsideration 
would  prevail,  and  after  that  the  whole  subject 
would  be  open,  and  any  sum,  more  or  less,  could 
he  proposed  as  a  substitute  or  amendment. 

Mi.iJutlsaid  his  object  in  making  the  motion 
was  to  bring  up  the  subject  again,  for  he  did  not 
suppose  it  was  the  design  of  the  Council  to  dispose 
of  it  entirely.  By  a  rec  nsideration  ne  hoped  to 
open  it  again. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  said  he  hoped  the  motion 
would  prevail,  for  some  members  may  have  been 
mistaken  <is  to  the  effect  of  the  vote. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried. 

Mr.  Say  war  J  of  Ward  10  said  he  bad  no  objec- 
tion to  a  postponement  of  the  subject  if  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  had  not  sufficient  time  to  inform 
themselves,  and  hoped  that  they  would  read  the 
various  documents  on  tbe  subject.

The  special  assignment  for  Sii  o'clock  was  con- 
sidered, it  being  tue  report  and  order  to  enlaige 
and  repair  tbe  old  Almshouse  on  Highland  street, 
for  the  accommodation  of  paupers  uow  at  Deer 
Island,  at  not  exceeding  $75,000;  to  oe  transferred 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  "Home  for  the 
Poor."    (City  Doc.  63.) 

The  report  and  order  were  ordered  to  a  secoud 
reading,  by  a  vote  of  23  to  to. 

Mr.  Bruit  of  vvaid  lti  submitted  a  substitute  for 
the  order,  which  he  proposed  to  offer  at  tbe  next 
meeting  of  the  Couucd,  ami  which  was  read,  as 
follows: 

Ordered,  That  tbe  Directors  for  Public  Institu- 
tions be  authorized  to  construct  a  building  at 
Deer  island,  to  be  known  as  the  "Boston  Home  for 
the  Pour,"  substantially  in  accordance  with  the 
modified  plans  prepared  by  Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee  ;

HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  special  assignment  for  %y2  o'clock,  the  ma- 
jority and  minority  reports  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Institutions  on  the  plans  of  the  new  Hos- 
pital lor  the  Insane  (City  Doc.  04)   were  taken  up. 

The  following  order  was  read  and  ordered  to  a 
second  reading: 

Ordered,  That  the  modified  plans  and  estimates 
for  a  new  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  prepared  ny 
Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee,  and  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  by  tbe  Board  of  Directors  for  Public  In- 
stitutions, in  a  communication  daied  June  12, 
1808,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  approved. 

The  special  assignment,  the  order  for  the  con- 
veyance to  William  H.  Bordman  of  a  parcel  of 
land  on  Wendell  street  adjoing  his  estate,  also  a 
parcel  of  land  on  stor^is  street  adjoining  his  es- 
tate, discontinued  liy  the  Street  Commissioners, 
was  considered. 

The  pending  question  was  stated  to  be  on  an 
amendment  to  strike  out  the  wouls  "after  April 
15.  1871." 

Ir.  Hull  of  Ward  4  moved  that  the    Council  re- 
ject the  order. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  subject,  which  was  accepted  as 
an  amendment,  and  the  motion  as  amended  was 
carried. 

Mr.  Brown  of  Ward  2  subsequently  moved  a  re- 
consideration of  (he  rejection  of  the  order,  which 
he  hoped  would  not  pievail. 

The  motion  was  lost. 

HEPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12,  from  the.  Committee  on 
Fire  Alarms,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
the  Bay  state  Iron  Company  and  others,  that  a 
fire-alarm  bell  be  placed  on  Engine  House  No.  2, 
south  Boston,  made  a  report  that  they  had  visited 
the  locality  and  caietuliy  considered  the  subject, 
and  in  their  opinion  no  change  is  necessary,  and 
would  therefore  recommend  that  the  petitioners 
have  leave  to  withdraw.    Accepted. 

Mr.  say  ward  of  W  ard  16,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  who  were  direct- 
ed to  consider  the  expediency  of  selling  the  lot  of 
laud  situated  between  Columbus  avenue,  Ferdi- 
nand, Isabella  and  Berkeley  streets,  made  a  report 
that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  sunject, 
and  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  order:

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  he  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  $55,000,  to  be  applied  to  the 
purchase  of  J.  B.  Smith's  estate  on  Bulfinch 
street. 

1  he  orders  were  read  once,  and  Mr.  Hull  of  Ward 
4  moved  a  suspension  ol  the  rules  for  their  pass- 
age. In  support  of  the  motion  he  said  the  subject 
had  been  a  long  time  before  the  City  Council,  and 
it  was  desirable  that  the  estate  referred  to  should 
he  purchased.

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  five  on  the  part  of 
the  Common  Council,  with  such  as  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  may  join,  be  appointed  to  extend  the 
hospitalities  of  the  city  of  Boston  to  the  Grand 
Duke  Alexis  of  Russia  on  his  arrival  in  this  coun- 
try, the  expense  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  Incidental  Exoenses. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend  by  mak- 
ing the  committee  to  consist  of  all  the  mem- 
bets  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  wished  to  know  how  soon 
the  Grand  Duke  was  to  be  expected. 

Mr.  Perkins,  of  Ward  6,  in  replv,  stated  that  the 
squadron  in  which  ne  was  to  come  left  Russia  some 
time  since,  and  may  soon  be  expected  here.  He 
had  been  informed  on  good  authoiity  that  it  was 
the  Grand  Duke's  intentiou  to  visit  Boston,  and 
thought  some  measures  should  be  taken  to  extend 
to  huu  the  hospitalities  of  the  city. 

The  motion  of  tor.  Smith  t  >  put  all  the  members 
of  the  Council  on  the  committee  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Perkins,  the  rules  were  sub- 
sequently suspended,  and  the  order  was  passed. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  committee  Messrs. 
Winch  of  Ward  10,  Perkins  of  Ward  6,  Noyes  of 
Ward  5,  Bobbins  of  Ward  8,  and  Barnes  of  Ward  1. 

on  motion  of  .Mr.  Winch,  the  President  of  the 
Council  was  added. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  passed: 

Kesolved,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commission- 
ers be  requested  to  consider  and  report  to  the  City 
Council  upon  the  expediency  of  laying  out 
Wendell  street  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  Broad 
street,  on  the  line  of  Wharf  street  extent  ed,  and 
to  report  t tie  estimated  expense  thereof,  and  that 
said  Board  be  requested  to  suspend  the  work  now 
going  on  upon  Wendell  street,  between  Broad  and 
Hamilton  streets,  until  said  report  may  have  been 
made,  and  action  inav  have  been  taken  thereon  by 
the  City  Council.  Also  that  the  Board  report  what 
sum  may  in  its  opinion  be  realized  from  sales  of 
any  land  which  may  be  consequent  upon  such  lay- 
ing out  of  said  street.

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  2alled  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Common  ou  the  order  relative  to 
increasing  the  pay  of  laborers  in  that  department. 
The  subject,  he  said,  had  been  in  their  hands  more 
than  seveu  weeks,  during  which  time  they  had 
had  several  meetings,  and  he  desired  that  the 
committee  should  report  before  these  laborers 
should  be  discharged  from  their  rmployinent  for 
the  season.

DRAINAGE  IN  WARD  SIXTEEN. 

The  following  communication  was  laid  before 
the  Board : 

Tbe  undersigned,  physicians  of  the  Sixteenth 
Ward,  (late  Dorchester)  respectfully  represent — 

That  there  are  several  districts  and  places  of 
various  extent  within  rbe  Sixteenth  Ward  which 
are  wet,  marshy,  and  partly  covered  with  water. 
Tbey  are  perpetual  sources  of  dampness  and  other 
noxious  exhalations,  and  therefore  detrimental  to 
the  health  of  their  several  neighborhoods. 

These  wet  places  are  susceptible  of  easy  drain- 
age. Most  of  them  are  on  high  lands;  one,  near 
the  old  almshouse  (now  the  police  office)  is  about 
twenty-five  feet  anove  the  level  of  tbe  sea  :  that 
northwest  of  Bowdoin  street  is  probably  sixty  or 
seventy  feet  above  tide-rater;  the  others  have 
various  elevations,  and  all  have  sufficient   (all   lor 


the  removal  of  the  superficial  water  and  for  drain- 
ing both  the  soil  and  the  sub-soil. 

Ditches  dug  from  four  to  five  feet  deep  for  not 
many  rods,  would  drain  these  lauds  and  remove 
these  public  nuisances. 

These  are,  therefore,  respectfully  submitted  to 
the  consideration  of  your  honorable  bodies,  to 
take,  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  proper.

QUARTERLY   REPORT  OF  THE   CITY  PHYSICIAN. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  City  Physician  for 
the  quarter  ending  Sept.  30,  was  submitted,  as 
follows: 

One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  persons  have  been 
vaccinated,  and  one  huudred  and  thirtv-six  cer- 
tificates of  vaccination  have  been  given  to  chil- 
dren for  their  admission  into  the  public  schools; 
fifty-six  pbvsicians,  residents  of  the  city,  have 
been  supplied  with  virus. 

Daily  visits  have  been  made  to  the  jail,  though 
there  lias  been  n>>  serious  illness  anions  the  in- 
mates. Nearly  all  the  cases  treated  there  have 
been  brought  from  without.  Owing  to  the  regular 
habits  of  the  prisoners,  it  is  perhaps  the  healthiest 
place  in  tbe  city. 

The  Temporary  Home  and  the  City  Prison  have 
been  visited  as  often  as  necessity  required. 

In  view  of  the  possible  approach  of  the  cholera, 
I  would  recommend  that  the  strictest  attention  be 
paid  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city.  While 
there  is  no  occasion  for  alarm,  it  is  always  best  to 
he  prepared  for  every  possible  emergency.  This 
suggestion  is  thrown  out,  not  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  an  excitement,  but  for  preventing  one,  in 
case  the  disease  shall  reach  our  limits.

Ald"rroan  Ricker  stated  that  the  School  Com- 
mittee had  already  provided  for  the  school  con- 
templated, and  an  appropriation  had  been  made. 
Ihere  was  therefore  no  necessity  lor  the  passage 
of  the  order,  and  he  moved  its  indehnite  post- 
ponement, which  was  carried. 

The  order  for  appointment  of  a  joint  special 
committee  to  receive  and  entertain  the  Grand 
DuKe  Alexis  of  Russia  and  his  suite,  upon  their 
arrival  in  tlrs  city,  was  considered. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  conld  see  no  proprit  ty 
in  choosing  committees  to  wait  upon  dnkes  netore 
they  reach  the  country.  It  was  possible  that  this 
Grand  Pmke  may  not  come  here,  and  the  proper 
time  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  for  his 
reception  was  when  it  was  wanted.  He  moved 
that  the  order  be  laid  on  the  table,  which  was  car- 
ried. 

The  order  fixing  the  salaries  of  the  Sealers  of 
Weights  and  Measures  at  |20o()  each  per  annum, 
and  their  assistants'  salaries  at  f  800  each  per  an- 
num, was  considered. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
appearance  of  this  order  lor  the  raising  of  salaries 
ol  Sealers  of  Weights  and  Measures.  In  the  be- 
ginning ol  the  year,  the  number  ot  sealers  was  re- 
duced from  three  to  two,  because  there  was  not 
business  enough  for  "hree,  and  now  it  was  pro- 
posed to  give  to  two  what  the  three  would  have. 
It  was  understood  that  the  principal  sealer  had 
said  he  could  do  all  the  work  to  be  done  with  an 
assistant,  and  now  it  was  proposed  to  pay  $ 6000 
when  it  was  believed  $3000  was  enough.  He  would 
like  to  hear  the  reasons  of  the  committee  for  rais- 
ing the  salaries,  for  it  had  been  said  on  reducing 
the  number  of  sealers  that  two  and  possibly  one 
could  do  all  the  work. 

Alderman  Gibson,  as  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Weights  and  Measures,  said  he  he  was  not 
consulted  in  the  matter,  and  the  statements  of  the 
Alderman  were  mainly  true.  It  was  true  in  the 
case  of  these  officers  as  of  others  in  the  City  Hall, 
that  they  were  not  engaged  in  work  all  the  time, 
while  it  would  be  better  if  they  were,  yet  the  time 
of  such  officers  is  required  all*  the  day.  The  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  Beed,  the  principal  sealer,  ought  to 
be  worth  all  it  is  proposed  to  give  him.  If  there 
had  been  two  of  the  sealers  taken  off  it  would 
have  nceu, just  as  well  or  better  for  the  city.  As 
the  services  of  the  principal  sealer  are  as  good  or 
belter  than  any  one  which  can  be  had,  if  we  take 
his  wl'ole  time  we  must  pay  for  it. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he. believed  it  was  rather 
late  in  the  day  to  raise  salaries,  ami  he  would 
like  to  know  how  long  it  would  be  before  all  the 
salaries  of  the  city  officers  were  raised.  If  one 
man  could  do  the'  business  of  the  office,  as  it  was 


admitted,  he  could  not  see  the  propriety  of  paying 
iwi  for  doing  tin-  fame  work.  He  hoped  the  order 
would  not  pass,  and  he  should  vote  agatnft  it. 

Aide  man  Woolley  stated  that  the  matter  came 
before  ihc  C  ■.iiiuiiuee  on  a  petition  asking  for  an 
increase  ot  salaries,  and  the  committee  considered 
it.  li  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  commit- 
tee that  the  salaries  Should  he  increased,  foi  the 
salaries  ol  other  officers  had  been,  and  these  were 
th-j  last  heads  ol  departments  which  had  not  been 
increased.  The  duties  of  the  officers  were  not  ar- 
dllOi  s,  but  tbcv  were  required  to  give  their  whole 
time  to  them.  '  The  present  salary  of  f)6M  was 
small  for  a  man  to  support  his  family  on.  The 
committee  had  not  sought  out  the-e  men,  as  had 
been  intimated,  but  acted  on  a  request  from  tVcm. 

Alderman  I'lumer,  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  salaries,  believed  th^ir  action  to  be  just. 
The  duties  of  these  sellers  v,  ere  not  arduous,  vet 
the  offices  were  important  and  they  should  be 
filled  by  competent  men.  To  the  ability  and  faith- 
fulness of  the  Superintendent,  .Mr.  Beed,  no  one 
could  object,  and  for  his  services  the  salary  pro- 
posed was  none  too  much.  The  order  was  right, 
and  he  should  vote  for  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  had  never  heard  any 
complaint  against  the  sealers  and  did  not  doubt 
they  performed  all  the  duties  required  erf  them. 
Last  spring,  when  the  number  u"s  reduced, others 
as  well  as  the  present  -ealers  were  applicants  for 
the  places  and  anxious  :o  get  them,  and  they  were 
satisfied  with  the  salaries.  One  ol  them  was  a 
new  appointment.  It  appeared  that  they  Had  not 
asked  for  an  increase  of  salaries  until  other  sala- 
ries were  raised,  ami  he  should  nave  no  objection 
if  there  was  work  enough  for  them.  If  one  sealer 
was  enough,  they  should  •eeommend  the  Mayor  tu 
discharge  the  other.  They  ought  not  to  raise  sala- 
ries because  the  sealeis  nave  nothing  to  do. 

Alderman  Gibson  replied  Lhat  so  long  as  they 
gave  all  their  time  to  the  city, they  should  be  paid 
for  it.  In  his  view  ihe  office  itself  was  uncalled  for. 
II  it  would  control  the  consciences  of  tnose  wtiose 
weights  were  sealed,  it  would  "oe  well  enough,  but 
it  did  not  prevent  dealers  trom  resorting  to  fraud- 
ulent practices  so  soon  as  the  sealers  had  dis- 
charged their  duties.  But  the  fact  was  thai  they 
had  got  the  child  on  their  bauds,  aiid  they  must 
take  care  of  it.  These  sealers  were  not  employed 
constantly,  but  they  would  just  as  soon  work  all 
the  time.  They  wee  required  to  be  m  their  office, 
and  could  not  go  away  nor  engage  in  any  other 
business  to  earn  anything,  the  matter  would 
probably  be  straightened  quicker  oy  raising  the 
salaries. 

lieferring  to  work  in  several  departments  of  the 
Government,  he  said  if  officers  had  more  than  they 
could  do,  it  should  be  divided  up,  and  competent 
men  should  be  had  and  paid  lor  what  they  are 
worth.  There,  was  a  large  chance  for  improve- 
ment if  gentlemen  are  piepaied  to  take  hold  of  it. 
In  this  case  the  officers  muse  be  kept  during  the 
year,  and  the  que-tion  was  whether  they  should 
pay  them  what  their  services  were  worth.  He  was 
sorry  that  the  question  of  raising  salaries  should 
come  up  now,  when  it  should  have  been  settled 
months  ago. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  it  had  been  stated  that 
the  salaries  of  all  the  heads  of  departments  but 
this  had  been  raised.  Ihere  was  one  man  holding 
one  of  the  offices,  the  Inspector  o,'  Mills,  whose 
salary  had  not  been  raised.  The  committee  do  not 
appear  to  have  found  all  of  them  yet.  Perhaps 
this  was  too  modest  a  man.  He  objected  to  raising 
any  more  salaries,  which  should  be  done,  if  at  all, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  vear. 

Aldermau  Plumer,  m  answer  to  the  re  mark  that 
the  committee  h*»d  not  found  all  the  officers,  in 
raising  salaries,  said  he  repudiated  any  such  in- 
timation of  hunting  up  officers  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  salaries.  When  any  official  came  before 
the  committee  for  an  increase  of  salary,  he  was 
ready  to  meet  the  case  on  its  merits.  What  was 
asked  for  in  this  case  was  not  too  much,  and  it 
was  his  desire  that  all  the  offices  of  the  city  should 
be  tilled  t:v  men  who>e  service- should  command 
the  best  salaries,  lhat  was  the  most  economical 
policy  lor  the  interests  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  it  was  probable  a  qdicants 
for  increase  of  salaries  did  not  call  on  the  Alder- 
man who  last  spoke,  because  he  was  not  here  so 
constantly  as  were  other  members  of  the  commit- 

Alderman  Gibson  inquired  if  the  increase  of 
salaries  under  consideration  was  petitioned  for. 

Alderman  Woollev  said  it  was  not  the  practice 
of  the  Committee  on  Salaries  to  seek   out  officers 
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for  the  purpose  of  increasing  their  salaries.  Tbey 
only  considered  tbe  cases  ot  those  petitioned  for, 
ami  in  this  case  there  were  petitions  for  an  in- 
crease of  salaries,  which  were  referred  to  tlie  com- 
mittee. 

Aluerman  Gibson  moved  to  lay  tbe  subject  on 
the  table  for  one  week,  which  was  carried.

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Com- 
mon and  Public  Grounds  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  Michael  scanlau,  that  two  or  more  trees  may 
be  removed  from  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  his 
estate  on  P  street,  South  Boscon,  made  a  report 
recommending  that  the  petitioner  be  permitted 
to  remove  said  trees  at  his  own  expense,  under 
The  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
and  Public  Grounds.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  tbe  Committee  on  Pav- 
mg,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petitiou  of  N'.C. 
Munson  for  leave  to  lay  a  temporary  track  across 
Barker  street,  made  a  report  that  no  action  is  nec- 
essary, as  Barker  street  belongs  to  tbe  Common- 
wealth, and  the  city  has  no  jurisdiction  in  the 
premises.    Accepted. 

Alderman  l'ierce.  from  the  same  committee, 
reported  an  order  of  notice  on  the  petitiou  of  the 
Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  for  leave  to  con- 
struct a  turnout  on  Eustrs  street,  between  Albany 
and  Dearborn  streets.

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  examine  the  bonds  of  city 
officers,  made  a  report  that  tbey  rind  the  bonds 
correctly  drawn  and  the  sureties  of  each  sufficient. 
Accepted. 

Alderman  Woollcy,  from  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Alarms,  to  whom  was  referre  1  the  petition  of  Cal- 
vin A.  Richards  and  others,  that  a  tire-alarm  bell 
be  placed  on  jSorthampton  streetor  vicinity,  made 
a  report  that  they  had  caretully  questioned  some 
of  the  firemen  and  citizens,  and  learned  that  at 
least  two  tire-alarm  bells  can  be  distinctly  heard 
in  that  vicinity,  and  an  additional  alarm-bell 
would  be  ol  no  benefit  to  the  firemen  or  tbe  pub- 
lic.

EAST  BOSTON  EEKBY  TOLLS. 

On  motion  nl  Alderman  Fierce,  the  order  in  rela- 
tion to  the  reduction  ol  tolls  on  the  East  Boston 
ferries,  was  taken  from  the  table. 

Alderman  Pier<:e  said  he  legarded  this  as  an  im- 
portant order,  which  did  not  come  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ferries,  and  it  was  due  to  that  commit- 
tee that  their  opinion  should  be  obtained  before  it 
was  passed.  He  moved  its  reference  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ferries. 

Alderman  Kicker  inquired  if  the  question  was 
not  first  on  reconsideration. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  was  his  opinii  n  that  the 
order  had  been  reconsidered,  ami  then  laid  on  the 
table. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  he  thought  it  was  not  so, 
but  tbat  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  laid  on  the 
talle.  The  question  now  was  upi-n  reconsidera- 
tion. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  appeared  by  the  record 
that,  the  reconsideration  was  carried.  The  ques- 
tion now  was  upon  leference  to  the  Committee  on 
Ferries. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  hoped  the  motion 
would  not  prevail,  for  the  question  was  understood 
perfectly  well,  and  was  a  plain,  straightforward 
case.  It  was  proposed  to  reduce  the  tolls  for  foot 
passengers  to  one  cent  for  a  single  ticket,  and 
seventy-tive  cents  for  one  hundred  tickets.  All 
tbat  the  committee  could  say  would  be  to  report 
in  its  favor,  or  that  it  is  inexpedient,  and  that 
they  can  sav  here  as  well.  The  reduction  is  due 
to  laborers  and  to  the  poorer  classes.  The  Hoard 
had  once  unanimously  voted  in  favor  of  free 
ferries,  but  that  measure  was  lost  by  delay  and  the 
action  of  the  other  board,  and  it  was  as  easy  to 
determine  this  measure  now  as  after  its  reference. 
He  hoped  the  motion  would  not  prevail. 

Alderman  1'lumer  said  it  was  eminently  fit  and 
proper  that  the  order  should  be  referred  to  the 
committee,  and  the  board  will  be  better  prepared 
to  act  after  a  report  from  the  committee. 

Alderman  U'oolley  said  he  had  no  objection  to  a 


referencce  to  the  committee,  for  there  could  be  no 
doubt  what  their  report  would  be.  The  motion 
for  suspending  the  tules  was  made  by  him,  beiause 
he  knew  no  reason  for  delay,  and  it  was  necessary 
to  pass  it  at  this  time  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  Octo- 
ber, as  provided  by  the  order. 

Alderman  Uibson  Inquired  if  the  order  died  to- 
day, or  lived  over. 

The  Chair  sta:ed  that  the  order  would  expire  if 
not  amended. 

Alderman  Oibson  said  it  appeared  that  there 
was  no  question  before  the  Board  on  the  subject, 
and  tbat  it  was  the  construction  by  some  parties 
that  the  order  had  lost  its  force  by'failing  ef  pas- 
sage iiefore  1st  Octooer. 
The  order  was  read,  by  request, 
in  reply  to  a  question'of  Alderman  Cowdin.  the 
Chair  staled  tbat  the  order  must  be  amended  to 
be  of  any  effect. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  theorder  read  '-on 
and  aftei  1st  Ociooer.'' 

The  Chair  stated  tne  question  to  be  on  reference 
to  the  committee. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  could  not  be  doubted 
how  the  Committee  on  Ferries  would  report.  He 
would  like  to  know  who  wanted  information  on  a 
matter  which  had  been  considered  in  the  City 
Council  six  or  eight  months,  and  had  been  dis- 
cussed in  Hie  newspapers.  It  might  be  more 
courteous  to  refer  it,  but  after  the  discussion 
which  had  been  had,  it  would  be  better  to  pass  it 
without  reference.  No  more  information  could  be 
obtained  ou  the  subject. 

Alderman  Pierce  inquired  if  the  Alderman 
knew  what  effect  the  order  would  have  on  the 
receipts  of  the  terries. 

Alderman  Cowdin  replied  that  it  rested  on  fu- 
ture contingencies. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  Bojrd  of  Directors 
knew  the  number  of  passengers  the  last  twelve 
nionihs,  and  could  give  some  sort  ot  an  estimate 
of  the  effect  of  the  reduction  in  tolls.  This  infor- 
mation it  was  important  to  know,  in  order  to  de- 
termine how  much  would  lie  needed  for  the  sup- 
port ot  the  ferries  should  the  tolls  be  reduced.  It 
should  be  known  through  the  committee,  who 
best  understand  the  matter. 
The  motion  to  refer  was  carried. 
Alderman  Pierce  moved  to  take  from  the  table 
the  report  and  order  to  pay  Henry  W.  Faine,  as- 
signee of  Charles  Burrill,  $40,000.  for  services  ren- 
dered by  said  Burrill  to  the  city  in  obtaining  its 
quota  of  troops  for  ihe  recent  war. 

The  motion  was  carried,  when  the  subject  was 
assigned  to  Monday  next,  at  4>£  o'clock.

ness as  may  legally  and  properly  come  before  you.

WIDENING     OF     DUDLEY,     STOJGHTON,    PLEASANT 
AND  COMMERCIAL   STREETS. 

The  special  business  oi  the  Council  related  to 
the  widening  of  the  above-named  streets. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  vote  whereby  the  Council  at  the  last  meeting 
rejected  the  resolve  and  order  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioners for  the  widening  of  Dudley,  Stougbton, 
Pleasant  and  Commercial  streets,  from  Hampden 
street  to  Dorchester  aveuue. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried,  when  the 
question  recurred  upon  the  motion  to  non-concur 
In  the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  moved  to  amend  by  a 
motion  to  concur  in  the  passage  of  the  resolve  and 
order. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  usual  motion  in  the 
passage  of  such  orders  was  on  concurrence,  but 
by  the  motion  to  non-cuncnr  the  same  result  would 
be  reached.  He  would,  however,  receive  the  mo- 
tion to  amend. 

The  motion  to  amend  was  adopted,  when  the 
question  recurred  upon  the  motion  to  concur  in 
the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order. 

Mr.  Pope  of  Ward  10  said  he  owed  an  apology 
to  the  Council  for  not  being  present  at  the  last 
meeting  to  make  a  statement  in  relation  to  these 
improvements  of  streets.  He  was  detained  at 
home  from  being  vnwell,  and  not  supposing  there 
would  be  any  material  opposition  to  the  measure, 
he  did  not  take  an>  means  of  bringing  it  particu- 
larly to  the  attention  of  members  of  the  Council. 
The  subject  was  brought  by  petition  before  the 
Street  Commissioners,  and  they  had  given  a  great 
deal  of  time  to  it,  and  went  over  it  several  times 
betore  taking  final  action  upon  it. 

There  were  three  objects  in  view  in  the  pro- 
posed improvements,  the  straightening  of  the 
streets,  widening,  and  the  accomplishment  of  the 
work  in  an  economical  manner.  On  the  whole 
line  there  were  from  >eveoty  to  seventy-five  lots 
of  land  affected,  and  about  fifty  land-holders  dealt 
with,  and  they  were  unanimous  in  favor  of  the 
widening,  and,  after  the  widening  was  determined 
and  the  award  made,  were  willing  to  abide  by  the 
result.  Under  such  circumstances,  he  was  sur- 
prised that  any  objections  were  made,  and  he  had 
been  over  the  whole  ground  and  thougLt  the  ob- 
jections to  be  unreasonable. 

Should  there  be  any  chantre  made  in  the  line  of 
widening,  the  whole  agreement  among  the  land- 
holders would  be  biokenup,and  the  project  would 
cost  very  much  more  by  the  difficulties  and  delay. 
For  these  reasons,  and  from  the  fact  that  if  lie 
had  waited  until  the  time  of  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Council  the  widening  would  be  defeated, 


he  asked  the  Mayor  to  call  this  special  meeting. 
He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  Council  would  con- 
cur in  the  passage  of  the  resolve  and  order  and 
save  the  great  expense  which  mast  occur  in  carry- 
ing out  the  measure  at  some  future  time.  He 
would  say  further,  that  the  Committee  on  Streets 
of  both  branches  of  the  City  Council  had  given  it 
careful  attention,  and  were  unanimously  in  favor 
of  the  proposed  widening. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  said  he  made  the  motion 
to  non-concnr  after  failing  to  get  information  on 
the  subject,  and  he  felt  that  others  as  well  as  him- 
self had  not  then  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable 
them  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  project.  Since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council  be  had  taken  pains  to 
visit  the  locality,  and  was  satisfied  that  the  pro- 
posed improvement  wa>  judicious  and  wise,  and 
that  now  was  the  time  to  carry  it  out.  It  would 
be  an  economical  investment,  and  a  great  one  for 
the  amount  of  money  it  would  cost.  Objections 
were  made  at  the  last  meeting  that  the  whole 
widening  was  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  street,  and 
he  had  either  received  a  wrong  impression,  or 
those  who  made  the  objections  were  mistaken  in 
regard  to  the  subject. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  It  said  he  asked  for  post- 
ponement at  the  last  meeting  to  obtain  informa- 
tion, and  voted  for  non-concurrence.  Since  thai 
time  he  had  visited  the  locality  and  bad  been  con- 
verted to  the  views  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
8.  With  that  gentleman  and  the  gentleman  from 
AVard  lt>  be  bad  gone  over  the  route,  previous  to 
which  he  was  not  aware  of  the  extent  of  the  line 
of  widening.  From  the  impression  he  received, 
he  supposed  the  objection  was  to  the  whole  widen- 
ing, in  being  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  street,  but 
found  that  it  was  only  to  a  small  portion  of  the 
territory. 

The  Street  CommiKSioners  appeared  to  have  none 
their  work  well,  for  it  would  have  been  impossi- 
ble to  please  everybody.  Had  they  attempted  it, 
the  widening  woulu  never  have  been  accomplished. 
It  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  objections  inaae 
that  the  other  side  of  a  portion  of  one  ol  the 
streets  should  be  cut  off",  that  by  doing  so  the 
buildings  would  be  thrown  back  upon  a  ledge  and 
all  of  the  available  land  would  be  destroyed,  mak- 
ing it  an  expensive  job  to  undertake.  The  pro- 
posed widening  was  the  only  economical  and  feas- 
ible plan,  and  should  be  carried  out. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7,  the  main 
question  was  ordered. 

The  motion  to  concur  in  the  passage  of  the  re- 
solve and  order  was  carried,  with  but  one  disseut- 
ing  voice. 

Mr.  Pope  of  Ward  16  suggested  the  importance 
of  a  reconsideiation  of  the  rejection  of  the  order 
providing  for  an  appropriation  to  carry  out  the 
proposed  widening, 

A  motion  for  reconsideration  was  made  and  car- 
ried, when  the  indefinite  postponement  was  lost. 
The  order  was  read  and  ordered  to  a  second  read- 
ing. , 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flynu  of  Ward  7,  the  rules 
were  suspended,  when  the  order  authorizing  a 
loan  of  $150,000  for  carrying  out  the  proposed 
street  widening  was  unanimously  passed,  by  the 
following  vote :

paid coupon  were  passed,  in  concurrence. 

The  order  for  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  re- 
port an  order  for  an  appropriation  for  the  survey 
and  inspection  of  ouildmgs,  for  this  financial  year, 
was  passe*4.,  in  concurrence. 

Tbe  following  orders  were  severally  read  once: 

Report  and  order  for  the  expenditure  of  not  ex- 
ceeding $4000  for  schools  for  industrial  and  me- 
chanical drawing,  in  accordance  with  the  acts  of 
1870. 

order  to  allow  a  further  sum  of  $4500,  in  addi- 
tion to  $12,000  already  expended,  for  labor  on  the 
Common  and  public  squares. 

The  order  authorizing  Highland  Hall  to  be 
hired  for  the  purposes  of  a  wardroom  for  Ward 
14,  and,  until  otherwise  ordered,  the  wardroom  of 
said  ward  to  be  in  the  building  at  the  corner  of 
Warren  street  and  Walnut  avenue,  was  read  and 
ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  (iragg  of  Ward  14  stated  that  this  order  was 
a  matter  of  surprise  to  him,  in  the  proposed  re- 
moval of  the  ward  room  a  mile  and  a  half  from  its 
present  location.  It  was  also  a  matter  of  surprise 
to  the  other  members  of  the  Council  from  that 
ward,  who  appeared  to  have  had  little  to  do  with 
it.    tie  hoped,  therefore,  that  it  would  not  pass. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  order  would  go  over 
under  the  rule,  and  if  any  amendment  or  other 
action  should  be  required,  it  could  be  done  at  the 
next  stage. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  vote  on  the  second  reading  of  the  or- 
der. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  order  was  not  now 
before  the  Council. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  wished  to  know  if  the 
chair  ruled  that  the  order  for  a  second  reading 
could  not  tie  reconsidered. 

1  he  Chair  stated  that  he  had  not  so  ruled,  when 
a  motion  of  Mr.  Flynn  for  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  ordering  it  to  a  second  reading  was  carried. 

Mr.  Dolan  of  Ward  14  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  whole  subject,  which  was  car- 
ried.

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  moved  a  leconsideration  of 
the  vote  passing  the  order,  desirme  it  s-hould  not 
prevail,  and  the  reconsideration  was  lost. 

HCME   FOR   THE   POOR.' 

The  report  and  order  to  enlarge  and  repair  the 
old  Almshouse  on  Highland  street,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  paupers  now  at  Deer  Island,  at  not 
exceeding  .$75,000,  to  tie  transferred  from  the  appro- 
priation for  the  Home  for  the  Poor,  (City  Doc.  63.) 
were  considered.  .; 

A  motion  was  made  to  strike  out  the  above  order 
and  substitute  therefor  the  following,  of  which 
notice  was  given  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil: 

Ordered,  That  the  Directors  for  Public  Institu- 
tions be  authoruzed  to  construct  a  building  at. 
Deer  Island, to  be  known  as  the"Boston  Home  for 
the  Poor,"  substantially  in  accordance  with  the 
modified  plans  prepared  by  Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee; 
provided  that  no  expenditure  shall  be  authorized 
for  said  work  until  contracts  are  made  by  said 
Board  of  Directors  for  the  construction  of  tbe 
whole  of  said  building  according  to  the  modified 
plans  aioresaid.  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $225,000; 
the  expense  of  said  building  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  already  authorized  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  Hersey  moved  a  suspension  of  tne  rules  in 
order  to  take  from  the  table  the  report  and  order 
in  relation  to  the  House  of  Correction,  so  that  the 
two  matters  might  be  considered  at  the  same 
time. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  rose  to  a  point  of  order, 
that  one  subject  being  under  consideration,  it  is 
not  competent  to  take  up  another  for  considera- 
tion. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  motion  to  suspend  the 
ru'es  for  the  purpose  of  taking  up  the  order  in 
question,  was  not  debatable.  It  was  a  desire,  as 
he  understood,  taat  the  two  matters  should  be  dis- 
cussed together,  and  he  would  entertain  the  mo- 
tion. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  inquired  if  he  understood 
the  Chair  to  rule  that  the  poiut  of  order  was  not 
well  taken. 

The  Chair  stated  that  he  so  ruled. 

Mr.  Fiynn  of  Ward  7  inquired  what  became  of 
the  original  order,  should  the  motion  prevail. 

The  Chair  replied  that  it  was  the  desire,  as  he 
understood,  of  the  mover,  to  take  the  order  from 
the  table  and  consider  it  with  the  order  now  under 
consideration.  If  gentlemen  of  the  Council  were 
opposed  to  it,  they  had  only  to  vote  against  it. 

The  motion  was  put  and  declared  to  be  lost, 
when  a  doubt  was  raised,  which  was  withdrawn 
on  a  count  of  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  called  for  the  yeas  and 
navs  on  the  adoption  of  the  motion  to  amend. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  addressed  the  Council  as 
follows : 

I  agree  with  tbe  Directors  of   Public  Institu- 
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i  inn*  that  such  :i  bone  a*  Miry  propose  is  a  neces- 
sity, lull  1  cannot  agree  w  iththem  that  Deer  Island 
i-  a  proper  location  tor  ii.  lbs  strongest  argu- 
ment, I  think,  which  can  be  urged  against  this 
location,  an  argument  winch  lia.s  doubtless  oc- 
curred to  most  ol  you,  and  lias  hcen  before  ex- 
pressed by  many,  is.  that  poverty  is  not  a  crime, 
and  that  those  ,vlio  are  su  unfortunate  a<  CO  be 
poor  should  not  lie  riistn  iced  by  being  consigned 
to  a  location  which  will,  from  its  associations, 
ever  lie  eomieeied  w  ith  crime  and  criminals.  Deer 
Island  is  synonymous  with  prison  bondage,  the 
pub'ie  entirely  torgcuing  that  mere  is  an  alms- 
liouse  at  that,  place.  !  cannot  conceive  ol  the  time 
when  the  public  will  u  member  that  criminals  and 
paupers  both  have  provision  made  fur  them  on 
this  same  island. 

In  oilier  words,  "the  Island"  will  always  be  as- 
assooiafed  with  crime,  mis  lact  certainly  will 
(jive  little  comlort  to  our  citizens,  any  of  whom 
uif'.v  have  the  misfortune  some  time  to  become 
poor,  but  notwithstanding  this,  we  are  asked  to 
authorize  the  expenditure  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-live  thousand  dollars  for  the  erectio'i  ot 
new  buildings  for  the  accommodation  ol  the  poor, 
upon  this  toe  itiou,  and  tins  is  asked  by  the  Direct- 
ors of  I'ulnic  Institutions,  notwithstanding:  the 
well-known  fact  that  the  heaviest  tax-payers  of 
the  city  are  mrcetly  opposed  to  placing  our  poor  in 
the  immediate  locality  <  four  criminals,  'ibis  class 
of  our  citizens  demand  and  I  or  a  long  time  have  He* 
inanded  that  the  Home  for  the  I'oor  and  (air  crim- 
inal institutions  shall  ne  s  'parated  as  soon  as 
rraetieabU  ,  and  entirely,  bach  a  demand  coining 
liiim  that  part  ol  the  community  which  bears  so 
huge  a  proportion  of  the  («nvei"iimonf:s  expenses 
should  maiiilestl"  outweigh  any  prejudices  which, 
as  individuals,  we  may  entertain  in  favor  of  the 
island  location.  If  the  city  owned  no  other  loca- 
tion we  might,  forgetting  our  duty  to  the  unfor- 
tunate, be  induced  to  adopt  Deer  Island;  but  the 
city  owns  the  I'oor  Farm  at  the  Highlands,  which 
by  an  expenditure  of  less  than  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  can.  it  is  estm,ated,  not  only  by  the 
committee  but  by  competent  judges  in  the  com- 
munis ,  he  made  suitable  forthe  accommodation  of 
the  poor  of  this  city  for  a  century  hence.  If, 
therefore,  this  p'an  is  Adopted,  the  poor  will  be  sep- 
arated from  criminals,  it  wilt  be  fat  more  economi- 
cal, and,  by  proner  arrange ment  with  the  courts, 
persons  convicted  of  minor  offences  can  oe  con- 
fined on  the  premises  now  occupied  by  the  poor  at 
the  island,  instead  ot  at  Die  House  of  Correction 
at  South  Huston  ;  thereby  rel.eving  this  penal  in- 
stitution of  its  pressure,  and,  consequently  pre- 
venting the  necessity  of  any  great  outlay  tor  im- 
provements on  that  institution. 

.Mr.  Iierseyof  Ward  12  also  opposed  the  substi- 
tute as  lollc  ws: 

:  mi  opposed  to  any  expenditure  of  money 
Which  nas  in  view  the  continuance  of  the  Home  tor 
the  I'oor  at  Deer  Island,  a  large  portion  of  which 
is  already  devoted  to  correctional  institutions,  and 
which  at  ro  distant  day  will  be  needed  lor  the  con- 
solidation el  all  our  penal  institutions  under  one 
head 

The  island  seems  to  lie  designed  by  nature  for  a 
penal  colony,  being  located  near  enough  to  the 
city  to  render  communication  as  convenient  as  is 
desirable  with  an  institution  of  this  kind;  but  is 
not  so  conveniently  accessible  as  it  should  lie  for 
a  Home  tor  the  Poor, which,  in  my  opinion,  should 
be  upon  the  main  land,  so  that  their  friends  may 
have  more  convenient  access  to  them. 

It  is  not  usually  considered  a  crime  to  be  poor, 
1  lit  it  is  a  misioi  t  me  to  which  all  are  liable,  and 
the  poor  -houl'l  be  made  as  comfortable  as  t  rea- 
sonable expenditure  can  make  them,  and  a  larger 
liber  y  given  them  than  the  circumscribed  limits 
of  Deer  Island  afford. 

The  Overseers  of  tbe  i'oor,  in  their  communica- 
tion to  this  booy,  have  strongly  urged  the  removal 
of  the  Heme  from  Deer  Isl  iin  '.  Among  the  roanv 
reasons  given  is  this,  that  (he  poor  ought  not  to 
I  e  sent  to  an  island  mainly  devoted  to  correction- 
al ins. it ti t ions,  bringing  th"m  under  the  coiitam- 
inatinu  influence  which  surrounds  and  the  stig- 
ma which  attaches  to  a  penalJcoloWy. 

1  have  strong  convictions  on  this  point,  coming 
ne  1  do  Horn  a  section  of  the  city  winch  has  long 
i  el  n  laborii  g  under  the  depressing  influence  and 
stigma  inflicted  upon  it,  ny  the  location  ot  a  penal 

iiistitUtlOn  in  Its  ll  idSt,  but  which   we  trust  i'occiit 

e\(  ills   have  rendered  it  possible  for  us  to  be  re- 
1:1  ved  /mm. 

ilr,  tiiae.g  ol  Ward    II    opuoied   the   occupation 


of  the  old  Almshouse  on  Highland  pmcc  as  a 
Home  for  the  I'oor,  believing  it  to  be  not  a  proper 
place  for  such  a  Home,    lln-  buildings  were  old, 

and  to  make  it  what  it  should  be  would  require  the 
■  it,  tiou  of  new  ones,  at  an  expense  equal  to  tbe 
cost  of  a  Home  at  Deer  Island.  For  many  years  he 
bad  been  familiar  with  the  locality  and  with  tbe 
buildings,  and  should  vote  against  the  report  of 
the  committee. 

Mr.  Say  ward  of  Ward  Hi  said  he  was  not  pro- 
pared  to  make  a  speech  on  this  subject,  but  hi; 
was  surprised  at  some  of  the  positions  of  the  gen- 
tipman  troin  Ward  12.  That  gentleman  h  id  -poken 
against  the  location  of  this  class  of  institutions  in 
the  midst  of  crowded  populations  because  it  is  in- 
jurious to  propem  ;  but  i!c  is  willing  to  inflict  the 
evils  of  them  upon  ♦he  people  of  lloxburv.  In  bis 
view  there  was  a  false  sympathy  on  this  subjei  t 
in  relation  to  the  erection  ol  a  Home  for  the 
I'oor  at  Deer  Island.  When  a  man  becomes 
poor.  s,o  that  he  is  no  longer  supported  by  his 
friends  or  family,  it  matters  little  to  him 
about  being  where  he  can  be  seen;  in  fact, 
he  would  "choose  to  tie  out  of  the  way, 
and  would  prefer  to  be  in  no  place  other  than 
Deer  Island,  where  he  will  be  wed  and  comforta- 
bly taken  care  of. 

In  relation  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  ho 
declared  that  they  had  no  right  to  take  from  the 
appropriation  made  last  year  for  a  Home,  Which 
billed  of  going  into  effect  duly  thn  ugh  a  said  mis- 
take, and  but  for  the  mistake  the  Home  would 
have  been  half  built  by  this  time.  Thev  had  no 
right  to  squander  that  appropriation,  which  would 
be  done  in  an  attempt  to  bt  up  the  old  Almshouse 
at  Koxbury.  There  could  be  no  better  place  than 
at  Deer  Island,  where  $40, 000  had  been  expended 
for  pauper  children.  A  similar  building  could  not 
be  pur  up  in  Koxbury  for  a  less  amount,  and  ac- 
commodations could  not  be  provided  for  300  or  400 
persons  in  the  old  Almshouse  to  give  fiem  a  good 
home  in  that  building.  He  believed  it,  to  be  best 
to  vote  for  the"??6om\iiendations  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said,  that  unless  the  esti- 
mates were  wrong,  it  would  be  useless  to  expend 
$75,000  on  old  buildings  in  the  expectation  that 
they  would  afford  the  accommodations  for  which 
S200,00u  were  required.  They  should  disabuse 
themselves  of  tbe  idea,  that  any  disgrace  was  at- 
tached to  Deer  Island.  When  a  man  became  a 
pauper  it  did  not  matter  much  where  he  was,  tor 
he  was  not  apt  to  have  many  friends,  or  those  who 
cared  much  about  him,  and  the  further  off  he  was. 
the  better.  The  location  at  Deer  Island  was  con- 
venient, and  the  same  vessel  would  answer  as  a 
means  of  transportation.  It  had  been  objected 
that  the  poor  and  the  criminal  had  been  taken 
down  to  the  island  in  the  same  boat;  so  have  also 
members  of  the  City  Hovornment  gone  dn*n 
in  the  same  boat  with  the  criminal,  and  were 
not  the  worse  for  it.  There  was  a  squeamishness 
in  the  matter  which  they  should  divest  themselves 
of.  JS'o  one  desired  to  have  an  almshouse  ne>r 
him,  and  it  would  not  be  pleasant  in  a  direction  fo 
one's  residence  to  have  it  given  as  directly  op  no- 
site  the  almshouse.  The  locality  of  an  almshouse 
had  a  depressing  effect  upon  the  value  ot  real  es- 
tate, and  it  had  retarded  the  value  of  property  in 
tbe  vicinity  of  the  old  Almshouse  in  Koxbury.  The 
eight  acres  of  land  connected  with  it  are  well 
enough  for  building  purposes,  but  the  land  is  not 
well  Miired  for  adornment,  or  cultivation  to  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  the  inmates.  Whatever 
else  is  done,  tbe  substitute  should  be  adopted  and 
the  original  order  rejected. 

.Mr.  Woods  cf  Ward  12  believed  it  would  be  bet- 
ter lor  the  cty  to  purchase  Reins-ford  Island, 
which  was  for  calc,  oi  some  other  lslan  I,  for  a 
Home  for  fne  I'oor.  He  was  not  prepared  to  say 
that  Koxbury  was  or  was  nor  a  proper  place  lor 
such  a  Home,  nor  that  one  might  not  lie  provided 
elsewhere  ha  the  city,  there  was  a  portion  oi 
Ward  16  which  was  not  thickly  populate!,  and  a 
locality  might  possibly  be  lound  there. 

Mr.  Winch  ..1  Ward  10  said  he  did  not  think  the 
poor  would  thai"  k  them  for  trying  to  create  a  false 
sympathy  on  this  subject,  but  would  prefer  Deer 
Islaul  for  their  home. 

.Mr.  Horsey,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Sayward,  said  be  did 
not  advocate  sending  the  poor  to  Hox  'illy,  but 
contined  his  remarks  to  objections  to  Deer  Island. 
He  believed  the  island  would  e\  entually  be  w  anted 
solely  for  correctional  institutions,  and  rliat  ex- 
penditures for  a  Home  for  the  I'oor  would  tie 
wasted;    the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  were  opposed 
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to  a  Home  for  the   Poor  at  Deer  Island,  on  the 
ground  of  associating:  the  poor  with  criminal*. 

Mr  Sayward  replied  that  it  the  Home  was  not 
located  at  Deer  Island,  it  muse  be  at  some  other 
place,  and  the  only  other  place  proposed  was  at 
Koxbury.  To  the  objection  in  regard  to  criminals 
at  Deer  Island,  these  criminals  were  none  other 
than  the  same  class  met  with  every  day  iu  the 
streets,  made  so  from  not,  having  the  control  of 
their  appetites.  It  was  rum  that  made  them  crim- 
inals. Jf,  like  some  others,  he  should  be  unfortu- 
nate in  business  and  become  a  pauper,  he  should 
prefer  to  be  secluded. 

solar  as  related  to  sympathy  for  the  poor,  no 
gentlemen  had  more  sympathy  tor  that  class  than 
had  the  Directors  for  Public  Institutions.  They 
had  a  strung  sympathy  lor  all  these  people,  and 
'uanifested  if  in  various  ways.  Such  men  as  con- 
stituted the  board,  serving  without  compensation, 
and  giving  much  of  their  time  for  the  benefit  of 
the  inmates  of  these  institutions,  have  no  want  of 
sympathy  in  recommending  the  location  of  the 
Home  at'Dcer  Island.  There  is,  on  the  other  hand, 
a  false  sympathy.  Deer  Island,  further,  is  the 
mo>t  economical  place  lor  the  Home,  Placed  any- 
where eise,  not  short  of  $250,000  or  $300*080  will  be 
sufficient  to  provide  a  good  Home  for  the.  Poor. 

The  location  of  the  Home  at  Deer  Island  does 
not  prevent  the  removal  of  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion from  south  Boston,  and  it  mi^ht  be  removed 
to  Dorchester,  if  thought  necessary.  For  his  part, 
he  would  prefer  to  have  the  House  of  Correction 
near  him  than  the  ehimnets  of  the  foundries  in 
the  same  neighborhood,  there  were  gentlemen 
ItViug  near  the  House  of  Correction  who  wished 
first  to  know  what  they  were  to  have  in  place  of 
the  House  of  Correction  before  they  desired  its  re- 
moval, and  they  did  not  care  one  cent  about  its 
removal. 

Mr.  l'erkins  of  Ward  6  briefly  criticised  what  he 
considered  an  inconsistency  in  the  views  of  the 
Directors  of  Public  Institutions.  They  had  no  ob- 
jection to  keeping  the  poor  on  the  same  island 
with  a  class  of  criminals  or  semi-criminals,  but 
when  it  was  proposed  to  remova  the  Home  fov  the 
Poor  and  place  the  House  of- Correction  at  Deer 
Island,  they  thought  it  not  huuiane. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  protested  against  th3 
proposed  amendment,  and  denied  that  the  sympa- 
thy io"  the  poor  which  opposed  the  establishment 
of  the  Home  at  Deer  Island  was  <■  maudlin  sympa- 
thy. It  should  not  be  charged  that  he  who  speaks 
for  toe  poor  did  so  from  a  maudlin  or  false  sympa- 
thy. The  charge  that  a  stigma  is  attached  to  be- 
ing sent  to  Deer  Island  could  not  be  turned  light- 
ly away,  and  the  question  was  one  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  this  city,  involving  its  good  repu- 
tation iu  the  care  of  the  poor.  So  far  as  related  to 
the  House  of  Correction,  he  would  ru'.her  have 
th  it  institution  located  in  the  square  opposite  the 
City  Hall  than  to  do  injustice  to  the  poor  by  asso- 
ciating them  with  criminals. 

Every  day  we  see  it  stated  that  such  a  person 
has  been  sent  to  the  island:  and  to  have  it  known 
that  one  lias  gor.e  to  the  island  carries  a  stigma 
with  it.  the  poor  are  just  as  much  entitled  to 
our  sympathy  as  are  the  rich,  and  should  not  be 
set  down  among  criminals,  or  even  be  placed  in 
danger  by  being  taken  to  a  place  where  criminals 
are  sent.  Honest  poverty  should  rot  be  associated 
with  crime,  even  though  but  one  in  a  hundred  ot 
those  sent  down  there  are  criminals. 

Mr,  Winch  of  W  »rd  10  said  he  had  spoken  of 
false  sympathy,  but  had  not  questioned  the  mo- 
tives of  those  who  manifested  such  sympathy.  It 
w;b  false,  and  therefore  erroneous,  and  the  poor 
themselves  say  so. 

.Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  gave  it  as  Ins  opinion  that 
those  who  opposed  the  location  of  the  Home  for 
the  Poor  at  Deer  Island  were  honest  in  their  oppo- 
sition. The  honest  and  unfortunate  poor  he  did 
not  believe  made  objection  to  going  to  Deer  Isl- 
and, and  in  support  of  this  view  stated  the  case  of 
a  well-Known  and  faithful  religious  man  who  had 
done  much  good  in  the  world,  but  was  now  at 
Deer  Island.  Poor  health  was  the  cause  of  his 
poverty,  yet  he  did  not  complain  of  the  place,  aod 
was  as  well  satisfied  there  as  he  would  be  in  any 
poorhouse.  To  hiiu  everything  was  agreeable  ex- 
cept being  away  from  his  friends. 

Mr.  Biooks  did  not  believe  there  was  auy  better 
place  for  a  Home  for  the  I'oor  than  at  Deer  Island; 
ho  better  place  as  a  locality,  for  health,  or  a  more 
desirable  soot.  Should  it  be  his  lot  lo  go  to  a  poor- 
house,  he  would  desire  to  go  there  as  soon  as  any- 
where, 


Mr.  Kobbins  stated  that  the  Committee  on  Insti-- 
tutjons  visited  the  poor-tarm  in  Koxbury  And  were; 
well  pleased  with  it.  The  surroundings  were  good, 
and  they  believed  that  for  the  sum  named  in  their 
report,  the  Home  would  be  made  as  good  a  place 
as  any  one  could  be  for  the  poor.  He  was  not 
aware  that  any  member  of  the  committee  had 
changed  his  mind  on  the  subject.  These  matters 
of  public  institutions  were  so  interwoven  that  he 
believed  (hey  should  all  h  ive  been  considered  at 
the  same  time,  for  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
separate  them. 

Mr.  stone  of  Ward  5  said  the  discussions  bad 
been  upon  sympathy,  false  and  erroneous,  and 
upon  the  case  of  a  faithful  man;  yet  this  did  not 
decide  the  question,  the  suoject  had  been  well 
discussed  in  the  newspapers,  and  he  believed  a 
majority  of  the  Council  were  opposed  to  a  loca- 
tion of  a  Home  at  Deer  Island.  To  bring  the  sub- 
ject to  a  elo^e  ne  moved  the  previous  question, 
which  was  not  sustained. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  was  of  the  opi.iiou  that 
moss  of  the  sympathy  expressed  for  the  poor  was 
a  false  sympathy,  those  who  signed  the  petitions 
against  Viic  locality  ot  the  Home  at  Deer  Island 
were  not  very  active  in  behalf  of  the  poor  in  bet- 
tering their  condition.  When  the  poorer  classes 
petitioned  the  Legislature  for  an  eight-hour  law 
they  are  met  by  this  class,  who  spent  the  whole 
winter  in  putting  them  down.  He  did  not  believe 
it  would  make  much  difference  to  the  poor  if  they 
were  properly  provided  lor,  whether  at  Koxbury, 
Deer  Island,  or  elsewhere,  but  believed  that  Deer 
Island  was  the  proper  place. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  it  was  evident  what  the  last 
gentleman's  views  of  sympathy  were,  and  tt  at  to 
be  in  favor  of  an  eight- hour  law  was  a  test  of 
philanthropy.  The  B«aid  of  Overseers  and  Man- 
agers of  the"  Provident.  Institution  devoted  them- 
selves to  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  without  pay,  and 
had  nosteamboatfor  theirjuse,  nor  goo  1  dinuers  at 
public  expense,  nor  the  benefit  of  public  applause, 
but  he  thought  they  had  as  much  sympathy  for  the 
poor  as  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  did  not  think 
it  betitting  to  stigmatise  E.  K.  Hale  and  such 
men  as  not  the  friends  of  the  poor. 

Mr.  Sayward,  in  an  illustration  of  practical  syui- 
pathy,  remarked  that  some  of  these  gentlemen 
may  not  have  been  invited  to  go  down  to  Deer 
Island,  or  may  he  waiting  to  get  a  better  place  and 
a  better  steamer  betore  mingling  among  the  class 
of  people  provided  for  in  a  Home  for  the  I'oor. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  said  he  had  talked  with 
many  of  the  poor  people  at  Deer  Island,  who  were 
well  satislied  with  the  place  were  well  used  and 
eared  for,  and  had  everything  they  desired.  They 
were  not  troubled  in  association  with  criminals. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which  was  cairied. 

The  motion  on  the  adoption  of  the  substitute  for 
the  original  order,  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  34  to 
20,  as  follows:

.Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  an  adjourn- 
ment, which  was  lost. 

The  previous  question  was  moved  and  cairied 
when  the  reconsideration  was  lost.

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  moved  to  take  up  the  ma- 
jority and  minority  reports  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Institutions  on  the  plans  of  the  new  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane,  (City  Doc.  64.) 

Mr.  Flynn  stated  chat  his  object  was  to  assign 
the  subject  to  Thursday  evening  next,  at  8'< 
o'clock,  and  to  give  the  members  an  opportunity 
to  visit  the  locality  proposed  for  the  hospital.

PROVIDENCE    RAILROAD  AND    COLUMBUS  AVENUE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6,  the  Colum- 
bus avenue  contract  with  the  Boston  &  Provi- 
dence Kailroad  Company  was  taken  from  the 
table. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  stated  that  the  contract 
was  laid  on  the  table  on  his  motion.  Ibis  was  a 
contract  lor  a  conveyance  of  land,  and  was  in  Tact 
a  deed  of  the  entire" piece  of  land  to  be  conveyed 
to  the  city  for  the  extension  of  Columbus  avenue. 
In  this  deed  it  was  provided  that  the  railroad  cor- 
poration shall  reserve  a  portion  of  the  land  for  de- 
pot purposes  until  a  portion  of  Church  street  is 
discontinued  and  the  extension  of  Columbus  ave- 
nue is  laid  out.  In  the  deed  the  time  allowed  the 
railroad  compauy  after  the  discontinuance  and 
laying  out  is  two  years,  which  would  carry  it  be- 
yond the  period  allowed  for  assessment  of  better- 
ments on  adjoining  estates,  as  provided  by  law. 

To  remedy  this,  he  moved  to  amend  by  substi- 
tuting eighteen  months  for  two  years.  This  had 
been  agreed  to  by  the  corporation"  and  by  the  City 
Solicitor. 

This  amendment  was  carried,  as  was  also  anoth- 
er striking  out  the  last  clause  of  the  first  proviso, 
requiring  the  payment  of  $325,000  within  sixty  days 
after  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable. 

The  oraers  were  then  passed  in  concurrence,  as 
follows : 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Streets,  be  au- 
thorized to  execute  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city  a  contract  with  the  Boston  &  Providence 
Kailroad  Corporation  substantially  in  accordance 
with  the  draft  hereto  annexed: 

Ordered,  That  upon  the  execution  of  the  said 
contract  as  above  provided,  there  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  Corpo- 
ration the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  with  interest  from  July  1, 1871,  to  Sept.  30, 
1871 :  said  amount  to  be  charged  to  the  fcappropria- 
tion  already  provided  for  that  purpose. 


REPORT  OF  A  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Committee  on 
Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  Engine  Company  No.  8,  to  be  allowed  to 
take  their  engine  anu  apparatus  to  the  tiremen's 
muster  at  Fitcbburg,  ou  the  10th  and  11th  of  Octo- 
ber, made  a  report  as  follows: 

That  the  engine  aud  apparatus  are  public  prop- 
erty and  were  purchased  at  a  large  expense  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  the  property  of  the  public 
from  fire,  and  not  lor  the  poiposeof  testing  the 
strength  and  capacity  at  fireman's  musters,  espec- 
ially beyond  the  limits  of  the  city. 

For  these  reasons,  among  others,  the  ordinance 
in  relation  to  the  Fire  Department  expressly  pro- 
hibits any  ol  the  engines  or  apparatus  to  be  taken 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  city  except  in  cases  of 
fire,  and  then  only  under  the  direction  of  an  en- 
gineer. It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  the 
petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw.

RELIEF  OF   PEOPLE  OF   CHICAGO. 

Mayor  Gaston  referred  to  the  great  disaster 
which  had  befallen  the  people  of  Chicago  as  fol- 
lows: 

Gentlemen '•/ the  Board  of  Aldermen  :  It  is  with 
thoughts  of  deep  regret  thai  I  propose  now  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  gravest  calamity  thai  our 
country  hasever  known.  I  refer  to  the  conflagra- 
tion at  Chicago,  with  the  main  facts  of  which  you 
are  doubtless  already  acquainted.  The  great 
trouble  that  has  fallen  upon  our  sister  city  has  ex- 
cited among  us  the  profoundest  feelings  of  sorrow 
and  dismay.  1  have  but  few  words  to  utter.  1  ap- 
preciate the  impossibility  of  doing  justice  to  the 
subject.  I  can  only  say  that  so  much  has  been 
done  as  will  meet  with  tue  approval  not  only  of 
this  Board,  but  of  all  our  citizens,  and  that  in  con- 
nection with  Hon.  Alexander  H.  Rice,  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  following  telegram  has 
teen  despatched  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  Chi- 
cago :

Boston,  October  9, 1871 . 
To  the  Mayor  of  Ctncago: 

Boston  sends  her  warmest  sympathies  to  Chi- 
cago. Will  do  our  utmost  to  aid  you.  What  are 
your  needs  ?

Alex.  H.  Rice,  President  Board  of  Trade. 

I  know,  gentlemen,  that  you  will  require  no  urg- 
ing trom  me  to  induce  you  to  meet  your  duties  in 
a  manner  worthy  ol  yon  and  our  noble  city.

QUARTERLY  REPORT  OF  POFT   PHYSICIAN. 

The  quarterly  report  of  S.  H.  Durgiu,  Poit  Phy- 
sician, gives  the  following  statement  for  the  ciuar- 
ter  eliding  Sept.  30: 

The  whole  number  of  patients  admitted  to 
Quarantine  Hospital  at  Gallop's  Island  was  seven, 
of  whom  six  had  smallpox  and  one  was  sent  to 
hospital  under  suspicion  of  smallpox.  Three 
were  taken  from  vessels  and  four  were  received 
from  the  city.  One  died  and  six  recovered,  leav- 
ing the  hospital  vacant  at  the  present  time. 

The  whole  number  ot  vessels  inspected  and 
passed  during  the  quarter  was  369,  viz.:  22  steam- 
ers, .34  ships,  119  barques,  10!)  brigs  and  85  schoon- 
ers—only three  of  which  required  detention  longer 
than  was  necessary  for  inspection.  One  had  sick- 
ness of  a  doubtful  "nature  on  her  passage;  one  had 
smallpox  on  board  when  she  arrived  here,  and 
one  brought  a  cargo  of  rags  from  a  yellow  fever 
district,  which  arc  now  stored  at  Gallop's  Island. 
A  communication  concerning  the  cargo  of  rags 
was  made  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  Sept.  2,  1871. 

The  ices  for  inspecting  vessels  and  disinfecting 
the  same,  amounting  to  $2385,  have  been  collected 
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and  paid  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Public  In- 
stitutions. 

The  general  condition  of  the  vessels  which  have 
arrived  at  this  port  during  the  present  season  has 
been  good,  and  the  freedom  from  epidemic  and 
contagious  diseases  has  been  remarkable.  No  ap- 
pearance of  cholera  or  yellow  fever  has  Deen  seen 
on  vessels  in  our  harbor  this  summer,  ana  the 
present  lateness  of  the  season  would  seem  almost 
to  insure  us  agaiust  a  visitation  of  those  diseases 
this  year.

The  hearings  on  orders  of  notice  on  the  petitions 
of  Spaalding  &  Co.  for  leave  to  put  up  a  steam 
boiler  awl  engine  rear  of  69  Congress  street,  and 
of  Wright  &  Moody  to  put  up  a  steam  engine  and 
boiler  at  No.  8  Cornhill ;  also  on  the  proposed  con- 
struction of  sewers  in  Hampshire  strpet  and  in 
Alpine  street,  were  severally  taken  up.  No  person 
appeared  in  either  case,  and  the  reports  were  re- 
committed. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  wer?.  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Orders  to  establish  grades  as  follows:  Autumn 
street,  from  Park  street  to  Longwood  avenue; 
Athens  street,  from  Second  to  A  street,  and  from 
B  to  C  street;  Bower  street,  from  Walnut  avenue 
to  Warren  street;  Cobdeu  street,  from  Shawmut 
avenue  to  Walnut  avenue;  Quincv  street,  from 
Blue  Hii)  avenue  to  Columbia  street ;  Silver  street, 
from  Dorchester  avenue  to  A  street ;  Troy  street, 
from  Harrison  avenue  to  AlDauy  street. 

Order  to  pave  gutters  and  repair  roadway  of 
Hartopp  place,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1200. 

Order  to  pay  Thomas  Corley  $250,  for  grade  dam- 
ages on  Dorchester  avenue. 

Order  to  pay  Timothy  Hannon  $1000,  lor  use  of 
hii  land  and  sheds  on  First  and  E  streets  by  the 
Paving  Department. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL. 

The  petitions  of  Owen  Hagan  and  of  James  H. 
Littleton  were  referred,  in  concurrence. 

The  report  Heave  to  withdraw)  on  petition  of 
of  Engine  Company  Eight,  to  take  their  engine  to 
Fitchburg  on  Oct  11  and  12,  was  accepted,  in  con- 
currence. 

The  order  for  conveyance  to  trustees  of  estate  of 
John  Simmons  and  others,  of  a  lot  between  Col- 
umbus avenue,  Kerdinand,  Isabella  and  Berkeley 
streets,  at  one  dollar  a  foot,  with  interest  from 
May  29,  18G5,  anrt  the  amount  of  the  taxes  that 
would  nave  accrued  thereon,  was  passed,  in  con- 
currence. 

The  amendments  to  contract  with  Boston  & 
Providence  Railroad  Company,  in  relation  to 
Columbus  avenue  extension,  by  inserting  on  page 
8,  Oi'y  Doc.  78,  •'tighteeu  months"  for  two  years, 
and  by  striking-  out  on  same  page  the  clause  re- 
specting the  payment  of  $325,000,  were  concuried 
in. 


SITE   FOR  ENGINE  NO.  FOUR. 

The  report  and  order  for  the  purchase  of  J.  B. 
Smith's  estate  on  Bultinch  street,  at  not  exceed- 
ing $55,000,  and  for  a  loan  therefor,  were  consid- 
ered. 

Alderman  Jenkins  stated  that  nearly  a  year  ago 
Engine  No.  4  was  removed  to  its  present  locality, 
a  place  wholly  unfit  for  the  purpose,  little  better 
than  a  shed.  The  Committee  on  Public  Buildings, 
paving  under  consideration  a  proper  locality,  re- 
ported not  long  afterwards  in  favor  of  a  lot  of 
land,  owned  by  the  city,  on  Oliver  street,  which 
the  Common  Council  rejected.  A  proposition  was 
subsequently  made  for  the  purchase  of  thd  estate 
under  consideration,  which  was  offered  to  the  city 
for  $70,000  as  the  lowest  price,  which  was  consid- 
ered too  much.  Afterwards  it  was  offered  for 
$60,000,  whieh  the  committee  consideied  an  enor- 
mous price  for  6067  feet  of  land. 

A  month  or  two  ago  an  order  was  passed  through 
both  branches  of  the  City  Council  authorizing  toe 
purchase  of  the  same  estate  at  $55,000,  which  went 
into  the  hands  of  the  committee.  It  was  oelieved 
that  it  was  not  worth  more  than  $45,000,  yet  the 
committee  weie  authorized  to  pay  $55,000  for  it. 
For  an  engine  simply,  this  was  a  very  high  price 
for  the  land,  but  it  was  said  that  a  place  was  want" 
ed  for  the  Fire  Brigade,  and  that  an  armory  could 
be  built  therefor  the  Lancers.  While  the  commit- 
tee believed  that  the  price  was  from  $5000  to 
$10,000  more  than  the  land  was  worth,  they  saw 
no  other  way  than  to  buy  it.  In  regard  to  provid- 
ing for  an  armory,  there  could  be  no  doubt  the 
Lancers  should  have  one,  but  whether  the  city 
should  build  armories  for  military  companies,  that 
is  another  question.  The  cost  of  a  building  for 
all  these  uses  would  be  not  less  than  $1 10,000. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  be  regretted  that  he 
could  not  vote  for  this  appropriation.  The  engine 
was  badly  located,  and  a  better  provision  should 
be  made  for  it,  but  the  price  proposed  to  be  paid 
for  this  lot  ot  land  was  exorbitant.  It  wjs  not  worth 
over  $7  per  foot,  or  $45,000  in  the  aggregate.  This 
was  not  a  time  for  such  an  expenditure  tor  an  en- 
gine-house, particularly  when  a  call  is  now  made 
for  the  utmost  assistance  in  the  alleviation  of  dis- 
tress in  a  sister  city.  It  was  probable,  as  had 
been  stated  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
th  it  a  building' could  not  be  put  up  for  less  than 
45140,000. 

Referring  to  the  lot  on  Oliver  street,  which  the 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  recommended,  he 
said  it  was  a  very  desirable  lot,  open  on  three  sides, 
affording  ample  room,  and  an  engine  was  as  much 
needed  in  that  locality  as  in  any  other.  Ihere  the 
city  owns  the  land,  and  a  building  could  be  put 
up  at  a  small  expense.  Had  that  locality  been 
adopted,  a  building  could  have  been  put  up  before 
this  time.  It  appeared  to  him  that  it  matteied 
little  where  an  engine  was  now  located,  for  if  lo- 
cated in  Oliver  street  it  could  get  to  the  present 
locality  before  steam  could  be  got  up.  There  was 
accord ingly  no  heed  of  an  expensive  lot  of  land. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  his  opinion  that 
the  engine  should  be  located  near  the  City  Hall 
and  on  high  ground.  It  was  an  objection  to  pay 
so  much  for  the  land,  for  he  thought  th;it  $45,000 
was  as  much  as  it  was  worth  and  a  little  more.  As 
a  location  for  the  Fire  Brigade,  that  was  some  con- 
sideration, and  that  will  pay  rent,  and  provision 
should  be  made  for  Company' A,  cavalry.  The  im- 
portance of  this  military  force  should  not  be  over- 
looked, for  it  was  worth  as  much  as  the  police 
force,  without  which  the  laws  could  not  De  en- 
forced against  riotous  persons.  The  company  was 
one  of  the  oldest  and  best  in  the  United  States, 
ana  there  was  no  reason  why  the  city  should  not 
build  an  armory  for  it;  in  New  York  and  elsewhere 
armories  being  built  for  military  companies. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  that  land  opposite  this 
locality  had  been  sold  for  $li  per  foot,  and  be  con- 
sidered the  price  asked  for  the  Smith  estate  a  fair 
one,  and,  for  the  accommodations  afforded,  a  good 
trade  for  the  city.  So  far  as  related  to  the  loca- 
tion, this  was  a  good  one,  and  another  engine  was 
needed  in  the  vicinity  of  Oliver  street.  Should  the 
engine  be  located  in  Oliver  street  and  this  bargjm 
be  lost,  he  did  not  doubt  that  the  city  would  be 
obliged  some  time  to  buy  this  estate  in  Bulfincti 
street  at  a  higher  price  for  another  engine. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  in  regard  to  armories,  the 
cicv  does  now  and  will  continue  to  provide  armo- 
ries for  military  companies.  With  the  great  bur- 
dens upon  the  citizens,  this  was  not  the  time  for 
unnecessary  expense.  Tne  location  was  not  a  de- 
sirable one,  for  at  some  times  in  winter  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  get  through   Howard  street. 
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lie  believed  this  engine  got.  stuck  in  the  snow 
there  hist  winter.  Tb«  location  v/oukl  he  infinitely 
better  in  Oliver  street. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  ilul  not  tlouht;  that  How- 
ard street  would  be  wi<  ened  before  a  great  while, 
from  a  public  necessity.  But  there  was  a  way  ot 
getting  out  otherwise  "than  by  that  street,  in  the 
shoit  distance  to  the  square.  This  location  was 
further  preferred  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department,  who  should  be  consulted  in  such 
cases. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  did  not  regard  the  price 
as  very  bad  for  the  city,  which  is  expected  to  pay 
a  higher  price  for  laud  than  is  required  of  citizens. 
At  the  last  meeting  oi  the  Board  every  Alderman 
but  himself  voied  to  pav  more  for  land  belonging 
to  the  Providence  Railroad  Company  than  lor 
this  land,  which  in  his  view  was  not  worth  near 
so  much.  But  the  question  with  him  was  whether, 
if  an  armory  was  built  in  this  case,  the  city  would 
not  be  obliged  to  build  other  armories.  While  the 
price  was  reasonable  aud  fair,  it  was  ar other 
question  in  laying  out  so  much  for  armories. 

Alderman  Talbot  stated  thar  the  lease  of  the 
present  armory  of  the  JLancers  expired  in  the 
spring,  and  this  locality  would  suit  them. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  this  question  of  an  en- 
gine-house had  caused  the  spending  of  much 
time  and  talk  of  the  committees.  In  their  investi- 
gations  and  advertising  ftr  sites,  nothing  could 
be  found  in  this  section  of  the  city  but.  what  was 
built  upon.  The  buildings  generally  offered  were 
not  good  and  could  not  be  altered  for  an  engine- 
house,  and  the  only  way  was  to  buy  a  site  and  teat- 
down  the  building  upon  it.  If  this  lot  should  he 
abandoned,  a  new  engine  would  probal  ly  be  called 
for  to  be  located  here.  There  would  then  be 
another  child  to  be  provided  for  at  an  expense  of 
$75  to  $100  a  day. 

The  cancels,  he  said,  were  worth  as  much  as 
any  other  militaiy  company,  and  the  city  should 
give  them  a  good  armory.  They  must  have  room 
for  100  to  150  horses,  and  thac  they  could  have  in 
the  square  near  by.  The  fact  was,  the  city  was  got 
by  the  ears,  and  they  must  buy  this  site  to  still  the 
firemen,  and  pay  lor  the  property  $5000  more  than 
it  is  worth. 

Aide'  man  I'lumer  repeated  that  the  city  already 
furnishes  an  armory  tor  the  Lancers,  and  will 
contiuue  to  furnish  one,  but  it  was  not  necessary 
to  build  one.  The  location  for  an  engine  in  Oliver 
stree:  he  believed  to  be  a  good  one,  and  if  it  shall 
prove  to  oe  necessary  to  have  anoiher  one,  a  place 
"will  be  found  for  it.  The  cily  owns  the  lot  in  Oliver 
street,  and  the  house  can  be  built  at  a  compara- 
tively small  expense.  So  far  as  related  to  the  fut- 
ure, there  was  a  lot  in  Hawkins  street  which  would 
be  for  disposal  before  many  yi  ars,  in  the  removal 
of  the  schoolhouse.  The  price  proposed  for  the 
land  m  Buliinch  street  is  $0  per  foot,  which  he 
beiieved  to  be  high. 

Alderman  Gibson  remarked  that  so  far  as  re- 
lated to  lurnishmg  an  armory,  the  cily  could  as 
well  afford  to  furnish  one,  as  others  could  and  gee 
pay  lor  it  from  the  city.  It  was  his  wish  from  the 
first  to  put  the  engine  in  the  end  of  the  Court 
House,  to  which  objection  was  made.  If  the  en- 
gine-house is  needed,  it  will  be  had,  whether  the 
land  costs  $5000  to  $10,000  more  than  it  is  worth, 
or  not.  The  case  of  the  engine  at  South  Boston 
was  referred  to  as  in  point,  where  it  was  said  the 
engine  was  not  wanted,  yet  the  city  is  now  build- 
ing a  house  for  it. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  Aldermen  were  mistaken 
about  the  value  of  land  in  Bultinch  street.  Land 
was  sold  by  auction  lor  ¥10  per  foot,  and  parties 
are  now  ready  to  pay  as  much  for  this.  The  loca- 
tion is  necessary  for  the  engine,  and  another  en- 
gine  is  needed  in  Oliver  street.  In  regard  to  an 
armory,  the  Lancers  are  in  need  of  a  better  armo- 
ry, and  this  locality  will  give  them  such  an  one  as 
they  want. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  considered  one  foot 
of  tLis  land  to  be  worth  as  much  as  two  at 
the  Providence  Railroad.  It  was  fortunate  for  the 
city  to  get  it  at  the  price  demanded.  By  holding 
it  several  years  it  will  be  enhanced  in  value  and 
pay  the  interest  on  the  purchase. 

Alderman  Gibson  referred  to  the  original  pur- 
chase of  the  place  by  Mr.  Smith,  at  $33,000,  and 
the  advance  was  not  more  than  in  auy  other  lo- 
cality, 

The  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  11  to  1,  as 
follows  i

The  report  and  order  to  enlarge  and  repair  the 
old  Almshou-e  on  Highland  street,  for  the  accom- 
modation of  paupers  now  at  Deer  island,  at  not 
exceeding  $75,000,  to  be  transierred  from  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  "Home  for  the  I'oor'' (Ciry 
Doc.  03)  were  considered  on  the  amendmenc  adopt- 
ed by  the  Council,  authorizing  the  erectii  n,  in- 
stead thereof,  of  a  "Home  for  the  Poor"  at  Deer 
Island;  no  expenditure  co  be  allowed  until  con- 
tracts are  made  for  Hie  whole  of  said  building,  ac- 
cording to  the  modified  plans;  the  expense  not 
to  exceed  $225,000,  and  to  be  charged  to  the  ap- 
propriation already  authorized  for  the  purpose. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  if  the  Board  should  con- 
cur in  this  order  they  would  not  be  able  to  com- 
plete the  building  at  the  sum  named.  In  t'„e  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  last  year,  it  was  esti- 
mated mat  the  cost  would  be  $300,000.  On  the 
suggestion  of  the  committee,  some  of  the  orna- 
mental work  was  struck  out,  and  the  committee 
went  to  the  Citv  Council  with  the  understanding 
that  the  sum  of  $225,000  wou id  not  be  sufficient, 
and  that  a  portion  of  the  building  would  be  left 
unfinished  under  that  appropriation. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  it  is  well  known 
that  the  removal  of  the  House  of  Correction  has 
been  much  discussed,  anil  that  a  great  desiie  is 
expressed  for  such  removal.  In  re'ation  to  the 
report  of  the  committee,  they  were  satisfied  tbac 
the  repairs  of  the  old  Almshouse  at  Hoxbury could 
be  made  for  the  sum  reported  by  them.  The  build- 
ing was  40  by  100  feet,  the  frame  in  good  condi- 
tion, aDd  with  wings  at  an  additional  cost  of  $30,- 
000,  may  be  made  to  accommodate  a  much  larger 
number  than  at  present  designed. 

Alderman  Jenkins  referred  to  the  remonstrances 
against  the  erection  of  the  Home  for  the  Poor  at 
Deer  Island,  and  to  the  objection  to  sending  the 
poor  to  an  island  known  as  a  place  of  penal  in- 
fliction. In  relation  to  out  public  institutions,  he 
believed  we  were  behind  the  age,  including  the 
Home  for  the  Poor,  the  Lunatic  Hospital  and  the 
House  of  Correction.  The  Council  bad  passed  the 
order  of  last  year,  unexplained,  when  an  addi- 
tional sum  would  be  required  in  carrying  out  the 
contract  proposed. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  subject,  it  had  been  said 
that  the  class  of  poor  sent  to  Deer  Island  were  the 
unworthy  poor,  poor  because  of  dissipation.  But 
it  did  not  follow  that  they  should  not  be  taken 
care  of  because  unworthy.  In  regard  to  the  Rox- 
buy  Almshouse,  Alderman  Jenkins  stated  further 
that  the  building  was  very  comlortable,  one  of  the 
hest  he  ever  saw,  and  it  could  be  put  iu  good  order 
for  $50,000.  The  committee  were  of  opimou  that 
with  the  lepairs  proposed,  it  could  be  made  com- 
fortable for  all  the  poor  of  the  cit\  for  the  next 
twenty  years.  He  moved  that  the  Board  uon-con- 
cur  with  the  Council. 

Alderman  Cowdin  concurred  in  what  Alderman 
Jenkins  had  said  in  reference  to  the  poor  of  the 
city.  In  regard  to  Deer  Island,  the  poor  would 
prefer  to  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Correction  or  to 
die  than  go  to  Deer  Island.  The  poor  and  the 
crimiual  should  be  separated.  Either  locate  the 
poor  at  Koxbury  or  buy  some  place  elsewhere. 
The  House  of  Correction  must  be  removed  from 
South  Boston  at  no  great  time  distant,  and  he 
thought  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  make  such 
removal  aud  to  take  the  poor  from  the  island.  To 
enable  him  to  obtain  some  statistics  in  relation  to 
the  poor  and  to  criminals,  be  moved  that  the  sub- 
ject be  postponed  two  weeks. 

Alderman  I'lumer  opposed  postponement,  be- 
lieving th:-.t  the  subject  had  been  well  considered 
and  should  be  acted  upon  at  once.  While  he  bad 
great  respect  for  the  Board  of  Directors  in  their 
managemeni  of  the  puolic  institutions,  he  could 
not  agree  with  them  in  regard  to  their  location  of 
the  Home  tor  me  I'oor  at  Deer  Island.  Ibere  was 
a  large  class  of  poor  who  so  disliKe  the  idea  of  gc- 
ing  to  Deer  Island  that  they  endure  much  suffer- 
ing and  endeavor  to  make  ttie  smallest  means  eke 
out  a  subsistence  on  that  account.  Of  late  years 
there  had  sprung  up  eleemosynary  institutions, 
such  as  the  Old  Men's  Home,  Old  Ladies'  Home, 
and  the  Colored  Old  Ladies'  Home. 

There  was  little  doubt  rhere  was  a  call  for  these 
institutions  because  the  people  don't  want  their 
friends  to  go  to  Deer  Island.  He  would  have  the 
poor-well  provided  for,  where  they  could  ne  sur- 
rounded by  good  influences,  where  the  moral  at- 
mosphere was  better  than  at  Deer  Island,  and 
where  no  stigma  could  be  atcaclaed  to  them. 
There  might  perhaps  be  found  a  suitable  location 
in  the  Thirteenth  or  Sixteenth   ward,  for  he    did

not  care  where,  if  out  of  the  way  of  such  influ- 
ences. The  citizens  do  not  want  the  poor  to  he 
classed  with  criminate.  With  a  high  regard  for 
the  superintendents  of  the  institutions  at  Deer 
Island,  there  was  a  tendencyin  dealing  with  crim- 
inals to  a  hardening  of  the  feelings,  and  he  would 
hardly  lie  willing  to  trust  in  a  such  a  position  the 
genial  Alderman,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  whose  countenance  itself  indicated 
him  as  full  ot  the  milk  of  human  kinouess. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  citizens,  the  largest 
t;i\-payers,  he  believed,  were  in  favor  of  making 
the  amplest  provision  lor  the  poor,  and  of  sep- 
arating |them  from  the  institutions  at  Deer 
Island.  They  would  he  willing  to  vote  lor  almost 
anv  amount  to  be  expended  judiciously  in  provid- 
ing for  the  poor  in  some  other  location. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  iu  opposing  a  postponement, 
said  the  report  of  the  committee  was  made  in 
July,  utter  expending  a  great  deal  of  time  upon  it. 
He  hoped  the  Board  would  not  postpone  action, 
for  a  sufficient  time  had  been  afforded  to  satisfy 
every  gentleman. 

Alderman  Ginson  opposed  postponement,  be- 
lieving the  subject  to  be  sufficiently  well  under- 
stood. Last  year  he  was  in  favor  of  a  location  at 
Deer  Island,  but  was  now  opposed  to  such  a  loca- 
tion for  a  Home.  The  poor  people  should  not  be 
sent  there,  for  the  House  of  Correction  must  be  re- 
moved to  that  island.  The  people  of  South  Boston 
have  determined  upon  its  removal,  and  when  50,000 
people  get  their  backs  up  they  will  accomplish 
what  rhey  set  about.  It  will  not  he  five  years  be- 
lore  the  House  of  Correction  will  be  removed. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  the  experience  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was,  that  per- 
sons who  were  determined  to  go  to  Deer  Island, 
would  go  there.  It  was  often  the  case,  when  per- 
sons apply  to  be  sent  down  there,  it  they  are 
recommended  to  go  to  Tewksbury,  they  are  off  at 
once.  When  they  tinn  they  cannot  go  to  the  island 
in  auy  other  way,  they  are  soon  in  the  courts  as 
idle  and  disorderly,  or  drunk,  and  are  sentenced 
there.  .Nine  out  ot  ten  prefer  going  to  the  island 
to  going  to  Tewksiiury.  He  did  not  doubt  the 
building  proposed  could  be  put  up  for  the  sum 
named,  and  that  the  same  building  could  he  put 
up  fifteen  to  twenty  per  cent,  cheaper  at  Deer  Isl- 
and than  elsewhere.  Water  pipes  have  been  laid, 
and  other  preparations  have  been  made  by  which 
$15,000  may  be  saved.  He  hoped,  therefore,  the 
Board  would  concur  with  the  Council.  The  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  voted 
lor  tie  appropriation  last  year. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  did  vote  last  year  for 
the  location  at  Deer  Island,  but  with  the  under- 
standing that  if  the  building  was  to  he  finished,  it 
would  cost  $05,000  more  than  the  sum  appropriat- 
ed, i'be  order  now  provides  for  finishing  the 
building,  aur  a  contract  cannot  be  made  for  the 
sum  proposed.  He  believed  it  would  cost  more  to 
build  at  the  island  than  elsewhere.  If  not,  why 
was  the  objection  made  against  removiug  the 
House  of  Correction  there  because  oi  the  loss  on 
contracts  for  manufacturing? 

In  relation  to  the  management  of  the  institution 
at  Deer  Island,  he  hart  a  favorable  impressUn, 
and  lie  did  not  suppose  anv  gentleman  ever  went 
down  there  on  a  visit  hut  that  he  wished  to  go 
again.  The  reception  and  good  treatment  made  a 
favorable  impression.  But  why  should  they  have 
the  pool  there.  There  was  no  absolute  neces- 
sity for  it,  and  he  believed  the  Board  of  Directors 
did  not  care  atoul  having  them  there,  as  had  been 
intimared  to  bun  by  a  member  within  a  week. 
The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  are  compe- 
tent to  take  care  of  the  poor,  aim  he  believed  they 
should  i>e  under  their  care. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  was  glad  to  hear  that 
the  Aideiman  was  so  well  pleased  with  Deer 
Island,  and  he  could  issure  him  that  the  poor  who 
go  there  are  as  well  satisfied.  There  could  be  no 
question  that  they  could  be  taken  caie  of  as  cheap 
there  as  anywhere  else. 

Alderman  Plumer  referred  to  the  anomalous  po- 
sition of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  who  should 
have  the  superintendence  of  the  poor,  while  the 
poor  are  the  recipients  of  the  funds  in  their 
charge  for  the  benefit  of  that  class. 

Alderman  Talbot  further  lemarked  upon  the 
economy  of  the  location  at  Deer  Island,  where  no 
additional  superintendent  would  he  needed,  and 
but  lew  additional  attends  nts.  Besides  the  saving 
in 'he  erection  of  a  building,  there  would  be  a 
large  saving  in  the  management  of  ic. 
Alderman  Little  said  he  was  opposed  to  the  site 


at  Deer  Island,  because  it  would  he  impossible  to 
separate  the  care  of  the  poor  from  the  manage- 
ment of  the  penal  institutions.  He  was  likewise 
opposed  to  the  Roxhury  site.  If  there  had  been 
no  building  at  Koxbury  the  site  would  noc  now  be 
selected.  He  thought  a  better  selection  could  he 
made,  and  before  deciding,  the  members  of  the 
Board  should  see  it  iu  its  naked  beauty. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  the  city  finds  itself  sadly 
in  want  of  a  Home  for  the  Poor,  an  Insane  Hos- 
pital and  a  House  of  Correction.  No  city  was  so 
meagrely  provided  with  a  Home  for  the  Poor.  It 
should  not  he  located  at  Deer  Island,  because  he 
had  teen  assured  that  the  island  is  not  large 
enough  even  for  the  House  of  Correction,  in  view 
of  the  growth  of  population.  The  city  institutions, 
under  a  population  of  500,000,  which  some  he  saw 
around  him  would  live  to  see  in  Boston,  will  re- 
quire double  the  accommodations  at  the  island. 
It  was  not  large  enough  to  provide  for  all  the 
criminals,  yet  it  is  large  enough  to  provide  for  the 
poor  and  the  criminals. 

Common  prudence,  he  urged,  should  require 
that  the  island  should  be  retained  for  the  class  oi 
persons  now  there.  No  business  man,  he  was 
satisfied,  would  take  any  other  course.  If  the 
classes  there  are  one-half  prostitutes  and  one-half 
drunkards,  the  House  of  Correction,  and  uod  the 
Home  for  the  Poor,  should  be  placed  there.  It 
would  be  flying  in  the  face  of  humanity  and  of 
philanthropy  to  locate  the  poor  among  such  a 
class  of  persons.  He  could  not  understand  why 
the  Board  of  Directors  should  so  persistently  ap- 
peal to  this  Board  for  the  location  of  the  poor  at 
Deer  Island,  when  with  a  population  of  500,000  for 
this  city  the  island  will  not  be  large  enough  for 
present  purposes. 

Should  the  Home  be  located  at  that  island  tbey 
must  remove  it  before  many  years  to  some  other 
place.  It  had  oeen  urged  in  the  other  branch  that 
when  a  man  is  unfoirunate  in  business  and  be- 
comes poor  he  wishes  to  flee  away  and  seclude 
himself  from  the  world  and  his  fiiends.  Hedil 
not  understand  such  to  be  human  nature,  and  he 
should  not  iu  such  circumstunces  wish  to  avoid 
and  keen  away  from  those  whom  he  had  known  in 
former  years.  The  Directors  of  Public  Institu- 
tions, it  was  said,  had  selected  Deer  Island  of  all 
places  because  the  poor  could  be  secluded  and 
shut  out  from  all  who  had  ever  known  them.  He 
hoped  the  Board  would  non-concur  with  the 
Council. 

The  motion  for  postponement  was  withdrawn, 
and  the  question  was  stated  as  on  concurring  in 
the  amendment. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  thought  there  was  no 
necessitvfor  uressiug  the  question  now.  AH  of  the 
argument  had  oeen  on  one  side,  and  he  would  like 
to  bear  something  on  the  other  side.  The  Board 
of  Directors  appeared  to  have  looked  at  the  ques- 
tion lioui  a  business  standpoint,  while  here  there 
was  nothing  but  sympathy.  He  moved,  therefore, 
tnat  the  subject  be  laid  on  the  table,  that  he  might 
consider  it  further  and  obtain  more  in f urination. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost  by  a 
rising  vote;  Aldermen  Cutter,  Talbot,  White  and 
Woolley  voting  in  favor  and  seven  Aldermen 
against. 

Alderman  Plum°r  said  he  should  be  glad  to  hear 
the  argument  on  the  other  side,  and  would  like  to 
know  what,  there  was  if  ihere  was  not  a  call  for 
sympathy.  The  trouble  was  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  looked  at  the  subject  merely  from  a 
business  standpoint.  In  a  matter  of  this  kind 
ihere  should  be  a  higher  anil  holier  consideration 
than  that  of  business  merely,  in  the  charge  of  the 
poor. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  had  heard  only  one 
side  discussed,  and  was  not  prepared  to  discuss 
the  other,  not  having  had  time  to  consider  it.  The 
Alderman  was  not  altogether  free  from  voting  on 
dollars  and  cents  in  some  cases,  as  in  the  appro- 
priation for  supply  of  soup  for  the  poor  last  win- 
ter. 

Alderman  Plumer  replied  that  he  had  not  only 
a  regard  for  dollars  and  cents  in  that  ease,  but  the 
highest  good  of  the  poor  at  the  same  time. 

Alderman  Cutter  believed  the  Directors  might 
have  as  good  and  strong  argument  in  their  favor. 
He  had  not  given  this  subject  his  attention,  and 
therefore  moved  that  it  be  iaid  on' the  table. 

I'he  question  was  taken  on  adopting  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Council,  which  wss  lost  by  a  vote  el'  i 
to  8,  as  follows: 

Yeas— Cutter.  Talbot.  White,  Woolley. 
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Nays— Cowdin,  Gibson,  Jenkins,  Little,  Pierce, 
Plainer,  Pope,  Kicker. 

The  question  recurring  upon  the  passage  of  the 
order  as  reported  by  the  committee, 

Alderman  Little  said  he  hoped  the  Board  would 
lav  the  order  on  the  table  and  go  and  see  the  old 
Almf bouse  before  voting;  for  the  repairs.  He 
moved  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Jenkins  s;iid  it  was  possible  the  com- 
mittee may  nave  paid  too  much  deference  to  the 
judgment 'nf  the  gentleman  of  the  Highland  Dis- 
trict in  its  location  there,  as  evidence  that  it  was 
a  good  location. 

Alderman  Little  replied  that  the  judgment 
might  have  been  good  sixteen  years  since,  when 
there  were  no  houses,  factories,  breweries  or  other 
buildings  there.  Then  it  was  a  pleasanr  part  of  the 
town,  away  from  dwellings,  but  now  circum- 
stances were  different. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  carried, 

THE   BURRILL  CLAIM. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce,  the  special  as- 
signment, for  Ayz  o'clock,  was  taken  up,  the  report 
and  order  to  pay  Henry  VV.  Paine,  assignee  of 
Charles  Burrill,  $40,0o0,  for  services  rendered  by 
said  Burrill  to  the  city  in  obtaining  the  quota  of 
troops  for  the  war. 

Alderman  I'lumer  inquired  whether  the  question 
was  not  on  the  ord^r  to  get  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Solicitor  upon  the  constitutionality  of  the  act  o*f 
the  last  Legislature  upon  which  the  order  was 
based. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  oner  was  adopted  to 
tret  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  when  a  mo- 
tion was  made  to  reconsider  its  adoption.  The 
whole  subject  was  then  laid  on  the  table. 

Alderman  1'ierce  said  hts  design  was  to  move  a 
postponement  of  the  subject  to  another  week,  and 
he  wished  also  to  make  a  report  on  a  petition  of 
Mr.  Burrill  for  a  reference  of  the  subject  to  arbi- 
trators. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Joint  Standiog  Com- 
mittee on  Claims,  to  whom  was  rele.red  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  Burrill  that  his  claim  for  compen- 
sation on  account  of  services  rendered  in  fur- 
nishing credits  Upon  the  quota  of  the  city  during 
the  late  war  be  referred  to  disinterested  persons 
outside  of  the  City  Government,  having  carefully 
considered  the  subject,  would  respectfully  report 
that  in  view  of  the  recent  act  of  the  Legislature, 
authorizing  the  payment  of  §40,000  in  full  settle- 
ment of  said  claim,  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  appoint  arbitra- 
tors, and  they  would  therefore  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  order  originally  reported  by  them 
to  pay  Charles  Burrill  the  sum  of  $40,000. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Alderman  Plumer,  the 
postponement  was  made  for  two  weeks. 

EEPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Streets,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioneis  in  re- 
lation to  the  extension  of  Commonwealth  avenue, 
Huntington  avenue  and  W  est  Chester  park,  made 
a  report  recommending  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying onler: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  ot  Street  Commission- 
ers be  requested  to  lay  out  and  extend,  in  concur- 
rence with  the  City  Council,  Commonwealth  ave- 
nue, 200  feet  wide,  to  its  junction  with  the 
proposed  extension  cf  Westchester  park;  Hun- 
tingdon avenue,  100  feet  wi''e,  from  Boylston  street 
at  Clarendon  street,  to  Camden  street ;  and  West 

Chester     park  feet  wide  to  Be:<con  street; 

provided,  That  a  bond  is  given,  satisfactory  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Solicitor,  for  the  construction 
of  said  avenues,  with  the  exception  of  the  bridges 
over  the  railroad  tracks,  to  the  grade  of  at  least 
eighteen  feet  above  mean  low  water,  and  the  con- 
veyance of  them  to  the  city,  or  in  lieu  of  the  con- 
veyance, the  payment  of  all  damages  on  account 
of  t^e  taking  and  laying  ou  ,  for  the  sum  of  $300,- 
000,  and  the  city  assuming  all  assessments  for  bet- 
termtuts  on  the  estates  abutting  on  such  land  as 
shall  be  conveyed  to  it  for  the  aveiues  as  afore- 
said, both  on  account  of  the  benefits  resulting 
from  the  improvements  herein  specified,  and  on 
account  of  any  future  extension  of  either  of  said 
avenues. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  in  explanation  of  the  terms 
of  the  order,  stated  that  the  distances  in  the  ex- 
tension of  these  avenues  were  as  follows;  Com- 
monwealth avenue  to  West  Chester  park  2206  feet, 
or  two-fifths  of  a  mile;  West  Chester  park  to  Mill- 
dam  3700  feet,  or  three-fifths  of  a  mile;  Hunting- 


ton avenue  to  Camden  street  4300  feet,  or  four- 
fifths  of  a  mile. 

The  order  was  read  once  and  laid  over. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance, to  whom  was  referred  the  order  for  an  ap- 
propriation to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  depart- 
ment of  survey  and  inspection  of  buildings  for  the 
balatce  of  the  present  financial  year,  made  a  re- 
port of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  che  Auditor  of  Accounts  be  au- 
thorized to  transfer  from  the  Reserved  Fund  the 
sum  of  $5400,  to  constitute  a  special  appropriation 
to  be  styled  the  "Inspection  of  Buildings;"  said 
amount" to  defray  the  expenses  of  said  department 
for  the  balance  of  the  present  financial  year,  as 
set  forth  in  the  communication  of  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings  to  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  dated  Oct. 
9, 1871.    Head  once. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  from  the  Committe  on  Pav- 
ing, reported  leave  to  withdraw  on  petition  of  Mrs. 

A.  Campbell  and  others  that  Perry  street  be  closed 
for  a  few  days;  and  no  action  necessary  on  peti- 
tion of  A.  M.  &  Oscar  N.  Kyle  in  respect  to  bay 
window  Nos.  103, 105  Leverett  street,  and  of  Josiah 
C.  Merriam  and  others,  that  Westminster  street  be 
graded.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Licen- 
ses, reported  in  favor  of  licenses,  as  follows:  John 

B.  O'Brien  to  give  a  concert  at  Tremont  Temple, 
Oct.  12;  Post  113,  G.  A.  R.,  to  give  concerts  in  this 
city ;  also  licenses  to  sundry  persons  as  innholaers 
and  victuallers,  for  hack  and  wagon  stands  and  for 
transfer  of  hack  and  wagon  licenses,  severally  ac- 
cepted. 

Alderman  Little,  fiom  the  Committee  on  Health, 
reported  in  favor  of  the  location  of  a  stable  by 
Daniel  T.  McCallion  rear  of  lot  on  Kverett  street, 
between  Cottage  and  Orleans  streets.  Accepted. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  HeaPh, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  N.  Ward  & 
Co.,  for  leave  to  enlarge  their  stable  at  City  1'oint 
on  wharf  between  P  and  Q  streets,  also  for  leave 
to  transship  rough  tallow  and  bones  from  said 
wharf  to  Spectacle  Island;  aud  a  remonstrance 
against  the  same,  made  a  report  that  after  a  par- 
tial hearing  through  counsel  they  are  of  opinion 
that  the  interests  of  all  parties  concerned  require 
a  hearing  before  this  Board. 

Alderman  Little  stated  m  explanation  of  the 
report  that  it  was  believed  time  would  be  saved 
by  a  hearing  before  the  whole  Board,  in  a  thor- 
ough understanding  of  the  subject.

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Committee  on  Water, 
to  whom  was  relerred  the  communication  from 
the  Water  Board,  asking  for  an  appropriation  of 
$10,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  surveys  and  in- 
quiries with  regard  to  obtaining  an  additional 
supply  of  pure  water  for  the  city  of  Boston,  made 
a  report  recommending  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order: 

Ordered.  That  the  Cochituate  Water  Board  be

:n  the  city,  made  a  report  recommending  that  the 
petition  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Common 
and  Public  Grounds.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  order  of  the  City  Council 
that  the  Water  Board  be  requested  to  etrnse  the 
stand-ripe  at  Roxnury  to  be  opened  to  the  public 
at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  made  a 
report  recommending  that  the  order  be  relened 
to  the  Water  Board.    Accepted. 

Alderman  Talbot,  from  the  Committee  on 
Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  El- 
dorado Osborn  to  be  compensated  for  injuries  to 
his  horse  on  account  of  an  alleged  defect  in  Harri- 
son avenue  on  the  10th  of  August,  made  a  report 
recommending  that  the  petitioner  have  leave  to 
withdraw.

rhe  regular  weekly  meeting  of  tbe  Common 
Council  was  held  this  evening,  at  1%  o'clock,  Mat- 
thias Kich,  the  President,  in  the  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE   BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  quarterly  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Health  and  of  the  Port  Physician,  and  the  month- 
ly exhibit  of  the  Auditor,  weie  severally  ordered 
to  be  placed  on  file. 

The  following  papers  were  severally  accepted, 
in  concurrence:

passed,  by  a  vote  of  47  yeas,  no  nays.

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  be  requested  to 
purchase  the  estate  on  lyler  street,  next  south  of 
ihe  Ouincy  Suboolhouse,  and  adjoining  the  lot  on 
which  said  schoolbouse  stands. 

Keferred  to  the  Commi'tee  on  Public  Instruc- 
tion. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  on  Common  and  Public  Grounds, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  order  in  relation  to  an 
increase  of  pay  of  laborers  in  that  department, 
made  a  report  that  in  their  opinion  it  would  be  in- 
expedient to  make  any  increase  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1,  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Common  and  Public  Grounds,  dissented 
from  the  report  of  the  majority,  and  recom- 
mended that  an  increase  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
day  be  made  to  the  wages  of  those  laborers  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Grounds  who  now  receive 
one    dollar   and  seventy-five  cents. 

Mr.  Brooks,  in  support  of  the  minority  report, 
said  he  wished  only  to  give  reasons  for  his  dis- 
sent from  the  majority  of  tbe  committee.  This 
class  of  laborers  was  the  only  one  whose  pay 
had  not  beeu  raised  within  the  last  two  years. 
There  were  from  thirty  to  forty  men  employed  in 
this  depaitment  at  $1  75  per  day,  and  they  were 
employed  only  from  April  to  October.  Most  of 
these  men  had  beeu  discharged,  aud  there  were 
now  but  few  remaining.  As  they  were  employed 
but  the  best  portion  of  the  season  at  a  less  pay 
than  others,  it  vvas  designed  simuly  to  put  them 
on  an  equality  in  daily  pay  with  trie  other  labor- 
ers in  the  Paving  and  Health  departments,   who 


are  employed  the  whole  year.  As  a  class  of  la- 
borers, it  was  but  simple  justice  that  they  should 
be  paid  $2  a  day,  for  the  lew  months  they  are  em- 
ployed. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  said  'here  were  other  rea- 
sons why  tbe  pay  of  these  men  should  be  increas- 
ed. They  were  not  empkned  in  wet  weather  as 
the  men  were  in  other  departments,  who,  in  such 
weather,  were  employed  under  sheds,  which  gave 
them  pay  for  every  day  at  $2.  These  men  got  but 
twenty  to  twenty-four  days  m  a  month  for  halt  the 
year.  As  a  means  of  supporting  families,  the  pay 
of  $2  a  day  was  but  a  small  pittance. 

.Mr.  Pond  of  Ward  3,  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mitf.e,  and  favoring  tbe  majority  report,  stated 
that  the  committee  were  governed  principally  in 
that  report  by  the  tact  that  it  would  be  anticipat- 
ing the  action  of  another  City  Government  to 
raise  the  pay  of  these  laborers.  The  season  bad 
i  early  closed  and  most  of  the  men  bad  been  dis- 
charged. There  were  eight  or  ten  men  who  were 
employed  all  tho  year  at  $2  a  day,  ami  the  Super- 
intendent of  Commons  had  direction  to  pay  more 
in  cases  where  the  services  of  men  were  worth 
more.  They  therefore  did  not  wish  to  anticipate 
the  action  of  the  committee  of  another  year,  but 
leave  it  to  them  to  decide  when  men  are  employed 
next  season. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  minority  report  would  not  be.  adopted.  The 
commUtee  carelully  considered  the  subject  and 
deemed  it  unadvisable  to  recommend  any  increase 
of  pay  at  prtsent.  From  the  testimony  of  the 
superintendent  it  appeared  that  tnese  men  were 
pa i:l  all  i heir  labor  was  worth,  abd  there  were 
many  at  plications  for  places,  more  than  could  be 
employed.  To  adopt  this  would  be  but  an  enter- 
ing wedge  for  increase  of  pay  in  all  departments 
of  the  City  Government.  Tnere  were  but  six  or 
eight  men  who  were  now  receivinjr  but  $1  75  a 
day,  and  these  would  be  discharged  in  a  few  days, 
leaving  only  those  who  are  employed  all  the  year. 
.Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  did  not  consider  the  argu- 
ment a  good  one,  in  regard  to  the  increase  of  pjy, 
for  the  proposed  increase  was  but  to  make  the  pay 
the  same  as  in  the  other  departments.  The  in- 
crease was  but  a  mere  pittance,  and  would  be 
grateful  to  these  poor  men.  He  hoped  the  minor- 
ity report  would  be  adopted,  and  moved  its  sub- 
stitution for  that  of  the  majority. 

Mr.  Winch  stated  that  the  employment  of  these 
laborers  was  not  so  laborious  as  those  of  other  de- 
partments, and  that  was  a  reason  why  there  was  a 
distinction  between  "he  classes  of  laborers.  The 
pressure  for  places  was  very  great,' as  he  had 
found  from  applications  to  him  for  them. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  he  did  not  know  why  the  work 
of  shovelling  in  this  department  was  not  as  labo- 
rious as  in  other  departments,  and  these  men 
vvui  k  but  part  of  the  time  while  others  are  em- 
ployed the  whole  year.  So  far  from  being  an  en- 
tering wedge  to  raise  the  pay  of  others,  this  was 
only  to  put  these  laborers  on  the  same  tooting 
as  others.  He  did  not  doubt  that  men  could  be 
had  for  the  places,  but  he  would  not  send  men  to 
the  poor  house  tor  want  of  sufficient  pav  to  sup- 
port themselves  and  families.  His  theory  was  to 
pay  a  man  for  what  he  was  worth,  and  no  gentle- 
man could  say  that  $2  a  day  vvas  too  much. 

.Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6,  as  a  representative  of  the 
ward  iu  which  the  Common  is  mainly  situated, 
aud  passing  over  it  frequently,  said  his  experi- 
ence was  that  these  men  did  not  work  very  hard. 
A  group  of  four  or  five  would  generally  work  to- 
gether, one  drawing  a  handcart  or  leading  a  horse 
while  another  would  walk  along  with  a  broom  ;  a 
third  would  perhaps  shovel  dirt  or  leaves.,  and 
another  would  pick  up  leaves  with  his  hands. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  said  he  concurred  with  his 
colleague  from  Ward  1  in  regard  to  the  pay  of  this 
class  of  laborers.  Tbey  were  employed  but  part  of 
tbe  yeai,  and  on  that  account  thev  should  receive 
$2  a  day.  In  fact  they  should  receive  better  wages 
for  that  reason.  He  hoped  the  members  of  the 
Council  would  see  the  question  as  he  did,  and  vote 
for  the  inciease  of  pay. 

Mr.  Winch  said  he  did  not  speak  of  the  matter 
as  an  entering  wedge.  Why  was  the  subject,  neg- 
lected until  all  these  laborers  but  six  or  eight  had 
been  discharged,  and  in  a  few  days  more  their 
work  would  close  for  the  season?  He  preferred 
that  the  committee  for  another  year  should  settle 
the  question  of  pay,  when  laborers  were  hired 
again. 

.dr.  Barnes  of  Ward  lsaid,  that  as  he  understood 
it  this  could  not  be  understood  as  au  entering 
wedge,  for  several   months  ago    the    committee 
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were  directed  to  inquire  into  llic  mutter,  and  they 
li:ul  done  so.  He  was  only  surpi  ise  I  that  It  had 
not  been  taken  in  hand  lielore.  It  followed  out  it 
would  have  been  done  be  tore  this  time. 

Mr.  Taylor  stated  that  early  in  the  season  some 
of  the  lain -rers  in  tlie  l'a  viug Department  received 
but  si  Si!  per  day,  acid  after  his  order  wasmtio- 
duced  their  pay  was  increased  to  $2  per  day. 

Mr.  Brooks  said  Unit  two  years  ago  tin-  pay  of 
most  ot  the  laborers  was  increased  to  $2,  wbile 
tlie  pay  ot  these  was  not.

city  Document  No.  (>2,  1S71 ),  were  taken  from  the 
table  and  considered.

i  be  institutfo  i  will.  within  a  short  rim  ■.  undoubt- 
edly have  to  be  removed,  ami  an  expenditure  of 
any  considerable  sum  of  money  will  be  an  extrav- 
agance not  warranted  oy  the  exigencies  of  the 
case. 

if  the  institution  is  to  be  remo  leiled.  it  will  re- 
quire, irt  i he  opinli  n  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
$190,000.  and  this  large  sum  will  oe  only  the  enter- 
ing wedge  for  a  further  expenditure  ;  lor  even  this 
sum  will  not  be  sufficient  to  make  tire  nu'ldings 
up  to  the  requirements  of  the  limes.  Many  of  the 
imperfections  would  be  retained— eliiel  among 
which  is  the  size  of  the  cells,  and  nothing  short  ot 
the  entire  rebuilding  of  the  prison  buildii.t:  will 
ever  uo.ke  it  what  it  should  be.  And  when  this  is 
done  it  should  ne  upon  a  permanent  basis. 

In  this  connection  it  seems  to  me  that  the  fol- 
lowing questions  are  worthy  of  our  consideration  : 

1.  Does  -he  existence  ol  riie  ..ouseof  Cor<"Cion 
at  South  Boston  seriously  retard  the  growth  and 
prosperity  of  that  section  of  the  city  ? 

2.  Is  there  any  other  locality  ro  which  it  can  be 
removed  where  the  sun  •  objections  do  not  exist? 

15.  Can  its  removal  be  accomplished  without  too 
great  an  expenditure  of  rbe  public  lunds  ? 

4.  Is  riie  present  the  mo;t  favorable  time  for  its 
rem   val? 

Ihe  existence  of  a  penal  institution  in  tb°  midst 
of  a  tiiiekly  settled  district  like  South  Boston* 
rapidly  increasing  in  population  in  every  direc- 
tion, save  or. ly  in  the  neighborhood  of  this  insti- 
tution (w  bicb  from  its  nature  is  made  a  prominent 
feature)  is  an  unmitigated  evil,  ami  should  not  be 
longer  tolerated. 

While  the  lands  lying  southwest  from  Broadway 
are  being  rapidly  taken  and  a  good  class  <  f  build- 
ings erected  thereon,  the  land  on  the  northeast 
side  within  a  radius  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the 
House  of  Correction  is  unimproved,  and  must  re- 
main so  as  long  as  this  evil  is  allowed  to  exist.  It 
was  in  evidence  at  the  hearing  on  tbW  subject 
that  builders  who  had  purchased  city  lands  on  In- 
dependence square  had  found  it  impossible  to  sell 
houses  if  they  erected  them,  as  parties  with 
whom  they  tried  to  negolinte,  at  once  declined  on 
viewing  the  on  mises  and  finding  they  overlooked 
this  institution. 

If  the  institution  is  removed  the  large  quanrit 
of  land  owneil  by  the  city  around  Independence 
square,  which  cannot  now  be  sold,  will  find  a 
ready  market  at  a  greatly  increased  pi  ice.  No 
more  beautiful  spot  can  be  found  for  residences  in 
Massachusetts  than  this.  In  proof  ol  this,  at  the 
bearing  a  gentleman  of"  undounted  ability  offered 
on  behalf  o  himself  and  othei  weaitby  gentlemen 
of  South  Boston  to  take  ail  the  city  land  at  south 
Boston,  paying  for  the  same  tf>e  price  at  which 
they  are  now  ottering  the  same,  and  paying  a 
bonus  of  $150,000,  if  the  House  of  Correction  is 
removed. 

At  Deer  Island  the  city  has  134  acres  of  upland 
and  fifty  acres  of  flats,  well  adapted  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  penal  institution.  One-halt  ot  the  House 
of  Correction  may  be  said  to  he  there  already. 
there  being  405  cells  upon  toe  island,  and  but  405 
at  South  hoston. 

By  its  removal  there,  much  of  the  expense  of 
running  the  institutions  will  be  saved,  as  ir  can 
cost  not  nearly  so  much  to  maintain  the  institu- 
tions when  consolidated  as  it  does  to  maintain 
them  when  so  widely  separated.  The  same  steam- 
boat that  now  reus  to  the  island  is  capable  of  do- 
ing all  the  business  of  transportation.  The  force 
required  to  prevent  escapes  will  require  to  be  no 
larger  for  the  whole  institution  than  for  either  of 
the  branches. 

There  is  connected  with  the  institution  700.000 
feet  ot  unland  and  1,310,700  feet  of  flats,  fbe  un- 
bind alone  will  sell  if  the  institution  is  removed 
foi  at  least  s'500,000;  add  to  *his  the  sum  required 
to  refit  the  buildings,  as  proposed  in  the  Direct- 
ors, and  we  have  a  sum  which  will  rebuild  the  in- 
stitution in  another  locality;  all  the  land  hebl  by 
tne  city  around  Independence  square  will  also  be 
largely  enhanced  in  price  and  find  a  ready  market. 
The  taxable  valuation  of  all  the  real" estate  in 
South  Boston  competent  judges  estimate  will  be 
increased  over  three  millions  by  the  removal. 

I  cannot  see  that  the  Board  of  Directors  offer 
any  valid  argument  for  the  retention  of  the  insti- 
tution at  South  Boston. 

The  argument  that  the  land  will  be  worth  more 
a  tew  years  hence  is  offset  by  the  fact  that  i's  sale 
at  this  time  would  bring  taxable  property  into  the 
city  ana   increase    the    taxable  valuation    of  the 
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whole  of  South  Boston.  It  has  already  sufficiently 
impioved  in  value  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  re- 
moval, a    1  have  shown. 

vVi.h  regard  to  contractors  giving  up  their  con- 
tracts lor  labor  if  the  institi  tien  is  removed,! 
doubt  their  doing  this.  So  long  as  they  can  get 
the  labor  at  as  favorable,  rates  as  they  are  now 
getting  it,  there  is  no  danger  of  their  repudiating; 
and  it  they  do,  there  are  pleu'y  to  supply  the'r 
places. 

The  fact  that  45,000  people  of  South  Boston  are 
united  in  their  wish  to  have  this  grievance  under 
which  they  have  so  long  suffered,  and  against 
which  thev  have  ..ften  protested,  removed,  is  of 
itself  a  sufficient  reason  fir  its  removal. 

For  these  reasons  1  hope  no  further  sum  of 
money  will  be  voted  for  the  purpose  of  perpetuat- 
ing it. 

.dr.  Kohbius  ot  Ward  8  said:  In  the  first  place  I 
think  it  will  not  oe  questioned  that  within  ten 
ye  us  the  site  of  the  present  House,  of  Correction 
must  lie  vacated.  The  inhabitants  of  South  Hus- 
ton, numbering  43,000,  occupying  an  area  larger 
than  the  city  proper,  have  already  given  evidence 
that  they  demand  the  removal  ol  the  present 
House  of  Correction.  We  have  been  informed  by 
citizens  of  that  part  of  the  city  that  such  removal 
will  enhance  the  present  valuation,  which  is  well 
known  to  lie  fifty  millions  of  dollars,  certainly  live 
millions.  The  voice  of  this  people  aud  this  capital 
must  tie  heard  in  this  chamber,. 

In  the  second  place,  we  should  and  must  re- 
uit'uilx'i'  Hint  thelind  now  occupied  by  the  House 
ol  Correction  is  and  is  becoming  too  valuable  to 
be  used  for  thi*  purpose-.  This  is  a  fact  which  the 
itirectorsof  Public  Institutions  assume  inav  in 
the  future  be  the  fact.  If  my  statement,  i here- 
fore,  be  correct,  would  it  not  be  the  height  ot  folly 
to  expend  for  lepairs  uoon  the  present  House  of 
Corrective  more  than  is  actually  necessary?  The 
Directors  o<  i'uidir.  Institutions  require  about  two 
bundled  taouaa.Mil  dollars  to  complete  the  im- 
provements which  they  propose.  Fifty  thousand 
dollars,  which  the  committee  deem  necessaiy 
to  make  all  Hie  needed  improvements, 
thu  Directors  say,  is  insufficient  to  accomplish 
what  they  desire,  or  as  they  express  it,  "insuffi- 
cient to  supply  the  want  of  a  suitable  chapel  and 
work-shop  iniihliiig  and  cell  accommodations.' 
V>w,  what  is  needed,  if  the  House  of  Correction 
must  ill  a  short  time  be  removed,  is  only  whar.  is 
required  tor  immediate  and  temporary  use.  This 
requirement  is  simply  a  work-shop  ami  chapel. 
Will  not  fifty  rbou-aud  dollars  build  these?  If  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee  in  the  matter 
of  establishing  a  Home  for  tne  Poor  are  adopted, 
the  necessity  ot  ''cell  accommodations"  will  be 
obviated.  Let  me,  Air..  President,  immediately 
begin  by  striking  a  balance  between  the  estimates 
of  the  Directors  of  the  Public  Institutions  and  my 
own  calcu'ations. 

The  Directors  say  tha'"  their  plan  involves  the 
expenditure  of  ouly  about  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  against  the  plan  of  erecting  a  new  build- 
ing at  a  cost  of  about  one  million  ;  and  this,  they 
say,  is  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  location.  Mjy  an- 
swer to  this  subject  of  location  is,  that  the  city 
owns  Deer  Island,  which  ctv'tJiiis  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  acres,  and  when  the  Almshouse 
now  located  there  is  removed,  the  area,  notwith- 
standing the  contrary  opinion  of  the  Directors,  is 
not  only  broad  enough  f  irtheHouse  of  Reformation 
for  Juvenile  Offenders,  and  the  House  of  Industry, 
but  also  for  the  He  use  of  Correction.  As  the  city 
owns  Deer  Island,  the  expense  of  location  is  there- 
fore nothing. 

One  argument  used  by  the  Directors  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  removal  to  Deer  Island  I  cannot  pass 
without  mention,  and  scarcely  without  astonish- 
ment. It  is  this:  that  under  {such  circumstances 
the  contractors  tor  prison  laoor  would  immediate- 
ly annul  their  contracts.  While  I  do  not  specially 
advocate  Deer  Island  as  the  future  location  o»  the 
House  of  Coriection,  I  think  I  express  the  senti- 
ment of  every  member  of  this  Council  and  ot  everv 
voter  in  this  city  when  I  say  that  the  contractors 
for  prison  labor  are  not  the  government  of  Bos- 
ton. 

I  desire  it  distinctly  remembered  that  Boston 
has  outgr  jwii  the  capacity  of  its  puidic  institu- 
tions. I'o  establish  this  fact,  the  simple  mention 
of  it  I  think  is  only  necessary.  Tlie  city  must 
begin  to  do  something.  The  claims  upon ' us  in 
this  direction  are  of  a  character,  as  the  Directors 
say,  that  will  not  admit  of  procrastination.  Ivow, 
begging  pardon  for  the  little  digressions  I  have 
mace,  let   me   immediately  state   the    difference 


between  the  Directors'  figures  and  my  own 
with  reference  to  the  House  of  Correction.  The 
Directors  »sk  lor  the  utirj  of  two  hundred  thous- 
and, dollars  for  alterations,  additions  and  re- 
pairs. I  advocate  the  appropriation  of  only  fiity 
thousand  dollars,  which  I  hope  I  have  shown  is  ail 
that  is  needed  tor  present  necessities.  This  leaves 
a  balance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars in  favor  of  the  city.  It  must  be  remembered 
in  the  consideration  of  this  whole  matter,  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  ha  ve  exceeded  in  their  calcu- 
lations the  aet'ial  expense  necessary  to  accom- 
plish same  of  the  most  important  results  Co  which 
they  have  referred.  For  instance,  they  estimate  the 
cost  ot  a  new  institution  to  be  aoout  nine  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  cost  ot  land. 
Mow,  1  am  a'de  Co  demonstrate,  having  received 
my  information  from  responsible  contractors, 
that  a  buiidiiig  equal  to  that  contemplated  by  the 
Directors  in  their  estimate,  containing  1000  cells, 
and  every  convenience,  can  be  erected  at  a  cost  of 
noc.  oyer]  §800,000.  According  to  these  two  esti- 
mates .§150,000  dollars  are  saved  to  the  city  by  rea- 
son of  error  in  the  estimate  of  the  Directors,  sup- 
pose, then,  that  the  ciiy  concludes  to  erect  a  new 
House  <>f  Correction  which,  as  before  inti- 
mate.I,  it  ma*t  decide  to  do  at  uo  distaur, 
day,  it  has  in  the  first  place  saved  from 
the  sum  as  estimated  by  the  Board  for  repairs 
$150.00).  M  >w  in  the  erection  of  the  new 
House  of  Correction  the  directors  have  not  Taken 
into  consideration  the  proceeds  from  the  saie  of 
lands  now  occupied  by  Hie  present  institution. 
Let  us  :,ee  what  is  the  present  worth  ot  these 
lands  and  what  they  will  be  worth  a  year  or  two 
hence.  These  grounds  contain  six  hundred  aud 
thirty-one  thousand  seven  hundred  square  feet  of 
upland  and  one  nidliou  three  hundred  and  ten 
thousand  seven  hin  Ire  I  square  feet  of  flats.  The 
pieseut  valuation  of  the  upland  is  forty  cents  a 
foot,  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  are  other 
city  lands,  and  would  consequently  amount 
to  two  hundred  and  fipy-two  thousand  six  hun- 
dred aud  eighty  dollars.  The  present  value  of  the 
Hats;  considering  them  worth  two  cents  a  foot 
only,  would  be  twenty-six  thousand  two  hundred 
ami  fourteen  dollars.  The  total  present  valuation 
of  said  lands  is  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
thuusand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four  dollars. 
Two  years  hence  it  is  safe  to  estimate  that  with- 
out me  work-house  aud  asylum,  the  upland  will 
be  w  >rth  seventy  cents  per  foot,  or  four  hundred 
aad  forty-two  thousand  two  hundred  and  nineteen 
dollars  in  the  aggregate.  Adding  to  this  the  value 
of  the  flats  twenty-six  thousand  two  hundred  and 
fourteen  dollars  makes  a  total  of  four  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  thousand  four  hundred  ami  thirty- 
three  dol'ars.  This  added  to  the  one  huudred  and 
fiftjj  thousand  dollars  saved  from  the  present  re- 
(jui'iemeuts  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  present 
alterations,  makes  a  sum  total  of  six  hundred  and 
eighteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-three 
dollars.  This,  therefore,  is  the  sum  which  the 
city  will  have  in  two  vears,  not  including  the  in- 
terest upon  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  with  which  to  build  a  new  Hoii«e  of  Cor- 
rection. This,  deducted  from  the  estimate  for  ths 
buil  dng  of  the  structure — namely,  eight  hundred 
thousand  dollars— leaves  a  balance  of  oue  hundred 
and  eighty-one  thousand  tiv'e  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  dollars.  Add  to  this,  if  you  please,  the 
fifty  thousand  dollars  which  you  are  now  advised 
tiy  the  committee  to  expend  for  repairs,  and  you 
nave  the  cost  of  your  new  House  of  Correction, 
namely,  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  live 
hundred  and  sixty-seveD  dollars,  instead  of  nine 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand,  which  the  Directors' 
estimates  show. 

Mr.  President,  I  have  done.  I  ask  your  pardon 
tor  occupying  your  time  to  such  length.  I  be- 
lieved, anil  now  believe,  that  the  utmost  care 
should  be  exercised  i>y  us  in  making  or  advising 
in  regard  to  these  important  expenditures.  The 
citizens  of  Boston  will  not  be  satisfied  with  a  use- 
less expenditure  of  so  large  a  sum  of  money.  It  is 
not  reasonable  that  they  should.  I  therefore  earn- 
estly hope  thit  this  matter  which  has  been  so 
many  times  before  the  City  Government  will  lie 
now  definitely  settled  bv  adopting  the  report  of 
this  committee  and  passing  the  order. 

Mr  Sayward  ot  Ward  10,  in  support  of  the  sub. 
stitute,  said  he  should  have  been  satisfied  to  sub- 
mit it  without  saving  a  word,  if  he  could  out  be 
certain  that  members  of  the  Council  had  read  the 
report  of  the  Directors  for  Public  Institutions. 
Yet  his  experience  was  that  document-  were  often 
printed,  but   not    read.      In  reply   to   the    gentle- 
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man  from  Ward  8,  he  supposed  that  gentleman 
had  been  procuring estimatesfroin'mecbanics:  but 
he  could  assure  him  that  the  estimates  which  had 
I  een  made  under  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors were  by  practical  men.  who  could  be  re- 
lied upon. 

The  most  economical  plan  he  believed  to  he 
that  which  should  make  a  thorough  repair  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  for  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
city  to  provide  properly  for  the  criminal  as  well 
as  for  the  poor.  The  Directors  in  their  report 
state  that  the  claims  for  relief  are  not  of  a  char- 
acter that  will  adroit  of  procrastination.  The 
term  is  a  strong  one,  and  it  is  a  disgrace  to  the 
city  that  something  is  not  done  to  meet  the  de- 
mands lor  new  public  institutions.  And  so  we 
continue  to  go  on.  lheie  is  but  little  hope  for  a 
new  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  there  is  to  be  no 
Home  for  the  1'oor,  since  the  two  branches  (litter 
on  the  subject. 

When  it  is  contended  that  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion must  be  removed  to  Deer  island,  it  is  an 
answer  that  it  cannot  be  removed  so  long  as  the 
poor  remain  there.  In  reply  to  the  gentleman 
from  Eolith  Boston,  he  said  it  might  be  supposed 
from  his  remarks  that  South  Boston  was  dying  out 
on  account  of  the  remaining  there  of  the  House  of 
Coirecrion.  Its  growth  is  1  ow  greater  than  any 
other  wards,  and  it  could  not  be  much  more  should 
the  House  of  Correction  be  removed.  It  m:ght 
appear  harsh,  but  he  believed  all  the  object  in  the 
removal  of  the  House  of  Correction  from  .South 
Boston  was  the  promotion  of  a  land  speculation. 

As  well  might  the  residents  ot  Ward  6  demand 
the  removal  of  the  Jail  from  Mat  ward,  for  it  is 
as  much  a  disgrace  to  have  the  Jail  there  as  it 
is  to  have  the  House  of  Correction  at  South 
Boston.  Fortunate  or  unfortunate,  he  owned  land 
in  South  Boston,  near  the  House  of  Correction, 
upon  which  he  was  putting  up  respectable  dwell- 
ings, better  than  he  had  generally  lived  in.  If  be 
hao  not  thought  it  was  a  good  place,  he  would  not 
have  put  them  up;  and  he  would  not  have  built 
then  any  quicker  had  the  House  of  Correction 
been  removed.  Should  the  removal  take  place  be 
did  not  know  what  might  go  there,  JL  align"  be 
loundries  or  breweries.  Hut  whether  the  removal 
was  made  or  not,  a  new  building  could  not  be  put 
up  any  wheie  el^e  short  of  two  years,  and  repairs 
should  be  made  upon  the  House  of  Correction. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  he  did  not  know  anything  of 
speculating  in  lands  there,  except  the  offer  which 
he  had  mentioned  of  parties  who  would  give 
$150,000  should  the  House  of  Correction  be  re- 
moved. They  believed  the  property  would  be  im- 
proved by  such  removal,  and  the  more  of  such 
speculation  the  better,  for  the  city  would  be  the 
gainer  in  the  increase  of  taxable  propeity.  So  far 
as  there  was  said  to  be  an  immediate  necessity  for 
accommedation  in  the  House  of  Correction,  be- 
cause prisoners  were  lodged  in  the  attic,  there 
were  many  poor  people  who  would  be  glad  to  get 
as  good  accommodations  as  an  attic. 

Tne  people  of  South  Boston  did  not  complain 
that  they  were  crowded  by  this  institution,  but  it 
carries  a  stigma  with  it,  as  the  mention  of  the 
name  Sing  Sing  suggests  only  criminals.  Stran- 
gers are  inclined  to  look  upon  South  Boston  as  a 
penal  colony,  inhabited  only  by  criminals  or  by 
missionaries  to  Improve  its  condition.    Mr.  Her- 


sey, by  consent,  read  a  letter  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  I'uoiic  Lauds,  who  was  of  opinion  that 
with  the  same  restrictions  now  imposed  upon  oth- 
er lands  in  the  vicinity,  this  site  of  the  House  of 
Correction  would  tie  worth  seventy-five  cents  per 
foot,  and  the  flais  fifteen  to  twenty-five  cents.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  was  alsoquot- 
ed  substantially  to  ihe  same  effect. 

Air.  Smith  of  Ward  10  objected  to  the  proposed 
diversion  of  $50,000  from  the  appropriation  lor  a 
Home  (or  the  Poor,  and  if  the  order  must  pass,  a 
loan  should  be  provided  for  it.  So  lar  at-  related 
to  tne  injury  of  South  Boston,  he  lived  there  live 
ycais  before  he  knew  where  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion was.  Ic  might  be  hard  to  style  this  move- 
ment a  land  speculation,  but  he  believed  it  to  t>e 
so  simply.  The  House  of  Correction  did  not  an- 
noy auy  one,  and  would  not  for  twenty  years.  He 
was  opposed  to  locating  a  Home  for  the  Point  in 
Hoxbury,  but  this  was  a  different  matter,  for  the 
House  of  Correction  was  already  in  South  boston, 
and  it  was  not  on  a  thoroughfare  but  out  of  the 
way.  on  the  verge  ot  civilization.  It  cannot  be  a 
tboiouj'bfare,  or  be  in  the  way,  until  the  use  of 
the  flats  is  required.  .Mr.  Smith  further  objected 
to  large  expenditures  in  view  of  the  necessities 
for  a  Lunatic  Hospital,  a  Home  for  the  Poor,  and 
a  Court  House,  which  must  require  expenditures 
to  the  amiuutof  several  millions  of  dollars. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  opposed  the  appropria- 
tion of  any  sum  of  money  for  the  repairs  of  the 
House  of  Correction.  The  buildings  were  put  up 
forty  vears  ago,  the  celis  were  small,  and  the  in- 
stitution must  soon  be  removed.  It  hai  been  said 
this  was  a  laud  speculation;  it  was  a  land  specu- 
lation, but  on  the  part  of  the  cit>  flone,  which 
would  be  the  gainer  by  the  removal,  while  the 
lands  were  in  deinaud  for  biuldii-.g  purposes. 

Mr.  r  lynn  of  Ward  7  said  h3  believed  the  city 
was  a  land  speculator  to  a  certain  extent.  The 
speculation  was  in  the  restrictions  upon  the  land, 
which  kept  it  in  the  hands  of  neb  men  alone. 
Should  these  restrictions  be  taken  off.  so  that  poor 
men  could  go  there  and  put  up  houses,  the  land 
would  soon  be  all  occupied  and  become  more  val- 
uable. There  were  but  few  persons  who  com- 
plained except  on  account  of  these  restrictions. 

Mr.  Kobbins,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Sayward,  defended 
the  figures  ami  estimates  given  by  him. 

Mr.  Savward,  with  reference  to  the  land  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  stated  that  some  of  those 
claimed  as  advocates  of  removal  would  prefer  to 
have  it  remain  where  it  is  unless  restrictions  were 
put  upon  the  land  as  to  its  future  Utes. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  V.  said  this  subject  was 
most  important  and  suould  not  be  nastily  decided. 
He  bad  lost  the  opportunity  of  going  to  S"Uth 
Boston,  and  the  weather  had  prevented  the  Coun- 
cil from  going  to  Winthrop,  and  as  this  and  the 
Lunatic  Hospital  should  be  acted  upon  together, 
he  moved  a  postponement  and  assignment  to 
Thursday  nex  ,  8%  o'clock.    Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  the  special 
assignment  was  taken  up,  the  majority  and  mi- 
nority reports  on  the  plans  of  the  new  Hospital 
for  the  Insane. 

On  a  further  motion  the  subject  was  assigned  to 
Thursday  evening  next,  eight  o'clock.

CHARLES  RIVER  AND  WARKEN   IlRITGES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  J.  M. 
Wighimau,  Commissioner  of  Charles  Kiver  and 
Warreu  Bridges,  with  statements,  as  follows: 

At  the  time  ot  his  appointment  in  Mi  y  last,  the 
amount  of  the  unexpended  fund  transfeired  by 
the  State  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  can-  anil 
maintenance  of  these  bridges,  was  $4050  57,  the 
same  amount  having  also  been  transferred  by  the 
State  to  the  city  of  Charlestovvn. 

This  amount,  has  been  so  far  expended  in  paying 
the  bills  due  on  the  first  October  that  an  appropri- 
ation will  be  required  to  enable  the  Auditor  to 
meet  the  bills  due  on  the  first  of  November,  and 
for  the  accruiim  bills  during  the  balance  of  the 
present  financial  year. 

'the  condition  of  the  draw  on  Charles  Kiver 
Bridge  was  such  as  to  imperatively  •  em  and  its 
immediate  alteration.  This  lias  been  successfully 
completed  and  is  now  very  satisfactory  in  its  oper- 
ation. 1'he  drawbridge  has  been  relieved  of  about 
sixty  tons  of  stone  anil  iron  ballast,  and  it  is  now 
moved  on  aid  off  m  about  one-fourth  of  the  time 
formerly  required.  Ibis  improvement  has  been 
made  at  considerable  expeuse,  but  it  was  abso- 
lutely necessary  tor  the  convenient  maintenance 
or  the  public  travel  between  the  two  cities.  The 
new  pier  anil  all  the  other  parts  of  the  work  have 
been  thoroughly  and  faithfully  done,  and  the  ex- 
pense for  repairs  at  this  point  will  be  very  slight 
for  some  years. 

A  consuierable  portion  of  the  fender  guards  and 
bulkheads  on  both  >l  »he  bridges  are  much  de- 
cayed and  will  require  entire  renewal  probably 
during  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  act  of  the  Legislature  requiring  the  widen- 
ing of  tin;  driveway  ana  building  a  new  draw  on 
Warren  Bridge  has  not  been  complied  with,  as 
the  commissioners  did  not  consider  themselves 
justified  in  proceeding  with  this  wsrb  until  after 
the  Clinics  River  drawbridge  was  rendered  secure 


and  reliable.  As  the  season  is  now  so  far  ad- 
vanced, they  propose  during  the  winter  to  pro- 
cure plans  and  estimates  of  the  work,  ready  to 
commence  early  in  the  spring.  In  the  absence 
of  the  proper  estimates  for  this  special  work,  the 
commissioners  do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  ask 
for  any  appropriation  for  this  object  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

The  estimates  of  the  appropriations  required  for 
these  bridges,  for  the  remainder  of  the  financial 
year  ending  April  30.  1872,  are  as  follows  :' 

Salaries,  S1500;  gas  fixtures,  and  repa 
ordinary  repairs,  lumber  and  iron,  |1000;  altering 
draw  oii  Charles  Kiver  Bridge,  4000 :  paving  and 
street  repairing,  $1000;  renewing  fender  guards 
and  bulkheads,  .*5000;  contingencies.  $2000;  total 
SI  5,000. 

1  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  the  sum  of 
$7500  may  be  appropriated  by  the  City  Council, 
being  the  proportion  of  the  foregoing  amount  re- 
quired of  the  cUy  of  Boston,  for  the  expeuses  of 
maintaining  these  bridges,  the  citj  of  (harlestown 
beinir  also  required  to  provide  for  one-half  of  the 
expenses.

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  answer  to  inquiries  of 
Alderman  Gibson,  stated,  in  regard  to'the  last- 
lnentioned  order,  that  the  armory  ot  Company  A, 
Second  Battalion,  was  on  Cliailes  street,  where 
$400  were  paid  for  rent;  the  place  was  not  suitable 
for  an  armory  on  account  ot  rust  to  the  arms 
caused  by  dampness;  it  was  the  custom  for  the 
companies  to  select  a  suitable  room,  for  ar- 
mories, when  it  was  laid  before  the  Comnr.t- 
tee  on  Armories,  who  visit  the  place,  aDd  if  found 
suitable  in  their  opiuion,  it  is  approved.

PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 

The  request  of  the  School  Committee  that  the 
city  would  purchase  land  adjacent  to  ihe  Qulucy 
Schoolhouse  was  referred  to  Committee  on  Public 
Instruction,  in  concurrence. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  passed,  in 
concurrence: 

Order  for  Committee  on  Institutions  to  report  on 
suitable  site  for  '"Home  for  the  Poor." 

Order  auihorizing  a  contract  to  be  made  with 
Thomas  Dolan  for  buildi»g  a  retaining  wall  on 
Ohio  place,  at  not  exceeding  $4  95  per  perch. 

Order  authorizing  the  Committee  en  the  Suffolk 
Street  District  to  sell  by  public  auction,  and 
coavey  in  behalf  of  the  city,  esta'esor  portions  of 
estates  on  said  district,  which  have  been  sui- 
rendered  to  the  city. 

PAY  OF  LABORERS. 

The  minority  report  by  VV.  F.  Brooks  in  favor  of 
adding  twenty-five  cent's  per  day  to  pay  of  labor- 
ers in  the  Common  Department';  also  report  of  the 
majority  of  the  Committee  on  Common,  etc.,  op- 
posed to  such  increase,  came  up  for  consideration, 
on  concurrence  in  the  adoption  of  the  minority 
report  for  that  of  the  majority,  and  its  acceptance. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  there  could  be  no 
douot  the  in  ijority  of  the  committee  were  as  de- 
sirous of  paying  as  large  wages  to  this  class  of 
laborers,  as  any  one  else  could,  but  it  was  found  on 
investigation  that  there  were  only  four  or  five  per- 
sons who  had  been  employed,  who  would  be 
touched  by  the  report,  and  there  were  now  none 
of  these  employed.  The  laborers  remaining  were 
all  paid  $2  a  day.  To  make  any  recommendation 
for  additional  pay,  would  die'  with  the  present 
year,  and  as  it  did  not  affect  any  person,  the  com- 
mittee did  not  believe  it  to  be  of  importance  to 
take  any  action  on  the  subject. 

Alderman  Cowdin  hoped  the  report  of  the  mi- 
nority of  the  committee  would  be  adopted.  It 
was  not  right  to  raise  the  salaries  of  all  the  heads 
of  departments  and  others  who  were  well  paid, 
and  not  raise  the  pay  of  worthy  laborers.  If  the 
places  were  sought  after,  as  had  been  said,  they 
required  men  of  good  habits  and  attention  to 
duties,  and  the  pay  of  these  men  should  be  raised 
in  proportion  to  tlie  raising  of  other  salaries.  As 
a  principle  it  was  right. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  w.is  sorry  to  dissent 
from  the  position  of  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee. While  buildina:  schoolaouses  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  children  uf  the  poor,  and  enlarging 
almshouses  for  those  who  are  in  the  decline  of 
life,  men  should  be  paid  enough  to  parn  their  liv- 
ing, and  keep  their  families  out  cf  the  poorhouse. 
Two  dollars  a  day  was  not  too  much  for  a  mail  to 
take  care  of  a  family  on.  If  hired  for  less,  a  laborer 
was  cheated  cut  of  his  just  dues.  He  paid  more 
for  all  the  men  be  hired,  and  lor  every  day,  while 
these  men  were  only  employed  on  fair  days.  Jus- 
tice demanded  that  laborers  should  have  enough 
on  which  they  could  live,  aud  not  be  crowded  into 
tenement  houses,  where  they  can  never  have  room 
or  fresh  air. 

Alderman  Little  said  he  regarded  this  as  a  harm- 
less little  matter,  which  would  not  touch  a  single 
man.  Should  ihev  accept  the  report  it  meant 
nothing.  There  would  lie  no  men  hired  until  the 
first  of  April,  when  the  matter  could  be  provided 
for.  All  this  sympathy  for  the  poor  man  at  both 
ends  of  the  hoard  tells  well.  The  fact  was  that 
the  applicants  for  places  are  so  numerous  that  it 
causes  considerable  trouble  to  keep  a  man  to  tell 
tueoi  that  no  more  are  wanted,  and  ten  apply 
where  one  is  needed.  At  the  present  time  every 
man  employed  is  paid  $2  a  day,  and  all  the  talk 
ou  the  subject  was  but  for  Buncombe— all  talk  and 
no  money.  He  had  no  objection  to  voting  for  the 
report,  out  it  would  amount  to  nothing. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
remarks  of  the  Alderman.  It  was  a  question  of 
paying  a  fair  price  for  the  work  of  laborers,  ami 
he  wished  a  fair  expression  of  opinion  on  it.  Five 
monUis  ago  there  was  a  discussion  on  the  subject 
of  laising  salaney,  and  it  was  said  that  men  must 
be  paid  tor  brains.  But  the  use  of  brains  was 
called  for  in  various  ways,  m  labor  as  well  as  in 
other  employments.  As  fair  men  he  would  ask 
what  are  these  laborers  entitled  to?  Mostof  them 
have  families  to  support  and  aie  required  to  pay 
$3  to  $5  a  week  to  live  in  hovels;  they  lose  rainy 
days,  and  it  was  unreasonable  and  unjust  to  ask 
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them  to  work  lor  less  Man  82  a  day.  It  would  tall 
lor  little  tin*  present  year,  nor  much  in  the  future. 
Thev  could  hoc  tie  expected  to  support  families 
for  less  than  fcUJa  week  and  keep  from  the  poji- 
liousi'.  Not  to  favor  an  increase  of  pay  would  be 
to  giatify  some  outside  clicjue,  and  lie  believed  it 
would  r.  ceivc  all  mi'  one  or  two  vote*. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  all  of  tne  commit- 
tee, wilh  one  or  two  except-oiis,  voted  for  the  re- 
port. There  might  be  some  reason  for  voting  for 
i he  minority  repo  t  if  it.  ani'>un*ed  to  anything, 
but  it  amounted  to  pitching  at  ill.  It  was  late  in 
the  season  when  the  suljcct  was  brought  before; 
the  committee,  relating  to  a  department  employ- 
ing- ten  or  twelve  men.  Gentlemen  claim  to  have 
greet  sympathy  lor  these  laborers,  and  they  are 
entitled  to  make  all  they  can  out  of  it.  Much 
time  nad  been  spent  in  a  discussion  relating  to  a 
petty  department,  in  which  lew  men  were  em- 
ployed, i  ut  he  did  not  wish  to  talk  for  Buncomi.e 
urd  for  the  Sake  o£  having  the  discussion  go  into 
the  papers. 

Alderman  Cutter  expressed  surprise  at  the  re- 
marks <d'  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  that  the 
discussion  was  for  Buncombe,  and  that  he  should 
back  ciown  irom  his  own  report,  be  ought  to  re- 
spect his  own  report.  In  regard  to  himself,  while 
he  had  been  adverse  to  raising  salaries,  and  had 
been  voted  down  in  opposing  an  increase,  he  did 
not  suppose  an  increase  of  tbe  pay  of  unor  labor- 
ers would  be  opposed.  He  could  iiot  hire  laborers 
as  cheap  as  $2  a  day,  anc4  hoped  the  actiou  of  the 
Common  Council  would  i  e  concuned  in. 

Alderman  uibson  said  he  knew  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  lelt  as  he  did  in  legard  to  the 
pay  of  laborers,  and  he  would  ask  if  it  did  not 
cost  the  laboring  man  the  same  price  to  I  uy  his 
beef,  potatoes,  9tc.  as  it  dii  the  man  livingon  a 
salary  of  #5000.  With  the  payment  ot  moderate 
taxes  hirusell,  he  was  willing  to  pay  the  addi- 
tional amount  required  to  give  these  men  enough 
to  live  on.  It  was  the  policy  generally  to  hire 
men  of  lamilies,  and  with  the  putting  up  ol  price* 
of  real  estate  they  could  not  hire  a  house  or  a  de- 
cent place  to  live  in  at  such  small  pay,  support 
their  lamilies  and  educate  and  clothe  their  Chil- 
dren* If  they  were  paid  round  dollars  it  would 
be  a  different  thing,  and  they  wouki  probabiy  ne 
willing  to  win  k  at  #1  75  a  day  with  such  pay.  Sup- 
pose there  were  no  men  to  be  hired  the  present 
season, — it  was  a  little  matter,  and  why  shoud 
they  hesitate? 

Alderman  Little  said  he  was  not  aware  of  the 
small  pay  received  by  these  laborers  until  with- 
in a  few  days,  when  called  upon  to  inquire  into 
the  subject.  Ongoing  round  to  tbe  different  de- 
partments he  was  surprised  to  find  that  there  had 
been  any  distinction  made  in  the  pay  of  laborers. 
The  Superintendent  of  the  Common  was  called  be- 
fore the  committee,  and  he  said  there  were  uone  to 
be  paid  an  increase,  as  proposed.  Nothing  which 
could  be  done  would  be  of  any  avail,  and  any  ac- 
tion taken  could  not  be  binding  another  year.  In 
re'ation  to  backing  down,  he  would  assure  the 
Aldeimau  that  he  snould  not  back  down,  lie  was 
willing  to  agree  to  the  acceptance  of  the  report, 
but  it  would  not  affect  anybody. 

Alderman  Co wdi n  said  be  did  not  know  how  to 
talk  Buncombe,  for  he  supposed  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  referred  to  him.  lu  his  own  business 
he  paid  from  $2  to  $3  a  day,  and  25  cents  an  hour 
for  transient  labor. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
discussion  which  had  taken  place.  The  chairman 
of  the  committee  had  reported  that  here  were  no 
laborers  in  the  department  employed  at  less  pay 
tbau  $2  a  day,  and  here  was  a  discussion  ol  half  an 
hour  in  which  there  was  no  person  affected.  What 
he  said  was  truth,  that  this  was  all  for  rsuneomhe. 
Almost  as  many  men  as  could  stand  on  the  Com- 
mon could  he  hired  for  $1  75  a  day.  They  did  not 
come  here  to  vote  gratuities,  and  in  the  employ- 
ment of  laborers  must  be  governed  by  the  question 
of  supply  and  demand,  just  as  they  did  in  obtain- 
ing supplies.  They  could  not  vote  for  an  increase 
of  pay  when  there  was  a  regiment  of  laborers  to 
be  had.  The  fact  was  that  the  object  had  been  ac- 
complished in  the  introduction  of  the  report,  and 
would  be  put  on  record  for  election  time.  He  did 
not  propose  to  vote  for  such  a  proposition,  but 
would  vote  for  an  indefinite  postponement  of  the 
subject.  He  moved  therefore  for  its  indefinite 
postponement,  and  asked  for  the  yeas  aad  nays  on 
the  motioD. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  the  Alderman  had  re- 
marked that  the  report  would  not  amount  lo  any- 
thing, yet  he  asks  that  they  should  vote  on  its  in- 


definite postjK>neii'ent,  and  i»  anxious  for  a  record 
on  it. 

Alderman  I'lumer  replied  that  the  report 
amounted  to  nothing  became  there  were  no  la- 
boreis  to  receive  an  increase  of  pay.  and  none  to 
be  employed.  Yet  should  there  have  been  any  to 
be  p.-.iil,  he  should  vote  against  any  increase  of 
pay,  for  no  gentleman.,  he  felt  assured,  would  pay, 
in  his  own  case,  more  than  the  market  price  of 
labor  he  employed. 

Alderman  Co  wdi  n  said  the  Alderman  did  vote 
for  an  increase  ol  salaries  wiR-n  not  asked  for,  and 
when  the  person  affected  was  satisbed  with  the 
salary  which  he  bad.  Which  was  right  as  f  matter 
of  principle? 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  did  not  recollect  any 
such  case,  for  re  did  not  vote  for  an  increase  of 
salary  when  not  required  or  deserved. 

Alderman  Uickei  stated  that  he  should  vote  for 
the  report  as  right  in  principle,  and  In.  had  been 
luformefl  that  there  were  laborers  who  would  be 
affected  bv  tbe  repoit. 

Alderman  Plumer  inquired  if  the  Alderman, 
in  the  employment  of  laborers  when  he  could  get 
tnem  for  $1  75  a  day,  would  pay  more  than  that 
sum? 

Alderman  Kicker  replied,  that  if  an  increase  of 
pav  was  voted  in  other  cases  it  should  be  in  this. 

Alderin-in  Little  stated,  that  to  make  the  matter 
certain,  since  the  report  was  made,  he  had  put  the 
question  directly  to  the  Superintendent  of  Com- 
mon, whetiier  any  one  was  employed  for  less  than 
$2  a  day,  and  his  reply  was  that  there  wai  not  one 
man  so  employed. 

Alderman  Kicker  said  there  was  such  a  thing  as 
making  a  mistake.  He  had  understood  from  a 
member  of  tne  committee  that  tbt  superinten- 
dent bad  informed  him  that  there  was  one  man 
now  employed  who  received  less  than  s2  n  day. 

Alderman  Gibson  objected  to  the  principle  of 
cutting  down  labor  to  a  low  point,  because  others 
were  ready  to  work  lower.  As  a  principle  he 
should  vote  for  the  report.  In  his  own  business 
he  was  employing  men  at  $4  a  day  for  eight  hours' 
labor,  and  they  did  not  accomplish  so  much  as 
thesp  laboiers"  did.  He  believed  in  feeding  man 
or  beast  well,  and  no  man  with  a  family  could  teed 
and  clothe  them  for  S12or  $15  a  week.  If  they 
wished  to  keep  such  people  out  of  the  almshouse 
they  must  pay  them  lair  wages.  He  did  not  ask 
for  any  man's  vote,  nor  expect  to  come  here  again, 
and  was  not  governed  in  the  matter  except  from 
principle. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  he  agreed  with  the  re- 
marks in  favor  of  the  minority  report,  and  believ- 
ing there  had  been  sufficient  discussion,  called  for 
tile  previous  question. 

The  main  question  was  ordered,  and  the  motion 
for  indefinite  postponement  was  lost,  1  to  11,  Ald- 
erman Plumer  voting  yea. 

The  minority  repoit  was  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence, by  a  vote  of  If  yeas  to  1  nay,  as  follows :

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses  as  follows:

Alderman  White,  from  the  same  committee,  to

NEW   SOURCES  CI'  SUPPLY  OF   WATEK- ENiaKKEK's 
in:    .vi;mp,ie:;t. 

Alderman  Pierce  called  up  a  motion  of  Aklcr- 
man  Jenkins  to  reconsider  toe  passage  of  the  or- 
der appropriating  .f.  10,000  fur  surveys  of  new 
sources  ol  supply  of  pure  water. 

Alderman  fierce  said  lie  was  opposed  to  a  re- 
consideration, and  was  in  favor  of  the  order.  The 
services  proposed  under  the  order,  he  said,  were 
among  the  duties  of  the  Engineer's  Department, 
and  it  it  should  he  asked  why  an  outside  appro- 
priation of  $10,000  was  called  lor,  in  all  kindness 
and  plainness  it  should  be  answered,  that  the  En- 
gineer's Department  does  not  command  the  con- 
fidence of  the  Water  Board  or  of  the  public,  t'nat 
department  should  be  organized  anew  and  re- 
foimed.  When  it  was  proposed  to  ob  al'o  new 
sources  of  supply  to.-  water,  the  evidence  came 
out  that  it  was  the  first  duty  of  the  City  Council 
to  reorganize  that  department,  and  that  on  this 
question  of  water  supply,  the  board  did  not  wish 
to  entrust  it  to  that  department,  and  would  be  re- 
quired to  go  outside  to  obtain  talent  elsewhere. 
The  City  Council  would  he  derelict  to  its  duty  if 
it  did  not  proceed  at  once  to  reorganize  the  En- 
gineer's Department,  too  long  delayed. 

Alderman  Oibson  said  he  fully"  indorsed  the 
views  of  the  Alderman  just  expressed,  tnat  there 
should  be  a  reorganization  of  the  Engineer's  De- 
partment. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  further, that  in  addition 
to  the  appropriation  for  the  Engineei  's  Depart- 
ment, there  were  amounts  tor  labor  in  that  de- 
partment charged  to  other  appropriations.  It  was 
ol  immense  importance  that  we  should  have  an 
Engineer  ot  ability,  for  there  were  other  works  of 
importance  that  we  should  take  in  hand. 

AUermau  t'lumei  said  it  ivas  to  be  understood 
from  what  had  been  stated,  that  if  the  Engineers 
Department  had  been  properly  officered,  there 
would  have  been  no  necessity  for  the  large  appro- 
priation. He  thought  that  this  outer  ought  not  to 
pass,  but  ihat  a  reorganization  of  the  Engineer's 
Department  should  tirst  be  made.  The  Alderman 
Lhould  state  the  necessity  lor  the  passage  of  the 
order,  for  he  did  not  suppose  anything  like  this 
sum  would  lie  needed, 

Alderman  I'ierce  replied  that  it  was  necessary 
to  pass  the  order  now,  to  take  measures  for  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  water. 

Alderman  Piuiner  saio  if  this  was  not  prelim- 
inary to  a  proper  organization  of  the  department, 
the  Engineer  should  be  asked  to  resign  or  be  dis- 
missed from  office,  if  this  was  work  which  that 
department  should  do,  why  should  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $10,(100  be' voted  for. 

Alderman  Gibson  believed  that  the  selection  of 
an  engineer  for  this  work  should  be  a  selection  for 
all  time.  If  men  in  office  did  not  do  their  dut.v, 
they  should  he  removed.  It  was  a  disgrace  to  the 
city  to  have  men  in  office  not  competent  to  do  their 
duty,  and  that  we  should  be  obliged  to  go  outside 
to  secure  talent  which  should  be  required  in  the 
office. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  did  not  believe  it  nec- 
essary to  procure  surveys  for  a  further  water  sup- 
ply. On  application  at  the  Engineer's  office  there 
would  be  found  a  map  containing  all  the  streams 
and  ponds  for  forty  miles  around  Boston.  So  far 
as  related  to  the  City  Engineer,  the  present,  com- 
mittee on  that  department  were  not  responsible. 
This  officer  held  over  from  last  year,  and  the  re- 
port of  Ihe  Committee  on  Nomination  of  a  City 
Engineer  now  lies  on  the  table.  All  that  was 
wanted  in  regard  to  a  further  water  supply  could 
be  found  in  the  Engineer's  office. 

Aldeiman  Cutter  said  he  offered  this  order  on 
account  of  the  necessity  for  immediate  action,  and 
in  relation  to  the  Engineer's  office,  he  believed  the 
engineer  should  be  treated  In  all  fairness,  for  a 
committee   had    been   appointed    to  investigate 


charges  against  the  office,  and  that  committee 
should  tiave  made  a  report  before  this  time.  He 
believed  tne  chairman  of  the  committee  Iwd 
the  resignation  of  the  engineer  in  bis  pocket.  The 
Water  Board  could  not  he  too  hasty  in  taking 
measures  for  a  further  supply  of  water. 

Alderman  Grlbson  said  he  did  not  believe  we 
should  6ufler  for  water  this  season.  When  a  new 
supply  of  water  is  procured  it  should  be  from  some 
river,  and  not  bv  tapping  a  bottle.  We  should  j:o 
to  the  ilerrimac  Kiver,  which  will  never  tail  ol  an 
adequit.e  supply,  otherwise  we  slull  fall  short 
again.  The  water  works  which  we  bad  construct- 
ed had  cost  forty  cents  on  a  dollar  more  than  thev 
ought  to. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  did  not  believe  a  sup- 
ply coiii  .1  I  e  had  from  the  Concord  Hiver,  for  in 
some  seasons  that  river  nearly  ran  urv,  and  to 
procure  a  supply  from  the  Merriiime  Kiver  would 
involve  the  payment  of  immense  damages.  All 
riesc  points  should  be  considered,  and  if  we  bail 
already  paid  more  than  we  ought  to,  we  should 
Study  into  the  subject. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  there  could  be  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  supply  from  the  Aieriimac  Kiver, 
with  all  the  water-power  besides.  There  should 
be  a  supply  for  the  city  for  one  hundred  and  fifty 
ye>rs,  and  for  many  generations  yet  unborn. 
There  was  more  water  of  the  ilerrimac  Kiver 
wasted  in  one  year  fiau  this  city  would  use  in  ten 
years. 

Alderman  I'ierce  staterl  that  there  must  he  a 
survey,  and  we  mu-t  know  something  about  it. 
VV  e  must  also  take  time  to  reorganize  the  Engi- 
neer's departnc  nt  while  the  surveys  are  going  on. 

Aki.'i  man  Piumer  said  he  would  amee  with  the 
gentleman  if  the  Water  Board  could  find  the  man 
suitable  for  the  place  and  then  put  him  in  the 
Engineer's  office. 

Alderman  Little  believed  there  was  not  one  mo- 
ment to  lose.  The  Engineer's  department  should 
be  reorganized,  for  we  had  already  suffeied  ten 
months  guilt.  They  should  shut  up  the  depart- 
ment and  offer  it  to  let,  rather  than  continue  to 
complain  and  do  nothing  to  remedy  the  evil. 

Alderman  Cowoin  agreed  that  there  was  a  cry 
for  water,  and  we  should  have  it. 

Alderman  Woolley  assented  to  what  had  been 
said  in  relation  to  wanting  a  head  ot  the  Engin- 
eer's department.  That  (lenaitmeut,  be  believed, 
had  cost ,  tne  city  $1,000,000  in  tbe  last  five  years 
from  its  incompetency. 

Alderman  Gibson  further  advocated  a  water 
supply  from  the  ilerrimac  Kiver,  which  with  the 
feeder  in  LakeWinnipiseogee  would  provide  for  all 
the  uses  which  would  be  required,  without  excess 
of  damages. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

BEPORT  OS  BAD  MEAT. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cutter,  the  report  ot 
Committee  on  the  Sale  of  Bad  Meat  was  taken 
from  the  table,  when  the  orders  appended  thereto 
were  passed,  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  ilavor  be  request- 
ed to  petition  the  Legislature,  in  behalf  of  the 
City  Council,  for  the  appointment  of  a  state  com- 
mission, to  examine  and  report  to  the  Legislature, 
as  ear'y  as  practicable,  a  plan  fors-'curihg  greater 
concentration  of  the  slaughter-houses  in  the  vi- 
cinity ol  Boston,  and  a  system  of  inspection  by 
which  the  introduction  of  bad  meat  intc  the  Bos- 
ton markets  may  be  effectually  prevented. 

Ordered,  t'That  flis  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  petition  the  Legislature,  in  behalf  of 
the  City  Council,  for  the  passage  of  an  act  author- 
izing tlie  Board  of  Health  of  Boston  to  regulate 
the  sale  of  fresh  provisions  and  perishable  pro- 
duce in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  to  appoint  in- 
spectors of  meat.  tiah  and  vegetables,  with  power 
to  seize  a'Jd  destroy  such  articles  exposed  for  sale 
as,  in  their  judgment,  would  be  injurious  to  the 
public  health. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  be 
requested  to  prepare  and  report  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil the  draft  ol  an  ordinance  for  the  appointment 
of  a  board  composed  of  at  least  five  persons,  not 
members  of  the  City  Council,  to  hold  office  for  a 
term  of  yeais,  and  to  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  a  Board  of  Health  for  the  city  of 
Boston. 

Alderman  Woolley  moved  to  take  from  the  table 
tli s  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Nomination  of 
City  Engineer. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  appeared  the  report  had 
been  accepted. 
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Alderman  Woolley  said  his  object  was  to  recom- 
mit the  whole  subject  to  the  committee. 

Alderman  i^ooe  expressed  the  belief  that  it 
would  be  better  to  let  the  whole  matter  rest  until 
the  Water  Board  found  a  suitable  person  for  the 
charge  of  the  Water  Works,  when  the  subject  of 
the  election  of  a  City  Engineer  could  be  acted 
upon.  .  ..    , 

Alderman  Woolley  said  he  did  not  suppose  that 


it  would  be  necessary  for  the  committee  to  report 
at  present. 

Ihe  Ch  ir  stated  that  there  appeared  to  be  this 
difficulty,  that  oy  the  acceptance  of  the  report  the 
committee  were  discha/ged,  and  there  was  no 
committee  on  the  subject. 

The  mocion  was  withdrawn.

The  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  ofa 
request  lrom  the  Commissioners  on  Charlestown 
Bridges  lor  an  additional  appropriation  for  said 
bridges,  was  concurred  in. 

I'htr  resolution  tendering  one  thanks  of  the  City 
Council  of  Charlestown  io  the  City  Council  and 
Fire  Department  of  Boston,  for  their.ser  vices  on 
the  occasion  of  the  late  lire  at  Charlestown,  was 
ordered  to  be  placed  on  file. 

The  report  nominating  Samuel  Ilosea,  Jr.,  as  a 
Director  of  East  Boston  Ferries  in  place  of  Ed- 
ward E.  Batcheider,  resigned,  was  accepted,  in 
codcui  rence ;  and  the  election  was  laid  over. 

1'Ue  following  orders  were  severally  read  once:

INCREASED    SUPPLY  OF  WATER. 

The  order  authorizing  inquiries  and  surveys  to 
be  made  in  relation  to  an  additional  supply  of  pure 
water  for  the  city,  and  for  a  transfer  of  $10,000  to 
meet  the  expense  of  the  same,  being  on  its  second 
reading,  under  a  susDension  of  the  rules, 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  stated  that  the  inquiries 
and  surveys  should  be  under  the  inspection  of  the 
Engineer's  Department,  whose  duly  it  is  to  look 
after  such  matters  He  moved  to  amend  by  mak- 
ing the  work  subject  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  Engineer's  Department. 

Mr.  Ftynu  of  Ward  5  said  ne  believed  the  Water 
Board  were  more  conversant  with  this  matter,  and 
he  hoped  the  amendment  would  not  pass. 

Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5  said  he  noticed  that  there 
was  quite  a  wrangle  in  the  Board  of  Aldeimen  in 
relation  to  the  City  Engineer's  Office,  and  he  did 
not  suppose  from  what  appeared,  that  f>ny  inter- 
ference would  meet  with  favor  by  the  Water 
Board. 

Mr.  Batch  of  Ward  10  was  of  the  belief  that  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  12  had  made  a  mistake,  and 
hoped  he  would  withdraw  his  amendment. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  said  there  were  other 
reasons  vvh-  this  matter  should  be  in  the  bands  of 
the  Water  Board,  as  stated  in  the  committee,  that 
the  president  and  other  members  of  the  Water 
Board  had  no  confidence  in  the  Engineer's  Depart- 
ment. 

Mr.  Bonner  of  Ward  2  said  it  appeared  strange 
to  him  thai,  such  a  course  as  was  proposed  should 
be  adopted.  Henry  M.  Wigbtman,  who  had  had 
the  chief  charge  for  several  years  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  water  works,  he  believed  to  be  capable 


of  making  these  surveys.    If  in  order,  he  would 
move  an  indefinite  postponement  oi  the  order. 

Mr.  Hers"v  remarked  that  if  there  had  been  anv 
trouble  with  the  Engineer's  Department  it  had 
been  the  lauK  of  the  City  Council,  and  it  was  their 
duty,  if  the  Engineer  was  not  competent,  to  remove 
him  from  office.  This  duty  devolved  upon  that 
office. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  1  believed  it  would  be  more 
expedient  to  pass  the  order  as  it  reads,  for  it  would 
be  better  to  leave  the  matter  with  the  Water 
Board  than  with  the  Eugineei.  The  engineers 
have  as  much  business  as  they  can  attend  to,  and 
he  supposed  that  was  one  reason  why  outside  aid 
was  to  be  employed. 

Mr.  Hersey  wifhdrew  the  amendment  and  the 
order  was  passed, try  a  vote  of  40  yeas,  <;  nay.-,  as 
follows:

Several  members  voted  under  a  call  bv  Mr.  Flynn 
of  Ward  7  for  an  enforcement  ot  the  rule  in  requir- 
ing members  to  vote. 

The  following  orders  were  considered : 

Orders  requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition  the 
General  Court  for  the  appointment  of  a  State 
commission  to  report  a  plan  for  a  greater  concen- 
tration of  the  slaughter-houses  in  the  vicinity  of 
Boston,  and  for  a  system  of  inspection,  so  that  the 
introduction  of  bad  meat  may  be  prevented  ;  also 
to  petition  for  an  act  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Health  to  regulate  the  sale  of  fresh  nrovisions  and 
perishable  produce  m  the  city;  and  tor  the  ap- 
pointment of  Inspectors  of  Kish,  Meat  and  Vege- 
tables, with  power  to  destroy  such  articles  as  may 
be  injurious  to  the  public  health.  Also  an  order 
requesting  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  to  re- 
port an  ordinance  for  the  employment  of  at  least 
five  persons,  not  members  of  the  City  Council,  to 
exercise  ali  the  powers  of  a  Board  i>f  Health,  to 
hold  office  for  a  term  of  fi.e  years.  (Citv  Doc.  No. 
74,  1871.) 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  objected  to  the  third  or- 
der, for  he  was  not  prepared  to  delegate  io  a  new 
board  the  powers  of  a  Board  of  Health,  and  moved 
to  strike  out  that  order 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  asked  if  the  mover  would 
accept  an  amendment  to  lay  the  suoject  on  the 
table. 

The  amendment  was  accepted,  and  the  oiders 
were  laid  on  the  table  for  further  consideration. 

PROPOSED  WIDENING  OF  TREMONT  STREET. 

The  order  that  the  Board  of  Street  Commission- 
ers be  requested  to  lay  out  and  widen,  as  author- 
ized by  statute,  Tremont  street  on  the  westerly 
side,  between  Boylston  street  and  Park  street,  was 
considered,  as  unfinished  business. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  G  moved  as  an  amendment 
to  include  the  widening  of  Tremont  street  from 
Baik  street  to  the  Tremont,  House,  so  that  the 
line  of  widening  should  be  from  Boylston  street 
to  the  Tremont  House.  On  accountot  the  crowded 
condition  of  that  portion  of  the  street,  the  widen- 
ing he  believed  would  bedoi.e.  and  that  very  soon. 
It  was  perfectly  plain  and  evident  that  it  must  be 
so. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  wished  the  gentleman  would 
withdraw  his  amendment.  It  was  evident  enough 
that  the  portion  of  the  street  provided  lor  in  the 
order  could  he  widened  at  little  or  no  expense, 
but  if  this  amendment  was  tacked  on,  an  objection 
would  be  raised  as  to  h«w  the  additional  widen- 
ing was  to  be  done,  and  the  whole  would  be  lost. 
Let  the  widening  first  be  as  proposed,  and  then  if 
necessary  the  additional  widening  can  be  made. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  there  was  another  rea- 
son against  amending  the  order.  The  order  pro- 
vides for  the  widening  as  authorized  bv  statute, 
but  this  ad  itional  widening  does  net.  Let  the 
two  measures  be  taken  up  and  acted  upon  sepa- 
rately. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  further  to  amend, 
by  extending  the  line  of  widening  to  Peiuberton 
square. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  moved  to  lay  the  whole 
subject  on  the  table.    J.ost. 
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Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  viewed  this  as  a  very 
important  maiter.  If  they  began  with  making 
amendments  to  rlie  order  th"y  wool  1  destroy  the 
whole,  l'here  would  lie  no  difficulty  in  widening 
the  street  opposite  the  d.inmon,  and  if  so  widened 
that  would  ne  the  best  argument  far  the  further 
widening,  To  make  any  encroachments  upon  ths 
Common  was  considered  a  species  of  vandalism, 
but  he  hoped  the  public  sense  wculd  approve  the 
action  so  far  as  was  proposed.  For  these  reasons 
he  hoped  the  amendment  would  not  prevail,  lest 
it  should  deleat  the  whole  thing. 

Mr.  Winch  said  lie  understood  the  gentleman 
fr./m  Ward  6  was  willing  to  wtthrlr  iw  his  amend- 
ment and  he  would  withdraw  nis  own.  lie  did 
not  desire  either  of  them  to  prevail,  and  offered 
his  to  defeat  the  other. 

Mr.  Webster  said  he  did  desire  the  widening  of 
this  portion  if  Iremon:  street,  out  it  was  not  ex- 
pedient to  press  it  tonight,  and  he  would  with- 
draw the  amendment. 

The  order  was  pasted. 

PAPER   RELATING  TO    CITY  LANDS  AT     SOUTH    HUS- 
TON. 

The  President,  laid  hefore  the  Council,  a  com- 
r..unication  from  Samuel  C.  Cohb,  a  member  of 
the  Board  or  Directors  for  Public  institutions, 
covering  a  statement  made  to  him  by  Harrison 
Loring  relative  to  the  present  and  prospective 
value  of  lands  now  occupied  hy  the  city  institu- 
tions at  South  Boston,  and  the  increased  value  of 
all  the  real  estate  in  that  section  of  the  city  by 
the  removal  of  those  institutions. 

Mr.  Loring,  in  answer  to  inquiries  of  Mr.  Cobb 
relative  to  statements  made  to  the  Committee  on 
Institutions,  says  he  has  conferred  with  persons 
in  regard  to  the  matter  of  beneficial  changes  in 
the  value  of  lands  by  the  removal  of  the  Public 
Institutions  from  South  Boston  within  two  years, 
and  tne  following  is  the  result  of  his  inquiries:

Knowing  as  I  die,  that  the  removal  of  the  House 
ot  Correction  from  South  Boston  would  increase 
the  vaiue  of  the  city's  lands  more  than  half  a  mil- 
lion dollars,  and  of  my  own  land  about  $40,000, 1 
ottered  to  purchase  all  the  land  owned  by  the  city 
at  City  Point  at  its  present  value  and  to  pay  the 
additional  sum  of  $160,000  after  the  removal  of  the 
House  of  Correction. 

I  have  no  aesire  to  speculate  in  city  lands;  but 
as  I  know  that  there  are  persons  in  the  city  proper 
who  have  expressed  an  opinion  that  the  retention 
of  the  House  of  Correction  here  is  uo  great  injury 
to  the  place,  I  am  ready  to  enter  into  such  con- 
tracts with  the  city  as  will  prove  to  the  tax -payers 
that  the  city  can  gain  at  least  $500,000  t>y  its  re- 
moval. 

It  is  not  only  in  the  increased  value  of  the  city's 
land,  but  in  the  increased  taxable  value  of  nearly 
all  the  property  in  South  Boston,  that  the  city  will 

gain,  the  increased  taxable  value  being  estimated 
y  competent  judges  at  upwards  of  $3,000,000;  a 
gain  which  will  go  on  increasing  year  alter  year, 
amounting  in  a  few  years  to  more  than  $10,000  per 
annum  in  taxes.  Viewed  strictly  as  a  huauclal 
measure,  it  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  that 
it  should  be  removed,  to  say  nothing  of  the  import- 
ance el  securing  that  harmony  so  essential  be- 
tween different  sections  of  the  city. 

While  the  President  was  engaged  in  reading  the 
communication,  Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a 
question  of  order,  whether  it  was  in  order  for  any 


person  not  a  member  of  the  Council  tj  advocate  a 
measure  under  consideration  l,y  mis  branch. 

1  be  Chair  stated  that  it  was  a  paper  relating  to 
puinic  affairs,  and  could  be  read  it  no  o|  posi'ion 
was  made  to  it. 

Mr.  smith  objected  to  the  reading. 

.Mr.  Ilereey  stated  that  he  understood  it  to  be  an 
offer  made  to  the  city  affecting  the  value  of  public 
hinds. 

.Mr.  Sayward  ot  Ward  l»l  Imped  opposition  to  the 
reading  would  be  withdrawn. 

.Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  II  suggested,  ns  the  bet- 
ter way,  to  lay  the  communication  on  the  table  and 
print  it. 

A  motion  to  that  effect  was  earned. 

HOSPITAL  FOB  THE  INSANE. 

The  special  assignment  for  eight  o'clock  was 
taken  up,  it  being  the  majority  and  minority  re- 
ports of  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  on 
the  plans  of  the  New  Hospital  for  tne  Ins. me. 
printed  City  Document  So.  64, 1871 ;  and  the  amend- 
ment to  substitute  the  order  that  the  amended 
plans  and  estimates  foi  a  .New  Hospital  lor 
the  Insane,  prepared  hy  .Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee,  and 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors tor  Public  Institutions. 'in  a  couituunicar 
tion  dated  June  12,  1868,  be,  aud  the  same  are  here- 
by approved. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  adoption  of 
the  substitute  order. 

Mr.  Diekiusou  of  Ward  11  said  he  did  not  desire 
to  say  much  on  the  subject  at  this  time.  There 
was  so  much  to  be  said,  and  so  many  conflicting 
questions  involved  with  this,  that  he  did  not  sup- 
pose there  was  a  necessity  fur  deciding  it  tonight. 
He  would  make  some  remarks  in  the  hope  of  get- 
ting information  on  the  subject,  so  far  as  relates 
to  the  statement  of  the  Committee  on  Jns'iturions 
that  the  state  should  provide  tor  the  insane  of 
this  city,  ho  was  disposyd  at  hrst  to  think  it  had 
some  weight,  buton  further  consideration  believed 
it  to  be  a  lallacy,  and  that  notning  could  lie  ex- 
pected from  that  quarter  in  meeting  this  want  of 
the  city,  while  if  it  could  be  so,  it  would  take 
irom  the  city  the  control  of  its  insane. 

We  are  aiso  met  by  another  difficulty,  known  to 
everybody,  that  the  accommodations  at  South 
Boston  are  inadequate,  the  patients  being  in  a 
worse  condition  than  almost  anywhere  else  in  the 
country,  and  worse  than  a  crowded  schoolroom. 
There  was  also  suggested  that  a  different  system 
should  be  adopted  in  the  care  of  the  insane,  and, 
if  so,  here  is  now  an  opportunity  to  make  the  ex- 
peiiment.  It  had  the  approval  ot  Dr.  Howe, whose 
name  has  great  weight  in  measures  of  philan- 
thropy, but  was  understood  to  be  opposed  by  Dr. 
Walker,  for  wnom  he  had  great  respect,  as  an  ex- 
ploded system  m  the  care  of  the  insane.  This  .- ys- 
tem  might  involve  an  increased  expense,  but  that 
should  not  be  considered  in  a  case  like  this. 

At  Worcester  there  is  an  opportunity  to  give 
this  new  system  a  trial,  and  in  tue  removal  ot  the 
hospital.  Dr.  Bemis  has  made  the  experiment,  so 
tar,  with  good  success.  So  also  Dr.  iiaclding  of 
Taunton  has  expressed  an  approval  of  this  system, 
and  if  he  had  the  opportunity  he  would  "try  it, 
having  an  abundance  ot  room  on  the  grounds  there 
for  such  an  experiment.  Before  voting  upun  the 
subject  he  would  like  to  learn  something  more, 
and  he  would  like  to  invite  Dr.  Howe  to  give  his 
views  in  lavor  of  the  system,  some  afternood,  be- 
fore the  members  of  the  Council,  and  any  others 
to  offer  objections,  if  ary  they  have,  against  it. 

If  there  were  improvements  which  can  be  made 
in  the  care  of  the  insane,  they  cannot  be  ignored; 
and  after  hearing  the  views  of  others  he  should 
move  that  an  opportunity  be  given  for  the  discus- 
sion of  this  question,  in  the  inauner  in  which  he 
had  proposed,  by  Dr.  Howe  and  others. 

Mr.  Say  ward  of  Ward  16  saia  he  did  not  propose 
to  discuss  this  subject,  for  he  supposed  it  was  as 
fully  before  the  minds  ot  the  members  of  the 
Council  as  it  will  be  likely  to  be  by  further  dis- 
cussion. 

Mr.  Dickinson  moved  that  the  subject  be  laid  on 
the  table,  on  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Flynu  of  Ward  7. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost— 23  to  31, 
as  follows:

The  enforcement  of  the  rule  in  relation  to  vot- 
ing was  again  called  lor  by  Mr.  Flynn  in  ilm 
ease. 

The  question  was  now  stated  to  lie  on  the  adop- 
tion oi  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Dickinson  inquired  what  would  be  the  im- 
mediate effect  in  the  passage  of  the  mbfelKule 
order. 

The  Chair  seated  that  it  was  supposed  it  would 
authorize  the  expenditure  of  the  money  in  the 
bands  of  the  directors. 

Air.  Dickinson  said  he  understood,  then,  that  as 
the  money  had  been  appropriated, this  order  could 
be  passed  bv  a  majority  vote,  and  if  passed,  the 
directors  may  commence  the  work  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. He  had  asked  for  information  whether  the 
work  would  be  commenced  at  Winthrop.  and  took 
it  tor  granted  that  it  will  be.  He  was  decidedly 
opposed  to  the  erection  of  a  hospital  at  Winthrop, 
and  opposed  to  the  erection  of  a  large  building  at 
great  expense. 

The  family  system  should  have  a  fair  trial,  and 
they  should*  not  go  to  the  citizens  without  an  in- 
vestigation ot  it,  for  it  could  not  be  said  in  the 
face  of  the  world  that  the  plan  at  Worcester  had 
been  ignored  by  250.000  people.  Even  though 
members  ot  the  Council  were  taken  to  Winthrop 
and  heard  an  ex  parte  argument  in  favor  of  that 
locality,  it  would  not  do  to  go  on  with  a  wont  with- 
out affording  people  who  differ  from  the  old  sys- 
tem an  opportunity  to  show  how  the  insane  can  be 
better  taken  care  of.  Dr.  Howe,  he  believed,  was 
as  good  authority  on  the  subject  of  the  care  of  the 
insane  as  was  Moses  Kiniball.and  an  opportunity 
should  be  given  to  the  advocates  of  the  new  sys- 
tem to  be  heard  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Dickinson  di..|  not  care  so  much  about 
the  location  as  he  did  about  the  best  way 
and  the  best  plan  for  taking  care  ot"  the 
insane.  It  was  of  no  consequence  that  mouey 
had  been  appropriated  for  a  hospital,  for  if 
a  mistake  had  been  made  in  the  proposed  plan 
there  is  time  to  rectify  it.  If  a  better  plan  than  to 
be  shut  up  in  a  prison  can  be  had,  then  they  should 
not  be  opposed  to  learn  whether  there  is  such  a 
plan.  There  should  be  no  haste,  and  there  could 
oe  no  ha riu  in  waiting  a  week,  although,  as  he  ad- 
mitted, .he  present  hospital  was  in  such  bad  con- 
dition. 

Referring  to  the  condition  of  the  insane  and 
paupers  and  to  the  treatment  of  them  as  criminals 
3QQ  years  ago,  it  was  urged  that  all  efforts  to  bene- 
fit the  insane  should  be  tried,  such  a  position  as 
wis  now  offered  hul  never  before  been  presented 
co  me  city,  and  from  a  philanthropic  pome  of  view 
an  opportunity  was  presented,  which  would  cause 
the  city  to  be  felt  throughout  the  country.  He 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  amendment  wouid  not 
be  adopted. 

.Mr.  Flynn  wished  to  inqu!re  of  the  gentleman 
whether  he  desired  to  keep  the  insane  In  such  a 
condition  as  they  were  in  at  south  Boston.  In 
the  belief  that  the  subject  had  been  fully  dis- 
cussed, he  moved  the  previous  question,  but  with- 
drew it.  for  explanation. 

Mr.  Dickinson  expressed  the  hope  that  there 
would  be  no  restrictions  upon  debate,  for  the 
question  could  not  suffer  by  examination. 

Mr.  Say  ward,  in  whose  behalf  the  motion  was 
withdrawn,  and  who  promised  to  renew  it,  said  he 
made  the  promise  in  an  open-handed  maimer.  In 
reply  to  Mr.  Dickinson  relative  to  a  one-sided 
argument,  he  said  all  the  members  of  the  Council 
were  invited  to  go  to  Winthrop  and  to  give  their 
views  relative  to  the  place.  Mr.  Sayward  renew- 
ed the  motion  for  the  previous  question. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  proposed  to  give  reasons 
why  the  main  question  should  not  now  be  ordered, 
"nut  the  Chair  ruled  debate  on  the  motion  out  of 
order. 
T he  motion  was  lost— 17  to  32. 
Mr.  smith  said  he  was  not  prepared  to  vote 
upon  the  location  of  the  hospital  at  Winthrop. 
and  doubted  the  propriety  of  investing  a  mil- 
lion of  dollars  for  a  hospital  on  a  majority  vote. 
The  sum  appropriated  and  estimated  would  not 
be  sufficient  to  build  a  hospital,  and  when  the 
work  was  commenced,  another  Council  would  be 
called  upon  under  the  force  of  circumstances  to 
vote  more  money.  If  the  location  at  VVintbrop 
could  not  command  a  two-thirds  vote,  they  should 
not  shiicu  behind  their  present  position  to  involve 
upon  other  City  Councils  the  necessity  of  voting 
additional  appropriations. 


Mr.  Willis  of  Ward  9  said  he  had  made  up  his 
mind  to  vote  for  the  location  at  Winthrop.  and 
believed  a  majority  of  the  Council  bad  also.  As 
to  the  establishment  of  the  family  sv.-tem.  that 
would  be  adopted  only  for  a  certain  class,  while 
there  must  be  a  place  in  which  to  put  ihe  other 
insane.  He  hoped  the  order  woulo  oe  passed  to- 
night. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1.  in  reply  to  Mr.  Smith, 
referred  to  the  matter  of  the  raising  of  the  Suffolk 
Street  District,  which  one  Council  turned  over  to 
another.  As  to  the  cost  of  this  hospital,  he  be- 
lieved money  to  be  no  object  in  making  the  insane 
comfortable'.  He  hoped  the  work  would  go  on, 
and  if  there  were  any  superior  plans  they  could 
ch;  nge  them. 

Mr.  Pease  of  Ward  1  said  that  when  he  visited 
the  hospital  at  South  Boston  he  determined,  if 
necessary,  to-  vote  one  or  two  millions  of  dollars 
to  put  the  inmates  of  that  place  into  more  com- 
fortable quarters.  He  would  vote  yes  on  every 
location,  until  we  got  the  best  one.  The  gentle- 
man from  Ward  11  had  made  a  tine  argument  in 
favor  of  the  family  svstem,  and  at  Winthrop  there 
was  a  beautiful  location  lor  as  many  cottages  as 
we  may  want. 

Mr.  Wood3  of  Ward  12  agreed  with  the  remarks 
as  to  the  need  of  a  hospital,  but  objected  to  \\  ui- 
throp  as  a  bieak,  exposed  place,  subject  to  chill- 
ing east  winds,  where  he  would  not  reside  him- 
self if  provided  with  free  transportation.  It  might 
be  a  delightful  place  in  summer,  but  he  hoped  the 
order  would  be  laid  on  the  table  and  that  the 
Council  would  visit  it  in  winter  before  deciding  in 
favor  of  the  location. 

Mr.  Savward  replied,  that  if  the  insane  were  to 
stay  out 'of  doors  all  the  time  it  might  not  be  com- 
fortable for  them  in  winter  at  "»  inthrop ;  but  it 
could  not  be  supposed  for  a  moment  that  they 
would  not  be  made  as  comfortable  as  possible 
within  doors.  He  wondered  that  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  12  did  not  object  to  removing  the 
House  ut  Correction  to  Deer  Island,  lest  the  pris- 
oners should  suffer  from  the  bleakness  of  the 
place.  He  did  not  believe  there  was  a  necessity 
loi  further  discussion,  for  every  gentleman  must 
know  how  he  intends  to  vote. 

Air.  ^mith  of  Ward  1  stated  that  it  was  a  fact, 
that  t>v  the  water  at  Winthrop  the  thermometer 
stood  five  degrees  higher  in  winter  than  in  the 
city,  while  in  summer  it  was  five  degrees  lower. 
The  argument  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  12  he 
did  not  thiiiK  amounted  to  much.  This  subject 
had  been  befo  e  the  City  Council  ten  or  twelve 
years,  and  he  believed  the  members  vveie  as  well 
prepared  to  vote  now  as  they  would  a  month  or  a 
year  b.'mee.  He  was  prepared  to  vote  on  the  Wiu- 
throp  Faun  or  any  other  plac  the  Council  chose 
to  vote  for,  but  preferred  Winthrop  as  his  first 
choice,  because  the  land  had  been  bought  and  the 
location  was  good.  They  could  just  as  well  decide 
now  as  at  any  time. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  the  previous 
question,  but  withdrew  it  at  the  request  of  Mr. 
Webster  of  Ward  6,  who  proposed  to  renew  it. 

Mr.  Webster  said  he  supposed  it  was  a  foregone 
conclusion  that  the  Winthrop  Farm  was  the  place 
for  the  location  of  the  hospital.  But  the  work 
should  not  be  started  until  all  the  information 
nossible  has  been  obtained  relative  to  Ihe  best 
system.  He  was  not  prepared  to  vote  until  the 
views  of  experienced  men  were  obtained  in  rela- 
tion to  the  lamily  system.  He  was  willing  to  go 
to  Winthrop  .farm,  a  most  desolate  place,  or  to 
Winthrop  Head,  but  he  honed  the  taking  of  the 
question  would  be  voted  down  and  the  subject  be 
referred  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  a  hearing  as 
to  the  best  method  of  caring  for  the  insane. 

The  motion  for  the  previous  question  was  again 
lost— 23  to  25. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  objected  to  putting  this 
question  off,  after  it  had  been  agitated  six  or  seven 
years.  Until  within  a  few  days  he  had  been  op- 
posed to  the  Winthrop  Farm  as  a  location.  He 
supposed  it  to  have  been  from  his  suggestion  that 
the  directors  invited  the  members  to  go  down 
there,  and  when  he  went  there  he  was  disappoint- 
ed in  regard  to  the  land  and  location.  It  had  been 
said  it  was  a  barren  place,  where  no  grass  or  trees 
would  grow,  but  troin  his  knowledge  of  land  which 
he  worked  on  as  a  v  y.  he  had  worked  soil  much 
poorer  and  got  good  crops  from  it.  He  had  seen 
trees  grown  in  much  more  exposed  places,  and 
heavy  timber  on  soil  not  so  good  as  this.  There 
was  no  reason  why  timber  should  not  be  grown 
there,  and  the  place  be  made  quite  a  paradise. 

In  regard  to  the  location,  it  presented  a  contin- 
ual change  of  views,  oh  the  water  an  ever  varying

panorama,  which  was  what  was  needed  for  the 
diversion  of  the  insaoo,  much  !  etter  than  could 
be  found  on  an  inland  site,  with  a  sameness  of 
houses,  trees  and  buildings.  On  his  return  from 
Winthrop,  be  came  he  me  fully  determined  to  vote 
for  that  location,  and  it  hi-  made  a  mistake,  he  was 
sure  it  was  made  on  the  right  side.  J  he  hospital 
at  South  Boston  was  a  disgrace  to  the  city,  and 
the  evil  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  I'ateli  ••('  VV  nrd  11  was  soiry  the  Council  had 
determined  to  act  so  immediately  upon  the  sub- 
ject. The  explanations  which  hail  been  made  do 
not  answei  rbe  dissenting  report  of  a  member  of 
the  Boaid  in  opposition  to  the  Winthrop  location. 
The  other  side  should  i,e  heard,  and  they  should 
not  act  hastily. 

Mr.  ltowe  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  prepared  to 
vote  on  the  subject. 

Mr  Hull  of  H  ard  4  could  not  see  why  members 
should  hesitate  to  vote,  for  they  hail  heard  as 
much  discussion  as  they  could  wsb.  and  there 
was  no  reason  why  Hie  taking  of  (he  question 
should  he  delayed. 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  gentlemen  seemed  to  think 
he  condemned  the  action  of  the  directors  in  tak- 
ing the  members  of  the  Council  to  Winthrop.  but 
he  commended  rather  than  condemned  it.  His 
objection  was  to  hearing  ex  parte,  arguments,  with- 
out hearing  the  other  side.  Gentlemen  seemed  to 
suppose  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a  large 
building  like  that  proposed,  if  they  have  also  the 
family  system.  But  if  they  passed  this  order  they 
would  never  have  the  family  system. 

Mr.  Say  ward,  in  reply,  said  one  of  the  strongest 
opponents  of  the  Winthrop  location  was  present, 
and  heard  the  statements  in  its  favor,  but  raised 
no  objection  En  them.  He  wished  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  11  hau  been  there. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  by  a  vote  of  31 
yeas  to  22  nays,  as  follows:

JMullane, 
Batch,  Bund,  frescott,  Bobbins,  Roberts.  Robin- 
son, Salmon,  W.J.  Smith,  Stone,  Webster,  West, 
W  oods— 22. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  inquired  if  another 
amendment  was  in  order. 

The  Chair  assenting,  Mr.  Webster  said  if  the  or- 
der should  oe  passed  it  would  approve  of  plans 
made  four  or  live  years  since,  which  the  directors 
would  not  teel  at  liberty  to  change  if  any  altera- 
tions should  be  suggested  which  might  be  desira- 
ble to  adopt.  To  remedy  this,  be  moved  to  amend 
by  the  substitution  of  an  order  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  be  authorized  to  proceed  to  the  erection 
of  such  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
insane  on  the  Winthrop  Farm  as  are  most  suitable 
for  that  purpose,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing " 


On  this  amendment,  Mr.  Webster  asked  for  the 
yens  and  nays,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  it  was  too 
late. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  opposed  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  it  was  evidently  the 
will  of  the  Council  that  the  amendment  adopted 
should  be  passed.  The  substitute  now  offered  was 
merely  to  cany  out  the  views  of  the  mover  against 
the  oider,  and  that  it  should  not  pass.  As  the  will 
of  the  majority  had  been  very  clearly  expressed, 
he  moved  the  previous  question  on  the  amend- 
ment, which  was  oidered— 27  to  17. 

Mr.  Webster  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays  or.  his 
amendment. 

the  Chair  ruled  that  it  was  too  late  for  any  mo- 
tion to  he  made. 


Mr.  Webster  inquired  if  the  rule  prescribed  how 
voles  should  be  taken. 

the  Chair  read  the  rule  as  to  the  order  of  ir.o- 
tions  to  be  entertained  and  put,  and  stated  tint 
except  on  one  or  two  occasions,  in  which  a  differ- 
ent course  had  been  tolerated  after  a  vote  on  the 
main  question  had  been  ordered,  the  ruling  had 
been,  that  alter  a  motion  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion had  been  sustained,  no  question  was  in  order 
but  to  take  the  vote. 

.\ir.  Webster  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  read  the  seventh  rule  of 
the  Council,  which  provides  that  on  all  questions 
and  motions  whatsoever  the  Bresident  shall  take 
the  sense  of  the  Council  by  yeas  and  nays,  ii  eni 
ordered  by  one-tilth  of  the  members.  His  point 
was  that,  uuderthe  word  "whatsoever,"  the  call  for 
ttie  yeas  and  nays  was  in  order. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  it  was  plain  that  after 
the  previous  question  was  oidered.  no  gentleman 
could  get  the  floor  to  make  amotion,  and  no  mo- 
tion could  of  course  be  made.  If  the  gentleman 
had  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  he 
hoped  he  would  withdraw  the  appeal. 

The  Chatr  inquired  if  the  appeal  was  insisted 
upon,  and  an  answer  in  the  affirmative  being 
given,  the  question  was  put :  '"Shall  tue  decision 
of  tbe  Chair  stand?"  and  the  Chair  was  sus- 
tained. 

The  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Webster  as  a 
substitute  was  rejected,  ami  the  order  as  amend- 
ed was  carried,  approving  of  the  plans  and  esti- 
mates prepared  by  X.  J.  Bradlee,  and  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  June  12, 1868. 

A  subsequent  motion  to  recousider  was  lost. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  moved  to  take  up  the 
special  assignment  for  83^  o'clwck,  the  orders  re- 
lating to  repairs  of  the  House  of  Correction.  To 
give  an  opportunity  to  read  the  comuiuuu atiou 
from  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  I'ub- 
lic  Institutions,  lie  proposed  r,o  move  a  further  as- 
signment to  Thursday  evening  next. 

The  assignment  was  taken  up,  and  further  as- 
signed to  Thursday  evening  next,  8  o'clock. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  offered  the  following  order, 
which  was  read  once: 

Wheteas,  in  the  opinion  of  a  large  number  of 
our  citizens,  that  a  general  plan  ol  streets  and 
sewers  shouin  be  laid  out.  not  only  for  the  present 
city  limits  but  also  for  tbe  adjacent  cities  and 
towns;  and  whereas,  it  is  believed  by  them  that  it 
is  only  a  question  of  time  when  "the  cities  of 
Ch.irlestown  and  Somerville,  the  towns  of  West 
b'oxbuiy,  Brookline,  and  a  portion  of  Brighton 
will  be  annexed:  it  is,  therefore. 

Oidered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  he  re- 
quested to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  discreet 
and  intelligent  persons,  who  shall  carefully  ex- 
amine the  subject  in  all  its  financial,  industrial 
and  sanitary  relations,  cause  such  surveys  to  be 
made  by  the  City  Engineer,  or  under  his  direc- 
tion, as  they  may  consider  necessary,  and  report 
the  result  of  their  doings,  with  such  suggestions 
as  they  may  think  proper,  to  tbe  City  Council,  as 
soon  a°  may  he. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  offered  the  following  or- 
der: 

Ordered,  That  inquiries  or  estimates  be  made 
by  tue  Water  Board  in  regard  to  introducing 
salt  water  through  an  independent  system  of  pipes 
with  suitable  staudpipes  and  machinery,  so  as  to 
secure  if  possible  better  facilities  for  putting  out 
fires  and  other  incidental  advautages  to  be  derived 
from  an  independent  supply  of  water. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stone,  the  order  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  ou  Water.

The  hearings  on  the  several  orders  of  notice  on 
the  proposed  constiuction  of  seweisin  Hamilton 
stieet.  Magazine  street,  H  street  ana  in  Mount 
Pleasant  avenue;  also  on  petition  of  the  Metropol- 
itan Railroad  Company  for  leave  to  construct  a 
turnout  on  Flustis  street,  between  Albany  and 
Dearborn  streets,  were  taken  up.  No  person  ap- 
peared in  either  case,  and  the  reports  were  re- 
committed. 

LOCATION  OF     BRANCH     RAILROAD     IN    WARD   SIX- 
TEEN. 

The  hearing  on  location  of  a  branch  railroad  in 
Ward  16,  from  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  at  or  near 
Harrison  square  to  the  Milton  Branch  Railroad 
near  Granite  Bridge,  was  considered. 

E.  W.  Farr  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  danger  which  would  be  incurred  by  crossing 
Adams  street  and  Dorchester  avenue  at  grade, 
over  which  a  large  number  of  teams  and  borse- 
cars  passed  daily,  and  over  which  also  a  large 
number  of  childien  passed  in  attending  schools. 
He  wished  the  Board  would  take  some  measure  to 
ascertain  the  amount  oi  travel  through  those 
streets  before  assenting  to  a  location  of  the  road 
at  grade  across  them. 

Ira  Oibbs  said  he  had  as  little  interest  personally 
in  the  matter  as  any  member  of  the  Board;. vet 
he  thought  should  the  Board  examine  those  local- 
ities they  would  come  to  the  same  conclusion 
which  he  had,  that  the  tracks  oi  the  railroad 
should  not  be  laid  across  Adams  street  anil  Dor- 
chester avenue  at  grade,    loo  much  care  could 


not  be  exercised  in  preventing  the  danger  from 
crossing  those  streets  at  grade,  streets  now  much 
travelled,  ana  every  day  necoming  more  so.  He 
lelt  that  he  should  not  do  his  duty  to  his  commu- 
nity should  he  fail  to  raise  bis  voice  atrainst  the 
proposition.  The  two  streets  at  the  proposed 
crossings  were  not  more  than  twenty  rods  apart. 
The  danger,  he  contended,  was  not  the  !<■--, 
whether  the  opposition  to  it  was  weak  or  strong. 

Michael  Lynch  spokeof  the  proposed  location  and 
construction  of  a  road  as  being  a  rotten  case,  and 
an  imposition  on  the  public.  There  were  several 
things  to  be  considered,  and  the  question  arising 
was, whether  the  road  was  necessary.  Its  location 
was  through  swamps,  crossing  some  of  the  most 
important  thoroughfares,  an-1  was  for  the  beuent 
of  speculators  of '  laud  simply  and  not  as  a  public 
necessity.  These  crossings  should  be  eithc  under 
or  over  grades;  and  having  as  goo  J  knowledge  of 
public  sentiment  as  *ny  one,  there  was  no  public 
necessity  for  the  road,  and  no  honest  evidence 
which  could  be  given  in  its  favor. 

Mr.  Gibbs  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  bridges  which  had  been  required  to  be  built 
over  > he  railroads  on  the  Back  Bay  .<t  great  ex- 
pense. Eventually  bridges  would  be  required 
over  these  crossings,  if  not  now. 

C.  F.  Choate  appeared  for  the  Old  Colony  &  New- 
port Railroad  Comuany,  and  stated  that  "the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  was  an  unusual  occurrence.  Two  years  ago 
certain  parties  obtained  a  charter  for  the  Shaw- 
mut  Branch  Railroad,  to  run  through  the  heart  of 
Ward  16,  about  an  equal  distance  between  the  Olfi 
Colony  and  the  Hartford  <£  Erie  railroads,  and 
with  authority  to  unite  with  either  of  those  roads. 
Through  negotiations,  the  load  was  to  be  built  by 
the  Old  Colony  Kailroad  Company,  the  route  being 
from  near  Granite  Bridge  to  the  main  road  at 
Harrison  Square. 

In  the  route  of  three  miles,  the  road  as  located 
would  cross  eleven  highways.  It  was  for  the 
Board  to  examine  and  decide  how  fhese  highways 
should  be  crossed.  In  relation  to  three  of  them 
there  would  be  no  question  that  there  must  be  ex- 
cavations; at  four  others,  each  ai>out  half  a  mile 
apart,  it  was  proposed  there  should  be  depots, 
and  public  opinion,  it  was  supposed,  would  not  re- 
quire that  they  should  be  crossed  except  at  grade. 
But  for  these  they  would  ask  the  Board  to  exam- 
ine and  determine.  In  relation  to  Dorchester  av- 
enue and  Adams  street,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
start  from  Harrison  Square  at  grade,  and  it  was  a 
question  whether  the  Board  would  require  the 
raising  of  those  streets,  which  would  be  necessary 
should  the  crossing  not  be  at  grade. 

There  were  two  parlies  in  interest  in  this  mat- 
ter, tlu  city  of  Boston  and  individuals.  In  rela- 
tion to  most  of  the  questions  at  issue  they  would 
be  agreed,  and  he  would  suggest,  that  after  an  ex- 
amination be  made  of  the  localities,  it  there  are 
any  questions  in  dispute  in  regard  to  particular 
streets,  the  corporation  would  be  prepared  to  put 
in  evidence  in  such  a  form  as  would  be  much  more 
intelligible  than  could  be  lione  at  present. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  White,  the  report  was 
recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Paving,  and 
the  Board  was  requested  to  meet  in  the  places  in 
question.

EAST  BOSTON  FERRY  TOLLS. 

The  report  and  order  to  reduce  foot  passenger 
tolls  on  East  Boston  Ferries,  100  tickets  tor  $1,  50 
for  50c,  and  25  for  25c.  were  considered. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  sorry  the  order  to 
make  the  ferry  free  for  foot  passengers  was  offered 
to  the  Bo  nil,  and  referred  to  the  committee.  The 
question  of  most  importance  at  present  was,  in 
getting  a  landing  on  this  side  more  convenient  to 
the  people.  The  committee,  aftei  considering  the 
order,  thought  the  best  thing  they  could  do  was  to 
report  it  in  the  form  before  the  lioard.  It  was  de- 
sirable to  hold  on  io  all  the  transient  travel, 
which  amounts  to  a  great  deal  in  visits  to  the 
British  steamers,  and  this  will  pay  two  cents  for 
each  ua&sage.  To  allow  the  residents  of  East  Bos- 
ton to  cross  free,  they  would  be  obliged  to  cut 
d  'lvu  the  other  travel  to  one  cent,  when  it  would 
harn'y  i>ay  to  keep  tollmen  at  $90  a  m.>nth. 

Alderman  Pope  inquired  how  much  this  reduc- 
tion of  tolls  would  reduce  the  receipts,  and  how 
much  the  deficiency  would  be  for  the  year,  as  he 
understood  that  $50,000  would  be  required  to  make 
it  up. 

Alderman  VVoolley  replied  that  it  was  estimated 
the  reduction  would  be  from  $9000  to  $10,000.  fie 
did  not,  however,  agree  with  his  colleague,  that 
by  making  the  ferry  free  to  Coot  passengers,  the 
tolls  wouid  not  nay  the  keeping  of  tollmen.  There 
would  then  be  $40*000  which  they  were  entitled  to 
and  which  should  be  collected.  He  should  sup- 
port the  order,  for  it  wouid  give  the  relief  desired 
in  offering  it,  for  the  poorer  "classes  of  people,  and 
lie  hoped  it  would  pass.  To  the  laboring-classes 
who  are  forced  to  bve  at  East  Boston  it  would  be 
a  saving  of  $10  to  $25  a  year,  and  would  lessen  the 
ferry  tolls  but  a  few  thousand  dollars  a  year. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  regretted  exceeding- 
ly that  the  committee  could  not  report  the  order 
back  as  it  was  offered.  Yet  it  was  a  relief  to  poor 
people,  tor  which  he  was  grateful  to  the  commit^ 
tee  for  their  kindness  toward  the  lierht.  The  time 
wis  coming  when  the  ferries  must  be  free,  and 
there  was  no  reason  why  the  people  living  at  Eas  I. 
Boston  should  be  forced  to  pay  tolls  to  get  to 
other  portions  of  the  city,  and  be  taxed  lor 
the  benefit  of  others.  It  was  the  best  they  could 
do  to  accept  the  report  of  the  eouimitiee. 

Alderman  Gibson,  in  reply  to  the  inquiry  in  re- 
lation to  a  deficiency,  stated  that  the  idea  of  a  de- 
ficiency of  $50,000  was  a  mistake.  In  the  call  for 
the  appropriation  for  support  of  the  ferries,  the 
payment  of  tollmen  was  left  off  on  the  impression 
that  the  ferries  were  to  be  free.  That  would 
amount  to  $9000  or  $10,000.  Besides  this  amount, 
which  must  be  provided  for,  repairs  have  been 
found  necessary  on  two  boats  which  cost  about 
$7000.  This  wiil  make  $17,000  instead  of  $50,000 
to  be  provided  for.  The  receipts  have  exceeded 
the  estimates  and  will  amount  to  $170,000.  The 
whole  sum  called  for  was  $208,000,  of  whicU 
$50,000  were  lor  a  new  boat.  This  would  leave 
$158,000,  showing  that.with  what  will  be  called  for 
the  ferries  will  be  merely  self  sustaining. 

Allerman  Co tvdin  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays 
ou  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  further  that  he  was  in 
hopes  the  matter  would  have  rested  where  it  was, 
but  he  thought  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
as  fair  as  it  can  be  made.  The  whole  manner  of 
running  the  ferries  before  they  came  into  the 
hands  of  tue  city  was  extravagant.  They  had 
been  obliged  to  re-drive  idles,  make  a  new  drop, 
spend  $14,000  on  the  Daniel  Webster,  the  General 
Grant  had  been  re-decked,  the  other  boats  w^re  in 
good  order,  and  the  next  year  the  cost  of  running 
them  would  not  be  over  $160,000.  If  extravagant 
repairs  had  not  been  required,  the  ferries  would 
have  paid  for  their  running. 

Aldtrmau  Jenkins  said  lie  voted  for  the  order  to 
make  the  ferries  free,  and  be  should  vote  for  this 
order.  He  lid  not  object  to  the  yeas  and  nays, 
but  doubted  whether  any  more  capital  could  be 
made  out  of  the  matter.  He  had  hoped  that  the 
committee  would  report  in  relation  to  the  pro- 
posed new  landing. 

The  order  was  passed  by  an  unanimous  vote— 
11  yeas,  no  nays. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL. 

The  order  of  inquiry  as  to  possibility  of  intro- 
ducing salt  water  into  stand-pipes  for  purpose  of 
extinguishing  fires,  etc.,  was  relerred  to  Commit- 
tee on  Water:  in  concurrence. 


The  order  that  the  Board  of  Street  Commission- 
ers be  requested  to  lay  out  and  widen,  as  author- 
ized by  statute,  Tremont  street  on  the  westerly 
side,  between  Boylston  street  and  Park  street,was 
considered. 

Alderman  Cowdin  expressed  the  belief  that  the 
proposed  widening  was  very  important  and  such 
a  widening  as  the  public  demanded  ;  yet  it  was  a 
matter  in  which  many  old  citizens  wished  a  bear- 
ing, believing  that  the  Common  should  not  be  dis- 
turbed in  its  lines.  He  therefore  moved  to  lay  the 
order  on  the  table,  that  a  hearing  may  be  provided 
for.    Cariied. 

HOSPITAL   FOR  THE   INSANE. 

The  majority  and  minority  reports  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Institutions  on  the  plans  of  the 
new  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  printed  City  Docu- 
ment Ao.  64,  1871 ;  and  the  amendment  to  substi- 
tute the  order  that  the  amended  plans  vnd  esti- 
mates for  a  new  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  prepared 
by  Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee,  and  submitted  to  the 
C*ity  Council  by  the  Boaid  of  Directors  for  Public 
Institutions,  in  a  communication  dated  June  12, 
1868,  be,  and  the  same  ate  hereby  approved,  came 
up  for  consideration. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  did  not  believe  the 
Board  could  be  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  plans 
of  the  committee,  referred  to  in  the  order,  and  in 
that  beliel  he  could  not  see  how  the  Board  could 
act  intelligently  on  the  subject.  To  give  further 
opportunity  to  examine  the  plans  and  to  consider 
the  subject  more  fully,  he  moved  that  it  be  laid 
over  for  one  week. 

Alderman  Cutter  thought  delay  was  a  great 
hardship  to  the  insane,  now  cooped  up  in  insuffK 
cieut  quarters,  and  expressed  surprise  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions 
should  ask  for  delay  in  a  matter  which  was  so 
familiar  to  everyone  and  had  been  so  much  talked 
of.  He,  however,  was  willi.ig  that  the  matter 
should  be  laid  over,  if  the  Aldermen  would  be  pre- 
pared in  a  week  to  act. 

Alderman  Gibson  hoped  there  would  be  a  delay, 
and  that  the  Board  would  have  time  for  a  full 
consideration  of  tue  subject. 

.  Alderman  Plumer  said  he  occupied  a  peculiar 
position  on  this  subject.  It  happened  to  him  that 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Institu- 
tions when  tlie  site  for  the  hospital  was  pur- 
chased. He  did  not  object  to  a  delay,  for  he  was 
satisfied  that  the  more  the  subject  was  considered 
the  more  it  would  gain  favor.  He  hoped,  there- 
fore, that  it  would  be  laid  over. 

The  uiotion  to  lay  the  subject  over  was  carried.

pense not  exceeding  £85,000l 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  le  authorized  lo 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  the  sum  of  £85.000,  ta  be  applied  10  the 
widening  of  Federal  street  Bridge. 

The  orders  were  mad  once,  and  tbe  question 
being  on  their  passage, 

Aldeiuian  Jenkins  inquired  whether  the  com- 
mittee bad  advertised  lor  proposals;  for  he  did 
not  like  to  vote  for  such  an  amount  until  he  knew 
what  the  cost  would  be. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  tbe  bridge  ap- 
peared to  be  in  a  fair  condition,  but  it  could  not 
oe  known  for  a  certainty  how  much  the  repairs 
would  cost  until  it  was  stripped.  There  had  l>een 
no  adveitising  for  proposals. 

Alderman  Jenki'.s  said  he  was  not  prepared  to 
vote  for  $85,000  without  advertising  for  proposals. 
It  was  now  late  in  tbe  season  for  doing  such  worK 
by  the  day,  and  he  should  prefer  to  kuow  what 
contractors  would  do  it  for. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  tbe  work  must  be 
done  to  make  the  bridge  correspond  to  the  width 
of  tbe  street.  The  committee  would  undoubtedly 
advertise  and  the  work  would  be  doue  as  low  as 
possible. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  it  was  proposed  to  make 
the  bridge  seventy  feet  in  width,  with  a  diaw 
sixty  feet  wide,  swinging  thirty-five  feet  in  the 
clear.  Tbe  cost  was  made  ou'estimares  of  the 
City  Engineer. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  the  estimate*  were 
place  1  high  enough,  and  he  did  not  believe  the 
work  would  cost  so  much.  The  committee  woula 
no  doubt  advertise  before  going  on  with  the  work. 
Tbe  amount  of  travel  over  that  bridge  was  fearful, 
and  the  bridge  was  so  narrow  that  a  team  could 
not  pass  on  each  side  of  the  track,  so  that  tbey 
are  obliged  to  follow  behind  the  cars. 

Alderman  Little  said  be  did  not  see  how  the  com- 
mittee could  ask  that  the  Board  should  rely  on  es- 
timates of  the  City  Engineer,  since  only  so  late  as 
the  last  meeting  so  much  was  said  against  reli- 
ance upon  him. 

Alderman  Cutter  replied  that  the  City  Engineer 
has  estimates  for  the  rebuilding  ot  this  bridge  as 
high  as  ?o00 ,000,  and  this  was  the  lowest.  Tie 
committee  considered  it  an  ecoricinieal  estimate. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  this  season  of  the 
year  was  chosen  on  account  of  the  ordinarily 
large  number  of  vessels  passing  through  the  draw 
having  now  much  diminished.  If  commenced  soon, 
it  may  be  completed  the  present  season.  The 
bridge  may  run  another  year. 

Ihe  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  for  the  passage 
of  the  order  was  withdrawn. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope,  orders  were  passed 
authorizing  the  Superintendent  ol  sewers  to 
construct  a  sewer  in  West  New  ton  street,  between 
Columbus  avenue  and  the  Providence  Hailroad, 
also  a  sewer  in  .Mount  Pleasant  avenue,  southerly 
end.

TBS   BURRII.L  CLAIM. 

On  motion  of  Ab'erman  Pierce,  the  special  as- 
signment was  taken  up,— the  consideration  of 
reports  and  orders  to  pay  H.  W.  Paine,  assignee 
of  Charles  Burrill,  $4v,0M  in  settlement  of  his 
claim;  the  first  question  being,  on  motiou  of  Al- 
derman Pierce,  to  reconsider  the  vote  requiring 
the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor  on  tbe  constitu- 
tionality of  such  measure. 

Alderman  Pierce  advocated  the  reconsideration 
on  the  ground  that  neither  tbe  City  Solicitor  nor 
the  Board  had  the  power  to  judge  of  the  constitu- 
tionality of  laws.    The  Supreme  Court,  to  whom 
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belonged  this  power,  had  discouraged  the  bring- 
ing ol  questions  before  them  for  their  opinion,  for 
the  reason  that  no  question  could  be  properly 
heard  tx  parte. 

To  send  to  the  City  Solicitor  lor  his  opinion 
would  have  no  weight,  force  or  validity,  and  on 
that  opinion  they  were  not  to  decide  what  to  do. 
The  Legislature  had  passed  an  act  authorizing  the 
payment,  and  it  was  not  to  be  supposed  that  it 
was  unconstitutional  until  it  was  pronounced  so 
by  the  court.  When  the  order  is  passed,  then  it 
will  be  time  to  bring  it  before  the  court,  and  then 
only  can  the  court  pronounce  upon  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  law. 

Alderman  Bluruer  said  the  Alderman  seemed  to 
9 peals  as  though  this  question  was  before  the 
Board  lor  the  first  time,  but  he  recollected  in- 
stances of  ontaimug  the  opinion  of  the  City  So- 
licitor m  such  cases.  There  were  loubts  in  the 
minds  of  many  Aldermen  that  this  law  was  not 
right,  but  if  it  was,  it  was  a  dangerous  right. 
When  courts  say  there  is  no  legal  claim  in  this 
case,  there  are  doubts  whether  the  Legislature 
can  pass  an  act  to  authorize  the  payment  of  a 
claim.  This  may  not  in  effect  say  that  certain 
members  of  the  City  Government  may  steal,  but  it 
is  tantamount  to  that.  The  opinion  asked  was  not 
that  of  the  supreme  Court,  but  of  the  City  Solici- 
tor, that's  all,  ai.d  they  wanted  to  know  whether 
the  Legislature  can  pass  such  an  act. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  believed  the  Legis- 
lature had  the  power  to  make  and  unmake  laws, 
and  it  might  unseat  the  members  of  the  Lity  Gov- 
ernment. It  was  not  for  them  to  discuss  the  abil- 
ity or  the  pow»r  of  the  Legislature  to  make  laws, 
but  to  obey  the  laws  which  it  passed  from  time  to 
time. 

Alderman  Gibson  regarded  this  as  something 
out  of  the  usual  track.  The  courts  had  decided 
that  Mr.  Burrill  has  no  claim  against  the  citv,  and 
he  goes  to  the  Legislature,  builds  a  castle  in  the 
air,  gets  an  a.et  and  comes  here  to  collect  an 
amount  which  he  submits  as  a  claim.  H  such  a 
thing  is  allowed,  there  are  auy  quantities  of  pi  o- 
ple  who  may  make  out  bills  against  the  city,  and 
get  authority  to  collect  them.  Lvery  contractor 
against  the  city  having  a  fair  claim  can  expect  to 
have  it  p*idi  but  this  was  not  a  fair  claim,  and 
miserable  trash  could  be  found  to  vote  to  make  it 
a  claim.  As  to  srch  laws,  he  had  a  right  to 
judge  of  them.  This  matter  had  been  passed  upon 
two  or  three  times  by  the  City  Government,  and  if 
the  claim  had  ueen  right  and  proper  it  would  have 
been  paid.  The  design  was  to  mislead  the  City 
Government,  and  he  did  not  believe  Mr.  Burrill 
could  get  any  money  out  ot  this  Board. 

Alderman  Plniner  said  there  was  more  in  the  or- 
der than  there  appeared  to  be,  and  the  principle 
involved  was  moie  important  than  the  amouuc 
of  die  claim.  When  we  see  the  corrupt  develop- 
ments in  other  cities,  it  becomes  them  to  watch 
the  powers  of  government.  If  the  act  was  con- 
stitutional under  which  the  order  was  framed,  he 
he,  could  not  see  why  persons  might  not  concoct  a 
scheme  to  obtain  millions  of  dollars  from  the  city 
treasury.  He  would  like  to  know  whether,  in  the 
judgment  of  those  learned  in  the  law,  the  Legislat 
ure  has  the  power  to  pass  such  an  act. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  it  was  to  be  presumed 
that  m  passing  such  a  law  the  opinion  of  the  At- 
torney ueneial  was  obtained,  for  he  supposed 
that  was  what  such  au  officer  was  for.  There 
were  a  gieat  many  laws  passed  in  this  State,  more 
than  in  any  othsr,  and  in  no  State  were  there  so 
mauy  passed  which  were  useless.  He  was  satis- 
fied that  this  law  was  constitutional,  it  had  been 
said  that  this  claim  was  conceived  in  fraud,  but 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  amount  it  would  have 
been  paid.  He  was  himself  employed  m  the  same 
work,  and  knew  something  about  it.  The  contract 
was  not  to  obtain  rebels,  bur.  credits,  and  when 
it  was  louud  how  large  ttie  amount  of  claim  was 
to  be  paid,  if  was  said  no  appropriation  was  made 
to  pay  it,  and  the  city  authorities  backed  down. 
\\  e  were  disgraced  in  the  mmds  of  the  best  men 
in  the  city,  and  in  God's  name  he  hoped  the  claim 
would  be  settled. 

Alderman  Cutter  hoped  the  Board  would  pause 
before  putting  their  hands  into  the  pockets  of 
tax-payers  to  bridge  over  this  claim,  barred  by  an 
injunction  from  the  courts.  He  supposed  it  would 
haue  been  paid  last  year,  had  there  uot  been  a 
quarrel  about  the  spoils  among  the  large  number 
ot  parties  interested.  He  could  not  vote  to  pay 
illegal  claims.  If  anything  was  owing  to  Mr.  Bur- 
rill, it  was  more  than  the  amount  of  this  order. 
It  could  not  be  that  this  was  just  the  amount  due, 
and  he  supposed  it  must  have  been  got  at  as  jury- 


men vvnrk  for  a  verdict;  or  by  the  claims  of  coun- 
sel.. If  there  had  been  any  rights,  those  rights 
had  been  destroyed,  and  the  Legislature  should 
no',  have  said  the  cty  may,  but  shall  |-ay. 

Alderman  Gibson  thought  the  Tammany  King 
was  not  an  infant  compared  with  this,  should  this 
claim  be  allowed.  The  city  always  paid  just 
claims,  but  this  was  au  undertaking  to  corrupt  the 
City  Council  by  played-out  lawyers,  judges  even, 
who  expect  to  act  §40,000  from  the  treasury.  Such 
a  law  was  no  la  *,  and  had  no  more  force  than  a 
man-of-war  without  guns.  The  act  was  to  legal- 
ize stealing,  and  authorized  them  to  put  their 
hands  into  the  treasury  and  steal. 

Al  leruian  Little  said  the  question  was  not  kept 
in  sight,  and  to  get  at  the  thing  itself,  he  asked 
for  Hit.  previous  question. 

the  (hair  stated  that  he  would  assume  it  to  be 
sustained,  aud  put  the  question,  when  the  recon- 
sideration was  carried. 

The  question  recurred  upon  th«>  adoption  of  tile 
order  to  get  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  and 
the  order  was  rejected. 

The  question  then  was  upon  the  passage  of  the 
order  10  pay  the  assignee  of  Chas.  Buiriil  §40,- 
000  in  settlement  of  hiselami. 

Alderman  I'lumer  said  he  was  ready  to  vote, 
but  jet  wished  to  give  his  reasons  lor  his  vote. 
This  claim,  he  said,  was  conceived  in  sin  and 
brought  forth  in  iniquity,  a  tissue  of  fraud  from 
the  beginning  to  the  end.  It  was  assumed  in  the 
outset  (hat  there  was  a  good  claim  for  §800,000  or 
§1.000,000,  yet  the  claimant  is  willing  to  com  pro- 
mise for  §40,000.  If  the  claim  was  an  honest  one, 
it  should  be  and  it  would  be  paid.  Ir  was  like 
stealing  silver  spoons  from  the  back  door  of  a 
house,  and  selling  them  at  the  front  door. 

Should  this  claim  ne  paid,  he  wan.ed  gentlemen 
it  would  be  but  the  beginning.  There  was  no 
ciauu  in  honor,  justice  or  equity,  anil  the  moment 
they  paid  any  siim  the)  committed  themselves  in 
favor  of  other  claims.  The  claimant  would  come 
in  another  year  by  himselt  or  friends  to  get  more, 
stating  tlnt'lm  necessities  compelled  him  to  take 
what  he  could  get,  while  he  now  called  for  justice. 
The  orize  might  be  worth  the  candle,  to  pack  these 
seats  tor  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  whole 
amount  claimed.  In  what  be  had  said  hn  had  but 
done  his  duty,  and  he  hoped  the  order  would  not 
pass. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  gentleman  had  no 
legal  claim,  as  all  would  admit.  But  what  was  it 
if  he  had  performed  any  service?  Could  it  be 
just  §40,000?  It  would  be  a  miracle,  if  just  that 
amount,  .Men  of  business  pay^'uo  disputed  claims 
unless  courts  require  it.  If  this  is  a  legal  claim, 
pay  it,  and  not  otherwise.  It  was  concocted  in 
crime,  deception  and  fraud.  The  city, at  the  time, 
wanted  men  to  fill  its  quota  to  fight,  and  did  not 
want  dead  men.  But  here  were  men  dead  and 
buried,  and  the  green  grass  growing  over  them. 
If  he  had  got  men  ami  put  them  in  service, 
honestly,  he  would  have  got  his  money. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  that  when  he  voted  last 
year  to  pay  §40,000,  he  considered  it  the  most  eco- 
nomical course  the  City  Government  could  pur- 
siv.  If  he  had  not  thought  it  was  a  valid  claim 
he  would  not  have  voteu  for  it.  The  worst  thing 
which  could  happen  would  be  the  hanging  of  this 
matter  over  the  City  Government,  for  it  would 
have  much  to  do  with  the  elections  until  disposed 
of.  To  have  got  rid  of  the  occasion  for  it  by  such 
a  paltry  sum  would  have  been  cheap  at  the  time, 
for  wdio  did  not  remember  the  trying  times  when 
meu  were  willing  to  give  anything  for  a  substi- 
tute? Who  did  not  remember  the  relief  which  the 
statement  biought  that  credits  had  been  allowed 
sufficient  to  meet  the  quota,  and  think  Burrill  was 
entitled  to  pay  for  it? 

In  his  own  experience,  he  could  never  forget  the 
difficulty  in  endeavoring  to  obtain  men  to  fill  up 
quotas.  If  they  got  substitutes,  what  did  they 
care  who  were  interested.  In  obtaining  credits 
for  those  already  enlisted,  he  believed  Mr.  Burrill 
did  something,  more  or  less.  But  he  did  not  be- 
lieve that  Boston  was  entitled  to  all  these  credits 
for  seamen,  but  that  the  state  was  entitled  to 
them.  In  obtaining  these  credits,  Boston  had  the 
inside  track,  and  Burrill  had  a  good  claim  against 
the  city.  The  Mayor  gave  him  a  letter  to  General 
Frye,  Provost  Marshal  General,  a.id  he  tel'S  U8 
that  he  spent  a  great  deal  of  money  in  obtaining 
the  credits. 

It  was  not  fair  to  charge  him  with  being  a  cheat. 
The  credits  obtained  at  ihat  time  would  not  bear 
a  close  investigation,  yet  the  city  was  paying  out 
money  for  them.  Would  Otis  Xorcross  have  of- 
fered'to  pay  §125,000  if  he  had  not  supposed  there 
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was  some  claim, or  would  Mayor  Lincoln  or  Alder- 
man .Nasi)  have  uttered  to  settle  it?  h  w.is  time 
tnat  the  matter  was  finished  and  its  influences  to- 
ken oat  of  the  Cuy  Hall,    if  paid  at  tbe  price  now 

claimed  it  would  be  but  $7  per  head  for  the  cred- 
its. In  honesty  and  in  equity  be  was  entitled  to 
something,  and  the  question  "was,  how  macb. 

The  gentlemen  on  the  committee  last  year  made 
an  average  on  a  marking-list  of  $(>(),000,  and  his 
own  was  $40,000.  Alter  a  great  deal  <>'  labor  it 
was  disposed  of;  it  was  felt  that  if  860,000  weie 
agreed  10,  an  injunction  would  be  put  upon  it, 
and  the  sum  of  §40,000  was  fixed  upon  in  tbe 
Board,  which  was  paused.  To  say  that,  Norcross, 
Lincoln  and  .Nash  did  not  know  what  Burrill  went 
to  Washington  for,  w;:s  absurd;  they  knew  what 
be  went  there  for.  some  of  tbe  witnesses  be'ore 
tie  committee  were  aiked  what  he  went  lor.  but 
they  would  not  answer.  No  doubt  everybody  knew 
what  he  went  to  Washington  lor. 

Wben  Burrill  went  to  V\  ashington,  other  ree:  uit 
ing  officers  were  called  home,  for  their  set  vires 
were  no  longer  wanted.  Burrill  did  hav<>  a  claim, 
or  Otis  Noreross  would  not  have  «  ff'ered  hi  in 
•¥125,000.  'Ihere  were  other  lists  got  up,  l.ut  these 
were  behind  time.  if  they  had  ueen  presented  at 
the  State  House  they  wouid  have  prejudiced  the 
city's  interests.  Everybody  believed  he  was  enti- 
tled to  some  money,  ami  if  nothing  more,  this 
claim  should  be  paid  to  sweep  it  away  from  the 
next  Board  of  Aldermen,  'the  next  Board,  if  it 
should  pass  it.  may  be  charged  with  'jeirg  bought, 
but  this  Board,  he  felt  assured,  would  not  be  so 
charged. 

lnibepassageofthisorder.be  was  willing  to 
go  on  record,  and  be  believed  the  sum  stated  in  it 
would  be  the  smallest  which  would  ever  be  taken. 
The  claim  had  already  been  admitted,  bv  the  ac- 
tion of  the  City  Government,  and  they  "are  com- 
mitted to  its  payment.  He  had  no  fear  that  the 
parties  would  ever  come  back  for  more  pay,  and 
was  willing  to  leave  the  question  with  the  'Mavur 
and  City  -olieitor  to  take  such  a  receipt  as  would 
settle  the  matter. 

Alderman  Pnuner  said  he  1  elieved  some  gentle- 
men had  not  read  the  evidence,  if  they  did  not  be- 
lieve there  was  fraud.  Burrill  came  to  the  Mayor 
with  a  lie  in  his  mouth,  that  he  was  to  go  to  Koch 
Island  f-  r  recruits,  while  he  did  not  go  nor  intend 
to  go  there.  If  Otis  Norcross  or  Alavor  Lincoln 
was  the  victim  of  fraud,  through  misrepresenta- 
tions, the  contract  was  not  valid.  Alderman  Gib- 
son had  made  a  good  point  in  saving  that  we  had 
no  riant  to  vote  $40,000,  when  the  courts  had  de- 
clared the  claim  to  be  illegal.  Ttieie  were  also 
other  parties  concerned  in  the  result,  associated 
with  Burrill,  and  this  would  not  make  more  than 
one-twentieth  part  of  the  whole  claim.  If  this  is 
allowed,  than  the  others  will  ccme  in  for  their 
share. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said,  concerning  fraud,  that 
the  contract  was  for  credits,  lor  each  and  e\ery 
man  so  credited.  The  Mayor  testified  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  .n  his  hearing  that  he  had  no  author- 
ity to  make  the  contract.  If  there  was  fraud,  then 
it  was  by  the  citv's  agents,  and  ten  of  the  Alder- 
men gave  cheir  consent  to  it.  One  of  the  number, 
now  dead,  testified  that  the  Mayor  called  the  Al- 
dermen into  his  room,  and  they  consented  to  the 
trade.  If  the  Mayor  had  no  right  to  make  the  con- 
tract, then  tbe  fraudulent  action  was  on  the  side 
of  the  City  Government. 

Alderman  Cowdin  read  the  contract  and  tbe 
letter  of  Mavor  Lincoln  to  Gen.  4-rye.  When  these 
credits  were  obtained,  they  were  put  down  as  be- 
longing to  the  city  of  Boston.  If  there  was  fiaud, 
then  it  was  on  the  part  of  the  city.  He  was  satis- 
fied tbe  Mayor  would  never  sign  any  paper  which 
was  not  strong  euough  to  hold  the  claimant  to 
the  sum  proposed  to  be  paid  to  him,  and  if  not 
settled  now,  he  may  sometime  get  $800,000  with 
interest.  Corruption  is  to  be  found  at  Washing- 
ton and  everywhere,  and  it  maybe  found  here  • 
and  when  the  claim  can  be  settled  for  the  paltry 
sum  of  $40,000,  i:  had  better  be  settled. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  wished  to  know  bow 
the  military  man  of  the  Board  would  like  to  have 
Burrill  behind  him  if  he  was  engaged  in  fighting, 
providing  credits  when  he  wanted  fighting- men' 
East  year  he  voted  to  give  Mr.  Burrill  $40,000,  but 
he  had  ueen  ashimed  of  it  ever  since.  Ihen  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  went  for  policy,  but  he  now 
went  for  justice.  He  believed  it  to  have  been  a 
premeditated  swindle  on  the  part  of  the  claimant 
and  his  friends.  He  claimed  to  have  bought  mem- 
bers of  Congress  to  obtain  an  allowance  of  these 
credits.    It  was  a  fraudulent  claim  when  brought 


here,  and  the  Legsiature  by  some  means  hail  bees 
induced  to  pass  tbe  act  for  the  allowance  of  the 
claim  If  it  had  been  straightforward  he  would 
have  had  the  claim  allowed,  and  nol  been  obliged 
to  gei  a  vote  to  legalize  it. 

\  iilerin  in  I'ierce  said  much  had  been  said  about 
fraud,  but  this  he  regarded  as  cheap  argument, 
and  no  evidence  had  been  produced  to  prove  it. 
It  was  easy  to  asseverate  charges  of  fraud  and 
then  sit  down,  his  action  was  not  influenced  by 
such  asseverations.  The  question  was,  i-  Charles 
Bun  ill  entitled  to  anything,  and  if  so,  how  ilucii  ? 
A  conttact  was  made  for  the  payment  of  $125  lor 
credits,  and  Mr.  Burrill  had  a  list  of  r,529  men 
brought  in,  and  they  all  stood  fire.  What  were 
the  Aldermen  doing  while  he  was  engaged  in  ob- 
taining these  credits?  They  procured  the  names 
of  3000  men,  and  *hey  weie  not  worth  a  rush. 
They  did  not  send  tbe  list  to  Washington  and  had 
no  taith  in  it.  They  knew  theirs  would  not  pass, 
and  took  Burrill 's,  ah  of  whom  were  jredited  to 
us. 

Alderman  I'lumer  inquired  if  th°  list  would  not 
have  come  to  us  without  Mr.  Burrill's  interven- 
tion. 

Alderman  Tierce  replied  that  it  would  not. 
There  was  not  a  town  that  did  not  employ  its  own 
airents,  as  he  knew  from  his  own  experience. 
The  contract  of  this  city  with  Mr.  Burrill  was  on 
the3istof  May.  and  three  weeks  afterwards  he 
went  to  Washington  as  the  agent  of  the  city.  If 
there  had  been  fraud,  Mayor"  Lincoln  had  three 
weeks  in  which  to  consider  it,  and  he  coolly  in- 
dorsed it  in  his  letter  to  Gen.  Five.  The  charge  of 
fraud  was  an  afterthought  to  escape  payment  of 
the  claim. 

So  far  as  related  to  filling  tbe  quotas  with  full- 
grown  men,  it  was  but  the  interest  of  fairness  and 
justice  that  Congress  shoula  pass  an  act  to  allow 
the  credits  for  seamen.  Every  man  encaged  in 
the  service  was  taken  out  of  the  working-capital 
of  industry,  and  it  would  not  he  fair  to  require  one 
State  to  put  in  full  quotas  in  the  army,  while  it 
bad  a  supplementary  force  in  the  navy.  Congress 
should  be  thanked  for  such  an  act. 

Not  less  than  three  city  governments  have  ad- 
mitted that  Mr.  Burrill  had  some  claim.  The  first 
oflered  him  $125,000  to  settle  tnat  claim.  A  com- 
mittee subsequently  reported  that  he  bad  a  claim, 
but  how  much  they  could  not  i  gree.  Last  year 
the  committee  coufd  not  agrees  upon  the  sum, 
when  it  was  fixed  by  the  City  CHuiuil  at  $40,000. 
That  is  not  an  unreasonable  slim.  He  was  in  favor 
of  that  amount  last  year,  and  was  now  in  favor  of 
it.  So  far  as  related  to  a  receipt,  he  was  not  atraid 
that  such  a  receipt  could  be  obtained  that  would 
be  strong  enough  to  hold  even  a  scoundrel.  The 
claim  was  an  honest  one,  and  it  was  not  worthy  of 
Boston  to  refuse  to  pay  it. 

Alderman  i'lumer  remarked  that  in  relation  to 
corruption  of  Congress,  Burrill  claimed  that  he 
paid  sums  of  money  to  debauch  Congress.  Con- 
gress pass°d  the  act,  and  it  was  theii  act,  not  his. 
So  far  as  related  to  the  City  Government,  he 
blinded  and  hoodwinked  them  for  the  three  weeks 
referred  to,  and  if  Mr  Norcross  agreed  to  give  Bur- 
rill $125,000  it  was  through  a  fraudulent  misrepre- 
sentation. BurrilTs  statement  of  the  payment  of 
large  sums  of  money,  he  could  not  prove,'  and  one 
person  cited  by  him  denied  the  receipt  of  any 
money  from  him. 

Alderman  Pierce  cited  his  own  experience  in 
obtaining  witnesses  to  war  t-ausactions,  to  show 
the  difficulty  of  procuring  such  witnesses. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  had  read  the  evi- 
dence in  the  case  two  or  three  times,  and  on  this 
he  had  voted.  If  he  had  not  been  convinced  bv 
the  evidence  that  Mr  Burrill  had  some  claim,  he 
would  not  have  voted  to  pay  him.  He  could  not 
see  how  he  could  avoid  paying  him  something. 
If  he  did  get  Hie  better  of  Lincoln  and  Norcrefls, 
it  could  not  be  denied  that  he  did  some  service, 
and  he  was  willing  to  pay  him  $40,000. 

Alderman  Cutter  did  not  understand  the  matter 
as  stated  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board.  If  the 
claim  was  a  valid  one,  then  thev  should  pay  the 
claimant  $125  per  man.  The  city  was  ready  to 
pay  its  legal  debts  and  was  opposed  to  illegal 
claims.  Ibis  was  such  a  claim  and  it  should  not 
be  paid. 

Alderman  Woolley  said  he  desired  to  be  record- 
ed as  in  favor  of  the  order.  Inless  this  claim  was 
settled  by  paying  $40,000,  he  believed  they  would 
have  lo  pay  more  and  might  be  obliged  to  pay  the 
whole.  There  was  a  gentleman  in  this  city'  who 
h  Mds  a  document  which,  if  it  could  be  had.  would 
make  it  necessary  that  the  whole  claim  should  be 
paid. 
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Alderman  Plumer— Why  not  pay  it,  if  we  owe 
it? 

Alderman  Woolley  replied  it  should  be.  He  had 
vot^d  twice  against  paying  any  claim,  but  he  now 
believed  that  in  honor  and  justice  something 
snould  be  paid  to  Mr.  Burrill.  He  had  been  told 
by  several  gentlemen  who  were  familiar  with  the 
facts  in  the  case  that  it  was  a  legal  claim,  and  if 
this  sum  should  be  paid  he  would  trust  to  the 
Mayor  to  make  a  receipt  strong  enough  to  bar  any 
further  demand. 

Alderman  Cutter  inquired  what  kind  of  receipt 
could  be  given  to  make  it  less  than  worthless. 

The  vote  on  the  order  was  taken,  with  the  fol- 
lowing result:

•  The  Mayor  stated  that  as  the  order  required  a 
transfer  of  appropriation  it  was  not  adopted,  fail- 
ing of  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Un  motion  of  Alderman  Little,  the  assignment 
of  a  day  for  public  hearing  before  this  Board  of 
parties  interested  in  petition  of  N.  Ward  &  Co. 
for  enlargement  of  their  lacilities  to  ship  bones, 
tallow,  etc.,  from  City  Point,  was  taken  from  the 


table,  and  Friday  next,  Zy2  o'clock,  was  fixed  upon 
as  the  time.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Say  ward,  from  the  Joint  Stanuiug  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Buildings,  made  a  report,  as  fol- 
lows: 

That  the  sills  and  flooring  of  the  offal  depot  on 
Albany  street  are  in  such  <i  decayed  condition  that 
the  building  has  settled,  and  the  contents  cause  a 
nuisance  on  the  adjoining  estate.  They  w<  uld 
therefore  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  following  ordei : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  put  new  sills  and  flooring  to 
the  offal  depot;  the  expense  therefor  to  lie  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Public  Buildings. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

Mr.  Say  ward,  from  the  same  committee  who 
were  authorized  to  erect  a  bell-tower  on  Engine- 
House  No.  15,  made  a  report,  as  follows: 

They  find  that  to  erect  a  bell-tower  upon  the 
engine  house  would  not  only  destroy  the  archi- 
tectural beauty  of  the  building,  but  would  also  so 
cut  up  the  third  story  as  to  make  it  useless  for  the 
purposes  of  the  engine  company.  They  also  find 
upon  measurement  that  the  engine  house  is  onlj 
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1300  feef  in  a  direct  line  frorntf'e  Lawrence  School- 
house  where  there  is  now  a  q  alarm-bell,  and  should 
a  bell  be  placed  upon  the  engine-house,  the  close 
proximity  would  create  a  contusion  of  sounds, 
which  would  destroy  the  usetuluess  of  both  bells. 
Lt.  is  therefore  their  o, union  that  it  would  be  in- 
expedient to  erect  a  bell-tower  upon  the  house  of 
Engine  iSio.  15.    The  report  was  accented. 

ELEVATOB    FOR  CITY  HALL. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  1G,  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Pubitc  Buildings  who  were 
directed  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  ex- 
pediency of  procuring  an  elevator  for  theiCity  Hall,. 
submitted  the  following  report: 

Desiring  ro  procure  the  best  elevattor  in  the 
market,  with  du>>  regard  to  economy,  the  commit- 
tee invited  the  different  manufacturers  to  present 
proposals,  accompanied  by  plans  and  spccifica- 
tions.    The  committee  received  the  following: 

Otis  Tofts  &  Co $12,550 

JT..  Hanford »  5nii 

Campbell,  VVhittier  <fc  Co 8.500 

All  cf  the  above  proposals  are  for  elevators  op- 
erated by  steam  power,  and  include  the  necessarv 
engines,  etc.,  needed  to  work  them. 

A  second  proposal  was  received  from  Campl  ell, 
W  niftier  &  Co.,  proposing  t>  put  up  for  the  sum 
of  £510,500,  one  ot  Baldwin's  patent  hydro-atmos- 
pheric elevators,  inclurling  all  the  necessary  fix- 
tures. 

After  carefully  considering  the  above  proposals, 
the  committee  visited  the  various  places  where 
elevators  manuiactuicd  by  the  above-uamed  per- 
sons arc  in  operation,  and  made  a  personal  exami- 
nation of  them. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  the  result  is  in 
favor  of  the  hydro-atmospheric,  or  what  is  com- 
monly known  as  the  water  elevator. 

The  committee  have  been  unable  to  obtain  a 
statement  of  the  comparative  cnst  of  operating 
the  various  elevators,  but  judging  from  what  thev 
have  seen,  and  from  the  opunons  of  competent 
persons,  they  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that 
wilh  the  water  elevator  the  maximum,  of  speed, 
safety  and  convenience  is  attained  at  the  mini- 
mum of  cost. 

The  committee  submit  herewith  the  vaiious pro- 
posals which  they  have  received,  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  Fiynnof   Ward  7  said  it  appeared  that  the 
committee  do  not  recommend  the  adoption  of  anv 
one  of  the  elevators.     They  express  a  preference 
for  the  water  elevator,  but  he  thought  tbey  ougnt 
to  be  more  definite  in  their  report. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  report  had  not  been  ac- 
cepted. 

air.  Sayward  said  the  design  of  the  committee 
was  to  present  the  report  for  discussion,  and  at 
a  proper  time  they  would  make  a  recommenda- 
tion. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  was  of  the  belief  that 
it  was  a  proper  thing  for  the  committee  to  ro  port 
an  order,  and  he  moved  to  it, commit,  with  instruc- 
tions to  the  committee  to  report  an  order. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail.  The  report  might  be  accepted,  and 
there  would  be  plenty  of  time  to  consider  the 
question  ot  an  elevator.  It  would  not  hurt 
members  of  the  Council  to  come  up  heie  once  a 
week.  As  there  were  other  alterations  contem- 
plated in  the  City  Hall,  it.  would  be  as  well  to 
make  mem  all  at  the  same  time.  There  was  also 
the  question  of  a  new  Court  House,  when  it  might 
be  necessary  to  have  some  city  offices  in  the  pres- 
ent Court  House,  and  arrangements  made  to  ap- 
ply to  them  also. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  he  could  not  see 
much  light  to  lie  thrown  on  the  subject  by  delay, 
and  in  providing  for  an  elevator,  to  include  the 
Court  House,  unless  they  were  to  connect  the  two 
buildiugs  by  a  bridge.  He  booed  the  motion 
would  prevail,  and  that  some  kind  of  report  would 
be  made  so  that  an  elevator  could  be  put  up. 

.Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  did  not  think  it  worth 
while  to  recommit  the  report,  and  moved  to  lay 
the  motion  to  recommit  on  the  table.    Lost. 

The  motion  to  recommit  was  carried. 

Mr.  DioKinson  subsequentb  moved  a  reconsid- 
eration of  the  vote  recommitting  the  report, 
stating  that  he  understood  that  an  order  would  be 
offered  by  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  the  recommittal  of  the 
report  was  carried,  when  ths  report  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  lti  offered  the  following 
orders : 


Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
inns-  lie  authorized  to  contract  with  Campbell, 
Whictier  &  Co.  for  an  elevator  for  the  City'ltall. 
to  be  operated  by  water,  with  all  the  necessary  fixt- 
ures, at  a  cost  not  exceeding  .jilOV5O0, 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
borrow,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee'  on 
Finance,  $10,500,  to  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
chase and  erection  of  an  elevator  lor  the  City 
Hall. 

.Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement ot  the  orders.    Carried,  by  a  vote  of  22 
o21. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  subsequently  moved  a  re- 
consideration of  the  indefinite  postponement  of 
the  orders  relating  to  an  elevator. 

Mr.  Webster  of  i*  ard  6  advocated  the  motion. 
The  subject  be  said  had  been  considered  for  a  long- 
time, yet  some  members  of  the  C  umcil  did  not. 
seem  to  understand  *he  necessity  or  use  for  an 
elevator.  There  was  a  story  above  the  Oonncil 
chamber,  now  almost  entirely  unoccupied.  The 
rooms  were  good,  and  with  an  elevator  could  be 
occupied.  These  rooms  were  needed,  and  if  good 
should  be  used.  The  expense  of  running  such  an 
elevator  as  proposed  would  not  be  more  than 
day,  and  a  boy  could  very  well  tend  it. 

these  elevators  were  lriosteconomical  machines, 
as  he  found  in  his  use  oi  one  in  a  building,  by 
which  the  upper  stories  of  a  store  could  be  oecu- 
pied.and  the  expense  was  but  one  dollar  a  day. 
He  hoped  the  members  of  the  Council  would 
think  it  over,  and  in  the  occupation  of  the  old 
Court  House  as  well  as  this  building  it  would  be 
useful,  in  case  of  connection  by  bridges.  As  lo 
the  expense  of  putting  in  such  ail  elevator,  he 
could  not  judge  wnether  the  sum  proposed  was  a 
reasonable  price.  He  boj-ed,  however,  the  recon- 
sideration would  prevail. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  favored  the  reconsidera- 
tion. The  subject  of  an  elevator  bad  been  consid- 
ered for  several  years  pasi,  and  he  had  voted 
against  them  when  it  was  proposed  to  operate 
them  by  steam  power.  Such  elevators  iVbiHd  be 
ex  ensive  and  would  require  th»  services  of  a 
competent  engineer.  The  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings  had  examined  the  subject  thoroughly, 
and  he  believed  that  an  elevator  could  be  operated 
by  water  at  small  expenses.  It  would  only  require 
an  ordinary  steam-pump  with  a  small  boiler  to 
keep  up  steam,  at  a  very  moderate  cost.  This 
would  not  burn  more  than  300  or  400  pounds  of 
coal  a  day,  and  would  be  but  slight  in  expense 
and  care,  fhe  \v..ter  is  pumped  up  into  a  cistern 
whence  it  is  used  for  operating  the  elevator,  and 
is  not  wasted  as  some  might  suppose.  This  water 
is  continually  used,  over  and  over  again,  and  he 
believed  that  $3  a  day  would  cover  all  the  expense 
cf  running  the  elevator.  Itooras  were  wanted  for 
the  Superintendents  of  Printing  and  Inspectors  of 
Buildiugs,  and  with  the  elevator  the  rooms  in  the 
upper  story  of  the  C'ty  Hall  would  be  as  good  as 
any  others. 

The  vote  was  taken  and  declared  to  be  carried, 
and  the  question  again  recurred  upon  indefinite 
postponement. 

Mr.  Perkins  ol  Ward  G  remarked  upon  the  ex- 
traordinary character  of  the  motion.  Before  the 
summer  vacation  the  Council  instructed  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings  to  go  all  over  the 
country  to  ascertain  the  best  kind  of  elevators  in 
use,  and  be  did  not  understand  that  those  who 
were  for  indefinite  postponement  now  voted  so 
when  this  authority  was  given  to  the  committee. 
The  apparent  objection  was  to  the  kind  of  elevator 
proposed  to  lie  used. 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  it  was  but  a  matter  of  cour- 
tesy to  the  committee  that  the  orders  should  be 
considered  when  authority  had  been  given  them 
to  make  a  report.  The  committee  had  spent  a 
great  deal  of  time  in  the  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject, and  he  hoped  the  motion  to  indefinitely  post- 
pone would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Sayward  said  he  wished  only  to  correct  an 
impression  relative  to  the  authority  to  travel  a! I 
over  the  country.  The  committee,  as  authorized, 
went  only  to  Hartford  and  .New  York,  and  did  not 
exceed  their  limits  or  appropriation.  He  moved 
to  lay  the  subject  on  the  table,  which  prevailed.

special  assignment,  the  orders  relating  to  the 
House  ol  Correction,  remarking  that  he  believed 
the  subject  had  been  well  considered,  and  that  the 
Council  was  as  ready  now  as  at  any  time  to  act 
upon  it. 

At  Ihe  request  of  Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5,  Mr.  Her- 
sey  gave  way,  when  Mr.  Noyes  offered  the  follow- 
ing order:

Mr.  Hersey  renewed  his  motion  to  reconsider  the 
vote  refusing  to  take  up  the  special  assignment, 
relating  to  the  House  of  Correction. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15  raised  a  point  of  or- 
der, whether  the  mover  voted  with  the  majority. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  he  did  not,  and  tbe  Chair  de- 
clared the  point  of  order  to  be  well  taken. 

Mr.  Vannevar  of  Ward  8  offered  the  following 
order : 


Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  and  requested  to  furnish  a  suit- 
able wardroom  to  accommodate  the  inhabitants 
of  Ward  8. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  inquired  if  the  people  of 
Ward  8  had  not  now  suitable  accommodations. 

Mr.  Vannevar  replied  that  they  had  not. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  that  every  wardroom 
in  tbe  city  was  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of 
wardrooms.  There  was  no  need  of  hurrying  in  this 
matter,  for  new  rooms  could  not  now  be  obtained 
before  the  elections. 

A  motion  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules  for  the 
passage  of  the  order  was  lost. 

THE    HOUSE   OF   COKUECTION  AQATJT. 

Mr.  Knwe  of  Ward  10  moved  to  reconsider  the 
vote  refusing  to  take  up  the  special  assignment, 
the  repoit  and  orders  relating  to  the  House  of 
Correction. 

Mr.  Klynn  of  Ward  7  moved  an  adjournment, 
but  withdrew  it  on  a  statement  made  that  the  ob- 
ject was  to  reassign  it. 

The  motion  to  take  up  tbe  assignment  was  car- 
ried, when  it  was  voted  to  proceed  to  its  consider- 
ation. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Noyes  of  Ward  5.  the  subject 
was  further  assigned  to  Thurs lay  evening  next, 
eight  o'clock. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  an  adjournment. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  asked  him  to  give  way 
for  a  motion  to'take  up  the  communications  from 
Samuel  C.  Cobb  and  Harrison  Loring  in  relation 
to  the  value  of  lands  at  South  Boston. 

Mr.  Flanders  said  he  had  not  withdrawn  his 
motion,  and  an  adjournment  was  lost,  17  to  24. 

Mr.  Hersey  renewed  his  motion,  which  was  car- 
ried, when,  on  a  further  motion  by  him,  the  com- 
munications were  ordered  to  be  seni,  up 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  moved  that  the  vote 
be  taken  on  the  order  relating  to  the  House  of 
Correction  at  9  o'clock  on  Thursday  evening  next. 

Mr.  Bobbins  of  Ward  8  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail,  for  he  was  in  favor  of  the  largest  lib- 
erty, and  that  every  member  of  the  Council  should 
have  all  the  time  he  desired  to  debate  the  ques- 
tion freely. 

Mr.  Dickinson  did  not  object  to  free  discussion, 
for  he  should  be  the  last  to  deprive  any  member 
of  the  right  to  consider  the  subject  fully.  It  had 
been  said  that  there  were  many  members  absent 
who  were  interested  in  the  question,  and  he  wish- 
ed to  give  all  the  publicity  possible,  that  they  may 
be  present  at  the  hour  of  votiug. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6,  moved  to  amend  by  fix- 
ing the  time  at  9}^  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1,  the  Coun- 
cil adjourned.

Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
OCT.  27,  1871. 


A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was 

held  tin*  ;ii i ci  nc  oil,  Mayor  Gaston  presiding,  For  a 
hear  i  i  g  on  petit  i<  n  oi  N.  Ward  &  Co.  for  "'permis- 
sion to  erect  on  their  wharf,  between  r  and  L 
streets,  ;i  stable  for  the  boises  necessarily  em- 
ployed in  tbeir  i  usiuess, and  lor  leave  to  transship 
from  said  whart  to  Spectacle  Island  tbe  rough 
tallow  and  toi.es  collected  trtm  tde  city,  and  tor 
li  ;ivc  to  t-ui ;i i  iie  Lheii  Luildmgs  or  build  such  new 
oi.es  as  may  be  necessary  lor  rendering  said  Sal- 
low axd  henes,  ana  for  leate  to  render  tbe  same 
on  sain  islai.u." 

Josiab  Dunham,  for  remonstrants,  asked  for  a 
p<  stpouement  on  ac<  ount  of  the  absence  of  coun- 
sel, Benjamin  Dean,  who  was  unable  to  appear. 
It  was  urged  asalurther  reason  ibut  the  board 
was  not  lull,  anu  it  was  desirable  that  all  ol  the 
Aid ei men  shwuld  le  present  in  so  important  a 
bearing.  luesdayor  Wednesday  next  was  sug- 
gestea  as  i  be  day. 

James  M.  Keith,  for  petitioners,  stated  that,  he 
!  buuld  not  obji  ct  to  the  postponement  but  for  the 
circumstances  in  the  case,  i  best;  circumstances 
he  related,  that  Air.  Ward  establishet  his  business 
in  1828,  forty  years  ago,  in  hoxbury;that  the  state 
Hoard  of  Health  ban  decided  that  it  wus  inexpe- 
lunt  to  continue  t lie  rendering  of  tallow  any 
longer  >n  that  locality,  and  by  an  oruer  cf  notice 
the  firm  was  required  to  lemove  immediately  after 
the  1st  of  November,  giviug  theui  but  three  days 
more  to  lemove  that  bttsii  ess  somewhere  else. 
H'rom  various  engagements  they  had  been  unable 
to  get  ;i  hearing  until  the  piesent  time,  and  they 
would  be  liable  to  a  fine  oi  fciOO  il  they  removed 
the  husinsss  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
health.  J*'or  these  reasons  they  were  auxiens  to 
press  the  hearing  to  a  conclusion,  a  matter  not 
only  interesting  to  Messrs.  \\  i.nl  &  Co.,  but  to  the 
put  lie. 

.Air.  Dunham  said  the  objection  of  remonstrants 
was  not  alone  to  the  granting  of  further  privileges 
to  petitioners,  tut  they  wished  to  have  such  busi- 
ness as  is  now  done  on  their  wharf  at  South  Bos- 
ton n  moved,  'the  petitioners  now  ask  for  the 
privilege  of  trying  ileir  tallow  at  South  Boston, 
to  which  objection  was  made.  Instead  of  doing 
their  business  on  a  wharf  which  at  low  tide  has  a 
surface  in  front  cf  it  ct  bats  bare  for  450  feet,  the 
remonstrants  wished  to  know  whv  they  should  not 
ship  their  material  from  city  wharves  where  the 
water  is  high. 

Air.  Keith  stated  that  Mr.  Dunham  labored  under 
a  misapprehension  in  supposing  that  the  petition- 
ers wished  to  tiy  their  tallow  at  south  boston. 
They  only  asked  lor  leave  to  build  a  stable  and  for 
transshipment  of  their  material  trcm  their  wharf 
at  S<  nth  Boston. 

Kev.  Mr.  Lewis,  for  remonstrants,  said  he  under- 
stood the  petition  to  ask  for  leave  to  try  the  tal- 
low at  South  Boston. 

Mr.  Keith  read  the  petition,  which  he  said  Lore 
no  such  request  in  its  language. 

31  r.  Lewis  said  he  believed  i he  list  line  of  the 
petition  bote  such  a  construction,  for  that  was  the 
meaning  to  him  and  to  others.  The  people  of 
South  Boston  were  most  intensely  opposed  to 
making  that  section  oi  the  city  a  place  for  refuse 
stuff,  and  while  they  wcie  endeavoring  to  benefit 
the  city  in  obtaining  the  removal  ot  the  House  of 
Correction  from  among  them,  they  did  not  wish 
to  be  obliged  to  tight  this  movement.  If  the  peti- 
tioners did  not  design  to  cany  on  the  rendering  of 
their  tallow  at  South  Boston  the  question  was  nar- 
rowed down. 

1'hey  did  not,  however,  wish  that  the  transship- 
ment of  this  material  should  be  carried  on  at  this 
point,  for  there  would  be  a  liability  lo  the  collec- 
tion of  a  large  amount  ot  loathsome  matter  in  the 
midst  of  a  densely  populated  section  of  the  cny, 
rapidly  growing.  It  must  be  obvious  that  busi- 
ness must  be  none  in  some  portions  of  the  City, 
and  the  people  must  live  in  other  portions.  The 
location  of  homes  must  !-e  there  and  business 
must  be  here,  and  such  kind  oi  business  as  is 
proposed  should  be  done  where  other  business  is 
done,  and  where  there  are  better  facilities  for  it. 

The  question  was  taken  on  postponement,  which 
was  lost,  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Keith  said  it  was  no  purpose  or  wish  of  the 


petitioners  to  render  their  tallow  or  bones  at  their 
wharf  at  SOUtb  Boston,  they  only  wished  to 
build  a  stable  and  to  transship  all  heir  material 
for  rendering  to  Spectacle  Island,  2  4£  miles  from 
City  Point,  where  ail  the  modern  Improvements 
would  be  adopted  in  the  establishment  of  their 
works  there,  there  were  only  two  shops  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  wharf.  The)  should 
continue  to  collect  the  materia]  In  covered  ve- 
hicles, and  ship  it  off  with  the  least  practicable 
delay.  In  place  Of  their  present  mode  of  ship- 
ment, by  ;i  sailing-vessel,  it  was  proposed  to  use  a 
tugboat,  drawing  less  water. 

They  bad  summoned  but  few  witnesses,  and  pro- 
posed to  call  the  <  b. inn  m  and  Secretary  of  tae 
Mate  Board  of  Health. 

Dr.  George  II .  Derby  testiuVd  that  be  was  Sec- 
retary of  tbe  State  board  of  Health  and  had  been 
a  member  of  the  Board  since  its  organization. 
His  belief  was  that  Spectacle  Islanu  was  a  very 
suitable  place  for  the  business  ol  Ward  &  Co., 
and  this  was  tbe  opinion  of  the  board,  and  that 
the  removal  of  the  establishment  lrom  f'arker 
street  was  for  the  public  good.  It  was  for  the 
good  of  the  community  that  the  refuse  matter 
should  be  taken  away,  and  Spectacle  island  was 
the  most  suitable  place  lor  the  business  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Boston,  it  would  be  impracticable  to 
bury  ali  the  material,  and  not  desirable,  if 
it  could  be  done,  to  make  such  a  waste. 
He  knew  the  wharf  of  Air.  Ward,  and  it 
seemed  to  bim  that  it  was  not  an  unsuit- 
able place  as  a  point  of  transshipment.  With  the 
modern  appliances,  ibis  kind  of  material  can  oe 
rendered  without  offence  to  the  public,  and  it  cau 
1  e  collected  and  transshipped  without  such  offence. 
There  are  not  many  duelling  houses  in  the  vicini- 
ty of  this  wharf,  but  there  are.  driukiug-piaces, 
boat*,  etc. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Dunham,  he  said  he  would  not 
apply  the  modern  improvements  at  Roxbury  in 
rendering,  on  account  of  tbe  more  dense  popula- 
tion. It  could  be  rendered  at  Roxbury  sooner 
after  collection  than  in  taking  it  a  longer  dis- 
tance; the  detention  would  be  the  means  of  i.s 
becoming  putrid  sooner;  had  not  heard  it  as  Dr. 
Bowditch's  opinion  that  the  transsbipmentshould 
be  from  points  where  there  was  deep  water;  bones 
could  not  be  used  at  sugar-houses  until  all  the 
meat  was  removed  lrom  them;  had  never  known 
of  bones  being  taken  from  provision  stores  direct- 
ly to  sugar-houses  tor  use  in  such  houses;  could 
not  say  that  he  had  seen  a  $20,000  house  opposite 
the  wharf. 

To  >Jr.  Lew's— Should  not  consider  the  removal 
of  these  mateiials  near  so  oojectionable  through 
the  streets  as  he  did  the  city  swill-carts;  his  own 
opinion  was  that  this  material  should  be  carried 
off  as  soon  as  possible. 

To  Air.  Keith— Should  not  think  there  was  much 
difference  in  the  distance  in  the  removal  of  this 
material  from  Fanetnl  Hall  Market  either  to  Kox- 
bury  or  to  South  Boston. 

Francis  J.  W  ard,  one  of  the  petitioners,  testified 
that  he  had  not  the  least  intention  of  carrying  ou 
the  rendering  business  at  South  Boston;  the  de- 
sign was  simply  to  transship  material  from  that 
wharf  to  spectacle  Island;  a  tugboat  was  to  be 
used,  in  place  of  a  schooner  hitherto;  the  collec- 
tion had  neon  twice  a  day,  but  not  twice  from 
each  shop;  800  of  rbese  places  were  visited  daily; 
the  collection  was  in  barrels  carried  in  wagons 
covered  with  sailcloth,  and  it  is  designed  to  take 
these  barrels  from  the  wagons  to  the  boat  without 
otherwise  removing  the  material;  their  wish  was 
to  he  governed  entirely  by  regulations  ol  the 
Board  of  Health  ;  on  the  wharf  provision  is  desira- 
ble for  the  wagons  used  and  for  a  small  amount  of 
the  rendered  tallow;  in  nine  times  out  ot  ten 
the  wagons  would  be  likely  to  reach  the 
wharves  when  there  is  water  enough  for 
the  vessels  to  leave  at  once;  and  never  would 
theie  be  more  than  a  delay  of  three  hours;  the 
rendered  tahow  is  much  of  it  taken  directly  to 
last  Boston  for  shipment  to  Europe;  at  lio.xbtirv 
the  material  of  toiled  nones  is  taken  back  through 
the  streets,  which  would  not  be  the  ease  when  the 
removal  is  made  to  .spectacle  Island;  they  believe 
that  all  the  business  on  tbe  wharf  may  be  so  done 
that  the  people  will  not  be  aware  of  anything  of- 
fensive; the  people  of  South  Boston  had  eom- 
pla  ined  of  nones  being  taken  through  the  streets. 
The  firm  bad  $50,000  invested  in  real  estate  in 
Boxbury  and  $50,000  in  machinery:  they  pud 
$12,000  a  month  to  provision  dealers'  for  the  mate- 
rial bought  oi  them,  and  were  doing  a  business  of 
$i.r>o,ooo  to  §175,000  a  year.  The  change  of  bus- 
iness to  Spectacle  Island,  would  be  vciy  expen- 
sive, costing  them  *50,000. 
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To  Mr.  Dunham— The  bones  are  sold  mostly  to 
lie  taken  irom  the  city;  never  knew  them  tube 
taken  directly  to  suirar-houscs  for  use;  when 
burnt,  subjected  to  action  in  a  crucible,  and  be- 
come animal  charcoal,  this  substance  is  used  tor 
clarifying:  sugar,  In  the  purchase  of  the  wharf, 
were  assured  that  they  had  a  right  to  extend  it  to 
the  Commissioners'  line. 

To  Air.  Lewis— The  reason  for  going  to  this 
wharf  was  that  they  had  owned  the  wharf  since 
1857,  and  fur  that  purpose  it  w;;s  more  convenient 
lor  thein.  A  wharf  where  there  was  deep  water 
to  float  a  vessel  »t  all  limes,  could  not  h e  bought 
fur  less  than  $100,000,  and  at  such  a  price  they 
could  not  afford  to  cany  on  their  business;  when 
this  what  f  was  bought,  there  were  no  buildings 
anywhere  near  this  locality;  the  land  in  the  vicin- 
ity had  increase.,  much  in  value  notwithstanding 
the  use  to  which  the  wharf  is  put.  All  things 
i  erne;  equal,  it  would  be  better  to  ship  from  a 
wharf  where  the  water  was  deeper. 

Mi'.  Kei>h  staled  that  tie  did  no*  pronose  to  call 
any  more  witnesses.  He  had  hoped  Dr.  Bowditeh 
would  be  present,  but  as  he  was  not  he  would  rest 
the  evidence  here. 

Mr.  Dunham  said  he  wished  Dr.  Bowditeh  had 
been  preeeut,  and  he  believed  it  could  be  shown 
I  y  witnesses  that  Dr.  Bowditeh  had  said  that;  the 
shipment  should  be  made  from  Long  wharf. 

Witnesses  fur  remonstrants  were  now  called. 

Captain  C.  D.  Macomoer  testified  that  at  Ward's 
wharf,  on  a  medium  tide,  a  vessel  drawing  four 
feet  could  float  at  half  tide;  in  the  boating  busi- 
ness he  had  occupied  the  adjoining  wharf  to  Mr. 
Ward  s  lor  seven  years;  there  are  many  buildings 
in  the  vicinity ;  there  are  times  when  the  whole 
neighborhood  lias  been  pnnoyed  from  the  bodies 
ot  dead  horses,  particularly  when  they  have  been 
turned,  and  when  it  is  difficult  to  get  the  vessel3 
away;  although  sometimes  annoyed,  he  had 
always  found  Mr.  Ward  and  his  men  very  prompt 
to  remove  the  bodies  as  soon  as  possible. 

To  Mr.  Keith— SJrope>  ty  had  largely  increased  in 
value  since  Mr.  Ward  had  been  there,  yet  he  be- 
lieved it  h.td  prevented  many  people  from  ouying 
property  there. 

F.  H.  Underwood,  from  a  residence  of  six  years 
at  South  Boston,  in  this  vicinity,  said  it  was  not  a 
matter  of  imagination  but  of  reality  with  the  peo- 
ple that  Ward's  wharf  was  a  nuisance,  and  that 
the  stench  from  Spectacle  Island  could  often  be 
smelt  when  the  wind  was  from  that  direction. 
With  the  great  growth  of  South  Boston,  he  be- 
lieved it  would  have  been  much  greater  but  lor 
these  nuisances  and  the  location  of  the  House  of 
Correction  there.  Admitting  what  had  been 
claimed  that  the  additional  privileges  would  lie 
subject  to  regulations  by  the  Board  ot  Health, 
with  ad  due  respect  to  the  board,  he  did  not  feed 
encouraged  that  much  benefit  would  be  derived 
from  their  regulations,  for  frequently  in  summer 
his  house  was  not  visited  by  the  swill-carts  but 
once  a  week,  and  tor  three  weeks  the  ashes  had 
not  teen  removed, 

In  a  similar  ease  to  this,  that  of  Wm.  L.  Brad- 
ley, the  records  of  the  Superior  Court  for  a  long 
time  snowed  what  a  difficulty  occurred  with  him 
in  the  removal  of  a  nuisance,  and  although  the 
testimony  of  women  and  of  invalids  was  proof 
sufficient  to  show  that  the  place  was  a  nuisance, 
there  were  uot  wanting  those  who  wore  decora- 
tions of  the  French  Academy,  who  testified  as  ex- 
perts that  there  could  be  nothing  offensive  about 
the  place.  But  Bradley  was  driven  out  of  that 
place  as  Ward  had  been  driven  out  of  the  High- 
lands. 

.Mr.  Underwood  refet red  to  the  bay  into  which 
Ward's  wharf  entered,  as  a  rendezvous  of  vachts, 
on  account  of  the  favorable  locality,  hut  the 
owners  of  many  of  these  yachts  state' that  they 
would  prefer  going  round  six  miles  to  passing 
i.ear  Spectacle  Island.  His  opinion  was  that  such 
works  should  be  removed  to  some  uninhabited  re- 
gion. Mr.  Ward,  he  said,  admitted  that  it  was  on 
account  of  the  cheapness  which  induced  him  to 
make  South  tsosion  a  point  of  transshipment  He 
was  unwilling  to  admit  that  to  be  a  good  reason 
why  the  people  should  be  annoyed.  Rather  he 
should  go  where  he  could  take 'his  material  by 
nights  through  streets  in  which  no  one  lives  to 
wharves  where  there  will  be  no  delay  m  the  ship- 
ment. 

H.  W.  Nelson,  a  resident  of  South  Boston  for 
many  years,  testified  that  objection  was  made  at 
the  cutset  to  the  sale  and  use  of  the  wharf  by  Mr. 
Ward,  and  from  that  time  the  wharf  had  been  a 
nuisance,  at  times  particularly  so;  he  had  known 
many  cases  of  sickness  from  the  odor  from  the 


wharf,  and  when  the  wind  is  Irom  tho  quarter 
blowing  towards  his  hcuse  it  is  perfectly  unbeara- 
ble; laoies  complain,  particularly,  on  account  of 
the  nuisance,  because  they  are  obliged  to  smell  it 
all  the  day,  while  men  are  absent  most  of  the 
time;  lis  did  not  helieve  that  if  there  was  an  in- 
crease of  tie  evil,  that  be  could  get  fifty  per  cent. 
of  the  value  of  his  property. 

To  Mr.  Keith— Did  not  know  of  the  processes  by 
which  this  odor  could  I  c  destroyed,  nor  that  tal- 
low was  rendered  on  the  wharves  in  New  York 
without  objection  oi  annoyance.  The  officers  at 
Port  Independence  and  their  families  had  often 
complained  of  the  nuisance  from  the  works  at 
Spectacle  Island.  Frequently  he  had  known  of 
oeaa  bodies  of  horses  being  left  on  the  wharf. 

Mr.  Morris,  a  resident  of  the  neighborhood  for 
eleven  years,  within  a  lev/  feet  of  the  wharf, 
stated  that  he  be  I  seen  half  a  dozen  horses  lyi.ig 
at  the  Wharf  at  a  tune,  with  putrid  matter  running 
lion-,  them,  and  be  could  not  rejiam  there;  great 
complaint  is  made  throughout  the  neighborhood 
of  the  nuisance.  The  property  in  the  neighbor- 
hood lias  much  depreciated' on  account  of  this 
nuisance,  and  is  held  at  fifty  tents  a  foot,  when 
otherwise  it  would  bi  ing  $2  a  foot. 

CM  Bromwich  testified  that  he  ow ted  eight 
houses  from  300  to  800  yards  of  Ward's  wharf,  but 
ne  could  uot  keep  his  tenants,  five  of  them  being 
now  unoccupied.  Today  he  had  been  notified  by 
one  of  his  tenants  that  he  was  about  to  remove. 
There  were  many  houses  in  the  vicinity  which 
were  injured  oy  this  nuisance,  and  he  had  given 
orders  for  the  sale  of  some  ot  his  houses. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Keith,  he  said  he  did  not  know 
that  any  of  his  tenants  had  been  affected  by  a 
handbill  which  had  been  circulated. 

Thomas  Hills,  assessor,  read  statistics  vel  ting  to 
the  growth  and  value  of  property  at  South  Boston, 
and  stated  that  if  the  tallow  was  not-  to  be  render- 
ed on  the  wharf,  there  would  be  a  great  collection 
of  material  there  which  would  make  an  aggre- 
gated nuisance.  This  was  on  a  territory  where 
there  were  forty -seven  inhabitants  to  an  acre,  and 
the  work"  were  taken  from  a  point  where  there 
were  hut  sixteen  to  an  acre.  The  population  was 
much  greater  to  an  acre  than  in  Cambridge  or  iu 
Worcester,  places  of  about  the  population  of  South 
Boston,  where  such  a  nuisance  would  not  be  suf- 
fered. 

From  personal  experience,  although  llvina:  half 
a  mile  from  me  locality,  he  had  felt  the  stench 
trom  this  wharf  to  be  a  nuisance — often  intolera- 
ble. It  was  not  until  after  breakfast,  today,  that 
he  saw  the  handbill  which  had  been  referred 
to. 

To  Mr.  Keith— It  was  not  necessary  that  a  faise 
Statement  should  be  made  iu  relation  to  the  re- 
quest of  the  petitioners— the  truth  itself  was  suf- 
ficient. He  thought  the  language  of  the  petition 
could  be  construed  as  askiug  for  the  ptivilegc  of 
rendering  the  tallow  on  the  wharf  at  South  Bos- 
ton. 

Vincent  Laforme.  a  resident  of  South  Boston  for 
twenty  years,  testified  that  his  experience  had 
been  that  Mr.  Ward's  place  had  been  a  nuisance; 
in  reply  to  .Mr.  Ward's  statement,  he  had  seen  the 
material  carried  through  the  streets  without  the 
covering  of  a  sailcloth;  they  had  been  saddled 
with  dead  horses,  and  the  peoole  of  South  Boston 
did  not  wish  to  be  saddled  with  bones.  In  regard 
to  wharf  property,  which  Mr.  Ward  said  was  so 
expensive,  he  could  assure  him  that  wharves 
could  be  purchased  this  side  of  the  South  Boston 
bridges,  on  Federal  street,  at  from  .$20,000  to 
$30,000. 

E,  >'.  Winchester,  458  and  460  Federal  street,  was 
ntroduced  to  show  that  a  wharf  can  be  purchased 
of  30,000  feet  on  Federal  street,  at  $2  50  per  foot; 
this  he  regarded  as  a  great  bargain,  where  ship- 
ments could  be  made  without  delay;  another 
wharf  in  the  vicinity  could  be  bought  for  $4  per 
foot,  13,000  feet  in  surface. 

Henry  Faxon,  residing  on  L  street,  450  feet  from 
the  wharf,  testified  that  frequently  in  summer, 
when  the  wind  blew  from  the  wharf,  the  air  was 
very  offensive,  and  when  the  wind  blew  from  Spec- 
tacle Island  there  was  the  same  offeusive  smell; 
complaints  were  frequent  from  his  family. 

Mr.  Dunham  said  he  hatl  many  more  "witnesses 
who  would  testily  to  the  same  effect,  but  he  did 
not  propose  to  call  any  more. 

N.  D.  Conant,  of  tlie  firm  of  X.  Ward  &  Co.,  as 
superintendent  of  the  removal  of  meat  ami  ones, 
testified  in  rebuttal,  that  this  materia  I  was  collect- 
ed daily  in  hot  weather  from  small  stores  as  well 
as  large  onss.  The  wagons  were  always  covered, 
and  were  intended  so  to  be  kept,  by  directions  of 
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Board  of  Health.  They  had  seventy  or  eighty  cus- 
tomers in  South  Boston,  and  seven  hundred  in  all. 
There  was  no  delay  generally  in  sending  off  the 
material  from  the  wharf;  in  winter  there  is  no 
smell,  should  delays  take  place. 

Kev.  Mr.  Lewis,  in  closing  remarks  for  re- 
monstrants, expressed  the  belief  that  ample  .jus- 
tice ha<i  been  done  to  the  subject,  so  as  to  con- 
vince the  Board  that  the  request  of  petitioners 
should  not  he  granted.  So  far  as  related  to  the 
handbill  circulated,  his  own  impression  was  that 
of  the  writer,  that  it  was  designed  to  establish  the 
rendering  on  the  wharf  at  South  Boston.  To  the 
tesiimony  of  Mr  Nelson  he  called  the  attention  of 
the  BoarrJ  that  the  present  state  of  the  business 
there  was  a  nuisance  ;  the  statement  of  Mr.  Hills 
showed  the  rapid  growth  ot  Souch  Boston,  and  the 
iujury  to  property  by  this  nuisance,  and  by  the 
testimony  of  Air. '  Winchester  it  appeared  that 
property  could  be  hail  more  convenient  elsewhere 
at  a  reasonable  price,  and  this  on  tl.e  testimony  of 
Mr.  Ward  was  the  principal  object  in  making 
South  Boston  the  point  of  transshipment. 

Mr.  Keith  for  petitioners,  in  a  review  of  the  tes- 
timony, said  much  of  the  objection  was  simply 
from  a  misapprehension  of  the  facts  m  the  case,  as 
shown  by  the  nandfjill  which  had  been  circulated. 
It  should  be  considered,  first,  that  this  material 
must  be  disposed  ot;  it  can  be  done  without  an- 
noyance on  improved  appliances,  as  in  New  York; 


in  this  case  there  were  but  few  houses  near  the 
wharf  of  Mr.  Ward  ;  the  regulations  will  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  if  not 
stringent  enough  they  may  make  them  more  so; 
in  the  removal  of  the  works  to  Spectacle  Island 
they  may  be  made  inoffensive ;  if  it  can  be  done  in 
.New  York  on  the  wharves,  it  can  be  done  two  and 
a  half  miles  awav  from  the  city. 

In  regard  to  this  business,  Messrs.  Ward  &  Co. 
do  jjreat  service  to  the  city  in  disposing  of  such 
material,  removing  dead  horses  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, while,  in  New  York,  the  same  service  costs 
$15,000  a  year.  They  were  required  to  remove 
their  works  by  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  if  required  to  purchase  an  expensive  wharf 
the  business  would  not  warrant  it.  and  should  it 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  public,  it  would  prove 
moie  offensive  than  it  now  can  be.  Should  it  be 
removed  from  a  wharf  in  Federal  street,  at  a 
much  greater  expense  for  awharf.it  must  be 
through  one  of  the  greatest  thoroughfares  of  the 
city,  and  objections  would  as  likely  be  made  as 
from  the  present  locality. 

Alderman  Little  stated  that  he  had  a  note  from 
Mr.  Dean  wishing  to  be  heard  as  a  witness,  but 
not  making  mention  as  acting  as  counsel. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  White,  the  hearing  was 
continued  to  Monday  next,  at  4  o'clock,  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  Mr.  Dean.

HEARING  ON  PETITION  OF  N.  WARD  &  CO. 

'the  special  assignment,  the  hearing  of  testi- 
mony of  Benjamin  Dean  on  subject  of  the  peti- 
tion of  N.Ward  &  Co.,  for  extension  cl  their  busi- 
ness lacilities  at  City  Point,  was  taken  up.  Mr. 
Dean  read  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
on  this  subject  in  1862,  when  petitions  were  pre- 
sented lroiu  citizens  of  South  Boston  for  abate- 
ment of  a  nuisance!  in  the  use  of  the  same  wharf 
as  at  present  employed,  were  under  consideration; 
al«o  the  objection.-  made  by  citizens  of  the  ward. 
By  orders  passed  Nov.  4.  1862,  tbe  transportation 
of  dead  horses  and  boiled  bones  through  the 
streets  to  their  wharf  was  prohibited  after  a  cer- 
tain time.  March  9,  1863,  a  modification  was  made 
in  tbe  orders,  by  which  the  present  regulations 
were  adopted,  requiring  dead  horses  and  refuse 
material  to  be  carried  in  covered  vehicles. 

In  consequence  of  the  actiou  of  the  Board  one 
of  the  petitioners  sold  his  property  in  the  neigh- 
borhood and  removed  to  another  locality  in  that 
section  of  the  city.  Before  that  time  the  practice 
had  been  to  transport  dead  horses  on  trucks,  open 
and  exposed,  during  all  days  of  tte  week.  On 
Sundays  in  front  ot  churches  he  had  seen  such 
exhibitions,  of  horses  but  partially  covered, 
swollen  and  bloated,  of  a  disgusting  appearance, 
and  horses  were  frequently  killed  on  the  wharf 
with  mauls,  in  sight  of  the  inhabitants.  As  a  re- 
sult ot  the  action  of  the  Board,  requiring  the  con- 
veyance in  covered  vehicles,  and  the  building  of  a 
shed  on  the  wharf,  where  tbe  exhibition  ot  killing 
of  horses  was  not  open  to  the  public,  and  the 
abatement  of  the  nuisance  in  other  respects,  the 
people  acquiesced  in  the  continuance  of  the  trans- 
shipment of  horses  from  that  wharf  to  Spectacle 
island. 

The  business  had  however  increased  until  it  had 
become  extremely  offensive.  In  making  a  call  at 
the  house  of  one  of  his  neighbors  some  time  siuce, 
the  ladies  asked  him  it  there  was  not  some  way  in 
which  this  offence  could  be  removed,  aud  a  piti- 
tion  was  drawn  up  by  him  for  its  removal,  and  at 
this  time  it  was  learned  that  there  was  a  hearing 
before  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  the  removal 
of  the  works  of  Ward  &  Co.,  from  Koxbury,  anil 
for  the  transfer  to  this  ward  of  what  was  deemed 
to  be  a  nuisance  in  another  ward. 

In  considering  this  subject  he  did  not  under- 
stand that  the  rendering  ot  tallow  was  to  be  at 
South  Boston,  but  at  Spectacle  Island;  but  while 
ail  of  the  business  of  rendering  was  to  be  done 
there,  the  transportation  was  all  to  be  from  South 
Boston.  This  would  make  an  increase  of  the 
gathering  of  the  offal  at  South  Boston.  In  a  short 
time,  it  was  claimed  that  the  rendering  of  the  tal- 
low can  be  done  in  an  inoffensive  manner.    Could 
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that  be  done,  so  far  as  that  was  concerned,  the 
citizens  of  .South  Boston  would  have  no  complaint 
to  make.  Hut  If  it  could  have  been  done,  why 
did  not  the  Board  of  Health  allow  the  works  to 
remain  at  Koxbi.i  j  '.' 

Mr.  Dean  lead  from  the  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  1870,  showing  the  offensive 
character  of  the  trying  out  ot  such  material,  with 
the  suggestions  of  the  board  on  the  subject. 
Upon  this  he  remarked,  that  if,  as  was  stated,  bv 
improved  piocesses,  such  business  could  be  made 
inoffensive,  then  it  was  unjust  to  Ward  &  Co.  to 
require  tbeni  to  remove  their  works  Irom  Box- 
bury.  The  experiment  proposed,  it  was  under- 
stood, was  about  to  be  tried  at  Brighton.  To  await 
this  trial,  it  would  be  but  just  to  apply  to  the  State 
Hoard  of  Health  for  a  postponement  of  their  order 
for  removal,  and  il  the  business  can  be  made  inof- 
fensive, there  couid  be  no  reason  why  a  removal 
should  be  made. 

there  was  no  mention  made  in  this  report  of  a 
semi- liquid  ma-s  winch  is  poured  into  the  tide- 
water and  which,  in  the  return  of  the  tide,  is 
brought  back  in  a  noisome  condition.  Ibis  soup 
on  the  surface  of  the  water  is  not  prevented  from 
becoming  offensive  in  New  York,  it,  was  under- 
stood there  was  a  patent  to  remedy  this  evil,  ar.d 
he  had  tt>e  specifications  for  deodorizing  tnis  soup, 
preventing  its  waste  and  making  it  valuable  as  a 
fertilizer.  It  was  possible  that  the  state  Board  of 
Health  did  not  know  of  this  invention,  but  may 
have  thought  that  as  there  is  more  water  at  Spec- 
tacle Island  there  is  likely  to  he  less  evil  from  this 
flow  of  liquid. 

So  far  as  the  Board  was  concerned,  they  could 
never  be  willing  to  allow  2,000,000  gallons  of  this 
liquid  to  be  poured  into  the  water  to  cause  an  of- 
fence to  the  inhabitants  of  Dorchester  and  south 
Boston.  This  subject  should  be  dealt  with  wisely. 
Ward  &  Co.  have  a  large  estate  in  Koxbury,  and  it 
would  be  unjust  to  depiive  them  ot  their  business 
if  it  can  he  made  inoffensive  there,  and  *hey  cer- 
tainly would  not  require  it  to  be  removed  to  spec- 
tacle island  to  be  offensive  l  here.  There  must  be 
some  reason  for  sending  it  from  Koxbury.  if  in- 
offensive, there  can  be  no  justification  for  order- 
ing il  from  there.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the 
Board,  as  a  Board  of  Health,  would  confer  with 
the  state  hoard,  aud  such  information  as  may  be 
necessary  will  be  obtained.  The  statements  ot  the 
State  board  in  regard  to  making  the  business  in- 
offensive is  so  entirely  at  variance  with  the  order 
tor  removal,  that  he  was  sure  that  board  would 
not  lefuse  a  conference  on  the  subject. 

The  oi her  subject  Mr.  Dean  believed  could  be 
passed  upon  without  difficulty.  The  state  of 
things  at  South  Boston  he  was  very  familiar  with. 
At  the  wharf  of  Ward  &  Co.  the  schooner  used  by 
tbem  for  transportation  must  often  be  high  and. 
dry  for  a  considerable  distance.  In  a  walk  there 
last  evening,  the  water  was  out  a  distance  as 
far  as  School  street  f.om  the  City  Hall.  The 
schooner  could  not  get  out  short  of  half  tide,  so 
that  there  uould  be  half  the  time  during  which 
she  could  not  get  away.  If  then  it  shoulu  occur  at 
evening,  that  she  should  be  freighted  with  this 
offensive  material,  it  might  be  six  hours  before 
she  got  away;  and  if  it  was  offensive  when  bruugh* 
there.it  must  remain  there  till  near  morning. 
Every  breeze  from  that  direction  would  carry 'a 
noxious  smell  to  those  who  were  seeking  rest, 
and  when  there  was  a  calm,  it  would  be  so  much 
worse  iu  the  failure  of  the  vessel  to  get  away. 

In  the  winter  one  gentleman  had  counted  upon 
the  wharf  eighty-two  horses,  but  at  such  a  time  ->f 
course  there  would  not  be  so  offensive  a  smell  as 
in  summer,  it  could  easily  be  seen  what  effect 
would  be  had  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots 
in  Boston  by  the  permission  of  this  offens!ve 
business  therQ.  There  was  no  reason  why  there 
should  not  lie  in  South  Boston  the  best  houses  in 
the  city  and  the  cleverest  of  people.  A  short  time 
since  a  gentleman  accosted  him  to  know  if  prop- 
erty could  not  be  purchased  near  the  Point,  with  a 
view  of  inducing  four  or  five  of  his  friends  to  pur- 
chase and  live  there.  Land  was  offered  to  him  at 
the  cost,  and  he  expressed  himself  as  delighted 
with  it,  but  on  consultation  with  his  friends',  they 
said  somehow  or  other  they  were  not  sure  of 
danger  from  nuisances,  and  the  purchase  was 
given  up. 

In~  the  testimony  which  had  been  given  to  the 
Board,  he  had  noticed  that  some  gentkmen  had 
said  that  land  had  depreciated  at  south  Boston. 
The  valuation  of  property  below  the  Blind  Asy- 
lum amounted  to  about  ",$6,000,000,  and  this  was 
subject  to  depreciation  from  what  the  people  had 
suffered.  They  were  a  long-suffering  and  patient 
people,  and  he  hoped  this  Board  would  not  in- 
crease the  evils  under  which  they  suffered.    There 


could  be  no  doubt  that  the  existing  evils  ihere 
keep  people  away,  and  ch<-  Board  could  not  send 
down  the  additional  privileges  asked  lor  without 
knowing  the  effects  of  it,  aud  without  faking 
money  out  of  their  uockets. 

.Mr.  Dean  referred  to  statistics  to  show  that 
South  Boston  had  47  inhaoitants  to  an  acre,  Kox- 
bu  y  16,  Dorchester  2%  and  East  Boston  30.  Mr. 
Ward,  he  said,  once  called  upon  him  1.1  relation  to 
this  matter,  and  be  assured  him  that  if  there  was 
any  way  for  the  removal  of  the  evils  complained  of, 
the  people  of  South  Boston  had  no  objection  to  his 
continuing  the  business,  nor  wished  any  injury  to 
him.  Mr.  Ward  then  stated  that  he  proposed  to  get 
a  tugboat  for  his  business.  Such  a  boat  would  be 
likely  to  draw  lour  feet  of  water,  perhaps  near 
six,  and  with  it  the  boat  wou'd  be  aground  half 
the  time.  Many  times  at  night,  when  everything 
was  quiet,  she  would  be  obliged  to  remain  at  the 
whirl  with  her  freight,  and  no  gain  would  be 
made  over  the  sailing-vessel  except  when  it  is 
calm. 

It  was  a  practice  sometimes,  he  said,  when  the 
vessel  could  not  get  away,  to  put  offensive  dead 
horses  over  the  side  in  the  water,  which  would 
act  as  a  refrigerator.  But  this  could  not  be  done 
at  low  water.  He  made  the  suggestion  to  Mr. 
Ward  to  freight  his  tugboat  at  Fort  Point  Chan- 
nel, where  there  was  always  deep  water;  that  was 
the  easiest  thing  to  do,  and  would  not  take  money 
out  oi  the  pockets  of  the  people  by  the  deprecia- 
tion of  their  property.  A  tugboat  employed  to 
take  this  material  at  a  wharf  where  there  was  deep 
water  would  not  be  engaged  half  the  time  in  tlia* 
business,  and  in  the  route  run  by  her  she  could 
earn  more  than  enough  to  pay  the  cost,  in  the  or- 
dinary business  of  tugboats. 

suck  a  business,  be  coutended,  it  was  ridicu- 
lous to  do  at  arm  s  length.  .Mr.  Ward  now  em- 
ployed nine  teams,  with  nine  men,  and  with  the 
saving  iu  distance  of  one  hour  by  each  team,  six 
teams  could  do  the  work  now  done  by  the  nine, 
thus  making  the  saving  oi  three,  in  reaching  Fort 
Point  Channel.  This  would  be  equal  at  least  to 
812  a  day  uselessly  spent.  The  former  investiga- 
tion lesulted  in  requiring  the  material  to  be  cart- 
ed in  covered  vehicles;  yet  while  it  is  declared 
that  it  can  be  made  innocuous,  it  is  made  very  of- 
fensive, everv  year  depreciating  the  value  ot"  the 
property  half  a"  million  dollars. 

Mr.  Ward  objected  that  it  would  not  pay  to  pur- 
chase a  wharf  where  deep  water  could  oe  had  at 
all  tones.  With  his  fortune  they  believed  he 
could  purchase  such  a  wharf,  f.ud  on  the  recent 
hearing  such  wharves  were  brought  to  his  atten- 
tion. But  if  he  could  not  make  so  favorable  a 
purchase,  that  should  not  be  the  occasion  of  in- 
jury to  the  property  of  the  people  of  South  Bos- 
ton. If  the  nuisance  is  so  intolerable  to  tnem,  he 
should  go  where  there  are  no  dwellings.  There 
were  some  twenty  dwellings  going  up  today  on 
1'  street.  Remove  this  nuisance,  and  get  these 
dwellings  occupied,  aud  the  people  will  not  be 
ai.y  poorer. 

James  M.  Keith,  for  petitioners,  read  a  commu- 
nication from  Dr.  Derby,  stating  his  position  in 
this  matter.  He  did  hot  appear  as  a  witness  for 
Mr.  Ward,  but  in  the  interests  of  the  people,  aud 
when  the  State  Board  of  Health  ordered  the  re- 
moval of  Mr.  Ward's  works,  he  volunteered  :o 
assist  him  in  his  removal.  J>o  tar  as  related  to 
carrying  dead  horses  through  the  streets,  they 
can  t'C  carried  without  offence,  as  well  as  can  te 
the  dead  bodies  of  men.  against  which  no  com- 
plaint was  made.  The  system  of  disposing  of 
refuse  material  could  be  systematized,  and  this  he 
had  contended  for,  and  that  Ward  &  Co.  were 
well  calculated  to  carry  on  the  business. 

Mr.  Dean  remarked"  that  the  position  of  Dr. 
Derby  was  a  singular  one,  when  a  petitiou  was 
pending  before  the  State  Board  for  the  aoatement 
of  the  nuisance  at  Spectacle  Island,  and  a  deci- 
sion was  made  without  a  hearing. 

Mr.  Keith,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Dean,  said  an  extraor- 
dinary course  had  been  taken  by  him  in  giving 
the  details  of  the  former  action  of  the  Board,  aud 
yet  on  account  of  that  action  the  nuisance  com- 
plained of  had  been  abated,  and  there  had  been  no 
complaint  by  petition  to  the  Board  from  that 
day  to  this.  The  gentleman  had  asked  the 
Boanfko  confer  with  the  state  Board  for  a  delay 
in  this  mat  :er,  and  for  an  inquiry  whether  such 
action  may  not  be  taken  as  will  allow  the  woiks 
of  Ward  &  Co,  to  remain  at  Koxbury.  That  wis 
just  what  he  did  ask  of  the  State  Board  in  the 
be  inng  before  them,  that  Ward  <K:  Co.,  might  be 
saved  the  expense  of  removal.  But  by  chapter 
67,  acts  of  1870,  the  Board  had  no  power  to  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  offensive  trades  may 
be  cari'ed  on;  if  they  considered  them  nu:sances, 
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all  they  could  do  was  to  require  tbe  abatement  of 
the  nuisances  without  looking  into  tbe  means 
whereby  the  business  might  be  carried  on  with- 
out offence. 

The  action  of  the  State  Board  was  what  com- 
pelled them  to  come  to  this  Board.  By  tbe  act  of 
1870,  every  violation  of  that  act  subjected  them  to 
a  penalty  of  $200,  and  they  were  obliged  to  come 
here  to  ask  for  authority  to  carry  on  trie  business 
where  it  should  not  be 'offensive.  The  Suite  rec- 
ognizes tbe  existence  of  offensive  trades,  and  this 
Board  bas  tbe  power  to  regulate  them.  Where  is 
there  so  good  aplaceas  Spectacle  Island, 'iyz  miles 
from  South  Boston  Pomt?  (Mr.  Dean  interposing 
said  it  was  but  two  miles  in  a  straight  line  !  Even 
it  it  be  but  two  miles,  it  was  far  enough  away  *o 
fie  unobjectionable,  under  the  improved  methods 
of  carrying  on  such  business.  The  business  could 
not  be  located  in  any  of  the  neighboring  towns 
and  be  so  far  off  from  any  dwellings. 

Mr.  Keith  contended  also  for  the  incidental  ad- 
vantages of  Spectacle  Island  over  Koxbury  in 
saving  one  carting  of  bones  through  tbe  city. 
Some  one  must  do  the  business,  for  the  refuse 
material  could  not  be  buried,  nor  could  it  be 
thrown  off  the  dock;  if  it  could  not  be  shipped 
from  South  Boston,  it  could  not  be  in  the  crowded 
marts  of  commerce,  at  Long  wharf,  or  to  other 
places,  as  was  suggested.  They  would  have  them 
come  over  tiere  and  pay  $90,000"  for  a  wharf,  wh'ch 
could  not  be  afforded;  would  have  them  collect 
the  material  and  send  it  off  by  night,  but  who 
would  sit  up  in  tbe  various  shops  and  markets 
waiting  tor  tne  collectors?  [Mr.  Dean  said  it  was 
not  asked  that  collections  or  shipment  should  be 
made  in  the  night,  j  If  taken  away  in  the  day  time 
to  oong  wharf  or  wharves  on  Federal  street,  tbe 
teams  must  go  through  crowded  thorough  fares,  to 
which  objection  would  be  made,  while  now  they 
might  go  through  streets  not  much  travelled. 

The  carting  to  South  Boston,  he  said,  was  but  a 
little  further  than  to  Koxbury,  and  the  needless 
carting  of  bones  would  be  saved.    They  had  a  right 
now  to  do  tbe  rendering  at  Spectacle  Island,  and 
all  they  asked  was  for  the  privilege  of  carrying  the 
refuse  material  to  South  Boston  and  shipping  it 
from  their  wharf.    His  brother  Dean  bad  come 
heie  with  a  patent  to  dispose  of  in  regard  to  the 
soup. 
Mr.  Dean— I   is  a  mistake ;  I  have  no  such  patent. 
Mr.  Keith— Tbe  gentlemxo  said  he  had. 
Mr.  Dean-I  deny  it;  I  simply  spoke  of  such  a. 
patent,  of  which  1  had  some   knowledge;  I  never 
had  an  interest  in  auy  patent. 

Some  further  remarks  passed  between  these 
gentlemen,  when  tbe  Mayor  called  them  to  order. 
Mr.  Keitb  resumed  his  remarks,  in  which  he  re- 
ferred to  the  influeuce  of  Mr.  Dunham  in  giving 
the  cue  in  the  opposition  to  the  petitioners.  Un- 
der this  influence  the  careful  and  invaluable  As- 
sessor (Mr.  Hills)  came  here  with  his  statistics, 
and  in  conflict  with  his  usual  reliability,  stated 
tbat  South  Boston  had  increased  from  i3,000  in- 
habitants in  1865,  to  42,000  in  1870.  He  had  taken 
the  population  of  Ward  12  alone  in  1865,  when  tbe 
whole  population  of  South  Boston  was  29,0U0. 
This  was  a  large  increase,  but  not  so  large  as  was 
assumed,  in  comparison  with  which  the  growth 
of  Chicago  was  as  nothing. 

Mr.  Keith  referred  again  to  the  great  cost  of  a 
wharf  elsewheie  than  at  Sou'h  Boston,  to  the  fact 
that  the  business  must  be  carried  on  somewhere; 
there  was  no  intention  of  making  \T,  offensive  to 
the  people  of  South  Boston,  whom  he  clitracter- 
ized  as  very  sensitive  on  other  matters  as  well  as 
on  this.  They  not  le«s  than  others  should  exer- 
cise forbearance,  for  the  cans  which  collect  this 
refuse  go  through  Beacon  street  and  other  streets, 
and  they  must  expect  to  take  the  bitter  with  tne 
sweet.  The  onlv  thing  which  could  be  done  was 
to  regulate  tbe  business.  This  business  could  be 
done  beiter  by  Waid  &  Co.  than  by  any  one  else, 
and  ir  the  regulations  now  prescribed  were  not 
sufficient  they  could  be  revised.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances the  request  was  reasonable.  He  hoped 
tbe  Board  would  visit  the  locality,  and  won  id 
grant  the  request  for  stable  facilities  on  the  wharf, 
and  suitable  provision  for  rendering  tbe  tallow  at 
Spectacle  Island. 

Mr.  Dean  said  he  wished  only  to  reply  to  what 
was  said,  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  had  no 
power  but  to  send  tbe  works  away,  while  this 
Board  has  tbe  power  to  regulate  the  carrying 
on  of  offensive  trades.  Suppose,  then,  this  Board 
should  ask  the  State  Board  to  postpone  the  en- 
forcement of  their  order,  and  say  we' will  under- 
take to  regulate  this  business,  and  if  we  can't,, 
then  you  may  order  tbe  removal.  Such  a  couise 
might  be  taken.    If  it  is  to  cost  $50,000  for  the  re- 


moval of  these  works,  it  is  astonishing  that  tbe 
counsel  will  not  join  in  this  request.  So  far  as 
the  cost  of  a  wharf  is  concerned,  he  Understood 
til  it  l'owers's  wharf  on  Federal  street  could  be 
purchased  for  $40,000.  At  that  price,  with  the  dis- 
tance and  delays  which  could  be  saved,  and  with 
other  uses  for  the  wharf,  the  interest  on  it  could 
be  saved.  In  relation  fo  what  was  said  about  pass- 
ing through  crowded  thoroughfares  to  reach 
wharves  on  Federal  street,  the  teams  are  mostly 
now  required  to  pass  through  that  thoroughfare. 

Michael  F.  Lynch,  by  permission  of  the  Board, 
was  allowed  to  make  an  address  in  opposition  to 
granting  the  request  of  petitioners.  The  measure 
he  denounced  in  the  stiongest  term?,  declaring  it 
to  be  a  great  nuisance,  annoying  to  himself  and 
familv  while  at  Washing  on  Village,  and  he  had 
but  landed  his  last  load  of  furniture  in  Ward  16 
when  be  found  that  he  was  to  be  lu.untcd  further 
by  Ward  &  Co.  He  wished  the  Board  would  take 
this  bull  by  the  horns,  for  *iie  had  been  goring  the 
nostrils  of  the  people  too  long. 

The  hearing  was  then  closed,  and  the  report  was 
recommitted. 

The  hearing  on  petition  of  Wm.  C.  Huntley,  for 
leave  to  put  up  and  use  a  steam  engine  on  Liberty 
street,  was  taken  up,  and  the  report  was  recom- 
mitted.

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses,  as  follows: 
Mis  Charles  Aloulton,  to  give  concerts  at  Music 
Hall  Nov.  4, 11 ;  Julius  Eichberg,  to  give  a  series 
of  concerts  at  .Mechanics'  Hall,  Bedford  street; 
George  Clair,  to  give  sacrea  readings  at  Mercan- 
tile flail  on  Sunday  evenings;  James  I.  Wheeler, 
to  give  musical  and  dramatic  exhibitions  at  Wash- 
ington Hall,  Nov.  7;  also  licenses  to  certain  per- 
sons as  junk  dealers,  victuallers  and  innholders; 
for  a  wagon  license,  transfer  of  wagon  license. 
Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  White  made  a  report  revoking  the  li- 
cense of  Adolph  Cain,  pawnbroker.  No.  8  Portland 
street,  and  the  license  of  Mark  Clark,  No.  15  Sa- 
lem street,  for  cause  in  explanation,  he  said 
goods  to  the  amount  of  $3000  had  been  stolen  from 
two  clothing-houses,  and  some  of  these  goods  bad 
been  found  in  tbe  shops  of  these  men.  The  report 
was  accepted. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
reported  in  favor  of  petitions  for  erection  of 
stables,  as  follows:  Patrick  Kearns  to  build  a 
wooden  stable  for  three  horses  rear  of  86  Quiney 
street;  Heater  &  Alley  to  build  a  brick  stable  for 
thirty  horses  cm  Parker  street,  near  Heath  street; 
William  H.  MeKie  to  enlarge  stable  at  Nos.  246, 
248  Meridian  strpe:,  for  sixteen  more  stalls.  Sev- 
erally accented. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Fan- 
euil  Hall,  reported  in  favor  of  the  petition  of  Ceo. 
M.  Hobbs  and  others,  for  the  use  of  Faneuil  Hall 
.(November  1.    Accepted. 

BRANCH  LIBRARY  AT  SOUTH  BOSTON. 

Alderman  Kickei,  from  the  .joint  special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  confer  with  the  trustees  of 
the  I'ublic  Library  and  select  a  suitable  building 
m  which  to  establish  a  branch  Public  Library  in 
South  Boston,  made  a  report  tbat  in  view  of  the 
success  attending  the  establishment  of  a  branch 
library  in  East  Boston,  the  necessity  of  establish- 
ing branches  in  oth»r  sections  of  the  city  remote 
from  the  main  building  on  Boylston  street,  has 
been  fully  recognized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  it  was  their  purpose  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  as  early  as  practicable  at  South  Boston. 

The  committee  have  conferred  with  the  trustees 
in  regard  to  the  locality  and  extent  of  the  accom- 
modations, and  agree  in  recommending  that  a 
portion  of  the  building  on  Broadway,  now  being 
erected  by  the  South  Boston  Savings  Bank  Cor- 
poration/should be  hired  when  the  building  is 
completed  and  fitted  for  the  purposes  of  a  branch 
library.  As  the  rooms  will  not  probably  be  ready 
for  occupancy  until  .March  or  April  of  next  year, 
the  expense  for  rent  and  for  furniture,  shelving, 
etc  ,  can  be  provided  for  in  the  Appropriation  bill 
for  the  next  financial  year. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  requested  to  hire  sufficient  room  on  the 
second  floor  ot  the  building  now  being  erected  by 
the  South  Boston  Savings  Bank  Corporation  on 
Bioadwxy,  corner  of  E  street,  for  the  accommo- 
dation of' a  branch  of  tbe  Public  Library,  at  an 
annual  rental  not  exceeding  $1950:  said  sum  to  be 
hired  for  a  term  of  three  years;,  with  the  privilege 
of  extending  the  time  without  increasing  the  rent. 

Alderman  Kicker  askeil  for  the  second  reading 
of  the  order,  that  the  contemplated  alterations 
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may  be  made  in  the  building,  but  Alderman 
I'lumer  objecting,  the  order  was  laid  over.

Alderman  Woolley  saia  he  was  surprised  at  the 
remark  of  the  Alderman,  and  m  explanation  stated 
that  additional  expense  was  incurred  from  not 
being  allowed  the  "use  of  Faneuil  Hall,  as  was 
customary,  and  from  other  items  not  anticipated 
when  the  ongh.al  order  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little,  an  oider  was 
passed  for  abatement  of  nuisances  in  Fifth,  Eighth 
and  O  streets. 

THE  HUKRII.,L  CLAIM. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  rejection  of  the  order  to  pay  the  assignee  of 
Charles  Burrill  $40,000,  and  moved  that  the  motion 
for  reconsideration  De  laid  on  the  table. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  hoped  the  motion 
would  nor  prevail;  he  thought  he  could  seethe 
object  of  it,  to  place  it  in  such  a  position  that  it 
mav  pass  by  a  majority  vote.  In  any  measure 
which  he  proposed  he  was  willing  to  let  it  stand 
or  fall  upon  its  merits,  and  this  had  been  lost  after 
a  fair  discussion. 

The  motion  to  lay  the  motion  to  reconsider  upon 
the  table  was  carried. 

EXTENSION  OF   BACK  BAY  STREETS. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins,  the  report  of 
Committee  on  Streets  in  relation  to  the  extension 
of  Back  Bay  streets,  was  taken  from  the  table, 
when  an  order  was  submitted  as  a  substitute, 
which  was  read  once.  'Ibis  order,  he  said,  had 
the  approval  of  the  City  Solicitor,  City  Sur- 
veyor, the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  of  Alder- 
man Pierce,  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Paving,  who  had  paid  much  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject. 

Tbe  order  is  as  tollows: 

Ordered,  That  in  case  N.  (_'.  Munson,  within  two 
years,  will  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed 
and  graded  to  an  elevation  of  not  less  than  eigh- 
teen feet  above  mean  low  water,  the  following 
street  and  avenues,  viz. :  Commonwealth  avenue, 
two  hundred  feet  wide,  from  its  present  termina- 
tion to  its  junction  with  the  proposed  extension 
ol  West  Chester  Park  street;  Huntington  avenue, 


one  hundred  feet  wide,  from  Boylston  street  to 
Camden  street;  and  West  Chester  Park  street 
from  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  to  Bea- 
con street,  accordingt"  a  plan  of  "lands  on  tbe 
Back  Bay"  numbered  one.  made  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Jonathan  Preston  ami  others, commission- 
ers, dated  Dec.  6, 1864,  and  shall  conveyor  cause 
to  be  conveyed  Baid  avenue  and  street  to  the 
city  of  Boston  and  shall  release  and  procure  to  be 
released  to  the  el'y  all  claims  by  all  Dersons 
affected  thereby  for  damages  on  account  of  the 
grading  ot  said  avenues  and  streets  to  said  grade, 
or  to  any  higher  grade  wbicll  maj  be  found  m 
sary  or  expedient  to  carry  tbe  same  over  the  said 
railroad  or  over  t he  Boston  .v  Albany  Railroad  by 
means  of  bridges,  including  all  laud  damages  as 
well  as  all  damages  for  the  sloping  of  the  earth 
upon  abutting  lands  which  may  be  necessary  or 
expedient  in  maintaining  said  avenues  and  street 
at  grade  eighteen,  or  any  increased  grade,  as 
aforesaid,  or  for  so  increasingthe  grade  in  order  to 
cross  saiii  railroads  ;  and  also  securing  to  the  city 
the  right  so  to  have  the  earth  slope  as  aforesaid 
without  any  retaining  wall  or  bulkhead  to  support 
the  same  so  long  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to 
maintain  said  avenues  and  street  at  their  full 
width ;  then  the  city  will  paj  to  said  Munson  or 
his  assignees  the  sum  of  £300.000,  and  will  proceed 
forthwith  to  construct  suitable  iron  bridges  over 
said  railroads,  for  public  travel,  and  will  keep 
said  avenues  and  street  in  safe  condition  lor  pub- 
lic travel  from  the  time  said  grading  shall  have 
been  completed,  and  said  deeds  and  releases 
given,  until  they  are  accepted  or  laid  out  as  pub- 
lic streets,  and  the  city  will  assume  and  pay  all 
assessments  for  betterments  on  account  of  such 
laying  out  or  acceptance  of  said  street  and  avenues 
within  the  limits  above  named. 

Provided,  That  in  <-ase  the  city  authorities  shall, 
within  two  years,  construct  a  main  sewer  from 
Huntington  avenue  to  Charles  Itiver,  on  the  line 
of  Fairfield  street,  or  on  any  line  between  Dart- 
mouth and  Gloucester  streets,  the  said  Munson  or 
his  assignees  shall  reimburse  the  city  to  the  ex- 
tent of  three- fourths  of  the  cost  thereof,  alter  the 
assessment  shall  have  been  make  therefor  of  so 
much  of  said  three- fourths  as  is  properly  assessa- 
ble; and  also  provided,  that  said  Munson  shall,  in 
writiug  filed  with  the  (  ityClerk,  accept  this  propo- 
sition within  thirty  days'froin  the  passage  hereof, 
and  execute  proper  papers  satisfactory  to  the 
.Mayor  ami  City  Solicitor,  obligating  himself  to 
cany  the  same,  or  to  cause  the  same  to  be  carried, 
into  effect. 

on  motion  of  Alderman  Cutter,  the  orders  relat- 
ting  to  tbe  widening  of  Federal  Street  Bridge, 
were  taken  from  the  table  and  passe',  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  tbe  Committee  on  Bridaes  be  and 
they  are  hereny  authoiized  to  widen  tbe  Federal 
street  Bridge  to  a  width  or  seventy  feet;  also  to 
build  a  new  side-draw  and  mike  all  necessary  re-

EAST  BOSTON  FERRY  TOLLS. 

The  report  and  order  to  reduce  foot  passenger 
tolls  on  East  Boston  ferries-  one  hundred  tickets 
f  jt  $1,  Hfty  for  50  cents,  twenty-five  lor  25  cents — 
were  considered, 

Mi.  Hull  of  Ward  4  moved  a  reference  of  the 
subject  to  the  next  City  liovermnent.  Every  gen- 
tleman, he  sain,  knew  his  feelings  in  relation  to 
free  leiries.  The  discussion  and  hearings  on  the 
subject  had  been  long,  iesulti>  g  in  the  loss  of  the 
incisure.  There  must  in  future  be  more  accom- 
modations, more  boats,  and  a  better  landing  than 
now  and  it  wou'd  be  for  the  best  interests  of  East 
Boston  co  have  free  ferries  or  a  reduction  of  t« >] Is 
when  they  get  a  belter  landing.  They  must  come 
here  for  large  expenditures  for  wharves,  new  drops 
and  landings,  and  th.-y  will  be  mole  likely  to  get 
those  accommodations  by  a  postponement  of  this 
quest  on  of  reduction  of  tolls. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  I  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail,  for  if  the  gentleman  was  opposed  to 
the  i.-raer  he  could  vote  against  it.  As  a  friend  of 
free  ferries  lie  claimed  that  there  was  no  connec- 
tion between  the  two  questions  of  accommoda- 
tion* and  abolishing  the  tolls.  Whatever  accom- 
modations were  needed  should  be  gi anted,  with- 
out reference  to  any  other  question,  and  the 
friends  of  free  ferries  should  not  be  compelled  to 
come  here  except  to  ask  for  their  rights,  and  what 
was  right  should  be  granted  to  them.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  right  and  justice  the  ferries  should  be  free, 
and  he  believed  there  was  no  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil who  believed  differently. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  G  said  this  subject  of 
abolishing  or  re  hieing  these  tolls  bad  been  thor- 
oughly investigated  by  the  whole  Council  as  a 
committee,  and  a  full  record  of  that  patient  and 
protracted  investigation  had  been  preserved  in  a 
printed  form,  and  each  member  ot  the  Council 
has  one  or  more  copies. 
The  toll  receipts  from  East  Boston  Fer- 
ries tor  the  six   months  ending  Oct.  1 

were $92,161  09 

Total  appropnations  for  the 

whole  year $208,500  00 

Deduct  amount  appropriated 
for  new  boat 50,000  00 

and  we  have  for  running  ex- 
penses  $158,500  00 

By  the  Auditor's  report  Oct.  l,we  find

num, which  will  doubtlessly  be  considerably  in- 
creased, as  the  expenses  must  be  larger  and  re- 
ceipts smaller  in  the  winter  months  >ettocome 
than  they  have  been  in  summer  months  past. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  reduce  the  tolls  for  tickets 
to  one  cent,  instead  of  ine  and  a  hill  ecu's  as  it  is 
at  present,  thereby  making  an  additional  loss  of 
one-third  of  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  these 
tickets.    These  receipts  have  been  at  the  rate  of 
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about  $35,000  per  annum,  one-third  of  which  is 
f  11.660,  to  hi  added  to  the  $92,000.  making  at  the 
least  e  n<  illation  more  than  $100,00  I  in  t  loss. 

Hut  this  s  not  all.  The  Committee  on  Perries 
an  now  i  rdered  to  mane  estimates  ana  draft  the 
neeessarj  orders  for  taking  the  foot  of  State 
Etreet  t'(  r  a  new  landing. 

ruis  alune  »'ii  invo.ve  an  enotmons  expense 
I"  ir  land  ami  u  iiari  damages,  flroos,  slips,  depots, 
etc.  tit-  had  beard  Ibis  expense  estimated  at 
more  than  $1,000,000,  to  Bay  nothing  it  the  in- 
creased bomber  it  hoars  required  ou  the  new 
route  .nil  the  necessarily  Lr  creased  expei  se  of 
running  them,  the  distance  being  more  than  one- 
third  longer. 

It  bad  l  een  said  by  some  persons  that  the  new 
route  could  be  um  as  easily  as  the  old  one.  Bui 
tins  is  bardly  possible,  from  the  large  number 
oi  vessels  entering  and  leaving  the  wharves  be- 
tween the  to. i  ci  state  street  and  the  present 
lauding,  the  rerry-bnats  must  he  very  much  in  re 
delayed  'nan  on  the  uresem  route.  At  a  small  cal- 
culation there  miist  I  e  a  third  moje  boats  and  the 
greater  aduitional  expense.  East  Boston  is  aii 
important  want,  and  glowing  in  importance  evcy 
day,  and  he  should  be  very  glad  wueu  the  repoit 
i.-.  made  in  favor  ol  a  new  landing,  .f  the  estimates 
are  reasonable  and  there  could  ne  auyguaiantee 
that  the  tolls  could  remain  as  at  present  to  lavor 
the  project.  He  trusted  ;  iso  that  there  would  be 
a  change  in  the  law  so  as  to  require  that  a  vote 
of  two-tbmis  ol  each  branch  shall  benece.-sary 
to  increase,  decrease  or  abolish  the  tolls,  lie 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  order  would  go  over 
to  the  next  City  Government. 

Mr.  Pease,  ol  Ward  1  regarded  if  as  passing 
strange  that  the  gentleman  In.m  Ward  6  should 
be  so  persistent  in  bis  opposition  to  a  redoction  of 
tolli>,  when  this  was  the  identical  sum  which  he 
through  his  agent  urged  upon  the  ferry  com- 
pany several  years  since. 

Jir.  Webster  said  he  did  happen  to  !  e  a  director 
in  a  railroad  company  which  put  in  improvements 
on  tue  drops  ami  ferry-boats  more  than  an  equiv- 
olent  for  ihe  reduction  asked  ror.  He  oelieved 
that  the  suftolk  Batlroad  was  entitled  to  pass  at 
lower  rates  on  in  it  account. 

Mr.  I'ease  wished  to  know  if  it  was  right  for  pas- 
sengers I  y  the  suft'olk  Bailroad  to  go  at  low  rates, 
w  by  it  should  not  be  so  lor  bioi '.' 

Mr.  Webster  repeated  tbat  the  fixtures  for  the 
general  accommodations  of  the  ferry  m  nle  by  the 
railroad  company  were  unsurpassed,  and  so  iar  as 
the  reduction  in  the  roll  was  asked  for,  it  was 
nothing  like  an  equivalent  lor  what  hail  been 
done. 

Mr.  Barnes  said  he  supposed  tbis  matter  wis  al< 
cut  and  dried,  that  one  who  had  been  a  friend  of 
free  if  ri  its  should  make  the  motion,  am.  be  sus- 
tained by  "lie  who  had  always  been  b<  stile  to 
them.  They  were  here  to  represent  the  interests 
ot  the  people,  and  not  to  represent  the  corporations 
aud  capital  who  were  working  against  lauoi  and 
against  the  masses.  Ihe  gentleman  waa  bos- 
tile  to  this  measure  wbicn  was  for  the  benefit  of 
the  people,  and  a>  the  representative  of  a  c.  rpora- 
tion.  h»d  struck  the  keynote  for  the  killing  ol  the 
order,  Ik  cause  some  corporation  was  lobe  injured 
by  it. 

Mr.  Hull  said  his  first  impression  was,  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  struggle,  that  if  the  people  of  hast 
Boston  bad  asked  only  for  treeu  g  the  ferry  tor 
foot  passengers,  they  would  have  got  it;  but  as 
they  in  list  h.ivc  the  whole,  after  a  loi  g  disi  ussion 
and  hearing  tbe>  lost  it.  In  a  year  or  two  there 
must  l.e  a  lirge  expenditure  of  a  million  of  dollars 
for  a  new  ferry  landing,  and  instead  of  coming 
here  now  and  asking  that  the  toll  he  reduced,  tbey 
Should  wait  until  they  getall  the  conveyances  they 
reeded. 

Mr.  W  chster  inquired  >vhat corporation  in  which 
he  was  intersted  that  would  he  injured,  was  ic- 
ferred  to. 

Mr.  Karnes  replied,  the  Chelsea  ferry. 

Mr.  We tster said  he  did  not  own  a  dollar  of 
Stock  in  the  Chelsea  ferry,  nor  did  he  know  of 
any  one  who  did  own  stock  in  it  except  Nathan 
Matthews,  who  stated  that  lie  did  before  ihe  com- 
mittee of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Karnes  said  it  the  gentleman  did  not  own 
stock  in  that  ferry  he  Had  understood  so  from 
those  who  said  he  did. 

.Mr.  Webster  said  lie  had  no  interest  in  the  ferry, 
and  never  hail,  cither  as  owner  or  as  collateral  se- 
em ify. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1' said  he  was  surprise  I  at 
the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  from  Want  6,  who 


had  admitted  that  Ens,  Boston  was  entitled  to 
something*  He  seemed  ro  follow  up  bin  opposi- 
tion with  all  the  Inn  that  a  bloodhound  would 
lolh.w  a  fox,  when  this  small  pittance  was  asked 
oi  the  City  Government,  ihe  gentlemau  from 
Ward  4  Hiinks  tiny  would  he  greatly  benefited  by 
a  I  barge  Of  the  avenue,  and  while  be  was  in  favor 
of  a  <  bange  in  the  landing,  he  believed  'hat  the 
people  of  hast  Boston,  if  they  could  have  nut  one, 
would  prefer  tue  reduction  of  the  tolls.  He  hoped 
the  I.  icnds  of  the  measure  would  be  firm,  and  that 
th  1 1 tempt  to  prevent  the  passing  of  this  small 
amoiurt  m  favor  of  the  people  of  hast  Boston 
would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  >;  said  he  did  not  propose 
to  discuss  tuis  question,  but  boned  tin-  motion  to 
refer  over  would  prevail.  Neither  was  it  neces- 
-ai\  io  defend  ins  coileague.  The  remarks  of  the 
gentleman  from  Ward  I.  that  every  member  of 
i  ie  (  oui.cii  believed  that  the  femes  "ought  to  he 
Free,  he  regarded  as  a  gratuitous  and  wanton  in- 
sult. He  would  not  say  in  reply  tbat  rhe  gentle- 
man had  been  driven  to  his  position  hy  the  press- 
ure of  his,  constituents,  but  claimed  that  the 
members  who  differed  from  that  gent;  man  had  a 
right  to  their  opinions  as  much  as  that  gentleman 
oi  any  one  else  had.  This  was  the  first  case  dur- 
ing the  >ear  which  he  had  known  in  which  one- 
half  of  the  Council  had  been  grossly  insulted. 

Mr.  Barnes  claimed  the  right  to  express  what  he 
1  elieveo  ro  be  true,  that  when  the  question  fiist 
came  before  the  Council  tuere  was  a  majority  in 
favor  of  free  ferries.  The  investigation  and  delay 
gave  the  opposition  tune  to  bring  corporate  pow- 
er and  capital  to  combine  against  the  measure, 
when  the  iuas>es  were  defeated,  and  were  whip- 
ped out  As  a  matter  of  right  and  justice,  he  be- 
lieved every  member  of  the  Council  must  concede 
that  the  people  who  pay  taxes  for  the  support  of 
rhe  City  Government  should  have  the  opportunity 
to  come  'o  the  City  Hal!  without  being  obliged  te 
pay  additional  expenses  in  getting  here.  Every 
gtiirleman  must  admit  that  the  people  of  hast 
Boston  have  the  right  to  come  here  as  free  as 
tl.ey  do. 

Air.  favlor  of  Ward  2.  as  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, stated  that  the  committee  carefully  con- 
sidered the  question  of  expenses,  and  were  of 
opinion  that  relief  should  be  granted  to  the  peo- 
ple of  hast  Boston,  while  transient  persons  should 
be  fequiM  d  to  pay  two  cents.  The  reduction  wis 
for  ihe  benefit  of  poor  girls  who  work  for  their 
living,  and  it  was  not  believed  that  it  would 
amount  to  more  than  Ssooo  to  $10,000. 

Mr.  .smiti]  of  Ward  1  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays 
on  c lie  passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Smith  said  it  was  due  to  his  colleagae  that 
he  should  say  that  he  was  indebted  to  him  for  the 
information  that  the  gentleman  from  Ward  6  was 
a  Stockholder  in  the  Chelsea  ferry,  lie  had  his 
in.''  rotation  from  a  reliable  gentleman,  who  slid 
In-  Knew  it  to  be  the  case,  and  he  thought  he 
might  be  within  the  sound  of  his  voice  tonight. 
The  reduction  of  toils  was  due  to  the  working- 
people,  the  poor  people  of  Kast  Boston  who  were 
obliged  to  pass  over  the  Ferry  every  day,  and  it 
was  only  aske.l  that  there  should  be  a' small  reduc- 
tion, which  would  be  a  great  help  to  those  who  had 
four  or  five  children,  ihe  capitalists  of  Bost"u 
were  benefited  by  the  labors  of  these  children, 
who  were  obliged  to  labor  eleven  or  tweive  hours 
a  day  and  pay  tolls  in  coming  from  aud  leturning 
to  their  hemes. 

this  lie  characterized  as  fie  most  outrageous 
thing  the  city  could  everbe  girlty  of  to  keep  this 
tax  on  citizens  of  Boston.  "He  was  absent  Ir  >m 
the  city  when  this  matter  came  before  the  com- 
mittee, bathe  understood  they  were  unanimously 
of  the  opinion  that  the  reduction  should  he  made. 
The  opposition  manifested  from  time  to  t  me  last 
spring,  dnd  at  the  hearing,  showed  that  procrasti- 
nation was  the  l.ver  by  which  they  hoped  to  de- 
leat  the  measure  Of  free  ferries.  It  was  not  on 
tue  merits  of  the  question  but  by  delay  that  they 
hoped  t  i  succeed  in  maiurirg  their  plans  for  its 
defeat,  which  was  the  main  point  in  view. 

Private  cam  uses  were  held  and  various  pro- 
jects were  got  no  to  defeat  the  measure,  and  U  all 
reports  wore  true  he  should  he  ashamed  t<>  say 
that  he  was  at  one  of  them.  He  was  not  surprised 
at  the  course  of  the  gentleman  from  Ward  6, 
whom  he  believed  to  be  a  loser  by  the  Miffoik 
Kailroad  Corporation,  ami  he  believed  sincerely 
that  it  hast  Boston  should  sink  he  would  out  be 
much  disappointed.  Everything  whicn  was  for 
the  benefit  n  East  Boston  was  fought  to  the  bit- 
ter end:  but  he  believed  that  it  was  no  more  for 
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the  interests  of  the  people  ot  East  Boston  than 
tor  the  interests  of  the  whole  city  that  this  meas- 
ure ahouM  pass. 

But  whether  voted  up  or  voted  down,  no  per- 
sonal feeling  would  allow  him  other  than  to  do 
bis  duty  to  other  wards.  In  this  he  was  not 
afraid  to  say  what  he  felt.  To  vote  for  this  would 
be  to  confer  a  benefit  upon  the  poor  and  laboring- 
classes,  for  which  the  Lord  would  bless  them.  He 
would  that  he  had  the  eloquence  of  Webstei,  that 
he  might  express  his  words  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  bring  about  this  desirable  result.  Be  trusted 
they  would  forego  opposition  and  give  this  small 
pi  tea  nee  to  the  people  of  East  Boston. 

Air.  Clatiu  of  Ward  4  advocated  the  leference,  be- 
lieving tiiat  a  call  would  lie  made  for  a  new  land- 
ing and  lor  removing  the  ferries,  which  woul  i  tie 
a  MithVii  ut  expense  fur  the  eity  to  provide  for. 

Mi  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  did  not  sup- 
pose  discussion  would  change  the  mind  of  any 
one.  but  be  hoped  the  motion  would  prevail.  It 
was  unfortunate  for  the  advocates  of  this  measure 
that  the  people  of  East  Boston  did  not  ask  for  it. 
By  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  it  ap- 
peared that  Alderman  Cowdin,  representing  in 
part  his  own  ward,  introduced  the  measure.  When 
motives  are  attributed  to  members  of  the  Council 
for  opposing  this  order,  it  would  not  be  kind  in 
him  to  artribiFe  motives  for  offering  it  just  before 
an  election.  He  did  not  believe  that  motives  were 
other  than  proper  and  honest,  and  he  was  never 
placed  in  a  position  where  he  was  afraid  of  having 
his  opinion  known. 

On  a  recent  occasion  in  gointr  out  of  the  Coun- 
cil chamber,  he  was  accosted  by  a  member  who 
said  to  In  in  that  he  got  beaten'.  He  considered 
such  a  remark  an  msult.  They  did  not  come  here 
to  carry  on  contests  for  success,  and  when  a  man 
acted  intelligently  and  honestly  it  was  not  for  an- 
other to  call  iu  question  his  motives.  There  had 
not  been  a  discussion  on  the  merits  of  free  ferries. 
Gentlemen  bad  talked  of  capital  being  arrayed 
against  labor.  If  capital  had  been  employed, 
most  of  it  had  been  on  the  Tiber  side  by  lawyers, 
and  $6  had  been  expended  lor  to  SI  against  free  fer- 
ries. 

Keferrina  to  the  hearing  on  free  ferries,  he  said 
there  were  those  whose  views  were  charged  by  it, 
and  it  was  believed  not  to  be  for  the  interests  of 
East  Boston  that  the  ferries  should  be  free  Tbe 
city,  having  made  the  purchase  of  the  ferries,  was 
bound  to  take  care  of  them  in  the  best  mannc  , 
and  wheu  so  taken  care  of  the  people  should  pay 
lor  it.  That  was  Che  best  course  for  tbe  present, 
as  a  matter  of  economy.  If  gentlemen  bring  in 
this  subject  on  all  occasions,  and  chip  off  from 
time  to  time  the  revenue,  there  will  be  danger  of 
chipping  too  close.  Thev  must  come  here  tor 
new  landings  and  new  boats  before  long,  and  he 
would  be  willing  lo  meet  them  in  the  most  gener- 
ous manner. 

The  only  safety  lor  East  Boston,  he  contended, 
was  in  standings  here  they  are,  and  that  was  his 
chief  motive  in  saving  anything.  His  figures,  he 
said,  differed  somewhat  from  those  of  the  genile- 
ruan  from  Ward  6.  They  were  that  the  cost  for  six 
months  amounted  to  $110,000,  which  lor  the  year, 
with  interest  ot  ,¥10,500,  would  make$23G,500.  The 
statement  of  Alderman  Gibson  was  that  the  re- 
ceipts would  amount  to  $  170,000.  leaving  an  in- 
debtedness of  166,500,  to  which  add  $50,000  for  the 
new  boat,  would  make  the  sum  of  $116,500  as  the 
loss  to  the  city  by  running  the  ferries  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Sir.  Brooks  defended  Alderman  Cowdin  from 
acting  iroin  interested  election  motives  by  the 
statement  that  he  had  been  twenty-one  yeai  s  in 
favor  of  running  the  femes  by  the  city.  The 
gentleman  from  Ward  11  claimed  the  rigbi  to  act 
tor  Ward  1,  and  to  know  what  tuey  needed  better 
than  their  own  representatives.  The  boats  he  said 
were  generally  in  a  good  couditiou,  and  nut  little 
would  be  required  for  repairs  for  five  years. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  claimed  for  the  opponents 
of  free  ferries  that  they  had  acted  in  a  straightfor- 
ward manner,  the  reduction  of  tolls  Dad  been 
called  a  small  pittance,  yet  the  small  pit- 
tance of  $275,000  paid  for  the  ferries,  was  large 
compared  with  the  taxes  paid  by  East  Boston. 
To  say  that  tbe  majority  were  actuated  by  inter- 
ested motives  was  an  outrageous  insult,  and  lie 
likened  tbe  friends  of  free  terries  to  the  Kuklux 
ot  tbe  Sot  th  in  being  unwilling  to  abide  by  the 
decision  of  the  Council  after  its  long  healing. 

Air.  Barnes  said  he  proposed  to  have  his  opinion 
as  well  as  to  allow  others  to  have  tbeirs.  In  his 
allusion  to  caucuses  to  oppose  free  ferries,  he  did 
not  refer  to  members  ot  the  Council,  but  to  out- 


side parties.  He  had  a  memoranduui  in  his  pock- 
et, which  he  had  carried  for  months,  which  was 
evidence  on  th-5  point,  that  corporations  and  capi- 
talists worked  against  free  ferries.  But  he  did  not 
sav  that  this  affected  the  members  of  this  body..  A 
gentleman  who  was  present,  at  one  ot  these  meet- 
ings stated  to  him  that,  as  the  result  of  their 
consultations,  it  was  designed  to  follow  up 
members  of  the  Council  who  were  in  doubt, 
and  if  they  could  not  be  induced  to  vote 
against  fiee  ferries  they  might  be  in- 
duced to  stay  away.  Certain  members  of 
the  Council  COuiQ  foi  a  consideration  be  placed  on 
tbe  sick-list,  and  a  physician's  certificate  be  bad 
if  necessan  .  He  did  not  stale  this  as  having  ref- 
erence to  measures  takeu  by  members  of  the 
Council,  but  by  persons  outside.  Corporate  pow- 
ers in  such  eases  designed  to  whip  out  the  inter- 
ests ol  the  masses. 

Air.  Smith  oi  Ward  1  referred  also  to  outside 
parties  as  influencing  the  action  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Hull  said  the  gentleman  from  Ward  1  looked 
to  him  as  though  he  was  tne  person  who  gave  the 
information  he  bad  spoken  of.  He  denied  in  toto 
anything  of  tbe  kind,  and  the  gentleman  must 
have  been  mistaken. 

Air.  BrooKS  oi  Ward  1  rose  for  information, 
whether  the  g<  otltinan  supposed  it  was  the  docu- 
ment which  was  read  which  his  colleague  said  he 
got  Imin  him.  fiie  genlleman  finm  Ward  4  bad  a 
call  for  a  meeting  in  his  hand  at  the  time  spoken 
of. 

Alt  hull  asked  if  if.  was  supposed  that  it  w;s  the 
memorandum  spoken  of  which  he  passed  to  tbe 
gentleman,  and  the  replv  i.eii'g  that  it  was  not,  he 
added  that  nothing  of  the  kinu  was  in  his  posses- 
sion, hut  he  had  circulars  given  to  him  for  meet- 
ings in  opposition  to  free  ferries. 

Air.  Barnes  said  it  was  not  the  memorandum 
which  he  bad  trom  the  gentleman  from  Ward  4; 
that  was  from  a  person  iiot  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which'  he  withdrew  for  tbe  explanation  by 
Mr.  Barnes,  when  the  motion  was  renewed  and 
carried. 

the  Chair  stated  the  question  to  be  on  the  pas- 
sage ot  die  order,  tbe  previous  question  having 
cue  off  the  reference  to  the  next  City  Council. 

Mr.  Smith  of  rVard  10  inquired  if  the  motion  was 
not  in  the  nature  of  an  amendment. 
The  Chair  ruled  that  it  was  not  so. 
Air.  Hud  inquired  if  it  could  not  be  moved  as  an 
amendment,  to  which  a  negative  was  given. 

Ah.  Webster  of  Ward  G  moved  a  reconsideration 
ot  the  vote  ordering  the  previous  question,  which 
the  Chair  ruled  not  in  or.er. 

The  question  was  again  stated,  in  answer  to  in- 
quiries, and  the  order  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  28 
veas  to  32  navs,  as  follows:

The  election  of  a  Director  of  the  East  Boston 
ferries,  in  place  of  E.  E.  Batchelder,  resigned,  was 
takeii  up.  when  Samuel  Hosea,  Jr  ,  was  chosen  in 
concurrence,  by  a  vote  of  0  to  2  for  John  A. 
Mowell. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
reported  in  favor  of  s-tabies,  as  follows:  Martin 
Fay,  to  build  a  wooden  stable  for  eighteen  horses 
on  lieed  street;  P.  A.  Cunningham,  to  keep  a  sta- 
ble iu  rear  of  523  Third  street;  Henry  Bailey,  to 
occupy  a  staole  for  one  horse  at  28  Everett  street; 
J.  W.  Holbrook,  to  locate  a  stable  for  one  horse  at 
No.  134  Porter  street;  Asa  Critchett,  to  erect  a  sta- 
ble on  Maverick  street;  also,  leave  to  withdraw 
on  petition  oi  Joshua  Benton  to  keep  a  stable  for 
two  horses  and  one  cow  rear  Ward  street,  and  of 
Jos.  Frye  to  build  a  stable  for  three  horses  on  El~ 
lery  and  Dorchester  streets.    Severally  accepted. 

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
who  were  authorized  to  advertise  for  proposals  for 
the  removal  of  night-soil  from  all  dwellings, 
stores,  etc.,  m  the  sixteen  wards  of  the  city,  made 
a  report, '•ecom mending  tlw  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying order:

Alderman    Gibson,    from    the   Joint   Standing 


Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  made  a  report  as 
follows;  That  the  floor  of  Hook  and  Ladder  House 
No.  3  is  in  a  decayed  condition,  so  much  so  a«  to 
require  a  new  floor.  They  have  procured  esti- 
mates for  newly  flooring  tbe  same,  and  find  the 
expense  wonid  be  $1400.

BRANCH   LIBRARY  ACCOMMODATIONS,   SOUTH    BOS- 
TON. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Plumer,  the  report  and 
order  to  secure  rooms  iu  south  Boston  Savings 
Bank  Building  on  Broadway,  at  an  annual  rent  of 
$1950,  for  three  years,  for  purposes  ot  a  branch 
library,  were  taken  from  the  tattle. 

Aldermen  Plumer  said  the  order  was  laid  over 
at  his  request,  since  which  time  he  had  made  such 
inquiries  as  bad  satisfied  him  that  it  should  pass. 

Alderman  Gibson  was  of  opinion  that  the  sum 
named  was  a  very  large  rent,  particularly  as  com- 
pared with  rooms  at  the  corner  of  State  and  Kiihy 
streets,  for  which  no  tenant  could  be  had  at  $2200. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  had  the  same  feeling 
that  it  was  a  high  rent,  before  making  an  inquiry. 
This  building  was  just  at  the  point  to  make  it  ac- 
cessible to  the  people  of  South  Boston;  it  was  a 
fine  building,  put  up  at  a  cost  of  $90,000,  and  tbe 
second  story  would  be  nearly  all  occupied  by  the 
library.  Taking  the  accommodations  with  the 
location,  the  rent  after  all  was  not  exorbitant.  It 
would  hardly  be  just  to  place  this  and  State  street 
in  the  same  category,  for  just  now  in  State  street 
there  is  a  plethora  of  office  room,  while  such  ac- 
commodations as  are  required  are  rare  at  South 
Boston ;  this  is  just  the  point  which  is  needed,  and 
this  is  as  well  as  we  can  do. 

Alderman  Kicker  stated  that  the  sum  seemed 
large  to  the  committee,  but  on  looking  the  ground 
over  it  appeared  to  be  the  best  thing  to  be  done. 
It  might  be  but  a  short  time  before  the  city  would 
put  up  a  suitable  building,  tor.it  was  believed  the 
city  should  own  the  buildings  for  its  libraries. 
The  trustees  were  in  favor  of  this  location,  and 
they  had  determined  tiat  South  Boston  should  "be 
the  next  place  for  a  branch  library,  so  that  the 
committee  could  not  see  that  they  could  do  any 
better  than  to  secure  these  accommodations.    The 
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order  limits  the  sum  to  be  paid,  and  they  may  se- 
cure it  at  a  less  price. 

Alderman  Gibson  was  (inite  certain  that  it  could 
be  had  for  a  less  sum.     Broadway  was  not  np  to 

State  stieet.  All  that  was  required  was  a  good, 
substantial  brick  building,  without  ornament,  and 
lie  should  consider  $1950  as  a  large  price  for  the 
tirst  floor.  Nothing  would  be  lost  by  delay,  and 
he  believed  we  should  have  rooms  at  a  fair  rent 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  disposed  to  be  lib- 
er, il  in  such  matters,  but  this  was  but  an  experi- 
ment, and  we  may  find  that  branch  libraries  are 
not  important  enough  to  have  a  location  perma- 
nent. The  rent  appeared  to  be  quite  severe,  and 
it  may  cost  several  thousands  of  dollars  to  tit  up 
the  room.  If  the  owners  will  tit  it  up  in  good 
shape  and  lease  it  for  two  or  three  years,  it  m>y  be 
a  good  bargain. 

Alderman  Kicker  stated  that  the  understanding 
was  that  the  room  was  to  be  fitted  up  all  but  the 
rases  for  bonks,  which  could  be  easilv  moved, 
and  would  he  the  properly  of  the  city.  The  mat- 
ter was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  by  the 
order,  and  was  not  imperative. 

Aldeiman  ('inter  inquired  how  much  it  would 
cost  to  tit  up  the  place. 

Alderman  Kicker  replied  that  it  would  be  fitted 
up  suitable  lor  the  reception  of  library  furniture 
by  tb"  proprietors,  and  the  cases,  the  property  of 
the  city,  could  be  removed  a,t  any  time. 

Alderman  Cutter  believed  this  would  be  a  high 
rent  for  a  bare  room,  as  high  again  as  it  ought  to 
be,  when  it  is  to  be  fitted  up  by  the  city. 

Aide-man  I'lumer  statei  that  the  room  was  95 
by  25  leet,  containing  a  space  of  about  2400  feet. 


Considering  that  we  are  to  take  into  accouDt  the 
necessity  of  the  occasion,  it  is  admirably  adapted 
for  the  purpose  and  in  its  location.  In  the  estab- 
lishment of  branches  at  South  Boston  and  Box- 
bury  we  must  be  governed  in  finding.just  the  olace, 
and  in  this  respect  he  did  not  think  the  rent  was 
exorbitant. 

Alderman  Gibson  thought  there  was  no  neces- 
sity for  haste  in  this  matter,  for  the  South  Boston 
cars  go  by  the  Public  Library.  There  has  been  a 
call  lor  a  waidroom  in  South  Boston,  and  the 
second  storv  of  a  building  for  a  wardroom  might 
answer  well  for  the  library 

Aldeiman  Kicker  stated  that  they  have  a  pood 
wardroom  at  South  BostOD,  and  all  the  other 
spare  rooms  are  needed  for  schools,  provision  for 
which  could  not  be  made  so  fast  as  they  are  re- 
quired. The  trustees  of  the  library  looked  at  th.s 
room  and  believed  it  to  be  the'  most  suitable 
place.  Besides  the  large  room  (95  by  25)  there  is 
another  room  suitable  for  a  workroom  ana  office. 
The  urgency  of  the  matter  is  this,  that  the  propri- 
etors of  the  building  are  waiting  for  a  decision  in 
relation  to  it,  for  should  it  not  be  wanted  they 
wi'h  to  divide  it  up  into  small  rooms  for  offices. 

Alderman  Pope  believed  the  lent  to  be  high, 
equal  to  an  interest  on  ¥30,000.  He  moved  to 
amend  by  giving  the  committee  authority  to  hire 
the  room,  '"if  they  think  it  expedient  so  to  do." 

Alderman  Kicker  did  not  object  to  the  amend- 
ment, but  believed  the  committer  should  deter- 
mine the  matter  as  soou  as  possible. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  order  was 
passed.

Ald°rui:in  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
to  whom  \v,i>  recommitted  the  petition  of  Messrs. 
>.'.  Ward  &  '  .'■>.  for  permission  to  erect  a  stable  ana 
other  buildings  upon  their  wharf  at  <  ity  Point, 
Sotitn  Boston,  ana  to  enlarge  their  buildings  upon 
Spectacle  Island — said  wharf,  in  addition  to  the 
use  now  made  of  it,  to  tie  used  as  a  shipment  of 
the  nones,  etc.,  now  rendered  in  Ward  street, 
\\  ard  14— made  a  report  as  follows: 

lh.it  the  State  Board  of  Health  having  ordered 
Messrs.  VV'ard  &  Co.  to  discontinue  their  business 
in  Ward  street,  it  becomes  Deeessary  for  them 
either  to  discontinue  that  portion  of  their  busi- 
ness, or  seek  accommodations  elsewhere,  fhe 
committee  le«>l  that  the  public  health  impera- 
tively demands  that  the  business  now  carried  on 
bv  them  shall  be  continued,  either  by  s.tid  firm 
or  by  other  p  rties. 

Alter  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  the 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  spectacle  Isl- 
and, being  surrounded  by  deep  water,  and  being- 
two  miles  or  more  distant  from  the  mini  land,  is  a 
proper  place  for  such  business,  and  that  with 
proper  building*  and  with  the  improved  appli- 
ances and  due  care,  can  he  used  foi  said  purposes 
without  in  any  degree  being'  detrimental  to  the 
health  or  comfort  of  any  portion  of  our  city. 

The  wharf  now  used  by  Messrs.  Ward  &  Co..  at 
South  Huston,  the  committee  do  not  deem  a  proper 
place  for  a  depot  to  lie  used  for  transshipment.  Be- 
ing located  at  the  extreme  point  in  South  Boston, 
everything  collected  is  required  to  be  conveyed  by 
teams  through  the  entire  length  of  a  thickly  set- 
tled .and  rapidly  growing  portion  of  our  city  and 
is  the  cause  of  "just  complaint;  and  as  the  wharf 
is  lsot  available  lor  shipment  at  less  than  half  tide, 
much  unnecessary  delay  is  caused.  The  commit- 
tee would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  orders: 

Ordered,  That  leave  to  withdraw  be  granted  on 
so  much  of  the  petition  of  Messrs.  N.  Ward  &  Co. 
as  relates  to  the  erection  of  buildings  on  their 
wharf  at,  City  Point,  South  Boston  ;  and  that  the 
use  of  said  wharf  be  discontinued  as  a  place  of 
shipment  of  the  material  collected  by  them  for 
the  purpose  of  rendjring,  from  and  after  the  1st 
day  of  January,  1872. 

Urdeied,  That  Spectacle  Island  in  Boston  Har- 
bor be  and  the  same  is  hereby  assigned  as  a  place 
for  rendering  nones,  etc.,  by  N.  Ward  &  Co.,  in 
addition  to  the  business  now  carried  on  by  them 
on  said  island  ;  provided  'said  Ward  &  Co.  shall 
procure  and  use  on  said  island  in  their  business 
the  most  approved  appliances  for  the  same,  and 
sh  ill  discontinue  the  use  of  their  wharf  at  City 
Point  as  a  place  of  shipment  for  the  material  col- 
lected by  them. 

The  report  was  acccepted,  and  the  orders  were 
severally  passed. 

REQUEST    FOR  A    FURTHER    APPROPRIATION    FOR 
SEWERS. 

Alderman  Pope  submitted  in  print  the  following 
communication : 

The  Committee  on  Sewers  respectfully  request 
an  additional  appropriation  of  eighteen  thousand 
dollars,  to  enable  them  to  finish  work  already 
begun   or  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Of  the  original  appropriation  of  $100,000,  there 
remains  unexpended  about  .$7000. 

To  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  Board,  and  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  department  to  May  1. 
1872,  will  require  about  §25,000,  or  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $18,000. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

LOCATION  OF  A  NEW  COURT  HOUSE. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, to  whom  were  referred  the  various  petitions 
and  remonstrance  in  relation  to  the  location  of  a 
new  Court  House,  made  a  report  in  print. 

The  committee  make  some  historical  statements 
relating  to  the  present  Court  House,  erected  in 
1831-1830,  am)  enlarged  in  1850,  making  the  present 
ground  area  12,000  square  feet,  with  remarks  upon 
plans  of   furnishing  additional   accommodations 


bv  removing  police  courts  to  the  jail-yard,  which 
have  been  twice  tried  and  twice  failed. 

i'he  business  of  the  Municipal  Court,  for  crimi- 
nal business  has  nearly  trebled  since  1853,  and  the 
removal  being  objected  to  then  is  believed  to  be 
much  more  objeetionanle  now;  besides  which 
there  are  other  reasons  Sha""  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness which  might  be  snven.  The  wants  of  the 
Probate  Courts  and  Registry  of  Deeds  are  also  re- 
marked upon;  and  while  it  is  admitted  by  every 
one  that  the  present  accommodations  of  the  Court 
House  are  inadequate  and  unsuitable,  and  various 
expedients  h  tve  been  resorted  to  without  satis- 
factory result^,  they  believe  that  to  Jeliy  action 
longer  would  be  discreditable  to  the  city. 

In  consequence  of  the  adoption  of  an  order  by 
the  City  Council  in  1807,  toe  Legislature  passed 
an  act  authorizing  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  take 
land  for  a  Court  house. 

i'he  committee  state  that  the  public  hearings 
given  by  them  on  the  subject  of  a  new  location  for 
the  Court  House,  while  they  developed  a  variety 
of  views,  showed  that  those  principally  interested 
would  be  satisfied  with  eiiher  of  two  or  three 
places  which  were  suggested,  the  several  loca- 
tions proposed  by  members  of  the  bar  and  others 
were : 

1st.    The  northerly  end  of  Pemberton  square. 

2d.     The  westerly  side  of  Pemberton  square. 

3d.  The  square  bounded  by  Mount  Vernon.  Tem- 
ple, Dene  and  H  tncock  streets,  and  embracing 
the  Beacon-Hill  Reservoir. 

4th.  Beacon  street  from  the  Athenteum  Build- 
ing to  Park  street. 

5th.    School  street,  opposite  City  Hall. 

6th.  The  corner  of  Somerset  street  and  Ashbur- 
ton  place. 

7th.  Htilfinch  street,  in  rerr  of  the  Revere 
House. 

8th.  Tremont  street,  between  King's  Chapel 
and  the  .Museum  Building. 

tub.    Near  Newton  street,  at  the  South  End. 

in  relation  to  the  site  on  the  northerly  end  of 
Pemberton  square,  extending  to  Howard  street,  to 
which  public  attention  has  been  particularly  di- 
rected, the  difference  in  giade  wou'd  be  twenty 
feet,  and  set  back  from  Howard  street,  the  base- 
ment would  be  mainly  under  ground;  and  this 
wauld  be  objectionable  from  want  of  light  and 
air.  so  much  'complained  of  at  present.  With  the 
criminal  courts  oh  Howard  street,  an  increase  of 
travel  would  be  drawn  to  chat  street,  making  it 
necessary  to  widen  it;  besides  which  tee  space  al- 
lowed for  showing  the  front  on  Pemberton  square 
would  leave  a  large  portion  of  the  facade  hidden 
from  view  by  buildings  on  either  side.  Tre  as- 
sessors' valuation  of  46,901  square  feet  of  land,  and 
the  buildings  thereon,  amounts  to  $498,0U0.  The 
actual  vaiue  is,  of  course,  much  larger. 

The  proposed  locatiou  on  the  westerly  sidt  of 
the  square  is  particularly  objectionable  for  the 
reason  tint  the  foundation  of  the  lr®ut,  which 
would  of  necessity  face  the  square,  would  be 
twenty  or  twenty-live  feet  lower  than  the  rear 
Somerset  street  would  not  be  a  convenient  place 
tor  receiving  and  discharging  prisoners,  and  it 
would  be  difficult  to  make  a  satisfactory  arrange- 
ment for  the  criminal  courts,  and  the  temporary 
detentiou  of  prisoners,  in  a  building  erected  on 
this  site.  The  assessors'  valuation  ot  34,550  square 
feet  of  land  in  this  place,  with  the  buildings 
thereon,  amounts  to  $557,000. 

In  regard  to  the  location  proposad  on  Beacon 
street,  at  the  corner  of  Park  street,  it  is  sufficient 
to  say,  that  there  is  not  enough  land  for  the  pur- 
pose, unless  the  building  is  placed  directly  on  the 
streets,  on  which  there  is  a  great  deal  ot  travel; 
and  that  the  site  would  be  very  expensive. 

The  only  objection  that  can  be  urged  against  the 
location  opposite  the  City  Hall  is  the  expense.  On 
account  of  the  narrowness  of  School  and  Brom- 
neld  streets,  and  the  present  crowded  condition  ot 
the  buildings,  it  would  he  necessary  to  take  a 
larger  quantity  of  laud  than  would  be  covered  by 
the  building,  in  order  to  give  space  tor  light  and 
air.  The  assessors'  valuation  of  the  lands  and 
buildings  between  the  two  streets,  with  a  front  of 
about  200  feet  on  each  street  (embracing  an  area 
of  about  03,000  square  feet),  amounts  to  $1,192,000. 

The  committee  next  consider  the  reservoir  lot, 
and  from  the  use,  qf  the  stand-pipe  in  Roxhury 
they  believe  there  is  no  probability  of  the  reser- 
voir ever  being  required  tor  use  again.  The  area, 
covered  by  the  reservoir  contains  over  38,000 
square  feet.  It  is  proposed  to  take  the  estates  on 
Mount  Vernon  street,  between  Temple  and   Han- 
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cock  streets,  which  contain  about  25,000  square 
feet,  and  tln.s  give  the  city  control  of  the  whole 
square,  containing  about  64,J0Q  square  feet.  This 
will  give  sufficient  room  for  the  erection  of  a 
building  which  will  accommodate  all  the  courts, 
the  law  library,  the  probate  offices,  the  Registry 
of  Deed",  and  other  offices  connected  with  the 
courts,  for  a  cily  of  any  size,  1  he  assessors'  valu- 
ation it  the  estates  on  .Mount  Vernon  street  is 
$227,000.  The  estimated  value  of  the  reservoir  lot 
is  .>I75,000,  making  the  total  value  of  the  sice 
about  > 400,000. 

I  he  heavy  granite  blocks  of  which  the  reservoir 
is  constructed  <  an  be  worked  over  and  used  u> 
good. advantage  ill  building  the  foundations  and 
iiaseineut  story  of  the  Court  Mouse.  It  sold  lor 
removal,  this  mater  al  would  be  of  comparatively 
htue  value.  The  distance  Horn  the  City  Hail  to 
the  centre  of  this  lot  is  .just  a  quarter  of  a  mile; 
(coin  Pemberton  square,  ny  way  of  somerset  street 
and  Aslinurton  place,  il  is  only  alu  lit  one  thousand 
teet.  ihe  distance  for  the  conveyance  of  pris  mers 
between  the  Court  House  and  the  iail  would  be 
reduced  nearly  one-half.  The  grade  from  Cam- 
bridge street,  through  Hancock  or  Temple  streets, 
to  Derne  street,  is  easy.  It  is  only  on  the  westerly 
and  northwesterly  sides  of  the  hi'l  that  the  grade 
is  steep:  from  all  other  points  the  place  is  accessi- 
ble and  convenient.  There  is  no  dinger  to  he  ap- 
nrehended  trom  the  noise  of  travel  in  the  sur- 
rounding sTeeis.  There  will  lea  considerable 
space  between  the  building  and  the  streets:  anil 
there  is  no  heavy  travel,  anil  never  likely  to  be 
any,  through  these  streets,  as  none  of  them  aie 
regular  thoroughfares. 

The  committee  iu  conclusion  express  the  belief 
•  bat  tins  site  possesses  more  advantages  than  any 
of  the  other  places  named.  While  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  a  site  can  be  selected  which  will 
give  universal  satisfaction,  this  they  believe  will 
bear  the  test  of  criticism,  and  will  be  entirely  sat- 
isfactory to  the  judges,  the  officers  of  the  eouit-i, 
and  most  of  the  members  of  the  bar.  Appended 
to  the  report  ai  9  descriptions  of  the  several  estates 
pi-"iiosed  to  be  taken,  under  the  act  of  18U7.

Alderman  Plumer  offered  the  following  pet> 
th  m  and  order : 

The  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company  re- 
spectfully request  the  pri-'ilcge  of  erecting  a 
Ireight  house  on  Marginal  street,  East  Bostou,  150 
feet  in  length  and  40  teet  in  width,  connected  wirh 
their  present  slated  building  in  said  street,  with- 
out a  brick  partiion  wall,  or  at  either  end  of  said 
building. 

Ihe  said  new  freight-house  is  to  lie  only  thirteen 
feet  high  on  the  sides,  the  waits  to  he  covered 
throughout  with  corrugated  iron  and  the  roof  with 
slate,  and  is  separated  by  a  side  street  from  any 
other  buildings  belonging  to  other  parties,  ;ind  is 
remote  from  other  buildings  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany . 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
Company  be  and  are  hereby  permitted  to  erect  a 
freight-house  on  Marginal  street.  East  Boston, 
150  leet  in  length  and  40  feet  in  width,  End  13  feet 
iu  height  on  the  sides,  connected  with  their  pres- 
ent stated  building  in  said  street,  without  a  brick 
)  arty-wall  or  a  biicK  wall  at  either  (nd  of  said 
building;  the  walls  of  said  house  to  he  covered 
throughout  with  corrugated  iron  and  the  roof 
with  slate. 

Aldeiman  Plumer  stated  thai  the  erection  of 
this  building  was  commenced  some  time  since, 
before  the  acceptance  of  the  act  relating  to  wooden 
buildings,  and  ibey  had  been  notified  to  desist  in 
its  erection  by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  Tbe 
building  was  to  be  fireproof,  near  no  property  ex- 
cept their  own,  and  tbe  Inspector  made  no  objec- 
tion except  on  account  of  the  ordinance.  Tbe  rep- 
resentations of  the  superintendent  of  the  road 
that  the  building  would  tie  fireproof  were  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Inspector,  woo  said  he  had  no  authori- 
ty but  from  this  Board  to  allow  the  completion  of 
the  building. 

The  order  was  passed. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce. 

Ordered,  ihatthe  Board  establish  the  grade  of 
Newhall  street.  Pierce  avenue,  and  Plain  street, 
as  shown  on  a  plan  and  profile  drawn  by  the  City- 
surveyor,  dated  Nov.  7,1871,  and  deposited  in  the 
office  of  said  City  Surveyi  r. 

Oi tiered,  That  the  street  extending  from  Wash- 
ington street  to  Shawmut,  heretofore  known  as 
Carney  place,  be  hereafter  called  and  known  as 


Waterford  street;  and  that  the  Superintendent  of 
hi  reels  be  directed  to  place  street  signs  uuoii  and 
number  said  street. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins, 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  branding  Committee  on 
Public  Buildings  oe  authorized  to  expend  the  sum 
of  9600,  in  addition  to  the  $3000  already  appropri- 
ated lor  evening  schools,  for  gas-tixtuies  in  even- 
ing drawing-school,  Appleton  street;  the  same  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  lor  Schoolhouses, 
Public  Buildings. 

On  morion  of  <*ltlerman  Cowdin, 

ordered,  That  mere  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Company  A,  Second  Battalion  of  Infantry,  M.  V. 
If.,  the  sum  of  $250  foi  repair*  of  aimory  iu  North 
Russell  street;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  ap- 
propriation for  Armories. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  be 
requested  to  report  upon  the  expediency  of  alter- 
ing cr  repealing  the  present  statutes  relating  to 
the  construction  of  sidewalks  in  this  city  at  the 
expense  of  the  abutting  estates. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer  for  extra  cleik  hire,  on  account  of 
the  collection  of  the  Bank  tax,  under  the  provis- 
ions of  chapter  390  of  the  acts,  of  the  year  1871.  a 
sum  not  exceeding  §2000;  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  salaries. 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  anil  paid  to  the 
City  Treasurer  for  extra  cierk  hire,  on  account  of 
the  collection  of  taxes  during  the  present  year,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $2500— said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropiiation  for  salaries. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Little, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Countv  Ac- 
counts be  authorized  to  make  such  arrangements 
wi^h  the  Register  of  Deeds  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient for  the  preparation  of  the  e'a-sified  indices 
to  the  Suffolk  deeds  for  the  year  1872,  and  also  an 
index  to  the  sales  of  real  es.are.  and  to  the  plans 
hied  in  the  Registry  during  thai  time;  the  ex- 
pense to  he  charged  to  the  appropriation  lor  the 
County  of  Suffolk. 

Orders  were  also  passed  for  abatement  of  nui- 
sances on  Fourth  a nn  Silver  streets,  and  for  the 
collection  of  assessments  for  abatement  of  nui- 
sances on  Ash  street. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  Messr*.  Manuel  &  Haynes,  con- 
tractors for  rilling  Suffolk  street  District  with 
earth  or  gravel,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  Jay  down  a  railway  track  across  Pleasant  street, 
at  or  near  Kirkland  street ;  provided  saia  track 
shall  be  laid  down  in  good  and  workmanlike  man- 
ner lo  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Suffolk  srrpet  District,  and  the  pavement  between 
the  rails  and  three  teet  outside  theie<T  kept  in 
good  and  safe  condition  for  public  travel;  and 
provided,  that  said  contractors  shall  take  such  pre- 
cautions as  the  Committee  on  the  Suffolk  s'reet 
District  may  direct,  to  prevent  injury  to  persons 
or  property  from  the  engines  or  cars  running  on 
said  track,  and  shall  give  a  bond  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Solicitor  to  save  the  city  harmless  from  all 
claims  on  account  of  injuries  to  persons  or  prop- 
erty from  said  track,  engines  or  cars;  and  pro- 
vided said  contractors  shall  remove  said  track 
when  oidered  so  to  ao  by  said  committee,  and 
place  said  street  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  in 
betore  said  track  was  laid  down.

Ou  motion  of  Aldeiman  Jenkins,  orders  to  pay 
J.  Milion  Roberts  $4005 for  land  and  daunges  in 
the  widening  ot  Federal  street;  heirs  of  Samuel 
Guild  $585,  and  James  Guild  $1896  45  for  land  dam- 
ages in  the  laying  out  and  wideniug  of  Circuit 
street;  G.  W. 'smith  $2785  50  for  Stoughton-street 
land  damages;  Marcus  41  Whipple  $270 15,  lor 
land  taken  in  the  name  of  Win.  Jess.;  and  heirs  of 
i\.  W.  Appleton  $1485  70  for  Pleasant-street  laud 
damages;  heirs  of  Geo.  C.  Teacher  $5576  40,  War- 
ren Cobb  $220  50,  and  John  A.  .McCarthy  $101%  sev- 
erally for  stoughton-street  land  damages;  Edward 
Melvechnie  $1306,  for  Stoughtou  and  Pleasaut 
street  land  damages. 

EXTENSION  OF  BACK  BAY  AVENUES. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins,  City  Docu- 
ment 83,  being  a  substitute  for  the  original  order 
(Document  80)  for  extension  of  Back  Bay  avenues, 
and  authorizing  a  contract  with  N.  C.  Munson  for 
grading  and  tilling  said  avenues  ou  certain  con- 
ditions therein  sec  forth,  was  taken  from  the  table 
and  considered. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  did  not  know  that 
any  objection  would  be  made  to  the  passage  of  the 
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order.  He  was  in  liopes  that  arrangements  could 
be  made  to  carry  out  these  projects  at  a 
less  expense  than  was  reported,  but  it  was  not 
found  possible  to  do  so.  There  could  be  no  doubt 
of  the  necessity  tor  the  extension  of  West  Chester 
park,  as  wouid  appear  to  any  «  ne  who  would  look 
on  the  map  of  the  ciry,, in  order  that  there  should 
be  access  to  the  Milldam  Horn  that  section  of  the 
city. 

As  a  grand  improvement,. it  could  not  be  ex- 
pected that  any  corporation  or  Mr.  Munson  would 
lay  oat  streets  of  the  width  proposed,  or  eveo  chat 
of  West  Chester  park.  In  the  proposed  laying 
out,  it  was  not  designed  to  pay  for  the  work  be- 
fore it  shall  he  completed.  He  had  nothing  lur- 
ther  to  say  than  to  hope  that  the  order  would 
pass.. 

10  9ii  inquiry  of  Alderman  Cutter,  how  much 
tne  bridges  across  the  lailroads  would  cost,  he  re- 
plied that  three  tirs. -class  biidges  would  cost  $'50,- 
000  apiece. 

Alderman  Cutter  was  of  opinion  that  the  wants 
and  necessities  ol  the  city  do  uot  require  these  im- 
provements at  the  present  time,  and  they  shoul 1 
pause  before  voting  what  must  amount  to  an  ex- 
pense of  half  a  million  dollars,  for  the  interests  of 
speculation  rather  than  for  the  public  good.  The 
time  may  come  when  tiie^e  improvements  will  be 
required,  but  that  was  not  now,  and  it  was  bad  judg- 
ment in  his  view  to  borrow  so  much  money  for  this 
purpose; 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  no  money  would 
be  required  for  a  year  or  two,  before  which  time 
the  ciry  would  be  benefited  by  the  proposed  im- 
provements. The  city  would  receive  an  indirect 
benefit  from  them  as  soon  as  the  work  was  done. 
No  gentleman  could  question  the  necessity  for  the 
exteusiou  of  West  Chester  park.  He  had  never 
made  any  special  claim  for  Ward  H,  while  south 
Boston,  East  Boston,  Ward  6  and  other  localities 
bad  callQu  for  improvements,  it  could  be  claimed 
that  the  pi  ople  of  that  section  needed  an  ave"ue 
to  Beacon  street,  and  this  was  an  economical 
measure.  The  parties  propose  to  give  land,  build 
avenues,  grade  the  streets  to  the  height  of  grade 
eighteen,  and  he  believed  it  would  be  the  best 
policy  to  adopt  the  order. 

Alderman  Cowdin  urged  that  this  was  one  of 
the  great  needed  improvements  of  the  city,  to 
give  facilities  to  the  people  of  the  South  End  to 
reach  the  Milldatu  aud  Cambridge,  the  people  of 
that  city  proposing  to  ask  the  Legislature  for  au- 
thority to  construct  a  new  avenue  to  the  iiilldam. 
The  lands  on  the  Back  Bav  were  fast  rising  in  val- 
ue, as  he  knew  of  au  instance  of  land  ou  I'aiker 
street  ottered  for  12>£  cents  a  foot  four  years  since, 
which  was  now  worth  50  cents,  and  by  this  im- 
provement land  worth  but  SI  50  wouid  be  ad- 
vanced to  $3. 

Che  laud  on  this  route  will  be  built  upon,  since 
the  rich  people  are  pushing  west  rather  than  in 
any  other  direction,  and  even  Brookline  will  be 
annexed  to  Boston,  notwithstanding  the  passing 
of  votes  instructing  cheir  Ke;Tesentatives  to  vote 
against  it.  In  his  opinion  the  whole  territory 
within  a  radius  of  eight  miles  of  Boston  would  be 
annexed  within  ten  years.  While  the  land  is  now 
low  in  price  the  owners  are  willing  to  give  it.  but 
before  many  years  this  land  will  yield  a  large 
amount  in  taxes.  Under  the  order  no  money  would 
be  required  before  the  streets  are  made,  and  au- 
thority only  is  given  to  make  a  contract.  By  this 
improvement  the  city  will  grow  more  rapidly  by 
the  iji'ivileges  now  used. 

Alderman  Pope  said  he  should  be  in  favor  of 
paying  lor  the  additional  filling  of  the  fiats  to 
make  the  required  width  of  Westchester  park, 
which  would  cost  about  §130,000^  He  did  not  doubt 
that  West  Chester  park  would  be  til'ed,  and  some 
day  at  no  expeuse  to  the  city.  If  we  now  pay  for 
the  rilling  of  these  stieets.  tie  would  like  to  know 
whether  we  should  not  be  obliged  to  pay  for  all 
the  cross  streets  laid  out  on  the  Back  Bay.  The 
State  had  paid  all  the  expense  of  laying  out  streets 
on  its  land,  and  the  Water  Bower  Company  bad 
required  but  a  little  expense  for  streets.  The 
streets  between  the  railroads  are  not  of  so  much 
importance  as  those  already  laid  out,  which  have 
cost  us  but  little. 

The  order  was  passed,,  by  a  vote  of  9  yeas  to 
3  r.ays,  as  follows:.

NEW  LUNATIC  HOSPITAL. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Talbot,  the  majority  and 
minority  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Public  In- 


stitutions on  the  plans  of  tne  new  Hospital  foi  the 
Insane,  printed  Citv  Document,  No.  64,  1871;  and 
the  amendment  to  substitute  the  order  that  the 
amended  plaus  and  estimates  for  a  new  Hospital 
tor  the  Insane,  prepared  by  Nathaniel  J.  Bradlee, 
and  submitted  to  the  City  Council  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  Publi''  Institutioi  s,  iu  a  communi- 
cation dated  June  12,  ISO'S,  be  and  tne  same  are 
hereby  approved,  were  raken  from  the  table  and 
considered. 

Alderman  Talbot  ■stated  that  this  subject  had 
been  delayed  from  the  absence  of  members  of  the 
Board,  but  there  was  a  great  necessity  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  hospi  al  for  the  insane.  The 
fact  could  not  be  new  to  any  one.  The  Board  of 
Directors,  with  one  exception,  were  unanimous  in 
their  opinion  that,  the  plans  which  had  been  rec- 
ommended by  them,  and  which  had  heen  approved 
by  the  other  branch,  should  pass.  Without  saying 
anything  further,  he  hoped  the  orders  would  be 
passed. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  with  reference  to  the  plans 
proposer',  said  they  contemplated  a  monster  I  uild- 
mg,  equal  to  the  necessities  of  the  city  for  the 
next  fifty  years,  so  great  was  the  importance  ot 
the  subjeit  that  lie  wished  that  the  citizens  of 
Boston  could  express  their  opinions  in  relation  to 
it.  It  was  not  strange  that  men  who  visit  the  site  at 
Wmthrop  in  the  summer  favor  it,  for  they  consid- 
ered it  a  pretty  good  place  at  that  season  of  the 
year. 

The  committee,  in  their  estimates  of  the  cost, 
did  not  consider  the  question  of  furnishing  and 
grading.  They  had  tried  to  feel  that  this  was  the 
best  ulace  lor  a  hospital ;  but  in  spite  of  their  feel- 
ings," and  with  the  highest  regard  for  the  opinions 
of  the  Directors,  whom  tbey  much  respected  for 
their  services  and  experience,  they  could  no;  agree 
with  them  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  place ;  neither  in 
the  plans,  which  they  believed  should  he  less  ex- 
pensive. The  committee  were  satisfied  that  this 
was  not  the  best  location,  nor  the  plans  the  best 
adapted  for  the  purpose.  Should  these  plans  be 
adopted,  he  Vielieved  it  would  be  the  greatest  mis- 
take of  the  City  Government  the  present  year. 

Alderman  Jenkins  referred  to  many  interviews 
with  Dr.  Liemis  of  the  Worcester  Hospital,  and  to 
the  successful  operation  of  the  cottage  system  so 
far  as  it  had  been  tried.  An  old  friend  of  his  who 
had  had  the  care  of  many  insane,  said  tj  hiin  it 
alwavs  appeared  to  be  like  taking  them  to  prison 
when  they  were  shut  up  in  one  of  these  large  hos- 
pitals. When  so  many  physicians  signed  remon- 
strances, and  others  were  ready  to,  against  the  lo- 
cation of  (he  hospital  at  Winthrop,  it  was  plainly 
not  the  place  for  a  hospital.  He  agreed  with  those 
gentlemen  who  had  remonstrated,  th  it  it  was  not 
the  proper  place,  and  he  hoped  some  plan  would 
be  adopted  by  which  the  insane  would  not  be  sent 
to  that  bleaksbore. 

For  such  reasons  the  committee  reported  in 
favor  of  petitioning:  the  (ieneral  Court  for  the 
erection  of  another  State  hospital,  and  he  believed 
that  the  Representatives  of  Massachusetts,  while 
Boston  paid  one-third  of  the  State  tax,  would  fair- 
ly consider  the  application.  It  had  been  said  that 
the  opponents  of  this  measure  of  a  hospital  at 
Winthrop  were  shirking  tax-pavers,  but  he  believ- 
ed that  many  of  that  class  so  stigmatized  paid 
their  taxes  as  promptly  and  fafrly  as  others.  Six 
members  of  the  committee  recommended  this  ap- 
plication to  the  Legislature,  and  he  hoped  that 
such  an  application  would  be  made. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  he  would  indorse  the  re- 
marks of  the  Alderman  that  the  location  at  Win- 
throp was  beautiful.  The  insane  need  good  air, 
and  here  it  can  he  had  pure,  and  such  a  locality 
should  he  sought.  Here  also  were  seclusion  and 
quiet,  which  were  required.  There  seemed  to  be  a 
prejudice  against  this  locality  and  to  the  plans  of 
the  Directors— for  what  reason  he  did  not  know, 
unless  it  was  because  they  had  shown  so  much 
energy,  and  it  was  thought  necessary  to  oppose 
them  on  that  account. 

The  location  had  been  purchased  and  paid  lor, 
and  thev  could  not  get  another  spot  so  cheap.  He 
did  not  object  to  the  locality  because  it  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Kast  Boston,  for  the  flavor  was 
just  as  well  even  though  it  be  in  that  direction. 
The  City  Government  was  to  blame  for  Keeping 
the  insane  in  the  narrow  pen  which  they  occupy, 
and  it  was  suicidal  to  coutinue  that  policy  any 
longer.  It  might  be  that  objection  was  made  to 
the~cost  of  the  building,  and  it  struck  him  at  first 
that  it  was  extravagant.  But  that  he  could  toler- 
ate, and  he  felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  vote  for  the  or- 
ders, and  he  intended  to  do  so. 
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Alderman  riumer  said  lie  should  be  derelicl  to 
hi>  sense  ol  duly,  is  well  a^  not  do  justice  in  ins 
\  ote  in  tavor  of  tue  measure,  uid  be  noi  say  souih- 
r  i  1 1  i  i  tr  -  asm  uaemuerol  tbe  Board  or  Public  Instt- 
tutions  I'.r  two  yeais,  be  nid  uo'  tail  to  visit  tbe 
hospital  at  si.u.li  Boston  every  ocber  Wednesday 
fot  that  period,  and  felt  tbal  be  could  understand 
i in-  necessities  tor  i  ettei  accommodations  lor  (be 
insane  on  t bat  account.  As  a  member  oi  the  board 
when  the  purchase  at  \\  In  thro  p  was  made,  he  was 
satisfied  the  present  site  was  the  ceil  place  lor  the 
purpose  within  tweiitj  miles  oi  the  city. 

In  relation  to  the  institution  at  south  Boston,  be 
said  be  remembered  that  when  ii  contained  175  in- 
mates, it  was  considered  to  be  full,  and  yet  i  here 
are  mow  l-17;  it  was  not  well  Ventilated,  :iiid  there 
were  no  means  id  prouerly  warming  tbe  building, 
aid  be  declared  i.  to  be  inhuman  to  continue  to 
neglect  tue  wall's  m  this  unfortunate  class  ol  our 
feiiow-be.ngs.  lhe  only  redeeming  teature  about 
the  institution  was  the  superintendent,  who  was 
at  tbe  head  of  his  profession,  an. I  knew  the  wants 
of  those  uiidei  1ns  Care,  and  SO  great  were  the 
necessities  ot  the  case,  that  the  election  oi  a  new 
hospital  should  he  maue  without  more  delay. 

In  view  of  the  rapid  growth  of  this  city,  a 
growth  which  he  believed  was  hardly  exceeded  by 
that  of  any  other,  lie  urged  that  "the  means  uf 
taking  care  of  these  people  should  ue  increased, 
and  with  the  growth  ot  the  ;ity  there  must  ue  a 
large  increase  of  these  unfortunate  persons.  In 
this  connection,  he  made  some  Statements  show- 
ing the  prosperity  of  tne  city  at  this  time,  which 
prosperity  he  doubled  not  would  he  much  iti- 
i leased. 

Alderman  l'lu  ner  called  attention  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject  mi  the  newspapers,  most  of 
which  was  of  an  anonymous  character.  One  of 
theoe  writers,  in  a  recent  numb-r  of  the  Daily  Ad- 
vertiser, urged  as  a  motive  that  the  Aldermen 
should  vote  against  tbe  hospital  at  Wlutbrop  if 
thty  desired  a  reelection,  such  an  article  he  re- 
garded as  nene.ith  the  contempt  of  the  Board.  On 
the  same  day  there  appeared  an  article  from  Dr. 
S.  G.  Howe,  whom  they  respected  as  a  puilan- 
thropist.  Hv  en  he  had  been  obliged  to  revise  h'S 
opinions  since  first  published,  and  he  did  not 
douot  that  he  would  see  the  necessity  for  another 
revision. 

In  Dr.  Howe's  communication,  be  said  there  is 
room  in  the  asyh  m  at  south  Boston,  ami  [if  not, 
that,  with  the  coi  sent  of  the  trustees,  many  ot 
our  insane  can  nt  received  into  the  stare  hospi- 
tals. Is  it  reasonable  to  suppose,  lie  asked,  that 
tbe  trustees  will  receive  them?  Tho  Springfield 
Republican,  whose  editor  is  a  member  ot  the  Board 
oi  state  (Jbai  dies,  says  there  is  not  room  for  the 
insane  poor  of  Boston,  aid  that  they  should  send 
hack  the  incurables  they  now  have  in  these  hospi- 
tals. As  evidence  that  there  is  not  room  for  more, 
Alderman  l'lumer  cited  Irom  statements  ot  Drs. 
Bemis,  ^adding  and  Kaile.  that  there  weie  in  the 
Worcester  Hospital  420,  for  accommodations  for 
300;  in  Taunton  387  for  275,  and  in  Northampton 
417  for  325. 

It  appeared,  then,  that  tbere  were  1224  insane 
persons  in  the  hospitals  wheie  there  are  comfort- 
able accommodations  for  not  more  than  900.  Is  tt 
humane,  is  it  Christian,  he  asked,  to  turn  into 
already  crowded  hospitals  those  who  have  a  settle- 
ment here?  Dr.  Howe  had  urged  that  there  were 
new  methods  for  the  better  care  of  the  insane, 
but  these  rew  methods  could  not  be  to  crowd 
hospitals  already  overcrowded.  He  remembered 
when  .Mayor  Norcross  vetoed  the  hospital  orders, 
Dr.  Howe  had  something  to  say  about  the  system 
at  Gheel.  But  be  was  as  silent  as  an  oyster  about 
that  now,  for  that  system  bad  exploded.  Now  be 
commends  Lhe  cottage  system,  and  that  sometime 
may  be  exploded. 

Alderman  Plainer  read  an  article  irom  the 
.Journal  of  .Mental  Science,  snowing  tbe  failure  of 
experiments  in  some  new  systems.  He  did  not 
wish  to  try  experiments  which  might  fail,  nor 
turn  the  insane  over  te  the  Board  of  State  Chan- 
ties, to  be  removed  at  a  distance  from  their 
friends,  and  be  did  not  believe  tnis  city  was  so 
poor  as  not  to  be  willing  or  aide  to  su  iport  its  in- 
sane in  a  Christian  manner,  lie  believed  the  peo- 
ple would  cheerfully  bear  tbe  expense,  and  while 
opposition  came  principally  from  a  reougnauee  to 
visiting  the  insan?,  those  who  make  themselves 
most  familiar  with  the  needs  of  rial  class  are  the 
most  in  favor  of  keeping  them  in  our  midst. 

Alderman  Pliuuer  read  a  statement  handed  to 
him,  that  of  339  admissions  to  i  ue  state  hospitals 
during  the  last  year,  102  were   f.om   this  city.    It 


was  a  mistake,  he  contended,  to  place  the  insane 
in  tbe  same  category  wi'li  the  paupers  at  Daer 
island.  I'nere  were  many  who  could  uot  pay  the 
expense  o I  support  at  >omerviMe,  but  who  were 
supported  i>y  their  friends — those  wh  >  wished  the 
privilege  of  viKinng  tbetn.  They  could  not  d>  so 
readily  were  tnese  persons  removed  to  a  consider- 
able distance  Irom  i  be  city. 

Dr.  Howa  had  asked  the  question,  if  we  would 
keep  a  mad-house  for  gain.  }.<s.  be  replied,  if 
we  can  take  lho.-e  wh«  are  aide  to  pay,  and  (here- 
by lessen  the  expense  of  those  woo  are  not  able 
to.  i'h is  is  the  po  Icy  pursued  by  the  state,  and  it 
helps  many  families  who  don't  want  1 1  us  treated 
as  paupers.  I'bat  class  deserves  consideration  at 
our  bands.  The  Cit>  ought  to  provid  J  lor  its  own 
insane;  and  to  think  01  tuinii  <i  tin  in  over  to  the 
state  is  preposterous  and  should  not  bethought 
of. 

Is  the  present  hospital  a  suitable  one?  All  of 
tin'  members  ol  the  board  who  agreed  iotbe  pur- 
chase ot  the  Winthrop  farm  believed  there  should 
he  a  more  suitable  hospital,  and  were  in  favor  of 
that  location,  the  number  included  several  who 
are  uot  now  living,  and  w<  Uld  not  lie  called  wast- 
ing in  humanity.  There  were  William  Cu  ins  ton, 
F.  C.  Manning  and  H.  A.  Drake;  and  of  those 
who  maybe  called  experts  axe  in*.  Ray,  Bemis. 
Tyler,  Walker  and  others,  who  were  unanimous 
in  favor  of  the  location  at  Winrhrop.  There  were 
one  hundred  and  eighty  acres  ol  laud,  good  land, 
which  the  inmates  oi  the  hospital  will  make  hud 
a. id  blossom  as  the  rose. 

This  location  will  not  he  crowded  upon  by  busi- 
ness, as  IS  the  hospital  a'  S  mierviile,  by 'glass- 
houses, pork  bouses  and  other  nuisances,  and 
this  must  soon  be  removed.  There  could  not  tie 
found  in  Dorchester,  nor  anywbete  within  ten  or 
fifteen  miles,  a  place  which  wouni  not  be  crowded 
by  business  within  a  few  years,  lhe  ground  was 
high,  and  the  air  salubrious,  while  the  temperat- 
ure was  bye  degrees  higher  in  winter  and  as  many 
degrees  cooler  in  summer  than  back  from  the 
water,  so  far  as  related  to  the  opinions  ol  physi- 
cians, he  believed  tne  members  of  tbe  Board  were 
as  capable  of  judging  as  they  were,  and  especially 
those  who  have  given  nine,  thought  and  care  of 
the  insane,  were  as  capable  of  judging  as  we.e 
these  physicians. 

The  very  men  who  were  now  opposed  to  this 
site,  be  believed,  would  be  the  first  to  glory  in  it 
when  the  experiment  has  heen  tried, and  it  should 
be  tried  as  speedily  as  possible.  Before  tbe  build- 
in?  can  be  erected  there  must  be  much  sufieniig, 
am!  many  are  kept  longer  in  the  hospital  for  want 
ol  classification.  The  other  bt  a rd  had  tbe  honor 
of  passing  the  orders,  and  the  responsibility  now 
rested  up«ni  this  Board.  He  spoke  warmly  on  this 
subject  hscau.ie  be  bad  given  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  attention  to  it.  They  should  pass  this  minor- 
ity report,  and  the  poor  unfortunates  would  rise 
up  and  bless  them;  their  fellow-citizens  would  do 
so  hereafter,  if  not  today,  and  tbey  would  have 
the  blessing  of  him  who  said:  "Inasmuch  as  ye 
have  done  it  unto  tbe  lease  of  these  my  brethren 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

Alderman  fierce  said  the  tender  and  pathetic 
appeals  of  the  alderman  had  not  convinced  him 
that  lie  ought  to  vote  for  the  order.  He  had  no 
fears  that  the  teuder  mercies  of  the  peoole  of  the 
State  would  fail  to  take  care  of  these  unfortunates, 
as  the  state  had  first  done  in  tbe  establishment  of 
an  insane  asylum.  The  city  appeared  to  be 
wedded  to  the  policy  of  having  an  institution  of 
its  own,  to  he  run  by  itself,  while  the  state  not 
only  had  tbe  means,  but  was  willing  to  provide 
for  these  insane,  as  it  did  for  tbe  insane  of  other 
cities  and  towns  in  tbe  Siate.  The  provisions  o-f 
law  were  cited  by  him  to  show  that  the  State  is 
not  only  hound  to  provide  for  these  insane,  but  is 
willing  to  do  so.  tie  denied  that  the  responsibility 
for  the  suffering  is  due  to  the  state,  while  it  was 
due  alone  to  the  City. 

Tbe  report  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  was 
cited  to  show  that  while  the  hoard  opposed  tbe  erec- 
tion of  another  hospital,  it  was  because  they  were 
opposed  to  receiving  boaiders  trom  other  States. 
With  reference  to  the  expense.be  said  that  the 
State  hospitals  had  cost  $900,000,  which  this  city 
had  belpe-l  to  pay  lor,  with  the  additional  expense 
of  one-third  ot  the  annual  cost  of  their  support. 
Besides  this,  the  city  was  now  paying  $5 65  per 
week  for  the  support  id'  tbe  insane  at  south  Bos- 
ton, while  the  State  charge  would  he  but  S3  50 

Alderman  Plainer  questioned  the  correctness 
of  this  statement,  to  which  Alderman  fierce  re- 
plied that  he  believed  he  was  correct.    Dr.  Howe 
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and  Mr.  Cobb  were  cited  as  evidence  on  tbe  point. 

Alderman  Pierce  remarked  upon  tbe  charge  or 
Mr.  Kimball  that  the  opponents  of  the  Wintbrop 
locality  were  shirkers  of  taxes,  whicb  he  denied. 
A  person  who  made  such  statements  he  did  not 
regard  as  good  authority  as  favoring  the  locality. 
He  did  not  agree  with  the  Alderman  that  physi- 
cians were  not  better  judges  of  the  locality  than 
others  were,  lor  he  supposed  that  those  who  were 
most  familiar  with  their  own  kind  of  business  were 
better  judges  tban  others  could  lie  not  possessing 
their  peculiar  experience  or  knowledge. 

Alderman  Plainer  said  he  called  no  man's  mo- 
tives in  question,  believing  others  to  be  honest 
in  their  opinion  on  this  subject  In  relation  to  the 
cost  of  rhe  insane,  the  actual  expense  of  the  in- 
mates at  South  Boston  was  $4  07  per  week,  includ- 
ing clothiug,  while  in  the  State  hospitals  the  cost 
of  board  was  $3  50,  not  including  clothing  or 
breakage,  which  was  added.  Motives  ot  humanity 
h  td  been  left  nut  in  the  argument  ot  the  gentle- 
man, for  it  had  been  shown  that  even  if  those  who 
belong  to  other  places  were  removed  from  tbe 
State  hospitals,  they  would  be  ciowded  by  our 
own  insane,  and  rhis  class  is  increasing  daily. 

Alderman  Ulnson  said  there  were  two  points  to 
be  considered,  the  financial  and  charitable.  He 
could  not  see  why  time  should  be  lost  in  going  to 
the  Legislature,  because  nothing  could  be  done  in 
building  a  hospital  at  present,  and  the  Legislature 
would  soon  come  together.  The  State  could  run 
such,  an  institution  cheaper  than  the  city  could, 
and  he  believed  we  could  save  $150  to  $175  a  day. 
Other  cities  would  take  hold  with  us  in  the  appli- 
cation, and  he  believed  the  State  night,  aud  will 
do  w'>at  is  asked,  in  providing  for  the  insane. 
With  tbe  facilities  by  railroad,  fifteen  miles  off 
will  not  be  far  for  friends  to  go  in  visiting  the  pa- 
tients. 

Alderman  Plainer  said  there  would  be  stronsr  ob- 
lections  to  delay,  for  before  a  hospital  could  be 
built  the  necessities  for  it  would  i>e  greatly  in- 
creased. He  had  not  a  shadow  of  doubt  that  be- 
fore live  years  have  passed,  every  county  in  the 
State  would  be  required  to  support  itsown insane. 


Alderman  Jenkins  believed  the  State  could 
build  a  hosoital  as  quick  as  the  city  can.  If  there 
could  be  no  other  objections,  he  should  object  to 
the  locality  as  bleak  and  uncomfortable,  and  for 
mercy's  s  »ke,  he  would  not  place  the  insane  where 
a  tree  cannot  grow,  and  where  one  could  not  suc- 
ceed in  a  century. 

The  objection  was  also  a  strong  one  to  paying 
taxes  in  Wintbrop  on  $1,000,000.  A  location  could 
be  bad  at  the  same  distance  in  the  city,  where  the 
taxes  could  be  saved.  It  was  not  a  good  reason 
that  we  should  build  a  hospital  there  because  we 
own  tbe  land.  The  land  will  sell  readily  for  sum- 
mer residences,  which  is  all  that  it  is  fit  for,  and 
for  six  months  in  the  year  it  may  he  very  comfort- 
able there.  So  far  as  related  to  nuisances,  he  had 
noticed  that  the  people  of  Wintbrop  had  a  case  in 
Court  in  which  they  were  attempting  to  get  rid  of 
the  nuisance  down  there  of  a  keiosene  factory. 
That  was  objection  enough.  Ample  room  may  be 
found  where  trees  grow,  and  so  far  as  humanity 
goes,  let  any  one  visit  rhe  hospital  at  Northamp- 
ton, and  he  will  find  the  insane  as  tenderly  cared 
lor  as  at  South  Boston. 

Alderman  Plumer  wished  to  make  one  remark 
more,  that  any  place  in  this  vicinity  was  bleak  in 
winter.  If  there  was  any  place  more  bleak  than 
on  the  Back  Bay,  he  did  not  know  where  it  is,  Tor 
lie  h  id  had  some  experience  there. 

The  question  was  taken  on  concurrence  with  the 
Council,  and  it  was  lost  by  a  tie  vote,  as  follows: 

Yeas— Cowdin,  Cutter,'  Plumer,  Talbot,  White, 
Wool  ley. 

Nays— Gibson,  Jenkins.  Little,  Pierce,  Pope, 
Kicker. 

The  question  recurred  upon  the  acceptance  of 
the  report  of  the  committee  in  peiitio..ing  the 
Legislature  for  the  erection  by  the  State  of 
another  hospital  for  the  insane  in  this  vicinity. 

Alderman  Uicker  moved  that  the  report  belaid 
on  the  table,  which  was  carried. 

Aldermen  Kicker  ana  Talbot  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  examine  tbe  returns  of  votes  given 
this  iiay. 

Adjourned  to  Friday,  12  o'clock. 
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The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Barker  of 
Ward  li,  senior  member,  in  the  ahseace  of  the 
president,  when,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward

WIDENING   OF  WASHINGTON   STREET. 

The  following  communication  was  received 
from  the  Street  Commissioner*  in  i  elation  to  the 
order  of  the  City    Council    fur   the  widening  of 


Washington  street  at  the  corner  of  Fayette  court. 

Boston,  Nov.  10,  1871. 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council— Hie  Bojrd  of 
Street  Commissioners  beg  to  report  upon  the  or- 
der of  your  honoranle  body  of  the  3d  inst  ,  request- 
ing them  "to  lay  out  and  widen  Washington 
street,  at  the  corner  of  Fayette  court,  by  cutting 
off  a  portion  of  the  estate  occupied  by  John  Roes- 
sle  &  Son,"  that  every  citizen  who  appeared  at 
the  lengthy  hearing  given  upon  an  order  of  notice 
ot  this  widening,  was  opposed  to  its  being  carried 
out  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  John  Roessle,  owning  the  property  which  it 
it  was  proposed  to  cut,  stated  the  estate  to  be  un- 
der a  five  years'  lease.

The  Committee  on  Finance  would  respectfully 
report  the  accompanying  ordinance  m  relation  to 
Finance,  amending  the  ordinance  on  Finance  of 
Dec.  24, 1870;  which  amendment,  however,  involves 
no  change  in  its  provisions,  but  simply  facilitates 
its  working  as  to  I  he  issuing  of  the  loans  author- 
ized by  the  City  Council  in  the  manner  originally 
contemplated  in  said  ordinance  of  Dec.  24, 1870.

The  second  section  of  the  ordinance  in 
addition  to  an  ordinance  in  relation  to  Finance, 
passed  Dec.  24;  1870,  is  hereby  amended  by  str  king 
out  the  following  words  at  the  end  of  said  section, 
namely:  "Said  loans  shall  be  dated  on  the  first  dav 
of  January,  April,  October  or  July  in  the  year  In 
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which  they  are  issued,"  and  Inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  folio  wine:  ''Said  loans  shall  be  issued 
so  that  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  April,  .July  or  October  of 
each  year. 

lire  ordinance  was  road  twice  and  passed. 

Mr.  Say  ward  of  Ward  IB,  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Public  Buiinings,mado  a  report 
that  they  were  required  by  an  ordinance  to  tur- 
msh  rooms  in  the  City  Hail  for  1  lie  accommoda- 
tion ol  the  Department  lor  the  survey  and  In- 
spectors of  Fundings,  and  that  they  rind  unon 
examination  that  there  are  no  unoccupied  rooms 
in  the  building  which  would  be  suitable  for  the 
purpose.  The  business  of  the  department  neces- 
sitates daily  communication  with  the  offices  of 
the  Chief  of  Police,  the  City  Surveyor,  and  the 
street  Commissioners,  and'  the  office  should  he 
near  those  departments. 

The  committee  are  ol  the  opinion  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Soldiers'  Belief  office  can  be  transact- 
ed with  equal  facility  in  the  Central  Charity  Bu- 
reau on  Chardon  street,  and  the  removal  of  that 
department  to  that  building  w  uld  give  a  ron'lri  for 
the  use  of  the  Building  Department.  They  there- 
fore respectfully  recommend  the  passage  ot  the 
following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
irgs  be  authorized  to  tit  up  rooms  in  the  Central 
Charity  Bureau  for  I  he  accommodation  of  the 
Paymaster  of  ihe  Soldiers'  Belief  Committee,  and 
to  tit  up  the  room  now  occupied  by  him  in  the  City 
Hall  tor  the  accommodation  of  "the  Department 
tor  the  Survey  and  inspection  of  Buildings. 

.Mr.  Howe  ol  Ward  10  moved  a  suspensiou  of  the 
rules  for  a  seoend  reading  of  tbe  order. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  hoped  ihere  would  be  no 
suspension  of  the  rules  unless  the  passage  of  the 
order  was  absolutely  necessary.  As  a  member  of 
the  Kxecutive  Committee  of  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
Committee,  the  removal  of  the  office  ot  the  Pay- 
master met  with  his  imposition  instinctively,  un- 
less there  was  an  absolute  necessity  for  if".  The 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings  may  have  investi- 
gated it,  and  be  would  like  to  have  time  for  an  in- 
vestigation. Toe  poisons  receiving  aid  naturally 
come  to  the  City  Hall,  and  it  will  be  difficult  tot- 
some  of  them,  widows  and  persons  who  are  not  in- 
telligent, to  understand  where  they  are  to  applv 
for  the  usual  aid. 

Mr.  Say  ward  stated  that  the  only  reason  for  ask- 
iug  for  the  passage  of  the  order  now  was  to  provide 
ro.mis  for  the  Inspectors  of  Buildings,  now  crowd- 
ed into  the  rooms  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Buildings.  There  could  be  no  objection  to  ihe  re- 
moval ol  the  Pa\  master  on  Soldiers'  Belief  to  tbe 
Charity  Building,  where  he  would  have  pleasamer 
rooms,  and  he  did  not  doubt  that  all  who  were  to 
receive  money  would  know  enough  to  rind  where 
it  was  to  be  had.  The  only  inconvenience  he 
knew  of  would  probablv  be  the  necessity  of  em- 
ploying i  boy  to  take  checks  to  the  City"Hallfor 
signatures. 

Mr.  Pease  of  Ward  1  said  he  understood  it  to  be 
necessary  that  every  check  must  be  signed  by  an 
Alderman,  and  this  would  put  the  paymaster  to 
much  inconvenience.  The  room  occupied  I  y  the 
lnspectoi  of  Milk,  he  believed,  might  be  used  bv 
the  Inspectors  of  Buildings,  for  the  use  it  was 
now  put  to  he  did  not  believe  to  he  of  much  con- 
sequence. 

Mr.  Say  ward  replied  that  even  were  it  true,  as 
stated,  the  room  in  question  was  not  large  enough 
for  the  uses  of  the  Inspectors  of  Buildings.  The 
office  of  Paymaster  of  Soldiers' Belief  he  did  not 
believe  would  be  continued  beyond  this  year,  and 
with  reference  to  objections,  he  did  not  ilbubt  that 
friends  of  any  officer  could  be  found  to  object  in 
every  case  to  a  removal,  as  in  the  ease  of  widening 
streets,  there  are  always  some  who  wish  widening 
to  touch  others  than  themselves. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  urged  that  the  matter 
should  not  be  acted  upon  hastily,  and  he  hoped 
the  suspension  of  the  rules  would  not  prevail. 

Mr.  Moyes  ot  Ward  5  moved  a  reference  of  the 
order  to  the  Committee  on  Soldiers'  Belief. 

Mr.  Bowe  withdrew  the  motion  for  a  susoension 
of  the  rules,  when  the  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Soldiers' Belief  was  lost— 10  to  32— and  the  or- 
der was  laid  over,  under  the  rules.

Huli,  in  explanation  of  the  order,  stated 
that  every  uiember  of  the  Council  had  supposed, 
until  within  two  or  three  weeks,  that  final  action 
had  been  taken  which  would  insure  tue  widening 
of  the  street ;  but  by  a  written  opinion  of  rhe  City 
Solicitor  that  action  had  been  pronounce!  null 
and  void.

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  believed  the  order  to 
be  harmless,  not  commuting  the  Council  to  any 
action  on  any  report  whicn  maybe  made.  It  would 
be  foolish  to  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  Streets. 
31  r.  Brooks  said  he  had  no  objection  to  the  or- 
der, save  that  these  matters  were  pretty  thick  to- 
night, and  he  wished  time  for  investigation.

Mr.  Taylor  state.!  that  he  thought  something 
should  be  done  to  meet  cases  demanding  immedi- 
ate relief,  and  in  view  of  the  time  when  the  sub- 
ject of  establishing  soup-houses  mi^bt  be  coining 
up,  it  would  be  better  to  have  the  subject  consid- 
ered as  to  the  best  method  of  affording  such  relief. 
He  had  not  supposed  it  would  be  necessary  to 
make  any  explanation. 

.Mr.  Perkins  said  he  had  no  obj»ction  to  soup- 
houses,  but  as  there  were  appropriate  committees 
for  all  such  matters,  he  objected  to  dividing  up 
the  subject  of  providing  for  the  poor,  and  of  out- 
raging the  feelings  of  the  Committee  on  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  by  the  appointment  of  a  special  com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  could  see  no  harm 
in  the  proposed  action,  for  should  the  committee 
see  fit  to  recommend  any  course,  rhey  may  request 
the  committee  to  submit  an  order. 

Mr  Perkins  said  his  objections  were  that  they 
now  have  committees  on  almost  everything.

HOUSE  OF  COKltECTION. 

Mr.  Sayward  of  Ward  16  moved  to  take  from 
the  tahie  the  report  and  order  authorizing  an  ex- 
penditure of  $50,000  in  oroviding  a  workshop 
chapel,  and  additional  sleeping  accommodations 
for  temporary  use  at  the  House  of  Correction,  to 
be  made  wifi  a  view  to  the  removal  of  said  house 
to  some  other  locality ;  said  sum  :o  he  transferred 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  "Home  for  the 
Poor  (printed  City  Doc.  No.  62,  1871.)  with  an 
amendment  offered,  to  expend  instead  of  said 
sum  not  exceeding  $123,000  in  remodelling  the 
House  of  Correction,  and  providing  a  new  chapel 
and  workshops  for  said  institution,  and  for  a  loan 
therefor. 


The  subject  was  considered  on  the  proposed 
amejidment  to  expend  $123,000. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  opposed  the  amendment, 
not  seeing  the  necessity  fo*-  so  large  an  outlay. 
The  expenditure  of  $25,000  he  conceived  to  be  suf- 
ficiently large  for  temporary  purposes,  and  if  more 
than  that  sum  was  needed  to  provide  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  toe  prisoners  in  the  House  of 
Correction,  it  should  be  expended  at  Deer  island, 
an  I  the  surplus  of  prisoners  be  taken  there.  With 
reitrence  to  South  Boston,  that  section  of  the  city 
had  improved  notwithstanding  the  location  of 
this  institution  there,  tut  it  haa  not  improved  as  it 
would  have  done  had  the  institution  not  been 
there.  Such  an  institution  must  affect  the  charac- 
ter of  a  place  where  it  may  be  located 

The  same  arguments  agaiust  removal, he  said, 
were  used  when  it  was  proposed  to  remove 
the  House  i>,f  Reformation  from  South  Bos- 
ton. Yet  when  the  removal  was  effected, 
a  change  in  the  value  of  the  land  took 
place  as  if  by  magic,  and  where  that  institution 
stood  there  is  now  a  house  costing  $60,000.  It  was 
unjust  to 'hose  who  nought  city  lands,  with  ihe 
understanding  thatUin  House  of  Correction  should 
be  removed,  that  it  should  be  coniinued  there  any 
longer.  Tne  policy  adopted  was  that  these  insti- 
tutions should  all  be  removed,  one  by  one. 

The  appropriation  of  $123,000  for  remodelling 
the  House  of  Correction  would  not  make  it  a 
model  institution,  and  this  would  be  but  the  first 
instalment,  to  be  followed  bv  further  calls.  It 
was  not  proposed  to  alter  the  cells,  and  to  make 
them  what  they  should  be  this  woulJ  be  but  the 
foorhold  lor  an  entering  wedse  to  letain  the  insti- 
tution in  its  present  place.  The  committee  admit 
that  it  must  be  removed  at  some  time,  yet  it  is 
proposed  to  spend  a  large  sum  of  money  for  re- 
pa  irs. 

Mr.  Hersey  referred  to  City  Document  No.  62, 
page  13.  to  show  what  the  committee  proposed  to 
do,  and  for  this  they  had  au  architect's  estimate, 
and  not  a  builder's.  This  remodelling  was  where 
the  great  expense  comes  in,  and  much '"more  would 
be  required  before  it  could  be  completed.  He 
hoped,  tneictore,  that  the  amendment  would  be 
voted  down  and  that  the  voice  of  45,000  citizens 
would  he  heaid. 

In  answer  to  an  objection  that  contractors 
would  not  send  their  work  to  Deer  Island,  he  said 
he  had  a  letter  Uom  a  person  who  was  contractor 
for  work  in  the  House  of  Correction  for  several 
year--,  and  he  says  there  will  be  no  trouble  iu  get- 
ting other  contractors  if  the  present  ones  give  up 
their  contracts.  It  was  said  also  that  the  instruc- 
tors would  not  go  to  Deer  Island.  When  the  ques- 
tion was  up  before  in  relation  to  the  removal  to 
Deer  Island,  the  instructors  were  canvassed,  and 
made  no  objection  to  going  there,  provided  the 
city  would  take  them  up'  and  down  every  day. 

Work  on  machines,  he  believed,  could  be  done 
as  well  at  Deer  Island  as  at  South  Boston,  and 
when  boots  and  shoes  can  be  made  at  Nantucket, 
and  the  freigut  paid  both  ways,  in  competing  with 
the  manufacturers  iu  this  city,  he  had  no  fears 
that  work  could  he  done  at  Deer  Island,  where 
there  would  he  no  cost  for  freight.  He  should  be 
willing  to  allow  $25,000  or  $50,000  for  repairs  if 
necessary,  but  now  that  it  is  so  near  the  end  of 
the  year  the  subject  should  be  laid  over  rather 
than  spend  so  much  money. 

Mr.  Sayward,  in  the  belief  that  the  subject  bad 
been  sufficiently  debated,  said  he  would  move  the 
previous  question  unless  some  one  wished  to 
speak  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  said  he  fully  indorsed  all 
that  his  colleague  had  said.  The  comuion-sense 
view  of  the  matter  was  to  look  at  it  as  they  would 
if  it  was  their  individual  property  to  be  affected. 
The  city  owned  lands  at  Deer  Island,  where  all  the 
penal  institutions  should  be  located,  and  it  was 
the  time  now  when  they  should  go  there.  With 
the  increased  value  of  the  property  in  South  Bos- 
ton by  the  removal,  there  would  be  sufficient  to 
put  up  buildings  as  good  as  those  now  there.  On 
a  common-sense  view,  this  removal  should  be 
done  at  the  preseut  time.  "We  now  have  our 
means  of  communication  with  Deer  Island,  and 
there  would  be  no  increase  in  the  cost  in  the  re- 
moval there;  so  that  ".here  could  be  no  better 
time  than  now  as  a  matter  ot  economy. 

The  citizens  of  South  Boston  demand  a  removal 
of  the  House  of  Correction,  and  they  will  not 
abandon  their  efforts  until  they  succeed.  He 
should  prefer  to  take  from  the  table  the  order  re- 
questing the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  to 
select  a  site  and  prepare  suitable    plans  and  esti- 
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mates  for  a  new  House  of  Correction.  That  should 
be  the  first  course,  and  upon  that  r<  port  we  could 
determine  whether  it  would  he  judicious  to  make 
the  removal,  what  the  cost  would  he,  where  to 
have  the  institution,  and  bow(long  a  time  it  w»mld 
require  to  construct  the  new  building.  At  present, 
he  could  not  sec  where  it  would  he  judicious  to  lay 
out  more  thau  $10,000  lor  repairs  on  the  present 
buildings. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  could  not  see 
any  reason  for  a  greater  expenditure  than  $50,000, 
as  reported  by  the  committee.  As  expressed  by 
him  on  the  question  of  a  Home  for  the  Poor,  the 
subject  should  be  considered  in  the  light  of  con- 
solidation of  the  puhlic  institutions,  and  they 
ought  to  look  at  it  with  reference  to  the  future. 
'Ihese  institutions  should  ne  placed  in  a  position 
•where  they  can  be  best  managed,  and  Deer  island 
is  a  lit  place  for  a  penal  colony.  The  report  of  the 
committee  is  an  indication  of  a  design  for  such 
a  consolidation,  and  while  nobody  dei.ies  that 
such  must  he  the  ultimate  result,  and  everybody 
admits  that  it  must  he,  the  question  is,  what  shall 
we  do  under  the  present  embarrassing  circum- 
stances, requiring  repairs  to  be  made  in  conse- 
quence of  the  lire? 

Shall  we  do  as  the  committee  ask — give  them 
$00,000  for  temporary  repairs  until  they  can  pro- 
vide for  a  removal?  The  committee  make  this 
report  after  a  careful  deliberation  of  the  commu- 
nication of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  make 
large  expenditures  at  South  Boston.  Their  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  repairs  is  $50,000,  which  is  not 
contradicted  by  any  one,  while  to  put  up  new 
buildings  and  expend  $123,000  as  proposed  by  the 
amendment  would  be  to  fix  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion where  it  is  for  an  indefinite  period. 

By  voting  the  sum  of  $50,000  only,  it  would  be  an 
admission  that  it  was  necessary  to  do  something 
towards  removal,  for  it  is  a  matter  of  history  that 
the  institution  must  go  away.  The  old  shell,  for 
it  is  but  an  old  shell,  should  be  all  torn  down,  if 
the  institution  is  to  remain  where  it  is.  The  cells 
are  a  disgrace  to  the  age,  and    the  idea  of  adding 


new  cells  and  patchiner  up  the  old  buildings 
should  not  be  entertained.  An  expenditure  of 
$50,000  to  provide  for  present  conveniences  when 
ciainped  for  room,  is  not  unreasonable  and  should 
be  made. 

Mr.  Say  ward  of  Ward  16  said  he  agreed  with  the 
gentleman  when  he  said  the  institution  could  not 
ne  removed  in  a  hurry.  The  expenditure  of  $50,- 
000  would  not  provide  for  ihe  wants  of  the  insti- 
tution, and  if  $123,000  should  be  expended,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  amendment,  it  would  not  be  thrown 
away  should  the  institution  remain  where  it  is  lor 
five  years.  Reference  had  been  made  to  a  former 
contractor,  who  says  there  will  he  DO  difficulty  in 
obtaining  contracrs  for  the  labor  of  prisoners. 
He  supposed  this  must  ne  a  person  who  refused  to 
pay  over  torty  cents  a  day  for  the  labor,  aDd  wishes 
to  get  it  for  that  price. 

Mr.  Heisey  gave  the  name  of  the  person, who,  he 
said,  would  be  willing  to  pay  the  present  contiact 
prices. 

The  question  was  stated  to  be  on  the  amendment 
to  appropriate  $123,000,  and  should  tnat  fail,  it 
would  then  recur  upon  the  order  of  the  committee 
to  appropriate  $50,000. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  36 
yeas  to  24  nays,  as  follows:

In  view  ot  that  fact,  and  of  its  being  near 
the  close  ot  tbe  year,  he  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  order,  which  was  carried. 

NEW    COURT    HOUSE. 

The  special  assignment  for  4  o'clock,  the  public 
hearing  on  proposed  location  of  a  new  Court  House 
on  Mount  Vernon,  Hancock,  Dtrne  and  Temple 
streets,  as  recited  in  City  Document  No.  87,  was 
taken  up. 

Edwin  Wright  advocated  at  some  length  the  site 
proposed.  In  introducing  his  remarks  he  read  a 
letter  from  Charles  A.  Welch,  who  was  a  petition- 
er for  the  Pemberton-square  site,  expressing  a 
preference  for  the  reservoir  lot,  after  an  exam- 
ination of  it.  It  possesses  every  advantage,  he 
says,  for  light  and  air,  which  are'two  very  impor- 
tant considerations,  and  there  is  no  danger  of  be- 
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ins;  disturbed  hy  the  noise  of  heavy  teams  or  other 
vehicles.  It  wili  ainpiy  accommodate  the  offices 
>>f  the  Registry  of  Deeds  ana  the  Registry  of  Pro- 
bate iu  connection  with  the  courts,  which  it  is 
very  desirable  to  accomplish.  He  did  not  think 
that  the  distance  from  state  street  was  any  ob- 
jection, as  it  would  have  a  tendency  to  decrease 
rents  and  to  increase  the  area  of  business.  Boston 
was  no  longer  a  village,  and  could  hardly  be  ex- 
pected to  do  all  its  business  in  the  immediate  vi- 
cinity of  State  street.  To  his  mind  there  would 
be  no  difficulty  in  ascending  the  hill,  and  in  con- 
clusion, he  expressed  the  opinion  that  1'emberton 
square  would  eventually  be  occupied  by  express 
offices. 

Mr.  Wrighr  said  there  were  four  primary  condi- 
tions in  the  location  of  a  court  house,  those  of 
quiet,  air,  light  and  capacity.  Those  conditions 
he  presumed  would  oe  c  needed,  and  could  be 
best  fouud  on  the  leservoir  lot.  There  were  also 
four  secondary  conditions,  a  location  which  was 
central,  economical,  better  adapted  to  good  archi- 
tectural effect,  and  better  on  account  of  the  dis- 
posal of  prisoners. 

To  show  the  necessities  for  a  new  Court  House, 
statistics  were  given,  obtained  from  clerks,  judges 
and  others  of  the  various  courts.  These  necessi- 
ties, he  said,  would  require  eleven  court  rooms  to 
meet  present  exigencies,  with  a  room  for  the  Law 
Library,  berter  accommodations  for  the  judges, 
clerks,  .jurors,  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  the  Pro- 
bate O  rice,  the  reception  aud  keepiiigof  criminals, 
etc.  The  superior  Court  tiolas  two  sessions  a  year 
for  civil  business,  with  the  exception  of  the  time 
necessary  to  prepare  business  for  the  new  terms 
and  the  summer  vacations.  A  thud  room  is  need- 
ed for  the  hearing  of  motions, etc  ,  andif  the  bench 
had  been  full,  one  judge  would  hive  been  engaged 
at  present  in  that  class  of  business. 

fne  court  rooms  required  would  be  of  the  di- 
mensions of  fifty  by  sixty  feet.  These  and  the 
Superior  Criminal  Court  would  require  four  rooms. 
The  Ius  dveuey  Court,  now  superseded,  may  again 
be  needed,  and  will  require  a  court  room  Iu  the 
service  of  the  clerk  of  the  .superior  Court  for 
twenty-six  years,  where  there  were  fifty  lawyers 
practicing  in  the  court,  there  are  now  four  hun- 
dred, and  in  his  office  on  rue  days,  where  there 
are  accommodations  for  six  or  seven,  there  are 
often  forty  or  fifty  in  waiting,  iu  close,  ill-venti- 
lated quarters,  in  which  the  complaints  are  long 
ami  loud.  The  present  jury  rooms  were  eighteen 
by  fourteen  feet,  and  it  was  not  uiilrequent  that 
jurors  were  carried  out  fainting. 

The  judges  of  the  supreme  Court  often  had  hear- 
ings in  two  or  three  rooms,  besides  occupying  the 
court-room.  A  court-room  is  needed  larger  than 
the  present  one,  and  another  two-thirds  as  large 
for  healings  in  equity  cases.  Then  they  need 
a  consultation-room,  and  small  rooms  for  the 
judges,  with  anterooms.  Snoiild  there  be  more 
trials  by  juries,  then  a  third  court-room  will  be 
necessary.  The  Municipal  Court  holds  two  ses- 
sions, and  needs  three"  rooms  fifty  by  sixty  feet, 
with  convenient  and  separate  anterooms.  The 
Probate  Court  has  hearings  constantly  iu  prog- 
ress, and  requires  also  a  room,  which  would  make 
the  eleven. 

Hot  less  than  four  rooms,  it  was  urged,  should 
lie  provided  for  the  probate  office,  the  public  rec- 
ord hall,  a  centra]  room,  anil  rooms  for  the  judge 
and  register.  Mr.  Cary,  the  Assistant  Register, 
states  that  to  accommodate  the  business  of  the 
office,  the  registry  hall  should  be  eighty  to  one 
hundred  feet  by  titty.  Should  there"  be  a  court- 
room it  should  be  as  large  as  the  other  court- 
rooms 

Judge  Wright  gave  statistics  relative  to  the 
Registry  of  Deeds.  From  1639  to  1839  the  records 
made  438  volumes;  from  1839  to  1  SHU,  438  volun  es; 
and  the  last  eight  years,  440  volumes  larger  than 
the  others.  The  whole  number  of  volumes  now 
was  1078,  and  at  the  present  late  of  increase,  in 
fifty  years  there  will    be    2750  more,  making  alto- 

g ether  nearly  4000  volumes,  these  records  are 
ept  in  cases  of  ten  volumes  each,  and  would  make 
400  cases.  Each  ease  is  twenty-one  inches  in 
width,  ano  a  little  more  thau  three  feet  in  length, 
so  that  puttiug  two  tiers  upon  the  floor  and  two  in 
the  gallery,  it  would  require  a  Registry  hall  of 
175  feet  in  length.  There  are  214  volumes  of  in- 
dexes, which  would  occupy  the  same  space  of  a 
Registry  between  the  windows,  and  room  for 
thirty-six  employes  would  also  have  to  he  provided. 
To  provide  the  accommodations  required  for  a 
Court  House,  it  was  assumed  thai  a  lot  not  less 
than  (30,000  feet  was  needed.    0)1  alt  that  had  been 


suggested,  the  reservoir  lot  alone  afforded  that 
space.  On  the  Derne-stieet  side  could  be  provid- 
ed the  rooms  lor  pristine' s,  and  an  opening  into 
which  the  prison  carriage  could  be  driven,  avoid- 
ing the  exhibitions  now  seen  about  the  Court 
House.  These  rooms  could  bs  twelve  to  fifteen 
feet  high,  well  provided  with  light  and  air,  and 
convenient.  This  arrangement  could  be  so  unob- 
jectionable that  not  a  scho  il  or  a  church,  if  near, 
could  be  disturbed.  Above  this  story  on  Temple 
and  Hancock  streets  could  be  the  criminal  courts, 
occupying  all  if  that  story,  twenty  to  twenty-four 
feet  iri  height,  and  all  ace<  ss  from  these  to  the- 
civil  courts,  except  by  a  staircase  for  lawyers, 
could  be  cut  off. 

On  the  first  s'oiy  from  Mount  Vernon  street 
there  could  be  five  or  six  court-rooms,  the  law 
library,  and  rooms  for  the  judges  and  clerks  of 
courts,  the-rooms  twenty-five  feet  in  heigth.  On 
the  next  story  there  eou'id  be  three  court-rooms, 
and  the  offices  of  Probate  and  Register  of  Deeds, 
all  of  them  occupied  except  one  court-room  On 
no  other  lot  suggested  could  there  be  thee  ac- 
commodations. As  a  further  reason  for  increased 
accommodations  't  was  stated  that  the  number  of 
cases  in  the  courts  was  30,000  annually,  and  the 
Superior  Court  had  not  for  years  exhausted  its 
docket. 

In  regard  to  location,  it  was  contended  that  lew 
lawyers,  compared  with  all  other  persons,  visited 
the  Court  House,  and  for  the  whole  community, 
coming  from  all  directions,  this  locality  would  be 
easily  accessible  by  cars,  with  but  a  short  walk. 
On  the  ground  of  economy,  the  reservoir  contained 
17,000  cubic  yards  ol"  stone,  or  459,000  feet.  The 
Court  House  would  be  300  by  200  feet,  which  would 
require  for  the  walls,  with  stone  two  feet  thick, 
200,000  feet  for  the  entire  outer  wn.ls  and  an  equal 
amount  for  the  inner  v\alls.  The  whole  amount 
of  stone  needed  would  be  41(1.000  feet,  which  would 
leave  43,000  if  et  of  the  material  unused.  There  would 
be  nn  abundance  of  room  for  the  woik  of  diessing 
the  stone,  and  there  woui  I  be  a  saving  of  the  cost  of 
the  stone  in  the  quarry,  the  cost  of  quarrying  and 
of  transportation,  besides  the  encumbering  of  the 
streets  by  transportation.  In  regard  to  architect- 
ural effect,  the  State  House  at  Albany  was  on  pre- 
cisely such  a  lot,  and  one  of  the  most  famous  tem- 
ples at  Athens  was  on  such  a  lot. 

John  C.  I'a'k,  in  opposition  to  the  reservoir  lot. 
suggested  two  or  three  considerations;  first,  how 
to  take  down  the  material  and  use  it  on  the  spot, 
which  would  be  much  like  the  Irish  man's  building 
a  jail  on  the  site  of  the  old  one,  using  the  old  ma- 
terial, and  not  removing  the  old  one  until  the  new 
one  wis  built.  It  was  objected  to  I'emberton 
square  because  of  the  descei  t,  while  this  lot  of  the 
reservoir  was  of  a  greater  descent.  The  locality 
on  Pemuerton  square  he  had  always  been  in  favor 
of,  for  as  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  in 
1835,  he  procured  a  relusal  of  the  land  from  Gard- 
ner Oreene  for  $200,000,  and  plans  for  a  building, 
but  was  voted  down  by  one  vote.  In  regard  to  the 
suggestion  that  Pemb'erton  square  might  become 
a  place  for  express  offices,  there  was  no  danger  of 
their  going  up  such  a  hill,  and  the  reason  for  so 
many  teams  being  left  standing  there  now  was  be- 
cause it  was  not  a  public  way 

As  a  consideration  whichfcould|not  be  answered, 
he  urged  that  the  law  library  of  this  county  was 
worth  $50,000.  No  lawver  could  afford  to  own  a 
library  of  one-fifth  that  amount,  and  it  was  neces- 
sary every  day  for  lawyers  to  consult  books  in  that 
library.  The  location  back  of  the  State  House 
would  require  lawyers  to  race  up  that  hill  to  con- 
sult books.  Once,  too,  jury  duty  was  considered 
honorable,  and  it  was  now  difficult,  to  obtain  busi- 
ness men  to  sit  on  juries.  To  make  that  duty  less 
irksome,  the  judges  asc  rtain  whether  the  jury 
unemployed  will  be  wanted  for  a  certain  time,  and 
then  dismiss  them  for  that  period.  This  enables 
business  men  to  attend  to  their  business.  Rut 
should  the  Court  House  be  removed  so  far  i  ff,  the 
difficulties  in  regard  to  obtaining  jurors  will  be 
increased. 

As  the  case  of  Lowell  had  been  cited,  in  having 
the  court  house  out  of  the  way  from  business  lo- 
calities, it  had  the  condemnation  of  the  whole 
Middlesex  Bar,  and  curses  both  loud  and  deep  were 
uttered  on  that  account.  The  site  on  Pemoerton 
square  afforded  ample  room  and  plenty  of  air  and 
light.  If  necessary,  the  end  on  the  square  could 
be  brought  forward  as  far  as  the  green,  and  if  more 
room  was  required  wings  could  be  constructed. 
So  far  as  he  was  concerned,  he  should  be  obliged 
to  vacate  his  office,  so  that  he  could  not  receive 
any  specili  accommodations  by  this  location. 
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Kdward  Blake,  as  a  number  of  the  Common 
Council  when  the  present  Court  House  was  erect- 
ed, made  sumo  statements  ais. ■  m  relation  to  the 
discussions  on  the  subject.  It  was  proposed  then 
to  place  the  Begistry  of  Deeds  and  1'ruliate  Office 
under  one  roof,  which  he  opposed,  and  he  Was 
now  opposed  to  such  apian.  Those  two  offices 
should  be  in  a  separate  budding,  which  should  he 
lire  proof,  while  lire-prool  apartments  could  not 
re  made  in  the  Court  Boose  except  at  an  immense 
expense.  His  views  also  were  that  the  criminal 
and  civil  courts  should  he  m  separate  building*. 

Mi.  Bin  Be  also  objected  to  the  reservoir  lot, and 
to  the  removal  of  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and  Pro- 
bate office,  which  should  he  continued  in  the  pres- 
ent location,  and  if  necessary,  shonl.i  he  enlarged 
by  takntfi  the  building  recently  occupied  by  the 
Savings  Bank,  and  owned  I  v  the  Histarical  Socie- 
ty- 

Augustus  Buss,  in  an  advocacy  of  the  site  on  the 
northerly  end  of  the  Pembertou  square,  urged 
thot  the  difficulties  suggested  against  that  site 
were  equally  stroi  g  against  the  reservoir  lot,  and 
if  ilieie.  should  he  u  necessity  for  the  widening  of 
a  street,  it  would  he  as  well  to  widen  Howard 
street.  In  regard  to  architectural  skill,  be  could 
no„  see  why  architects  could  not  overcome  auy 
difficulties  in  the  inequalities  of  the  lot,  and  iii 
making  the  front  a  line  ornamental  building. 
He  did  not  see,  either,  that  anything  would  he 
gainca  on  the  ground  ot  economy,  in  the  site  pro- 
posed, and  urged  that  there  might  yet  be  a  neees- 
siiy   for  the  reservoir. 

F.  H.  Dirby,  in  behalf  of  ruauy  members  of  the 
bar  and  of  clerksot  courts,  advocated  the  reservoir 
sile.  He  regreti  id  to  differ  Ironi  his  old  associates 
and  classmates,  with  whom  he  commenced  prac- 
tice at  the  bar  in  this  city  forty-three  years  since. 
In  that  time  the  member's  of  ihe  bar  had  increased 
from  seventy-five  to  seven  hundred  and  fifty-three, 
and  the  names  in  the  directory  from  10.000  to 
100.000.  Should  some  one  be  called  upon  toad- 
dress  the  Board  of  Aldermen  lorty-three  vears 
hence,  the,  e  would  probably  be  7500  names  of 
members  of  the  bar,  and  a  population  in  this  city 
ot  1,000.000. 

Mr.  Derby,  in  controverting  an  article  in  the 
Daily  Advertiser,  viewed  it  as  absurd  that  only 
double  the  ground  space  should  he  required  for  a 
new  Court  House  that  is  nowoecupied  by.the  pres- 
ent one,  inoorsed  the  remarks  of  Judge  vV  right  a- 
to  the  spaie  which  should  be  required,  and  he 
would  go  further,  and  provide  accommodations 
also  for  the  L'nited  States  courts,  which  would 
give  them  greater  conveniences  and  more  quiet, 
while  their  occupancy  of  the  Court  House  would 
contribute  something  by  way  of  revenue.  In  re- 
gard to  the  labor  of  going  so  far  to  visit  the  Law 
library,  should  it  be  on  the  reservoir  lot,  he  re- 
lated that  on  goinf  into  the  office  of  a  prominent 
lawyer,  recently,  he  heard  him  tell  his  boy  to  say 
to  those  calling  for  him,  that  he  bad  gone  to  the 
State  library  in  the  State  House.  That  library 
was  also  valuable  as  a  reference,  and  lawyers  now 
found  it  necessary  to  consult  books  the.  e 

Should  a  new  street  be  opened  from  I'emberton 
square  to  make  the  access  more  direct,  with  the 
betterments  assessed;  the  cost  would  not  be  more 
than  $100,000.  The  insufficient,  accommodations 
of  lawyers,  by  which  several  are  obliged  now  to 
occupy  the  same  office,  would  be  remedied  by  the 
removal  and  the  opening  up  of  increased  acconi- 
midations.  While  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes, 
the  shoemakers,  in  place]of  being  crowded  into  ill- 
ventilated  shops,  are  new  in  spacious  buildings, 
and  the  steam-engine  is  brought  to  their  aid,  the 
lawyers  are  going  back  to  take  the  place  of  the 
shoemakers  in  their  former  inconveniences. 

Mr.  Derby  said  he  was  accustomed  in  his  school- 
boy days  to  good  exercise  in  long  walks  to  school, 
and  to  that  he  was  indebted  to  much  of  his  vigor 
at  his  tunc  ot  life.  Wealthy  merchants  were  ac- 
customed to  climbing  this  hill,  so  much  objected  to, 
and  he  could  see  no  reason  why  lawyers  could  not 
do  so.  For  himself  he  should  "not  be  disturbed  in 
walking  one-fifth  of  a  mile  during  the  remainder 
of  his  life. 

With  some  knowledge  of  the  stone  of  the  reser- 
voir, he  commended  it  as  of  the  best  material,  and 
according  with  the  statement  of  Judge  Wright  in 
regard  to  the  quality,  he  said  it  cost  $21  per  yard, 
which  amount  would  be  saved,  and  as  for  room, 
there  was  an  abundance  of  space  for  its  dressing, 
for  the  reservoir  w.i*  but  a  saucer.  In  this  con- 
nection he  said  he  had  some  experience  in  build- 
ing a  railroad  stable  of  stone,  the  material  being 
quarried  and  dressed  on  Bhe  spot,  when  ihe  blocks 


were  swung  into  the  place  alloted  them  in  putting 
up  the  walls.    There  was  no  difficulty  m  that  i 
and   there  could  be  none  in  this  in  the  dressing  of 
the  s'one. 

To  procure  the  stone  from  this  quarries  he  sup- 
posed would  cost  now  >25  per  yard;  the  stone 
could  be  used  rough  on  the  rear  and  the  sides,  a 
saving  would  he  made  on  great  contracts,  and  on 
the  drawing  of  the  stone  through  the  st  ects,  and 
it  would  be  worth  more  to  be  put  to  use  on  the 
(on  it  flo'ise  than  in  selling  it,  making  a  saving 
on  material  of  from  $100,000  to  $200,000.  As  to  the 
necessity  of  ever  using  the  reservoir,  and  its  ad- 
vantages in  ease  of  si^i'e,  as  one  writer  had  ar- 
gued, how  little  do  such  advocates  know  of  the 
quantity  which  the  reservoir  bold?.  Instead  of 
being  an  advantage  during  a  siege,  it  niij'ht  last 
four  lionts,  it*  capacity  being  but  2,000.000  gal- 
lons, and  would  naraly  be  enough  to  make 
a  cup  of  tea  for  the  whoi'e  people  of  the  City.  Jt 
would  be  better  to  open  the  old  streams  on  Water 
street  than  depend  on  the  reservoir  for  a   supply. 

In  regard  to  Ihe  expense  of  locating  the  Court 
House  on  I'ember'on  square,  he  had  inquired  the 
value  of  two  estates,  which  were  estimated  at 
$75,000  each,  one  on  the  square  and  the  other  in 
the  rear.  This  would  make  the  cost  of  a  site  there 
not  less  than  $1,000,000,  while  the  other  was  less 
expensive  and  far  more  eligible.  In  addition  to 
the  buildings  on  similar  ots,  he  instanced  the 
Treasury  building  at  Washington,  oiv  of  the  t.nest 
in  the  couniiy,  the  appearance  of  which  was  not 
impaired  by  'us  different  levels,  Referring  to  a 
project  before  the  Strei  t  Commissioners  ol  ex- 
tending Howard  street  to  Charles  stree:,  he  said, 
should  the  Court  House  he  located  on  the  Pt-in- 
berton-square  site,  the  necessity  for  the  widening 
of  Howard  street  would  be  much  more  impera- 
tive. 

B.  F.  Biooks  said  he  did  uoi  come  here  in  the 
advocacy  of  any  scheme,  but  he  was  opposed  to 
the  locality  of  the  reservoir  lot,  and  drew  ihe  re- 
monstrance whih  was  signed  b>  avast  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Suffolk  Bar,  who  were  de- 
cidedly and  earnestly  opposed  to  the  location. 
They  were  opposed  to  the  locality  because  of  the 
great  ascent  to  reach  the  Court  House,  and  from 
the  delays  in  cases,  the  fatigue  of  counsel  in  go- 
ing often  to  the  Court  House  would  be  verv  great. 
The  result  would  le  like  the  deciding  of  cases 
under  the  wager  erf  battle,  wtiich  would  give  the 
verdicts  to  the  stronger.  Not  alone  would  this  be 
objectionable  on  account  of  the  ascent,  but  also 
on  account  of  the  distance;  and  should  lawyers 
locate  their  offices  in  the  vicinity,  they  could  not 
carry  their  clients  with  them. 

Mr.  Brooks  urged  that  the  course  of  population 
was  southward.  In  regard  to  beauty,  utility  should 
be  considered  as  of  equal  importance.  In  these 
objections  he  said  lit  represented  the  members  of 
the  bar  who  had  signed  this  petition,  and  he 
would  rather  that  the  Court  House  should  remain 
where  it  is  than  be  obliged  to  go  to  the  top  of  the 
hill.  He  did  not  doubt  that  had  further  time  been 
taken  nearly  all  the  members  of  the  bar  would 
have  signed  the  remonstrance.  Besides  these  law- 
yers, remonstrances  were  made  by  many  citizens 
who  were  residents  of  the  vicinity.  There  were 
others  who  wished  to  be  heard  by  counsel,  and 
they  wish  to  have  further  time  to  prepare  them- 
selves. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins  the  hearing 
for  the  dav  was  closed,  and  it  .  ro'ered  that  Thurs- 
nay,  12  o'clock  M.,  be  assigned  for  a  further  hear- 
ing of  parties  interested.

PETITIONS  PRESENTED  AND  REFERRED. 

Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  for  the 
gift  by  the  city  of  a  dwelling-house  in  the  Suffolk- 
sueet  District  tor  the  uses  of  that  institution. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  Instruction. 
The  petition  closts  as  follows: 

"And  for  the  purpose  ol  more  nearly  representing 
our  wants,  we  would  suggest  that  the  estates  now 
owned  by  the  city  in  the  Suffolk-street  District, 
formerly  the  bouse  of  Mr.  G.  N.  Comer,  with  the 
house  adjoining,  having  light  and  air  upon  all 
sides,  and  having  an  estimated  value  of  from 
$25,000  to  s:;0,000,  would  gWe  us  ample  accommo- 
dations lor  the  present;  and  if  the  city  would  con- 
vey tnis  estate  by  deed  to  the  College  of  Pharmacy, 
for  the  use  and  maintenance  of  the  college  so  long 
as  it  shall  if  mam  an  educational  institution,  the 
college  will  procure  funds  to  improve  and  luiuish 
the  same  in  such  a  manner  that  the  school  shall 
be  no  further  expense  to  the  city,  ami  shall  be  au 
honor  to  the  Commonwealth."

COURT  HOUSE  SITE. 

'Che  special  object  of  the  meeting  was  'he  fur- 
ther hearing  on  the  proposed  taking  of  the  reser- 
voir lot.  and  land  adjoining  on  Mount  Vernon 
street,  as  a  site  lor  a  new  Court  House. 

John  Gardner,  a  resident  of  the  neighborhood 
of  tue  proposed  site,  objected  to  the  proposed 
location,  and  was  ol  the  belief  that  the  ccinmittee 
had  made  a  mistake  in  their  recommendation, 
which  he  supposed  would  not  have  oeen  mane 
had  the  city  not  owned  the  land.  The  site  on  the 
easterly  end  of  I 'ember  ion  square  be  believed  to 
be  the  inost  suitable  place  for  a  Court  House,  for 
light  and  air,  and  for  the  uses  of  a  Court  House. 
There  was  liirht  and  air  enough  for  dwelling- 
houses,  and  he  did  not  believe  any  more  was 
needed  for  a  Court  House. 

The  objection  that  Howard  street  would  require 
to  be  widened  he  did  not  believe  had  any  weight, 
for  it  would  only  make  more  public  the  criminals 
taken  in  and  out  of  the  Court  House.  It  was  de- 
sirable to  have  the  Court  House  lor  the  purpose 
of  clearing  out  the  buildings  on  Howard  street. 
This  was  the  proper  place  because  the  lawyers  de- 
sired it.  and  they  ought  to  know  what  their  wants 
most  required.  He  heard  the  arguments  of  Messrs. 
Wright  aud  Derby,  and  did  not  believe  that  they 
had  ary  weight. 

In  regard  to  expense,  there  were  no  data  by 
which  we  could  estimate  the  advantages  of  these 
sites  respectively.  In  dressing  the  stone  it  would 
become  necessary  to  cart  toese  stones  out  of  town, 
anil  the  eartingwouldbe  required  to  bedone  twice, 
for  he  had  the  estimate  of  a  contractor  tnat  four 
acres  of  ground  would  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  scattering  the  stones  about  in  doing  the  work. 
The  material  also  he  believed  would  not  be  lit  for 
the  purpose,  for  it  would  be  too  coarse. 

The  reservoir  lot  was  objectionable  on  account 
of  the  injury  which  it  would  cause  to  the  property 
in  the  neighborhood,  all  of  which  would  be  depre- 
ciated twenty-live  per  cent.  Then  it  was  proposed 
to  take  troud  houses  to  enable  the  city  to  out  up 
an  elegant  front.  At  this  rate  it  would  cost  as 
much  for  a  Court  House  as  it  would  the  Govern- 
ment for  tin    I  est  office. 

In  regard  to  the  houses  on  Mount  Vernon  street, 
the  cesidents  there  w<  uld  not  be  willing  to  give 
up  then  houses  withoui  being  well  pad,  and  they 
would  get  all  tney  were  w  irth.  These  houses  anil 
the  houses  i.i  the  neighborhood,  which  would  he 
required  b-r  a  new  street  to  net  access  to  the 
Court  House,  would  not  be  less  than  $1,000,0!)0. 

Mr.  Gatuner  made  some  turther  remarks  upon 


the  objectionable  -har  icier  which  would  be  given 
to  the  neighixirhood  by  the  transportation  of  pris- 
oners ami  the  crowds  ol  objectionable  persons 
wuirh  would  be  brought  theie  such  a  tight 
would  he  objectionable  to  the  families  of  mat 
vicinity, and  would  drive  away  all  respectable 
inhabitants  from  that  vicinity. 

.Mr.  Gardner  replied  to  some  of  the  remirks  of 
Mr.  Derby  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  the  centre 
of  business,  and  he  contended  that  Che  business 
now  done  in  this  vicinity  could  not  be  removed. 
The  Court  House  should  be  where  the  centre  of 
business  is  done  by  merchants,  and  the  business 
could  not  be  removed  from  that  locality. 

Win.  H.  Thompson,  who  had  recently  purchased 
an  estate  on  Hancock  street,  objected"  to  the  res- 
ervoir locality,  as  an  outratrc  upon  all  the  resi- 
dents in  that  vicinity.  He  would  prefer  to  have 
the  jail  or  the  State  Prison  in  the  vicinity.  The 
effect  would  be  the  depreciation  of  property  to  an 
amount  ot  half  a  million  of  dollars.  In  further 
remarks  upon  the  disgrace  which  would  be  brought 
upon  the  neighborhood  by  having  the  Black  Maria 
and  the  attendant  crowds  in  those  streets,  he  said 
he  should  be  willing  to  tight  the  matter  to  the  ex- 
tent of  half  the  value  ol  his  estate.  If  the  city 
was  not  able  to  provide  for  a  site  elsewhere,  he 
was  willing:  to  pay  bis  full  share  towards  the  ex- 
pense of  another  siie. 

.Mr.  Thompson  remarked  upon  the  uses  to  which 
the  reservoir  could  be  put,  and  admiring  that  it 
held  so  small  an  amount  as  was  Btated  by  Mr. 
Derby,  he  believed  that  it  was  important  to  have 
a  cei/rral  supply  of  water,  and  had  there  been 
such  a  supply  of  water  in  Chicago,  he  did 
not  doubt  much  of  th?  property  might  have  been 
saved.  The  Pemberton-iquare  lot  he  believed 
must  be  the  most  eligible  lot,  and  so  far  as  related 
to  the  stone,  he  believed  that  a  large  amount 
would  be  lost  in  the  work  of  redressing  it- 
George  Putnam,  Jr..  appeared  for  members  of 
the  bar,  and  personally,  iu  opposition  to  the  res- 
ervo'r  lot.  lhe  proposed  locality  he  character- 
ized as  inaccessible  and  inconvenient,  and  it 
would  be  unjust  to  force  members  of  the  bar  to 
eo  io  a  place  deemed  so  objectionable  to  them. 
Comparing  it  with  the  Post  Office,  he  said  there 
would  be  more  time  lost  in  going  to  the  Court 
House  thau  there  would  be  should  the  Post  Office 
be 'ocated  there.  No  private  enterprise,  he  con- 
tended, would  ever  have  sought  such  a  place  for 
business,  and  the  lawyers  in  This  respect  were  but 
a  representative  class,  and  as  such  the  injury 
would  not  be  to  them  only,  but  to  the  whole  com- 
munity. 

Gladly  admitting  that  the  report  was  an  able 
one  and  ertitling  it  as  such  to  great  we'ght, 
it  came  upon  the  members  of  the  bar  with  sur- 
prise, believing  as  they  did  that  other  sites  pre- 
sented a  greater  preference.  The  members  of  tne 
bar,  he  admitted,  were  negligent  of  their  duty  in 
not  appearing  more  fully  at  the  heariug,  yet  he 
hoped  no  advantage  would  oe  taken  of  that.  He 
asked,  therefore,  that  the  report  would  ba  recom- 
mitted, and  that  further  time  be  granted  to  those 
most  interested  in  considering  a  proper  locatiou. 

Referring  to  the  site  on  the  west  end  of  Pember- 
ton  square,  he  said  it  was  objected  that  the  street 
was  too  steep  for  the  Black  Maria,  but  tbat.be 
thought,  ruiiiht  be  obviated  by  a  court-yard  on 
Somerset  street,  at  the  old  carriage-house  of  the 
late  Ebenezer  Francis. 

Coming  back  to  the  present,  locality,  while  it 
was  evident  that  there  were  many  objectionable 
features  in  the  matter  of  quiet  ami  ventilation,  he 
believed  these  objections  might  be  removed  by  the 
purchase  of  some  or  the  neighboring  estates,  and 
closing  the  square  as  a  public  highway  tor  vehi- 
cles. 

In  regard  to  having  all  the  courts  and  offices 
under  one  roof,  he  did  not  believe  that  members 
of  the  bar  were  strenuous  on  the  subject,  aud 
would  be  willing  to  submit  to  such  inconveni- 
ences as  might  result  from  a  different  arrangement. 
He  had  no  plans  to  offer,  and  only  offered  these 
remarks  as  suggestions  for  a  further  consideration 
of  the  subject.  The  clerks  of  courts,  judges  and 
others,  were  entitled  to  good  accommodation, 
light  ana  ai>\  and  should  have  them  ;  but  when  it 
comes  to  a  locality,  the  members  of  the  bar  should 
be  consulted. 

In  the  matter  of  convenience,  if  lawyers  are  to 
be  subjected  to  gi eater  difficulties  in  their  prac- 
tice, It  would  require  greater  labor,  the  services  of 
two  persons  where  one  now  is  sufficient,  the  costs 
of  litigation  would  be  increased,  and  the  public  in 
co  sapience  would  be  subjected  to  greater  bur- 
dens. 
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Mr.  Putnam,  as  a  volunteer  in  the  matter,  urgerl 
some  consideration  in  behalf  of  the  residents  near 
the  reservoir  lot,  why  their  property  should 
not  he  taken,  or  ne  injured  by  this  locality. 
These  people,  he  said,  would  not  have  made  their 
residences  there  had  they  supposed  those 
residences  would  he  invaded  by  business.  The 
hill  gave  advantages  for  such  residences,  and 
these,  although  accidental,  should  be  cherished  as 
of  great  advantage,  in  keeping  such  places  as  they 
are  now. 

Win.  Endicott,  Jr.,  as  a  resident  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, onjected  to  the  reservoir  locality,  on  account 
of  it?  desiraoleness  as  a  pl.>ee  of  residence,  which 
would  be  greatly  changed  by  the  locality  of  a 
Court  House.  The  people  did  not  like  to  remove 
residences  lony;  owned  by  them,  which  they  woula 
be  obliged  to  do.  He  was  not  satisfied,  either,  that 
the  reservoir  would  not  be  needed  further  as  a 
supply  of  water,  in  the  breaking  of  pipes  or  disar- 
ranging the  stand-pipe.  The  site  on  Pemberton 
square,  he  believed,  might  be  made  the  most  de- 
sirable one  for  a  Court  House,  ana  in  this  he  was 
supported  by  a  conversation  w.th  ex-Mayor  Nor- 
cross.  This  site,  he  believed,  would  be  desirable 
on  account  of  locality. 

Joseph  H.  Bradley  said  he  did  not  agree  with  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  thehiror  with  citi- 
zens as  to  the  necessity  for  a  new  Court  House,  tor 
conveniences  might  be  provided  in  the  present 
locality.  So  tar  as  reiated  to  the  site  on  the 
northerly  end  of  Pembertou  square,  he  believed 
that  would  be  the  worst  conceivable  place  for  a 
Court  House.  The  placing  nt  the  criminal  courts 
on  the  end  towards  Howard  street  would  subject 
them  iO  the  noise  irotn  that  street  and  from  Court 
street,  and  would  require  the  widening  of  the 
streets. 

If  a  Court  House  was  to  be  placed  on  Pemher- 
ton  square,  it  should  occupv  the  whole  square,  but 
that  would  not  give  a  sufficient  width.  Lawyers 
had  gone  into  Pemberton  square  for  convenience, 
and  it  seemed  to  be  taken  for  granted  that  the 
Court  House  must  follow  them,  and  means  had 
been  taken  to  build  up  a  popular  opinion  in  favor 
of  going  to  that  square.  Between  the  two,  he 
should  prefer  the  reservoir  lot. 

Mr.  Bradley  said  he  would  make  some  sugges- 
tions, for  he  did  not  believe  there  was  any  neces- 
sity lor  hurry  in  this  matter,  and  the  board  might 
hive  time  to  consider  them.  The  City  hall  he  did 
not  believe  was  a  proper  building  for  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  designed,  and  his  suggest  on  was 
that  this  building  should  be  taken  for  civil  courts 
and  the  present  Court  House  for  criminal  courts. 
The  City  Hall  should  be  located  on  the  square  op- 
postie  to  its  present  location. 

Curtis  Guild,  as  a  resident  of  the  vicinuy  of  the 
reservoir,  objected  to  that  locality:  as  an  owner  of 
propeity,  and  on  expressing  an  opinion  in  favor  of 
Pemberton  square,  remarked  that  there  were 
other  persons  who  were  entitled  to  consideration, 
who  were  not  referred  to.  This  class  he  said  were 
capitalists.  .Much  had  been  doiie  for  theimprove- 
ment  of  other  sections  of  the  city,  but  little  had 
bean  done  for  the  streets  in  the  vicinity  of  Pinck- 
ney,  Derne,  and  other  streets.  Many  of  the  old, 
historic  families  now  lived  on  Beacon  Hill,  and 
as  citizens  to  whom  we  turn  in  our  need,  who  con- 
tribute to  our  valued  institutions,  their  wishes 
should  be  considered  in  this  matter. 

In  the  matter  of  water,  he  believed  the  reservoir 
might  yet  be  needed,  for  he  had  been  obliged  to  go 
without  water  two  days,  on  account  of  difficulties 
at  the  stand-pipe.  The  supply  at  the  reservoir, 
small  as  it  might  be,  would  often  go  a  good  way  iu 
putting  out  a  hie.  Other  places  had  b?tn  sug- 
gested—that  of  the  locality  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
"where  he  believed  plenty  ot  air  and  light  might  be 
obtained.  Without  impugning  the  motives  of 
those  who  live  at  Kast  Boston,  Koxbury  or  else- 
where, he  hoped  they  would  consider  the  feelings 
and  wishes  of  the  residents  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  reservoir. 

Henry  Morgan  urged  some  considerations  in  fa- 
vor of  the  reservoir  site  ; — that  the  site  was  owned 
by  the  city ;  that  it  wa«  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  locate  the  Court  House;  the  people, 
who  were  interested  no  less  than  the  lawyers, 
were  in  favor  of  It, and  if  objections  were  made 
to  the  proposed  locality,  it  would  be  only  requir- 
ing the  same  class  of  people  to  remove  who  were 
driven  away  from  as  eligible  houses  on  Pember- 
ton square.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  board 
would  locate  the  Court  House  as  was  proposed  by 
the  ,'otnmittee. 

Peter  B.  Brigham  objected  to  the    reservoir  site 


as  an  injury  to  the  property  in  that  neighborhood 
to  the  amount  of  twentv-tive  per  cent.  His  sug- 
gestion was  that  the  present  Court  House  should 
be  used  for  the  criminal  courts  and  for  the  Pro- 
nate  and  Registry  offices,  and  that  a  Court  House 
should  be  erected  on  Pemberton  square  for  civil 
business. 

K.  H.  i>erby,  in  reply  to  some  of  the  objections 
which  bad  been  made,  said  he  had  a  conversation 
with  the  Cniet  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  on 
the  day  of  the  former  hearing,  and  he  said  it  was 
a  oerversion  of  jusrice  to  hold  courts  where  jurors 
could  not  hear  the  evidence  which  was  submitted 
to  them.  In  regard  to  the  lemoval  of  business 
west,  the  business  was  reviving  in  that  direction, 
and  estates  in  Pemberton  square  were  now  worth 
four  times  as  much  as  formerly. 

Estates  iu  Ashnurton  street  and  in  other  streets 
in  that  vicinity  would  be  increased  much  in  value 
by  the  removal  of  the  Court  House,  as  proposed. 
He  could  see  no  serious  difficulty  iu  such  a  remov- 
al, and  he  could  not  regard  the  reasons  given  by 
members  of  the  bar  as  having  any  weight.  They 
did  not  wish  to  go  farther  or  higher,  that  was 
ail.  But  of  the  750  members  of  the  bar,  the  re- 
monstrances were  not  signed  by  more  than  200. 

Mr.  Derby  stated  some  objections  to  the  I'em- 
berton-square  locality,  which  would  necessitate 
the  widening  of  Howard  street,  and  in  turther 
urging  the  lemoval  of  the  Court  House,  he  said 
the  present  Court  House  should  be  dedicated  to 
commerce,  and  a  reveuue  of  .$40,000  or  .$50,000 
could  be  obtained  from  the  budding  in  fitting  it 
up  for  banking  and  insurance  offices.  Besides 
this,  saving  the  cost  of  further  facilities  far  the 
Registry  and  Probate  offices,  with  the  revenue 
which  might  be  derived  therefrom,  would  give  a 
further  saving  of  $15,000. 

Mr.  Derby  replied  to  some  of  the  oojections 
against  the  use  of  the  stone  of  the  reservoir,  stat- 
ing that  it  was  the  best  of  granite,  and  he  would 
have  that  which  was  used  for  the  sides  not  ham- 
mered. A  good  front  could  be  secured,  and  as  to 
the  style  of  the  building,  he  referred  to  buildings 
in  Europe  which  were  on  similar  lots  and  of  an 
admiraole  appearance. 

B.  F.  Brooks  presented  a  letter  from  ex-Mayor 
Norcross,  giving  reasons  m  favor  of  the  Pemlier- 
ton-square  site,  and  expressing  regret  that  it  was 
not  taken  in  1867,  uuder  the  act  of  the  Legislature. 
He  believed  that  it  would  be  the  most  convenient 
place  for  a  Court  House. 

The  hearing  was  now  closed. 

ORDERS  PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderiiirin  Gibson, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Police  be  au- 
thorized to  p  i.v  the  expenses,  not  exceeding  $800, 
on  account  of  investigations  made  by  them  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Police  Department;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Police. 

On  motion  of  Aldermau  Lit'le, 

Ordered,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
and  Public  Squares  be  authorized,  under  rlie  di- 
rection of  the  Committee  on  Common  and  Public 
Squares,  to  expend  for  tools  and  repairs,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  sum  heretofore  appropriated  f  or  that 
purpose,  $600;  said  amount  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Common,  etc. 

REPORT  OF  A  COMMITTEE. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Cem- 
eteries, to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
James  A.  Healy  and  others,  members  ot  the  char- 
itable corporation  known  as  the  House  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  tor  permission  to  set  apart  a 
small  portion  of  the  estate  held  by  them  in  Kox- 
bury as  a  burial-place  for  the  sisters  ot  the  insti- 
tution, having  considered  the  subject,  made  a  re- 
port that  all  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  the  vi- 
cinity remonstrate  strongly  against  granting  the 
request  of  the  petitioners*  for  the  following  rea- 
sons: 

1.  Because  it  is  contrary  to  enlightened  public 
sentiment  and  to  the  established  policy  of  the 
city. 

2.  Because  it  would  injuriously  affect  the  value 
ol  real  estate  in  the  vicinity. 

?,.  Pesause  under  some  circumstances  it  may 
he  :oue  dingeroui  to  the  health  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. 

4.  Because  it  might  be  an  obstruction  to  public 
improvement. 

5.  Because  it  would  create  a  dangerous  prece- 
dent. 

After  hearing  all  the  parties  in   interest,   the 
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committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  contra- 
ry to  public  policy  to  permit  tbe  establishment  of 
a  burial-ground,  however  limited  iu  area,  iu 
such  a  populous  district  within  the  limits  of  the 
city;  and  while  they  desire  to  afford  every  facility 
lor  enlarging  the  usefulness  of  this  noble  charity, 
they  believe  that  the  injury  to  public  and  private 
interests  by  granting  this  request  would  out- 
weigh any  benefit  which  might  accrue  to  the  insti- 
tution. 

The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  that 
the  petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw. 

RECEPTION  OF  GRAND  DUKE  ALEXIS. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Cutter,  the  order  to  pro- 
vide for  the  reception  of  the  Grand  Duke  Alexis 
was  taken  from  the  table,  and  passed,  and  Alder- 


men Jenkins,  Cutter  and   Plumer  were  Joined  to 
the  committee  of  the  Common  Council.

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  stated  that  it  had  not. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  said  if  he  understood  the 
matter  aright,  if  the  tolls  were  not  taken  off,  it 
was  estimated  that  there  would  not  be  any  defi- 
ciency to  be  provided  for.  He  thought  the  com- 
munication should  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
ou|Ferries. 

Messrs.  Kyan,  Webster  of  Ward  6.  and  Woods  of 
Ward  12  advocated  the  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Ferries.

On  an  inquiry  of  Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13,  if  the 
amendment  was  authorized  by  the  committee,  Mr. 
Smith  replied  that  a  mistake  was  made  in  omit- 
ing  the  addition  of  one  month's  interest,  which 
was  included  in  the  amendment. 

The  order  to  fit  up  rooms  in  the  Central  Charity 
Bureau  for  the  accommodation  of  the  paymaster 
of  the  Soldiers'  Relief  Committee,  and  to  tit  up 
the  room  occupied  by  him  in  the  City  Hall  for  the 
Department  for  the  Survey  and  Inspection  of

Mr  Graggof'Ward  14  said  he  did  not  question

he  must  communicate,  yet  (injections  had  been 
made  on  the  part  of  the  Soldiers''  Ltelief  Committee 
to  the  removal  of  the  otiiee  of  the  paymaster,  lie 
moved  a  recommittal  of  the  report'  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings,  with  instructions  to 
give  such  members  of  the  Soidiers'  belief  Commit- 
tee a  hearing  as  "nay  desire  it.  The  motion  was 
carried. 

The  order  for  an  additional  appropriation  of 
.118,000  foi  sewers,  to  he  transferred  trom  the  Re- 
served Fund,  was  passed;  yeas  53,  nays  3— bob- 
bins, O'Connor,  squires. 

PROMOTION  OF  PROPERTY  ON  WATER  FRONT. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5.  from  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  order  passed  by  ihe  City  Council 
Sept.  1.9,  1870,  requesting  the  committee  to  con- 
soler ami  report  whether  any  additional  safe- 
guards are  needed  to  protect  property  on  the  water 
lrjnt  from  destruction  by  tire,  having  considered 
the  subject,  siiimitted  a  report,  as  follows: 

Believing  that  ihe  matter  was  one  of  great  im- 
portance to  our  citizens,  and  that  by  the  constant 
growth  of  our  city  its  importance  would  increase, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  thit  the  committee 
should  visit  the  city  of  New  York  and  ohtain  such 
information  as  Hey  could  by  their  personal  in- 
spection of  the  means  employed  in  that  city  for 
the  protection  of  pioperty  on  the  water  front. 

T»,e  committee  gave  the'  subject  much  time  and 
attention,  and  were  of  the  opinion  that,  under  the 
present  oigamzation  of  our  Fire  Department,  no 
adequate  protection  coutd  be  afforded  to  much 
valuable  progeny  now  stored  in  buildings  ex- 
tending along  twenty  miles  of  water  front  This 
property,  with  the  snipping  in  our  harbor,  is  at 
the  mercy  of  any  general  conflagration,  and  should 
be  protected  by  other  means  than  those  now  em- 
ployed. Ihe  .serious  fires  that  have  taken  place 
in  (  ur  city  during  the  past  ten  years  are  s^  famil- 
iar to  eveiy  meiiber  of  the  City  Council  that  it  is 
unncessaiy  to  particularize  them. 

Tbe  committee  aie,  therefore,  unanimously  of 
the  opinion  that  there  should  be  provided  at  once 
a  suitably  constructed  steamboat  of  light  draft, 
capable  of  being  propelled  at  the  rate  of  at  least 
ten  knots  an  hour,  and  possessing  great  power  for 
raising  and  forcing  water.  This  boat  should  carry 
several  pumps  of  j_ood  capacity,  easily  connected 
or  disconnected  with  the  power,  so  that  in  case  of 
accident  some  of  them  may  still  be  available. 

This  matter  is  receiving  attention  in  all  our 
large  maritime  cities.  Such  apparatus  has  been 
used  in  London  lor  the  last  twelve  years  with 
great  success.  It  has  also  been  used  in  tbe  city  of 
JSew  Yotk  lor  three  years.  A  communication 
from  the  Police  and  Fiie  Commissiontrs  of  Chica- 
go in  relation  to  the  same  matter  is  appended.  A 
boat  of  this  kind  can  he  maintained  at  a  mueh 
less  expeuse  than  it  now  costs  for  a  steam  lire- 
el  gine  company  in  our  city,  while  in  capacity  ami 
efficiency  it  would  be  equal  to  any  three  of  our 
first-class  fire-engines. 

Ihe  committee  are  also  satisfied  that  in  addition 
to  protecting  the  water  front  and  the  shipping,  it 
would  prove  a  great  auxiliary  to  the  regulai  force, 
in  commanding  all  streets  running  parallel  with 
the  water  line,  within  a  distance  of  five  hundred 
feet,  as  well  as  those  running  at  right  angles  to 
the  water  line.  In  addition  to  this  the  boat  could 
t  e  so  ■  (instructed  a*  to  be  of  great  service  to  the 
city  in  breaking  up  the  ice  in  our  harbor. 

ihe  committee  would  therefore  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
order: 

ordered.  That  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tract for  the  building  at  an  iron  steamboat,  with 
the  necessary  numps  and  other  apparatus  for  ex- 
tinguishing tires,  at  an  estimated  expense  of 
$20,000;  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  Fire  Department. 

Ihe  communication  from  the  Police  and  Fire 
eepartments  of  Chicago  was  dated  October  21. 
1871,  and  addressed  to  Chief-Engineer  Dauirell,  as 
follows: 

Dear  Sir—  In  rep'y  to  your  question  respecting 
the  probable  efficiency  of  floating  steam-pumps  at 
the  great  lire,  1  nave  to  say  that  1  am  fully  of  the 
opinion  that  Ihe  great  tire  of  October  8  and  !i 
might  ha"e  been  stopped  on  ihe  west  side  of  iho

nvt  r. 

Mgned  by  J.  B.  Brown,  the  president,  and  con- 
curred in  liy  other  members  of  thr>  Board  of  Police 
and  Fire  Commissioners,  Mark  Sheridan  and  Fred- 
erick Green.

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Common  Council  on  Armories 
and  .Military  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  to  pay  $250  lor  repairs  of  arinorv  occupied 
by  Company  A,  Second  Battalion  of  Intantry, 
made  a  rep.'. it  that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Tbe  report  was  accepted  aud  the  order  was 
passed. 

Air.  Pope  of  Ward  16,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Streets,  to  whom  were  referred  the 
resolve  and  order  lor  the  widening  of  Kneeland 
street,  on  the  northerly  side  hetween  Washington 
street  and  Harrison  avenue,  made  a  report  ri  c- 
ouimendii'g  tbe  City  Council  to  concur  with  the 
Street  Commissioners  in  the  widening.  The  com- 
mittee would  also  recommend  the  passage  of  ihe 
accompanying  oi  tier  authorizing  a  loan  ol  $150,000 
to  pay  for  the  land  damages  antl  for  lepairing  the 
street  after  the  widening: 

Ordered,  1'hat  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to 
honow,  under  the  direction  ot  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $150,000,  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  widening  of  Kneeland  street. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolve  and  or- 
der for  the  widening  .if  the  street  were  passed,  in 
concurrence.  Tbe  order  to  authorize  the  borrow- 
ing of  the  money  was  reatl  once. 

REPAIRS  ON  THE   HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

Mr.  Flyun  of  Ward  7  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $48,000  1)3  allowed  to 
the  Directors  for  Public  Insiitutious  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  such  temporary  repairs  and  alter- 
ations in  the  workshops  anil  other  buildings  con- 
nected with  tbe  House  of  Correction  at  South  Bos- 
ton as  may  be  judged  necessary  and  imperative; 
such  repairs  and  alteiatioi  s  to'be  made  with  the 
view  of  a  probable  removal  of  said  House  of  Cor- 
rection to  some  other  locality;  said  sum  to  be 
transfened  lor  the  purpose  from  tbe  Reserved 
Fund. 

The  order  was  read  once,  and  Mr.  Flynn  moved 
a  suspension  of  the  rules  for  its  second  reading. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Wartl  12,  objected  and  honed 
that  time  would  be  allowed  to  consider  the  order. 
He  was  not  satisfied  that  so  large  a  sum  as  $48,000 
was  needed,  and  believed  that  $25,000  would  be 
quite  sufficient  to  make  all  the  repairs  that  were 
neetled.  Before  any  sum  should  be  voted,  he 
hoped  the  order  would  be  taken  from  the  table, 
requesting  the  committee  to  report  in  relation  to 
the  selection  of  a  site  for  the  House  of  Correction, 
and  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  new  buildings. 
When  such  a  report  is  made,  they  could  actunder- 
stantlingly.  It  might  be  found  necessary  to  vote  a 
larger  sum,  as  miuh  as  $12o,000,  which  the  Coun- 
cil had  reluscd.  lnt.il  such  a  report  is  made,  it 
would  be  acting  in  the  daik. 

.Mi.  Flynn  said  he  did  not  suppose  that  those 
who  opposed  this  order  would  be   willing  to  vote

one  dollar  for  repairs  of  the  House  of  Correction. 
The  su'j.iect  had  been  fully  discussed,  and  they 
might  as  well  vore  upon  it  vow  us  at  anytime. 
Anv  opposition  to  it  would  he  for  the  purpose  of 
putting  it  off  to  next  vear.  The  order  in  its  pro- 
visions was  almost  the  same  as  that  of  the  report 
of  the  committee,  which  called  for  $50,000. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  hoped  the  rules  would 
not  he  suspended,  and  that  the  order  would  be 
laid  over  one  week,  as  is  customary.  The  pream- 
ble and  order  on  the  table  should  he  taken  up  and 
acted  upon  first.  If  it  should  be  the  opinion  of 
the  coumiiuee  that  the  House  of  Correction 
should  not  be  removed  in  less  than  two,  three, 
or  rive  years,  they  wished  to  know  it,  ard  act  ac- 
cording to  the  circumstances.  Should  it  remain 
there  three  years,  this  sum  would  be  only  a  small 
part  of  that  which  would  be  required. 

In  the  report  of  the  directors  they  recommended 
the  erection  of  a  brick  cbapei  as  necessary,  and 
he  wished  to  have  the  views  of  the  committee, 
long  or  short,  on  the  question  of  removal.  When 
it  is  found  out  how  long  the  institution  is  to  le- 
muin.  then  they  could  vote  understanding^.  If 
this  order  should  be  pissed,  they  might  be  called 
upon  to  vote  for  an  additional  appropriation  for  a 
cuapel. 

Mr.  -smith  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  rules  would  be 
suspended,  for  this  subject  bad  become  thread- 
bare from  discussion  and  should  be  settled.  It 
was  not  to  be  supposed  that  certain  gentlemen 
would  vote  a  dollar  for  repairs.  The  present  order 
was  substantially  that  which  had  been  before  the 
Council  for  three  months.. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  there  were  one 
or  two  things  in  this  order  he  did  not  understand. 
The  report  ot  the  Committee  he  believed  should 
be  accepted,  and  they  should  be  given  what  they 
ask  for.  He  liked  the  language  of  the  committee 
better  than  the  language  of  this  order,  and  their 
order  could  not  be  improved.  This  order  lim- 
its their  action  to  the  workshops,  while  theirs  al- 
lows th/ni  the  liberty  to  expend  the  money  as  well 
on  the  erection  of  a  cbaoel.  He  was  therefore  op- 
posed to  the  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  he  agreed  with  the  gentleman 
from  Ward  11,  that  the  committee  might  come  to 
the  Council  again  and  ask  for  money  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  chapel.  The  subject  was  very  important 
and  the  rules  should  not  be  suspended. 

Mr.  Flynn  said  the  order  covered  ever\  thing  as 
the  committee  desired.  It  provides  for  making  re- 
p  drs,  conditioned  upon  the  removal  of  the  House 
of  Correction.  The  necessity  lor  repairs  was  im- 
perative, and  these  would  be  made  judiciously.  If 
the  members  of  the  Council  had  no  confidence  in 
the  directors  they  could  vote  agairsf  the  order. 

The  motion  for  a  suspension  oi  the  rules  was  car- 
ried. 

Mr.  Pond  of  Ward  3  inquired  if  an  amendment; 
was  an  order,  and  to  the  reply  that  it  was,  moved 
to  substitute  the  order  of  the  commirtee. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  motion  could  not  be 
entertained,  as  that  motion  had  been  before  the 
Council  and  bad  been  rejected. 

Mr.  Hersey  moved  to  amend  by  inserting  the 
words  "chapel  accommodations,"  stating  that  the 
directors  0:td  said  there  was  an  imperative  de- 
mand for  a  chapel. 

Mr.  Flynn  hoped  the  amendment  would  not  pass, 
believing  that  the  Board  of  Directors  were  the 
best  judges  of  what  they  wanted. 

The  order  provided  for  an  expenditure  of  $48,- 
900,  as  far  as  it  will  go,  for  a  chapel,  cells  ar.d  re- 
pairs. 

Mr.  Hersey  said  he  agreed    that   the  directors 
are  the  best  judges  of  what   tbey  wanted,  and  he 
would  not  confine  their   action  by  the  order,  but 
give  them  an  opportunity  io  build  a  chapel. 

The  amendment,  was  modified  to  read  "includ- 
ing the  building  of  a  chapel,"  and  was  lost,  by  a 
vote  of  14  to  26. 

The  order  was  then  passed,  by  a  vote  of  48  to  8, 
as  follows:

Mr.  Patch  of  Ward  11  offered  an  order,  which 
was  read  once,  calling  the  attention  of  the  Street 
Comunssioners  to  a  resolve  of  the  Clcy  Council  of 
October  3,  relative  to  the  cost  of  the  extension  of 
Wentiell  street. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Woods  of  WTard  12,  by  a  vote 
of  18  to  14,  the  preamble  and  order  requesting  the 
Committee  on  Public  Institutions  to  select  a  suit- 
able site  for  a  new  House  of  Correction,  and  pre- 
pare plans  and  estimates  for  the  necessary  build- 
ings, were  taken  from  the  table  for  consideration. 
Mr.  Woods  ureed  the  passage  of  the  older,  now 
that  the  directors  had  their  appropriation  made, 
when  no  harm  could  be  done  in  calling  upon  the 
committee  for  a  report. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  order,  which  was  carried,  by  a 
vote  of  23  to  14. 

Mr.  Kobbins  of  Ward  8  moved  that  when  the 
Council  adjourn,  it  be  to  Friday  evening  of  next 
week. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  to  amend  by 
substituting  an  adjournment  for  two  weeks. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  hoped  the  motion  would

Mr.  O'Connor  said  ne  would  not  urge  his  motion 
if  there  were  any  serious  reasons  against  adjourn- 
ing two  weeks. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  opposed  the  motion,  stat- 
ing that  an  important  report  would  be  made  next 
week. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  I  referred  to  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Ferries,  which  would  require 
action. 

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  to  amend  further 
by  substituting  Tuesday  evening  of  next  week, 
when  Mr.  O'Connor  withdrew  his  amendment,  and 
Mr.  Robbins  accepted  that  of  Mr.  Winch.  As 
amended  the  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Winch  subsequently  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  vote  adjourning  to  Tuesday  evening, 
stating  that  many  members  would  be  absent  that 
evening  in  attendance  upon  the  Democratic  Ward 
and  City  Committee.

Mr.  Perkins  urgeo  tint  some  action  should  be 
taken  after  the  committee  had  .»o  much  labor,  and 
a  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  rather 
flippant  in  view  of  it.  The  subject  should  be  con- 
sidered on  its  own  merits,  without  relerence  to 
the  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  under 
the  present  construction  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  such  board,  could  do 
nothing,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Health  was 
virtually  the  board.  The  State  Board  bad  been  in 
operation  two  years,  but  their  action  had  produced 
no  sensible  result,  and  the  plan  of  tne  committee 
was  as  judicious  as  could  be  devised. 

Mr.  Smith  raised  a  point  of  order  that  there  was 
no  quorum  present. 

The  Chair  (Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1)  said  the  gen- 
tleman would  proceed  with  his  remarks. 

Mr.  Perkins  said  he  would  say  no  more  and  would 
take  his  seat.

At  the 
midsection  nt  Dorchester  avenue  and  Ashmont 
street,  and  at  Adams  street  near  the  ceme- 
tery, said  railway  shall  pass  under  the  high- 
ways, and  suitable  bridges  with  abutments 
and  retaining  walls  shall  be  erected  for  the  public 
travel  to  pass  over  and  above  said  railway;  at 
said  Adams  street,  the  roadway  of  the  bridge 
shall  ne  two  leet  above  the  present  grade  of  said 
street.

and  said  railway  company  shall  boln  the  city 
harmless  from  all  claims  for  damages,  costs  or  ex- 
penses, on  account  ol  or  growing  out  of  the  grad- 
ing of  said  highways  as  above  described  and  de- 
tei mined;  and  belore  entering  upon,  excavating, 
or  altering  said  highways,  said  railway  company 
shall  give  security  as  provided  in  section  48,  chap- 
ter U3,  of  the  (ieneral  Statutes.  At  the  crossing  of 
Adams  street  and  Dorchester  avenue,  near  Field's 
Corner,  and  at  Park  street,  .Melville  avenue,  Matn- 
er  street,  Centre  street  and  Codman  streer,  said 
ra.l  way  company  shall  erect  and  maintain  suita- 
ble gates,  and  employ  competent  agents  to  open 
and  close  the  same  while  an  engine  or  train  pass- 
es, and  at  each  of  said  crossings  said  company 
shall  erect  posts  and  signs  in  accordance  with 
section  81,  chapter  63,  of  tue  General  Statutes.

PAPERS  FROM  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL. 

The  petuions  of  the  Ebenezer  Baptist  Society, 
Dyer  &  Gurney  and  others,  E.  H.  Clarke  and 
ethers,  and  students  of  the  Massachusetts  College 
of  Pharmacy,  were  severally  referred,  in  concur- 
rence.

Aluerman  Pope  opposed  the  order,  stating  that 
the  estates  had  been  advertised  for  sale  the  pres- 
ent week,  and  a  delay  would  be  to  the  injury  of  the 
property,  and  should  the  gift  not  be  made,  or  the 
right  of  i he  city  to  make  such  a  girt  he  doubted, 
its  lurther  advertising  would  be  required. 

Alderman  Gibson  moved  to  lay  the  subject  over 
one  week,  for  an  inquiry  into  it,  and  on  the  state- 
men-,  being  made  that  the  sale  was  ordered  dur- 
ing the  week,  moved  an  indehnite  postponement 
of  the  order. 

Alderman  Kicker  inquired  if  tbe  interests  of  the 
city  would  be  injured  by  withdrawing  tbe  proper- 
ty from  sale,  and  if  not,  he  hoped  chat  the  order 
might  be  passed. 

Alderman  Pope  said  if  he  believed  the  Govern- 
ment could  appropriate  tbe  estates  in  question 
tor  the  purposes  proposed,  he  would  make  no  ob- 
jection to  a  delay  of  the  sale;  but  after  advertis- 
ing tbe  sale  of  tbe  estates,  which  were  worth  sooifl 
$:'.0,000,  there  would  be  a  loss  of  the  interest,  a 
doubt  whether  the  gift  could  be  made,  and  a  fur- 
ther expense  for  advertising.     He   believed   the 


Board  was  prepared  uow  to  say  whether  the  gift 
.of  the  property  should  oe  made  as  asked  for. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  know  what  the 
object  was  in  giving  away  this  property,  out  as 
the  chairman  ot"  the  committee  has  advertised  it 
for  sale,  he  thought  the  petitioners  had  better 
look  up  some  otner  i  osition  more  suitable  than 
this.  As  the  buildings  are  titteu  up  for  dwelling- 
houses  i  hey  cannot  be  what  they  desire,  and  they 
had  better  take  waste  land  and  erect  a  building 
such  as  may  better  arswer  their  put  poses. 

Alderman  Littl?  did  not  believe  there  was  time 
now  to  consider  the  question  before  t dp  sale  should 
be  made,  and  he  doubted  whether  the  city  bad  a 
right  to  give  away  the  property.  The  streets  had 
been  graded  up  on  the  Suffolk-street  District,  and 
the  committee  wished  to  get  the  property  off  their 
hands.  It  the  city  desired  to  help  in  the  educa- 
tion of  young  men  as  apothecaries,  let  the  money 
be  voted  for  the  purpose. 

The  motion  for  indefinite  postponement  was 
carried.

27th  of  June  last,  relative  to  the  lease  of  laud 
on  the  easterly  side  of  Albany  street,  opposite  the 
Cicy  Hospital,  and  that  the  lot  of  land  on  the  east- 
erly side  of  said  street,  opposite  said  hospital,  con- 
taining 30.000  square  feet,  be  placed  in  the  charge 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  with  directions 
to  lease  the  same  on  such  terms  as  may  be  best 
for  the  interests  of  the  city,  coming  up  referred  to 
Committee  on  City  Hospital,  the  reference  was 
concuned  in.

Alderman  fflumer  said  he  was  willing  to  vote 
for  a  reasonable  amount  for  temporary  repairs  of 
the  House  of  Correction,  but  he  would  like  to 
know  of  the  committee  whether  this  was  not  a 
larger  sum  than  was  necessa.y. 

Alderman  Cutter  renlied  that  the  sum  asked  for 
was  tor  buildiug  a  chapel  in  place  of  the  one 
burnt,  and  f.r  other  necessary  repairs.  This 
amount  they  neheved  was  as  little  as  the  Direct- 
ors could  get  along  with. 

Alderman  Gibson  stated  that  not  only  the  chapel 
but  a  portion  of  tbe  old  dwelling-house  was  burnt. 
They  did  not  call  lor  more  because  of  the  design  of 
removal  of  the  House  of  Correction  eventually 
from  South  Boston.  The  amount  called  for  they 
must  have,  and  with  the  repairs  they  can  earn 
and  pay  it  back  m  time.

REPORT     ON     ALLEGED     ABUSES    AND    EXTENDING 
USEEITLNESS  OF  TEMPORARY  HOME. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  .joint  special  eora- 
lniuee  appointed  to  inquire  inio  the  truthfulness 
of  certain  alleged  abuses  in  the  management  of 
the  institution  known  as  the  Temporary  Home,  in 
Chardon  street,  and  who  were  directed  to  confer 
with  the  Committee  on  toe  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
with  reference  to  extending  the  usefulness  of  that 
institution,  having  carefully  considered  the  sub- 
ject, submitted  the  following  report: 

The  alleged  abuses  to  which  the  attention  of  the 
committee  was  called,  consisted  in  the  refusal  of 
the  persons  having  charge  of  theTem  >orary  Home 
to  receive  women  in  travail,  who  had  no  means  of 
obtaining  suitable  accommodations  elsewhere. 

The  committee  gave  several  hearings  upon  the 
subject,  and  summoned  all  the  persons  possess- 
ing information  upon  the  cases  mentioned  in  the 
charges.  It  appeared  in  evidence  that  there  was 
only  one  instance  in  which  there  was  an  absolute 
refusal  to  receive  a  woman  who  by  the  rules  of 
the  institution  was  entitled  to  temporary  relief. 
On  the  17th  o.  Jure  last  a  woman  was  delivered  of 
a  child  in  the  Public  ijarden.  She  was  taken  l>y 
one  of  the  officers  on  duty  there  to  the  Fourth  Po- 
lice station  in  Lagrange  street.  She  had  money 
(S100,)  and  was  willing  to  pay  for  accommodations. 
1  he  captain  directed  an  officer  to  take  her  to  the 
Warren-street  Home,  where  women  in  such  con- 
dition were  usually  admitted.  That  institution 
was  found  to  Le  full,  and  the  captain  then  in- 
structed the  officer  to  take  the  woman  to  the 
Home  in  Chardon  street. 

On  aniving  at  that  olace.  a  woman  whom  the 
officer  supposed  to  be  the  matron,  said  rhey  could 
not  receive  the  woman  there,  that  they  had  no 
one  to  take  care  of  her,  and  according  to  the  state- 
ment of  the  officer,  suggested  that  she  should  be 
taken  to  the  place  known  is  the  City  Crier's  in 
Portland  street.  Ibe  officer  took  hei  there  and 
she  was  received. 

The  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  on  the 
Temporary  Home  admitted  that  it  was  a  mistake 
not  to  have  received  this  woman.  It  being  a  pub- 
lic holiday,  the  matron  had  leave  of  absence,  and 
the  person  in  charge  had  oeen  connected  with  the 
establishment  only  two  or  tluee  weeks,  and  was 
unfamiliar  with  the  rules.  The  statement  of  the 
officer  that  she  suggested  the  place  where  accom- 
modation was  finally  obtained,  was  contradicted, 
as  she  did  not  know  of  any  such  place  a.\  that 
time. 

Several  other  cases  were  presented  to  the  com-> 
mittee  where  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  Home 
had  objected  to  receiving  women  "about  to  be 
confined,"  but  it  appeared  that  their  objections 
were  sustained  1  y  the  rules  at  present  in  force  for 
the  government  of  the  Home,  arid  that  when  it 
was  made  apparent  that  the  person  for  whom   ad- 


mission was  soucht  could  not  be  accommodated 
elsewhere,  and  that  they  would  oe  likely  to  sutler 
if  turned  away,  they  weie  received  and  properly 
cared  for. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  here  the  purposes  for 
which  the  temporary  Home  was  established.  It 
wis  first  opened  at  No.  183  diaries  street  in  1802. 
In  the  manual  of  ttie  Overseers  of  rhe  Poor,  print- 
ed in  181J6,  n  is  stated  that  "the  house  is  not  In- 
tended, and  is  not  used  for,  the  accommodation 
of  any  person  who  from  any  cause  is  entirely 
destitute,  or  unable  to  earn  a  living,  and  must  be- 
en, ne  a  permanent  recipient  of  tne  charity  of  the 
public.  For  these  the  institutions  of  the  ciiy  at 
Deer  Island,  and  those  ol  the  »tate  at  Bridge- 
water,  Tewksbury  and  Monson  have  been  provided, 
and  to  one  of  them  such  persons  ace  immediately 
forwarded  if  they  happen  to  be  brought  to  the 
Home.  But.  as  its  title  indicates  it  has  been  insti- 
tuted for  granting  such  temporary  -belter  and 
food  as  may  be  needed  by  persons  who  require 
such  assistance  while  endeavoring  to  procure  em- 
ployment or  find  friends  who  are  able  and  williug 
to  provide  for  them.  *  *  *  * 

In  the  course  ol  the  year,  the  Home  receives 
as  inmates  many  women  who  have  been  at  the 
State  almshouses,  or  perhaps  in  private  charita- 
ble institutions,  for  tne  purpose  ol  being  confined  ; 
tliev  come  with  their  infants,  and  if  no  objection 
is  apnarent,  places  are  found  for  them  m  good 
families,  as  wet  nurses.  *  *  *  *  *  All  'he 
foundlings  ot  the  city  are  brought  imme- 
diately to  the  Home,  and  if  found  to  be 
healthy  and  otherwise  in  such  general  go  it1  con- 
dition as  warrants  such  a  course,  they  aie  re- 
tained in  the  house  for  the  pui pose  of  being  dis- 
posed of  to  persons  who  are  willing  to  adopt  and 
care  for  them  as  their  own,  and  who  are  able  to 
satisfy  the  matron  of  their  undoubted  ability  tc  do 
so;  in  this  wav  we  are  a'de  to  provide  for  the 
foundlings  brought  to  as  who  are  not  diseased  or 
otherwise  objectionable." 

In  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Home, ap- 
proved by  the  City  Council,  it  is  stated  that 

'The  Temporary  Home  is  desigued  to  furnish 
provision  for  foundlings  and  persons  in  a  desti- 
tute condition.  Only  women  and  children  can  bo 
lodged  there;  but  meals  are  given  to  deserving 
persons  on  applieati-n  to  the  matron  or  overseers. 
It  is  not  to  be  understood,  however,  that  all  pcr- 
sors  applying  will  he  lodged  and  fed.  A  just  dis- 
crimination 'will  be  exercised,  and  the  general 
purpose  is  to  provide,  through  the  overseers  and 
Temporary  Home,  a  means  of  giving  temporary 
relict  only  to  deserving  persons,  after  such  inquiry 
and  investigation  as  the  circumstances  of  each 
case  require* and  aiimit  of.  Lodgings  will  be  pro- 
cured for  males  at  the  station-houses  or  elsewhere 
in  such  cases,  as  may  be  deemed  proper." 

In  compliance  with  that  portion  ot  the  order 
which  refers  to  enlarging  the  usefulness  of  the 
Home,  the  committee  conferred  with  the  Board 
of  Overseers  as  well  as  the  joint  standing  com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council  on  that  department. 
The  opinion  of  the  board  was  asked  upon  the  fol- 
lowing questions,  namely: 

1.  The  expediency  of  changing  the  present 
rules  or  practice  in  relation  to  the  admission  to 
the  Temporary  Home  of  women  about  to  be  con- 
fined, who  are  sent  there  by  the  police. 

2.  The  expediency  of  enlarging  the  facilities  for 
affording  temporary  relict  to  citizens  and  strang- 
ers who  fell  into  distress,  especially  duriug  the 
cold  season. 

3.  The  expediency  of  making  a  more  complete 
record  of  the  applications  for  temporary,  relief. 

In  response  to  these  questions,  the  following 
communication  was  received  by  the  committee: 

BOARD  OF  OVERSEERS  Of   THE  POOR, 

To  the  ■Jot*''  Special   Cammitlee  of  tne   City  Council 

an  tne   Temporary  Home : 

The  communication  of  the  committee  to  the 
board  propounding  certain  inquiries  as  to  the  ex- 
pediency of  mo.iilying  the  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Honie,  so  that  its  benefits  maybe 
more  largely  extended,  to  women  in  travail  and 
males  needing  shelter  at  night,  was  taken  into 
consideration  at  a  special  meeting  tor  the  purpose 
on  Monday.  Ten  members  of  the  board  were 
present,  who  were  all  of  a  mind  that  the  rules 
could  not  be  changed  t<  advantage,  or  the  prac- 
tice under  them  essentially  modified. 

If  anv  woman  in  labor  who  is  homeless  is 
brought  to  the  Home,  her  condition  is  do  ground 
for  refusing  to  leeeive  her,  and  such  eases  we 
ahvny-i  intend  to  receive.      But  it  is  believe'  to  tie 
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the  best  policy  for  the  city  not  to  encourage  wom- 
en who  are  about  to  be  confined  to  come  there.  It 
is  not  a  convenient  place  for  the  purpose;  it  inter- 
feres with  tne  comfort  of  other  inmates,  and  for 
those  persons  who  have  no  means  to  procure  suit- 
able treatment  at  their  homes  or  ut  the  hospitals 
where  such  cases  are  received,  tne  almshouses  of 
the  ntate  or  city  offer  fitting  accommodations. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  ours  is  a  tempo- 
rary home  for  destitute  persons,  not  deMgned  for 
the*  care  of  the  sick,  and  wholly  unsuitable  for 
cases  of  uncertain  or  protracted  convalescence; 
moreover,  were  it  once  understood  that  this  class 
of  uufoi'tuuates  were  always  to  be  received  at  the 
Home,  undue  advantage  of  it  would  lie  taken  by 
persons  of  vicious  ways,  not  only  by  such  as  re- 
side within  our  limits,  but  many  would  resort  here 
from  other  places  for  the  purpose  of  being  con- 
fined without  cost  or  publicity. 

tor  reasons  too  obvious  to  enumerate  it  would 
tie  uuwise  to  admit  m°n  to  the  Horn"  at  night. 
It  is  exclusively-  appropriated  to  women  and 
children,  and  whoever  js  lamiliar  with  the  class 
commonly  needing  shelter  in  a  city  like  oars, 
must  realize  that  in  a  building  such  as  that  in 
Chardou  street,  with  only  one  male  official  em- 
ployed, to  admit  men  would  be  wholly  out  of  the 
question.  It,  has  been  for  in.uiy  years  the  policy 
to  furnish  lodgings  at  the  police  station,  for  those 
left  without  other  shelter  at  night,  and  accommo- 
dation graduated  to  the  wants  and  deserts  have 
been  provided;  not  in  cells,  but  upper  chambers 
clean  beds  and  comfoitable  rooms  are  assigned  to 
all  who  have  any  reasonable  claim  to  them;  but 
when  persons  are  intemperate,  or  not  sufficiently 
neat,  they  are  kindly  treated  but  placed  some- 
where else. 

It  is  morj  convenient  in  our  present  extended 
limits,  f  n  those  overtaken  at  night  without  shel- 
ter or  means  to  procure  it,  to  pass  cue  night  in 
tbe  station  nearest  at  hand,  than  to  tiavel  some 
distance  in  search  of  what  may  prove  not  to  be 
bener.  In  all  instances  where  men  have  applied 
to  the  Home  for  lodgings  whose  infirm  condition 
of  health  rendered  the  station  no  suitable  place 
for  them,  or  other  circumstances  warranted  it, 
the  janitor  has  procured  near  by  apartments  for 
their  accommodation.  When  such  cases  have 
been  seut  to  him  from  the  stations  or  by  tne  police 
officers  on  their  beats,  he  has  invariably  made  the 
same  disposition  of  them, where  the  circumstances 
iustified  it.  Such  cases  ojcur  only  at  long  inter- 
vals, not  twenty  iu  a  year,  and  not  often  enough 
to  justify  the  permanent  appropriation  of  room 
outside. 

It  w.is  suggested  in  tbe  course  of  the  discussion, 
that  if  the  police  officers  in  charge  at  night  were 
authorized  to  procure  accommodations  for  such 
cases  as  they  could  not  fittingly  accommodate  at 
the  stations,  it  would  save  unnecessary  trouble  for 
all.  The  statute  imposes  upon  the  cities  and 
towns  ihe  obligations  to  provide  primarily  for  all 
cases  of  distress  wii bin  their  limits.  The  special 
charge  devolves  upon  the  overseers,  but  with  our 
extended  area,  and  no  almshouse  nearer  than 
Deer  Island,  this  legal  obligation  can  no  better  be 
fulfilled  towards  the  homeless  at  night  than  in  the 
mode  suggested;  besides,  as  it  is  estimated  that 
there  pass  annually  through  the  State  some  thou- 
sands of  tramps,  who  might  earn  their  own  living, 
were  they  temperate  and  industrious,  and  who 
provide  for  their  own  wants  by  unlawful  means, 
it  is  a  matter  of  prudence  to  supply  them  with 
1  idgings  at  the  stations,  that  they  may  be  marked 
aud  numbei  ed,  and  the  public  be  better  proi  ected 
from  their  depredations. 

Should  the  wealth  aud  population  of  Boston  ever 
warrant  it,  branches  of  the  Home,  subordinate  to 
that  in  Chard  on  street,  would  be  no  doubt  estab- 
lished as  contemplated  in  the  original  design,  and 
so  enlarged  as  to  afford  shelter  at  nigbl  for  cas- 
uals. It  is  uot  good  policy  to  ho^d  out  induce- 
ments to  persons  able  to  work  to  be  idle,  or  lessen 
the  stimulus  of  want  in  quickening  their  efforts  to 
obtain  employment.  Itnotouly  burdens  the  treas- 
ury to  the  detriment  of  the  tax-payer,  and  by  mak- 
ing labor  dear  discourages  pioduction,  but  it  de- 
moralizes and  pauperizes  the  recipient  of  unnec- 
essary aid  and  often  his  family,  but  this  consid- 
eration should  not  lessen  our  disposition  to  allevi- 
ate'distress  or  to  increase  the  comforts  of  the 
poor,  v  here  it  can  be  done  without  mischievous 
consequent  es,  and  some  day  we  hope  Bostou  will 
possess  a  modification  of  the  casual  wards  of  other 
countries,  where  in  cold  days  in  winter  the  poor 
men  out  of  work  can  find  shelter  by  day  and  where 


at  night  they  can  obtain  their  needed  rest  in  clean- 
liness and  comfort. 

The  fifth  section  cf  the  ordinance  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Doard  requires  that  record  shall  be 
kept  of  all  applications  made  for  relief,  whether 
granted  or  refused,  and  that  is  substantially  done 
for  all  cases  at  the  office  itself.  Record  is  kept  at 
the  Home  of  all  persons  received  even  where  only 
for  a  single  repast.  But  it  has  not  been  found 
practicable  to  set  down  the  names  of  those  who, 
otten  imoxicated  or  known  to  be  disorderly  or 
vicious,  apply  at  the  Home  for  a  meal  and  are  not 
attmitteil.  1  iiey  are  generally  refuse .-1  admittance 
on  the  threshold  and  it,  would  not  be  .judicious  or 
considerate  to  receive  them  into  an  apartment 
crowded  with  persons  waiting  for  dinner  only  to 
send  them  dissatisfied  an  angry  away.  Direc- 
tions will  be  given  by  the  sub-committee  on  the 
Home  to  keep  record  of  any  instance  where  par- 
ties are  sent  away  for  reasons  in  any  way  peculiar 
or  where  the  information,  to  use  the  phrase  of  the 
ordinance,  may  be  of  value  to  the  city  or  tii«=>  Com- 
monwealth. 

The  Home  is  believe,!  to  answer  well  the  ob- 
jects for  which  it  was  designed.  While  it  can  ac- 
commodate, in  case  or  need,  fire,  shipwreck  or 
other  calamity,  hundreds  of  persons,  it  has  had  at 
all  times  thirty  or  forty  W' men  and  children  not 
suitable  inmates  for  the  State  or  city  almshouses, 
who  would  be  otherwise  homeless.  Nearly  three 
thousand  meals  of  wholesome  but  inexpensive 
food  have  been  given  in  a  single  month  to  those 
who  were  in  want,  and  the  janitor,  from  long  ex- 
perience, knows  well  how  to  discriminate  so  that 
no  on?  is  admitted  without  a  reasonable  claim  to 
the  city  hospitality.  If  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil sin  ulct  vis;t  the  Home,  as  well  as  the  Central 
Kelief  Office,  we  are  satisfied  they  would  be  agree- 
ably impressed  with  the  good  management  of  both 
institutions. 

The  overseers  have  been  long  occupied  in  ner- 
fecting  the  system  of  relief,  so  as  tc  prevent  suf- 
fering without  increasing  pauperism,  and  while 
always  open  to  suggestions,  courting  inquiry,  and 
ready  to  adopt  whatever  reforms  commend  them- 
selves, they  are  i.ot  unmindtul  of  the  grave  re- 
ponsibilities  they  have  assumed,  and  will  con- 
tinue their  best  endeavors  to  carry  out  faithfully 
the  modes  sanctioned  as  best  by  tbe  Citj  Council 
aud  the  public. 

fhe  bond  have  ordered  that  the  subjoined  reso- 
lutions with  regard  to  your  first  two  inquiries 
should  be.  communicated  to  your  committee,  with 
suitable  explanations  in  writing,  by  the  under- 
signed, delegated  from  the  board  for  the  purpose, 
and  they  will  attend  the  conference  appointed  for 
Thursday  to  answer  any  further  inquiry,  or  offer 
such  further  explanations  or  consideiations  as 
their  zealous  wish  to  perform  conscientiously  and 
satisfactorily  to  the  City  Council  and  the  public 
the  work  they  have  undertaken,  may  suggest.

Tn  regard  to  the  matter  of  keeping  a  record  of 
the  persons  who  appty  for  admission  to  the  Home 
and  are  refused,  the  committee  are  clearly  of 
opiu'.on  that  to  prevent  the  repetition  of  such  a 
mistake  as  the  one  we  have  mentioned,  a  record 
as  complete  as  circumstances  will  permit  should 
hereafter  be  kept  of  all  applications  by  women 
and  children  for  admission  for  lodgings  in  the 
Home. 

In  regard  to  changing  fhe  rules  so  as  to  give 
greater  facilities  for  the  admission  of  women  in 
travail,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  'hat  it  would 
not  be  safe  to  adopt  any  other  course  than  the  one 
at  present  established,  by  which  the  matter  is  left 
substantially  within  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers,  fhe  duties  intrusted  to  i he  board  are 
extremely  difficult  and  delicate.  The  members 
are  les  trie  ted  in  the  amount  an  I  the  character  cf 
the  relief  which  they  disburse,  bv  statutes  and 
rules  which  are  the  result  oi  long  experience,  it 
is  to  relieve,  in  some  measure,  the  harshness  of  a 
strict  application  of  the  statute  law,  that  the 
Temporary  Home  was  established,  and  it  undoubt- 
edly perforins  a  good  work. 

In  the  last  number  of  Maemillan's  Magazine^ 
published  in  London,  is  an  article  by  afl  English 
gentleman  descriptive  of  the  American  PVSWm  of 
relief  to  the  po  >r.  The  gentleman  is  thoroughly 
familiar  with  tas  subject  of  pauperism,  and  the 
different  '".ethod-  resorted  to  for  its  relief,  and  it 
is  gratifying:  to  ftntl  that  the  Boston  system  is 
highly  commended    by  him,  and    some  id     it;  (lis. 
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tinctive  features  are  urged  upon  tbe  attention  of 
those  who  have  charge  of  similar  departments  in 
England. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  oat  their  recom- 
mendations in  relation  to  the  records,  the  covit- 
antlee  would  respectfully  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  accompanying  older:

BILLS  OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CITV  GOVERNMENT. 

Alderman  Pierce  offered  an  order  for  the  ap- 
proval and  payment  of  bills  of  persons  airertiy 
or  indirectly  connected  with  the  City  Government 

The  order  was  read  once  in  detail,  and  being  ou 
its  passage,  by  its  title, 

Alderman  Plume;  said  he  would  lake  this  op- 
portunity I  o  say  something  on  tue  subject,  with- 
out questioning  the  character  of  the  bills  ap- 
proved; The  ordinance  prohibiting  tbe  furnishing 
of  supplies  and  making  of  contracts  with  members 
of  the  City  Government,  appealed  to  be  but  a 
farce  ;  but  in  view  of  the  example  of  New  York, 
something  should  be  done  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
practice  of  making  contracts  with  members  of  the 
City  Government.  The  parties  who  do  not  have 
contracts  with  the  City  Government,  among  the 
members,  are  the  exception  lather  than  the  rule, 
it  would  seem.  He  would  not  say  that  the  bills 
are  not  right,  and  supposed  they  were,  but  some- 
thing siiould  be  done  to  put  a  stop  to  tbe  practice. 
■The  Legislature  should  pass  a  law  utterly  piohtli- 
ltmg  all  persons,  diiectly  or  indirectly  connected 
with  the  City  Government,  from  furnishing  sup- 
plies to  tne  city.  He  did  not  know  that  there  was 
anything  now  but  to  pay  these  bills. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  desired  to  say  that  the 
Alderman  was  laboring  under  a  mistake  in  his 
statement  that  the  members  of  the  City  Govern- 
ment who  do  nut  furnish  supplies  to  the  city  are 
the  exceptions.  On  the  contrary,  the  number  o 
that  class  who  have  bills  against  tne  city  are  but 
few,  and  the  same  li  t  of  names  mainly  appears 
each  month.  He  did  not  disagree,  however,  with 
the  gentleman  in  his  remarks,  and  he  was  right 
in  the  general  doctrine,  which  met  his  approval 
and  indorsement  in  every  particular.  It  would  be 
much  belter,  in  his  view,  if  there  was  a  prohibi- 
tion of  all  contracts  by  members  connected  with 
the  City  Government  in  furnishing  supplies  to  the 
city1. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  gentleman  opposite 
had  spoke  the  right  sentiments.  He  was  sure 
there  were  hills  presented  to  the  City  Council  for 
approval  which,  if  they  came  from  outside  parties, 
could  not  be  passed.  The  members  of  the  City 
Council  being  on  various  committees,  it  was  lair 
to  presume  that  a  certain  amount  of  influence  is 
exerted  in  both  branches  of  the  Government. 
There  could  be  no  question  that  the  ordinance 
should  be  repealed  and  let  all  parties  in,  or  should 
be  put  up  and  kept  up  to  prevent  anyone  con- 
nected with  the  City  Government  from  furnishing 
supplies  to  the  city.  Members  of  the  City  Council 
were  exceedingly  loathe  to  oppose  bills  of  other 
"members,  or  lo  say  anything  against  their  pas- 
sage. 

Alderman  Cowdin  referred  to  the  practice  of 
several  years  ago  in  the  City  Council  which  led  to 
the  passage  ot  the  ordinance,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  having  been  accUStcmed  to 
having  goods  on  time  and  "furnishing  them  to  the 
ci  y  for  cash,  by  which  a  handsome  operation  was 
made.    Under  mis  ordinance  the  practice  was  lit- 
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tie  better  than  whipping  the  devil  round  the 
stumu,  for  when  a  rnemher  wishes  to  make  a  con- 
tract he  has  but  to  use  the  name  of  another  per- 
son. Taking  human  nature  as  it  is,  be  diu  not 
know  of  any  better  way  than  to  oppose  the  pay- 
ment of  any  improper  bill  which  may  tie  presented 
for  approval.    If  a  hill  is  a  proper  one  it  should  be 

Faia,  and  it  should  not  be  paid  it  it  is  imnroper. 
f  any  Alderman  did  not  oppose  an  exorbitant  Dill 
his  occupying  a  seat  at  the  board  was  a  mistake. 
Until  t tie  Lord  made  men  different  there  would 
always  be  found  some  way  by  which  ordinances 
would  be  evaded  by  those  who  were  determined  to 
ev;:de  them. 

The  present  ordinance  he  regarded  as  a  sort  of 
safeguard,  but  not  entirely  against  abuses,  and  he 
did  hot  see  how  any  change  could  be  made  to  bet- 
ter the  matter.  As  an  illustration,  he  referred  to 
tne  former  abuses  in  the  survey  of  lumber,  to  cor- 
rect which  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  includ- 
ing this  city  and  the  neighboring  cities  and  towns 
in  one  district.  To  evade  the  provisions  of  the 
law,  the  Surveyor  General  allows  some  lumber 
Dealer's  clerk  to  be  appointed  inspector.  If  men 
were  disposed  to  be  dishonest,  it  was  impossible 
to  prevent  them  from  evading  ordinances,  and  the 
only  way  to  meet  the  case  was  to  disapprove  of 
the  bills  presented  if  thev  were  not  right. 

Alderman  I'lumer  said  he  had  obtained  his  ob- 
ject in  bringing  the  subject  bafore  the  board  and 
the  public,  and  he  hoped  some  legislative  action 
would  be  had  to  prevent  the  continuance  of  the 
evil.  The  heads  of  departments  he  did  not  dcuot 
would  be  glad  to  have  some  measure  adopted  to 
cure  the  evil.  He  did  not  suppose  that  all  dishon- 
esty would  be  prevented,  but  a  legislative  prohi- 
bition would  tend  to  keep  men  honest  and 
straight. 
The  order  was  passed. 

THE  BURRILL  CLAIM. 

Alderman  Cowdin  moved  to  take  from  the  table 
the  motion  made  by  him  to  reconsider  the  vote  re- 
jecting the  order  to   pay  H.  W.  Paine,  assignee  of 


Charles  Burrill,  .$40,000,  in  settlement  of  said  Bur- 
rill's  claim  against  the  city. 

The  motion  was  declared  earned,  when  a  doubt 
was  raised  by  Aluerman  Kicker,  and  the  vote  was 
daclared  to  be  9  in  favor. 

The  question  was  taken  on  reconsideration,  and 
the  reconsideration  was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  7 
to  5. 

The  order  was  passed,  by  a  vote  of  8  to  4, 
as  follows,  a  two-thirds  vote  being  required:

A  petition  was  presented  from  Henry  C.  Burgess, 
as  follows: 

Hie  undersigned  respectfully  requests  that  your 
honorable  bony  grant  him  a  remuneration  for  his 
services  while  in  Ins  official  capacity  as  an  officer 
in  the  United  states  naval  service,  lor  having  fur- 
nished a  list  of  names  and  certificate  to  a  partv  or 
parties  as  agent,  representing  the  city  of  Boston 
in  the  mcttur  and  request  that  lie  have  a  hearing 
relative  to  the  same  hefo-e  any  money  is  paid  for 
any  services  representing  the  'Burrill  claim.  The 
undersigned  would  here  state  that  he  has  never 
been  paid  tne  ami  ant  of  a  fractional  currency  for 
services  in  this  matter,  and  that  his  list  ami' offi- 
cial certificate  and  signature  furnished  the  whole 
fovndaiv  n  for  the  Burrill  claim. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims. 

Alderman  Fierce  moved  a  reconsideration  of  the 
reference,  for  the  purpo-e  of  laying  the  petition 
on  the  tahie,  being  ol  tin  belief  th^t  the  city  had 
nothing  to  do  witn  such  matters  of  claims  against 
other  parties. 

Aldeiman  Gibson  objected  to  the  recousidera- 
lion,  expressing  the  opinion  that  parties  who  bad 
doie  the  work  should  be  paid,  and  if  Mr.  Burrill 
had  employed  cripplts  and  others  to  do  bis  work, 
and  bad  not  paid  them,  the  city  should  see  to  it 
that  he  shall  not  be  paid  until  he  has  sat'stied 
those  who  were  rightfully  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion. 


Alderman  Fierce  replied,  that  it  was  not  incum- 
bent upon  the  city  to  go  beyond  its  contract  to 
barn  whether  the  person  with  whom  it  made  a 
contract  was  indebted  to  other  persons,  and  to  see 
that  such  indebtedness  is  paid. 

Alderman  'jibs  >u  said  if  the  petitioner  was  em- 
ployed  by  Burrill  to  do  his  word,  it  w  as  but  in  ac; 
of  .justice  to  pay  the  parties  who  have  done  the 
work,  and  not  those  who  have  played  round  on  the 
outside. 

Alderman  Fierce  contended  that  if  he  made  a 
purchase  of  any  one,  lor  instance,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  ship  or  a  quantity  of  coal  from  the 
Alderman,  it  would  nor  be  his  dutv  to  go  hevond 
that  purchase  to  see  whether  the  gentleman  had 
paid  for  the  article  sold  to  him.  In  this  case,  no- 
body but  Burrill  could  be  undei  any  obligation  to 
pay  parties  employed  ly  him.  It  would  ue  a  novel 
principle  in  legislation  il  the  city  in  the  payment 
of  the  claim  should  dictate  to  whom  the  claimant 
should  pay  the  money. 

A!  lei  an  in  (iihson  said  he  regarded  this  as  en- 
tirely different  from  ordinary  payments  of  claims. 
It  had  been  decided  that  the  claim  was  not  a  legal 
one,  and  parties  come  here  who  have  claims  as 
legal  as  Burrill  bat — parties  who  worked  lor  him 
at  a  moderate  compensation  and  cannot  get  any- 
thing fur  it.  It  was  bur  a  charitable  matter  any- 
how, in  the  payment  of  the  claim,  and  it  was  only 
asked  that  justice  should  be  done  to  those  who 
did  the  work.  There  was  no  reason  why  the  board 
should  allow  those  who  were  least  entitled  to  it  to 
carry  off  the  money,  and  leave  those  who  have  the 
best  claim  entirely  destitute. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  that  on  moving  the  ref- 
erence, he  did  not  know  that  it  related  to  the  Bur- 
rill claim,  and  was  willing  that  it  should  take  any 
other  course  thought  necessarv. 

Alderman  Fierce  said  that  the  committee  had 
nothing  to  do  With  the  mutter,  having  fully  con- 
sidered all  the  clams  against  the  city. 

the  motion  t<<  reconsider  was  carried,  when  the 
petition  was  laid  on  the  table.

Alderman  Little,  from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
fi  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  N..  Ward'& 
Co.  for  leave  to  occupy  wharf  No.  444  to  448  Fed- 
eral street  for  transshipment  of  material  to  Specta- 
cle island,  made  a  report  that  they  have  visited 
the  premises,  and  consider  the  locatKti  a  suitable 
one  for  their  business,  and  recommended  that 
leave  be  granted. 

The  question  being  on  the  acceptance  of  the  re- 
port, Alderman  G  ibson  said  he  bad  been  requested 
on  behalf  of  an  owner  of  property  in  the  vicinity, 
to  ask  for  a  hearing  on  the  subject.  This  gentie- 
maii  objected  to  the  use  of  the  property  for  the 
purposes  designed,  on  the  ground  tnat  it  would 
be  an  injury  to  bim  in  the  loss  of  tenants. 

Alderman  Little  said  the  committee  were  of  the 
opinion  that  the  place  designated  was  as  suitable, 
if  not  the  most  suitable  place  irt  the  city  for  the 
purposesof  Ward  &  Co.  Spectacle  Island  had  been 
designated  as  the  place  where  the  rendering  of  tbei: 
material  should  be  done,  this  place  had  been  sug- 
gested by  the  remonstrants  against  the  use  of  their 
wharf  at  South  Boston,  the  committee  had  visited 
alVtue  wharves  around  the  harbor,  and  could  find 
no  place  so  suitable,  and  the  water  was  deep,  so 
that  there  would  be  no  hinderarce  to  the  transship- 
ment at  all  times.  There  could  be  no  objection 
except  that  a  next-door  neighbor  thinks  it  may  be 
a  detriment  to  his  property,  should  the  request  of 
the  petitioners  he  granted. 

That  there  mu«t  be  some  place  where  this  trans- 
shipment of  material  should  be  made  is  very  cl^ar, 
and  this  is  less  objectionable  than  any  other  which 
can  be  found.  As  well  stop  collecting  if  it  cannot 
be  shipped  away.  The  deep  water  makes  the 
wharf  ac  essible  at  all  times,  the  entrance  to  the 
wharf  is  opposite  the  gas-works,  there  is  no  dwell- 
ing-house near  to  be  annoyed,  it  is  accessible  from 
all  parts  of  'he  city  through  a  wide  street,  and  it 
was  believed  that  there  could  be  no  good  objec- 
tion to  it. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  this  locality 
excelled  all  other  places  in  the  city  as  a  suitable 
one  for  the  purpose,  that  be  knew  of,  but  he  made 
the  motion  at  the  request  of  an  owner  of  real  es- 
tate valued  at  $50,000  or  $60,000,  who  believed  that 
it  would  be  injured  half  its  value.     He  hoped, 


therefore,  that  the  report  would   be  recommitted 
and  that  the  remonstrants  be  heard. 

Alderman  Little  said  the  whole  story  was  told 
in  the  statement  that  this  was  the  most  desirable 
spot  in  the  city  for  the  purpose  designated, 
The  city  had  beit.n  compassed  hi/  the  committee, 
and  Messrs.  Ward  &  Co.  had  bonded  the  wharf 
and  were  now  Ei waiting  the  action  of  the  board. 
If  anv  other  place  could  be  designated  which 
would  be  better,  there  might  be  reasons  for  re- 
committing rhe  report.  As  it  was,  it  would  only 
cause  delay,  and  it  placed  the  committee  in  a  very 
delicate  position. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  did  not  wish  to  cause 
delay,  but  he  would  give  the  remonstrants  a  hear- 
ing as  a  matter  of  courtesy.  It  might  not  amount 
to  much,  out  the  gentleman  was  a  large  tax-payer 
and  he  only  advocated  that  he  might  be  heard.  It 
might  at  least  result  In  a  compromise,  and  the 
feelings  of  1  he  parties  would  be  better  to  be  al- 
lowed a  bearing. 

The  report  was  recommitted  for  a  bearing  of  the 
parties  lemonstrating. 

Alderman  Woolley,  from  the  Committee  on  East 
Boston  Ferries,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request 
of  the  Board  4t  Directors  of  the  East  Boston  Fer- 
ries, for  an  additional  appropriation  of  §50.000, 
having  fully  considered  the  subject,  reported  that 
the  request  ought  to  be  granted.  Referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance. 

Alderman  Kicker,  from  t'.e  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred  the  requests 
of  the  school  Committee  that  suitable  cases  should 
be  provided  by  the  city  in  the  Girls'  High  and 
Normal  Schoolhouse  for  botanical,  mineralogical 
and  zoological  specimens,  and  also  for  the  recep- 
tion of  such  specimens  of  natural  history  as  Pro- 
fessor Agarsiz  may  present  to  the  city,  made  a  re- 
port, recommending  the  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying order:

REPORT  OS  THE  SALE  OF  BAD  MEAT. 

The  orders  concerning  the  concentration  of 
slaughter-houses,  the  introduction  of  bad  meat, 
aud  lhe  sale  ol  fresh  provisions  and  perishable 
produce,  were  taken  up  as. business  pending  at  tho 
adjournment  of  the  last  meeting  or  the  Couucil. 

Sir.  Smith  of  Ward  10  withdrew  a  pending  mo- 
tion for  au  indefinite  postponement  of  the  whole 
subject. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  0,  said: 

1  am  glad  the  gentleman  trnm  Ward  10  has  wi  h- 
drawn  his  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  the 
several  orders  attached  to  this  report,,  for  while  I 
shall  oppose  the  first  I  see  no  objection  to  the  pas- 
sage of  the  other  two.  The  committee  have  col- 
lated a  large  amount  of  information  on  the  gen- 
eral subjects  of  transporting,  inspecting,  slaugb- 
teiing  and  marketing  nimais  t  >  be  used  for  food. 
They  have  also  examined  many  persons  engaged 
in  slaughtering  in  ihis  viciuity,  and  sailing  meats 
in  this  city. 

A  very  t'ull  abstract  of  evidence  given  is  append- 
ed to  the  repor",  and  a  summary  of  what  the  evi- 
dence shows  may  be  tound  on  page  28,  under  four 
or  five  heads.    The  first  is 

1.  That  the  present  system  of  transporting  live 
stock  in  the  cars  is  conducted  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  produce  great  suffering  to  the  animals,  and 
consequently  to  increase  the  price,  and  injure  the 
quality,  of  the  meat  for  food. 

In  support  of  this  statement  the  committee  have 
quoted  largely  from  the  last  report  of  the  State 
Railroad  Commissioners.  If  the  Council  will  al- 
low me  1  will  read  two  or  thiee  sentences  from 
that  report.  The  commissioners  state  that,  "As 
at  presentconducted  "ii  the  railroads  of  the  United 
States,  it  is  no  abuse  of  language  to  call  the  whole 
system  of  cattle  transportation  an  out!  age  on  the 
first  principles  of  humanity.  ******  The  ani- 
mals arrive  at  their  destination  trampled  upon, 
torn  t>y  each  others'  horns,  bruised  and  bleei.ing  ; 
having  in  fact,  suffered  all  that  animals  can  suffer 
and  live.  Under  the  most  favorable  circum- 
stances they  leave  the  train  panting,  fevered  and 
unfit  to  Kill;  under  the  least  favorable,  a  regu- 
lai  percentage  of  dead  animals  is  hauled  out  of 
the  cars.  The  average  shrinkage  between  Chicago 
and  Boston  is  estimated  at  ten  to  fifteen  per  cent.  ' 

To  provide  a  remedy  lor  this  cruel  anu^e  of  ani- 
mals in  transportai ion  and  otherwise,  the  Legis- 
lature in  1809,  chapter  o44,  passed  a  law  regulat- 
ing transportation,  which  has  been  productive  of 
great  good  so  far  as  this  Siate  is  coucerued;  but, 
to  quote  again  trom  the  state  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners, "state  legislation  cannot  go  to  the  root  of 
the  abuse  wh  ch  lies  wholly  in  the  uu'egulated 
transportation  of  cattle  through  the  country  at 
large.  The  question,  in  fact,  is  not  a  State  ques- 
tion; it  is,  on  the  coutraiy,  one  directly  affecting 
'commerce  between  the  States,'  and  can  only  be 
dealt  with  by  the  National  Government." 

This  subject  wa»  brought  before  Congress,  and 
a  t.iii  passed  the  House  ol  Representatives  at  the 
last  session,  substantially  like  the  one  passed  byr 
our  Legislature  in  1809,  notwithstanding  its  con- 
stitutionality was  questioned,  and  is  now  pend- 
ing before  the  Senate. 
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In  view  of  this  state  of  things,  vour  committee 
state  nothing  lurcher  need  be  doi.e  on  the  subject 
of  transportation. 

Now  as  tbid  matter  of  inter-State  transportation 
lies  at  the  root  of  the  whole  difficulty,  whatever 
dse  we  may  do,  without  a  change  in  this  respect, 
a  very  large  majority  of  cattle  from  the  West 
must  arrive  at  the  slaughter-houses  in  this 
vicinity  in  a  weak  and  feverish  conoition; 
and  in  this  condition  they  must  be  slaugh- 
tered and  brought  to  market,  uniess  at  great  ex- 
uense  they  are  kept  alive  until  their  condition 
improves. 

ine  nauroad  Commissioners,  "in  view  of  the 
importance  of  this  question  in  every  point  ol' 
view,  whetuer  of  humanity,  or  econoaiy,  or  of 
health,  recommended  that  the  Legislature  cause 
a  memorial  on  the  subject  to  be  prepared  tor  sub- 
mission to  Congress,  and  that  it  be  forwarded  to 
thai  body,  with  she  usual  instructions  to  our  sen- 
ators and  Uepresentatives  in  regard  to  it." 

I  have  no  Knowledge  that  any  action  was  taken 
by  the  Legislature  on  this  recommendation,  aud 
it  seems  to  me  now  tnat  it.  would  tie  well  for  our 
Legislature  to  send  such  a  memorial  to  Congress. 
This  law  we  know  has  already  passed  the  House 
of  Kepresentacive;-,  but  questions  of  its  constitu- 
tionality have  been  raised,  and  enough  opposition 
has  neen  developed  to  excite  tne  cupidity  of  rail- 
road managers,  who  are  always  afraid  of  being 
interfered  with  in  tneir  business;  and  in  my  opin- 
ion, it  stands  a  good  chance  to  be  defeated  if  some 
more  powerful  influences  are  not  brought  to  bear 
lii  favor  of  its  pr  ssatre.  With  this  view  of  the 
matter  I  propose  at  the  proper  time  to  offer  au  or- 
der in  addition  to  those  pioposed  by  the  commit- 
tee, that  the  Legislature  be  petitioned  ?o  memo- 
rialize Congress  on  the  subject. 

The  third  statement  in  the  summary  of  the  com- 
mittee is  "that  there  is  no  inspection  of  animals 
before  or  after  being  slaughtered  and  no  proper 
inspection  of  slaughter-houses,"  to  secure  this 
"they  say  is  the  next  point  in  importance,  and 
greater  concentration  is  required  in  conducting 
the  slaughtering  business,  to  briHg  it  about." 

To  provide  lor  this  concentration  and  inspection 
the  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  first 
order  appended  to  the  report,  as  follows  (p.  32.): 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  request- 
ed to  petition  the  Legislature,  in  behalf  of  tht  City 
Council,  for  the  appointment  ol  a  State  Commis- 
sion, I  o  examine  and  report  to  the  Leeislature,  as 
early  as  practicable,  a  plan  for  securing  greater 
concentration  of  the  slaughter-houses  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Boston,  and  a  system  of  inspection  bv 
which  the  introduction  of  bad  meat  into  the  Bos- 
ton markets  may  be  effectually  prevented. 

Mow,  Mr.  President,  if  the  members  of  this  Coun- 
cil ate  willing  to  look  into  this  matter  a  little,  and 
find  out  what  has  been,  aud  is  being  done,  to  bring 
about  the  end  proposed,  they  will  rind  that  the 
State  does  not  need  another  board  of  commission- 
ers, to  examine  and  report  to  the  Legislature  on 
this  subject,  for  it  is  at  this  time  in  tiie  hands  of 
a  very  anle  and  most  faithful  Doard.  I  referto  the 
Mate  Uoardof  Health,  who  have  made  thorough  ex- 
amination of  the  various  subjects  counected  with 
the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  this  market,  m 
a  scientific  and  economic,  as  well  as  sanitary  point 
of  view.  Their  first  report  on  this  and  other  sani- 
tary mattets,  was  made  to  tne  Legislature  January 
10, 1870.  lu  this  report  they  give  the  statistics  of 
the  slaughtering  trasiness  within  six  miles  of 
Taneuil  Hall  Market.  They  show  that  this  busi- 
ness is  conducted  in  about  fifty  esl.anlishments  in 
the  town  of  Brighton  alone,  anil  that  each  of  these 
establishments  was  at  that  time  a  centre  of  pol- 
luted air.  Tbey  say  that  any  description  of  the 
slaughter-houses  must  fall  short  of  the  perfectly 
disgusting  reality,  which  can  only  be  wholly  ap- 
preciated by  e.  personal  inspection. 

They  give  a  detailed  description  of  the  pigge- 
ries connected  with  these  establishments,  where 
the  oflal,  flesh  and  blood  are  fed  to  hogs;  and 
among  other  things,  they  say  that  "tne  slaughter- 
house pig-pens  are  tilled  with  putrid  animal-mat- 
ter and  with  ratting  blood,  mingled  with 
excrement,  and  are  therefore  sources  of  danger 
to  the  oublic  health." 

They  describe  the  fat  and  bone  boiling  estab- 
lishments in  this  city  and  neighborhood,  where 
"the  boiling  is  done  in  open  vats,  and  emits  an  of- 
fensive order."  and  in  one  case  in  this  ci'y  the 
scraps  were  dipped  out  of  the  vats,  spread  in"  lay- 
ers, and  dried  by  a  tuinace,  emitting  an  insup- 
porta  rle  stench. 


They  give  an  account  of  the  "disposition  made 
of  "dead  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  condemned 
meat."  The  places  where  these  are  worked  up 
were  said  to  be  filthy  in  the  extreme. 

They  show  that  all  the  above  processes  were  car- 
ried on  iu  a  wasteful,  as  well  3S  offensive, manner; 
and  then  proceed  to  give  the  remedy  for  this  state 
of  things,  and  show  how  all  this  work  may  be,  and 
bus  been  done  in  Luiope.  and  in  some  establish- 
ments in  New  York,  inoffensively  and  economi- 
cally. 

They  close  by  saying:  "To  comp'ete  the  reform 
in  modes  of  slaughtering  in  th  i  vicinity  of  Bos 
ton,  in  such  a  way  that  nobody  shall  suffer,  and 
eveiyoody  shall  gun.  there  are  needed  one  or 
more  'abattoirs,'  containing  all  the  modern  im- 
provements which  Luropet  n  experience  can  fur- 
nish or  modern  science  suggest."  They  give  a 
description  of  how  these  abattoirs,  or  central 
slingb-er-houses,  and  rendering  establishment, 
should  be  constructed,  and  show  their  sanitary 
and  economical  advantages;  among  which  are 
the  removal  ol  offensive  odors,  which,  as  popula- 
tion becomes  inoie  dense,  must  affec  the  public 
health;  the  removal  of  slaughter-house  pork  from 
themaiket,  and  the  ready  inspection  of  meat, 
thus  securing  the  rejection  of  that  which  is  unfit 
for  food. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  is  a  treatise  on  the  val- 
ue of  tilood.  show  ing  how  the  albumen  may  be 
separated,  aud  the  other  portions  converted  into 
a  fercilizer,  worth  more  than  Peruvian  guano. 

In  the  append<x  there  is  a  translation  of  extracts 
from  a  French  report  c»n  the  value  and  mode  of 
production  of  blood-albumen. 

Now  1  submit  that  the  State  Board  of  Health 
have  in  their  report,  of  which  I  have  given  a  very 
poor  synopsis,  done  exactly  what  the  first  order  of 
the  committee  proposes  to  petition  the  State  Leg- 
islature to  appoint  another  commission  to  do, 
viz.:  "They  have  examined  and  reported  a 
plan  for  securing  a  greater  concentration  of 
slaughter-houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston, 
and  a  sysiem  of  inspection,  by  which  the 
introduction  of  bad  meat  iuto  Boston  markets  may 
be  effectually  prevented."  They  did  noc,  indeed, 
carry  these  plans  into  effect;  for  when  first  ap- 
pointed and  at  the  time  this  report  was  made,  this 
board  had  no  executive  powers  conferred  upon 
them  whatever.  They  were  appointed  to  "take 
cognizance  of  the  interests  of  health  and  life 
among  the  oitizensof  the  Commonwealth  ;  to  make 
sanitary  investigations  and  niquiiies  in  resnect  to 
the  people,  the  causes  of  diseases,  etc.,  etc.,  and 
to  gather  such  information  in  respect  to  these 
matters  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  diffusion 
among  the  people." 

This  board  did  what  it  was  empowered  to  do  in 
the  nest  possible  manner,  not  only  on  this  subject 
of  slaughtering  animals,  but  they  have  thrown  a 
flood  of  light  up.  n  a'l  the  various  sanitary  sub- 
jects which  they  undertook  to  discuss.  Their  an- 
nual reports  to  the  legislatures  of  1870  and  1871, are 
invaluable,  as  every  one  acknowledges  who  has 
had  the  pleasure  of  readiug  them. 

Such  reports  seldom  fail  of  producing  an  effect 
on  those  whose  business  it  is  to  take  cognizance 
of  them,  and  it  was  not  long  before  this  report  on 
slaughtering  made  its  impression  on  the  people 
aud  ultimated  itself  in  legislative  action.  June 
16, 1870,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  of  incorpor- 
ation Tor  the  Butcner's  Slaughtering  and  Melting 
Association,  in  Brighton,  and  for  other  purposes. 

In  this  act  the  a>sociation  are  empowered  to 
take  and  hold  such  land,  not  exceeding  100  acres, 
as  the  State  Board  of  Health  shal'  by  vote  deter- 
mine to  be  suitable  for  carrying  on  'of  said  busi- 
ness. 

The  corporation  were  authorized  to  build  upon 
said  land  suitable  buildings  for  the  slaughtering 
of  animals,  and  for  melting  and  rendering  pur- 
poses, and  all  the  necessary  stables  aud  out-build- 
lngs. ,.  But  no  buildings  could  tie  erected  until  the 
plans  thereof,  .vith  all  details  of  construction 
should  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  oy 
said  State  Board  of  Health.  *  *  All  the  business  of 
said  coi  poration  was  to  be  carried  on  in  accordance 
with  such  regulations  as  said  board  shall  from  time 
to  time  establish.  And  fr  each  violation  of  any 
one  of  said  regulations,  said  corporation  was  to 
be  liable  to  a  line  of  not  less  than  twenty,  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollar*. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  nia>,  if  in  their 
judgment  the  public  health  shall  requ no,  order 
any  peison  at  any  time  i  ngagc.d  in  the  business  of 
slaughtering,  within  six  miles  of  Faneuil  Hall 
.Market  in   Boston,  and  not  upon  anv  island,  to 
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slaughtei  bis  animals  upon  the  premises  ol  tbe 
ooporation.  #**#*# 
The  board  were  authorized  siso,  to  it x  the  price 
per  head  which  ihe  party  served  with  such  order, 

shall  pay  foi   the  die  of  the   premises. 

\\  hen  i. ins  charter  was  granted*  it  was  supposed 
that  tbe  butchers  would  immediately  organize 
and  build  tin*  necessary  buildings,  in  which  case 
the  State  Board  o i  Health  would  have  bad  ample 
power  to  bring  about  the  desired  concentration 
aha  i  iisp  mi  i,,u  in  as  short  a  space  ol  time  as  would 
have  been  consistent  with  the  weltare  pi  the 
butchers,  and  the  coni  inued  suppij  oj  the  market 
with  meal.  But  targe  bodies  move  slowly,  and  it 
most  be  rtorne  io  mind  tout  this  business  iu  tbe 
town  ol  Brighton  alone  was  conducted  m  about 
lii'ty  places,  ail  con- ti  noted  tor  doing  the  business 
in' the  manner  ic  has  neen  done  lor  man.  years 
past,  and  s>  me  of  these  places  have  been  banded 
uown  from  fa  the  i  to  son  for  several  generations, 
it  was  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  there 
men  did  not  immediately  see  the  necessity 
<>r  the  radical  change  proposed,  and  that 
they  should  have  hesitated  about  organizing 
tbe  corporation.  They  did  not  organize  it. 
Hut  the  state  board  did  not  tease  their 
efforts  to  "diffuse  information  among  tbe 
people"  en  tin-  subject.  They  boo  made  personal 
inspection  and  examination  of  the  '"abattoirs"  of 
l'aiis  and  .New  1  oik,  and  ii:  order  to  show  tbe 
butcners  how  the  propei  buildings  and  apparatus 
should  be  constructed,  th<  .v  procured  detailed 
plans  to  he.  made  by  an  able  architect,  ami  these 
plans  are  now  in  the  hanos  of  the  butchers.  Hie 
i  bard  also  took  ihe  trouble  to  escort  several  ol  the 
leading  butcners  of  Brighton  to  New  York,  that 
they  might  see  the  practical  operation  ol  that 
establishment.  Sordid  matters  stop  here.  Tbe 
Legislature  did  not  consider  their  work  dene 
by  simply  giving  power  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  contingent  upon  the  establishment  ol  the 
abattoir  which  uiey  hail  incorporated. 

harly  in  the  present  year,  chapter  107.  1871,  thev 
passed  an  act  concerning  slaughter-houses  and 
noxious  and  offensive  trades. 

section  two  of  said  act  gives  power,  after  bear- 
ing the  parties,  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  to 
order  any  persons  who  may  he  carrying  on  the 
slaughtering,  mening  or  rendering  business 
in  any  buildings  or  premises  in  any  town 
or  city  of  more  than  four  thousand  inhabitants 
to  ilcsist  and  cease  carrying  on  such  busi- 
ness in  sin  h  buildings,  if  in  .he  judgment  of 
said  board  the  public  health  or  comfort  and  con- 
venience require,  under  the  penally  ol  $200  lor  ev- 
eiy  mouth  they  -hall  continue  to  use  such  build- 
ings lor  sucii  purposes. 

Section  3  gives  power  to  the  Supreme  Court  to 
issue  injunctions  and  enforce  the  orders  of  the 
State  Board  ol  Health  issued  under  section  2. 

By  this  law  the  Board  of  Health  was  clothed 
■with  no  contingent  or  doubtful  power.  By  the  x>>- 
proya)  of  the  court  they  could  shutUp  any  - laugh- 
ter-house if  in  then?  judgment  the  puolic  health 
or  comfort  and  convenience  required. 

It  would  be  no  stretch  of  authority  on  the  part 
of  the  board  under  the  act  alter  bearing  the  par- 
ties, to  have  at  once  shut  up  lour-rittbs  of  all  the 
slaughter-houses  in  this  viciniiy.  It  was  a  migiitv 
power  that  was  given  them.  It' was  such  a  power 
as  no  legislature  would  have  put  into  the  hands 
of  an)  board  except  one  that  had  their  fullest  con- 
fidence. 

The  state  board  accepted  the  responsibility. 

The  law  was  approved  Apnl  8  and  went  into  op- 
eration Aiay  x  of  the  present  year.  On  the  12th 
day  of  .May  the  board  visited  Brighton  and  re- 
examined a  large  number  of  the  establishments 
in  different  pans  of  tbe  town.  On  the  inn  of 
May  the  leading  butchers  o/  tbe  vicinity  were  in- 
» ited  to  meet  the  b<  ard  at  the  state  House.  More 
than  t wen iy  were  present,  and  every  member  of 
ttie  board.  A  carefully  prepared  address  was 
read  by  a  member,  in  which  was  recited  the  du- 
ties and  powers  of  the  board,  ami  a  friendly  co- 
operation was  requested  of  the  i  utchers  in 
the  establishment  of  the  abattoir,  so  that 
the  business  should  be  conceniiaied  volun- 
tarily by  the  butchers  themselves,  and  thus 
the  board  be  relieved  of  the  disagrci  able  necessity 
Ot  ordering  any  ot  the  establishments  to  be  clo-ed. 
After  the  address  a  free  and  lull  discussion  was 
hud  with  the  butchers  as  to  the  whole  matter,  and 
it  is  not  surprising  that  all  were  not  delighted 
with  the  radical  change  proposed,  nor  that  several 
could  not  at  once  see  how  IX  wis  to  be  brought 
about  without  great  injury  to  tueir  business. 

Soon  after   Uus   several     si ■oigbier-houses   and 
rendering  establishments  in  Brighton  and  other 


towns  were  complained  of,  and  tbe  State  Board, 
alter  bearing  the  parties,  ordered  seven  or  eigut 
places  closed  in  Brighton,  one  ol  which,  having 
i  ecu  brought  before  the  Supreme  Uouxt,  was 
enjoined  and  business  stopped;  some  .-topped 
without  waiting  the  action  of  the  Court,  and  sev- 
eral oases  axe  now  pending  before  that  body, 
who,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  not  hastily  grint  the 
injunction- asked  for,  as  there  is  at  this  time 
every  prospect  of  a  speedy  erection  ol  tbe  m 
saiy  buildings  for  concentration,  when  the-e 
place-  will  ee  clo-eil  wifhout  lurther  action. 
Thus  the  state  Hoard  ot  Health  bave  worked 
their  way  along,  w.Lll  :ln-  power  oi  tile  law  in  one 
hand  and  the  olive  bra  I  ell  in  the  other,  bringing 
a  pressure  io  bear  win  re  thej  felt  tbe  duty  imper- 
ative, and  diffusing  information  wherever  they 
could  bud  receptive  ear-;  listening  to  the  batch- 
ers, and  candidly  considering  the  difficulties 
which  they  labor  under  in  making  the  change, 
and  endeavoring  in  every  way  to  a.-sist  them  in 
seeing  ihe  c  eonoinieal  as  wet!  as  sanitary  advan- 
tage- so  be  gained  i.y  i' . 

Tha  result  i-.  $100,000  lias  been  subscribed  to  the 
stock  of  the  company,  and,  to  my  knowledge,  more 
can  be  bad  by  the  asking.  lvvoiily-s'\  acres  of 
land  nave  been  purchase  I,  which  the  State  board 
have  been  asked  to  examine  as  to  its  fitness,  foe 
corporation  has  been  organized  and  directors 
chosen,  and  negotiations  have  been  entered  into 
to  .secure  the  use  of  a  newly-patented  apparatus 
lor  bone  and  fat  meltii  g,  and  for  rendering  the  of- 
fal and  blood  info  a  very  valuable  fertilizer,  which 
promises  a  very  large  profit,  over  any  use  which 
has  hitherto  been  made  of  those  materials. 

Now,  Mr.  Presidei.t,  let  me  ask  if  member: of 
this  council,  after  being  informed  of  what  lias 
been  and  is  proposed  io  be  done,  are  willing  to 
petition  tbe  Legislature  to  displace  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  place  this  matter  in  the 
hands  of  a  new  board  of  commissioners,  who 
must  necessarily  come  to  their  work  without  any 
experience  of  the  difficulties  to  be  overcome  i»r 
the  temper  of  the  men  who  are  expected 
so  essentially  to  change  their  methods  of 
doing  business.  I  am  informed  by  several 
of  the  leadiug  butchers  that  the  rela- 
tions now  existing  between  them  and  the 
board  are  of  a  friendly  character,  and  are  grow- 
ing more  so,  as  they  understand  each  other  better. 
The  State  Board  of  Healthjbave  now  this  busi- 
ness well  in  hand,  and  should  not  be  disturbed.  I, 
therefore,  hope  this  tirst  order  of  the  committee 
will  be  stricken  out. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  U,  as  a  member  of  the 
committee,  spoke  of  the' importance  of  the  sub- 
ject, as  coming  home  to  every  family,  and  of  tbe 
stimulus  of  the  investigation  under  the  excite- 
ment caused  by  the  sale  of  bad  meat,  and  by  the 
death  of  a  butcher  in  dressing  such  meat.  The  re- 
su.t  was  the  report  in  print,  and  in  the  investiga- 
tion every  one  agreed  that  something  should  lie 
done,  the  only  difference  being,  in  committee  what 
should  be  done  and  in  what  way  the  evils  com- 
plained of  should  be  cured.  Alter  the  maturest 
deliberation,  they  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
orders  reported  by  them,  under  consideration, were 
the  best  they  could  recommend. 

These  orders  be  believed  would  commend 
themselves  to  ail  the  members  of  the 
Council.  It  would  be  agreed  that  some 
persons  should  have  authority  to  seize  and 
destroy  bad  meat,  and  it  necessary  new  boards  or 
new  machinery  should  be  pal  in  operation  to  stop 
the  sidling  of  such  meat.  He  did  not  understand 
that  the  gentleman  from  Ward  ti  male  objection 
to  any  except  the  first  order,  yet  he  did  not  believe 
that  they  could  do  better  than  to  pass  it,  request- 
ing the  Legislature  tor  ihe  appointment  of  a  State 
commission  to  examine  and  report  upon  a  plan 
for  securing  greater  concentration  of  the  slaugh- 
ter-houses in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  and  for  a  s\s- 
tem  of  inspection  io  prevent  the  sale  of  bad  meat 
in  Boston. 

The  gentleman  had  said  that  the  State  Board  of 
Health  were  on  friendly  terms  wiih  the  butchers 
of  Brighton,  but  with  great  respect  for  that  board 
he  feared  that  they  were  on  too  good  terms  with 
those  butehers.  They  needed  something  behind 
them,  to  stimulate  them,  so  that  they  should  not 
«it  still  for  two  years  after  their  organisation,  and 
do  nothing  while  the  people  were  exposed  to  this 
great  danger  from  diseased  meat.  After  all  the 
excitement  of  last  spring,  when  one  man  last  bis 
life,  they  bad  not  taken  oue  step  towards  curing 
the  evil,  and  are  not  likely  to  without  being  com- 
pelled to  do  so. 

Should  they  go  to  the  Legislature,  they  could  get 
something    in   three    months,  and    whatever  was 
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done  would  be  better  than  to  sit  still.  One  jour- 
nal which  some  time  since  had  spoken  ol  the 
State  Board  of  Health  as  making  great  progress 
in  the  regulation  ol'  slaughter-house.-*,  had  recent- 
ly stated  chat  there  was  now  much  preliminary 
work  to  i>e  done.  The  proposed  action  would  do 
no  harm,  and  would  not  stand  in  the  way  ol'  the 
State  Boar. I  of  Health.  All  that  can  be,  should  oe 
clone,  and  they  should  not  stand  still  while  the 
people  are  swallowing  (.oison  which  will  uestioy 
file. 

.Mr.  Webster  asked  if  the  gei  tie  man  was  aware 
that  tee  State  Board  of  Health  had  no  power  in 
this  ma'ter  until  last  May.  Since  that  time  they  have 
ordered  several  places  in  Brighton  to  be  closed  up, 
and  have  taken  action  in  seven  or  eight  towns ;  and 
through  their  means  the  butchers  have  purchased 
twenty- six  acres  of  land  at  an  expense  of  $40,000, 
have  subscribed  $100,000,  and  are  willing  to  sun- 
scril  e  more  for  the  regulation  of  slaughter-houses. 
The  t>oard  propose  to  go  on  to  their  work,  in  the 
regulation  of  the  fifty  establishments  in  Brighton. 
and  many  more  elsewheie,  and  everything  has 
been  clone  in  this  time  that  can  be  done.  The  cre- 
ation of  a  uew  commission  will  cause  delav,  while 
we  should  stay  up  the  bands  ol  the  State  board. 
The  hoard  wre  on  coo  good  terms  with  the  butch- 
ers, it  is  said ;  and  they  have  just  got  airangements 
made  by  whicu  they  can  cio  the  needed  work  quicker 
and  better  than  a  new  commission  can.  He  would 
move,  therefote,  the  indefinite  postponement  of 
the  lirst  order. 

The  Chair  suggested  tnat  the  question  could  be 
met  by  striking  out  the  first  order. 

.Mr.  Webster  withdrew  ibe  motion,  and  moved 
the  substitution  of  another  order  iu  place  of  the 
first,  for  action  through  a  legislative  memorial,  by 
Congress,  regulating  the  transshipment  of  cattle, 
sheep,  etc.,  through  the  couutry  on  railroad- 
trams. 

Mr.  Diekinson  objected  to  the  substitute  order, 
as  not  necessary  in  the  belief  of  the  committee, 
and  he  hoped  the  second  and  third  orders  would 
be  acted  upon  first,  there  being  no  objection  to 
them.  If  necessary,  this  substitute  can  then  be 
discussed,  anil,  if  wise,  be  passed. 

The  substitute  was  withdrawn,  and  on  a  motiou  to 
strike  out  the  first  order  the  motion  was  lost,  by  a 
vsre  of  7  to  23. 

The  orders  were  then  passed,  as  follows: 
Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  request- 
ed to  petition  the  Legislature,  in  beliaif  of  the  Citv 
Council,  for  the  appointment  of  a  State  Commis- 
sion, to  examine  and  report  to  the  Legislature,  as 
early  as  practicable,  a  plan  for  securing  greater 
concentration  of  the  slaughter-houses  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Boston,  and  a  system  of  inspection  by  which 
the  introduction  of  bad  meat  into  the  Boston  mar- 
kets may  be  effectually  prevented. 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  request- 
ed to  petition  the  Legislature,  in  behalf  of  the 
City  Council,  for  the  passage  of  an  ace  authoriz- 
ing the  Boar.-l  of  Health  of  Boston  to  regulate  the 
sale  of  fresh  provisions  and  perishable  produce  m 
the  city  of  Boston,  and  to  appoint  inspectors  of 
meat,  fish  and  vegetables,  with  power  to  seize  and 
destroy  such  articles  exposed  for  sale  as,  in  their 
judgment,  would  be  injurious  to  the  public 
health. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  be 
requesteu  to  prepare  and  report  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil the  draft  of  an  ordinance  for  the  appointment 
of  a  board  composed  »l  at  least  five  persons,  not 
members  of  the  City  Council,  to  hold  office  for  a 
term  «f  years,  and  to  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  of  a  board  of  health  for  the  city  of  Bos- 
ton. 

Mr.  Webster  again  offered  his  substitute  ori.er, 
which  was  rejected  by  i  vote  of  13  to  21 .

PETITION  RELATING  TO  THE  BCUBILL  CLAIM. 

The  tollowing  petition  was  read: 

Boston,  Dec.  7.  1871. 

To  the  members  of  the  Citti  Council  of  Boston: 
Gent!emen — The  undersigned,  a  citizen  and  native 
of  Hie  city  of  Boston,  has  noticed,  thiough  the 
medium  ol  the  public  press,  an  ordei  passed  by 
the  honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  t  >  pay  a  sum  of  money  to  the  assignee  of 
Charles  tsurrill,  for  what  is  known  as  the  Burrill 
claim,  which  vote  is  rendered  vaiid  by  a  legal  en- 
actment of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of.  Massachusetts,  and  now  requires  a 
confirmation  on  your  part  to  make  if  more  so. 

The  undersigned  c  usiders  it  a  gross  injustice 
to  himself  if  this  claim  is  naid  to  said  assignee,  on 
behalf  of  said  Burrill,  without  a  provision  ihat  he 
[bej  paid  lor  Uaving  rendered  the  very  most  im- 
portant service  in  the  whole  matter,  for  without 
Itix  certificate  ami  official  snjnature  of  ids  rank  as  an 
officer  in  the  United  states  Naval  Service,  and  the 
oiU/i  [one]  who  could  give  it  the  whole  list  of 
names,  would  have  been  worthless,  which  were 
furnished  iu  good  faith,  under  promises  when  the 
claim  was  paid  be  should   be  paid  for  his  services. 

ibe  parties  or  party  acting  as  agents,  who  made 
this  statement,  he  considers  were  in  the  interest 
of  ihe  city  of  Boston,  and  your  petitioner  now 
appeals  to  the  legal  representatives  that  justice  be 
done  him  and  a  hearing  granted  in  the  matrer.  It 
may  tie  asked  why  at  so  late  a  date  this  petition  is 
presented,  ibis  can  he  more  faliy  explained  when 
the  hearing  is  granted. 

The  undersigned,  as  a  tax-payer,  fully  remon- 
strates that  tnis  claim  be  paid,  w.ien  bis  own  ser- 
vices in  the  matter  is  unpaid.  The  city  of  Boston, 
by  its  agents  employed  in  the  matter,  having  the 
Iruit  of  ins  labors,  should  recognize  that  ser- 
vice in  this  mutter  should  be  paid,  not  to  the  ex- 
clusive privilege  of  one,  and  ignoring  the  very  one 
who  rendered  the  nvst  important  service,  whose 
signature  was  the  very  foundation,  without  which 
the  whole  list  of  names  which  was  obtained 
through  his  medium  was  worthless. 

The  undersigned,  who  was  Uien  a  resident  of 
Boston,  had  he  withheld  his  certificate  and  signat- 
ure with  his  rank,  winch,  ira?  all  important,  might 
have  had  applied  to  him  epithets  which  were  then 
applied  at  the  time  to  the  then  non-passive  Demo- 
crats, as  well  as  other  opprobrious  epithets,  but 
h«  chose  to  do  his  own  native  city  a  favor,  and 
he  now  asks  for  pay  for  his  services,  as  was  prom- 
ised. He  considers  the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his 
hire. 

The  city  of  Boston,  through  its  agents,  is  in- 
clebted  *-o  me  for  the  list  furnished,  and  without 
my  signature  it  was  as  worthless  as  a  oank  note 
without  signature  of  president  or  cashier,  remarks 
which  have  been  made  in  the  City  Government  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Mr.  Smith  of  vv  arc!  10  inquired  how  this  petition 
appeared  in  the  Council,  it  having  been  'aid  on  the 
table  in  the  Board  of  Alder. -jCii. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  1  moved  that  it  be  laid  on  file. 

Mr.  smith  said  he  understood  that  all  the  peti- 
tioner did  was  to  attach  his  signature  to  certain 
papers,  for  which  Mr.  Burrill  paid  him  $300.  ID 
was  now  justly  a  wonder  why  be  came  here  for 
compensation.  It  appeared  to  be  a  part  of  the 
scheme,  tint  when  one  obstacle  was  removed  in 
the  settlement  of  this  claim  there  comes  in 
another  to  make  a  hinderahce  and  delay. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  that  while  he  held 
different  views  on  ihis  claim  from   those  of    the 
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gentleman  Trora  Ward  10,  lie  considered  itextraor- 
dinaiy  tliat  this  petition  should  appear  here.  It 
was  a  most  extraordinary  statement,  in  making 
a  claim  for  payment,  as  a  I,'.  S.  officer,  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  as  such  an  officer. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  spoke  of  the  Burrill 
claim    as  wringing  so  much  money  out  of  the  city. 

The  petition  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on  tile. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Brad t  of  Ward  14,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  made  a  report 
that  on  Saturday,  Dec.  2,  from  sonic  cause  un- 
known, a  lire  took  place  in  the  house  of  Engine 
No.  7,  damaging  the  same  to  an  estimated  amount 
of  $3000.  I'ney  therefoie  respectfully  recommend 
the  passage  o(  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Joint  standing  Committee  on 
Public  Buildings  he  authorized  to  repair  the  dam- 
age by  lire  ro  ;he  house  of  Engine  No.  7,  and  the 
expense  thereof  to  be  chaiged  to  the  appropria- 
tion tor  Public  Buildings. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed'. 

Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6,  for  the  Committee  on 
Claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  James 
H.  Littleton,  tor  compensation  for  injuries  re- 
ceived wniie  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a 
lireraan,  made  a  report  recommeiidiug  its  relerence 
to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department.    Accepted. 

Mr.  Webster,  lor  the  same  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  Anna  Astin  tor  com- 
pensation for  persona  I  injuries  received  on  account 
of  an  alleged  defect  in  Kneeland  street,  made  a 
report  recommending  the  passage  of  an  order  to 
pay  her  $750  on  account  of  said  injuries. 

The  order  was  read  once. 

REPORT  ON  FORT  HILL  FRAUDS. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  submitted  in  print  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  special  committee  of  the  Common  Council, 
appointed  to  investigate  the  alleged  frauds  in  the 
performance  of  certain  contracts  with  the  city  of 
Boston  for  the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort  Hill, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Asa  full  abstract  of  all  the  evidence  bearing 
upon  the  matter  under  investigation  is  printed  in 
the  Appeuaix,  it  will  be  sufficient  for  the  commit- 
tee to  state  very  briefly  the  character  of  the  oper- 
ations under  the  contracts  for  the  removal  of 
earth  from  Fort  Hill,  and  how  far  the  allegations 
of  Iraud  on  the  part  of  the  contractors  and  their 
agent*  have  been  substantiated.  Kor  obvious  rea- 
sons the  inquiry  has  been  confined  mainly  to  the 
operations  during  the  present  year. 

On  the  9th  of  January  last  an  order  was  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  "that  all  matters  of  an 
unfinished  nature  relating  to  the  comtemplated 
improvements  on  Fort  Hill  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  consisting  of  the  chairmen  of  the  com- 
mittees on  Streets,  Paving  and  Sowers,  with  au- 
thority to  exercise  all  the  powers  relating  to  the 
premises  which  were  held  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  streets  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
1870" 

Soon  after  the  appointment  of  this  committee 
the  attention  of  the  chairman  (Alderman  Jenkins) 
was  called  to  the  fact  that  vessels  were  being  bal- 
lasted with  earth  from  Fort  Hill  by  at  least  one  of 
the  persons  who  bad  a  contract  from  the  city  for 
the  removal  of  eaith  to  the  docks.  He  immediate- 
ly called  upou  the  engineer,  who  supervised  the 
execution  of  these  coutiacts,  for  information  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  work  was  being  perform- 
ed and  was  assured  in  the  most  positive  manner 
that  it  was  receiving  proper  attention.  About  this 
time  the  police  officers  on  duty  in  the  vicinity  of 
Fort  Hili  reported  that  earth  was  being  largely 
used  for  ballasting;  and  the  chairman  directed 
them  to  give  their  attention  more  particularly  to 
the  matter,  ana  report  to  him  from  time  to  ti'ne 
any  irregularities  which  came  to  their  notice 
Tnese  report;  confirmed  the  suspicion  that  frauds 
were  being  committed  ;  but  they  were  too  indefin- 
ite, in  the  opinion  of  the  chairman,  to  be  acted 
upon. 

On  the  seventh  of  February,  the  committee  ap- 
pointed a  superintendent  of  the  operations  on 
Fort  Hill,  with  instructions  "to  see  that  the  con- 
tracts were  complied  with,  and  also  to  look  after 
flowage,  and  see  that  the  buildings  remaining  on 
the  hill  were  not  vnderrained  "  He  soon  discov- 
ered that  the  earth  was  being;  taken  to  other 
places  than  those  designated  in  me  contracts,  and 
endeavored  to  prevent  it  by  calling  the  attention 
of  the  principal  contractors    to  the  thefts,  and  by 


stationing  an  assist:  nt.    in    a    position  to  control, 

in  some  degree,  the  movements  of  the  teams,  and 
direct,  them  to  the  proper  places.  Hie  stealing 
went  on,  however,  and  appears  to  have  increased, 
until  some  time  in  July,  when  a  system  of  ticket* 
was  introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Sutt'olk-stteet 
District  Committee,  which  put  an  effectual  stop 
to  the  fraudulent  practices. 

THE   CONTRACTS  FOR     FILLINO  THE  DOCKS. 

At  the  beginning  of  tne  year  there  were  t*rf  e 
conn-acts  lor  the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort  Hill 
to  the  Atlantic-avenue  docks,  the  contractors 
being  John  souther,  B.  N.  Fairen  and  M  trtiu 
Hayes.  Bonner  &  Sutherland  had  a  sub-con- 
tiact  under  Farren,  to  remove  the  earth  which 
could  not  be  readily  transported  by  cars,  an-'  cart 
it,  to  the  City  wharf  where  Farren  was  filling. 
These  contracts  were  completed  early  m  the  spnng 
of  the  present  year. 

The  committee  do  not  find  any  evidence  tendiug 
to  show  that  Mr.  Souther  or  Mr  Farren  was  di- 
rectly concerned  iu,orwas  knowiug  to,  the  un- 
lawful appropiiation  of  earth  measured  for  re- 
moval under  their  At lautic-a venae  contracrs. 
With  regarc.  to  Mr.  Hayes  they  are  unable  to 
speak  so  positively.  It  is  ciear  that  Mr.  Hayes's 
teams  carried  away  a  great  deal  of  Fon-Hiil 
earth,  while  he  had  the  contracts  for  filling  docks, 
and  sold  it  for  ballast,  but  it  cannot  now  be  dis- 
covered with  certainty  whether  he  charged  the 
city  for  the  removal  of  this  particular  earth.  He 
is  unable,  apparently,  to  say  whether  he  aid  or 
not. 

In  their  endeavors  to  settle  this  point,  the  com- 
mittee have  examined  the  contracts  and  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Fort-Hili  Committee.  The  coutract  is 
in  the  usual  form,  and  nierel.7  provides  that  earth 
shall  be  taken  from  such  places  as  the  Fort-Hill 
Committee  shall  designate.  It  should  be  stated 
here,  that  the  proposals  upon  which  this  contract 
was  oased  were  received  near  the  close  of  last 
year,  and  that  the  bids  made  by  Hayes  and  Farren 
for  filling  the  docks  inside  of  Atlantic  avenue  and 
north  of  Long  wharf  were  for  the  same  amount, 
namely:  seventy-rive  cents  per  cubic  yard,  or  six 
dollars  per  square.  They  both  declined  to  change 
their  bids,  and  the  work  was  divided  between 
them. 

The  parts  of  the  hill  which  the  committee  did 
designate  for  the  removal  of  earth  under  these 
contracts  were  never  made  a  matter  of  record ;  and 
even  the  superintendent,  appointed  by  the  com- 
mittee in  February  last,  was  not  instructed  upon 
this  point.  Mr.  Talbot,  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee having  charge  of  the  improvement  in  1870, 
states  that,  although  they  gave  no  license  for  the 
removal  of  earth  for  ballasting  or  other  private 
purposes,  thev  would  have  been  perfectly  willing 
to  have  had  earth,  not  measured  for  removal  uu- 
cler  the  contracts,  taken  by  anybody  who  chose,  as 
it  was,  of  course,  for  the  interests  of  the  citv  to  get 
it  removed  as  speedily  as  possible.  It  is  evident 
that  a  great  deal  of  earth  which  had  not  been 
measured  was  removed  under  the  direction  of 
owners  of  property  ou  the  hill;  and  here  is  wheie 
the  difficulty  occurs  of  aetetminiog  the  extent  of 
the  frauds  upon  the  city. 

The  only  source  from  which  we  can  learn 
whether  the  part  of  the  hill  from  which  Mr.  Hayes 
furnished  ballast  was,  at  the  time  he  furnished  it. 
under  contract  for  removal,  is  the  record  of 
measurements  kept  by  Mr.  McConnell,  assistant 
to  the  City  Engineer.  From  this  record  it  appears 
that  this  part  of  the  hill  was  measured  belore 
these  ballasting  operations  began;  but  that  it  was 
afterwards  measured  again,  for  the  reason,  as  Mr. 
McConnell  says,  that  ballasting  had  been  done 
from  it  in  the  meantime.  Inasmuch  as  the  con- 
nection which  the  City  Engineer's  office  had  with 
these  frauds  is  now  riie  subject  of  investigation 
by  a  special  committe0  of  the  other  branch  of  the 

fovernmeut,  and  as  the  payment  of  a  portion  of 
Ir.  Hayes's  bill  is  an  unsettled  matter,  resting  in 
the  discretion  of  another  special  committee  of  the 
other  branch,  this  committee  have  not  thought  it 
to  be  within  their  province  to  determine  whether 
Mr.  McConnell's  statements  are  to  be  accepted, 
and  whether,  therefore,  Mr.  Hayes's  bills  ought  to 
be  paid  in  full. 

The  committee  find  that  Bonner  &  Sutherland 
ballasted  vessels  in  February  and  March,  1871, 
with  the  earth  which  they  took  from  the  vicinity 
of  Humphrey  place,  under  their  sub-contract  with 
Farren  (see  soule's  testimony,  pp.  6-9;  alsoCough- 
lin's  testimony,  pp.  81-8-1):  aud  all  doubt  as  to 
whether  this    liallastiug  was  done    in  violation  of 
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their  contract  is  removed  liy  the  admission  of  Mr. 
Bonner  ((j  IG8),  that  the  worl;  his  fir  in  did  i:.  tbe 
vicinity  of  riumr-brey  place  was  done  under  the 
coutract  with  Farren. 

It  also  appears,  Horn  the  evidence,  that  a  man 
named  Doherty,  who  was  employed  by  Bonner 
&  Sutherland  on  the  Farren  contract,  was  con- 
ccn.ed  in  the  fraudulent  removal  of  earth  from 
the  hill. 

THE      CONTRACT     FOR     FILLING     SUFFOLK-STREET 
DISTRICT. 

On  the  14th  of  October,  1S70,  a  contract  was  made 
with  John  Souther,  the  lowest  bidder,  fur  the  re- 
moval of  earth  "from  such  portions  of  Fort  Hill, 
and  in  such  quantities,  and  to  deliver  the  same  at 
such  times  and  places  upon  ihe  Suffolk-street  Dis- 
trict, as  the  committee  on  said  district  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct."  The  price  paid  for  digging 
a.id  carting  the  earth  was  iwne  dollars  and  sixty 
cents  per  square,  the  work,  under  this  contract, 
was  delayeu,  from  various  causes,  until  the  last  of 
November  or  the  first  ot  December.  Ai>out  the 
first  of  February,  Air.  souther,  at  the  request  of 
Air.  AlcConnell,  made  a  sub-contract  wilh  Mr, 
Haves  to  do  a  part  of  the  work,  paying  him  the 
same  price  that  he  received  from  tne  city. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  presented  to 
thQ  committee  to  show  that  Air.  Souther  was  di- 
rectly concerned  in  the  misappropriation  of  earth 
measured  for  removal  under  his  contract;  and  the 
only  evidence  tending  to  show  that  he  had  any 
connection,  indirectly,  in  the  matter  is  given  by 
Mr.  Kdwaid  S.  Haniliu,  of  the  firm  of  Bosvvorth  & 
Hamlin  (pp.  U9,  Gl).  Air.  Hamlin  .vent  to  Air. 
Souther's  office  and  saw  a  young  man,  whom  he 
supposed  was  Mr.  souther's  clerk,  and  made  some 
inquiries  about  obtaining  earth  lor  filling  his  dock 
opposite  Past  street,  oil  Federal  street.  Soon 
alter  .Michael  Horgan  came  to  him  and  said  he 
was  sent  ny  Air.  souther,  and  that  whatever  he 
(Horgan)  did  would  be  all  right  with  Air.  Souther. 
Horgan's  proposal  lor  doing  the  work  was  accept- 
ed; and  when  the  work  was  completed,  the  bill 
was  made  out  in  Horgan's  name,  and  receipted  by 
hiin.  Air.  Hamlin  did  not  see  Air.  Sought r  person- 
ally at  all  in  the  transaction.  He  supposed  his 
contract  wa«  with  Mr.  Souther,  as  lie  had  noticed 
in  the  papers  that  Mr.  S.  had  a  can  tract  for  re- 
moving earth,  and  Air.  Horgan  told  hire,  when  the 
contract  was  made,  that  the  earth  w.istocome 
from  Fort  Hill. 

Mr.  Horgan  states,  in  his  testimony,  that  he  bid 
for  the  tilling  of  Bosworth  &  Hamlin's  wharf 
against  a  number  of  others;  that  Air.  Souther  did 
not  send  him  to  Mr.  Hamlin,  and  had  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  contract ;  that  he  did  not 
puc  any  Fort-Hill  earth  into  the  duck;  that  the 
Fort-Hill  earth  lound  there  must  have  leeu 
dumped  by  other  teams  which  went  there  instead 
of  going  t>  the  Suffolk-street  District,  because  it 
was  nearer. 

Air.  souther  states  that  he  knew  nothing  about 
Horgan's  contract  for  tilling  the  dock;  tint  he  did 
not  send  Horgan  to  Mr.  Hamlin;  that  when  Air. 
Soule,  the  superintendent,  called  his  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Horgan,  who  was  at  work  for  him  on 
the  Suffolk-street  contract,  was  using  the  earth 
measured  for  removal  under  that  contract  to  fill  a 
dock,  he  spoke  to  Horgan,  who  denied  that  he  was 
using  Fort-Hill  earth  lor  the  purpose. 

Horgan's  statements,  both  to  Mr.  Hamlin  and  to 
the  committee,  ought,  perhaps,  to  be  thrown  out 
altogether,  lie  would  be  likely  to  bear  that  Bos- 
wortii  &  Hamhn  had  a  dock  to  fill,  and  use  Mr. 
Souther's  name  in  getting  the  coutract.  There 
would  remain,  then,  only  Air.  Hamlin's  impression 
that  Air.  Souther  was  behind  Horgan  in  the  mat- 
ter; and  that  was  formed  mamly,  probably,  from 
Hoigau's  statements.  It  should  be  stated,  in  jus- 
tice to  Air.  Soother,  that  he  appears  to  have  lieen 
anxious  to  prevent  the  misappropriation  of  earth 
uv.dei  his  contracts;  and  thai  he  not  onlv  intro- 
duced a  cbvxk  system  of  his  own  for  that  purpose, 
bu;  gave  every  assistance  to  tbe  city  autb  rities 
in  curving  out  the  system  *hich  was  finally  suc- 
cess! ul  in  purtmga  stop  to  it. 

The  committee  find  that  .Mr.  Hayes's  teams  were 
constantly  employed  in  illegally  appropriating 
earth  under  the  Suffolk-street  contract  and  taking 
it  to  Boston  wharf  and  elsewhere:  and  that  this 
was  done  under  the  orders  of  Fitzgerald  and  Alc- 
Inernev,— Hayes's  head  men  at  the  hill,  who  are 
still  in  ins  employ.  That  Mr.  Hayes  knew  of  the 
thefts,  is  not  proved;  that  he  profited  bv  them, 
must  be  inferred,  unless  we  are  to  believe  that  he 
was  systematically  robned  by  bis  most  trusted 
agents. 


Both  Souther  and  Haves  hired  a  number  of 
teams  of  oiffeient  persons,  whose  petty  pecula- 
tions 'he  conanifciee  have  found  it  hnposible  to  in- 
quire into.  Only  in  two  cases,  those  of  Michael 
Horgui  and  Bonner  &  Sutherland,  have  they 
gone  behind  the  principal  contractors.  That  Hoi- 
gan  defrauded  ;he  city  by  taking  eartn  measured 
under  Souther's  contract  to  till  a  dock  for  Bos- 
vvorth &  tiaralin,  is  established  oy  the  evidence  of 
Hamlin,  Soule  and  Smith;  and  his  own  evasive 
and  contradictory  statements  only  serve  to  make 
the  case  stronger  against  him. 

In  regard  to  the  operations  of  Bonner  &  Suth- 
erland, the  facts  are  as  foil  ws:  During  the  mon.h 
of  Alay  last  Air.  souther  wished  Belcher's  lane  to 
be  opened  quickly,  in  ordei  to  run  a  track  through 
for  his  cars.  He'  requested  Air.  Hayes  to  put  on 
some  carts  to  clear  it  out.  Hayes  employed  Bon- 
ner &  Sutherland  to  do  the  work.  The  evidence 
of  Mr.  Souther  (p.  4'i).  Mr.  soule  (p.  G),  John  Breen 
(p.  88),  and  John  Welcn  (p  93),  clearly  proves  that 
the  teams  put  on  by  Bonner  &  Sutherland  took 
their  loads  mainly  to  Bostou  wharf,  instead  of 
their  proper  destination — the  Suffolk-street  Dis- 
tri  -t ;  and  that  they  aid  so  by  the  orders  of  Suth- 
erland. Breen  and  Welch  testify  that  when  they 
went  to  Boston  wharf  they  received  yellow  tick- 
ets, and  when  they  went  to  the  Suffolk-street 
District,  white  ticket?;  that  while  they  were 
working  for  Bonner  &  Sutherland,  they  look  their 
loads  only  occasionally  to  Suffolk  street  (Welch 
states  that  he  only  took  two  loads  there  during 
the  whole  time):  that  they  delivered  their  tickets 
daily  to  Sutherland,  and  that  they  were  paid  once 
a  week  for  their  work  by  Mr.  Bonner,  at  the  hill. 
Th-it  Mr.  Bouner  was  ignorant  of  the  illegal  trans- 
actions of  his  firm  can  be  admitted  only  on  the 
supposition  th  it  his  partnerkept  him  in  ignorance 
of  his  daily  operations,  ihe  ballasting  from 
Humphrey  place,  before  alluded  to,  and  Alderman 
Jenkins's  statement  of  the  conversation  he  had 
with  Mr.  Bonner  (page  25),  are  to  be  consideied  in 
passing  upon  this  point. 

Willi  the  desire  to  afford  Air.  Bonner  tbe  fullest 
opportunity  to  traverse  or  deny  these  statements, 
so  seriously  implicating  the  firm  of  which  he  is  a 
member,  the  committee  requested  him  to  meet 
them,  and  make  such  explanations,  or  put  in  such 
evidence,  as  he  might  desire.  He  accordingly  met 
tbe  committee  on  the  lGth  of  Novembei,  and,  after 
answerm  j-  cert  lin  questions  relating  to  the  trans- 
actions oil  Fort  Hill,  he  was  given  until  the  24th 
of  November  to  produce  the  witnesses  whom  he 
relied  on  to  rebut  the  statements  implicating  him. 
He  was  informed  that  he  could  have  the  benefit  of 
compulsory  process  in  bringing  his  witnesses  be- 
loie  the  committee,  and  that  the  substance  of 
statements  relating  to  him  would  be  reduced  to 
writing,  and  furnished  without  delay.  An  ab- 
stract was  prepared  (see  p.  18'J),  and  delivered  to 
him  on  the  18th  of  Novemner,  seven  days  before 
the  meeting.  At  the  meeting,  on  i he  24th  of  No- 
vember, he  appeared,  but  without  any  witnesses, 
and,  after  making  a  short  p>  planation*  on  bis  own 
account,  he  asked  lor  further  time. 

Although  it  had  been  understood  that  the  hear- 
ing ws  to  be  closed  at  this  time,  the  committee 
decided  to  allow  Air.  Bonner  further  time,  as  he 
appeared  confident  of  being  able  ti  clear  himself 
from  the  suspicions  resting  upon  him,  and  they 
accordingly  adjourned  to  Wednesday  evening, 
the  29th  ot  November.  Mr.  Bonner  was  distinctly 
informed  that  no  more  time  could  be  granted  him, 
as  the  repo'-t  had  been  very  much  delayed  on  his 
acount.  On  Wednesday  evening  Air.  Bonner  ap- 
peared with  counsel,  and  with  one  witness.  The 
counsel  first  asked  further  time,  tor  the  reason 
that  his  client  had  not  consulted  him  upon  tbe 
case  until  the  day  before  this  meeting  (the  28th), 
and  that  he  hau  not  bad  time  to  examine  it. 

Upon  inquiry  by  the  chairman  as  to  the  addi- 
tional time  required,  the  counsel  asked  whether 
tbe  committee  were  proceeding  upon  regular 
charges  and  specifications  cf  fraud;  and  oeing  an- 
swered in  the  negative,  stated  that  he  would  not 
trouble  them  with  any  evidence,  but  present  a 
protest  in  writing  from  Air.  Bonner.  Tbe  protest 
was  received  and  entered  upon  the  records  (p. 
187). 

If  is  proper  to  state  here,  that  the  investigation, 
ordered  by  the  Common  Council,  grew  out  of  a 
personal  statement  made  by  Mr.  Bonner,  a«i  a 
member  of  the  Council;  that  the  Investigation 
was  upon  a  matter  within  their  jurisdiction,  as  it 
related  to  tbe  performance  of  eonttacts  to  which 
tbe  city  of  Boston  was  a  party;  and  that  it  was 
perfectly  competent  for  the  committee  to  proceed 
with  their   inquiry  without  charges  or  speciMea- 
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tions.  either  written  or  verbal.  In  the  exercise  of 
the  powers  conferred  upon  them  ly  Lbe  body  to 
which  ihey  belong,  :i 1 1 1 i.  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  the  statutes,  they  have  summoned 
witnesses  ami  required  them  to  testily  upon  the 
in  alters  reierreil  to  in  the  order.  This  report 
simply  states  what  has  been  shown  by  the  evi- 
dence of  toe  nelsons  so  summoned,  in  proof  of 
which  a  copy  of  riie  evidence  is  appended.  If  Mr. 
Bonner  chooses  to  rest  his  case  on  a  protest,  it 
docs  not,  oi  course,  concern  the  committee.  Jl  he 
iio-s  not  wish  to  make  any  explanations  or  de- 
fence, 'lie  committee  arc  not  in  a  position  to  do  so 
lor  him. 

it  has  been  unpossihle  for  ti.e  committee  to  dis- 
cover the  extent  of  the  frauds  upon  the  city,  in 
tic  execution  of  the  Fort-Hill  contracts,  on  ac- 
count of  the  loose  way  in  which  the  contractors 
and  others  were  allowed  to  remove  the  earth. 
The  measurements  under  the  contracts  were  lett 
to  the  Engineer's  Department.  Parts  of  the  hill 
were  measured  from  time  to  time,  by  request  of 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  having  charge  of 
the  subject,  or  by  request  of  the  contractors.  But 
no  record  was  made,  except  by  an  assistant  engi- 
neer. Bv  the  removal  of  earth  for  ballasting  or 
for  n  Hint;  private  docks,  from  those  parts  of  the 
hill  'hit  were  not  measured,  the  city  was  not  de- 
frauded— in  fact  it  was  benefited.  Under  Air. 
Hayes's  contract  for  tilling  the  docks,  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  retained 
the  sum  of  $2700,  which  they  consider  sufficient 
to  cover  the  value  of  the  earth  which  was  misap- 
propriated under  that  contract.  On  Mr.  Souther's 
Suffolk-street  contract  the  percentage  withheld 
until  the  completion  of  the  contract  will  probably 
be  sufficient  to  cover  whatever  has  been  taken. 

Since  the  18th  of  July,  when  Mr.  Squires,  a  sub- 
committee of  the  Suffolk-street  District  Commit- 
teee,  sueceeded  in  perfecting  a  system  of  tickets, 
which  is  explained  on  pp.  31-34  of  the  Appendix, 
there  Is   every  reason  t«  believe  that  the  interest* 


of  the  city  are  protected  in  the   execution  of  the 
Suffolk-street    contract.    The  system   is  so  simple 
and  effective,  that  it  is  somewhat  surp-isiue  tb?t 
six  mouth-  should  elapse  in  vain  endeavors  to  put 
a  stop  to  the  frauds  before  it  was  discovered.

Alderman  Kicker,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred  the  peti- 
tions of  Matthew  Bollesand  others  that  the  Er>eu- 
ezer  Baptist  Society  may  use  certain  rooms  iu  the 
Franklin  School  Building  on  Washington  street, 
for  religious  purposes,  submitted  a  repon  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  petitioneis  ask  for  the  use  of  rooms  in  this 
building,  which  were  formerly  occupied  bv  the 
K-;v.  Henry  Morgan,  but  at  the  time  tney  were  so 
occupied  the  building  w.isnot  used  for  school  pur- 
poses. At  this  time  the  whole  of  the  building  is 
used  1xclusively  for  schools,  and  the  use  of  any 
portion  lor  other  purposes  would  be  a  serious  in- 
convenience. 

There  are  frequent  applications  for  the  use  of 
rooms  in  school  buildings  during  evenings  and  ou 
Sundays,  and  many  of  these  applications  are  for 
purposes  which  it  would  he  very  desirable  to  en- 
courage; but  experience  h;«s  shown  that  it  would 
be  uusale  to  depart  from  the  rme  that  city  build- 
iugs should  be  used  only  fur  city  purposes.  If  the 
precedent  is  established  of  granting  schoolrooms 
for  outside  purposes,  there  will  be  a  great  dirtt- 
cultv  in  determining  what  should  and  what  should 
not  be  admitted  ;  and  the  result  would  be  hignly 
detrimental  to  the  public  schools.  With  this 
view  the  committee  would  recommend  that  the 
petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Alderman  Kicker,  from  the  same  committee,  to 
whom  was  reterred  the  request  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  the  City  Council  would  enlarge  the 
yaid  of  tue  primary  schoolhouse  on  Suffolk  street, 
made  a  repoit  recommending  the  passage  ot  the 
accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  that  the  lot  of  land  taken  by  the 
city  under  the  authority  of  chapter  277  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  1868,  formerly  belonging  to  Sarah  A. 
Femald  and  Sarah  B.  Hunting  and  adjoining  the

Al.iennan  (iibson  raised  the  question  why 
parties  who  put  up  telegraph-poles  should  not  be 
protected  in  the  use  of  them.  With  the  right 
under  the  law  given  to  other  parties  to  use  them, 
the  owners  of  telegraph  poles  could  get  no  re- 
dress; i  ut  without  the  consent  of  this  Board, 
others  cannot  use  thorn.  In  this  case  he  under- 
stood ill.  Bradley  had  been  subject  lo  »n  expense 
of  some  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  disarrange- 
ment of  Ins  wires  to  Weymouth,  and  the  delay  of 
a  vessel  in  consequence.'  In  his  view  other  uarries 
using  the  poles  should  pay  a  pro  rata  of  the  cost, 
as  a  lair  compensation. 

Alderman  Pierce  read  the  provisions  of  the 
stature  relating  to  the  erection  of  telegraph-poles, 
bv  private  parties,  such  poles  to  become  the  prop- 
eity  oi  the  city  or  town  in  wni  :h  they  may  i.e  lo- 
cated, subject  to  regulation  by  the  municipal  au- 
thorities in  repair*  and  removal,  and  in  attaching 
wires  ty  municipal  corporations  i»r in  permitting 
othe>  persons  to  oo  so.  Upon  tins  it  was  remark- 
ed that  if.  would  be  impossible  to  allow  every  per- 
son to  erect  such  po'es  who  might  wish  to,  and 
wh  le  he  might  prefer  to  have  exclusive  control 
of  pohs  which  he  might  erect,  the  multiplication 
of  them  could  not  be  allowed.  Who  shall  regu- 
late the  use  of  them  between  parties  does  uot  ap- 
pear, but  they  must  arrange  that  mutually  among 
themselves. 

Aideiman  (iibson  sail  the  board  were  tin  regu- 
lator of  the  use  of  the  Doles,  and  sDOUld  requite 
that  all  persons  using  them  should  nay  a  fair  com- 
pensation. If  an  injuiy  was  done,  as  "in  this  case, 
the  law  sh  uld  make  tlie  parties  whole.  If,  as  pro- 
vide i  by  law,  the  poles  were  the  propeity  of  the 
citv,  ih;jy  had  the  right  to  presenbe  the  conditions 
for  'he  use  ot  them  to  others. 

Aiderman  Cowdin  said  he  understood  that  Mr. 
Stearns  offered  to  pay  a  proportion  o.  the  expens- 
es, m  the  use  of  the  poles,  but  Mr.  Br.idley  de- 
clined to  entertain  any  proposal  from  him.  It 
would  uot  be  for  the  pu.dic  good  to  have  a   large 


number  of  diffTenc  lines  of  poles,  and  each  of 
them  should  be  as  full  as  possible. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  would  indorse  all  that 
was  said  in  relation  to  having  the  poles  full,  but  it 
was  wrong  that  the  parties  putting  rhem  up  should 
bear  the  whole  expense.  It  was  but  justice  and 
equity  that  they  should  ascertain  something  about 
the  cost  of  tnem,  and  that  it  should  be  paid  iu  fair 
proportions. 

The  report  was  accepted,  but  subsequently  a  re- 
consideration was  moved  by  Alderman  Little,  who 
said  he  believed  it  was  unjust  that  Mr.  Bradley 
should  be  subject  to  the  expense  of  building  ana 
keeping  in  repair  such  poles,  and  that  others 
should  be  allowed  to  use  them  without  compensa- 
tion. If  reconsidered,  he  sbxuld  move  for  a  re- 
committal with  irstructions  to  the  committee  to 
report  on  what  terms  the  use  of  the  poles  should 
be  allowed. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  had  no  objection  to  the 
reconsider ition  and  recommittal,  if  the  Board  de- 
sired to  do  so,  but  he  hoped  it  would  be  with- 
out instructions. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried,  when  the 
repoit  was  recommitted. 

Alderman  Woolley,  from  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Alaims,  to  whom  were  referred  the  petitions  for 
raising  the  alarm-bell  on  Hose-house  No.  2  in  Hud- 
son stieet,  made  a  report  that  in  their  opinion  a 
more  efficient  alarm  was  needed  in  that  section  of 
the  city,  and  that  a  l.ell  of  from  2000  to  3000  pounds 
should  be  placed  on  the  Ouincy  Schoolhou>e. 
Orders  accompanying  the  reoort,  were  read  once, 
providing  for  the  erection  of  a  bell-tower  on  the 
Quincy  Scho  dhouse,  at  an  expense  of  $1200,  and 
for  a  bell  and  tire-alarm  apparatus,  at  a  cost  of 
$1600.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Alderman  White,  from  the  Committee  on  Li- 
censes, reported  in  favor  of  licenses  as  follows: 
Bobert  Dorsey,  to  exhibit  a  dramatic  performance 
at  .Mercantile  Hall,  Dec.  18;  J.W.  Bracketr,  to  give 
concerts  at  Brackett's  Hall,  Dec.  13,  15  and  Jan. 
10;  J.  M.  Hitchings,  to  exhibit  a  stereopticon  at 
Tremont  Temple,  Dec.  19. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Public  Buildings,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  order  relating  to  tne  furnishing  of 
rooms  for  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  made  a  re- 
pott  mat  they  have  given  a  hearing  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Soldiers'  Belief,  when  an  opportunity  was 
given  that  body  to  state  their  objections  to  the 
removal  of  the  paymaster  of  that  department  to 
the  Charity  Bureau.  The  committee,  however, 
see  no  reason  to  rescind  their  former  action,  but 
are  firmly  convinced  that  the  interests  of  the  city 
demand  the  locating  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
in  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  paymaster  of 
the  Soldiers'  Belief.  They  would  most  respect- 
fully recommend  the  passage  of  the  original  order 
which  accompanies  this  report. 

Ordered,  fnat  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings he  authorized  to  tit  up  rooms  in  the  Central 
Charity  Bureau  lor  the  accommodation  of  the 
Paymaster  of  the  Soldiers'  Belief  Committee,  and 
to  fit  up  the  room  now  occupied  by  him  in  the  City 
Hall  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Department 
for  the  Survey  and  Inspection  of  Buildings. 

Alderman  Cowdin  opposed  the  report,  objecting 
to  the  removal  of  the  office  of  payment  of  aid  to 
soldiers,  because  there  was  a  room  adjoining  used 
by  the  sealers  of  weights  and  measures,  which 
would  answer  well  for  the  inspector,  and  was  not 
much  needed  for  present  purposes.  He  objected, 
also,  to  the  removal,  because  it  would  send  the 
soldiers  and  those  receiving  aid  virtually  to  the 
poorhouse,  for  such  he  deemed  the  Charity  Bu- 
reau, aud  it  would  be  a  disgrace  to  send  to  that 
place  those  who  risked  their  lives  for  their  coun- 
try or  those  who  were  dependent  on  this  aid  for 
such  services. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  committee  m  ade  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  City  Hall,  and 
could  find  no  ether  room  suitable  for  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Buildings  but  this  now  occupied  by  the 
paymaster  of  State  aid.  The  room  occupied  by 
the  sealers  of  weights  and  measures  could  not 
propei ly  be  given  up,  and  the  office  was  an  impor- 
tant one.  Ihe  services  of  the  sealers  were  much 
in  demand,  and  those  who  required  a  sealing  of 
their  weights  and  measures  would  naturally  go 
to  the  City  Hall  for  such  puipose,  and  ought  not 
to  be  required  to  go  elsewhere. 

In  relation  to  sending  persons  to  the  Charity 


Bureau  to  receive  State  a>d,  he  denied  that  it  was 
a  poorhouse.  The  building  was  a  magnificent  one. 
and  there  was  an  abundance  of  room  there.  These 
paities  do  n<  t  necessarily  come  in  contact  wiih 
those  who  come  there  for  charity,  and  there  would 
be  no  stigma  attached  to  them  in  going  there. 

Alderman  Cowdiu  further  remarked  upon  the 
subject  of  .-tigma  and  injustice  which  would  at- 
tach to  tht'se  who  eleserved  better  of  their  country 
for  their  services,  and  were  promised  to  lie  well 
taken  caie  of  if  wounded,  or  their  families  should 
be,  should  their  lives  be  sacrificed  for  their  coun- 
try. 

Alelerman  Gibson  replied,  denying  that  there 
was  any  injustice  in  reipiiring  that  these  (.ersons 
shouid  go  to  the  building  in  Cbardon  street,  the 
change  being  much  better  made  than  in  the  re- 
moval of  any  other  office  from  the  City  Hall. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed.

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed: 

Order  to  pay  Margaret  Brady  $150,  for  grade 
damages  at  No.  37  Cabot  street. 

Order  to  set  apart  a  lot  of  laud,  5367  square  feet, 
adjoining  the  Suffolk-street  Primary  school  on 
Suffolk  street,  for  the  uses  ot  said  schoolhouse. 

The  order  for  the  erection  of  a  bell-tower  on  the 
Quincy  School  house,  at  an  expense  of  $1200,  and 
for  placing  a  bell  aud  fire-Harm  apparatus  therein, 
at  an  expense  of  $1600,  wan  considered. 

Aldermau  Cui  ter  inquiied  lor  the  necessity  of 
this  change  in  the  fire-alarm. 

Alderman  Kicker  replied  that  there  was  a  peti- 
tion for  a  larger  bell  on  the  hose  house,. but  it  was 
found  to  be  more  expedient  to  put  up  such  a  bell 
on  the  schoolhouse. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  was  of  opinion  that 
there  ought  to  be  some  system  iu  relation  to  the 
tire-alarm,  so  as  to  know  that  there  shall  be  fire- 
alarms  at  a  certain  instance  from  each  other, 
while  under  the  present  mode  of  putting  up  fire- 
alarms  there  was  danger  of  placing  them  so  as  to 
interfere  with  each,  other  or  to  require  other 
changes, 

Aluer^.an  Cowdin  said  he  agreed  with  the  Al- 
derman that  there  needed  to  be  more  system,  in 
relation  to  tire-alarms.  The  placing  of  alarm  bells 
upon  schoolhouses  he  believed  to  be  very  objec- 
tionable, and  injurious  to  the  houses  and  to  the 
schools. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  there  were  in  some  cases 
changes  of  alarms  from  churches  to  engine-houses, 
and  iu  ethers  from  engine-houses  to  school- 
houses.  The  eagine-houses  he  believed  to  be  the 
proper  places  for  tire-alarms. 

Aldermau  Gibson,  further  stated  that  there 
should  be  some  system  for  rearranging  the  fire- 
alarms.  The  placing  of  them  upon  schoolhouses 
was  very  objectionable,  because  they  were  an  in- 
jury to  the  schoolhouses,  in  nearly  a'll  cases  caus- 
ing the  buildings  to  leak,  by  the  strain  of  the 
tower.  To  give  time  for  such  a  rearrangement, 
he  hoped  the  subject  would  be  referred  to  the 
nex  City  Government.  He  therefore  moved  tnat 
the  order  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  niotiou  was  carried.

Clapo  &  Ballou  to  stretch  said  derrick-guy  across 
Tremont  street  to  a  point  near  Ferdinand  street, 
f»rthe  purpose  of  completing  the  Castle-street 
wall,  on  condition  that  said  Clapp  &  Ballou  will 
give  a  bond  to  save  the  city  harmless  from  all  loss 
or  damage  fiat  may  occur  by  reason  wf  the  estab- 
lishment of  said  guy  across  Tremont  street  as 
above  recited. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Gibson, 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public  Build- 
ings be  authorized  to  hire  the  basement  and  cel- 
lar of  the  building  No.  631  Broadway,  corner  of 
Emerson  street,  south  Boston,  for  police  purposes, 
at  an  annual  rental  not  exceeding  $180,  said  sum 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  police. 

Aldermau  Cutter  moved  a  reconsideration  of 
the  passage  ot  the  order  changing  the  name  of  a 
portion  of  North  .street  to  Converse  street,  stat- 
ing that  some  parties  opposed  to  the  change 
wished  to  have  a  hearing  on  the  subject. 

Alderman  White  stated  that  one  of  the  princi- 
pal remonstranrs  was  away  when  the  subject  was 
before  the  committee. 

Alderman  Kicker  advocated  reconsideration, 
being  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  very  objectiona- 
ble to  change  the  name  of  a  portion  of  a  continu- 
ous street,  which  could  not  properly  be  divided  by 
a  name.  Besides,  it  was  but  a  few  years  since  the 
name  was  changed  from  Ann  street. 

Alderman  Pierce  of  the  committee  stated  that, 
since  the  merits  of  the  case  had  been  gone  into,  it 
was  but  just  tbat  the  reasons  should  be  giveu  why 
the  committee  reported  in  favor  of  the  change. 
The  street,  so  far  as  it  was  proposed  to  give  the 
new  name,  was  now  almost  entirely  devoted  to 
business,  and  the  merchants  doing  business  there 
state  that  their  business  is  much  injured  by  the 
stigma  now  attached  to  Nortli  street.  He*  had, 
however,  no  objection  to  hearing  parties  further 
in  opposition,  if  they  desired  it. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  was  carried,  and  the 
report  was  recommitted. 

Alderman  Little  suhmitted  a  lease  which  had 
been  made  for  premises  in  the  Savings  Bank  Build- 
ing at  South  Boston,  for  the  use  of  the  branch 
library  to  be  established  there,  at  a  rent  of  $1600 
per  annum  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  a  privi- 
lege of  renewal  for  three  years. "  Approved. 

On   motion  of  Alderman    Pierce,  the   following 
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order  was  taken  from  the  table  and  assigned  lor 
consideration  on  Moi  day  next.  4  o'clock  : 

Order  to  pay  Kreelawl,  Beard  &  kichardson,  and 
others,  $1443  68,  fur  goods  delivered  to  tbe  city, 
held  tor  manufacture  at  its  risk,  and  destroyed  by 
tire  at  the  House  of  Correction.  Amended  so  as  to 
iDclude  payments  to  Hawley,  Folsom  &  Martin, 
$2280  81;  Simons  Brothers  &  Co.,  $2717  70;  and 
March  Brothers,  l'eirce  &  Co,,  $1029  30. 

On  motion  of  Alderman   Kicker,   the  report  on 


the  management  of  the  Temporary  Home  in  Char- 
don  street  was  taken  from  tbe  table,  and  tbe  order 
appended  theieto  was  passed,  as  follows:

The  pet'tions  of  J  H.  Pote&  Co.  and  others  were 
referred,  in  concurrence. 

Ihe  report  (leave  to  withdraw)  on  petition  of 
ila'thevv  Bolies,  William  G.  Harris  and  otheiS, 
for  the  use  of  rooms  in  the  Franklin  School  build- 
ing for  use  oy  Ebenezer  Baptist  Society,  was  ac- 
cepted, in  concurrence. 

i'he  reference  to  Committtee  on  Finance  of 
orders  proposing  to  purchase  a'lout  35,217  square 
feet  of  land  in  "rear  of  the  poorhouse  estate,  in 
Ward  10,  for  the  protection  of  said  estate,  at  not 
exceeding  $0000,  and  for  a  transfer  of  said  amount 
to  pay  therefor,  was  concurred  in. 

ihe  lease  of  rooms  in  the  Savings  Bank  build- 
ing, sou'h  Boston,  for  the  branch  library  to  be 
established  in  that  section  ot  the  city,  was  ap- 
proved of,  in  concurrence. 

ihe  order  providing  for  setting  apart  a  lot  of 
land  adjoining  the  Suffolk-street  Primaiy  School- 
bouse,  for  the  uses  of  a  yard  for  said  sen.ioihouse. 
was  read  once. 

Jir.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  a  suspension  of 
the  rules  for  the  purpose  of  passing  the  order. 

Air.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  was  not  prepared 
to  act  upon  the  order  at  this  time,  ana  he  thought 
if  any  member  of  the  Council  should  taks  the 
trouble  to  walk  up  there,  and  >ee  the  schoolhouse 
situated  between  two  wide  streets,  he  would  be 
satisfied  that  the  vard-room  was  sufficient.  He 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  order  would  be  laid  over 
one  week,  io  give  time  for  members  to  thick  of 
the  subject, 

fhe  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  lost. 

Ihe  order  authorizing  the  Committee  on  Suffolk- 
street  District,  witk  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to 
settle  with  A^r^n  M.  Wight,  by  conveying  to  him 
an  estate  on  certain  conditions,  was  read  once. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  twice 
and  passed : 

Order  authorizing  a  conveyance  cf  a  lot  of  land 
adjoining  the  semetery  on  Washington  and  Fustis 
streets,  to  L  D.  Davenport,  on  cenaiu  conditions, 
by  payment  of  $000 and  the  building  of  a  retaiuiog- 
wall. 

Order  providing  tor  an  amendment  to  the  ordi- 
nance relating  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  re- 
quire a  record  to  oe  made  of  ail  applications  of 
women  and  children  for  admission  to  lodgings  in 
the  Temporary  Home. 

The  order  to  fit  up  rooms  in  the  Central  Charitv 
Bureau  for  ihe  accommodation  of  the  Paymaster 
of  tne  soldiers'  Belief  Committee,  and  to  tit  up  the 
room  now  occupied  by  hiin  for  the  Department  of 
Inspection  of  Buildings,  wis  eonsiJered. 

Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward  14  said  the  Council  would  re- 
member tuat  t>>e  subject  was  before  them  some 
weeks  since,  when  it  was  recommitted,  for  a  hear- 
ing. Nobody  would  deny  that  the  Inspector  of 
Buddings  should  have  a  good  room,  easily  acces- 
siole  to  other  departments,  but  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  provide  ample  quarters  for  alt  heads 
of  departments.  It  was  not  more  important  that 
this  department  should  be  well   provided  for  than 


it  was  for  the  Department  of  State  Aid  or  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Printing. 

The  niemoeis  of  the  Soldiers' Belief  Committee 
and  the  friends  of  the  soldiers  in  every  part  of  the 
city,  objected  to  the  removal  of  the  office  for  the 
payment  of  state  aid,  to  the  Charuon-street  Home. 
It  was  due  to  the  soldiers  and  their  families  that 
their  wishes  should  be  regal ded,  that  they  do  not 
go  there  as  a  matter  of  charity.  There  was  u  wide 
and  deep  feeling  among  these  men  that  they  would 
be  disgraced  by  heinc  required  t>>  go  there,  to  re- 
ceive aid.  if  the  remn  ol  the  paymaster  must  lie 
taken,  they  would  be  willing  to  go  anywhere  else 
than  to  be  associated  with  the  idea  of  going  to  the 
poorhouse. 

Mr.  Sayvvard  of  Ward  16  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings  were  directed  to  pro- 
vide rooms  for  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  and 
they  looked  over  the  City  Hall  fiom  top  to  bottom, 
and  it  was  impossible  co'rind  a  room  that  was  not 
occupied.  This  room  occupied  by  the  Paymaster 
of  the  State  Aid  Committee  was  the  only  suitable 
one  for  the  purpose.  So  far  as  sympathy  lor  the 
soldier  or  siiW  was  concerned,  he  believed  he 
had  as  much  for  them  as  any  one  had,  and  he  be- 
lieved it  was  a  mistaken  idea  that  they  would  be 
disgraced  by  going  to  the  Bureau  Building  once  a 
month  to  receive  State  aid.  If  he  were  a  soldier 
and  bad  to  sand  his  wife  to  get  the  aid,  ne  would 
much  prefer  she  should  go  to  Chardon  street  than 
through  Court  square,  it  had  been  objected  that 
the  poor  would  be  degraded  by  sending  them  to 
Deer  Island,  and  now  it  is  objected  that  soldiers 
are  degraded  by  going  with  the  poor. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  said  it  was  the  opinion  of 
the  Commitie  on  State  Aid  that  the  office  should 
not  be  removed  from  the  City  Hail,  and  the  only 
reason  lor  the  removal  was  that  the  room  must  be 
had.  Without  entering  into  a  discussion  of  fhe 
subject,  he  moved  that  the  order  be  laid  on  the 
taoie. 

The  motion  to  lay  it  on  the  table  was  lost,  by  a 
vote  of  20  to  25. 

The  order  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  30  to  22,  as 
follows:

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passes : 

Order  to  pay  Astin  Astin  and  Ann  Astin  $750,  in 
full  lor  personal  injuries  received  by  said  Ann  on 
account  of  an  alleged  defect  in  Kneeland  stteet. 

Order  authorizing  cases  to  he  provided  in  the 
Normal  Schoolhouse  for  specimens  of  natural 
history,  etc,,  at  an  expense  of  not  more  than 
$1500.' 

The  order  for  a  contract  to  be  made  for  the 
building  of  an  iron  steamboat  with  the  necessary 
pumps  and  other  apparatus  for  extinguishing 
fires,  at  an  estimated  expense  of  $20,000,  City  Doc. 
No.  91.  1871,  was  considered. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  Slid  he  considered  it  an 
unnecessary  expeuse  at  this  time  to  contract  for 
the  building  of  a  steamboat  for  extiuguishmg 
fi:es,  when  the  Health  Depajtment  had  been  au- 
thorized to  procure  a  bo  it  for  their  uses,  which  ne 
supposed  might  be  fitted  up  with  pumps  to  an- 
swer the  purpose  of  the  proposed  boat.  Unless 
the  committee  cou'd  give  further  information  he 
should  move  to  lay  the  order  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  i  said  he  had  hoped  some  of 
his  associates  on  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment would  have  made  the  necessary  explana- 
tions. The  subject  had  been  long  under  discus- 
sion, ano  the  questions  of  procuring  a  tugboat 
and  of  using  the  city  boat  bad  been  debated  with 
the  hope  that  some  of  these  would  answer  the 
purpose.  Tne  committee  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  boat  could  not  be  had  to  answer  except  lor 
fire  purposes  alone.  They  had  taken  great  pains 
to  correspond  with  almost  every  city  in  the  Union, 
and  were  entirely  satisfied  in  tlie  conclusion  in  re- 
lation to  the  kind  of  boat  proposed. 

A  boat  of  this  description  ean  be  tittel  p  and 
run  at  less  expense  and  protect  ten  times  the 
property  which  can  be  protected  by  any  steam 
fire-engine  in   the  city.    It  would  be  entirely  use 
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less  ii'  it  was  to  be  used  In  connection  with  the 
Health  Department.  It  must  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  tin-  Chief  Engineer  ol  the  i'  ire  Department 
and  at  bis  disposal  at  all  times.  Ibecon_mittee 
were  unanimously  of  opinion  that  this  order  ought 
to  i>ass,  and  that  the  boat  should  he  built  ami  put 
in  use  at  once. 

Mr.  Hum  inquired  what  would  he  the  probable 
expense  ner  day  lot  running  such  a  boat,  and  how 
mam  men  would  be  required. 

.Mr.  Hull    replied   that  it    uas  estimated  that 

abnUt  tie'  same  number  Of  men  would  be  required 

as  iu  the  management  ol  a  steam  fire-engine,  and 
that  it  could  ne  run  at  a  less  expense.  It  was  be- 
lieved Hint  it  might  be  used  \n  winter  to  bread  up 
the  lee  in  toe  harbor.  The  expense  would  not  ex- 
ceed tied  ..t  any  engine  in  the  city. 

.Mr.  i-  lynn  said  he  had  no  objections  to  building 
and  running  such  a  boat,  piovided  it  was  neces- 
sary aud  could  ne  run  as  low  as  was  stated.  Hut 
he  nelieved  it  would  co.st  much  more  than  any  one 
anticipated.  If  it  could  be  put  to  use  lor  the  har- 
bor police,  it  would  he  ol'  Some  service,  but  H 
.should  not  be  for  the  fire  department  alone. 

Mr,  VVil  eh  of  Ward  10  wished  tor  more  time  for 
an  investigation  ol  the  subject,  and  on  his  motion 
it  uas  lain  over  one  week. 

Tin:   BUBRfLL  ci  AIM. 

Tie  order  to  pay  H.  W.  fame,  assignee  of 
thanes  BmriL,  $40,000.  in  lull  settlement  lor  ser- 
vie.es  rendered  and  money  expended  by  said  bur- 
rill,  for  credits  on  the  quota  of  the  city  in  1864, 
was  considered,  on  its  second  reading. 

The  (hair  read  a  further  communication  fioin 
Henry  ('.  Burgess  in  relation  to  the  "Burrill 
Claim,"  m  which  he  stales  that  the  paper  formerly 
presented  was  a  communication  and  not  a  peti- 
tion, that  remarks  made  on  that  paper  were  en- 
tirely erroneous,  and  that  after  the  Burrill  list 
was  lurriished  an  order  uas  received  from  the 
.Navy  Department,  forbidding  any  officer  or  other 
employe  m  the  naval  service  from  furnishing  any 
list  to  agents  or  other  parties  representing  any 
town  or  city.  He  regards  the  payment  of  this 
claim  to  an  assignee  as  a  strange  proceeding, 
when  salaries  or  other  payments  by  the  city  as 
compensation  are  not  exempt  from  the  operations 
of  the  law.  He  could  ventilate  the  Burrill  claim 
still  inoie,  but  would  not  do  so  except  on  being 
allowed  a  hearing  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  said' he  did  not  deem  it 
necessary  to  say  much  on  a  matter  wlr'ch  had 
been  well  ventilated  and  had  several  tunes  been 
voted  down.  He  had  before  spoken  on  the  subject 
and  shown  that  there  was  no  ground  for  the  claim. 
Mr.  Burjiess,  who  made  out  a  list  of  men  who  weie 
engaged  in  the  naval  service,  was  promised  some 
money  on  condition  of  transferrin};  the  names  of 
Burrnl's  list.  He  did  not  doubt  that  Burrill  did 
do  something,  but  denied  that  he  had  any  legal 
claim  against  the  city.  He  first  made  a  demand 
for .$760,000,  and  when  the  Supreme  Court  decided 
that  he  had  no  claim,  he  was  w  ilhng  to  take  S125,- 
000,  and  now  would  be  satisfied  with  $40,000.  If 
he  had  a  legal  claim  he  would  be  •willing  to  pay 
biin  something,  but  ne  was  not  entitled  to  any 
such  sum  as  proposed,  and  he  Hoped  the  order 
would  not  pass. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement Of  the  order. 

Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  said  he  was  surprised  to 
hear  some  men  talk  as  they  did  on  this  subject, 
yet  he  exuected  to  see  justice  done,  and  believed 
that  this  subject  would  be  disposed  of  rigbUnlly, 
and  tonight.  Mr.  Burrill  did  enter  into  this  con- 
tract with  tne  city  in  good  faith,  when  everybody 
was  anxious  lor  the  filling  of  the  quota  of  the 
city  and  to  escape  the  draft.  The  only  mistake 
which  he  made  was  in  not,  obtaining  his  money 
when  he  gave  in  the  names  of  one  bundle;!  men. 
He  could  then  have  got  bis  pay,  for  he  could  have 
got  it.  as  men  were  getting  more  than  that  [jay 
loi  recruits. 

After  the  rebellion  was  over,  it  was  easy  for  oth- 
ers to  say  that  they  could  have  done  the  same 
thing  which  Mr.  Burrill  did.  The  contract  made 
with  the  city  meant  something,  and  .Mr.  Norcross 
would  never  have  ottered  $126,000  in  payment  ii  he 
had  not  believed  there  wag  a  good  claim  against 
the  city.  Three-quarters  of  the  citizens  of  the  city,  if 
they  knew  the  circumstances  attending  the  making 
of  the  contract,  would  be  in  favor  of  making  the 
payment  of  the  sum  proposed,  for  at  that  time 
more  than  live  times  as  much  as  was  agreed  upon 
w  as  paid  for  recruits. 


Mr.  Brooks  made  an  inquiry  in  relation  to  the 
otter  of  Mr.  Norcross. 

.Mr.  Mull  replied  that  .Air.  Norcross  ottered  $125.- 
000,  and  he  hoped  the    nrdei    would    not   be    post- 

Coned.  Burgess,  be  said  was:,  fraud  and  a  bnm- 
utr.  The  City  ought  to  settle  with  Mr.  Burrill. 
and  it  could  not  do  less  than  pay  hiiu  tli"siim  pro- 
posed. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  said  he  did  not  wish  to  say 
;  nytbing  on  the  merits  of  the  question,  and  would 
first  refer  to  a  statement  in  the  communication  of 
Mr.  Burgess.  An  affidavit  was  read  bvhun  made 
by  Joseph  a.  Sherburne,  a  deputj  prnvost-marsbal 
in  18C4,  in  which  sherHirno  states  that  he  knew 
Henry  C.  Burgess,  at  that  tune  an  assistant  pay- 
master in  the  United  states  Navy.  Sherburne 
assisted  Burrill  in  obtaining  credits  on  the  quota 
ot  Ho. ton.  and  alter  tic-  li-twas  made  troin  tin- 
rolls,  it  was  necessary  that  its  correctness  sh  mid 
be  certified  by  the  commanding  officer,  and  that 
certifier  te  was  made  hj  Burgess,  a  copy  ol  which 
certificate  was  given  by  Sherburne. 

To  get  tins  certificate  from  Burgess  $100  was 
paid  to  niiu.  and  no  other  service  was  perrormea 
by  Burgess  except  to  append  Ins  certificate  to  the 
list,  anil  the  deponent  understood  that  the  amount 
paid  was  ample  and  satisfactory  and  a  gratuity. 
Burgess  as  a  naval  officer  having  no  claim  for  pay 
for  his  official  certificate.  The  certificate  was  ap- 
pended at  the  request  of  deponent,  and  to  his 
knowledge  Burrill  had  no  communication  with  the 
said  Burgess  in  reference  to  said  list,  and  Burrill 
furnished  the  money  w  hii  h  was  pud  »o  Burgess 
by  deponent. 

Mr.  .Smith  remarked  that  the  merits  of  the  case 
were  not  before  the  Council,  for  last  year  an  order 
was  passed  to  pay  Mr.  Burrill  $40,G00Jbut  iielore  it 
was  paid,  an  injunction  was  served  upon  the  treas- 
urer." The  Legislature  legalized  the  payment  of 
the  sum,  and  the  injunction  hid  neen  withdrawn, 
which  left  the  matter  as  before  the  injunction,  ex- 
cept as  to  its  legality,  and  it  now  stands  as  a  claim 
upon  the  treasury.  The  Auditor,  instead  of  with- 
holding the  sum,  had  allowed  ir  to  go  into  the 
sinking  fund,  and  the  City  Solicitor  advises  the 
course 'proposed  to  rectify  the  matter.  The  Leg- 
islature and  the  City  Conned  had  decided  the 
question,  and  ii  now  remained  but  to  provide  for 
the  payment. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  i;  said  he  could  not  agree 
with  the  gentleman  as  to  the  legality  or  the  mat- 
ter. The  Legislature  had  simply  passed  an  act 
authorizing  the  payment,  and  it  was  before  the 
Council  to  be  acted  upon  anew.  The  original  con- 
tract was  understood  differently  bv  different  per- 
sons, and  by  the  Mayor  in  making  the  contract, 
that  the  men  were  to  come  from  the  West,  w  here 
the  price.-,  were  not  so  high  as  about  borne,  in  the 
enlistment  of  deserters  or  rebel  prisoners.  Burrill 
had  said  he  never  intended  to  get  men. but  credits, 
yet  at  that  time  there  was  no  law  authorizing 
credits. 

The  testimony  of  Burrill  before  the  court  varies 
from  his  testimony  before  the  committee.  He 
states  that  $52,000  was  expended  tj  p.octrre  the 
p  issage  of  an  act  by  Congress  to  allow  credits, an i 
yet  foigets  that  Keverdy  Johnson,  whom  he  pro- 
posed to  brine,  was  a  united  States  senator,  be- 
lieving him  to  be  a  counsel  for  lobbying;  $100,000 
was  also  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Raymond  for  the  re- 
election of  Mr.  Lincoln.  What  was  done  by  Con- 
gress shows  that  Burrill  did  not  do  what  he  claims 
to  have  done,  for  a  bill  was  introduced  by  .Mr. 
Hale  to  allow  credits,  six  days  before  Mr.  Burrill 
talked  with  the  .Mayor  about  proct.rirg  credits. 
The  bills  passed  Congress,  so  far  as  the  records 
show,  without  a  single  mark  of  Buriill's  handi- 
work. 

All  that  Burrill  did  was  to  procure  a  list  of 
names,  hut  he  did  not  contract  to  ootnu  credits. 
When  the  contract  was  made,  there  were  not  2000 
nor  1000  men  due  on  toe  quota  of  Boston.  And 
wnen  the  list  of  names  was  put  in,  the  Mayor 
w  ished  fu  put  in  the  short  list,  w  iiile  Burrill  wished 
to  put  in  the  long  li-t.  Burrill  simply  procured  a 
list  of  names,  and  the  a -t  allowing  them  was 
passed  without  any  of  his  engineering,  for  be 
might  as  well  have  stayed  at  home.  His  list  was 
not  allowed  because 'it  was  not  a  part  of  the  con- 
tract, and  throwing  aside  the  naval  credits,  to 
which  he  is  not  entitled,  he  is  not  entitled  to  a 
cent. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  \\  ard  1  said  that  in  his  judgment 
Mr.  Norcross  made  the  offer  of  $125,000  simply 
from  the  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  him.  He 
withdrew  his  motion  to  indehuitelypostpone.be- 
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ing  willing  to  take  the  question  upon  its  merits. 

Mr.  Fiynn  of  Ward  7  said  be  hoped  the  order 
would  pass.  He  believed  that  every  man  at  the 
time  would  have  been  willing  tn  have  had  $750,- 
000  or  .*l,00o,ooo  appropriated  to  escape  a  draft.  If 
by  cunning  or  manipulation  Burrill  was  able  to 
avert  a  draft  from  tbe  city  he  was  entitled  to  pay 
for  it,  and  it  came  with  an  ill  grace  troin  those 
who  stayed  at  home  to  retuse  to  pay  for  such  ser- 
vire. 

jyir.  brooks  wished  to  know  if  there  was  not  a 
draft,  for  it  fell  to  his  lot  to  be  drafted,  and  he 
procured  a  substitute. 

Mr.  Fiynn  said  he  was  lucky  enough  to  be 
drawn,  and  furnished  bis  man,'  yet  Mr.  Burrill 
afterwards  saved  tbe  city  from  a  draft. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  remarked  that  it  was  ar- 
gued Burrill  should  be  paid  because  he  saved  the 
oty  from  a  draft,  yet  it  was  not  claimed  My  tbe 
gentleman  that  Burrill  bad  a  legal  claim.  If'snco 
a  claim  should  l>e  allowed,  they  would  he  ova  nun 
with  claims  by  those  who  raised  companies  for 
service,  and  other  claims.  The  friends  of  Burrill 
do  not  urge  a  legal  claim.  It  was  a  shameful  busi- 
ness,, and  ii  there  was  not  a  legal  contract  the 
claim  snouid  not  be  paid. 

Mr.  Noyes  ot  vV  aid  5  was  reminded  of  a  story  of 
a  heavy  merchant  dealing  in  flour,  who  sent  bis 
clerk  to  New  York  to  purchase  on  credit  10.000 
barrels  of  flour  lit  his  name,  with  tbe  understand- 
ing that  should  tne  prices  rise,  they  should  share 
the  profits,. but  should  there  be  a  loss,  he  would 
say  that  he  did  not  authorize  the  ourchase.  Tbe 
cniuiact  on  the  part  of  th>">  citv  appeared  to  be 
uracil  of  that  character,  to  his  mind  it  was  evi- 
deLt  that  the  city  cud  not  son  tract  with  Burrill  to 
furnish  men  at  $125  apiece  when  he  could  easily 
get  $660  for  them  Tbe  sum  proposed  in  tbe  order 
was  cheap,  and  should  be  paid. 

Mr.  Smith  of  >\  ard  1  said  it  the  city  owed  a  just 
claim  it  would  not  afford  to  deny  it,  but  he  did  not 
believe  there  was  any  legal  claim  in  tbis  case.  If 
there  was,  the  whole  claim  should  by  paid. 

Tbe  order  tailed  of  passage,  by  a  vote  of  35  yeas 
to  20  nays,  (not  two-thirus)  as  follows:

Tne  orders  'or  a  contract  to  be  made  with  Camp- 
bell, Whittier  &  Co.  for  an  elevator  lor  the  City 
Hall,  to  be  operated  by  water,  and  for  a  loan  of 
$10,500  to  pay  for  the  .same,  specially  assigned  to 
S1.,  o'clock,  were  considered. 

Air.  Taylor  moved  that  the  orders  be  referred  to 
the  next  City  (Jovernment,  it  being  late  in  tbe  sea- 
son. 

Mr.  Srrith  of  Ward  10  asked  il  such  a  motion 
could  be  entertained,  citing  the  rules  to  show  that 
it  couid  not. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  motion  was  in  order, 
not  coining  under  the  rules  for  ordinary  business, 
but  was  applicable  to  the  closing  sessions  of  the 
Council.  If  not  desired  it  could  be  voted  down  in 
less  time  than  it  could  be  considered. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  iost. 

The  question  recurred  upon  the  amendment  of 
Mr.  Sayw ard  of  Ward  10,  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  elevator  by  transfer  iu  place  of  bor- 
rowing money. 

Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11  said  be  believed  an 
elevator  would  lie  a  public  convenience,  and  no 
1  Usiness  man  bavins'  so  much  'i-c  lor  one  as  there 
was  in  the  City  rlall  would  be  without  one.  He  was 
not  satisfied  vvbat  kiod  would  be  best,  but  in  con- 
versation with  a  gentleman  who  used  an  elevator, 
was  assured  that  the  Hanford  elevator  was  prefer- 
able. The  use  of  water  for  an  elevator  was  but  an 
experiment,  and  he  boned  tbe  committee  would 
consent  to  a  delay,  to  learn  more  about  the  merits 
of  the  Hanford  elevator. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  10  hoped  the  motion  would 
not  prevail.  The  subject  had  been  under  consid- 
eration for  a  long  time,  and  the  Committee  on 
Public  Buildings  were  in  lavor  of  the  measure 
and  of  the  kinclof  elevator  proposed.  Hewassor- 
ry  to  hear  that  the  gentleman  bad  not  confidence 
in  the  committee,  who  had  examined  three  or  four 
kinds  of  elevators,  and  bad  taken  pains  to  learn 
which  was  the  best.  They  examined  an  elevator 
of  this  kind  in  Hartford,  which  gives   great  satis- 


faction, and  was  opera  ;ed  at  touch  less  expense 
than  any  other,  i he  water  elevator  was  preferred 
<m  account  of  its  economy,  which  could  be  run  at 
half  the  expense  of -team.  K  was  equally  as  good 
as  any  Other,  and  would  not  cost  but  ten  cents  an 
hour  for  the  fuel  used. 

Mr.  Squires  of  Ward  10  said  he  had  an  elevator 
of  this  kind  in  his  store,  the  cost  of  i  mining  which 
was  not  more  than  fifty  cents  a  day.  He  could 
cheerfully  say  llut  for  economy  simply  it  was  mi 
eveiy way  robe  preferred  t<  others,  and  it  was 
perfectly  safe. 

Mr.  Hersey  of  Ward  12  said  he  was  familiar  with 
elevators,  and  bad  seen  all  kinds,  lie  had  confi- 
dence in  the  contractors,  that  they  would  not  loist 
an  unreliable  elevat  >r  on  tbe  city. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  Chair 
stated  that  the  passage  of  the  ordeia  would  re- 
quire a  two-thirds  vote. 

The  orders  filled  ot  a  two-thirds  vote,  it  being  40 
yeas  to  14  nays  as  follows:

PROVISION  FUR  TilE    INSANE. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Institutions,  who  were  requested  to  inquire 
whether  all  or  any  of  the  insane  poisons  having  a 
settlement  in  the  city  of  Bost  m  caij  be  m  :re  prop- 
erly aecotnmoiiaV'd  and  better  cared  io-  in  the 
Stare  instituti  msthin  in  iheBosto-i  Lunatic  Hos- 
pital, having  carefully  considered  tin-  subject,  beg 
leave  to  report,  thar  it  appears  from  au  opinion 
given  by  toe  Attorney-General  of  toe  Common- 
wealth, (a  i  opy  oi  which  is  transmitted  herewith,) 
that  the  City  ot  Boston  is  not  excluded  from  the 
privileges  enjoyed  ny  other  cities  and  towns  of 
sending  p  uper  lunatics  io  the  state  hospitals; 
and  it  also  app  mis  from  the  official  statements  ot 
the  c.i  lirm  in  oi  the  so  /era  I  boards  of  trustees  of 
the  state  hospitals  that  pauper  lunatics  seut  from 
ibis  city  will  be  received  and  properly  cared  for  in 
those  institutions. 

suitable  accommodations  for  the  insane  have 
recently  been  furnished  at  Tewkstury;  and  the 
accommodations  at  the  Worcester  asylum,  where 
improved  methods  of  Treatment  have  been  intro- 
duced w  th  the  most  satisfactory  results,  are  be- 
ing enlarged  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the 
times. 

It  is  provided  by  statute  that  the  exoense 
chargeable  to  cities  a-. a  towns  for  supporting 
their  pa.ipeis  iu  th'*  State  hospitals  slull  not  ex-; 
cesd  ^3  50  for  each  per  we"k.  This  is  aboal  one- 
thirl  ic>,s  '  ban  the  co-it  ot  supporting  the  patients 
m  the  B  istou  hospital. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  accommodations  at 
present  furnished  by  tne  city  are  insufficient  and 
unsuitable.  It  is  desirable,  therefore,  from  every 
point  of  view,  tnat  at  least  until  the  overcrowded 
condition  oi  the  oity  hospital  is  relieved,  our  in- 
sane paupers  should  be  committed  hereafter  to 
one  of  she  Slate  asylums,  where  more  suitable  pro- 
vision can  i>e  made  for  them,  and  at  less  expense. 
The  authorities  having  charge  ol  the  commitments 
are,  we  understand,  perfectly  willing  ta  comply 
wirn  a  suggestion  from  the  City  Government  that 
such  a  course  should  be  pursued. 

The  committee  would  respectfully  recommend 
the  pas-age  of  the  accompanying  order  : 

oro.  red,  That  the  authorities  ehaiged  with  th? 
commitment  ol  insane  persons  iu  the  eouiitv  of 
Suffolk,  ne  requested  to  designate  one  of  the  state 
lunatic  hospitals,  instead  of  the  Boston  Lunatic 
Hospital,  as  the  receptacle  for  such  petsonshere- 
aftcr  committed  by  them.

Aloerman  Ricker,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Institutions,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
oi  the  .Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  that 
the  ciiy  would  convey  to  said  association  an  es- 
tate upon  the  Suffolk-street  district,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a  s  din. d, mm  also  the  petition 
of  George  If.  H.  Marfcoe  and  others,  Theodore  Met- 
cau  ami  others,  and  physicians  of  Boston  in  aid  of 
the  said  petition,  made  a  report  that  they  are 
unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  city  should  aid 
and  encourazc  in  every  proper  way  the  cst.ibltsh- 
ment  of  sii'ii  an  educational  institution. 

The  purposes  of  the  college  are  fully  set  forth  in 
the  accompanying  memorial  of  its  officers.  It  is 
clear  thai  the  public  inteiests  are  greatly  con- 
cerned in  th^  success  of  tins  undertaking  to  im- 
prove the  standard  of  pharmaceutical  educatiou.

Tin*  officers  oi  the  association  d« 
not  ask  the  the  tocou\  ey  this  property  to  them  with 
out  recompense;  they  are  prepared  to  pay  a  rea- 
sonable pi  i  c  for  i',  and  all  they  desire  is  to  have 
the  terms  of  payment  made  as  easy  as  possible, 
so  that  the  corporate  lands  will  not  he  exhausted 
in  securing  a  place  for  i lie  school.  Bern  ving  that 
their  request  is  a  reasonable  one,  and  that  it 
should  ue  granted,  the  committee  wou'd  respec- 
i'ail\  recommend  the  passage  or  the  accompany- 
ing order:

Alderman  White,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  the  City  Hospital,  to  whom  was  recom- 
mitted the  report  on  the  communication  irom  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  hospital,  relative  to  the 
lease  of  a  portion  of  the  lot  of  land  on  Albany 
street,  heretofore  held  for  hospital  ourposes,  hav- 
ing considered  the  subject,  respectfully  reported 
that  in  their  opinion  the  control  of  all  this  land 
should  be  left  in  the  bands  of  the  trustees  of  the 
hospital,  who  are  well  qualified  by  their  oositiou 
and  by  long  {experience  to  act  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  city. 

They  would,  therefore,  respecffullv  recommend 
that  the  order  passed  June  127,  1S71 .  dir'ctmg  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands  and  the  Trustees  of 
the  Hospital  to  lease  41,818  square  feet  of  laud,  be 


rescinded,  and  tnat  a  new  order  be  passed  author- 
izing the  trustees  of  the  hospital  to  lease  30,000 
square  feet  of  land.

Ordered,  That  the  trustees  of  the  i  ity  Hospital 
be  directed  to  lease  'he  lot  of  land  on  the  easterly 
side  ofAMiaiiV  stic.'t,  opposite  to  the  (ity  Hospi- 
tal, containing  ."0  000  square  feet,  more  or  loss,  as 
shown  upou  a  plan  made  hy  Thomas  W .  Davis, 
ot\  Surveyor, dated  .lime  21.  1 8 T 1 ,  unon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  'hey  diem  best  for  the 
interests  of  the  city. 

The  orders  lemg  on  their  passage, 

Alrtevraan  Gibson  wished  to  km  «  If  it  was  nec- 
<  ssary  for  the  use  of  the  Citv  Hospital  that  70,000 
feet  oT  land  should  be  kept  lor  a  smallpox  hos- 
pital and  a  coal-shed. 

Alderman    White  replied  that  it  was  proposed 

by  the  order  to  lease  .".0,000  feel  cf  land. 

Alderman  Co  son  said  be  did  not  wish  f>  oppose 
the  orders  if  ir  was  necessary  for  the  City  Hospital 
to  retain  so  much  land,  there  appeared  to  tie  an 
abundance  of  land  connected  with  the  hospital, 
streets  were  to  Oe  kept  in  repair  in  its  vicinity, 
ami  with  a  hosuital  at  Gallop'-  island  and  trains- 
ford  Island,  he  did  not  believe  that  the  people 
wished  to  have  property  in  such  a  volume  re- 
tained, with  no  income.  Why  not  lease  the  en- 
tire lot  ot  land?  For  he  could'  not  see  the  need  of 
occupying  so  nvaeh  land,  and  he  would  like  to  get 
it  into  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  to  dispone  of. 

Ahlermrn  White  staged  that,  all  of  tins  land  was 
on  the  east  side  of  Albany  street,  a  part  of  :t  a 
wnar.,  from  which  coal  was  drought  to  the  hospi- 
tal. It  was  proposed  to  lease  30.000  feet,  for  which 
a  rent  could  he  obtained  of  $3000  to  .$4000. 

Aloerinan  Pope  said  he  thought  he  should  vote 
for  the  order,  although  it  was  p(,t  the  best.  \m'.  the 
best  they  could  probably  get.  Ihe  C<  tnmittee  on 
Public  Lands  were  in  lavor  of  leasing  40,000  feet 
of  this  land,  for  which  they  could  have  sot  (4000, 
and  this  would  lea  e 30,000  for  the  smallpox  Hos- 
pital and  the  coal-shed  Their  order  passed  both 
branches  of  the  City  Council,  when  it  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Lauds  and  the  trus- 
tees of  the  City  Hosuital. 

the  trustees  of  the  hospital,  on  meeting  with 
the  committee,  objected  to  taking  any  action  ex- 
cel t'o  lease  ;;o,()ob  feet  of  the  Ian  1.  Under  the 
order  the  committee  had  no  ri«'ht  to  consent  to  a 
lease  of  less  than  40,000  feet,  and  the  order  was  re- 
ported hack.  Ihe  president  of  the  board  called  a 
meeting  of  the  trustees,  and  th°y  asked  bo  have 
the  crder  referred  to  the  Commit'ee  cu  the  Hospi- 
tal, where  the  matter  now  stands,  as  coming 
from  that  committee.  The  lot  of  land  was  placed 
111  the  care  of  the  trustee*  of  the  hospital  when 
there  was  liitle  use  for  it.  It  might  have  rented 
at  from  $3000  to  $5000  for  the  last  sis  or  seven 
years.  Only  part  of  the  land  is  cccupied  bv  the 
shed,  and  the  unused  land  is  drawii.g  no  income. 

Alderman  (jibsou  said  he  was  not  willing  to  vote 
for  the  orders  if  it  was  uot  light.  With  his  kno»l- 
edae  of  wharf  property. 'it  must  be  re-toppe  I  every 
five  years,  and  here  was  a  piece  of  uropcrtv  which 
might  have  Drought  S3600  a  year,  which  had  lain 
blank  for  four  years,  and  the  wharf  going  to 
decay.  We  had  no  right  to  leave  pioperty 
idle  in  this  way.  It  was  poor  economy,  to 
keep  a  wharf  for  coal,  when  a  dealer  would 
have  been  willing  kn  wharf  it  for  ten  or 
fifteen  cents  a  ton.  The  amount  of  coal  cou- 
Fumetl  wa«  not  more  than  1200  01  1500  tons,  anil  bv 
using  all  the  wharf  lor  the  purpose  it  would  cos"; 
$7000  for  the  wharfage,  ab.^ut  equal  to  the  cost  of 
the  coal.  It  was  time  to  take  the  bull  by  the  boms 
and  not  allow  so  much  properly  to  lie  idle. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  this  piece  of  land  had 
been  a  fruitful  subject  of  discussion  during  the 
past  year.  The  Committee  on  Public  l.a-ds  and 
the  trustees  of  the  Public  Hospital  had  agreed  to 
the  leasing  of  30,000  feet  of  land,  and  uow  tne  sren- 
tlemau  talks  of  leasing  the  whole  of  it.  the  Com- 
mittee ou  I'ublic  Lands  did  not  advocate  the  leas- 
ing of  more  than  40.000  feet,  and  when  it  was 
agreed  upon  30,000.  the  question  then  was  who 
should  lease  it.  The  trustees  of  the  hospital  were 
not  cheats  or  sh  trpeis.  and  il  th  \v  wee  fit  per- 
sons to  administer  the  atf.iirs  of  the  hospital,  tbey 
should  be  fit  to  administer  upon  tte  uses  of  the 
land  attached  to  the  hospital.    If  they  were  not  tit 
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for  such  a  purpose,  nor  to  lie  trusted,  they  fhould 
be  impeached  and  others  put  in  their  places. 

Alderman  Pope  stated  that  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lauds  did  not  agree  to  the  lease  of  only 
30,000  feet  of  land,  for  they  were  not  authorized  to. 
bui  as  a  member  of  the  committee  he  was  willing 
to  consent  to  it.  It  was  a  piece  of  nonsense  to  re- 
tain the  nse  of  the  wharf  for  a  coal-shea,  when  the 
income  of  the  wharf  could  pay  for  all  the  coal. 
It  was  wrong  to  let  so  much  land  lie  idle.  By 
leasing  30,000  feet,  as  proposed,  it  would  leave 
40,000  for  the  coal-Shed  and  smallpox  hospital. 
This  nuilding  was  occupied  by  a  family  with  four 
children,  10  take  care  of  smallpox  patients,  the 
property  was  nor.  well  managed,  nor  for  the  best 
[uteres' s  of  the  city,  such  a  disposition  of  the 
land  was  not-  necessary  for  the  hospital  purposes. 
Alderman  tierce  said  that  in  his  remarks  he  did 
not  refer  to  any  agreement  which  aright  have 
been  nude  ra  committee, for  he  had  no  knowledge 
if  such  agree  vnent  a  mi  no  right  to  Know.  His  ref- 
erence was  to  ihe  report,  of  the  committee,  and  he 
accepted  it  as  the  report  ol  tne  commitree.  This 
board  should  let  toe  trustees  of  the  hospital  have 
the  control  of  the  land,  for  it  musi  ultimately  all 
ce  needed  for  hospital  aceou. inflations.  More 
accommodations  would  he  needed  before  the  win- 
ter was  over. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  the  gentleman  had  ac- 
knowledged the  correctness  of  al!  his  rositinns. 
As  a  me  tuner  ol  the  hoard  ten  years  ago,  he  kneiv 
that  land  to  he  unoccupied,  and  alltkese  ten  years 
it  had  lain  idle.  There  was  an  immense  territory 
in  use  for  the  hospital,  and  if  it  was  not  rented  m 
tea  years,  it  was  time  it  should  he.  As  wharf 
property  it  Should  he  kepi  in  use,  to  earn  some- 
thing and  pav  for  repair-.  The  trustees  may  know 
how  to  take  care  of  the  hospital,  but  they  do  not 
know  how  to  take  care  of  a  coal-yard.  He  should 
vote  against  ihe  order. 

Alderman  Cutter,  as  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Public  Lands,  was  in  lavor  ol  selling  this 
lot  ot  land,  lor  he  did  no;  believe  it  was  lor  ihe 
interests  of  the  city  to  retain  it.  ihe  hospital 
cost  $21  a  week  tor  the  care  of  earh  patient,  and 
the  expense  -a;:s  increasing  every  yeL".  The  build- 
ing designed  foi  a  smallpox  hospital  was  in  a  di- 
lapidated condition,  from  being  moved  several 
times,  and  it  was  not  creditable  to  the  city,  but 
bad  judgment  to  keep  land  for  such  uses  which 
would  bring  $2  a  foot.  It  should  oe  sold,  and  the 
proceeds  put  into  the  treasury. 

Alderman  fierce  said  that  when  the  gentleman 
talks  ol  economy  he  would  like  to  know  why  he 
was  in  favor  of  the  erection  of  an  expensive  hos- 
pital at  Winthrou,  and  to  support  insane  patients 
at  $10  =i  week,  when  they  can  be  boarded  by  the 
Slate  at  a  cost  of  $3  50.  Having  new  views  of 
economy,  he  hoped  he  would  no  longer  go  for  the 
erection  of  a  magnificent  building  lor  the  insane. 
Alderman  Cutter  replied  tnat  the  gentleman  was 
talking  of  a  supposable  case,  while  he  was  speak- 
ing ot  a  real  one. 

Alderman  fierce— The  gentleman  voted  for  such 
a  hospital. 

Alderman  Cowtlin  said  the  City  Hospital  was  an 
expensive  luxury,  although  it  was  necessary  to 
have  it.  He  had  been  surprised  that  the  lot  of 
land  had  been  allowed  to  lie  idle  so  long.  When 
the  subject  was  broached  to  allow  females  to  study 
in  the  City  Hospital,  the  trusties  turned  up  their 
noses.  It.  appeared  that  the  Committee  on  Public 
Lands  found  this  land  lying  idle  and  made  a  retort 
recommending  its  use.  They  thought  that  thirty 
thousand  feet  was  nil-sufficient  for  the  uses  of  the 
hospital,  but  Dually  consented  to  the  lease  of  thir- 
ty thousand.  Solar  as  related  to  the  smallpox 
hospital,  he  supposed  this  building  was  only  used 
temporarily,  the  patients  to  be  taken  away  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  have 
a  family  of  children  in  such  a  place.  It  was  evi- 
dent that  the  tiu«tees  of  the  hospital  believed 
themselves  to  ne above  the  Board  of  Aldeimen, 
who  must  submit  to  them,  and  he  was  glad  that 
an  entering  wedge  had  been  made  in  asserting  the 
powers  of  this  b  >ard. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  appeared  that  the 
trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  considered  them- 
selves the  landlords  and  us  the  tenants,  instead 
of  the  reverse.  He  should  move  to  amend  the  or- 
der to  lease  all  but  30  000  feet  of  land. 

Ah  erniau  Jenkins  said  he  believed  the  order  was 
in  the  right  direction,  and  he  hoped  it  would  not 
beaineuded.  The  trustees  were  ready  to  act  on 
this  proposition,  and  he  feared  if  this  was  lost  they 
would  not  do  so  well,  and  the  leasing  of  the  land 
would  be  delayed.  The  committee  can  rent  this 
ot  of  land  for  $?50O  a  year. 


Alderman  Pope  said  that  members  of  the  board 
did  not  appear  to  understand  how  the  matter 
stood,  and  lie  proceeded  to  give  a  history  of  it. 
The  order  was  put  into  the  hoard  by  him,  to  lease 
30,000  feet  of  land,  was  referred  to  the  Cotouriilee' 
on  Public  Lands,  and  came  back  changed  to  40,- 
000;  it  was  afterwards  referred  lack  to  the  com- 
mittee to  confer  with  tbt  trustees,  and  ihe  trustees 
not  agreeing  with  the  committee,  came  in  and 
recctnmended  the  lea-e  of  SO,0C0  feet  and  that  the 
order  authorizing  tin-  least-  l,e  nut.  in  the  bands  of 
the  Commitree  on  the  Hospital.  Under  this  order 
the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  have  nothing  to 
do  with  it. 

Alderman  Cnwdm  raid  it  appeared  thtt  they 
were  servants  to  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital; 
the  trustees  assumed  to  he  the  creators  and  the 
t >.  aid  their  creatures.  He  would  make  them 
carry  out  tue  wishes  of  the  boa  id,  or  their  places 
should  be  vacant  in  twenty-four  hours.  He  was 
sent  here  by  the  people,  and  he  did  not  understand 
before  iliat  the  ci'iiiiuittee  were  voted  dowu  by 
the  trusters,  they  having  nine,  and  the  commit- 
tee but  "igin  members.  It  appeared  that  they 
considered  themselves  above  the  Board  ol  Alder- 
men. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  understood  the  ques- 
tion to  he  simply  this:  Lhat  a  compromise  was 
made  in  proposing  to  lease  50,000  feel  of  land,  and 
it  was  now  '.he  qu:  stion  who  shall  let  the  land. 

Aldeiman  Pope  said  the  assent  was  his  alone, 
and  not  the  committee's. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  read,  upon 
which  Alderman  Pierce  remarked  that  if  was  sim- 
ply a  question  of  leas, ng  the  land,  the  order  m- 
stiucting  the  trustees  to  do  so.  It  was  fit  that 
those  who  had  bad  rbe  land  under  their  control 
should  lease  it,  ana  not  that  a  roundabout  way 
should  be  taken. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  believed  tlu-f  most  of  it 
should  be  let,  when  there  wis  such  a  demand  for 
whai  f  proper  ty  in  that  section  of  the  city. 

Alderman  Cowdin  stated  that  wharf  property 
was  scarce  in  that,  section,  and  rents  were  high. 
In  this  ease  tiny  were  outwitted  and  compelled  to 
do  as  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  wished  them  to. 
The  cost  of  coal  in  retaining  this  wharf  would  nc 
moie  than  the  owners  of  the  neighboring  wharves 
would  furnish  it  for. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  it  was  not.  proposed  to  be 
mean  in  this  case.  This  land  had  been  lying  idle 
for  years,  at  a  loss  of  $ti000  yearly, and  there  ought 
to  be  no  feats  in  leasing  it,  for  the  tax-payers  were 
with  ihem.  It  was  a  plain,  substantial  ease,  and. 
had  he  known  that  it  was  id  come  up  here  now  he 
would  have  taken  pains  to  iret  mine  information 
on  the  subject.  As  it  was,  lie  had  got  his  infor- 
mation by  piecemeal.  He  was  willing  to  ailow  the 
hospital  the  use  of  20,000  leefot  la. .d,  which  would 
be  liberal,  and  wind  up  the  affair.  The  top  of  the 
wharf  would  rot  away  in  five  or  six  years,  and 
would  require  expenditures  for  iepaiis  i'l  not  rent- 
ed and  made  useful. 

Ablet  -man  Pierce  said  he  was  surprised  at  the 
remarks  of  the  gentleman.  He  had  confessed 
that  he  knew  nothing  of  the  matter  until  now, 
and  proposes  to  knock  orf  fiom  the  repori  of  the 
c.-.mmiitee  10,000  'eet  of  land  upon  which  'hey  had 
agreed.  This  was  assuming  that  he  knew  mare  of 
the,  matter  than  anv  gentleman  on  the  committee. 
suppose  he  should,  with  no  knowledge  on  the  >-at>- 
ject  of  the  1'e-ries.  instead  ol  taking  the  report  of 
that  gentleman,  propose  to  cu*.  down  his  proposi- 
tions. He  would  probably  tell  him  that  he  knew 
nothing  about  the  matter,  yet  this  was  the  course 
which  the  gentleman  proposes  towards  other 
committees,  and  the  extiaordinary  position  he 
was  in. 

The  city  has  the  hospital  and  must  maintain  it, 
and  its  necessities  and  expenses  must  increase. 
The  land  which  is  held  bv  the  trustees  is  essential 
to  the  hospital,  and  more  accommodations  will  be 
needed.  Under  such  circumstances  no  man,  not 
even  the  Committee  on  the  Last  Boston  Ferries, 
can  better  judge  than  trustees  of  the  hospital  as 
to  ihe  best  usi  s  to  which  it  mav  he  put.  ihe  loss 
of  interest  would  be  as  nothing  compared  to  the 
bad  management  or  policy  of  parting  with  it  when 
its  uses  to  them  mav  be  necessary.  When  the  or- 
der had  beer;  narrowed  dowu  to  30,000  feet,  the 
opinions  of  the  trustees  are  entitled  to  respect, 
and th°y cannot  be  laughed  down  or  scoffed  at. 
They  are  not .knaves  or  tools,  hut  are  among  our 
bt  st  citizens. 

Alderman  Gibs  oil  said  'hat  since  the  gentleman 
had  alluded  to  ferries,  it  had  been  his  policy  to 
let  every  foot  of  ferry  wharf- property  that  was 
not  needed,  and  he  had   let  to  that  gentleman's 
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Committee  on  Paving  all  that  could  he  spared, 
winch  realizes  *700  to  $800.  Tbe  past  record 
shows  that  tliis  lot  of  land  bad  beeu  lying  idle  ten 
years,  and  there  could  be  no  extension  oi  tbe  hos- 
pital which  would  requite  more  than  10.000  feet  of 
tbe  land,  while  the  lease  of  the  other  portion 
WOUld  rent  for  .^7000  a  \  ear. 

Alderman  Cutter  said  this  order  was  not  put  in 
by  tbe  Coram itee  on  Public  Lands,  but  by  Alder- 
man White  |  who  assented  to  r,be  statement].  He 
was  willing  to  let  it  <:o  oi:  the  lease  of  30,000  feet. 
So  far  as  related  to  tbe  management  of  the  hos- 
pital he  did  tKt  agree  to  the  commendations  The 
superintendent  was  nor  a  medical  man,  and  when 
a  patient  is  biougbt  in,  it  is  necessary  t>  send  lor 
a  doctor,  and  a  span  of  horses  is  kept  for  such 
a  purpose,  in  relation  to  the  smallpox  hospital, 
rbcy  h  hi  no  business  to  have  ir.  there,  lie  tmsteu 
tbe' trustees  would  be  fairly  dealt  with,  and  they 
may  do  as  well  as  they  know  how,  but  the  hospital 
cost;  too  much  money. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  was  not  in  favor  of 
selling  this  lair. I,  tor  it  was  wise  to  retain  it,  and 
as  to  tbe  ability  and  high  standing  of  tbe  tius- 
tees,  lie  was  willing  to  admit  it.  1  uc  not  mat  they 
were  superior  to  others  in  judgment.  It  was  not 
their  high  standing  to  which  he  objected,  but 
their  dictation.  They  should  respect  the  wishes 
of  the  people;  but.  instead  of  this,  they  believe 
themselves  to  be  the  governors  and  we  the  gov- 
erned. 

Alderman  Jenkins  called  for  the  question,  when 
the  amendment  was  lost  and  the  orders  were 
passed.

HIGH   AND   LATIN   KCHOOLHOUSE. 

Alderman  Kicker,  from  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request 
of  the  Cominiti.ee  of  the  School  Board  on  school- 
houses,  that  a  lot  ot  land  be  purchased  on  Warren 
avenue  for  the  purpose  ot  locating  thereon  a 
building  to  accommodate  the  English  hie'h  and 
Latin  schools,  having  considered  the  subject, sud- 
mitted  a  report,  as  follows: 

At  a  neanng  given  to  the  representatives  of  the 
Committee  on  the  English  High  and  i.atin  Schools, 
and  on  Schoolhouses,  it  appeared  that  thrre  was 
a  decided  aitference  ot  opiuiou  in  regard  to  the 
location  proposed,  and  also  in  regard  ;o  the  plan 
to  be  adopted  m  the  construction  of  the  building. 
It  was  evident  from  the  statements  made  that 
there  is  no  pressing  necessity  for  additional  accom- 
modations for  these  two  schools:  and  as  tbey  are 
in  a  sort  ot  transition  state,  which  may  result  in 
greatly  changing  their  nresent  organization,  it 
would  be  unwise  to  take  any  action  at  this  time, 
which  would  involve  greal  expense  and  which 
might  not  be  adapted  to  their  future  wants. 

It  appears,  moreover,  that  tbe  school  Boaid 
have  not  acted  directly  on  tbp  request  submitted 
by  the  Committee  on  Schoolhouses;  ami  in  view 
of  the  difference  of  opinion  between  tbe  commit- 
tees of  tbe  hoard,  the  committee  would  respeet- 
tuily  recommend  that  the  paper  be  returned  to  tbe 
School  Committee,  for  further  action  thereou.

To  the  Jinn,  the  B'tard  of  Aldei  men  <tf  ihr.  City  of 
Boston:  (if ntlemen— tue  Board  of  Directors  for 
Public  Institutions,  in  reply  to  the  order  of  the 
Board  of  Alderman,  daied  18th  iust.,  requesting 
information  relating  to  the  tire  at  tbe  House  of 
Correction  on  the  morning  of  Feb.  25. 1871,  respect- 
fully transmit  copies  ol  the  communication  on 
tnesubject,  from  the  then  deputy  master  of  the 
institution,  and  the  report  of  a  committee  appoint- 
ed to  investigate  tbe  circumstances  attending  the 
tire. 

The  Board  of  Directors,  at  a  special  meeting  held 
this  day,  have  reviewed  their  investigation  of  the 
cause  of  this  tire,  and  are  satished  that  there  was 
no  negligence  or  want  of  caie  on  the  part  of  any 
officer  or  employe'  of  the  institution.

To  'lie  15oa,iit\,f  Directors  for  Public  Institutions  : 
Gentlemen — I  would  respectfully  report  that  at 
4.15  o'clock,  this  morning,  tire  was  discovered  by 
the  watchman  on  the  floor  \c  the  female  workshop, 
neariy  midway  of  the  cutting-table,  and  between 
it  and  the  rag-bin.  It  was  out  small  when  first 
seei.,  and  no  doubt  was  entertained  but  that  it 
could  oe  extinguished  without  difficulty. 

1  was  called,  togetdei  with  the  officers,  and  im- 
mediately applied  the  hose,  but  as  soon  as  the 
window  was  raised  to  admit  it,  the  fire  gained 
headway  so  rapidly,  that  a  general  alarm,  was  giv- 
en from  Box  No.  38,  at  the  gate. 

The  department  responded  a;  soon  as  possible, 
and  everv  effort  was  made  by  tnem  and  the  officers 
of  the  institution  to  stop  it,,  but  without  avail. 
the  flames  quickly  ascended  into  the  chapel  and 
beyond  control,  owing  to  toe  insufficient  head  of 
wa„er  to  suoply  more  than  two  or  three  engines. 
The  whole  building,  with  its  contents  wis  con- 
sumed, and  also  a  port'on  of  the  brush  shop, 
which  was  badly  damaged  in  the  root',,  with  the 
officers'  rooms,  and  a  part  of  the  stock  of  the 
manufacturer. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  boilers  and  gas  works 
which  were  in  great  danger  were  saved ;.  the  gas 
holder  being  immediately  shut  clown  when  it  was 
certain  the  building  could  not  be  saved. 

The  hospital  was  also  in  great  danger,  but  by 
tearing  down  the  passage-way  in  the  rear  the  dam- 
age to  it  is  slight.  Very  respectfully,

them  and  submit  Uie  following  report: 

The  commit i ee  have  made  personal  inquiry  in 
regard  to  this  matter,  and  have  employed  a  skil- 
ful of  tective  to  aid  them,  but  all  their  persistent 
and  repeated  efforts  to  discover  the  cause  of  the 
fire  have  tailed,  fbe  committee  would  respect- 
fully ask  to  be  discharged  from  further  considera- 
tion of  the  subject,

Alderman  Pierce  made  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  ease,  tnat  Fieelaud,  Beard  &  Kich- 
ardscn.  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  solicitor,  had  a 
legal  claim  upon  the  city,  while  the  other  parties 
bad  not. 

Aldeinian  Woolley  inquired  if  the  opinion  of 
the  City  Solicitor  was  in  writing. 

Alderman  Fierce  replied  that  it  was. 

Aloerman  Jenkins  referred  to  the  statement 
made  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  board,  that  there 
wis  evidence  of  gross  neglect  on  the  part  of  offi- 
cers of  the  House  of  Correction,  but  by  the  com- 
munication tram  the  Board  ot  Directors  theie  was 
no  such  evidence  of  neglect.  This  would  have 
inu  h  effect  on  his  vote. 

The  communication  of  the  City  Solicitor  was 
read. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  be  had  already  given  his 
reasons  against  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 
for  should  it  be  adopted  there  would  be  such  a 
precedent  established  as  would  subject  the  city  to 
rhe  payment  ot  a  large  amount  of  illegal  claims. 
He  was  unwilling  to  vote  to  establish  sucb  a  prece- 
dent, for  the  parties  had  no  legal  claim  upon  the 
city. 

Alderman  Covvdin  said  he  was  willing  generally 
to  take  the  liw  as  explained  by  the  City  Solicitor. 
But  in  this  case  the  Solicitor  had  neglected  to 
take  into  consideration  the  custom  of  trade,  winch 
was  to  hold  parties  resp  msible  for  goods  while  in 
their  possession.  He  believed  that  the  city  was  in 
honor  bound  to  pay  the  claim,  for  the  city  had 
taken  th°  go  ids  by  their  own  teams,  and  while 
they  were  in  possession  of  them  they  were  respon- 
sible for  the  loss. 

Alderman  Jenkins  referred  to  the  practice 
which  he  and  the  Alderman  were  familiar  with, 
in  sending  lumber  to  pianmg-mills,  the  parties 
sending  such  lumber  always  being  responsible  for 
the  lumber  while  at  the  mills. 

Aloerman  Cowdin  said  he  believed  the  cases  to 
be  different,  since  in  the  case  of  the  planing- 
mills  the  owner  sends  the  lumber  to  the  mills  in 
his  i  wo  team,  while  in  this  case  the  city  sends  for 
the  goons  and  returns  them. 

Alderman   Pope  inquired  what  were  the  terms 


of  the  agreement  in  regard  to  sending  for  the 
goods  and  in  returning  them,  which  he  believed 
were  somewhat  different  from  the  case  of  sending 
lumber  to  planiug-mills.  He  wished  to  know 
whether  the  City  solicitor  had  the  whole  circum- 
stances ot  the  case  before  him. 

Alderman  Pierce  replied  that  the  City  Solicitor 
had  the  entire  evidence  in  the  case  before  him  in 
making  up  hi*  opinion. 

Aldeiraan  Pluuier  believed  the  cases  cited  weie 
alike  in  principle — those  relating  to  ♦hese  goods 
and  to  planing-mills.  The  facts  he  believed  were 
that  these  persons  found  it  to  their  advantage  to 
have  their  goods  made  up  at  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection, but  were  not  shrewd  eiiouafi  to  have  made 
any  agreement  to  make  the  city  responsible. 

.Aid  rman  Cowdin  read  trom  the  petiti  >ns  of 
Hawley,  Folsoin  &  Co  and  others,  to  show  that  it 
was  the  custom  of  the  trade  lo  hold  parties  re- 
sponsible whilt  in  possession  of  goods  to  be  made 
up. 

Alderman  Plumer  turther  opposed  the  amend- 
ment. 

Alderman  Gibson  said  he  should  like  to  have  the 
paities  get  their  pav,  but  while  the  legal  adviser 
of  the  city  states  that  we  have  no  right  to  pay 
these  bills,  he  could  noc  vote  for  them.  Should  it 
be  done,  any  citizen  may  get  an  injunction  upon 
tiie  payment. 

Alderman  Cowdin  cited  payments  for  the  re- 
ception or'  the  Grand  Duke,  the  celebration  oftb3 
Fourth  of  July,  and  the  procuring  of  dinners  at 
hotel?  by  members  of  the  Government  as  all  ille- 
gal, yet  they  are  all  incurred  in  the  belief  that  the 
citizens  will  submit  to  the  expenditures. 

Alderman  Talbot  said  he  understood  from  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Contracts  that 
there  was  an  agreement  with  the  parties  that  the 
goods  sh  mid  be  .akeu,  made  up  and  returned. 

Alderman  Pope  beiieved  this  would  make  a  ma- 
terial difference,  and  that  under  such  circum- 
stances the  city  was  liable. 

Alderman  Plumer  replied  that  in  all  such  con- 
tracts there  must  be  some  risks,  as  between  par- 
ties, and  if  it  was  designed  to  hold  the  city  re- 
sponsible they  should  have  made  the  stipulations 
in  writing. 

Further  remarks  were  made  by  Aldermen  Pope 
and  Plumer,  the  first-named  stating  that  these 
parties  did  not  press  their  claims  because  they  be- 
lieved that  their  claims  were  good. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  these  parties  did 
not  urge  their  claims  because  th"y  did  not  wish 
to  show  their  hands  until  the  committee  had  de- 
termined the  question  of  their  legality.  They 
were  present,  and  they  knew  what  the  committee 
proposed  to  do.  So  far  as  related  to  any  legal 
claim,  the  parties  were  not  debarred  from  any  suit, 
and  they  would  not  be  willing  to  risk  its  collec- 
tion by  law.  On  the  ground  of  equity  their  claims 
were  as  meritorious  as  those  of  Freeland  &  Beard, 
but  the  city  was  governed  by  limited  powers,  and 
no  claims  should  be  paid  which  were  not  legal. 

The  amendment  was  non-concurred  in,  by  a  vote 
of  4  yeas  to  8  nays,  as  follows:

on  certain  conditions,  was  taken  up. 

Alderman  Pope  inquired  the  reasons  for  the  re- 
port, and  whether  it  nad  been  ascertained  that  the 
city  had  the  right  to  give  away  this  land.  The  lot 
was  valuable,  had  been  advertised  for  sale,  and 
the  buildings  although  worth  $10,000  or  $12,000, 
were  not  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a  school. 

Alderman  Kicker  stated  that  the  assignment 
was  made  for  a  nearing  of  petitioners. 

He.nrv  D.  Hyde  for  petitioners,  made  some  re- 
marks upon  the  importance  of  instruction  in  phar- 
maceutical education,  which  was  conceded  by  the 
committee,  when  it  was  concluded  that  the  city 
had  no  right  to  make  a  gift  of  the  land  in  ques- 
tion. Toe  question  then  was  simply  upon  the 
terms  of  payment  for  the  land,  which  was  upon 
the  allowance  ot  the  parties  to  purchase  and  pay 
in  annual  irrsta'ments,  without  interest;  Instances 
of  the  Kind  were  cited  to  show  that  the  city  had  in 
other  cases  made  easy  terms  of  payment  in  aid  of 
useful  institutions.

BOAED      OF      ALDERMEN 


Samuel  Jl.  Colcord,  presi'lent  of  the  college, 

read  the  petition  to  the  IMtj  (iovernroent  for  aid  to 
t  ic  institution,  which  he  said  contained  the  mate- 
rial facts  and  arguments  In  favor  of  the  petition. 
Mr.  (;  •leoni  alsj  read  a  statement  of  the  regula- 
tions in  relation  to  pharmaceutical  education  in 
England,  ixciraany  and  France.  There  in  ing  no 
such  regulations  to  this  country,  the  business  in 
the  dealing  in  medicines  was  attended  with  much 
risk.  The  subject  having  been  before  the  State 
Board  of  Health  with  reference  to  legislation  to 
punish  the  sale  of  medicines  by  incompetent  pet- 
son.-,  they  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  rem- 
edy was i hrougb  the  instruction  of  apothecaries 
by  the  college. 

Che  action  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  was 
citel  with  reference  to  the  subject,  and  refening 
again  10  l  Ins  college,  it  was  said  that  the  apothe- 
caries were  subject  to  much  expense  in  paying  for 
the  education  of  the  clerks,  and  received  ro 
other  advantage  than  what  was  derived  from  this 
better  education  ot  th°ir  clerks.  With  the  college 
once  in  full  operation  there  .vnuld  be  no  call  foraid 
which  was  now  needed,  and  if  he  knew  of  any  way 
in  which  the  aid  could  lie  procured  elsewhere,  lie 
would  nut  ask  the  city  for  it. 

In  answer  to  Alderman  I'ope,  he  *nkl  the  build- 
ings in  question  would  answer  well  their  purposes 
without  much  expense  in  alterations.  I'hey  asked 
lot  the  properly  because  they  thought  it  was  the 
best  bargain  they  could  make  and  they  believed 
the  city  should  aul  in  so  imnortantan  education. 

In  answer  to  Aldtrmaj  Plumer,  whether  this 
education  could  not  be  better  accomplished  with 
le-s  expense  in  connection  with  some  existing  in 
stitnuons,  Mr.  Coicor  t  replied  that  attempts  had 
been  made  to  oroc.ure  inssruetiOn  from  I'rotessors 
of  Harvard  College,  but  it  was  found  that  no  one 
could  he  had  to  jiive  the  instruction  as  applied  to 
the  preparation  of  medicines,  there  w*s  no  way 
by  which  the  institution  could  be  attached  to 
Harvard  College  or  to  the  Institute  of  Technology. 
It  bad  been  found  that  a  young  man  with  a  few 
years'  course  of  instruction  behind  the  counter 
would  b  come  a  better  apothecary  than  to  go 
through  with  a  medical  education"  and  then  en- 
gage in  the  business. 

Aldertn.m  liicker  said  it.  had  been  expressed 
(hat  mere  might  he  some  scheme  in  connection 
with  this  purchase,  by  which  a  speculation  could 
be  made,  and  ro  meet  that  objection  hi  moved  to 
amend,  by  making  it  a  condition  that  the  agree- 
ment Should  I  e  iii  effect  only  so  long  as  the  piop- 
erty  should  ba  held  lor  the  purposes  of  the  col- 
lege. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Alderman  i'ope  said  he  should  like  to  aid  this 
institution  as  far  as  lie  could  consistently  with  re- 
gard to  tne  interests  of  the  city.  The  lot  of  land 
and  buildings  were  worth  from  $30,000  to  $40,000, 
and  on  the  terms  proposed  it  would  be  a  gift  of 
some  §10,000. 

Ald<  rnian  Jenkins  said  he  could  no*  understand 
why  this  lot  of  land  should  he  soltffnr  this  pur- 
pose, for  a  lot  of  land  could  be  had  at  a  much  less 
cost  which  would  answerthe  purpose  equally  well. 

Alderman  liicker  stated  that  he  did  not  sup- 
pose the  college  desired  this  lot  particularly,  and 
they  did  not  believe  that  it  would  ne  held  at  so 
high  a  price. 

Alderman  Little  objected  to  this  method  of  as- 
sisting this  institution,  believing  that  it  would  be 
better  to  make  a  gilt  outrisrht.  It  was  too  late  in 
the  season  to  act  upon  such  a  matter,  and  it  would 
virtually  be  a  gift  of  a  valuable  lot  of  land  which 
could  be  sold  at  uood  advantage. 

Alderrnan  Cowdin  said  he  could  not  see  why  the 
citv  should  not  assist  this  Institution  as  well  as 
others,  ant",  he  doubted  whether  the  property 
would  bring  as  much  as  was  anticipated. 

The  question  was  taken  and  the  order  was  re- 
jected.

Council  was  held  this  evening  at  iyz  o'clock,  Mat- 
thias Kiel),  tbe  president,  in  tbe  chair. 

PAPERS  FROM  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

The  petitious  of  li.  A.  Miller  and  others,  Charles 
A.  Neuair,  E.  H.R.  Buggies  and  others,  H.  M. 
H  imbliu,  and  Tbomas  Kelly  were  severally  re- 
ferred, in  concurrence. 

The  following  reports  were  accepted,  in  concur- 
rence: 

Keport  (no  further  action  necessary)  on  petition 
of  T.  H.  Fedcrhen  and  others,  that  the  pasturage 
of  cow«  iii  the  streets  of  Wards  7  and  12  may  be 
prohibited. 

Report  referring  to  the  early  consideration  of 
the  next  City  Council  the  subject  of  plans  and  es- 
timates for  a  new  ferry-landing  at  the  foot  of 
State  street. 

Keport  referring  to  the  next  City  Council  tbe 
order  to  ascertain  what  site  would  be  most  suit- 
able for  a  new  Home  for  the  Poor. 

Keport  recommending  reference  to  the  next 
dry  Council  on  the  subject  of  change  in  the 
method  of  assessing  and  collecting  taxes. 

The  order  to  pay  J.  U.  Jenkins  S500,  for  clerical 
services  performed  during  the-  present  year,  being 
under  consideration,  Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10,  in- 
quired whether  the  order  eame  lrom  the  Com- 
mittee on  Streets? 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  of  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  stated  that  the  committee  had  not  had 
the  subject  under  consideration, and  be  could  give 
no  information  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  a  reference  of  the  order  to  the 
Committee  on  Streets,  whi?b  was  carried. 

The  report  and  orders  to  lease  30,000  feet  of 
wharf  property  belonging  to  the  City  Hospital 
were  considered. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  expressed  the  wish  that  the 
order  would  not  be  passed,  a*  some  person  was 
desirous  of  purchasing  the  land.  To  give  further 
rune  for  its  consideration,  he  moved  that  it  he 
laid  on  the  tahlc  for  one  week.    Carried. 

The  report  of  the  street  Commissioners  that 
there  is  no  public  necessity  of  changing  the  lines 
of  Wendell  street,  in  concurrence,  ordered  to  be 
placed  on  file. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dickinson  of  Ward  11,  an  or- 
der was  read  once  that  the  Street  Conimissioneis 
be  requested  to  lay  out  Wendell  street  on  the  line 
of  Wharf  street  extended,  or  as  near  as  may  be 
thereto,  by  taking  twenty-two  feet  from  the  store 
No.  105  Broad  street,  substantially  in  accordance 
wuh  tbe  petition  of  J.  E.  Brown  and  others  to  the 
Street  Co    m'ssiouers  in  October  last.

ADDITIONAL    FFREY  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  report  and  orders  that  the  directors  for  East 
Bos-ton    Ferries   be   requested  to  furnish   such  ad- 


ditional accommodations  on  the  South  Kerry  as 
the  public  necessity  requires,  were  read  once. 

Mr  Smith  of  Ward  1  moved  a  suspension  of  tbe 
rules,  for  the  passage  of  the  order  at  this  tirire, 

Mr.  I'erkins  of  Ward  G  stated  that  the  order  was 
on  request  of  teamsters,  and  he  hoped  the  tules 
would  not  be  suspended. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  said  the  passing  of  the  or- 
der would  require  no  more  expense,  for  it  was  but 
to  put  on  an  additional  boat,  which  would  have 
been  running  except  from  being  under  repair. 
The  Board  ol  Directors  have  the  power  to  do  so, 
but  it  was  believed  to  be  desirable  to  have  a  con- 
sultation with  the  Committee  on  the  Ferries. 

Mr.  I'erkins  said  he  agreed  with  ibe  gentleman 
entirely  that  this  order  would  take  the  matter  out 
of  the  bunds  of  the  directors.  If  the  directors  of 
the  East  Boston  ferries  have  common  sense,  I  hey 
will  put  on  boats  enough  to  meet  the  warts  of  the 
public.  He.  had  no  objection  to  their  dting  what 
they  see  tit,  but  of  the  necessity  of.  the  measure 
the  Council  knew  nothing. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  stated  that  the  committee 
made  a  report  on  the  subject,  because  the  petition 
was  presented  to  the  City  Council  instead  of  the 
Direct  >rs  of  Ferries,  to  whom  it  should  have  been 
offered.  So  far  as  U  came  from  teamsters,  i: 
should  as  readily  be  granted  as  though  it.  came 
from  other  pa/lies,  for  they  were  large  tax-payers 
and  their  wishes  s  ho  aid  not  be  disregarded. 

Mi.  I'erkins  said  if  the  directors  were  requested 
to  put  ou  this  additional  boat,  and  objection  should 
be  made  next  year  to  the  increased  expense,  it 
would  ■;e  answered,  that  the  City  Council  directed 
th;m  to  put  <>u  the  boat  and  incur  tbe  expense. 
He  moved  its  reference  to  the  Directors  on  the 
Feriies.  who  appeared  to  have  taken  no  action  on 
the  subj  ct 

Mr.  uvan  said  it  w«s  not  necessary  to  refer  the 
order  to  the  directors,  who  have  recommended  the 
action  proposed.  The  reference  to  die  committee 
was  au  act  of  courtesy  from  the  presentation  of 
the  petition  f<>  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  Peruins  said  if  the  board  recommer.cied  it, 
he  wished  them  to  come  out  and  do  it  openly. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  raised  the  eiuestio.i  of  or- 
der, that  the  order  was  not  before  tne  Council,  the 
question  being  on  the  suspension  ol  the  rules. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  stated  that  the  matter 
had  been  talked  over  in  the  Board  of  Directors, 
who  now  have  five  boats  and  would  soon  have  six, 
ai.d  were  of  opinion  that  another  boat  should  be 
placed  in  the  south  terry.  He  believed  it  would 
be  judicious  to  put  on  another  boat,  aud  there  was 
no  reason  w';y  theie  should  not  be  three  boats  on 
the  south  leriv  anil  two  on  the  north  ferry.  He 
thought  it  verv  probable  that  tne  directors  may 
wish  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council  be- 
fore taking  the  action  which  they  proposed  of 
putting  on  another  boat. 

.Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  believed  the  debate  to  be 
unnecessary,  and  clearly  out  of  ortler. 

Mr.  Smith 'of  Ward  1  stated  that  there  was  a  ne- 
eess-iiv  fur  another  boat  at  an  early  day,  for  m  a 
week 'or  ten  days  there  would  be  au  arrival  of 
boats  of  a  new  line  <>f  steamers.  There  was  a 
great  amount  of  teaming,  and  the  travel  over  the 
south  icri'y  was  often  so  great  that  it  extended  on 
the  East 'Boston  side  to  the  sugar  refinery, 
an  I  ou  this  side  to  the  triangular  building  on 
Commercial  street.  It  was  desirable  that  those 
usin°  the  ferries  should  not  be  obliged  to  stand  in 
the  cold  Tor  a  long  time  at  this  season  of  the  year. 
The  additional  boat,  if  put  on,  would  lie  in  service 
but  a  portion  of  the  dav,  in  the  forenoon  and  in 
the  afternoon.  Although  tbe  directois  have  the 
power  to  put  on  this  boat,  as  the  petition  came  to 
the  City  Council,  it  was  believed  that  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  committee.  Alderman  Oi'oson,  as 
a  director,  thought  it  was  as  well  to  have  an  ex- 
pression ot  oniuton  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Perkins  withdrew  his  motion  to  refer,  ad- 
mitting the  point  of  order  to  be  well  taken. 

.Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  6  did  not  believe  it  was 
necessarv  to  suspend  the  rules  at  this  time,  and 
would  like  more  tune  for  its  consioeiation.  When 
the  older  lor  the  abolition  of  the  terry  loP-s  was 
under  consideration  by  the  City  Couucil,  it  was 
s'ated  that  there  was  no  occasion  for  more  ac- 
commodations at  the  nresent  time,  and  he  wished 
to  ai  t  understanding^  on  the  subject.  In  che 
testimony  of  Daniel  D.  Kelly  before  tbe  commit- 
tee, and"  he  was  competent  authoritv  from  his 
familiarity  with  the  nianagemont  of  I  be  femes, 
he  said  we  have  jiootl  accommodations,  sumcicnt 
for  many  years  to  come ;  also  that  there  had  not 
been  good  accommodations  until  the  paf-t  year, 
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;iik1  that  lour  boats  would    be    sufficient  for   the 
next  live  years. 

Mr.  Webster  further  stated  that  the  additional 
expense  would  probably  be  $40,000  a  year;  already 
there  was  an  order  to  be  acted  upon  ti>  appropriate 
an  additional  Mini  of  $50,0*0  to  make  up  for  'he  de- 
ficiencies of  the  past  year;  the  expenditures  would 
amount  to  8268,000.  against  receipts  of  $170,000— 
making  a  loss  of  $8* .000  for  the  year,  and  with  the 
interest  on  the  cost  of  the  ferries  this  would 
aiuouut  to  $125,000.  He  desired  to  wait  one  week, 
and  to  ascertain  what  the  directors  have  to  say 
about  the  mazier. 

.Mr.  Barnes  oj  Ward  I  said  that  to  maintain  the 
ferries  in.  doubt  costs  money;  but  the  proposed 
action  was  going  a  great  ways  to  reach  a  feeble 
order.  The  order  was  simply  a  lequest  to  the 
directors  to  furnish  such  additional  accommoda- 
tions as  the  public  necessity  requires.  Will  the 
gentleman  say  that  the  public  necessities  are  not 
to  bo  met? 

Mr.  Ky'an  of  Ward  13  said  tnat  Mr.  Kelly's  state- 
ment was  easily  answered,  'there  could  be  no 
doubt  that  the  acco  .>modatioi.s  were  better  than 
ever,  and  could  tbe  ferry  travel  be  equally  ivided, 
the  accommodations  would  be  enough.  The  lar- 
gest amount  of  travel  and  of  heavy  teaming  was 
over  the  south  ler.y,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to 
divert  it  to  the  other  ferry. 

Mr.  Webster  said  he  did  not  propose  to  oppose 
the  oroer,  but  he  wished  further  time  for  its  con- 
sideration. Mr.  Kelly,  however,  did  say  that  tbe 
accommodations  were  sufficient  lor  the  next  five 
years. 

Mr.  Pond  of  Ward  3,  as  a  director  of  the  ferries, 
said  it  would  be  of  little  use  to  pass  the  order; 
they  had  but  four  boats  now  in  readiness,  but  as 
soon  as  they  had  the  filth  in  order,  they  no  doubt 
would  do  all  they  could  to  furnish  the  heeoed  ac- 
eomtnodation. 

Air.  Smith  of  Ward  1  remarked  that  the  gentle- 
man Irom  Ward  o  thought  that  the  accommoda- 
tions were  all  for  the  people  of  East  boston,  which 
was  not  true,  since  they  were  to  a  great  exteut  for 
the  merchants  of  this  ci:y.  and  without  meetirg 
their  wants  there  would  ue  boats  enough.  Alder- 
man Gi!>S"ii  bad  stated  as  a  din ctor  that  all  of 
the  five  boats  were  in  perfeet  order. 

Mr.  Brooks  stated  tha'  in  the  sum  of  $''28,000  al- 
leged as  the  deficiency  in  the  lerry  receipts,  was 
included  'he  building  of  tbe  new  boat. 

Mr.  Smith  withdrew  his  motion  for  a  suspension 
ot  the  rules,  and  tbe  order  went  over. 

The  report  and  order  for  an  additional  appro- 
priation of  $5000  for  Station-house  No.  9,  was 
passed,  by  a  vote  of  58  yeas,  1  nay— .Mr.  Brooks. 

fhe  following  orders  weie  severally  read  once: 

Order  to  pay  to  John  Roessie  $4i50,  for  estate 
No.  105  Casile  st.ieet. 

Order  tor  finishing  the  basement  of  school- 
house  in  .Suffolk  street,  repair  of  drains,  etc. 

Order  to  pay  James  Dennie  and  Edward  F.  Rob- 
inson $2500  each,  for  services. 

Order  10  pay  Augusta  B.  Rollins  $4702  50,  for 
estate  No.  40  Orange  street. 

The  report  and  order  that  the  Legislature  be  pe- 
titioned for  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  the 
Board  of  Alderman  to  construct  and  ie|air  side- 
walks where  the  owners  of  abutting  estates  re- 
fuse or  neglect  to  do  so,  and  to  make  the  txpeise 
of  such  construction  ana  repairs  a  lien  upon  said 
es'.ates,  were  considered. 

Air.  Stone  of  Ward  5  moved  a  suspension  of  the 
rules  for  a  passage  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  opposed  a  suspension]  of 
the  ru.es. 

Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13  said  he  was  opposed  to  the 
order,  if  ir  was  designed  to  apply  to  the  rural  dis- 
tricts, where  a  man  might  have  a  large  extent  of 
land  abutting  on  the  street,  not  ot  a'  productive 
character. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  he  had  no  wish  to 
press  the  subject,  but  it  had  been  considered  by 
the  Committee  oh  Ordinances,  and  ought  to  pass. 
Last  year  the  Legislature  was  petitioned  for  the 
passage  of  a  similar  aet,  which  failed  in  one 
branch.  It  was  necessary  because  the  present  law 
was  ineffective,  for  under  it  nut  one-fourth  pay  for 
the  construction  of  sidewalks,  while  three-lourths 
do  nothing.  The  object  was  to  make  these  tnree- 
fourths  do  what,  the  oue-lourth  now  do. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  opposed  the  order.  The 
Legislature,  he  said,  showed  its  good  sense  in  re- 
fusing to  pass  such  an  act,  and  he  hoped  it 
would  do  so  again.  The  city  owned  the  sidewalks 
as  much  as  it  did  the  roadway,  and  it  should  make 
and  keep  them  in  repair. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules,  was  lo.n. 


The  order  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  borrow 
$450,000  in  an  additional  loan  for  Atlantic  aveuue, 
was  considered. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7,  in  answer  to  a  call  for  in- 
foi  mation,  stated  that  an  execution  bad  been  ob- 
tained against  the  eJtJ  for  $112,000  by  the  Wet 
Dock  Company,  which  the  Treasurer  was  required 
to  meet  bv  borrowing  the  money.  There  were  also 
other  unliquidated  Manns  which  should  be  paid 
at  once,  and  these  could  be  paid  only  by  borrow- 
ing the  money. 

The  order  was  passed— yeas  59,  nays  none. 

The  order  to  pay  C.  A.  Connor  $400,  lor  services 
rendered  the  Committee  cu  Paving  in  1809,  was 
read  once,  and  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Flynn 
of  Ward  7  to  suspend  the  rules  for  its  passage. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  10  oppesed  the  order,  stat- 
ing that  as  Mr.  Connor  was  in  the  receipt  ol  $3500 
as  a  Street  Commissioner,  he  could  not  see  bow 
he  could  be  rendering  services  to  any  committee. 
He  could  not  understand  why  hi  could  let  him- 
self to  another  department,  and  moved  an  indefi- 
nite postponement  of  the  order. 

Mr.  Flynn  hoped  tbe  motion  would  not  prevail, 
and  stated  that  the  service  of  Mr.  Connor  was 
rendered  in  1809,  before  he  was  a  Street  Commis- 
sioner, and  he  should  be  paid  for  it. 

Mr.  Smith  asked  why  he  had  not  before  beeu 
paid. 

Mr.  Flynn  replied  that  the  grade  damages  which 
he  was  "engaged  in  settling  had  not  been  com- 
pleted until  the  present  time. 

Air.  smith  said  if  that  was  the  case,  he  would 
withdraw  his  motion. 

Mr.  O'Brien  of  Ward  7  wished  to  know  if  Mr. 
Connor  did  not  receive  $9500  for  his  services  in 
1809? 

Air.  Flynn  replied  that  he  did  not  kuow  tha'  Air. 
Connor  received  sueh  a  sum,  but  it  he  did  it  was 
for  like  services  for  which  Air.  Deimie  and  Air. 
Robinson  were  paid. 

Mr.  O'Brien  declared  that  it  wis  for  the  service 
for  which  he  was  now  to  be  paid. 

Air.  Flynn  leplied  that  it  was  for  service  in  tbe 
Street  Department,  while  this  was  for  the  Depart- 
ment ol  Paving. 

The  vote  on  suspension  of  the  rules  was  de- 
clared to  be  not  two-thirds,  and  a  doubt  was 
raised. 

Mr.  Flynn  asked  that  it  be  verified  by  yeas  and 
nays. 

Air.  Smith  of  Ward  10  raised  a  question  of  order, 
that  the  motion  could  Dot  be  eutertained. 

The  Chair  ruled  the  point  of  older  to  be  well 
taken. 

A  further  count  showed  the  V3te  to  be  25  to  20 — 
not  two-thirds,  and  the  rule  was  not  suspended. 

I'lie  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  relating 
to  the  City  Hospital  was  read  twice  and  passed. 

The  report  recommending  tbe  return  to  the 
School  Committee  of  the  paper  relating  to  a  site 
for  a  scboolhouse  for  the  English  Higb  and  Latin 
schools,  was  accepted,  in  concurrence. 

The  order  to  pav  Freeland,  Beard  &  Richardson 
$1443  58,  for  goods  delivered  to  the  city  and  de- 
stroyed bv  fire  at  the  House  of  Correction,  cniii  g 
up  with  the  amendment  of  the  Council  to  pay 
other  parties,  non-concurred  in. 

Mr.  Rcbinson  of  Ward  11  said  he  offered  the 
amendmeut,  but  as  Hie  other  branch  would  not 
concur  in  its  adoption,  they  now  had  no  redress; 
as  he  was  not  desirous  in  involving  Freeland, 
Beard  &  Kicuardson  in  any  suit  to  recover  for  the 
loss  of  their  goods,  he  would  move  'hat  tiie  Coun- 
cil recede  from  its  former  action  in  the  adoption 
of  the  amendment. 

The  motion  to  recede  was  carried,  and  on  the 
vote  to  pass  the  order  a  doubt  was  raised 

The  order  was  passed,  in  concurrence,  by  a  vote 
of  23  to  18. 

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  following  orders  were  severally  read  a  sec- 
ond time  and  passed. 

Order  authorizing  settlement  to  be  made  with 
Aaron  AI.  Wight  for  all  damages  occasioned  by 
taking  estate  No.  12  Orange  street. 

Order  that  the  lot  of  land  taken  by  the  city,  ad- 
joining the  northerly  side  of  the  present  school- 
house  lot  on  Suffolk  street,  containing'  5307  square 
feet,  m  ire  or  less,  be  set  apart  for  the  purposes  of 
a  yard  lor  said  scboolhouse. 

Order  authorizing  $50,000  to  be  transferred  from 
the  Reserved  Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  East 
Boston  Ferries. 

Order  requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition  the  Leg- 
islature in  behalf  of  the  City  Council,  for  the  pas- 
sage of  an  act  to  annex  the  city  ol  Cbarlestowu  lo 
Boston. 
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PETITIONS  PRESENTED  AND  REFERRED. 

Brovvnell  Granger  ami  121  others,  returned  sol- 
diers and  citizc  us,  against  the  removal  of  the  of- 
fice of  Paymaster  of  State  Aid  from  the  City  Hall. 

The  remonstrance  was  read  by  Mr.  Barnes  of 
Wara  I,  setting  forth  that  the  City  Hall  was  the 
proper  place  for  such  an  office,  and  as  the  aid  was 
paid  to"  them  as  a  matter  of  right,  and  not  of 
charity,  they  remonstrate  against  being  required 
to  go  to  the  Charit.y  Bureau,  as  degrading  them  in 
the  eyes  of  the  public,  and  as  as  a  grievous  wrong. 

Bemonstranees  to  the  same  effect  weie  also  pre- 
sented from  J.  H.  Cbadwick,  George  O.  Carpenter, 
Horatio  Harns,  and  others. 

Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward  14  presented  two  remon- 
strances of  the  same  character,  and  desited  to  ex- 
plain their  peculiar  bearing. 

objection  was  made,  when  Mr.  Gragg  read  the 
remonstrances,  and  stated  that  one  of  them  was 
trom  Mrs.  General  Biairdell  and  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  widows  of  soldiers  aud  others  receiv- 
ing State  aid  and  the  olher  was  from  one  hundred 
returned  soldiers. 

The  remonstrances  were  ordered  to  be  placed  on 
tile. 

George  Curtis,  for  leave  to  purchase  the  City 
Hospital  wharf.  Kelerred  to  the  Committer  on 
t'ublic  Lands. 

REPORTS  OF   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committtee  on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  re- 
feireo  to  petition  of  James  H.  Littleton,  a  substi- 
tute of  Hose  Company  No.  7  to  he  paid  for  in- 
juries received  while  iu  tie  discharge  oi  his  duty 
as  a  fireman,  made  a  report  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioner  ought  to  be  granted,  and  would  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  order ; 

Ordered,  Thar,  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Jjines  H.  Liftlerot  ,  a  substitute  of  Hose  Company 
No.  7,  the  sum  of  $100.  for  injuries  received  while 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  as  a  fireman ;  the 
same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropiiation  for  Fire 
Department. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Air.  Flanders,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  of  the  City  Council  ot  Dee.  14,  requesting 
them  to  inquire  and  report  whether  there  were 
any  private  tugboats  plying  in  our  harbor,  where 
the  owners  could  be  induced  to  furnish  them  with 
lorciiig-pumps  lor  the  exiinguishraent  of  tires, 
and  whether  lhey  would  place  themselves  under 
the  orders  ot  the  department  in  case  of  fire,  if  paid 
a  suitaole  compensation  lor  said  services,  made  a 
report  as  follows: 

The  committee  would  respectfully  submit  that 
in  considering  the  order  of  the  City  Council  re- 
questing them  to  investigate  and  report  whether 
anv  additional  safeguards  were  needed  to  protect 
our  city  on  its  water  front  from  tire,  they  gave  the 
matter  contemplated  in  the  order  of  December  14 
a  thorough  investigation,  and  were  of  the  unani- 
mous opinion  that  it  was  wholly  impracticable. 
I'he  tugboats  were  not  pro.ietly  constructed  ;  ex- 
tensive alteiations  would  have  to  be  made  to  fit 
them  with  forcing  puinns;  fcrcing  pumps  to  be  of 
practicable  service  would  cost  between  §2000  and 
$3000;  the  amount  of  room  necessary  to  he  occu- 
pied by  hose  was  more  than  could  be  spared,  and 
they  were  as  liable  in  the  regular  routine  of  their 
business  to  be  five  miles  down  the  harboi  as  in 
the  vicinity  of  our  wharves,  and  could  not  there- 
fore be  made  available  in  cases  of  emergency. 

The  committee  were  then,  as  now,  unanimously 
of  the  opinion  that  the  cuv  demanded  greater  pro- 
tection than  it  now  his  on  its  water  front  and  in 
its  harbor  from  fire,  and  the  onlv method  to  secure 
the  same  would  be  for  the  city  to  construct  a  boat 
adapted  ro  this  special  work,  and  to  be  controlled 
by  the  department,  whose  special  duty  it  is  to  pro- 
tect property  from  tire. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

REMOVAL,  OF  STATE  AID  OFFICE. 

Mr.  Salmon  of  Ward  3  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  passage  of  the  order  for  the  removal  of  the 
State  Aid  Office  from  its  present  place  in  the  Citv 
Hall. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1  hoped  the  motion  would 
prevail,  since  the  order  was  passed  by  a  small  ma- 
jority, and  it  had  been  charged  that  the  opponents 
of  it  were  actuated  hj  false  sympathy.  The  remon- 
strances which  had  been  presented  showed  how 
wide-spread  was  this  feeling  of  opposition  by  the 


soldiers  and  their  friends  to  being  compelled  to  go* 
to  the  Charity  Bureau  to  reeeive  the  aid  to  which 
they  were  entitled. 

Air.  Sayward  of  Ward  16  opposed  reconsidera- 
tion, the' Committee  on  Fublic  Buildings  having 
been  ordered  to  procure  rooms  lor  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings,  and  this  was  the  only  suitable  room 
for  the  purpose.  Some  one  must  be  removed,  aud 
they  thought  This  room  to  be  the  only  proper 
room,  and  he  thought  so  now.  By  a  reconsidera- 
tion it  would  be  only  delaying  business,  through 
an  outcry  of  sympathy  for' the  soldiers.  The  gen- 
tleman from  Ward  1  had  chaiged  him  with  saying 
it  was  false  sympathy;  but  his  language  was  that 
it  was  mistaKen  sympathy,  and  not  false  sympa- 
thy. He  professed  to  have  as  much  sympathy  for 
soldiers  as  others  had,  and  tie  did  not  believe  it 
would  be  degrading  to  go  elsewhere  to  receive 
S'ate  aid.  He  hoped  the  Council  would  adhere  to 
its  vote. 

Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward  14  said  he  had  no  intention 
of  delaying  business,  nut  he  would  explain  why 
he  asked  for  a  reconsideration  of  the  order.  The 
ordpr  was  reported  in  the  first  instance  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  Committee  on  State  Aid 
that  it  was  proposed  to  take  their  room,  and  when 
it  was  recommitted  for  a  hearing  most  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  were  otherwise  en- 
gaged and  could  not  attend.  They  believed  that 
a  better  arrangement  of  rooms  could  be  made,  and 
it  was  so  stated.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  on  State  Aid  that  there 
were  other  rooms  in  the  City  Hall  which  could  be 
better  spared  than  a  room  to  which  fourteen  hun- 
dred persons  a  month  apply  for  payment  of  aid, 
oue-balf  of  whom  were  women.  In  making  these 
payments  it  was  often  necessary  to  hunt  up  an 
aldern-ian,  and  should  the  office  be  removed  to 
Chardon  street  it  will  require  a  great  amount  of 
labor  every  day  in  running  to  the  City  Hall. 

Mr.  Gragg  referred  to  the  probability  of  an  ele- 
vator being  pr  t  into  the  City  Hall,  which  would 
make  the  rooms  in  the  upper  story  available  for 
offices.  The  City  Surveyor  occupied  nearly  the 
whole  trout  of  oiie  story,  aud  much  of  his  Work 
could  be  done  in  the  upper  story  or  out  of  the 
building.  There  was  no  special  need  that  the  In- 
spector of  Milk  should  have  an  office  in  the  City 
Hal',  and  he  could  be  accommodated  in  an  upper 
story  of  the  building,  having  few  visitors  until 
afternoon.  There  were  no  offices  in  the  City  Hall 
which  were  visited  by  more  persoo3  than  was  the 
State  aid  office,  and  there  was  no  necessity  at 
the  present  time  for  its  removal. 

On  the  ground  of  sympathy,  he  did  object,  and 
he  differed  with  the  gentleman  trom  Ward  1G. 
The  soldiers  claim  that  tliev  have  earned  the 
money  which  they  receive,  and  they  did  not  wish 
to  have  it  lookfd'upon  as  a  charity.  The  widow 
of  a  soldier  said  to  him  that  she  would  never  go  to 
Chardon  street  to  receive  payment  of  state  aid, 
and  there  were  no  convenient  rooms  there  in  which 
they  could  be  ace  -inmodated  excep"  in  the  base- 
ment, where  they  wouid  come  in  contact  wilh  the 
applicants  for  charity.  It  was  the  sympathy 
which  was  claimed  for  the  soldier  which  made 
them  men,  and  their  feelings  should  be  respected. 

.Mr.  Sayward  stated  the  circumstances  miner 
which  the  order  was  introduced  into  the  Council, 
to  save  time,  and  in  reference  to  the  claims  for 
sympathy,  he  said  if  thQ.  signatures  to  these  re- 
monstrances had  been  obtained  on  that  ground, 
it  had  been  by  fraudulent  representations.  The 
committee,  in  making  the  report  in  favor  of  re- 
moval, diet  not  view  the  State  aid  as  charity.  The 
money  paid  to  them  was  rightfully  due  them,  and 
the  committee  had  not  the  power  to  take  it  away. 
He  hoped  it  would  be  paid  to  them  as  long  as  they 
lived. 

Mr.  Barnes  inquired  if  the  gentleman  had  not 
said  that  the  paymen*,of  State  aid  was  a  charitable 
object,  aud  would  not  be  continued   much    longer. 

air.  Sayward  replied  if  he  did  sav  so,  it  was  from 
ignorance  of  the  object  of  it.  So  far  as  related  to 
the  procuring  of  rooms,  the  Committee  on  Public 
Buildings  had  power  to^do  so,  without  coming  to 
the  City  Council,  but  they  preferred  to  ask  for  the 
change  of  rooms. 

Mr  Patch  of  Ward  11  expressed  the  opinion  that 
there  was  no  occasion  for  the  removal  of  the  office 
of  State  aid.  i\o  class  were  moie  welcomed  to  the 
office  than  were  the  wives  and  daughters  of  the 
soldiers,  and  in  the  prospect  of  an  elevatoi  in  the 
City  Hall,  he  believed  that  rooms  could  be  found 
for  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  without  making 
this  change  in  the  office  of  state  aid. 
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Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion, which  was  sustained,  when  the  reconsidera- 
tion was  carried,  by  a  vote  of  37  to  20,  as  follows:

Mr.  Barn.s  of  Ward  1  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  order,  which  was  curried. 

Mr.  Bickfora  of  Ward  14  offered  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  That  Manly  Crossm  be  authorized  to 
erect  3  wooden  building  on  King  street,  in  Ward 
16.  more  than  forty  feet  in  range,  without  con- 
structing a  brick  wall  as  required  by  the  ordi- 
nance in  relation  tu  the  regulation  and  inspection 
of  buildings,  passed  July  8.  1871. 

On  motion  of  Mr.Sayward  ol  Ward  10,  the  order 
was  referred  to  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.

Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  moved  a  reconsideration 
of  the  rejection  of  the  order  for  the  payment  of 
thjBurrill  claim,  which  was  carried,  when,  on  a 
further  motion  by  him,  the  order  was  laid  on  the 
table. 

STEAM    FIRE-ENGINES  ON    THE  WATER. 

On  motion  ol  .Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15,  the  or- 
der for  a  contract  ta  be  made  for  the  building  of  an 
iron  steamboat  with  the  necessary  pumps  and 
other  apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires,  at  an  es- 
timated expense  of  §20,000,  (City  Document  So. 
81,  1871,)  was  taken  from  the  table  and  onsideied, 

Mr.  Winch  ot  Ward  10  hoped  the  order  would 
not  pas?,  tor  he  believed  in  opposition  to  the  re- 
port of  the  committee,  mat  tugboats  couJ'1  he 
procured  to  perform  the  service  required,  lustead 
of  $4000  as  the  cost  of  the  apuaratus,  be  believed 
that  apparatus  could  be  jut  in  for  $1500.  One 
gentleman,  he  had  been  informed,  was  willing  to 
luroish  the  city  with  three  tugboats  properly  fit- 
ted up,  for  $4000  a  year.  This  would  not  i>e  more 
than  the  cost  of  one  boat  to  be  built  by  the  city, 
and  would  give  an  advantage  in  having  the  use 
ol  three  instead  of  one.  In  regard  to  the  ex- 
pense, he  belipved  it  would  cost  $8000  a  year  to 
run  a  beat  by  the  city,  for  the  boat  must  be  kept 
at  all  times  with  steam  up  lor  use. 

Mr.  Moulton  ol  Ward  8  said  he  would  like  to 
know  how  the  boats  could  be  put  in  use  should 
they  he  down  the  harbo^  when  they  are  wa uteri? 
They  would  not  remain  about  the  wharves  for  use 
at  a  tire  if  they  had  anything  else  to  do.  Suppose 
the  city  boat  should  cost  S8000  a  year  to  run  it,  the 
employment  of  three  at  $12,000  would  be  as  much 
as  the  cost  of  the  city  boat  aad  interest,  with  the 
difference  that  the  city  boat  would  be  always  under 
control  of  the  Fire  Department  for  use,  and  the 
others  would  not  oe.  Who  could  order  them  to  a 
tire  if  they  were  wanted?  They  would  not  obey 
any  orders  il  they  had  anyching'else  to  do. 

Mr.  Stone  of  VY  ard  5  said  he  had  had  a  long  talk 
with  the  Chief  Engineer,  who  was  much  iu  favor 


of  this  measure,  bv  which    ten    times  the  cost  of 
the  bo.it  would  be  saved. 

Mr.  Winch  in  reply  to  the  objection  that  the 
boats  would  be  under  the  command  of  nobody 
said  the  committee  could  easily  make  such  an 
agreement  by  which  the  boats  could  oe  at  the  con- 
trol of  the  Fire  Department,  and  always  at  hand  in 
case  of  a  tire.  Jn  regard  to  Ibejirice,  he  had  sinco 
been  assured  that  the  agreement  was  $1000  fur  the 
firrt  year,  and  $3000  afterwards,  on  account  of  the 
fixtures  being  already  in. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  said  there  appeared  to  be 
something  covered  up  in  this  matter,  and  he  be- 
lieved the  city  should  own  the  boat  to  be  u~ed  for 
tires. 

Mr.  Miulton  stated  that  objection  had  been 
made  that  the  city  boat  might  be  used  as  a  pleas- 
ure-boat. Mis  experience  on  one  occasion  showed 
that  there  could  be  little  pleasure  in  going  d"wn 
the  harbor  iD  such  boat*.  He  wished  to  Know  if 
the  gentleman  from  Ward  10  had  not  an  interest 
in  a  tugboat. 

Mr.  Winch  replied  that  he  had,  but  he  would 
not  conseut  to  have  his  boat  used  by  the  citv  fir 
this  purpose.  Tugboats  were  not  always  out  at 
sea,  and  most  of  their  business  is  from  dock  to 
dock. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15  said  tint  there  aD- 
peared  to  lie  somtthiug  co'ered  up.  but  it  was  nut 
by  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department,  who 
K  -ew  nothing  of  the  offers  which  had  been  spoken 
cf. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  moved  a  reference  of  the 
order  to  the  next  City  Government,  wbica  was 
lost. 

Mr.  Ryan  of  Ward  13  declared  that  the  city 
should  own  its  boat,  and  he  believed  that  few  tug- 
boats would  be  capahleof  doingtne  work  required. 
The  Fire  Commissioners  of  Chicago  were  of  the  be- 
lief 'hat  with  a  steam  tire-apparatus  iu  a  boat 
about  their  water  front,  much  might  nave  been 
done  towards  arresting  the  progress  of  th3  late 
disastrous  tire. 

Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  said  it  was  evident  that 
the  order  coul;l  not  be  passed  tonight,  and  moved 
that  it  be  laid  on  the  table.    Carried.

plying- water  to  the  hie  department  or  to  the  citi- 
zens, was  considered  at  a  special  meeting  held 
this  day. 

Very  little  use  has  teen  made  of  the  Beac  >n 
r.iti  Reservoir  during  the  last  eighteen  months,  as

EXTENSION   OF  COLUMBUS  AVENUE. 

The  special  assignment,  the  resolve  and  order  to 
extend  Columbus  avenue,  and  protest  of  Jeffrey 
Richardson  and  others  agaiDSt  the  direction  of 
the  northwest  line,  were  considered. 


Newell  A.  Thompson,  for  remonstrants,  himself 
and  a  few  of  his  neighbors,  opposed  the  line  of  the 
commissioneis.statiugtnat  while  domic  so, the  own- 
ers of  estates  affected  thereby  were  favorable  to  the 
ex  tens  ion  of  the  a  venue  as  originally  designed  ;  that 
line  as  contemplated  not  ctittingofi  any  of  their  es- 
tates. They  believed  the  avenue  could  ne  extended 
so  as  to  have  an  opening  ct  125 feet,  without  affect- 
ing them,  the  extension  being  to  Park  square.  It 
was  only  to  allow  certain  gentlemen  to  view  the 
1'ark-st'eet  steeple,  in  a  Hue  of  Columbus  avenue, 
as  he  uudeistood,  that  the  proposed  line  was 
adopted. 

Ail  they  asked,  then,  was,  that  if  it  is  believed 
to  be  necessary  to  ta ice  any  portion  of  their  es- 
tates, the  board  should  revise  the  line  fixed  upon 
by  the  commissioners.  These  petitioners  do  not 
relinquish  their  claims  to  their  land,  and  if  it  is 
thought  that  the  order  cannot  be  passed,  if 
amended,  then  they  would  be  obliged  to  take  the 
oniy  other  course,  to.ask  lor  a  discontinuance  of 
the' line  of  laying  out  the  extension  of  the  street. 
The  petitioners  were  not  here  for  the  making  of 
any  argument! ,  but  only  to  speak  for  themselves, 
and  when  the  time  comes  for  the  cutting  off  of 
these  estates,  which  cannot  be  in  less  than  two 
years,  they  would  ask  to  be  heard  befoie  any  fur- 
ther action  was  taken. 

Iu  the  present  siate  of  the  property,  it  can  only 
be  used  lor  residences,  and  for  tins  purpose  the 
estates  would  be  much  injured,  for  it  could  not  be 
expected  that  large  rents  for  stores  could  be  ob- 
tained. The  line  of  widening,  as  first  proposed, 
he  urged,  would  give  a  great  width  at  Paik  square, 
varying  from  88  to  200  feet,  and  it  was  not  neces- 
sary that  a  straight  line  should  be  made  in  giving 
the  street  a  good  appearance,  lo  continue  it  as 
proposed,  would  in  ike  it  necessary  also  to  cut  off 
the  grocery-store  on  the  opposite  corner  of  Boyls- 
tou  street.'in  the  estate  oi  Dr.  Lewis. 

.Mr.  Thompson  said  he  understo»d  that  it  was 
found  impossible  to  amend  the  order  at  tins  time. 
If  if.  yvas  thought  that  they  must  accept  it  or  re- 
ject it  as  a  whole,  the  petitioners  would  not  de- 
sire to  have  the  improvement  stopped,  and  would 
await  auother  opportunity  for  au  amendment. 
He  again  suggested  that  it  was  uot  necessaiy, 
neither  was  it  the  original  intention  to  make  a 
straight  line  to  I'ark  square,  but  by  a  slight  de- 
flection, the  rights  ot  petitioners  would  be  saveo,

D.  H.  Cooli  Ige,  representing  estate  No.  77,  said 
he  had  designed  to  say  something  ag-  inpt  I  he  pro- 
posed line  of  widening,  but  learning  tint  the  or- 
der could  not  be  amended  without  going  back  to 
the  commissioners,  and  that  then  it  could  not  be 
passed  before  the  1st  of  January,  as  agreed  yvifh 
the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  Company,  be 
sLould  say  nothing  at  present.  Should  ;t  come  up 
again,  a-,  it  may  on  an  order  to  discontinue  a  por- 
tion of  the  line'of  laviig  out  the  street,  he  should 
desire  to  be  heard. 

Wm.  B.  Spoouec  agreed  with  Mr.  Coolidge  that 
there  would  be  no  necessity  to  say  anything  under 
the  circumstances,  but  under  furiner  action  in  the 
next  City   Government  he  should  like  to  tie  heard. 

Jeffrey  Richardson  said  that  when  this  matter 
was  before  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners, 
the  agent  of  the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad 
Corporation  stated  that  the  agreement  with  that 
corporation  was  to  run  straight  until  it  sruc.k 
Providence  street,  when  it  could  be  varied  in  any 
manner  which  might  be  desired,  it  was  not  de- 
signed to  oppose  the  laying  out  of  the  avenue,  nut 
to  save  the  expense  of  injury  to  the  estates 
to  be  cit  off.  The  bouse  at'  the  corner  cost 
bimS-10,000,  upon  which  he  had  expended  $10,000 
iu  repairs,  and  the  proposed  line  would  take  near- 
ly all  the  yard  room,  and  nearly  ruin  the  estate  for 
a  dwelling-house.  He  hoped,  therefore,  that  the 
line  would  be  varied  as  proposed  by  ihe  petition- 
ers, and  this  would  leave  the  street  eighty-eight 
feet  in  width  in  its  narrowest  part,  eight  feet  wider 
iu  the  extension  than  the  street  is  now  laid  out. 

C.  A.  Browne,  representing  the  estate  No.  78 
Boylf  ton  street,  said" be  should  be  at  a  loss  to  un- 
derstand the  position  they  should  be  iu,  should 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  confirm  the  doings  of  the 
Street  Commissioners,  and  make  it  imperative 
that  they  should  lay  out  the  street  as  proposed. 
If  so,  and  there  should  be  no  appeal,  he  must  pro- 
test against  the  action.

A  Idem. an  Cow  din  said  be  could  not  say  that  he 
agreed  with  the  alderman,  for  when  ilie  poople 
had  been  calwd  upon  to  vote,  they  were  in  favor 
of  annexation.  I  be  people  of  Boston  and  of 
Chnrlestown  voted  in  favor  of  annexation,  but 
rhe  act  under  winch  they  voted  was  so  loosely  put; 
together,  ihnt  it  could  not  be  sustained.  The 
Legislature  hid  pat  upon  thic  city  the  burden  of 
maintaining  b.irtges  in  all  directioi  s.  even  when 
it  was  io  more  le'r  Us  interests  than  it  was  for 
places  at  considerable  distances,  aim  as  the 
bridges  must  ne  maintained,  be  was  in  favor  of 
annexation.  By  the  annexation  of  Box  bury  and 
Dorclu  ster,  the'  taxable  valuation  of  property  had 
i  largely  iucreased,  and  the  saiiieresuii  would 
follow  in  the  annexation  of  Charlestown. 

Alderman  Gii'son  likened  the  proposed  annexa- 
tion to  the  taking  in  of  a  partner  to  a  bus; 
tirii),  and  so  lona;  as  he  did  not  know  whether  ihe 
pcOole  wanted  it  he  Should  he  in  doubt.  It  was  no 
part  of  our  business  to  take  the  proposed  action; 
that  belonged  to  the  Legislature,  and  ii  it  was 
wanted  the  people  would  see  to  it.

REPORT    ON  PETITION   OF  N.   WARD  &   CO. 

Alderman  Little, from  the  Committee  on  Health, 
to  wnom  was  recommitted  their  report  upon  peti- 
tion ot  N.  Ward  &  Co.,  with  a  request  to  hear  re- 
monstrants, made  a  report,  as  follows: 

That  the  result  of  a  full  ami  impartial  hearing 
of  the  remonstants  on  the  22d  inst.,  has  shown  the 
importance  of  the  business  conducted  bv  Messrs. 
Ward  &  Co.,  as  also  the  location  of  said  business 
at  such  a  point  as  shall  subserve  the  interests  of 
the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number.    With 
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propei  lestrictions,  we  ace  satisfied  that  upon  tii" 
experiment  having  been  fully  tested,  many  <>f  the 
objectionable  features  will  be  removed,  and  there- 
fore recommend  that  t  in-  petition  of  N.  Ward  & 
Go.  le  granted  upon  the  following  conditions, 
subject  to  the  revocation  ol  the  Board  of  Health 
when  necessity  shall  compel  the  same. 

i.  ah  material  collected,  with  tin'  exception  of 
dead  animals,  shall  be  placed  an  tight  boxes,  and 
the  covers  of  such  shall  be  securely  fastened,  sajd 
boxes. to  be  placed  upon  the  vessel,  to  convey  the 
same  to  its  place  of  destination. 

2.  Kveiy  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of 
such  material  shall  be  numbered,  and  the  name 
of  the  firm  lie  placed  thereon  in  some  conspicuous 
plai  e. 

3.  the  transportation  through  great  through- 
fares  shall  be  avoided  except  unon  eases  ol  con- 
tingency. 

4.  >o  material  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  upon 
the  wharf  or  place  of  departure  more  than  two 
hours. 

5.  All  material  when  placed  upon  the  vessel  for 
transshipment  shall  be  immediately  covered,  in 
order  that  no  offensive  odors  may  annoy  the 
neighborhood,  and  the  same  shall  be  conveyed  by 
steam  power. 

b.  The  smoke-stack  ol  the  tugboat  shall  he  so 
constructed  that  the  same  may  be  lowered,  there- 
by avojatug  the  necessity  of  opening  the  several 
draws  to  bridges  through  which  it  may  have  oc- 
casion to  pass. 

7.  Dead  animals  shall  be  conveyed  in  covered 
carts  or  wagons,  to  be  approved  by  "the  Committee 
on  Health.

REPORT  ON  CiTY  ENGINEER'S  OFFICE. 

Alderman  Cutter,  from  the  special  committee 
ol  the  Board  of  Aldermen  appointed  to  ascertain 
what  connection  the  City  Engineer's  department 
had  with  the  alleged  frauds  iii  the  performance  >>i 
the  contracts  for- the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort 
Hill,  made  a  report;  as  follows: 

That  in  the  prosecution  of  their  inquiry,  they 
have  examined  all  the  assistants  in  the  City  Engi- 
neers office,- who  have  been  employed  in  racking 
the  measurements  required  under  the  Fort  Hill 
contracts,  and  they  have  also  examined  t*»«  pres- 
ent contractor  lor  the  removal  of  earth,  and  the 
superintendent  and  members  of  the  committee 
Laving  charge  of  the  fort  Hill  improvements. 
They  have  also  availed  themselves  of  the  volumi- 
nous evidence  taken  by  the  Committee  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  on  the  general  allegations  of  fraud  in 
the  peifoimanee  of  the  Fort  Hill  contiacts. 

To  state  the  results  of  their  inquiry  briefly— 
there  is  no  evidence  directly  implicating  any  per- 
sons emplo.ted  in  the  City  Engineer's  department 
in  the  fraudulent  transactions  which  are  shown 
to  have  tt.ken  place  under  these  contracts;  but 
suth  a  lack  of  svs'ein  has  been  shown  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  important  duties  devolving  upon 
the  Ki  gintei  's  department^  and  such  loose  notions 
appear  to  exist  m  the  minds  of  some  ot  the  subor- 
dinates in  regard  tothe  duty  which  they  owe  to 
the  city,  in  protecting  its  interests,  that  the  com- 
mittee are  satisfied  that  a- radical  change  in  the 
organization  of  the  department  is  absolutely  re- 
quired. 

the  report  was  accepted. 

REPORT    ()2J    A    BRAKCII     LIBRARY     IN     ROXBUKY. 

Alderman  Bicker,  troin  the  Committee  on  the 
Public  Linrary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  commu- 
nication from  the  Tiustees  or  the  Feliowes  Athe- 
naeum, having  carefudy  considered  the  subject, 
would  respectfully  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  author- 
ized to  sign,  seal,  and  deliver  the  indenture  (a 
cony  of  which  is  appended  hereto)  between  the 
City. of  Boston  and  the  trustees  of  the  Feliowes 
Athenaeum  in  Roxburv,  for  joint  action  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Branch  Public  Lirri  rv,  lor  the 
territory  now  comprising  Wards  13.  14  and  15. 

This  indenture  between  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  trustees  ol  the  Feliowes  Athenaeum  in  Kox- 
bury,  a  corporation  duly  created  ly  law,  wu- 
licsseth: 

That,  whereas  the  said  trusties  hold  certain 
funds  under  the  vwll  of  Caleb  Feliowes,  late  cf 
Philadelphia,  in  i.be  State  of  Pennsylvania,  de- 
ceased, iii  trust,  to  lay  out  and  expend  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  upon  land,  and  a  building  to  be  erect- 
ed thereon,  within  h  ill'  a  mile  of  the  meeting- 
house of  the  first  religious  society  in  lioxhury  to 
be  used  for  an  Athenaeum  for  literary  and  instruet- 
ive  purposes  for  the  benefit  and  pleasure  of  the 
inhabitants  of  said  Roxburv  and  of  other  worthy 
persons  who  may  visit  that  city: 


And  in  further  trust,  to  beep  the  remainder  of 
said  sum  over  ami  above  s.ud  forty  thousand  Ital- 
ian constantly  Mill  salely  invested',  and  to  expend 
the  income  thereof,  half-yearly  lorever.  in  pur- 
chasing and  supplying  books  and  periodical  works 
for  the  said  Athenaeum : 

And  whereas,  it  is  expedient  that  the  City  of 
Boston  should  establish  in  that  part  ol  s«id  city 
called  Roxburv,  and  formerly  the  City  of  Roxburi", 
a  branch  of  its  I'ubiie  Library: 

And  whereas,  the  said  cuv  and  the  said  trustees 
can  accomplish  the  purposes  of  said  Athena-urn 
and  of  said  Public  Library  more  effectually  in  con- 
junction than  separately,  and  have  accordingly 
agreed  upon  a  method  of  cooperation  so  as  to 
bring  about  a  union  of  the  resources  of  the  two 
institutions; 

And  whereas,  ill  order  to  furnish  the  needful  ac- 
commodation-; for  the  united  institutions,  it  mav 
be  necessary  for  the  said  trustees  to  expend  some- 
what more  thin  forty  thousand  dollars  upon  land 
and  building,  and  in  that  case  thc\  will  heooliged 
to  treat  the  surplus  as  an  investment  of  which  the 
income  is  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books 
as  aforesaid ; 

Ami  whereas,  Upon  the  completion  of  said  build- 
ing, tne  said  tiustees  will  become  entitled  to  a 
further  sum  under  the  will  of  Sarah  Feliowes, 
upon  trust,  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  such 
books  and  periodicals  as  the  sain  trustees  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  best  to  be  placed  in  said 
Athenaeum,  as  the  property  thereof: 

Sow,  therefore,  it  is  agreed  between  the  parties 
heieto  as  follows,  viz. : 

The  said  trustees  sin II  proceed  as  soon  as  may 
be  to  erect  a  building  which  shall  contain  suita- 
ble accommodations  for  a  Branch  Public  Library 
of  the  city  of  Boston  as  well  as  lor  said  Athen- 
aeum : 

As  soon  as  said  building  shall  be  readv  for  occu- 
pancy, the  said  city  shall  appropriate  towards  a 
branch  public  libr  try,  for  Wards  1-5.  14  ami  15,  as 
large  a  sum  of  money  as  has  been,  or  shall  be.  ap- 
propriated for  outfit  and  maintenance  to  any  oth- 
er branch  library  in  said  c'ty,  and  the  said  city 
shall  pay  forthe  renialof  said  building  the  sum 
of  sixteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall 
be  paid  annually  to  the  said  trustees,  to  be  laid 
out  by  them,  after  paying  insurance,  repairs,  etc,, 
in  the  purchase  ol"  books  and  periodicals,  to  be 
the  property  of  said  trustees  of  the  Feliowes  Ath- 
enaeum iu  Roxburv,  and  their  successors  in  said 
tiusc. 

fbe  rest  of  said  appropriation  shall  be  expended 
in  the  purcha-e  of  nooks  and  administration  and 
management  of  the  joint  institutions  by  the 
trustees  ot  the  Public  Library. 

All  books  and  periodicals  purchased  by  the  said 
trustees  of  tne  Athenaeum  from  any  of  the  fun  Is 
in  their  hands  for  the  purchase  of  hooks  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  put  in  charge  ot  the  custodians  of 
the  said  Branch  Public  Library,  being  first  dis- 
tinctly marked  as  the  property  of  said  trustees, 
and  Shall  be  sir  jeet  lo  the  direction  Of  the  trus- 
tees ot  the  Public  Library,  as  to  custody,  care  and 
arrangement  within  the  said  building,  and  shall 
be  open  to  the  public  for  reading  and  circulation 
under  such  regulations  as  the  said  Trustees  ot  the 
Public  Library  may,  with  the  consent  ol  the  s:iid 
trustees  of  the  Feliowes  Athenaeum,  from  time  to 
time  establish. 

This  contract  shall  be  terminable  by  either  par- 
ty, at  anytime,  by  giving  six  months' notice  to 
the  other  party,  and,  upon  its  termination,  the 
books  shall  belong  to  the  party  which  shall  have 
purchased  them, or  to  whom  they  have  been  given; 
tne  turniture,  shelving,  and  all  other  movable 
property,  which  shall  have  been  purchased  by  tbe 
city,  shall  belong  to  the  said  city :  and  the  prop- 
erty which  shall  have  beenlixed  to  the  real  estate, 
and  any  furniture  which  may  hive  been  purchased 
by  the  said  trustees  ot'  the  Feliowes  Athenaeum, 
shall  belong  to  the  said  trustees. 

A  suitable  room  sh  til  be  provided  by  the  trus- 
tees of  the  Feliowes  Athenaeum,  in  the  building  to 
be  erected  by  ihem,  and  furnished  by  the  city.  Bur 
the  joint  use  of  ihe  trustees  of  the  Feliowes 
Athenaeum  and    the  tiustees  of  the  Public  Library. 

Itis  further  agreed  that  all  questions  of  detail 
of  management,  not  herein  provided  for,  shall  be 
settled  in  conjunction  by  the  trustees  of  the  Fel- 
iowes Athenu'inn  and  of  the  Public  Library. 

The  report  was  accepted,  ant  the  order  was 
passed,  with  a  slight  amendment.

Owing  to  the  unusually  cold  weather  during  the 
month  of  June,  this  year,  the  number  of  bathers 
fell  considerably  below  tbe  average.  In  the 
months  of  July  and  August,  however,  there  was  a 
larire  increase  over  the  same  months  in  any  pre- 
vious year,  and  the  result  of  tbe  record  for  the 
entire  season  shows  an  increase  of  69,362  over  the 
year  1870,  jnd  an  increase  of  1,033,586,  the 
over  the  year  1866,  when  the  baths  were  first 
opened. 

The  statement  of  expenditures  covers  the  whole 
period  ot  twelve  months,  instead  of  the  bathing 
season  of  four  months,  as  given  in  former  reports. 
Xbis  accounts  for  the  apparent  increase  in  the  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  tbe  establishments  during 
the  present  year. 

The  bathing-bouses  (numbered  It  and  12)  located, 
at  Dover-street  Bridge  have  become  so  much  di- 
lapidated that  \t  will  be  necessary  to  construct 
new  bouses  for  that  locality  next  season.

Alderman  Pierce  preseuted  the  following  re- 
monstrance:

Alderman  Fierce  offered  an  order  to  rescind  Un- 
order directing  the  euitinir  down  of  the  trees  io 
question. 

Alderman  Little  said  he  offered  the  order  lor 
rue  cutting  down  ol  the  trees  in  question,  and  to 
his  mind  there  was  no  reason  why  they  should 
not  be  removed.  They  weie  old  and  dangerous, 
and  the  more  so  because  they  take  up  from  one- 
third  to  ou°-ualf  of  the  sidewalk,  obsirucing  the 
way  to  foot-passengers.  When  there  was  sucb  a 
cat!  for  widening  streets,  these  trees  were  an  an- 
noyance to  75,000  persons  a  "lay  who  travel  tbat 
sidewalk  to  taue  the  cars,  and  on  Saturday  night 
last  the  sidewalks  were  really  dangerous.  Head- 
mired  tiees  as  much  as  any  one,  but  these  should 
have  been  removed  years  ago.  and  he  would  defy 
any  one  to  look  at  those  sidewalks  and  not  say 
that  those  trees  should  be  removed. 

Alderman  Fope  said  be  agreed  with  every  word 
which  was  said  by  the  alderman.  The  trees 
should  be  cut  down,  anil  he  eouid  not  see  how 
they  could  be  allowed  to  remain  any  longer. 
With  large  e>  penoituves  for  widening  stieets.be 
could  i.ot  see  bow  they  could  allow  such  stumps 
to  ooscruct  the  sidewalks.  They  took  up  not  1  — 
than  live  feet  of  the  sidewalks,  and  he  had  seen 
more  people  tumble  down  there  iban  be  bad  ever 
seen  elsewhere  in  his  life.  He  hoped  the  order 
would  not  pass. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  although  he  voted  for 
the  order  to  remove  rhe  trees,  yet  he  should  |  refer 
tne  present  order  with  an  amendment,  to  authorize 
tbe  cutting  down  of  half  the  trees,  aud  afterwards 
one  each  year,  until  they  were  all  removed.  If 
one-half  of  them  should  be  removed  he  thought  it 
would  oe  a  decided  improvement.  With  all  of 
them  out  of  the  way  imagine  what  it  would  be 
with  sucb  a  barren  place  m  front  of  thu  burial- 
ground.  One-half  of  them  should  be  removed  to- 
day, for  some  of  them  look  dangerous.  With  tbe 
order  amended  he  would  vote  for  it.  Then  one 
tree  could  be  taken  away  each  year. 

Alderman  Flumer  said  he  was  not  present  when 
theo-derwas  passed  to  cut  down  tbe  trees,  but 
he  believed  the  public  exigency  demanded  that 
they  should  be  cut  down.  He  had  read  some  arti- 
cles in  the  papers  on  the  subject,  hut  they  had  not 
changed  his  mind,  and  he  would  not  lake  the  back 
track.  There  were  those  who  could  not  see  that 
Boston  moved,  but  tbe  business  accommodations 
of  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago  would  not  answer 
for  today,  and  there  was  never  a  time  when  Bos- 
ton was  growing  faster  than  now.  Let  a  man 
stand  in  front  of  the  fretuout  House  for  ha  If  an 
hour  anil  he  would  make  up  hi«  mind  as  to  the 
necessity  for  the  lemovai  of  these  trees.  He 
would  venture  to  predict  that  it  would  not  be  a 
mouth  after  their  removal  before  every  one  would 
be  as  much  in  favor  ol  it  as  we  are. 

Alderman  Cowdin  said  he  concurred  in  much 
that  was  said  by  the  aidermai..  There  are  those 
who  are  opposed  to  anv  improvement,  in  tbe  city, 
and  recently  an  ex-Mayor  of  the  city  had  said  tbat 
tbe  money  expended  for  the  widening  of  Hanover 
street  had  been  thrown  away.  When  a  man  in  tbe 
City  Government  favors  improvements,  his  head 
is  often  taken  off,  and  hi  had  seen  it  stated  in  re- 
lation to  these  trees,  that  had  the  order  been  of- 
fered before  the  election  the  movercould  not  have 
been  elected.  He  believed  they  should  do  their  duty 
fearlessly.  These  trees  till  up  half  the  sidewalk 
and  obstruct  the  travel.  It  was  said  tbat  old  citi- 
zens were  opposed  to  rhe  removal  of  old  land- 
marks, and  objection  was  made  to  the  removal  of 
Scollay's  Building  on  that  account.  Vet  it  was 
oue  of  the  best  things  the  city  ever  did.  Such  ob- 
structions should  be  remo»ed  to  give  way  to  busi- 
ness. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  had  seen  no  great  in- 
conveniences from  these  trees,  to  cause  people  ro 
tumble  down.  There  had  been  no  call  for  their  re- 
moval, which  there  would  have  been  bad  they 
been  an  obstruction.  No  citizen  had  asked 
for  it.  while  a  large  number  were  opposed  to  It. 
He  had  respect  for  old  landmarks,  and  when  the 
necessity  arises  for  the  removal  of  sucb  trees,  rhe 
people  will  call  foi  it.  In  a  matter  of  this  de- 
scription, he  believed  in  the  necessity  of  respit- 
ing the  wishes  of  the  community.  Tins  was  not  a 
case  of  pressing  emergency  and  the  wishes,  pre- 
judices even  of  the  community  should  be  respect- 
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.ed,.  These  trees  are  of  no  more  iuconvenieuee 
now  ihab  they  always  h  ive  been.  For  unmy  years 
he  u  hi  been  io  the  "habit  ol  parsing  along  that 
sideu in-:,  and  lie  had  never  tumbled  down,  while 
he  always  found  a  tree  passage  there. 

AJ dermaii  Cutter  said  he  was  in  favor  of  retain- 
ing the  trees  ip  this  walk  so  |oug  as  the  burying- 
giouml  remained  there.  There  was  room  enough 
to  walk  S\f.  aiireast. and there  w..s  no  lueouven- 
ienee  :10m  the  trees;  he  boned  tbc  order  would 
pass. 

Alderman  Pooe  inquired  if  gentlemen  would 
vote  today  to  put  trees  in  the  sidewalks?  if  no:, 
there  was  no  reason  why  these  should  remain, 
lie  nopeo  they  woulo  he  cut  down. 

Alderman  Little  said  it  had  been  his  fortune  to 
follow  alier  the  Commuice  ou  Pavint',  and  to  fin- 
ish lip  tliejr  work  by  cutting  down  trees.  lit  one 
cage  where  great  objection  was  made  to  the  re- 
moval of  tiv'es,  those  who  opposed  it  I  hanked  biro 
afterwards  foi'  the  improvement  made. 

Alderman  Plainer  said  it  had  been  considered  a 
very  convent*  pt  ulaee  to  wait  under  these  trees  to 
take  the  1)  ick  Bay  cars,  but  he  could  not  but 
think  that  the  largest  majority  of  the  citizens 
were  in  lavoi  of   their  removal. 

Alderman  Little,  in  relation  to  cutting  down 
half  ol  the  trees,  inquired  ol  the  Alderman  which 
bail'  he  would  cut  flown,  the  outer  or  inner  half? 

Alileruiau  Jenkins  replied  that  he  would  proba- 
bly but  if. a. i  every  other  one.  it  anyone  would 
took  at  these  trees,  be  would  find,  that  anout  half 
of  ihem  arc  rotten,  an  i  just  about  li..]t  need  to 
be  removed.  He  would  not  nc  in  favor  of  remov- 
ing such  trees  io  Scatc  street,  sometime  he  ne- 
lieved  they  would  all  oe  removed,  but  he  would 
not  be  willing  10  remove  ihem  all  now. 

Alderman  Pope  inquired  if  the  Alderman  was 
willing  to  remove  one  a.  year,  why  not  all  at  once? 

Alderman  Jenkins  replied  that  about  the  pro- 
portion ol  hall  should  be  removed  now,  and  in 
the  oropori  urn  ot  one  a  year  a  call  would  be  made 
for  their  removal  afterwards  in  their  decay.  lie 
would  prefer  to  getting  accustomed  to  their  re- 
moval gradually,  tin  tbe  same  reason  that  he 
would  not  like  lb  see  all  the  nie.ubeisol  (he  Board 
of  Ai.lermcu  lemoved  at  oace.    ' 

Abteiman  C'owdiu  said  it  appeared  that  the 
chairman  o£  the  board  wished  to  please  both  sides, 
but,  he  believed  the  only  thing  was  to  do  right. 
Helen  nee  uas  made  by ■Alderman  Covvdin  to  the 
cbjeciiou  many  years  since  to  the  construction  of 
llie  wall  on  the  Boy  Is  ton-street  side  of  the  burial- 
ground;  and  although  soan  persons  declared  that 
the  tombs  should  'not  be  removed  except  over 
then  ucad  bodies,  the  measure  was  carried  out.

Alderman  Plumer  inquired  as  to  the  necessity 
lor  ih"  passage  of  this  order. 

Alderman  Pierce,  stated  that  the  Contingent 
Fund  for  the  Joint  Committees  was  $8900,  and  the 
expenditures  had  already  exceedeu  that  amount 
by  $100  and  there  were  several  months  to  the  end 
of  ihe  year.  He  was  sorry  that  he  was  obliged  to 
ask  for  an  additional  appropriotion,  and  rids  mat- 
ter of  expenditures  for  refreshments  by  commit- 
tees made  it  an  uncomfortable  and  disagreeable 
position  in  the  City  Government,  and  one  reason 
why  he  should  not  be  willing  to  sit  longer  in  this 
Board.  There  wee  occasions  when  P  was  pioper 
and  the  city  ought  to  pay  reasonable  expenses  for 
refreshments,  aud  it  would  be  mean  on  some  oc- 
casions not  to  no  so.  That  the  call  for  the  pay- 
ment ol  such  expenses  bad  been  abused,  mast  be 
admitted,  but  tbe  question  was  how  to  limit  and 
control  expenditures  of  tins  character? 

When  members  ol  the  City  Government  dine  at 
the  public  expense,  they  ate  the  guests  of  the 
city  and  should  conduct  themselves  with  the 
same  propriety  as  though  thev  were  the 
guests  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor.  The  sys- 
tem was  demoralizing  and  injurious  to  those 
practicing  it.  This  appropriation  ought  not  to  nave 
been  <  xhausted,  and  would  not  have  been  but  for 
the  was'efal  extravagance  in  using  It;  while  he 
was  obliged  to  ask  for  an  additional  sum,  he  desired 
to  repeat  his,  objection  to  ihe  system 

Alderman   Plumer   inquired    what   committees

The   evil  of 
joint  committees  was   but   the  smallest  part  in 
their  existence,  for  it  leads  to  demoralization.    B 
long  as  they  exist  it  is  an  ei  tieeiiienl ,  and  oflfi 
bid  for  the  worst  class  to  get  into  the  CityCoun 
cil  for  eating,  driukirg  and  ridiag.

THE  COURT   nOUSE  SITE. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins,  the  report  and 
order  in  favor  of  the  proposed  location  of  the  new 
Court  House  on  Mt.  Vernou,  Hancock,  Heme  and 
Temple  streets,  as  recited  in  City  Doc.  87,  were 
taUen  from  the  table. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  had  only  to  say  that 
the  committee  who  reported  in  favor'  of  this  site 
for  a  Court  House,  alter  a  thorough  examination 
of  all  the  proposed  locations,  were  fully  of  the 
opinion  that  this  was  the  best  and  only  one  whit  h 
they  could  select.  The  order  which  was  offered  tj 
ascertain  whether  the  reservoir  would  be  required 
lor  further  use  was  ottered  in  the  belief  th.it  it 
would  not  he  needed  any  more:  but  since  the 
Water  Board  had  determined  otherwise,  he  should 
recommend  the  relerence  of  the  subject  of  a  Court 
House  to  the  next  City  government. 

Alderman  C"wdin  said  he  bad  come  to  tl  e  same 
conclusion,  alihougb  he  had  believed  the  Court 
House  should  be  located  opposite  to  the  City  Hall. 
Alderman  Talbot  said  he  wished  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  correct,  a  mistake  m  regard  to  the 
capacity  of  the  Beacon-Hill  Keaervoir.  It  was 
large  enough  to  require  eighteen  houis  to  nil  if, 
and  in  an  emergency  it  would  require  as  long  to 
empty  it,  holding  a  sufficient  quaulity  of  witer  to 
save  the  city  a  dozen  times  in  cases  of  fire.  It  is 
capable  of  being  of  much  service  t®  the  city,  and 
is  of  more  importance  than  being  only  sufficient 
to  make  a  cup  of  tea,  as  bad  been  represented. 

Alderman  Cutter  replied  that  the  capacity  of 
the  reservoir  was  only  sufficient  to  furnish  the 
city  a  supply  of  water  for  three-quarters  of  an 
hour  at  the  ordinary  daily  use.  At  low  service  it 
would  not  last  much  longer,  and  it  would  not  have 
been  of  any  use  the  other  moruing  in  the  supply 
of  houses  on  the  hill.  It  was  of  about  us  mucn 
use  us  the  fifth  wheel  of  a  coach,  aud  should  not, 
i.  e  allowed  to  lie  iole  earning  no  income.  Hit 
was  to  be  used,  it  should  have  been  much  deeper. 
Alderman  l'ope  said  he  was  fearful  the  matter 
would  take  this  turn  when  the  order  of  inquuy 
was  made  to  the  Water  Board,  and  be  was  not 
sure  that  the  order  was  uot  passed  for  the  purpose 
of  killing  the  reservoir-lot  as  a  site  for  the  Court 
House,  ihere  was  not  a  drop  of  water  in  the  res- 
ervoir last  year,  and  if  it  was  of  any  use,  why  not 
have  it  tilled  up?  Die  object  of  getting  the  report 
appeared  to  have  been  to  stop  taking  the  site  for  a 
Court  House,  and  he  was  sorry  that  the  board 
should  back  down.    It  was  worse    than    the  order 


to  stop  cui  ting  down  the  trees.    He  hoped  the  mo- 
tion to  reler  would  nor  prevail. 

Alderman  l.ittie  feared  ihat  the  report  of  the 
Y\  ater  board  was  pro<  f  tbar  p  needs  reorgantzii  g. 
The  Board  trad  proposed  to  tbe  City  Council  to  se'l 
the  reservoir  as  of  no  further  use,  and  now  in  eon- 
seqence  of  a  lew  newspaper  s-<ji.i 'is  thev  had 
changed  their  maids,  l  eihaps  they  bao  Tt< 
takedown  half  of  it.  This  might  ie  used  as  an 
argument  against  the  csianli.-hmeni  of  cuiside 
boards  m  the  City  (.oven  n:<  nt. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  bis  experienc  on  juties 
had  satisfied  him  oi  the  necessity  fnra  new  Court 
House,  l-.very  lor  v.'tirh  had  heen  proposed 
site  had  been  examined,  and  as  it  was  understood 
that  the  Water  Board  were  anxious  to  tell  Hie its- 
ertoii-lot,  aid  weie  c<  ining  here  lor  authority  to 
disuose  of  it,  the  con  mitt<  e,  alter  a  carelul  •ex- 
amination, were  of  the  opinion  that  it  wa»  the 
most  desirable  siie  thev  could  obtain.  A  location 
opposite  ihe  City  hall  was  rut  desirable,  fin*  it 
would  be  expensive,  anil  r.of  free  irom  noise.  The 
reservoir  site  would  net  be  live  minutes'  walk 
from  the  present  Court  House,  and  was  the  I  est 
pi  ice. 

The  or.ler  .  f  inquiry  was  made  in  the  belief 
that  the  Water  Board  were  in  b.vorof  sellirg  ihe 
reservoir-lot.  8o  lor  as  it  was  objected  that  the 
Corrt  House  would  cause  a  depreciation  ol  uio- 
perty  in  that  vicinity  a  depreciation  was  caused 
by  locating  tbe  reservoir  there,  and  the  property 
would  be  helped  by  the  removal,  wkile  an  advance 
would  be  in;de  in  the  vab'e  of  the  property  in  its 
vicinity,  for  other  uses.  The  Water  Board  being 
of  op'iiion  that  it  was  not  prudent  to  dispense 
with  the  reservoir,  and  seeing  that  the  board  was 
not.  now  lull,  it  might  perhaps  be  better  to  let  the 
qucsiion  remain  open.  He  would  move  to  lay  it 
on  the  table  until  the  next  meeting. 

Alderman  Cutter,  in  allusion  to  the  statement 
that  the  Wf.ter  Board  was  not  perfect,  said  that 
this  board  was  not  perleci,  as  it  appeared 
ten  minutes  ago,  when  the  gentleman  was  pitch- 
ing into  it.  The  Water  Board  answered  ihe  iu- 
q'aiiy  in  the  spirit  of  the  older,  as  they  ptobably 
supposed  it  was  wished,  ann  ue  wat  not  so  sure 
but  that  was  the  design  of  it  In  relation  to  the 
Court  House,  he  believed  that  the  rescrvior-lot 
was  the  propei  one  lor  it,  aud  tt  was  not  worth 
while  to  cater  to  those  who  were  more  (ban  tnree- 
scoie  years  old,  tut  to  provide  for  coming  gem  ra- 
tions. That,  site  would  be  a  place  lor  a  beautiful 
buiblinsr,  an<i  would  draw  ihere  men.  |  cople  ihan 
houses.  He  hoped  the  question  wi  uld  be  decided 
on  its  merits,  and  that  it  would  not  lie  postponed. 
Alderman  Talnot  inquired  if  the  reservoir  had 
not  heen  rilled  within  a  few  days. 

Alderman  Cutter  sain  he  inane  a  morion  in  com- 
mittee that,  The  b»ard  be  requested  to  fill  it,  and 
he  presumed  the  reservoir  was  now  full. 

Aldei  man  Pope  said  it  was  evident  the  reservoir 
had  been  tilled  to  kiil   ihe  Court.  House  location. 
He  hoped  they  had  back-bone  enough  to  vote  at 
the   next  meeting  in  tavor  of  ibe~repurt  of  the 
Committee. 
The  motion  to  lay  over  was  carried. 
On  motion  of  Alderman  White,  the  report  of 
Committee  on   City  Hospital,  with  order  f>>  appro- 
priate $5000  for  construction  of  a  reservoir  ai  tne 
City  Hospital,  to  meet  emergencies  (City  Doc.  98). 
was  taken   from    the    table,  when   tbe    order  was 
passed.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council : 
In  answer  to  the  communication  of  the  City 
Council  relative  to  the  presentation  of  duplicate 
books  and  pamphlets  to  the  Historical  Society  of 
Chicago  or  to  such  other  libraries  in  that  citv  as 
might  be  deemed  expedient,  the  trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  deeply  regret  to  state  that  there 
are  no  duplicates  in  the  library  of  any  permanent 
value  which  have  not  been  given  to  it  by  private 
nenefactors,  and  therefore  given  on  such  condi- 
tions that  no  volume  can  be  sent  away  without  the 
consent  of  the  donor,  unless  it  be  represented  in 
exchange  by  some  other  works  to  be  credited  to 
tLe  original  donor  or  his  gift. 

Under  these  conditions  the  trustees  found 
themselves  unable  to  accede  to  the  suggestions  of 
the  City  Government.

On  motion  of  Aldeiman  Plumer, 

Ordered,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Libra- 
ry be  authorized  vo  provide  the  necessary  furni- 
ture, fixtures  and  other  apparatus  lor  the  South 
Boston  Branch  Library,  at  an  expense  not  exceed- 
ing $5000,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation lor  the  Public  Library. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  authorizing  Manly  Cro:«sin  to  erect  a  wood- 
en building  more  than  forty  feet  in  range,  with- 
out constructing  a  brick  wall,  in  which  h«  reports 
as  follows: 

It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  wooden  building  tbree- 
storieo"  high,  twenty-three  feet  wide,  on  King 
street,  and  extending  back  sixty-six  feet,  upon  a 
narrow  passageway.  This  building  is  to  contain 
three  dwellings,  each  for  three  families,  and  will 
be  surrounded  by  other  wooden  buildings.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  the  inspector  that  in  case  of  tire 
the  builoing  would  le  dangirous,  and  he  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  order  be  icjecteu. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was  re- 
jected. 


reports  of  committees. 

Alderman  Fierce,  from  the  Joint  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  petition  of  .Nathaniel  Hall  and  oth- 
ers, desiring  municipal  aid  to  obtain  increased 
postal  facilities  in  Ward  16,  made  a  report  recom- 
mending that  it  be  referred  to  the  next  City  Coun- 
cil. 

Alderman  Pierce,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Legislative  Business,  who  were  directed 
to  consider  the  expediency  of  petitioning  the  Gen- 
eral Court  at  its  next  session,  lor  a  modification 
or  repeal  of  the  act  relating  to  the  connection  be- 
tween Boston  and  Chelsea,  made  a  report  a^  fel- 
lows: 

It  is  urovided  by  chapter  65  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  1831,  that  the  town  of  ChUsea  shall  convey 
to  the  city  of  Boston  all  its  rights  ana  interests  in 
the  real  and  personal  estate  Chen  belonging  to  lbs 
County  of  Suffolk,  and  also  relinquish  to  the  city 
the  exclusive  care,  management  and  regulation 
of  the  Court  Houses,  Jails  and  Houses  of  Correc- 
tion ;  and  the  town  of  Chelsea  is  authorized  to  ap- 
ply at  any  time  to  the  Legislature  to  be  set  off 
from  the*  County  of  Suffolk  to  any  other  county 
wirhout  opposition  from  the  city  of  Boston. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  act  shall  be  in 
force  so  far  as  it  respects  the  connectiou  between 
this  city  and  the  town  of  Chelsea  forthe  space  of 
twenty  years,  and  thence  afterwards  until  it  is  al- 
tered by  the  Legislature,  unless  in  the  meantime 
Chelsea  is  annexed  to  another  county,  but  the 
rights  of  property  acquired  by  Boston  un  er  the 
act  shall  remain  torever  vested  in  said  city. 

The  substantial  provisions  of  the  act  were  after- 
wards incorporated  into  the  General  Statutes. 
[The  3d,  6th  and  34th  sections  of  chapter  17  are 
hde  inserted  by  the  committee.] 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  commissioners  of 
Middlesex  county  may  lay  out  a  county  road  in 
Chelsea,  Kevere  or  VVinthrop,  and  tne  city  of  Bos- 
ton, witnout  having  an;;  control  of  the  matter,  or 
even  an  opportunity  to  present  any  objection  to 
the  proposed  action,  is  obliged  to  pay  the  whole 
expense  chargeaole  to  the  county  on  account  of 
the  laying  out,  widening  or  alteration.  Although 
the  county  property  is  vested  in  this  city,  it  will 
be  observed  that  the  whole  expense  of  providing 
it  is  borne  bv  this  city.  To  state  the  matter  briefly, 
the  city  of  Boston  bears  all  the  expenses  of  the 
County'of  Suffolk,  and  the  city  of  Chelsea  and  the 
towns  of  Kevete  and  VVinthrop  have  the  benefit, 
the  only  consideration  on  their  part  being  non- 
interference. 

It  is  somewhat  surprising  that  this  one-sided 
arrangement  should  hive  been  assented  to  on  the 
part  of  the  city  of  Boston,  aud  being  assented  to 
that  it  should  have  been  allowed  to  exist  for  such 
a  length  of  time,  without  objection  from  the  city. 

The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  statutes 
above  quoted  should  be  repealed  or  modified  with- 
out delay,  and  they  would  therefore  respectfully 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying  or- 
der: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  General  Court  at  its  next  session 
for  a  repeal  or  modification  of  the  statutes  relat- 
ing to  the  payment  of  county  expenses  in  the 
County  of  Suffolk. 

The  report  was  accepted  aud  the  order  was 
passed. 

Alderman  Jenkins,  from  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Streets,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
order  authoiizing  the  Committee  on  Streets  on  the 
part  ot  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  pay  J.  H  Jen- 
Kins  the  sum  of  $500,  made  a  report  that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

Alderman  Pope,  from  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Lands,  to  whom  was  reierret  the 
petition  from  the  Trustees  of  Boston  College,  for 
a  modificaiion  of  the  second  condition  in  the  deed 
from  the  city  to  John  McFlroy,  of  land  on  Harri- 
son avenue,  dated  Aug.  1,  1860,  and  recorded  with 
Suffolk  deeds.,  lib.  784,  fol.  170,  made  a  report  rec- 
ommending the  possage  of  the  accompanying 
order: 

Ordered,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Trustees  of  Boston  College  an  instrument  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  request,  made  satisfactory  to 
the  Ci'y  Solicitor,  changing  the  second  condition 
in  a  deed  of  land  in  Harrison  avenue,  from  said 
city  to  John  McKlroy,  dated  August  1,  1860,  and 
recorded  with  Suffolk  deeds,  lib.  784,  fol.  170,  so  as 
to  permit  dwelling  houses  to  be  erected  on  that 
part  of  said  land  Iving  northeasterly  of  a  line  par- 
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allel  with  and  125  feet  distant  from  Concord  street. 

Provided,  however,  that  such  dwelling-houses 
shall  not  ba  less  than  three  stories  in  height,  ex- 
clusive of  the  basement  and  attic,  and  shall  have 
exterior  walls  of  no  other  material  than  brick, 
stone  or  iron;  ana  no  cellar,  buseinent-rooin  or 
other  apartment  in  such  dwelling-houses  shall  be 
sunk  more  than  three  feet  below  the  level  of  the 
present  coping  of  the  dry  dock  in  Charlestown, 
such  level  to  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by 
the  <Jiry  Engineer,  or  other  officer  duly  appointed 
for  that  purpose  i>y  the  City  Council. 

Alderman  Cowdih  expressed  doubt  whether  the 
passage  of  the  order  would  be  to  keep  good  faiib 
with  the  owners  of  other  property  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

Alderman  Pope  said  it  was  not  believed  to  be 
oojectionaMe  to  other  parties,  while  it  would  be 
an  advantage  to  the  city  in  a  modification  of  the 
conditions,  by  which  the  parties  could  obtain  a 
loan  ot  money,  aud  the  city  an  increase  in  its  tax- 
able prnpertv. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

OltDEKS  PASSED. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce, 

Ordered,  Thar,  the  Committee  on  the  Harbor  he 
authorized  to  hire  a  suitable  person  as  deeper  of 
Raiusford  Island,  and  to  fix  his  compensation,  to 
be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  Boston  Harbor. 

Ordered,  Thar,  there  be  paid  to  Martin  AlcCarty 
the  sum  of  $500  in  full  compensation  for  all  daru- 
ager  caused  to  his  estate  No.  78  Circuit  street,  bv 
the  raisiue  of  the  grade  of  said  street,  upon  the 
usual  conditions,  said  sum  to  be  charged  t.<  the  ap- 
propriation for  Paving. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Jenkins, 

Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  Sarah  M.  Cre- 
hore,  John  P.  Healy.  trustee,  the  suia  of  $19,610 
for  land  taken  anil  all  damages  occasioned  by  ihe 
widening  of  Hanover  street,  Dy  a  resolve  of  Octo- 
ber 15,  1869,  upon  the  usual  conditions  j'kiso 

Ordered,  That  the  order  to  pay  the  said  Crehore 
$18,500  passed  Dec.  31, 1870,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  rescinded. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pope, 

Ordered,  That  the  .loint  Special  Committee  on 
the  Suffolk  Street  District  be  authorized  to  sell 
from  time  to  time  at  public  auction  such  estates 
owned  by  the  city  on  the  Suffolk  Street  District 
as  they  u»ay  deem  best  for  the  city's  interest. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  (.o'vdin, 

Ordered.  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  Com- 
pany D,  First  Regiment  M.  V.  M.,the  sum  of  $100, 
for  repairs  of  armory;  said  sum  to  he  eaarged  to 
the  appropriation  for  Armories. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
O'Connor's  Band,  for  services  on  thi  17tl>  of  June 
last,  the  sum  of  $150,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to 
the  appropriation  for  Armories  and  Military  Af- 
fairs. 

Alderman  Cowdin,  in  reply  to  a  request  for  in- 
formation, stated  that  when  tbe  New  York  Ninth 
Kegiment  came  to  this  city  in  June,  preparations 
were  made  by  the  military  for  a  proper  reception, 
and  extra  music  was  engaged.  Oilmore's  Band 
having  been  recently  paid  for  services  on  the  oc- 
casion O'Connor's  Band  felt  that  they  should  also 
be  paiJ.. 

Aldeiman  Cutter  inquired  why  this  bill  had  been 
delayed  so  long,  to  which  Alderman  Cowdin  said 
he  was  not  awaie  ol  the  cause  of  delay. 

Alderman  Plumer  said  he  could  not'see  why  the 
city  should  pay  this  bill  foi  the  employment  of 
music,  and  he  could  not  vote  for  it. 

Alderman  Cowdin  remarked  upon  the  impor- 
tance of  the  military  in  upholding  tbe  law,  and 
while  those  who  were  connected  with  military 
companies  were  subject  to  a  great  expenditure  of 
time  and  money  in  their  services,  it  was  but  a  lit- 
tle matter  to  errant  such  means  of  encouragement. 

Alderman  Little  opposed  the  bill,  believing  that 


it  was  not  for  the  encouragement  of  the  militia, 
but  the  encouragement  of  incurring  bills  when 
the  military  had  no  authority  to  incur  such  bills, 
and  was  an  act  which  the  inemners  of  the  board 
could  not  do. 

Aldeimau  Plumer  repudiated  any  disposition  to 
neglect  encouragement  to  the  volunteer  militia,  as 
was  shown  by  the  frequebt  passage  of  bilK  for 
armories,  etc. 

Alderman  Cowdin  contended  that  tbe  amount 
expended  was  small  compared  with  other  expens- 
es. By  the  Auditor's  monthly  exhibit,  it  appear- 
ed that  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  had  ex- 
pended so  far  about  one-third  of  the  appropria- 
tions. 

Alderman  Cutter  referred  to  the  date  of  the  bill, 
an  indication  that  it  had  been  considered  a  mat- 
ter of  doubt  whether  i<~  should  be  passed. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  if  he  understood  the  mat- 
ter, the  bill  was  incurred  in  the  reception  of  Jim 
Fisk,  and  after  the  action  of  the  board  in  refusing 
to  receive  and  indorse  him,  he  could  not  vote  to 
pay  the  bill. 

Alderman  Jenkins  said  he  feared  the  chairman 
of  the  Commi  tee  on  Armories  did  not  understand 
this  case.  After  the  board  voted  down  the  enter- 
tainment of  frisk,  several  aldermen  and  others 
subscribed  money  to  avoid  this  difficulty  of  com- 
ing to  the  city  for  the  payment  of  the  expenditures 
in  the  reception  of  the  Ninth  Regiment. 

Alderman  Pierce  said  he  did  not  subscribe 
money  for  the  reception  of  Jim  fr'isk,  but  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Sixth  -Massachusetts  Regiment, 

Alderman  Cowdin  confirmed  the  above  state- 
ment, and  he  was  thankful  to  the  Aldermen  who 
subscribed  for  that  reception.  In  relation  to  the 
New  York  regiment,  it  was  not  the  reception  of 
Fisk,  but  the  regiment,  which  had  a  good  repu- 
tation, and  was  worthy  of  a  reception,  while  it 
was  a  common  thing  to  vote  money  in  oases  of 
this  kind. 

The  order  was  rejected. 

The  ordinance  in  addition  to  an  ordinance  in  re- 
lation to  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  build- 
ings, was  taken  from  the  table  and  passed,  with 
slight  amendmsnts. 

The  ordinance  provides,  section  1,  that  no  wood- 
en building  for  a  dwelling-house  shall  he  erected 
outside  of  the  limits  prescribed  by  the  ordinance 
passed  in  July  last,  to  exceed  in'  height  42  feet 
above  the  sills,  the  sills  not  to  be  below  the  grade 
of  the  street  nor  more  than  3  feet  above  the  grade; 
no  such  building  35  or  more  feet  in  height  shall  be 
erected  in  a  range  of  more  than  40  feet,  without  a 
brick  wall  12  inches  thick  to  the  top  of  the  seoond 
floor,  and  8  inches  the  remaining-  heio-ht;  less 
than  35  feet  in  height,  the  wall  to  be  8  inches 
thick  the  entiie  height,  the  walls  to  be  6  inches 
above  the  flat  of  the  roof,  and  the  top  to  be  cov- 
ered with  stone,  iron  or  other  metal,  and  where 
there  is  a  mansard  roof  the  wall  to  be  built  up  to 
the  under  side  of  the  roof  covering,  which  shall 
be  laid  in  mortar  upon  said  wall. 

No  wooden  dwelling  house  shall  be  built  at  a 
less  distance  from  any  other  without  the  interven- 
tion of  a  brick  wall,  provided  that  a  wooden  ell, 
not  exceeding  30  feet  in  length,  15  feet  in  width, 
and  25  feet  in  height,  maybe  built;  no  wooden 
building  other  than  a  dwelling-house  shall  exceed 
a  height  of  52  feet  above  the  sills;  and  no  such 
building,  in  a  range  of  more  than  50  feet,  shall  be 
erected  without  the  coustrection  of  brick  walls, 
the  walls  to  be  12  inches  thick  aud  carried  up  four 
feet  above  the  roof. 

Sect.  2.  Tbe  above  restrictions  not  to  apply  to 
buildings  at  a  distance  of  50  feet  or  more  from  any 
other  building,  or  from  any  street,  lane  or  alley; 
3,  buildiuss  to  be  erected  on  a  secure  foundation 
of  stone  or  brick,  with  conditions  relating  to  the 
same;  4,  relates  to  chimneys,  flues,  etc.;  5,  relates 
to  posts,  girts,  plates,  etc.;  6,  7,  and  8,  relates  to 
alterations  of  huildings,  obtaining  of  permits, 
and  penalties  for  violation  of  ordinance.

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  moved  as  an  additional 
amendment,  at  the  end  of  the  order,  "and  as  the 
present  appropriation  will  wirrant." 

Messrs.  Smith  and  Brooks  of  Ward  1  opposed 
the  amendment. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  moved  an  indefinite  post- 
ponement of  the  subject. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  stated  that  the  putting  on 
of  another  Doat  would  be  more  proper  in  the 
spring;  at  present,  until  the  completion  of  the 
new  boat,  the  putting  on  of  another  boat  would  be 
an  injury  rather  than  a  benefit,  as  it  was  desirable 
to  keep  a  boat  in  reserve;  wbeu  the  new  boat  is 
completed  another  can  be  put  on. 
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Sir.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  hoped  the  motion  for  in- 
definite postponement  would  prevail,  believing 
that  the  next  City  Council  would  act  more  unrter- 
stnndingly  on  the  subject,  since  there  had  oeen 
such  a  decided  opposition  in  the  present  (Juurcil 
against  free  ferries. 

f'lie  amendment  was  rejected,  and  the  question 
recurred  upon  the  motion  to  indefinitely  post- 
pone. 

Mr.  Taylor  of  Ward  2  opposed  ♦'he  motion,  de- 
ciarimr  the  opposition  to  furnishing  the  people 
with  proper  ferry  accom  nodations  to  be  in  a  vin- 
dictive spirit. 

.Mr.  Hull  of  Ward  4  opposed  the  motion,  the 
amendment  which  had  oeeu  adopted  being  a  srood 
one,  leaving  the  responsibility  in  the  hands  of 
good  judges,  who  shomu  he  acquainted  with  rhe 
needs  uf  the  people  of  East  Boston,  and  the  ques- 
tion should  lie  decided  tonight. 

Mr.  Flanders  said  he  had  but  one  object  in  view, 
that  ol  leaving  the  whole  question  with  the  direc- 
tors. If  they  did  not  know  their  duties,  leu  them 
be  turned  out  and  new  ones  be  elected  in  their 
places,  lie  had  always  been  in  favor  ol"  free  fer- 
i  K's,  and  did  not  object  to  giving  all  the  accom- 
modations needed. 

Mr.  I'ease  of  Ward  1  said  that  th«>  action  of  the 
Council  would  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black 
in  relation  to  the  action  of  the  directors.  The  di- 
rectors had  decided  to  put  on  anocher  boat  next 
Monday. 

.Mr.  l'ond  of  Ward  3,  a  member  of  the  board, 
confirmed  the  statement  ia  telation  to  their  action. 

.Mr.  Webster  of  Ward  G  said  their  was  no  reason 
why  the  people  using  the  terries  should  not  have 
proper  conveniences,  and  Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  1 
was  iil.ul  to  hear  him  say  so. 

'ihe  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  lost, 
and  the  order  was  passed. 

The  order  requesting  tne  Mavor  to  petition  the 
Legislature  for  an  act  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  construct  and  repairsidewaiks  where 
the  owners  of  abutting  estates  refuse  to  do  so, 
the  cost  to  be  ja  lien  on  said  estates,  was  consid- 
ered. 

Air.  smith  of  Ward  10  opposed  the  passage  of 
the  order  as  unnecessary,  and  contended  that  as 
the  sidewalks  were  not  the  property  of  individ- 
uals, they  ought  not  to  be  obliged  to'pay  for  their 
c instruction.  He  hoped,  therefore,  tb  it  it  would 
not  be  passed, especially  as  it  was  slid  that  the 
last  l.eiiislatsre  refused  to  pass  a  similar  law,  and 
the  uext  one  would  probably  take  a  similar  course. 

.Mr.  Perkins  of  Ward  6  stated  the  cause  of  re- 
quiring such  an  act,  was  to  prevent  the  injustice 
to  which  many  citizens  were  subject, of  being  com- 
pelled to  pay  for  sidewalks,  while  others,  from  a 
defect  in  the  law,  escape  the  payment  of  their 
share  of  the  expense.  To  obviate  an  objection, 
which  would  secure  the  passage  of  the  act  by  the 
Legislature,  he  would  move  to  strike  out  the 
words  "and  repair."  If  this  amendment  had  been 
made  last  year  it  would  have  nassed  both  branch- 
es of  the  Legislature,  having  passed  one  branch. 

Mr.  Bickford  of  Ward  15  hoped  the  order  would 
not  be  passed.  There  were  some  gentlemen  in  his 
neighborhood  who  had  a  line  of  a  half-mile  on 
which  they  would  be  obliged  to  construct  side- 
walks, and  which  would  subject  them  to  a  great 
expense. 

Mr.  smith  said  he  was  willing  to  withdraw  his 
morio-j  for  the  passage  of  the  amendment. 

The  motion  was  withdrawn, the  amendment  was 
adopted,  and  the  order  was  passed. 

The  order  for  Committee  on  Public  Lands  to 
consider  the  expediency  of  abolishing  the  office 
of  superintendent  of  said  lands,  with  a  view  of 
placing  the  city  lands  under  the  charge  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  or  the  City 
Surve>or,  oh  motion  of  Mr.  Howe  of  Ward  10,  was 
indefinitely  postponed. 

LAYING  OUT  OF   WENDELL    STREET. 

The  order  that  the  Street  Commissioners  be  re- 
quested to  lay  out  Wendell  street  on  the  line  of 
Wharf  street  extended,  or  as  near  as  maybe  there- 
to, by  taking  twenty-two  feet  from  the  store  No. 
105  Broad  street,  substantially  in  accordance  with 
the  petition  of  J.  E.  Brown  and  others  to  the 
Street  Commissioners  iu  October  last,  was  taken 
up  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Dickinson  ot  Ward  tl  said  this  was  an  un- 
usual order,  but.  was  warranted  by  unusual  cir- 
cumstances. He  then  proceeded  to  gi^e  a  historv 
of  the  Wendell-street  lir.e,  and  the  circumstance's 
which  have  brought  about  the  present  state  of 
affairs.    Belore  the  improvement  was  begun,  Mr. 


Bordmau  had  a  block  of  stores  on  Broad  street 
between  Half  Moon  place,  now  Wendell  street, 
and  Baker's  alley,  now  Sturgis  street.  In  this 
blocK  were  two  stores,  each  taxed  at  from  $45,000 
to  $55,000,  and  one  at  $20,000. 

Last  year  a  proposition  was  made  in  the  Boari 
of  Aldermen  to  widen  naif  Moon  place,  which  was 
strcuously  oppose.)  by  the  counsel  of  Mr.  Bord- 
man,  and  caused  a  lively  discussion  in  the  board. 
The  board  laid  it  out  m  a  line  then  acquiesced  in 
bv  all,  by  taking  the  eighteen-foot  store  at  an  es- 
timated expense  of  $32,800.  Mr.  Bordman  claimed 
damages  of  $15,000.  In  February  last  Mr.  Bord- 
man was  notified  ny  the  Street  Commissioners  to 
conform  to  the  new  line,  aud  remove  all  obstruc- 
tions before  the  15tu  of  April.  He  then  got  an  ex- 
tension for  thirty  iiays,  and  agreed  in  writing  to 
complete  ihe  work  m  that  time,  but  did  not  uo  so,  ■ 
and  began  to  press  for  a  change  in  r  he  line. 

Certain  persons  interested  inquired  of  the  Street 
Comuiisiouers  if  a  change  would  be  made,  and 
one  of  the  latter  said  he  would  swear  that  the  line 
should  not  be  changed.  It  was  also  said  by  an 
other  of  the  board  that  certain  persons  were  paid 
for  their  opinions  and  interest  in  Bordman's  be- 
half and  their  views  had  no  influence  with  him. 

A  plan  was  prepared  on  the  fth  August  chang- 
ing the  line,  »nd  giving  back  to  .Mr.  Bordman 
eightv-nine  square  feet  at  the  curve  and  taking  two 
square  feet  further  back,  for  which  eighty-seven 
feet  net  they  were  to  allow  him  $8000,  to  be  taken 
from  the  $45,000  which  he  claimed.  Tne  proceed- 
ings of  the  4tn  September  showed  that  an  order  of 
notice  was  issued  returnable  on  the  18th,  and  the 
return  showed  that  Boardman  waived  the  order  of 
notice,  and  tnat  none  of  the  other  parties  in  in- 
terest were  notified. 

Che  order  of  the  Street  Commissioners  was 
passed  on  the  4th  September,  and  an  order  was  in- 
troduced into  the  Board  of  Aldei  men  on  that  day 
and  passed  on  the  11  th,  to  convey  to  Mr.  Bordman 
the  land  discontinued  and  pay  him  $37,000  for  the 
remaining  land  taken.  This  came  to  the  Council  on 
the  14th,  and  were  laid  on  the  table.  The  members 
of  the  Council  afterwards  visited  the  locality 
and  rejected  the  order.  An  order  of  inquiry  to 
the  Street  Commissioners  was  passed  on  the  28th 
of  September.  When  the  order  for  the  discontinu- 
ance of  this  portion  of  land  was  passed,  Mr. 
Bordman  baling  carried  his  points  immediately 
began  the  work  of  clearing  away  the  obstructions 
and  of  putting  up  the  walls  of  the  bunding,  though 
he  had1  neglected  to  proceed  to  clear  the  line  until 
that  time. 

The  street  Commissioners  by  their  action  al- 
lowed Bor.lman  $8000  on  the  land  discontinued, 
from  the  $45,000  which  he  claimed, thus  paying  nim 
$37,000  for  a  less  amount  of  land  against  the  alder- 
men s  estimate  of  $32,800,  on  property  of  a  taxable 
value  of  $20,000. 

The  preseut  order  proposes  t'*  take  one-half  of 
the  next  store  at  an  extra  expense  of  $13,000  only, 
ascertain  parties  say,  who  are  willing  to  give  a 
bond  that  the  whole  improvement  shall  not  cost 
more  than  $50,000.  Ha  asked,  this  being  so.  if  it 
was  not  better  to  secure  such  an  improvement  at 
so  small  an  expense? 

At  the  hearings  great  talk  was  marie  about  the 
costof  this  improvement  amounting  to  $89,000, 
but  how  was  this  sum  made  up?  Itwas  stated 
that  the  cost  of  one  store  would  be  §37,000,  and 
th.it  of  tue  next  $52,000,  making  a  total  of  $80,000. 
That  was  talked  of  a  grod  deal  until  the  offer  of 
$50,000  was  made.  It  the  commissioners  believe 
it  will  costi$80, D00.  why  do  they  not  comply  with 
the  request  to  give  the  City  Council  an  estimate  of 
the  expense.  Thereasin  why  they  do  not  is  be- 
causetbe  expense  is  warranted  not  to  cost  more 
than  $50.0(10. 

Iu  regard  to  the  proposed  widening,  the  public 
interests  require  the  improvement.  Ihe  testimony 
of  J.  R.  Brown  and  others,  merchants  and  owner's 
of  a  large  amount  of  property,  showed  that  it  was 
necessary  for  business  purposes.  Who  is  there 
against  it?  As  admitted  by  one  of  the  com- 
missioners, there  were  only  paid  architects  ad- 
verse to  the  improvement,  it  was  said  in  opposi- 
tion that  it  was  not  necessary  because  it  was  but 
fifty  feet  to  Sturgis  street,  which  was  a  street  of 
good  width;  but  Wendell  street  having  been  laid 
our,  it  should  be  a  good  one,  instead  of  a  narrow, 
crooked  and  unsightly  street. 

Private  interests  won II  not  suffer  by  the  pro- 
posed improvement,  for  the  property  of  Mr, 
Bordm m  had  been  comparatively  worthless,  and 
it  vvnu'd  ho  a  bles-iug  to  him  should  the  ci:y  take 
it.     rhe  block  of  the  two  larger  stores  was  erected 
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in  1*54,  and  they  bad  been  occupied  bat  three 
years  out  of  eighteen.  Xbe  smaller  store  was 
erected  In  1*07  or  1868;  tbe  boards  wore  kept,  over 
tjbe  trout,  doors  for  eight  or  ten  yens,  when  it  wa9 
l-tinr  time  years,  apd  bad  since  been  empty. 
There  bad  been  an  average  emptiness  of  fifteen  out 
of  eighteen  years,  and  the  stores  hadbeen  an  incu- 
bus on  the  busiueps  in  that  region.  There  could 
b.e  no  harm  in  removing  the  building,  and  mi  in- 
jury could  come  to  private  interest*. 

Mr.  Dickinson  expiessed  surprise  at  the  sum- 
mary inanner  in  which  the  Street  Commissioners 
had  reported  on  the  subject.  He  believed,  bow- 
ever,  tliat  the  commissioners  would  respect  the 
requests  of  the  Citj  Council,  I'm  the  business-meu 
were  behind  tbein.  He  did  not  wish  to  raise  an 
issue  or  controversy  with  the  commissioners, 
siill  the  laeter  were  responsible  to  public  opinion. 
An  irresponsible  house  ought  not  to  be  counte- 
nanced in  our  inuiiic.il  al  affair.-.  The  Council  had 
a  right  to  be  heard,  and  there  was  no  way  in 
which  Shell  force  and  expression  of  [lie  public  will 
could  li-  iclt  as  through  them.  He  hoped,  there- 
lore,  that  the  ord.n-  would  he  passed,  unanimously. 

Mr.  I'eikins  of  Ward  (i  said  it  appeared  to  him 
that,  the  Council  was  disposed  to  indulge  in  fancy 
motions  this  afternoon,  particularly  when  ihey 
had  hut  little  tune  to  spend  upon  them.  As  lie 
understood  the  question,  it  was  a  doubtful  one 
about  laying  out  tbe  two  streets  so  rear  each 
other,  and  it  appeared  to  him  tnat the  additional 
expenditure  proposed  would  he  hut  throwing 
away  the  mouey.  He  therefore  bo;>ed  that  the 
order  would  uoMie  passed. 

Mr.  Flynn  of  Ward  7  said  he  believed  in  the  the- 
ory of  the  order,  anil  as  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
11  had  stated  that  the  expense  would  he  but  $13,- 
000,  he  would  l.e  willing  to  vote  for  it  with  the 
amendment  which  he  proposed  to  otter,  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Provided  that  the  expense  of  laying  out  said 
street  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  S13.000  in  addi- 
tion to  the  sum  already  appropriated  tor  said 
street." 

Mr.  Dickinson  said  he  would  go  further,  accept 
the  amendment  and  suggest  as  an  addition  that  a 
bond  be  given  to  the  ettect  that  it  should  not  cost 
more  than  that  sum. 

Mr.  Barnes  of  Ward  I  said  that  notwithstanding 
all  that  bad  been  said  heretofore  and  now,  he  was 
not  prepa led  to  vote  on  tbe  subject.  The  gentle- 
man from  Ward  11  appeared  to  grasp  ut  the 
amendment  with  avidity,  and  it  might  ne  all 
light,  hut  he  was  not  prepared  to  vote  for  it  and 
Should  probably  vote  against  it. 

The  amendment  ns  amended  by  tbe  suggestion 
was  adopted,  and  the  order  was  passed.

1  be  following  petition  was  presented  and  order- 
ed to  be  laid  on  tile  : 

We,  the  undersigned,  merchants  of  this  city, 
who  have  a  large  moneyed  interest  on  its  water 
front,  and  feeling  the  necessity  of  greater  protec- 
tion Irom  file  than  we  now  have,  would  respect- 
fully ask  that  the  fire-boat  contemplated  by  the 
order  now  pending  before  your  honorable  body  re- 
ceive a  favorable  consideration,  that  the  long-need- 
ed means  of  protection  from  that  terrible  element 
be  furnished  this  ereat  and  growing  interest,  which 
has  suffered  so  mucn  in  the  past  from  tbe  want  of 
such  protection.

Eldiidge  to  he  compensated  for  injuries  re- 
ceived by  an  alleged  delect  on  Howard  street, 
made  a  report  recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following  order: 

Ordered,  that  there  b°  allowed  and  paid  to  Su- 
san K.  Rid  ridge  $1500,  in  full  compensation  for 
injuries  received  on  the  9th  of  December,  1870,  by 
an  alleged  defect  m  Howard  street. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  tbe  order  wys 
passed. 

STEAM  FIGE-ENGIKES   ON    THE  WATER. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5,  the  order 
for  a  contract  to  be  made  for  the  building  of  an 
iron  steamboat  with  the  necessary  pumps  and  oth- 
er apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires,  at  an  esti- 
mated expense  of  $20,000,  (City  Doc.  No.  91,  1871,) 
was  taken  from  the  table  and  considered. 


Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10  said,  I  fin  not  desire  to 
take  the  time  of  the  Council  by  any  extended  re- 
marks upon  thi.s  subject,  but  as  the  gentleman 
lrom  Ward  9,  during  the  aehaie  of  last  week,  in- 
timated that  1  bad  some  interest  of  my  own  to 
protect,  1  wish  here  to  disclaim  all  persons]  inter- 
est in  ti'is  question  or  in  any  question  upon  tvbicb 
1  have  acted  during  the  pas't  two  years  that  i"  has 
been  my  privilege  to  occupy  a  seat  in  this  Council 
chamber. 

But.  sir,  l  have  yet  to  learn  that  any  member  of 

the  City  Council  who  may  bo  conversant  Willi  any 
question,  whether  lie  ootain  that  information  by 

the  ownership  of  property  or  otherwise,  should 
remain  sili  nt  while  orders  for  tin-  appropriation 
t  f  large  Bums  o(  m  >n<  y  are  being  pressed  through 
the  Council  to  be  expended  iu  a  manner  wbiufa 
that  member  may  deem  to  be  not  lor  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  city. 

1  opposed  the  passage  of  this  order  one  week 
ago,  feeling  that  if  some  further  protection 
against  hie  wis  needed  upon  our  water  front, 
for  the  same  amount  Of  money  that  would  be  i  \- 
pended  in  the  purchase,  equipment,  and  ru&ntus 
of  this  boat,  more  could  service  oe  obtained — and 
for  a  much  less  sum  an  equal  amouul  u£  service. 

I  believe  sir,  that  the  committee  estimate  the 
expense;  of  this  proposed  fire-boat  to  be  about 
$20,000,  and  I  give  it  as  my  opinion  alter  a  careful 
examination  tnat  her  running  and  oilier  inciden- 
tal expenses  will  exceed  $10,000  per  year,  to  which 
add  7  per  cent,  on  cost,  say  -1100,  and  10  per  cent, 
for  depreciation,  .-$2000,  and  you  will  have  a  yearly 
expense  on  account  of  this  proposed  boat  of  at 
least  $13,400. 

The  committee  claim  that  they  have  bad  no 
offers  for  any  such  service  as  has  been  intimated 
could  be  obtained. 

1  would  ask  the  committee  if  they  have  ever  ad- 
vertised lor  any  sticli  proposals.  .No  objections 
hei  ng  made,  1  dasire  to  read  th<»  following  letter, 
which  was  banded  to  me  on  Tuesday  last. 

I'lhe  letter  in  question  was  from  J.  O.  Wether- 
bec,  st  tting  that  he  ottered  the  services  of  the 
boat  Cochituate  to  the  Committee  on  tbe  Fire  De- 
partment for  S350  per  month,  having  most  of  the 
conversation  with  Alderman  Gibson.  the  state- 
ment gives  the  capacity  of  the  boat,  ber  pumps 
being  capable  of  throwing  eight  hundred  to  ore 
thousand  gallons  per  minute.  A:  the  trial,  in 
presence  of  members  of  the  comtui'tee,  she  threw 
two  streams  fully  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet. 
hhe  was  built  expressly  to  go  into  places  where  a 
larger  boat  cannot  ne  placed,  and  will  tuin  in  any 
place  of  her  length;  all  her  apparatus  is  new,  anil 
she  is  now  in  better  condition  for  service  than 
ever;  she  can  be  handled  by  three  persons,  but 
can  cany  buy,  if  necessary.  There  is  no  chuuee 
for  her  use  as  a  pleasure-boat,  as  she  was  built  lor 
work.] 

Mr.  Winch  further  remarked:  Now,  sir,  I  do  not 
wish  to  be  understood  as  indorsing  or  objecting  to 
this  boat  of  Mr.  Wetherbee's,  1  know  nothing 
about  her  only  from  what  is  contained  in  th-s  let- 
ter and  an  accompanying  testimonial.  But  from 
this  letter  >t  would  seem  that  this  committee  or 
some  member  of  it  has  hid  some  otters,  this  one 
at  least,  tor  this  kind  of  service,  of  which  I  have 
heard  or  seen  no  mention  in  their  report.  1  hope, 
sir,  the  order  will  not  pass. 

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  0  said  this  was  no  new 
business  in  the  Fire  Department  or  in  the  City  Gov- 
ernment. The  order  contemplates  a  steam  floaf- 
ing.engine  which  shall  be  in  its  power  equal  to 
three  of  our  first-class  steam  fire-engines,  and  will 
have  under  iis  control  a  larger  tire  district  ihaa  is 
assigned  to  any  three  of  our  steam  tiie-engines  com- 
bined. Of  the  necessity  of  this  floating  auxiliary 
ii>  our  department  no  one  can  question  who  is  in  any 
way  familiar  with  its  history,  and  in  my  judgment 
it  is  one  of  the  roost  economical  mo»es  that  have 
heen  made  looking  to  tbe  protection  of  property 
by  the  extinguishment  of  fires.  It  will  cost  for 
the  land  and  house  for  a  steam  tire-engiue  from 
twenty  to  twenty-live  thousand  dollars;  horses, 
harnesses  and  furnishing  of  said  house,  six  thou- 
sand dollars,  making  a  sum-total  of  thirty  to 
thirty-one  thousand  dollars,  wh'le  the  average 
cost  "of  maintaining  said  companies  are  nine 
thousand  dollars  per  innum. 

Now  the  order  calls  for  an  appropriation  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars  for  boat  and  equipments, 
which  is  eleven  thousand  dollars  less  than  it 
would  cost  for  an  engine-house  and  its  equip- 
ments. From  the  most  careful  estimate  I  can  get, 
1  find  that  it  will  cost  annually  to  run  this  boat, 
$8663  75,  which  figures  i  arrive  at  as  follows:    For 
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an  engineer  and  fireman,  $24(13  75;  for  a  captain 
and  steward,  at  a  salary  or  $2200.  which  will  be  a 
sufficient  permanent  force  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses, and  will  make  an  annual  cost  for  salaries 
of  $4(>63  75;  lor  fuel,  oil,  waste  and  other  small 
supplies,  81500;  wharfage,  $500;  wear  and  tear, 
say  ten  per  cent.,  $2000.  In  this  estimate  1  make 
no  allowance  for  extra  labor  in  hose  duty,  as  that 
force  will  be  supplied  by  detail  from  the  several 
companies  when  a  fire  calls  fot  their  service  in 
that  direction,  and  should  there  be  a  regular  or- 
ganized company  to  do  duty  on  this  boat  as  hose- 
men  alone,  it  would  not  exceed  the  average  run- 
ning expenses  of  one  of  our  steam  tire-engines. 

Mr.  Flanders,  in  reply  to  an  inquiry  of  Mr. 
Winch,  said  he  did  not  refer  to  him  as  a  party 
wishing  to  contract  with  the  city  for  the  use  ot 
tug-boats. 

Air,  Winch,  in  further  remarks,  stated  as  his 
belief  that  the  allowance  for  fuel,  waste,  etc.,  in 
the  statement  made,  was  not  enough,  ana  that  it 
would  lie  more  likely  to  amount  to  $5000  than  in- 
side. He  wished  to  know  if  the  committee  adver- 
tised for  proposals. 

Mr.  Flanders  replied  that  they  did  noi  advertise 
for  proposals  for  the  use  ol  tug-boats,  but  received 
bids  lor  buildii.g  one. 

Mr.  Gragg  of  Ward  14  advocated  the  order,  be- 
lieving that  the  efficiency  of  a  tire-engine  on  the 
water  front  would  be  in  its  being  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Fire  Department,  and  ro  be  so,  the  city 
should  own  it.  In  rather  hands  it  would  be  worse 
than  lolly  to  make  the  expenditure. 

Mr.  I'eikius  of  Ward  6  said  he  had  made  some 
inquiries  of  underwriters  in  relxtiou  to  this  pr.-.j- 
e<  t,  and  they  were  of  opinion  that  it  should  pass. 
To  a  question  of  Mr.  Winch,  he  replied  that  their 
opinion  was  that  the  eJiy  should  build  a  boat. 

Mr.  smith  of  Ward  1  was  willing  to  have  two 
boats  rather  than  none,  and  believed  the  city 
would  gee  nack  the  cost,  ten  times  in  five  years. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Ward  15  stated  that  one  fact 
had  been  overlooked.  Six  months  ago  a  petition 
was  presented  to  the  City  Council,  signed  by  in- 
fluential merchants,  asking  fora  steam fire-eugine 
near  Atlantic  avenue.  That  was  laid  on  the  table, 
pending  this  question.  The  cost  lor  laud  and  en- 
gine-house would  be  $25,000,  for  running  the  en- 
gine $6000;  while  this  fin -boat  would  do  much 
more  service  in  that  locality  than  a  steam  fire-en- 
gine on  laud. 

Mr.  Winch  said  he  was  in  favor  of  hiring  a  boat, 
which  could  be  done  at  hall  the  cost  of  running  a 
hoat  by  the  city,  and  was  therefore  in  lavor  of  in- 
definite postponement  of  the  order. 

A  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone    was  lost. 

Mr  Webster  of  Ward  6  advocated  the  contract 
for  employment  of  three  boats  at  an  expense  of 
$12,000,  as  preferable  to  the  building  and  running 
of  a  boat  by  the  city.  He  therefore  moved  a  ref- 
erence of  the  order  to  the  next  City  Council. 

Mr.  Stone  of  Ward  5  ooposed  the  motion,  and 
hoped  the  order  would  be  passed  now.  Afire- 
boat,  as  proposed,  would  do  as  much  as  six  fire- 
engines. 

Air.  Hull  of  Ward  4,  in  reply  to  the  argument  of 
hiring  boats,  said  they  might  as  well  advocate  the 
hiring  of  horses  for  the  engines.  If  a  fire-boat  was 
wanted  for  use,  they  must  know  at  all  times  where 
she  is. 

Mr.  Winch  said  in  regard  to  the  boatCochituate, 
she  could  be  had  at  all  times.  Kveu  should  she 
be  a  mile  off,  they  could  get  to  a  tire  sooner  than 
a  boat  at  the  dock  could  get  up  steam. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  Ward  1  opposed  the  motion,  being 
of  the  belief  that  if  parties  expect  to  make  money 
by  loaning  their  boats  to  the  city,  it  would  be 
much  better  for  the  city  to  own  the  boat. 

The  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  lost, 
when  ihe  order  was  passed. 

Mr.  Kingsbury  of  Waid  15  moved  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  the  passage  of  the  order,  which  he  hoped 
woull  not  prevail. 

The  niotiou  was  lost. 

Uu  motion  of  Mr.  Kyan  of  Ward  13,  the  order  in 
relation  to  leasing  a  portion  of  the  City  Hospital 
wharf  was  taken  up.  Mr.  Kyan  stated"  that  the 
committee  had  under  consideration  the  petition 
for  a  purchase  of  the  wharf,  and  were  to  have  a 
meeting  to  act  upon  it.  He  therefore  moved  a 
reference  of  the  order  to  the  next  City  Council, 
which  was  carried. 

ELEVATOR  FOR  THE  CITY   HALL. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Flynii  of  Ward  7.  the  orders 
for  a  coutract  to  be  made  with  Campbell,  Whittier 


&  Co.  for  an  elevator  for  the  City  Hall  to  be  oper- 
ated by  water,  and  for  a  loan  of  $10,5W  to  pay  for 
the  s.iine,  were  taken  from  the  table. 

Mr.  O'Connor  of  Ward  7  moved  to  amend  by 
adding  to  the  order  "that  twenty-five  carriages  be 
provided  and  paid  for  by  the  city  of  Boston,  to  be 
located  in  the  most  central  places  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  to  convey  parties  wishing  to  come  to  the 
City  Hall  free  of  expense;  to  be  charged  to  the 
Reserved  Fund." 

Air.  Flynii  raided  a  question  of  order,  that  the 
amendment  was  not  germane  to  the  question,  and 
the  point  of  order  was  sustained. 

Mr  O'Connor  said  he  hoped  the  order  would  not 
pass.  He  was  opposed  to  the  erection  of  an  eleva- 
tor, and  did  not  like  the  terms  of  the  order  to  ex- 
clude other  persons  tiom  making  a  contract  than 
those  named.  I'll  ere  was  no  need  .of  an  elevator, 
an. I  it  would  only  be  for  the  assistance  of  ofhee- 
seekers  in  getting  up  into  the  Citv  Hall. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Ward  10  opposed  the  order,  doubt- 
ing whether  a  water  elevator  wouid  answer  the 
purpose.  It  had  not  bee.)  sufficiently  tested,  and 
the  order  suould  not  be  pressed  at  the  present 
time. 

.n  r,  Webster  of  Ward  6,  stated  that  the  elevators 
proposed  could  be  m  ide  to  carry  as  many  as  a  car 
could;  all  that  would  be  necessary  would  be  to 
have  water  enough. 

.Mr.  Hull,  in  reply  to  the  gentleman  from  Ward 
10,  said  he  should  have  some  confidence  in  the 
judgment  of  the  committee,  and  as  to  the  capacity 
of  the  elevator  in  question,  the  same  objection,  if 
any,  could  be  made  to  a  stea in  elevator.  He  had 
so  mucn  confidence  in  the  elevator  that  he  had 
contracted  with  Campbell  &  W'hittier  to  put  up 
one  in  hij  house,  and  theelevatoi  could  be  con- 
structed io  carry  any  weight. 

Mr.  Brooks  of  "Ward  1  made  some  statements  in 
regard  to  the  investigations  of  the  committee, 
and  to  the  examination  of  an  elevator  of  the  pro- 
posed character  in  Hartford.  To  an  inquiry 
whether  there  was  any  risk  in  the  exhaustion  of 
the  water,  he  leplied  that  there  was  not.  The 
committee,  after  an  examination  of  many  differ- 
ent elevators,  came  to  the  couclusion  that  this 
was  the  most  desirable  one,  and  he  was  satisfied 
that  Campbell  &  Whittier  would  not  recommend 
an  elevator  that  would  not  answer  the  purpose. 
The  elevator  would  be  efficient  and  perfectly  safe. 

Mr.  Emery  of  Ward  10  expressed  a  preference 
for  a  steam  elevator,  and  while  he  would  not  say 
that  the  elevator  would  not  be  perfectly  sate, 
there  might,  be  some  difficulty  in  running  parties 
up  too  quick,  should  several  get  out  part  way  up. 

Mr.  Woods  of  Ward  12  advocated  the  order, 
and  stated  that  patents  had  been  taken  out  lor 
improvements  in  this  elevator.  There  could  be  no 
danger  with  it,  that  accidents  would  happen. 

Hi.  Smith  of  Ward  1  said  he  was  in  fa,-or  of  a 
steam  elevator  for  safety  and  efficiency.  He  would 
like  to  know  how  long  persons  would' have  to  wait 
after  getting  up  in  the  top  of  the  building,  while 
the  water  was*  running  out.  He  was  in  favor  of 
the  Tuft's  elevator,  which  was  perfectly  safe,  and 
could  be  relied  upon.  He  hoped,  therWore,  that 
the  subject  would  be  referred  to  the  next  City  Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr.  Woods  said  there  could  be  no  objection  to 
the  use  of  water,  and  it  was  an  advantage  in  being 
more  economical. 

ihe  questit  n  was  taken,  and  the  order  failed  of 
a  passage,  (not  two-thirds,)  as  follows:

§5000  without  the  concurrence  ol  the  City  Council. 

The  motion  was  lost  and  the  order  was  passed.

Mr.  Flanders  of  Ward  5  (Mr.  Winch  of  Ward  10 
in  the  chair),  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Kesolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Common 
Council  lor  the  year  1871  desire,  before  their  final 
separation,  to  extend  their  thanks  to  the  presi- 
dent, Matthias  Kich,  Ksq.,  lor  the  courtesy  and 
fidelity  Alio  which  he  has  presided  over  their  de- 
liberations during  the  past  year,  and  to  tender  to 
him  their  best  wishes  for  his  health,  prosperity 
and  happiness. 

Mr.  r  landers  in  briefly  advocating  the  resolu- 
tions, said  it  was  a  very  pleasing  duty  for  him  to 
perioral,  and  be  was  satisfied  that  its  sentiments 
would  be  concurred  in  by  every  member  of  the 
council. 

.Mr.  Ayer  of  Ward  14,  in  seconding  the  passage 
of  the  resolution,  which  he  did  heartily,  said  it 
was  hardly  to  be  supposed  that  sixty-four  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  could  come  together  for  a 
year  without  differing  in  some  things,  and  be  en- 
tirely unaffected  by  the  failure  of  cherished  meas- 
ures. His  personal  connection  with  the  Common 
Council  for  the  past  two. years  had  been  very 
pleasant,  and  would  long  lie  reinemf-ered  by  him 
with  gratification.  He  took  delight  in  bearing  bis 
testimony  to  the  courtesy  and  fidelity  of  the  pre- 
siding officer. 

The  motion  was  taken  by  a  rising  vwte.  and  de- 
clared by  the  chairman  to  he  unanimously  car- 
ried. 

The  president  took  the  chair,  and  addressed  the 
Council  as  follows: 

Gerii-iemei)  of  the  Common  Council — I  thank 
you  sincerely  lor  the  complimentary  vot°you  have 
just  passed. 

In  the  closing  hours  of  the  municipal  year  it  be- 
comes us  to  take  a  rei inspect  of  our  experience  in 
civic  affairs  during  the  preceding  twelve  months. 


On  being  called  to  the  responsible  position  of 
presidmg  officer  of  this  body,  i  entertained  much 
distrust  of  my  ability  to  pnipcrlv  periorm  the  du- 
ties, but  a  fi ini  teliauce  on  your  kind  forbearance 
and  favorable  consideration  induced  me  to  accept 
the  trust  ;  and  whatevci  of  success  has  attended 
its  administration  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  unremit- 
ting coopeiation  of  the  me'mbers  of  the  Council, 
and  the  assistance  of  the  raithful  ami  efficient 
clerk  of  this  body,  whose  courtesy  and  services, 
as  well  as  those  ot  the  other  officers  of  the  City 
Government,  1  shall  not  soon  forget. 

As  the  city  increases  in  the  numLerot  it*  inhab- 
itants and  in  business,  the  labors  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  popular  branch  of  the  Government 
must  necessarily  continue  to  augment.  A  recital 
at  the  iircent  'moment  of  all  the  various  public 
measures  upon  which  the  Council  has  been  called 
upon  this  year  to  act,  would  occupy  too  much  of 
your  time. 

It  will  suffice  to  state  that  the  principal  matters 
which  have  received  your  attention  relate  to  the 
improvements  in  the  Suffolk-streetUistrict,  ihe  ex- 
tension of  Columbus  avenue,  the  widening  of 
Portland,  Hanover  and  Dudley  streets,  and  the 
continuation  of  important  avenues  o-  the  Back 
Bay;  a  Homejfor  the  Poor  at  Deer  Island;  a 
new  Lunatic  Hospital  atW'inthrop;  the  Public 
Library  and  Branch  Libraries  at  South  Boston  and 
at  the  Boston  Highlands;  the  A.molies,  Common 
and  Public  Squares;  the  Fire  and  Fiie-alarm  De- 
partments; the  East  Boston  Ferries,  Public 
Schools  and  Public  Lands;  the  City  Hospital,  Po- 
lice Stations  aud  Bridges;  the  purchase  of  Pains- 
ford  Island;  the  Inspection  of  Buildings;  the  City 
I'rinting  and  the  removal  of  earth  from  Fort  Hill. 
Touching  these  diverse  matters  (whether  the 
several  measures  concerning  them  were  ordered 
to  be  carried  into  effect  or  not),  as  well  as  many 
other  matters,  whether  of  less  or  greater  magni- 
tude, or  appeitaining  directly  or  inairectly  to  the 
ordinary  routine  of  municipal  affairs,  and  which 
it  has  iieeu  your  province  to  consider  and  act 
upon.it  gives  me  pleasure  to  bear  testimony  to 
the  vigilant  scrutiny  by  the  Council  of  the  propo- 
sitions, the  zeal  and  intelligence  maniiested  by 
the  members,  and  their  devotion  to  the  wants  anil 
general  welfare  of  the  city. 

Two  subjects,  it  may  be  stated,  have  been  before 
the  Council  of  vital  consequence  to  the  commu- 
nity. One  of  tbem  relates  to  the  sale  of  diseased 
meai,  which  had  necoine  a  growing  evil,  highly 
detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  citizens. 

The  investigation  that  was  ordered  will,  it  is 
confidently  believed,  ultimately  result  in  check- 
ing, and  perhaps  eradicating,  tlagiant  and  dan- 
gerous practices  in  the  sale  of  an  indispensable 
article  ol  food. 

The  second  question,  a  further  and  full  supply 
of  water,  also  touches  the  whole  population.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  quantity  of  water  must  be 
largely  increased  to  meet  the  daily  consumption 
of  this  rapidly  growing  metropolis,  as  well  as  to 
prepare  us  agiunst  emergencies. 

Surveys,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  addition- 
al sources  of  supply  from  which  to  obtain  the 
needed  quantity,  have  been  ordered,  and  also  in- 
quiries into  the  probability  of  using  salt  water  hi 
the  case  of  tires,  aod  for  the  sprinkling  of  streets, 
etc.,  with  a  v>ew  of  leaving  tne  Cochituate  main- 
ly for  household  purposes. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Slonu- 
ment  has  been  laid  during  the  year  with  imposing 
ceremonies.  When  the  work  is  completed  it  will 
not  only  commemorate  the  patriotism  and  sacri- 
fices of  our  own  citizens  tor  the  preservation  of 
our  glorious  Union,  but  will  silently  and  surely 
tend  to  educate  the  people  in  the  fineraudasstbeli- 
ic,  as  well  as  heroic  qualities  of  character. 

ISotwithstanding  the  many  important  improve- 
ment entered  upon  during  the  year,  and  the  carry- 
ing forward  and  finishing  of  others  commenced 
by  former  City  Governments,  the  net  debt  of  the 
city  has  not  been  materially  increased. 

The  members  of  this  board,  I  am  happy  to  say, 
have  not  been  nomiudful  of  the  cry  made  in  times 
past,  of  wasteful  extravagauce  in  feaning  at  rbe 
public  expense.  In  this  connection  I  ask  your  at- 
tention to  the  following  statements  taken  from 
the  books  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts: 

The  expenditures  of  the  Joint  Committees  of  the 
City  Council  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  the 
past  iyear  have  been  to  December  1.  $5900  less 
than  those  of  the  preceding  year  dunug  the  same 
time;  while  the  whole  amount  of  the  cost  of  re- 
fresh ments  and  carnage-hire    furnished    to    ad 
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members  of  tbe  Common  Council  for  the  same 
time  is  only  $536  10,  being  « 1 270  less  than  lor  the 
same  time  the  previous  year,  in  which  my  prede- 
cessor look  stioiig  and  honorable  grouuds  against 
former  abuses  in  this  directiou.  All  the  expenses 
of  rbis  board  have  been  charged  t  >  the  contingent 
fund  of  the  Common  Council,  which  has  been 
found  amply  sufficient,  there  being  a  balance  re- 
maining to  the  credit  uf  tbe  fund  on  tbe  1st  De- 
•eemher,  as  appears  by  the  Auditor's  Monthly  Ex- 
hibit, of  $1502  60,  which  will  be  ample  for  tbe  next 
Council  to  the  close  of  tut'  present  financial  year, 
which  terminates  on  the  last  day  of  April  next. 
My  thanks  are  due  to  you  all  for  your  earnest  co- 
operation in  securing  so  desirable  a  result. 

(Gentlemen  of  the  Council— In  concluding  this 
basty  epitome  of  the  proceedings  of  the  past  year, 


let  me  again  acknowledge  your  uniform  courtesy 
and  Kindness  on  all  occasions,  and  express  tbe 
wish  that  your  future  lot  in  life  may  be  in  every 
way  pro.speious  and  happy. 

tientleuien  of  the  Council— Tbe  year,  with  its 
duties  and  opportunities,  is  closed,  and  the  major- 
ity of  us  will  meet  no  more  in  this  chamber  to  la- 
bor for  the  public  weal ;  and  now,  as  we  are  about 
to  part,  I  will  not  say  farewell,  but  I  will  cherish 
the  hope  that  I  may  often  meet  you  as  friends  in 
the  business  walks  and  social  relations  of  life.

Th<>  order  requesting  the  Mayor  to  petition 
the  Legislature  for  a  modification  of  the  act  es- 
tablishing the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  was 
considered. 

Alderman  Little  opposed  tne  order,  believing  it 
would  make  null  and  void  the  Board  of  stieet 
Commissioners,  and  throw  hack  an  ijamense  labor 
upon  the  Committee  on  Streets,  and  the  Board  of 
Alderman.  He  believed  the  authority  of  fie  com- 
missioners had  never  been  abused. 

The  order  was  non-concurred  in. 

Order  for  the  Superintendent  of  Common  and 
Squares  to  grade  Orchard  square  coming  up, 
referred  to  the  next  City  Council,  the  reference 
was  concurred  in. 

Order  directing  a  lease  of  a  portion  of  the  City 
Hospital  wharf,  coming  up,  referred  to  the  next 
City  Council,  the  reference  was  concuned  in. 

The  order  for  a  petition  to  the  Legislature  for 
an  act  to  construct  sidewalks  and  make  the  ex- 
pense a  lien  upon  estates  of  abutters,  coming  up 
amended,  the  amendment  was  concurred  in. 

The  ordinance  in  addition  to  an  ordinance  re- 
lating to  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  build- 
ings coming  up  amended,  the  amendment  was 
concurred  in. 

The  order  authorizing  a  contract  tor  the  build- 
ing of  an  iroin  steamboat,  with  apparatus  for  ex- 
tinguishing lires,  at  an  expense  of  $25,000,  was 
passed. 

A  petition  of  merchants  of  Boston  in  favor  of 
the  building  of  such  a  boat,  was  ordered  to  be 
placed  on  file. 

Order  for  the  City  Messenger  to  procure  the 
binding  of  documents  for  each  member  of  the  City 
Council.

REPORTS   ON    SUFFOLK    AND    CHCBCH-STREET  DIS- 
TRICTS. 

Alderman  Pope  submitted  the  report  of  the 
Joint  Special  Committee  on  the  Suffolk-Street 
District,  for  the  year,  which  was  ordered  to  be 
printed. 

In  a  statement  of  a  history  of  the  improvement, 
it  is  said  that  the  estimated  cost  was  $2,351,550, 
not  including  payments  foi  estates  suirendered. 
The  payments  under  Ihe  contracts  for  filling  and 
for  incidental  expenses  last  year  have  amounted 
to  Sio4,0-"4  84.  The  amount  of  rhe  appropriation 
for  carrying  on  the  work  up  to  tne  present  tunc  is 
$1,506,248  96,  and  the  expenditures  have  auiouuted 
to  $1,331,532  36.  The  amount  yet  to  be  paid  on 
contracts  is  $109,605  95. 
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The  amounts  to  be  credited  to  the  improvement, 
for  buildings,  materials,  tilling,  betterments,  etc-., 
are  $58,551  70,  and  for  sale  of  eslates,  $400,037  A2. 
making  a  total  of  $459,189  18.  The  estates  paid 
lor  but  not  sold,  amount  in  value  to  138,007  96.  A 
recapitulation  gives  the  following  result:

The  committee  remark  that  it  would  appear  from 
the  expenditures  which  had  already  been  made, 
the  improvement  would  be  made  at  much  less  than 
the  estimated  cost. 

The  estimated  cost  of  raising  buildings,  etc.. 
was  $844,000;  there  had  been  paid  for  such  work 
$284,000,  and  for  work  y«.t  to  be  done  the  co.-t 
would  probably  amount  to  $45,000,  which  would 
leave  the  cost  at  about  half  the  estimate.  The  es- 
timated receipts  lor  raying  sewers,  etc.,  will  about 
cover  the  cost.  About  one-third  of  the  estates 
taken  have  been  recouveyed  to  the  owners,  and  it 
is  believed  that  all  of  them  will  be  reeonve.yed  be- 
fore the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed,  in  July 
next. 

In  relation  to  the  unfiiiished  matters  in  the 
Church-street  District  left  under  their  charge,  the 
committee  state  that  there  has  been  expended 
('uniig  the  year  $21, 479  03— making  the  total  pav- 
ments  $1,151,270  92.

Alderman  Cowuin  offered  the  following  order, 
which,  on  his  motion,  was  tel'erred  to  the  next;

Ordered,  that  the  Board  of  stieet  Commiesion- 
ers  be  requested  to  consider  the  expediency  of  ex- 
tending Washington  street  from  Co.  nhill  to  Ha>- 
market  square. 

TOE  COURT   BOOSE  ClESTIoN. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  Josiah  Quincy 
and  others,  owning  estates  on  Beacon  Hill,  asking 
for  a  hearing  before  action  should  be  baa  in  talc- 
ing the  reservoir  lot  for  a  Court  House.  They  say 
that  thev  believe  with  the  Water  Board  that  the 
safety  of  the  city  may  be  endangered  by  dluin- 
iphing  the  water  supply:  that  the  site  would  be 
inconvenient  for  'he  members  of  the  legal  profes- 
sion and  for  the  public  at  large;  that  the  value  of 
the  adjoining  lanes  for  residences  w<>uld  be  ereat- 
ly  diminished;  and  that  the  immediate  erecti.-n 
of  a  new  Court  House  cannot  be  delayed  by  grant- 
ing the  citizens  an  opportunity  to  be  beard  ou  the 
subject. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  G.  W.  Phillips 
ami  sixty-three  otbeis,  members  of  the  sutiolk 
Bor,  besides  clerks  ot  courts  and  others,  in  favor 
of  the  location  ot  the  new  Court  House  on  the  res- 
et voir  lot,  and  askiug  that  the  board  do  not  ad- 
journ for  the  present  municipal  yeai,  without  ac- 
cepting the  report  of  the  committee  and  passing 
the  orders  as  reported  tiy  them. 

They  give  as  various  reasons,  that  the  matter 
has  been  investigated  with  moie  than  ordinary 
thoroughness  and  care  by  an  able  committee;  be- 
cause so  fair  and  disinterested  an  examination 
cannot  again  be  expected;  because  the  site  rec- 
ommended  combines  advantages  of  light,  air,  qui- 
et, and  central  position  which  cannot  be  had  in 
any  other  locality,  or  for  any  equal  cost;  because 
so*  little  opposition  has  been  or  can  be  made 
against  it;  because  the  general  public  sentiment 
is  in  favor  ot  utilizing  this  piece  of  property;  be- 
cause nothing  but  a  remote  contingent  li- 
ability can  lie  subserved  by  preserving  this 
reservoir;  because,  should  there  be  any  such  lia- 
bility, ic  would  be  but  temporal y  and  wholly  inci- 
dental, and  an  effectual  remedy  can  be  provided 
at  small  cost;  because  every  means  can  be  taken 
lone:  before  the  lemoval  of  the  present  reservoir; 
because  a  stand  pipe  will  be  of  much  better  ser- 
vice than  the  reservoir  can  he;  because  the  longer 
agitation  ol  the  question  creates  contentions  and 
divisions  of  opinion;  because  the  matter  is  now 
ripe  aud  ready  foj  adoption;  and  finally,  because 
the  only  suggestion  before  the  board  interposing 
any  obstacle  to  the  passage  of  ihe  order  is  totally 
inadequate  as  a  lact  or  as  a  reason  for  the  longer 
postponement  of  public  improvement  where  so 
many  great  and  valuable  interests  are  at  stake. 

Judge  Wright,  by  permission  of  the  Board,  was 
allowed  to  read  the  above,  and  to  make  some  re- 
marks upon  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
to  take  property  for  a  court  house. 

Ezra  Farnsworth  for  owners  of  estates,  and  one 
of  the  petitioneis  for  a  heariusr,  urged  some  rea- 
sons why  such  a  bearing  should  be  granted. 

No  action  was  taken  in  relation  to  the  matter. 

CHANGE  OK  NAME  OF  NORTH  STREET. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Pierce,  the  order  to 
change  the  name  of  that  portion  of  North  street 
between  Dock  square  and  Bickmond  street  to 
Converse  street,  was  taken  from  the  table  and 
consuleted. 

Alderman  Cutter  wished  to  have  the  reasons 
which  called  for  a  change  in  tho  name  of  the 
street. 

Alderman  Pierce  stated  that  the  call  for  a 
change  of  name  was  by  the  residents  of  the  street, 
while  the  business  men  occupying  stores  there 
were  the  opponents  of  the  change. 

Alderman  Cutter  objected  to  the  policy  of  chang- 
ing the  name  ol  streets,  and  in  this  case,  they 
snould  respect  the  wishes  of  the  business  men 
who  had  built  up  the  business  there. 

Alderman  Plumer  referred  to  the  former  change 
of  the  name  of  the  street,  and  he  believed  the 
name  should  remain  as  it  is  at  present. 
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Alderman  Kicker  said  he  should  like  to  accom- 
modate the  people  living;  on  the  street,  but  he  ob- 
jected to  the  principle  as  wrong,  anil  the  change 
would  be  but  to  create  confusion  to  the  assessors 
department  and  the  registry  of  deeds,  if  any 
change  should  be  made  it  should  include  the  street 
to  North  square,  where  the  street  makes  a  bend. 

Alderman  Cowdin  advocated  the  change,  and 
referred  as  a  precedent  to  the  change  in  the  name 
of  a  portion  of  Richmond  street,  because  one 
portion  was  of  a  reputable  character  and  the  other 
was  not. 

Alderman  Plumer  opposed  the  change  from 
principle,  and  in  answer  to  a  question  of  Alder- 
man Cowoin,  what  he  would  do  should  a  portion 
of  the  street  where  he  lived  become  disreputable, 
he  said  he  should  move  out  of  ihe  street. 

Alderman  Plumpr  further  stated  in  regard  to 
the  argunrnt  of  Alderman  Cowdin  that  the  oppo- 
nents of  a  change  lived  out  of  town. — that  as  large 
taxpayers  and  bnsiness-men,  they  were  entitled 
to  have  their  wishes  considered,  as  well  as  resi- 
dents of  the  street. 

'Ihe  order  was  rejected,  and  a  subsequent  mo- 
tion to  reconsider,  was  lost. 

THANKS    TO    THE    MAYOR. 

Alderman  Pierce  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Hes'tlved,  that  the  thanks  of  I  his  board  be  pre- 
sented to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  for  the  marked 
ability  with  which  be  has  conducted  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  board,  while  serving  as  its  presiding 
officer,  and  also  for  the  valuable  aid  which  he  has 
rendered  to  the  members  of  the  board  in  their 
individual  capacity  duiing  the  present  municipal 
year. 

Alderman  Pierce,  in  offering  the  resolution,  said 
he  did  so  with  much  satisfaction,  and  he  could 
add  his  testimony  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
Mayor  bad  discharged  his  duties  with  credit  to 
himself  and  to  the  city. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote. 

ADDRESS  OF  THE  MAYOR. 

The  Mayor  took  the  chair  aud  addressed  the 
Board  as  lollovvs: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen— I  thank 
you  for  the  vote  which  yon  have  passed,  in  appre- 
ciation of  the  manner  in  which  I  have  dis- 
charged n\v  duties  as  your  presiding  officer,  as  the 
crowning  act  of  the  year.  1  am  not  unaware 
that  in  the  discharge  of  my  labors  I  have  been 
greatly  aided  by  the  attention  which  you  have 
given  to  me  in  th"  devotion  and  zeal  which  you 
have  given  to  your  official  duties.  1  thank  you 
for  the  courtesy,  confidence,  uniform  kindness, 
which  you  have  shown  towards  me  during  the 
past  year,  in  which  no  unkind  word  or  slightest 
personal  feeling  has  been  exhibited  in  our  inter- 
course. 

With  many  of  us,  today  ends  our  official  rela- 
tions with  each  other,  but  I  trust  that  the  friendly 
relations  which  have  existed  between  us  will  be 
contined,  and  if  our  lives  are  spared  they  will  con- 
tinue to  afford  us  the  same  pleasure  which  they 
have  in  the  year  which  ends  today. 

VOTE  OF  THANKS  TO  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE 
BOARD. 

Alderman  Cowdin  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  pre- 
sented to  its  chairman,  Charles  E.  Jenkins,  Esq., 
for  the  ability  and  impartiality  which  have  char- 
acterized the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  presiding 
officer.  Although  our  official  relations  are  ahout 
to  close,  we  shall  continue  to  hold  him  in  high  re- 
gard for  the  very  valuable  service  which  he  has 
rendered  to  the  city  during  the  time  he  has  been 
connected  with  the  Government,  and  for  the  uni- 
form kindness  and  courtesy  which  he  has  shown 
to  all  with  whom  he  has  come  in  contact. 

ADDRESS  OF  THE   PRESIDENT. 

Alderman  Jenkins  addressed  the  board  as  fol- 
lows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen— In  re- 
sponse to  the  complimentary  resolution  which 
you  have  adopted  with  such  unanimity,  I  return 
my  sincere  acknowledgments,  and  I  assure  vou 
that  I  fully  reciprocate  the  sentiments  of  good 
will  it  contains. 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  tear  testimony 
to  your  devotedness  to  the  interests  of  the  city 
during  the  year  that  is  about  to  close,  knowing 


as  I  do  that  your  onerous  labors  have  been  cheer- 
fully performed,  and  without  hope  of  reward. 

We  often  hear  it  more  than  intimated,  that  lit- 
tle or  no  consideration  is  given  to  the  appi  opria- 
tion  of  the  city's  money.  I  think  I  can  say  truly, 
that  all  things  considered,  the  management  of  the 
city's  business  will  compare  farvoracly  with  that 
o(  "many  leading  mercantile  houses  and  private 
corporations.  Associated  as  1  have  been  for  two 
years  with  many  committees  on  the  part  of  this 
hoard,  as  well  as  with  those  that  were  joined  by 
the  other  branch,  I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that 
in  no  instance  have  I  seen  a  disposition  to  treat 
with  indifference  any  question  that  involved  the 
expenditure  of  money:  on  the  contrary, each  mem- 
ber has  made  the  case  his  own,  and  acted  accord- 
ingly; and  I  desire  here  and  now  to  express  my 
deep  obligations  and  my  thanks  to  those  members 
of  the  other  branch  with  whom  I  have  been  asso- 
ciated on  committee*,  for  their  constant  attend- 
ance and  careful  consideration  of  every  subject 
that  has  been  presented. 

The  recent  disclosures  concerning  the  manage- 
ment of  municipal  affairs  in  the  city  of  New 
York  have  materially  stimulated  the  citizens  of 
all  large  cities  iu  the  country  to  criticise  more 
closely  than  usual  the  management  of  affairs  in 
their  local  governments.  It  is  earnestly  to  be 
hoped  that  it  will  have  permanent  results  in  lead- 
ing the  substantial  men  in  every  community  to 
take  a  greater  interest  in  and  give  their  personal 
attention  to  municipal  affairs. 

In  considering  our  own  Government,  it  has 
seemed  to  me  that  much  was  due,  for  the  honora- 
ble position  which  it  occupies,  to  the  ability  and 
integrity  of  .he  superintendents  of  the  various  de- 
partments, and  the  city  clerk,  clerk  of  committees, 
treasurer,  auditor  and  solicitor.  While  the  City 
Council  continues  to  sustain  such  officers  in  their 
places,  the  Government  cannot  be  corruptly  ad- 
ministered. 

The  anuual  reports  of  the  various  departments, 
embracing  all  matters  ot  importance  that  have 
been  acted  upon  by  this  board  during  the  year, 
will  soor>  be  made  public,  and  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  will  probably  in  his  message  to  the  new 
Government,  to  he  inaugurated  ou  Monday,  pas3 
in  review  our  w©rk;  and  recommend  such  action 
in  the  future  as  in  his  judgment  the  public  inter- 
est may  require.  It  is  unnecessary,  therefore,  for 
me  to  present  any  detailed  statement  of  what  we 
have  done  or  what  we  have  left  undone  during 
our  term  of  service. 

Although  few  new  projects  of  importance  have 
been  entered  upon,  this  has  been  a  busy  year. 
Much  of  our  time  has  been  occupied  in  complet- 
ing the  work  begun  Ly  our  predecessors. 

That  great  public  improvement,  the  raising  of 
the  Suffolk-street  District,  has  been  far  advanced 
towards  completion.  Fort  Hill  has  been  nearly 
reduced  to  the  grade  of  the  surrounding  territory. 
Kingston  street  has  been  widened  and  paved. 
Harrison  avenue  has  been  extended.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  completed  for  the  extension  of 
Columbus  avenue  to  Park  square.  Contracts 
have  been  made  for  the  extension  of  Common- 
wealth avenue,  Huntington  avenue,  and  Chester 
park. 

The  coruer-stone  for  the  Memorial  Monument 
has  been  laid,  and  I  understand  the  work  is  fairly 
progressing.  A  department  for  the  survey  and  in- 
spection of  buildings  has  been  organized,  and  has 
begun  the  performance  of  its  duties  in  a  manner 
promising  beneficial  results.  The  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  was  organized  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year,  and  I  desire  to  say  that  I  feel 
greatly  indebted  to  the  members  of  that  board  for 
valuable  assistance  in  adjusting  questions  of 
damages  and  betterments. 

I  have  mentioned  thus  briefly  some  of  the  most 
important  measures  that  have  claimed  your  at- 
tention during  the  year,  knowing  that  I  should 
weary  your  patience  if  1  attempted  to  speak  more 
in  detail  of  them  or  so  much  as  refer  to  nume- 
rous other  questions  that  have  been  before  you. 

This  day  terminates  the  connection  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  this  board  with  the  City  Govern- 
ment; but  friendships  we  have  formed  with  each 
other  and  with  those  who  occupy  places  in  trust 
in  this  building  will  never  he  forgotten.  Oursocia 
intercourse  has  always  been  pleasant,  and  has 
been  marked  with  courtesy  and  kindness  that  so 
well  become  the  members  of  this  board. 

To  His  Honor  Mayor  Gaston  1  must  again  ex- 
press my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and' consid- 
eration which  he  has  always  shown  to  this  Board. 
Gentlemen — For  jour  indulgence  to  me  while 
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presiding  over  your  deliberations;   for  your  co- 
operation in  maintaining:  the  dignity  ot  trie  board, 
let  me  again  thank  you  most  sincerely.    I  await 
your  further  pleasure.
